CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend tothe 22nd Nov. No later mail had been received 
from London. 
The following summary is from the North China Herald :— 


We have little to report in the way of news. The principal 
occurrence of public interest has been the annual meeting of the 
Chamber of Commerce. The report and accounts having been 
passed, the members of the Chamber discussed a letter addressed 
to it by the Piece Goods Brokers, and came to the conclusion that 
they could not interfere for the protection of that body from the 
evils which they complained had crept intothe trade. The Cham- 
ber recommended the adoption of the new Inward Bill of Lading 
via the Canal, drawn up for the Eastern Trade by the London 
Committee, and passed a resolution inviting shippers at Shang- 
hai and Hankow to give it their preference. With regard 
to the subject of mildew in Piece Goods, it was announced 
that the Committee of the Chamber were about to address 
a letter to the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. A reso- 
lution authorising the Committee to contract for telegraphic 
news, for 1873, was passed ; and also one instructing the secretary 
to address the Municipal Council and other authorities, with a 
view to permitting goede to be lara Br at Shanghai from one 
vessel to another without payment of wharfage dues. The Cham- 
ber agreed to recommend that Shanghai should be made a Port 
of Registry for British shipping. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes on the 9th :—The waters 
around here have gone a littlo lately, and will no doubt continue de- 
creasing till next year’s rains set in. In less than two weeks, how- 
ever, we shall see the country around us a sheet of ice,a universal 
state of glaze which will last through the winter. We have now four 
foreign men-of-war moored properly for the coming winter, their - 
yards down, and decks housed ‘in with matting, and two Chinese 
war vessels are similarly preparing to pass the winter here. The 
crews of the men-of-war have had their kits seasonably supple. 
mented by fur jackets. The thermometer has already touched 32, 
being driven down to that point after the last northerly gale, and 
three-eigths of an inch of ice 1s a premonition that winter is 
closing in. ° 

There is no political news stirring at Peking, and itjis pro- 
bable that nothing of interest to foreigners will now occur Until 
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the Emperor actually takes up the reins of government. The 
Audience question will most likely then receive early attention. 
It is said that the French Minister will lead off, the British, 
American, German and Russian following; and there is reason 
to suppose that the audiences will be granted. Although 
the Emperor will assume the personal control of affairs in Feb- 
ruary, the Empress-Dowager, Prince Kung, and the other 
Ministers of State will no doubt continue to exercise considerable 
power till his Majesty has reached a more mature age than 
seventeen. The Chinese appear to know nothing as to the capa- 
bilities, natural or acquired, of the young Emperor. 


From Newchwang we hear that the approach of winter has 
somewhat quickened the demand for manufactures, but rates are 
unsatisfactory, being for 7 lbs. Grey Shirtings Tls. 1.65, and 8} 
Ibs. Tls. 1.80. In ten days the river will probably be full of ice, 
and not a ship in port ; then the severity of early winter will be 
checked for another ten days, during which vessels could get up. 

Admiral Shadwell has gone up the Yangtsze to visit the vesse 
of the squadron stationed at the Yangtsze ports. , 





HONG KONG. 
Advices are to the 28th Nov.; the French mail from London, 
Oct. 11, arrived out on the 22nd Noyv., and the following P. and O. 
mail of Oct. 18 on the 27th. 


The Foreign Community of Canton have helda meeting to make 
arrangements for establishing a Bowling Alley Association. The 
gentlemen present were Messrs. Hutchison, Cunningham, Talbot, 
Devens, Thomas, Wright, Krauss, Cheshire, @. M. Smith, Arnhold, 
Rowe, Kramer, Gardner, Crace, Hutchinson, 8. Deacon, Gifford, 
Stretten, Hippesley, Carrall, Bumiller, Gepp, Allen, Bennett, 
Hardy, Gillison, Nye, Heitmann, and Sampson. A resolution was 
moved that the sum of money known as the American Garden 
Fund should be borrowed for the purposes of the Association, and 
it being stated that this amount—about $5,000—would not be 
sufficient, an arrangement was made to raise a further sum of 
$4,000 by the issue of $100 shares. The proceedings closed with 
the appointment of a Committee to obtain estimates of the cost 
of a piece of ground and of the erection of a building thereon. 


A second correspondent (who might advantageously have ex- 
pressed his desire for easy travelling over a less eccentric-looking 
signature) writes to the Daily Press to confirm the views of the 
writer, whose proposition to lay a line of railroad at Kowloong we 
recently noticed. He charges us with seeming to entirely over- 
look the object of constructing such a railroad, which, he assumes, 
would induce the Chinese to invite us to lay down a line to Can- 
ton, &c. We did not overlook it ; we simply said, and still think, 
it would be useless. All that a very short railroad in British terri- 
tory would do, would be to illustrate its mechanical advantages, 
and of these the natives have but little doubt. But it would, in 
no way, illustrate the business facilities which render a railway 
desirable. The advantage of laying a line of rail, in the first 
place at the North, would simply be those of impressing the pro- 
vincial authorities with the fact that it was of no use making ab- 
surd complaints against local lines, while the principal officials of 
the Empire were actually seeing and using a similar line them- 
selves. By all means let us have a line to Canton as soon as 
possible: but let us bear in mind that no Viceroy, even if person- 
ally well-disposed, and able to guarantee the good conduct of the 
peasantry in his provinces, will venture to father a railway until 
thoroughly assured of superior approval. It is under this convic- 
tion that we write as we do : and we may add that our own opinion 
is that held by nearly all foreign and native officials. 


A correspondent writes :—At about four o’clock on the after- 
noon of Saturday last another band of thieves rushed into a 
native bank, where money was being weighed, and carried off 
about seven hundred taels of silver. Although quite a storm 
was raised, the rascals made good their escape, of whom one, 
whilst being closely chased by a policeman, fired off a pistol at 
his pursuer, who was grazed by the bullet on his side. The news 
of this robbery was spread like wild-fire, and I repaired to the 
spot, but it was dangerous to be there, as soldiers and policemen 
were running about in all directions, armed with swords and 
spears, of which they were making a sort of theatrical play, not 
caring if anyone was hurt. The inhabitants in the neighbour- 
hood seem to have become so panic-stricken that I counted fully 
sixty shops closed. The mandarins have issued orders to close the 
gates of the city at a much earlier hour, leaving only a passage 
sufficient for one man to go through, open till a later hour. 
Posters were seen yesterday on the walls, offering rewards for the 
apprehension of anyone of the ladrones. 


There can be no doubt that the Chetoz takes in the hebdomadal 
issued from the Daily Shipping News Office.

A case of some interest, that of Block and others, v. the China 


Trader’s Insurance Company, has been decided in the Supreme 
Court at Hong Kong, involving one of the most difficult points 
connected with marine insurance, namely, the liability of the 
underwriters in cases wh:re there is a question whether the 
injury arose from peril of the sea, or from ordinary wear and tear. 
The salient point for decision was, whether the loss of the screw 
of the steamer United Service, which broke off near Scawfell Reef 
in the Gulf of Siam, was so broken in consequence of being struck 
by some object. as averred by plaintiffs, or in consequence of in- 
jury sustained during previous voyages, or, on the other hand, 
simply from an inherent vice in the shaft, which, it was alleged 
by defendants, had been deteriorated in consequence of having 
been welded, and not fixed truly in the bearings. As usual in 
such cases, the skilled evidence was somewhat conflicting, and as 


the case was presented to the jury it was one of a balance of pro- 
babilities. After careful consideration, a verdict was given for 
the defendants. ; 

The latest development of the dispute at Macao, concerning the 
shipment of coolies to Costa Rica, is of a somewhat startling 
nature. It appears that the Superintendent of Emigration refused 
point blank to take the responsibility of signing the contracts, 
and that matters went so far that the Governor suggested to him 
that he would dismiss him from his post. On this the Superin- 
tendent said that in that case be would report himself at Lisbon. 
This did not apparently meet his Excellency’s views, and after 
some further conference, the affair ended in the Superintendent

SINGAPORE. 
Our advices extend to the 5th Dec.; the outward mail from 
London, Nov. 1, was received Dec. 3, per P. and O. steamer 7’ra- 
vancore. The following items of news are from the Straits Times :—~ 


The event of principal interest has been the preliminary exa- 
mination of Aaron Raphael Joshua, of Joshua and Brother, 
opium traders, before Captain Walshe, police magistrate, upon a 
criminal charge of four counts brought against him by the Mer- 
cantile Bank. The accused was committed for trial on all the 
counts at the next ‘criminal sessions, which will come on early 
next month. 

In commercial affairs no improvement can yet be noticed ; in- 
deed, business may be said to be almost at a standstill. Most 

eople have their attention mainly occupied with counting their 
osses, and extricating themselves with all they can get a hold 
of from the debris of the Jate storm, which indeed cannot be said 
to be over yet. One or two more failures have taken place, and 
the utmost distrust prevails. For the time the credit system is 
nearly in abeyance. Lawyers alone are busy, and doing a thriving 
business, pocketing many fat fees and running up long bills of 
costs, which will cause still longer faces when ‘the time for pay- 
ment comes. 

In local politics there is nothing new torecord. His Excellency 
the Governor continues in Penang and Province Wellesley, but 
the colonial steamer Pluto left on the 30th Nov.,, to bring his Ex. 
cellency back here to meet the Coburg Princes, who are expected 
from Ceylon by the next French mail. Whether the Legislative 
Council was formally closed in Penang as expected by the usual 
speech hassnot yet transpired. 

The election of a Municipal Commissioner to fill the vacancy 
caused by the expiry of the term of office, three years, of Mr. R. 
C. Woods, will take place on the 5th December. The election does 
not create much excitement, the rate-payers being at present too 

touch occupied with their own affairs. Besides, the office is not 
much coveted, of which there could be no greater proof than the 
fact that H.E. the Governor has been unable for some time back 
to get any one to fill a vacancy in his nomination. Under these 
circumstances it is not to be much wondered at.although we think 
it to be regretted, that his Excellency should feel himself justified 
in recommending and carrying out the abolition of the Commis- 
sion. People wonder where the report of the Commission ap- 
ne to virtually decide upon the expediency of this measure 
_ can be! 

In our last issue we omitted to notice the visit of the Rajah and 
Ranee of Sarawak, with their family and suite. ‘The distinguished 
visitors stayed a month. ‘hey have since gone on to Batavia, 
Rajah Brooke having some negotiations to conclude with the 
Dutch Government with reference to the boundaries between Sa- 
rawak and Pontianak. 

H.N.S. Adventure, Captain Rising, left on her return voyage to 
Hong Kong on the 28th November, with Col. Smith and the 8Uth 
Regiment, except one or two detachments, on board. 

The U.S. flagship Colorado arrived from Hong Kong on the 29th 
November, and sailed for home on the 2nd December, the Admiral’s 
flag having been transferred to her consort, the Lackat anna, 
which accompanied her thus far. 

Saturday, the 30th November (St. Andrew’s Day) was observed 
as a general holiday, and most business men took advantage of the 
occasion to forget their bad debts and business cares by arun into 
the country or down the coast for a dip in the sea. 

The Dengue fever has found its way here at last, and, we are 
informed, is quite rife ; but the medical authorities aver that it 
is of a milder type than that which has been scourging India, 
and lasts only a tew days. 

We learn that the steamer Tunah Merah, 555 tons, has been 
bought by a Hong Kong merchant for $90, 000 eash down, and is 
intended for the Manila trade. 

The steamer Clcutor, 314 tons, change] owners alsoa short time 
ago, having been bought by Captain D. Ross for the Labuan trade 
for $32,000.

IMPORTS. 

TIENTSIN.—Advices from this port are agiin unfayouravle, and 
though prices of all Cotton Goods were reasonable, there apperred to 
In fact the dealers in Shanshai believed 
that Tientsin business would during the next seison be diverted to 
Chinkiang and Hankow. 

Hankxow.—There was very litile business doing, and the demand 
for ull classes of goods seemed to hive died out. ‘There had, how- 
ever, according to the public circulars, been a considerable business in 
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Plain Pisin Covonsaucup ihe Mremht. Whe piece nemiaillycueeit during the fortnight. The prices nominally current for 
8} lus. Grey Shirtings were better than those ruling in the Shanghai 
market, and “Taiping " 9-10 to 12 Iba. were quoted ag high as Tis. 2.68 
per piece. One small sale of ‘3 man’ chop 154 Ibs. Drills, wag re- 
ported at Tla. 3.18 per piece. 

CHINKIANG.—The market for Grey Cottons was very dull, and im- 
porters were selling their stocks at the best rates obtainable, prices in 
consequence being weak. 8 lbs. Grey Shirtings were only worth 
Tis. 1.77 to 1.80 per piece, with few buyers; 7 lbs. Cloth was quoted 
at Tls. 1.65 to 1.67 per piece. T-Cloths: The only demand was for 
favourite Mexican goods at Tls.1.45 per piece. Drills were quiet and 
lower. Woollens showed signs of weakness, and could only be realised 
at a reduction in value. 

SHANGHAI.—A smaller business had seldom or never been recorded 
than had been transacted between jimporters and natives during the 
week under notice. The market was in a most unsatisfactory posi- 
tion. The demand for the principal Grey Cotton staples had almost 
utterly collapsed. Fancy Goods had received very little attention, and 
the trade wants for Woollens had been very easily satisfied. The 
collapse in the market was attributed to the difficulties of a native 
broker and to lower prices in the North. Metals. —Extensive sales of 
Lead, aggregating about 30,009 piculs, had been made to foreign and 
native speculators, and, during the excitement, Tls. 480 per picul cash 
had been paid for L. B. This run on the article is somewhat difficult 
to account for unless it be that it cannot be laid down here from home 
at the prices now ruling. The stocks were 90,000 piculs, and the 
supply afloat, was estimated at 19,000 piculs, and these, placed against 
an average yearly consumption of say 85,000 piculs, do not seem to 
warrant any great amount of speculation for a rise. At the close L.B. 
sold at Tls. 4.85 per picul for customary clearance. Iron had been 
dealt in very sparingly. 

Hona Konc.—The mail steamers had brought small supplies of 
manufactured goods, in addition to which there had been the follow- 
ing arrivals:—From Liverpool, Menelaus, str. ; from London, Cairns- 
more, ship, and Drummond Castle, Enterprize and Lord of the Isles, 
steamers. Trrnsactions during tbe fortnight had been of a most 
trivial character. A rather firmer feeling prevailed, but no material 
improvement was looked for until a more extensive demand should 
arise. The dealers generally were barely supplied, but they had no 
confidence that prices had seen their lowest, and they continued to 
hold off in the hopes of laying in stocks at even cheaper rates than 
those current. Trade at all the outports was upon a very small acale, 
but a3 the Rice harvest was reported good, an improvement was 
hoped for ere long. Cuvutton Yarn: 16s to 243 without change. 283 
to 323, without stock and parcels arriving purchased at late rates, but 
noadvance obtained. 383 to 423 a very small inquiry existed at last 
quotations, Only 25 bales had changed hands during the fortnight. 
Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs. showed a slight improvement, but transactions 
still contined to speculative, purchases by foreigners. Rates for best 
improvedto $2.124 8.4 Ib. rather better ; but it was still very dith- 
cult to obtain ‘offers at anything like the equivalent of home valu cs. 
‘'ransactions had been most trivial. All other Cotton Goods and 
Woollens were a'most entirely neglected. In Metals a small business 
hud been doing. Nail Rod Iron was very steady. Bar had been in 
fair request and prices had advanced about 10 cents per picul. Hoop 
was held firmly. In Round Iron and Wire no transactions were re- 
corded. Steel had improved. Quicksilver was steady. Yellow Metal, 
owing to the fall in price in England, was weaker. Lead was nominal, 
at $6.25 for “L.B.,” holders were asking $6.50 per picul.

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of medium to good medium grades. Really finest chops were in very 
small supply. . 

Foocuow.—During the fortnight a large business has been done in 
Congous, considering the late period of the season, and a decline of 
five mace to one tacl per picul had taken place on previous prices. 
Stocks in hand contained a larger portion of dust and mixed leaf than 
formerly.

20.50; 1,092 
boxes sold. 

Amoy.—Teamen having continued ready sellers, buying of Ooloongs 
had been more general, and considerable purchases had been made at 
prices showing a deciine of $2 to 3 per picul upon quotations pre- 
viously current. The arrivals had been 215,192 half-chests, and the 
total settlements 211,092, leaving a stock of 4 100 half-chests, with a 
few thousand packages more to come in to complete the season's 
supply. The S.S. Peteraburg and the barque Thracian were loading 
for New York, the former at £4, and the latter at £2 153. per ton of 
40 feet. 

Canton.—-Buyers had been induced to enterthe market by the more 
moderate demand of holders and a fair amount of business was re- 
corded. Scented Teas: Of Scented Orange Pekoes, the settlements 
had been chiefly in fair to medium long leafat Tis. 20 to 22, which 
showed better value than former purchases; afew parcels good medium 
to fine had been taken at Tle.

SHANGHAI. —Messra Skegea and Co.’s Circular says, during the first 
part of the fortnight there was a better feeling amongst buyers and 
about 1,000 bales were stctled before the French mail left on the 15th 
instant, prices being a shade firmer for good Silks, some of which were 
taken at Tls. 2.5.0. advance. This week the business has been more 
limited, only about 500 bales having found buyers, and prices are now 
the turn lower, so that our last circular’s quotations remain unaltered; 
exchange however is 0jd. in favour of buyers. The transactions for 
America have also been on a much smaller scale, but prices for all 
good rereels and Kahings suitable for that market are firmly main- 
tained. Much difficulty continues to be found in obtaining fairly 
decent Silk, and parcel after parcel isrejected for inferiority to 
muster. The effect of this is now showing itself in London, where 
reductions of 1s. Od. per lb. have been made on the normal value of 
several well-known market chops. 

Canton.— Mesars. Deacon and Company’s Circular, says :—With 
continued discouraging advices, regarding the state of the Home 
market, it is not to be wondered that only a moderate business has 
been done here, and it would have been well had some buyers evinced, 
earlicr in the season, the caution which they now display. Abont 
550 bales have been settled, 300 of which were for French mail; fair 
and fine sorts have been mostly in favour, and certainly represent 
better value than No. 4 (Market) Tsatlee. A few bales of very good 
Loovugkong have changed hands at $570. Anything under best of 
this description is undesirable, on account of the mixed and unclean 
thread. Re-reels have been settled on a small scale, say 100 boxes. 
Sixth crop staple arrives in small quantity, and does not meet with 
approval. The unsold stock is put down at 2,000 bales, composed 
of 1,600 bales Tsatlec, 50 bales Loongkong, 56 bales Cumchuck, and 
800 bales inferior.

THE “MARIA LUZ” CASE. 


The following “special correspondence ” from Lima, Peru, ap- 
pears inthe Vew York Herald :— 


The Peruvian mind is very seriously exerciscd over the news recently 
received from Japan relative to the treatment of the captain of the 
coolie ship Maria Luz. The facts of the case are simply these :—Tlie 
vessel with her live cargo left Macao for Callao direct, but, having en- 
countered heavy gales and stormy weather, put into a Japanese port in 
distress for repairs. While these repairs were being effected one of the 
coolies escaped, reached the shore and madea complaint to the Japanese 
authorities of cruelty at the hands of the captain, alleging at the same 
time that he was being conveyed to Peru against his consent. Assuming 
the story of the Chinaman to be correct the authorities proceeded to act 


ALL THE COOLIES 
on board were brought by force to land, and were declared free. The 
captain, on protesting, was sentenced to 100 lashes, or to 1U0 days’ im - 
prisonment, as he might prefer; and here the story ends, as the steamer 
bringing the news left the sceno of conflict at this point. 


THE PERUVIAN GOVERNMENT 

is more than indignant. The coolics were all engaged by contract in 
Macao, the papers were pronounced legal by the Governor and Consuls 
at that place, and the coolics themselves had signed the necessary docu- 
ments, and received the customary advance. The traffic, commonly 
called the coolie trade, while denounced by foreign nations, is permitted 
by the Portuguese holding the port of departure, and by the Peruvians 
receiving the immigrants. The vessel carried the Peruvian flag, and 
only entered the Japanese harbour to repair the damaze she had guffered 
during the gale. The captain is an officer of the regular Peruvian 
navy, temporarily employed in command of the Afaria Luz. 


THE CONTRACT 

was entered into in a foreign country between pares in no way amenable 
to the regulations of Japan, and the vessel being in Japancse waters 
purely through fortuitous circumstances was entitled to the protection 
und consideration afforded by international regulations. Had the coolies 
been taken from the Empire of Japan the case would assume, say the 
Peruvians, a totally different aspect. But Japan, taking to herself the 
province of an arbitrator in an affair foreign to her rights or even in- 
terest, places herself ia an unenviable light. The Consuls resident in 
Yokohama protested energetically against tho proceedings of the 
Japanese tribunals, the English Chargé d’Affairs, Mr. Watson, alone 
upholding the action of Japan. 

The Peravian Government having no representative at the sceue of 
the occurrence has taken as evidence the relation published in the Japan 
Herald of the 7th of September last, and is now having the account 
translated into Spanish for the information of the public. 

But in the meantime 

OTHER STEPS 

are being taken. The Embassy to be despatched by Peru to China and 
Japan leaves here on the 18th inst., and Captain Garcia y Garcia, the 
Chief of the Mission, a brother of the former Minister frum Pern to 
the United States, Dr. José Antonio Garcia y Garcia, will be fully in- 
structed as to the course he must pursue, The Japanese Governinent 
will be requested to make the necessary explanations and reparation 
for the damage caused by its conduct. 


CAPTAIN GARCIA WILU SAIL 
in the Independencia, a formidable ironclad frizate, mounting sixteen 
heavy guns, and constructed by Samuda, on the Thames, in 1865. We 
are bere unaware of the force of the Japanese navy; but should the 
matter prove serious it is said that the intrepid ‘‘Japs” will tinla 
tough antagonist ir. the frigate. 

I: is sincerely hoped here that the affair can be satisfactorily se'tied 
by Captain Garcia without recourse to gunpowder; but the offence 
admits of no arrangement without a “‘ change of base” on the part of 
his Majesty the Mikado.

SHIPBUILDING ON THE MERSEY. 


During the year 1872 the shipbuildera on the Mersey have not been 
idle, and though the number of vessels lauuched is not so large aa 
that of the previous year, yet the tonnage is greater. There can be 
no doubt that in consequence of the strikes which prevailed during 
the year in almost all branches of trade in Liverpool and Birkenhead, 
and especially amongst those employed in the iron shipbuilding yards, 
many orders which were intended for the Mersey were transferred 
to the Clyde or Belfast. However, notwithstanding all these hin- 
drances, the year closes with a very creditable list of vessels built and 
being built on both sides of the Mersey. 

As usual, Messrs. Bowdler, Chaffer, and Co., Seacombe, exhibit a 
good year’s work. This firm commenced the year by launching the 
screw-steamer Mercury, of 820 tons register, with engines of 60 
nominal horse power, for Mr. Alfred Holt, of Liverpool. The Mercury 
was built for the Suez Canal trade. The following screw-steamers 
have been built and launched for Messrs. MacAndrews and Co., Lon- 
don and Liverpool, for the Spanish and Mediterranean trade, viz. :— 
The Cid and Pelayo (sister vessels), each of 1,700 tons, and 180 no- 
minal horse power, and having accommodation for 60 firat class and 
400 steerage passengers. The Jovellanos and Juan Cunningham 
(sister vessels), each of 750 tons register, and 80 nominal horse power ; 
and the Miguel Sauez and Moratin, also siater vessels, each of 800 
tons, and 800 nominal horse power. The machinery for the first 
four vessels was constructed by Messrs. James Taylor and Co., of 
Birkenhead, and the engines for the two latter by Messrs. John Jones 
and Sons, Liverpool. A very handsome composite yacht, named the 
Modwena, of 230 tons, was built and launched. She is the property 
of Frederick Gretton, Esq., of Burton-on-Trent. <A screw-steamer, 
named the Mino, of 700 tons, and 80 nominal horse power, was built 
for Messrs. Strong, Reid, and Page, of Liverpool, for the trade between 
the Mersey and the Spanish ports. The engines and boilers were 
constructed by Messrs. Fawcett, Preston, and Co., Liverpool, and the 
following vessel was also built, viz., the Ponce, of 850 tons, and 90 
nominal horse power, for Messrs. William White and Co., of Liver- 
pool, for their West Indian line of steamers, the engines being supplied 
by Messrs. J. Taylor and Co., Liverpool. There are at present on the 
stocks and building two screw-steamers of 850 tons each, and 90-horse 
power ; one screw-steamer of 1,250 tons, and 200-horse power; also 
one composite screw-steamer of 700 tons, and 200-horse power, the 
latter being built for the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, intended 
for a special trade. 

At Mesara. Laird Brothers’ Works, Birkenhead, the tonnage of new 
vessels completed during the year 1872 has been about 6,000 tons, 
besides the lengthening of four large vessels (representing an 
equivalent of about 6,000 tons of new work, and engines of about 
2,000-horse power nominal, on the compound system). Among the 
vessely were the following:—The Santa Rosa (steamship), of 2,130 
tons aod 400-horse power, for the Pacific Steam Navigation 
Company; the Alcantara (steamship), of 218 tons and 70-horse 
power, for service in Brazil; the Lancashire Witch (steam yacht), of 
165 tons and 40-horse power ; and a small paddle steamer shipped in 
sections. The ships lengthened and spar decked and supplied with 
new machinery on the compound system during the year were the 
Canada and Greece of the National line, and the Manitoban of the 
Allan line, and the John Elder was lengthened for the Pacific 
Company. The work at present in progress at this establishment 
comprises three large screw-steamers with their machinery, all of 
which are in an advanced state of progress, and a paddle-wheel tug- 
vessel and four iron gunboats, together with their engines, for Her 
Majesty’s navy. : 

From the yard of Messrs. R. and J. Evans the following vessels were 
launched, namely :—The paddle-steamer Birkenhead, 428 tons re- 
gister, for Woodside ferry traffic; the screw-steamer Mimosa, 817 tons 
register, for the Liverpool and Brazil trade; two screw-steamers— 
Dahlia and Como—each 2,017 tons register, for Messrs. Hargrove, 
Fergusson, and Jackson, for the East India trade; the screw-steamer 
Rimac, 2,000 tong, built for the Valparaiso Steamship Company ; one 
screw-tug, 48 tona, for the East Indies; one screw steam launch, 15 
tons, for Maranham; two twin-acrew steam launches, each 18 tons, 
for the West Coast of Africa; one screw steam launch, 10 tons, for the 
West Coast Coast of Africa; one lighter, 24 tons, for the Weat Coast 
of Africa; and one composite yacht, 20 tons. Messra. Evans have at 
present one steamer for the Valparaiso Steamship Company, two 
sicamers for the Brazil trade, and one large sailing ship for the Last 
India trade. 

In counection with shipbuilding on the Mersey it may be intcrest- 
ing to know to what extent one firm on the Clyde—Mesars. John 
Klder and Co.—has contributed towards the steam trade of the 
Mercey. Messrs. Elder have built during the year the following ves- 
sels for the Pacific Steam Navigation Company :—The Aconcagua (s.8.), 
of 4,105 tons, and 600 nominal horse power; the Truxillo (paddle), 
of 1,449 tons, and 300 nominal horse power ; the Ilo (s.8.), 1,975 tona, 
and 300 nominal horse power; the Sorata (s.s.), of 4,013 tons, and 600 
nominal horse power; the Illimani(s.s.), of 4,013 tons, and 600 nominal 
horse power ; and the ‘I'acora (s.s.), of 8,524 tons, and 550 nominal 
horse power. This firm is at present constructing engines for three 
screw-steamers of 400 nominal horse power for the same company. 
Nessrs. Elder and Co. algo launched during the year the screw-steamer 
Huddersfield, of 1,076 tons, and 120 nominal horse power, for the 
trade between Grimsby, Hamburg, and Antwerp; and a sister ship, of 
the same tonuage and horse power, named the Halifax, for the same 
trade. The screw-steamer Konig der Nederlanden, of 3,062 tons, and 
400 nominal horse power, for the trade between Holland and Java 
via the Suez Canal, was also Jaunched; ag were the screw-steamer 
Aibitross, of 109 tons, and 30 nominal horse power, for ocean tishing 
on the French coast; and the Barge, of 108 tons, and 30 nominal 
horse power, to be used aa a lighter for the builder's own use. The 
totul tonnage launched from Messrs. Elder and Ce.’s yard during the 
ee Was 24,010 tons, and the nominal horse puwer of the cugines was 
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THE FAILURE OF MESSRS. BOWLES BRO8. 

Advices to the 19th ult. report the arrest of Mr. Charles Bowles, 
head of the banking firm of Messrs. Bowles Brothers and Co. The 
arrest took place on the 18th, at Springfield, Massachusetts, at the 
civil suit of Mr. Huber, of that city, upon au affidavit made by 
him that he believed Mr. Charles Bowles was about to leave the 
State. Mr. Bowles gave bail to the effect that he would not leave 
the State. From a statement which he has published, it appears that 
he intended to go to Japan, in the hope of restoring his health. On 
arriving at New York he made certain arrangements which it was be- 
lieved would carry his house throush its diticulties. He then pro- 
ceeded to San Francisco, and on the way heard of the failure of his firm 
and the arrest of his brother. After resting at San Francisco for two 
days, he started eastward. He declares that he has no wish to avoid 
any proceedings, civil or criminal, that may be taken against him, and 
although he does not deny the grave faults of his too extended business, 
he maintains his innocence of all criminal acts. The property of Mr. 
Nathan Appleton, of Boston, situated at Newport, has been attached by 
the creditors of Bowles Brothers. The estate is represented to be worth 
$60,000. 

Mr. Robert Bowles, who was recently brought up at the Mansion 
House Police-court on a charge of fraud in connection with the failure 
of the frm, has been committed for trial. 


PRODUCE OF COCHIN CHINA. 

An official report has recently been addressed to the Belgian Go- 
vernment by their consul at Saigon, M. Olislazer, and published in 
the Revue Maritime et Coloniale. According to this report there are 
several valuable kinds of wood in thiz new French colony ; that called 
go is black and very hard ; the Anamites use it for piles in building; 
sen is a deep red sort, much esteemed for cabinet and delicate work 
generally ; vien-vien is white and hard, and quite equal in quality to 
oak; lastly, ky-sao ig a very heavy sort of timber, reserved for 
the State, and may be compared to teak. Touching other produce, 
coffee growing is still in its infancy, there not being more than thirty- 
eight acres engaged init. Tobacco covers more ground, but cannot 
be exported to Europe, because of its prime cost, which is very heavy, 
and of its taste, whch meets with little favour. Indigo iain a languish- 
ing state, and can hardly venture entering into competition with the 
Indian quality. China grass, or Chinese nettle, occupies 1,250 acres, 
owing to the excellent textile fibre it yields. Its cultivation requires 
two years; the stnffs made of it are remarkable for their brilliancy 
and duration. The sugar cane already absorbs a space of 25,000 acres, 
and is likely to increase considerably; but the method of extraction 
is extremely primitive; nevertheless, the produce may be valued at 
a ton peracre. The pepper plant is only cultivated systematically in 
the ‘ inspection” or province of Hatien; each shrub produces 2,000 
piculs (about 2 lbs.) of the grain; but the whole surface devoted to 
this article does not exceed 125 acrea. The author of the paper calcu. 
lates the sum to be expended in the growing of 1,000 pepper plants, 
and he finds that, taking into account the interest at 12 per cent. of 
the capital engaged thercin, the whole expenditure will amount in 
four years to f.2,795, exclusive of the purchase of ground, which can 
always be resold. Now, a pepper plantation once established will last 
from forty to fifty years if properly looked after ; the yield of a shrub 
is 2 lbs. ; the price fetched by 2,000 lbs. is £.747, which represents the 
annual profit produced by the above outlay, being more than 25 per 
cent. 


THe PresByTERIAN Mission To Catna.—The English Independent 
says :—The China Mission of the English Presbyterian Church is re- 
markable for its great success. Mcetings in support of it have been 
held within the last week in Edinburgh, Glasgow, and Aberdeen ; and 
at these interesting addresses have been delivered by Dr. Carstairs 
Douglas, one of the missionaries in this country, From the states 
ments male, we learn that Scotland has this year sent £2,286 to the 
English Presbyterian’s Committee in London, being an increase of 
£324 upon the year 1871. Dr. Douglas also alluded to the success 
which had attended the mission’s operations in China, and also to the 
remarkable revolution that had recently taken place in Japan. He 


said he did not agree with those who thought the Japanese superior to ° 


the people of China. Let the Chinese Government change their 

olicy, and they would see fur more wonderful things than had yet 
besa seen in Japan. He thought he saw indications of such a change. 
Already, under the direction of a few Europeans, the Chinese were 
casting cannon, building iron vessels, and making engines for them ; 
and in so doing he believed they were just sawing across the branch 
on which they sat, They had failed in their attempt to rid themselves 
of foreigners by amicable means, and now they were going to try 
force. He had no doubt that this attempt to eject foreigners would 
be the means of throwing wide the gates of China to Western science 
and Western religion. From all accounts it is clear that wondrous 
changes are in progress both in China and Japan. 


Tue importation by the Beaver Falls Cutlery Company, Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, of a number of Chinese, who have been introduced into 
the general workshops, has caused considerable dissatisfaction among the 
white workmen. ‘The Chinese emp:oyed number nearly 160. It is 
alleczed that on their arrival an attempt was made to introduce a number 
of those who had first been employed into the more advanced branches 
of the business. To this the regular workmen objected, and it is alleged 
that they were requested to instruct the Chinese in the finer branches 
ofthe business, only to be discharged as svon as the Chinese could do 
the work. Asa result, many white workmen from the various depart 
ments gave up their situations, It is stated that the Chinamen do the 
work for $25 (gold) per month, which heretofore paid the white work- 


men $80 per munth. ™ 
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CHINA CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 

The Reports on Trade for the quarter ending Sept. 30, 1872, 
just published at Shanghai, show a total of dues and duties of 
Tls. 3,686,236. As usual we give the following résumé from 
the returns of the Commissioners at the various ports :— 

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. Taintor, Acting Commissioner, reports a trade which, 
though almost PEL pagar large, was, on the whole, unsatis- 
factory, owing to the extraordinary importation of Cotton Piece 
Goods, which remained on hand from the previous quarter, and 
were added by great arrivals, especially of T-Cloths in the quarter 
under notice. Prices therefore declined ; half the season’s import 
remained unsold; but it was hoped that the stocks might be 
worked off in the next few months. The scarcity of sycee also 
affected trade. In August exchange reached 12,300 Kwantung 
small cash per tael, a higher figure than had been known for some 
years, and representing about five per cent. discount on paper- 
money for sycee. The export of Beans was greater than any 
preceding quarter, and that of Bean Cakes has been exceeded 
only two or three times. The arrivals of Beans from the inte- 
rior was checked by want of water in the rivers, and cargoes suf- 
fered injury from the weather and plunder from pirates. The 
Imperial Edict directing the destruction of the Poppy crop in this 

rovince and the adjacent district of Mongolia, mentioned in the 
Report for the previous quarter, was in many places carried into 
effect, and whatever cultivation still exists is clandestine ; native 
Opium, therefore, became very scarce, though the price advanced 
na more than ten per cent., owing toa belief that the exclusive 
use of native Opium causes an eruption of the skin. The number 
of vessels entered was 55, against 30 in the corresponding quarter 
of the former year,'and the tonnage increased from 23,271 to 
45,082. The vessels cleared were 49, against 35 ; tonnage 41,728, 
against 26,127. Amoug the imports, T-Cloths rose from 25,500 

ieces in the corresponding quarter of the previous year ; Grey 
Bhirtings fell from 50,850 to 28,449, and White from 6,385 to 
2,900. Drills show a large increase ; American, from 300 pieces 
to 5,930 ; Dutch, from 4,600 to 10,649; English, from 1,000 to 
1,767. Jeans rose from 360 pieces to 9,872. Woollens showed a 
decrease of about 20 per cent. Metals decreased ; Bar Iron from 
5,787,13 to 1,964,47. Malwa Opium decreased from 844 to 523. 
Paper rose from 2,838 to 5,941. Brown Sugar fell from 38,784 
to 30,793. The Revenue was Tis. 87,813, against Tls. 71,236 in 
the corresponding quarter of 1871 and Tls. 57,031 in 1870. 

TIENTSIN. 

Mr. Commissioner Hannen reports that during’ tbe first three 
uarters of the year there was a falling off in the import of Piece 
oods to the extent of 600,000 pieces. American Drills also show 

an import of 36,000 pieces less than in the corresponding three 
quarters of 1871. All other Cotton Piece Goods showed a con- 
siderable increase.: From the opening of the port to Sept. 30, 
1872, White Shirtings showed an excess of 29,939 pieces ; Dyed, 
of 10,684 ; English Drills. of 54,555 ; Dutch, of 4,741 ; Sheetings, 
of 50,392 ; Jeans and Twills, of 41,130 ; Chintzes and Furniture, 
of 14,726 ; and Handkerchiefs, of 10,835 dozens, American Drills, 
continue to yield place to English and Dutch. One peculiar fea- 
ture in the exports was 112,000 Taels’ worth of copper cash, part 
of 800,000 brought here in 1868, when it was intended to call in 
all the 10-cash pieces, which would have required ten times the 
amount. Last year the Governor-General had some idea of build- 
ing a considerable addition to the city of Tientsin, in which case 
this money could have been utilised. The plan was abandoned, 
owing to the floods ; recently, some native merchants and pawn- 
brokers have taken off a portion. 

The decrease in the import of opium was trifling compared with 
last year, and the serious falling off in the previous quarter was 
not maintained, whilst the native drug continues to encroach on 
its rival, the native importers of the latter seem inclined to retire 
before t sore traders established here, a result not unlooked 
for, seeing the little encouragement the business has yielded for 
some time back. The price of native opium is considerably less 
than it was two or three years ago, the result of the largely in- 
creased production. It is grown in Shantung, Kuan-tung, Sze- 
chuan, and Yunnan. The millet harvest promised well. 

The tonnage entered was almost exactly the same as in the 
corresponding quarter of the previous year. The revenue shows 
Tls, 91,821, against Tls. 109,497 in 1871, and Tls. 105,386 in 1870. 

Some fatal accidents occurred. The old gunboat Jnsolent, which 
had been bought by the Taku Pilot Company, and re-named the 
Pathfinder, burst her boiler, killing a native fireman, Mr. Schmidt, 
engineer of H.M.S. Thistle, died from scalds caused by a similar 
accident. 

In consequence of the inundations, fifty-seven Hsien of the 144 
in the province had been reported in a condition to require the 
total or partial remission of taxation. The water on the plain at 
the back of the settlement must have been within three feet of 
the bund, while the water in the river at one time was about the 
same height, thus leaving the settlement on a narrow slip of land 
with water rising rapidly on both sides of it. How much reliance 
can be placed in the fact that past experience leads us to take 
oe as exceptional conditions, is matter for serious considera- 

on.

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CHEFOO. 

Mr. James Hart, Acting Commissioner, reports tonnage as about 
the same asin the corresponding quarter of last year. In imports 
Grey Shirtings were much the same; T-Cloths, 127,870 pieces, 
against 142,916 in 1871, and 161,899 in 1870. In Woollens, 
Lustres, and Orleans, 5,110, against 2,778 in 1871, and 6,642 in 
1870. In Metals, Bar Iron and Nail Rod have steadily fallen off 
since 1869, till they now show only 1,351 Bar, and 592 Rod. Steel, 
only 61, against 723. Opium (Malwa), 713 piculs, against 131 in 
1871, and 1,059 in 1870. Exports show a general increase. The 
revenue shows Tls. 64,809, against Tls. 71,209 in 1871, and 
Tls. 74,450 in 1870, 

HANKOW. 

Mr. Commissioner Macpherson reports unusuallly large crops 
of grain, and an exceptionally satisfactory yield of cotton. The 
rumour that the tea plants were diseased proved unfounded, and 
the export by foreign firms increased. Compared with the cor- 
responding quarter in 1871, Leaf Tea shows an increase of more 
than 1,000 piculs, and Brick Tea increased in similar proportion. 
Total excess, 10,000 piculs. A British firm is endeavouring to 
compete with the Russians in the manufacture of this commodity, 
with what success is yet uncertain. The quarter's tonnage in- 
creased from 55,963 to 67,941. In Imports Grey Shirtings show 
370,340 pieces, against 532,235 in 1871, and 283,350 in 1870. 
T Cloths, 144,740, against 250,778 in 1871, and 205,801 in 1870. 
Drills have advanced from 78,281 in the corresponding quarter of 
1869 to 145,872 in the quarter under notice, against 168,232 in 
187}. In Woollens, Lustres and Orleans show 28,525, against 
32,431, and Long Ells 38,119, against 29,940 in 1871. Iron, 2,237, 
against 3,037. In Exports, Oil.woud advanced from 32.019 piculs 
in 1869, to 37,121 in 1870, 44,652 in 1871, and 53,476 in the 
quarter under notice. The export of Black Tea was the same as 
in 1871. Grcen fell from 14,487 piculs in 1870, to 6,609 in 1871, 
and 2,658 in the quarter under notice. Revenue, Tls. 625,169, 
against 590,595. 

The alteration so advantageous to landowners, spoken of at the 
end of 1871, has developed itself with unexpected rapidity. It 
seems scarcely credible (says Mr. Macpherson) that a house which 
in 1865 cost Tls. 50,000 should in 1870 be sold for less than 5 ; 
but the wheel has again revolved, and the last two years have 
produccd almost as startling a change. 

The native officials and dealers decline to accede to the pro- 
posal that, when the inferiority in the quality of rejected Tea is 
estimated at over two taels per picul, a sum equal to three per 
cent. on the original contract price, should be awarded to the in- 
tending buyer, whilst the utility of the rule prohibiting the ex- 
hibition of musters until the bulk is in Hankow, has also been 
gravely affected byits not being made applicable to such packages 
when brought from Kiukiang in steamers. Samples of the Teas 
of Ningchow conveyed overland are stopped at the barriers on the 
Kiangse frontier, whilst objections were raised to their being de- 
tained when imported in foreign vessels. 

On the 7th Sept. a freshet swept down the Ian, carrying with 
it into the Yangtsze many hundreds of boats. 


KIUKIANG. 

Mr. Commissioner Kopsch reportsg considerable decrease in the 
imports of Shirtings and T-Cloths as compared with the corre- 
sponding quarters of previous years, but he thinks the figures be- 
token nothing more han a temporary lull in the demand. The 
revenue rose from Tls. 151,461 in 1870 to Tls. 197,391 in 1871, 
and Tis. 222,601 in 1872. Every item in the Table shows a great 
increase, and particularly Transit Dues. The tonnage was slightly 
under 1871. In exports, Black Tea showed 49,389 piculs, agains¢ 
56,836, while Green rose from 15,667 to 31,071.

Mauacca has created for itself an unenviable notoriety, of 
which it can scarcely expect to purge itself, even by the

to seven years transportation for embezzling upwards of 


$9,000 from the Malacca Treasury. No more scandalous 
revelation of official neglect or incapacity has come to our 
knowledve. We are gravely told by our esteemed contem- 
porary, the Straits Times, that the delinquents were detected 
“through a surprise survey of their departments.” Now, 
what in the world does our contemporary mean by a “sur- 
prise” survey?

Or—‘“not to put too fine a point upon it,” as 
DICKENS says—must we suppose that the staff of this so- 
called “ Treasury "—lucus a non lucendo—is composed of 
Colonial Office favourites, ignorant, incompetent, or unprin- 
cipled enough to make their audits mere matters of form ? 
The idea of thefts to such an amount as $9,000 from such a 
very small reveaue, and in such a very little place, being 
carried on under the very noses of the authorities is simply 
monstrous. 


HONG KONG. 

SIR ARTHUR KENNEDY has chosen an unbappy moment for 
the blandishments which he is lavishing on the natives in 
Hong Kong. His Excellency is a trifle before his age, and 
he will be luckier than most men if he does not find to his 
cost that his—doubtless well meant— endeavours have only 
succeeded in exciting the mockery of the Chinese, and the 
repugnance of the foreign residents. Matter of the very 
gravest moment is, as Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY very well knows, 
depending in the balance. Such a period of suspense is not 
& proper one to air crotchets in. The Governor of Hong 
Kong ought not, for a moment, to lose sight of the fact that 
the place confided to his charge is a British colony, solely 
and exclusively under British government. Every Chinese 
whoenters the culony, and conducts himself as a good citizen, 
should, no doubt, be recognised as, in his degree, acceptable. 
But if Sir ArTHUR KENNEDY puts out of sight the conse- 
quence which “too much familiarity” invariably breeds, he 
will find that he has placed a fatal impediment in the way 
of the progress which he is so zealous to urge forward. Festina 
lente, Six ARTHUR ; which we will take the liberty of freely 
translating into our old Saxon proverb—“ More haste than 
good speed.” You cannot mix oil and water so as to pre- 
vent them from separating by reason of their several pro- 
erties. Do not, therefore, try to bring natives and foreigners 
together before they are agreed upon the terms of their 
future intercourse. ° 


At’a late meeting of the Russian Society for the En- 
eouragement of Commerce and Industry, a report was read 
by M. BouTine upon the opening up of a new route from 
Russia, through Tartary, to China. Two expeditions were sent 
out, the second being at the worst period of the year, and 
having to travel through a desert covered with snow. Twenty- 
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five men and 150 camels were sent, and 1,500 pouds of 
Chinese merchandise was brought back. It is expected that 
the proof thus given of the possibility of traversing the Mon- 
golian steppes will give a new spur to the trade with China, 
although some fresh arrangements will, it seems, have to be 
entered into with the Chinese authorities, who at present in- 
sist on all caravans passing by way of Ourga and Kiakhta. 











One of the English steamers chartered by the Pacific Mail 
Company, to run on the San Francisco, Japan, and China 
line, has been named the Quang-se. She is a fine pow- 
erful steamer of 2,000 tons, and will be commanded by Capt. 
Maury, one of the senior commanders. The other two 
steamers chartered by the company are now in China 
waters, and will be taken over there. 








SALE OF CHINESE ENAMELLED WARE. 

A very remarkable sale of cloisonnés enamelled articles, the 
property of M. Louirette, took place last week in Paris ; nine lots, 
comprising sixteen vases, groups, perfume burners, &., were 
sold for the large sum of f.33,250 (£1,330) ; one pair of vases with 
red ground and decorated with insects and flowers, not large, fetched 
over £240. At the same sale six lots of old Chinese porcelain, eight 

ieces in all, sold for £400; these were principally of that kind 
aaa in France as fumille verse, the green family. A few articles 
of Japanese manufacture sold equally well; a small covered cup 
in milky white jade sold for £59 ; a group in rock crystal, consist- 
ing of a small vase, a pitong in the form of a trunk of a tree and 
a spherical water bottle, sold for £140 ; another similar ornament, 
£123 ; a pen case, also in rock crystal, £52 ; and a necklace, com-. 
posed of flowers, insects, &c.,in gold, green and white jade, amber, 
&c., an ancient work, £96; finally five door curtains or portidres, 
fetched on an average more than £44 each. The sale included 
ninety-two lots, and the total produced was over £4,597, an un- 
ugually brilliant result. 


FRENCH TREATY WITH JAPAN. 


The French Government is occupied with the revision, not only 
of the Chinese, but also of the Japanese Treaty of Commerce ; 
the Minister of Agriculture is now engaged on a scheme in view 
of the expiration of the Treaty of 1853, and the customs’ conven- 
tion signed at Yedo in 1866. Since the signing of the above 
Treaty, say the French authorities, the relations of European 
commerce with Japan have been greatly modified and developed. 
Amongst the Articles to the current Treaty which should be re- 
vised is Article 3, which excludes foreigners from trade with the 
interior of the empire of Japan, and in case the French autbori- 
ties should not succeed in obtaining complete satisfaction on this 
point, it is urged that the Government should insist on the right 
of buying and selling on sample delivered at one of the open 
ports of Japan. The clauses 7 and 18, which regulate the admi- 
nistration of justice between the Japanese and foreigners, are also 
considered to be defective, while the growth of trade, it is added, 
brings to light more and more every day the imperfections of tho 
monetary system. 


CHINESE LABOUR. 


(MORNING POST.) 

The telegram from Hong Kong respecting the establishment o: 
native Chinese steam companies might perhaps readily pass ag unim- 
portant and wanting in special significance. In truth, however, the 
news is full of meaning to those who will look a little into what has 
been the past and what may be the future of the Chinese. Being the 
most Conservative people in the world, they instinctively and ob- 
stinately object to, and oppose, every new idea presented to them. 
But, being also marvellously fond of gain, they will generally fall in 
with foreign customs that they have themselves seen, after long trials, 
to be profitable. We know that the Chinese, for instance, will have 
none of our railway projects by which we would open up and develop 
their country for them, and to this day there is no railway established 
in China. But the case of steam navigation shows that the time fcr 
the railways may, and probably will, yet come. When we established 
steam trading and passenger vessels the Chinese at firat were shy of 
them, then came to use them, then saw that their employment was 
safe and profitable, and lastly, as we have just been informed, have 
come by degrees actually to own and work considcrable steam com- 
panies of their own. There may be more difficulty in regard to the 
railways. The Mandarins will probably continue to oppose them as 
tending to open up too much the country which it is their object and 
to their profit to keep closed. But in the present day Chinamen have 
in a great meagure overcome their prejudices with regard to visiting 
and living among the “ barbarians,’ as they used to call all foreigners ; 
and going in considerable numbers to America and India, they will 
see and appreciate the use and advantages of railways; and these men, 
returning home, as all Chinese strive religiously to do, will carry with 
them ideas that may eventually bear fruit in the shape of native rail- 
ways. 

But there is another view of the question of Chipe-, ueveropmen., 
raised by Mr. Medhurst, our Consul at Shanv’ai, that is possibly of 
still more importance and significance. r. Medhurst has had a very 
long acquaintance with this strange _eople, and he believes that they 
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are well fitted and may yet be disposed to invade England as they 
bave invaded the Pacific Coasts of America with an army of skilled 
labour. Mr. Medhurst says in his book, ‘‘The Foreigner in Far 
Cathay,” that the Chinese are “ peculiarly fit to compete in the mar- 
kets of the world.” They are, he observes, “ good agriculturists, me- 
chanics, labourers, and sailora; and they possess all the intelligence, 
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delicacy of touch, and unwearying patience which are necessary to | 


render them first-rate machinists and manoufacturers.” And then he 
goes on to make this observation, which may perhaps somewhat startle 
our trades’ unionists. Shoald matters, he says, go on as they are now 
doing in England, the labouring and artisan class ‘‘ must not wonder 
if they find themselves ere very long displaced and distanced by the 
hitherto despised but none the less practical, useful, and labour-loving 
Chinaman.” The idea is by no means so wild as it may possibly ap- 
pear on firat thoughts. If the Chinese have established themselves as 
& permanent and increasing institution on the Western States of 
America, why should they not establish themselves eventually in Eng- 
land? They have been ill used and opposed by the Americans, but, 
as Mr. Medharst remarks, they have “ proved themselves veritable 
working bees, and made good their footing to the exclusion of less 
quiet, leas exacting, lesa active, or lesa intelligent artisans and 
labourers.” 

There is jast one difficulty in the way of what Mr. Medhurst thus 
points to that must not be overlooked, and that is possibly formidable 
enough to render the project impracticable. It isthe question of dis- 
tance. It is comparatively an easy matter for the Chinese to run 
across the Pacific to America or Australia, or to work round to India ; 
but to go all the way to England would be quite another matter. And 
then there is the question of the Chinaman’s return to his own country, 
alive or dead, to complicate the affair. Nevertheless the stimulus of 
excessively high wages might overcome even thia formidable difficulty. 
At this momenta great number of coal miners are striking in Scotland 
because they think they ought to have 11s. a day rather than 93. If 
such wages as these, or anything near them, were to become the rule 
in this country, the Chinaman, accustomed to work at about one-fourth 
of that rate, might be tempted to embark for what to him would scem 
an El Dorado; and if the employer of labour were to assist him in 
coming, that which may possibly now appear chimerical might be 
realised. But whether that be so or not, it is quite clear that the 
Chiuese are at Jength feeling and responding to the spirit of the age. 
They are rapidly learning from the European all that he can teach 
them in the way of skilled labour. They are building steam war 
ships and making large guns for themselves. And they are estabiish- 
ing steam navigation companies for the development of the resources 
of their country. The barrier against barbarian ideas has been long 
and obstinately maintained ; but it seems to be now yielding to the 
pressure of enlightenment from without. There are millions upon 
millions of these intelligent and ‘ labour-loving” men almoat ready 
to enter into the world’s competition. And who shall venture to de- 
termine limita to the effects of the breaking loose of this vast sca of 
patient labour ?

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. ) 
RotrurDaM, JAN. J, 1873. 

At last the Budget debate in the Second Chamber has been brought 
to a close, and the members of the First Chamber have assembled to 
examine the several chapters in the sections. I need not say that the 
discussions have been somewhat hurried, and that the examination of 
the Reform Bill in the sections on the very last day before the recess 
was little more than a farce. But, nevertheless, the examination took 
place by about a dozen members, the others having all left to spend 
the Christmas holidays, When the Budget of the Financial Depurt- 
ment was brouzlt forward a complete reform of our aystem of taxa- 
tion was warmly recommended. But the Minis‘er refused to make 
known his plans. He was of opinion that since the eehre of his pre- 
decessor it ig not possible at present to think about a reform in this 
direction, The papers are not at all coutent with this declaration. A 
warm debate likewise took place upon the proposed separation between 
Church and State. The Minister hud brought forward a measure with 
this object, which of course all the ecclesiastical parties opposed, and 
the measure was Jost by 42 against 30 votes. The discussion upon the 
Colonial Budget only lasted a few hours, and was anything but intcrest- 
ing. All the old arguments against the quasi Liberal system were 
brought forward by the Conscrvatives, and a considerable portion of 
“national time ” was spent without any result, Mr, Gevers Deynoot 
delivered a warm specch in favour of establishing a steam line between 
Java and Australia. The Minister, however, said litle in reply, but 
communicated the fact that as soon as the Chamber re-assembles he 
will lay before the members a Java Railway Bill, The Budget wus car- 
ried by 6] avainst 1 vote. 

The main question of the day is the cuntract between the Commercial 
Company und this town to construct, as I told you before, mercantile 
establishments, docks, and harbours on the other sifeof the river. This 
contract has been subject to a very animated debate in tie papers ; and 
@ masa of correspondence, petitions, and addresses, pro and con, have 
been forwarded to our Town Council, bat in the end the contract was 
accepted by 27 against 8 votes. Thus, within six years, we shall see a 
second Rotterdam on the other side of the Muese, the prosperity of 
Which depends greatly npon the new waterway from this tuwn to the 
sea, and I am glid to say that, according to the official announce- 
ments, there sccms to be no question about the sucecss of that under- 
taking. 

The company which was, ss you will remember, recently established 
to promote trade and industry is about to establish a brewery of Bavarian 
beer in this place, and will also assist the newly opened steam line 
between Rotterdam and America by building, it is said, five new 
steamers. Tho truth of this last report, however, I cannot guarantee.

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So much is certain, that this company is showing wonderful activity, but 
the shares are not yet quoted on the Bourse, which has been very dull. 
The result of this year’s traile and finances has been upon the whole 
satisfactory, and there is every reason to believe that our national pros- 
perity will increase, especially when the railway extensions now be ng 
made are completed and our port thus placed in direct communication 
with the general system of European railways ; in the meanwhile it 
must be said that more haste might be made. It is semi-officially 
stated that the railways will not be completed before th yeay 1876. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department stated inthe silting of the 
Second Chamber, which was held on the 21st ult., that he would lay 
before the members, after the Christmas receas, a Bill concerning the 
construction of railways in Java. Some details of this measure are 
now published. tis stated that in the month of March six engineers 
and eight oversecrs will be sent to the west coast of Sumatra to trace a 
railway from the Ambilien coal mines to the coast. Mr. Cluysenaer, 
of Breda, will be appointed engineer-in chief. It has created much as- 
tonixshment that, when the Colonial Baudet was in discussion in the 
Second Chamber, so inuch hiuste was made that there was no time to 
ask the Minister about his plans and views with regard to the Agrarian 
Law, Mr. Fransen van de Putte did not sav one word abont it, but 
it is, nevertheless, just the question upon which our colonial policy 
turns. If the conditions which are imposed by the Royal decrees, under 
which this law came into force, are not removed, then it is impossible 
that the agriculture in Java can develop itself satisfactorily. 

Several times T have notived complaints made by our shipowners that 
the greater portion of the Fast India produce shipned on private account 
to Holland is forwarded by foreign, especially English vessels, 1 was, 
thercfore. somewhat astonished to tind in an article of the Shipping and 
Mercantile Gazette (repro luced in your issue of the 20th ult.) the fol- 
lowing statement :—‘‘ There has always been a disposition on tho part 
of the Dutch to reserve their colonial trade, but especially the Eastern 
trade of the Netherlands, for Dutch vessels.” From the official atatisti- 
cal returns for 1871—the latest which are published—I learn that in 
that year 260 vessels arrived in our harbours from Java, and of this 
namber 190 vessels were under the Dutch flay, and forty-six wera Eng. 
lish. Well informed persona assure me that in the year just past the 
number of English vessels which have arrived with Java cargoes has 
been much larger than in the former year. 

There is an improvement in the Commercial circles in Amsterdam, 
and very trifling failares only are announced,

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
LisBon, DEc. 28. 
Senor Thomaz Ribeiro, formerly secretary at Goa to Viscount San 
Januario, now Governor-General in Macao, has published a letter, in 
which he endeavours to justify the acts of the Viscount with reference 
to Senor Francisco de Mazathaes, naval physician, and writer in the 
paper Oriente. Sener Ribeiro says that the Viscount has to struggle 
with very serious difficulties iu his relations with the Court of Peking, 
and more directly with the mandarins of Canton; that the Chinese 
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people of Macao are our natural enemies, and that by every means in 
their command they endeavour to accomplish our ruin, and that they 
threaten the life of the Governor. He recollects that some years ago Senor 
Amarat, then Portugnese Governor-General, was killed by tha Chinese 
The letter finishes by urging that the authority of the Governor of, 
Macao should be extended. Our Government, it is stated, has significd 
its disapproval of the proceedings of some members of the Macao Go- 
vernment, in which number are the naval physician and the judge, and 
is likewise discontented with Viscount Sun Januario, who {is to be re- 
placed, as I said in my last letter, by Senor Quintino de Macedo. 

Senor Fradesso da Siteira, a member of the Commission appointed 
to arrange the objects to be exhibited in the Exhibition of Vienna, has 
arrived from Austria, where he had been sent by the Government. His 
journey has been of some utility, for he has succecded in obtaining a 
gallery near that allotted to Spain. He has brought with him plans, 
and all the explanations which are necessary in orderto judge the effect 
which our Exhibition will produce. Theso plans will be presented to 
the Commission at its next meeting, which will be held shortly. It 
seems that there is an idea to establish a kind of shop near the Exhi- 
bition, where our wiues, fruits, and other products can be sold, and thus be 
brought under notice in foreign markets. The area for our Agricultural 
Exhibition contains 340 meters in the park attached to the building. In 
the space to be called Pavillon Du Petit Enfant, which is destined for the 
exhibition of all that appertains to infancy, there is an idea to erect a 
statue rcprescnting a woman of the province of Minto, suckling a child. 

The Cortes will be opened on the 2nd of Jannary, and it is ramoured 
by Opposition newspapers that there will be a dissolution, owing to the 
lack of a Government majority. I believe, with most people who are 
free froin extreme bias of party, that the Government will retain the 
majority they have had in previous sessions. The Opposition is making 
ready for work, and the Ministers at the same time are elaborating 
some proposals to reduce the expenditure of their departments, and to 
increase the revenue. Besides the Opposition presided over by Duke 
of Loulé, there is another party formed against the Government under 
the leadership of the Bishop of Vizen. These two Opposition parties 
will unite to attack the President of the Council, who, it is complained, 
has committed manv irregularities in his administration of the War 
Department, and that of Finance. 

A Treaty of Commerce and Navigation between Portugal and Spain 
was signed on the 20th inst. For two or three years both Governments 
have been occupied with this subject, and their labours have at length 
been crowned with success, It is also reported) that in a short time 
some additional Articles to the Treaty of Extradition with Spain will 
bo sizne’, with reference to the punishment of death. The object of 
this will be to save from capital punishment prisoners who by the effect 
of the Treaty may be arrested in Portuzal. 

The prevalence of small-pox in Lisbon has increased to an extent 
which is attracting the attention of the Medical Society, which has ap- 
pointed a commission of physicians to study the subject. This commis- 
sion hae presented its report, urging the Government to establish com- 
pulsory vaccination, with punishment for neylect or contumacy. At 
present the disease has not made many victims, but there have been 
about six hundred persons attacked, according to the official reports. 

Mr. Augusto Schmidt, agent of the New London and Brazilian Bank, 
Limited, in Lisbon, has fallen a victim to an attack of small-pox. This 
gentleman had gone to Oporto on the busincas of the bank. As soon 
as he arrived he was attacked, and in a few days he was dead. Mr. 
Manoet Jose Machado, one of the most opulent merchants, brother of 
the lute Francisco Havier Machado, merchant, in Gibraltar, died last 
week, bequeathing a fortune of about £600,0U0 to his nephews, his only 
relatives. 

The works of the American railway are to begin in a short time 
betwien Alcantara and Belem. Some days since Mr. José Gomes de 
Oliveira Guimaraes, one of the directors of the company, started for 
England to arrange for a supply of materials for constructing the line. 

Intelligence from Cab» Verde says that an earthquake has been 
experienced in the Island of Brava, which has caused considerable 
damave. There were more than twelve shocks in all, one of extreme 
violence. Seventy houses had been completely destroyed, and none 
remained withgut some damage. The ouly victim was a child. The 
inhabitants are waiting for the constraction of barracks, as they are 
afraid to return to their houses. 

Mr. Francisco José Bello, vice-consul of Portugal, at Porto Alegre, 
Brazil, has been promotec to the rank of consul, as reward and acknow- 
Jedgment of good services, Mr. Bello is one of the ornaments of our 
consular corps, and the Min stev for Foreign Affairs has done wisely in 
making this promotion. 

On the night of the 19th inst. there was a great flood in Oporto, 
which caused ypreat damage to the gas works. All the city was 
suddenly placed in darkucss, and the theatres were illuminated with 
petroleum.

581 boxes Scented Caper at 1s. O$d. to 1s. 3d.; 300 boxes Gunpowder 
at 1s.; and 312 boxes young Hyson at 1s. 29d. to Is. 3d. 


SILK. 

The following is Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co.'s Circular :— 

The market continues in an exceedingly dull state, hardly anything 
having been done during the past month in Asiatic Silk. There 
appears a general pause among buyerz, and the new year opens with 
an unusually quiet market. 

Of the year 1872 it must be said that the result has been by no 
means satisfactory to Silk operators. Owing to exceasive competition 
in the Kast, prices have been maintained there at a high standard 
throughout the year, having been, with rare exceptions, continually 
jn excess of London rates, and although not to any important extent 
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howing loss, yet under the most favourable circumstances imports 

only just managing to squecze out and doing no good. For the extreme 

quiet and flatness of our market, which has been the disappointing 

feature of the last five or six months, there is little doubt the cause 

exists in the extensive purchases ‘‘to arrive” of China and Canton 

Silks, which were made at the beginning of the campaign, and which, 

from their magnitude and the high rates paid, have quite disorganised 

the markel, and prevented that steady and regular business which 

would otherwise have taken place during the summer and autumn 
months, and under which we should have had a more cheerful and 
healthy trade. The market is still labouring under the effects of 
this undesirable system, and it is to be hoped that another 
geason will be spared the folly of these gigantic purchases ‘‘to arrive,” 
which, by the disorganization they bring about, do harm to all con- 
cerned in the Silk trade, by checking the steady purchases of the 
actual consumer, thus giving us an unreliable market, and causing 
extreme prices to be paid in the East, benefiting alone the producers, 
who reap all the profits of the year. There is little to be said of the 
course of the market in the firat six months of the past year preceding 
the new seagon’s arrivals of Silk. In January and part of February 
the market was active, and prices rather stiffened, with good enquiry 
for Silk generally, a quieter but still steady market subsequently until 
May, when a firmer tone prevailed, and much business was done during 
the next two months, prices of China Silk advancing, and from the 
middle of June to the end of July eager purchases of new Silk were also 
being made ‘‘ toarrive :” since then nothing but quiet, and prices easier, 
imperceptibly giving way at times, butnottoany extent, and, as a general 
rule, good Silk commanding full rates frem its comparrative scarcity. 
China Silk again shows the most important figures, the stock being 
26,600 bales, against 19,700 at this time last year. It continues to 
be the leading Asiatic Silk, but the quality seems to degenerate, and 
especially so towards the middle of the season, no doubt the cause of 
hurried reeling and too great haste in preparation. Japan Silk, which 
shares with Bengal in its uncertain periods of demand, calls for no 
special observation ; the Silk is certainly not in favour generally with 
manufacturers, and has become more a Silk for speculative dealing than 
any other on this market; there is a great want of regularity in the 
gize and quality of most of the Mybash which is imported, and the 
anticipated improvement in the reeling which we were led to expect 
this season has not to any extent been realised ; the common descrip- 
tions are at all times most difficult of sale. The stock of Japan Silk, 
however, is lighter than last year, 7,600 bales against 9,500. The 
position of Canton Silk is satisfactory, notwithstanding stocks are 
large, 9,900 bales, against 8,700 at this time last year; the present 
market price of Tsatlee is moderate, and should induce business, but 
there is a good deal of complaint of the unevenness and foulness of the 
Silk generally, which specially affects the sale of Loong Kongs. 


Yotal stocks are heavy, and we begin the new year with large figures, 
but this is a natural consequence of the continuous rapid arrivals, 
which, by means of the direct steam communication between London 
and the East, now reach us in the early months of the season. The 
great bulk ot the Silk which can come between July 1872-38 has ar- 
rived, and if our market only shows signs of an earlv improvement, 
deliveries will soon begin to tell upon the stocks. Unfortunately of 
late the deliveries have been falling off, and especially so during the 
last few weeks, thus helping to increase the stocks in hand. Manu- 
facturers and throwsters hold very little raw silk, and must, one would 
think, soon come on the market again in force. Export demand — 
always limited now during the first six or seven months of the season, 
owing to the direct shipments to the Continent, which enable buyers 
to supply themselves for a time from their own importations—may be 
looked for again shortly, and we may fairly hope for more general 
inquiry after the unusually long period of quiet through"which our 
market has of late passed.

YOKOHAMA. 


Dates by this mail extend to the 26th Nov. By the Pacific 
The outward French mail of 27th Sept. arrived on the 19th Nov. 
mail, delivered on the 7th inst., we received dates to the 23rd Nov. 
The following summary is from the Japan Herald :— 


The chief event has been the arrival of the Grand Duke Alexis, 
in the Russian frigate Svetlana, on the 13th Nov. His Imperial 
Highness made an official landing on the 14th, when he was met 
by Date, Prince of Owadjima, Oye Tak, the Governor of Kana- 
gawa, and Ito, Commodore of the Imperial Japanese Navy. The 

ollowing Consuls were also present: Messrs. Brennwald, De 
Bavier, Zappe, Loureiro, Weiber, Bauduin, Shepard, Barilis, and 
Colleau, who were presented to the Duke by Mr. Butzow, the 
Russian Minister. After the usual courtesies on both sides had 
been exchanged, the Duke, accompanied by Date and the Russian 
Minister, took their seats in the Mikado’s carriage, which had 
been sent from Yedo for the occasion, and were driven to a house 
which had been prepared for the reception of the Duke, near the 
railway station. Several introductions were here made, and after 
a slight refreshment his Imperial Highness was driven to the 
‘Russian Legation. On the following day a levée was held by the 
Duke, at which the Consuls were individually presented to him. 
On the 16th his Highness went to Yedo, where he has since re- 
mained, Great attention has been shown him by the native au- 
thorities. On the 18th the Duke had an audience of the Mikado, 
nie which his Imperial Majesty called upon the Duke at Hama- 

ten. 

On the morning of the 21st a review was held at Yedo in honour 
of the Duke. The weather on the oocasion was all that could be 
desired, and a large concourse of people was assembled on the 
review ground in front of the Foreign-office. Precisely at a 

uarter past ten o'clock the Imperial cortege emerged from the 

astle gate, being preceded and followed by an escort of lancera 
of the guard. The Mikado occupied an open state carriage, 
having on his left the Grand Duke Alexis, and opposite to him 
his cousin, the Miya, and an interpreter. The Imperial carriage 
was followed by others, conveying the Prime Minister, Admiral 
Possiet, Mons. Butzow, the Russian Chargé d' Affaires, the Coun- 
cillors of State, and several of the foreign representatives. The 
precession drove round the parade ground, passing each regiment 
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in succession, after which the troops marched past the carriage 
which contained the Prince and the Mikado. The appearance of 
the troops—both foot, horse, and pleat mies highly creditable, 
and reflected very great praise as well on the Japanese as on 
Colonel Marquerie and his officers. 

So far we have had nothing more to tell than might fairly have 
been expected, but we imagine that what we have yet to say will 
take our readers by surprise, notwithstanding the number of such 
emotions which Japan has lately given to the world. On the 
review ground, the foreign representatives present—namely, 
Count Fe d’Ostiani, Senor Rodrigues y Munos, and Mr. Watson— 
were invited, by order of the Mikado, to proceed at the close of 
the review to the palace, and on their arrival there they were 
conducted to the Imperial presence, and invited, together with 
the Russian representative and admirals, who, being with the 
Grand Duke were there present, to partake of refreshments ; after 
which the Empress and her ladies entered the room, when the 
Grand Duke and the other gentlemen in attendance were seve- 
rally presented to her Majesty, with whom the Prince then entered 
into conversation. 

A ball in honour of the visit of the Grand Duke Alexis is to 
be given at the German Club. It promises to eclipse all former 
affairs of the kind that have taken place at Yokohama. 

The Japanese steamer Sei-shio-maru arrived in the harbour, 
having brought the Hawaiian Consul-General as passenger from 
Yokai-itchi. Mr, Van Reed, after visiting Osako and Kioto, de- 
cided on returning overland by the Tokaido to Yedo, but was at- 
tacked by a severe hwmorrhage of the lungs when about sixty 
miles from Kioto. The Japanese everywhere showed unexampled 
kindness and sympathy, and Mr. Van Reed is loud in their praise 
for the attention bestowed on him. The Foreign office, by tele- 
grams, and the Chiji of Kioto were unremitting in despatching 
medical assistance ; Dr. Junker, of Kioto, and three native phy- 
sicians having been ordered to attend. 

In two small handbooks, issued by the Guaimusho, or Foreign- 
office, the number of foreigners in the employ of the Imperial 
Government, the Fu, and Kens, is given, with the time for which 
they are engaged, and the person or authorities with whom their 
contract$ are made, together with, in many cases, the amount of 
their salaries. The ghosts or caricatures of their names are also 
given in the Katakana, which the Japanese fondly believe can 
represent our sounds, but which is as useful for that purpose as 
Choctaw or Kamtschatkese. We find that in the Departments of 
the Imperial Government Proper 214 foreigners are employed, on 
salaries ranging from $480 to $16,000 per annum. Perhaps the 
rumours of such salaries as $36,000 may be true, but the state- 
ment does not appear in the Japanese print. The nationality of 
the employes referred to is as follows :—English, 119; French, 
50; American, 16; Dutch, 2; Prussian, 8; Chinese, 9 ; Indian, 
2; Danish,1; Italian, 1; Manilan, 4; Portuguese, 1; Para- 
guayan,l. Inthe Fu or Imperial cities, and in the Kens, pro- 
vincial local authorities, in all, 164 foreigners are employed. Of 
these, 50 are English, 19 French, 25 American, 9 Prussian, 15 
Dutch, 3 Manilian, 42 Chinese, and 3 Arabian (as sailors). It 
would appear from the record that there are over 100 foreigners 
living in the interior, as teachers, surgeons, engineers, &c., so that 
Japan is not quite such a “closed” country as some may think. 

rom an official account of the railway traffic, it appears that 
the revenue has greatly increased since the opening of the line. 

Some two hundred Ainos, natives of Yesso, have been sent to 
Yedo from that island from the Department of Settlement, in 
order that they may make themselves acquainted with the Japanese 
written and spoken language. They excite a good deal of curio- 
sity among the natives. 

An order has been issued by the Mombusho or Department of 
Public Instruction by which all Japanese students resident in 
foreign countries who have not made sufficient progress in their 
studies are to be recalled. 

The Amateur Dramatic Corps, which has proved, since it started 
many years ago, & source of amusement to the community, has 
disbanded, in consequence, it is said, of the expenses being greater 
than the receipts. ‘The theatre has been secured as a public hall, 
by donations from the community, and it is not improbable, the 
incubus of rent having been removed, that a new corps will be 
formed, and amateur theatricals in Yokohama be revived. 

Captain Hereiro, of the Afaria Luz, has, we learn, left Hong 
Kong for Peru, for the purpose of laying before his Government 
the facts of the case that was recently tried here, 

The Japanese Government has appointed a Consul and Vice. 
Consul to Italy, in furtherance of the interests of native mer- 
chants who may feel disposed to send there silk and silkworms’ 
eggs. 

t is reported that the Japanese Government is negotiating a 
loan in London and Paris to the extent of six millions sterling, 
which is to bear interest at the rate of seven per cent. 





HIOGO. 

The following summary is from the Hiogo News :— 

We are glad so see that the undertaking of lighting the coasts 
is being steadily proceeded with. The Thabor keeps on her 
rounds, and on every trip there is derwaaee to be recorded. The 
new machinery for the permanent lights at Hiogo and Temposan 
has arrived and been erected ; and from personal inspection a few 
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days ago of that at Hiogo Pot, we can speak most highly of th® 
state of efficiency and cleanliness we found everything in, which 
was most satisfactory. The new light is more powerful than the 
old one, and is reported as working extremely well. It has been 
our duty on a previous occasion to protest strongly against the 
principle of leaving the lighthouses in entirely native care: it is 
therefore only an act of justice to say that we have been informed 
that this light, though it has been entirely in Japanese charge, has 
never once been reported as extinguished, or as otherwise than in 
excellent condition. 

It is only a week since we noticed the return to this port of 
Mr. W. C. Korthals, H.N.M. Consul, and now we have to report 
that another of the Consular body has come back to take up his 
abode again amongst us. By the P.M. steamer Oregonian, Mr. 
J. J. Enslie arrived here, having concluded (what must have 
been) his melancholy exile at Nee-e-gata. Mr. Enslie knows too 
well the estimation in which he is held by all classes here to 
require to hear it over again at our hands. If we could only 
flatter ourselves that he is as pleased to return as we are to see 
him, we should be satisfied. We understand that he will be sta- 
tioned at Osaka. 

The Hiogo News makes mention of having noticed some curious 
forgeries of English beer labels at Hiogo and Osaka, but at pre- 
sent Yokohama (the native part of the town) is full of the grossest 
imitations of labels of foreign wines, beers, spirits, and oilman’s 
stores imaginable. The Japanese are now beginning to brand 
their saki-tubs with various inscriptions, to entice sailors and 
others to buy the stuff they contain. Amongst others, we noticed 
the other day the following ludicrous brand on a number of Ja- 
panese saki-tubs : ‘ Best brewed saki saved one's life!” If then 
were content with branding their own productions with their owy 
mottoes, the harm done would amount to little; but the worst 
trash is sold to sailors and soldiers, who know no better, under 
forged foreign labels. It is high time the native authorities took 
official notice of those forgeries and measures to prevent their use. 


NAGASAKI. 
The following items are from the Express :— 


The institutions in the town of Nagasaki, at Maruyama, known 
as “The Tea Houses,” were cleared of their occupants and closed 
by order of the local authorities, in conformity with the instruc- 
tions they received [from Yedo, by the steamer Vew York. The 
inmates, we hear, were not slow in availing themselves of the 
new Emancipation Act, which enabled them to obtain their free- 
dom. 

In the Pacific Mail Steamship Company’s advertisement it will 
be noticed that the passage money to America and Europe has 
been reduced. 

We may expect to receive our English mail of 4th Oct. by the 
s.s. Miaca, which left Shanghai for this port. The as. Achilles 
advertised in our columns to arrive about 24th Nov., is expeoted 
here shortly after that date. 
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SHANGHAI. 
We have advices from this port to the 29th Nov. The out 
ward French mail from London, Oct. 11, arrived out on the 
29th Nov. 


We hear that the Shanghai and Pootung Foundry Company 
intend building a patent slip for hauling up vessels of 1,000 to 
1,200 tons, on their premises at Pootung, adjoining the Foundry. 
We noticed that the river steamer Zungling had been hauled u 
without any difficulty, and it is said she is going to be cut in 
and considerably lengthened. We believe this is the first time 
such a work has been attempted in Shanghai. 

The old P.and0O. steamer Aden was transferred to her new owners 
and for the first time flew the new Chinese merchant fing. She 
has been purchased for the sum of Tls. 55,700, by a Chinese 
Company, who style themselves the ‘‘ China Merchants’ Steam 
Navigation Company,” and who bid fair, from their influence and 
the capital at their disposal, to monopolise a large share of the 
carrying trade on the coast. This, unlike former Chinese Com- 
panies that have started in Shanghai, will not be a ‘ dilapidated 
Steam-boat Company,” as we learn they are getting some new 
boats out from England. The Aden is commanded by Captain 
Connor. She will be put into commission at once, and will make 
her maiden trip, under the new flag, to Swatow and back. If 
practicable, all the boats owned by this Company will eventually 
fly the British flag. 

We hear that the whole of the capital of the Pootung Dock 
Company, Tls. 95,000, in 950 shares of Tls. 100 each, has been 
subscribed, and that the shares of the Company were allotted 
yesterday. . : 

We are glad to hear that the Philharmonic Society is again 
being brought together for the season, and that practice has 
begun, with the view of getting up a concert at an early date. 
The Glee Association, now numbering seventeen members, is also 
diligently employed in mastering an importation of new music, 
and may be expected to aid its elder sister on the occasion ; 80 
that the musical talent of Shanghai is once more in a fair way 
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to take its accustomed part in contributing to the winter pleasures 
of the community. 

The unfortunate Hopewell has again been the victim of @ col- 
lision, with the P. and O. steamer Hydaspes, which vessel got foul 
of her in going from the Hongkew wharf to her moorings. The 
damage, however, in this instance, did not exceed a few ropes 
carried away. 

Some delay has occurred duriug a few days past with telegrams 
via Russia, from the damage to telegraphic connections caused 
by the hurricanes in Denmark and in the North of Europe. The 
Baltic Cable was rendered useless for a time, ani the English 
telegrams had therefore to besent via Norway and Sweden. The 
Russian line did not suffer, however, and the others having now 
been repaired, communication goes on without any delays. | 

The Gnited States Navigation Company’s steamer J7unsin is 
reported to be badly aground on a sandbank between E-ching 
and Nanking. The Glengyle came to her assistance on her way 
down from Hankow, and as it was not deemed prudent to attempt 
to haul her off, proceeded to Chinkiang for cargo boats, with 
which she returned to enable the Tunsin to lighten. 

We hear that Ho Ching, who became Acting Viceroy of the 
Two Kiang on the death of Tseng Kwo-Fan, received news of the 
death of one of his parents, and has consequently gone into 
mourning. This involves retirement from public life for a period 
of three years. It is not yet kaown who will succeed to his im- 
portant position. 

The fire commission, consisting of Mr. C. P. Blethen, chief en- 

ineer of the fire department, the secretaries to the English and 

rench municipal councils, and Mr. J. H. Cheverton, have issued 
their second report, being to the 30th September last. The firc 
record for 1872 is happily not a heavy one, comprising only fifteen 
fires, at four of which the engines were engaged, while in seven 
cases no alarm was given. The report recommends that a steam 
fire engine should be provided for Hongkew, for the protection 
of property in wharves and the lower Hongkew district generally, 
which those located on the English side could only reach after 
considerable delay. The attention of the council is drawn to the 
necessity for three more fire-wells, at points indicated, in crowded 
parts of the Settlement. The chief engineer, in his last report, 
recommended that five should be provided, but only one of theso 
was constructed, after the fire that took place in rear of Messrs. 
Bower, Hanbury, and Co.'s. 

The memorial of the Lieutenant-Governor of Shansi, on the 
salt trade of Shansi, Shensi, and Honan, in the Peking Gazettes 
of the 28th and 29th Oct., is deserving of notice. Notwithstand- 
ing the Lieutenant-Governor’s defence of the existing systems, it 
is very manifest, even on his own showing, that the trade is chiefly 
valuable as a means of supplying the wants of a host of hungry 
officials, who cannot be otherwise ‘provided for. The memorial 
also reveals the want of system which characterises the trade ; in 
one province this plan is pursued, and in another that, while no 
plan lasts long. 














HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 5th Dec. No later mail had been received 
from London. The following items are from the China Mail :— 


The ceremony of opening the St. Joseph’s Roman Catholic 
Church took place on Dec. 2. It commenced with a procession 
round the outside of the building ofall the Catholic clergy now in 
Hong Kong, amongst whom was the Right Rev. the Bishop of 
Saigon. The tour being completed they entered the Church, 
followed by those present. After the progress had been made 
the Bishop solemnly blessed, or consecrated, the new church, 
and the Very Rev. Father Raimondi then gave a short address. 
in this he thanked those present for the assistance he had re- 
ceived in carrying out an object which had for some fourteen 
years been a subject of earnest desire to himself, and he especially 
thanked those of the community who, not being Catholics, had 
contributed to the work. He reminded the future congregation, 
and especially the soldiers of the garrison, of the kindness of the 
Lieutenant-Governor, who, while administering the government, 
had granted the site, besides subscribing a good sum for the 
erection of the building. The reverend gentleman concluded his 
address by a few well-chosen words upon the consolation which 
peyer before the altar of God always afforded to those in trouble. 
_ The ceremony closed with a solemn blessing by the Bishop of 
Saigon upon those present. 

umours are in circulation that the home naval and military 
authorities show signs of an inclination to accede to the very strong 
remonstrances which have from time to time heen made against 
their most unnecessary retention of Praya ground in the very 
centre of the business portion of Hong Kong. Whether the 
rumour be true or not, we can only express a sincere hope that it 
is something more than a mere canard. It is not too much to say 
that, under the altered conditions of Colonial life since the artil- 
lery barracks, naval yard, military hospital, and gun wharf were 
established, what was at one time a very sensible and reasonable 
choice of location has become a cause of no little expense and 
inconvenience to the community at large. Hong Kong is unfor- 
tunately so laid out that but a single practicable road exists 
between the Murray Barracks and the eastern portion of the town. 

At the opening of the new Boathouse and Gymnasium HE. 
the Governor, in replying to an address from the Hon. J. Grieg, 
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chairman of the committee, expressed his gratification at the 
vitality visible in the Colony, of which the building he was 
opening was a creditable evidence, and paid a well merited compli- 
ment to those who had taken part in the institution of the 
combined club.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

| SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 14th Dec.; the outward French mail of 


8th Nov. arrived out on 12th Dec. The following items are from 
the Straits Times :—~ 


His Excellency the Governor leaves for Penang in the Colonial 
steamer Pluto, nt 2 p.m. to-day, the 14th Dec., and will formally 
close the session of the Legislative Council there. We under- 
stand that his Excellency will also pay a visit to the Rajah of 
Quedah. 

On the morning of the 12th their Royal Highnesses Prince 
Philip and Prince Augustus, of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, arrived 
from Galle by the French mail steamer Ava, en route to Shanghai. 
They were received at the wharf by his Excellency the Governor, 
attended by the Colonial Secretary and one or two leading officials, 
C. J. Stahlknecht, Esq., Consul for the German Empire, was also 
ew in his official capacity. The landing was informal—the 

inces being merely escorted to the carriages in waiting for 
them, which on getting into town passed through Commercial- 
square, along Collyer Quay, over Cavenagh Bridge, and so on to 
Government House. As they crossed Cavenagh Bridge, a royal 
salute was fired from Fort Canning. A levee was held at Govern- 
ment House at 3 p.M., and an cfficial dinner in the evening. Their 
bp Highnesses’ stay was exceedingly short, as they went cn by 
the Ava. 

On the 10th there was another outbreak of the chronic feud 
between the Say Lims and the Ghee Hoks. There was a short 
fight between the parties in New Bridge-road about half-past six 
in which three men received slight wounds from spears or pointed 
poles, and were sent to hospital, but will doubtless be out again 
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shortly. To-day, both sides are “settling” the quarrel by arbi- 
tration, and we presume the “settlement ” thus come to will last 
until another cause of grievance arises, which, judging from past 
experience, may occur at any time. 

he Spanish war steamer Margquiz de la Victoria, Capt. Gurrea, 
from Manila, has arrived. She has been despatched to Singapore 
to receive on board and convey to Manila the new Governor- 
General of the Philippines, General Alaminoes, who is expected 
from Spain by the next English or French mail. 

The Spanish steamer Emiliano, Captian Larrinaga, from Liver- 
Sa 23rd October, via Cadiz and Barcelona, arrived at Tanjong 

agar wharf en route to Manila. The Emiano has on board 73 
cabin passengers and 192 soldiers for the Philippines, 

The question of the legality of the indictment against Overree 
and Fernandez, convicted at Malacca for the Treasury frauds, 
was argued before hia Honour the Chief Justice, who has not yet 
given judgment. 

We learn that there are to be changes in the command of the 

lice force. The Honourable Mr. Plunket has obtained furlough 

or twelve months, for which he has been applying for some time 
t, and goes home. Superintendent C. B. Waller goes to Ma- 
laces and Captain Dunlop comes back from Hong Kong to take 
his place. A military officer is coming out from home to be in- 
tor general in Mr. Plunket’s place. So common report has it. 

e cannot very well object. Our police force has been and still 
isa farce, and not worthy of the name of aforce at all. A change 
is absolutely necessary, but we must point out that the proposed 
change increases our establishments and it is a moot point whether 
that is necessary in the way proposed. It is getting more and 
more expensive every year to govern this place, whereas it ought 
to be getting cheaper. That is not much to be wondered at with 
a Governor of autocratic proclivities and a Colonial Secretary of 
lavish propensities, but nevertheless we must take leave to con- 
tinue our earnest protest against the increasing expenditure of 
the Government. It has increased unnecessarily, is increasing 
unnecessarily, and ought to be diminished. Nothing has sur- 

rised us more than the blindness of our unofficial members of 
uncil to this fact. 

In addition to the changes in the police force, it is said to be 
settled that Captain Speedy, of Penang, will shortly go to Ceylon 
as Inspector-General of Police, and also that Mr. Campbell will 
remain as Lieutenant-Governor of Penang, Colonel Anson being 
provided for by some other appointment.

Quotations:—G.E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., $2.273 
to pe te piece ; 8} Ibs. to 84 Ibs., $2.52) to 2.57; 9 lbs. $2.95 to 
3.00; ite Shirtings, $2.40 to 2.85; T-Cloths, 6 lbs. to 7 lbs., $1.70 
to 2.15; Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $39.00 to 40.25 per picul; 28 to 
82, $45.00 to 46.50; 38 to 42, $45.00 to 48.00. 

Hioao-Osaka.—Cotton Yarn was steadily declining, and stocks 
Were accumulating. Grey Shirtings had advanced in price, and were 
firm at the close, with very small stocks. Other Cottons were com- 
manding little attention. Woollens were generally ueglected. The 
low rate of native carrency had prevented native merchants from 
working off the large stocks which have accumulated. Prices were 
very weak. Metals were in fair demand. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, 
Nos. 16 to 24, $120 to 122 per bale; Nos. 28 to 32, $139 to 141; 
Nos. 38 to 42, nominal. GE Grey Shirtings, 7 lbs., 38 yards 39-in., 
$2.38 to 2.40 per piece; 8} Ibs. to 8} lbs., 38 yards 39 in., $2.60 to 
2.674; 9 lbs., 44-in., $2.85. Iron, Nail Rod, $5 per picul; Hoop, 
$6 to 6.50; Tin Plates, $9. 

Trenrsin.—The latest advices from this port were still adverse to 
the course of trade here. All classes of Grey Goods were dall of sale, 
and Fancy Cottons could only find buyers at low rates. This season’s 
business is now all but closed, and what it may be next year is diffi- 
cult to determine. ‘ 

Hanxow.—The market for Grey Cottons was very weak, and holders 
were trying to induce operations by lowering rates. 7 lbs. Shirtings 
were worth Tls. 1.70 to 1.73 per piece, and 8} ibs., Tls. 1.85 to 1.91 

r piece. T-Cloths were quoted at Tis. 1.12 to 1.30 for 6 lbs., 

Is. 1.81 to 1.64 for 7 lbs., and Tis. 1.64 to 1.75 for 8 lbs. Drills were 
quiet at Tis, 3 to 3.15 for 14 to 15 lbs. English cloth. 

CuInx1anc.—There was a moderate business doing in Grey Shirt- 
ings, at the equivalent of Shanghai, Tis. 1.85 to 1.86 per piece. 7 lbs. 
Cloth was also wanted, but was in small supply, prices ranging from 
Tis. 1.67 to 1.68 per piece. T-Cloths were in fair request at Tis. 1.42 
to 1.43 per piece for Mexicans, these figures being about equal to 
Tis. 1.47 per piece, Shanghai currency. In Drills and Woollens there 
was nothing doing. 

SHANGHAI. —Piece Goods: Had there not beep a demand from Hiogo 
for Grey Shirtings,-scarcely any business would have been done. By 
that demand, however, native holders had been relieved of nearly 
50,000 pieces 7 lb. ‘and 8} lbs., and under ita influence the prices of the 
latter weight had strengthened and improved to Tis. 1.83 to 1.85 for 
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common and Tis. 1.86 for ordinary to good Dewharat’s Eagles. The 
salea for Japan had almost clearea surplus stocks, and matters had 
consequent!y assumed a more cheerful aspect.

Jeans and Sheetings called for no special | 
notice. Fancy Cottons: The recently prevailing dulnees continued. 
Woollens: The market continued lifeless, with, however, rather more 
disposition on the part of the trade to operate. Metalsa—Lead: Very 
few transactions, and rates unaltered. Iron—Nailrod: A few sales of 
common brands and Belgium reported at about former rates. Coals 
remained quiet with noinclination on the part of buyers to operate at 
current rates, especially for Cardiffe, which had been sold at Tis. 9.75. 
per ton for a cargoin port; other kinds nominal—English, Tle 9.75 ;

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
«(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HaMBoRG, Jan. 7. 

The new year has brought us many changes, but there is still a great 
deal more to be done. I have already mentioned that our Bank valuta 
is doomed to death, and that it will be superseded by the new Imperial 
currency; but though the date of ita expiration has been definitely 
fixed for the middle of February, for a long time after that day the new 
currency will and must remain as mach an invisible myth and money 
of account as Hamburgh banco ever was, because the mintage of the 
new gold coinage is not yet completed, and till then {will probably not 
be put in general eirculation, though now and then they are occasionally 
seen. In the absence of gold coins the old heavy and inconvenient 
silver thalers are used as a substitute by those who have no faith or 
confidence in bank notes, which, however,—especially those of the Bank 
of Prussia—circulate freely, though at a trifling discount; but the 
silver thalers coined in any of the German mints are, by the law of De- 
cember, 1871,fa legal tender, and must be taken at their full value of 
three new marks each. The distinctive sign for the new currency is 
Rmk., which stands for Reichsmark, or raark of the Empire, with an 
arbitrary sign somewhat resembling a little written d, to denote the 
pfennigs or centesimal fractions. I request particularly your commer- 
cial readers in the Far East, who may have mercantile relations with 
this city to take notice of the above, as it will soon become the exclusive 
denomination of the unit of value for all Germany, as it is now ex- 
ceptionally at Bremen and Hamburg. The surmise I ventured to ex- 
press in my last letter that the Chamber of Commerce in this city, as 
the compiler of the *‘ Official Price Current,” would take the altera- 
tion of the quotations into their own hands after coming to an amicable 
understanding with the leading houses in the principal branches of our 
trade—such as colonial! produce, cotton, butter, petroleum, fruit, metals, 
‘corn and seeds, timber, and oils—has been verified and confirmed, as 
the first namber of that periodical for the present year will show. It 
presents such a strange appearance that It fs quite bewildering, and it 
will probably take some time before the merchants, brokers, and dealers 
can become thoroughly able to accustom themselves to the change. 
But it was no doubt the best way of solving the difficulty by one bold 
plunge, and cutting this commercial Gordian knot as effectually as 
Alexander the Great did his with his sword. 

The fever for establishing new Joint-Stock Companies which raged 
last year in this city has broken out again, but taken a new direction. 
Last year the rage was for founding banks, which it must be eonfessed 
have all more or less succeeded, and their shares are mostly saleable at 
@ premium; this year speculation is turned to the purchase of the 
principal well-established hotels, and carrying on the business by a com- 
pany, in the expectation that each shareholder will be able to iuduce 
his friends to patronise his own hotel, and thus by his recommendation 
bring fresh grist to the mill. In this way the Victoria, Streits Hotel, 
Zingg’e, and the Hotel de Rassie, in the best and most frequented part 
of the city, on the Basin of the “ Inner Alster,” have been already 
transformed into Joint-Stock Companies, and I hear that negotiations 
have been opened for the purchase of the Hotel de 1’Europe, the hotel 
par excellence, as the most spacious and one of the best conducted and 
comfortable establishments on the Jungfernstieg, frequented by the King 
of Prusela, the Emperor of Russia, the Kings of Denmark and Sweden, 
and other crowned heads. 

The returns of the vessels belonging ta Hamburg have just been pub- 
lished by the Board of Trade, and may be considered satisfactory, as 
they show a large increase of tonnage. though there is a slight falling 
off in the number. On the Ist January, 1872, there were 366 sailing 
vessels and 40 sea-going steamers, their aggregate tonnage being 
489,719 cubic metres. On tho Ist January this year the figures were 
340 sailiog ships and 62 steamers, with an agzreyate of 508,593 cubic 
metres. Against the loss of twenty-six suiling vessels from sales and 
wrecks, representing 37,735 cubic metres, there is an increase of twenty- 
two steamers measuring 56,610 cubic metres, thus augmenting the 
grand total by 18,874 cubic metres. A much larger addition will soon 
be made to the Hamburg mercantile flotilla, as several new companies 
have been formed, whose steamers will be ready in the course of next 
summer, and the Hamburg and American Steam Company, who have 
- hitherto enjoyed without opposition the carrying trade in goods and 
emigrants between this port and New York, and carry the United States 
mails from New York to England, France, and Germany, will have six 
large new steamers ready in the spring, so as to be fully prepared to 
stand their ground against the Transatlantic Steamship Company, 
which bas been formed for the express purpose of competing with them 

Following the example set by some enterprising Americans, several 
spirited Germans are making arrangements to receive a certain number 
pf intelligent young Japanese—fifteen at first—who are to be placed 
with various manufacturers and artificers to learn the different trades 
in vogue in Europe. They are to remain for three yeurs for that pur- 
pose, at the expiration of which they will be free to return home and 
establish themselves in their native country, thus tending to increase 
the knowledge and use of various articles of trade and how to muke 
them, which, it is thought, will have the effect of augmenting the 
exports of the raw materials from Germany. Herr Krupp, the cele- 
brated cannon manufacturer of Essen in Westphalia, has had a young 
Japanese for this purpose for some months, and nut only gives hiin free 
board and lodging, but liberally paid his travelling expenses to Europe, 
and has promised to send him back to Japan at his sole charge. Jakaiou 
Osima, the highest mining engineer in Japan, has arrived in this country, 
and is going to reside for three months at Freiberg, in the kingdom of 
Saxony, to atvdy the German mode of mining as practised in the silver 
mines at that place, where Alexander von Humboldt studied for three 
years and laid the foundation of his knowled;c of geology and geoynosy. 

The Atalanta, Hamburg steamer, Captain Rieck, has returned safely 
from her first voyage to Penang, Singapore, and China, via the Suez 
Canal, and is advertised to sail again on the [8th inst.

Caravane Universelle is the title given to a “scientifical ”’ 
voyage through ‘‘the five parts of the world,” projected by 
M. Bazergue, which should make our Mr. Cook look to his laurels. 
M. Bazergue gives a list of “comforts quite unknown in long ex- 
plorating travels,” long enough to make any a@ilettante tourist 
fancy himself a Livingstone ora Mungo Park. “ An Anglican and 
a Catholic chaplain are both attached to the expedition —as well 
as a physician and a surgeon. “A special camp material, easily 
transferable, even by Indian carriers, allowing the caravan to 
stop in the most desert and unexplored countries,’’ is another of 
the attractions offered. Thirty-five sailors are engaged to act as 
servants and pioneers, “opening and clearing the way, fording 
rivers,’ &c. This is satisfactory, but it is even more gratifying 
for intending travellers to learn that, in consequence of the 
“international composition” of the caravan, it will possess the 
“aid and protection of all the diplomatic agents spread through 
the world,” and that “all South America will be the very first to 
offer native troops for its greater security, and for strengthening 
its pioneering forces.” Search is to be made in every place where 
the caravan halts for any of the plants which the natives 
regard as ‘‘ therapeutic and curative”; and an analysis of their 
properties is to be made on the spot. Every branch of “ scienti- 
fical sub-divisions” is to be under the superintendence of “ distin- 
guished men,” and the financial success of the expedition is as- 
sured by the assistance of “a group of selected persons, real 
friends and protectors of true progress, who have come 
morally (sic) and materially tothe aid” of M. Bazergue. 
A subscription is, however, to be opened, under the “care of 
honourable and eminent persons,” to provide for the necessities 
of “even @ six years’ tour;” and when his “ outward prepara- 
tions” are completed, M. Bazergue will decide “which number 
of gentlemen will be admitted (sic) for a portion, or the totality, 
of the campaign.” All the observations, discoveries, &c., of this 
unique expedition are to be reported monthly, and form the 
materials for a magazine, to be called the Universal Caravan. 
This interesting serial will be printed in every European language, 
and distributed to “ all the Governments represented in the ex- 
pedition, all scientifical societies, and all the protectors of the 
Caravan—founders of the Caravan Club.” The prospectus winds 
up with a general inquiry for “ problems and questions” likely 
to bear on the project, and also for the names of gentlemen (not 
above forty-five years old), ‘young and energetic,” who would 
he “ an acquisition for the Universal Caravan.” 


“ Such is the rapid sketch,” says M. Bazergue, by way of pero- 
ration, “of the undertaking to which I have devoted my life.” 
Possibly M. Bazergue is not familiar with the works of Douglas 
Jerrold. Otherwise he might have remembered that Captain 
Smoke, in Budbdles of the Duy, conceived a precisely similar idea, 
with, however, the cardinal improvement that the expedition 
should stop for a fortnight in every country it passed through, 
“in order to learn the language.” The coincidence is, at any 
rate, curious. ; 


Les Mondes; Revue Hebidomadaire dea Sciences, et de Leurs Ap- 
plicationaus Artscta U Industrie, is a periodical which well sustains 
the claim to public attention contained in its title. It containsa 
complete record of the scientific proceedings of the week in France, 
and it reflects the highest honour on its accomplished editor, the 
Abbé Moigno. 


The second number of the China Review, or Notes and Queries 
on the Far East, is deeply interesting. It contains no less than 
ten exhaustive articles from well-xnown and popular pens, such 
as those of. the editor (Mr. N. B. Deanys.) Mr. k. C. Bowra, Mr. 
A. Lister, Mr. A. Falconer, Dr. Bushell, Mr. H. E. Wodehouse, Dr. 
Hirth, and others. Where all the contributions are so excellent, 
it seems almost invidious to make any distinction,—especially as 
our limits preclude our giving such extracts as tempt us—but we 
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must make an exception in congratulating Mr. A. Lister on his 
translations of some Chinese verses. They breathe the true spirit 
of poetry—sentiment, pathos, and occasional sly humour, all 
harmoniously fitted into rhythm. We cannot rise from the peru- 


sal of this charming paper without feeling that we ought to hear: 


of Mr. Lister as an original poet, as well as a translator. 


The Phenix presents us with an exceptionally good number. 
“The Last Days of Tseng-kwo-fan”’ is an interesting translation 
by Miss L. M. Fay of Shanghai, who may perhaps be congra- 
tulated on being the first lady labourer or translator. Her pen is 
a graceful and fluent one, and we hope to meet with its produc- 
tions again and again. The Rev. Mr. Bryson gives a graphic 
sketch of a week’s experiences in Nanking. Mr. Hodgson’s notice 
of Nayakote and the editor's “ Notes on Kashmir ” are full of 
information. ‘‘The Eight Symbols of Chinese Philosophy” is 
valuable, if not very interesting ; and the editor’s “ Practical 
Lessons in Japanese” are, no doubt, authentic and useful. We 
learn that 100 students are now employed at Yedo in codifying 
and simplifying the Japanese characters with a view of adapting 
them to the representation of sounds used in foreign languages. 
A ence to supply the Japanese with a phonetic alphabet is also 
announced. 


Art is always welcome, The first number of the new year con- 
tains a fine copy of Mr. Connelly’s bust of the Princess Louise, 
‘6 La Brodeuse ’’—a delicious sketch of a seamstress at work—and 
a sprightly “Scene at a Fair” in Belgium, very well arranged and 
expressive, from a picture by M. de Loose. 


Ocean Highways: the Geographical Record, contains a fund of 
information of the nature indicated by its title. Among the con- 
tributors are Captain Sherard Osborne, Captain Davis, Mr. Bed- 
well, Mr. W. E. Maxwell, Professor Johnstone, Mr. R. B. Shaw, 
Mr. Ravenstein, and the Editor, Mr. C. R. Markham. Their con- 
tributions make up an excelJent number, which is, moreover, well 
illustrated by a map of the South Australian Telegraph line be- 
tween Port Augustus and Port Darwin. . 


It is proposed to establish a paper in the Japanese language, 
to be called the Zaz Sei Shimbun or Great Western News, edited 
by a Japanese resident in London, assisted by Professor Summers. 
The prospectus says:—The immense advance which Japan is 
making in material progress renders the present moment oppor- 
tune for the establishment of a newspaper in the metropolis of 
the West, to serve as a means of communicating further know- 
ledge of Western arts and policy among the millions of Japanese 
who are now desirous‘of learning all they can of foreign nations. 
It is proposed therefore to publish immediately a newspaper, which 
shall clearly reflect the opinions of Japanese who have seen the 
world and learnt European languages for the benefit of their 
countrymen in their Fatherland. It will be the object of the 
editors to represent sea the condition of the European nations 
in their political, moral, and religious aspects, and to select for 
commendation such arts and inventions as they have become ac- 
quainted with in their experience. The paper will be illustrated, 
so as to convey the most vivid ideas of the objects explained, and 
to simplify description.

THE GREAT WALL OF CHINA. 
The special correspondent of the Daily News at Peking de- 
scribes his experiences of a visit to the Great Wall of China in a 
letter, from which we take the following extracts :— 


We were four gentlemen and two ladies, and as we left Peking by 
the Te-Sheng-men—one of the northern gates—our appearance con. 
trasted 80 oddly with the look of the gates, the towers, the walls, and 
the people around, that it is rather difficult to say what we were like to 
ourselves, and still more difficult to guess what our cavalcade appeared 
to the Chinese mind. My own impression was that we looked very 
much like a travelling circus, or the beginning of one of Mr. G. P. R. 
James's novels. A travelling circus could not have produced a greater 
sensation, for at every village there was a rush on all sides to look at 
the spectacle. The women particularly came out in numbers to eee 
the ladies, and they seemed to examine everything most critically, for 
thero was much chattering among them. Our path was for some dis- 
tance along what appeared to be a ravine, but it was explained that it 
was a‘‘road.” I am told that perbaps a Mandarin regularly draws the 
funds for keeping this perticular road in repair, and perhaps remits 
part of the cash to some one, who pays a fraction of it to another per- 
son, who pays somebody else to write reports on the cundition of the 
road, which are no doubt sent into Peking to the Board of Works, de- 
claring that it is in the most perfect condition. The towns along this 
ine are in as remarkable a condition as the roads. They have high 
walle, with bastions like the wall at Peking; and the towns seem to be 
all perfectly square in plun—this is also an imitation of Peking. These 
high walls are tumbling; huge masses of the brickwork may be seen 
which have slidden down, leaving a practicable breach should an enemy 
ever appear; butenemies are not likely to troublethem ; even friends avoid 
these towns. The roads, bridges, and great walls of these towns all tell 
of a time when therejwas a Government in the country which did some- 
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thing; their present condition tells of a Government which is defanct, 
and only waits its time to be removed. 


The Ming Tombs were our first objective point, and we reached them 
on the second day. They are on the southern side of the range of hills, 
upon which the Great Wall is constructed, the Wall being situated on 
the northern side. We had passed two or three outlying knolls of this 
range when we came upon a very fine gateway of marble. About half 
a mile beyond {is another gateway. This one is constructed very differ- 
ently from the other. It is like a solid house, roofed as all houses are 
here, and an arcbed passage forms the gateway. Ithas neither windows 
nor doors leading to its interior. We pass another arch something 
similar to this last, and we reach what is considered the principal sight 
of the place. This is a long approach bordered on each side with 
sculptured animals. There are in all twenty avimals, and twelve haman 
figures. Among the animals arc camels, elephants, horses, and mules 
—four of each kind—two in a recumbent position, and two standing, 
one looking at the other across the road. This stone population of man 
and beast extends for at least a good half mile, and ends by another 
triple gate, and, when you arrive at the end of the sculptured avenue 
jast described, you are jn the centre of an amphitheatre of hills, some 
three or four miles wide. One can see in the distance what seems to 
be country houses, surrounded by trees, all round the base of the hills. 
These are the tombs called Shih-san Ling, or ‘‘ thirteen tombs,” which 
is their number. In the afternoon wo rode back to Nan-Kow, which is 
a small town at the southern end of the pass through the hills to the 
Great Wall. From Nan-Kow to the Great Wall and back is a good 
day’s work, 80 we were up by times, and started, on mules, fur the pass 
is too rough and atony for horses, As this is the route of all caravans 
going to Siberia and Russia, besides being one of the principal lines into 
Mongolia, the traffic is immense —not quite so great'as that of the Strand, 
but quite equal to many of the frequented streets of London, Mules, 
donkeys, and camelsare going and coming in large and small groups. We 
saw hemp, paper, oil, felt, grapes, &c., coming in. Soda from Kalgan 
is an article of trade that comes by this pass to China, All the produc- 
tions of China, on the other hand, were going out by this stony way. 
We saw sheep, goats, and bullocks coming in for the Peking market, 
So constant is this traffic that our party proposed a Nan-Kow and 
Mongolia Direct Junction rallway on the spot. It is easy to proposs 
railways in China—here man may propose but Peking disposes. 


Before reaching the northern mouth of the pass some inner lines of 
the Great Wall are seen, and they suggest the idea of having been more 
fantastic than useful. The wall twists about up and down the hills like 
the wild extravagance of Chinese ornaments, or the writhing contortions 
of their gods. It is built up tho side of steep precipices which never 
could require defence, and in trying to trace out the salients, were it 
not for the embrasures on the top, it would be difficult at times to tell 
which is the outside and which the inside of the work. It is manifestly 
pre-Vauban in more ways than one. These remarks apply also to the 
Great Wall. It would appear a very formidable defence to the mind of 
the Mongols, and its very reputation may no doubt at times have pre- 
vented invasions from being attempted. We must not forget that it was 
built at that period when the bow and arrow was the only arm of precision. 
To a visitor the Great Wall is not impressive. All one can see of it is that 
which runs up the hills on each side. A Rhine fortress presents a more 
imposing appearance. It is not what one sees which inspires the in- 
terest; it is the knowledge end associations connected with it which are 
the attraction. It is upwards of 1,200 miles in length—the Chinese call 
itthe Wan-li-Chang, or ‘* the Myriad-Mile-Wall.”? Some portions of 
it existed before the Christian era had begun. Its name is associated 
with that of great conquerors, and is linked to the history of China and 
to the movements of the Mongols and other races of Central Asia. It 
is one of the Sevon Wonders of the World, which one has read of and 
wondered about in boyhood. Who has not wished to see such a monu- 
ment, and speculated if fate would ever bring the chance of doing 80? 
And now that one has seen it, the visit te such a great and renowned 
work seems very commonplace, You recognise the wall at once from 
having scen it in pictures, and it seems familiar. You inspect the stones, 
and the quality of the bricks. You count the courses and the number 
of the towers—walk ulong the way on the top and gather a flower to 
send home toa friend ; you come down again and have tiffin under the 
shadow of the wall, and you hear some cne grumbling that the mustard 
has been forgotten ; the mules are mounted, and you return again down 
Stony Pass. This is the British style of doing such things, Mr. Seward 
and a party of Americans lately visited the same spot, and instead of 
grumbling about the mustard under the Great Wall of China, they made 
specches and talked of ‘‘the civilisation of the youngest and greatest 
of modern nations,” and “the civilisation of the greatest and most 
ancient of nations.” No doubt this is the best style of doing a visit of 
this sort. For myself, I should never feel on such an occasion that I 
was called upon to make a speech ; for I should have the fecling that 
the Great Wall was laughing at me. 


On our way back to Peking we visited the Summer Palace. There 
is some talk that it will be restored again for the use of the present 
Emperor. It remains as it was left by the Allies in the late war. One 
cannot help feeling sorry at seeing such beautiful places all in ruins, and 
I think there must be a regret now that it was done. To revenge injuries 
in this way is to act somewhat as the Communists are accused of having 
acted in Paris. Bismarck may not be quite the safest guide to follow 
in things political, but he has given us a good precedent in such matters, 
and if ever the Chinese should torture or kill any of our people again, 
let us make them pay a milliard or two for the transaction, and let the 
crockery-ware places remain as they are. We visited the Jatle Spring, 
a fine stream bubbling up clear and fresh into a lake. A long inscription 
tells of its merits. It is called “The One Spring under Heaven,” and 
many high attributes are given to it. The water for the Emperor's use 
is brought In from this spring to Peking daily, and shortly after we had 
left it, the small cart was pointed out to us, going out for the day’s 
supply. There were two casks in the cart covered with a yellow cloth, 
and a yellow flag with some Chinese writing on it fluttered in the 
wind, telling that cart, mule, and man were on Imperial business. 
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THE MARRIAGE OF THE EMPEROR OF CHINA. 


The Cornhill Magazine for January contains an article on the mar- 
riage of the Emperor of China, from which we make the subjoined 
extracts :— 

“The Great Emperor has become a guest in Heaven.” Such were 
the words in which was officially announced the death of that dissi- 
pated monarch the late Emperor of China, who eleven years ago tot- 
tered into his grave a decrepit worn-out man of barely thirty years of 
age. His reign (1851-1861) had not been a fortunate one—its com- 
mencement had witnessed the capture of the sonthern capital by the 
Taeping rebels, and its close was preceded by the occupation of 
Peking by the allied armies—and probably few mourned for him, 
except perhaps the 300 young ladies whom he left widows, and who 
by his death incurred the penalty of enforced celibacy in the ‘‘ Cold 
Palace” during the remainder of their natural lives. Happily, in 
this instance, the country was spared that common sequel to the death 
of an Eastern Monarch, a disputed succession, for only one son, a boy 
eight years old, survived his polygamous father. On this lad, there- 
fore, devolved the crown and the prospective duty—when he should 
come of age—of raling the three hundred millions of China. Mean- 
while a regency, under the presidency of the Dowager Empress and the 
boy’s mother, on whom was bestowed the same rank by brevet, under- 
took the management of him and his affairs. The virile toga is donned 
early in the Est, and in accordance with Chinese Imperial etiquette 
the young Emperor should hare assumed that habit three years ago; 
but, for political reasons, the regency has up to this time kept him in the 
echoolroom. Now, however, at the ripe age of seventeen, his Imperial 
Majesty Tung-chi proclaims himself a man, and steps forward to take 
the reins of power. But the “ Book of Ceremonies” lays it down ag 
a rule, that before a sovereign attempts to rule his kingdom, he should 
try his hagd on the management of a household. ‘‘ Marriage is the 


source of all rites,” says that venerable book, and it was obviously 
necessary, therefore, that, before beginning his political cireer, he 
should enter into the complicated relations of Imperial wedded life. 


Kings and rulers are seldom allowed to follow their unrestrained 
inclinations in the selection of their wives, and to the Emperor of 
China is denied even the small latitude of choice which is accorded to 
European Monarchs. But, on the other hand, he has this inestimable 
advantage over his Western brethren, that, whereas their domestic 
comfort is in a great measure dependent on the disposition8 of their 
solitary comforts, he can seek safety from the caprices of one wife in 
the society of a multitude. This consideration doubtless helped to 
render his Imperial Majesty Tung-chi quite indifferent as to the result 
of the efforts of the two dowager empresses to settle him in life. Of 
the steps taken by the two ladies, the Peking Gazette, that meagre and 
solitary journal of Chinese officialism, give us very faint indications. 
But here the immutability of Chinese manners and customs stand us 
in good stead, since in the pages of the “ Ritual,’ which was compiled 
for the guidance of the founders of the ‘‘ Great Pure” dynasty, we 
find an accurate picture of the modes of procedure which have of late 
been agitating the masters of ceremonies and the female world within 
the yellow glazed tiles of the Imperial Palace. To begin at the begin- 
ning, we must go back for more than a year, for alliances of so august 
a nature are not to be arranged in a harry ; and if we had chanced to 
be in the “ Hall of Great Harmony” one day in the beginning of the 
autumn of 1871 we should have been witnesses of the first act in the 
great matrimonial drama. Early in the morning we should have seen 
arrangements in course of being made for some great ceremony ; we 
should have seen the throne prepared for its royal occupant ; we should 
have seen one table so placed as to lead us instantly to recognise it as 
the future depository of an Imperial decree, and another as that of the 
great seal; we should have seen secretaries busy, and chamberlains 
ordering servanta and drilling Court gentlemen. Everything ready, 
music wonld announce the approach of the Imperial sedan chair, 
borne by innumerable coolies, and preceded, surrounded, and fol- 
lowed by heralds, marshals, eunuchs, and all the great officers 
of State. Amid a constant succession of bows, genuflectionsg, 
and prostrations the boy-Emperor would ascend the steps to the 
throne, and seat himself thereon. The heralda would advance and 
proclaim to the assembled representatives of the empire that, in 
obedience to the orders of the dowager empreases, his Imperial Ma- 
jesty had determined to make choice of an empress, and that a com- 
missioner and two deputy-commissioners had been appointed to re- 
commend a lady of the empire for that great honour. As soon as the 
herald’s voice had ceased the Emperor would move slowly through a 
crowd of prostrate officials to his sedan chair, and when, surrounded 
by his followers, he had started for the apartments of the dowager 
empresses to announce the conclusion of the ceremony, we might 
mingle with the mob of servitors in the courtyard to inspect the be- 
trothal presents. On one side we should find standing in a row ten 
trained horses; ten suits of armour, intended to clothe the limbs of 
as many male relations of the future empress, would be spread out on 
numerous tables; and 100 pieces of silk and twice as many pieces of 
cloth would be laid ready to form the nucleus of the bridal trousseau. 
With haste have the Imperia] commissioners set about the execution 
of their quadruple errand, for, in addition to an empress, they were 
Officially charged with the selection of three young ladies to occupy 
the rank of junior wives. It was said at first that the daughter of the 
Tartar general at Canton was to share the Imperial throne, but inquiry 
proved that she was past the prescribed age, so the commissioners 
carried their investigations elsewhere. 


As the time draws near the preparations within the palace for the 
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reception of the Imperial bride are hurried forward, and on the day 
before the ceremony the preliminary form of respectfully announciag 
to Heaven and to earth the approaching event is solemnly gone 
through. And now, on the great day of the feast, the ‘‘ Hall of Great 
Harmony ” is the scene of bows and proastrations. Thither, early in 
the morning, the Emperor goes in state, to the music of drums and 
bells, and surrounded by all the chief officers of his household, to hear 
the decree read in which is officially announced the immediate arrival 
of the Empress elect. That done, the commissioners, eanuchs, and 
ladies in waiting march in procession to the house of the fortunate 
secretary of the Han-lin College to claim his daughter. Surrounded 
by his sons and male relatives, Chung-chi meets them at the front gate 
and conducts them through courtyard after courtyard into the great 
hall. Here the Imperial decree announcing the marriage is again read, 
and Chung.-chi kneels thrice and bows down his head to the ground nine 
times in token of his sense of the honour done him. The eunuchs and 
ladies in waiting then lead out Ah-lu-te, who first makes obeisance 
to the throne, and then, after listening to the deed of registration 
read by the lady heralds, takes leave of her mother and steps into the 
bridal sedan. At the front gate her father kneels and bids her adieu, 
and the procession forms up. First comes the Imperial band, followed 
by carts carrying the commissioners, next comes the bride, then the 
maids of honour; after them the eunuchs on foot, and last of all the 
gentlemen in waiting. At the ‘‘ Bridge of the Golden Waters,” 
within\the palace, the commissioners dismount, and when the pro- 
cession reaches the “ Firm and Pure Palace” the eunuchs invite 
Ah-lu-te to descend from her much-bedizened chair. In the centre 
hall the Emperor meets his bride for the first time, and with 
the ordinary ceremony of drinking the loving cup the marriage is 
complete. But there is yet no rest for poor little Ah-lu-te. The in- 
stant that she becomes empress she goes in state to visit the dowager 
empresses, and in return for three genuflections and as many obei- 
sances has the honour of luoching with those august ladics. The 
“rituals” leave her undisturbed for the rest of the day, but on the 
morrow she pays visits to the dowager empresses and to the emperor, 
and receives the congratulations of the Court officials. In the after- 
noon the Emperor bestows wedding gifts on her parents and brothers. 
To the former he gives 200 taels of gold, 10,000 taels of silver, 
1,000 pieces of silk, 20 trained horses, 20 stud horses, and 20 suits of 
armour; to the latter, 100 taels of gold, 5,000 taels of silver, 500 
pieces of silk, 1,000 pieces of cloth, six horses, a suit of armour, a box 
of bows, a quiver of arrows, two suite of Court clothes each, two ordinary 
suits of clothes, two fur robes and a girdle. Afterwards he entertains 
her father, brothers, and male relatives, and the officers of the house- 
bold at a grand feast ; while to Madame Chung-chi, her daughter, and 
to the great ladies of the palace the dowager empresses show like 
hospitality. With these fetea the festivities are brought to a close, 
and the palace gates shut on her Imperial Majesty Ah-lu-te, to be 
opened only when duty and the “ Book of Rites” agree in declaring 
it to be mecessary. As each junior wife and concubine arrives she 
will be conducted with modified splendour to the ‘Hall of Great 
Harmony,” to which place the Emperor will come in state 
to ‘‘inspect” the~new acquisition to his harem. On these 
occasions the loving cup, the sole ceremony which constitutes 
marriage, will be wanting, and after the ‘‘inspection” the lady 
will retire to her appartments, there to remain a prisoner, the victin 
of monotonous palace routine, for the remainder of her life. The 
present must be a busy time for the Lord High Chamberlain, and the 
‘Hall of Great Harmony '’ must be the scene of many an assemblage 
of ‘* fair women and brave men,” for the Empress and three junior 
wives form but the nucleus of the harem over which the Emperor is 
ealled upon to exercise hia administrative abilities. Nine wives of 
the second clase, twenty-seven of the third class, and eighty-one con- 
cubines are yet to be added to this number before the requirements 
laid down in the “ Rituals” are fully complied with. Fortunately for 
the peace of the guardians of these young ladies, abundance of official 
occupation is provided for their fair charges by the constant recurrence 
of state ceremonies. Seventeen and eighteen are mischievous ages; 
and if this were not go it ia probable that his Imperial Majesty would 
find the exercise set him of ruling 120 idle and pampered young women 
far more difficult than the more important task of governing an empire. 


At all the great religious festivals inthe year the Empres:, attended 
by bevies of her inferior rivals, plays a prominent part. She holds 
levees, at which the Court ladies attend, and pays visits to the wives 
of the chief officers of State. On the death of a Minister she either 
goes herself to condole with the widow, or sends one of the three 
junior wives of the first rank to represent her. She exercises juris- 
diction over the Imperial concubines, and examines with care the 
work done by them in the year. On all State occasions, when the 
Empress ia unable to be present, three senior wives act as her depu- 
ties, and on her decease they play the part of chief mourners. Tu the 
lot of the wives of the second rank falls the duty of instructing the nine 
troopsinto which the 27 wives of the third rank and the 81 concabines 
are divided, in the virtues, language, deportment, and work which) are 
fitting forthem. They attend on the Empress at all State funerals, 
and add loud wailings to her lamentations. They superintend the 
female servants of the palace, and they prepare the objects to be off-red 
at the great sacrifices. In each and all of these various services the 
concubines play ioferior parts. Their special duty is to assist the 
wives of the third rank in managing the servants and in preparing for 
the religious services. Some of them also help the 32 eunuch tailors 
to make the clothes of the Court, and others find employment in 
similar company as dressers to the Empress and junior wives. These 
and the numerous other duties expected of them are quite enough, if 
faithfully performed, to keep the 121 pairs of little hands busily cn- 
gaged. The “Rituals” declare that there shall be no drones within

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THE LONDON AND 
THE SINGAPORE FRAUDS AND THE BANKS. 
Tue first act of the great commercial swindling case, to 

which wealluded in a recent article, has been played out, and 
has resulted in Mr. AARON RAPHAEL JosHua, of the firm of 
JosHua and BrotuEr, being committed for trial on all the 
charges advanced against him by Mr. Seprimus Saort, the 
manager of the Singapore branch of the Chartered Mercan- 
tile Bank. After carefully reading the report of the examina- 
tion before Captain WaLsHE, we may say that nothing in our 
experience can be compared with the credulity of the un- 
fortunate Bank’s “ manager,” during the operation of being 
swindled, or the imbecility of his mental collapse when he 
discovered to his cost—or rather to the cost of his share- 
holders—that the “ deed was done.” The revelations made by | 
Mr. Seprimus Suort arenothinglessthanastounding. Notonly | 
did he neglect to secure the deposit of the 650 chests of opium 
on which he made advances with an amiability more refresh- 
ing than business like, but he absolutely did not take the pains 
to ascertain if any such chests were in existence at all. We 
would ask, is it conceivable that he could have expected—as 
a bank manager of ordinary intelligence—to derive any profit 
for his employers from such transactions as are unveiled in the 
present case. Could he not see that Josiua was simply wsing 
the bank, and that there could be only one end, viz.,a smash. 
Mr. SHorT seems to have been, by some inscrutable means, 
deprived of the power to refuse Mr. JosHua anything, was s0 
“stunned ” (to use his own expression) when he found that 
his bank had been robbed, that he proposed to shift the loss 
on to other banks. “All I thought,” says Mr. Suort, with 
charming frankness, “ all I thought about it was, that if the 
‘“‘ other banks would trust him, I did not see why my bank 
“ should not benefit by it.” That is to say, that the Char- 
tered Mercantile having been let in through his own incom- 
petency, Mr. Suort was seized with a suaden fit of activity 
to put the Oriental into the hole into which he had fallen 
himself. It may, perhaps, be doubted whether after this the 
dismissal of Mr. Suorr will satisfy the sharebolders with 
whose capital he was entrusted. 

Mr. Joun Fraser, the acting accountant, is scarcely less 
ingenuous than his principal. In reply to the question 
' whether it was not his particular duty to see that the secu- 
rities were always in order, this gentleman admitted that it 
was. And, in reply to the question whether he had ever 
ascertained whether JosHua’s opium was in order, the same 
gentleman said he “ never did anything toascertain whether 
“ the opium was in order, so long as he had the receipts in 
“ order.” And so a worthless piece of paper was coolly 
accepted as security for a deposit of goods valued at £100,000, 
which ought to have been verified, and secured in the Bank’s 
godown! Halcyon days those, and never to return, we 
opine, for the adventurers of Singapore. But while recom- 
mending Mr. Suort’s retirement into private life, we cannot 
forbear asking what Mr. Jackson, the Bank’s Inspector for 
the Straits and China branches, could have been about not 
to discover the position of the Singapore branch. It seems 
incredible. that such a system could have existed so long if 
proper scrutiny had been exercised. What is the use of 
these inspectors walking over the course in the manner in 
which if seems Mr. Jackson must have dene? Better far 
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that the expenses of such inspectors NDENTS, &e. | that the expenses of ench inepectors should be diepensed be dispensed 
with, as they simply deceive the head office. The folly, not 
to say insanity, of the bankers “running a muck” against 
each other for business in the manner exemplified by the 
late failures in Singapore, has, we suppose, now been fully 
demonstrated, but with competent inspectors we maintain 
that such wholesale losses could not be. 





Since the above was in type, we understand that the di- 
rectors of the Mercantile Bank have agreed to surrender the 
280 chests of opium to the Oriental Bank. 


THE CASE OF MR. COUSENS. 

We can see nothing in the letter of Judge Horny, to 
alter the views we have already expressed on the decision of 
Consul Gower at Hiogo, in the case of Mr. Cousens. We 
repeat, that it was the most patent misuse of Consular power, 
which has ever occurred in China or Japan. Judge Hornsy 
has now added to the mistakes of the Consul by expressing 
opinions which, to the most unprejudiced person, bear all the 
impress of partiality to the one side, not to say animus to 
the other. He would have been perfectly justified in re- 
turning the Memorial to the writers, and apprising the 
memorialists that Mr. Cousens had his remedy in claiming 
the right to appeal, but he certainly was not justified in ex- 
pressing any opinion on the matter officially to Mr. Watson, 
or any one else. On the contrary, he should have expressly 
avoided it; unless the case was properly brought: before him 
on appeal. Mr. Watson, our Charge dA farres, in his com- 
munication to Judge Horwoy allows his animus to appear 
very distinctly. Why he should have considered it oom- 
patible with his position, tc delegate to another, the mode of 
treating the Memorial, is to us incomprehensible. We can 
only conclude that it was done to avoid the responsibility of 
handling the matter. Such a course is, however, not very 
dignified for the chief of the Consular staff in Japan. Alto- 
gether it is the most miserable piece of official spleen and 
incompetency that we have ever had to notice, and we par- 
ticularly regret that Sir Epmunp Hornby should be mixed 
up init. That a Judge should condescend to explanations 
is—well, we won't say what.

THE “ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS” ON 
EMPEROR'S MARRIAGE. 

ONE of the most noticeable developments of modern civili- 
sation is undoubtedly newspaper enterprise. Every one is 
familiar with the circumstances which recently led the cor- 
respondent of a New York journal into the wilds of Central 
Africa ; within the last few days the proprietors of a London 
morning paper have undertaken to pay the expenses of an 
expedition into Assyria to search for hidden records of the 
early history of the world, and to the owners of the Zllustrated 
London News belongs the honour of having sent a special 
artist to the capital of China to sketch, for the benefit of 
the English public, the ceremonies connected with the mar- 
riage of the “Son of Heaven.” In a country “ where to take 
“ off your hat is an insolent gesture, and to wear white gar- 
“ ments is to put yourselves in mourning,” we ought not to be 
astonished to find royal marriages conducted on principles 
the very reverse of those which prevail in Europe. There 
all is done in secret, here everything is public. The strictly 
guarded gates of the Jmperial Palace are closed even against 
‘special correspondents,” and Mr. Simpson is only able to 
tell us by report of how the Emperor had to be disturbed — 
from sleep to receive lis bride, how AH-LU-TE, perpetuating 
the memory to the old world custom of marriage by capture, 
bestrode a saddle on dismounting from her bridal chair, and 
how she entered into the presence of her Jord carrying “a 
“ vase containing wheat, maize, rice, emeralds, sapphires, 
“ rubies, and other articles to symbolise all that the earth 
“produces.” But though at the Palace-wall we lose all per- 
sonal acquaintanceship with the Imperial proceedings, Mr. 
Sryreson, in the vivid sketches which have appeared in the 
recent numbers of the Zllustiated London News, has enabled 
us to follow Au-Lu-Tr from her father’s house to her 
future home. First we have a drawing of the Palace 
erected for her use preparatory to her marriage. Then 
sketches of the various troops of coolies bearing the nuptial 
presents in State, of the midnight procession of the bride 
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from her Foo to the Palace, and, lastly, a view of the Palace 
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itself. It is not too much to say that these sketches are 
unique as regards their faithful representation of life in 
Peking. The plates which ornament the majority of works on 
China bear the unmistakable mark of foreign execution. In 
them for the most part the more prominent peculiarities of the 
drees are carefully delineated, but the features, attitude, and 
surroundings are strictly European. Mr. Suapson, however, 
has achieved what only a very quiet and skilful draftsman 
could accomplish ; he has transferred to paper the Peking 
mandarins, soldiers, rabble, and gamins as they really are. We 
venture to say that the English public has never had such 
an opportunity of becoming acquainted with the appearance 
and inhabitants of a large Chinese city as is now presented 
to them, and it is to be hoped that Mr. Simpson’s sketches 
will throw more life-like reality into the very vague ideas, 
which have prevailed in the minds of most Englishmen, on 
the subject of the homes of the Celestials. 





THE CHINA TRADE REPORTS. 

In another column we give our usual resumé of the Cus- 
toms Gazette for the quarter ending September, 30, 1872, 
which is, from a variety of causes, unusually interesting on 
the present occasion. The Opium Returns derive peculiar 
importance from the conditions under which the native drug 
is cultivated in different districts, and the uncertainty as to 
the way in which the Emperor will deal with this question 
on his assumption of supreme power. The graphic descrip- 
tion of the situation of Tientsin, and its liability to being 
flooded, possesses a painful interest, as suggesting the ease 
with which, in the event of war, and under certaiu circum- 
stances, the “narrow strip of land” containing the town 
might be submerged by a cutting through the new road con- 
structed by Lr Huna-CuHane. But all the Commission:rs’ 
Reports deserve exceptional attention, and we cannot 
but express our regret that, in some cases, they do 
not contain such full information as we have a right to 
expect. That much-abused scrap of Latin “V2” is too 
often appended to the heading ‘‘ General Remarks ;” and, 
of course, leaves us completely in the dark as to the causes 
of the different statistical returns, as well as the state and 
prospects of the communities concerned. What makes this 
matter the more vexatious is that Vil always crops up at 
the tail-end of a report which shows a falling off. This is 
an evasion against~which we shall not cease to protest until 
it is remedied ; and the diminution in the number of Nils 
in the present instance encourages us to believe that our 
remonstrances on this head have not been altogether un- 
attended with success. In all cases where Vil flourishes at 
the foot of a “ Report” we have recorded the fact. That 
it should figure at the foot cf so important a port’s Shang- 
hai seems to us simply monstrous. Shanghai strikes the 
key-note of China trade and society, and we cannot be Satis- 
fied with the proceedings and prospects there being packed 
up in the three letters il. Of course, when Reports 
have to be furnished by fourteen gentlemen from as many 
different places, various degrees of ability and accuracy 
will be displayed. Regarded as a whole, the quarter 
under review exhibits decided improvement in style, ar- 
rangement, aud deduction. The report from Newchwang, 
in regard to the decrease in the growth and consumption of 
native opium is highly important. We have no wish to In- 
stitute invidious comparisons—always putting the “ Nil” 
party aside—but we think it is scarcely possible for any 
intelligent reader to note the Reports of Mr. Hanney, 
from Tientsin; Mr. MacepHerson, from Hankow ; and Mr. 
A. Huser, from Chinkiang, without recognising their broad 
and comprehensive excellence. It would be very convenient 
if the éotals of Exports and Imports were added up in each 
Report, so that we might see at a glance, not only what 
articles had increased or fallcn off, but whether the gross 
trade of the port had increased or decreased. 





We understand that the Nev. J. T. Lamont, at present 
minister of the Presbyterian Church at Portsmouth, bas 
accepted the charge of the Congregational Chapel at Hong 
Kong, lately held by the Rev. Dr. Lecce, who returns to 
England next March. We believe that Bishop RusseLu and 
Mrs. RusseLt proceed to Shanghai by Ho t’s steamer of 
February. 
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A FUNERAL service was performed on Thursday last in the 
Church of Saint Clotilde in Paris for Viscount Prerre Daru— 
son of the former Minister of Foreign A ffuirs- - who recently 
perished in Japan. The church was crowded with frieuds 
of Count Daru, anxious to show their sympathy for the 
father in his bereavement. All the members of the Japanese 
Embassy were present, and remained during the entire ser- 
vice, which lasted more than an hour. The Embassy has 
done nothing worth recording last week. 














WE understand that the Japanese Government have re- 
mitted the dividend due on their loan in February, and also 
provided for the payment of bonds t> be drawn for in May 
according to the terms of the loan. A new loan has been 
arranged with the Oriental Bank Corporation for £2,400,000 
at Seven per cent., the prospectus of which will be found in 
another column. Considering the punctual performance of 
the clauses of the last loan, we anticipate that the new loan 
will be speedily subscribed, the terms, as compared with 
other foreign loans, being very advantageous.

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CHINA CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 

The following is the completion of our résumé of the 
returns of the Comraissioners at the various ports, commenced 
in our last issue :— 

CHINKIANG. 

Mr. A. Huber, Acting Commissioner, reports a greatly increascd 
trade even over the corresponding quarter of 1871, which was the 
most flourishing since the port was opened. 562.273 pieces of 
Cotton Goods were imported, and 425,981 were sent inland under 
transit passes, against 386,867 imported, and 290,840 sent inland, 
thus showing an increase in the quarter under review of 174,406 
pieces, or 43 per cent. Metals also show a considerable increase, 
Pig Lead especially, many dealers who went formerly to Kiukiang 
now supplying themselves kere. Stcel increased from 251 to Gl4 
piculs, owing to its great cheapness. 

. Opium shows the slight decrease of 122 chests. This is partly 
owing to the increasing cultivation of the native drug, especially 
in the Shansi province, whence it finds an easy exit to the Northern 
and Western markets, usually provided by Chinkiang, and partly 
to the numerous small seizures of foreign Opium which have lately 
been effected hy Lekin officials from purchasers who were taking 
it inland without having paid the Lekin tax, Nearly one half of 
the foreign Opium imported evades this tax, and the severity of 
the officials has resulted in a diminution of the sale of the drug. 

Among native imports we find a reduction of over 100 per cent. 
in Wood Oil, attributable to the large stock remaining in hand at 
the end of the last quarter ; but this decrease is more than coun- 
terbalanced by the large increase of about 190 per cent. on the 
importation of native Sugar. This may be accounted for by the 
severe measures taken to prevent the Chinese dealers in Sugar 
from declaring here as foreign—for the purpose of obtaining a 
transit pass inland—Sugar which had been imported at Shanghai 
as native, paying only the half coast trade duty. In native Ex- 
ports, Cotton and Rice exhibit a large increase, owing to the large 
crops this year. Cotton shows 2,904 piculs, against 787, and Rice 
the enormous advance from 20,994 to 148,179. There was a great 
demand for Cotton at Hankow. The harvest of Paddy and Wheat 
was so abundant that any deficiency in other provinces can be 
supplied from this port. 16,242 poles were pel halos in foreign 
bottoms for Tientsin to the order of his Excellency Li Huny 
Chang, Viceroy of Chili; 138 passes outwards were issued, but 
none surrendered to the Customs, showing that none of the goods 
thus brought from the interior have been exported from Chinkiang 
in foreign bottoms. 

SHANGAAT.— 

Mr. Commissioner Dick reports the quarter's revenue as 
Tls. 845,739, against Tls. 918,227 in 187i, and Tls 787,726 in 
1870. The tonnave (both entered and cleared) was about 
316,000, against 270,000. In Imports, Shittings were about the 
average of the last three years, though Icss than in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1871. T-Cloths show 1 267,434 pieces, 
against 1,010,764. English Drills show 194.919, against 71,128 ; 
American but 1,455, against 65,060 ; and Dutch, 47,390, against 
75,791. Sheetings maintained the previous year’s quantity. 
English Jeans increased enormously, returning no less than 
101,415 pieces. Dutch Jeans, 16020. In the corresponding 
Jere of 1871 English and Dutch tozether only gave 52 377. 

n Woollens, Camlets have steadily fallen from 33,0-93, in 1869, 
to 25,857 in 1870, 19,217 in 1871, and 10,080 in the quaiter 
under review. Long Ells have also steadily fallen to 30.170—not 
half what they stood at in 1269. JTustres increased ab. ut 10 per 
cent, Iron Nail Rod and Bar have fluctuated immensely in the 
last four years; they showed in 12¢9, 124,370 piculs, against 
88,691 in 1870, 32,554 in 1871, and 42,458 in the quarter under 
review. In Ixports, Beans and Bean-cake are little more than 
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a fourth of what they were in 1869 and 1870. Cotton shows 
54,830 piculs, against 37,057 in 1871, and seems to maintain a 
steady increase. Black Tea shows 210,933 piculs, against 
972,603 in the previous year, while Green rose from 98,676 to 
124,972. Silk gives for the quarter 122,332, against 383,232. 

Foreign Opium shows a decline from 10,823 piculs in 1869, 
to 10,663 in 1870, 8,815 in 1871, and 8,973 in the quarter under 
review.

NINGPO. 

Mr. Commissioner White reports trade generally above the aver- 
age, but the chief interest centered in Tea, in which vigorous com- 
petition existed, although in the face of heavy losses. The quality 
of this year’s tea is stated to be unusually good, but the crop will 
probably prove somewhat smaller than last year’s. The newly 
established Tea Hongs are to a certain extent responsible for the 
high prices in the interior ; they entered the market eagerly, and, 
despite almost certain losses, continued to supply heavily the 
already overstocked market at Shanghai. The main bulk of the 
tea was already exported, and, though steady shipments were 
likely to continue till late in the year, the first rush of business 
was considered over. The general impression among the Chinese 
was that the speculation had been a losing one, and that next year 
(the present) would see a great reduction in the number of com- 
petitors in thetrade. The action of a subordinate officer in charge 
of the Wei Zing Tax Office, on the borders of Chekiang and Ngan 
Hui, 20 miles from westward of Ch’un Ngan Hsien, in the Yeu 
Chow Department, threatened to divert the teas from this port to 
Kiukiang. The regulation hitherto in force provided for the pay- 
ment at Wei Zing of 8 mace 4 candareens per yin (120 catties) of 
tea which passed the barrier. In July this officer reduced the 
yin to 100 catties. The merchants protested, and, to avoid the 
extra tax, passed more than 10,0U0 packages, via the Poyang Lake, 
to Kiukiang. This decisive conduct induced the officer to restore 
the old yin; and, notwithstanding the loss (to this port) of the 
10,000 packages, the total export will probably prove, at the end 
of the year, to be within a few hundred piculs of last year’s. 
For the quarter under review, the increase is 12,161 piculs on 
Green, and 1,154 on Leaf, Tea. 

The Cotton Market opened in September at $17.20 per bale of 
120 catties—a high rate, caused by competition in Shanghai and 
Fokien. This was not expected to continue, as the crop is stated 
to be the largest for ten years. The staple is of very superior 
quality. The export had already reached 5,205 piculs—an ex- 
cess of 3,585 piculs over the same quarter in 1871. 


_ The export of Cuttle Fish shows an increase of 7,976 piculs, 
little more than half of which finds its way out of the port in 
foreign bottoms, the rest being distributed through the province 
inland or shipped in junks coastwise for local consumption. 


The tonnage for the quarter shows an increase of 3,266 in- 
wards and 3,119 outwards. The total Revenue collection exhibits 
an increase of Tis. 63,286. The heading of Tonnage Dues is the 
only one under which there is any falling off. 

In general Imports, Shirtings rose from 57,413 pieces to 79,490 ; 
T-Cloths from 20,008 to 36,365. English Drills ruse from 9,331 
to 18,607; Dutch from 5,020 to 9,590; while American disap- 
peared altogether from the market. Lustres show 4.680 pieces, 
against 7,655; Iron, 7,733, against 8.670; Tin, 5,219, against 
4,839 ; Malwa Opium, 2,116 piculs, against 1,329. 

In exports, Cotton shows 5,205 piculs, against 1,620 in 1871, 
and 8,564 in 1870. Green Tea, 97,067, against 81,906; Leaf 
1,796, against 642. 

The weather was alternately very hot and very cold. Much 
sickness prevailed, but not of a fatal character. The want of good 
drinking water was severely felt. The ponds were nearly all dry, 
and the canals so low that only the lightest vessels could pass up. 


FORMOSA-TAMSUI. 

Mr. Commissioner E. Dechamps reports the tonnage entered as 
11,109, against 15,156; cleared, 9,685, against 13,581. In im- 
ports, Grey Shirtings show 7,200 pieces, against 10,700; Camlets, 
but five pieces ; Lead, 457, against 465; Opium (Benares), 192 
chests, against 349. In exports, Coal shows 129,215 piculs, against 
173,976. The revenue fell from Tls. 43,679 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871, to Tls. 33,281.

FORMOSA—TAKOW. 

Mr. Cartwright, Deputy Commissioner in charge, reports trade 
as unusally inactive. The shipping, revenue, imports. and ex- 
ports, all show a falling off compared with the corresponding 
quarter in 187]. The causes are to be found in the earlier closing 
of the Sugar season, and in the scarcity and dearness of Rice. 
The imports of Opium was 18 per cent. less than in the previous 
year. It was generally thought that the Sugar crop would be 
larger than in the previous year. 

The tonnage entered fell from 5,569 to 3,872; cleared, from 
7,897 to 4,362. In imports Shirtings show only 1,100 pieces, 
against as many thousands ; T-Cloths, 1,20 pieces, against 498 ; 
Drills, nt/; Opium, 394 piculs (of which 70 were Persian), against 

80. Woollens, nil. In exports, Brown Sugar shows 42,091 piculs, 
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against 64,548 in 1871, and 48,516 in 1870. The revenue was 
T1s.11,135, against Tls. 22,885 in 1871, and 16,675 in 1870. 

There were several cases of highway robbery by a band of 
brigands, which was dispersed, and their leader executed. There 
were also manifestations of hostile feeling against the native con- 
verts to Christianity, but they were put down by a proclamation 
from the magistrate. The Articles from the Treaty of Tientsin, 
which provide for the protection of the persons and property of 
foreigners, were quoted in full; and the Chinese people exhorted 
to be respectful and unsuspicious in their behaviour to Europeans. 

This port probably enjoys as fine a climate as any in the 
Tropics.

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. Commissioner Glover reports, tonnage, both entered and 
cleared, to be about 59,000, against 53,000 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871. In imports, Grey Shirtings show 14.249 pieces, 
against 18,961 ; T-Cloths, 45,215, aguinst 46,547 ; Drills (English 
American, and Dutch), 5,080, against 5,892 ; Lead, 25,803, against 
24,743 ; Malwa Opium, 672, against 551 ; Patna, 264, against 338. 
In exports, Tea shows 209,274, against 274,787; Timber Poles, 
105,243, against 60,718 ; Bamboo Shoots, 17,242, against 14,679. 
The revenue was Tls. 588,519, against 756,926 in the correspond- 
ing quarter of 1871, and 703,145 in 1870.

AMOY. 

Mr. Commissioner Hughes reports an exceptionally large im- 
portation of Rice, 179,000 piculs, making a total for the nine 
months of 313,000 piculs, worth about $700,000, a sum large 
enough, in all probability, to affect exchange operations, for it 
equals one half of the value of Opium imported here for the year, 
and is @ large set-offagainst the cost of Teas. The bulk of this 
rice was from Saigon and Japan. In other imports, Shirtings 
show only 11,492 pieces, against 23,665 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1871, and 23,727 in 1870. Inu Woollens, Spanish 
Stripes and Woollen and Cotton, Mixtures show an increase. 
Metals were stationary. Opium shows—Benares, 497 piculs, 
against 625 ; Patna, 564 piculs, against 374; Persian, 27! piculs, 
against 123, In exports, Hemp bags rose from 165,350 to 322,944 ; 
Sugar showed a falling off ; Tea was 39,505, against 35,894. The 
tonnage (entered and cleared) rose from about 59,000 to 71,000. 
The revenue was Tls. 199,966, against Tls. 186,730 in the corre- 
sponding quarter of 1871, and Tls, 159 233 in 1870. 

The import of Wheat and all Bread Stuffs exhibited great in- 
crease. American Flour shows 4,500 piculs, against 664 up tothe 
same period in the previous year. 

During the quarter disturbances resulting from an organised 
opposition to the local authorities broke out at Tu-hsun-hsiang, 
a place about 40 li: from the district town of Chang-fu, in the 
Changhow prefecture. The disaffected held possession of the 
town, and it was anticipated the authorities would experience 
some little difficulty in expelling them. as the hilly nature of the 
surrounding country admits of but one approach to the town, 
which can thus be guarded by a comparatively small number. 
The head man of the village is a wealthy merchant, with branch 
establishments at most of the open ports, who retains a number 
of persons of doubtful character. A sort of “black mail’’ was 
extorted from this clan of rowdies by the local magistrate, till 
they refused to be squeezed any further, when the magistrate 
ordered the police to fire their dwellings and ancestral temple, and 
the people rose against them. To restore order, a detachment of 
troops was sent by the Admiral of the province in foreign-built 
gun-bvats, but when they arrived they found the place deserted, 
asit remains. The troops, said to number 3,000 men, had not 
been withdrawn ; and it is said that a terrible example was made 
by firing all the villages around for 15 Zz. 

The dengue fever (scarlatina rheumatica) was brought here in 
some vessel *from the Straits. The disease, though not exten- 
sively fatal, was very painful; and it spread in the adjacent dis- 
tricts. Dr. Manson has contributed a scientific account of it to 
the Customs Medical Report for the last half-year. 


SWATOW. 

Mr. Commissioner Kleinwachter reports tonnage as exhibiting 
a small decrease on the corresponding quarter of the year pre- 
vious. In imports, Shirtings have fallen steadily for the last four 
years. T-Cloths, the same. Drills fell to half the quarterly report 
of the last two years. Woollens maintained a fair average. In 
Opium, Benares shows 138 chests. against 275 ; Patna, 458, against 
640 ; nad Malwa, 850, against 904. In exports. Sugar shows the 
enormous increase of from 11,999 piculs to 74,134. The revenue 
was Tls. 145,174, against Tls. 165,347.

CANTON. 

Mr. Bowra, Acting Commissioner, reports a slight diminution 
in the tonnage. In imports, Shirtings show a slight increase over 
the corresponding quarter of the previous year, but are greatly 
below 1869 and 1870 Woollens show a general falling off, 
except in the article of Bombazettes. Lead has steadily decreased 
for four years. Opium gives 148 chests, against379. In exports, 
Tea increased from 25,992 piculs to 36,040 ; Sugar fell from 153,964 
to 110,570. Silk shows a falling off. The revenue was much the 
same as before,

VUonetary and Commercial. 


There is considerable uneasiness among bankers and others as 
‘to further difficulties in the China trade. 

The directors of the China Submarine Telegraph Company have 
declared an interim dividend of 3s. per share on account of the 
profits for the three months ending 31st December, 1872, payable 
on the 31st inst. - 

The suspension has been announced of Messrs. Drakeford 
Brothers, silk merchants, of 5, Great Winchester-street-buildings, 
a firm which succeeded about five years ago to the business of an 
old and respected house in the trade. The liabilities are esti- 
mated to amount to about £90,000, of which about £60,000 will 
be secured. The books have been placed in the hands of Messrs. 
Bagshaw, Westcott and Johnson, of 35, Coleman-street. The 
losses which have caused the failure are understood to be due to 
the recent depressed state of the silk markets ; and other failures 
of a minor character are anticipated in the trade. 

Another suspension in the silk trade has been announced, that 
of Messrs. A. Vivanti and Co., of 1, Jeffery’s-square, whose liabi- 
lities are estimated at about £300,000. The house was established 
in 1868. The value of the estate will depend a good deal on the 
realisation of securities, of which it is hardly possible yet to form 
an estimate. The following is the circular announcing the sus- 
pension :—~

pression in the silk market, and from other circumstances, we are com- 
pelled to suspend payment. Our books have been placed in the hands

Another meeting of the creditors of Messrs. Thornton and Co. 
was held at Manchester on the 7th inst. A statement of affairs, 
prepared by Messrs. Deloitte and Halliday, accountants, was sub- 
mitted, showing liabilities £138,028 4s., assets £56,911 3s. 11d. It 
was resolved, upon the recommendation of the committee, to 
accept a composition of 6s. 8d. in the pound, payable in four in- 
stalments—2s. in four months, 2s.in eight months, 2s. in twelve 
months, and 8d. in fifteen months. 

Creditors of Messrs. Bowles Brothers proved their debts in the 
Bankruptcy Court yesterday to the extent of £10,000, and a re- 
solution was passed appointing a trustee and a committee of in- 
spection. It was stated that, without a shilling of capital at the 
commencement, this banking firm in two or three vears ran up 
liabilities of £83,000, to the discharge of which there exist only 
meagre and doubtful assets—rendered so much less by the London 
managers of the concern, Messrs. Keith and Sugden, absconding 
at the last moment, and taking with them about £7,000. 

The Japanese creditors of the Joint National Agency (Bowles 
Bros.) have accepted a composition of 2s. 6d. cash, and 2s. 6d. in 
three months. The claims amount to about £25,000. Mr. Thom- 
son Cordner, of Missouri, and others have undertaken the payment. 

Lord Cairns, the arbitrator in the Albert Assurance Company’s 
affairs, has, upon the application of the Joint Official Liquidator, 
ordered the payment of a second dividend in this arbitration. 
The amount available permits of a dividend of 1s. 6d. in the pound, 
making, with the previous dividend, 3s. 6d. Notice of the date 
of payment of this second dividend is to be sent to evcry claimant 
as soon as the necessary calculations have been made. 

Increased premiums of £10 to £15 have been paid on the 
F.C. Clarke, London to Yokohama. The Glendura, from Manila, 
sailed July 29, and passed Sunda Sept. 7, is also overdue. 

The steamer Glenartney has, we hear, been sold for the Cape 
trade, not for the Yangtsze. 

It is notified that Mr. T. Jones Gibb has retired from the firm 
of T. A. Gibb and Co., of Old Broad-street ; and that Mr. O. W. 
Helbling has retired from the firm of Helbling and Co., also of 
Old Broad-street. 

Bar Silver has again slightly improved in value, and may be 
quoted as 59 13-16d. per oz. standard. The market is now bare 
of supplies of Mexican Dollars, and both descriptions of coin are 
in good demand. 


BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 
The Board of Trade returns for December have been issued. 


The import of articles of foreign and colonial merchandise for 
the month is estimated at £29,120,060, against 25,576,886 in the | Ceylon 
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corresponding month of 1871, and £38,473,169 in 1870. For 
the twelve months the figures stand—1870, £303,257,493 ; 1871, 
£330,754,359 ; and 1872, £353,375,740. The export of articles of 
British and _ Irish produce and manufacture for December 
amounted to £20,516,253, against £17,378,412 in December, 1871, 
and £17,178,058 in 1870. For the twelve months the figures 
stand—1870, £199,586,822; 1871, £223,066,162 ; and 1872 
£255,961,609. The quantities of the following chief articles of 
export have increased largely :—Cotton yarn, from 16,084,000lbs. 
to 18,882,000lbs. ; cotton piece goods, from 259,151,000 yards to 
297,206,000 yards; woollen cloths, from 2,162,000 to 2,963,000 
yards ; worsted stuffs, from 20,595,000 to 24,538,000 yards ; linen 
piece goods, from 17,673,000 to 19,212,000 yards; and jute 
manufactures, from 5,353,000 to 7,995,000 yards. The principal 
diminution of our chief articles of export is in coal, which has 
fallen from 993,000 to 830,000 tons, although there is an increase 
of value from £532,000 to £822,000. In the imports, the most 
notable fact is a large increase of the receipt of bread stuffs. 
The totals of our trade for the whole year are very large. The 
imports as compared with 1871 and 1870 show an increase in 
the former case of 7 per cent., and in the latter of 164 per cent. 
The exports on the other hand, compared with 1871 and 1870, 
show an increase in the former case of 15 per cent. and in the 
latter case of 28 percent. Adding imports and exports together 
the aggregate foreign trade of the United Kingdom in 1872 
amounted to £609,336,000. 

With regard to Tea there was a large increase in the imports in 
December (23 million lbs., against 13 million lbs. in the same 
month 1871), and the total for the year shows an extension of 
fully 15 million Ibs., of which nearly two million lbs, are Indian. 
The entries for home consumption exceed those of 1871 by four 
and a quarter million lbs., and were the largest ever known. The 
exports, however, decreased 2,700,000 lbs., and the stock at the 
end of December amounted to fully 100 million lbs., being larger 
than for many years, and 18 miJlions in excess of 1870.

The stock in bond on the 31st Dec. was 100,774,508 lbs., against 
82,964.887 lbs. in 1871, and 79,966,167 in 1870. 

With regard to Coffee the most important feature is comprised 
in the large diminution in the imports, the total for the year 
being 11,400 tons less than in 1871, of which 1,600 tons were 
added in December. The export deliveries show a smaller defi- 
ciency than previously, those in December being as much as 1,800 
tons in excess of the preceding year, and tbe total for the year is 
reduced to 5,800 tons. The duty payments improved to the 
extent of about 300 tons. The result of these movements was to 
reduce the stock at the end of the year to the amount of 10,440 
tons, leaving a smaller quantity than for many years. 

With reference to sugar the imports in December exceeded 
those in the same period of 1871 by 9,000 tons, and the tota 
excess for the year was thereby increased to 95,300 tons; by 
this extraordinary expansion the total reached 784,000 tons, 
or a larger quantity than ever before attained. Whilst the 
receipts of Colonial West India show a decrease of 38,952 tons, 
those of British India exhibit an increase of 16,973 tons, and 
Mauritius an increase of 25,457, making a total increase of 3,478 
tons British. Foreign kinds show an increase of 81,077 tons, 
Cuba, &c., being 83,836 tons, Brazil 32,050 tons, and Foreign East 
India 14,606 tons more, whilst other countries (chiefly Beet), 49,415 
tons less; the increase in refined amounted to 10,741 tons.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
——)— 
TEA. 

Since the commencement of the year a very Jarge amount of Tea 
has been placed on the market, and in addition frequent public sales, 
both of India and China Tea, have taken place ; thusa considerable 
amount has found buyers, still however leaving a large portion of that 
offered unsold. Prices have shown steadiness for all good and fine 
kinds of black-leaf Congous, whilst red-leaf kinds have been difficult 
of sale, and aiftings at public auction went lower. Canton made Con 
gous have sold at about former rates. Oolongs have been offered very 
freely, but the demand has been limited, and quotations are in a mea- 
sure nominal. Souchongs and Flowery Pekoes show no alteration. 
Scented Teas: Canton Capera have sold lower for common to fair 
kinds, also fair to good Foochow kinds. Canton Orange Pekoes con- 
tinue difficult to move; fine Foochow kinds have gold rather lower. 
Green Teas have again sold lower at public auction, Moyune kinds ld. 
2 2d., and Ping Sueys fuily 1d. per Ib. Canton kinds also rather 
ower. 

With regard {o the business of the past year, Messrs. Shepard, 
Harrison, and Rehden's Circular says:—The prominent subject for 
congratulation is the increase in imports and deliveries, also the fact. 
of consumption continuing on good to fine Teas, without stint of 
supply, Indian leaf now entering into active and telling competition 
with China growth. The severe experience of the past two seasons 
induced merchants to give atrong support to prices for Congou, and #0 
to relieve the market from the accustomed violent fluctuations en 
arrival of new Teas; but the advice of continued heavy shipments 
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neutralised this action, checking any tendency to improvement, and 
has rendered business more difficult than usual for all but first grades, 
which were in deficient supply, and sought after by shippers. Another 
effect of this policy was to assimilate the prices paid for Teas by 
steamer and railing vessel; whereas in season 1871-2 there were many 
instances of 10 per cent. in favour of the latter. With a more careful 
consideration of the wants and capacity of the home market, the canal 
route is calculated to promote steadincss in prices, the season on this 
side opening two months earlier, while it never closes in China, the 
regular steamers not being necessitated to complete their cargoes at 
any one port, or even in China. A satisfactory scale of prices has 
ruled for useful to finest Congous, particularly black leafs, and if 
results are disappointing to merchants, the cause is due to too high a 
cost in China, and the same may be said more forcibly of green Teas, 
the abolition of duly on Tea in the United States causing extravagant 
prices Lo be paid by all operators. The year’s business has doubtless 
proved satisfactory to both wholesale and retail dealers, the unusual 
regularity in prices serving the former, while the general activity and 
prosperity of trade, in which the labouring classes have fully partiei- 
pated, must have served both alike. 

Messrs. Capel aud Co. write as followa:—The quality of the year's 
Congous has scarcely been up to that on tha previous year. The 
black-leaf kinds of the first crop were fairly good, but those of the 
second and third crops decidedly inferior. The Foochow Teas have 
scarcely come up to the expectation formed from China advices; the 
finer kinds, where the quality has been good, have been deficient in 
make of leaf. In most of the Teas there has been too much dust, 
which has greatly interfered with their sale. The supplies of Canton 
district Congous have been large, the quality fair; common to fair 
kinds have sold at low prices, good to fine generally at full rates com- 
pared with other kinds. Oolongs have been generally poor in quality 
and difficult of sale. Souchongs: The quality has been much the same 
as the previous year; finer gooda have been saleable. Flowery Pekoes 
have been in over-supply, and have sold latterly with great difficulty. 
Scented Teas have not done well this season, the scent has generally 
been’deficient, they have been largely in over-supply, and gales made at 
gradually declining rates for all but the finest kinds, which have been 
better maintained. The larger use of Indian Teas interferes with the 
sale of all fancy Teas from China. 

Mesurs. Percival and Co. in their Annual Circular report that with 
the exception of some increase in the amount of actual business done 
at a slight revival in prices during the first two monthg the course of 
the year, barring one or two short intervals of improvement, has been 
dull, dragging and unaatisfactory ; wholly innocent of speculation, 
rates have continued to the close in favour of buyera. This adverse 
state of affairs may be attributed to various causes, but chiefly to that 
to which we referred in our Circular of the Ist August, namely, the 
reckless haste with which the new crops of the two last seasons have 
been shipped per steamers, viathe Suez Canal, with no other apparent 
object than to flood this market with new Tea fully six weeks or two 
months before it ia required, or than buyers are prepared to deal with 
it; and when we state that twenty-two steamers, carrying 35,500,000 
Ibs., arrived here between the 12th July and the 3lat August last, the 
bulk of which was immediately placed on the market, a considerable 
portion being printed for sale “ without reserve” almost before it had 
fairly arrived in Dock, and that this method of forcing sales has since 
been of weekly occurrence, it cannot be much matter of surprise that 
we find results have been so disappointing. If, therefore, such a 
course of conducting the trade is found to be indispensable, itappears 
to us that nothing but a greatly reduced scale of prices in China can 
save importers from serious loss, and place the trade in a morethealthy 
and less precarious position. 

The report of Messra. W. J. and H. Thompson says :—The results of 
the Tea trade for the year just closed—with the exception of the de- 
liveries—have been on the whole anything but satisfactory, owing te 
the high prices paid in China. As regards importers, some few parcels 
of the earlier shipments of particular classes paid fairly, others only 
covered cost, while the bulk lost money. The season opened in China 
with more than the accustomed excitement, and notwitstanding ad- 
mitted inferiority of quality, extreme prices were paid for the first 
crop teas, while the second crop, which ought to have been bought at 
relatively lower rates to allow for the state of the home-market, was 
eagerly competed for at 10 to 15 per cent. above London prices, from 
an anticipation of ‘‘ short supplies.” This anticipation, though realised 
to some extent in the black leaf grades from the North, has ended in 
disappointment, so far as regards the total import. 








The market continues very dull, and a slight improvement in de- 
mand which had shown itself a few days ago has been checked by the 
failures which have just been announced, but there still seem signs of 
manufacturers and throwsters beginning to buy, and we may have 
some business shortly. We make no change in the quotations, but in 
cases Of actual sales they are a shade lower. Deliveries lat to 8th inat. 
inclusive :—China, 541 bales; Canton, 180 bales; Japan, 157 bales; 
total, 878 bales. 

COFFEE. 


The market reopened on the 7th inat., after the recess as regards 
public sales, aud the advance receatly obtained by private contract 
was for the most part sustained, ordinary kinds selling at full prices, 
and Plantation selling without animation at barely the previous value. 
A small supply of Plantation Ceylon sold ag follows:—Triage 793. to 
82a., small 833. to 843., low middling to middling 84s. 6d. to 86e., 
pea berry 978. to 993. Of 412 bags Singapore offered, 250 bags sold, 
mixed pale 773. 6d. to 783., good pale being bought in at 82s. ; an 
offer of 60 bags Java was sold at 823. Further public sales held on 
Thursday were moderate, in regard to the supply offered, and with an 
improved competition; firmer prices were obtained for Plantation 
Ceylon, viz., triage and ordinary 77s. 6d. to 823. 6d., small 82s. 6d. to 
84s. 6d., fine ordinary 833. 6d., low middling grey to middling 84s. to 
863., new crop 86s. 6d., good bold ditto at 90s. 6d., pea-berry 978. to 
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92s. Privately 100 casks Plantation Ceylon previously bought in at | '700 tons Rangoen arrived off coast has been sold at 98. 74d.sex ship for 


auction sold at 83s. 6d. for small to 85a. for middling. Private sales 
are algo rcported of 200 bags Native Ceylon on the spot at 80s., 
and 100 tons ditto to arrive at 79s. per cwt. 


The landings last week were 400 tons less than in the corre- 
sponding week last year, and the deliveries being only 180 tons less, 
the deficiency in the stock is further slightly increased to 10,340 
tons. The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is esti- 
mated as follows:—Plantation, 59,705 cwt., against 101,807 cwt. 
at the corresponding date of 1871; Native, 9,211 cwt., againat 
20,283 cwt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the week ended 
Jan. 4, 1878, was, of Cevion, 870 tons, against £21 tons during 
the corresponding period of 1871; of all descriptions, 456 tons, 
against 844 tons. The quantity entered for home consumption 
was, of Ceylon, 171 tons, against 170 tons; of all descriptions, 307 
tons, against 290 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 255 
tons, against 165 tons; of all descriptions, 507 tons, against 707 
tons. The stock on Jan. 4, was, of Ceylon, 4,195 tons, against 
9,217 tons ; of all descriptions, 9,433 tons, against 19,771 tons. 


SUGAR. 

But little business was done in the market until the 7th inst., when 
extensive public sales were held. consisting chiefly of brown qualities, 
which were in some demand, and sold at steady rates, a good portion 
finding buyers, but better kinds sold slowly at irregular prices.

NOTICE TO MARINERS. 

Sunken Rock near Chinchu Harbour.—Information has been re- 
ceived of the existence of a sunken rock, on which H.M. ship Juno 
struck, when standing for an anchorage in Tongbu bay, between Chin- 
chu harbour and Port Matheson. The rock (Jano rock) appeared to 
be a cluster of coral heads, with twelve feet at low water and six 
fathomsaround.

Gulf of Siam.—The following information relating to the Condor 
reef on the eastern coast of the gulf of Siam, is from the report of 
Lieutenant Veron, of the French despatch-boat Frelon, who ex- 
amined this danger in June 1872. The Condor reef is about half a 
cable in extent, having six rocky heads on which the depth varies 
from one to six feet, the shoalest part being near the south-western 
extreme. Eastward of the reef at a distant of half a mile there is 18 
fathoms, the next cast of the lead giving 16 fathoms ; westward at a 
distance of a quarter of a cable 6 fathoms were obtained, the next 
sounding being 16 fathoms, with 22 fathoms at less than 8 cables. 
From the shoalest part of the Condor reef, the north-west islet off Koh 
Samit bears N.E. } N.; the small island between Koh Rong and 
Middle island E, by N.}N.; and the summit of Koh Rong East, 
distant 17 miles. These bearings place the Condor reef in lat. 10 deg. 
43 min. 40 sec. N. and long. 102 deg. 53 min. 20 sec. E.

TIENTSIN. 

A northerly storm was experienced at this port on the night 
of the 23rd Nov., and the thermometer stood at 22 deg. ‘Tho 
lakes on the Eastand West of the Settlement are partly frozen, 
and ice is floating downtheriver. The Chinese, however, do not 
look for the river being closed up till after the winter solstice — 
22nd Dec. The large body of water round Tientsin has clearly 
changed the weather, made it much milder. Li Hungchanz, the 
Viceroy, has not reached Paouting on his tour of inspection in the 
south and west of this province. It is said by the Chinese officials 
that he will remain at Paouting till the first moon of next year, 
when he will proceed on to Peking, to have an audience of the 
Emperor. Sixty regiments, numbering 30,000 soldiers, have left 
this province for the seat of war in Kansuh provinee.

SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 6th Dec. The P. 
and O. mail from London, Oct. 18, arrived out on the 3rd 
December. The following items of news are from the Worth 
China Herald :— 

The steamer Chieftain, late H.M.8. Mutine, has been transferred 
from the British to the United States flag, having been sold for, 
it is said, Tls. 26,500. 

It is reported that the China Merchants’ Steam Navigation 
Company have added to their fleet the steamer Daybreak, now 
building athome. The Daybreak is to be a vessel of 18,000 piculs 
capacity, which she is to carry on a draught of 14 feet, and is to 
steam, when deep laden, 103 knots an hour. The price is stated as 
Tls. 100,000. 

We learn that the steamer Nanzing has been kept up north for 
the purpose of lightering the larger and heavier draught steamers 
of her line, they having lately taken up very heavy cargoes. The 
Appin is making another attempt to reach Tientsin. Should she 
succeed, she will have the honour of being the first steamer there 
last spring, and the last this winter : and she has also made more 
trips this year between Shanghai and Tientsin than any other 
steamer on that line. We observe that no more steamers are now 
on the berth for Tientsin, and therefore we may consider that 
port closed for the winter. 

The Menelaus, which sailed on the 5th Dec. for London, via 
Foochow, is another remarkable instance of the quick despatch 
which steamers of the 0.8.8. line receive at Shanghai. She 
arrived here on the 29th of November, since which time she has 
discharged over 1,500 tons of general cargo, and taken in a con- 
siderable quantity for London. Whilst mentioning this fact, it 
reminds us that the passage of the Elizabeth Graham, just ar- 
rived from London, is also worth noticing, she having occupied 
exactly one day over the half-year in her passage from port to 
port, seventy-six days of which were passed in the China Seas. 

At a regular meeting of the Royal Sussex Lodge, No. 501, held 
at the new Masonic Hall, the following officers were elected for 
the ensuing year, viz.: Brother Stent, W. M., Brother Johnsford, 
Treasurer, and Brother Hore Tyler. After the election, Brother 
O’Hara proposed and Brother Harvey seconded, a vote of thanks 
to the retiring officers, who had officiated during the past year, 
which was unanimously carried. 

The preliminary meeting of the Co-operative Association of 
China has been held at the Club, and was attended by a large 
number of subscribers. A resolution to the effect that immediate 
steps be taken to consolidate the Association and to commence 
business was adopted, and to this end a provisional board of 
directors, consisting of three members, viz.: Messrs. Purdon, 
White and P. Maclean, was approved and appointed. The capital 
of the Association is to be Tls. 25,000 instead of Tls. 12,500, the 
original idea. The direction was authorised to bring the affairs 
of the Association before the public. 

W. H. Medhurst, Esq., H.B.M.’s Consul at Shanghai, returned 
oy the last French mail after an absence of some eighteen months. 

e are sure the community have only only-one regret, that Mr. 
Medhurst does not resume his post with the added influence and 
dignity of Consul-General. We understand that Herr Annecke, 
who was recently relieved at Peking as Chargé d’Affaires, by 
Baron Rehfues, H.I.G.M.’s Minister, leaves by the next American 
mail, for home, and that Herr Luders, Consul for Germany at 
Canton, will take charge of the Consulate at Shanghai. 

The Shanghai Bar has, by recent arrivals, been materially ree 
cruited. Mr. Rennie, who has lately been home, returned by the 
French mail, bringing with him Mr. H. Brougham Miller, a re- 
lative of the great lawyer deceased, as partner; and by the 
Drummond Castle Mr. Lichfield, barrister-at law, arrived to cast 
his lot amongst his learned friends in this place. This reinforce- 
ment will shortly be augmented by the {return of Mr. Robinson, 
who, we believe, is now on his way to Shanghai. Mr. Bird, we 
regret to hear, is still in uncertain health ; and Mr. Harwood 
takes his departure from among us by to-morrow’s mail steamer. 

We learn that the Yangtse-poo-road has now been cut for 

two-and-a-half miles beyond the bridge over that creek, but the 
limited amount which the council has in hand for this special 
object prevents it being continued to completion as rapidly as 
might be. 
_ ‘The Taoutai has, at the suggestion of the municipal council, 
issued a proclamation against the cruel practice of carrying fowls 
and other animals in unnatural positions, when conveying them 
to market, or offering them for sale in the settlements. We un- 
derstand, also, that the council have resolved, with the approval 
of the Consular body, to make it an offence against the police re- 
gulations to explode crackers in the public scrects on such occa- 
gions as the departure of foreigners frum Shanghat. 

The annual parade of the fire brigade has taken plice, by 
torchlight, and the display was a very effective one. All the 
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companies, now numbering ten, took part in it, and the engines 
were variously illuminated and decorated, while the bell-tower 
over the Central Police-station was also lighted up, and made the 
Centra of a display of rockets. Six of the Chinese guilds sent 
fire coolics, to the number of forty each, uniformed and bearing

lanterns, and the strength of the turnout altogether re 
about 700 men. 

The first general meeting of the North China branch of the 
Royal Asiatic Society has been held, F. B. Forbes, Esq., Vice- 
President, in the chair. There was a large attendance, including

A 
suitof Korean shot-proof armour, by J. P. Cowles, Esq. Somespecimens of 
minerals obtained from the hills near Newchwang, from T. B. Rennell, 
Esq. A specimen of the New Catalogue, with introductory observations 
by H. Cordier, Esq., was also banded in. A cordial vote of thanks to 
the several donors was passed. The chairman, then read a translation 
of a paper on “ Notes on the Natural History of Northern and Western 
China,” by Pére Armand David, Miss Lazariste. Some observations 
were made by Dr. Wells Williams and Mr. Kingsmill. A cordial vote 
of thanks was passed to Pére David, and also to the chairman for the 
translation, and the meeting separated. 

The first paper hunt of the season has come off, and was a very 
pleasant and smartrun. The afternoon was charming, the ground 
light but too dusty whereit had recently been broken, and the cotton 
stalks and reeds werestill strong and high. Three severe jumpsinsuc- 
cession had to be taken, and the first to try them was Comus, who 
took two flying, but stubbornly refused the third and easiest. 
Though he had more than a couple of minutes to spare, he could 
not be worked up to the effort, and Bigsby on Grand Cordon came 
in first of the light-weights, Low on Sir Launcelot, who carried & 
heavy weight gamely, being close beside. Some half.a-dozen 
more finished successfully, and a few were content to allow their 
tired steeds to come in by the easier way. There was a consider- 
able crowd to see the finish. 

A race was arranged to take place on the 28th Nov., between 
cutters from H.B.M.98. Juno and Curlew. Accordingly the two 
boats made their appearance off the Police hulk, where they 
moored to two buoys, and a gun was fired and a good staré 
effected. The Juno’s boat took the lead and rounded the Har- 
bourmaster’s hulk about eight or ten lengths ahead of her oppo- 
nent. They had then a long course against an adverse tide, and 
the crew of the Curlew’s boat, who appeared to be the least ex- 
hausted, gradually gained on the Juno till, when opposite Pootung 
Church jetty, they were only half a length astern. Just then, 
however, a gun fired from the judge’s boat, and the Juno’s crew 
threw up their oars and were declared winners by the umpire. 
All bets were paid, but a protest was entered against the decision, 
on the ground that the original agreement was that the finish 
should bs at the place from whence they started. The difference 
of opinion appears to have been caused by the buoys having 
drifted fully 200 yards from where they were first moored, no 
doubt the result of the chow-chow water in that vicinity. It has 
not been decided whether the protest will hold good, and the race 
be rowed over again. 

The ladies connected with the Shanghai Marine Temperance 
Society have entertained the members and such sailors belonging 
to war vessels in port as felt inclined to accept of the invitation. 
The usual place of meeting, the Chinese chapel, Shantung-road, 
was tastefully draped with the flags of various nations—those of - 
England and America occupying places of honour ; and flowers 
and evergreens were also brought into requisition with good 
effect. Quite a banquet was provided by the ladies ; and, to use 
the well-worn phrase, the tables groaned under their loads of 
good things. One hundred and fifteen sailors sat down at the 
tables; and, no doubt to show their appreciation of the hospi- 
tality of the ladies, the honest Jacks did ample justice to the 
feast. After the repast, a public meeting was held, the president, 
Mr. C. P. Blethen, takinz the chair. The evening was filled up 
by songs and readings, given by members, and the meeting was 
ee by all to be the most pleasant and enthusiastic yet 

eld under similar auspices in Shanghai. The proceedings were 
brought to a close by a vote of thanks—in rhyme—an imprompte 
composition. 

An amusing case has been brought before the Mixed Court. A 
Chinaman had engaged a wheeibarrow, and besides himself had 
deposited on it a package of tobacco he was carrying. When he 
arrived at his destination, he looked round for the package, but it 
was gone, and he therefore sought to make the wheelbarrow man 
responsible for the loss. The latter admitted that he saw the thief 
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take it from the wheelbarrow, but did not think it was his busi- 
ness to look after his fare’s property, or to tell him that it was 
being walked off with ; and Chen agreed with him ! 

At the Mixed Court, on the 29th Nov., the men implicated in 
the cutting and theft of the telegraph cable were again brought 
up, before Chen and Mr. J. Haas. Inspector Stripling prosecuted, 
and Mr. Dreyer, Manager of the Great Northern Telegraph Com- 

any, was called to state the amount of the damage done to the 
Compan 3 property, which proved to be no less than £2,000. 
Three of the accused, named Cha-a-too, Wang-a-pow and Lub-a-kin, 
were convicted of having gone down to Woosung with the escaped 
culprit and his wife, and there raising and cutting the cable, for 
which they were sentenced to two months’ cangue at the Police 
Station, and 200 blows. The period for which they had already 
been in custody, some three months, was taken into consideration 
in passing sentence. Two more were ordered one month's cangue 
and 100 blows each, the evidence only proving their complicity 
and not their actual share in the depredation. A sixth man, an 
accessory after the fact, received 100 blows at once. The boats 
engaged in the plundering of the cable were also confiscated. 


HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 12th Dec. The outward French mail of 
Oct. 25 arrived the on 5th Dec. 


The Hong Kong Daily Advertiser says that H.M.S. Adventure 
was to leave Hong Kong with the remainder of the 10th Regi- 
ment on the 14th Dec. On the afternoon of the 10th Major 
General Whitfield, attended by Captains O’Shaughnessy and 
Walker, inspected the 80th Regiment, which arrived in Hong Kong 
on the 8th Dec., after which the regiment marched past and went 
through the bayonet exercise. 

A salvaye case has been tried in the Admiralty Court between 
the steamers Awantung and Douglas, before Chief Justice Smale. 
After hearing the case judgment was reserved. 

A case was also heard before Acting Judge Pauncefote between 
the executors of David Gow and Lee Sing, in reference to marine 
at 57 and 58. After considerable discussion, the Acting Judge 
said :— 

“ It seems clear to me, therefore, that the Crown should be re- 
presented in these proceedings, and that the Attorney-General is 
a necessary party to this bill. The demurrer for want of parties 
must therefore be allowed. Under the circumstances of the case, 
no order as to the costs of thisdemutrrer will be made until the 
termination of the suit.’’ : 

The Acting Attorney-General, instructed by Messrs. Caldwell 
and Brereton, appeared for the demurrer, the defendant ; and Mr. 
Drummond, instructed by Messrs. Sharp and Toller, appeared for 
the plaintiffs. | 

The following is from the Ohina Mail :— 


We have received from Captain C. F. Demée the following re- 
port of the late cruise of the Chunhoi:—The Chinese gun-vessel 
Chinhot or Chunhot, Captain C. F. Demée, left Canton on the 11th 
of July last, for the purpose of cruising in the Gulf of Tongkingand 
round Hainan Island, to visit the merchants of those places and 
induce them to consent to pay one-half per cent. of their business 
earnings to defray the expenses of some fifteen junks of war and 
two gun-boats, to destroy the piracy rife in that gulf and in the 
neighbourhood of Hainan Island. The Mandarin in charge of 
the Chunhoi has succeeded in his mission, besides which the 
Chunhot has been very successful in destroying and capturing 
pirate junke, guns, material, etc, having burnt nine junks—and 
captured ten of different sizes, two of them being tolerably large 
and well armed. Forty-five pirates were taken in the different 
engagements, and seven were killed on shore. More than two 
hundred pirates got safe to Hainan Island, and thence made their 
escape a few days after by fishing boats, the Chinese authorities 
of the Island having no soldiers at hand to arrest any of them. Of 
the forty-five pirates taken, only twenty were taken on to Canton; 
the others were delivered up to the Civil Mandarins in Timpo and 
Hamshow, to be !there tried and executed, under orders from 
Canton. 

The Chunhoi, after so long a cruise, is much out of order, her 
boilers being damaged, and she had much tronble in making her 
way back to Canton, having a heavy junk in tow, which she was 
obliged to abandon on the way between Nan-chow and Tien-pack. 
The Chunkoi is not well suited for such hard service, being very 
harrow, with her deck only three feet above the level of the water. 
When in a heavy sea her deck is almost under water; she pos- 
sesses also very poor artillery, viz., four guns of three different 
kinds, and thirty old English muskets. It may be hoped that the 
Chinese authorities will some day understand that they require a 
better gunboat than the Chunhot with which to operate in the 
Gulf against the pirates, who are becoming more and more 
numerous and daring, constantly attacking and plundering mer- 
chant junks. 

The French corvette Bourayne reports a series of rather lively 
brushes with some pirates in the Gulf of Tonquin. It appears 
that while on her passage up to Hong Kong, and while off the 
coast of Annam, she came across two Chinese junks, which without 
any provocation opened fire upon the Bouwrayne, which naturally 
‘returned the unlooked-for salute with a broadside. 
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but the Bourayne, in a very few minutes, sent them to the bottom, 
with a large pro; ortion of their crews. Those struggling in the 
water are said to have been shot by the Bourayne’s men, so that 
not a single pirate remained to give any account of their inten- 
tions. 

Shortly afterwards the Bourayne came across four other junks, 
anchored off a small island at the mouth of a river on the same 
coust. On putting to sea the Bourayne met a seventh pirate, 
which after a severe tussle was also extinguished. The Bourayne 
cruize will, it would appear, add materially to the safety of the 
Gulf for the safety of native merchant-vessels during the coming 
winter.

In the Supreme Court the Hon. the Acting Attorney-General 
moved that Mr. A. P. Handley, a barrister-at-law, should be ad- 
mitted, and placed on the rolls of the Court, to practise as a 
barrister here. The Acting Attorney-General said the papers 
connected with the application—the certificate of call and certi- 
ficate of identity—were in order. His Lordship having satisfied 
himself with regard to the documents admitted Mr. Handley into 
the local bar. 

We note the return, by Pacific Mail steamer, of the Hon. Chief 
Justice Smale, who has spent some time in the United States on 
his passage out from England. 

The Legislative Council met on the 10th Dec. There was con- 
siderable discussion about granting a sum of 35,000 for repairing 
the roof of the Cathedral. The Honourable James Whittall ob- 
jected that the chancel should not have been built while there was 
a likelihood of its being necessary to call for money for extensive 
repairs. He stated he had made special inquiry on the point, and 
had been informed by the trustee who asked for his subscription, 
that the Cathedral would not require repairing for ten years. 
He therefore opposed all the official members, together with Mr. 
Ball and one non-official member (Mr. Lowcock), being in favour 
of it, Mr. Whittall and Mr. Ryrie voting on the other side. Sun- 
dry small sums voted by the Finance Committee were explained 
to the meeting, and passed without comment. Mr. Ryrie brought 
forward his motion objecting to the “combination of the otlices of 
Auditor-General and Colonial Secretary ; but as Mr. Greig, who 
was tosecond it, has since been removed from the Council in favour 
of Mr. Ball, the motion fell to the ground. Four ordinances 
were read for the first time—an ordinance to substitute 
a salary for the Sheriff in place of fees; one, changing the fees 
paid to the emigration officer in Hong Kong under the Ordinance 
of 1870 for voyages of less than thirty days into stamp duties, 
going to the Colonial Treasury ; an Ordinance for preventing the 
sale by Chinese of women to brothels; and an Ordinance placing 
licences for the sale of spirituous liquors on a similar footing to 
that on which they are placed at home. The Council was ad- 
journed sine die, but will meet as soon as possible after the ten 
days which have to elapse between the first and second reading of 
Ordinances, 

(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Dec. 12, 1872. 

The week has been exceptionally dull, there not being even 
any scandal to speak of. The Scotch dinner this year was a “ pri- 
vate venture,” much to the disgust of many sons of Caledonia, 
who had looked forward to celebrating St. Andrew’s-dayin the good 
old style, with all the adjuncts of press reporters, &c, The most 
interesting piece of public gossip relates to the very lively discus- 
sion in the Legislative Council regarding the Cathedral roof, 
which is found to be so ant-eaten that it must come off, unless we 
intend to let it come down—with a crash. You will get full 
reports, of course, in the papers, but will doubtless observe that 
wonderful care was exercised to avoid saying who was the party 
responsible for adding a bran new chancel to a building that was 
too far gone in the roof to be commonly safe. Why such won- 
derful delicacy should be shown in not saying outright that the 
late Surveyor-General and his staff, almost from top to bottom, 
were careless—people don’t quite understand. The only capable 
man we have had in the post for some years is the present occu- 
pant (Licut. A. B. Mcliardy, R.E.), and during his short term of 
service as Assistant Surveyor General he formed an exception to 
the general inefficiency. He is giving great satisfaction at pre- 
sent to both the Government and the public, but will, I hear, 
leave us very shortly, when, as. usual, I presume, somebody, who 
has very particularly failed to make his mark elsewhere, will be 
foisted on the long-suffering colony, and will again bovin to 
acquire experience at the public cost. The late Surveyor-General, 
Mr. Moorsom, an amiable man, but not very clever, had just 
arrived at a point beyond which every month would improve his 
efficiency. But he had blundered along for two years to reach that 
point, and the colony paid dearly for his mistakes. 

The City Hall winter lectures have been fairly successful. The 
matter of all was good, but both Mr. Dennys (of the China JLu/) 
and Dr. Hitel spoilt theirs slightly by a too hurried dchvery. As 
they will, I understand, be published, I[ shall not enter into 
details at present. 

The weather just at present is glorious. A new sport, by the 
way, has presented itsclf to ardent sportsmen, certain tiers 
having ravaged the coast of Deep Bay, an inlet some thirty miles 
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from this colony. Several parties have been away “ tiger hunt- 
ing”—one, in particular, neglecting to take with them such 
trifling necessaries as pistols or guns, whereby they ran a good 
chance of being hunted by the tigers instead of reversing the 
process. Punch No. 2 has come out, and is an immense improve- 
ment on No. 1. We can’t quite make out who is concerned in it, 
as, although printed at the China Mul Office, those connected 
with that paper disclaim any control or knowledge of its contents, 
and I know for certain that a clever young resident unconnected 
with the press is the registered publisher. It is, 1 believe, got up 
by some seven or eight mercantile and professional gentlemen, 
who only care for it to pay expenses. 

We have just learned from Shanghai that Dr. Russell is made 
Bishop of North China. The individual who acts for Reuter at 
your end concluded, I presume, that such a fact had no interest 
for Hong Kong, and in place thereof telegraphs a heap about the 
French Chambers, about which Hong Kong (where there are 
about three French firms altogether) cares as much as it does for 
the proceedings of a Californian mining caucus. | 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
Dates are to the 19th Dec.; the outward P. and O. mail of 


15th Nov. arrived on 16th Dec. 


His Excellency the Governor left this for Penang in the Pluto, 
and will formally close the Session of the Legislative Council at 
that settlement. We understand his Excellency will also pay a 
visit to the Rajah of Quedah. The Legislative session has been a 
busy one, and some important matters have been disposed of, 
though, judging from the length and vigour of some of the debates, 
there has been also a great deal of time spent in unprofitable 
discussion of small things. 

The debate on the hospitals is of great interest, and shows how 
little importance is attached by Government to the vital question 
of constant medical attendance upon the numerous inmates of the 
pauper and leper hospitals ; and we doubt if their views will be 
more favourably received by Earl Kimberley, or by our readers at 
home, than they have been by the people of this colony. Now 
that the Government has determined to take over the entire con- 
trol and management of these establishments, it is to be hoped 
that they will ultimately receive a greater share of medical 
attendance than they have hitherto enjoyed. There is work 
enough in Tan Tock Seng’s hospital for at least one talented medi- 
cal practitioner, whereas it formerly only received a hurried visit 
from the doctor, which has, says the Hon. Dr. Little, recently 
been extended to one hour per day. The necessity for a resident 
physician to attend upon three or four hundred diseased men has 
apparently never been recognised by Government. 

A case of considerable importance has been heard in our police- 
court, resulting in the commitment for trial at the next criminal 
session of Captain Barker, of the steamer Bentun, for manslaughter, 
owing to the capsizing of a small schooner, overloaded with pas- 
sengers, which the steamer was towing from Singapore to Penang, 
causing the death of some of the coolies. The steamer was char- 
tered to convey 600 Chinese coolies to Penang, and also to tow a 
schooner. The captain had nothing to do with preparing or load- 
ing the schooner, and his share of the business was limited to tow- 
ing her. The accident occurred nearthe North Sands during fine 
weather, and it is thought that it may have been due to the speed 
of the steamer, which caused the schooner to sheer about and 
plunge heavily, taking in water at the bows, until at last she top- 

pled over on her beam ends. If the captain is liable to punish: 
ment, so also ought to be those who crammed so many human 
beings into a schooner of not more than forty tons, building upon 
her so as to enable her to hold her living freight. The Marine 
Court of Inquiry held at Penang into this matter suspended Cap- 
tain Barker's certificate for three years. : 

It is notable that Chinese riots usually occur during the ab- 
sence of the Governor from the Settlement. His Excellency is 
at Penang, and there has been a riot this week in the Campong 
Glam district, between two secret societies, the Old Ghee Hin and 
the Ghee Kee Kongsees, in which several men were wounded and 
one killed ; another has since been found dead in a house, having 
died from his wounds. The police are endeavouring to put the 
‘yiot down without outside assistance, and have so far succeeded 
that there has been no fighting for the past two days. There 
have been large seizures of arms, consisting of spears, pointed 
poles, and sharp-cutting spades, found secreted in various houses, 
and one of the head men is in custody, while a number of others 
have been enrolled as special constables. There has been a large 
force of police on duty, about fifty of whom were under arms in 
the disturbed quarter. :

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of the European lady who died here last month was concluded last 
Tuesday, when the jurors, after hearing the evidence, returned @ 
verdict of “ Wilful Murder” against the Chinese servant, who was 
previously arrested on suspicion of having administered poison to 
the deceased. Fuller particulars regarding this somewhat mys- 
terious case I will send you when it comes on for trial before the 
sitting magistrate. 

A meeting of the committee of the Malacca Free School took 
place on Thursday, and the examiners appointed to examine the 
scholars of the Educational Institution at the forthcoming Christ- 
mas examination were the Rev. G. F. Hose, Colonial Chaplain and 
honorary secretary ex officio, and Messrs. Isemonger and Watts.

The scholarships are tenable for a year. Competitors will be 
examined upon English grammar, geography, English history, 
and dictation. 

The Sarawak steamer Royalist started for a trip round the 
Island, for the purpose of giving the Sarawak (Sadong) coal a 
thorough trial. The surface sample was brought from the Sadong 
coal district, which the Sarawak Government is about to work, 
and rails are now being laid down to the shipping wharf, The 
Lingga coal seams are situated about twenty miles by water from 
Sadong, and all who have reported on the Lingga coal pronounce 
it to be superior toSadong. The Lingga seams are still untouched, 
and in the event of any company being formed, this coal district 
would offer the best field for operations. The report of the trial 
of Sadong coal is very satisfactory, and by all accounts it is equal 
in quality to the average for sale in Singapore.

" IMPORTS. 


Yoxonama. —A fair business bad been done in Grey Shirtings, but 
rates closed scarcely so firm. In Yarns a large business had been 
done in the low numbers whilst the higher counts had been compara- ~ 
tively neglected. Mousselines and Turkey Reds had had considerable 
attention. T-Cloths and Grey Drills were dull. Blankets continued 
weak. Business in Metals had been brisk, and stocks had been re- 
duced lower than for some months. Boiler Plates, and especially 
Sheet Iron had brought extreme rates. Nail Rods, Hoop and good 
assortments of Bar had also realised high prices. Tin Plates were 
nominally worth ¢9.00 to $11.00 but there was not a box in the 
market. Quicksilver was worth $100 but the demand was limited. 

TIENTSIN.—The news from thia port is of an unfavourable character. 
The near approach of the close of the season does not appear to have 
stimulated buyers, as prices were lower all round, stocks being ample 
for winter wants. he steamers had ceased running from Shanghai. 

Hankow.—Advices report an inactive market for all Grey Cottons. 
7-lbs. Shirtings were quoted Tls. 1.70 to 1.73 per piece, and 8-lbs. 
Tls. 1.81 to 1.88 per piece. T-Cloths were unchanged, and very 
limited sales were reported of 7-lbs at Tls. 1.30 to 1.32 per piece. 
Drills: 15 lbs., transactions had taken place at Tis. 3.10 to 3.174 per 
piece. In Fancy Cottons and Woollens there was nothing doing. 

CaINKIANG.-—A fall in prices of Grey Shirtings and the fear of still 
lower rates, had caused a weaker tone in the market. A fair business 
had, however, been transacted in common chop 84 lbs. at Tis. 1.77 
to 1.79 per piece. T-Cloths: Operations had lately been almost en- 
tirely confined to 7 Ibs. Mexicans ; good ordinary makes of which had 
been placed at Tis. 1.42 to 1.43 per piece. Drills were quieter, and 
prices were lower in sympathy with the Shanghai market. In Woollens 
there was very little doing. 

SHancHal.— Piece Goods: The market had continued lifeless 
throughout the week, and we have again to report a most limited 
business in textiles, whilst at the close there seemed to be little hope 
of any material improvement before the re-opening of the spring 
trade in February. Tientsin had been closed for the season, and Han- 
kow continued to be governed by the predominating characteristic of 
this market, the latest advices thence being to the full as despondent 
and unsatisfactory as it is possible to imagine.

Woollens: Business had been on a trifling scale, the only sales having 
been 400 pieces Camleta at Tls.

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Horna Kone.—With the exception of the mail steamer, there had 
been no arrivals of vessels from England with general cargoes.

THE GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY—PAPERS ON JAPAN. 

A meeting of the Royal Geographical Society was held on the 13th 
inst. at the London University, Burlington-gardens, under the presi- 
dency of General Sir H. C. Rawlinson, K.C.B. Amongst the audience 
were the Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary from 
Japan, Terashima Munenori, his secretary, and several Japanese stu- 
dents at the London University. Sir Harry Parkes and Sir Ruther- 
ford Alcock were also present. 

In opening the proceedings the President, after a brief reference to 
Dr. Livingetone and to the Challenger surveying expedition, stated 
that the Japanese Envoy and the Secretary of Legation would at their 
next meeting be members of the society, and would be the first Ja- 

anese gentlemen who had become connected with it. An opinion 
fad prevailed in this country that Japan was a barbarous country, but 
suddenly it was found that it was not only not barbarous, but that it 
was, if nota formidable, certainly no mean competitor with all Euro- 
pean nations in arts and manufactures. Japan had within a few yearsin- 
troduced us to a new religion, a new language, and a new code of morals. 
She had made the most extraordinary strides, and was still making fur- 
theratrides, and he was only too happy to be able on that occasion to wel- 
come the Minister for Japan and his secretary as members of the society. 
He begged to suggest to the Minister that on his return to J apan— 
whenever that might be—he should ‘ake a leaf out of their book and 
institute a Royal Geographical Society in Japan. The secretary (Mr. 
Clement Markham) then read the principal portions of three papers 
relating to Travels in Japan. The first was a narrative of a journey 
from Kioto to Yedo, by Mr. C. W. Laurence; the second an ascent of 
Fojiyama, by Mr. J. H. Gubbins; and the third an account of a trip 
to Moshashi, by Mr. F. R. M’Clatchie. The topographical features of 
the districts visited were clearly illustrated by reference to a large and 
elaborately executed map of Japan. 





Tae Rev. James T. Lamont.—At the last meeting of the London 
Presbytery, the Rev. J. T. Lamont, of the Fnglish Presbyterian 
Church, Portsmouth, whose appointment we noticed in our last, placed 
the resignation of his charge in the hands of the court, through its 
Moderator, the Rev. Prof. Chalmers, in a letter in which he stated that 
he felt it to be his duty to accept an invitation to become the pastor 
of the English congregation of Union Church, Hong Kong, which had 
been for nearly thirty years under the care of the Rev. Dr. Legge. 
Professor Lorimer and several ministers expressed great regret at the 
prospect of losing to the Church at home the services of Mr. Lamont, 
whose promise as a student had been more than fulfilled during his 
short ministry at Portsmouth. A Ictter was read from the elders of 
the church at Portsmouth, intimating that with great reluctance they 
had acquiesced in Mr. Lamont’s decision, but that they would grate- 
fally remember his eminently successful Jabours amongst them. 
The Presbytery further heard the statements of one of its mem- 
bers, H. M. Matheson, Esq., the well-known China merchant, ag 
to the great importance of the sphere Mr. Lamont was called to occupy 
as successor to the distinguished missionary, Dr. Legge, and the im- 
portant services he would be able to render to the missionary servants 
of the Church in their passage through Hong Kong to their different 
places of labour. Whereupon the Presbytery accepted Mr. Lamont’s 
resignation ; and, after a few words of hearty acknowledgment by Mr. 
Lamont, of the kindness he had received from his professors, his con- 
gregation, and his brethren in the court, the Presbytery united in com- 
mending him and his work to the Lord, the prayers being led by the 
Rev. J. Thain Davidson. Mr. Lamont ie, comparatively, a young man, 
and has been minister of the Presbyterian Church at Portsmouth about 
eighteen months. 


Mr. Samvet Rosert Graves, M.P. for the boronzh of Liverpool, 
died suddenly on the 18th inst. The deceased gentleman, having | 
dined on the 17th with the Duke of Sutherland at Stafford House, 
retuined to the Euston Hotel, where he had been staying, shortly 
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Sfter midnight, in apparently good health. Early in the morning, 
eeling ill, he rang up the night porter, and sent for a friend, Mr. 
Beazley, who was sleeping in the hotel, and in that gentleman’s pre- 
sence he soon after died. Early in life he entered on mercantile pur- 
suits, and in time became a merchant and shipowner on a larze 
ecale at Liverpool, where he acquired considerable local in- 
fluence. In 1814 he was elected Mayor of that city; h:2 
was a director of the London and North-Western Railway, {a 
member of the Mersey Docks and Harbour Board, the Loca! 
Marine Board, the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce, a director 
of the Pacific Steam Navigation Company, Commodore of the Royal 
Mersey Yacht Club, and for some years chairman of the Liverpool 
Lioyd’s and Shipownera Association. He wag also a member of a 
Royal Commission appointed to inquire into the Management of 
Lights, Buoys, and Beacons. At the general election in 1865 he was 
chosen one of the members for Liverpool. In politics Mr. Graves in- 
scribed himself a Liberal Conservative. It may be specially mentioned, 
that having taken up the subject of cheaper postal charges for manu- 
script and printed matter other than letters, after he had made one 
motion from that point of view, his suggestions were in the following 
year adopted by the Government, and the system of halfpenny pos- 
tage and postcards established. The latest questions which he adopted 
and brought before the consideration of the Legislature were those of 
the condition of the shipping interest and of local light dues, on 
which he had promised to renew a motion in the coming session. At 
the election of 1868 he was for the second time returned a representa- 
tive for Liverpool, at the head of the poll; having received 16,766 
votes—the largest number ever recorded for any borougn member. 





ENTOMOLOGICAL SPECIMENS FROM JAPAN.—At the last meeting of 
the Entomological Society Mr. M‘Lachlan exhibited a collection of 
coloured figures of the transformations of twenty-one species ot 
Japanese Sphingids, beautifully executed by a native artist, under 
the direction of Mr. G. Lewis, long resident in Japan. Dr, Sharp 
communicated a paper on the water-beetles of Japan, in which he 
mentioned that, although there were many European species oc- 
curring in the Japanese Islands, vet there was also a considerable nad- 
mixture of Asiatic forms. This was followed by a paper by Mr. 
Wollaston. “ On the Cossonidee of Japan.” He remarked that the 
ordinary European types of that family do not prevail in Japan, but 
are represented by kindred, or representative, forms. Mr. Pascoe 
thought that the Fauna, like that of Madagascar, or New Zealand, 
might be considered as a satellite, which, while having many endemic 
forms, had yet much in common with the adjoining continent. Mr. 
Bates asked that judgment upon the question be suspended ; although 
many western European epecies were also found in Japan, the collec 
tive Faunas were quite different, and if they formed only one Faun. 
in common, the majority of the genera of the two regions ought to 
be the same, which, apparently, was not the case. 


Toe “Dairy News” Pexina CorRESPONDENCE.—The special cor- 
respondent of the Daily News at Peking has forwarded another lett :r 
to that journal under date 5th November. He gives an account of 
some of the remarkable religious ceremonies which the young Em- 
peror of China was to perform on the 21st of December. The two 
Empresses who acted as Regents during his minority will, he states, 
not finally relinquish power until the early part of this year. One of 
their last acts of authority was to issue an edict, calling apon the 
Astronomical Board to select a propitious day in the first moon of the 
new year on which his Majesty might formally ascend the throne. It 
was reported in Peking that the 23rd of February had been selzcted. 


Srk Harry Parkes.—The Rock of Friday savs:—‘‘Sir Harry 
Parkes was to sail this morning on his return to Japan in a Penin- 
sular and Oriental steamer, which will carry him direct through the 
Suez Canal to his destination. His departure will be universally re- 
gretted, as his courtesy and kindness have gained him friends on 
every side. Besides being engaged to do his best to allay the difti- 
culties which beavt missionary work in Japan, he is charged with the 
negotiation of Treaties between that country and uo fewer than thir. 
teen European nations. Sir Harry Purkes is expected to be abscnt 
about four years. 


Tux screw-steamer Pearl, now loading in the East India Dock for 
Japan, was built by Messra. Backhouse and Dixon, of Middlesborough, 
to the order of E. M. de Buasche, Esq. She has very fine lines and 
great powcr. and we believe is intended to load with the next season's 
new teas. Her capacity is about 1,500 tons, and she is fitted with a 
spar deck, wilh three feet combings to the hatches. The Pearl is 
commanded by Captain Castle, late of the Sunfoo and Nymph, and 
she wili certainly put all competitors for the next tea season on their 
mettle.

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

TE letter written by “A Japanese Student,” which will 
be found in another column under the above heading, fur- 
nishes us with an additional example of the wonderful facility 
with which natives of Japan learn to express themselves in 
foreign languages, and also of the truth of the saying that 
“a little knowledge is a very dangerous thing.” Of course 
much allowance must be made for people who have just 
cmerged from a state of semi-civilisation, and some confusion 
of ideas must necessarily be expected from them—indeed it 
is passing strange that any Japanese stateyman should have 
been able to keep his head at all clear in the whirl of reforms 
that has of late swept over the country. Butit is difficult to 
understand howa gentleman, the master of such excellent Eng- 
lish as the “ Student ” writes, and professing such liberal aud 
enlightened ideas, can implicitly believe in the divine descent 
of a Sovereign who has stepped down from the pedestal upon 
which his worshippers had placed him. 

In deprecating the introduction of Christianity into Japan 
the “ Student” argues that as the Mixapo, in virtue of his 
divine descent, claims loyalty and obedience as his due, it 
follows that those who dissent from the belief in his divine 
origin, “ proclaim by the very fact the relaxation or sever- 
“ance of their allegiance to the Government and the law. 
“ Hence,” he adds, * it is that the profession of a strange 
“ religion has long been held in Japan to be an offence 
“ punishable with death.” This is intelligible enough, 
and were the “Student” to take his stand upon this 
ground we should acknowledge his conclusions to be 
logical, whatever else we may think of them. But in 
the very same paragraph he reminds us that the presence of 
Buddhist communities has for centuries been tolerated in 
Japan without causing any detriment to the state, and he 
further takes care to explain that the early persecutions of 
the Christians, which he defends, are “ well-known to have 
“been in no degree due to the religious opinions embraced by 
“ Christian converts,” Virtually, therefore, he abandons the 
ground that every one who does not believe in the divine 
origin of the Mrkapo must necessarily be a rebel against his 
authority. What, then, is the ground of his hostility to the 
proselyting efforts of Christian missionaries in Japan? Pre- 
ciscly the same which stirs up the opposition of Chinese 
literati and Thibetan Lamas against the preachers of Christi- 
anity. In words which read like a translation of one of the 
numerous anti-Christian proclamations which have from time 
to time been made public in China, he tells us that “ thieves 
“and other ill-disposed persons, flying from merited 
“punishment at the hands of justice,” take “refuge 
“among the native Christians and profess themselves 
“converts, hoping that by this means they would 
“either be concealed or protected from their pur- 
“suers.” And again, “Even now the house or the 
“service of the missionary too often becomes a place of 
“refuge for criminals, who are thus assisted to escape the 
“‘ punishment due to their crimes.” The one simple auswer 
to this charge is—Let the Japanese Government point out a 
case where either a thief or other ill-disposed person has 
been protected by the missionaries against the native autho- 
rities, or where the house or service of the missionary has 
become a place of refuge for criminals, and they may rest as- 
sured that no Consul would defend his countryman from the 
punishment he would most justly deserve. But on suc a 
very vague and indefinite accusation to declare, as the 
“Student” does, that it is necessary to “protect our soil 
“and our people against the perils incident to an invasion 
“ of missionaries,” shows either that the “ Student” knows 
very little of the subject on which he writes, or that the 
reforms in Japan have by no means accomplished the aims 
for which they were introduced. 
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THE TRADE REPORT OF SIAM. 

Troe Commercial Report of Mr. T. G. Knox, Her Masesty’'s 
Consul General in Siam, for 171 has just been published. 
Considering that Mr. Knox had prepared this document with 
its accompanying tables and returns, and forwarded them to 
the Forcign-office on the 24th of April, 1872, the Foreign- 
office have suffered a period of some eight months to elapse 
between their receipt and their publication. It is of the very 
essence of the value of commercial reports that they should 
be as prompt as is consistent with accuracy, and we fail to 
see any valid reason why Mr. Knox's very interesting ac- 
count of the trade of Siam in 1871 should not have been 
in our hands before the beginning of 1873. 

Turning to the report, we find that the exports from Siam 
in 1871, though less than in the previous year, were much 
above the average of even the five preceding years. The rice 
crops suffered from want of rain, aud the competition from 
Saigon—from the greater proximity of that port to China— 
was seriously felt. The existence of telegraphic communi- 
cation between Hong Kong and Saigon was another advan- 
tage which the latter port had over Bangkok ; and the 
aboliticn of the corvée system, leaving all the inbabitants 
free to work for themselves, was also a benefit to Saigon, 
which was not introduced into Siam. One of these dis- 
advantages was expected to be remedied by the erection of 
a wire between Bangkok and Penang ; aud even the aboli- 
tion of the corvée system is regarded as merely a question 
of time. Mr. Knox says “there is little doubt that what 
‘most Europeans are pleased to call the inherent laziness 
“ of the Siamese is merely the natural effect of making man 
“labour without any reward or seeming benefit to himself, 
“ Numbers of Siamese are now in the habit of compounding 
‘for the three months’ labour due to their lords, and work- 
“ing with Europeans throughout the year.” 

If the export of rice does not continue to progress, which 
seems unlikely until this system of forced labour is done 
away with, the production of sugar promises to be largely 
extended. The Indo-Chinese Company's estate, in which 
steam ploughs had been introduced, was brought under cul- 
tivation at less than half the cost of hand labour. The cane 
which this company planted in December, 1870, gave at 
least ten per cent. of saccharine as against 74 per cent. of 
the cane planted in March, in consequence of the deeper 
cultivation of the steam-ploughs, and the cane being fully 
twelve months in the ground. The principal figures in the 
report are as follows. The direct trade in British vessels from 
and to Great Britain and British Colonies employed 69 vessels 
with tonnage 25,819. The indirect or carrying trade in Bri- 
tish vessels to other countries employed 12 vessels with 
tonnage 2,592. The total of foreign shipping engaged in 
the indirect trade was 115, of which 54 were North German. 
The total exports for the year valued $5,952,639. The total 
imports were $4,509,461. Of the latter White Shirtings 
made $201,624 ; Grey, $309,902 ; Woollens, $32,000; Ma- 
chinery, $176,000; Silk Piece Goods, $218,271 ; Opium, 
256,135 ; and Gold Leaf, $264,331.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION IN CHINA. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

The Aulience Question is undoubtedly the question of the day in 
China, Since the ratification of the treaty of 1860 the Queen, in 
common with most of the other Sovereigns of Europe, has been re 
presented at Peking bya Minister Plenipotentiary, to whom the rigb® 
of audieuce with the Emperor has, on one plea or another, been per- 
sistently refused. On the 23rd of next month the Emperor is to take 
the reins of government into his own hands, and by common consent 
the treaty Powers have determined to force on a solution of the 
question as soon ag his Imperial Majesty Tangchi is firmly seated on 
the throne. 


Jan. 20, 1873. | 
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The audience question is as old as our first Embassy to China. 
Almost the first point of dispute which arose between Lord Macartney 
and the Chinese Commissioners sent to receive him on bis landing in 
1793 was the manner in which he was to be received by the imperor 
Kien-lung. The Commissioners declared that unless he were willing 
to perform the kotow he could never gaze on the “sacred countenance,” 
and he as positively asserted that sooner than perform an act so de- 
rogatory to the dignity of his Sovereiga, he was willing to forego the 
- honour of entering the Imperial presence. Notwithstanding the dead- 

Jock thus apparently arrived at, the ambassador was allowed to proceed 
_ to Yuen-ming-yuen, where, however, he was urged to practise the 
kotow before the vacant throne, preparatory to his reception by the 
Emperor at Jchol. Many discussions ensued, and at length Lord 
Macartney expressed his willingness to present himself before his Im- 
perial Majesty in the manner proposed, provided that a Chinaman of 
equal rank with himsclf would perform similar prostration before a 
portrait of his master King George III. This proposal was favourably 
received at the time, but had not been definitely accepted when the am- 
bassador arrived atJehol. Here the whole point of dispute was revived, 
but Lord Macartney, bearing in mind the contemptuous dismiesal of the 
Datch ambassador who, having once yielded the point, was called 
upon to kotow thirty times during his short stay at Peking, and was 
then ordered off without the least promise of any favour, remained 
firm to the proposal he had made. It was now the Chinaman’s turn 
to refuse to pay such servile homage to a foreign Sovereign, and at 
length, after many interviews, it was arranged that the ambassador 
should perform in the presence of the Emperor the same respectful 
obeisance which he was in the habit of making before his own Sove- 
teign. On the morning appointed for hia reception Lord Macartney 
was conducted before dawn to a tent in the Imperial grounds, and 
just as the sun was about to rise the Emperor Kien-lung appeared in 
the distance, preceded by a bane and a number of beralds, whose duty 
it appeared to be to proclaim aloud his many virtues. On arriving at 
the tent, his Imperial Majesty ascended the throne, towards which 
Lord Macartney was led, and then, in the words of Sir George 
Staunton, ‘‘the ambassador, iustructed by the President of the tri- 
bunal of rites, held his large and magnificent square box of gold 
adorned with jewels, in which was enclosed his Majesty’s letter to the 
Emperor, between both hands lifted above his head, and in that 
manner ascended the few steps that led to the throne, and, bending 
on one knee, presented the box with a short address to his Imperial 
Majesty.” Subsequently, on several occasions, both at Jehol and 
Peking, Lord Macartney had interviews of a less formal nature with 
the Empcror, at all of which the favourable impression he had at first 
formed of the liberality of his views, his kindly demeanour, and his 
acute sagacity were fully confirmed. 

Unfortunately the year 1795 witnessed the close of a reign which, 
having extended overa period of sixty years, had been marked by a 
continuance of national prosperity which has rarely been surpassed in 
the annals of China. At a ripe old age the Emperor Kien-lung was 
gathered to his fathers, and Kea-king, his son, reigned in his stead. 
Time soon proved that the young Emperor was no worthy successor of 
his illustrious father. He is described as having been capricious, 
weak, and timid. Under his rule the empire speedily fell into disor- 
der, and civil commotion broke out on all sides, disturbing the peace 
of the country and endangering even his life and throne. It was while 
the nation was still distracted by internal discord that, in 1816, a second 
ambassador, Lord Amherst, arrived at Tientsin on his way to the capi- 
tal. Here he was met by Chinese Commissioners, whose sole endea- 
vours were directed to cajoling him into a promise to perform the kotow 
before the Emperor. All! sorts of artifices were employed to induce him 
to commit himself to thia couree. He was invited to a feast provided 
by the Emperor in the hope that being brought face to face with the 
difficulty, he might be led to follow the example of the mandarins, 
and to kotow before the table as though the Emperor were present. 
But the Commissionera were disappointed, for Lord Amherst refused 
to do more than bow before the table as often as the mandarins pro- 
strated themselves. Subsequently, however, he offered to perform the 
kotow on being presented to the Emperor, on condition that an edict 
should be issued declaring that any Chinese ambassador who might at 
any future time appear at the English Court should do likewise. This 
proposition was held to be quite inadmissible by the Chinese; but 
on his further agreeing to make one genuflection and three bows 
thrice repeated he was allowed to proceed to Yuenming-yuen, where 
he had no sooner arrived than he was rudely ordered to wait upon the 
Emperor, evidently with the intention of forcing him, in the confu- 
sion and haste arising from such a hurried proceeding, to overstep the 
limits he had prescribed for himself. But weary, travel-stained, and 
ill, he refused the unceremonious invitation, and was, in consequence, 
peremptorily dismissed from the capital. 

Thus ended the second of our two pre-treaty embassies to China, 
and it wasnot until 1860 that the audience question again seriously 
obtruded itsclf. In that year Lord Elgin was sent to Peking to ratify 
the treaty made by himin 1858, and to present an autograph letter 
from the Queen to the Emperor Hienfung. His arrival at Tien-tsin 
was the signal for the repetition of the same arguments on the subject 
of his presentation to the Emperor as had wearied Lord Macartney 
and Lord Amherst. But times were changed, and the Chinese Com- 
missioners were given plainly to understand that the English Am- 
bassador would perform no obeisance in the presence of the Emperor 
which might be deemed derogatory to the dignity of the Sovereign he 
represented. This answer was most unpalatable to the Chinese, and 
the refusal of Sir Harry Parkes a few days afterwards at Tungchow to 
enter further into the queation led to the outbreak of hostilities, 
which resulted in the capture and imprisonment of himself and his 
companions. On this point Sir Harry Parkes's narrative of his 
capture (Parliamentary Papers, 1861) is conclusive. On discovering 
the treacherous movement of the Chinese troops which was to cut him 
and those with him off from the allied armies, he tells us that he re- 
turned to the Commissioners at Tnngchow and expostulated with them 
on their conduct, remarking, “I thought that peace had been deter- 
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mined on both by yourselves as well asthe allies. Have not all the 
preliminaries been discussed and concluded at our several interviews ?” 
‘‘ We do not think so,” replied the Commissioners. ‘ You have left 
one very essential point unsettled—that of audience.” And later, 
when he was dragged before Prince Sangkolinsin, the firat words the 
Prince addressed to him were—‘‘ Why did you not agree yesterday to 
settle the audience question?’”’ | 

Some further light is thrown on the views held by the Emperor 
Hienfung on this subject by the terms of an Imperial edict, which ap- 
peared in answer toan application for an audience preferred by Mr. Ward, 
the American Ambassador, who had submitted in 1859 to be smuggled 
into Peking in the most undignified manner, in the hope that byso doing 
he might reap some political advantage. ‘‘ We have,’ so runs this 
document, “ this day perused the reply of the American barbarian to 
the communication of Kwei- Liang and his colleagues. (It shows that) 
in the matter of their presentation at Court nothing more can be done 
to bring them to reason. Besides, these barbarians, by their aver- 
ment that their respect for his Majesty is the same as that they feel for 
their Pih-li-si-tien-teh (President), just places China on a par with 
the barbarians of the south and east, an arrogation of greatness which 
is simply ridiculous.” In 1861 the Emperor Hienfung died, and his 
son, a child of eight years old, succeeded to the throne. Taking ad- 
vantage of the tender years of his Majesty Tungchi, Prince Kung and 
his associates have hitherto succeeded in shelving the question when- 
ever it has been touched upon by the forcign Ministera at Peking. 
And thus the matter rests at present. 

One point is brought into prominence in the above sketch which is 
worthy of note, and that is that practically on the question of audience 
a wider latitude is allowed the Emperor for the exercise of his own 
individual will than the Chinese officials are now willing to acknow- 
ledge. As we have seen, the Emperor Kien-lung demanded from 
Lord Macartney no more ceremony than that which is usually per- 
formed by subjects of European States before their Sovereigns ; while, 
on the other hand, his successor rudely and peremptorily dismissed 
Lord Amherst for refusing to kotow before him, and Hienfung pre- 
ferred rather to renew hostilities, even after the inferiority of his own 
troops had been decisively proved at Sinho and Takoo, than yield the 
point. It now only remains to be seen what course the young Em- 
peror will choose to adopt. In an edict recently published by the 
Dowager Empresses, annonncing his approaching assumption of power, 
it was stated that it was his intention to follow the example of his 
ancestors. 


CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN. 

We think that the “ Japanese Student” has done an injury to the 
repute of his countrymen aud the goodwill now borne by Western 
nations totbem. Zhe Times has committed the worse mistake by 
giving it publicity :-— 

TO THE EDITOR OP THE TIMES. 

S1r,—The subject of the successes and the failures attendant upon 
Christian Missions is one which has lately been rendered prominent in 
The Times. The hopes and the fears of the dignitaries of the National 
Church have found expression in a special religious service, and the 
experience of missionaries themselves, as well as that of other English- 
men who have resided near missionary stations, has been fully set forth 
in the letters of your correspondents. May I, as a native of one of the 
countries to which missionary enterprise is directed, and as a professor 
of an ancient faith which your missionaries seek to overturn, crave & 
brief hearing while I endeavour to explain the light in which these 
endeavours are regarded among my own people, and especially among 
those who are invested with authority, and who are therefore respon- 
sible for the peace of the community and for the well-being of the 
State? 

Tho national religion of Japan differs from every form of Christianity 
in this essential particular—that its tenets form the basis of the alle- 
gtance due from the subject to the Sovereign. We hold that the Mi- 
kado is of Divine descent ; and it is by virtue of this descent that he 
claims loyalty and obedience as his due. Our temples and our acts of 
worship rest upon this foundation, and are the expressions of this be- 
lief; and those who openly dissent from it proclaim by the very fact 
the relaxation or severance of their allegiance to the Government and 
the law. Hence it is that the profession of a strange religion has long 
been held in Japan to be an offence punishable by death ; and our his- 
tory teaches us that there has been good reason for so regarding it. 
The first ‘‘ persecution ” of Christianity in Japan is well known to have 
been in no degree duc to the religious opinions embraced by Christian 
converts, but solely to the political attitude which they assumed, and 
to the designs for the subversion of constituted authorities which they 
were proved to entertain. The punishments to which they were sub- 
jected had the effect’ of repressing the evils which had arisen ; and 
then, on the part of the Japanese, there was no wish to make inquisi- 
tion into the secrets of men’s hearts. For a long period a colony of 
native Christians has existed in the country, and has been tolerated, 
just as Buddhists have been tolerated, on the implied condition that 
its members should obcy the law, and should refrain from {insulting 
the religion of the State. 

The recent opening of Japanese ports to every European nation, the 
introduction of the arts and sciences of the West, and the changes 
which have at the same time been made in the forms of government 
have naturally tended to unsettle the minds of the more ignorant 
among the native inhabitant:, and to lead them to expect still greater 
changes in time to come. The Japanese rulers, following a liberal and 
enlightened policy, have permitted to foreigo residents the free exercise 
of their own religions, whatever they may be, and the ministers brought 
to the country by reason of this concession, together with others de- 
spitched for the especial purpose, have begun preaching Christianity 
with a zeal not always tempered bv discretion. Their efforts were, of 
course, firat directed to the native Christian community, the members of 
which, encouraged by the extcrnal support promised to them by 
the missionaries, proceeded ostentatiously to disavow the native reli- 
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glon, and thus to render themselves violators of a primary law of 
their country, and amenable to the penalty of death which it pre- 
scribes. For a time, no notice was taken of these persons; but 
before long the gpoctacle of an open violation of the law, coin- 
mitted with impunity, commended itself to the attention of those 
who wished to break other laws also, including many which 
right-minded Wostern Christians themselves hold to be binding. 
In the first place, there were men who forsook honest industry and the 
tillage of their farms, in order to roam about the country, professing to 
teach the new doctrines to old women and girls, and living by such con- 
tributions as they could levy upon those who heard them. Then thieves 
and other ill-disposed persons, flying from merited punishment at the 
hands of justice, took refuge among the native Christians, and professed 
themselves converts, hoping that by this means they would either be 
concealed or protected from their pursucrs. Such new comers were not 
long before they corrupted those among whom they came, stirring them 
up to revile the native religion, and to commit acts of sacrilege by in- 
sulting the emblems of its worship, manifestly with the idea of pledging 
their protectors beyond recall toa position of hostility tothe law. A 
time soon came when the rulers of the country could no longer shut 
their eyes to the disorders which were imminent, or permit the un- 
checked increase of a colony which threatened to degenerate into an 
assemblage of malefactors, and to become a centre of organised resist~- 
ance to the Government. It was a large concession to the weakness 
and ignorance of misguided men when these native Christians, instead 
of suffering the penalties they had provoked, were removed from their 
former homes at Urakami, and so dispersed over the country that their 
numbers could not lead them to commit acts of insurrection or enable 
them to afford shelter to fugitives from justice. 

It may seem a strange thing, Sir, to the zealous propagators of Chris- 
tianity, but it is nevertheless a fact that the native religion is one to 
which the Japanese people are profoundly attached, and with some 
justification from experience. Under its influence they and their an- 
cestors have lived for two thousand years in, at least, as much peace 
and prosperity as has fallen to the lot of Christendom ; and its tenets 
are inseparably bound up with the foundations of their civil government, 
With you “Church and State” is a phrase; with us it is a living 
reality. Those of us who visit the West sec much to admire in Chris- 
tianity ; but those who remain at home have often a different experi- 
ence, founded on many representatives of the religion who come to us 
both from California and from Europe, and whv coald well be spared 
from our seaports. Nothwithstanding these p-ople, and notwithstand- 
ing that those who stay at home are ginerally the beat exponents of 
popular feeling, the Japanese will welcome <hristianity in many of its 
forms. They will welcome it as it pervades your literature, your science, 
and your art, and in every phase in which it tends to promote peace on 
earth and goodwill among men. But we protest, and protest strongly, 
againet the invasion of our country by missionaries, often ignorant and 
blundering persons, liable to be imposed upon by every cunningly de- 
vised fable which comes to them from pretended converts, and cager to 
support such converts by all the moral and material forces of the West. 
Even now the house or the service of the missionary too often becomes 
a place of refuge for criminals, who are there assisted to escape tho 
punishment dae to their crimes. We must protect our soil and our 
people against the perils incident to such an invasion as this ; and we 
say, in the meanwhile,—Let the Christians who come among us teach 
our better classes by their example, and they may thus open to themselves 
a way for converting our poor by precept.—I am, Sir, your obedient ser- 
vant, A JAPANESE STUDENT.

Srr,—No one can have without sympathy, and even admiration, read 
the letter which appears in your columns to-day from ‘‘A Japanese 
Student.” There is a ring of honesty and liberal feeling towards Chris- 
tianity about it which tells that he is, if not quite with us in religious 
belief, at least with us in love of and search after truth. He complains 
that our missionaries do not understand his people, that they are the un- 
intentional occasion of their being incited to rebejlion, and that the 
lives of Europeans who visit the East do not recogsfmend Christianity. 
He concludes his letter by suggesting that our religion should be carricd 
to his countrymen in the moral practice of its professors before it is 
borne to them in the teaching of missionaries, Now, your corre- 
spondent is too sensible not to see, if he thinks on the matter, that it is 
simply impossible to carry out this suggestion of his. 

Japan is and will be for at least a very long time visited by Europe 
principally through seamen, keen and money-seeking merchants, and 
adventurers of all kinds ; and these mcn, as the world goes, cannot be 
expected as a class to be fair samples of any religion, far less of Chris- 
tianity. So here the cause of Evangelical truth is on the horns of a 
dilemma, and I do not know that any one can lift it off from them so 
well as the Japanese student himself and his friends, 

In England these gentlemen see what we are, and what is the value 
of what we believe. Will they take on themgelves the exalted office of 
reforming and instructing their countrymen ? 

Our missionary societies will be only too glad to divert their Jabours 
to other Jands and to point out to the natives of these lands the glorious 
example of Japan. Until Japan is evangelised by her own people, 
reason and conscience seem to justify us in trying to evangelise her 
ourselves, availing ourselves thankfully of such warnings and hints as 
are supplied by your correspondent and by other thinking men visitors

Sir,—Will vou allow me, as one who has resided for some years in 
Japan, to oeeupy a small space in your valuable paper to prevent any 
misapprehension arising from the letter of ‘A Japanese Student,” in» 
The Times of this morning. | 

It is nodoubt perfectly correct that at present the national religion of | 
Japan has as its head the Mikado, who is also the active ruler over the 
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temporal affairs of the country, and that any withdrawal of allegiance 
from him as the divine head of the people has also a tendency to dis- 
turb their respect for the Government of which he is the head. And 
further, it cannot be denied that certain thoughtless, over-zealous pro- 
selvtisers have not hesitated todo their utmost to persuade the natives 
of Japan that, as Christians, they are at Jiberty to throw off alleziance 
totheir Sovercign. But when “A Jananese Student” says that the 
native religion is one to which the Japanese people are profoundly 
attached, I would ask, what is the native religion? Has Buddhism 
not existed in the country for centuries, and is it not more entitled to 
be called the religion of the people than Shintooism, or the religion of 
the Mikado? Inthe reign of the Tokugawa family, did not the Ty- 
coons and a great part of the Empire adopt Buddhism? And now, 
although forbidden by an Imperial edict, do not the people generally 
still retain their belief in it? Have not the largest and fincst temples, 
and the idols held in greatest veneration ia Japan, been erected for the 
worship of Buddha? And, although the religion of the Mikado, has 
Shintooism taken any but a very emall hold upon the minds of the 
people? Buddhism gives no allegiance to the Mikado, but as “A 
Japanese Student ” states, has been tolerated on the implied condition 
that its members should obey the law and should refrain from insulting 
the religion of the State. May I ask again, is there anything to prevent 
Christianity from being introduced on the same understanding ? 

Your correspondent is also, no doubt, correct in stating that the com- 
munities of native Christians were the receptacle and hiding-place for 
thieves and other bad characters, and that ‘* the houses of the mission. 
aries became places of refuge for criminals, who were there assisted to 
escape the punishment due to their crimes.” But he also tells us that 
all converts to Christianity were, by the law of the country, criminals 
subject to the punishment of death. They were thus forced into exile 
and seclusion, were shunned hy their relatives and friends, and looked 
upon as guilty of far greater misdemeanours than the thieves and other 
criminals of which he speaks. But remove this condition and tolerate 
Christianity, as Buddhism was tolerated, and there need be no doubt 
that these objections to its spread will also be removed. 

Japan has been undergoing such rapid and wonderful change that 
there need be no surprise if, on the return of the Embassy recently in 
London, full freedom of religious conviction was granted to the people. 
But those Christians who underiake the task of conversion must work 
with more respect and consideration for the desires of the Government, 
and much more tact, discretion and judgment than has hitherto been 
their wont, if they expect to make any substantial progress.—I am, Sir, 
your obedient servant, A RESIDENT IN JAPAN.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE BOWLES BROS. 

On the 8th inst. a sitting in this case was held before Registrar 
Roche for the proof of debts and the choice of a trustee to the estate. 
The firm consisted of five partners, Messrs. Charles Stetson Peabody 
Bowles, Robert Caldwell Mackey Bowles, William Burrows Bowles, 
Henry Cushing Stetson, and Nathan Appleton. It will be remem- 
bered that a petition for liquidation had been filed which fell to the 
ground, and adjudication followcd upon the petition of Mr. Patrick 
Neill, of Jersey, a creditor for £1,066 7s. 5d., money advanced for 
investing purposes. ‘The solicitor to the proceedings stated that the 
bankrupts had carricd on business ag American bankers, at 449, 
Strand, for the last two or three years, and had up to the time of the 
stoppage in November last incurred liabilities to the amount of 
£83,000. Against this thore were asz:ets, consisting of bills becoming 
payable, £3,000, and also a debit balance of £36,000 to an account 
standing in the name of Charles Bowles, asa trustee. The !Paris 
house was in liquidation, also the New York house, and, it was believed, 
the branch at Boston. Messrs. Keith and Sullivan, the managers of 
the London firm, had absconded, having some £7,000 in their posses- 
sion. There was a large attendance of creditors, whose united claims 
proved against the estate amounted to £10,000. A resolution was 
then passed appointing Mr. John Young, public accountant, of Token- 
house-yard, trustee; with Sir Antonio Brady, Mr. Cook, the well- 
known excursion agent, of Fleet-street, and Mr. A. R. Scott, of Bond- 
street, as a committee of inspection. 

The Registrar confirmed the appointment, and fixed the public ex- 
amination for the 11th of March. 

IN RE B. POWELL SEARE AND Co. 

The case of Messrs. B. P.Seare and Co. came before the Court on 
the 13th inst. The debtora carried on business in J.ondon as Seare 
and Co., and in Shanghai as Essex and Co., and they presented their 
petition for liquidation, with joint liabilities estimated at £150,000, 
and assets £147,000, comprising silk and other goods deposited with 
ereditors and a balance of £600 casi at bankers. The failure was 
stated to be attributable to general depression in the silk trade. Ap- 
plication was made for the appointment of a receiver and for an interim 
injunction staying procecdings which were pending at the suit of the 
London and South-Western Bank and the Patent Cork Company 
(Limited). Jt was stated that certain portions of the property were 
not covered by the securitice, and that a considerable surplus would 
be available therefrom for the creditors. It was ured that no pro- 
ceedings should be taken adversely to the interests of the general body 
of creditors. 

The Registrar appointed Mr. Waddell, accountant, recciver of the 
estate, and granted an intcrim injunction. 

IN BE A. VIVANTI. 

A petition for liquidation, by arrangement or composition, has been 
filed by Anselmo Vivanti, described as of Jefferys-square, St. Mary- 
axe, City, silk merchant, trading as A. Vivantiand Co, The debtor 
was heavily engaged in the silk trade, and his liabilities are returned

arch next. It is also stated that the 30,000 unissued shares 
offered to the existing shareholders have been fully subscribed. 
The manufacture of the Falmouth and Lisbon duplicate cable by 
the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance Company is being 
rapidly proceeded with, and it is anticipated that the line will be 
laid and in working order by the first day of July next. 


Messrs. B. Powell Seare and Co., silk merchants, of Great 
Winchester-street-buildings, London, have filed a petition in the 
Bankruptcy Court for liquidation, and included their Shanghai 
firm of Essex and Co. The liabilities are stated‘to be £150,000, 
the main portion of which is covered by the security of silk. Mr. 
Anselmo Vivanti, silk merchant, trading as A. Vivanti and Co., 
has also filed a petition for liquidation. The liabilities are re- 
turned at £616,307, and the assets at £500,000. Two small 
dealers have also stopped, and their transactions being very dis- 
creditable, there are wild rumours about “ the utter rottenness ” 
of the trade, which are unfounded. Bevond the firms named and 
that of Drakeford and Co., on whom Wright, Burkill, and Co., of 
Shanghai, draw, the trade is not disorganised. Vivanti, Drake- 
ford, and Seare were closely connected. 


Another failure is that of Messrs. Heitz and Devéze, a very re. 
spectable firm, with direct relations with China. The house also had 
branches at Lyons and Marseilles, but the latter was discontinued 
in 1871, The liabilities range between £300,000 and £400,000, 
the whole of which, however, are secured, except £20,000 to 
£30,000. At present no reliable estimate can be formed respect- 
ang the nrobable result of the liquidation. Annexed is the cir- 
cular announcing the stoppage :—

Poatal intelligence received from Boston states that the Peravian, 
which vessel was announced in our issue of the 3rd inst. as a total 
wreck at Peaked Hill Bar, had lost the whole of her officers and cr ew ; 
this veasel was owned by Messrs. Weld and Co., Boston. 

Further advices respecting the General de Steur (barq.), of Alblas- 
serdam, Viersma, from Batavia to Rotterdam, with coffee, sugar, &c., 
which put into Mauritius Dec. 8, leaky, state that she had met with 
severe gales, the strongest of which she encountered in lat. 9 S., long. 
101 E., which lasted from the 8th to the ]0th Nov., during which her 
hull was much strained, and she made 11 inches of water per hour; 
she ia discharging her cargo, and would be surveyed. 

Advices from Manila, Nov. 30th, state that the Amie (Amer. barq.), 
Morrison, from Swansea to Shanghai, put in there in distress 17th, 
but proceeded 20th. 

Advices from New York, Dec. 30, state that 1,500 bales of hemp 
had been saved, ex Kadosh, Matthews, from Manila to Boston, which 
went ashore, Nov. 25, at Port Alderton. 

A telegram from Batavia, Jan. 11th, announces that the Kate 
Carnie had discharged her cargo, about 10,600 boxes sound, 4,150 
damaged ; also that the Dan, of Helsingborg, from Singapore to Rio 
Janeiro, with wax, rice, tea, and tin, struck on a reef in the Straits of 
Sunda, and became waterlogged ; she arrived there that day in tow ofa 
steamer; crew saved. | 

The Glenduror, Cornwell, from Manila to Liverpool, with sugar and 
jate, came ashore at Seascale, Jan. 14; when she struck, her topmasta 
came down over the side; the rocket apparatus was soon on the spot, 
but could render no assistance; the crew were landed in boats; the 
vessel has burst amidships, and the sugar is washing out of her on 
her starboard side ; she is lying on sand, but will probably become a 
total wreck; arrangements have been made to commence the dis- 
charge of her cargo by carts next low water. 

The Francis, Kortling, from Batavia to Boston, ashore at Cape Cod 
remains tight, and was afloat, Jan. 1, between the bars near Highland 
light ; about 200 bags of sugar had been saved.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The Pacific mail, with dates to the 8th Dec., was delivered on 
the 20th inst. The present mail brings two days later news. The 
outward French mail of Oct. ll arrived onthe 2ad Dec., and the P. 
and O. of the 18th on the 6th. The following summary is from 
the Japan Herald :— 


The visit of the Grand Duke Alexis to Yokohama terminated 
on the 28th, after H.LH. having been a guest of the Mikado for 
fifteen days. As the Russian squadron left the bay for Hakodadi 
it was saluted by the foreign and Japanese men-of-war in port, 
the crews of the vessels cheering as the Russian ships passed by, 
and as a mark of respect the squadron was accompanied down 
the bay by the Japanese ship of war Nitzin. 

On the 25th his Majesty the Mikado paid a visit to the Russian 
and Japanese squadrons, on which occasion a review of the 
Japanese men of war took place. His Majesty travelled from 
Yedo by a special train, and arrived at Yokohama about 8 a.m. 
In waiting at this terminus was his Majesty's state carriage, in 
which the Grand Duke Alexis took his seat. After exchanging 
the usual salutations, the Mikado, Prince Alexis, Mr. Butzow, the 
Russian Minister, and the Imperial suite drove off, and about 
nine o'clock reached the hatoba, where the Governor of Kanagawa 
and other officials were waiting to receive the Royal party. 
Seats were then taken in the several boats, and the procession 
pushed off, amid salutes from the shipsand fort. From the 
men-of-war in port loud and prolonged cheering was heard. 
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The Japanese frigate Joshiu Maru was the first vessel visited 
by the Mikado. Whilst on board of this ship the sailors went 
through a course of gun practice, and a general inspection of 
the vessel was held. ‘The Svetlana, the Russian man-of-war of 
which the Grand Duke is first lieutenant, was next visited. 
Similar evolutions were gone through. and a regatta, participated 
in by the small boats of the Russian fleet only, took place. After 
this the Japanese squadron, consisting of six vessels, passed round 
the Svetlana in review, and then steamed out a distance of about 
seven miles, where several nautical manwuvres were practised. 
The Mikado, having partook of a banquet, shortly afterwards re- 
turned to the shore, and left,the same evening by special train for 
Yedo. The whole affair went off with éclat. 

On the same evening a ball, in honour of the Grand Duke, was 
given at the German Olub. It was most numerously attended, 
and was one of the most successful balls that has ever been given 
in Yokohama. 

Shortly before ten o'clock the band signalled the arrival of the 
Grand Duke and suite, by playing the Russian National Anthem. 
His Highness was received at the entrance by Mr. Zappe, Acting 
Consul-General for North Germany, and was by him introduced 
to the members of the Committee of the Club, and to the Ball 
Committee, in the reception room, and passed from thence into 
the ball room. His Highness opened the ball with Mrs. de Long, 
the wife of the American Minister, and dance after dance suc- 
ceeded until the programme was exhausted ; but the affair was 
kept up with so much spirit, that in addition to special dances 
being improvised, half the programme was gone through again. 
In fact, so much light-hearted gaiety was manifested that it could 
not fail to be gratifying to the guest of the occasion, and to the 
members of the Committee who had so zealously worked,to achieve 
so satisfactory a result. 

The athletic sports of the Royal Marine battalion came off on 
the 30th ult. at the camp parade ground. A large attendance 
from the foreign residents was present, and the various events 
which were competed for afforded a good deal of amusement. 

Hanabusa, who a short time since was despatched to Korea, has 
returned, and is now on his way to the capital. He gives an un- 
qualified contradiction to the reports which were insisted on by 
the Japan Gazette and the Nishin Shin Jishi, to the effect that 
his mission had proved a failure. The relations between Korea 
and Japan are friendly. 

A melancholy boat accident, resulting in loss of life, occurred 
on the 3rd inst. The following are the facts:—It appears that 
Vicomte Daru, Secretary to the French Legation here, accompanied 
by M. Grenet, left Yokohama on the day previous for a short trip 
in the country. They slept at Odawarra on the same night ; next 
morning they started for Atami by boat. They had not proceeded 
far out tosea when the boat in which they were voyaging was 
overturned by a sudden squall, and the occupants were precipi- 
tated into the water. M. Grenet, who was an expert swimmer, 
lent what assistance he could to M. Daru, bnt unfortunately in 
vain ; the latter was twice washed off the boat, and at length 
disappeared, together with his servant and the Japanese boatman. 
The sad event is universally regretted. 

The educational movement progresses with increased fervour. 
It is reported that the Government has decided on establishing 
eight more colleges in different towns throughout the Empire ; 
the sites have already been chosen. 

Mr. Nakayama, who lately held the post of Superintendent of 
Customs at this port, who was about being accredited as Consul- 
Geveral to the United States, has had his destination altered, and 
he proceeds by the next English mail to Rome, as Consul-Ge- 
neral to Italy. 

Mr. Mori, the Japanese Charge d Affaires at Washington, is ex- 
pected by the next mail steamer from America. 

A large number of Government officials left in the s.s. Thabor 
a a tour through the Inland Sea, to inspect some of the light- 

ouses. 

The Japanese National Debt is estimated to amount in the ag- 
gregate to £17,000,000 sterling. 


CHINA. 
—OJ— 
SHANGHAI. 

We have advices from this port to the 13th Dec. ; the French 
mail from London Oct. 25 arrived out Dec. 12. 

The French mail steamer Amazone has made a remarkably rapid 
passage for the season of the year. She left Hong Kong at six 
A.M. on the 8th Dec., and arrived at Shanghai at ten a.m. on the 
12th, thus accomplishing the trip in seventy-six hours. 

The Customs steamer ‘K'ua-Heing returned from the wreck of 
the Tonbridge on the 7th December, bringing back some spars and 
sails saved from the wreck, together with the lifeboat in which 
Captain Pizzey saved himself, and which was found in a small bay 
on the south-west of Chesney Island. The lifeboat in which the 
second mate got ashore was found on the Raffles, considerably 
broken up, and gutted of her iron tubes by the natives. The wreck 
lay in some seven fathoms of water, about a mile from the northern 
extremity of Chesney Island. The water was very muddy, so that 
the divers could not see, and it is reported that sand is rapidly 
finding its way into the interior of the vessel through the hatchways 
which are all open. The natives are in hopes that a gale of wind 
may break the wreck up or drive her closer in shore, when they 
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will probably save something. Before the arrival of the K’ua 
Hsing they had been most industriously at work, having cut 
every bit of rope away that was visible and saved some of the 
smaller yards. When the wreck was left, only the tops of the 
three lower masts were visible, and it is expected that the mizen 
mast will be cut off by the natives on the first calm day ; but the 
fore and main masts being of iron, will prove superior to the 
attacks of native hatchets. A rock was observed at low water 
about a mile and a half to the northward of the wreck, upon 
which it is supposed the Tonbridge struck, and which is not 
marked on the latest charts, although it is well known to the 
natives and to some Europeans. It has been proposed to name 
this the Tonbridge rock. 

The comparatively mild weather reported from the North has 
induced Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co. to send another 
steamer to Taku, and Tientsin if possible. The Nanzing left on 
the 10th Dec. with a very heavy and valuable cargo. 

At a special meeting of the 8.S.N. Co., Mr. F. B. Forbes was 
elected president of the company, in room of Mr. H. H. Warden, 
resigned ; and it was announced that Mr. F. D. Hitch had been 
appointed to the vacant seat at the board of directors. 

The Defence Committee of the Municipal Council haveapproved 
and confirmed the election of Sergeant Cameron as lieutenant of 
No. 1 Company, S.V.C., vice Lieutenant Forbes, promoted to be 
captain. There were two nominatious for the lieutenancy, Vi£., 
Sergeants Cameron and Palamountain, and the votes were—for 
the former 66, for the latter 52. 

Messrs. J. P. Bisset and Co.’s auction sale of land and house 
property on the 9th Dec. was well attended, and the lota wero dis- 
posed of as follows :—Land lot No. 668, measuring 39m. 4f. 5/. Oh., 
situated in the Hongkew settlement, on the west side of Woosung 
Road, near lots marked 134 to 136 in the Municipal th of the 
settlement. The bidding for this lot was spirited, and it was ulti- 
mately knocked down to a Chinese purchaser for Tls. 1.600, or 
about Tis. 41 per mow. Land lots No. 595, measuring 11m. 5f. 01.0h., 
and No. 596, measuring 12m. 2f. 81 0h., situated on the Pootung 
side of the river Wangpoo, near,Lindsay’s Wharf, realised Tls. 400, 
about Tls. 17 per mow. The bungalow known as “The Chalet” 
was put up at a reserve of Tls. 1,600, but without eliciting an 
offer. 

Most of H.B.M.’s ships recently in harbour here have taken their 
departure. The Juno and Rinaldo left at daylight on the 9th for 
Japan, and the Zron Duke and Salamis for Amoy and Hong Kong 
on the following day. The Cadmus and Curlew remain at 
Shanghai for the rest of the winter. The Salamis has been 
actively employed since Admiral Shadwell took command of the 
station, in making the round of the ports in Japan and North 
China, and in the past five months has traversed a distance of 
10,000 miles. 

The members of the No.1 Fire Engine Company have held 
a meeting at the engine-house. It was proposed, seconded, 
and carried, that Messrs. Rietschler, T. @. Smith, and Senna be 
appointed delegates to represent the ar pe at the annual 
meeting of the Shanghai fire brigade for the election of chief 
engineer and district engineer. Mr. Howes was appointed secre- 
tary for the remainder of this year. 

We understand that the Philharmonic rae finding its re- 
sources unequal to the accomplishment of a season 8 enter- 
tainments, has resolved to give two concerts only during this 
winter, in fulfilment of the obligations it incurred to its sub- 
scribers last year. We have no doubt the community will appre- 
ciate the entertainments as such, as well as by reason of the 
honourable motives that have urged the members to exert them. 
selves under difficulties which, we hope, they will yet be able 
fully to overcome. 

The race for the “ Autumn Oup’’ of the Shanghai Yacht Club 
took place on the 7th inst. The entries and conditions of the race 
were the same as those on the 23rd November, but we are given 
to understand that the owner of the Gazelle claims to have already 
won the race, and consequently refused to start his yacht on this 
occasion. The Phantom came in first, but a misunderstanding 
again occurred regarding the manner of rounding the Red Buoy, 
and a special meeting of the club has been called. 

The foot paper hunt on the 7th Dec. was adversely affected 
by the weather, only five men appearing at the start. The foxes 
were Messrs. Lewis, Glass, and Glover. The course, it was esti- 
mated, gave a run of about five miles, with something like fifty 
jumps, a few of them very severe. The starters were G. F. Muller, 
E. M. Archdall, H. M. Hillier, W. Edwards, and S. T. L. Philipps, 
who went off at a leisurely pace, which it was difficult to increase 
much on the route. Muller came in first, in very good style, 
notwithstanding the severity of the run, and the weight of water 
and mud he was obliged to carry; and Edwards, a seaman, was 
second. The others made a struggle for it, and were not far be- 
hind, but had to avoid one or two of the more difficult jumps. 

A daring robbery has been committed by four Canton men, in a 
native house in the Shanse-road. The thieves, armed with lon 
knives, approached the house shortly after midnight, and ask 
the watchman if they could see the shroff. Being told that there 
was no scroff attached to the house, they represented that they 
wished to see some one on business, and induced the watchman 
to open to them. When he had done so, they rather startled him 
by eae 4 their knives over his head, and reduced him to 
such a state of helpless terror that he gave no alarm. They then 
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went upstairs, robbed the female inmates of their jewellery, and 
ransacked the house in search of valuables, threatening their 
victims with instant death if they made any noise. Having secured 
gome silksand otherthings, they cleared out with their booty, but as 
the foremost came running along the street, his haste attracted the 
notice of a native constable, who as the man approached placed 
himself inthis way. The thief held up both hands, with a knife 
in each, but the constable promptly and pluckily went for him, and 
with a dexterous blow sent one knife spinning into the road, while 
he seized the man and managed to gain possession of the other 
knife. Some coolies coming to his aid, he secured his prisoner 
and deposited him safely in the Police-station. Information was 
thus obtained which enabled Inspector Wilson to arrest another 
man next day, and it is hoped that the remaining two will also be 
caught. The two Cantonese were brought up at the Mixed Court, 
and after examining into the affair, Chen ordered them as many 
blows as they could bear with safety, about 200 each, and re- 
manded them till the police should exhaust their endeavours to 
find the two accomplices still at large. 

We learn that Chang Shu-sheng, acting lieut.-governor of 
Kiangsu, will take the place of Ho-ching as acting viceroy of the 
Two Kiang; the treasurer, Enhsi, will act as lieut.-governor ; 
and the criminal judge, Ying Pao-shih, as treasurer. 





HONG KONG. 
Dates by this mail extend to the 19th Dec. The outward P. 
and O. mail of 1st Nov. arrived on the 12th Dec. 


A mail service by sea between Osaka and Yedo is now an ac- 
complished fact, and the Chih-li, Nymph, and Columbine already 
carry mails. If the Japanese will only give their attention to 
conducting this service well and punctually, we see no reason why 
they should not make it a paying speculation. 

The Yokohama correspondent of the Hiogo News writes :—I 
hear that an embassy is shortly expected here en route for China 
from Peru, whence it has been despatched by Senor Pardo, with 
the object of negotiating with China for coolie traffic from any of 
its open ports, the slaves to be taken over in Peruvian Govern- 
ment vessels officered by lieutenants in the Peruvian Service, and 
carrying & mandarin to prevent cruelty and ill-usage. It is sup- 
posed the embassy will call here in passage to amicably arrange 
with Japan about the Maria Luz case. 
important despatches have been received. 

The Gazette contains a proclamation by the Governor enacting 
that Show-kee-wan shall be included in the district of Victoria 
for the purposes of the markets’ ordinance, drafts of ordinances 
recently read a first time, the usual monthly report by the Super- 
intendent of the Fire Brigade, and a notification fixing the police 
rates for 1873 for houses in the city at 7}, and 5 per cent. for 
houses in the outlying villages. The Fire Brigade rate is fixed 
at 2 per cent. for houses in the city only, and the lighting and 
water rates at 14 and 2 per cent. respectively. The Gazette also 
contains a notification inviting tenders for granite quarries for 
the year 1873. 

We have received a copy of the report of the German Foundling 
Hospital for the past year. The present number of pupils amounts 
to seventy, and the subscriptions, which were mostly raised by 
German residents ashore and afloat, amounted to $1,320. The 
Principal explains that a wrong impression has got abroad, to the 
effect that the Foundling Hospital is not open to official inspection, 
whereas inspection is specially invited, and all interested are asked 
to be present at the Christmas celebration. We wish the pro- 
moters of this benevolent work, which affords help to large num- 
bers of those most open to pity among the Chinese, every success. 

We understand that the Chinese students of St. Paul’s College, 
Hong Kong, have subscribed £100 for the erection of a window in 
the cathedral. 

Disturbances between the Chinese natives of the neighbour- 
hood of Tamsui and the Amoy Chinese, who are residing and 
carrying on their trade in that place, have occurred again, this 
time also causing a great deal of inconvenience to the foreign 
residents in Tamsui. It appears that the natives during the 
tumult had taken occasion to break open a godown belonging to 
some foreign hong. Assistance was called for from the 8.8. Hai- 
Yoong, which was fortunately in the port. Three boats, with well- 
armed people from the Havoong and Tamsui, then proceeded u 
the river and reconquered the property, after having met with 
violent resistance from the offenders. 
Darling, Esq., was severely wounded.

BANGKOK.

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The steam rice mills have been comparatively idle, and their 
proprietors have doubtless been at expense with little or no re- 
munerative returns. The reports on the paddy growing districts 
are favourable. The paddy holders, if the dulness continues, 
must eventually lower their demands for the price of their grain, 
at a figure that will enable the Bangkok merchants to compete 
successfully with the Saigon and other rice ports.

SINGAPORE. 

Dates reach to the 27th Dec. ; the outward French mail of 
Nov. 22 arrived on 24th Dec. 

H.M.8. Adventure brought from Hong Kong Major Lucas, 
Captains Berger, Carleton and Vaughton, Lieutenants Robertson, 
Lang, Hinxman, Warton, Paton, Meyrick, and Lowth, Surgeon 
Orton, Assistant Surgeon McNamara, and 409 non-commissioned 
officers and men of H.M.10thregiment. She leaves with Captain 
Strong, Lieutenant Booth, Assistant Surgeon Scanlan, and one 
Company, for Malacca ; and Captain Denny, Lieutenants Huntley 
and Lowth, and two Companies, for Penang. 

The Adventure will. we understand, bring back the detachments 
of the 80th, stationed at Penang and Malacca, and on her return 
here will convey to Hong Kong the remainder of the 80th now 
here, as also the reinforcements to that regiment coming by the 
steamer Scotland, instead of allowing them to go on to Hong 
Kong by that steamer. 

The strength of the 10th regiment is, we believe, about 780 
officers and men. 

The Government Gazette contains notifications that six months” 
leave of absence has been granted to the Rev. J. A. Beckles 
that the Rev. G. F. Hose is appointed Acting Colonial-Chap™ 
lain at Singapore and the Rev. 8. R. Dingley Acting Colo 
nial-Chaplain at Malacca. Mr. Rutger Klunder 1s recognised by 
the home authorities as Acting Consul for the German Empire at 
Penang during the absence of Mr. M. Suhl. Her Majesty has 
sanctioned and confirmed the Steam Vessels Ordinance. 

The British steamer Scotland, Captain James, from London 5th 
November, via Queenstown, Malta, Port Said, and Galle, arrived 
at Tanjong Pagar Wharf with Captain Battye, Lieutenant Arm- 
strong, and 80 men of the 10th Regiment, Captain Stone and 287 
men of the 80th Regiment, Captains Hewson and Chevers of the 
73rd Regiment, 2 men of the Royal Engineers, 23 Artillerymen, 
Surgeon O. Halloran, and Major Watson, Ceylon Rifles, in charge 
of the troops. She had also the following passengers: Mr Curtis 
and son, Mr. Meyrink.

IMPORTS. 

Yoxouama.—The interval, since the date of our last report, had been 
dull. The chief business had been in Grey Shirtings, which had been 
sold to a fair extent, with but little alteration in rates. In Cotton 
Yarn there had been less done, and previous quotations, though un- 
changed, had been barely maintained. Transactions in Wooltens had 
been almost entirely confined to sales of Woollens and Union Cloth, at 
widely differing prices. In Metals business had been nominal. Quo- 
tations: —G.E. Grey Shirtings, 7 lb., $2.274 to 3.382 per piece; 84 Ibs. 
to 84 Ibs., $2.524 to 2.55; 9 lbs. $2.974 to 3.02}. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 
to 24, $39.00 to 40.06 per picul; 28 to 32, $45.00 to 46.00; 38 to 42, 
$45.00 to 48.00. Cloth, Medium and Broad, $1.10 to 1.85 per yard. 

Hankow.—The news is unimportant. Best 8 lbs. Shirtings were 
worth Tls. 1.89 per piece, and 7 lbs. were quoted Tis. 1.69 to 1.71 per 
piece. Our letters add, “there are few sellers at these rates, and 
should yonr next advices be favourable, we look for an advance of 2 to 
3 cands. per piece.” Drills and T-Cloths were without change, while 
Fancy Cottons and Woollens were still neglected. 

CHINKIANG.—Advices report a moderate business in Grey Shirtings 
at Tis. 1.75 to 1.79 for 8} Ibs. ; 7 lbs. were in good enquiry at Tls. 1.64 
to 1.66 per piece. T-Cloths were not wanted. English Drills bad 
changed hands at Tis. 2.95 to 3.01 per piece, and Scarlet Long Eils 
had found buyers at Tls. 5.80 per picce. 

SHancHal.—The business of the week had not been extensive ; 
neither could it have been very satisfactory, inasmuch as the prices 
realised established a general decline. The common chops of 8} lbs. 
Grey Shirtings had been in moderate request at Tis. 1.82 to 1.86 per 
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piece, but the majority of importing holdera still showed considerable 
reluctance to accept current offers. For T-Cloths, however, and for 
Drills there had been no sale, unless at a concession to buyers, and 
the same was said in regard to the generality of Fancy Cottons and 
of Woollens, the market for all classes of them being very dzpreased 
at the close. For CPH Assorted Long Ells a speculative inquiry 
exiated, but there were not many offering on the market at current 
rates. Metals—Lead: Several sales of L.B. had been made to foreign 
buyers at Tls. 4.85, bat the Chinese still showed a reluctance to pay 
over Tis. 4.80. Sales also of Common Chops to Natives at Tls. 4.75 
were noted. The market at the close was quiet. Iron: Deliveries 
had been going on satisfactorily. Prices were steadily maintained. 
It is worthy of note in regard to Iron the quantity uaed by local 
consumers, and which never appears in the Customs Gazette or 
atatistics is very considerable, and although stocks appear large 
in the published lists, there are in reality not more than 30,000 piculs 
of good marketable assortments available. Copper: There have been 
inquiries for rod or finger at Tla. 15 to 15.20 per picul, with however 
no settlements to advise. A parcel has been offered at Tls. 15, but 
declined. Tin Plates continue firm at Tis. 8.50, but there are no 
buyers on the market, and the temporary wants seem to have been 
supplied. Pig Iron has been in moderate demand and some sales at 
Tls. 29 are recorded. Tin: In this article there has been no business, 
although the nativea have been pressing it on the market and begging 
for offers; Foong Hing is now unsaleable at Tls.29 per picul, and other 
chops are proportionately depressed. Coala: The market had been a 
little more active but, owing to full supplies, lower rates had been 
accepted, Quotations from ship: Cardiff Tis. 9.75. English Tls. 9 ; 
American Tis, 9.50. 

Hona Kone.—The market bad continued in a very quiet state, and 
but a limited business had been done. Values of Raw Cotton had 
not noticeably changed. Cotton Yarns were obtainable upon easier 
terms. 7 lb. Grey Shirtings were more firmly held, but 8.4 lb. re- 
remained as previously quoted. White Shirtings were very dull of 
sale, and T-Cloths attracted but little attention at low rates. Woollens 
generally were but little asked for, the principal inquiry being for 
small parcels of Spanish Stripes. In Metals, previous quotations for 
Ifon were repeated ; Tin was $1.50 to 2 lower; Quicksilver nnaltered. 
In Rice more firmness had been shown by holders, and prices were 
quoted nominally lc. to 2c. higher.

TEA. 


Yoxonama.—The market had been quiet, and the business done had 
been of quite a nominal description; settlements amounted to about 
8,000 piculs only, which had been made at irregular prices. Supplies 
had been small, but stocks were unchanged, and consisted principally 
of the higher grades. After the departure of the last mail for America 

rices were slightly firmer, and they continued so for the lower class of 

eaf, of which the stock was small and of a very inferior quality ; but 

for the higher kinds there was an easier tendency, and the native 
dealers showed more inclination to do business. Quotations were un- 
altered. The P.M.S.S. Co.’s steamer Great Republic sailed on the 
24th November with 135,486 lbs. for San Francisco, 84,126 lbs. for 
New York, 69,580lbs. for Chicago, 9,093 Ibs. for Philadelphia, and 
5,998 lbs. for Boston. The Lothair sailed for Kobe on the 29th No- 
vember, taking 351,406 lbs. from this port for New York. The Cleta, 
520 tons, would shortly commence loading for New York. 

SmancHal.—The market for Black had been very quiet during the 
week, and prices were unchanged. Continued attention had been 
shown to Green, principally for the American market, and holders had 
sold readily at previous quotations. The common parcels were, per- 
haps, a little cheaper, but good quality commanded a full price. 
Black: Settlements 2,970 chests, nearly all common Hohows and 
Ningchows, at Tls. 14} to 214; Stock 4,200 cheste. Green: Settle- 
ments nil. 

Foocuow. —Since the 10th Dec. the Congou market had been rather 
quiet, the daily average of the settlements being 890 chests ; a few 
parcels showed rather better value, but this was not general enough 
to warrant an alteration in quotations. The market closed rather 
weak. A few odd parcels of Souchongs had been taken at former 
rates, but nothing had been done in Scented Teas or Flowery Pekoes. 
The Ooloongs alluded to in our last had since been reported, and 
amounted to 7,127 half-chests. Some 1,200 half chests of cargo grades 
bad since been booked at Tis. 17.3 to 21.8 0.b. for good fair to supe- 
rior cargo. The market at the close appeared quict; the stock stood 
at 23,526 half-chests, and nothing had been received from the country. 
The Britigh sbip Silver Eagle bad sailed for London, and the August 
for Adelaide. The s.s. Enterprise would take some Tea tor London. 
The British ship Albert Victor was leading for London at £3. The 
British ship Her Majesty was on the berth at New York at £2 15s., 
and the British barque Annie Gray and the British ship Whinfell, 
shortly expected, would load for same port, the former at £3, the rate 
by the latter not having transpired, but which was supposed to be 
rather higher. The British barque Pluto had arrived to load for the 
Colonies. Thes.s. Ulysses was expected about the end of December 
for London. 

Amoy.—The season wasatanend. ThefJohn R. Worcester was to 
clear on the 16th Dec. for New York, but particulars of her cargo had 
not been made public. 

Canton.—No settlements are reported, and no desire had been shown 
to make purchases. 

SILK. 


YoxouamMa.—The unsatisfactory state of the market before reported 
had continued during the fortnight, purchases had been very large, 
but the bulk having been rejected, settlements bad only amounted to 
650 bales. Quotations were unchanged, but there was a decided 
tendency upwards. Silk Worms’ Eggs: The total export had reached 
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5,989 cases, containing 1,269,000 cards, against 1,300,000 cards last 
season. The export as per Cuatom House returns was 1,280,000 cards. 

SHANGHAL —There’had been a rather quiet market until near the 
close, when owing to a decline of Tis. 5 on last English mail prices, a 
considerable business had taken place, Settlements were estimated at 
1,000 bales, incluiling 100 balee R2-reels for America. Total settle - 
ments to date 46.000 bales. The class of silks the most in demand 
were common sorts, both Tsatlees and Taysaams. Blue Elephants had 
been settled at Tis. 4974. Chop 3 Tsatlees were nominal at Tle. 570 ; 
no Red Peacocks were on the market. The unsold stock was estimated 
at 3,000 to 4,000 bales. 

Canton.—Since the English mail signs of weakness had been shown 
in the market, and Tsatlee reels ruled about $5 per picul lower. 
Settlements were, as near as can be ascertained, 50 bales beaides some 
30 boxes of rereels tor France. A few muaters of the 7th crop were 
on show, which prove somewhat superior to the 6th, and the yield was 
reported to be exceptionally large—1,500 bales or more. Not more 
than 1,000 bales of the Gth crop had appeared on the market, the re- 
mainder being still in the country or taken by the Chinese for’ their 
own use. Rereels were in small stock and firm at former quotations. 
Waste and Pierced Cocoons were quiet and unchanged in price.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN BH ANSELMO VIVANTI. 
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In this case Mr. Phelps, on behalf of creditors whose claims | 


amounted to £12,764, applied on the 17th inst. that a recciver should 
be appointed. He stated it was very important in the interests of 
creditors that some person should be appointed to protect the assets 
and carry on the business until the firat meeting of creditors, and it 
was also desirable that all remittances should be received by a person 
acting on behalf of creditors, and under the direction of the Court. 
If the business were continued until after the first mecting the good- 
will would be preserved, and the receiver would be ina position to 
report to the creditors the result of his investigation as to the course 
of trading pursued by the debtor. The property, including such por- 
tion as was in the hands of creditors, was estimated to be of the value 
of £500,000 and upwards, Mr. Bagys, the proposed receiver, made an 
affidavit in which he stated that, by the direction of some of the prin- 
cipal creditors, he had commenced an investigation of the books and 
accounts of the debtor. The business consisted mainly in the buying 
large quantities of silk in this country, and afterwards selling the same 
either here or in various places abroad. Large purchases had already 
been made by the debtor, and several persons who were creditors in 
respect to such goods sought to intercept the remittances on the 
ground that they had not lost their title to the goods or the proceeds ; 
and certain creditors also claimed liens upon portions of the property. 

The Court appointed Mr. Baggs to act as receiver and manager of 

the debtor's estate. 
IN RE THOS. RATCLIFFE. 

The debtor, who wasa silk merchant, carrying on business at Union- 
court, Old Broad-strect, filed his petition for liquidation, stating his 
debts at £25,000, and his assets at £10,000, consisting mainly of silk 
held by creditors a3 security. Mr. Starkey, solicitor, in applying on 
the 18th inst. for the appointment of the recciver as manager, stated 
that the failure was the result of the recent heavy failures in this trade, 
which had had the ctfect of throwing vast quantities of silk into the 
market, and thus reducing the price by 10s. per lb. It was necessary 
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creditors, who held the silk on security to preventits sation at 
these low prices, and thus deteriorating the estate. 

The Registrar granted the application, and appointed Mr. Lovelock, 
of the firm of Loveluck and Whitlia, public accountants, of Coleman- 
street, receiver and manager. 


IN RE B. POWELL SEARE AND CO. 

The debtors, who are large silk merchants in Great Winchester- 
buildings, filed their petition for liquidation last week, stating their 
debts at £150,000, and their assets at the nominal value of £147,000. 
On that occasion the Court appointed Mr. Waddell as receiver, and 
granted an interim injunction against the South-Western Bank and 
the Patent Cork Company, restraining them from taking further pro- 
ceedings. ‘The matter in dispute with the bank is in reference to a 
bill of exchange for £240, and that with the Patent Cork Company 
refers to the allotment of some shares to the amount of only £75. On 
the 20th inst. an application was made to the Court to extend the in- 
junction till a further order. In reply to questions from the Registrar, 
it was stated thit the usual notices had been served, and the Patent 
Cork Company had consented to the extension of the injunction on‘the 
condition that they might proceed to sign judgment. There was no 
opposition on the part of the other creditors. ‘The precise value of the 
assets could not be ascertained, consisting as they did of surplus secu- 
rities in the hands of the creditors. 

The application was granted, and the injunction extended till far

IN RE DRAKEFORD BROTHERS, 


The debtors, who carricd on business as silk merchants at Great 
Winchester-buildings, have filed a petition for liquidation by arrange- 
ment, estitnating their liabilities at £459,000, and their assets, which 
consist mainly of silk deposited as security with creditors, at 
£400,000. 

On the 21st inst. Mr. Matthews, solicitor, applied to the Court for 
the appointment of Mr. Westcott, of the firm of Bigshawe, West- 
cott, and Johnson, public accountants, as receiver and manager. In 
answer toa question from the Registrar, Mr. Matthews said that he 
applied on behalf of the debtors, and also for creditors to the amount 
of £15,000. He produced an alfilavit from the debtors to the effect 
that it was necessury to appoint a recciver and minager on account of 
the numerous cross claims arising in respect to the relative rights of 
the parties with whom the silk was deposited. He also read an affi- 
davit from Mr. Morris, of the firm of Davidson, Carr, and Bannister, 
solicitors, as to the fituess and responsibility of Mr. Westcott, ane 
stated that the creditors had already placed their books in the hands 
of that firm. The Registrar said that he should require a further affi- 
davit, giving fuller details in regard to the questions likely to arise, 
and also an affidavit from Mr. Matthews as to the fitness and respon- 
sibility of the recciver. He had some doubts as to whether, following 
the precedents of the Court of Chancery, he ought not to require 
securities from the receivers in these large estates, but as the creditors 
had already evinced their confidence in Mr. Westcott, by placing the 
books in the hands of his firm, it would not be necessary in this case. 

The additional affidavits having been furnished, the Registrar 
granted the application, and appointed Mr. Westcott receiver and 
manager to the estate. 


IN RE HEITZ AND DRBVEZE.

CHINA GRASS. 

An interesting account is given by the New York Sun of the ramie 
plant. Considerable attention is now being given by the planters in 
some parts of the South to the cultivation of this plant, which grows 
well in Florida, Georgia, South Carolina, and, in fact, almost any- 
where from latitude 33 degrees southward to the Gulf of Mexico. in 
Louisiana some of the planters are replacing the sugar-cane with 
ramie, which docs not require replanting, demands comparatively little 
labour iu cultivation, and entails no great expense for machinery to 
prepare it for market. So far as known, it has no insect enemies, its 
fibre is lees bulky and more easily transported than cotton, and it is 
sure ofa ready sale at remuncrative priccs. At present the fibre sella in 
England for $240 per ton of 2,00 Ib., or 82 cents. per lb. Rumie, or 
Chinese grass, is a plant of the nettle family, which grows spontane- 
ously in British India, China, Java, and other eastern countries. 
The fibre, which forms its commercial product, is the inner bark of 
the stem, and when exposed to view by separation from the husk, 
presenta a brilliant pearl-white lustre. This fibre is longer and more 
uniform than any other except silk; it is stronger and more elastic 
than either hemp or flax; takes colour a3 well as a good quality of 
silk; and when properly prepared from the raw material may be spun 
into fine yarns, suitable for mixing with wool in the manufacture of 
delaines, worateds, and other light fabrics. Without admixture it 
can be woven into fabrics, which, it is said, will surpass the finest 
linens in beauty, etrength, and durability. The ramie fibre has also 
the felting quality superior either to fur or wool. Most of the ramie 
now sent to market is very imperfectly prepared, the fibre being gene- 
rally mixed with fragments of the outer bark, which injures its ap- 
pearance, and lessens it marketable value. This is probably the re- 
sult of inexperience, and the want of suitabie appliances for cleaning

much higher prices for their crops. 


CHINESE COOLIES IN AMERICA. 

F™ There has been a strike of Chinese coolies in Pennsylvania. Accounts 
from Pittsburg of the 7th instant etate that about seventy of the newly 
imported Chinamen at the Beaver Falls Cutlery Works are on strike for 
higher wages. On the Oth of June last year seventy-five Chinamen 
reached Beaver Falls and took the places of the same number of white 
men. The services of this gang were secured at the rate of seventy-five 
cents per day in gold each. They were indastrious, and performed the 
work allotted to them in so skilful a manner that the company decided 
on importing another batch. Thesecond instalment arrived on Decem- 
ber 1, and these, though not less clever workmen that the former, were 
paid but sixty cents per day in gold. This Jast invoice of Chinamen 
soon learned -that there was a difference in the wages paid to the 
respective gangs; and considering that one Joss worshipper was as 
good as another, a deputation waited on the superintendent and re- 
quested an increase of pay. They were informed that the matter would 
be taken into consideration; and, satisfied with this assurance, they 
resumed their work for atime. The board of management having, 
however, finally decided on refusing the application, the Chinamen re- 
solved to ‘‘knock off,” and now wander about the neighbourhood of 
the works with their bands in their loose trouser pockets demanding 
‘¢ more payee,” and refusing to return to work until their demands are 
complied with. It is generally supposed that the company will have to 
give in; but, inthe meantime, there is great rejoicing among|the white 
skilled labourers, who find their late employers at the ‘‘ mercy of the 
Mongolians.” 








TRANSFER OF Biiis 10 ORDER WITHOUT ENDORSEMENT.—An unusual 
application has been made to the Master of the Rolls on behalf of the 

nion Bank of Manchester. It appeared that the bank, in November, 
1870, advanced money to Messrs. Higson, West, and Co., a firm of 
merchants in the China trade, on the security of a bill of exchange for 
£663 18s. 1d., drawn by a Mr. Clayton in favour of himself or order on 
Mr. Newton, and accepted by him. This bill was endorsed by Hig- 
son, West, and Co. to the bank. But it had not been endorsed to 
them by Clayton, a fact which was overlooked by the bank on ad- 
vancing the money. Higson, West, and Co. absconded, Newton refused 
to pay, and Clayton refused to endorse. The bank applicd to the Master 
of the Rolls to compel Clayton to endorse the bill, or, atall events, to en- 
dorse it without recourse, or to give them leave to use Clayton's name 
in suing Newton. Clayton denied that he had received any considera- 
tion from Higson, West, and Co. for the bill; bat the bank alleged 
that, at the time he delivered the bill to Higson, West, and Co., he was 
indebted to them, and that he still remained so. The Master of the 
Rolls held that the bank had not proved the fact of Clayton’s indebt- 
edness, and, on that ground, were not entitled to what they asked ; 
so he refused the application, remarking that it was unnecessary to 
say whether, if the bank had proved the fact of the indebtedneas, they 
would have succeeded. According to the authorities we presume that, 
under these circumstances, they would have succeeded. Mr. Justice 
Byles, in his “ Treatise on the Law of Bills of Exchange,” says—‘ If a 
man have delivered a bill without endorsing it, when it was upon good 
consideration agreed or understood that it should be endorsed by him, 
and afterwards he refuse to endorse, an action may be maintained 
against him for so refusing. He or his personal representatives may 
also be compelled by bill in equity to endorse.” 

DIFFERENTIAL DotrEs oN TEA AND CoFFEE IN CaxaDA.— By proclama- 
tion of the Governor-General in Council, the announcement of which 
has been made in the Canada Gazette, a duty of ten per cent. has been 
imposed on tea and coffee imported into Canada from the United 
States. It was generally expected that this would have been done on 
the lst of October last, when a corresponding duty was placed by the 
United States on tea and coffee imported from places other than 
places of growth west of the Cape of Good Hope., 

WE understand that the collection of surgical instruments and ap- 
pliances which is to form part of this year’s International Exhibition 
will include a number of Japanese instruments which will be lent by 
the Japanese Minister Terashima, who is himself a member of the 
medical profession. 

Tne Jast steamer of Watts, Milburn and Co.’s line, the Nankin, has 
the finest cabin accommodation and fittings of any vessel in the trade. 
She is 1,800 tons, and of high power, a first-class opportunity for 
passengers for China. She is commanded by Capt. McNabb. 

An order arrived at the head-quarters of the Chatham Division of 
Royal Marines on Thursday last, directing that a detachment of Royal 
Marines, numbering 100, are to be held in readiness to embark for 
China early in the ensuing month. 

We learn by a telegram from Melbourne, dated 20th inst., that the 
atrike of the Neweastle colliers continues. Coal is scarce, and fleet of 
veasels is lying idle in the harbour. 

THE gunboat Kestrel, which was recently commissioned for service 
on the China Station, has shipped her ammunition, and is now pre- 
paring for sea. 

THE Rev. W. H. Baynes, of Chesterfield, has been appointed Acting 
Military chaplain, and Merchant Seaman’s chaplain, at Hong Kong. 








HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrERDAM, JAN. 22. 


The main fact of interest which I have to communicate by this op- 
portunity is that our efficial paper, the Staats Courant, publishes a 
statement that during last year the taxes have produced a revenue of 
eight millions more than was estimated, and about five millions more 
than in 1871, This is most certain evidence of a prosperity to be envied 
by many of the nations of Europe. The prosperity which we enjoy 
will be specially appreciated i Save, as i¢ proves that henceforth we 
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can do without the contribution which has been annually drawn from 
the colony, so that the money can be applied tocolonial purposes. The 
Liberal papers urge the necessity of at once instituting the promised 
alterations in onr system of taxation, but I am of opinion that the 
Minister plays a wise part in saying nothing about his plans, It is 
{rue we Dutchmen pay a good deal of money to the Treasury, but it is 
better to pay it for another couple of years, so that we ensure the cer- 
tainty of being able to cover our expenses. 

Not much can be said of the discussions about the Budget in the 
Senate. Many words are, of course, expended, as usual, but there are 
no new arguments, The opposition was of no significance. The only 
grumbling member was Mr. Messchert van Vollenhoven, who was 
against the Government’ because it refuses to place our neutral schools 
in the hands of the Clericals, and who was most angry that the Govern- 
ment does not take measures to make men less immoral. To this 
answer the Minister of Justice replied that such a task belonged to the 
Church, not to the State. Of much interest was a communication of 
the Minister of the Home Department, that the actual Cabinet will do 
all that is possible to promote the welfare of the country. It is true 
that the budgets, which are just discussed, bear no evidences of sucha 
policy, except that the Minister intends to complete the railway net, 
and in the first place the line Nymegen-Arnham, for which a Bill will 
be laid before the members of the Second Chamber as soon as they 
meet in February. But, as I told you in my last letter, the Ministry is 
not unmindful of the railways in India ; the Opposition, however, does 
not at all approve of the plan to appoint a commission to draw upa 
financial] scheme, which is simply, they say, placing the concessions in 
the hands of the commissioners’ friende, The discussion of the Colonial 
Budget was, of course, the most interesting. The Opposition was quite 
content with Mr. Fransen van de Putte. The main point of the debate 
was the application of the Agrarian Law. Mr. Duymaer van Twist 
delivered a very long speech to demonstrate that it was most unwise to 
give the natives titles of proprietorship. In answer to the several speakers, 
the Minister said that it was impossible to feel himself bound by every 
word which was spoken by his predecessor, Mr, de Waal, but in general 
he agreed with the ideas of that Minister about the execution of this im- 
portant law. Of course the Minister, who now holds the portfolio of 
the Colonial Department, declares that he does not intend to lessen the 
rights which the natives have tothe lands ; he wisbes and intends to be as 
liberal as possible. I need not add that these are only words, we are now 
waiting tor deeds. The Budget was carried ananimously, and the Loris, 
after having approved of the Consular Treaty with Spain, —which caused 
a somewhat lengthened debate—left the Royal residence to wait for a 
further convocation. They have performed their task well, but the dis- 
cussions might have been shorter; it is tiresome to hear a simple re- 
petition of the arguments already used in the Second Chamber, 

The Government has achieved a diplomatic victory. According to 
the Staats Courant a treaty has been concluded with Belgium, by which 
the Government grants the passage over a part of our territory for the 
railway line from Antwerp to Gladbach, which is the shortest way from 
this commercial metropolis tothe Rhine, Of coarse this is a concession. 
In order that we may nave a quid pro quo, the differential duty which 
our distillers had to pay on importing spirits from Belgium will be 
abolished ; an interest of f.400,000—‘‘ représentant le priz des advan- 
tages de navigation et de commerce assurés a Ja Belgique par le traité 
du 19 Avril, 1839 "— will be paid at once, with a sum of f.8,900,000 ; 
and we have obiained some other concessions of less importance. The 
Echo du Parlement is furious that the Belgian Cabinet has dared to lay 
before the Chamber such a treaty. The other papers, however, are 
somewhat calmer; they only find that we are dear—but not too dear 
for a nation of shopkeepers. 

An important meeting bas been held at Amsterdam of creditors of 
the Oost-indische Maacschappy van Adminiscratie en Lyfrenten. Mr. 
J. C. de Vries proposed a settlement and liquidation, to which 450 cre- 
ditors, representing a capital of f.5,800,000, agreed, whilst only seventeen 
creditors, representing an amount of f.145,569, voted against it. The 
proposal was thus carticd by a very large majority. In this way ends 
a deplorable history of mismanagement in the establishments connected 
with Java. 

The Association for Promoting Trade and Industry in Twenthe has 
addressed a petition to the Government, in which they urge the neces- 
sity of improving the clearing system at the Boom at Batavia. The 
Java papers have already told us so much thereabout, that this address 
may be regarded as quite superfluous. An alteration must be made. 

According to some local papers the Court will not be placed in 
mourning for the death of Napoleon ITIJ., because it was not done at 
the death of Louis Philippe. This creates some astonishment, because 
our Royal family was always on the best terms with the Cesar of the 
Tuileries. 

In a former letter I told you that Mr. Cluysenaer had been charged 
with the task of making the plans for a railway net on Sumatra. I 
hear that his chefs de brigade will be Messrs. Verwey, Van Hees, 
Yzermam aud Snethlage. 

By Royal decree has been appointed President of the High Court of* 
Netherland India Mr. F. Alting Mees, manager of the Java Bank. 

Iam glad to state that another East Indiaman has been launched 
from the vard of Messrs. Meuraing and Huygens, at Amsterdam. She 
is built on account of Mesars, van Eghen and Co., and baptized the 
Amstel.

SLAVERY IN THE BRAZILS. 

WE have before us the report of Mr. Putpps on the aboli- 
tion of slavery. The greatest difficulty attendant on the ac- 
complishment of this project arose from the absence of any 
reliable census of the population—and especially of the slave 
population. This latter was estimated at 2,000,000, which, 
however, seems to be above the mark, for the returns applied 
for gave the total number of slaves, male and female, as 
1,609,673. No great confidence can, however, be placed in 
these figures, for it is one of the most painful facts con- 
nected with the slave trade that the duration of life among 
slaves is only one-third of that of free men. Thus these 
poor wretches died off—or were killed off—twice as fast as 
they were imported ; and the Ministry of the Empire place 
the slave population at less than 1,200,000. In 1817 it 
amounted to 1,728,000, and, since that time, half a million 
have been imported. The causes of the fearful mortality 
were Chiefly cholera, to which the slaves were partioularly 
liable, and the vast number of still-born children, accounted 
for by over-work, hardship, and the vices always attendant 
on such conditions. 

In order to carry out the emancipation law the Govern- 
ment assumed, in round figures, that the slaves were 
2,000,000, or about one-fith of the whole population of the 
Empire. About fifty per cent. of theslave children die before 
the age of eight. Thus, then—the calculation is so horribly 
cold-blooded that one’s pen almost refuses to set it down— 
by the year 1879 the slave population will be reduced to 
1,359,317, and ten years later to 872,623. The main prin- 
ciple of the Emancipation Law ie that all children born of 
slave women shall be considered free, but shall remain at the 
charge of the owners of their mothers till the age of eight, 
when the “owner” can either sell it to the Government for 
£60, or else keep it for the thirteen years before it reaches 
twenty-one—which, of course, over-worked and under-fed, 
it has very little chance of doing. Mr. Puipps does uot 
consider that the emancipation of the slaves will decrease 
the productive powers of the Empire. Recent statistics 
show that, in proportion as the number of slaves has de- 
creased, the production of coffee, cotton, tobacco, and india- 
rubber has not diminished. So different was the result that 
a slave-population of 1,900,000 in 1818 only turned out an 
export of £2,000,000. In 1845, when the slaves were not 
more numerous, the exports had risen to £6,000,000 ; and 
in 1866, when the slaves had been reduced one-fourth, the 
exports increased to £10 000,000, Of course there can be 
no doubt that this result was largely due to improved ma- 
chinery ; and much is hoped from the gradual education of 
the emancipated negroes to prevent, or tide over, the social 
and commercial crisis that so vast a reform might other- 
wise excite. 

Leaving this subject for statistical information, we find 
that the value of the exports from Brazil to foreign coun- 
tries in 1870-71 was £16,801,875, while the official value of 
the imports was £17,020,082, or £218,207 im excess of the 
exports, In the previous year the value of the exports ex- 
ceeded the imports by nearly three millions sterling. Official 
statistics not being procurable—having, it is said, been dis- 
continued owing to the expense of their compilation—Mr. 
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Putpps takes as a basis for his calculations the import trad® 
of Rio de Janeiro, whioh constitutes about one-half of that 
of the whole Empire. 


THE Conference to be held at Constantinople on the sub- 
ject of the Suez Canal dues has not yet commenced its 
labours. It is announced that a compromise of the question 
is likely to be arrived at before the Conference. 


A MEETING of the shareholders of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company has been held, with a view to consider 
the question of laying a cable on the coast of China, but no 
decision was arrived at. The opinion of many shareholders 
being that it should not be done in conjunction with the 
Great Northern Company. 


No contract has been as yet concluded with any company 
for the laying of a telegraph cable between the Cape, Aden 
and Mauritius, but there is every probability that the enter- 
prise will be carried out. The Cape Parliament, which meets 
next month, will come to a decision as to the subsidy to be 
granted. 


Tue Society for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign 
Parts has appointed the Rev. W. B. Wriaut, B.A., curate of 
St. Mary's, Newington, and the Rev. I. Peacy, B.A., to be mis- 
sionaries to Japan, and will shortly nominate two clergymen 
for mission work in China. 


Apvices by last mail from Yokohama mention that it is 
believed that the Government of Japan will, in the negotia- 
tions about to be opened for a new commercial treaty, push 
for an abolition of export duties and an inorease on imports. 


| THE EASTERN BILL OF LADING. 

Observations on the Eastern Bill of Lading is the title of a short 
and pithy pamphlet on a subject of great interest at the present 
time, by Me Alfred Holt, of Liverpool ; and we have no doubt that 
it will obtain the consideration it deserves. Mr. Holt isa ship- 
owner, but he writes by no meaus exclusively from a shipowner’s 
point of view. On the contrary, he avows his belief that a docu- 
ment ‘‘more injurious, and less beneficial,” to owners of both 
ship and cargo, than the one under consideration could hardly 
have been devised. Whilo cordially recommending Mr. Holt’s 
pamphlet (which, by the way, may be procured at the author’s 
offices, India Buildings, Liverpool) to the perusal of our subscrib- 
ers, & short summary of his argument will, we think, be no in- 
justice to him, while it may prove of service by bringing it more 
rapidly under the notice of distant readers. 

r. Holt sets out with the fact that screw steamers began to 
be employed for the conveyance of cargo about 1850, and that it 
was not until after the lapse of twenty-one years that the ship- 
owners in the New York trade inserted a clause in their Bill of 
Lading to the effect that they would no longer be responsible for 
damage done by stevedores in ares and discharging cargo. 
This clause they very soon found it advisable to abandon ; but 
general attention having been drawn to the terms of Bills of 
Lading in other trades, a committee of London merchants was 
formed, with instructions to act with shipowners, and arrange a 
new form which should be i and satisfi to both 
parties. The result of this conference was the form now known 
as the Eastern Bill of Lading. Its main object is to compel a 
shipowner, when he lays his vessel on the berth, to state the 
exact ports he intends her to call at. This has for its objects the 
preventing a shipowner vitiating a merchant’s policies by devia- 
tions not provided for, and also of preventing loss of a market 
through delay. The first of these objects (says Mr. Holt) is de- 
feated because “a ship may call anywhere, so long as she pro- 
vides for the shippers’ risk as well as her own, and does not pre- 
judice her cargo by excessive delay. There can be no reasonable 
doubt, therefore, that it will be done hereafter, especially as the 
inducements to do so are increasing yearly.” 

If such a deviation happen without the owner’s privity, and 
the ship be lost, the owner’s liability is limited to £8 per ton, 
“so that for an ordinary steamer, such as go to Qhina, of about 
2,000 tons, carrying a cargo worth £200,000, the owner would pay 
£16,000 into Court, and have done with the matter.” The ship- 
pers who hold Eastern Bills of Lading, (and whose goods are at 
the bottom of the sea) get their shares pro rata of the £16,000 ; 
but the remaining loss of £184,000 is secured from the shipowner 
by Act of Parliament—Merchant Shipping Amendment Act, 
1862, section 54—and from the underwniters by the terms of the 
Eastern Bill. No wonder the underwriters are warm advocates 
for the present document. 

But, if the deviation takes place with the owner’s knowledge, 
the onus of proof lies with the shipper. That is to say, he has to 

rove that a man knows what he has the greatest inducement to 
eclare that he does not know, and never did know, or authorise. 
And, even if this be proved, what follows, supposing that the 
owners may not be solvent, or that they may be a “limited ” 
company? ‘A holder of a Bill of Lading should remember that, 
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from the nature of the case, he can know nothing of the real posi- 
tion of a ship-owner. He knows nothing, and can find out 
nothing, about mortgagesor policies of insurance. It is not many 
years since flourishing ship-owners were found to have parted with 
their whole property by unregistered mortgages. Zhe shipper 
ought to act in such a way as to make it impossible for him to have 
these claims on an unknown man or company. Is tt reserved 
for the East India trade alone to be worked by merchants af so con- 
Jiding a charagter as to insist on placing their property at the mercy 
of an ignorant ship-master or an unscrupulous ship-owner ?” 

The above italics are our own, but Mr. Iolt’s style is s0 concise 
and pointed that his whole pamphlet might almost be printed in 
italics. And he is not one of the blatant class of writers who 
expose injustice without suggesting a remedy. He “takes the 
bull by the horns’”’ with these two distinct and simple proposi- 
tions—“ Give the shipowner the power he has heretofore had, to 
make any deviation he likes. Get the underwriter to cover all 
deviations ; then the shipper cannot fall between two stools.” 
Mr. Rolt avers his belief that these provisions would not raise 
premiums permanently or by an amount more than “ infinitesimal.” 
And he concludes his very readable little brochure with (what we 
are bound to say is the weakest part of it) the inquiry—“ What 
object the shipper hopes to attain by preventing the shipowner 
harmlessly picking up a few roadside earnings ? Ue cannot get s0 
much as to tempt him seriously to prolong his passage, for that 
would be sacrificing the substance tothe shadow ; while the proba- 
bility of getting a little more may make him start a half-fiiled 
ship, and so give opportunities of shipment which would not other- 
wise occur.” A more naive illustration of the Von sequiturin argu- 
ment wasnever perpetrated. But Mr. Holt hassothoroughlyandably 
vindicated the cause of the shippers in his earlier pages, that he has 
disarmed himself—so far as his closing sentences go— for the 
inquiry with which he winds up is one which will elicit, not a 
reply, but a smile. The bland persuasiveness of the argument 
that shipowners might be induced to start their vessels half-filled, 
if they were allowed to “ pick up a few roadside earnings,’’ would 
be more intelligible if the ‘‘ road,” and which “ side” of it, the 
ship is meant to take, were clearly defined. But one small fact 
demolishes all Mr. Holt’s special pleading on this head. Com- 
mercial bills, and securities, have a remarkably uniform knack of 
finding the way to their destination by the quickest route ; and 
if they arrive very long before the vessel, which is “ picking up 
roadside earnings,’ the consequences are not likely to be so 
“harmless” to the merchants as profitable to the owners—and, 
perhaps, to the auctioneers. 

Our only matter of surprise is that a writer, so acute as Mr. 
Holt, should have disfigured an otherwise sensibly-expressed 
train of thought by such a transparent fallacy as is couched in 
his last plea. He may, however, take our word for it that all the 
special pleading in the world will not suffice to induce prudent 
merchants to trust their goods on any ship, unless they have a dis- 
tinct contract that she is to go the shortest way to her destina- 
tion, and that nothing but “the act of God or the Queen’s ene- 
mies” will cause her to put in “on the road-side.” 


THE PEKING CORRESPONDENT OF THE “ DAILY 
NEWS.” 

ANOTHER Of Mr. Simpson’s letters appears in the Daily 
News of the 22nd inst., and contains matter both interesting 
- and instructive to the general public in England. Most 
assuredly will Mr. Simpson be entitled to a share of the 
credit when the Audience Question is settled, and also the 
general advance of our relations with China. 


Pexine, Nov. 15. 

The Audience question is not much talked of at present in 
Peking. The French are supposed to be the most ardent in 
pushing it on, and the Russians are also supposed to be backing 
them up. Mr. Low, the American Minister here, sent to his Go- 
vernment a document expressing what he thought of the French 
Minister's proposals. It isa very well-written paper, and it ad- 
vises that the Audience question should not be pressed at present ; 
and this is no doubt the general feeling of the Europeans on the 
matter. The question is a very simple one as to its merits, and 
easily understood. All the Ministers of European countries could 
have an audience whenever they like, if they would do the Ko- 
tow—that is, when they enter the Imperial presence they must 
go down on all fours and knock their forehead nine times on the 
ground. This, of course, they are never likely to do. In past 
times the Jesuits were received at Court, and some of them were 
great favourites of former Emperors; but they would no doubt 
do the Ko-tow. When Lord Amherst was received, he supposed 
he was doing one thing, and the Chinese were made to suppose 
that he did another. ‘They are particularly clever at this way of 
getting out of a difficulty when it is forced upon them, and are 
very fertile in dodges to make the matter appear as they 
wish it to be. It is even rumoured that they have a clever 
dodge for getting out of the Audience question, which they 
will try to work out when necessary. The question, how- 
ever, has assumed too definite a shape, and as it refers 
to all the Ambassadors of Europe, the United States in- 


cluded, it cannot be evaded by any hole-and-corner work. 
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The mountain will not come to Mahomet, so Mahomet must 
go to the mountain. There used to be the old Shoe ques- 
tion in India. It is the custom all over that conntry, and in 
most parts of the East, to take off the shoes on entering a house. 
It is a mark of respect or reverence a3 old as the days of Moses, 
This was the rule at all Durbars. I have seen a cartload of the 
shoes of Rajahs, Sirdars, and chiefs of all ranks, at the entrance 
to a Governor-General’s Durbar. It was their custom, and they 
did it as a matter of course. In the early days of. our rule in 
India, when officers of rank had to go on official business to the 
native Princes, they were expected also to take off their shoes or 
boots, as the case might be, and it caused more perons and 
bad feeling at the time than even the great mutiny produced. 
Think of a handsome officer, in a splendid uniform, hoping to 
make a fine impression from his figure and dazzling costume, and 
imagine his feelings on being asked at the door to take off his 
boots and clanking spurs and walk in, something like Nebuchad- 
nezzar’s image, with head of gold but feet of clay. Even with a 
grey tweed suit and a wide-awake hat the request would be ob- 
jectionable. All that isa thing of the past. If you have to call 
upon a Rajahnow in India, no matter in what capacity, the 
‘“‘jooty dustoor” is never mentioned. In this we can see the fate 
of the Audience question, and of many other questions which are 
talked about in China. One thing necessary is time—time swal- 
lows up all things, and it will swallow up the Ko-tow. 

Whoever has seen Gerome’s picture at Versailles of the Empe- 
ror Napoleon receiving the Japanese Ambassadors, will be able to 
form some idea of what an Imperial audience is in this part of the 
world. The Ambassadors are crawling on all fours, like a drove of 
pigs, along the floor and up the steps of the throne where the Em- 
peror and Empress sit to receive them. I suppose that Emperors 
are accustomed to homage, and that a new kind of it may be to 
them a new sensation, like a new dish ora wine that had never 
been tasted before; but one could wish that Napoleon had not 
allowed such aceremony to have taken place. If the mandarins 
here, who are opposed to the Audience question, had a copy of 
that picture it might be used with great effect against the French 
Minister if he should press his demands on this point. 


The missionary bodies here bave found that this total ignorance 
about the men of the West is one of the greatest obstacles in their 
way, and they have just started a magazine which is printed in 
the Chinese character, and the object of which is to give the 
better classes in Peking some knowledge of what Europe really ijs, 
If all Europeans are looked upon as “ devils” and “ barbarians ”’ 
what chances have the missionaries of being listened to with 
respect as teachers? The answer is simple, and the magazine is 
the remedy which is being tried. Articles on the Mont Cenis 
Tunnel, the Suez Canal, telegraphs, and other wonders of the 
West, are given. Where it is possible, a rough woodcut is added, 
so as to give greater reality to the description. It is much to be 
hoped that this effort will succeed, for in serving their own cause 
the missionaries will help to do good in other ways where it is 
much wanted. 

Here we have another very good illustration of Chinese ignore 
ance, and of its results. The Chinaman is said, by all who have 
had experience of him, to have a keen intellect, and to be very 
shrewd and sharp in his dealings. Although be is thus acute in 
the ordinary affairs he has been accustomed to, yet the foreigners 
come from what is a new world to him, with ideas and objects 
which are beyond his in inne The painted eye of the 
junk gazing blankly over the sea can penetrate quite as far as the 
mental vision of the Ohinaman into such matters. Experience 
alone can bring knowledge, and teach him how to deal with 
Europeans. 

The Emperor's knowledge of Westerns can only be guessed at 
from what we know of those around him, The mandarins and 
literati are represented as a body to hate all foreigners. As his 
teaching would be under the direction of those classes, whatever 
feelings he may have on the subject are likely to be somewhat 
similar to those of his guides. He is supposed never to have seen 
a European. It is said that he expressed a wish to have a look 
at one, aud proposed that one should be kidnapped and brought 
into the Palace for this purpose ; but that would have been a 
dangerous experiment to try in Peking, where foreigners are few, 
and all so well known to each other. What a ble:sing it might 
have been to the young Emperor himself, as well as to his sub- 
jects, if, like our own Princes, he could have travelled and seen 
a bit of the world; particularly if he had done so He hea the 
limits of his own territory. A little travelling would be about 
the very best thing he could try; but that is impossible. The 
“ Solitary Prince” must be as blind, if not more so, than those 
he rules over. He is only the painted eye on the Chinese junk of 
State, and it is impossible that he can know in what direction to 
guide the vessel. ; 

The Treaty of 1860 which gave the right of the Foreign Minis- 
ters to reside in Peking was a great step inadvance. The Audi- 
ence question is anticipated in it,and it says that the British 
representative “shall not be called upon to perform any cere- 
mony derogatory to him as representing the Sovereign of an in- 
dependent nation on a footing of equality with that of China. 
On the other hand he shall use the same forms of ceremony an 
respect to his Majesty the Emperor as are employed by the Am- 
bassadors, Ministers, or diplomatic agents of Her Majesty toward 
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the Sovereigns of independent and equal European nations, The report of the directors of the National Bank states that the 


This very clearly settles the forms to be fullowed in the event of 
an audience, but does not bind the Emperor to give one. The 
right to purchase land and buildings in Peking for the Legations 
was at once acted upon by all the great Powers of the West ; 
and by being at the capital they are able to communicate direct 
with the Chinese officials there, and thus facilitate the traus- 
action of business. Personal intercourse which has gone on for 
about eleven ycars now between the Ministers of so many 
nations and functionaries at the head of departments in Pe- 
king ought by this time to have removed from the latter many 
of their illusions as to the character of the foreigners, Men like 
Mr. Low, the American Minister ; General Vlangaly, who repre- 
sents Russia ; orourown Minister, Mr. Wade, must have produced 
some influence on the high mandarins they have come in contact 
with. General Vlangaly is an engineer officer, and was on the 
staff of General Todleben during the siege of Sebastopol. As I 
had some slight connection with that memorable siege, I found it 
a link of acquaintance when I called on the general. It was a 
struggle in which both sides might be proud of what was done. 
Mr. Wade has the reputation of holding the first rank in Chinese 
scholarship. Even the Chinese litcrati assign him this position 
over themselves. 


LITERATURE.

The search for European education by Chinese and Japanese 
students has at length aroused the attention of two countries 
which formerly took no interest in those distant nations—Italy 
and Switzerland. At Florence, where a department for the study 
of Japanese literature has been established, Professor Antelmo 
Severini has published a translation of one of the romances 
ascribed to the great Japanese novelist Riutei Tanehiko. This 
tale had already been translated into German by Dr. August 
Pfizaier, but with such imperfect success that it was difficult 
for his readers to discover the design of the author. The present 
tale, which is entitled “The Six Screens; or, Pictures of this 
Perishable World,” is a charming specimen of the popular lite- 
rature of Japan, and it will doubtless enjoy a large circulation 
among the savans of Italy. An excellent translation of this novel 
was inserted in the Phen'x previously, from the penfof the Rev. 
8. C. Malen, M.A. 

At Geneva, M. F. Turettinni, who, like M. Severini, was a 
student at the School of Oriental Languages in Paris, has under- 
taken the collection of a sort of Chinese and Japanese anthology, 
which he proposes to publish under the title of ‘‘ Atsuma Gusa ’’ 
—a ‘Garland of Flowers”—*“ Tales of the Civil Wars” — and 
another collection entitled ‘“Ma Twanlin.” ‘The latter transla- 
tion is the work of the Marquis D’Hervy Saint-Denys. The next 
part will contain a Chinese story, called “ Si-siangeki” translated 
by Professor Stanilaus Julien. 

At Turin, M. Leone d’Albano is about to publish a translation 
of a Japanese comedy in four acts, entitled The Lair of the Wreen 
Dragon—rather a singular title for a comedy, it must be con- 
fessed— of which no more than one hundred copies are to be 
printed, and, as these are all bespoken by the booksellers, it will 

e very difficult to procure one. 

Among books of this kind announced for publication is the 
** Tai-hei-ki,” ‘‘ A History of the Geography of the Far East,” 
translated by M. de Rosny, Professor of Japanese in the French 
Academy, and the author of a valuable treatise on that language. 
M. Sarazin has also a specimen of a tranalation of a Japanese En- 
cyclopeedia ; and M. Valenziani, a barrister, of Rome, promises a 
translation of the “ History of the Hundred Great Odes of Japan.” 
M. Maurel has also contributed a “ History of Printizg in 
Japan” to the Parisian ‘Oriental Athenswum.” A chair for the 
study of Oriental history generally has been founded in the 
French capital, and filled, pro tem., by the learned Professor Pau- 
thier. To Professor Sarazin are confided the Japaneze, and to 
Professor Des Michel the Cochin Chinese, classes. 
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At the meeting of the Eastern Telegraph Company, held on 
Friday last, the report of the directors, which was noticed in our 
last issue, was unanimously adopted.

The report of the Birmingham Joint-Stock Bank states the net 
profit of last year to be £47,091.

The report of the London and South-Western Bank (Limited) 
exhibits an available balance of £9,542, and recommends the 
payment of a dividend at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free 
of income-tax.

The half-yearly report of the Imperial Bank (Limited) shows 
a disposable balance of £32,613, out of which it is proposed to 
pay a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, free of 
income-tax, and to carry forward £10,113. 

Messrs. M’Culloch, Armitage, and Co., stuff merchants, of Brad - 
ford, have suspended payment. The liabilities are estimated at 
between £20,000 and £30,000, and the estate is expected to yield 
a favourable result. The failure is also announced of Messrs. 
Howard, Crosley, and Matthews, stuff manufacturers, with 
£10,000 to £12,000 liabilities. 

An injunction restraining proceedings in the case of Messrs. 
Carrick, Hill, and Co., East India and colonial brokers, who re- 
cently filed a petition for liquidation, has been extended by 
order of the Court. 

The P. and O. Company announce that they are authorised by 
the Director-Goneral of the Post-office of India to receive parcels 
for delivery at any post town or district throughout India at a 
uniform rate of 1s. 4d. per pound, or fraction of a pound weight. 

Bar silver has been in demand, but the price has remained at 
our last quotation of 593d. per ounce standard. The market is 
now bare of fine bars. Mexican dollars of the new coinage have 
been sold at an advance of 4d. per oz., viz. 583d. There have 
been no old dollars on the market. 

The Manchester Market has been flat in tone during the week, 
and prices have tended in favour of buyers, but there has been no 
marked giving way in values or decided pressure to sell. On the 
21st inst. producers experienced a little improvement in demand, 
but it has only been for small lots, and there is no alteration in 
the general tone or position of the market, which closes dull. 





ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 
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TEA. 

The market shows no improvement; the quantity daily offered is 
more than the buyers can properly taste and value, and they conse- 
quently refrain generally from buying, except in instances where they 
see something below the general run of prices, or to supply immediate 
wants; in the latter case a fair price is obtained, but nearly all kinds 
have ruled in favour of buyers. The public sales have comprised 
10,190 packages, of which about 9,400 packages were sold without 
reserve. The deliveries for the week amount to 3,568,400 lba., against 
3,213,000 Ibs. last year. 

Black.—Red-leaf kinds: Siftings have sold at public sale from 33d. 
to 54d. per Ib., being again a shade lower. Broken-leaf kinds show 
no material alteration; common to fair common have sold 3d. to $d 
per lb. lower; good common, free from dust, shows no alteration. 
Fair to good Kaisows have been very dull of sale, and prices irregular, 
but showing 4d. to 1d. per 1b. reduction; in fine to finest but few 
sales have been made, but prices remain steady. Pak Lin kinds have 
been without demand, except for fair to goud kinds, from 1s. 4d. to 
1g. 5d. per lb. in boxes. Black-leaf kinds: Low qualities remain very 
depressed ; fair to good common have only been saleable in small 
quantities, at rather under former prices; fair kinds from 1s. 1d. to 
1g. 8d. remain firm ; the good medium kinds have sold 4d. per lb. 
lower ; fine to finest show no great alteration, but the demand has 
been limited. New-make kinds: further large parcels have been 
offered, and sales made from 11d. to 1s. 04d. for common to fair, and 
1s, 1d. to 1s. 4d. for good kinds, which show a alight reduction on 
last week’s prices.

CASUALTIES. 

A telegram from New York, Jan. 14, announces that the Palm 
Tree, which arrived there from Manila, reports having encountered & 
revolving gale, Dec. 24, during which her waterways were opened, 
butts started, and she was badly strained. 

Liverpool, Jan. 19, the Glenduror has broken in two, after end 
lying on beam end, foremast gone, vessel covered at high water, cargo 
washing ashore, coast protected. 

A telegram from Batavia, Jan. 20, announces that the Formosa 
(American), from Manila to Boston, with hemp, struck, and was 
making one foot of water per hour; she had been surveyed, and it 
was recommended that she should discharge, and dock for repairs. 

Advices from Boston, Jan. 9, state that the Sooloo, from Manila to 
that port, was off Cape Cod 8, with sails clewed up, and signalling 
for immediate agsietance ; two fishing schooners were near her at sun- 
set, but the signals for assistance were still flying. Later intelligence 
from New York 10, states she arrived at Boston 9, and had apparently 
sustained no damage. Later advices from New York Jan. 8, state that 
the Francis, Kortling, from Batavia, &c., to Boston, which was moored 
between the bars at Cape Cod, 1st, had discharged all her tween decks 
cargo, and she will be able to get over the bars after discharging the 
tin she has on board. 

The Western Chief, Hill, from Cheribon, which arrived at Falmouth 
Jan. 20, reports that from the 4th, in lat. 82 N., long. 85 W., she ex~ 
perienced a continued succession of N. and N.W. gales, with a heavy 
cross sea. On the 9th a heavy sea struck the ship and carried away. 
bulwarks, stanchions, mainrail, stove boats, sprang mainmast, damaged 
steering gear, &c.; an completely under water, and made so much 
water in conseqnence that all hands at the pumps could not keep her 
free; hove overboard 60 or 70 tons of cargo, and when thus lightened 
the pumps were able to free her. On the 12th, the gale and sea mo- 
derating and the ship making less water, and having rigged tempo- 
rary bulwarks, &c., she proceeded, but afterwards continued to meet 
with successive gales and very heavy seas, and was constantly under 
water. 

Advices from New York, Jan. 7, state that the wreckage which had 
washed ashore from the Peruvian, Vannah, from Singapore to Boston, 
wrecked at Peaked Hill Bar, had been sold on the beach for $1,500; a 
considerable portion of the tin composing her cargo will be recovered. 

The Himalaya, of Greenock, off. No. 50,136, McPherson, from New 
York to Hong Kong, with anthracite coal, passed Anjer, Aug. 30, 
and has not since been heard of, and she has been posted at Lloyd’s as 
a missing vessel.

Advices from New York, Jan. 6, state that the master (Evans) of 
the Archie, which left Manila Oct. 12, for Baston, died shortly after 
leaving the former port, and she proceeded in charge of the firat 
mate. 

The John A. Taylor (schr.) arrived at Boston Jan. 8, with 120 bales 
of hemp from the wreck of the Kadosh, from Manila to Boston, ashore 
at Port Alderton. 

The C. T. Derry (sloop) arrived at Boston Jan. 8, with 200 basket 
of sugar, ex Francis, Kortling, from Batavia to Boston, ashore at 
Cape Cod.

Summary of Melvs from the Far Gast. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 
We have advices from this port to the 20th Dec.; the P. and O. 


mail from London Nov. 1 arrived out Dec. 18. The following 
items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


On the 15th Dec., as the P. and O. steamer Aden was procecd- 
ing down the river slowly, she was swept by an eddy off Pootung 
Point out of her intended course, and the consequence was that 
she collided with the Oregonian. The latter had just arrived 
from Japan and anchored in the stream as usual, in order to 
swing to the tide before proceeding to the wharf. The Aden’s 

ort bow struck the sturboard paddle-box of the Oregonian, 
dainaging a little of the gilt-work, and also scraping the bulwarks 
considerably. The Aden sustained most damage, having two of 
her boats staved in and davits carried away. ‘he hulls of both 
vessels weze uninjured, and the dden proceeded on her voyage to 
Swatow. 
An edict which appears in the Peking Gazette of the 22nd Nov. 
‘is instructive. In referring to an edict issued by the Empress- 
Dowager, the Privy Council (Vu: Ko) inadvertently styled their 
Majesties Hwang-how instead of Hwang-t’ai-how, and for this 
offence the clerks and also the Grand Secretary are handed over 
to the Board of Civil Office to be dealt with. from this we may 
see how very careful the Chinese are regarding the titles applied 
to their own rulers, while wang or chun is thought good enough 
for foreign sovereigus. 

The men suspected of being concerned in recent thefts of the 
telegraph cable were again brought up at the Mixed Court on 
the 13th Nov. before Chen, F. B. Johnson, Esq., Consul for Den- 

mark, J. E, Reding Esq., Vice-Consul for Russia, and CO, Alabaster 
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Esq., H.B.M. Vige-Consul and Assessor. The first Mau uo ht 
forward was Keh-laou-peh, one of the pac. in the robes, 
of the cable in June last. He refused to acknowledge having 
had any further share in the matter than selling the wire, and 
leaded in mitigation of punishment hie advanced age—55. 
Bentenced to six months’ imprisonment. H'‘ieh-nui-hao was 
charged with having in his possession about 250 yards of tele- 
aph wire, believed to have been a portion of that stolen from the 
Wocsnog eable. This he said he had got from a tepaou named 
Tsang-sui-t‘ing. The latter was called up, and declared that the 
wire was brought him by a watchman at the French godowns, who 
had caught one of thieves with it in his possession. After it had 
been taken to his house he sold it at Kongwan. This attempt to 
shift the responsibility necessitated the production next of the 
alleged thief, Tsa-woh, who asserted that the charge was alto- 
gether a false one, trumped up by the tepaou and the watch- 
wan ; and his statement has probability lent to it from the fact 
that had the watchman caught the actual thief, he must have 
got about 1,000 lbs. of cable and melted it up in the godowns, to 
extract the amount of wire in the form in which it appeared. 
After some further inquiry, two of the men were released on bail, 
and the tepaou and another remanded for a month to enable 
further inquiries to be made. 

An extraordinary meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club was held 
on the 13th Dec. in the Masonic Hall. The Commodore being 
absent, S. A. Viguier, Esq., took the chair. Hoe stated that this 
meeting had been called at the request of Mr. C. P. Blethen, spe. 
cially to decide which yacht won the Autumn Cup. The force of 
Mr. Blethen’s argument was, that according to the rules of the 
club, only one gun was to be fired at the start of a race, and on 
the occasion of Nov. 23 one gun did fire, but the committee con- 
tend that in addition to the gunfire it is necessary to have the 
blue peter hauled down previous to the start, and as this did not 
take place, the committee disqualify all the yachts that sailed on 
that occasion. Mr. Blethen considered the decision was illegal, 
according tothe rules of theclub. ‘The committee having already 
decided that the Phantom won the Cup, the chairman asked the 
members present if they were satisfied with that decision. After 
considerable discussion, Mr. Harvie proposed and Mr. Lloyd 
seconded, that the meeting express confidence in the committee 
of the club—thus confirming the decision in favour of the Phan- 
tom. For this motion there were 12 in favour and 1 against. A 
vote of thanks to the chairman concluded the proceedings, 

A little book has been published at $1, by Mr. A. H. de Car. 
valho, called ‘* Chinese without a Teacher,” being a collection of 
easy and useful sencences in the Mandarin dialect, with a voca- 
bulary. Although we have slender faith in works which hold out 
the tempting suggestion of learning without a teacher, we must 
admit that the idea of presenting a few common English sen- 
tences in Romanised Chinese is a good one, and that these lessons 
and vocabulary, compiled by Mr. H. A. Giles, of H.B.M. Consu- 
late, Tientsin, may serve a useful purpose in assisting those who 
‘* wish to acquire quickly a temporary and superficial knowledge 
of the Chinese language.” 

Our Ningpo Correspondent writes:—A few days ago an opium 
shop in the city was broken into by about 30 Ta Tsiu men, by 
means of throwing large stones against the doors and thus forcing 
them open. The men ransacked the house and effected their 
escape with 33 packages of opium, the value being over $1,000, 
and also a Ciinese banker’s order to the amount of $300. Up to 
the present the thieves have not been caught. During the scuffle 
that occurred whilst they were forcing their entrance, one of the 
coolies belonging to the shop was severely cut about the handa, 
the owner also being wounded badly about the head. injuries which 
were inflicted with a Chinese hatchet. Both sufferers are how- 
ever recovering. A fire has occured in the house owned by Messrs. 
D. Sassoon, Sons and Co., and now used asaclub. At the time 
only a few of the members were on the premises, and by them 
smoke was observed issuing from one of the rooms, so dense as to 
excite suspicion. It seems that a beam running under the fire- 
place—which has not been used for some years—got ignited ; but 
after great exertions by members of the club, who had by this 
time arrived, the fire was put out, the only things used for that 
purpose being two ‘‘Extincteurs” belonging to the above-named 
gentlemen, but for the timely assistance given by which the fire 
would have been serious. As may be supposed, the affair created 
some excitement. Later, during the same night, another fire oc- 
ei in the city, which did more damage, burning eight Chinese 

ouses, 

A correspondent says that the winter at Chefoo has been un- 
seasonably fine, no frost to speak of so far, but weather more 
like spring. There are unpleasant rumours of agitation against 
foreigners being fomented by the literary classes in the province 
of Shantung. Commerce is making a great impression on the 
buying and consuming classes, and hence the attempt to nullify 
this by absurd stories against the foreign traders. Business at 
this port is tolerably good.

The advocate for the claim at tne har estimated the due 
salvage remuneration at $65,000, but the respradents’ advocate 
admitting that salvage had been earned, estimated it ut $20,000. 
The total cargo salved was $450.000 in treasure, of whieh 
$56,000 was salved by a Chinese junk ; this treasure was taken 
over by the Kwangtung from out of the junk, but it had been 
salved, and I should hesitate to allow to the Kwangtung salv 
on that sum. The claim for salvage should therefore be on the 
balance of $394,000 only, I may here remark that as the labour 
is less in salving treasure than in salving an equal value of ordi- 
narv merchandise, a less per centage is usually given to salvors 
in English Courts. 

The observations of the Court of Admiralty and of Lord Jus- 
tice Mellish in the Privy Council in the Sappho, L.R. 3 Ady. and. 
Eccl. R. 143 and L.R. 3 PC.C. 690, referred to at the Bar, point 
to principles which should govern me in my present decision, 
although the two cases differ in their circumstances, 

In the present case, there were salvage services, not at risk of 
life or where lives or property were in much jeopardy, but judi- 
ciously and effectually rendered not by strangers but by friends, 
who were under special moral, if not legal obligation to render 
such services. All the circumstances tend to moderate the esti- 
mate of the rates of the salvage services, especially considerin 
the large amount salved. It is not probable that there woul 
have been any loss if the Kwangtung had rendered no assistance. 
It was stated, and I assume it to be so, that all expenses of the 
appellants have been paid or satisfied on account. Anxious as I 
am in the general interests of maritime commerce to deal liberally 
with salvage claims, I think that $25,000 will amply reward the 
salvors; and I am sure that, having regard to what is reported 
at p. 695 of 3 P.P.C., it is as much as the Privy Council would 
sanction. 

The decree will be for $25,000 and costs. 





Their Serene Highnesses Prince Philip and Augustus of Saxe 
Coburg Gotha arrived by the French mail steamer Ava, on the 
22nd Dec. They were saluted on landing by the Princess Char- 
lotte, the Nymphe, and the shore battery, and a guard of honour 
of the 80th Regiment was in attendance at the military wharf;

Their Highnesses proceed to Shanghai by the 
mail, but intend to return in time for the races.

A deputation of Chinese residents waited upon his Highness 
the Governor, to lay before him certain matters in which the Chi- 
nese are specially interested. The most important point was an 
inquiry whether if the Tonquin junks, which now traded between 
that country and Macao, could afford them protection against ex- 
actions which are now made upon them by the mandarins, and 
against which Macao @annot afford them protection. They stated 
that Tonquin was not any portion of the Chinese Empire. His 
Excellency replied that the Government would at all times be 
Erba to resist any interference with the trade of the colony ; 

ut with regard to whether there might be a right to levy duties 
on Tonquin junks, on the ground that that countryfwas tributary 
to Ohina, he would address H.M, Minister at Peking. 
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A letter from Canton says the new fort, the foundation of which 


we reported some time ago as having been laid by lis Excellency 
the Viceroy of the two Kwang, &c., is being pushed on rapidly, 
and is being built in a manner that reflects great credit on its 
builder. 

The first steamer uuder the Chinese merchant flag has started. 

LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL. 

The Council met on the 20th Dec. Present :—H.E. the Governor, 
the Uhief Justice, the Acting Colonial Secretary, the Attorney- 
General, the Acting Colonial Treasurer, Hon. H. J. Ball, Hon. 
P. Ryrie, Hon. H. Lowcock, Hon. W. H. Alexander, and Hon. J. 
Whittall. 

The minutes of the last meeting having been read and con- 
firmed, H.E. the Governor moved the second reading of an 
Ordinance to impose stamp duties in lieu of the fees payable to 
the emigration officer of Hong Kong, under the ‘ Chinese Pas- 
snare Ordinance, 1871.” 

The Attorney-General explained the reasons for the proposed 
change, and some conversation ensued upon its details. During 
the discussion Mr. Ryrie said he had been informed by one of the 
principal residents at Swatow, that since the passing of the Ordi- 
nance of 1871 it had virtually prohibited emigration at Swatow. 
All Chinese passengers at the ports now went in foreign bottoms. 

The Attorney-General said it was impossible that the Ordi- 
nance should have made things worse, as it simply took off some 
of the restrictions imposed by the Imperial Act. 

Mr. Ryrie said that in former days the Consul had winked at 
some departures from the law, which, now that they were appointed 
wc ie officers, they could not countenance. 

r. Lowcock observed that the application of the Ordinance at 
the ports entirely prevented British ships from carrying Chinese 
passengers. 

The Astorney-General said the Legislature, of course, proceeded 
on the assumption that the law was carried out. The regulations 
were much less stringent under Ordinance 1 of 1871 than under 
the former law. It was very extraordinary that the Ordinance 
should have had the effect stated at Swatow, while the fees re- 
ceived in Hong Kong under it were so large that the Secretary of 
State’s attention had been called to them. 

The Ordinance was then passed as No. 13 of 1872. 

His Excellency next moved the second reading of the Ordinance 
providing for the payment of a salary in lieu of fees to the Sheriff 
of Hong Kong. 

It was agreed to refer the Bill to a committee, consisting of the 
Chief Justice, the Attorney-General, the Acting Colonial Trea- 
surer, and Messrs. Ball and Alexander, it being understood that 
the principle of the Ordinance was agreed to. A Bill for the de- 
tention of foreign criminals came next in order. Considerable 
discussion took place among the legal members concerning the 
use of the words “ offender ’ or “ prisoner,” which would not be 
applicable in case of persons only accused. H.E. the Governor 
pointed out that, as the Ordinance was framed at home, and the 
term used would not lead to practical difficulties, it would be best 
not to alter it. Ultimately the Ordinance was agreed to as it 
ane fy Ordinance was then read a second time and numbered

BANGKOK. 

The Siam Advertiser says :—The American Presbyterian mission 
has been gladdened by the return of Mrs. H. House, and the ar- 
rival of Miss A. Anderson, who is to be attached to the mission 
at Bangkok.

When his father was the Lieutenant-Governor of 
Petchaburee, this young man was for a number of years the pupil 
of the excellent lady Mrs. J. E. Mac Farland, of the Presbyterian 
mission of that city ; with her he learned the elements of the 
English language. This previous training was an advantage to 
him while a pupil in London. The impressions he makes are 
quite prepossessing. His fluent use of the English language will 
enable him to be of invaluable service to his father, the Minister 
of Foreign Affairs. The meeting of the son and father was quite 
touching. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—_Q—— 
SINGAPORE. 

Dates are to the 2nd Jan. No later mail had arrived since the 
departure of the last (French) mail. 

His Excellency the Governor still remains at Penang. His 
Excellency formally closed the session of the Legislative Council 
at that Settlement on the Z8th December. The session has been 
&@ pretty busy one, and several important measures have been 
aa though we seriously question whether one of them,—the 

ummary Jurisdiction Bill,—may not either prove a failure or 
be productive of serious mischief. 


a The ehanges in the garrison have been at last eompleted, and 
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we have now here the 10th instead of the 80th Regiment. H.M.S. 
Adventure brought the remainder of the 10th from Hong Kong, 
and then proceeded to Malacca and Penang to effect the relief of 
the detachments of the 80th stationed at those Settlements, re- 
turning here on the 27th Dec. She then took on board the re- 
maining portion of the 80th here, as also the drafts sent out by 
the steamer Scotland, and left next day for Hong Kong. The 
command of the troops in the Straits now devolves upon Colonel 
Crowe, of the 10th. 

There have been further changes in the police force, Mr. 
Plunket, inspector-general of police, left for England on the 28th 
Dee. by the steamer £: ise. and Captain &. Dunlop, R.A., who 
has come down from Heng Kong, has been appointed to act in his 
stead. Mr. 0. B. Waller, superintendent of police here, has been 
appointed acting police magistrate at Province Wellesley, in the 
place of Mr. A. M. Skinner, who will become inspector of schools 
and prisons. The Hon. H. Plunket, head inspector of police, is 
appointed acting superintendent of police at Singapore. 

The year 1872, which has been one of serious misfortune to the 
merchants of Singapore, was not allowed to go out without still 
another failure in the bazaar, that of the Chinese firm of Choa 
Cheng Soon and Qo., chop Eng Ho Soon, whose local liabilities 
amount to some $137.000, of which about $55,000 are due to 
European firms, $33,000 to chitties, and $49,000 to Chinese. The 
firm has also branch houses in Siam and China, and it is reported 
that the China firm has failed for about $300,000. 

The Christmas and New Year's holidays have not been matked 
by any gaiety worthy of note—in fact, have been more than 
usually dull. The arrival of the mail precluded the possibility of 
observing New Year's Day as a holiday, and all the banks and 
godowns were open as usual, it having been agreed to observe 
Saturday instead. This year, owing partly to apathy on the part. 
of the community, and partly, we presume, to the losses of the 
past year, nothing has been done towards getting up the cus- 
tomary New Year Sports, and though one or two attempts were 
made to put the thing in motion, they met with so little encour- 
agement that they were abandoned. 

The next criminal session opens on the 6th January, and will 
possess more than usual interest to the residents, as well as to 
Siraits people elsewhere, owing to several important cases that 
will be tried. Among these is that of Captain Barker, of the 
steamer Bentan. for manslaughter, owing to the death by drown- 
ing of several coolies from the capsizing of a schooner he had in 
tow. There is, also, the important case of Joshua, prosecuted by 
the Chartered Mercantile Bank, for fraudulently making away 
with 650 chests of opium allowed to be stored in his godown. 
under lien to the bank as security for an overdraft of $400,000, 
There are also several other important cages likely to come up for 
trial, and altogether the session will excite more general interest 
than any held here for a long time past. 4 8 

We are glad to hear that Captain Denison, of H.M.S. Zebra, is 
bestirring himself in the matter of the attack on the British 
steamer, Fair Malacca, by Chinese junks in the Laroot river. In 
consequence of a telegram from Penang, H.M 8. Hornet left yes- 
terday direct for Laroot, where she is to meet the Zebra off the 
mouth of the river. These two vessels go down to make inquiries 
about the matter, and we trust will be able to teach the offenders 
the lesson they deserve. 

A very serious affray occurred at a tavern called the ** Fortune 
of War,’ onthe corner of Tanjong Pagar and New Harbour 
roads, between some men of the 80th Regiment from the steamer 
Scotland, and some sailors belonging to that vessel. The soldiers 
used their bayonets, and the sailors their knifes and anything else 
they could get hold of. One of the sailors was killed, we be- 
lieve with a bayonet wound in the abdomen, and there were se- 
veral wounded on both sides. There are two men, a soldier 
and a sailor, lying wounded on board the steamer, and two or 
three others in the hospital. ‘The police arrived while the fight 
was going on, and Corporal Barrow, a European police officer, 
while endeavouring to make arrests and stop the row, received 
two or three bayonet scratches, and was pretty well beaten. Re- 
inforcements arrived, howéver, and a number of combatants were 
arrested, and several others were afterwards taken into custody 
from on board the steamer for having been concerned in the fight. 
Among the trophies secured by the police are, an old-fashioned 
cutlass covered with rust, and with spots of blood on it,—a jack- 
knife with a pointed blade about four inches long, and a heavy 
iron belaying-pin. The police are inquiring into the affair, and 
an inquest will be held on the body of the sailor who was killed.

Scarlet Long Ells a little firmer, but sales 
trivial. Assorted being in moderate stock were coming into better 
request.

Crape Lastings stagnant, though stocks were moderate. Lustres 
quiet. Metals: Nail Rod Iron rather difficult to move, although 
holders wero willing to accept a slight reduction upon last mail’s 
rates.

On the 9th,a second survey was held, 
when it was discovered that the cargo was damaged, and it way re- 
commended to be restowed, and the wet packages to be separated 
from the dry ; the seams and butts on deck also to be overhauled, 
and caulked where required, as well as outside where neccessary, 
Advices from Cape Town, 4th Jan., state that the North East, Fawkes, 
from Manila to New York, struck about four miles East of Ritel river, 
31st Dec., and was a complete wreck, the water in her being level with 
that outside (17 fect) ; most, if not all, the sugar on board was melted. 
[Later.]—The following telegram has been received :—North Enst 
settling down fast; will not hold together much longer; 15 cases 
cigars ashore; 8 bales jute entire, 20 bales broken; weather, too 
rough to work; water level with decks; little more will be sived but 
. what washes up. The sale is advertised to take place on the 11th. 
The Drummond Castle (str.), McRitchie, which arrived at London, 
Jan. 30, from China, Singapore, &c. (via S.C.), reports having 
experienced, on 20th and 21st, heavy W.S.W: gales off Algiers 
during which she shipped a sea, which stove port cutter, and did 
other damage. The Quang-Se, lying in the Sonth West India 
Dock, loading for Singapore, China, &c., was found to have 
. two or three feet of water in her; cause not known. A tele- 
gram from Batavia, Jan 31, announces that the cargo of the 
Dan, from Singapore to Rio Janeiro, had realised £25,000 grose. The 
Chica, Laragon, which sailed from Cardiff Jan. 15, for Hong Kong, put 
back there 29, leaky, and with loss of anchors and chains; she was 
docked 80th, and arrangements had been made for discharging her 
cargo. 

The F. C. Clarke, London to Yokohama, which sailed July 8, has 
arrived cut. The Ivanhoe, London to Hiogoand Nagasaki, on charter 
to load back for London, was, up to 20th January, out 177 days.

JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 
HART V. VON GUMPACH. 

Judgment in this case was pronounced by their Lordships on the 
28th ult. It was an appeal from Her Majesty's Supreme Court for 
China and Japan, and raised several important questions as to privi- 
leged communications, and as to whether malice had been sustained, 
Sir Montague Smith delivered judgment, and narrated the facts, and 
discussed the questions which had been argued before their Lordships 
by Sir John Karslake, Q.C., and Mr. Herschell, Q.C., for the appellant 
and by Mr. Benjamin, Q C., and Mr. Myburg for the respondent. 

The facta showed that Von Gumpach, an astronomer and naturalised 
British subject, was engaged in London by Mr. Hart, who holds a 
high official appointment in the service of the Emperor of China, to 
proceed to Peking to teach the Chinese the Western sciences, with a 
‘view to the ‘‘ regeneration of China.”’ After the respondent had been 
some time at Peking, he was, he alleged, dismissed by the Foreign 
Board by the misrepresentations of Mr. Hart. Anaction was instituted 
in the Supreme Court against Mr. Hart, and several points arose as to 
privileged communications and malice. A claim of £3,000 was made 
for compensation, and £700 for salary. The jury awarded £1,800 as 
compensation, and give a verdict for the salary. There had been a 
demurrer and also a rule for a new trial, which were decided in 
favour of the then plaintiff, the present respondent. Mr. Hart 
\was a British subject, and alleged that the claims made on him 
by Vun Gumpach, being in respect of acts done in China by the 
appellant as a high official functionary of the Chinese Empire, could 
not be inquired into and adjudicated upon by Her Majesty's Court 
for China and Japan, and that he was not civilly answerable to the 
Court; that the reports made by the appellant to the Chinese Govern- 
ment with respect to the conduct of the respondent, az a subordinate 
official of the same Government, were absolutely privilezed ; and that 
such privilege afforded a defence to an action in the Court. Farther, 
the contention on the part of Mr. Hart waa that, if not absolutely 
privileged, the learned Judge ought to have directed the jury that the 
reports were so far privileged that the action would not lie in respect 
of them, except upon proof that the appellant was actuated by express 
malice in making them, and thit the learned Judge ought to have told 
the jury that there was no evidence of malice. It was also alleged that 
the verdict was against the weight of evidence, and that the damages 
were excersive. These points were fully argued when the appeal was 

heard, and their Lordz:hips took time to consider their judgment. 

His Lordship (Sir Montazue Smith), in giving judment, reviewed 
the questions raised in the action, and referred to the decision of their 
Lordships in the recent case of ‘‘ Laughton v, the Bishop of Sodor and 
Man” as to privileged communications and as to express malice. 
Their Lordships considered that the reports made by Mr. Hart to the 
Chinese Government were privileged, and that malice had not been 
shown. The result was that their Lordships would humbly advise 
Her Majesty that, as the verdict was against the evidence, the two 
ordera of the Court be reversed, and, if required, a new trial be held.

BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE LEGGATT AND CO. 

This was a silting for a proof of debt brought by Mesara. Dewharst, 
of Manchester, against the estate of the debtors, and in the alterna- 
tive against the estate of Gledsatanes and Co., also in liquidation, for 
£2,600, which had been rejected by the trustee of Leygatt’s estate. 
It appeared that Messrs. Leggatt and Messrs. Gledstanes had large 
transactions together, and had in conjunction bought a large 
quantity of Manchester goods. Messrs. Dewhurst now claimed 
to prove against Messrs. Leggatt’s estate in the first instance, 
or to prove against Messra. Gledstanes in the alternative. There 
were also a number of billholdera represented by Mr. Raw- 
lins, and it was stated that ia the event of their claims being 
snbstantiated it would absorb all the estate. Under these cir- 
cumstances Mr. Winslow applied to the Court that the trustees of both 
liquidating debtors, and also the representative of the bill-holdera, 
should receive uotice, and that the whole of the claims should be ar- 
gued together. Mr, Thesiger appeared for the trustees of Messrs. 
Leggatt's estate; Mr. Jackson forthe trustees of Messrs. G!edstanes’ 
estate; Mr. Winslow, for Messrs. Dewhurst, the creditors secking to 
prove; Mr. Rawlins (Ciarke, Son, and Rawlins), for the billholders. 

After considerable discussion the Registrar granted the application.

NAVAL AND MILITARY. 

The gunboat Kestrel, Commander C. E. Buckle, under orders 

for the China Station. proceeded from Sheerness on the 25th ult. 
fora trial trip at the measured mile off the Maplin Sands, but 
after she had made two runs, in consequence of some little mishap, 
the proceedings were stopped for the time. The trial was re- 
sumed on the 27th, when the following results were attained :— 
Average mean speed, 11°017 knots ; revolution of engines —star- 
board, 151'773 ; port, 149°871. There was a force of wind of from 
3 to 4 during the trial, which was considered very satisfactory. 
' The detachment of non-commissioned officers and men of the 
Chatham Division of Royal Marines, which was lately ordered to 
be prepared for service on the China Station, embarked at Chat- 
ham Dockyard on the 28th ult. in the Valorous,- paddle-wheel 
steamer, for conveyance to Portsmouth, there to await orders. 
The detachment, the total strength of which is 106 officers and 
men, will probably proceed in the Thetis, but this is not yet 
decided. 

The Thetis, screw-corvette of 13 guns, 1,322 tons, 350 horse - 
power, which, as we stated in our issue of the 23rd Dec., has been 
selected to replace the Zebra on the China Station, has been com- 
missioned at Devonport by Capt. Thomas Le H. Ward.

JAPAN CONSULAR REPORTS. 

The Commercial Reports of Her Majesty’s Consuls in Japan for 
1871 have just appeared. The following is a résumé of the con- 
tents of this interesting Blue-book, which we find was commanded 
to be presented to Parliament so long ago as August last year :— 

YEDO. 

Mr. Vice-Consul Dohmen reports that, by the Treaty of 1867, 
Yedo being declared to be not an open port, exact quantities and 
walues are wanting. Nevertheless, Mr. Dohmen obtained all the 
information that was available from the Custom-house, and 
foreign merchants. 

The consumption in Yedo of foreign goods appears to be very 
considerable. In almost every street there are shops where 
nothing but foreign articles are sold. Yokohama has many ad- 
vantages over Yedo—a spacious and convenient harbour, banks, 
imsurance companies, and mail steamers. Another consideration 
is that Yokohama is a well-built compact place, where life and 
property can be easily protected in case of disturbance ; whereas 
ip ae of the foreign settlement at Yedo would be utterly 

peless. 

Notwithstanding these disadvantages, Mr. Dohmen thinks—or 
should we say thoughé (seeing that this was two-years ago) 1— 
that the establishment of a Bank, and the opening of the railway 
‘would attract more foreign trade to the capital. 

The arnvals of foreign buils ahipa, owned by Japanesw, are 
given as 357; those of native coasting junks as 7,741, These 


have 00 lie of Shitos#iwa—a very inconvenient anchor- 





age, two or three miles from the shore—and the goods have to be 
carried five or eight miles to the commercial city. A harbour, 
near the foreign settlement, was in contemplation, in order to 
obviate this inconvenience ; but great engineering difficulties pre- 
sented themselves ; and the expense could not be safely estimated 
at less than three quarters of a million sterling. a 

The land set apart under the Treaty of May 4,1870, consists of 
52 lots, measuring about 22 acres. Of these 52 lots only 24 had 
been sold at the time of the Report before us, and the number of 
foreign residences in the concession was limited to six only. 
‘‘ Therefore, although the city has now been open to foreign 
trade”’ (says Mr. Dohmen), “ the settlement is still in its infancy, 
and, so far as one can judge, a thorough failure. The main 
reason for this is, no doubt, that, in the absence of a regular 
trade with the natives, there is no inducement for foreigners to 
invest their money in land or buildings which are not likely to 
yield them any return.” Other causes are, however, the exces- 
sive ground rent—no less than £175 an acre in the city—and the 
far cheaper terms foreigners can make with native landlords. 

The number of British resideuts in this district was 36, but 
these were nearly all in the employ of the Japanese Government, 
British commerce being represented only by one person, and he a 
druggist. 

The large hotel, which, by the Convention of 1867, the Japan- 
ese Government engaged to push on with all expedition, in order 
to complete it before the opening of the city to foreign trade, was 
closed at the end of 1870. It cost $100,000, and it was sold to 
the naval department for one-fifth of that sum. : 

The Government had engaged an American ‘ Agricultural 
Mission ” to improve the breeding of animals. and bring the soil 
under scientific cultivation, under the direction of General 
Capron, formerly Commissioner of Agriculture at Washington. 

The harvest was remarkably atnadaat Japan Rice was selling 
aslowas adollarand a half per picul—less than a third of its 
usual price. : 

The population of Yedo has been often exaggerated. At the 
last census it proved to be 780,321. The total population of Japan 
is given as 32,794,897, 

The area covered by Yedo is about 28 square miles ; and this 
city is therefore, next to London, the largest in the world. Many 
of the mansions of the nobility had, however, been either destroyed 
by the Government, or permitted to fall into ruins, and their sur- 
rounding estates turned into vegetable gardens or mulberry 
plantations. The ex-Daimios, since they were dispossessed of 
their estates, hastened to part with what they no longer con- 
sidered essential to their dignity. All the costly articles of fur- 
niture and ancient arms, which were lately so highly prized, might 
be seen in second-hand shops, and bought for a mere trifle. Many 
of the Daimios had availed themselves of the permission of the 
Mikado to travel abroad. The general adoption of English 
fashions had contributed to the security of foreigners, though 
the recruits of the garrison of Yedo appear to get somewhat ob- 
streperous after dinner, and Mr. Dohmen recommends that they 
should not be permitted to wear their side-arms when off duty. 

Mr. Waters was building two brick barracks, to be heated by 
steam and lighted by gas, and also a suspension bridge across a 
ravine in the Mikado’s private grounds. Mr. McVean and Mr. 
Joyner were engaged by the Government to make a regular sur- 
vey of the country—somewhat on the plan of the Ordnance Sur- 
vey of Great Britain—as well as of the capital ; and, while await- 
ing the arrival of the staff and instruments required, were making 
designs for a technical school on avery extensive scale. They 
were also giving instruction in mathematics, &c., for the purpose 
of enabling native students to be employed as assistants in the 
various works in contemplation. The Japanese are exceedingly 
fond of acquiring foreign languages—especially English—and 
other branches of learning. The principal school was conducted 
by Mr. Verbeck, an American missionary, who had 400 pupils, 
and no less than fourteen foreign assistants to instruct them. 
There were besides many schools, both under native and foreign 
management, where similar education is given ; 186 pupils were 
studying medicine under the superintendence of Dr Miller, Stuff 
Surgeon of the Prussian Army, and Dr. Hoffman, of the same Navy 

The garrison of Yedo consisted of ten battalions of infantry, 


‘one squadron of civalry, and two batteries of artillery. This 


force, which perhaps constituted the whole army of Japan at the 
time, was being equipped and drilled after the French priuciple , 
and armed with Chassepots. 

The Imperial navy, though yet in its infancy, had likewise 
made considerable progress since the restoration of the Mikado, 
The fleet consisted of ten ships, two of which were iron-clads. 
The discipline is excellent, and the greatest credit is due to 
Lieutenant Hawes, of the Royal Marines, whom the Government 
engaged as Marine Gunnery Instructor, and who had sole charge 
of the organisation. Mr. Hawes likewise formed a body of 
marines. Both marines and sailors were dresscd in the English 
style. A naval school was established for the instruction of 
young Japanese in navigation, and had already 226 pupils, 
dressed like English midshipmen, and, ‘“‘on the whole, good- 
looking.” We must, of course, leave to Mr. Dohmen the taste to 
discriminate such delicate matters as “ good looks.” Facts being 
more in our way, we will content ourselves with mentioning that 
Mr, Fetrten, late - yr of H.M.’s 10th Regiment, was 
engaged in a similar capacity for the Marines.

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THE STRAITS RIOTS AND GOVERNOR'S DISPATCH 
Sir H. Orp’s Memorandum “Qn the Suppression o 


Chinese Riots” is a delightful contribution to the great 
Not satisfied with having de- 
serted his post, and taken his Colonial Secretary with 
him, to cut a dash in the distant waves of Salangore, 
without delegating any power or leaving instructions with 
anybody during his absence, he now instructs his subor- 
dinates that in future rioters are to bave the fullest 
opportunity given them of doing all possible mischief 
The police are first to be 
employed in the performance of tactics which the local press

Such 


is the plan of action announced by a Governor who knows 


that his police is beneath contempt, and that the appear- 


ance of a few red coats in the streets instantly restores 


order. This egregious folly, however, .is not wholly Sir H. 
Orp’s; his advisers must share the responsibility of it. 
When Mr. BircH first made his appearance as Colo- 
nial Secretary in the Straits Legislative Council, fresh 


from the jungles of Ceylon, he electrified the public 
by declaring that when soldiers were called ont against 


a mob they must fire; and now Mr. Brappett, the 
Attorney-General of the Colony, gravely tells us, in his 


evidenoe before the Commission on the so-called riot, that 
“when you call out the military, the oivil authority gives 
‘over to the military authority, and there is martial law.” 
Now, if there be an elementary rule of public law familiar 


to all Englishmen of ordinary acquirements, it is that every 


man, whether soldier or civilian, is equally bound to put 
dowm breaches of the peace with the force necessary for 
accomplishing that purpose and no more ; and that the aid 


given by the soldier is given in obedience to the civil power, 
not in supersession of its authority. 

Ia it creditable to the Colonial-office that men high in its 
service should be ignorant of principles so familiar as these ? 
But the Attorney-General shows himself up still more. He 
talks as glibly of “ martial law” as if such a thing were un- 
kuown to our constitution, and as if the right to proclaim it had 
never been emphatically denied, only the other day, by the 
greatest living legal authority—the Chief Justice of England 
—in the Jamaica case. He also “expresses surprise that 
“there should have been a meeting of justices called by an 
“ official justice without Government sanction "—surpriee, 
in other words, that a justice of the peace, whose first duty is 
to watch over the conservation of order, should take steps to 
perform that duty without waiting for the orders of an ab- 
sent Governor or a Government clerk. This gives us a 
measure at once of his legal lore and of his miserable incom- 
petency. The memorandum winds up with the statement 
“ that there is nothing to render it absolutely necessary to pro- 
“claim the scene of any riot under the Peace Preservation Or- 
“ dinance ; and that if through the absence of the Governor 
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“there should be delay in procuring the necessary Order in 
“ Council, there is still very great power left with the Exeou- 
“ tive to deal with any riots that may arise.” If, as must be 
gathered from this passage, the Ordinance cannot be put in 
force by anybody but the Governor himeelf, and if, without 
its provisions, the Executive has sufficient means, under the 
ordinary law, to suppress all riots, the late Chief Justice was 
not far wrong when he denounced the Ordinance, in one of 
his angry speeches, as required by the Governor merely for 

the purpose of self-glorification, as an additional bit of lace to 

his official coat. 

Sir Harry's effusion ie, after all, a fitting wind-up of 
his administration. He began by exciting the animosity 
of every class ; he ends by exciting their contempt. Before 
he had been a year in office he had succeeded, with his ex- 
travagant projects for building himself a Government-house 
and Government steamers, in driving the whole body of 
European merchants connected with the Colony into form- 
ing an association to oppose his proceedings ; nor did he make 
himself more popular with the natives, with his taxes on 
their possessions, and irritating enactments. And as to the 
public service, it is notorious that almost every member of 
it, with a rag of self respect, has been driven into collision 
with him, while even his most favoured courtiers cordially 
hate the yoke under which they bow their necks. That he 
should now end his career in a general break-down —in 
wholesale embezzlemant in the Government offices, in the 
disorganisation of the police, in neglect in the Audit Depart- 
ment, in ridiculous enactments, and finally in proclaiming 
encouragement to riot, by announcing a minimum of re- 
sistance to it, and in throwing ridicule on the measure which 
he so long represented as essential to the peace of the 
Colony. 








IMPORTANT APPOINTMENTS FOR JAPAN. 

Tue Japanese Government has recently given instructions 
for several important appointments to be made in this coun- 
try of persons for service under it. We understand that 
H.E. Mr. TerasHiaa MUNENORI is now in communication 
with the Admiralty for the appointment of between thirty 
and forty naval officers and men to instruct Japanese in the 
arts of seamanship and navigation. This is a branch of 
education most necessary to the Japanese, as the loss of life 
and destruction of property occasioned by sheer iguoraace 
and their inability to manage their ships has been appalling. 

Tt has also been decided to establish in Yedo an engineer- 
ing college. Railway, telegraph, mining, and lighthouse 
work having been commenced in the couutry a great ambi- 
tion developed itself for education in the sciences which 
assist in the execution of such works. And there can be 
little doubt that such knowledge as comes generally under 
the head of “ civil engineering,” in such a country as Japan, 
will of all things be most useful and advantageous. A principal 
with five or six under masters are to be appointed in England, 
and theirselection has been entrusted to Mr. HuaH MATHESON. 
Tbe Government has had for some years back extensive 
machine shops at Nagasaki, where some small engines have 
been constructed, new boilers made and fitted to various 
steamers, and many repairs executed. These shops were 
originally under the direction of Dutch engineers, but the 
men were dismissed some five or six years ago, and since that 
time the Japanese themselves have superintended their work- 
ing. Now, however, it has been decided to place English 
engineers in charge ; aud two men, selected from the largest 
engineering establishments in the North, have been appointed 
for this purpose. A shipwright who has been for fifteen 
years foreman in one of the best known shipbuilding yards 
on the Clyde, has also been appointed to superintend the 
patent slip at Nagasaki, and to assist in the building of any 
vessels the Government may desire to undertake. 
A step has been taken by the Japanese Government which 
indicates a desire for improvement much in advance of what 
is generally believed to be the wishes of the people, viz., the 
establishment of a school in Yedo for the instruction of 
females. This, at present, partakes more of the character 
of an experiment than otherwise, but we earnestly hope that 
the success of the venture may be such as to induce the Go- 
vernment to develop it further. Three ladies have been ap- 
pointed as teachers for this school through the instrumentality 
of Mr. R. H. Brunton, Civil Engineer to the Government, 
at present in England on leave, who has also selected the 
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men for Nagasaki above mentioned. The three lady teachers, 
along with Mr. and Mrs. Brunton, leave Marseilles for Japan 
on the 16th February. Mr. Brunton, while in Eugland, has 
succeeded in making arrangements for adopting, in the Ja- 
panese lighthouses, Captain Dory's patent burner. This 
burner is intended for the use of distilled petroleum or 
parafiine oil, and by its means about three times the illu- 
minating power can be obtained at one half the cost of 
the common oil usually burned. It has been very 
largely adopted on the Continent, but owing to some 
disagreement between Captain Doty and the Trinity 
House, in regard to terms, our own lights have not yet 
had the advantage of it. In this matter therefore Japan 
is in advance of England, at all events there can be no doubt 
that this country has for the last two or three years been 
paying double the amount it should for the maintenance of 
its lights, and at the same time getting only one third the 
efficiency it might, simply because of the inability of the 
chief officials in charge to come to a decision on a question 
of terms. 





THE PANTHAY REVERSES. 

Tue letter which Mr. T. T. Cooper has written frora Ran- 
goon leaves no further doubt with reference to the very 
serious if not absolutely crushing disaster to the Mussulman 
arms in Yunnau. In one respect, however, his account of 
their reverses suggests some doubt as to its perfect authen- 
ticity. ‘The correspondent of Zhe Zimes, writing in De- 
cember from Calcutta, spoke on the authority of Burmese 
accounts of the capture of Ta-li-Foo and cther Mussulman 
strongholds, adding that Teng-queh Chow (Momien), the 
frontier city defended by Tasakon, was the only point still, 
in the hands of the Mahomedans. On the other hand, Mr. 
CoorPer writes from Rangoon that Momien has fallen and 
only Ta-li-Foo, the capital of the Panthay dominion, re- 
mains untaken. This discrepancy in a vital point of the 
intelligence from Yunnan indicates a great degree of uncer- 
tainty as to the true particulars ; and we should not be sur- 
prised to learn that the Burmese, whose hostility to the Pan- 
thays is well known, have considerably exaggerated the suc- 
cesses of the Imperial arms. It is seldom that a Chinese 
army achieves its successes so unbrokenly as is indicated by 
an advance such as that from Li-Kiang-Foo to the Panthay 
capital, a distance of some hundred miles or more, with the 
celerity announced in the present instance. At the same time 
there can be little doubt that successes of greater or less extent 
must have been achieved, and we think it not unlikely that 
the liberation of an important body of troops through the 
extinction of the Miao-tsze rebellion in the adjacent pro- 
vince of Kwei-chow, which was announced in August last, 
may have contributed to swell the Imperial forces in Yun- 
nan to an overpowering degree. The presence of at least 
one European adventurer with the Kwei-chow army has be- 
come known through his correspondence with the Shanghai 
Courter; and if this man, with the artillery under his 
management, has been transferred to Yunnan, the victories 
of the Imperialists are easily to be accounted for. The 
Chinese officials would also be naturally eager to enhance 
their own claims to distinction, by gaining a substantial 
victory over “rebels” so formidable as the Panthays, at the 
- ‘very moment when the Imperial marriage was about to be 
celebrated, and to usher in the personal assumption of the 
reins of government by the young Emperor. 

The Panthays have only themselves to thank for their 
misfortunes, if these have in reality befallen them. Had 
true political sagacity guided the actions of Sultan SULEIMAN, 
as has been the case with his contemporary, Yakoos Kuan, 
of Kashgar, he would not have delayed for upward of three 
years after the vieit of Major SLapEn to his territories an 
effort to cement a friendly intercourse with his neighbours 
ou the West. Major SLaDEN’s expedition was at Momien in 
May 1868, and it was not until the beginning of 1872 that 
Sultan Suveman bethought himself of despatching his 
adopted son on a mission to seek enlightenmentabroad. At 
the same time he must have been perfectly well aware that 
since 1868 British traders have had complete liberty of resi- 
dence and trade at Bhamo, no more than 120 miles from Mo- 
mien, across the intervening tract between which places his 
own authority was at least partially respected. A European 
adviser would doubtless have counselled that every nerve 
should be strained in perfecting the means of communication 
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with Bhamo, where those material means of sustaining his 
contest which were absolutely indispensable to success might 
have been procured, in all probability, without difficulty. It 
does not appear, however, that any such intercourse was 
thought of, and the adventurous Embassy of last summer 
was despatched too late to be of real service. Wecan en- — 
tertain little doubt that, if even a part of the news com- 
municated by Mr. Cooper be well founded, the days of the 
Panthay sovereignty are numbered, and we look forward 
with feelings of sorrow to accounts of ruthless barbarity on 
the part of the Imperialists toward their defeated enemies, 
such as were lately practised upon the uuhappy mountaineers 
of Kwei-chow. 

Ia reference to the young Panthay envoy, Prince Hassan, 
as he is called, we trust that the British Government will 
not desert him in his distress, and will continue to treat him 
as their guest. Without dwelling on the selfish consideration 
that important services might be rendered to British interests 
by so intelligent and well educated a Chinese if attached to 
one of our Indian departments, for instance, we may almost 
represent it as a duty not to abandon all care for the future 
welfare of one who has 80 strangely been cut off from friends 
and country while sojourning under our protection. This is 
a point which we commend to the attention to all who have 
followed the singular episode of the Panthay revolt. 





Since the above was in type a telegram has been published 
from Calcutta stating that the Peking Gazetle contains a list 
of honours conferred upon Chinese officers for taking Panthay 
towns. 


At a special meeting of the shareholders in the Oriental 
Bank Corporation on the 30th ult., the Chairman gave the 


substance of the Bill which is to be introduced into Parlia- 
‘ment on the opening of this session, to enable the Bank to 


continue the privileges of the charter which has just expired. 
This Bill has been prepared in case of need, but will not be 
used if the charter is renewed as expected. 


Wiru reference to the statement that the Government of 
Japan will, in the negotiations about to be opened for a new 
commercial treaty, push for an abolition of export duties and 
an increase on imports, The Z'imes, in quoting this from us, 
says it does not see what difference it can make to us, 80 
long as we have equal terms with other nations. This is 
certainly a novel doctrine. 


By a report iu our “ Legal Intelligence” it will be seen 
that judgment has been givea by Sir MonTaGusé SMITH on be- 
half of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council in the 
case of Hart v. Gumpaca in favour of the appellant, with 
costs. We think this decision very satisfactory. The deci- 
sion of the jury of Shanghai in favour of GuMPACcH was one 
of the worst verdicts ever passed by a jury. 


THE claims of a section of the shareholders in the Hindus- 
tan Bank who were original holders in the Imperial Bank of 
China bave not yet been decided. The remaining funds in the 
hands of the liquidators are still under injunction, and it is 
quite probable that the whole will be swallowed up by law 
expenses. | 


THE Foreiga Office has issued another batch of Consular 
reports, but the only one in our field ia that from Mr. S. J. 
MaRTEN, the late Consul at Sarawak, which will be the last 
from his pen, as he has resigned the post. We understand 
that the Foreign Office have not yet appointed a successur, 
nor has any further action been taken as to the Consulate at 
Saigon. 

THE appeal in the case of the Messageries Maritimes and 
the Suez Canal Company came on for hearing in Paris on the 
30th ult., and is not yet concluded. The telegram to The 
Times that a compromise was likely to be effected as to the 
dues is disowned by the Canal Company. 


THE appeal case of the ATTORNEY-GENERAL of Hong Kong 
v. Kwok Assine was put down for hearing before the Judi- 
cial Committee on the lst., but was postponed. 


Ir is rumoured that the White Star Company, of Liver- 
pool, intend putting on a line of steamers from San Fran- 
cisco to China, in connection with Hott’s line.

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~ CHRISTIAN MISSIONS IN JAPAN. 


The following letter on this subject, with the signature EK 
has appeared in The Times:— 


Sir,— Permit me, ag a missionary recently returned from Japan, to 
make a few remarksin reply to the letter from “ A Japanege Student,” 
which appeared in The Timea of the 15th inst. 

The letter is deeply interesting, representing as it does so exactly 
the political and religious views of a portion of the Japanese people. 
Silence, however, on our side, might not unfairly be conatrued into 
an admission that certain vague charges against missionaries con- 
tained in it were unanswerable. Firat of all, then, let me ask the 
‘¢ Japancse Student ” if the loyalty of his people to the Mikado hangs 
entirely upon his pretensions to Divine descent ; if that be the sole 
or chief claim of the Sovereign to the allegiance of 30,000,000 of bis 
subjects ? 

It becomes, then, all who are anxious to maintain the Royal au- 
thority to examine closely the foundation on which it rests ; and, if it 
prove insecure, to transfer it as speedily as possible to a firmer basis. 
For, to nse the able language of Isaac Taylor—“ In these times con- 
cealment and prevarication are being rent away from every form of 
government—when the loftiest and proudest potentates are rudely 
called upon to explain themselves, and to become intelligible, and, in 
these ‘last days’ the hurricane of revolution has unroofed, or has 
utterly overthrown, almost every sanctuary of blind faith and of de- 
voted feeling.” Now, it has been said in one of the answers to the 
letter of the ‘‘ Japanese Student,” that in the reign of the Tokugawa 
family the Tycoons adopted Buddhism ; but probably the writer is not 
aware that Buddhism flourished at a period immensely more ancient 
than the existence of the Tokugawa clan or any Tycoon. Itsintroduc- 
tion three centuries after the Christian era was accompanied by amazing 
success, principally through the zeal of the reigning Empress, who hers«If 
became a most zealous convert ; and this too but a few centuries after 
the first historic record of a human Mikudo. Again we may say that 
if the ‘‘ Japanese Student” is desirous of asserting the Divine pre- 
tensions ef his Royal master, he must be prepared to bring before the 
rising generation of his people something of documentary testimony ; 
for the young men of Japan are now trained to reason and debate in 
the scientific and incredulous schools of Enyland and the Continent. 
Now, it is well known to Japanese scholars that the moat ancient ac- 
counts of the Shintoo creed are contained in the three books, the 
* Nihon-sho-ki,” the “ Kojikiden,” and the “ Kin jiki-den,"’ and that 
these books are written in the Chinese character, and hy consequence 
were not composed until after the introduction, about 300 a.p., of that 
character into Japan, and inall probability not before 900 or 1,000 
A.D. True the Japanese were said to have had a more ancient mode 
of writing than the Chinese, but not a single work survives; and as to 
some ancient traces of if on a stone in the remote province of Dewa— 
Credat Judaus Adelles. As far then as the documentary evicence of 
Divine descent goes, the religion of Japan stands at an immense 
disadvantage compared with the myths of Homer and Hesiod. The 
fact ia that no records claiming to be received as historic are 
more than two thousand yeara old, the. mythical and the 
miraculous confessedly engrossing all previous accounts. I[ have 
even heard it gravely questioned by most intelligent Japanese 
whether the Mikado himself belongs to the ancient stock of Japan ; 
the fact of his permitting his hair to grow long, in which he is fol- 
lowed by the Kuyes, mostly princes of the blood. is instanced as a 
custom not purely Japanese. Certain it is that the earliest records, 
such as the O-dii-ichi-ran, assert that the first Sovereign established 
hia capital in the south-east corner of Japan, ia the province of Hinga, 
which at the time was all he could call his own, and from which, 
pushing northward and weatward, he pacified the barbarians ( Yebisz) 
ip the southern island of Kinsin. It isa curious fact that the presence 
of a foreign creed in Japan has of Inte years immensely modified the 
Shintoo creed. The ‘‘ Japanese Student” is probably aware of the 
changes introduced by Hirata and his disciples, and the immense ad- 
vantage accruing to the present dynasty of that revival of the Shintoo 
creed ; and perhaps he is also aware that a vast amount of modern 
tradition is now being created by the leaders of Shintoo thought to 
compensate for the poverty of the ancient records, and counterbalance 
the powerful influences of the Western creed which they are compelled 
to combat. 

Now, Sir, it is no part of our business as missionaries to bring con- 
tempt upon the Sovereign of any land. On the contrary, in our 
public worship in Euglish, we were careful to pray for a blessing upon 
the Mikado and his people; but we do claim to be doing substantial 
good to the country, in view of the altered feelings of the most en- 
lightened, if not the largest portion of the people, towards the Divine 
claims of their Sovereign, to teach them that it is their wisdom and 
their happiness, and, above all, their duty to honour the King. If 
the powerful influences of Christianity do not create such sense of 
duty and loyalty to the Throne, what will be the effect in the minds 
of the ignorant when they realise the fict thit the Divine descent of 
the Mikado, by which he claimed, and because of which they ten- 
dered their hearty allegiance, was, after all, a fiction and an im- 
posture ? 

Finally, as to vague charges of indisecreet and untempered zeal, theze 
may fairly, in the absence of specific statement, be called, in legal 
paras, void from ambiguity. As to the grave insinuation of har- 

ouring lawless characters, let me state two instances of the action of 
local authorities against persons suspected of the Christian taint. 

Some years azo a Japanese cut down one of his countrymen. He 
fled for sanctuary toa Buddhist shrine, and entered the priesthood ; 
he remained unmolest-d. After atime, with a view to detect deccit 
and wickedness, as he imagined, in Christianity, he frequented a 
missionary’s house and studied the Scriptures with him. He became 
a believer in the truth of what he read; he renounced his priestly 
daties and assumed the garb of a layman. Fora year or more he re- 
mained at large, when suddenly he was acized at the time of the de- 
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portation of three or four thousand Romieh Christians and imprisoned, 
with great euffering, for two years. 

One other Japanese, who live in my house, was seized in express 
violation of the spirit of Treaty rights, he being a domestic servant, and 
his loss occrsioning much inconvenience. Some vague charge of wear- 
ing two swords was trumped up against him. | was privately informed 
that ho was that very nizht examined before a magistrate on the ground 
of his being a Christian. ‘The last I heard of him was through an official 
doeument, stating that he was imprisoned in the capital.—I am, &c. 


The following letter from Sir Rutherford Alcock has likewise 


been published by The Times :-— 


Both Lord: Lawrence and the “ Japanese Student” would seem to 
hold the influence of existing religious faiths the moat serioua of the 
obstacles to the conversion of the people of either race. This may be 
go in Hindostan, and it is far from wy intention to question the au- 
thority of Lord Lawrence on a matter so purely Indian. — But my ex- 
perience, which has been gained chiefly among the Chinese and Ja- 
panese, points toa very different conclusion. believe it would be a 
great mistake to assume that any religious faith now existing either in 
China or Japan constituted a serious obstacle to the success of mis- 
sionary enterprise. I am, indeed, persuaded that it is not a religious 
question at all in either country, and that any opposition experienced 
to the work of the missions is political in its origin and its end. This 
is not to deny that popular prejudice and economic fears as to the 
alienation of property for Church purposes by devout converts, or the 
pretensions of missionaries under French protec'ion to recover Church 
property confiscated two centuries ago, may play a considerable part 
in China, thanks to the impolitic clause introduced into the first 
French Treaty, signed by M. Lagrené in 1844. But these are not re- 
ligious grounds any more than those which dictated a law of mortmain 
in nearly every country in Europe. The Tientsin massacre of French 
missionaries and sisters two years ago was not due to any religious 
feelings, but to quite other causes of hostility. The Bonzes have very 
little, indeed, to siy to such matters. They are neither active nor 
influential, being ignorant, lazy, and much discredited ; they are alto- 
gether out of court. Any small influence they may yet retain, 
whether in China or Japan, would seem to be as limited—as Senor 
Zorrilla declared in the Cortes was the influence of the Roman 
Catholic priests in Spain—to the mothers and daughters among the 
people. All the educated men, as a class, are either Taoniate or Con- 
fucianiats, and aceptica. so far as the tenets of Buddhism, or any other 
form of religion with which they are acquainted, is concerned. In the 
temples it is very rare to see any congregation except women 
and children; the men, at any time, are very few, and those generally 
of the lower classes. Among these there may be some lingering snper- 
atition, but of religious faith I have seen no evidence during @ resi- 
dence of twenty-three years among them. I cannot, therefore. agree 
with the ‘‘ Japanese Student” that any difficulties experienced by the 
miasionaries in his country arise from this cause. It is true that pilgrim- 
aves to certain shrines and sacred places are much in vogue in Japan, 
and among the men more exclusively, for the women were only allowed 
this privilege asan Imperial favour once in a series of years. But I doubt 
the existence of any religious motive for the excursions, and agree en- 
tirely with another of your correspondents, ‘A Resident in Japan,’ 
that Sindovism has as little hold upon the minds of the people as 
Buddhism. With regard to the hostility of either ruler or people— 
Chinese or Japaneae—to missionaries, I am convinced that religion 
has very little or nothing to do with it. It springs exclusively from 
other sonrces, and those of an Ultramontane character, and taking 
their rise from very similar feelings and motives as the opposition 
manifested in so many countries, Roman Catholic and Protestant alike, 
at the present moment, Its real cause is jealousy of a foreign rival to 
the allegiance of the people, and a power which claims authority higher 
than any sovereign’s, and inimical to the free exercise of any power 
independent of the aaserted spiritual dominion of a Charch. 

Some of yourreaders may be disposed to ask, “ What has Ultra- 
montanism to do with the missionary question in China?’ Aad I 
think a perfect and complete answer is to be found in Archbishop 
Manning's exposition of hia speech at Sheffield on the loyalty of Roman 
Catholics, which appears in The Times of this day, together with the 
able leader commenting upon it. Although Dr. Manning denies hav- 
ing said that Catholics mast be out of sympathy with a State which 
admits freedom of worship, or that he spoke of the Ultramontanism 
he protessed as involving allegiance to a foreign Power or Sovereign, 


he clearly admits that it does so within acertaincircle. And that” 


circle, although he would limit it in words as one which surrounds 
only his faith, embraces, as you have clearly shown, e0 much of civil 
affairs, and so many matters on which the Civil Power bas, and always 
hag had, much to sty, that practically the limitation goes for nothing. 
The question of education—a subject of actual agitation here—in 
France and in Germany at the present moment, and the toleration of 
diverse creeds and forms of doctrine are both matters of such essential 
importance that an uncompromising Opposition in obedience to the 
mandate of a Pope or Church of Rome might create a civil war, and 
rebellion against the National Government. Yet, in both these, if 
Roman Catholics are pledged beforehand, as you point out, to principle 
laid down for them by the infallible authority of the Pope, how can 
it be maintained that allegiance to the State and submission to the 
law are unaffected? Itis the independence of this power within a 
State, this /mperium in Imperio, which the rnlers of China and of 
Japan alike object to, as fatal to their own authority and supremacy ; 
and they resist its encroachments within their territories as the Em- 
peror of Germany and the Queen of England resist all similar preten- 
sions to the assertion of a power above tlic law, 

There have been two pioneers of Western civilisation and inter- 
course in the East —the merchant and che missionary. And the ex- 
perience of the past haa taught all Eastern races, China and Japan 
more especially, that of these by far the most dangerous to their in- 
dependence, and the most fruitful in external wars and internal con- 
flicta, is the missionary. Cochin Chins, not thirty years ago, became 
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a French conquest as the consequence of missionary enterprise. China 
it-elf was invaded by the French, in alliance with ns, on a missionary 
utrrel The Korea has been an object of attack for similar motives. 
ue Protectorate of France for the Roman missionary in the E.st is to 
these people and their rulers regarded aa a mere mask for usurpation 
and invasion. 
I do not speak here of this policy either in praise or condemnation. 
I am dealing with facts and results within my own experience. The 
question hag arisen, why do missionaries fail to convert the heathen 
populations ia the East, and what are the obstacles to a more com- 
plete success? And I answer these are the ciuses—the permanent 
and principal causee, which no missionary cfforts are likely to re- 
move, because their source lies beyond the sphere of their opera- 
tions. They are, in a word, political and not religious at all, in so far 
as either China or Japan are concerned. Those operations, in Ro- 
manist bands at least, rouse the fears alike of rulers and people. They 
not only conflict with their superstitions—and a people may be very 
superstitious with very little religion—but with their love of property 
and of national unity. They clash with their traditional sense of 
loyalty to the Sovereign, by creating in their midst isolated com- 
munities who are “Catholics firat,’ and Chinese only in so far aa a 
foreign priest and their Church permits. That Protestant missionaries 
are leas open to these charges, and are in some leaser degree objects 
of distrust and hatred. is rather due to the non-interference of the 
Protestant Powers on their behoof than to any discrimination of differ- 
ences of ereed or teaching. 








Monetary and Commercial, 
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The Stock Exchange Committee have appointed to-morrow a 
special settling day in the scrip and paid-up scrip of the new 
Seven per Cent. Sterling Loan of the Government of Japan. 
The scrip is quoted 3} to 3} premium. 

It is stated that the Porte intends to instruct the Khedive to 
convoke the International Commission which is to report on the 
unification of the Suez Canal dues at Cairo, instead of at Con- 
stantinople. The proposals of the Commission are afterwards to 
be submitted to the Turkish Government. 

The Agra Bank has, we understand, closed their Hong Kong 
branch, and Messrs. Gilman and Co. will take charge of their in- 
terest at that port. Mr. McCall, the manager at Shanghai, will 
b> relieved by Mr, Lemarchand, who jlcft by the P. and Q. 
steamer Deccan on the 18th ult. 

Messrz. David Sassoon and Co., of London and Bombay, have 
announced the formation of a house at Calcutts under the ma- 
nagement of Mr. H. 8. Howard and Mr. R M. Cohen. 

A statement of the affairs of Messrs. B. P. Seare and Co., silk 
merchants, submitted at a meeting of creditore held on the 29th 
ult., showed total liabilities amounting to £155,153 4s., of which 
it was estimated £144 591 133. 81. would be covered by the silk 
' deposited as security; leaving only £10,561 10s. 4d. to rank 
against free assets of £2.628 8s. 1ld. It was resolsed to liquidate 
by arrangement, and Mr. J. Waddell, accountant, was appointed 
trustee, with a committee of inspection. 

We noticed in our last issue a pamphlet of Mr. Holt on the 
new Bill of Lading, from which it seems he is anxious to escape. 
He has just announced that he will accept 5 per cent. primage on 
freights by the old form of Bill of Lading, instead of the usual 10 
per cent. ; 

Rar silver continues firm, and the price is now slightly higher, 
the demand being entirely for the Continent. The quotations 
close at 591d, to 5915-16d. A large amount of new Mexican 
dollars have been sold at 583d. per oz, thus maintaining the 
advance recently obtained. It is difficult to quote a price for the 
old coin, as there are so few on the market.

SHANGHAI. 
Dates extend to the 27th Dec. No later mail had been re- 
ceived, but the French mail of Nov. 8 was expected on Dec. 27. 
The following summary is from the North China Herald :-— | 


This being the last French mail day of the year, a large pro- 
portion of the mercantile community have now made the best of 
their way up country, to the haunts of the savage pheasant, the 
deer, and the pig. Game is very plentiful this season, and deer 
ga aching td numerous. 

e learn from Chefoo that the barque Southland is badly 
ashore near the Shantnng Promontory. 

We bear that H.B.M. Consul, Mr. W. H. Medhurst, received a 
letter from a portion of the crew of the Benares, of London, in- 
forming him of the wreck of that vessel in the Loochoo group, 
and praying for relief. The captain (Anderson by name), officers, 
and crew, save five, were drowned. The letter bears no date be- 
yond “ the 8th of this month,” but no month is given. 

The Shaftesbury hauled out of the old dock, and the Appin took 
her place. The former has been transformed into an entirely 
different looking vessel from what she formerly was, having had 
a hurricane deck placed on her, and various other alterations and 
improvements, making her more suitable in every respect for the 
China coast and river trade. The Appin, we presume, is about 
to undergo her annual overhaul, after having accomplished twenty 
trips to Tientsin and back this year. 

The Nanzing has returned from the North, having successfully 
landed all the valuable cargo which she took ie from this port, 
though at the time of her departure from here there were grave 
doubts of success. The entrance of the Peiho river was open, 
and there were large blocks of ice on the banks, so that her ex- 
perienced commander, deeming peueence the better part of valour, 
wisely discharged his cargo at Taku inatead of venturing to go 
to Tientsins On the passage down, whilst taking in cargo at 
Chefoo, the chief officer met with a serious accident. We learn 
that while he was attending to his duties a heavy bale of merchan- 
dise fell from the upper deck to the lower hold, where he unfor- 
tunately happened to be at the time, and struck him on the left 
side of the body, causing serious internal injuries. We are happy 
to say, however, that he shows signs of recovery. 

At the U.8.N. Co.’ meeting the report and accounts for the 
half-year to 30th Sept. were passed. dividend of six per cent. 
for the six months is paid. The sale of the company’s steamers 
and other property to the New River Company was confirmed, and 
it was resolved to wind up the pompeny = affairs after the transfer, 
at the end of March next. A bonus of five per cent. to contribu- 
tors was declared, and Mr. R. F. Eastlack was elected an auditor 
in the room of Mr. Pryer. 

A correspondent informs us that the first trunnion piece or hoop 
fora new wrought-iron gun with steel tubes, after the newest 
Woolwich pattern, was completed at the Kiangnan Arsenal on 
Wednesday, by a Chinese blackamith, and is in every respect a 
very fine forging. A very heavy casting was run off on Thursday, 
to replace a former attempt of the same sort, which did not come 
up to anticipation after the cooling process had been passed. 
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The large steam hammer lately erected has been usefully em- 

loyed in reducing quantities of old iron to what are technically 
lena as “blooms,” or slabs of sound metal. Between twenty 
and thirty tons of valueless iron has thus been turned to good 
account. 


Our Ningpo correspondent writes :—One of the foreign hongs, 
called “ Foong-ling,’’ and belonging to Mr. A. F. Tyree at this 
port, was discovered to be on fire. ‘The house being built in the 
native style was quickly enveloped in flames, and was completely 
gutted, in spite of all efforts to keep the fire down. Colonel 
Cook’s engine was promptly on the ground, and he himself with 
his force worked well, and their exertions were successful in pre- 
. Venting the fire from spreading further. Every available Chinese 
engine besides was speedily at work, and did good service. This 
is, we believe, the first fire that has occurred to a foreign hong 
in Ningpo, and the damage is considerable, only the four walls 
being left standing. The loss however is, we learn, fully covered 
by insurance. 


Our Hankow correspondent writes on the 17th :—We have had 
rather an exeiting time here during the last few days. We have 
been made to feel that, however desirable a number of gunboats 
are in time of trouble, they are not so desirable in time of peace 
and quietness, especially when they happen to be of different na- 
tionalities, as is the case with us at present. There are in port 
now H.B.M.’s gun-boat Avon, the U.S. gun-vessel the Afonocacy, 
and H.I.R.M. gun-boat the Morge. About 430 p.m. last 
Sunday afternoon some of the Russian sailors attacked a 
man from the Monocacy and kicked him brutally on the 
Bund, in the immediate vicinity of the Police-station. 
Then another of the Monocacy's crew, a quiet, inoffensive 
man, was set upon by one of the above Russian sailors. In 
the meantime, an English missionary was passing, and turned to 
the latter party, asking ‘“ What isthe matter?” The reply he 
got was a blow on the head from the Russian sailor, who, it 
seems, was not drunk. By this the missionary was thrown on the 
ground, and a second Russian sailor ran up and severely kicked 
him several times; fortunately, the injuries inflicted are not 
likely to be serious. The Monocacy sailor was by this time out of 
danger. Between eight and nine on Sunday evening there was 
another row in the Chinese street, between some sailors and na- 
tives. The consequence of this row was more serious than the 
first ; a native was killed ; how, and by whom, it is as yet impos- 
sible to say. 

The steamer Ulysses leaving on the 27th takes 1,300 bales of 
silk, and over 1,000 tons of tea, for London, via Foochow. 

The directors of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Company 
have declared a semi-annual dividend of six per cent. on the 
capital stock, payable on the 7th Jan. 

The North China Daily News of the 27th says:—We under- 
stand that the Curlew was to leave for the Loochoo Islands, with 
a Consular interpreter on board, in quest of the Benares and her 
shipwrecked crew. The letter addressed to “ H.B.M.’s Consu- 
late at Shanghai” was sent via Foochow, having gone by a native 
vessel to the care of the Loochoo Factory there. Unfortunately 
the special form of its address led to its being sent on to Shang- 
hai, while, had it been looked into at Foochow, opportunity would 
have been afforded for inquiring of those who brought it the cir- 
cumstances under which they came by it, and more immediate 
assistance might have been rendered. The letter, obscure and un- 
certain in itself, becomes still more mysterious from the fact that 
noadvice of the departure of a ship callen the Benares from 
London for any Eastern port has been received. - 





HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 2nd Jan. The outward P. and O, mail of 


15th Nov. arrived on 27th Dec. 


A meeting of the Legislative Council took place on the 26th, 
and all the members were present. A vote of $2,400 (six months’ 
pay) and $500 for passage money was granted to Mr. Moorsom, 
the late Surveyor General. The Sheriff's Ordinance and the one 
for the Protection of Girls and Women were postponed for amend- 
ments. The Spirit License Amendment Ordinance was discussed, 
but was ultimately withdrawn, the general desire being to consoli- 
date the former ordinances. Mr. Whittall gave notice of a 
- question for discussion at the next meeting of the Council, viz., 
whether it was desirable or not to erect two or more light-houses 
to the entrances of the Victoria Harbour, 

Saturday's Gazetle contains the usual notice respecting the 
police and lighting rates of the coming quarter ; an intimation 
that the postage of letters to Batavia, per French packet, will be 
18c. per half ounce ; and a teydroutaphié notice relating to the 
Yangtsze. It is, however, mainly taken up by a copy of the 
Postal Convention between France and England signed in 1856, 
which swells its bulk to that of a conventional Blue-book. The pre- 
sumed object of publishing this verbose and out-of-date docnment 
is to notify to the colonial public that French mail steamers may 
not “on any account” be detained—in other words, to show that 
the officials acted illegally in detaining the Ava. If this suppo- 
sition be correct, the act forcibly resembles that of the Chinaman 
who burnt down his house in order to roast his pig. Sixteen pages 
have been occupied in doing what three lines from the 5th Article 
would have done as well. 


The Mikado Troupe, not the first one that has assumed that 
name, we fancy, gave their first performance at the Lusitano 
Theatre on Saturday evening. As it commenced at half-past 
eight instead of at nine, as usual, many of the spectators arrived 
rather late, but soon after nine o'clock the house was remarkably 
well filled. The programme not having been at all adhered to, 
either as to the order or number of the feats performed. we can 
only remark upon the more striking parts of the evening’s enter- 
tainment. Miss Oosa, who is described in the hand-bill ag “the 
beautiful Japanese lady, only sixteen years old,” and is really ve 
pretty, went through her various tricks of top-spinning, &c., wit 
much ease and grace. 

The failure of a large native [ong of long standing is announ - 
ced, with liabilities guid to amount to $200,000. The firm in ques- 
tion had been in a precarious state for some time, but adverse 
advices by telegram received the day before yesterday from the 
branch firms at Singapore and other places rendered it impossible 
for the Hong to keep afloat any longer. We understand that the 
goleth have proposed a composition, and that the matter has 

een placed in the hands of lawyers. The native trade this year 
is said to have been particularly bad, and great losses have been 
incurred by several Llonvs in the rice business, 


The Advertiser says that the coolie market at Macao is very 
depressed, as usual at this time of the year. The Jsabel and Ve 
loce are on the berth loading very slowiy. Tho Cecilia sailed on 
the 14th inst. with 370 coolies and eight boys for Callao. The 
barracoons being nearly empty, the number of dead bodies found 
lying in the streets has diminished, only (!) eight having been 
found during the past week. 

The Masonic banquet, in honour of St. John’s Day, took place 
at the Freemasons’ Lodge last evening, over a hundred members 
of the craft being present. The usual toasts were proposed in 
suitable speeches, and drunk with much enthusiasm. A number 
of songs followed from various brethren. and the whole affair was 

ronounced a complete success. Had the services of the 80th 
bead been obtainable the evening would have been even more 
enjoyable. 

The Daily Press hears upon authority, that it has every reason 
to believe reliable, that the Home Government have sent out a 
despatch, with reference to the action taken in connection with the 
arrest of the Ava, of a very severe character, and containing in- 
structions which might end inthe suspension or dismissal of some 
of the officials concerned in that unfortunate affair. If this is 
true, it adds, it seems somewhat strange that no action has yet 
been taken in the matter. 

An action has been commenced in the Summary Jurisdiction 
Court by Captain Overbury, late Superintendent of the Sailors’ 
Home, against Mr. Bell, publisher of the Daily Press, for an al- 
leged libel in a letter on the administration of the Sailors’ Home _ 
that recently appeared in that paper. Damages are laid at 
$500. Mr. Brereton appeared for the plaintiff, Mr. Francis for the 
defendant. Upon the application of Mr. Brereton the case was 
postponed till Tuesday next at ten a.m. We believe it is intended 
to bring the case into the Supreme Court, under the Summary 
Trial Ordinance. What the alleged libel consists of we are unable 
to state, as, although we have garefully perused the letter in 
question, we fail (not being lawyers) to detect any cause of legal 
complaint. 

It is stated that the new company for sailing steamers under 
the Chinese flag contemplate purchasing the P. and O. steamers 
Avoca and Madras. 

The first general meeting of the Union Church Sabbath School 
was held at the Union Church on Christmas morning. There were 

resent a large collection of children, their teachers, and several 
adies and gentlemen. The proceedings opened with ® prayer 
from the Rev. James Legge, LL.D., after which the children 
united in singing the anthem “ Hark the Herald Angels Sing.’ 
The meeting was addressed by the Superintendent of the School, 
Dr. V. D. Collins, who introduced tne Hon. Chief Justice Smale. 
His interesting address to the children was followed by others from 
Mr. D. H. Bailey, Mr. D. R. Crawford, and the Rev. Dr. Legge. 
Three hymns suitable to the occasion were very prettily sung by 
the Sabbath School children between the speeches, one of the lady 
teachers presiding at the harmonium. After the benediction, the 
business of the day terminated with the presentation to the chil- 
dren of books and toys, which were provided by the teachers. 
The addresses delivered to the children were excellent and well- 
timed, so as not to prove irksome ; and the whole of the proceed- 
ings formed a very happy method of beginning the festive day. 
The school was opened on the 3rd November last with twenty 
scholars, and more than that number have been enrolled within 
the seven weeks which have since intervened. 


THE AMERICAN OUP. 

The race for the above cup has been run; Maiad, Naomi 
and Wave starting. A capital start was made from Green Island 
at 7.15, Wave having her topmast housed. Soon after leaving 
Naomi assumed the lead, closely attended by the other two, 
Wave, finding the wind falling light at the back of the land it 
sent up her topmast, and setting a square-headed topsail drew up 
on the Naomi and took first place. Before reaching Ling-ting 
the wind freshened considerably, compelling Wave to reduce sail ; 
Naomi, under a pressing of canvas, passed her off the island, with 
Naiad no great distance astern. On arriving at the south end 
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the yachts met with a very heavy sea, causing them to pitch bows 
under, all more or less sustaining damage. Wave, it is said, 
sprung her rudder head ; Naiad also suffering. Naomi, having 
carried away her bobstay, lowered her jib, reefed bowsprit, con- 
tinued the course under reefed cnaineéil and foresail, and round- 
ing Ling-ting about eleven. Before getting under the lee of the 
Lamma she repaired damageg, and set a small jib and shook reefs 
out of mainsail. In beating to windward towards Putoy met with 
a heavy sea the whole way, the boat behaving admirably ; she 
passed to windward of Putoy at 6.45, and entered the Ly-ee-moon 
at 8.20. It took her three hours to get round Putoy, a flood tide 
running very strong. She burnt a blue-light in the Ly.ee-moon 
Pass, but saw no signs of the stake-boat supposed to be there. 
The other boats arrived during the evening, having put back 
before reaching Ling-ting. 

The China Maz, on the Customs, says :—This service is worth 
examining. It consists of some three hundred members, governed 
and controlled by a man who, whatever may be said of him, is an 
able administrator. Of these employés, the youngest receives on 
joining a salary of three, four or six hundred sterling, varying with 
his age and previous experience, There are thirty or forty clerks 
at £800, and as many, perhaps, at £1,000. Deputy commissioners 
receive £1,200 ; commissioners at small ports, £1,600; at larger 
ones, £2,000; and at Shanghai, Foochow, and, we believe, Canton, 
£3,000 a-year, exclusive of house rent, &c. As to the salary of 
the Inspector-General, we can only refer to the Blue- book respect- 
ing the Osborne fleet, where Sir Fr. Bruce informs Her Majesty’s 
Government that the salary and allowances are fixed at £20,000 
a year. We need scarcely wonder that the influence of the in- 
spectorate, thus magnificently paid, chough primarily fiscal, is 
rapidly becoming political and moral.

arrived on the 5th Jan. The Straits Times says :— 


We publish a letter on the question of the proposed Militia 
Bill, which, as shadowed forth in his speech on closing the session, 
Sir Harry Ord is anxious to get passed before taking Ris departure 
from the Colony. All the information the public have as to the 
nature of the proposed measure is the scheme outlined in the 
Governor’s Minute, in which, as our correspondent points out, are 
certainly some very important proposals, requiring mature con- 
sideration, not only by the persons who will be affected by the 
measure, but on the part of the Legislative Council before sad- 
dling the community with a Militia law personally affecting every 
European in the place, into which may be introduced clauses suit- 
able enough for a country liable to invasion, orfora military nation 
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like Prussia, but which might in a little community like ours, and in 
the only sort of service the proposed militia will probably ever be 
called upon to perform—namely, suppressing riot—simply prove 
galling and harassing to the Europeans, and seriously interfere with 
their personal freedom. Though we think every European and every | 
person of European descent in the colony able to bear arms should - 
be liable in emergency to assist in defending the colony, or in- 
maintaining the public peace, yet we are by no means on this ac- 
count prepared to endorse any hasty scheme to effect this object, . 
much less where no need for haste exists. And atill less 
can we approve of the intention of his Excellency the Go- 
vernor to call the Council together just before his departure, 
with no other object than that he may, at the last moment, 
leave as a legacy to the colony a measure of his own 
conception, of which the public have seen only the outline, 
and that, too, without allowing time to feel the public pulse with 
regard to it. Those affected by the law will not be likely to rest 
easy while a matter of so great importance to them is being rushed 
through the Council with indecent haste, merely in order that a 
retiring Governor may carry a pet crotchet of he own, which he 
must know to be highly distasteful to the community. As we have 
more than once said, we approve of the principle involved, but 
by no means of the manner in which it is proposed to put it in 

ractice, and so far as we can learn the whole of the residents 

ave but one opinion about the measure. It is scouted as un- 
called for, and will be opposed tooth and nail. 

We are informed that the steamer Sunda, one of the Nether- 
lands India Steam Navigation Company’s fleet, which arrived here 
is the pioneer of a line of steamers to run once a month between 
Rhio and Penang, calling en route at Singapore and various ports 
in Sumatra, viz., Siak, Assahan, Deli and Lancat ; it is intended 
that they shall leave Rhio on the 5th of every month. 

The last Government Gazette notifies that the Municipal Com- 
missioners for Singapore, Penang, and Malacca, during the pre- 
sent year, will be composed as follows :—At Singapore, the Colo- 
nial Secretary, President ex-officio; the Acting Colonial Engi- 
neer (appointed for one year); W. R. Scots, Esq., for three 
years ; W. H. Read, Esq., for two years ; Tan Sengh Poh, Esq., for 
one year. At Penang: the Lieut.-Governor, President ex-ofticio ; 
Captain Speedy (appointed for one year); V. M. Noordin, Esq., 
for three years ; John Allap, Esq., for two years, and Stuart Her- 
riot, Esq., for one year. At Malacca: the Lieut.-Governor, Pre- 
sident ex-officio; W. D. Bayliss, Esq. (appointed for one year) ; 
Chan Tek Chang, Esq., for three years; ‘an Loh Seng, Esq., for 
three years; J. H. Velge, Esq., for one year. 

The Gazette also contains a despatch from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies with respect to the International Exhibition 
of next year, and also a paper from the Society of Arts offerin 
prizes for improved cabs. It is desired to obtain specimens o 
colonial woods used in building carriages, and especially in making 
wheels. As we do not imagine that any of our local carriage- 
builders intend to compete for a prize, we refrain from repro- 
ducing the despatch. There may be superior wood for; wheels in 
the Straits, but if so it is, we think, to be regretted it is not more 
extensively used by the local carriage-makers. 

The inviting of fresh tenders for the Batavia opium farm has 
resulted favourably : the highest tender being at the rate of 
f.73,050 a month instead of f.47,100, the highest Bid at the first in- 
vitation. The remainder of the Deli field force has returned to 
Batavia. 

The Sumatra Courant publishes the following as to what has 
befallen the runaway British seamen at Padang :—“ The six ar- 
rested seamen of the Queen of the Seas, who had been lodged in 
prison here for some days at the expense of that ship, were taken 
on board again on Thursday last, under police escort. But that 
this was not agreeable to them plainly appeared from the violence 
with which they strove to withstand the police force which had to 
accompany them. They had to be handcuffed, but when the 
latter had been broken by them in the boat, they were forcibl 
bound. Sometime before it had come out that they would ris 
anything rather than return on board ; thus some wounded them- 
selves in the calves of their legs with pieces of glass, but it was 
in vain,—they had to go back to their ship.”

PROGRESS IN THE FAR EAST. 


(PALL MALL GAZETTE. 

We have lately been speaking of the rapid and successive changes 
taking place in the Ease and the probable consequences to the Asia- 
tics themselves, and to us more indirectly. Late mails from China 
and Japan give many curious evidences of this spirit of progress ; 
and in the latter country of sweeping changes, which threaten to de- 
nationalisezthe people by entirely revolutionising their institutions, 
religion, costume, and language. In China the progress is more slow 
and less marked. Each step, moreover, in this direction has been 
taken contrary to the will of the rulers, and against considerable op- 
position among the people. . Nevertheless, even there the changes 
which the present generation has seen are neither few nor insignifi- 
cant. They have not, like the more impulsive Japanese, railroads and 
telegraphic lines yet ; these are, on the contrary, strenuously opposed 
as undesirable and needless innovations. But they have, as the latest 
novelty, a new Chinese ateam company, under the style of the “ China 
Merchante’ Steam Navigation Company,” the whole of the shareholders 
in which, we believe, are natives. Then the marriage of the Em- 
peror, and his assumption of the reins of power, must almost of 
necessity lead to the solution of the long pending Andience ques- 
tion. And there can be little doubt as to the reception of the foreign 
representatives with no more formality than is observed at European 
Courte. There was, indeed, a telegram from Hong Kong lately 
announcing that news had been received from Peking stating that the 
settlement of the Audience question had been satisfactorily made. We 
have reason to doubt whether any such telegram reached the Foreign- 
office, but in any case it would seem to be only a question of time. 
Whatever may be its importance as regards the position of the Treaty 
Powers in their relations with the Court of Peking—and it is quite 
possible that this may have been over-estimated—there can be no 
doubt of the grave importance such an innovation will bave on the 
ceremonial at the Chinese Court, and the position of the Emperor as 
regards the mandarins and the people. It involves, in a way clearly 
appreciable by the popular mind, the formal renunciation of the Em- 
peror of China’s claims to supremacy and universal dominion; and 
with these the corresponding pretensions to Divine descent. This 
cannot be a light matter in a great Asiatic Empire. And the fact 
may well account for the obstinacy with which all claime of equality 
have been hitherto resisted. With the abolition of the ko-tow as a 
Court ceremonial must disappear much of that slavish reverence for 
authority and the Son of Heaven on which the whole theory of Chinese 
government in a great degree rests. What smount of revolationary 
feeling or action such a change as this may lead to it would be 
hazardous to predict. It cannot be unimportant, however. 

So, in like manner with the Mikado or Tenno of Japan, who within 
the last three years has emerged from a atate of absolute seclusion, 
where he dwelt in highest sanctity, to the broad light of day. He has 
since conformed to the requirements of modern civilisation in the 
most advanced of European States, and it must of necessity follow 
that whatever sanctity or reverence attached to his office as supreme 
in Church and State, and to hia own person as a lineal descendant of 
the Kami, or gods of Japan, will cease to influence the popular mind, 
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Opening railroads and Parliaments in Western diplomatic uniform 
driving in the streets, and mingling with the crowd in European cos- 
tume, must be fatal to the Divine attributes so long assigned to 
the Mikado. Starched collars and patent-leather boots are enough to 
destroy all celestial affinities. We have heard lately of some design 
on the part of the Tenno to promulgate a new religion. He had better 
be quick about it. No doubt it was quile within the limits of the 
Divine authority hitherto assigned by the popular voice and tradition 
to the Supreme Head, to issue any decrees he might be inspired to 
frame for the spiritual and temporal government of his subjects. 
This, however, isa power which cannot long survive the familiarity 
of crowds, and daily life among his people as a mere ordinary mortal. 

In the meantime the Japanese as a people are giving the most un- 
deniable, if not altogether the most desirable, evidence of assimilating 
all the elements of European civilisation, and so following in the track 
of their rulers. We learn that the Government of Japan has recently 
appointed a consul and vice-consul to Italy, in furtherance of the in- 
tereats of native merchants. They have been busied about a second 
loan in London and Paris to the extent of six millions sterling, which 
is to bear interest at the rate of 7 per cent. Pars passu with these 
operations, the Japanese dealers in spirits are beginning to brand their 
saki tubs with various inscriptions to entice sailors and others to buy 
‘the pernicious stuff they contain. Among others, we are told of a 
sufficiently ludicrous brand printed in large Roman letters: “ Beat 
brewed saki saved one’s life.” If they would only be content with 
writing puffs for their own spirituous productions, one might forgive 
them. There are good people who do the same thing here. Unfortu- 
nately they bave advanced far beyond that in the paths of Western 
civilisation, and the worst trash is sold to sailors and soldiers, little 
capable of discriminating, under forged foreign labels. So evil goes 
with good. We do not exactly know how far the missionaries may 
ultimately succeed in neutralising the former. But it is quite clear 
they have no power to prevent the converta to European civilisation 
from being shameless adepts in fraud and adulteration ; and following 
only too closely the example set them in our own centres of industry, 
at Manchester and elsewhere.

DEPARTURE OF Rev. GrirFitd JoHN FOR Caina.—A farewell meet- 
ing was held at Ebenezer Chapel, Swansea. The chapel, which is one of 
the largest in the town, was densely crowded. ‘The mayor, Mr. Ford, 
in the absence of E. M. Richards, Esq., M.P., presided, and delivered 
a short address on the satisfaction all present must feel at having such 
an opportunity of doing honour to a Swansea man. The rev. gentle- 
man first addressed his hearers at great length in Welsh, and then for 
a short time in English. In the course of his masterly address, in 
which he thanked all present heartily for manifesting the love they 
bore him, and for being present that evening, he defended the London 
Missionary Society from any blame that might be imputed to it by 
his leaving for China while his wife was in such a precarious state of 
health. The directors of the society had no hand in the matter. He 
had been treated by them as a gentleman and a Christian brother. A 
life-sized oil painting of the rev. gentleman was exhibited, which is to 
be presented to Brecon College, where Mr. John received his training. 
The artist was Mr. Jones, of Merthyr, and the painting does him great 
credit. Mr, John, a few days ago, was presented by his friends in 
Ebenezer Chapel (of which he became a member when eight yeara of 
age) with a valuable case of books. 


Mr. Cook 1n Japan.—The Times publishes a letter from Mr. Cook 
of the voyage from San Francisco to Yokohama, which he concludes 
as follows :—We are really all delighted with Japan, and 12,000 miles 
from London, surrounded with endless foreign objects of interest, 
there is so much of home life that it is almost like being at home. 
Permit me, in conclusion, to acknowledge the great kindness of one 
well known in military, naval, and diplomatic circles, Mr. W. H. 
Smith, manager of the Army and Navy Club, who has been my guide, 
philosopher, and friend in our pursuita of pleasure in Japan. To- 
morrow we embark for Shanghai, going throngh the inland sea of 
Japan, which is said to combine all the beauties of all the English and 
Scotch lakes. Then we go to Hong Kong, Canton, and other Chinese 
cities, after which our programme includes Singapore, Penang, Galle, 
~ and parts of Ceylon, Calcutta, and a run over 2,000 miles of Indian 
- railways to Benares, Agra, Cawnpore, Lucknow, Delhi, and thence to 
Bombay, where we embark for Egypt, the Nile, Palestine, from some 
of which places I may again trouble you. 


AMERICAN papers state that intelligence has been received at the Navy 
Department at Washington, from a naval officer of high rank at Tient- 
sin, stating that the Chinese soldiers are being rapidly armed with the 
latest improved patterns of breech-loaders, and that the foreign popu- 
lation is alarmed at the prospect of a disturbance. Whether this is 
_ being done for the purpose of success in the event of a revolutionary 
movement, or to be employed against the foreizn population, is the 
question just now. The naval officers at Washington, who are familiar 
wilh the condition of Chinese affairs, are of opinion that it is a prepa- 
ration for war against the Europeans in that country. The English 
diplomatic and naval officials are watching with great solicitude the 
turn of events, and will be prepared for any emergency. The orders 
of Rear-Admiral Jenkins, commanding the United States Asiatie 
ae of such a tenor that he will be ready with the best vessels 
- Of the eet. .

Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, Feb. 4. 

The German Parliament, according to the present arrangements, will 
assemble in the second week of March, although it is by no means cer- 
tain that the Prussian Chambers, which are now in session, will have 
got through all their business, in which case the two Parliaments will 
be sitting at the same time, a circumstance unprecedented in this 
country. Should such an event occur, it will be attended with some 
considerable inconvenience, because a good many of the members belong 
to the Prussian and also to the German Parliament, and as they cannot 
attend in both places at once, they must neglect their duties in one to 
support or oppose a measure in the other; to say nothing of the risk 
of not being able to make a quorum, which of course would only tend 
to protract the session still more. But notwithstanding the possibility 
of such a clashing, the interests of the Empire arc paramount, and 
must take precedence of all others, as the coming session promises to 
become the most important of any that have hitherto been held. On 
the estimates for the army and navy depend the settlement of the 
Budget. The only revenues belonging to the Empire are those derived 
from stamps, the post. and telegraph department,and the surplus—if there 
be one—from the administration of Alsace-Lorraine, all the rest of the 
expenses being divided among the different States in proportion to their 
population, by the so-called matricular payments. Among the other 
Bills to be brought forward will be one for a modification of the Con- 
stitution. It is proposed to create a responsible Minister for Foreign 
Affairs, another for the Finances, and a third for railways, canals, river 
navigation, and other means of public communication. 


But by far the most important Bill of the Session will be that for the 
settlement of the bank and currency question, and as it is so pressing— 
having been delayed far too long, as it ought to have been settled last 
year, and a period fixed for its coming into operation—it will be one 
of the first to come under discussion. The Federal Council is now 
engaged in drawing up the details of the Bill. As yet but little has 
transpired on the subject, probably as the Council have come to no 
definite determination ; but asa general principle it is understood that 
the Bank of Prussia is to extend its operations by doubling its present 
share capital, be placed under the immediate control and orders of the 
Chancellor, and have the exclusive privilege of issuing notes in propor- 
tion to the bullion and coin in the Bank cellars; whilst, on the other 
hand, they are to be restricted from issuing notes under a certain limited 
sum, probably 50 or 100 marks of the new currency. One reason for 
my saying above that the settlement of the new currency has been 
delayed far too long, is the great inconvenience felt all over the country 
by the scarcity of coin, for whilst the silver dollars are being bought up 
and melted into bars for export by the private trade, and the Govern- 
ments are bound not to coin any more, on the other hand the new gold 
coinage—which now amounts to the respectable sum of 450,000,000 
marks, or nearly twenty-three millions sterling—has not been put ia 
circulation, but is lying idle and unproductive in the treasury. 


In the last Session a resolution was passed to defer to public opinion 
and repeal the very unpopular salt-tax ; but as it brought into the re- 
venue some seven or eight million dollars, a substitute for the tax had 
to be found in some other way. This was more easily said than done, 
and must have caused the Minister of Finance a gond deal of headache 
to find the right horse on which to place the load. Nor has he yet suc- 
ceeded. At first it was proposed to raise the duty on imported tobacco and 
cigars—the former from 4 thalers now payable up to 10 thalers per centner, 
and to augment the latter by making it 20 thalers instead of the pre- 
sent rate of 10 thalers—and further to increase the tax on home-grown 
tobacco ; but the very proposal raised such a nest of hornets about the 
Minister’s devoted ears, that he was glad to escape from the din by 
letting the project fall to the ground ; for contrary to his expectation, 
the whole trade—importers, dealers, growers, manufactarers, retailers, 
and even consumers (this latter class being the most numerous, num- 
bering ten millions of smokers)—rose up us one man to oppose such a 
ruinous project. The latest proposal now under consideration by the 
Federal Council is to impose a tax on the transfer of movable property 
bought and sold on Change and in the Produce Markets. This may 
have the good effect of checking to a certain extent the speculative and 
swindling transactions indulged in to such incredible amounts every day 
on the Stock Exchange and in the Share Markets of every place of note 
in Germany, whilst real purchasers and bona-jide investors will not ob- 
ject to pay the proposed tax. In execution of this project it is under- 
stood that to make a transaction legally binding the contract notes are 
to bear a stamp of 24 groechens, or 3d. sterling, and aa this is to be borne 
both by the buyer and the seller, every such transaction would produce 
6d. to the reverue, to be levied by means of adhesive stamps as in 
bills of exchange, and obliterated in the same way. Secondly, there is 
to be a tax of 4 per cent. on all new loans, shares, bonds, and pre- 
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ference obligations issued in any of the German Money Markets; and 
lastly, a stamp duty of 3-5 per cent. on all foreign funds, shares, and 
other values, where the coupons or dividends are payable at any place 
within the territory of the German Empire. 

Several Persian officers have arrived at Berlin with the intention of 
making some stay there to make themselves acquainted with the Prussian 
military organisation and study the German system of strategical tactics. 
Ae a curiosity I may here mention that of these followers of Malhioommed 
oneisa Freemason, and, after undergoing the needful examination, was 
formally acknowledged as such and has been admitted as an honorary 
member of the Grand Lodze during his stay at Berlin. He states that 
in the same way that the Emperor and Crown Prince of Germany are 
members of the Order, soin Persia the Khan and most of the great 
officers of State and Court officials cultivate Freemasonry in the higher 
degrees, he himself belonging to a lodge equal to the Royal Arch io 
England. 

A specinl general meeting of the shareholders of the ‘* Deutsche Bank, 
Actien-Gesellschaft,” is convened for the 22nd inst. ut Berlin, to take 
into consideration several proposals for altering parts of the “ Statutes?’ 
made by the Board of Directors. In consequence of the extension of 
the business to foreign countries it is proposed to strike out from the 
name of the firm the words “ Actien-Gesellschaft.” For the same 
reason it is considered desirable that the Boafd of Directors be repre- 
sented at the diffcrent places where there ate now only agencies or 
branch establishments. On the other hand, in order tu secure and in- 
crease the influence of foreign shareholders on the business of the Bank, 
they are admissible to representation at the Board. In the next place, 
it is found that tho transactions in foreign parts and the interests of the 
shareholders are partially crippled by having two persons armed with 
equal powers at the head of the branch establishments ; and finally, 
it appears advantageous that the directors of the braneh Banks at 
Bremen, Hamburg, Shanghai, and Yokohaina, as well as the one now 
in course of formation in London, should participate in the general pro- 
fits of the undertaking, which would not only place them on a better 
pecuniary footing, but be an inducement for their increased energy in 
prosecuting the business of the Bank. 


COMMERCIAL. 

As usual at this time of the year the Produce Marketa aro quiet, and 
there is but little alteration to notice in the quatations. Tea is firmly 
held, and the sales by importers consisted of 355/4 and 600/16 chests 
Congou, 48/4 do Pekoe, with about 800 packages by the dealers. The 
demand for fine table Rice is continucd, as the prices are justly con- 
sidered low and Icave a good margin for speculation, Of Cassia Lignea 
8,000 chests havo been sold by importers at 84 new marks per 100 Ibs., 
but the official quotation is 86 to 87. There has been a good demand 
for Pepper, and Singapore sold readily at 6245 to G3, and Penang at 59 
to 61 new marks per 100 Ibs. Raw Cartnphor is rather dearer, and re- 
fined neglected, though the refiners are not at all inclined to lower their 
prices. Some transactions are reported in Spelter, amongst which were 
2,000 centnera orJinary marks, and 3,000 do .Silesian Union for spring 
delivery at 164 murks banco, payable in new currency ; also 1,000 cent- 
ners at 163, and 1,00 at 16}. 

SHIPPING. 

SA1LED.—Atalanta (str.), to Singapore and Cnina; Johanna, to 
Nicolayefsk ; Sophie, to Tahiti. 

The Olympia (str.) is advertised to leave for Singapore and China 
the middle of this month. ‘There has been a sharp frost for the last 
weck, and a good deal of ice in the Elbe, but not enouzh to impede the 
navigation. Sailing ships come up and down by the assistance of steam 
tuge, and steamers ean make their own way. 





HOLLAND. | 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
: RoTTERDAM, FEB. 5, 1873. 

Weare still waiting for the section report upon the Refurm Bill. J 
told you that this measure, proposed by the Ministry—it is said that 
Mr. Fransen van de Putte is its true author—is generally condemned 
by the Liberal press, and the opinion is consequently thut the report 
will not be favourable. It is not at all improbable that if this should 
be the case the Bill will be withdrawn by the Minister. It is not yet 
certain when the members of the Second Chamber will meet, but some 
newspapers ussure us that the date is fixed for the 18th inst. I need 
not add that the discussions will be of much importance ; not only that 
upon the Reform Bil! but also that abont judicial organisation, both of 
whieh may be made a stumbling-block for the Cabinet. Ifdefeated on 
either of these Bills the Ministry will be compelled to resign. The 
Conservative papers are going so far in their speculations that they 
assure us most positively that next month will bring a Ministerial crisis, 
In the meanwhile many of the members of the Second Chamber have 
spoken on public affuirs, amongst them Mr. Otto van Rees, wha yester- 
day delivered an important speech about the Agrarian Law. It was 
maiuly a retrospective contemplation of the condition of agriculture in 
Java, but his opinion of the meaasure was anything but favourable. 
He commented strongly upon the fact that private industry was not 
sufficiently encouraged, and that the undertaking of the exploration of 
Waste Grounds ought to be in the first place made by the Government. 
He further urged that the monopoly of the cultivation of coffee should 
be given up by the Government to private industry. A time must 
come when the State will be obliged to give up its pursuits as planter 
and grocer, and fulfil ite only task—the promotion of the general wel- 
fare of Java. The specch was much applauded. 

There is again some confusion in the affairs of the Steamship Com- 
pany Nederland. One of the three managers, Mr. M. L. J. van As- 
peren, has retired, and has addressed a letter to the shareholders ex- 
plaining his motives fur this course, and condemning the geveral 
management. Mr. Asperen urges that there should be only one director, 
not a merchant, but a nautical man, and that this director will not 
reside at Amsterdam, but at Niewe Dieppe. This letter bas made some 
noisé, and has strengthened the prevailing opinion that the hard times 


was regarded as the right man in the right place, when he was appointed 
manager. There is still another reason which makes it highly desirable 
that a reorganisation should be introduced, and this is the competition 
of the English company, whose first steamer, the Wyberton, sailed a 
few days ago for Java. The rates of passage money are much leas than 
those charged by the “ Nederland,” and freight is also lower, whilst the 
rls is quite as regular and good as that by the last named company’s 
eet. 

Your contemporary, the Pall Mall Gazette, has published a curious 
article about our colonies, which is a singular specimen of want of 
knowledge about our politics. The Gazette thinks it probable that the 
King of Holland would be inclined to sell Java and Sumatra! What 
would you say of a Dutch journalist who wrote that your Constitutional 
Queen would not be disinclined to sell one of the British possessions ? 
It is a singular fact that Englishmen generally speak with a certain 
disdaiti about Holland, without giving themselves the trouble of ascer- 
taining the true state of affairs. 

Rumours are ufloat that Mr. Stieltjes, M.P., had been appointed 
adviseur at the Colonial Department. This would most ceriainly 
have been a great concession on the part of Mr. Fransen van de Putte, 
but f regret to say that the report is quite unfounded. On the contrary, 
I am able to say that this gentleman—who has been engaged as 
technical adviseur of the Rotterdam Trading Society—has been invited 
tu assume the functions of secretary of the Commission appointed 
by the Minister to make the financial arrangements for the East India 
Railway net. 

The Bank has lowered the rate of discount one-half per cent., and the 
weekly retarn is so far satisfactory that we may reckon upon a farther 
reduction next week. The Moncey Market is well provided, but busi- 
ness at the Bourse is very limited; there is, however, a large demand 
for Bank shares, and those ofthe Rotterdam Bank are quoted at f.1193, 
those of the International Trading Company, Rotterdam, at f.105, and 
the Netherlands India Trading Bank at f.91. 

Belgian papers, which are still making great noise about the last 
treaty between Holland and Belgium (vrelerring to the Antwerp Glad- 
bach Railway), spread a rumour that Prince Henry, whose wife died 
some time ago, will marry a niece of his first wife, a Princess of Saxa- 
Weimar. This statement is wholly without foundation. 

In afew days a Conservative paper, L’Hurope Conservatrice, will 
be published at Breda. Mr, L. Canteloube de Malaret is the editor of ° 
this journal, which will be a supporter of Ruman Catholicisun. ‘ 

The Japancse umbassadors will arrive here on the 23rd inst. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The weather has assumed a more wintry character during the past 
week, which has causod navigation in the northern part of the country 
to be closed up by the ice, but since yesterday a strong thaw has set in, 
which will soon remove the existing impediments. Coffee has continued 
in good request, with great firmpess in prices, many buyers, who had for 
along time mistrusted the movement in the article, having now been 
compelled by pressing wants to operate, so that the combination of 
speculators, who gave the first impulse to the late advance, have already 
had an opportunity to realise part of their purchases at a nice profit. 
Regarding other articles of produce, I have to report a dull market. 

Corres has been in animated request, and a fair business has been 
doing in shipments of private importation, especially at Amsterdam, 
where about 11,000 bags changed hands. It ia difficult to meet sellers 
of good ordinary Trading Company’s Java under 52c. The following 
shipments of private importation found buyers since my last, viz.:— 
1,531 bags Java, ex Michael Angelo; 735 bags do., ex Conrad; 691 
bags do., ex County of Berwick ; 2,625 bags do., ex Henriette; 414 
bags do., ex Princess Amelia ; 8,020 bags do., ex sundry vessels. Total 
stock of Coffee on the 21st January, 423,400 bags, against 779,000 bags 
in 1872. Floating supplies to Holland, 443,700 bags, 

SuGcar.—Remuins very inactive, and I have only to report the sale 
of 543 baskets Suurabaya, afloat per Batavia, averaging No. 143, 
vacunm pan Sugar, very good and fine at f.344. Stock 6,000 tons. 

TEA.—The business done is more of a retail character from second- 
hands, to meet small wants. The cargo of China, lately imported here 
per steamer Hong Kong consists of 1,336/4, 4,544/12, 317/16 chests 
Congou and Souchong, but it is still uncertain when the same will be 
offered for sale. Stock 9,400 3-chests. 

Tosacco.—Java Leaves: Important sales of sundry marks took 
place at still advancing prices. The stock embraces 3,481 bales. 

Spices.—Transactions continue to be inaialy confined to small sales 
of Natmegs and Mace of private importation, for which easier prices are 
accepted.

THE APPEAL OF HART v. VON GUMPACH. 

THoseE who have followed the above action through its 
various stages must have learnt with satisfaction that the 
Judicial Committee of the Privy Council had reversed the 
decision given in the Supreme Court of Shanghai in favour 
of the respondent. And we need scarcely say that to all 
acquainted with the career of Von Gumpacg at Peking this 
judgment will have been as fully anticipated as must their 
wonder have been great at the extraordinary result of the 
first trial at Shanghai. The case gives rise to the question 
whether it should not be made competent to remove certain 
causes into which personal feeling has been largely intro- 
duced, beyond the reach of local politics and sympathies. 
Some such measure would appear to be the more desirable, we 
had almost said imperative, siuce, as in the. case of Von Gua- 
PACH v. Hart, not only the jury but the Judge would seem 
to have shown a decided leaning towards the then plaintiff. 
The Foreign Customs is not popular among the mer- 
chants in China, aud the invidious position of the Chief 
Commissioner, who stands as it were as a buffer between the 
Chinese Government and foreigners, renders him pecu- 
liarly open to hostile criticism. We have the highest au- 
thority for believing that a man cannot serve two masters, 
and it is possible that Mr. Hart, in his double capacity of 
confidential adviser of the Government and of Chief Commis- 
sioner of Customs may have been iuclined to seek rather the 
interests of his employers than of those of his owncountrymen. 
But however this may be, a strong feeling is known to exist 
among the mercantile communities in China against him. 
Under similar circumstances in England it is customary to 
apply upon a writ of a certiorari for the removal of the trial 
to some place beyond the reach of such influences. And we 
would submit that’ for the future it would be as well to try 
all cases in which Mr. Hart is concerned either as plaintiff 
or defendant beyond the jurisdiction of the Shanghai Judge 
and juries. 

It will be remembered that in the year 1866 Von Gum- 
PACH was appointed Professor of Mathematics and Astronomy 
at the College which it was intended to establish at Peking. 
The wisdom of his appointment was much questioned at the 
time it was made, as it was known that the professor held 
views on astronomical subjects which were opposed to those 
generally received by scientific men in England. However, 
this was a matter of small immediate importance, since, on 
his arrival at Peking, he found that obstacles had arisen to 
the establishment of a class in astronomy. Of this 
delay he made great and unceasing complaints, but, when 
requested to occupy his idle time by teaching mathe- 
matics, he, although in receipt of his full income as profes- 
sor of both mathematics and astronomy, protested against 
the proposition as an indignity to a man in bis position, and 
at length positively refused to do so. Things were in this 
condition when, on his expressing a desire to throw up his 
appointment and return to England, Mr. Hart promised to 
give him a year’s salary in advance, and to pay his passage 
home. Upon this understanding the allowance of one year's 
salary was handed over to him. He took the money, and 
then, with charming simplicity, wrote to know whether he 
was to consider it as an annual addition to hissalary? The 
obvious answer was returned to this extraordinary q:estion ; 
but eventually, as he seemed unwilling to leave China, and 
in face of the fact that he had received the gratuity of a 
year's salary on the undertaking that his appointment was 
cancelled, Mr. Hart, at the sequest of the President of the 
College, re-instated him in his former position. Even this 
conciliatory measure, however, by no means satisfied the 


scientific professor, who presently incontinently left Peking 
for Shanghai, there to institute legal proceedings against Mr. 
Hart for breach of contract. The Tsuna-LI YAMEN, on be- 
coming acquainted with this high-handed proceeding, came 
to the very natural conclusion that it was not fitting that he 
should be any longer retained as a professor in the College, 
and his connection with that establishment thereupon 
ceased. In order to establish his case against Mr. Harr in 
a court of law the professor was bound to show that the re- 
presentations made by the former to the Chinese Govern- 
ment on the subject of his conduct were wilfully malicious. 
This he failed to do, and yet the jury returned a verdict 
in his favour. This finding the Judicial Committee of the 
Privy Council’ have now reversed, and we congratulate Mr. 
Hart on both having received this complete vindication of 
his conduct throughout the negotiations, and on having got 
rid of so obstructive a professor as Mr. Von Gumpacg. 





THE CHINA SUBMARINE COMPANY. 
In a late issue we noticed that the shareholders of the 
Chiua Submarine Telegraph Company objected, to the rati- 
fication of the directors’ agreemert with the Great Northern 
Telegraph Company, for the establishmant of a uniform 
tariff for messages to China. At present the rate charged 
by the Submarine is £6, aud by the Great Northern £t 6s. 
Why does this difference exist? Simply bacause the Rus- 
sian Government convey the Great Northera meszages to 
Wladiwostok for almost a nominal sui, and undertake all 
repairs to their land lines. The Great Northera Company 
has done little more than expend the capital for laying the 
submarive cable fro.n Wladiwostok to Nagasaki, and Shang- 
hai to Hoag Kong. Competition is clearly a losing game 
for the Submarine Company, which is weighted with the 
cost of transmitting messages over the Indian lines, 
which, we believe, absorbs nearly £4 out of the £6 
charged by the company on a message to China. We 
believe an opinioa exists amongst a section of the share- 
holders that the agreement already made prohibiting their 
company from going North of Hong Kong in oconsidera- 
tion of the Great Northern not going South is a bad one. 
Good or bad there is no getting out of it, and the direotors 
are wise to use all means to obtain any advantage for their 
shareholders by a working agreement with the Great 
Northern Company. It removes more difficulties than ap- 
pear at first sight. 


Wira reference to the report on the Quang Se in our ship- 
ping intelligence, we understand that an Average Bond hag 
been signed without prejudice. The iron and other sundries 
were reshipped, but the bale dry goods mostly returned. 
There is no proof, but strong presumption, that the valves 
were opened wilfully by some person. The question of lia- 
bility of ship and underwriters, on the cargo damaged, will 
probably be decided on lezal authority. This steamer is 
under charter to the Pacific Mail Company for their Hong 
Kong and San Feancisco line. 


Sin CHARLES WINGFIELD has given notice in the House of 
Commons that on Friday, the 7th of March, he will call 
attention to the Chinese coolie traffic, and move a resolu- 
tion. Mr. Barture CocHRane has given notice that on the 
13th inst. he will ask the Under Seoretary for Foreign 
Affairs if he will lay on the table correspondence between 
Her Masesty's and foreign Governments on the navigation 
of the Suez Canal. 


THE long contemplated scheme of laying a Submarine 
Telegraph Cable between Hong Kong and Manila is about to 
be accomplished. We hear that some influential capitalists 
are about carrying out the undertaking in conjunction with 
Mr. WiLuIaM FRoup, the teleyraphio engineer. It is, we 
believe, also intended to lay a cable to connect Borneo an 
Singapore with Manila. . 


WE understand that the Peruvian man-of-war, Union, 
now repairing in London, and which has heen ordered to 
Japan, is not likely to be ready for a month. 


WE are assured that there is no foundation for the state- 
ment that the White Star line of Liverpool intend to put on 
steamers from San Francisco to China. 


Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary at Peking, will, we 
understand, leave for his post by the French mail of May. 
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JAPAN CONSULAR REPORTS. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports a decrease in Imports of 
$8 983,734, accounted for by the absence of demand for Saigon 
Rice. The gross Imports for the year show $14,445,231, against 
$23,428,965 ; and Exports $14,431,486, against $11,331,482. 
Exports thus show an increase of $3,100,004; but the general 
trale shows a decrease of $5,883,730 as compared with that of the 
preceding year. 

The business in Shirtings showed a large increase—more than 
double—over the previous year. Velvets exhibited a decrease 
even more oe ones: Woollens remained without muchalte- 
ration, and Metals showed $462,843, against $217,021 in 1870. 

The commencement of the season found Yokohama overstocked ;: 
3,500 bales of Silk had accumulated in the market in conse- 
quence of the war on the Continent. On the restoration of peace, 
however, trade revived, and 7,000 bales were bought for the Lon- 
don market. The total export for the year was no less than 
12.012 piculs, valued at $7,687,680, or nearly double that of the 
previous year, which was only 6,544 piculs, valued at $4,580,800. 
About two million silkworm egg cards were made, but, though 
fe were greatly reduced, one quarter of the stock was left on 

and. 

The demand for foreign Rice having so greatly declined, of 
course there was an abatement inthe tonnage. In the direct 
trade 83 ships only entered, and 37 cleared, with cargoes, against 
141 entered, and 38 cleared, in the previous year. 

The canal from Mississippi Bay to Yokohama, the enterprise of 
native capitalists, was approaching completion. The estimated 
cost was $300,000. 

HIOGO AND OSAKA. 

Mr. Consul Gower reports that considerable difficulty exists in 
ascertaining reliable figures ; in fact the labour spent in compil- 
ing the tables is little better than lost. And this state of things 
is likely to continue until the Japanese Government adopt a 
Foreign Inspectorate to protect their commercial revenues. In 
the present state of affairs Mr. Gower confines himself to the 
data of the Chamber of Commerce, as being the most reliable that 
can be obtained. 


Imports were beginning to be forwarded direct from foreign 


markets, but many of the ships on the berths for Yokohama and 
Hiogo were detained at the former port by agents who find it 
convenient to forward goods by transhipping them in the large 
American mail steamers, which call here every week on their 
way to and from Shanghai. Through these vessels Japan is sup- 
plied with many of the exports intended for the north of China; 
and this facility will be increased when the completion of the 
railway to Kioto and Tsuruga contributes to the supply of the 
North-West Coast. 

The Tea from the neighbouring districts had acquired sucha 
reputation that American merchants sent for it exclusively, 
This, of course, brought about a system of adulteration, detrimental 
to the trade. Silk also does not show favourable results for the 

ear. 

The “Sho-sha,” or Government trading steamers, in endeavouring 
to monopolise the coasting trade, and to secure freight,are supposed 
to concede certain advantages to the Japanese merchant, so that 
many from Osaka have actually been induced to take from thence 
native produce to Yokohama, and there oe our goods—a 
plan which has, however, generally resulted in loss. 

The Import of Cotton Goods (according to the above data) 
amounted to $1,633,142 ; of which half was from England, and 
half from open ports. Woollens were $1,006,965—$406,046 being 
from England. Metals from England, about $20,000, and a like 
amount from open ports. Miscellaneous imports amounted to 
$412,823 ; Eastern produce, $325,336. 

In Exports, $1,754,722 were sent from Hiogo, and $327,070 from 
Osaka to England and other countries. To open ports in Japan 
there was also sent $708,195 from Hiogo, and $139,622 from Osaka. 
These figures are exclusive of treasure. 

Between the returns of the Chamber of Commerce and those 
of the Custom House there is a difference of more than 30 per 
cent. in favour of the former. 

The Shipping report shows only one British vessel entered, and 
four cleared from Hiogo. The indirect, or carrying, trade from 
and to open ports in Japan shows fifty-two vessels entered, and 
forty-one cleared. From Osaka we have but one British vessel 
cleared, and none entered. In the indirect trade six were entered. 

Four foreign steamers were purchased by the Japanese at a cost 
of $159,000. 

Hiogo was provided with a lighthouse, the railway was pro- 
gressing slowly, and some wide roads were being made, but these 
improvements were checked by the late Gouchiji, Nakayama, 
against whose continuance in his office Mr. Gower forcibly pro- 
tests, stating that he has done more to retard the prosperity of 
the place than can he regained in two years. Among the mea- 
sures of annoyance which this Nakayama bad accomplished were 
the levying taxes in direct contravention of the Treaty and tariff, 
and the refusal of plots of ground for the erection of foreigners’ 
residencies. Moreover, by the diversion of the Ikuta river, whieh 
was effected without the advice of a competent engineer, Naka- 
yama not only entailed a heavy expense on the Government, but 
also “somewhat made public a large plan which he had traced for 
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the useless continuation of the settlement eastward. This, if ever 
carried into effect, will certainly not take place for many years ; 
and it therefore had the prejudicial effect of discouraging im- 
provements on the rear lots of the present concession, by deluding 
their owners with a hope of soon obtaining front situations on 
the supposed extension.” 

A typhoon washed away the sea-wall of the Foreign Settlement 
in July, and it was not until after considerable delay that it was 
replaced by “a similar inadequate protection, which now ex- 
tends all along the native town. This certainly improves the 
appearance of the place, but it has been built on such economical 
and faulty principles that it is sure to crumble down at the very 
first severe test.” 

At Osaka a lighthouse was erected near the mouth of the river, 
rendering it approachable by night. Exclusive of numerous na- 
tive sailing craft the communication between the two ports was 
kept up by twenty-four small river steamers, some of which were 
constructed at Hiogo ; but more than half this number was never 
in working order at the same time. 

The Mint was set at work in August, but the bullion sent in 
for coinage far exceeded its working capacity ; anda large melt- 
ing-house was consequently put under construction. ‘“ The Finan- 
cial Department, however, which, in that establishment, is en- 
tirely under the superintendence of Japanese, has given good 
reasons for complaint by not equally affording from the beginning 
the naturally expected impartial facilities ; and this went far to 
protect somewhat privileged capitalists in thus ruling fora short 
time fictitious fluctuations, and unfairly speculating to the detri- 
ment of the majority.” We have given this last and one or two 


| other extracts from Mr. Gower’s Report in his own words, in order 


that our readers may judge of the difficulty of making out wha, 
he means from the manner in which he expresses himself. No 
doubt his facts are to be entirely depended on, but his style, it 
must be confessed, lends point to his complaint that “ educational 
institutions do not of late appear to have received that attention 
and assistance they deserve, which does not reflect much credit on 
the local authorities.”

Mr. Consul Flowers reports a decrease of the Import trade by 
$1,063,659, and an increase in the Export trade of $1,014,989, as 
compared with the previous year. Considering the trade of the 

ort in the aggregate, it may be pronounced almost stationary. 

he Import trade suffers from the confined outlet of this market, 
and the absence of wealthy native merchants and banking fa- 
cilities. This trade was unremunerative. Piece Goods scarcely 
realised cost ; in many cases they left heavy losses. Exceptions 
may be made in favour of Grey Shirtings, during the early part 
of the year, and Black Alpacas, Merinos, and Fancy Woollens, 
chiefly of German manufacture. The demand for Metals was not 
large, and was chiefly confined to railroad and hoop Iron. Arms 
were unsaleable ; in many cases stocks, which had been here for 
two or three years, were reshipped to Europe for want of a market. 
This trade will probably be centralised in Yedo or Yokohama for 
the future. ; 

The Export of Tea increased from 17,893 to 26,750 piculs. To- 
bacco also attracted more attention, owing to the improved 
quality of the leaf produced. The improvement in this branch 
of brad may be considered permanent, and more land will be put 
under cultivation. Vegetable Wax seemed likely to become once 
more a staple export, if its cost could be reduced. In Camphor 
little was done here, the bulk being shipped from Hiogo. 

The export, however, which may be regarded as the most im- 
portant is the Coal trade, which reached 102,700 tons, an in- 
crease of 46,500 tons in the previous year. There is no doubt 
that this increase will continue to be progressive as coal-mining 
becomes more thoroughly developed. Much, however, requires 
to be done before the trade can compete successfully with Chinese 
coal. The cost of coal here is more than double that of coal in 
Australia, loaded on board ship, notwithstanding the fact of the 
much greater dearness of labour in Australia. Messrs. Henry 
Gribble and Co. pointed out, in their report on the forthcoming 
revision of the Treaty, “ that the Japanese Government should 
encourage the employment of foreign capital in coal mining, by 
recognising any equitable contracts that may be made between 
foreigners and Japanese, allowing the former to obtain due secu- 
rities for the capital invested, and itself not interfering in such 
contracts beyond stipulating for the receipt of a moderate royalty 
upon the quantity of coals produced.” : 

Ships can rely on outward cargoes, and need never leave in bal- 
last. The British vessels entered and cleared, however, decreased 
from 116 to 85, and their trade was absorbed by the Pacific Mail 
Company. Foreign shipping showed a greater decrease than 
British. A duty of one half per cent. is levied on all goods 
bought from, or sold to, foreigners. This affects the Import 
trade, as it becomes a direct charge, in addition to the regular 
tariff duty. It is not a very onerous one, but, the principle being 
once admitted, it may be increased at the option of the Govern- 
ment, to the detriment of foreign trade. The total value of Im-

Mr. Troup, Acting Consul, reports that the foreign trade de- 
creased from the two previous years, and did not much exceed 
that of 1868. In 1871 Imports fell from $789,325 in 1869, and 
$541,221 in 1870, to $183,010; while Exports showed only 
$495,161, against $716,835 in 1870, and $990,710 in 1869. Mr. 
Troup attributes this falling off to the defective administration 
of the Government which transferred the fishing districts of 
Yezo from private into official hands—ever since which they have 
declined. 

The tonnage of American shipping was the highest for the 
year, though, in the number of vessels, the British list stands 
first. The greatest value of cargoes, on the other hand, was 
carried in German bottoms, the mumber of vessels of which 
nationality is greater than even the American. The consequence 
of the high figure presented by the American tonnage was the 
institution of a monthly steamer of the Pacific Mail Company 
between this port and Yokohama—a gain which Japanese mer- 
chants and passengers seemed fully to appreciate. 

The registered native population of the town of Hakodadi was 
14,633 ; that of the surrounding districts of Kameda, Kayabi, 
and Kam-i-iso, 24,035—besides 276 Ainos, or Aborigines. There 
are only 26 Chinese residents in Hakodadi, and no more than 30 
of European or American nationalities. There isa considerable 
fluctuating native population dependent on the fisheries, on 
which the export trade of this island mainly rests. 

NEE-E-GATA. 

Mr. Consul Enslie reports trade and shipping as gradually de- 
creasing, and likely to cease altogether in a very few years, not 
withstanding the fertility, and mineral resources, of the soil. 
The chief causes of this decline are the bar at the entrance of the 
river, and the unprotected roadstcad. These might be remedied 
at comparatively moderate cost. But captains have steadily 
declined to risk their vessels in such dangerous waters, and the 
last foreign ship which visited this port left in June 1871. In- 
surance companies have also put their veto on the port; and 


premia for Nee-e-gata are in many cases higher than to England. 
Dhisu od Sadan, a omall avighbuuring ioland, ig supposed to be 


a harbour of refuge for ships bound for anchoring off Nee-e-gata ; 
but it is really of no avail, owing to the impossibility of procuring 
insurance on goods sent there in native boats, and the expense 
(to merchants) of keeping up establishments in both places. A 
50 ton steam lighter, of 10-horse power, could be chartered for the 
conveyance of merchandise to Sado and back, but insurance offices 
declined the risk, as they did those on native boats. Influential 
firms, knowing the resources of this place, if properly developed, 
were willing to give it atrial, but business was so discouraging 
that, early in 1871, they had all retired except one. Overland 
transport to Yokohama is too expensive to be generally employed. 
Nearly the whole import trade is, therefore, in the hands of the 
Japanese, notwithstanding a legitimate demand, which could be 
greatly encouraged by providing the facilities for safe navigation. 
The works that had been undertaken to this end had, however, 
resulted unsatisfactorily, being, no deubt, unskilfully conducted. 

Mr. Enslie’s Report is accompanied by a map showing the route 
of the canal between the Shinanogawaand Kawa-rivers. Thecostof 
this comparatively trifling work was fixed at £177,750 sterling, and 
the taxes necessarily entailed by its construction on the surrounding 
eountry are very high, the Government contributing only a very 
smallshare. What, therefore, requires to be done—and that without 
delay—is the removal of the bar—an undertaking on which the 
commercial vitality of Nee-e-gata depends, Mr. Enslie suggests that 
the capital necessary for this work might be raised by closing the 
Custom House at Ebisu, abolishing the present steam communi- 
cation between Nee-e-gata and Ebisu, and levying additional dues 
on junks. If it is urged that it would be better to close this 
port and open another—there being only one firm here, and that 
a German one—the place Mr. Enslie suggests is Nanao, in Noto, 
which, however, was discussed and dismissed before the opening 
of Nee-e-gata. If the latter place is left to its own resources, 
and tke cutting completed as at present designed, a very few 
years will suffice to effect its ruin, and force the last foreigner to 
quit it, as a place totally unsuited for trade. 

By way of counterbalancing this disheartening statement, how- 
ever, Mr. Enslie tells us that the mineral resources of Nee-e-gata 
are great and undeveloped; and the average total produce of the 
seven provinces of which it forms the centre amounts to no less 
than four millions and a half sterling per annum. That this is 
far below the producing powers of the country is generally ac- 
knowledged ; and there is no doubt that, with the adoption of the 
improvements suggested, its central position, its proximity to the 
sea, and its excellent water communication with the interior, 
might be made one of the most important sea ports in this 
country. 


CONSULAR REPORTS. 
BORNEO.—SARAWAK. 

Mr. Vice-Consul Marten reports a marked decrease in the trade 
of Sarawak in 1871 as compared with the previous year, though 
it exceeded that of 1869. ‘The cause of this fluctuation was the 
sudden demand and decline in gutta-percha—one of the chief 
products of the country—in which the export fell from $800,000 
in 1870 to $132,700 in 1871. In other articles, both of export 
and import, a steady increase took place. 
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Of the foreign trade a large proportion is carried on in British 
bottoms, the coasting trade being confined to native craft under 
the Sarawak flag. british Imports, however, valued £66,000, 
against £83,000 under the Sarawak flag, in 1871. The remainder 
were Dutch, £8,330; and native, £14,745. We give these figures 
in British currency for greater convenience, as Mr. Marten has 
calculated them, reckoning the dollar at 4s. 5d. In Exports, the 
British flag took away £77,879, against £65,766 under that of 
Sarawak. The Dutch took £10,922, and the native £15,258. 
During 1871 a Customs duty of $4 per koyan of 40 piculs—equal 
to about 8s. 9d. per ton—was levied on the export of raw sage, 
with the object of stimulating the local manufacture of sago 
flour. No alteration in the harbour dues was made in that year. 
but it was expected, as the Government was about to erect a 
lighthouse on Po Point, at the Moara Tabas eutrauce of the 
Sarawak River. The total Imports in 1871 valued $1,427,923, 
against $2,184,845 in 1870, and $1,121,866 in 1869. The total 
Exports were, in 1871, $1,268,337, against $2,332,631 in 1870, 
eae $1,149,689 in 1869. ‘The direct trade in British vessels from 
and to Great Britain and British colonies amounted to twenty- 
three vessels entered, and twenty-one cleared. 
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The Romance of Siamese Harem Life. By Mrs. Auna H. Leon- 
owens. London: Trubner and Co.—This is a new book, by the 
authoress of the “ English Governess at the Siam:se Court,” and 
it surpasses its predecessor in sensationalism and incredibility. 
The narratives of which it is composed are so horrifying that it 
is impossible to read them without sympathy amounting to suf- 
fering, with the victims whose tortures the authoress recounta— 
that is, assuming that the tales are truc, which we dre thankful 
to feel is much more than weare prepared to commit ourselves to 
believe. Mrs. Leonowens, indeed, avows herself in her preface 
as not unprepared to find her statements met with incredulity ; 
and she does not go so far as to vouch for all the tales she tells. 
On the contrary, she says “she tells these tales as they were 
tuld to her.” But thera ia prime faste evidence of so much 
exaggeration—if not sheer invention—about these hearsay nar- 
ratives, that, not only do we regret that she should have 
permitted herself to publish them, but also we feel that 
they communicate an air of incredibility to those parts of 
the book for which the authoress vouches on her own experi- 
ence. It is altogether inconceivable that an Englishwoman could 
have reconciled herself to endure for any length of time the 
horrors of such a pandemonium as she describes—still less that 
she should be able to dwell upon the harrowing details of her 
“romances” with such painful minutene:s, and evident gusto. 
We cannot perceive any reason why shecould not have obtainel 
permission to resign her appointment at almost any moment ; and 
therefore, as she carried out her engagement to the end we find it 
difficult to acquit her of the charge of ingratitude in spreading 
reports to the disgrace of those whose bread she ate for so long 
a period, and who appear to have always treated her with consi- 
deration and courtesy magnificently oriental. In a word, her pre- 
sent book, highly seqeonied as it is, must be taken with several 
‘grains of salt’? before its contents can be swallowed. A re- 
deeming feature in the volume is to be found in the illustrations, 
copied from photographs supplied by Miss Bradley, daughter 
of the Rev. Mr. Bradley, of Bangkok. Why Mrs. Leonowens, with 
so many facilities at her command, did not take more photographs 
on her own account is as inexplicable as the mystery which she 
throws round some of the personages in her ‘ romances ”’—for 
whose real names she says she has substituted fictitious ones, ‘in 
order to shield from what might be undesired publicity persons still 
living.” This delicate evasion seems to be caused by the appre- 
hension that The Romance of Harem Life may find its way into 
Siam ; but, in that event, Mrs. Leonowens cannot surely fail to 
perceive that, if her facts are true, they will identify these indi- 
viduals as certainly as would the publication of their real names. 


Ocean Highways presents us with a more than usually inte- 
resting part this month. In addition to some valuable contribu- 
tions on the subject of Arctic discovery, it contains a large 
coloured map of the Siberian Polar Sea, compiled by Mr. E. G. 
Ravenstein, and another sketch-map of.Delagoa Bay and the 
South African Republic, from the same authority. Dr. C. Beke 
contributes a paper on the position of the sources of the Nile, and 
the proceedings of geographical societies at home and abroad are 
compendiously reported. 


Mr. Effingham Wilson has added another to the long list of 
Commercial Hand-books, for which his house has so long enjoyed a 
special reputation, in a collection of General Interest Tables com- 
piled by Mr. Henry Rutter, late agent of the Commercial Bank of 
India at Hong Kong. Mr. Rutter has founded his work on the 
decimal system, for the cogent reason that that is the simplest 
and easiest method of computation ; but, though framed especially 
for a decimal currency, his Tables may be used for any other, with 
a little experience in reducing the divisions of the unit of cur- 
rency into decimals. And, in this manner, the author claims for 
them the merit of superiority to other Interest Tables, as requir- 
ing fewer figures and references, and therefore economising time. 
The method of using them is very simple, multiplication being at 
most all that is requisite ; while, with round numbers, an answer

can be found merely by inspection. Some care must be taken in 
fizjng the decimal point ; but practice will facilitate this, as well 
as suggest many abbreviations in working. The Tables are com- 

uted for Dollars, Francs, Milreis, dc., and adapted to both the 
English and Indian currency, at rates varying from 1 to 12 per 
cent. Mr. Rutter’s work is almost certain to find a place in every 
banking and discount house; for the system advocated is one 
which will recommend itself more every year, until it becomes 
universal.

Monetary and Commercial. 
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A prospectus has been issued of the Brazilian Submarine 
Telegraph Company (Limited), with a capital of £1,300,000, in 
shares of £10, under exclusive concessions for twenty years from 
the Brazilian and Portuguese Governments. The cables will be 
laid in threo sections—namely, from Lisbon to Madeira, 653 
miles ; Madeira to St. Vincent, 1,260 miles; and St. Vincent to 
Pernambuco, 1,953 miles—a total of 3,866 miles ; and the Great 
Eastern steamer will be employed in laying the deep-sea portion. 
The contract price is £1,280,000, with reservations as a guarantee 
for successful completion, and it is expected that the section to 
Madeira will be opened in July next, and that the whole work 
will be completed in twelve months from next May. Consider- 
ing the enormous trade with which this enterprise will be con- 
nected, Brazil standing fifth on the list of our foreign commercial 
customers, while the operations of the Argentine Republic, 
Uruguay, and Chili are increasing at an unparalleled rate, it is 
matter for surprise that the enterprise has been so long delayed. 
Lord Monck is to be chairman, and the Board, alike in its Eng- 
lish, Portuguese, and Brazilian elements, is strongly constituted. 
The prospectus will be found in full in our advertising columns. 
Among the directors are the Right [Ion. Viscount Monck chair- 
man of the French Atlantic Telegraph Company ; Sir James An. 
derson, managing director of the Eastern Telegraph Company ; 
and Mr. Thomas Fuller, late of the China Submarine Telegraph 
Company. 


At a meeting of the creditors of Messrs. A. Vivanti and Co., 
a resolution in favour of a liquidation by arrangement was agreed 
to, Mr. 8. W. Baggs, of Messrs. Honey, Humphrys, Baggs, and 
Co., being appointed trustee, with a committee ‘of inspection. 
The statement of affairs showed the unsecured liabilities to be 
£37,608, and the assets £39,467, including in the latter amount 
the sum of £29,944 as the estimated surplus of securities in the 
hands of creditors. The fully secured liabilities amount to 
£209,416 and the securities to £239,359. 


A meeting has been held of the British Indian Tea Company 
(Limited). The directors’ report, which was agreed to, referred 
to the deficient yield at Cachar, the expected total of 300,000 lbs. 
having fallen short by 38,000 lbs., owing to unfavourable weather 
and severe blight. The quality of the tea, however, at all the 
gardens was stated to be considerably improved ; and with careful 
culture under the present managers a fair increase of production 
is anticipated for the new season. 


The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of January, 1873, amounted to £33,287, against £37,953 
in the corresponding period of 1872. The Great Northern Tele- 
graph receipts for last month on the European lines amounted 
to 99,902 francs, against 86,277 for the corresponding period of 
1872 ; and on the China and Japan lines to 40,0U5 francs, against 
110,955 francs. 


The Ivanhoe, from London to Hiogo and Nagasaki, about which 
fears were entertained, being 177 days out, is reported by tele- 
gram to have arrived out on Feb. 4. 


The Times has the following with reference to the Labuan 
Coal Mines :— 


For more than twenty years the coal mines of the Island of Labuan, 
in the Eastern Archipelago, bave been cited as a possession of great 
value. Lying within easy reach of Singapore, where the great demand 
for supplies for the steamcrs in the Eastern trade permanently prevails, 
and with great apparent facilities for Chinese or other labour, it has 
been described as a source whence any quantity could easily be had at 
prices which, even when coal was at less than half the rate now charged, 
would yield a large profit. But nothing favourable is ever heurd.. Three 
companics have been tormed in succession, the first of which utterly 
failed through mismanagement, the second was one of the speculative 
creations of the epoch which preceded the panic of 1866, and the third, 
which still exists, and which acquired the mines for almoet nothing, 
has during five or six vears’ working never yielded a shilling to its 
shareholders. This last is called the Oriental Coal Company, and is 
carried on at a small office at Leith, where its London and other share- 
holders are simply invited to attend a yearly meeting, no reports or 
balance-sheets being ever transmitted to them. In these circumstances, 
asthe mines are understood to be held on some conditional lease from 
the Crown, it might be well for inquiry to be instituted as to whether 
they are really worthless, or capable, under proper supervision, espe- 
clally at a conjuncture like the present, of being turned to national 
eocount. 
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The New Japanese Seven per Cent. Loan is quoted 34 to 33 
premium. 


The steamer fitting at Hull forthe Tientsin and China Coast 
Trade for Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co.’s line, will be des- 
patched in April. A steamer for their Calcutta and Hong 
Kong line is likely to be chartered and despatched. 


A first return of 20s. per share is about to be made to the con- 
tributories of the Commercial Bank Corporation of India who 
have paid the calls in full, by Mr. Holyland, the official liquidator, 
with the sanction of the Master of the Rolls. 


The steamer Pow-An, Captain Ferries, for the Hong Kong and 
Canton line,has been detained for want of coal, but will get away 
by the 18th or 20th. 


The Teluk Ayer and her sister ship built for the Singapore 
trade have been delayed through strikes, but the former will pro- 
bably leave in a fortnight.

This is au Appeal from Judgments of Her Majesty’s Supreme 
Court for China and Japan at Shanghai, established in the domi- 
nions of the Emperor of China by virtue of the Treaty of Tientsin. 
The Appellant and Respondent are English subjects in the 
service of the Chinese Government. The former holds the office 
of Inspector-General of Customs, one of his duties being to treat 
with foreigners on matters in which the Imperial Government is 
concerned, under the general direction of the Tsung-li Yamen, a 
Board of Ministers for Foreign Affairs. 

The Chinese Government having determined to establish a 
College at Peking for the purpose of teaching “ Western lan- 
guages and sciences,” the Appellant was authorised by the 
Yamen to engage Professors, and was invested with the general 
superintendence of the College. Acting on this authority he 
came to England, and the Respondent on his appointment ac- 
cepted the office of Professor of Mathematics and Astronomy in 
the College at a salary of £600 a-year. 

The action which gives occasion to this Appeal was brought 
by the Respondent for alleged false representations made by the 
Appellant to the Yamen respecting his conduct as Professor 
which led to his dismissal by that Board. 

- The Petition included a charge of alleged misrepresentation 
made to induce the Respondent to accept the professorship, which 
the jury disposed of in favour of the Appellant. It also con- 
tained a money claim which will be separately considered here- 
. after. 

In the answer of the Appellant to the charge of false represen- 
tation, he denied that he had wilfully and falsely made the 
alleged representations, and he asserted that the representations 
respecting the Respondent were contained in a report made by 
him to the Yamen in the course of his duty asa servant to the 
Imperial Chinese Government. 

The Respondent demurred to the paragraphs of the answer 
which raised the defence of official privilege, and the Court or- 
dered the paragraphs to be struck out. This is one of the orders 
appealed from. 

The other issues were tried before the Assistant Judge and a 
jury, and a verdict found for the plaintiff (the Respondent) with 
large damages. 

A rule nisi was afterwards obtained for a nonsuit or a new 
trial on the ground of. misdirection, and that the verdict was 
against the evidence. 

The misdirections complained of were :—I1st, the judge not 
having directed the jury that the representations were privileged ; 
2nd, not having left to the jury whether the representations were 
wilfully false ; 3rd, that there was no evidence to go to the jury 
that the representations were wilfully false. The last point 
appears in the rule as a ground of nonsuit; but it may be taken 
as an objection to the direction of the Judge, because, if there 
was no evidence that the statements were wilfully false, the 
. Judge ought to have directed a verdict for the Defendant. 

After argument the Court discharged the rule, which is the 
second order appealed from. 

It will be convenient first to advert to the facts, and the trial 
and the rule for a new trial, before the considering the judgment 
on the demurrer. 

The Respondent, and the Appellant, and Mr. Campbell, his 
secretary, were examined, and a long correspondence read, upon 
‘the trial. It appeared that, on the 15th August, 1866, the Re- 
spondent, who was then in England, received an official letter 
from the Appellant to say he had been selected for appointment 
“‘to the Chair of Mathematics and Astronomy at the ‘lung-wen. 
Kwan (College) at Peking.” After his arrival at Peking, obstacles 
arose to the establishment of a class in astronomy, and to the 
erection of an observatory. The Respondent was disappointed, 
-and complained of the delay, and especially of the loss of the 
opportunities he expected for scientific observations. He evinced 
at the same time great disinclination to become the teacher of a 
-class in mathematics. He.continued to receive his salary, but no 
classes in mathematics or astronomy were formed. Various sug- 
gestions were-made to expedite the formation of these classes and 
to employ the time of the Respondent meanwhile, but they led 
to no result. In 1868 he went to the Hills, and was absent from 
Peking for some time, About June in that year he had inter- 
“views with the Appellant and Mr. Campbell, in which he ex- 
ghee his determination to return to Englind. This fact is 

eyond dispute, for it is admitted in the Respondent's own evi- 
dence. 

The Appellant and Mr. Campbell state that at these interviews 
the Respondent also declared that he would not teach mathematica. 
The Appellant says :— He protested against being called on to 





teach mathematics—it was an indignity to a man in his position 
to teach mathematics. He positively refused to do so.” Mr. 
Campbell says :—‘' In June, 1868, he was constantly complaining. 
He told me he was required to teach mathematics, and he could 
not, and would not.” The Respondent was not recalled to con- 
tradict these explicit statements. He no doubt said in his evidence 
in chief, “During the whole of the time I was not called upon to 
rform auy duties nor did I refuse to doany.’’ This may be 
rally true, as classes were not actually formed. He adds :— 
“Mr. Hart came to me and asked me whether I would take again 
the Chair of Mathematics. I expressed my astonishment, as I 
understood Mr. Jamieson was appointed. said I preferred to 
keep to our agreement. Hart appeared satisfied.” This evidence 
cannot be regarded as a satisfactory denial of the explicit state- 
ments that he had declared that he would not teach mathema- 
tics. It is to be observed that there is no proof of the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Jamieson. 

At one of these interviews discussions took place with reference 
to putting an end to the Respondent’s engagement, and the terms 
on which it should be done. According to the Appellant's evi- 
dence it was arranged that the Respondent should give up his ap- 
pointment at the end of the coming September quarter on re- 


ceiving his salary for that quarter, and in addition an allowance 


of one year’s salary and a free passage home. The Respondent 

enies that such an arrangement was made, but the fact is beyond 
dispute that, early in the following month of October, the 
quarter’s salary and a year’s additional salary were received by 
him. Soon after this payment, he wrote to inquire whether the 
year’s pay was “an annual addition” to his salary. Now, what- 
ever misunderstanding may have existed upon the question of 
a final agreement to terminate his engagement having been come 
to, there could be none as to the grounds upon which the allow- 
ance of a year’s pay had been made by the Appellant, who at once 
replied to this enquiry by a letter of the 15th October, 1868 :— 
* You now inquire if the year’s pay is ‘an annual addition’ to 
your salary—it isnot; itis simply the allowance I promised 
should be issued to you at the end of the September quarter, on 
the termination of your connection with the Oollege.” In the 
same letter he was told that the Commissioner of Customs had 
instructions to provide for hima free passage home. The Re- 
spondent, in reply to this letter, protested against the propositions, 
and the truth of the statements contained in it; but he kept the 
money. 

The Respondent remained in China, but for a year there seems 
to have been no communication between the parties. On the llth 
October, 1869, however, he wrote to the Appellant asking for 
1,200 or 1,500 taels on account of his salary, and suggesting 
whether it would not be expedient “ in the common interest, and 
more especially in that of the Imperial Government,” to settle 
all difterences by arbitration or otherwise. He was asked to 
state what the differences were, and he answered by giving a 
series of questions, so framed as to open his original engagement 
and all subsequent agreements, and to leave generally to an arbi- 
trator what he was in justice and equity entitled to receive as 
compensation from the Chinese Government. The Appellant ina 
long letter in reply, recapitulated the history of the Respondent’s 
relations with the Imperia] Government, and in the end stated 
that the questions were not of a nature which, as the Ageut of the 
Government, he would be justified in submitting to arbitration. 

In the course of this renewed correspondence, the Respondent 
expressed a strong desire to stay in China, and urged his claim 
‘Sin the common interest of science at large, and of Chinese 
science in particular,’’ and expressed a desire ‘* to write the history 
of Chinese astronomy and mathematics.” It appears also that 
about this time Mr. Martin, the Lead of the Professors, made a 
communication to the Appellant in his favour, which induced the 
Appellant to recall the despatch he had sent to the Yamen re- 
porting the Respondent’s resignation; aud on the 22nd Novem- 
ber, 1869, he thus writes to Mr. Martio :— 


“ Inspectorate-Gencral of Customs, Peking, Nov, 22, 1869. 

** Str,—Having reference to Mr. Vou Gurnpach, who claims to still 
hold an appointment in the Tung-weneNwarp, I beg tuinform you that 
I never hud any desire to displace him, and as he himself dues not de- 
sire to be regarded as having resigned, I have written officially to the 
Yamen to withdraw tny former despatch, and to state thit Mr. Von 
Gumpach, with your approbation, continues to retain his position. —I 
am, Sir, your obedient servant, 

**RoBeRtT Harz, Inspcctor General. 
“Revd. W. A. P. Martin, D.D. 
“‘ President of the Tung-wen-Kwan, Peking.” 


On the same day the Appellant sent the following despatch to 
the Yamen :— 
‘* Peking, Nov. 22, 1869. 

“It will be remembered that I addressed the Yamenin my despatch 
of 22ad September, 1869, with reference to Fang-Ken-p2 (Von Guin- 
pach) who was long since engaged by me in behalf of the Yuamen as & 
Professor in the Tung-wen-Kwan (lit., Government Schoul of Lan- 
guages) explaining that, in consequence of my having refused his request 
to raise a raised terrace (observatory ?) and to purchase bovks, Fang- 
Ken-pa had afterwards steadily declincd to do any of the work that was 
allotted tohim. And I (thérein) reported that he had said to me in 
June, 1868, that ‘as there had been words to the effect that he might 
return to his country, why perhaps he had better resign and dv so.” 
I now have tu state that I am told by Ting-wei-liang (Mr. W. Martin), 
the Head of the Professors, that Faog-Ken-pa has not yet returacd 
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home, and further that he holds that my action above, in requesting of 
the Yamen that his functions might cease (1.¢. to accept his resignation), 
was without any agreement or consent on his part. | 

“Since, therefore, the Professor in question declares that he has not 
resigned, I have to request the Yamen will lay aside my despateh about 
his functions ceasing. 

** I must consult with the newly-made Head of the College as to the 
way in which this matter is to be settled. 

“ Asin duty bound, I write this for the information of the Yamen. 

“A necessary despatch, &c.” : 

This attempt to reinstate the Respondent was frustrated by his 
own hostile proceedings. On the 27th November the Respondent 
wrote to the Appellant a letter, in which he says :— 

“Your refusal to settle the differences pending between us, either by 
fair arbitration or amicable arrangement, imposes un me the necessity of 
submitting them to a legal decision. With this view I intend proceed- 
ing to Shanghal to-morrow, and I therefore request that you will be 
pleased to inform the Imperial Government with both the occasion for, 
and the object of, my temporary absence from the capital.” 

He added that there could be no objection, as he was told in 
1867 that students would not be ready to join the astronomical 
class for seven or eight years. | 


This letter was reported as the Respondent desired, to the 
Yamen, and the action taken by them upon it appears in the fol- 
lowing despatch from that Board to the Appellant :— 


‘‘ The Yamen to Mr. Hart, Inspector-General of Customs. 

** (No. 375.) “ Nov. 29, 1869. 

“On the 23rd of November, the Yamen received a despatch from 
the Inspector-General, reporting that, having reference to Professor Von 
Gumpach, who, according to an intention formed in June, 1868, having 
resigned his appointment, was to have gone home. President Martyn 
had stated that Mr. Von Gumpach, still in Peking, disputes the Inspec- 
tor-General’s report concerning his resignation. The Inspector-General 
thereon proceeds to say, ‘ As Mr. Von Gumpach now maintained that 
he has never resigned, the Yamen is requested to consider the despatch 
reporting him to have resigned as not written. 

““ Just as the Yamen was drafting its reply, another despatch was 
received from the Inspector-General, dated 28th November, and which 
states :— 


**The Inspector-General’s Jast despatch, requesting the Yamen tv 
eancel a former despatch reporting Mr. Von Gumpach’s resignation, 
was duly communicated to Mr. Von Gumpach by President Martyn. 
Professor Von Gumpach has now written to say that it is his intention. 
to leave Peking on the 28th November, to go to Shanghai to procure a 
legal decision in those matters wherein he considers the Inspector- 
General’s action wrong. and he requests that the aame may be reported 
to the Yamen. . 

“On the 28th Professor Von Gumpach left Peking. 

‘Tn acting thus, and in leaving without permission, Professor Von 
Gumpach appears to the Inspector-General to be doing what, if allowed 
to pass unnoticed, may be harinful to the interests of the Tung-wen- 
Kwan. The Yamen is therefore requested to consider the matter, and 
issue instructions fur the Inspector-General’s guidance.” 

‘* Having received the foregoing report, the Yamen, in reply, has 
now to state that, in view of the action thus taken by Professor Von 
Gumpach, it is not fitting that he should be any longer retained as a 
Professor in the suid College. 

“The Inspector-General is accordingly hereby instructed to acquaint 
the President with the Yamen’s decision, and to intimate the same to 
Mr. Von Gumpach. 

“The Yamen, in conclusion, leaves it to the Inspector-General to be 
guided by circumstances in deciding whether or not to issue a year’s 
pay and allowance for passage home to Mr. Von Gumpach.” 

The decision of the Yamen was notified to the Respondent on 
the 30th November, and the correspondence appears to be closed 
by the two following lettcrs from the Appellant’s secretary, Mr. 
Campbell, to the Respondent :— 

“ Shanghai, Dec. 15, 1869. 

‘* Dear Mr. Von Gumpach,—Mr. Hart requests me to intimate to 
you that the President of the Tung-wen-Kwan has sanctioned the pay- 
ment to you of salary for the period from the 1st October, 1869, to the 
30th November, 1869, minus a sum of Tis. 158, authorised to be paid 
on your account to Mr. Edkins.—Relieve, me, yours truly, 

“J. D. CAMPBELL, Chief Secretary. 

“¢ Johs. Von Gumpach, Esq., &e. &c. &c.” 

“ Inspectorate-General of Customs, Shanghai, 
Dec. 18, 1869. 

“Sir,—I am directed by the Inspector-General of Cuatoms to ac. 
knowledge your letter of the 17th inst. 

“Tam to hand you the inclosed cheque for 176 t. 2 m. balance of pay 
due to you at the end of November lust. 

‘* And, with reference to the concluding paragraph of your letter, I 
am to inform you that the Taung-li Yamen ivas authorised the Inspec- 
tor-General to decide whether or not a passcge home and a moncy al- 
lowance of one year’s pay ehall be given.—I am, Sir, your obedient 
servant, **J. D. CAMPBELI., Chief Secretary. 

“‘ Johs. Von Gumpach, Esq., Astor House, Shanghai.” 

The misrepresentations alleged in the Petition to have been 
made by the Appellant to the Yamen are, “that the Plaintiff 
had asked to be relieved from his duties, and declined to perform 
them ; and that he had absented himself from Peking at a time 
when his active services might be required at the College.” 

The proof that representations were made to the Yamen in the 
terms alleged is not at all clear, particularly as to the part relating 
to the active services of the Respondent. But it is not necessary 
to examine minutely this proof in considering the grounds of ob- 
jection to the direction of the Judge, which are stated in the rule 
for a nev trial. 
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The direction, so far as it relates to the misrepresentations, was- 
as follows :— 

‘‘ The second issue was, whether Mr. Hart, by misrepresenting that 
the Baron was absent from Peking when he was wanted, made a false 
statement, and did the Chinese Government dismiss him in consequence. 
It was a thing specially for the jury to consider, whether the represen- 
tations were warranted by facts.” 


This is the whole of the summing up on this issue (except as to 
damages), and their Lordships are of opinion that it is clearly 
defective and erroneous. They think, in the lowest view that 
can be taken of the relations of these gentlemen to the Imperial. 
Government, and to each other, that the representations made 
by the Inspector-General were privileged communications in the 
ordinary sense in which those words are understood ; that is to 
say, communications so far justified by the occasion on which 
they are made, that the inference of malice, which, prima facie, 
arises from defamatory statements is rebutted, and the burden of 
proving express malice thrown on the Plaintiff. 

The Appellant was entrusted by the Government with the 
general superintendence of the College and its Professors, and it 
was his duty to make reports to the Yamen upon matters relating 
to its management and welfare. The resignation of a Professor, 
his absence from Peking, and any avowed disinclination or re- 
fusal to perform the duties for which he was engaged, were mat- 
ters which it would be within his province to report. Reports so 
made, although defamatory, are prima facie justifiable, and the 
duty of making them rebuts the malice which the law implies,. 
and renders proof of actual malice, that is, of some wrong and 
improper motive, necessary to the maintenance of an action. 

t was not denied on the part of the Respondent that this. 
qualified privilege attached to the communications made by the 
Appellant to the Yamen, but it was contended that the question 
was not properly raised by the form of the issues ; and, further, 
that actual malice must be taken to have been found by the jury. 
The Supreme Court appear to have adopted this contention in dis- 
charging the rule for a new trial. 

But, in the view taken by their Lordships, the question of pri- 
vilege was substantially involved in the issuesto be tried. In 
technical strictness, perhaps, the Plaintiff ought to have alleged 
that the representations were malicious, but it may be taken in 
substance to be so alleged in the averment that the representa- 
tions were wilfully false. If, however, this be assumed in the 
Plaintiff's favour, it follows that the proof must be the same ona 
traverse of that allegation as if malice had been expressly averred. 

The Judge ought therefore to have explained to the jury the 
relation and position of the parties, and (assuming for the present 
the existence of a limited privilege only) he should have told 
them that the action would not lie if the statements were made 
honestly, and in a belief of their truth, and that the burden was 
on the Plaintiff to prove they were not so made. 

No such explanation, however, was given. The Judge only 
asked the jury whether the Appellant had made false atate ments 
and whether the representations were warranted by facts. The 
last question is clearly misleading. In-cases of this kind, the 
question is not as upon a plea of the truth of the libel, whether 
the representations are true, or warranted by facts; but whether, 
although they. may not be true, the Defendant might have 
honestly believed them to be so, and made them, without malice, 
in the discharge of his duty. 

The material word “ wilfully,” which might have opened the 
minds of the jury, although, without explanation, imperfectly, 
to the real issue, was omitted altogether from the question. The 
Supreme Court, in supporting the direction, say it was not neces- 
sary to ask the jury whether the representations were “ ea * 
false, because they had the paragraphs before them which dis- 
tinctly charged the Defendant with making wilfully false state- 
ments. Their Lordships cannot concur in this opinion and re- 
lieve the summing up from the objection made to it on this 
ground. 

The consideration of the Judge’s direction by their Lordships 
has hitherto ear on the assumption that there was evidence 
proper to be left to the jury, and on that assumption it appears. 
to them to be wrong; but, on reviewing the proof offered at the 
trial, they have come to the conclusion that there was no evi- 
dence of malice to sustain the action. 

Their Lordships have carefully gone through the evidence and 
correspondence, and have not found any acts or expressions of the- 
Inspector-General which indicate bad, or even unfriendly feeling. 
towards the Respondent ; on the contrary, he appears to have 
given consideration}to hiscomplaints aad remonstrances, explained. 
to him from time to time the difficulties attending the formation 
of the School of Astronomy, and shown] a desire to mitigate the 
disappointment occasioned by the delay. When the Respondent 
expressed a wish to return to Europe, the Appellant did not press 
him to do so, but appears to have been willing either toretain hinx 
aso Professor, and provide some employment for him in the Col- 
lege, or to accept his resignation and facilitate his return to Eng- 
land, offering, in the latter case, allowances which show that he 
was not dealing with him in a harshor unfriendly manner. It is. 
to be observed that the Respondent himself in his evidence at the 
trial does not suggest that any unfriendly feeling existed or was- 
shown tohim. On the contrary, hesays:—“I believe Mr. Hart 
had the best intention to carry out the schemes proposed.” 

It was contended that the representations themselves supply 
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evidence of malice. It isno doubt true that malice may in some 
cases be inferred from the defamatory statements themselves ; but 
where representations, if bona fide, are privileged by the occasion on 
which they are made, the mere circumstance that they are de- 
famatory does not furnish that proof :—it must be shown, either 
from the nature of the language employed, or by extrinsic evi- 
dence, that they were prompted by bad feeling or wrong motives, 
and it is not sufficient in such cases that the representations are 
consistent with the existence of malice, they must be inconsistent 
with ie and honesty of purpose. (The cases on this point 
were ci and their authority recognised by this Board in 


Laughton v. the Bishop of Sodor and Man.) 


The representations in this case afford no intrinsic evidence of 


malice. They relate only to the conduct of the Respondent as a 
Professor of the College. and it would be the duty of the Appellant 
to make them to the Yamen, if they were true, or he believed 
them to be so. But it is said the evidence proves they were un- 
true in fact. Their Lordships are by no means satisfied that it 
does, on the contrary there is much which leaves the impression, 
if that had been the question,’ that the Respondent had really. re- 
signed his appointment. 


With regard to the statement respecting the cara jouer ab- 
sence from Peking, their Lordships have been unable to find the 
evidence of what the exact representation was. If it related to 
his going to Shanghai, there was foundation for it. 


Undoubtedly, however, if the truth of the statements had been 
the issue to be tried, it would have been proper to leave the evi- 
dence to the jury; but that, as already observed, is not the issue. 
The question is whether the statements are so groundless that they 
afford evidence that the Appellant knew and believed they were 
untrue, and acted from malicious motives in making them. Their 
Lordships think that the Appellant might have honestly believed 
he was reporting what was substantially true, and that there is no 
evidence from which it can be reasonably inferred that he was 
norte otherwise than in the bona fide discharge of what he con. 
ceived to be his duty. But it is enough to say that it is consistent 
with the evidence that such were his belief and motives, in the 
absence of any proof that he really entertained hostile or un- 
friendly feeling towards the Respondent. The Respondent there- 
fore failed to sustain the burden, thrown upon him by the law, of 
proving actual malice. 

_ Having come to the above conclusions, it is almost unnecessary 
for their Lordships to say that, if the only question on the rule 
had been whether the verdict was against the evidence, they must 
on that gronnd have directed a new trial. They now advert to 
this part of the rule, chiefly because the Court in their judgment 
seem disposed to renounce the exercise of the power to grant new 
trials in cases of verdicts against evidence, except where they are 
‘‘evidently perverse.” The Judges refer to the possible incon- 
venience of a single judge having to exercise it. Their Lordships 
think the Court ought not thus to limit their discretion. Un- 
doubtedly, whether the Court is composed of a single judge, or 
many, the verdicts of juries should not be disturbed, unless the 
Court can come to a clear conclusion, on definite grounds, that 
they are wrong. But when this conclusion is arrived at, it would 
be the duty of the Court, in many cases, to act upon its own 
opinion. The Judges below may, perhaps, have intended to allow 
a wider meaning to the terms “ perverse verdicts” than is com- 
monly given to them, but if the rule apparently laid down by 
their judgment should be really acted on, verdicts founded on 
mistake or prejudice would be, in effect, irreversible. 

Their Lordships now come to the consideration of the 22nd and 
24th paragraphs of the Answer, which were ordered to be struck 
out on demurrer. 


The 22nd paragraph alleges, in substance, that the Appellant 
and Respondent were in the employment of the Chinese Govern- 
ment, and that it was the duty of the Appellant to report to the 
Yamen upon the conduct of the Professors of the College, and that, 
in the exercise of such duty, and as an act of duty, and not other. 
wise, he made the representation complained of. 


The 24th paragraph is to the effect that it was the Respondent’s 
duty, by virtue of his employment by the Chinese Government, 
to superintend the affairs of the College, and the foreigners con- 
nected therewith, and to make such representations and reports 
as to him in his discretion should seem fit in the premises (not 
alleging to whom), and that the representations complained of 
were made in the exercise of his lawial authority, and of his duty 


as a servant of the Chinese Government, and ia pursuance of no 
other object. 


These paragraphs, in their Lordships’ opinion, state relevant 
facts to raise the issue that the secon were. from the relation of 
the parties to the Chinese Government, rivileged in the limited 
sense before explained. The Court below struck them out, on 
the ground that they must be taken to admit that the reports 
were wilfully false, and, by implication, malicious. This is not 
clear upon the construction of the paragraphs themselves ; but, 
looking at them with reference to the Rules which regulate the na- 
ture and form of pleading in the Court below, their Lordships think 
that the order to strike them out ought not to have been made. 
According to these Rules, pleadings are to be in the form of 
Petitions and Answers. The Petition is to contain a narrative 
of the facts relied on, divided into paragraphs, The Answer is 
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to show the nature of the defence; it must deny the material 
allegations intended to be questioned, and allege ‘‘any matter of 
fact not stated in the Petition on which the Defendant relies” 
This is not analogous to the English system of pleading in the 
Courts of Common Law, where, in general, each plea is separate! y 

regarded, and must furnish a complete answer independently of 
all other pleas on the Record. The paragraphs of an Answer 

are not in the nature of such separate pleas, and. unless where 

clearly so intended, should not be so treated. Cases may ob- 

viously occur where justice would not be done unless the para- 

graphs of au answer were read together. In this case the Ap- 

pellant, in one part of his Answer, denies that the representations 

were wilful and false, and in the paragraphs in question alleges 

facts, showing under what circumstances they were made. Their 

Lordships consider that both parts of the Answer should have 

been allowed to remain on the Record ; and that, if necessary to 

do so, in order to ascertain the questions to be tried, the Court 

should bave settled the issues under Rule 58. If this course had 

been followed, the miscarriage which occurred at the trial would 

probably have been avoided. On the ground, therefore, that. 
these paragraphs of the Answer allege matters relevant to the 

defence, their Lordships think that the order for striking them 

out ought to be set aside, and the paragraphs restored to the 

Record. : 

The opinion expressed by their Lordships upon the points hi- 
therta discussed is sufficient to dispose of both the Rule and the 
Demurrer in favour of the Appellant. But it was contended on 
his behalf that he was entitled to judgment on the Demurrer, not 
merely on the ground of the limited privilege above explained, 
but on the higher ground that the facta alleged in the Answer 
were sufficient to establish an absolute privilege, precluding an 
inquiry by an English Court of Law, or at least by the Queen’s 
Court established in China, into any report, however wilfull 
false and malicious, made under colour of his office by the Appel- 
lant to the Yamen concerning the Respondent asa professor of 
the College. 


Their Lordships, however, think that the answer does not con- 
tain sufficient facts to enable them to give judgment for the Ap- 
pellant on this ground. 


It was argued that what had been done was an 
and, therefore, beyond the cognizance of a Municipal Court. 
But the wrong complained of is not an executive act of the Chi- 
nese Government, nor of the Appellant as its Agent. The action 
is founded not on the dismissal of the Respondent from his post, 
but on alleged false and wrongful representations which are 
said to have led toit. If the power to dismiss had been dele- 
gated by the Chinese Government to the Appellant, and he had, 
from whatever motives, discharged the Respondent by virtue of 
that authority, it may be that his act should be regarded as an 
act of the Government. But it is not necessary to consider the 
supposed case, or the principles which determine the effect of the 
acts of sovereign Powers, and their Agents, since the wrong com- 
plained of does not in their Lordships’ view fall within that cate- 
gory. The dismissal in this case was the act of the Yamen, and 
the legality of their act is not in any way impugaed. 


A further contention on this part of the case was, that ques- 
tions of this kind arising between officers in the service of a 
foreign Government ought not to be entertained by an English 
Court, although the litigants might be English subjects. It was 
urged that it would be against public policy and the comity of 
nations to allow of such inquiries, 


This contentiun opens a question of great importance ; but 
their Lordships think that, in the present case, the facts stated in 
the answer are insufficient to raise it, 


By the law of England, actions for libel, and other personal 
wrongs arising in foreign countries, may be brought in an Eng- 
lish Court; and any special circumstances which preclude the 
Court from entertaining them should be shown (see Mostyn v. 
Fabrigas, and the Notes 1 Smith’s Leading Cases, 6th edition, 
623, and Scott v. Lord Seymour, 1 H & C, 219). 


Now the answer does not state what are the laws and customs of 
China with reference to reports of this kind, nor whether any pro- 
tection is allowed to the officers making them, nor what specific 
privileges were accorded to the Appellant as a servant of the 
Chinese Government. It does not allege that he was a Minister, 
with the duty of advising on affairs of State, or even that his re- 
ports were confidential, or that it is contrary to the law or policy 
of China, or the usages of the service, to allow a subordinate officer, 
if maliciously defamed, to seek redress in the Courts. 


It was admitted that the present case was one of the first im- 
ression, and no decision could be found which governs it. The 
Immuvity accorded to Judges, Counsel, and others engaged in 
the administration of justice, against actions for statements 
made in the course of duty, and the recent case of Dawkins v, 
Lord Paulet (L.R. 5 Q.B. 94), in which the same protection was 
extended to reports made by a military officer for the informa- . 
tion of the Commander-in-Chicf, were referred to. The immunity 
in these cases .ests upon grounds of public policy and conve- 
nience: the object being to secure the free and fearless discharge of 
high public duty in the administration of justice, and the main- 
tenance of military discipline, on which the welfare and the 

safety of the State depend. 





act of State, 
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The principle of this rule may be capable of application to 
cases other than those already brought within it, but it does not 
seem apposite to the circumstances of the present. 


Considerations of public policy arise, if at all, in this case upon 
the suggestion that it ia contrary to the comity of nations, and 
therefore against the public interests of this country to entertain 
a suit involving an inquiry into Reports made by an officer in the 
service of a foreign State to the Government of that State. 

Their Lordships are not prepared to say that cases may not 
occur in which effect should be given to these considerations. If 
it were shown that by the law and customs of China, officers in 
the service of the Government were absolutely protected in making 
Reports concerning their subordinates, and that it was agaiust the 
policy of the Empire to allow them to be questioned by any 
Court, it might be proper to hold that it would be contrary to the 
comity of nations, and therefore against our own public policy, 
having regard to this comity, to allow a subject of the Queen, who 
had voluntarily entered into that service, to maintain such an 
action asthe present. But this is not shown, and if the law and 
customs of China should be otherwise, and it is not the policy of 
that Empire to prevent redress for a wrong inflicted under the 
colour of official reports, in the case of such a servant as the Ap- 

Nant appears to be, then it may well be that nothing would be 
ound in English public policy to preclude the Queen’s Courts from 
entertaining the action between her own subjects. 

It was then insisted that, if the Queen's Courts in England 
might entertain the action, it would still be contrary to the spirit 
ofthe Treaty of Tientsin, which authorised the Queen to establish 
Courts of Justice in China, that her Court so established should 
take cognisance of it. Their Lordships are unable to find in the 
Treaty sufficient grounds for this contention. 

By Article XV., “All questions in regard to rights, whether of 

property or persons, arising between British subjects, shall be sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the British authorities ;” and the effect 
of the Order of the Queen in Council establishing the Supreme 
Court, and declaring its power and jurisdiction is, that the law of 
England, as between British subjects, shall be administered in it. 
Their Lordships therefore are unable to declare that the same 
principles of law shall not be applied to the decision of the action 
in the Court helow, which ould have governed it, if brought in 
the Queen’s Courts in England; especially when no act of the 
Chinese Government is impugned and no law or custom of China 
is, for anything which appears, violated. __ - 
- In case the action should again be taken to trial (which their 
Lordships cannot anticipite will happen) it wil be the duty of 
the judge to rule that the Reports were privileged in the limited 
sense above explained, and that the action cannot be maintained 
without proof of express malice ; and if the same evidence only 
is given, to direct a verdict for the Defendant, on the ground that 
it does not afford such proof. 

Their Lordships desire also to point out that, in their view, the 
evidence fails to connect the dismissal with the alleged false repre- 
sentations, The first of them, relating to the Respondent’s wish 
to be relieved from his duties, and declining to perform them, was 
made long befora, and there is really no proof that it led to the 
dismissal, which proceeded on the fact that the Respondent had 
gone to Shanghai without permission for the purpose of taking 
legal proceedings. It was “in view of the action thus taken by 
the Professor,” to use the words of their despatch, that the Yamen 
decided, “it is not fitting that he should be any longer retained 
asa Professor of the Cullege.” It is to be observed that it was 
not at all likely he would be retained, after he had taken this 
hostile step. 

It only remains to consider the money-demand. It appears 
that the Chinese Government were willing to pay 176 taels to the 
Respondent, as the balance of his salary to November 1869, and 
a cheque was sent to him by Mr. Campbell for that amount in the 
letter of the 18th December, 1869. tt does not clearly appear on 
whom it was drawn. It was suggested that the fund out of which 
it was payable was in the hands of the bankers of the Government, 
and that the cheque was not paid owing to the refusal of the 
Respondent to give the receipt required of him; but, however 
‘this may be, there is no evidence that the Appellant had received 
the money, and held it, as the agent of the Respondent. 

This point was not raised by the rule for a new trial ; but that 

is not, now, material, for, the rule being made absolute, the entire 
verdict will be set aside. Their Lordships think it right to state 
that, in their opinion, no evidence whatever appears to support 
this claim. They think also the 23rd paragraph of the Answer, 
which alleges that the money was entrusted to the Appellant as 
the servant of the Government to be disposed of at his discretion, 
is a clear answer to the demand, as it negatives that the Appellant 
held the money as the Respondent’s agent or to his use. The 
paragraph, therefore, ought not to have been struck out on de- 
murrer. 
_ Inthe result, their Lordships will- humbly advise Her Ma- 
Jesty to direct that the Order made upon the demurrer ought to 
be reversed, and that the demurrer ought to be disallowed with 
costs ; and also that the order discharging the rule nisi to set aside 
the verdict should be reversed, and that in lieu thereof it should 
be ordered that the verdict be set aside, and, if the parties so 
desire, that there be a new trial of the cause. 


The Respondent must pay the costs of this Appeal. 





LONDON & CHINA TELEGRAPH CORRESPONDENCE. 
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TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Li Hung Chang has gone on a tour of inspection to his mili- 
tary stations in the province. Will remain at Poutiogfu for 
some time, and then to Peking to see the Emperor ere he returns 
to Tientsin. One of his Chinese captains came to me for maps, 
sketches, dc, to show Li, who was going in his steamer to Taku. 
One of these was a map of the Northern provinces, on which the 
Rev. A. Williamson, of Chefoo, had kindly marked for me the 
minerals of the places where they occur. It is said Li could not 
credit that there was so much coal in the country as marked on 
the maps, until told that foreigners had visited the places and had 
seen the different minerals indicated. He. was so much taken 
with the map, that he requested to have three copies of it made, 
one for the captain himself, one for Li, and a third he said he 
would present to the Emperor himself. Li is known to be in 
favour of progress, but he errs in wishing the Chinese should 
carry out this progress themselves without foreignaid. This they 
cannot do at present, because they do not know how todois. J 
believe railways will come ere long, and I think we will be the 
first to have them. But from what Li says to Foreign Ministers 
and privately to Chinese, I do not think anything about a rail- 
way has yet beenin any way settled ordecided on. Li confesses 
to have no power to do anything without reference to Peking. 
And he also says that although he is personally in favour of pro- 
gress, there is, for one in favour of it, ten against it. I think, 
therefore, the story of McLeavy Brown having gone to London 
to arrange for # railway is somewhat premature. If Mr. Brown 
is wise he will keep his eyes and ears open at home to what may 
be in the wind. 
A twelvemonth ago the American Methodists in Peking rented 
a chavel in the Chinese city, in one of the principal streets— 
that in which the books are sold. The mandarins then opposed 


their doing so, and said the Tsung-li Yamen had no power. to 
grant permission. Another board had the power, and they were 
opposed to the foreigners having a chapel in the Chinese city. 
Mr. Low, the A-nerican Minister, fought manfully for his coun- 
trymen and their rights, advised them to retain possession, and 
to have one or more of the missionaries constantly on the pre- 
mises, day and night. The mandarins were so persistent in 
their endeavours to get clear of the foreigners, having a guard 
constantly placed over the place, that the missionaries, I am told, 
felt inclined to give in, and but for Mr. Low no doubt would have 
done ; but the Minister, having taken it in hand, was determined 
to carry it through, and had in consequence a constant battle 
with the Tsung-li Yamen about it. In the spring of this year 
one of the two mandarins in charge of the district left it for 
some other station, and one was left to fight it out; his period of 
service in that district expired a short time since, but ere he went 
away he made his soldiers one night seal up the chapel doors. 
Two of the missionaries were asleep within the building, and when 
they got up early in the morning to go to service at another 
chapel they founi it sealed with an official seal. This they put 
in their pocket and sent to Mr. Low, who apprised the Tsung-li 
Yamen of the facts. They attempted to deny it was an official 
seal, but there it was. Since the second of the obstructive man- 
darins has left no further molestation has been given them; in 
fact they appear to fight shy of it, so much so that, although as 
yet no official notice has been given them, Mr. Low considers the 
matter so far settled that he has told the missionaries there is 
now no further need of their being constantly in the building. 


It is reported, with what truth I know not, that at Peking some 
of the boards are being weeded of anti-foreigners, and are being 
filled with those men in favour of some measure of progress. 
That they have no desire for a quarrel with foreigners the fol- 
lowing straw may serve to show. A short time since some liberty 
sailors fell in with some Chinese, also liberty satlors, and one of 
our British tars thought proper—if he thought at all about the 
matter, which is extremely doubtful—to cut off his Chinese bro- 
ther's tail, the Chinaman being at the time chief officer of one of 
the Chinese Government steamers. The Chinaman went to the 
mandarin, and complained of the indignity done to him. Greatly 
to his surprise, no doubt, he was told he had no business to be 
where drunken foreign sailors were, and they did not wish to get 
into trouble with foreigners about any such matter. They there 
fore discharged him from his vessel for being where he was at the 
time he lost his queue. It was also thought to be not at all un- 
likely that the captain of the same steamer would be discharged 
when he went south. The Consul sent to th> mandarins to hear 
the trial of the British sailor, but they refused to come, saying they 
left it entirely to the Consul. The poor man was severely pu- 
nished for his frolic. .

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Dates by this mail extend to the 31st Dec. The Pacific mail 
with dates to 23rd was received on 12th, being 27 days en route 
from San Francisco, the detention being probably due to snow on 
the line. 

The Russian frigates Svetlana and the Vitiaz arrived at Hako- 
dadi. The Grand Duke Alexis landed, and was received by the 
Japanese authorities in a house fitted up expressly for him ad- 
joining the Zoiningie Temple. The Consuls were all presented 
to him, and on the 7th i aoe the Japanese authorities were 
entertained by his Imperial Highness on board the Svetlana. On 
the 8th the two vessels left for Vladivostock. The Grand Duke 
made handsome presents to the Japanese authorities for the poor 
of Hakodadi as well as the Russian Mission, and made suitable 
acknowledgments to the Governor and all those brought into 
contact with him. To M. Olarovaky, the Russian Consul, he pre- 
sented a ring bearing his monogram in brilliants. 

H.M. the Mikado visited the exhibition of products and manu- 
factures which are to be sent to the Vienna Exhibition next year. 
He was received in State, and, after passing through the Exhibi- 
tion, retired to a private room, where a variety of photographs 
were shown to him. He then returned to the castle. Later in the 
day the Empress also visited the Exhibition.

NAGASAKI. 

We learn upon good authority that the Government have de- 
cided to make a good and substantial road from Urakami, at the 
head of Nagasaki bay, to Tokitz. This will be extremely satis- 
factory intelligence to both residents and visitors, as it will render 
life more enjoyable at this port. A road is also to be made ex- 
tending out to Mogi, which is a great desideratum, the traffic be- 
tween the places being very considerable. 

As might be expected, the introduction of the new Customs Re- 
gulations at this port has caused considerable inconvenience in 
the transaction of business. Notwithstanding this they might on 
the whole have been considered extremely satisfactory in their 
working, and would have left but little to complain of, had not 
their introduction been attended with very great restrictions in 
the facilities for landing and shipping cargo. 

Sundries per steamer Achzles, for London, despatched by Henry 
Gribble and Co. :—Tobacco, 1,321 bales; Tea, 2,797 packages ; 
Wax, 2,033 boxes ; Sundries, 25 tons. 

The contributions intended for exhibition at Vienna, furnished 
from the neighbouring districts to this port, were despatched to 
Yedo in a Government steamer a few days ago, to be transferred 
to the French mail steamer Phase. ‘The following is a list of the 
articles, in addition to the porcelain, which we announced a short 
time since as being ia the course of preparation :— 

Mesima - Kobu, an excrescence growing on a mulberry-tree, 
found in an island named Mesima in the vicinity of Gotto, and 
used as a medicine. 

Various kinds of fossils from Hirado and the small islands ad- 
jacent ; including fossilised plants, flowers, fish, leaves, crabs, &c. 

White vegetable wax produced in the province of Simabara, 
and also wax in its unprepared state from the same place. 

Pearls from the province of Omura. 

The minerals embrace quicksilver and agate from the Islands 
of Hirado; sulphurand alum from Simabara; and specimens of 
marble taken from the mountain Hokwasan, a short distance to 
the east of Nagasaki. 

Perhaps the two contributions of sharksfins, Kinhiri and Gin - 
hiri, the former having a brilliant gold appearance, and the 
latter that of silver, may interest naturalists as something re- 
msrkably curious. 

The list of sundries, too numerous to mention, consist of a 
collection of curios of almost every description supplied by Yeza- 
kiya Yeizo of Ima-uwono-machi; photographs of the town of 
Nagasaki and the villages adjacent taken by Uyeno-hikoma of 
Nakasima, an artist not unknown to fame, as most foreign visitors 
to this place have taken away specimens of his talent; a set of 
coffee cups, manufactured at Mikawachi in Hirado. 

A couple of specimens in the shape of a ham and some cigars 
of native manufacture are also in the list of contributions, and 
although simple articles they must be regarded as signs of pro- 
gress made by the natives,and a desire to adopt European customs. 





CHINA.

SHANGHAI. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 3rd 
January ; the French mail, from London, November 8, arrived 
out on the 28th December ; and the following P. and O. mail 


news are from the Worth China Herald :— 


The even course of events has again been interrupted by the 
occurrence of the New-Year holiday. 

_ The British ship Omba, which has been expected here for some 
time, made her appearance on the 27th December, after a passage 
of 164 days, a tenth portion of which was passed within sight of 
the small island after which the vessel is named. 

H. B. M. Curlew has left for the Loochoo Islands, with a Con- 
sular Interpreter on board, in quest of the Benares and her 
shipwrecked crew. The Benares left Cardiff February 6, and 
arrived at Hong Kong July 1; there loaded for San Francisco, 
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for which port she took her departure on the 12th of September. 
Hence we naturally conclude that the few obscure lines received 
by H.B.M. Consul from the Loochoo Islands contain the sad truth 
of the loss of the good ship. Judging. however, by the kind 
treatment received by the crew of the Viole/, wrecked there in 
December 1870, we feel sanguine that the few survivors of the 
Benares will be well cared for until the arrival of relief and 
assistance. 


The French mail brought amongst its passengers to this port 


two members of the Royal Family, their Serene Highnosses the 
Prinoes Philip aud Augustus (jun.) of Saxe Coburg and Gotha 
who have called ja here on their way to Japan. 


It is siacerely 
etted that there was no warning given of the approach 
istinguished visitors, and that their stay is likely to beso 
brief. Shanghai would have been glad to show its devotion to 
Her Majesty, and its appreciation of the honour done to the Set- 
tlement, by giving the Princes a suitable public reception, and 
individual hospitality would, we feel certain, have besn liberally 
placed at their disposal. As it is, we can only offer their High - 
nesses a brief welcome, and express the hope that the cursory 
view which they can at best have of this part of China may leave 
a favourable impression on their minds. ) 

Paper hunting formed the princes ublic amusement of 
Christmas Day. The members of the S.P.H.C. assembled in con- 
siderable numbers at three o'clock, for a ride from the Hermitage, 
finishing near the Sikawei-road beyond the Bubbling Well, and 
enjoyed a fast, if somewhat uneventful, run, which in about 
thirty-five minutes resulted in Mr. Dunn on Greenhorn heading 
the “light bobs,” and Mr. Lowe on the good Sir Launocelot se- 
curing the post of honour among the heavies. 

A correspondent sends us a copy of a Chinese notice posted up 
in a yamen in a neighbouring province. The document purports 
to inform people that a slab of stone was found in Honan, in a 
miraculous opening of the earth, where black rice was also found 
growing-—an ominous sign—and that on this wonderful stone 
were engraven four verses, which are transcribed. Five foreign 
nations, it is stated, will make war on China, and people ought to 
make preparations for resistance. The motive of the whole produc- 
tion is plainly that of exciting the Chinese people against foreigners, 
and the fact of the paper being placed in a yamen, and also on 
the wall of a temple, shows the official source of the placard. 
Our correspondent adds: “I don’t know whether it is a very 
recent production, or whether it is a copy of an old one, but it 
must have been quite recently published, or republished, in the 
present instance, and it is a sign of the times.” The appearance 
of the placard in question in Shanghai was, we believe, noticed a 
few months ago. 

We have received a copy of the Library Catalogue of the North 
China Branch of the ae Asiatic Society, arranged and edited 
by Mr. Henri Cordier. Upon a cursory lance through its pages, 
we must congratulate the Society on having obtained such a 
well-digested guide to the treasures of its bookshelves. The hon. 
librarian appears to have spared no pains ian thoroughly classi- 
fying the works, and has in most cases appended valuable notes 
for the assistance of the student. 

On the 10th December the U.S.S. Palos left Ningpo for Tinghai 
harbour, for a short cruise and gun exercise, intending to be 
away only one or two days, but unfortunately she was detained 
several, on account we are told of her getting ashore. We also 
hear she wag obliged to take out all her guos, ammunition, and 
chains for the purpose of floating her off again, which was done 
after some time and a deal of trouble. The Palos had a Ningpo 
pilot on board at the time. 

From Tientsin we learn that the road-steamer has not yet been 
put to work, the last floods aa in some places completely de- 
stroyed the road and bridges to Shensi-ku. Last spring this road 
would have suited very fairly, and have allowed the engine to go 
to Taku over the plain from Shensi-ku to Ko-ku, behind the towns. 
It is hoped that during the coming spring the favourable influ- 
ences now at work among some of the northern officials will result 
in some arrangement for the working of mines ; and though the 
connection of Mr. McLeavy Brown’s recent departure for Kurope 
with an intention to establish a line of railway in the North is 
probably premature, the time is not far off when such a step will 

taken. It is said that a Russian company is making arrange- 
ments for pneoaeins a couple of large road-steamers into Mon- 
golia, where they will no doubt pay well.

HONG KONG. 
Dates extend to the 9th Jan. The outward French mail of 
Nov. 22 arrived on Jan. 2. The following items are from the 
China Mail :— 


At the meeting of the Legislative Qouncil, present, the Goe 
vernor, the honourables the Chief Justice, the Acting Colonial 
Secretary, the Attorney General, the Acting Colonial reas urer, 
Judge Ball, C. May, Phineas Ryrie, H. Lowcock, W. H. Alexander 
and James Whittall, the Governor called upon Mr. Whittall to 
bring forward the motion of which he had given notice at the pre- 
vious meeting. Mr. Whittall began by remarking that the pro- 
position his motion dealt with was one so generally understood, 
and one the necessity of which was so universally admitted, that 
he need not take up the time of the Council by insisting upon 
the need of their entertaining it. His chief surprise was that no 


~ 
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measures had as yet been taken towards lighting the entrances to 
the port, the more so when he regarded the progres’ made by the 
Japanese in similar matters. The Chinese, too, had not been idle 
in the same direction. They had put up a great many lights on 
the coast and proposed to do more. Even Macao was well provi- 
ded with lighthouses, and he trusted that Hong Kong would no 
longer delay to join the march of progress. The scheme he 
had to propose was not utupian, and the strictest econo- 
mist could not object to it on the score of expense. The 
details also were simple. He proposed the erection of two light- 
houses, viz., on Waglan to the East, and Cow-e-chow to the West. 
To these he would like to add a third on the Ass’s Ears, but that 
did not come within the scope of his immediate proposition, 
though it might be taken into consideration afterwards. The 
only difficulty that might occur was the two islands first named 
being out of British jurisdiction; but that was a matter that 
could probably be settled by negotiation. The engineering as- 

ects of the undertaking offered no difficulties. He should be 
inclined to propose that the expenses be advanced out of what 
was known as the Special Fund—a fund raised from the vices of 
the Chinese—inasmuch as it would confer a vast benefit on na- 
tive trade without putting it to expense. It would also be for 
the benefit of the foreign trade generally. As to the cost, he 
estimated it at $25,000. Mr. Ryrie said a few words in support 
of Mr. Whittall’s remarks. 

The Attorney General wished]to say a few words connected with 
the bearing of his own special department on this subject. He 
thought the community were! indebted to the hon. members who 
had introduced the motion. The idea had been already contem- 
plated by the Imperial Government, and the only question was 
as to its necessity. After what had been said, no doubt could 
exist on that head. His own observations would relate to the 
bearing which the Merchant Shipping Act of 1855 had upon the 
roposal. This, he would observe, sanctioned the erection of 
ght-houses “at’’ or “near” British possessions, and the levy 
of dues on vessels of all nationalities to provide funds, fees thus 
obtained being remitted home. The Governor said he thought it 
might save discussion if he stated certain facts. He was greatly 
rejoiced that the motion had been brought forward, as it depended 
upon the community generally, so ably represented by the hon. 
member who had first spoken, to initiate and support such a scheme. 
He thought this and similar expenses should not and could not 
be met from the current revenue of the colony, and it was not 
equitable they should be. If they were, the taxation must be 
increased, and he did not see why the ratepayers of the present 
day should pay for permanent works for the benefit of residents 
many years hence. Now in such cases at homea loan was 
resorted to. There would be no difficulty in getting a loan. 
Plenty of money could always be got in colonies not half so 
well circumstanced as this. e would recommend a loan, and a 
sinking fund to meet it, s0 as to distribute the expense over the 
shoulders of those who came after them, and who ought to bear 
it. The community might count on the hearty support of the 
Government in this matter. Perhaps some other member present 
might have useful suggestions to make on the subject. 

The Chief Justice suggested that the Attorney-General should 
frame an Ordinance embodying the provisions necessary to carry 
it out. There could be inserted all details as to the limit of ex- 
pense, the means of defraying it, d&c. This P pda Sa being ac- 
cepted by the Council, Mr. Whittall, at the Governor's suggestion, 
altered the terms of his motion as follows, seconded by Mr. Byrie: 
—‘* That a necessity exists for the erection of two or more light- 
houses at the eastern and western entrances of Victoria Harbour.” 
This was carried unanimously. 

The Colonial Secretary asked a vote of $960 as additional salary 
to the Superintendent of the Civil Hospital. The salary was 
£300 per annum, but since 1868 the salary had been supple- 
monted by fees, such as for medical attendance at inquests and 

morten examinations, which made it more than £500 per 
annum. His Excellency and this Council had already expressed 
against the principle of allowing an officer’s salary to be supple- 
mented by fees, and it was thought advisable to give the 
Superintendent th increase of £200 per anoum ._ This proposi- 
tion had been approved of by the Secretary of State, who was 
now sending out a gentleman from England, giving him £450 at 
the beginning, with increase to £500 after three years’ service. 
The arrangement of the increase was being made when Dr. 
Young resigned, and the gentleman now temporarily discharging 
the duties was a military officer, and he drew at the rate of 
£500. The vote was agreed to, and the Council was adjourned.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—O— 
SINGAPORE. 
Dates extend to the 16th January. The outward P. and 0. 
mail of 13th December arrived on 13th January. The following 
summary is from the Stratts Times :— 


His Excellency the Governor will return to Singapore in a few 
days, the Pluto having left for the purpose of bringing him back. 
We understand it is H.B’s. intention to call the Legislative 
Council together early next month, for the purpose, as he said in 
his closing speech, of “ giving effect to certain legal measures” 


which he hopes to see completed before leaving the Colony. It is 
believed he alludes mainly to the Militia scheme, the outline of 
which was shadowed forth in a minute published some time back, 
and which H.E. seems to have set his heart upon saddling the 
community with before he leaves. The scheme is simply absurd 
in an ever-shifting mercantile community, and will meet with a 
Vigorous opposition. There is a rumour that the measure will 
not be brought forward, and that owing to H.E’s. bad state of 
iE the Council will meet formally only, to be adjourned sine 

le, 

It is reported that our next Governor is to be Mr. Musgrave, 
formerly Lieutenant-Governor of British Columbia while it was a 
colony, and now at Natal. It is also reported that Colonel Anson 
will not return to Penang, and that Mr. Campbell will be confirmed 
as Lieutenant-Governor. Among minor changes, we may mention 
that Mr. A. W. V. Cousins, at present here on leave,—who has 
been pitchforked into a dozen or more “acting ” appointments, 
from a junior clerkship in the Audit-office to the Postmaster Ge- 
neralship or Control of Convicts—is, it is said, to be at last Post- 
master of Penang, the former incumbent of that office having 
been committed for trial on a charge of embezzlement. We hear, 
also, that the appointment of Mr. Plow—the Governor's Private 
Secretary and Clerk of Councils,—as Registrar-Geucral under the 
Contagious Diseases Ordinance, has been refused confirmation by 
the Secretary of State for the Colonies. Tne offico of Master 
Attendant at Penang, temporarily vacant by the appointment of 
Captain Fox to the lait of Deputy Mister Attendant at Singa- 
pore, has; been filled by the appointment of Captain Lloyd, a 
merchant shipmaster—the most fitting selection we remember to 
have seen made here for a number of yeirs. 

Captain Bradbery, of the Colonial steamer P/u/o, has been 
granted twelve months’ leave of absence. Tne Pluto will be com- 
manded during his absence by Mr. Welner, the chief officer. Mr. 
Welner has been relieved of the dutics of harbour master at 
Penang by Captain Lloyd, a merchant shipmaster of long expe- 
rience. 

The “ Bentan” case has been discharged by the grand jury 
having thrown out the bill. Captain Barker is admitted to bail 
in $500, as we believe according to rule he cannot be discharged 
until the close of the session, 

The Supreme Court was occupied with the case of Captain Bur- 
rowes, charged with culpable homicide, in having caused the death 
of a Boyanese boatman named Kasim ‘The witnesses for the 
prosecution, who were Boyanese, showed so strong an animus 
against the prisoner, and such an evident disregard for truth, that 
it was unnecessary to call all the witnesses for the defeace. The 
case resulted in a verdict of acquittal of the prisoner. 

We understand the Danish Consul here, Mr. Padday, proposes 
to 9 a subscription list in aid of the sufferers in Denmark by 
the floods in December. 

By telegram we hear that Joshua has been tried and 
acquitted. 





Commercial Report. 
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IMPORTS. 

Yorouama.—Basiness had been extremely limited, the resalt, pro- 
bably, of a farther decline in native currency, and the alteration of 
the calendar. Both Grey Shirtings and Cotton Yarn were lower, 
and very little had been done either in them orin other, descriptions 
of Cottons, or in Woollen and Fancy Goods. Cloth alone had been in 
request, and large sales had been effected. The stock of Metals had 
become large, and there was very little inquiry. 

Hioago-Osaka.—Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24 in less demand; other 
sounts neglected. Deliveries larger than usual. Grey Shirtings had 
declined considerably, owing ‘to large importations, but had since re- 
covered. Taffachelass: Red patterns wanted. Other Cottons neglected. 
Woollens: Native merchants had worked off a large portion of their 
accumulated stock, but no larger business had been done, local 
currency having become of still lower value, their operations were 
thereby confined. Black Cloth continued in good demanc ; there were 
more deliveries, but prices were unsatisfactory. Black Orleans: 
Demand at lower rates. Mousselines de Laine: Less demand, and 
lower prices offered ; Figured, weak. 

Hanxow.—The advices from this port are uninteresting. Trade in 
Cotton Goods was moderately active, and prices were fairly maintained, 
but the Woollen market was quiet, and rates were drooping. 

SHANGHAL—A fair general trade had been done in the principal 
articles of Cotton manufacture during the week, and greater activity 
and a larger business in Woollens has also to be noted. There had 
been, howevér, no improvement in the value of anything excepting 
White] Shirtings and }-lb. Grey Shirtings, and even in these the 
melioration showed more in a tendency towards advance than in any 
actual rise. Grey Shirtings : Steady request for all weights from the 
trade, and from native and foreign speculators, bat sales of heavy 
cloth confined to a few of finest quality at former rates. Speculative 
prices governed by the time allowed for clearance. Of 7-lbs., nearly 
30,000 pieces and about 10,000 pieces of 6 to 64-lbs. had been taken 
by the dealers at Tis. 1.65 and Tls. 1.66 for the former and Tls. 1.58 
to 1.60 for the latter, but a considerable portion of these settlements 
were floating cargo, expected to arrive some time after China New- 
Year. White Shirtings : There was disposition on the part of natives 
to operate, but sales have been insignificant, Stocks generally wero

firmly held for a basis ‘of Tle. 2.00 per piece for good ordinary 64 
reeds. Dewhurst’s best of this count was worth Tis. 2.18, but was 
not parted with under Tis. 2.25. Transactions of the week, 1,500 
pieces 56 reeds at Tis. 1.65; 3,000 pieces 60 reeds (ordinary) at 
Tle. 1.78 to 1.85; 1,000 pieces Dewhurst's best 60 reed at Tls. 1.95, 
and 7,000 pieeea 64 reed Tle, 1.92 to 1.95. T-Cloths: Prices 
very irregular, and quotations to a great extent nominal. Drills: 
Speculative transactions to arrive reported, and there were 
more floating supplies offering on the market at low rates—say Ts. 
2.88 for passable 15-lba. Kaglish. Prices paid for immediate clearance 
had ranged between Tis. 2.85 and 2.93 for English. Datch Drills sold 
as low as Tis. 2.78. Jeans: Low prices were attracting notice, and 
sales to extent of about 9,000 pieces at Tle. 2.00 to 2.10 were recorded. 
Fancy Cottons: Dyed Brocades and good Turkey Red Cambrics 
in some inquiry, and full prices paid for both. 22-inch Black Velvets 
offering freely at Tls. 0.28, but unsaleable. In other kinds nothing 
important had transpired. Woollens: Medium Cloths, Tis. 0.96 ; 
Spanish Stripes, Tis. 0.68 to 0.684; Long Ells, Tis 5.70 to 5.75 for 
common Scarlets, and Tls. 5.50 to 5.55 for fairly assorted H. H.; Eng- 
lish Camlets, Tls. 15.30 to 15.40; Lastings, Tls. 11 to 12. Demand for 
Mediums stimulated by advices from Japan, and Lastings taken also for 
Japan. Inquiry for Long Ells and Camlets speculative, but part of the 
sales for consumption, and a considerable portion of the Spanish Stripes 
had gone into the interior. The me Ell market was stronger at the 
close. Metals: Market for Lead and Iron dull, but there was no pres- 
sure to make sales, and quotations had undergone no changes. Coals 
have been in very little request, and sellers being more plentiful than 
buyers, rates must be quoted lower. 

one Kone.—The mail steamers had brought fair supplies of 
Manufactured Goods, in addition to which there been the follow- 
ing arrivals, Nestor, Glaucus, steamers from Liverpool, and Scotland, 
Bellona, and Cheops steamers, and Gryfe from London. A small 
enquiry had continued during the fortnight, and as holders had 
evinced a little firmness, prices in some instances showed a light ad- 
vance. Cotton Yarn: 16s to 24s rather better, as stock in native 
hands was reduced. Prices shewed a rise of about $1 per bale. 28s 
to 82s were not in good demand, and sales were difficult to effect.

THE STEAMER ‘‘ PRECURSOR.” 

The Gibraltar papers give the following acoount of the mutiny on 
board the Precursor :— 

An inquiry was going on at Gibraltar, before Captain Phillimore, 
R.N., captain of the port, into a charge preferred by Ceptain Roper, 
of the British steamer Precursor, againat three of his seamen, Frede- 
rick Conradi, William Hurr, and Joeeph Sanders, for mutinous con- 
duct on board that vessel, in the Bay of Biscay, on the 26th of Jan. ; 
whilst Sanders made a cross charge against Captain Roper for having 
unlawfally shot at and wounded him with a revolver at the same 
time and place. According to Captain Roper’sevidence the Precursor 
was on her voyage from London to Shanghai, and when in the Bay of 
Biscay a ag ae was made by some of the crew with regard to their 
provisions, they demanding certain things which were not in their 
articles. The captain having summoned them on deck refu:ed their 
demand, upon which some murmuring ensued, and the seaman Con- 
radi made a rush at the captain, but was stopped by the two mates 
and another seaman named Ross. Captain Roper then ordered Con- 
radi to be pat in irons, upon which Hurr eaid, “ By God, if you put 
handcuffs on Conradi, you will have to fron us all.” The captain 
went into his cabin with the two mates and gave them each a revolver, 
with instructions not to fire unless he (the captain) did. Captain Roper 
then returned on deck and ordered Conradi tocome up. The maa re- 
fused, and the captain, to show that he was in earnest, fired his pistol 
at the ship’s side. Sanders at this moment ¢ame up, apparently to 
Conradi’s assistance, and the captain fired at him to prevent him, hit- 
ting him above the knee of the left leg. Conradi, on this, gave him- 
self up and was put in irons. Captain Roper states that he had no 
intention of disabling the man for life, but that he merely wished to 
prevent him from going to the rescue. Sanders himeelf says that 
when he came forward it was to assist in ironing Conrudi and not to 
reacue him. The statement of Captain Roper was corroborated by the 
evidence of Francis Rowe, the chief mate. After two or three hear- 
ings the case was again adjourned, Captain Roper being admitted to 
bail in the sum of 200 doubloons de Isabel, and the men remained in

ready, and that the reporters only wait for replies from Ministers 
to some questions put to them. 1 need not add that the public waits 
most anxiously for this report, which may be considered as the ‘to be 
or not to be” of this important measure. Ia several towns meetinzs 
have been held in order to allow the public to give their opinion upou 
the Bill, and it ia with much regret that [ am obliged to state that 
thuch dissension prevails. The measure is much applauded by some, 
but there are others who condemn the step as “a leap in the dark,” 
which most eventually lead to placing the reins of government in 
the hands of the Clerical party. Another important B.ll ia that of 
the Minister of the War Department, regarding the promotion, re- 
tirement, and pensioning of the officers of the army and the navy. 
This Bill will abolish many absurd stipulations which now exist with 
regard to the marriage of officers, but I regret that the Government 
has not done away entirely with the system which permits military 
authority to meddle with affairs which have nothing to do with the 
service. Perhaps on this point the Chamber will prove more radical 
than the Minister. 

It seems that several members of the Second Chamber are averse 
to becoming candidates at the elections in June next. The following 

ntlemen will retire : Messra. Westerboff, van Voorihuysen, Hoffman, 

anbar, Rutgers, and von Akerlaken. Several of them are very old 
mnen, which may well be a cause for their quitting their posts, but 
that the younger members should follow their example is less 
explicable. An election will take place in the district of Sneek, Mr. 
Maens being appointed Inspector of Lower Class Educatioa in the 
province of Utrecht. 

The Oommission appointed to examine the question whether it is 
desirable to re-introduce the gold coinage has published its report. 
It is very volaminous, and contains about eighty pages. The conclu- 
sion is that it is thought desirable to introduce the gold aad silver 
coins at home, and in Java only silver.

THE MILDEW IN PIECE-GOODS. 

Tae letter which the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce 
has addressed to that of Manchester, on the subject of mil- 
dew in Piece-goods, is a very exhaustive and convincing 
document. It has, however, two very obvious faults—it is 
a great deal too lengthy, and it is not nearly strong enough. 
Twenty lines, instead of two hundred, would have sufficed 
to expose the suicidal policy of the manufacturers who up- 
hold the present system of adulteration, by the excessive 
admixture of size with the cotton. The allegations are so 
forcible in their simplicity that their effect is merely 
weakened by the number of words expended on the explana- 
tion of them ; and the one great fact in which they oul- 
minate—namely, that Manchester is deliberately permitting 
an unworthy section of her Chamber to throw the trade 
into the hands of native manufacturers—speaks for itself. 
Notwithstanding all that we have heard of this atrocious 
soandal, and however shocked every right-thinking man 
must be at the dreary jocularity of the apologists for Mr. 
Spence’s “Caveat emptor” system, we were certainly not 
prepared for the astounding statistics of the Shanghai 
Chamber's letter. It is there shown that not less than 75 
per cent. of the grey shirtings and T-cloths received from 
Manchester are “unmerchantable as sound goods.” Although 
the outer coverings of canvas, and the inner ones of paper, 
remain in perfectly good condition, a process of fermentation 
goes on within the bales—solely attributable to the noxious 
ingredients in the cloth. This is proved by the fact that the 
temperatura inside the bales is not less than ten degrees 
Fahrenheit higher than in the holds—even the worst venti- 
lated holds. This fermentation causes black and yellow 











spots, and general rottenness. One consequence of this is 


that native buyers now refuse to purchase Piece-goods unless 
the bales are opened before their eyes. This is not only a 


reproach to the honour of Manchester manufacturers, but a 


source of expense—which, of course, recoils on the: 
a ; Heral withdrawal of con 
on the part of the Chinese naturally leads to the atone taa 
of even “sound goods”—and thus Manchester is directly in- 
creasing the demand for “the more durable native manu- 
. factures, with which, even under favourable circumstances 
“it is difficult for the merchants to compete.” 
These last words are the pith of the Shanghai Chamber's 
letter; and they are so significant as to leave no doubt that 
only two alternatives remain for those manufacturers who 
are determined to redeem the reputation of Manchester and 
uphold their own, and to preserve a market in the 
Far Kast. They must either bring the Chamber to oom- 
mon sense and common honesty in this their staple 
article, or they must withdraw from the Chamber, and 
repudiate oll connection with it. If the former of 
these results can be effected, and a satisfactory guarantee 
given for the soundness of the goods sent out by its mem- 
bers, the Manchester Chamber may re-establish itself in the 
confidence of the natives. If, on the other hand, the present 
frauds are permitted to continue, every manufacturer who 
values his reputation or his trade owes it to himself to re- 
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nounce all connection with an institution among whose 
members such practices can find apologists. It is not to be 
tolerated that the first manufacturing city in Great Britain 
should sanction, through its commercial Board, a system of 
fraud which would cause a horse-coper at Barnet to be put 
under a pump, or a retail grocer to be fined by a church- 
warden. Mr. Spenoz’s favourite dogma—* Caveat emptor ” 
—may be very well up to a certain point ; but that point is 
certainly reached when the “ emptor” has so distinctly en- 
tered his “ caveat,” and will have no more to do with the 
sham commodities pressed upon him in exchange for good 
money. 








TELEGRAPHIC COMMUNICATION WITH CHINA. 

THE proposal for a working agreement between the China 
Submarine and the Great Northern Telegraph Companies, 
to which we referred in our last issue, has been carried out. 
‘A meeting of the shareholders of the first-named company 
was held on Monday last, when the agreement was submit- 
ted by the directors and unanimously passed. By its pro- 
visions the tariff for messages of twenty words to and from 
China and Japan is fixed at £6, and the proceeds of the 
traffic are to be carried to a joint-purse account, to which 
the China Submarine Company will contribute a sum of 
£2 7s., and the Great Northern Company £4 2s., for each 
message conveyed over their respective lines. When inter- 
ruptions arise the company upon whose line they occur will 
cease to participate in the receipts from the joint-purse ac- 
count until such time as communication is restored. The 
agreement is to remain in force for three years, and will 
come into operation immediately upon the Russian Govern- 
ment intimating its consent to the tariff being fixed at £6. 
These are the main points of the agreement as settled by 
the directors of the companies and accepted by the share- 
holders, with one or two alterations of a merely verbal or 
technical character. It was stated at the meeting that every 
exertion would be made to guard against any interruptions 
in the service, and thus to afford that thoroughly reliable 
communication which is so important to the interests of the 
mercantile community of China, and if it should be found 
necessary as a means towards carrying out this end, a dupli 
cate cable would be laid between Hong Kong and Shanghai. 
It was urged by Captain Swerarp Osborn that steps 
should be taken to ensure the speedy completion of the ex- 
tension which will connect the coast ports, Amoy, Foochow, 
&o., with the main line. 





Tax shipments of specie to the Straits, China, and Japan 
during the past week by P. and O. and private steamers.

Te principal members of the Japanese Embassy in Paris 
ve given a banquet at their residence in the Rue Pres- 
bourg. Amongst the guests were Count pz Remusat, Mi- 
nister for Foreign Affairs; General LapDMIRAULT, Governor 
of Paris; General Appart; M. LEon Renavt_t, Prefect of 
Police ; M. Caumon, Prefect of the Seine, &c.

The two candidates for the post are Professor Foss, of the 
Victoria School, and Director Kern, of the Wilhelmstadt 
Middle-class School. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

SAIGON, 
/ Owing to an unexpected demand for Java, rice had advanced 
to such a price as to preclude the execution of orders from Europe. 

The Courrier de Saigon of January 5th contains the “ Budget ”’ 
for the present year. M. Piquet, the Minister of the Interior, 
restricts his estimates to the same amount as in 1872—f.14,500,000 
—notwithstanding a falling off of f.733,800 in the revenue de- 
rived from the licensed gaming houses. Following M. Piquet’s 
arrangement, we find the expenses of the Governor raised from 
f.95,930 to f.111,259. The increase in the administration of the 
interior is f.5,680 ; and that of the Native Secretariat— Personnel 
attache aux affaires indigenes—no less than f.234,071—rising from 
£.2,175,4169 last year to f.22,409,544 this year. This increase is ac- 
counted for by the increased number of extra clerks required to 
“aut | out ordinances relating to registration, vaccination, &c., ; 
by the increase of the militia, necessitated by the supervision of 
Traon,and the equally imperative necessity of maintaining the 
existing force at its full strength. f.47,245 are added on account 
of the Post-office, because the Civil servants of the Treasury re- 
fused to assist in sorting letters on the arrival of the mails. Con- 
siderable increase has also been thought necessary in the Land 
and Forest Departments, and in that of the Public Works. 
Public Instruction is also advanced f.8,082, and Justice f.27,392, 
—the latter in some degree accounted for by the addition of in. 
terpreters. The estimate for the prison is also raised in common 
with the charges for Hospitals, Public Gardens, Printing, and 
many other departments. On the other hand, the completion of 
several public works admits of a reduction of about f.1,000,000, 
get owever, to some deductions under other heads. 

hus closes what appears to be a very able financial statement, 
and one in every way promising to the colony, although without 
the prospect of any surplus for engineering or irrigation works. 
But, if M. Piquet’s programme is carried out in its integrity, there 
seems great reason to hope that the progression of the French 
colony will be uninterrupted. 

According to Messrs. W..G. Hale and Co.'s circular, the total 
report of rice from Saigon for the year 1872 waa 3,840,676 piculs, 
of which 3,240,808 piculs went to Hong Kong, 174,457 piculs 
came to Singapore, 100,280 piculs went to Malacca, and the rest 
to other China ports, to Manila, Java, and to South America. 


MILDEW IN COTTON GOODS. 
On this subject the Shanghai General Chamber of Commerce 


has addressed the following letter to the Manchester Chamber of 
Commerce :— 
Shanghai, December 17, 1872. 

Sir,—The attention of this Chamber has for some time past been 
specially directed to the wide-spread deterioration by mildew of Cotton 
Piece Goods imported to this country from Manchester. In view of 
the heavy loases which have been recently incurred from this cause by 
those concerned in the trade, I offer no apology in bringing to the 
notice of the committee of your body a subject which possesses, in 
addition to a general interest, a direct importance to the manufacturer, 
no less than to the merchant. 

The existence ofan abnormal growth of a substauve, resembling 
mould, disfiguring to the appearance and often seriously injaring the 
texture of cotton cloths, principally grey shirtings and T-cloths brought 
to this country, the outer packages of which show no signs whatever of 
contact with salt or fresh water or undue dampness of any kind, has 
been no recent discovery. The evil, however, was seldom heard of 
until after the outbreak of the America civil war, when it became very 

revalent, concurrently with a more free use of East [ndian staple in 
Lancashire and an increasing and unfavourable disproportion be- 
tween the cost of the raw material and the price to be obtained for the 
cloth. Losses in 1864-5 from this cause were very large. The cloth 
was not only found to be discoloured with black and yellow 
spots, bat in many cases its texture had become rotten, the injury 
being principally apparent at the folded edges of the pieces, though 
it was by no means confined to the external folds. Reclamations, 
for the most part unsuccessful, were at that time made nopon the 
manufacturer through the buying or packing agents, and owing 
either to the general attention which was directed to the question, 
or more probably to the altered conditions of the trade itself, 
damage by mildew, though not altogcther unknown, became subse- 
quently less notorious until within the last two years, when it has pre- 
sented iteelf in a still more aggravated form. Towards the end of 
1871, parcel after parcel of grey shirtings, principally, if not wholl ,, 
consisting of second and lower qualities, were rejected by the Chinese 
buyers, as “spotted ;” and during the year now lapsing the evil has 
me so general that in September last it was estimated that 75 per 
cent, of the entire stock of grey shirtings and T-cloths in this place 
Were unmerchantable as sound goods. The trade, in fact, was com- 
pletely disorganised. Sales by auction without reserve, or by private 
contract with all faults at heavy reductions from the market price, 
Were of daily occurrence, and were rendered necessary by the rapid 


deterioration which much of the cloth was obviously undergoing. The 
injury has been found to Lites most extensively in the fair to or- 
dinary qualities of 7 lb. and 8} lb. grey shirtings and 6 Ib. and 7 Ib. 
T-cloths, though in the better makes it frequently occurs in a less 
degree. In the heavier qualities of both shirtings and T-cloths mil- 
dew is seldom if ever observed. 

The Committee of this Chamber are unable to conceal their con- 
viction that the cause of the deterioration is to be found in a defect 
inherent in the cloth itself, originated in the course of mannfacture ; 
and though positive proof cannot at present be adduced, negative evi- 
dence of a very suggestive character is forthcoming which tends to 
show that this defect arises from the use of ‘‘size” in undue quantity 
and of a nature deleterious to the fabric. This size, there is reason 
to believe, is employed to work up inferior cotton and to increase the 
weight of the cloth. In this connection the circumstance is signifi- 
cant, though the committee would regret to lay undue stress upon it, 
that, as was the case in 1864-5, the evil has become prominent at a 
time when the value of the manufactured article ia unduly low com- 
pared with the cost of cotton. 

The reclamations of exporters have hitherto been principally met 
by the testimony of chemists, whose certificates have been brought 
forward to show that nothing deleterious to cotton textile fabrics has 
been discovered either in the specimens of size produced by the manu- 
facturer, or in the pieces of cotton cloth returned by theexporter. It 
is almost needless to say that the certificates of chemists which 
merely state that the tests applied show in the size they have examined 
no cause for the damage sustained are not satisfactory. There may 
be, and probably are, destructive qualities in the size which elude 
chemical analysis. And though various suggestions as to the cause 
of the evil have from time to time been made by Manchester agents, 
these suggestions have not stood the test of critical examination. 
They have been somewhat to the following effect: The action of 
undue heat in vessels’ holds, and especially in those of iron steamers 
via Suez ; exposure to undue heat or dampness‘during storage abroad ; 
contact with sea or fresh water ; inferior packing. The committee, in 
expressing their confident opinion that the origin of the damuge is 
not to be traced to any of the foregoing causes, are not unaware that 
mildew may be, and probably is, sometimes stimulated by special 
atmospheric and other conditions which are favourable to ita develop- 
ment. But in order to find an efficient remedy for its injurious conse- 
quences the evil must be traced to its source, and the committee are 
prepared to furnish evidence in support of the following proposi- 
tions :— 

Mildew is not the result of damage by salt or fresh water or ex. 
ternal dampness of any kind. It occurs on goods the canvas wrap- 
pings of which are perfectly clean and unstained, the interior tar- 
paulin not having lost its sheen, while the brown paper coverings 
have not been affected by dampness and retain their original gloss. 
These conditions are incompatible with the supposition that moisture 
has penetrated from the outside. It does not originate in the: 
manner of packing, for goods have been found damaged in the most 
extensive degree in the best as well asin the most inferior packages. 
It is not due to want of ventilation in the holds of vessels, steam or 
sailing, the damage having been found to occur in goods which 
arrive in the best as well asin the worst ventilated holds, after short 
and long passages round the Cape and via Suez Canal. It is not due 
to length or character of storage in China, for mildew exists in goods 
imported in steamers via Suez, and which have been examined imme- 
diately after arrival. 


The following facta have also an important bearing upon the solution 
of the question :—The bales badly affected by mildew are generally 
found to be heated internally, sometimes to such an extent that even 
in summer a thermometer placed in the centre of a newly-opened 
package has been found to indicate a rise in temperature of over 10 
degrees of Fahrenheit. In one instance brought to the notice of the 
committee, viz, on the 15th June last, the rise indicated in two 
minutes was from 71 deg. to 88} deg. The inference to be drawn ig 
raat bidae pscenta was going on. The intertor of bales has been often

After fer- 
mentation has ceased, decomposition to a greater or less extent would 
appear to occur. The cloth, in cases where the ya has been 
small, becomes spotted sometimes with black, at other times with 
yellow, discolouration, but in the worst cases it is made tender and 
rotten, a white powder being frequently removable from the threads. 
I submit that if these facts be authenticated they exclude the suppo- 
sition of the damage being occasioned between the periods when the 
goods have been packed and when they reach the consumer. The 
inquiry into the cause of the evil should therefore be limited to the 
circumstances of manufacture and preparation for packing. 

- In urging upon your Chamoer the advieability of instituting such an 
inquiry, it is not the intention of this committee to enter into either 
the legal or the moral bearing of the question as between the manu- 
facturer, the packer, and thé merchant, though it cannot be denied 
that the responsibility for the losses which occur through the dete- 
rioration of the goods after inspection by a skilled agent, and in the 
transportation of which every reasonable precaution has been taken, is 
not one which should properly fall either upon the merchant or the 
consumer. A few general observations, however, upon the results of 
the recent extensive importations of unsound goods will not be oat of 
place. The first effect is that large quantities of cloth are forced off 
at reduced and irregular prices, by which means the tone of the market 
is lowered, and the value even of sound goods is depreciated. Bales 
are no longer, as was once the case, accepted unopened on the faith 
of the sample, but the wrappe ‘--have to be cut in order that 
the condition of every package may be ascertained. The in- 
convenience, delay, and loss arising from this practice must be 
too obvious to need to be pointed out. The trouble and waste 
of time entailed by the necessity of minute inspection, the 
ereamest resales of rejected parcels, and the uneertainty as to 
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the completion of any sale until full examination of the contents 
of packages has been made; all represent a positive burden on the 
frais, The destruction of the packages, moreover, is a loss to the 
native merchant, who can never again pack his goods 80 securely for 
inland transport. And more important, perhaps, than all is the fact 
that the confidence of native dealers and merchants in foreign goods 
is shaken; for they are no longer secure of carrying their purchases 
to the end of along journey in a merchantable condition. Such 
general want of faith in the soundness of foreign cotton goods must 
tend to render them unpopular among the Chinese. And considering 
that foreign imports, though cheaper, have great difficulty, even under 
favourable circumstances, in competing with the more durable native 
se eas the trade is not in a position to bear any additional 
urden. 

Although, therefore, the firat losses from mildew fall upon the im- 
porting merchant, while the manufacturer appears to eacape alto- 
gether, yet such an unequal and unfair distribution of the responsi- 
bility cannot continue, if for no better reason than that the magnitude 
of the losses will soon put it beyond the power of merchants to bear 
them, were they ever so willing. But it requires no argument to 
show that the state of things now complained of must materially 
diminish the trade in cotton goods, or, what amounts to the same 
thing, check its natural increase, a result which must be of equal im- 
portance to the interests which your Chamber represents as to those of 
the China merchants. The Committee do not hesitate to claim yoar 
prompt and active co-operation ina strict and satisfactory investiga- 
tion into the causes of mildew, as well as into the most efficacious 
means of providing a remedy for a crying evil, affecting not only the 
interests of the most important branch of British industry, but also 
the honour and reputation of British commerce.—I have, &c.,

The 
local offices in China are the chief sufferers by this loss. The 
vessel was one of the celebrated tea clippors, commanded by 
Captain Innes, and her loss now reduces these vessels to a very 
small number.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade returns for January show that the exports 
of British and Irish produce in the month were valued at 
£29,298,547, ag compared with £18,879,980 in the corresponding 
menth of 1872—an increase of £1,418,567, or 7$ per cent. But 
the imports of the month have diminished, the amount being 
£27 ,397,673, against £30,590,791 in the corresponding month of 
1872—a diminution of £3,193,118, or 10§ per cent. The diminu- 
tion appears to be pretty equally distributed over the various 
leading articles of import. The increase of the exports is to 
some extent au increase of quantity as well as value. The quan- 
tities of iron and steel have increased from 200,095 tons in Jan- 
uary, 1872, to 222,231 tons in January, 1873 ; Linen Yaro from 
2,769,249 lbs. to 3,151,037 Ibs. ; jute manufactures from 6,428,240 
yards to 7,777,794 yards ; and woollen cloth from 3,265,628 yards 
to 3,446,471 yards ; but cotton piece goods have diminished from 
295.821,810 yards to 275,523,328 yards; linen piece goods, from 
22,179,902 yards to 18,737.545 yards ; and worsted stuffs, from 
31,314,844 yards to 29,542,921 yards. There is also a great dis- 
crepancy between quantity and value io the case of coal, the 
quantity exported having fallen from 842,328 tons to 799,227 
tons, a fall of 5 per cent., while the value has risen from £469,628 
to £#34,598, or about 80 per cent. The average price of coal ex- 
ported in January was rather over 20s. per ton.

The engines are of 
the compound type, with service condensation, and are fitted with the 
most recent improvements. They worked very satisfactorily during 
the ran round from the Clyde to the Thames, being handled with 
great ease.

‘ JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

The present (French) mail brings advices to the 7th January ; 
the French mail from London, Nov. 8, arrived out on the 31st 
Dec., and the following P. and O. mail of Nov. 15 on the 5th Jan. 
The following summary of news is from the Japan Mail :— 


The annual meeting of the subscribers to Christ Church was 
held on the 31st Dec., Consul Robertson presiding. The report 
presented to the meeting was accompanied by a statement of 
accounts which showed a deficit of $276.99. The report requested 
assistance to obtain an increase of the Government grant to an 
approximate amount to that coutributed by British subjects, and 
pointed out that if the latter's augmented. contributions were not 
met by an equivalent, the efforts of the committee were frustrated 
and the finances embarrassed. Last year the Government con- 
tribution was $609 less than the amount of those of British sub- 
jects, although the latter had received no sasistance in the erec- 
tion of the new aisle and the repair of the church, which had 
been effected by private contribution and by loan. The chair. 
man pointed out that they had every reason to congratu- 
late themselves upon the state of the accounts; for, though 
there was a deficit, yet at the same time, the receipts 
were considerably in excess of those of last year. He then 
alluded to a scheme suggested by Mr. James for paying off 
a part of the heavy incubus of debt with which the Church 
was saddled, by raising the pew rents. It was proposed by Mr. 
James to raise the sittings from $20 to $25 a year, and the 
pews from $90 to $100 a year, the excess of $5 on each sitting 
and $10 on each pew to form a sinking fund for paying off the 
debt of $3,600 which had been incurred in connection with the 
new aisle and the organ. He should, in writing home, of 
course, have to explain to the Foreign Office tha action which 
had been taken ; but the excess raised on the pew rents would not 
appear in the accounts, and would not therefore be taken into ac- 
count when the Government made the grant. 

A lengthy discussion ensued upon the proposition of Mr. 
James, in the course of which Mr. Macdonald explained that the 
Oriental Bank Corporation would lend the money ($3,600) at 8 
per cent. instead of 12 per cent., which ‘they were now paying, if 
several gentlemen gave promissory notes for the amount. Ic was 
finally arranged that a subscription list should be sent round 
during the year, for the specific purpose of raising a sum to reduce 
the loans upon the new aisle and the organ, provided the Govern- 
ment were unfavourable to the proposed creation of a sinking 
fund. The question with reference to the proposed loan was post- 
poned until the next meeting. 








On the 25th and 26th Dec. the Exhibition at Yedo of manu- 
factures and products which are to be sent to the Vienna Exhi- 
bition of this year was opened to the foreign public, and on both 
days large numbers availed themselves of the Government invi- 
tation. The display of cereals and some of the products was 
rather poor; but the collections of lacquer and porcelain were 
very good. The idea prompting those under whose supervision 
the collection was made seems to have been to introduce native 
wares in the European markets. Thus, in viewing the collection 
at Vienna, it must be remembered that the Japanese Depart- 
ment is not merely a collection of curios and articles de lure, 
but of Japan wares suitable for foreign use. It has been an. 
nounced by one of the local journals that the Japanese Govern. 
ment contemplates an additional issue of paper money, to the ex- 
tent of 50,000,000 rios. We publish elsewhere an official denial 
of the statement ; indeed, the scheme is of a character so entirely 
foreign to the course lately pursued by the Japanese Government, 
that the announcement was, from the first, viewed with some 
doubt. On the 25th Dec. a fire broke out at Kawasaki, destroy- 
ing no less than 110 houses. Three persons lost their lives 
during the conflagration. On the 2nd Jan. H.I.M. the Mikado 
received the Corps Diplomatique. The usual congratulatory 
speeches were made, the only noticeable feature being the allu- 
sion to the change in the calendar. 

From Nagasaki we hear of p serious riot at the Takasund Coal 
mines. The rioters destroyed several houses, and did much 
damage to property ; but were eventually overpowered, and the 
ringleaders arrested. During the fight which took place two of 
the natives were killed. 

One of those unfortunate accidents with fire arms, seemingly 
impossible to accountfor,is reported to have occurred in the country, 
the untimely explosion of a gun unhappily resulting in the death 
of a Japanese child. It appears that Captain Purvis, R.N., and 
Mr. Gilbert were on a shooting excursion near Oiso ; after having 
walked for several hours, they entered a small house outside the 
village in order to rest for a few minutes. Here Mr. Gilbert was 
induced to show his gun to a Japanese, and after explaining to 
him its various details he half cocked it and laid it across his 
knees. Within a few seconds one charge exploded, the shot 
striking a native boy about five years of age, entering on the right 
side in an oblique direction and probably lodging over the Jeft hip.

NAGASAKI. 

The Express has the following items :— 

H.I.R.M.’s frigate Svetluna and corvette Vitva: returned to 
this port. The former has the Grand Duke Alexis, and the 
latter Admiral Possiet on board. They left Viadiwostok on 
the 19th Dec., at which time the thermometer there stood as 
low as 16 deg. The vessels are now coaling, and will leave for 
Hong Kong and Manila. The usual complimentary visits were 
made and salutes exchanged. His Excellency the Governor of 
Nagasaki called on board the Svetlana, which event was an- 
nounced by the Government battery returning the compliments, 
paid to him by the Svetlana. 

The Japanese steamer Bertha, which arrived here on the 26th 
reports having encountered a very severe gale while on her passage 
from this to the Loo Choos. During the gale, which lasted twenty- 
four hours, she experienced considerable damage, having lost fore 
and main masts and all sails. On arrival at her destination, the cap- 
tain was informed by the authorities that there was a large Eng- 
lish paddle wheel steamer and all hands lost off the coast ; and 
an American three-masted schooner belonging to this port, said 
to be the Spray, only two Japanese being saved ; also one of the 
Satsuma barques was lost in the same gale. On her passage back 
she saw none of the above vessels, and she experienced fine 
weather all the way. | 

We learn that the P.M.S.S. Relief brought the official instruc- 
tions promulgated at Yedo that not only are the officers ia the 
employ of the Government to dress in the style customary 
amongst Europeans, but that the whole of the people in this Ken 
are to do so likewise. The above order wa; to take effect on the 
lst of January next, but owing to the time given being very 
short, we understand that an extension of time is to be given, 
and the order will not be immediately enforced. The work upon 
the dry rock partially constructed on the other side of the har- 
bour, which has been suspended for a considerable time is, we 
hear, to be again resumed shortly, and that a competent staff 
to carry on the business connected with the repair of vessels may 
be expected to arrive here at no distant date. 


CHINA. 


= OC — 
SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
January ; the French mail, from London, November 22, arrived 
out on the 8th January. The following items of news are from 
the North China Herald :—' 
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Telegraphic communication both with Hong Konz and Nagasaki 
is interrupted, and is not expected to be resumed for several days. 

A north-westerly gale which blew with exceptional fierceness 
during two days has dispelled the long tack of mild weather 
which up to a much later period than usual prevailed over the 
north of China, and replaced it with thoroughly wintry weather— 
a biting wind,a temperature below freezing, and a seasonable 
sprinkling of snow. Owing to this sudden iaclement burst, the 
Paper Hunt advertised for the 4th Jan. was postponed. The gale 
has also to be credited with the delay in the arrival of the Ame- 
rican mail, which was two days overdue from Nagasaki. On 
shore and afloat the severity of the storm must have caused no 
little inconvenience and danger. We hear of walls and fences hav- 
ing been blown down, and several instances of loss of life among 
Chinese boat people have occurred. Four sampans were upset at 
various places in the harbour, and in two cases the sampanmen 
were drowned, and the casualties would doubtless have been more 
numerous had not the bat-people avoided as much as possible 
exposing their frail craft to the violence of the gale. The most 
serious accident, however, occurred outside Woosung, through the 
upsetting of a Ningp> ballast boat, by which, our Chinese in- 
formant says, some twenty people lost their lives. It seems that 
these boats, after discharging their load of ballast in Shanghai, 
offer to take passengers on the return trip at an almost nominal 
rate, and the Chinese, ever ready to risk life if dollars are thereby 
to be saved, take passage in them rather than pay a higher rate 
and go by steamer. Few of these boats ventured to go out on 
the morning of the 4th of January, but the one which came to so 
unhappy a fate was among the less prudent. 

By the steamers which arrived in the early part of the week, 
wo learn that the effects of the gale are strikingly apparent on 
various parts of the coast. The G/aucus, which, notwithstanding 
the storm has made the passage from Hong a in four days, 
informs us that in the neighbourhood of the Hieshan Islands 
large quantities of poles and junk wreck were floating about ; 
and by the Fire Queen, from Poyang Lake, we learn that the 
Langshan lightship has been blown a long distance from her pro- 
per pozition. When last seen, she was holding her ground, 
though but a very short distance from the North Bank. The 
Customs steamer A’uahsing has started to re-moor her. The 
barques Ellon Castle and Alexandra got ashore in the river, 
through the wind suddenly chopping round while they were pro- 
ceeding up under sail. The former has got off. 

We learn that the British barque Bessie Scaright, Scherrl 
master, which left here on :Dec. 22 for Nagasaki, foundered on 
the morning of the 29th, about ninety miles E.N.E. from the 
Amherst Rocks, during a heavy north-west gale. The whole of 
the crew escaped jin the ship’s longboat, but were unable to save 
anything; and] after being tossed about sixty hours, without 
water or provisions, reached the Yangtsze bank. Here they got 
@ passage in a Ningpo fishing-boat, to that port, where they re- 
main’ pending the inquiry into the loss of the vessel. The vessel 
was in ballast when lost. She was owned in Shanghai, and was 
uninsured. We have since learnt that a Court of Inquiry sat on 
January 6, to inquire into the circumstances connected witb the 
loss of the Bessie Searight. We have not been favoured with full 
particulars, but are told that the vessel capsised whilst under 
close reefed topsails, in consequence of the mud ballast shifting. 
The boats were launched and the crew saved their lives, but no 
effects, save the captain’s sextant. When the boats left the 
vessel she was still above water, but on her beam ends. The 
master was censured for not having the ballast properly secured 
before leaving Shanghai, but his certificate was returned to him. 

About ten o’clock onthe morning of the 7th Jan. we were 
pleased to see the U.S. mail flaz hoisted at the Pootung signal 
station, thereby dispelling all fears and doubts as to the safety 
of the Costa Rica. On leaving Nagasaki she had a S.E. wind, 
which, however, soon veered round to the southward and after- 
wards to N.W., from which point it blew with great fury, causing 
considerable internal damage, and compelling the steamer to 
anchor for about twenty-one hours, when a start was again 
effected, and Shanghai was reached just as it became dark. 

It was only during last month that we made a remark about 
the extremely long passage of the Elizabeth Graham from London 
to this port, but that of the German brig Christoph, which 
arrived yesterday, completely eclipses all the passages we can 
think of, she having been out 194 days. 

On the 7th Jan. the steam-tug Rocket towed the British barque 
G.T. Ray uP the-river in a totally dismasted condition. The G. 
7. Ray was bound from here to Amoy, and sailed on the lst Jan 
She had twenty-six passengers on board, the crew of the anfor- 
tunate Martaban forming a portion of this number. 

The appeal from the judgment of the Supreme Court at the 
hearing of the collision case between the Hopewell and the Annie 
Gray, applied for by the latter, has, we learn, been abandoned. 

At the Supreme Court John Davey, master of the barque 
Hilda, has been tried, before Sir Edmund Hornby and a jury, for 
® violent assault on the Chinese cook of his vessel. He was 
found guilty, and sentenced to one month's imprisonment and to 
pay @ fine of $200, $50 of which are to go to the sufferer, 

We understand that the salvage operations at the wreck of the 
Tonbridge are proceeding slowly, but a quantity of cases have 
already been brought up and landed at the Hongkew Wharf. 
There are two European divers from H.M.S. Cadmus and one 
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rom the Customs, besides natives, employed at the work. One of 

the latter got into the hold a few days ago, and being unable to 
find his way out again, wasdrowned. One of the Europeans went 
down in search of him, but failed to find the body. 

Again we have to notice the issue of the “ Ladies’ Directory, or 
Red Book for Shanghai,” a little work which speaks volumes for 
the social progress of the Settlements, as year after year it re- 
cords an increasing“roll of lady residents. Two years ago, 138 
names were inscribed in its pages; one year since the phalanx of 
the fair had advanced to 167,and during 1872 the increase has 
been even more rapid, and we get into the third century of 
names. The Red Book for 1873 contains 210 names, and though 
some are followed by the word “absent,” we may reckon- the 
number as a very close approximation to the actual residents, for, 
while the New-year is yet in its infancy, not a few additions will 
have to be made. 

Rinderpest is again very prevalent amongst the Shanghai cattle, 
no fewer than a dozen cases within the last week having come 
under the notice of the Inspector of Markets. On paying a visit 
to one slaughter-house, he observed half a carcase in a diseased 
condition hanging up, and the other half on a wheelbarrow 
about to be conveyed to Smith’s tharket, there to be sold for the 
use of foreigners. The Chinamen present at the slaughter-house 
when the seizure was made denied all knowledge of owner-ship, 
but further investigation will be made into the matter, and we 
trust that with the assistance of Chen the guilty parties will be 
discovered and punished. 

Our Tientsin correspondent gives it asa statement current in 
see she at Peking that the Audience Question has been 
conceded. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 16th of January; the P. and O. 
mail of November 29th arrived out on the 14th January, being 
four days late, owing to the heavy weather encountered by the P. 
and O. steamer Mooltan in the Bay of Biscay, and to an accident 
which occurred to the machinery of the Surat between Suez 
and Galle. We take the following items of nows from the Daily 
Press :— 

The report of the directors of the Hong Kong and Canton 
Steam Company, to be presented at the meeting of the 16th Jan., 
will be found in our advertising columns. 

The Canton Shipping News states that the noted kidnapper 
Yuh-ah-wei, who was captured on board the steamer Spark some 
time ago, was executed last week. 

By the ship Her Majesty we learn that the chief officer, with 
other officers and passengers, Captain Boswell, and a part of the 
crew of the steamship Sedan, had arrived in Foochow, numbering 
thirty in all. The third officer and another part of the crew ar- 
rived the following day. Capt. Boswell proceeded on to Shanghai 
in the Dravon. 

A correspondent remarks rela‘ive to the new Chinese Coast 
Steamer Company:—‘‘I have seen the prospectus of the new 
company, and it provides that after the first issue of shares these 
can only be sold to Chinese. It apparently is a thorough anti- 
foreign affair, and is to have an insurance company attached to 
it, like the Yangtsze Company. This movement on the part of 
the Chinese is a perfectly legitimate one, and was to be expected 
sooner or later, though it will no doubt greatly change the 
course of business. During the year we may expect to hear com- 

laints from some quarters in Shanghai that a good deal of trade 
is falling into Chinese hands, just as we have heard of it at Tien- 
tain, but this will only affect a few of those firms which do a local 
business, and will leave the large importing houses as they are. 
Although the carrying out of such national enterprises will cer- 
tainly be detrimental to foreign trading, unless tho country is 
further opened up, the attempt of the Chinese to assimilate them- 
selves to foreigners in such organisations must produce a good 
effect, as it will make them adopt our ideas and practises as the 
only safeguard against their own officials, and so prepare the way 
to great changes in the present rotten system of government. 

A fire broke out in a store-room on the ground-floor of No. 77, 
Graham-street, occupied by Parsees. In a few minutes the place 
was enveloped in smoke, so that for some time it could not be 
ascertained in what part of the house the fire was. The Parsee 
community set to work with a will, and completely drenched the 
St with buckets of water, and the windows being opened and 
etting out the smoke, it was soon discovered that the fire was in 
a nutshell, causing more smoke than flame. 

The French steamship Ava reports—left Shanghai on 9th 
January, had gales and very indifferent weather till north end of 
Formosa, with heavy sea, up to which passed a continuous line of 
junk wreckage ; off Foochow picked up six Chinese off a portion ; 
since then had moderate weather to arrival. Several vessels 
have put back to Shanghai, dismasted, and otherwise damaged, 
having experienced very heavy weather outside. The American 
mail steamer Costa Rica, with mails to Yokohama, had to put 
back, having strained herself in a gale, the seas having com- 
pletely brokel her upper works, and, she making considerable 
water, has gone into dock at Shanghai. . : 

_ The Siamese barque Lucky reports, left Chefoo on Dec. 27, had 
light south-west winds till 3rd January, when, in lat. 28.25 N., 


lon. 12315 E., encountered a very severe gale from the north- 

west ; hove ship to under close reefed maintopsail and fore topmast 

staysail ; in a lurch of a sea shifted cargo at midnight, throwing 

ship on her beam ends, and tremendous seas constantly breaking © 
on board, there being a very high sea running, so much so that.it 

was impossible to lay-to any longer; run the ship to the south- 

east. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—~oO— 
SINGAPORE. 
Our advices extend to the 24th January; the French mail, 


with dates from London to Dec. 20, arrived out on Jan, 22. The 
following items of news are from the Singapore Daily Times :— 


The colonial steamer Pluto, Captain Weloer, arrived on the 
23rd Jan. from Penang, having on board the Governor, Lady Ord 
and suite. The Pluto went alongside Tanjong Pagar Wharf, and 
his Excellency landed in State about eleven o’clock, under a salute 
from Fort Canning. A company of H.M.’s 10th Regiment was 
present as a guard of honour, together with a body of police, and 
the Colonial Secretary, with other high officials, were present to 
receive his Excellency. 

The Maharajah of Johore, accompaniel by the Colonial Secro- 
tary and Major Studer, U.S. Consul, paid a visit of ceremony on 
board the American corvette Lackawanna on the 21st Jan., and 
was received with a salute of nineteen guns. Admiral Jenkins 
has since proceeded on a return visit to the Maharajah at Johore. 

The arrangements of passengers and shippers by the regular 
steamers to Manila and Batavia have lately been facilitated by 
these vessels being run in connection with the steamships of the 
Messageries Maritimes, instead of those of the P. and U. as for- 
merly. Two days as a rule (sometimes one only) now suffice for 
transhipment in place of the week that usually elapsed. The 
local proprietors of hotels will be the principal losers by this 
change. 

Sinoasrs has again been visited by a personage of the genus 
swindler. This time our unwelcome guest came to us from 
Labuan. A Russian as to birth, of Jewish persuasion, and a 
commercial traveller for a jeweller by profession, this individual 
was met, after his arrival here, by Police Inspector Barnum, 
who, °* from information received” by telegraph from Manila, 
proceeded to arrest and incarcerate him on a charge of ab- 
sconding with jewellery valued at $40,000, property with which 
he had been entrusted for sale by his confiding employers 
—a firm in the Philippines. Shortly after his arrest, we learn 
& communication was received by the police from the Colonial 
Secretary’s Office ordering the man’s instant release, on the ground 
that the arrest was illegal ; we presume because there is no treaty 
for the extradition of criminals in existence between the United 
Kingdom and Spain. When arrested, the runaway is said to 
have acknowledged that the {money and property found in his 
possession were stolen. That consisted of about £800 sterling in 
sovereigns, a considerable number of gold watches, valuable 
gems, rings, pins, brooches, d&c., and in face of this confes- 
sion he must have been agreeably surprised at hiving these pre- 
cious articles returned to him on his release. His troubles with 
the police over, he favoured in succession two of the principal 
hotels here with his presence as a guest, appearing at the ¢adle 
@’hote sparkliug and conspicuous by the number of diamond or- 
naments with which his person was bedecked; one of the rings 
he wore was valued at $2,000. He is supposed to have taken his 
departure hence by the last homeward P. and O. steamer.

1.91 
cash ; other chops had advanced in the same ratio, and all were very 
firmly held for still higher rates; best Dewhurat’s Eagles had been 
placed at Tis. 1.93; 7 lbs. aleo dearer,'and so were 9 10-12 Ibs. ; Shirt- 
ings, the former by 2c., the latter by 3c. to 5c. White Shirtings: The 
settlements had not been very large, owing to the firmness of holders, 
who refused to part with their stocks at carrent offera; sales of fair 
64 reeds at Tis. 2, ordinary at Tis. 1.95 to 1.96; Dewhurst’s best 64 
reed sold at Tls.2.22. T-Cloths: A better and more general demand 
had been experienced, and for the best kinds of Mexicans, 7 lbe., the 
dealers had offered higher rates; for Collie’s Chop $1, and Dewhurst’s 
M.T. Tis. 1.53 and 1.48 had been refused; fair Mexican had been 
quitted at Tls. 1.38 to 1.40, and 7 lbs. good, 15 by 15 count, at Tls. 1.26 
to 1.27; 6 lbs. common, in good request, but the rates tendered, viz., 
Tls. 1.10 to 1.12 had been accepted in isolated cases only ; Mexican 6 lbs. 
also inquired for, with a very similar result; commoner descriptions of 
8 lbs. wanted, and fully 10,000 pieces changed hands at Tlg.1.57 to 1.60. 
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Drills: Dealers had bought freely of 14 and 15 lbs. Eagzlish at from 
Tls. 280 t0 2.90. Jeans and Sheetings: The former had received steady 
attention, but holders bad not been ready sellers at Tls. 2.00 to 2.04. 
Sheetings 1,000 pieces 15 lb. English quitted at Tle. 2.80. Fancy 
Cottons: Turkey Red Shirtings ; active at Tls. 2.15 for good 3 !b. 
cloth. Dyed brocades found buyers at Tis. 2.85 to 2.874 for ordinary. 
Favourite imports held for Tls. 3.00. Chintzes: Inactive. Black 
Velvets: One lot of 120 pieces, 22 inches, taken at Ts. 0.27, but that 
price could be obtained at the close. Woollens: Stronger and healthier, 
more especially Scarlet Long Ells, which had advanced nearly 2 mace, 
Tis. 6.20 being refused for C.P.H. Scarlet. Assortments also higher, 
and very firmly held. Camlets: Sales of English at Tis. 15.45 to 
15.85, and the closing tendency of prices upward. Figured Orleans : 
About 2,500 pieces taken at Tla. 3.80 for fair and assortment, and 
Tle, 4.50 for small stork pattern well aseorted. ‘Crape Luatres: Best 
sold at Tis. 4.20. JLastings: Black superior quality realised Tis. 13 
per piece, and ordinary assorted Tla. 10.00 to 11.00. No. 2 Crape 
Lastings, Tis. 5.25. Spanish Stripes : Good Scarlet Tls. 0.71, assorted 
Tis. 0.84 per yard. Russian heavy cloths, Tis. 34 per piece. There 
has been a trifling demand for medium cloths, but very little business 
has resulted from it. 

Foocrow.—Sales had been :—T-Cloths, 7lbs., 2,000 pieces at $2.02 
per piece; Grey Shirtings, 8.4lbs., 500 piecea at $2.70 per piece‘

YoxouaMa —Basiness up till the end of the year continued much 
as last reported, but since the lst Jan. there had been nothing doing, 
and prices although unchanged must be considered almost nominal.

suppties had been meagre, and stocks therefore were again slightly re- 
duced. The P.M.S.S. Co.'s steamer Colorado took the following ship- 
ments from this port :—For New York 83,261 Ibs. ; for Chicago 33,900 
Ibs.; for San Francisco 106,921 lbs.

SHanaHal.—Market quiet since last mail. No settlements of Black 
reported. There had been a moderate inquiry for the better grades 
of en and in several cases an advance of T'ls. 2 per picul had been 
paid, 

Foocnow.—For some days following our last report rather over 10,000 
chesta of Congous were eettled at fully previous prices, and since then 
a like quantity had found buyers in moderate daily transactions, thus 
reducing the stock to 700 chesta, for no additional supplies had come 
forward from the country. Teamen asserted that the holders of Congou 
in the Tea districts demanded too much to induce sales, and that very 
little more was likely to come down during the remainder of the sea- 
non. The stock of Souchong was reduced to 88 chests by the settle- 
ment of 618 chests. The whole of the Ooloongs which were on hand 
at the date of our last had been gradually cleared off the market 
during the interval, and of 1,100 half-chests Foochow-packed Oolongs 
addec to the supply, 700 half-chests had found buyers, leaving 400 
half. chests in stock. The bulk of the settlements showed no mate- 
rial alteration in prices, but some of the cargo grades commanded an 
advance of about one tael per picul. It was not expected that any 
more Oolongs would be received from the country this season. There 
had been no transactions in Scented Teas, and the few remaining 
Flowery Pekoes had been settled. 


SILK. 

YokouaMa.—Business had been almost entirely at a standatill, 
owing to the intervention of the Christmas and New Year holidays. 
Settlements during the interval had only amounted to 50 bales. 

Suanaual.—There had been a fairly active market during the week. 
Notwithstanding the very small stock on hand of good parcels, settle. 
ments amounted to about 600 bales, but these consisted chiefly of 
common Teatlee, Laeyangs, Sewhings, and medium Re-reels. Total 
settlements to date 50,000 bales, total export 49,000 bales. No 
alteration had occurred in prices, although good parcels were held 
for an advance, owing to cmon Chop No. 8 Teatlees nominal at 
Tle. 560. Unsold stock estimated at 1,500 to 2,000 bales.

THE COALFIELDS OF CHINA. 

(Feb. 17th.) Mr. Akroyp asked the Under-Secretary of State for Fo- 
reign Affairs if his attention had been called to the statement from com- 
petent authorities that the coalfields of China cover an area of upwards 
of 400,000 square miles, as contrasted with the comparatively small 
area of 12,000 square miles in Great Britain; if his attention had 
been called to the report of Baron Von Richthofen, printed at Shang- 
hai in 1870 and 1871, respecting certain coal-bearing provinces, 
notably that of Shansi, containing some 30,000 square miles, with 
beds varying from 12ft. to 30ft. in’ thickness; while the system 
of coal-bearing strata in this province is about 600ft. in thickness, 
containing besides an inexhauatible supply of iron ore (the whole Re- 
port being amply set forth in the Quarterly Review for April, 1872); 
and whether Her Majesty’s Government, by concerted action and in 
co-operation with the Powers who were parties to the Treaty of Tient- 
sin, would endeavour to negotiate a supplementary Treaty to provide 
for the safe investment of British and European capital in mining en- 
terprise, and in connecting lines of railway under proper safeguards 
protected by the contracting Powers. ) 

Lord Exriztp: Baron Richthofen’s reporta on the provinces of 
Hupeb, Yunan and Shanei were sent home by the Consul at Shanghai 
in September, 1870. ‘There is no reason to doubt the correctness of 
the Baron's estimates of the amount of coal existing in these provinces, 
and they are confirmed by the reports of our own Consuls. The 
Consul at Hankow, inhis report for 1871, says that most of the steam- 
ers on the Yangtze take in coal at that port, the quality of which has 
Jately much improved ; it comes from Yunan, where a coalfield more 
than 30,000 square miles in extent existe. The Consular report from 
Kiukiang for 1871, speaking of the coal districta in the neighbourhood 
of that port, saya :—‘ The facilities for working mines remain in a 
rudimentary shape, although this province contains coal in enormous 
quantities ; the coal pits of Yunan are said to be capable of producing 
a superior description of coal in practically inexhaustible quantities.” 
An officer of the Consulate at New-chwang visited the coalfields in 
the north of China in 1871, and found that coal, equal in quality to 
the best Cardiff, existed there in great quantities, though it is only 
worked on a small scale, and sold at prices varying from £1 11s. 6d. 
to £2 9s. 6d. per ton. With regard to the question of obtaining from 
the Chinese Government permission to work mines and make railways 
Sir R. Alcock, daring his negotiations for the revision of the Treaty in 
1869, repeatedly urged these points upon them, but, unfortunately, 
without success; it it to be hoped that aooner or later the Chinese will 
realise the advantage which they would derive from the development 
by foreign capital of the mineral wealth of their country. 


THE CASE OF KWOK-A-SING. 

(18th.) Sir J. LAwggnox gave notice that he would ask the Under- 
Secretary for the Colonies whether it was true that the Government 
had directed the Attorney-General of Hong Kong to prosecute a coo- 
Jie (Kwok-a-Sing) upon a charge which had already been heard and 
decided by the Chief Justice of Hong Kong, who declared that the 
coolie was innocent of the crime of which he was accused, and had 
committed no offence whatever against the laws of the British Empire. 

Mr. Giuprn said that in the event of his hon. friend (Sir J. Law- 
rence) not following up that subject, he would call the attention of the 
House to it on the first Supply night. 

(20th.) Mr. KnaTtouBuuL-HuGEssen, in reply to Sir J. LAWRENCE, said 
that the coolie named Kwok-a-Sing, to whom his question referred, was 
a Chinese who had been shipped with other coolies at Macao. On the 
voyage the captain of the vessel and several of the crew had been 
killed, and the coolie in question being a Chinese subject the Chinese 
Government demanded hia surrender in order that he might take his 
trial for murder. Ho was therefore arrested, but the Chief Justice of 
Hong Kong discharged him under a writ of Habeas Corpus, declar- 
ing that if he ought to be committed for any orime it was that of piracy, 
and that in his opinion no crime had been committed, because the 
coolies were practically slaves, aud had a right to try to free them- 
selves. The Atlorney-General of Hong Kong had, he might add, pro- 
ceeded against the man on a charge of piracy, and he was again dis- 
charged under a writof Habeas Corpus. The Attorney-General received 
no instructions from home, but simply acted in the usual performance 
of his daties. The Government of Hong Kong was dissatisfied with 
the decision of the Chief Justice, and referred the matter home for 
consideration. The opinion of the law officers of the Crown had been 
taken upon it, and they pronounced it to be a proper subject of appeal 
to the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council. That appeal was now 


pending. 
BREAKWATER AT COLOMBO. 

(20th.) In reply to Sir J. ExpHinstong, Mr. KNaTCHBULL-HUGESSEN 
said that the final arrangements for the construction of a breakwater at 
Colombo were being pressed forward as rapidly as possible by the 
governor, Mr. Gregory. The loan required to be raised, under the 


sanction of the Home Government, is now being considered by the 
Treasury,

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBURG, Feb. 17. 

On the 14thinst. the first ordinary general meeting of shareholders 
in the German Steamship Compiny was held in the Exchange 
Rooms, when Mr. Arthur Booth, the Chairman, read the annual re- 
port, which complained that owing to the high price of wages, 
strikes of workmen, and other causes, the delivery of the 
steamers contracted for had been protracted fur beyond the stipu- 
Jated time, so that instead of a full working year their operations ex- 
tended over little more than six months. When the company was 
originally formed it was with the intention of running steamers of 
moderate size to various European ports, as occasion might require; 
but when their first vessel—the Atalanta—arrived, such an advanta- 
geous offer was made for the freight on more than half of what she 
could carry to Singapore and China, that they did not hesitate to 
accept it im the hope of finding other goods to fill up and complete 
the cargo with. This experimaut suceceded so well that she not 
only left with a full cargo, but a quantity of other goods were 
obliged to be shut out. The directors, thus encouraged, camo 
to the determination to try the experiment again with their 
second steamer—the QOlympia,—and this proving also perfectly suc- 
cessful and satisfuctory, they considered themselves justified in making 
a regular monthly line to the Far East. At first they could only take 
goods to Penang, Singapore, Hong Kong, and Shanghai, but now ar- 
rangements have been made, and a system organised, by which they 
are enabled to accept freight for nearly all the ports in the Far East at 
through rates. 

The directors having made the sad experience that no reliance can be 
placed on the punctual fulfilment of contracts with shipbuilders, con- 
sidered it more for the interests of the company to go into the open 
market and endeavour to obtain by purchase some ready-made steamers 
and of a larger size, so as to be able to meet the requirements of the in- 
creasing traffic; but hitherto they have only been able to find two 
suited for the China trade, and these have been purchased, and will 
take their places in the line under the names of the Hgeria and the 
Galatea. The great rise io the price of coal forms a heavy item in the 
expenses of the company, as does also the augmentation of the Suez 
Canal dues, which causes an addition of no less than f.120,000 per an- 
num for the twelve monthly expeditions, but it is to be hoped that at 
the forthcoming International Congress, to be held either at Cairo or 
Constantinople, and at which Germany will be represented, some relief 
may be obtained, and perhaps the new way of charging toll withdrawn. 
The Board have not failed to ‘apply to Prince Bismark on the subject, 
and have received the assurauce of his sympathy and official support. 

Mr. Booth then went into the financial statement, and dwelt with satis- 
faction on the interior economy observed by the directors, which had 
been kept down to so lowa figure that the whole of the current and 
office expenses, salaries, and the necessary charges for the organisation 
of the service only amounted! to 22,938 Imperial marks, or but 
little more than £1,000. (Cries of Hear, hear). After writing off various 
sums on the accounts of casco, boilers, renewal of machinery and 
reserve snsurance fund, the clear profit was 244,079 marks banco, 
which enabled the directors to declure a dividend of nine per cent. for 
the past year, which, however, was in reality but little more than six 
working months. He stated they had resolved on keeping up the good 
principle of writing off. for depreciation of the value of the ships, as it 
could not fail to strengthen the credit of the company, increase the con- 
fidence of the public, and the value of the shares—which now bear a 
premium of twelve per cent.—and place the service on a solid founda- 
tion. In reality the value of the steamers was at least more by 
£50,000 than appeared in the books. Heconclnded by saying that an 
instalment of twenty per cent. on the new shares issuod last year, under 
the name of Letter KY would be required in April, of which timely 
notice would be given in the public papers. The gentlemen prescnt at 
the meeting represented 1,717 shares, and held 1,068 votes, At the 
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close of the proceedings Herr H. Struck proposed a vote of thanks ex- 
pressive of the contidence placed by the shareholders in the board of 
directors, which was unanimously ayrecd to. 

A letter of January 20 from Aden, published in the 7'rieste Zeitung 
is in direct contradiction of the declaration made by the Minister in the 
Italian Parliament in answer to a question put by one of the Deputies, 
that the expedition to Borneo was not intended to make a permanen, 
settlement on that island. The writer announces the arrival at Aden of 
the Italian corvette Gondolio, and the gun-boat Vedetta, from the 
Rei Sea, with a large nuinber of engineers, artisans of various trades, - 
and goneral workmen or navvies on board, and a great deal of building 
materials and other plant. <A_ third vessel, belonging to the Italian 
Lloyd Company, and chartered by the Government, was expected in a 
day or two, and was also full of workmen and building materials. The 
officer at the head of the expedition is the commander of the guu-boat, 
and ie furnished with sealed orders, which he is not to open till he is 
south of Cape Guardafui; but it is no secrot at Aden that the destina- 
tion of the expedition is Borneo, and the objcct is the furmation of a 
penal scttlement and a naval station in the East. As soon as the 
chartered steamer had arrived, the squadron was to proceed. 

SHIPPING. 

No arrivals or departures to report. A thaw has set in, and though 
the ice in the Elbe has not yet disappeared, it is broken up and rotten, 
so that steamers, and even sailing vessels, have no difficulty in pra- 
ceeding up or down the river. 











HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Fes. 19. 

At last the Staats Courant publishes the official statement that the 
members of the Second Chamber will mect on the 26th inst. The main 
question, however, is what will thev find to do when they arrive in the 
Royal residence. Up to this moment we arc still waiting for the section 
report on the Reform Bill, and monthe will elapse before the report 
about the Judicial Organisation Bill will be published. Of course tho 
Minister of Home Affairs will not have time enough to answer on paper 
the first-named report, which promises to be voluminous. It is asserted 
by several papers, especially belonging to the Opposition, that the 
mesting of the members of Parliament is more pro forma, and that 
they will leave the Hague within a weck after their arrival; but of 
course this is only a hypothesis, a3 well as that the Minister Geert- 
sema intended to withdraw his Reform Bill, which mikes a very 
different impression throughout the country. In some towas and locali- 
ties the measure is condemned, in others warmly approved. I need not 
add that politics become very dull, owing to the want of Parliamentary 
business. 

The downward tendency of moncy which has so far distinguished the 
markets of the whole world since the beginning of the year continues, 
and we may prepare ourselves for a further reduction of the Bank rate 
of discount next week. It is with much pleasure that I have to state 
that much less anxiety is now felt at Amsterdam with regard to the 
state of commercial credit. For sevcral wecks no furthor suspensions 
have been announced; I, however, hear that the liquidation of those 
houses who stopped payment. is generally very bad. At the Bourse 
there was a good demand for Bank shares. Rotterdam Bank was 
quoted 1194, the International J03, the Netherlands India Trading 
Bank 95}. 

The Japanese Ambassadors will arrive at the Hague on the 24th 
inst. They will stay in our country about a month, and will visit tho 
principal localities, A gentleman who was formerly our Ambassador 
iu Japan will be at their disposal during their stay in Holland.

THE COAL MINES OF CHINA. 

Ir appears conclusive from the answer given by Lord 
ENFIELD to Mr. AKRoyD's question concerning the coal 
mines vf China—which will be found in another column— 
that our Foreign-office is content to accept the failure of Sir 
RvuTHERFORD ALCock’s efforts in 1869. What we want to 
know, and what Mr. Akroyp asked, is, whether our Govern- 
ment are doing, or would do, anything to provide for the 
safe investment of English capital and scientific appliances, 
for the working of the mines of China, in conjunction with 
the Chinese. This Lord Enrrevp did not answer, nor give 
any information upon. His answer in respect to the exiat- 
ence of the mines was highly satisfactory, for he confirmed 
the statements advanced by Mr. Akroyp by reports from 
H.M. Cousuls. To obtain an official confirmation of the fact 
is a great step. We trust that Mr. Akroyp will return to the 
subject, and we can assure him of the support of a number 
of persons who have worked for many years at the subject. 

A bare statement of facts is euough to show how impos- 
sible it is that China can be allowed much longer to lock up 
within her bosom her boundless stores of that article which 
all the rest of the civilised world is thirsting for. The ex- 
plorations of Mr. Henpersoy, Baron Von RicutHoren, Mr. 
WiILLIaMson, and Mr. Pumpeiiy have proved how practically 
exhaustless are her coal-fields. The whole of the centre and 
northern parts of the Empire teem with coal, and it has 
been calculated that the fields cover the almost fabulons 
area of upwards of 400,000 square miles. In the one pro- 
vince of Hunan coal is concealed under a surface measuring 
21,700 square miles, or, in other words, nearly twice the area 
of the coal-beds of the British Isles. Underlying 10,000 
square miles cf the Province of Honan exist strata of 
the same precious mineral, while the coal-fields of Shansi, 
which cover an area of 30,000 square miles, are capable of 
supplying the whole world, at its present rate of consump- 
tion, for thousands of years to come. And yet so great are 
the obetacles in the way of production that within sight of 
all this boundless store, English coal, after paying freight on 
a voyage of 15,000 miles, competes favourably with the 
native ooal in the markets of China! This fact, strange and 
anomalous as it would under any circumstances be, is doubly 
important just now, when it is remembered that at the very 
time tbat English householders are paying fifty shillings a 
ton we are exporting more than half as mnoch as we use in 

‘ our private houses. 

It is not too much to say that ninety-nine out of every 
hundred steamers plyivg iu the Indian and Pacific Oceans 
are now burning English cval, nor is it an exaggeration to 
add that, were the coal-mines of China worked with Eng- 
lish capital and appliances, every one of those vessels would 
use the coal thus produced. To Englishmen such an ex- 
change would be doubly advantageous. The price of coal, 
to the eastward of Suez, would be materially diminished, 
and the supply for home consumptiou would be proportion- 
ately augmented. Ayain, a glance at the map of China is 
enough to show that those parts of the Empire which are 
richest in coal are precisely those which are most acces- 
sible. Many of the mines now being worked in Yunan 
are situated close to the river, and are thus in direct 
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communication with Hankow and the ports on the Yangtsze 
Kiang. The province of Chili, beneath the surface of 
which, according to PUMPELLY, coal-fields exist intact from 
Shan-tung to the mountains, to the north and west of the 
province, consists of a vast plain, through the length and 
breadth of which there is scarcely to be found a single 
natural difficulty to the construction of railroads or tram- 
ways; while in the mountains beyond the adjoining plain of 
Shanai, the carboniferous strata lie at such a height that 
railways might easily be carried right into the seams, and 
load on the spot. 

There can be no doubt, then, as to the quantity of coal 
existing in China, nor as to the ease by which it might be 
worked under foreign superintendence ; its quality, therefore, 
is the only point which remains to be noticed. On this 
subject the authorities above quoted are in complete accord. 
Speaking of the Honan coal, Baron von RIcHTHOFEN says, 
“ T think it will compare favourably with the best kinds of 
anthracite known.” Practical experience has proved that 
for use on board steamers Peking coal is fully equal to that 
from Newcastle, and it is authoritatively declared that the 
beds of anthracite which exist in the mountains of Shan-si 
“are among the thickest and most valuable’ known any- 
where.” And thus we are brought naturally back to the 
question with which we began this article—Is our Govern- 
ment doing avything to provide for the safe investment of 
English capital and scientific appliances for the working 
of the coal-mines of China? Practically modern opi- 
nion denies to any country the right of withdrawing her 
commodities from the markets of the world. It was by 
compulsion only that we induced Chinamen first to sell us 
their teas and silk, and when it was found necessary to use 
pressure to open the markets of Japan, we did not hesitate 
to apply it. Something of the same sort is needed now. A 
judicious use of that diplomacy which has been described as 
being pressure without foroe would gain for us from the 
Chinese all that we desire. And our coal famine will have 
served one useful purpose, at least, if it should be the means 
of inducing the Chinese to grant this concession, which, 
while beneficial to the outer world, would be doubly advan- 
tageous to themselves. | 





On Tuesday last his Excellency Terasnima, the permanent 
Japanese Ambassador in London, accompanied by his staff, 
visited the British Museum. Although the day was one on 
which the Museum is olosed to the public, every facility was 
afforded the distinguisheJ visitors for inspecting the various 
departments, The Ambassador was accompanied through 
the building by the officials in charge of the collection, and 
expressed himself much interested in the objects displayed. 


THE Japanese Embassy arrived at Brussels on the 18th. 
They were met at the frontier by M. Groote, who has been 
appointed Minister to Japan, and by a number of officials 
escorted to Brussels. After the reception by the Kina and 
QUEEN a banquet was given. They will visit Ghent, Bruges, 
and other places in Belgium, and thence proceed to the 
Hague. 


Sir J. Lawrence and Mr, Giupin have undertaken to pro- 


tect the coolie Kwox-a-Sina from prosecution or persecu- 
tion. From the wording of the notice it is quite evident 
that the matter is not understood. The Under-Secretary for 
the Colonies in his reply gave the real bearings of this case. 


THE question of mildew in shirtings is still under consi- 
deration of the Manchester Chamber of Commerce. We 
understand that some Manchester firms have issued circulars 
stating that they will not be responsible for any damage 
alleged on this head. 


It will be seen in our Shanghai news that a rumour was 
current at Peking that the Audience Question was conceded. 
Tnis appears to be the origin of the Reater’s telegram pub- 
lished early in January, but which we have already stated 
ig incorrect. 


A RETURN of the number of troops and marines serving in 
Japan from 1859 to 1871, together with the cost of trans.

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THE BILL OF LADING QUESTION. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


S1r,—As an exporter and importer of goods to and from China, 
I have long wondered how my fellow merchants could play the 
game of a few shipbrokers and underwriters, by insisting on the 
Eastern Bill of Lading, the text of which must some day land 
them in an ye aces dilemma. Why should a merchant object 
to steamers calling at ports en route that do not cause many 
hours’ detention ? It is clearly his interest not only to allow, but 
to encourage these deviations. By them he obtains more oppor- 
tunities of shipping, both outwards and homewards ; they enable 
a steamer to start punctually, hoping for “crumbs on the way,” 
and they prevent the arrival of huge cargoes of one description, 
in a single bottom, to paralyse the markets. If merchants re- 
fused to ship by a steamer to Constantinople, unless she went 
direct, the consequence would be that she must remain on the 
berth longer, and must also charge an extra freight. The same 
argument applies to the West Indian and many other trades, 
besides that to China. 


So long as “calls” do not occasion important delays, they not 
only multiply the opportunities of shipment, thereby saving 
time between the pine and sale of guods, but they are the 
means of reducing freights and feeding markets more regularly. 
Many of these “calls” cannot be notified before departure—the 
occasion for them is only heard of by wire. 


Do away with ports of call and you neutralise one of the 
great advantages of steam. Jeddah has been the “night-mare ” 
of shippers to and from China, and yet itis the deviation that 
causes the least delay, and “ pilgrims ” fill up empty space to the 
greatest advantage of merchants having cargo on board, for they 
are light, thereby promoting spced, and they do not "glut the 
goods” market. Underwriters—when shippérs are firm—accept 
the risk of all deviations, without any extra premium. The best 
security to merchants that no time shall be unnecessarily lost 
between commencement and end of the journey, is the interest 
that all owners of a regular line have in acting with perfect 
good faith towards those who support them. An outside 
steamer may make an improper deviation for an immediate con- 
sideration, one of a line dare not, however strong the temptation.

A telegram announces that 7 t the half-yearly meeting of 
the Hong Kong and Shanghai Banking Corporation held at 
Hong Kong, a dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. was de- 
clared, and $19,227 carried forward to new account. 

The Bankruptcy Court has granted an application by the cre- 
ditors of Messrs. Drakeford Bros. and Messrs. P. Powell Seare 
and Co., two of the firms who lately failed in tho silk trade, for 
a voluntary liquidation of the estates. 

A case wus tried on Thursday in the Court of Queen's Bench 
between Messrs. Layton and Co., tea brokers, and the assignees 
of Gledstanes and Co., as to the right to 212 chests of tea, on 
which Messrs. Layton and Co. had advanced. The judge and 
ury decided in favour of the brokers. 

The case of the Imperial Bank of China versus Liquidators of 
the Hindustan Bank was to have been disposed of on the 20th 
inst. by the Vice-Chancellor, but was again postponed. 

The market for Bar Silver is not quite so active, and the price 
has slightly declined, being now 593d. per oz. standard. Mexican 
dollars are very scarce on the market. We quote the rates as 
59d. per oz. for the new, and 61d. per oz. for the old coinages.

REPORT of the BOARD of DIRECTORS to the 
ORDINARY HALF-YEARLY MEETING of SHARE- 
HOLDERS, to be held at the office of the Goneral 
Agents at Hong Kong, January 10th, 1872. 


The Board of Directors take pleasure in submitting 
*o you their report upon the affairs of the Company 
for the half-year ending December 31st, 1871. 


The accounts presented herewith show that, after 
paying commissions, running expenses, salaries, ee 
mia of insurance, a heavy amount for repairs and all 
other outgoings to the 3ist December, and inclading 
$6,122.78 brought forward from the last statement, 
there remains a profit of $73.17850. The Directors 
recommend that ths amount should be distributed as 
follows, viz.: to repairs om steamer Kiashaa, $25 000 ; 
to a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. on ths paid up 
Capital, $48 000; and to their own remuneration 
$2.500; leaving $2,678.50 to be carrie’ forward toa 
new account. 


In addition to the heavy repairs needed by the Kia- 
shan, it has been thought desirable, in view of hor 
greater efficiency and possible changes in the river 
traffic, to make some alterations In her plans; state- 
rooms have been built, and her boilers haye been 
removed to the ho'd, which has been deepened eighteen 
inches by building up the hull, thereby greatly increas- 
ing her strength and capacity for cargo and passengers, 
and decreasing her draught of water. These alterations 
have necessitated “a greater expendi'ure than was eati- 
mated would be the case, and probably $1,000 to $5,000 
more may be required than has been provided for. 

The gross earnings show an increase of $11,031 on 
the corresponding period of 1371. 

The new iron steimer has been lauiched, and will 
leave England about the end of this mynth. 

The Directors have appointed Mr. A. McG. Heaton 
to fill the vacincy in the Board caused by the resigna- 
tion of Mr. E. A. Hitchcock, which requires confirms- 
tion. 

The accounts have b2en audited by Mr. A. N. Blake- 
man and Mr. tlenry Smith, the l.cter of whom the 
Directors appointed on the departure of Mr. Thurburn 
fromthe Colony. These g:ntlemen offer themselves 
as Auditors for the ersuiug year.

YOKOHAMA.

Some of the wealthy familics fled to the village of 
Youdzouki. When the principal officers of Owake ken went to 
the rioters and attempted to reason with their leaders they were 
assaulted, some of them being killed and others wounded.

The following summary is from the North China Herald:— , 

The annual meeting of the North China branch of the Royal 
Asiatic Society was held at the Society's rooms, F. B. Forbes. 
Esq., president, in thechair. Theannual report having been read 
and passed, and new members elected and proposed, Dr. 8. Wells 
Williams detailed, iu an interesting manner, some reminiscences 
of his experiences in China between 1533 and 1842. Mr. Med- 
hurst moved a vote of thanks to Dr. Williams, which was supple- 
mented by Dr. Macgowan and by the president. 

At a mecting of the Consular body it was decided to refer the 
alleged encroachment on the Yankinpang Creck, by the French 
municipality, to the arbitratioa of two of the Consuls, it bein 
understood that the Consul-General for France shall be one, an 
that Sa arbitrators may add a third member of their body if they 
think fit. 

The Cadiz reports having on her Jast passage to Swatow passed 
a large iron vessel bottom up, on Comet Rock, close to Reef Island, 
which we presume to be the Sedan. There were a number of 
Chinese boats hovering round her, and a heavy sea breaking 
around. This was on the 4th of January. On the return trip the 
Cadiz passed within three-quarters of a mile of Comet Rock, bus 
not a vestige of the vessel was to be seen, and the inference is, as 
we suggest in our report, that the hull has broken in two and 
slipp.d off the rock into deep water, there being twelve fathoms 
close alongside of where she struck. 

Further evidences of the severity of the weather on the coast 
are daily appearing, in the form of vessele which bave suffered 
more or less damage, and fears are entertained for others which 
may have been caught in it. ‘The apprehensions which were ex- 
pressed as to the safety of tle American three-masted schooner 
Spray, bound from Newchwang to Nagasaki, and which were 
partly-justified by the report of the captain of the Bertha on his 
returo the other day to the latter port from the Loochoos, have 
received further confirmation from privato letters. These state 
that the vessel foundered at sea, sat that the captain and crew, 
after passing 10 days on a raft, were all lost, with the exception 
of two Japanese, who reached the Loochooan coast.

The Brit. barque Hilda has put back into harbour. She left 
here on the 28th Dec. in ballast for Hakodate, and when about 55 
miles N.N.E of Shaweshan on the 3rd Jan.. was struck by a hurri- 
cane, causing her mu ballast to shift, which rendered it neces- 
sary to cut away the mainmast to save the vessel. 

By the PM. str. Ariel, which arrived on Sunday fron Japan, 
we learn that the Co.’s str. Relief, with her two illustrious pas- 
sengers, the Princes Philip and Augustus of Saxe-Ooburg and 
Gotha, arrived safely at Nagasaki, after a prolonged voyage of 34 








days. 

The Costa Rica, we learn, has gone into dock to repair damages 
sustained during her last trip from Japan, and undergo a thorough 
overhaul. i 

The steamer Wanaing arrived from Chefoo on Saturday, several 
days overdue. She had, it turned out, been engaged to go to the 
wreck of the Southland on Kyming Island, and it being found 
that no assistance could be rendered, she returned to Chefoos 





HONG KONG, 

Dates extend to the 23rd Jan. The outward French mail of 
6tb Dec. arrived on the 16th Jan. ; 

The meeting of the China Traders’ Insurance Company was 
held on the 18th Jan., and the report of the directors, which will 
appear in our next, was unanimously passed. 

His Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Alexis returned to the 
colony in the Russian corvette Svetland. together with Admiral 
Possiet, on the 15th inst. His present visit is entirely private. 
It is understood that, he will proceed to Manila shortly, and will 
return to Hong Kong to be present at the approaching race meet- 
ing. Theannual distribution of prizes at the Government Central 
School took place on the 21st inst., his Excellency the Governor 
presiding. The school is progressing fairly, and the best hopes 
for its future usefulness were expressed by the Rev. Dr. Legge, 
and other speakers at the meeting. Low-a-Pak, one of the con- 
victs who ran away after knocking down the turnkeys in the 
street, has been recaptured at British Kowloong. The steamer 
Sual, of 456 tons capacity, the larzest yet built in Hong Kong, 
was launched from Messrs. Inglis and Co.’s yard on the 18th 
inst. Considerable interest was taken in the event. and among 
the visitors were his Excellency the Governor, Lidy and Miss 
Kennedy. and his Imperial Highness the Grand Duke Alexis. 
The Venerable Archdeacon Grav delivered a very interesting and 
erudite lecture on “ Arabia and ita Faith.’ at the City Hall on 
the 2lstinst. It is stated that the Honourable Mr. Ball, Judge of 
the Summary Court, will leave Hong Kong shortly, and it is 
understood that he will pro'ably resign the post. 

On the 13th Jan. H M.S. Curlew arrived from the Loochoo 
Islands having on board the five survivors of the British ship 
Benares. Capt. Anderson, lost in October last, in a cyclone on the 
Isiand of Okinawa-sim>. Their names are :—William Baillie, 
William Dinnell, Peter Petersen, Charles Westburn, and Harold 
Palmer (apprentice). The natives treated them most kindly, 
offering a junk to take them to Shanghai. This, however, they 
refused. being without a chart or compass, and having lost all 
their officers. 


COCHIN CHINA. 


SAIGON, 

Tne unofficial paper in Saigon, L’Independant, says that, 
according to the Journal d’Outre Mer, Adwiral Dupre. Governor 
of Cochin China, carried with bim on his return recently from 
home definite instructions as to the manner in which a French 
Protectorate should be exercised over the Annamite Provinces go- 
verned by the Emperor Tu-Duc. The Independant says that an 
expedition to effect this has been resolved upon. and its accom- 
plishment is only a question of date. There are plenty of rea- 
sons, according to the Independant, to justify such a step, and for 
addressing a most peremptory wltimatum to the Court of Hué. 
The Hué Government has always been in flagrant complicity with 


all the conspiracies and revolts against French authority in 
Cochin China. ) 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

The event of the week is the trial, in the Supreme Court, of 
Aaron Rapheel Joshua, the manager of the firm of Joshua and 
Brother, for criminal breach of trust committed against the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of Iudia, London, and China. 

The firm of Joshua and Brother was a long established one, 
and enjoyed first class credit, heing believed to be very wealthy. 
There were two partners. brothers, onc of whom is now in Cal- 
culta and the other in Damascus, he accuscd is the son of 
the partner in Culcutta, signed for the firm, per procuration. and 
has been in charge here since about the beyinuing of 1871. 
There was no evidence called for the defence, a clever lawyer's 
speech being considered to be quite sufficient. This expectation 
turned out to be correct, for the intelligent jurors who heard the

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case, after considering the matter for four hours, returned « unani- 


mous verdict of not guilty. There is only one opinion about 
this result, and that is that a more glaring instance of miscarriage 
of justice never occurred. 

We have called attention to the way in which the coolie triffic_ 
is carried on between China and these Settlements. Some regula, 
tions are imperatively called for, for the sake of humanity and th, 
credit of the nation and there can be no difficulty in imposin 
them if only the Straits Government would bestir itself, and 
besides making representations to the Chinese authorities, call 
upon the foreign onsuls to unite with it in its action in the 
matter, by exerting their influence and authority over the captains 
of yessels engaged in the trade. 

The Chinese New Year's Day fell this year on the 29th, and 
was celebrated with the usual festivities, friendly visits, and an 
unusally abnormal firing of crackers. 

The most of the European houses have at last plucked up 
courage enough to grapple with the evils of the credit system. 
A circular has been sent round and numerously signed, by which 
all who sign bind themselves for the future not to sell on credit 
heyond three months—to pass all promissory notes through the 
banks—to compromise with no insolvent for less than 50 per 
cent. —and not to resume business with any insolvent trader who 
has not paid 75 per cent. This circular is to be deposited in the 
archives of the Chamber of Commerce, and translations of it in 
the various native languages distributed throughout the bazaar. 

The American corvette Lackawanna departed yesterday without 
the customary salutes having been exchanged during her stay 
here, these having been given and returned at Pinang whilst H. 
f. the Governor was there. The salute of the Rayarin, Russian 
man-of-war (delayed for H.E.’s arrival), was fired this morning 
and returned from Fort Canning. We understand that the 
Rayarin will leave to-day. 

It would seem probable that the days of H.M.S. Zebra on this 
station are numbered. She was surveyed in August last by 
Lloyd’s Surveyor and then reported in a very rotten condition 
but pronounced seaworthy enough for a voyage home, provided 
the guns aid other heavy weights were removed from her. 

Our old friend, the s. 8. Chow Phya. which was detained in 
Bangkok from the 28thJuly last to the 16th Jan., was. we are 
informed, recently sold by order of the Siamese Minister for 
Foreign Affairs ; she realised $19,968, and her purchasers are said 
to be the Rajah of Junk Ceylon, Mr. Goolah Mahomed, a Parsee 
merchant, and others. The Chow Phya was built thirteen years 
ago at Hartlepool, at a cost of $63,000. 

The ss. Zhales, which left for China, will not be here again 
for some time. On arriving in Hong Kong she will go into dock 
to undergo a thorough overhauling ; the present saloon is to be 
done ory with to increase her carrying capacity, and a new one 
built on deck. These repairs and alterations will probably take 
two or three months to complete. 

Trade aud matters generally at Bangkok appear to be just now 
particularly dull. We are informed that some of the Kuropean 
residents at Baovkok are turning attention to the cultivation of 
pebpee and tohacco. The Siamese tobacco exhibited at the Exhi- 

itions of London and Paris was pronounced excellent, but the 
cigars as yet turned out from Bangkok have not a very good re- 
putation, probably because the Siamese are ignorant of the pro- 
per process of dressing and preparing the leaf. 

The last steamer from Manila brought hither, en route to Eu- 
rope, the late Spanish Governor-General ; his successor left this 
for Mania on the 24th Dec. The s.s. Shurpshooter arrived tow- 
ing the s.s, Japan, the latter having broken her shaft when about 
thirty miles out from Penang, on her last downward trip. She 
will be repaired at Tanjong Pagar Dock. 








Commercial Report,

IMPORTS. 


YoroHamMa.—The market since the date of our last report had con- 
tinued in about the same state as before, a moderate business having 
been done. During the New Year's holidays, as usual, a great slack— 
ness was manifest. Stocks were accumulating in consequence of the 
continued firmness of native holders, whilst the home advices gave 
no encouragement to purchasers. The continued high price of Mexi- 
can Dollars against native currency acted most prejudicially on busi- 
ness. The demand for Piece Goods was very light, but for Metals 
rates were maintained, and a good demand existed for suitable assort- 
ments of rods, bars. and especially sheet. ‘Tin plates had been quite 
cleared off the market. 

CHEFOO.— Messre. Wilson, Cornabe and Cos. Circular says :—There 
has been a fair amount of business done in Cotton Goods, though rates 
obtained, contrary to expectation, show a decline on those lagt quoted, 
caused principally by the low prices rnling in Shanghai whieh bas had 
a depressing effect on our markets. Woollens are in moderate enqui y, 
though sales effected have been at improved rates. Metals have been 
in very fimited request. and prices at the moment for both Iron and 
Lead are more or less nominal. 

Hankow.—There had been a fair business, considering the season 
of the year. It had, however, been in a great menaure of a specula- 


tive character. Owing to the near approach of the Chinese New Year 
a quiet market was to be expected.

Prices of most manufactured goods had already 
reached a very low point, and importers did not seem inclined to 
make any further concession.

Casvattizs.—The Birmah (ship), from Manila with sugar, which 
arrived at Liverpool Feb. 26, came to anchor off Egremont ferry, and 
about 2.30 a.m. 27, was atruck on the port bow by a steamer, and 
received such damage that she sank in ten minutes ; crew saved ; 
another account states she was beached off New Brighton, and lies 
upright with lower yards awash. A survey has been held at Weymouth, 
Feb. 26, on the Gaston, from Colombo to London, which put in there 
after collision, and the veszel will have to proceed to Southampton in 
tow of a steamer as soon as possible ; atelegram from Hurst Castle, 27, 
announces the Gaston was towed in at 7.30 p.m. for Southampton. 
Advices from New York, Feb. 15, state that the Francis (barq.), from 
Singapore to Boston, stranded on the beach at Provincetown, had 
broken in two, and her main mast had gone through her bottom. The 
Susanne, Bax, from Batavia to Holland, arrived off Brams Point, 
Jan. 14; having sprung a leak, she discharged a portion of her 
cargo into schooners, and was being towed into Surinam when the 
tow rope broke, and the vessel got aground, bumping heavily; 2,330 
bags of coffee were thrown (? overboard) on the 20th, and 2,535 bags 
more on 29th ; a survey was held on board Feb. 1, and the cargo 
was to be discharged, in order that the vessel might be fully surveyed 
afterwards. The Eugenie (German ship), Noss, from Java, with sugar, 
which put into St. Thomas’ Feb. 6, with cargo shifted, was surveyed 
the following day and found to be quite tight and uninjured; the 
hatches were opened and the cargo appeared sound; the surveyors re- 
commended the cargo in the between decks to be discharged, and all 
her cargo, if necessary, to be re-stowed. Advices from Rotterdam, 
February 27, state that the Guttenberg, Braren, which arrived 
at Texel, 26, from Batavia, reported having encountered heavy 
W.N.W. gales and snowstorms in the Channel, during which she lost 
topgallant masts, &c. Advices from Malta, Feb. 22, atate that the 
Bunfoo (str.), from Singapore to London, which put in there very 
leaky, 16, had been placed in dry dock, and the leak was found to 
have been caused by a Kingston valve being broken and destroyed ; 
two blades of her propeller sre also broken; these damages will be 
made good, and the vessel would be probably ont of dock 26. 


The Boyne (iron brig), Whelan, from Samarang to Falmouth, with 
sugar, was wrecked March 1, at Mullion, vessel gone to pieces, master 
and 14 men drowned, 4 seamen saved. 

The Kandauhanger, Zeelt, which arrived at Texel, Feb. 26, from 
Batavia, has received much damage to her hull and rigging.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH. 
WILLIS V. SAUNDERS. 

This was an insurance case which has been tried (for the second 
time) before the Lord Chief Justice and a a jary. The policy 
on which the dispute arose was on the Blackadder, a China clipper, 
valued at £14000, on a voyage from London to Shanghai. The de- 
fendant, who was the firet of the underwriters, is chairman of Lloyd’s 
Committee. The ship was built, under the inspection of two of Lloyd’s 
surveyors, at the best price, and specially for the China trade, with a 
view to racing home on the homeward voyage to secure priority in the 
delivery of her cargo. She was with that view heavily “sparred ” and 
rigged, so as to carry as much sail as possible; and it was admitted 
that the ship was making as much speed as possible on her outward 
voyage in order to get the first teas. With this view it carried very 
high maste, and the whole weight of the upper masta and the yards 
and sails rested on the “cheeks” of the lower masts, a kind of pro- 
jection for the purpose. The ship was quite new, and this was her 
firat voyage. On the 23rd of March, 1870, she sailed, and on the 31st 
symptoms of weakness were observed in the rivets of the cheeks of the 
maipmast, and chains were fastened round to secure it. The weather 
was equally, the ship was plunging amid heavy head seas, and it was 
letting in a great deal of water. This weather continued through 
April; there were heavy head seas ; so it continued at the beginning 
of May; and on the 7th of May the cheeks of the mainmast lipped . 
down, the “rivets” having ‘‘started.” Next day there was a strong 
gale and heavy sea, and the ship was plunging heavily. The sails 
were taken in, a hurricane came on, and the ship laboured heavily. 
At midnight all hands were called on deck, the ship was plunging 
heavily in the trough of the rea, the sea was running half as high as 
the lower mast ; the mainmast broke off, carrying away the stays, and 
going overboard, taking with it several of the yards. This occurred 
2,000 miles from the Cape, but the ship reached the Cape, where it 
was repaired, the mainmast being replaced and the cheeks recurely 
fastened with rivets, and the ship was able to complete the voyage. In 
the protest at the Cape it was stated that it was feared the cheek 
rivets were weak, and the captain had admitted that the rivets of the 
cheeks of the mainmast were giving way, and thia was entered in the 
log on the 31st of March. This action was brought to recover for the 
damage done, about £3,000. The claim was resisted by the under- 
writers, on the ground that the veasel was not “seaworthy” as re- 
garded the masts, and that, especially, the cheeks of the mainmast 
were not well riveted. The action was tried last year, and a verdict 
was returned for the plaintiff, but a new trial was ted. 

The present proceedings commenced on the 24th ult., and were not 

et concluded unti! the 28th, when the jury were unable to agree, and

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COURT OF CHANCERY. 
FAIRBAIRN V. LAY.—SMITH V. LAY. 

The hearing of these suits was commenced on the 22nd uit., and 
lasted until the 25th, before Lord Jastice James, sitting for Vice- 
Chancellor Sir J. Wickens. Mr. Kay, Q.C., and Mr. Macnaghten for 
the plaintiffs in the first suit; Mr. Amphlett, QC., and Mr. H M. 
Jackson, Q.C.. for the plaintiffs in the second suit ; Mr. Cotton, Q.C., 
Mr. Eddis. Q.C., Mr. Nasmith (of the Common Law Bar), and Mr. 
Crossley for Mr. Lay ; and Mr. Parke for Captain Sherard Osborn in 
the crores suit. 

Mr. Lay, C B., the principal defendant in the two auils, as Com- 
miasioner to the Japanese Government, was instrumental in bringing 
out the Japanese Nine per Cent. Loan. Mr. Thomas Fairbairn and 
Captain Sherard Osborn were plaintiffs in one auit, and Mr. William 
Smith and Mr. Augustus Henry Novelli in the other. The object of 
both suits was to establish a partnership between the four latter gen- 
tlemen and Mr. Lay in respect of that loan. ‘The two suits were 
rendered necessary by some dealings which were supposed to put twu 
of the four claimants on a different footing from the other, but which 
it is not necessary further to allude to. The four gentlemen other than 
Mr. Lay are connected in business, and are each directors of one or 
more of the following concerns:—The Fairbairn Engineering Com- 
pany, the Telegraphic Construction and Maintenance Cumpany and the 
Consolidated Bank. Mr. Lay is well acquainted with Oriental matters, 
and is acquainted with the Chinese written language. which is also used 
by the higher officials in Japan. In the early part of the year 1869 it was 
arranged between the par‘ies that Mr. Lay should proceed to China and 
endeavour to obtain concessions from the Chinese Guvernment for loans, 
‘the construction of railways and telegraphs, and other works of the 
kind, in the profits from which they should all share; that Mr. Lay 
should io the first place have, after paying expenses, a special baul for 
himself, which it was afterwards arranged should be £2,000; that the 
remainder should be divided into six parts, of which he was to take 
two and the other adventurera one each. £1.000 was advanced to 
Mr. Lay, and he proceeded to China, where he was unsuccessful. He 
then went to Japan, and in the latter part of 1869, by means of his 
knowledge of the Chinese written language. he was enabled to get 
directly at the higher officials, was appointed Commissioner, and ob- 
tained two concessions from the Japanese Governmenot—one to bring 
out a loan for £1,000,000 sterling, the other for the conatruction of a 
railway. Uader the first concession Mr. Lay was to provide the Jupan- 
ese Government with the loan of a million sterling, to have the 
money ready in London on the 3let of May, 1870; to send it out 
to Yokohama, to be there not later than the 31st of July, 1870; 
to pay freight and insurance for so much as was sent in Mexican 
dollars, for what was sent in other money the Japanese Government 
were to pay cost of transit, and he was to be paid interest at twelve 
per cent. per annum, payable half-yearly, and that the loan 
should be repaid in twelve vears, at the rate of £100,000 a-year, be. 
ginning at the third year, It was afterwards arranged that this loan 
should be paid in London to the Oriental Bink. Mr. Lay came home. 
Attempts were made to place the loan through Megara. Rothschild, 
Messrs. Thomson, Bonar, and Co., and other sources. Finally, it was 
takea up by Messrs, Erlanger and Co., of Paris, and flonted through 
their agents, Messrs. Schroeder and Co., as a £9 per cent. loan. Sub- 
sequently, the Japanese Government threw over Mr. Lay and can- 
eelled his appointment as Commissioner, and repudiated the contract 
80 far as he was concerned, though they accepted the loan as far as the 
subscribers were concerned. This they did on the ground of alleged 
fraud ; but, as the Judge said, in the course of the proceedings, and 
was admitted by all parties, really in consequence of intrigues carried 
on in the absence of Mr. Lay from Japan. They paid him a sum of 
£138,000, and Messrs. Erlanger a sum of £57,000, and these suits were 
to obtain a declaration of partnership and a division of the profits of 
the £18,000. Various defences were set up by Mr. Lay. the principal 
of which was that his co-adventurers bad not performed their part of 
the arrangement, which waa that they should float the loan by means 
of the Consolidated Bank or some friends of theirs; that they had 
neglected or been unable to perform this, and obligcd him to have 
recouree to Messrs. Erlanger, from whom he obtained hard terms. 

The Judge said though the case had taken a long time, when sifted 
it resolved itself into a simple one, and a partnership between these 
five gentlemen had clearly been established. It was necessary to have 
recourse to Mesers Erlanger or some other persons whose special busi- 
ness it was to bring out loans; and it did not appear that if the busi- 
ness had been done by the Consolidated Bank or Messrs. Rothschild 
they would have charged any less. This was a business which could 
not have been done by the partner themselves, and there was nothing 
to show that it was contemplated they should not have recourse to the 
ordinary market for that purpose. Mr. Lay had made much less pro- 
fit than he expected ; that was owing to the bad faith of the Japanese 
Government, over which the Court had no control. But a partner- 
ship was clearly established, and the ordinary decree must be made.

KOOPMANSCHAP AND CHINESE COOLIES. 

The New York Journal of Commerce says :—‘‘ Koopmanschap, 
who once promi-ed to be a great philantbropiat hy the double policy 
of relieving China of surplus labour and adding to that acant commo- 
dity here, has been strangely silent of late. We now hear from him 
through our Washington correspondent, at a date as far back as 
November. He was then revolving a scheme for throwing 30,000 
Chinamen into San Domingo, onder the auspices of the Samana Bay 
Company, which bas since got some kind ofa foothold ia that country. 
The scheme would be feasible, if money could be raised for it, and we 
should be much more credulous of any good to come from the future 
annexation of San Domingo if the present indolent negroes there wera 
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replaced by indastrious Chinese. There would seem to be a quiet little 
acheme of conquest under Koopmanschap’s innocent proposition. We 
hear of the ease with which 39,00.) Chinese could ‘ clean ont’ all the 
pevroes in San Domingo and ilayti to boot. There is little proba- 
bility. however, that a question so interesting to ethnologists and 
mi itary men will ever be settled in Sin Domingo. It ia not in that 
part of the world, but here, that cheap Chinese labour is wanted. 
Koopmanschap ean fied a market at the South, and gradually at the 
North, for all he cin import. With some exceptions, and those readily 

explained by the n-didling of Cninese sharpers who mercilessly prey 

upon their compatriots, this new system of labour works well at ‘he 
Svuth. Too much of it cannot be hil there, and we know ao reasoa 

why Koopmanschip does not transter thousaads of Cainese to the 

cotton-fields. If he can supply 30,000 tas San Dowinyo, he ought, 
under the far greater inducemzuts in this couatry, to briag more thaa 

that number to the United States. He is probably apprehensive that 

Congress will passa law prohibiting the importation of Chinese labour, 

and that contracts he might make and expenses he might incur would 

all be lost to him in that event. There is, it must be owned, some 

danger that a Government which keeps up a high protective tariff 
would commit the stupendous folly of repelling cheap, good, steady 

labour. A serious effort is now mide by a number of Pennsylvania 

cutlera to have snch a law pissed. The petition which hey presentia 

malicious and unjust to the Chinese, and repeats the old absurdity that 

engaging those psople by contrict is ‘a manifest atvempt to revive the 

institution of slavery.’ Batitis not without forces in a high-tariff 
view, and it appeals atrongly to vulgar prejudices, Yet we are uawil- 

ling to believe that Congress will be foolish enough to muke a law 
excluding Chinese immigrants, but as long as the matter is in abeyance 

Koopmanaschap may properly be shy of taking risks.” 





CHARGE AGAINST AN EX-CH(nese Customs OrrictaAL.—At the Man- 
sion-house Police Court on ‘lnursday a young man, named Sparrow 
Kaight, was charged with creating a disturbance and annoying Mr. 
Batchelor, the agent for the [mperial Chinese Custom, Servive, at his 
offices, in King William-street. Tae circumstances were very peculiar. 
Iv appeared thit the p-isuner had tor several yveara been in the em- 
ployment of the Imperial Customs Agency in China, and his salary 
waa between £600 and £700 per annum. About fifteen months age 
he uofortunately became insane, and being unable to perform the 
duties of his office, he was discharged and sent home to England, 
where he had friends, as a distressed British sunject. Ever siace he 
had been in this country he bad been making incessant applic stions to 
be reinstated, which was, of course, entirely out of the question, as, 
although harmles-, he was undvuubtedly insane. He was also io the 
habit of writing to Lord Granville, Mr. Gladstone, and other members 
of the Government, asking them to exert their influence to get him 
reinstated. Sir R. Caden expressed his surprise that a man who wag 
receiving a salary of £700 a year should have been sent to Buylaud 
without some communication being made to his frieuds of his con- 
dition, iu order that they might have an opportunity of taking charge 
of him. Mr. Ba'chelor said he believed tha: at the time the prisoner 
was seut from Chiua every necessary arrangement was made that he 
should have pruper protection, but the prisoner seemed to have only 
one prevailing idea, which was that he should be sent back to China, 
and be reinstated in his former employment. Sir R. Carden directed 
that the prisoner should be taken in a cao to Newgate, and directed 
that inquiries should be made about him, and that in the interim he 
should be treated with every kindness. He formally remanded him 
for a weck for this purpose. 


Tue work of reference, published by Messrs. Bailey and Co., of 
Cornhill, entitled ‘‘ Who's Who,” has been issued for the present 
year, avd presents the same evidences of careful compilation for which 
it has been distinguished ia previous years. Among the contents we 
notice io particular a List of General Officera in the Army, which, in 
consequence of the incorporation of the Indian generals with those of 
the Royal army. and the extensive promotions consequent thereon, 
has been unusually extended. A more convenient list, arranged 
alphabetically for facility of reference, is not to be found in any pub- 
lication of a similar kind. 


Messrs. Portick anD Simpson will shortly sell a volume of old 
coloured drawings of full-length male figures in party-coloured dressea, 
representing personages in a procession of Trade Guilds of the six- 
teenth or seventeenth century ; und *“‘ The Ten Complete Recorda; & 
Song of Trinmph written by the Emperor Kielung on the Subju sation 
of the Ghoorkhas, with Notes or Gloases,” &c. This Chinese poew is 
embroidered in red silk on a dark blue silk ground, in Chinese cha- 
ractera, on twenty-two sides or leaves. It is said to have been exe- 
cuted by the Empress of Kienlung and the ladies of the harem. It 
was taken at the eack of the Summer Palace at Peking, by Dr. G@. H. 
Daly. of Fane’s Horse. 


THE Ultramontane press of Belgium has organised a furious 
campaign against the Japanese Ambassadors, blaming severely the 
marks of attention and distinction conferred upon them by the Ruro- 
pean Courts which they have visited. It singles out Sionii Iwakura, 
the chief Ambassador, for special attack, it being alleged that it was 
he who issued the orders which reaulted in the massacre of two thou- 
sand Christians at Yeddo.

Foreign Intellipence. 
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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Rorrerpay, Fes. 26. 

The members of the Second Chamber met to-day, but they will And 
but verv little to do, it being now highly probable that the Reforin 
Bill will be withdrawn by the Minister of the Home Department. I 
told you that the Section report was believed to be unfuvourable, and 
now that it has at last been published this supposition has been veri- 
fied. Mostof the members, aud no less than sixty took part in the 
business, were convinced that a revisal of the Law of July, 1850, was 
neither necessary nor urgent, and thev were furthermore of opinion 
that the measure, as proposed by the Minister, was very badly trained. 
The majority thought it necessary to cnmunicate with the Minister 
regarding their objections, and they especially wished for a further 
examination of localities and communitie-, {2 order to obtain certain 
information with regard to the number of electors who would be created 
by the Bill. Tue Minister did not refuse to make such an investiga- 
tion, but desired that the :nain points for inquiry should be exactly stipu- 
lated. The Comnmission and Mr. Gvertseina did not come to an ayree- 
ment on this point, and thus the report states that the Chamber cannot 
decide abont this meisure owing to a lack of the necessary information. 
Tne Cnamber will probably desl first with the Treaty concluded with 
Belgium, respecting the Antwerp-Gladbach Railway ; and, if I am well 
int -rmed, there will be much opposition to the project which has been 
forined to buy the Ine of the Grand Central Belye tor the su:n, which 
hus been named by our Cab:net, say seven wutlons. On the other 
hand, it is said that Mr, Malou, tho Belgian Minter of Finance, is 
very angry that our Government has delayed bringing this Treaty be- 
fure our Parliament, and that he ordered the examination in the sections 
of the Belgian Cnamber to be suspended. Perhaps this may be true, 
bat nevertheless I think there is no fear but that the Treaty will be 
passed both by our Parliament and by that of Belgium. Of course the 
Parliamentary debate promises to be dull, but we cannot hope for much 
anitnation in our polities before the elections, which will take place in 
the month of June, when one-half of the members mu-t be re elected 
or replaced. This dulness is caused for want of real party questions ; 
our Couservatives are tuo liberal, our Libera:s too conservative. For 
jnstanve, the Colowal question; years ago the Liberals brough: 
forward @ programme which terrified the Cuuservatives, several 
Years were lust in idle party figuts; but ut last both the Liberals 
an! Conservatives mixed water with their wine and it is for every one 
now a problem who is in the wreng, who in the right. The Cuonserva- 
tives have taken some steps forward, buttue Liberals have done just the 
contrary and have retrograded. They still shrink tron introducing 
eelt-governinent for Java, But it fs net only the Colonal quistion 
Which is languishing—the same may be said of the Military and of the 
Judicial questions—they areall delayed ad Calendas Graecas. The 
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great complaint is that our Cabinet dares not undertake to propose 
auy Radical measure. Rumours are cire ilating that our King is most 
angry about this state of affairs, He left a week ao for his seat [et 
Loo, and most certainly he did not do this for his amusement, because 
we have had what the Germans call Hundenwetter —sno#, rain, and 
northerly winds, so that the streots are in a state as if the waters hid 
but newly retire ( from the face uf the earth. There are no balls, and no 
festivals, at which of course the “ upper ten” is greatly disapp -inted 
It is said that it 18 especially the Military question which has incensed 
the King. 

To-day an election will take place at Sneck of a member of the S:- 
cond Chamber. It is most probablethat the retiring candidate, Mr. A. 
Moens (Liberal), will be re-elected. The orthodox Protestant party 
have put forward Mr. L. W. C. Ke ichenius, editor of the Batavia Han- 
delsblad. Tuere are two other vacancivs in the Chamber, one owing 
to the death of Mr. P. H. Taets van Ameronzen, who had since 1850 
represented the district of Leijlon, and the o:her caused by the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Pyls as Burgomaster of Maastricht. 

Oa the 24th just, tue Japanese Ambassadors reached Antwerp, where 
they were received by the Burgomaster, ‘They visited the maritime 
establishments, the town-honse. &e., after whic they startal iu the 
afternoon by svecial train for Holland, At Rovsendaal (the boun Liry 
between Holland and Belgium) the Arn oassa lors were rectived in the 
name of the Darch Govern-nent by Messrs, Polsbrosk and the Jayau 
Consal, Mr, Vander Tak. Mr. ds Graeff vin Polshroek will act as in- 
terpreter tu the Embassy durinz its stay here, Professor Hotfnao, who 
was appointed, benz serionsiy ill, Tue Ambassadors reside at the H otel 
Paulez, and they will renain here about a month, thelr principal vbdject 
being an imspeccion of our great waterworks, for which purpose Mr. 
Caland, our e:ninent enginecr, has place: himself at their disposal, aud 
will vive them all the necessary explana'ions. 

The Minister for Foreign Affairs yesterday received the principal 
members of the Embasey, who, to our astonishment, speak viry good 
English, but who seem not to understand a word of the Dutch lan- 
guage, and who, to the great disappointment of the public, do not dre-s 
in their national costume, but in Europ2an fashion. After being presented 
to tha Foreign Minister, Baron von Gericke, they returned to their 
hotel, where they were subsequently waited on by Baron Saonckaert van 
Schauburg, who was charzed by the King to accompany tie ch ef inem.- 
bersof the Einbassy tothe Royal Palace. Oatheirarrivalat the Palace 
they were presented to the King by Mr. De Gracff van P lsbroek. His 
Majcstv received the Ambassadors in full state, [. the evening there 
wa-aureat diplomatic reveption in the hutel of the Minister fur PForeiga 
Affairs, at which the Aimbassidors were present. To-day they will 
visit some of the principal establishments of our town, 

I regret to hear that Mr. Wigzers van Kirchem, so well known in 
Java, las been for a long tine very ill, and for this reason he has given 
up his co-partnership with Messrs. Sluct en de Bordes for the concession 
of the Railway Leideu-Woerden. 

The Vaderland. the Liberal Hague paper, publishes very bad news 
from Java. The Colonial Government apprehends serious trouble in 
Atchin, in Sumatra, and, according to a rumour, the Governor-General 
has asked for a detachment of 3,000 soldiers, to organise an expedition 
to that place. 

The engineers charged with tracing the railway lines in Sumatra will 
shortly start for their destination. Mr. Cluysenaer and the engineer, 
Mr. Snethlage, have taken passage in the March steamer of the Com- 
paoy Nederland. 





PRODUCE MARKETS. 

In accordance with the general anticipations, the Coffee sale, on 
account of the Netherlands Trading Company, held last week, went off 
with spirit at advanced rates, especially for the pale sorts, whiclt were 
much cumpeted for. This favourable result could not fail to impart re- 
newed firmness to the markct. Sugar has also assumed a better appear- 
ance, and a fair business has been doing, but hardly any change has 
taken place otherwise in our market, and prices remain upon the whole 
the same. Cloves, however, have agaiu advanced, and Tin has further 
declined. 

CoPpFBE.—Since the Trading Company's public sale sales have been 
closed by private contract for the following shipments, viz., 1,875 bags 
Java, ex Lumley Castle, 2,000 bags Macassar, ex Wykaan Zee, 1,400 
bags Java, ex Oxford.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

In many respects the subject which heads this article is 
most important, and there is a special reason why the minds 
of people interested in China should just at present be 
directed to it. According to a telegram from Shanghai 
the formal assumption of the reins of Government by 
hie Imperial Majesty, the style of whose reign is Tuna- 
CHI, took place on the 23rd of last month. There is a 
pecnliiar but unintentional appropriateness in the word 
“formal,” which we have just written, for the natives of 
China, in all olasses, are said by informants upon whom we 
absolutely rely, to make no secret of the incapacity and 
effemiuacy of the Emperor. His tastes lead him to follow in 
the tottering footsteps of his degraded and miserable father, 
rather than to em:ilate the stately stride of Kana-He, K1en- 
LUNG, or TaoKwanG. That the personal administration of 
such a sovereign will be merely nominal is beyond doubt, 
and there may even be room for congratulation in the fact 
that, being without the will to be great, warlike, or magni- 
ficent, the present Emperor is without the power to be 
quarrelsome, despotic, or cruel. Given a sufficiency of in- 
ability to direct the affairs of his realm, we may safely 
assume that, as matters at present stand, the Emperor's per- 
sonal character will have little influence, if any, upon the 
course of Chinese relations with foreign Powers. He has 
been for nearly twelve years in leading strings, and even if 
he should make the attempt to cut himself clear from 
guidance, experience will speedily teach him that some mea- 
sure of restraint is the necessary condition of his well-being. 
Regarding the constituent elements of the ruling party in 
Peking from the distance of half the world, and allowing for 
the disturbances which this long interval necessarily 
introduces into our observations, it yet seems certain 
that a continuance of the Regency, now abolished in 
name, though, most probably, not in reality, would afford 
the best possible prospect to China. As we are convinced 
that the experiment of permitting the Emperor to act as 
though he were really autocratic will not be tried, we need 
not speculate upon what would ia all likelihood happen were 
the attempt made. As matters stand, there is no danger that 
the Kune Prince will ever be transformed into suoh a maire 
du palais as PEPIN LE BREF, or that either of the Empresses 
Dowager will be able to exert an influence comparable to 
that swayed by Bronenaut. To assign no worthier cause, 
mutual jealousies would render such a hope desperate on 
either side. 

We have, however, to consider that no matter what the 
purely human and personal character of the Emperor of 
Cuina may be, he yet holds a place in the Chinese political 
scheme to which we in Western countries have no ana- 
logue. He isthe Son of Heaven, Ruler by Divine appoint- 
ment, and in virtue of this, enjoys a position in the beliefs, 
and we had almost said in the affections, of the people, 
which we should find it difficult to realise. He is Priest as 
well as King, and although his kingoraft may be done for 
him because he is known to be unable to execute that 
part of his duty himself, he yet passively forms the pivot 
upon which revolve the political and social systems, and 
by the assertion of his claims justifies the patriarchal 
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form of domestic and village government which keeps the 
fabric of the Empire together. It is astonishing how deep @ 
hold these absurd pretensions have upon the most enlightened. 
minds in China. Great officials holding in their hands the 
destinies of the Empire, which at any moment they might 
make the prey of their ambition, grovel in a manner revolt- 
ing to us whenever, in person or by memorial, they approach 

the Dragon Throne. In order to imagine what the depth 

and strength of this feeling is, we must divest ourselves of 
everything familiar, and, in fancy, surround ourselves with 

the grotesque elements of the Chinese political scheme, and 

impregnate our minds with the countless outlandish con- 

ceptions which render that scheme not only realisable, but 

the best possible under the circumstances. Were it within 

our power to do these things, we should know how it is that 

to the Chinese official mind the Imperial Audience Chamber 

is a sacred shrine. It contains a Deity, approachable indeed, 

but approachable only in a certain way. In that way it 

is quite impossible that the representatives of fureign 

Powers should ever so much as think of approaching any 

potentate, no matter how respectable, and the dilemma at 

once presente itself—is the Emperor to yield, or are foreigners 

to yield, the right of Audience being supposed granted. 


We dismiss the latter half immediately as fruitless for dis- 
cussion. The former is not so easily disposed of. The 
autbority is doubtful, but there is at any rate a report that 
Lr Hune Cuana, who is now Viceroy of the Metropolitan 
Province, is fortifying the approaches to Peking, in view of 
the possibility of a forcible solution of the questions arising 
out of the Audience matter being called fur. We attach no 
importance to this rumour ; but it is certain that whatever 
the motive may be, fortifications of a most formidablecharacter 
have been constructed and heavily armed at all the points 
whence a direct assault could be made upon the capital. 
That this procedure is in itself perfectly justifiable no one 
will think of denying, but, if the Viceroy bas any arrre 
penseé in relation to the Audience questions, his reason for 
throwing obstacles in the way must of necessity be that he 
anticipates anarchy among the people as the result of the 
violation of their fundamental Articles of Belief. So far as 
he is himself concerned, either personally or as the repre- 
sentative of the official class at whose head he confessedly 
stands, he can have no feeling against the EMPEROR of CHINA 
granting audience to foreigners of suitable rank. In his 
inmost heart be knows that he is far greater, more powerful 
and more important to the State than the Emperor, yet he 
pretends to none of the secluded dignity which we should 
naturally expect from a great Eastern prince. For a prince he 
really is, and knows it, too, as well as most people who come 
in contact with him. But there is nothing sacred about 
him, nor does he pretend to hold any noticeable place in th 
theocracy. 


Yet one alternative is left—to abandon the discussion al- 
together. Is the Audience questiou, then, not worth fighting 
for as the ultimate solution, if all other solutions should fail % 
We have given our reasons for believing that the actual con- 
dition of affairs will naturally lead to a quiet continuance of . 
the existing arrangements. Under those arrangements, and 
in consequence of the character of the persons who are car- 
rying them out, progress of a very slow, bat of a very 
steady nature is confidently to be anticipated. Its slow- 
ness is the best guarantee for its sureness, and is 
due chiefly no doubt to jealousy—both well and ill 
founded—of foreign encroachment, but partly to sound- 
ness of judgment. The former leads the governing 
class to oppose the opening of the mines, the construction 
of railways, and the erection of telegraphs until they can see 
—which they soon will—that these measures will probably 
prove of unalloyed benefit to their own peuple. This same 
jealousy prompts the people to start opposition lines of 
ateamers, to dispenee, whenever possible, with foreign as- 
sistance in commercial matters, and generally to assert that 
whatever is to be made out of a transaction in China should, 
as far as may be, be secured for the natives of the country. 
How natural this is we, as connected with the commercial 
interest, and trained in commercial principles, need not say. 
On the other band, there is no danger that Chinese reformers 
will ever fall into the ludicrous blunders that have too often 
made the earnest, but ill-direeted struggles of the Japanese 
appear absurd rather than dignified. They will not, for ex- 
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ample, as the Japanese did, suddenly purchase a couple of 
breweries because they are informed that English soldiers 
drink beer, and are as good as any in the world. In sucha 
case the perverse logic of the Chinese would lead them to ask 
whether all the other circumstances of the two cases were 
precisely alike, andif they were not whether the ane of pre- 
scribing beer as a beverage would produce a post of turning 
raw native levies into disciplined armies. We cannot assert 
with any confidence ‘that in Japan there will be no going 
back upon the long and startling strides taken by a nation 
in the infancy of its new growth. But we can assert with 
the utmost confidence that none of the many small advances 
made during the past eleven years in China under the Re- 
gency will be repented of or cancelled so long as the existing 
system lasts, if not in name, at least in reality. The con- 
cession, either forced or spontaneous, of the right of suitable 
and dignified Audience would undoubtedly place China ina 
new and advanced relation to the other Powers of the world, 
but the question remains open whether it would meet any- 
thing corresponding in the naticnal constitution into which 
it should fit, without jarring the entire political scheme out 
of gear. That it will come naturally in time we have no 
manuer of doubt, when gradual development has radically 
modified the national mind, and when education will mean 
the same thing in China that it does in England. 


MR. SIMPSON’S CORRESPONDENCE. 

Tap special correspondent of the Daily News at Peking 
contributes an amusing, and at the same time not unin- 
structive, letter on literature anJ education in China, which 
is published in the issue of that paper for the 24th ultimo. 
Mr. Simpson’s excelleut sketches in the Jllustrated London 
News will, perhaps, play a greater part in popularising Chi- 
nese subjects than his lettere; but he nevertheless conveys 
to home readers not a little information which they would 
never think of searching out for themselves in the writings 
of MepuHurst, Epxins, or WILLIAMSON. In his last-pub- 
lished letter Mr. Simpson gives a very fair superficial notion 
of the manner in which education is carried out in China, 
and it may do good to some of our theorists to learn what 
the “universal education” of the Chinese really signifies. 
It is a great advantage, certainly, that every child above the 
very humblest class should obtain a certain degree of im- 
parted knowledge, as is undoubtedly the case in China ; but, 
when upon this groundwork the highest furm of instruction 
is no other than that of acquiring by rote the ancient “ clas- 
sics” with their respective commentaries, the results, as re- 
gards national intelligence and capacity for enlightenment, 
oan be no other than those very fairly indieated by Mr. 
Simpson. At the same time we may indicate an error into 
which the correspondent has fallen, and which is so often 
repeated in one form or another as to require correction. 
He intimates that some European scholars, aud notably Her 
MAJEsTY's present Minister at Peking, who is unqnestion- 
ably the first of living sinologues, are “ quite as well up as 
the Chinese themselves” in what is considered erudition 
in China. ‘This statement is on a par with the oft-repeated 
myth, set afloat originally by the late romantic Mr. Bur.in- 
GAME, that LONGFELLOW's poems, having been translated into 
Chinese by a foreign scholarat Peking, had been published 
in a sumptuons edition at the expense of the Chinese Go- 
veroment. The fact is, that in their limited sphere of study 
the Chinese have accumulated such an amazing wealth of 
material, to assimilate which is the life-long work of every 
native echolar, as to establish a physical impossibility of its 
thorough raastery by any European student, no matter how 
painstaking. He may arrive at the results, by native help ; 
but the prelimiuary labour of acquiring the language, with 
all its manifold difficulties, leaves him no time for that course 
of minute reading which alone constitutes the perfection of 
a Chinese graduate. Dr. Lecce probably knows much more 
of the Chinese classics, viewed comprehensively and svienti- 
fically, than most of the Chinese literati past or present ; but 
the teacher of any village school is at the same time, doubt- 
less, capable of giving him instruction in a multitude of 
points which are considered essential to a mastery of Chi- 
nese learning. It is absurd, therefore, to represent Euro- 
peans, as Mr. Simpson has been led to do, as capable of 
“ ooaching the young Emperor” in his olassical studies. 
Such a statement can only be indulged in by one who is 
entirely ignorant of the refinements of so-called learning, 





which go to make up a course of Chinese superior educa- 
tion. In this remark we may trace the “special corre- 
spondent,” pure and simple, unaided by the guiding intelli- 
gence of the learned missionary who has obviously suggested 
the greater part of Mr. Simpson’s reflections. 

Of Mr. Simpson’s sketches in the Jilustrated London News 
it is impossible to speak too highly. His views of the Temple 


of Heaven, in the last number, are not only truthful to a 


degree, but most artistically conceived. It is, perhaps, the 
fault of the draugbtsman on wood at home that mandarins 
are too numerously and too loosely grouped about the pic- 
ture, and that the old familiar “ rat-tail’’ moustache, which 
we had almost hoped had disappeared from our conventional 
notions of the Chinese, is still “evolved” on a number of 
faces. 
CEYLON AND IPS FUTURE. 

Mr. Grecory is certainly the most furtunate of Governors, 
as Ceylon is the most prosperous of dependencies. Not only 
did be succeed to the administration of the island at a time 
when many of his predecessors’ plans for the development of 
the island had already borne profitable fruit, but nature 
herself seems to be about to restore to it an element of 
wealth, which has always been uncertain, but which, in the 
seventy years that ithas been more or less available, has con- 
tributed a million sterling to the Treasury. A correspon- 
dent of The Times, writing from Colombo, says that there is 
great promise of a revival of the pearl fisheries, which have 
been unprofitable for the last four years. The yield has 
always been a fitful one, and science has failed to discover 
the cause of the disappearance and reappearance of the 
oysters at uncertain intervals. From 1796 to 1809 the 
fishery yielded a revenue of £35,090 a year. Then it ceased 
till 1814, when the capricious and erratic bivalve made off 
after a stay of two years, and did not return, except for a 
fiying visit in 1820, until 1828. From that time till 1837 
the pearl banks yielded about £8,000 a year. After another 
long interval, they contributed no less than £117,000 be- 
tween 1855 and 1860. Then the vield fell off again, but 
there is now promise of its being restored next year, as the 
Government Inspector reports the appearance and steady in- 
crease of a fine crop of young oysters on one of the principal 
banks. This brauch of revenue is one that is paid with 
satisfaction by everybody who contributes to it ; it is always 
available for works of improvement ; and pearls having be- 
come very scarce and dear iu the last few years, no doubt it 
will realise a large sum. 

Independently of this unexpected source of wealth, bow- 
ever, The Times correspondent reminds us that Ceylon has 
now in her Treasury a reserve of £1,100,000, besides a 
balance in hand of £100,000 on account of local avd munici- 
pal taxes. The revenue from the railway we have mentioned 
so often before that we need say no more than that it is 
expected, when the debentures are fully paid off, to yield no 
less than £100 000 a year. Theextension of the line through 
Dickoya and Dimboola by a mountain Jive to Ouvah is one 
of the most pressing works to be commenced. The steepness 
of the gradients required—a rise of 5,500 feet, and a decline 
of 3,800, within 100 miles—is the only difficulty. But these 
are not days when engineers shrink from difficulties, and the 
Survey Commission appointed to report on the proposed line 
will no doubt fiud a way to get over this, though we doubt 
whether they will find it good policy to reduce the guage from 
the present 5 ft. 6 to the proposed 3 ft.6. Second only tothe 
railway is the necessity for pushing on irrigration. The 
Times correspondent very justly draws attention to the fact 
that, although coffee is likely to be always the staple of the 
island, the cultivation of tea, cotton, cinnamon, and cinchova 
only require energy in this direction to make them exports 
of ever increasing amount. Even silk, he assures us, may 
be expected to form no inconsiderable item in a few years. 
It is satisfactory to have a confirmation of the facility with 
which the proposed breakwater at Colombo can be con- 
structed. We should have liked, however, to have been told 
something more concerning the improvement of Galle har- 
bour, and the deepening of the Paumbon Channel. With a 
steam shipping trade so great that eight steamers may some- 
times be seen together at Galle, and half-a-dozen at Colombo 
—and that continually, and certainly increasing while tax- 
ation is not increased—Ceylon will not be true to herself if 
sbe allows either parsimony or timidity to retard the develop- 
ment of advantages possessed by no other island in the world. 
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FAIRBAIRN v. LAY, AND SMITH v, LAY. 
THESE suits, which have been before the Court for upwards 
of two years, came to a termination on Tuesday, the 25th 
February, when the Vice-Chancellor, Sir J. Bacon, guve 
his decree in favour of the plaintiffs, declaring that a part- 
nership had existed between Messrs. FAIRBAIRN, SMITH, No- 
VELLI, OsBorN, and the defendaut, by which the plaintiffs 
were entitled to participate in the sum received by the de- 
fendant from the Oriental Bank. as agent for the Japanese 
Government, viz. £13,000. £57,000 were paid to Baron 
ERLANGER for the part he had taken in the matter. It ap- 
peared from the evidence that Mr. FarrBairn and Mr. Lay 
had early in the year 1869 discussed the possibility of ob- 
taining a concession for a loan from the Chinese Government, 
when Mr. Lay expressed his willingness to undertake a 
mission for that purpose. According to Mr. Lay’s state- 
meot, Mr. FarrBairn suygested that in order to secure 
the successful floating of such a loan it would be desir- 
able that Lay and FairBarrn should associate with 
them Messrs. Smiti and Nuveut, Messrs. SMITH, FarRBAIRN, 
and Novexir being Directors of the Consolidated Bauk, 
Mr. Smite being also the representative of the well known 
capitalist, Mr. Morrison. These gentlemen were introduced 
acoordingly, though Mr. FatrBarrn and the others deny that 
they were introduced, as Mr. Lay affirms, in order to secure 
the funds necessary to mect the preliminary expenses inci- 
dent to the floating of aloan. Be this as it may, Mr. Lay 
started on his mission in April, 1869, and on the 21st of 
that month Mr. Farrparrkn sent a letter to him in which 
appears this paragraph :—“ The loin is the thing, and on 
“ this subject I proceed to give you information for your 
“ guidance, We think that two millions would be a suth- 
“ vieut amount to make the stock marketable, and on no 
“ account should the amount exceed three millions in a first 
“attempt to introduce Chinese securities in the London 
“market.” Mr. Lay was at the same time empowered to 
take the loan d@ forfait, a course which he eventually fullowed. 
Mr. Lay haviug failed in China proceeded to Japan, and in 
due course, having obtained the concession for a Joan of 
£1,000,000 for that Government, returned to England, when 
his associates complaining of certain conditions annexed to 
the contract, declined to iutroduce it to the Consolidated 
Bank, and failed to secure Mr. Morrison’s co-operation, or 
to render Mr. Lay any assistance beyond introducing 
him to Baron ERLANGER, who in consideration of re- 
ce.ving half the profits resulting from the loan, half the 
remuueration Mr. Lay was to receive as Commisioner 
ofthe Japanese Government, and half of all future profits 
resulting from any further business in Japan, undertook the 
fluating of the luan. Mr. Lay was obliged to accept the above 
terms in order to enable him to keep faith with the Japanese 
Government, and to provide the money by the time stipu- 
lated. It will be remembered that the Japanese Govern- 
ment dismissed Mr. Lay from his pusition as their Commis- 
sioner, on the nileged ground of his having misrepresented 
the power of his friends in England to finance the loan. 
Upon this point the Vice-Chancellor, though finding under 
the above circumstances that the plaintiffs were entitled 
to participate in the £13,000 paid to Mr. Lay, held that 
the Japanese Government were altogether unwarranted in 

charging him with misrepresentation. 


It will be seen by our Rotterdam correspondent’s letter 
that the Japanese Embassy have arrived at the Hague, and 
have commenced the examination of public works, &c. It 
is stated that their visit to Berlin will be abandoned, but we 
believe this is incorrect. 


WE regret that, owing to a technical form of the House of 
Commons, Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD could uot bring on his 
motion on the Macao Coolie Trade, which will be found in 
another column, on Friday last. It will, however, be put 
down at the earliest opportunity. 


Monetary and Commercial.

The sum of £200,000 in gold was taken out of the Bank a few 

days since for Japan, and was shipped Thursday by the South- 

ampton mail steamer. Further withdrawals on account of the 
recent loan are expected. 


The P. and O. steamship Baroda, with Australian gold to the 
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value of £920,000, arrived at Galle on the 26th ult., having 
sustained damage during the voyage. The Golconda having left 
for Suez on the 24th, the mails will be forwarded by French 
steamer. The gold may be expected to reach Southampton by 
the Pel-in about the 7th April, instead of the end of March. 

The report of the Indo-European Telegraph Company (Limi- 
ted), for the year 1872, states that the receipts have been 
£37,079 7s. 7d. (including, however, a sum of £12,000 claimed 
by the Post-office and disputei by the company) as compared 
with £48,949 3s. ld. in the previous year—a falling off: of 
£11,869 15s. 6d. The expenditure on commercial account was 
£13,788 143. 8d, and the contractor’s account for maintenance 
amounted to £22,971 183. 7d. The diminution in the revenue is 
ascribed to interruptions over the entire line between London and 
Kurrachee, and to the reduction of tariffs which came into force 
in July last. 

Notice is given that an interim dividend of 33. per share in 
respect of the quarter ended 31st Dec., 1872, will be paid to the 
shareholders of the Eastern Telegraph Company on the 15ch inst. 
The interest accruing to the 3lst inst. in respect of the instal- 
ments paid on the new shares will be distributed at the same 
tine as the dividend on the old shares to that date.

Mr. R P. Harding, the trustee appointed in the liquidation of 
the affuirs of Gledstanes and Co., preparatory to declaring a divi- 
dend, calls upon all persons claiming to be creditors to send, on 
or before the 15th of March, full particulars of their claims. 

At 4 meeting of the creditors of Messrs. J. Samuels and Co., of 
Portland-street, Manchester, a resolution passed at a former 
meeting accepting the offer of Mr. C. J. Samuels to take the 
estate at 73. 6d. in the pound, payable 2s. 6d. in cash, 33, in four 
months, ls. in six months, and 1s. in nine months, the last pay- 
ment guaranteed, was confirmed. 

It is announced that a large spinning firm, that of Messrs 
James Marshall and Sons, cotton spinners of Stockport and Dis. 
ley, is in diffcultics. The firm has not yet suspended payment, 
but certain proceedings that have been caken will render that 
step inevitable. The liabilities are variously stated, but will, it 
is understood, he between £100,000 and £150,010, the greater 
part of which will fall upon Liverpool. Much sympathy with 
Mr. Marshall is generally expressed. 

The Great Northern Telegraph Company have given notice 
that their cable between Hong Kong and Shanghai has been 
restored, and that tha connection with Amoy has simultaneously 
been established. 

Messrs. Schilizzi and Co. announce that their partnership has 
been dissolved by mutual consent as from the lst of January 
last, that their houses at Munchester and Calcutta have already 
ceased to exist, an! that their London house is als» in course of 
liquidation.

Brothers.

JAPAN. 

Stmonoseki Strait, Temporary Light on Shirasu (Low Reef).—The 
Japanese Government has given notice, that from the lst December, 
1872, a temporary light would be exhibited from the lighthouse re- 
cently erected on Shirasu ( Low reef), western entrance of Simonoseki 
Strait. The light isa fired red light, elevated forty-two feet above 
the sea, and in clear weather should be seen from a diatance of ten 
miles. The lighthouse, a square wooden building, painted white, is 
situated on the southera end of the reef, and about one and a-half 
miles south-weatward from Ai-sima. Pozition, lat 33 deg. 59 min. 
30 sec. N., long. 139 deg. 47 min. 24 sec. E. 


Linsei:ten Islands, Breaker near Kutsino-sima. —Information has 
been received, that Captain W. T. Quayle, of the barque Frances 
Henty, observed breakera between four and five miles to the north- 
westward of Kutsino-sima, one of the Linschotean islanis. The 
breakers were about two cables in extent, and from bearings taken 
near them, the approximate position is in lat. 30 deg. 7 min. 45 sec. 
N., long. 129 deg. 54 min. E. 


Breaker in Vincennes Strait.—Heavy breakers are reported to have 
been seen on the south side of Vincennes Strait, Linschoten islands, 
by the ship Malvern; from it the south point of Tane za-sima (Kara- 
saki) bore N. 4 E., and the south point of Yakano-sim.a west. ‘These 
bearings place the danger approximately in lat. 30 deg. 14 min. N., long. 
130 deg. 534 min. E. Note.—The Mariners should be cautious ia re- 
porting the exiatence of reefs ia the neighbourhood of tne Linschoten 
islands, es the Sailing Directions remark that stronz tide rips are 
frequently met with in this locality, often resembling heavy breakers 
on reefg or shoals. 

CHINA. 


Fangteze River.—Disappearance of Blockhouse Shoal Beacon. — 
The Engineer’s Office at Shanghai has given notice that the block- 
house iron-screw-pile beacon has disappeared, and that a red buoy 
surmounted hy a staff and cage has been moored on the south-east 
extremity of the shoal in ten feet water, with Kiutoan lighthouse 
bearing S.8.W. ¢ W., and Kiutoan small beacon W. by N. 2 N. 





Tae Srgamer Precursor.—The inquiry at Gibraltar, before Captain 
Phillimore, into the charge against Captain Roper, of the Precursor, 
for unlawfully shooting at and wounding Joseph Sanders, a seaman of 
the ship, and the countercharge of mutiay against some of the men, 
was concluded on the 12th ult. Captain Roper was committed for 
trial at the present adjourned or next criminal seasions, and he was 
admitted to bail on his ova recognisance in th: sum of 200 dublones 
de [sabel, and two securities of 109 doblones de Isabel each. In the 
mutiny case, in which F. Conradi and J. Sanders were the prisoners, 
Captain Phillimore found the former gailty of assaulting Captain 
Roper and repeatedly disobeying his lawful commands, and sentenced 
him accordingly to eleven weeks’ imprisonment with hard labour. The 
charge against J. Sanders, that he combined with Conradi to disobey, 
was also held to be partly proved, and be would have had twenty-eight 
days’ hard labour, but in consideration of his wound, and at the re- 
quest of Captain Roper, the sentence was remitted. We are glad to 
hear that a telegram received from Gibraltar states that Captain 
Roper had been honourably acquitted. The vessel left for Shanghai 
on the 22nd ult., Captain Hoole going on as passenger.

THE COAL MINES OF CHINA. 

Sin RUTHERFORD ALCOCK writes to the Zhe Times on the 
subject of the coal mines in China, and points out that, 
supposing we had free access to their working, it could not 
possibly relieve the dearth in England, owing to the cost of 
freight, &c. It was hardly necessary for Sir RurHERFoRD to 
point out this; no one acquainted with the subject could 
expect it would do more than check the export from Eng- 
land, which would of itself be no small matter, seeing that 
the export is about 100,000 tons per annum. We ex- 
tract from Sir RuTHERFORD'’s letter the portion referring to 
our relations with China, in which he exercises his usual 
courtesy towards the mercantile body :— 

The Chinese have hitherto resisted all attempts to induce them 
to open mines near places of embarkation (except in Formosa), 
and to allow E n capital and mining skill to work them. 
Yet it should not be forgotten that before I left Peking they had 


signed just before my departure, they engaged to open three coal 
mines at points the nearest to the sea-coast or a treaty port, and 
easily accessible. to ships. It was also , though this formed 
no stipulation of the Convention, that European science and ma- 
chinery should be brought to bear in working the mines on Chi- 

nese account. Tho refusal of Her Majesty's Goveramsnt to ratify 
the Convention, at the earnest solicitations of the China trade, 
of course rendered this and all the other concessions void. But it 

did not seem to me a trifling or insignificant advantage, in the 
face of so many difficulties, to obtain the recognition of our legi- 

timate interest in the coal supply, and the consent of the Govern- 

ment to take means to meet the demand. 


The conditions under which Western diplomacy works at Peking, 
and its fitness as an instrument for effecting ‘ch in the tradi- 
tional policy or internal administration of the Empire are very 
little understood in England. The obstacles to any have 
hitherto—more especially during the minority of the young 
Emperor—been very great. In many questions where concessions 
not comprised in existing treaties were desired, they have been 
insurmountable and not to be overcome by any diplomacy which 
didnot fully justify Mr. Disraeli’sdefinition—any diplomacy, thatis, 
which did not carry with it force in the background: ag an in- 
fluence to be recognised and felt. But it is very well known in 
Peking, as it is here, that since the signature of the last treaty, 
signed by Lord Elgin in 1858 at the capital, no force has been 
brought to bear as a means of influencing the Peking Court or 
Chinese policy. Isolated acts of coercion at the ports, bearing on 
individuals rather than on the Chinese Government, do not form 
any exception. Accordingly the Convention of 1869, since put 
aside at the demand of the merchants as not embodying suflicientl 
large concessions and advantages to British trade, was negotiated 
anlar the express assurance of Her Majesty’s Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, given to the Chinese Government through 
their representative, Mr. Burlingame, that neither force nor pres- 
sure other than diplomatic representations had to be apprehended 
from the British for the obtaining either of new concessions or of 
any other advantage. Force, then, so far as British diplomacy is 
concerned, has been wholly wanting as an element, or an influence, 
in any efforts made to overcome the repugnance of the Chinese 
to modifications of treaty rights or the concession of increased 
privileges. 

In regard to coal mines more particularly, the Chinese Govern- 
ment is not ignorant that by pepe aoe Bcience and capital a great. 
source of wealth might be developed, and a large increase of 
revenue secured. But such inducements as these do not weigh a 
feather in the balance when the other scale is weighted with fear 
of trouble and riots iv the Provinces, or of European complications 
and aggressions. I should be sorry to see them tried with a chance 
of closing their ports to foreign trade and the cessation of all 
intercourse with foreigners by land or sea, at the cost of their 
£4,000,000 of Customs revenue, and all the other advantages, 
commercial or political, present or prospective, which could be 
shown to attach to the treaties. I have no doubt as to what 
would be their decision. 

It is not necessary here to discuss what might be the precise 
value of such a concession as was made in the Convention in respect 
to coal. I only refer to it as a proof that something was effected, 
and might, no doubt, again be secured in this direction under 
favourable circumstances. A large and cheap supply of coal at or 
near a Chinese port, and a low export duty, which was also a 
stipulation, would certainly tend to diminish the cost of freight, 
and save our own stock to the extent of the consumption now 
supplied from England. But one of the greatest obstacles to any 
satisfactory negotiations in China, whether as regards the working 
of coal mines or any other advantage, lies in the impatience of the 
British merchant to obtain everything he desires from the Chinese, 
and all at once. He assumes that the advantages conferred on 
the Chinese by foreign trade are sufficient in themselves to 
entitle it to exemption from any fiscal burdens or limita- 
tions in an administrative sense beyond the payment of a 
low tariff rate of Maritime Customs. This was not the 
view of Her Majesty’s Government in 1869, when the negoe 
tiations for the Convention were going on. ‘The Board of Trade 
and the Foreign-office both, as the Blue-book shows, desired to 
postpone any more comprehensive attempt to revise generally the 
provisions of the British ‘Treaty until the present treaty engage- 
ments of all other Powers with China should admit of common 
action; and, in tbe meantime, it was desired to record in some 
special instrament or Convention only such advantages as the 
Chinese Government had expressed their willinguess in the course 
of the negotiations to concede. That these should consist of 
minor concessions, and not fundamental and comprehensive 
changes, was, of course, inevitable. It was the ‘day of small 
things,” but, precisely for that reason, exceedingly favourable to 
the only diplomacy promising succesaful results, where force is 
not to be considered as an influence in reserve—namely, such 
guarded concessions as admit of gradual and insensible 
ment in the natural progress of trade and intercourse, and are not 
in the beginning of a nature to alarm the peace-loving Chinese, or 
rouse, by fear of aggression and revolutionary changes, all the anti« 
foreign spirit in the country. Such small openings, like those 
made for the introduction of the wedge in,quarries, produce the 
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greatest effect without violence. But such results are often more 
useful, as well as more permanent, than those which follow more 
ambitious aims, and the use of explosive materials instead of the 
lees startling and slower-working wedge. If we want coal in 
China without another war or the exercise of force, I would recom- 
mend, as the quietest and most effective in the end, the “ Festina 
lente” so abhorrent to our eager merchants, and quite as much in 
their interest as in that of the Chinese and Her Majesty’s Govern- 
ment. Neither this nor any other course which can be followed 
will obviate the danger of a coal famine in England, but it may 
help to delay exhaustion of our own supplies by diminishing the 
demand ; and, if successful, it cannot fail to be a great benefit to 
all directly engaged in the trade with China and Japan, and with 
the adjoining colonies. 


LITERATURE.

In the issue of Frazer's Magazine for February there is an 
interesting article on the Peking Gazette, by Sir Rutherford Alcock, 
K.C.B. He begins by comparing it with the London Gazette, and 
shows that they are of the same official character, both containing 
valuable materials for the historian. We quite agree with him in 
the estimation of its contents, as may be seen in the translations 
of edicts, memorials, &c., in the North China Herald. ‘‘ More 
valuable illustrations of political and social institutions,” he says, 
‘Smay be drawn, and a clearer insight may be obtained of the 
actual working of the governing machinery by a careful study of 
the Peking Gazette than from any other sources.” Indeed, it may 
be said with truth, that the History of China has yet to be 
faithfully written by a foreigner, and he can only do eo by studying 
the file of this official organ from its establishment in the tenth 
century of the Christian era. Doubtless there is mach of an 
apparently frivolous character in the petition to the Throne by 
humble persons, but even these illustrate the inner working of the 
laws. On the other hand, we find memorials from the public 
censors fearlessly exposing the backslidings and corrupt practices 
of the highest public functionaries. Nay, even the ‘Son of Hea- 
ven” himself has been brought to task by one of these monitors 
during the reign of a late Emperor; who judiciously took the 
censor’s advice in good part, and mended his ways. ‘In this re- 
spect,” Mr. Medhurst remarks, ‘it may be said to be far in ad- 
vance of our early London Gazette, which never contained any 
intelligence that it did not suit the purposes of the Court to 
publish.’ With some modification such is the rule with that Go- 
vernment organ at the present day, and as to censuring the acta 
of delinquent officials that is scarcely ever attempted. But we 
must not omit to say that it is free from the superstition and 
mendacity of the Peking Gazette, which prevails through the 
greater part of: its pages. Even on those points Sir Rutherford 
shows that there is a policy on the part of the memorialists 
to conciliate the people by respecting their superstitions. In 
illustration of this he cites a memorial from Chung How to the 
Emperor, ‘‘ requesting him to confer some mark of approval— 
not upon officers or deserving administrators—but the Queen of 
Heaven, as a reward for the way in which she recently looked after 
the grain junks upon the coast.” ‘The desire to propitiate these 
(the owners of junks and their crews) by an evidence of interest 
in their welfare and p rity is the true meaning of the memo- 
rial.” Assuming that it 1s otherwise, he asks, ‘* Is there anything 
more superstitious in a Chinese high officer wishing the aid of the 
‘Queen of Heaven,’ as a sacred spirit able to assist, than similar 
invocations from high places to the Roman Catholic Queen of 
Heaven; or in Protestant lands to the ‘ Lord of Hosts’ for victory 
over their enemies, or for rain, or for fair weather”? This inter- 
pretation may not be considered orthodox by some persons, but 
Sir Rutherford Alcock is entitled to give a weighty opinion on the 
question, from his long experience in official circles in China. 


A Return has been issued giving the numbers of the 
troops and marines stationed in Japan during each year since 
1864, together with the sums expended in their conveyance 
to that country, and the cost of their maintenance. In 
1864 the number of troops stationed was 1,087 ; in 1865, 
940; in 1866, 919; in 1867, 797; in 1868, 748; in 1869, 669; 
in 1870, 659 ; and in 1871, 633. The total cost of main- 
tenance during the whole period is set down at £382,701, 
and that of conveyance at £18,399. With regard to marines, 
it appears that from 1863 to 1866 inclusive, the number 
was 539, who were maintained at a cost of £64,992. For 
a period of three years subsequent there were no marines 
stationed in the country, but from October, 1870, to Decem- 
ber, 1871, a force of 305 was maintained at a charge of 
£32,229. With regard to the cost of conveyance no accu- 
rate return can be made, as the transport was carried out 
by ships of the Navy. 


THE ARMY ESTIMATES. 

We have selected from these Estimates the votes which relate to 
the Military Service in Ceylon, the Straits Settlements, Chins, and 
Japan. 

The following votes will be asked for works in China :—Providing 
additional magazine accommodation—total estimate for the work,

pended upon it to December 31st, 1872, £9,025 ; to be asked in the 
present Estimates, £550.

Town 
Range Barracks, married soldiers’ quarters —total estimate for the 
work, £8,490; amount already voted, £2,900 ; amount to be voted 
in present Estimate, £500. In the vote for new works, additions, &e., 
are—China and Japan: Fortifications and control buildings, £1,288 ; 
barracka, £4,501. Ceylon: Fortifications and control buildings, 
£734; barracks, £5,000. 

The following are the details of the charges for the general staff, 
clerks and others, and contingent expenses, for the year ending March 
Slat, 1874, China: 1 major-general, at £1 173.

Ceylon: 1 major- 
general, £692; 1 deputy-adjutant-general, at 193. a day, £346; 1 
deputy-assistant-adjatant-gerteral, £173; 1 assistant military secre- 
tary, £173; 1 aide-de-camp, £173; total, £1,557; snbordinate:, 19, 
£547 ; contingencies, £40; total general staff, £2,142. Straits Set- 
tlements: 1 commandant, £91; 1 brigade-major, £173 ; total, £264 3 
5 subordinates, £168 ; contingencies, £22; total grand staff, £454. 
The estimate for the Ceylon Rifle Regiment (now in course of being 
disbanded) is £4,000. The following details, with reference to regi- 
ments serving in Ceylon and China, are given:—78rd Regiment, 
Ceylon : 33 officera, 66 non-commissioned officers, 820 rank and file, 
919 of all ranks. 80th Regiment, Hong Kong: 33 officers, 66 non- 
commissioned officers, 820 men, 919 of all ranks.

The votes for the Royal Engi- 
neer Department are:—China, £951; Ceylon, £1,778; Straits Set- 
tlements, £308. The allowancesin lien of servanta, fuel, and light, 
travelling, &c. and on account of extra cost of provisions is—China, 
£18,512, against £15,700 last year ; Ceylon, £19,645, against £21,885 
last year ; Straita Settlements, £8,907, against £8,000 last year. In 
the vote for clothing establishments, &c., it is estimated that £263 will 
be recovered by the War Office from the Foreign Office for clothin 
for legation in China and Japan. In addition to the above, votes will 
be asked for educational services as under:—China, £236; Ceylon, 
£497; Straits Settlements, £56. Miscellaneous services : — China, 
£70; Ceylon, £100; Straits Settlements, £50. 

The estimated regimental force in each command will be as under: 
—China, 1,212; Ceylon, 1,259; Straits Settlements, 1,206. The 
total sums to be asked for this year are as follow (the figures in the 
parentheses arethesums voted last year) :—China, £95,596 (£104,882) ; 
Ceylon, £115,478 (£142,992) ; Straits Settlements, £67,547 (£62,713). 
But the following sums are expected to be repaid by the colonies dar- 
ing the year in aid of the military expenditure : — Hong Kong, 
£20,000 ; Straits Settlements, €51,600 ; Ceylon, £120,000. 


THE NAVY ESTIMATES. 

The Navy Estimates for the coming financial year, which begins on 
the Ist April, have just been published. They show a net increase of 
£340,576 over the vote for the year which began on the Ist of April 
last; and of £1,754 over the previous year. In 1871-72 the expendi- 
ture was £9,870,971; in 1872-73 the amount voted on the estimates 
was £9,532,149 ; the sum asked for the year 1873-74 is £9,872,725. 
The actual increase is £477,006; but it is met by a decrease of 
£186,430. The increase and decrease are distributed over all the great 
items of expenditure. The first vote is for wages to seamen and 
marines, and shows a net decrease of £44,261; there is, however, under 
this head a decrease of £72,116 in wages to seamen and marines 
afloat, of £3,100 in colonial pay, &c., to marines in Japan, and of 
£700 in contingencies; while to set over against these figures there is 
- an in:rease of £25,000, and £6,266, in the two items for subsistence 
of marines and their officers on shore ; and of £65 in shooting prizes 
for marines. An increase of £31,655 has thus to be subtracted from 
_ the decrease of £75,916; the whole estimate for wages, &c., being 
£2,629,884. Thesecond vote is for victuals and clothing, and amounts 
to £1,035,719. Here, too, there is both increase and decrease. Pro- 
visions received under contract show a decrease of £35,889, and allow- 
ances in lieu of provisions are less by £4,370. There are also some 
- gpmaller savings, raising the figures of the decrease to £44,659. Against 
this has to be set an increase of £4,096 in seamen’s clothing and soap 
and tobacco; of £5,472. in marine clothing; of £6,620 in savings, or 
payments for provisions not taken up; and one or two smaller items 
—which would make the total increase £22,274. The whole vote is 
therefore less than last year by £26,550. 

The vote for the Admiralty Office ig £174,983 ; an increase, which 
takes place in the item of salaries, of £1,516 on last year’s vote, 
against which only a saving of £300 is set. But the actual expendi- 
ture in 1871-2 was only £161,440; the increase in the vote on the 
year before laat is, therefore, £13,543. A sum of £167,575 is asked 
under Vote IV. for Coastguard Service, Royal Naval Volunteers, Re- 
serve, &c. There is a decrease in this vote on several items, of which 
the chief are £3,500 on wages, &c., to the Royal Naval Coast Volun- 
teers, which amounts to one- half the sum they received last year ; and 
of £3,000 in the wages, &c., of the Royal Naval Reserve. The net 
decrease in the vote is £6,925. The Scientific Branch asks in Vote 
V. for £86,654, a net increase of £13,913. Bat this increase is 
caused by a new item of £18,080 for the Royal Naval College, Green- 
wich, and this, with one or two other small items of increase, is re- 
duced by savings in the establishment at Portsmouth and in the 
School of Naval Architecture. “‘ Dockyards and Naval-yardsat Home 
and Abroad” is the heading of Vote VI., on which a net increase of 
£136,097 has taken place. This increase takes place in the wages to 
artificers, which stand for £841,658, against £712,571 voted last year. 
Vhere are also an increase of £2,017 in salaries, of £3,108 in wages to 
golice in the dockyards at home, and of £4,451 of salaries in dockyards 
abroad. The vote for Naval Stores, is divided into two sections, with anin- 
crease in each. The first section includes timber, metals, coals, hemp, 

int, and oile, freight and officers’ purchases; and every item but 

emp shows an increase. The increase on timber is £44,808; on 
metals, £44,187; on coals and fuels, £60,292. The whole section 
amounts to £1,072,380; an increase of £143,870 on last year, and of 
£156,231 on the year before last. The second section includes steam 
machinery and ships built by contract. There tis an increase on 
machinery for ships and vessels of £59,578; the item being now 
£330,900. Ships building by contract require £228,766; being 
£82,772 more than last year, though in last year’s vote was included a 
supplementary estimate of £18,000 for building five achooners in Aus- 
tralia, to be employed in suppressing the Polynesian Slave Trade. 
There is a saving of £10,000 on repairs ; of £4,000 on experiments 
and contingencies, and of £3,000 on torpedoes, and an increase of 
£2,000 on salaries. The total vote in this section is £609,866. For 
New Works (Vote XI.), £682,218 is asked, against £716,091 granted 
last session. There is a decrease of £50,620 at Chatham, and an in- 
crease Of £22,470 at Portsmouth. The net decrease on last year's vote 
ieee ; but the decrease on the expenditure of 1871-72 is 
£143,538. 


“THE TIMES” CHINA CORRESPONDENT. 
The Shanghai correspondent writes on the 10th January :— 


Just before the New Year an alarming report came down that the 
foreign-drilled troops at Fenghuangshan, some fifteen miles from 
Shanghai, had mutinied; but the apprehension caused by the news 
was removed by fuller particulars. One of the three battalions sata- 
tioned there to be taught foreign manoeuvres under European instruc- 
tion had, it appeared, being dissatisfied with the severity of their 
colonel, laid down their arms on parade, and marched in a body to 
Soochow to lay their grievances before the Governor of the Province ; 
but they were met half-way by a regiment sent for the purpose, and 
quietly marched back. Since then the colonel has, more Colestium, 
been dismissed, and matters have gone on as before; but the mutiny 
has caused some to think that the camp which was established after 
the rebellion for the protection of Shanghai is a source of danger 
rather than benefit, as it would have been a serious matter, if, instead 
of eget without their arms to Soochow, they had marched down 
with them to Shanghai. It is rather to be hoped that it may lead to 
the abolition of the establishment. It may be that it is sound policy 
to strengthen the Chinese Government and render their armies effi- 
cient, but the presence of 1,500 well-armed men, under the feeble 
control of a corrupt mandarin, within a day’s march of the rich foreign 
settlements, is a doubtful blessing, to say the least. 

The Christmas holidays and New Year's festivities have passed off 
more quietly than in former years. There have been more balls, but 
fewer big dinners, and an entire absence of the orgies by which it was 
once thought necessary to celebrate the “‘season.” As Shanghai gets 
larger, and the number of ladies has increased, it has toned down, 
and the “sink of iniquity,” as the Duke of Somerset once called it 
has become, morally and socially, as it was before municipally, a model 
settlement. From Tientsin a startling rumour has come down that 
the Audience question has been conceded, but it lacks confirmation. 
Judging from what one hears, however, Mr. Wade's conciliatory policy 
is not unlikely to be crowned with success, and it is far from impos- 
sible that we may hear any day of the foreign Ministers having been 
received. Whether it will result in any practical advantage that the 
Son of Heaven has been addressed in indifferent Chinese by the bar- 
barian representatives is another matter. Let us hope, however, that 
it will be, and that the startling revolution by which Japan has, under 
the auspices of Sir Harry Parkes, been Europeanised, will be followed 
by as complete a change in China as has been effected there, and that 
another year or go will see China constructing railways and abolishing 
Budhism. Indeed, the time must come. The constant rubbing of 
Chinese against foreigners must have its effect, and, as history teaches 
us, the predominance of the new ideas, already wide-spread through- 
out the land, will be startlingly sudden. The Japanese are, it is said, 
to exchange the ratifications of their Treaty with China in a month or 
so, and their Consul is already beginning to show himself promi- 
nently in public matters. : 

We were surprised the other day to see a notice in the home papers 
of the rottenness of the commercial state of Shanghai. The fact is 
that, gave the large concourse of lawyers assembled here just now. 
there are no signs of failure visible on the spot—indeed, iand an 
property are steadily rising in value, aud everything seems prosperous, 
and to promise even better times to come. : 


-— THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

The Pall Mall Gazette prints the following remarks with reference 
to Sir Charles Wingfield’s motion relative to the Chinese Coolie 
Traffic, which is to be brought before the House of Commons this 
evening :—~ 

We have more than once within the last few monthe referred to the 
iniquities perpetrated in furtherance of what is in reality a slave trade 
at Macao, in the China Seas, quite as much as in the South Ses Is- 
lands or on the coast of Africa. It is very true that it ia no part of 
the duty either of the British nation or the British Government to 
undertake a promiscuous or quixotic crusade against coolie kidnapping 
in every quarter of the globe. But unquestinoably it is the duty of 
every Christian country and every civilised people to contribute to this 
end within the limit of their power. And it is not for Great Britain, 
which has already expended so much life and treasure in efforts to put 
an end to a traffic in slavery, and is even now engaged in this good 
work at Zanzibar and in the Fiji Islands, to hang back. It is incam- 
bent on all who have the cause of humanity at heart to give this mo- 
tion their warm oa yale Upwards of 20,000 Chinese subjects are 
annually shipped off from Macao under various flags—French, Portu- 
guese, Spanish, Italian, and Peravian—for Callao, the guano islands, 
and elsewhere on that coast, never to be heard of more. No one of 
these thousands ever lives to come back and tell the tale of their 
wrongs and their sufferings. Even if philanthropic motives fail, the 
interests of our own colonies should move the British Government to 
some more energetic action. They get no coolies from this miserable 
Portuguese colony ; nor, as a rule, is British shipping employed in the 
nefarious traffic. Indeed, nothing is more certain than the fact that 
while these abuses under Portuguese colonial rale are allowed to con- 
tinue, there will be no chance of a legitimate supply of labour being 
obtained from the treaty ports. The one great obstacle to a free emi- 
gration of Chinese coolies—the first, if not the greatest, certainly— 
to the British colonies, where labour is so much needed, lies in the 
kidnapping and other atrocities inseparable from the existing abuses 
beneath the shelter of the Portuguese flag and with the tacit or passive 
acquiescence of all the Treaty Powers. The Chinese Government is 
paralysed by the fear of their making common cause if effective ac- 
tion were taken against this miserable and half-aqueous colony, for 
the possession of which Portugal can show no valid title, either oy 
conquest or treaty, and a town of mongrel inhabitants and a rock whic 
they can turn to no better use than to harbour pirates and locate 
barracoons to the reproach of Western civilisation. 
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THE INWARD FRENCH MAIL.

THE CENTRAL ASIAN QUESTION. 

PuBLic opinion on the movements and intentions of 
Russia in Central Asia is so various and contradictory, and 
all parties maintain their views with so much obstinacy, 
that it may be doubted if the difficulty will be set at rest 
even by the publication of the official correspondence which 
has just beeu presented to Parliament. On the face of the 
matter it seems as if Russia had given way in every par- 
ticular to the represontations of Great Britain, that the 
frontier line of Afghanistan, as defined by Lord Gran. 
VILLE, had been accepted, and that the indepeudence—such as 
it is—of the provinces of Badakshan and Wakhan is not to 
be interfered with. The approaching descent on Khiva is 
declared to be undertaken without the slightest intention of 
occupying that province, and solely with the object of 
punishing certain alleged acts of brigandage, and to teach 
the Khan that such conduct could not be continued with 
impunity. All that Russia has in view is the determining of 
a certain “ intermediary zone,” for the purpose of preserving 
the respective possessions of the Czar and the Ameer “ from 
immediate contact.” And, in short, the sole object of the 
movement is the establishment of a permanent peace 
between Afghanistan and her neighbour, and this Russia 
and England are agreed to maintain. 


All this reads very well, but there area good many people 
who will not be disposed to take it without the traditional 
grano salis. In the first place, the arrangement—which is, 
after all, no more than a verbal agreement—is merely 
assented to by Russia as part of her original design, and in 
“ courtesy ” to our representations. Again, the connection 
between the descent upon Khiva and the settlement of the 
“intermediary zone” is not very clear. It seems rather 
like a Russian way of killing two birds with one stone. 
And, lastly, it cannot be forgotten that Russia has a peculiar 
way of choosing a favourable moment for tearing up her 
Treaties, to say nothing of straining the spirit of a mere 
protocol. The experience and influence which will be gained 
by Russia in the coming struggle will be not unlikely to 
make her more reluctant to evacuate the beautiful valley 
of the Oxus than slie now professes to be ; and will greatly 
strengthen her hands in any future difference with ourselves. 
But, though the Foreign Secretary’s reply to Mr. BarLiig 
CooaRANE may not be universally accepted as entirely 
satisfactory, it has all the appearance of being final ; and 
all parties are agreed that it would have been an error to 
interfere for the protection of Khiva—from Lord LAWRENCE, 
whose policy of “masterly inactivity” has been so far 
followed by Lord Nortasroox, to Sir WiLFriD Lawson, 
who says that nobody cares anything about the matter. 


With reference to the subject which admittedly. underlies 
to a great extent the entire question of rivalry between 
Great Britain and Russia, namely, the trade of Central Asia, 
it is satisfactory to learn that Mr. Saaw has been appointed 
by Lord Nortnsrook to the post of British Commissioner in 
Ladak. Mr. Suaw, since his visit to Yarkand, has laboured 
earnestly to impress upon the Chambers of Commerce and 
the Government the necessity of prompt and decided action, 
to secure the admission of British goods into the vast mar- 
kets which have been thrown open in Eastern Turkestan and 


oe 


which Russia is clearly bent upon monopolising if she can. 
In his new post, Mr. Saw will be invested, we presume, with 
the control of commercial relations in the quarter to which 
he has devoted so much attention, and it may be hoped that 
his energy and special knowledge will ere long be produc- 
tive of beneficial results with respect to the development of 
trading interests. 

So few members of Parliament would be likely to know 
in what quartet of the globe such a place as Ili is to be 
looked for, that it is ela not to be wondered at that 
no question has arisen in the House with reference to the 
Russian occupation of that important district. We are still 
in the dark as to the nature of the Russian designs in this 
respect ; but there can be little doubt that should Russia 
become permanently possessed of the territory north of the 
Tienshan, the rule of Yakoos KuSHBEGI or his successors at 
Yarkand will always be precarious. It has been asserted 
that the capture of Ili from the hands of the Tungani in- 
surgents was the unauthorised act of a Ruesian general ; but 
it would be interesting to learn what position the Russian 
Government may have taken up at Peking on this subject, 
and whether it intends to cede the conquered territory back 
to China for “a consideration.” It was probably in con- 
nection with this matter that a Russian general visited 
Peking, as was reported by the China papers, on a special 
mission in the course of last summer. 


CHINESE DECORATIONS. 

Some good will have been achieved by the recent dis- 
cussion in the House of Lords respecting Foreign Orders, if 
attention should be drawn to the ridiculous and undignified 
pseudo-decorations which Europeans, including Englishmen, 
have been seen wearing under the designation of the “ Order 
of the Star of China.” That no such Order has ever been 
instituted, or has the faintest approximation to substantive 
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being, may not perhaps affect the satisfaction with which the | 


décorés we refer to disport themselves in public; but when 
so much jealousy is shown—and not unwisely, we think—by 
her Masesty’s Government with respect to Foreign Orders, it 
might be well if this subject were officially inquired into. 
How or when the Chinese officials first became possessed of 
the idea that the issue of trumpery silver medals with 
a bit cf glass in the centre is an economical way of 
rewarding special services we are not informed; but for 
several years past it has been customary with the super- 
intendents of Customs at the different ports to re- 
ward their subordinate commissioners, clerks, and tide- 
waiters with distinctions of this kind. It would be super- 
fluous to point out that, according to the only notions pre- 
valent in Europe or America which make distinctions in the 
shape of an “Order” worth anything more than its value 
as a piece of metal, the gift is to be prized as emanating from 
the Sovereign, as the “ fountain of honour,” and as dispensed 
in conformity with recognised and stringent rules. The 
Chinese distinctions comply with neither of thesa require- 
ments. The Emperor of Cuina has never instituted an 
Order of distinction based upon European principles, and 
“Stars” or medals conferred by provincial functionarice, or 
even by order of the Foreigu Board at Peking, have no 
tangible basis as in any sense Imperial decorations. The 
only instance in which it has been sought to confer a real 
Imperial honour on any European was in the case of Colonel 
Gorpon, who, in return for his immense services, was, by 
special Imperial decree invested with a “Star, equivalent to 
the highest class of the English Order of the Bath.” Even 
in this instance, however, there was no pretence of the exist- 
ence of any correspunding Chinese Order, and the Chinese 
Government tuok no steps toward conferring the actual 
decoration on the gallant officer they desired to recompense. 
The matter lies in a nutshell. If the Chinese Government 
really wished tu do honour to foreigners who have rendered 
them services, they might follow one of two courses. 
They might either—which weuld be the correct and prefer- 
able course-- confer the national distinction of the Peacock’s 
Feather or the Batulu, either of which would signify to 
native eyes their desire todo honour to the foreigner, or they 
might institute, like Turkey, an Order of Merit, to be be- 
stowed upon foreigners and Chinese subjects alike. This 
being done, the “Star of China” would stand on the same 
—aud highly honourable—footing as the Turkish Medjidie ;

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but until a recognised status is given to the Chinese decora- 
tions wo recommend all Englishmen to bear in mind Lord 
GRANVILLE’s pithy remarks, and to value at “one brass 
farthing,” as his Lordship says, their cheap Celestial honours,

OPENING OF WESTERN CHINA. 

Tue Associated Chambers of Commerce of the United 
Kingdom have presented a memorial in favour of the com- 
pletion of the survey of the proposed line for Captain Sprre’s 
scheme of direct overland communication between British 
Burmoalh and the West of China, It is a document entitled 
to respectful consideration on account of the facts it sets 
forth. Whether Captain Spyre’s plan be feasible—and whe- 
ther, if feasible, it is likely to be better promoted by the 
operations of an engineer or the negotiations of a diplomatist 
—may be matter of doubt. But it is a question which 
should be set at rest, for there can be no doubt of the advan- 
tages that would accrue from the proposed line, unless some 
unsuspected obstacle should be discovered. To substitute a 
road of 300 miles for a voyage of 2,400 would, no doubt, be 
an achievement of such vast benefit as to be second only to 
the Overland Route to India, which it cost the late Lieute- 
nant WaGHORN 80 many years to induce the Government of 
his day to take up. M. Lotis pe Carve, the explorer, seems 
to have established the fact that Shanghai, the most central 
and important of the open parts, is distant, by river or road, 
2,400 miles from the western inland frontier of China; and 
Captain Spyre tells us that the distance between that and 
the north-east frontier of British Burmah is no more than 
300 miles. In the face of such a declaration—much of 
which was confirmed by the survey begun under the auspices 
of Earl Derby and Lord Satisuury six years ago—it seems 
unlikely that Mr. GLapsTone will feel justified in withhold- 
ing his sanction from the completion of the investigation. 








THE “ BLACKADDER” CASE, - 

Tue new trial of the action brought by Messrs. 
WILLIs and Son, as owners of the Blackadder, to recover 
from the Underwriters for damages incurred on her first 
voyage, has ended in the discharge of the jury, and conse- 
quently the trial is null and void. The position of Messrs. 
WILLIS is certainly a very hard one, as we pointed out in 
our article last December. They obtained a verdict in the 
first trial, but the Court ordered execution of the verdict 
to be stayed. After the expense of two trials they are “as 
they were.” Most assuredly a change is required in the 
law and practice of underwriting, if it stands as Mr. Burt, 
the counsel, laid down at the trial, viz. that the onus and 
sole responsibility of the ship being in every way scaworthy, 
irrespective of any Lloyd’s surveyor, rested on the owner, 
If this be so, how is a shipowner to protect himself? Cer- 
tainly not by paying fees to surveyors, or premiums to the 
Underwriters, The injustice of the case is more apparent 
when we state what we understand is the practice, viz, that 
this claim on the Blackadder would not have been resisted 
had the policy been what is known as a “ time policy.” 





Tue P, and O. Company’s new steamer, Venetia, Captain 
Angove, has left the Clyde, and is expected in the Victoria 
Docks, London, to load for Hong Kony and Shanghai direct. 
The Bokhara and Zambesi will be added to the fleet during 
this mouth. ‘Tho directors havo notified the despatch of 
their usual Southampton steamers, via the Suez Canal. 
These vessels will proceed as usual to Alexandria to laud 
mails and passengers, and afterwards proceed on to Port 
Said, through the Canal, to Suez, there to be sent to such 
destinations as may be required by the Service. This may 
be regarded as an approach to the “through service ” to India 
and China, which would be of such great couvenience to both 
passengers and shippers. <A list of the steamers to be dee- 
patched, with the dates of sailing, will be found in our ad- 
vertising columns.

THE QUALITY OF CHINA SILK. 

We have been favoured with a copy of a second letter from the 
Committee of Silk Merchants of the Lyons Chamber to the Chamber 
of Commerce, Shanghai, on the deterioration in the quality of Chi- 
nese silk, After acknowledging the courtesy with which their former 
communication was received, the Committee express regret that 
the evils then complained of, instead of being lessened, have be- 
come more general. ‘That English, as well as Frencb, merchants 
are becoming impressed with the magnitude of the evil, is proved 
by an extract from a circular of Messrs. H. W. Eaton and Son, 
of London, at the end of last year :— 


The difficulty of dealing with the recent imports has nut been dimi- 
nished by the increasing infertority of the new China silk, which is 
even worse than that of 1871-72 season. The foulness pervading the 
entire arrivals of this crop, and the coarseness of the size render it 
in most cases difficult of use for the purposes to which it had been pre. 
viously applied ; but worse even than this are the frauds perpetrated by 
the Chinese in the false casing of the silk, und every effort should be 
made by European firms in China to repress such deception, which 
will certainly do more than aught else to direct the attention of con- 
umers to other classes of silk. 


The resolution of the Chamber to circulate its Reports, from 
the commencement of the present year, throughout all silk-pro- 
ducing countries, may perhaps have the effect of awakening the 
Chinamen toa sense of their true interests, especially when they 
see how heavy have been the losses of those who imported their 
silk last year. It is unnecessary to recapitulate the defects to 
which attention was drawn in the former circular. Suffice it to 
say that all its predictions have been verified. ‘The trade has been 
greatly checked in 1871 and 1872 by the mixture of the twist and 
the roughness of ita reeling, which have rendered the sik mauu- 
factured from it almost unsaleable. ‘lhe consequence has been the 
accumulation of stocks in England, Switzerland, Italy, and France, 
fully sufficient for the demand that may be expected, notwith- 
standing the fluctuations of the market. ‘The stock is, in fact, not 
less than 30,000 bales—exclusive of 12,000 bales of Canton, and 
10,000 of Japan, silk—in London and Lyons alone. Nothing but 
a rigorous improvement in the quality of the article can possibly 
cause the demand to keep pace with so greatasupply. ‘The next 
crop will, therefore, exercise a more important influence on the 
future of the China silk trade than any previous one ; and, unless 
the Chinamen profit by the warning now emphatically repeated, 
both demand and price must continue to fall off. If, on the other 
hand, they should see the wisdom of restoring their article to the 
old standard, and combine to keep each bale of uniform quality 
and correctly marked, former rates might probably be restored at 
no distant time. But, in the meantime, it cannot be too clearly 
understood that the very existence of the China silk trade in the 


future is in jeopardy from the malpractices of the Chinamen 
themselves. 
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THE NEW AMERICAN DOLLAR. 
The Alta California has the following :— 


In view of the new Mint law which has passed Congrvss autho - 
rising a new dollar for the China trade we take from the late 
China papers the annexed very important proclamation in respect 
of the value of the Mexican dollars, new and old, which are re- 
ceived as currency there. The old Mexican dollar has. hereto- 
fore, been rated in China at Tls.717 to the $1,000. The new 
dollar, according to the above figures, will equal Tls. 723, 2 mace 
to $1,000. This is considerably above the full Jegal weight of the 
coin as prescribed by law, which would only equal Tls. 720 and 
6 mace, and is doubtless due to the fact that Mexican dollars are 
not accurately adjusted by hand, as they are at our Mints, and, 
therefore, these weights are found to vary very much. Our own 
new trade dollar, just authorised by Congress, will equal Tls. 726 
to $1,000, and will contain about three-fourths of a grain of pure 
silver more than the Mexican dollar, according to its legal weight 
and fineness. We have received the subjoined minutes of the 
assay made of the new Mexican dollar at Canton, and of the pro- 
clamation recently issued on the subject in deference to the repre- 
sentation made by Sir Brooke Robertson :—

La Politique Francaise en Chine depuis les Trattés de 1858 et de 


1860 ° Par Prosper Grquet, Lieutenant de vaisscau, Directeur 
de l’Arsenal de Fou-tchéou. 


Of all living Frenchmen no one is more capable, probably, of 
expressing a well-weighed opinion upon the policy of France in 
China than M. Giquel, who has Iatcly cast into the form of a 
pamphlet—so grateful to the eye of the Parisian world—his views 
on the past and suggestions for the future in this connection. 
As director of the Foochow Arsenal since 1866, M. Giquel has en- 
joyed ample opportunities of adding fron a purely Chinese 
standpoint to the experience gained by his previous service in the 
Maritime Customs’ Department, as well as by his still earlicr 
observations in different parts of China, whilst serving as an 
officer of the French Navy ; and the ability he has displayed in 
each successive employ justifies at once his present responsible 
position and the issue of the reflections now before us. Taking 
as his text the recent changes in French external policy, the 
impending revision of the commercial clauses of the T'reaty with 
China, and the missionary dilliculties of 1870, M. Giquel 
tells his fellow-countrymen, in very plain language, what the 
policy of their Government has hitherto been, what the conduct 
of the missions under their protectorate, and what the complaints 
of tle Chinese authorities and people He adopts, in a great 
measure, the views of the famous Missionary Circular, the es- 
sence, if not the pliraseology, of which he evidently approves, 
whilst palliating, at the same time, as at least inevitable, the mis- 
sionary pretensions by which the circular was called forth. With 
reference to the existing position of the French Legation at Peking, 
M. Giquel shows that its sole occupation consists in the defence of 
mnissionary interests, in consequence of the championship under- 
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taken in 1860, and intensified by the clause interpolated in the 
Chinese text of Baron Gros’s Convention. The commercial position 
of Krance in China he dismisses in a few sentences, showing that 
the number of French mercantile houses, existing at no other 
place besides Shanghai, has remained stationary since 1864, with. 
out any prospect of further development of trade ; and the only 
suggestion he has to offer is that an attempt should be made to 

romote the establishment of Chinese agencies in Europe, whcre 
Branch manufactures would enjoy a chance of attracting atten- 
tion by their superior excellence. M. Giquel probably knows, as 
well as anyone, how little effect the intervention of a European 
Government could have in stimulating the progress of Chinese 
direct commercial relations with the West ; and we think it un- 
necessary to dwell on this branch of the subject. We must not, 
however, omit to observe that the position of atfairs, as regards the 
so-called French concession at Shanghai, is very ably and impar- 
tially dealt with by M. Giquel. Ne fully exposes the anomalotts 
constitution of this settlement, with its consular despotism exer- 
cised in so unnecessary a manner side by side with the free 
municipality of the Anglo American part of Shanghai, and he 
urges the advisability of that incorporation with the sister settle. 
ment which has long been desired on the spot. In respect of 
the “concessions”? which are claimed at other places, as for in- 
stance at Tientsin and at Canton, he pithily adds :-— 





‘¢Comme il nes’y trouve et ne s’y trouvera de longtemps un seul 
negociant francals, le vrai parti & prendre est de nous en deébarrasser le 
plus vite possible et de les rendre au gouvernement chinois.” 


This advice might be followed, with much advantage to the 
French and other Europeans in China, as regards Tientsin ; but 
the small piece of ground called the French settlement at Canton 
is so insignificant in itself, and so closely united with the British 
area, as to comé under a very different category. A more prac- 
tical step than that recommended by M. Giquel would be the 
extension of the British limits on the island of Shameen at 


Canton over the fraction which is now considered as exclusively | 


under French authority, but which has remained for years a mere 
useless waste. 

Coming to the principal subject of his discourse, M. Giquel 
naturally counsels a complete revolution in the policy of his own 
Government with regard to the missionary protectorate. Ile 
would have an explicit abandonment of the claims hitherto 
maintained in this respect, and would limit French diplomatic 
action at Peking to the negotiation of a new footing for the mis- 
siovaries of the Romish Church—the establishment of a modus 
vivendi, in which he believes the Chinese Government might be 
induced to concur. The missionaries will, doubtless, cry out 
against his proposals for their virtual abandonment, and the old 
argument may be urged against his views, that, failing official 
protection and an ultimate resort to force in the background, not 
a convert would be safe against oppression and intimidation ; but 
this appears to be the inevitable trial to which the “ Church,” 
such as it is, in China is about to become exposed. With the 
Chinese growing strong and resolute just when France has ina 
great degree become paralysed externally, a change of policy is 
inevitable, and M. Giquel counsels wisely when he advises spon- 
taneous action in the matter. 

To his countrymen who might still prefer to sce armed con- 
clusions tried with the Chinese, M. Giquel affords some informa- 
tion respecting the progress that has been made of late years in 
the reorganisation of the military resources of China. At the 
present moment, he writes :— 


‘¢ The Chinese Government can count upon 50,000 troops armed with 
breech-loaders, of which 5,000 are Remington rifles and 45,000 En- 
fields. The Viceroy of Chih-li, Li Hung-chang, has about 30,000 
under his orders; Tseng Kwo-fan, Governor-General of the two Kiang 
has 20,000; and these two mandarins have at their disposal some thirty 
field and mountain batteries. Their soldiers know how to make use 
of their weapons; many of them have fought in the Anglo-Franco- 
Chinese corps, during the Taiping wars, and they know what it is to 
march boldly under fire. They would present an entirely different kind 
of resistance from that of the cavalry or infantry armed with bows and 
arrows who were opposed to our troops in 1860.”’ 


M. Giquel also affords some particulars, though not very full or 
explicit, respecting the attempts at naval organisation which are 
in progress in China, and his conclusion is to the effect that in 
case of any future hostile demonstration by a European Power 
no fewer than 40,000 men, with cavalry and artillery, would be 
the very smallest force required. It may be that in this estimate 
of Chinese powers of resistance M. Giquel is swayed to some ex- 
. tent by his feelings as an employé of the Chinese Government, 
and the exigencies of his position may have something to do with 
the representation he makes in the statement we have quoted ; 
but we feel sure that those of our readers who know the Chinese 
best will most strongly demur from this alarmist view. Im- 
proved weapons and nicely-constructed steam gunboats are, 
doubtless, a great advance on the armaments encountered in 1860, 
and something has been learnt, although not a tithe of what we 
have been willing and anxious to teach, of drill and dis- 
cipline ; but no trace has as yet shown itself of any im- 

rovement in such material points as real organisation or 
eadership, nor has the morale of the Chinese troops been im- 
proved in any serious degree, if we may believe the testimony 
which reaches us on all sides from qualified observers, since the 
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days of the brave butineffectual defence of the Taku Forts under 
Sengkolinsin. In any future expedition, should the necessity for 
such an undertaking be unhappily precipitated, we have little 
doubt that a force no larger than that with which Sir Hope 
Grant marched on Peking will be amply sufficient to perform, and 
still more thoroughly, the sameachievement. It is well known 
that on the last occasion Lord Elgin expressed his conviction that 
5,000 men instead of 20,000 would be all that the occasion re- 
quired ; and with our present accurate knowledge of the country 
and the Chinese forces, as compared with the absolute ignorance 
prevailing down to 1860, an alvantage would be in the hands of 
any invading force that would go far toward counter-balancing 
the increased material efficiency upon which M. Giquel lays 
stress. If, however, peaceful relations and not a possible rupture 
be the aim of the French Government, as we have every reason 
to believe is the case, they will do well to ponder the suggestions 
and arguments advanced in the present pamphlet. M. Thiers will 
doubtless have perceived ere this that the best means of preserv- 
ing the dignity of France in China is a withdrawal from the un- 
tenable position created by excess of zeal on the part of over- 
ambitious ageuts of the late Government. M. Giquel does not 
urge that the intcrests of Christianity be wholly disavowed, but 
he strongly advises a specdy abandonment of what he rightly 
terms the “protectorate” of the missions ; and we cannot doubt 
that much of the existing hostility against foreigners and mis- 
sionaries in China would speedily be removed if the excessive 

retensions of the Roman Catholic hierarchy were moderated as 
he suggests they should be. 





Foreign Antelliyence. 


‘GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HAMBORG, March 4. 

I am enabled to-day to report another and very important step to- 
wards the ‘‘ crowning of the edifice” and settlement of the Currency 
question, till which is definitively sct at rest all commercial affairs are 
at sixes and sevens, and it is impossible to foresee the result of the most 
prudent and cantious combinations. Prince Bismark, in his capacity 
aa Chancellor of the Empire, has transmitted to the Federal Council 
the draft of the definitive Bill for the new currency, and as soon as it 
has met their approbation it will be laid—perhaps with some trifling 
amendments or alterations—before the Reichstag or German Parlia- 
ment, which is convened to meet on Monday next, the 10th inet. 
although the Session of the Prussian Chambers is not yet closed, but it 
must give way to the graver business of the Empire, and will be ad- 
journcd till after the termination of the Parliamentary Sesion. 

The Bill contains sixteen articles, and may be considered as a supple- 
ment and amplification of the law of December 4, 1871, 0n the same 
subject, As it is impossible at present to fix any particular day for 
the Bi'l to come into operation—as so much depends on the quantity of 
new money coined, and the conclusion of other arrangements that hare 
to be made—the Emperor is empowered to specify the exact date by 
means of a decree, which, however, must be promulgated at least six 
months before the date fixed on, Jn the meantime it is optional with 
the Governments of the separate states to introduce the new system 
into general use in their own territory, as soon as the Jaw has received 
the sanction of Parliament, and without waiting for the publication of 
the above-mentioned Imperial Decree. 

In addition to the gold coins already mentioned, and now in steady 
course of mintage, and which will form the great bulk of the circula- 
tion, there are to be lesser coins of silver, nickel, and copper. The 
silver coins are to be pieces of five marks, one mark, and half a mark: 
in nickel, ten and five pfennig pieces, and in copper pieces of two and 
one pfennigs. In the new silver coinage the pound, or demi-kilo- 
grainme, is to be made into 20 pieces of five marks, 100 once-mark 
pieces, or 200 half-mark coins, the proportion in all three cases being 
nine parts of pure silver and one of copper alloy. On one side they 
are to bear the impress of the Imperial Eagl¢, surrounded by the legend 
“ Deutsches Reich,” with the value of the coin in marks, as well as the 
date of the year. The other side will display the effigy of the territorial 
sovereign, or the arms of the Free Hanseatic cities, with the usual 
legend, and the letter indicating the mint where coined. The diameter 
and other particulars to be settled by the Bundesrath. 

The coins tnade of nickel, and those of copper, are to show the valne 
in pfennigs, with the snme legend as the silver pieces, and on the ob- 
verse side the Imperial arms and the mint mark, thus leaving out the 
effigy of the separate sovereigns. Art. III. fixes the amount of silver 
money to be coined at ten marks per head of the population, aud of the 
nickel and copper coinage at 24 marks per head. Now comesa most 
important clause for the South and West of Germany, as it knocks on 

he head the whole of the “ florin and kreazer system.’’ Art. V. decrees 

that by the time fixed in the Imperial Ordonnance for the general in. 
troduction of the new go'd currency, all coins in circulation and not 
fitting into the thaler valuta are to be called in and cancelled. This 
measure will put an end to the florins and kreuzers, some of the smaller 
coins in Saxony, Brunswick, and Hanover, and the marks and schillings 
hitherto current in Mecklenburg, Schleswiz-Holstein, Lubeck, and 
Hamburg. According to Art. VIIT., no one is bound to accept in one 
payment a larger sum than fifty marks in silver or half a mark in nickel 
or copper coins. The expense of mintage on the silver, nickel, and 
copper coinage, as well as the charges and loss on calling in the old 
coins and putting them out of circulation, are to be borne by the Im- 
perial Exchequer. 

Now comes a most important clanse for the commercial interests, 
and which cannot but give rise to lively discussion and probably 
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vivlent opposition in Parliament, as it has already being agitated in 
the press and on the different exchanges. Art. XI. confirms the 
clause 6 of the Law of December, 1871, that the Empire conjcintly 
has to bear the expense of minting the new gold currency, dnd adds: 
*‘ The Chancellor is, however, authorised to allow some of the mints to 
coin gold currency for account of private individuals, the charge for 
which isto be fixed by the Chancellor with the approbation of the 
Federal Council; and if this charge be higher than that paid by the 
Government, the surplus to be paid into the Imperial Treasury.” Thus 
the right of allowing coining is to be vested in the hands of the 
Chancellor, and not according to the law of supply and demand, a very 
dauvgerous principle, as it opens the door for favouritism and other 
abuses on the part of future Chancellors. A great cry out against this 
article will no doubt be made in Parliament, as the public will not be 
content to depend on the favour or disfavour of any Chancellor for the 
power of amplifying the currency when too much contracted by the 
export of gold coin or other causes, but will demand it as their right. 

The remaining clauses have reference to tarification of foreign gold 
coins of acknowledged and intrinsic value, which may pass currently 
and be accepted in payment as a legal tender till the new law comes 
into operation. 

The old Giro-Bank of Hamburg continues to vegetate, though it is 
no longer the centre of our financial operations, as it used to be, the 
lion’s share of the business being absorbed by the private banks. 
It has hitherto never been permitted for the merchants and shipowners 
of Altona, Harburg and other places boyond the Hamburg territory to 
open an account with the Old Bank, but tbat rule has now been broken 
through, and it is now allowed. Another innovation to be noticed is 
the permission to pay into the Bank paper money of the Pruasian 
Government and of the Bank of Prussia, which entirely alters the 
character and even stability of the ancient institution ; and the general 
feeling here is that having done its duty and been of the utmost value 
for 200 years, it is of no further use nor applicable to the requirements 
of the present day. 

The East Siberian Trading Company, founded here in January last 
year, and of which the Managing Director in this city is Herr Luhdorf 
and on the Amoor Herr Johannes Kuster at Nicolaycfsk, have reason 
to look with satisfaction at the results of their first year; for they sent 
out three cargves dircct to the Amoor and twu others via Hong Kong, 
all of which have been sold, and realised profitable prices. 

The International Bank of Hamburg is making the needful arrange- 
ments for establishing at Vienna a new institution, to be called the 
Indo- Egyptian Bank, with a capital of two millions sterling. Herr 
Ignatz Ismalum and Herr Alexander Weiss have been engaged as joint 
managers. 

Herr W. Pustau of Altona has opened a branch office in this city at 
No. 35, Schauenburger Strasse. 

Herr Richard Krauel, Dr. Juvis.,a native of Lubeck, has been 
appointed Consul for the German Empire at Foo-chow. I believe the 
information to be substantially correct, though the appointment has 
not yet been officially notified in the Gazette. 

The Deutsche Bank, which at the late gencral meeting of share- 
holders resolved to omit for the future the additional title of ** Actien 
Gesellschaft,” as being superfluous and not generally understood, 
gives public notice that Messrs. Emil Gaspari and Leopold Reyers- 
bach have been appointed Joint Managing Directors of their Branch 
Establishment here, vice Herr Seigmund Heckscher, who has resigned. 


COMMERCIAL. 

In Tea nothing worth recording has occurred, and prices are purely 
numinal. The deliveries of cleaned Rice have been very satisfactory, 
and the market is firm ; of rough, four cargoes of Rangoon, per Alba- 
tross, Marco Polo, Civiale, and Fidelio, have been sold, for delivery on 
arrival. These four vessels bring about 2,000 tons, and may come to 
hand any day. There is no alteration in the value of Cassia Lignea, 
which continues in favour, but Flores is dull and likely to recede. 
Pepper is firm, and looking up, as the stocks are much reduced and 
the article is in request. 401 chests of raw Camphor imported about 
four months ago, per Corona, have been disposed of at a stiff figure, 
which has induced the refiners to raise their prices. At public sale 57 
chests of Cassia Oil have realised 7} Reichsmarks per lb. Spelter is 
again improving, about 12,000 centners having been taken, and the 
price run up to 26 R. marks, The purchases were mostly made for 
spring delivery.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpaM, Marcu 5. 

The members of the Second Chamber have given Mr. Blusse an op- 
portunity to interpellate the Ministry about matters in Sumatra, or 
rather upon our dispute with the Sultan of Atchin, an independent 
State, whose relations with us have of late been anything but satistactory. 
This Sultan is a very troublesome neighbour, and the C olonial Govern- 
ment has thought it necessary to send the Vice-President of the Council 
at the bead of a military expedition to Sumatra. Rumours have been 
spread that a further military force was required from here, but the 
Minister deuied this assertion, and stated that the only thing to be done 
was to despatch two men-of-war with greater haste than was intended. 
The information given by Mr. Fransen van de Putte was for the rest 
very meagre ; nothing was said about the true cause of the present state 


of affairs, or why such extreme measures were necessary. The Minister 
said that it was his duty to be prudent, and he was convinced that the 
Chamber was not curious. But in the meantime we do not know 
anything about the matter, and of course the nation cannot 
reinain indifferent about a complication through which we are 
involved in a war, that will sive us much trouble, cost a good deal 
of money and many lives. The news creates the more uneasiness be- 
cause it seems that the Java Government has acted without asking in- 
structions from home. The Chamber appeared—and this creates much 
astonishment—to be content with the explanations which were given 
by the Minister of the Colonial Department. The truth of the matter 
ig that the bad state of things in Sumatra is mainly due to the resi- 
dents in Singapore—I only repeat in making this statement what our 
most influential papers say—for although the English Government has 
no part in it, the Atchinese are fully provided with arms and ammu- 
nition from the other side of the Malacca Straits. We hope the best 
for this coup of our Indian Government, but we are quite uncertain 
as to its ultimate result, and we only know that a war with Atchin is 
one of the worst things which could have happened. 


In the further proceedings of the Chamber of course but very little has 
been done—there has been nothing of interest to your readers. The main 
question still remains unsolved, what the results will be of the Reform Bill. 
There are some who foretell that the Minister will withdraw the Bill, 
others who assure us that Mr. Geertsema will maintain it, which will 
unquestionably lead to a Ministerial crisis. I for myself do not believe 
that the present Cabinet will live through another session; and if this 
Reform Bill—which is only a quasi-measure—is outvoted or retracted, 
undoubtedly a more Radical Bill must follow. New blood is what is 
most wanted in our Second Chamber, which is much less liberal 
and much more divided than our Senate. Another sign that the 
Chamber is not very content with the Cabinet is, that the mem- 
bers make much use of their “ rights of initiation’’ by Jaying nume- 
rous Bills before the members. Let me add that the Minister of 
the Department of Justice shows an activity which astonishes every- 
body,—we have been accustomed too much to Ministers of this Depart- 
ment, who promised much, but who did nothing. The question remains 
whether this activity will lead to satisfactory results. 


An extraordinary crusade has been opened in Belgium against Japan 
in gencral, and against the Japanese Ambassadors in particular. A 
clerical paper, the Bier Public, has advices from Rome to the effect 
that the leading momber of the Embassy had once given an order for 
the massacre of 2,000 Christians, end of course all the papers of the 
same party repeat the story in chorus. On the other side some Liberal 
papers state that the Ministry has profited by the presence of these high 
functionaries to urge the introduction of freedum of religion in Japan. 
The presence of the Japanese has also given dissatisfaction in some 
quarters here. It is boldly asserted that they came principally with the 
object of creating a further delay in the payment of the war indemnity of 
Simonesaki; and it is stated at the same time that this object has 
been achieved. Iam not able to positively contradict this assertion, 
but I believe it to be totally unfounded. So much is certain, that all the 
honours due to their high position are being paid them. In the Resi- 
dency the authorities are giving balls, dinners, and other festivals, to 
which the Japanese are invited. ‘They made some days ago a trip to 
Amsterdam, where they visited the principal establishments, and where 
the Consul, Mr. Van der Tak, gave a dinner intheir honour. To-day a 
magnificent festival is to be given by Prince Frederich, at his seat Heé 
Huis de Paauw. Admiral Harris, the English Ambassador, has also 
entertained the ambassadors, They will not stay as long in Holland as 
was at first intended. It is now said that they will leave this week and 
procced to Berlin. 

With the exception of a few descriptions of securities the inovements 
at the Bourse have been of less than the average importance and of an 
undecided character. There is no special feature to report in Baok 
shares, but Finance and Discount shares have been out of favour, though 
the fall in prices has in most Instances been but trifling. The shares 
ofthe Netherlands India Trading Bank closed } per cent. lower, not- 
withstanding that this institution has done a very lucrative business in 
the last weeks. The managers have bought in 3,200 shares of the Bank, 
which were taken by the General Company of Trade and Industry, 
which company, however, could not fulfil its obligations. The Bank 
bought the shares at a low price, and profited by the high quotations of 
the last few wecks to sell them all. This will of course have a very 
good influence on the dividend. The Money Market is well provided, 
and the Bank returns are promising, but there is such a pressing 
demand for money that the rate in the open market has gone up from 
4 to 6 per cent. 

Some time ago a Parliamentary Commission was constituted in order 
to examine the new regulations for the cultivation of sugar in Java. 
Their report, which is now published, comes to the conclusion that the 
law of the 2lst July, 1870, does not sufficiently promote the interests of 
the Treasury and those of industry. Whilst at the same time the right 
and the interests of the population are equally neglected. I need not 
add that this judgdment will give much satisfaction in Java. 

The King has granted permission to Mrs. W. L. C. Sythoff van 
Kervel, the wife of the Vice-President of the Council of India, to 
accept the Verdienstkreuz fur Frauen und Jungfrauen, presented to 
her by the German Emperor. 

The King, weary of the Court festivities, has returned again to Het 
Loo, where he will remain for some weeks. It is positively asserted that 
he will visit in the month of May the Northern Provinces, and that he 
will then be present at the inauguration of the Heiligerlee Monument, 
the cauchemar of our Ultramontanes. His Majesty bas approved the 
appointment of Mr. M. E. van Delden as Danish Consul at Nagasaki. 

I regret to record the deaths of Mcasra. J. F. W. van Nes, ex-Vice- 
President of the Council of India, and of Mr. J. H. Leyau Rysterborgh, 
member of the High Military Cuurt. 

A very interesting pamphict has been published by Mr. J. M. van 
Vleuten, regarding the possession of land in the Regency Pamekassan 
(Madura).

I have no material alteration to report in the gencral features of our 
market for Colonial Produce, which upon the whole las exhibited but 
little activity throughout the week, exceptin Sugar, which has con- 
tinucd in good request, and of which sales have been closed to a fair 
extent. Prices of Cotton and Tin have ruled in favour of buyers, but 
those of other articles remain unaltered.

CHINA COAL. 

Mr. Davison (late azent to the P. and O. Company, Shanghai) 
writes to Zhe J’cmes with more force than judgement :— 

With reference to Sir 8. Alcock’s communication to you upon thia 
subject, permit me to say that, putting aside the question of import- 
ing Chinese coals into this country, it would be of vast importance to 
us if the Chinese could be induced to open up their coalfields. It is 
possible the merchants may be too eiger ; on the other hand, it is also 
possible that Her Majesty's representatives may go to the other extreme 
and adypta darssez aver policy, so delightful to the mandarins, and 
80 utterly useless in this age of prozress. 

Unless pressure is put upon the Chinese officials they will not give 
way; that pressure should be applied, and war threatened in case of 
refusal. The threat alone wou'd, in all probability, be sufficient, the 
more especially ag an uit/matum would be handed in by the Treaty 
Powers, for itisa question of vitalimportance to all foreigners. A war 
with China would not stop our trade. [ wasaresident in that conntry 
during several wars, and the general opinion among the merchants 
was that trade waa better then than at any other time. 

The Chinese are enthusiastic traders; once initiate them into a coal 
export trade and they will work it. The people themselves would 
throw no obstacle in the way, it is the mandarins who stop us. Let 
Her Majesty’s representatives be directed to inform these stumbling- 
blocks thit, in apite of “earth devils” and all other deities they pro- 
fess to be afraid of, the coalfiells must be thrown open, and insist 
upon the s:id representitives seeing that any concessions granted are 
properly ratified, and our merchants will speedily set to work and be 
warmly assis'ed by the native traders. 


THE RUSSIAN CHURCH IN JAPAN. 

The Cronstadt Guzette notices the spreading of the Russian 
Orthodox creed in Japan. A former bonze, Paul Sarvate, is one of 
its moat active apostles. In Hakodadi there is a Russian church, in 
which divine service is held in Japanese. The Bishop of Kamtchatka 
received during his presence in Hakodadi ninety-five Japanese into 
the communion of the Church, and 509 persons demanded baptism. 
As the law promnulyzated two hundred years ago which forbids the 
embracing o! Christianity is not yet abolished, the Government of 
Japan has taken meusures against the neophytea, imprisoned all 
catechists, and dismissed all officials who had become Christians, In 
Nipon, which is situited in the, to Europeans, inaccessible district of 
Sendai, 120 Christians were brought before the courte. Notwith- 
standing these persecutions, the spread of Christianity, especially of 
the Russian communion, is continuously increasing in Japan. To the 
encrzetic efforts of the Russian Consul at Hakodidi it is due that the 
Japanese Government has restored to liberty the imprisoned 
Christiana, and will henceforth take no action against the Japanese 
converted by the Rus-ian mission. 








Cartain LANGHAM RokeEsy, late of the Royal Marine forces, died 
at Cairo a few days since, in his thirty-fourth year. Captain Rokeby 
entered the service in October, 1855, and served in the China expedi- 
tion of 1857 and 1858, aud was severely wounded. He was present at 
the bloukude of the Canton river, the landing before, and at the storm:

The report of the committee of the China Traders’ Insurance 
Company, to be found in another column, shows a very satisfac- 
tory working of the Society. 

Our Hamburg Correspondent advises the change in the title of 
the ** Deutsche Bank” of Lerlin, and ina late issue we noticed 
the establishment of a London branch, under the manazement of 
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Mr. G. Pietsch. The full programme of the establishment will 
be found in our advertising columns. 

The report of the Telegraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company (Limited), to be submitted at the meeting on the 11th 
inst., shows a net profit for the year, including £10,431 brought 
forward, of £79,945, out of which £22,410 has been appropriated 
to the payment of an interim dividend of 5 per cent. It is now 
proposed to distribute £1 4s. pershare, or 10 per cent., making, 
with the amount already paid, 15 per cent. for the year, and 
leaving £12,715 to be carried forward. Tho cable for the dupli- 
cate French Atlantic line from Lind’s Eud to New York, via 
Halifax, will be submerged during the summer; the Eastern 
Telegraph Company’s duplicate cable, between Porthcurno and 
Lisbon, touching at Vigo, will be laid in Juae; and a contract 
has been entered into for manufacturing 3,866 miles of cable, to 
be submerged between Portugal and Brazil in 1873 and 1874. 


The traffic receipts of the Eastern Telegraph Company for the 
month of February amounted to £30,284, against £31,207 for the 
corresponding period of last year. The traffic receipts from the 
China and Japan lines of the Great Northern Company for the 
month of February were 82,998 francs, against 79,230 francs. 
The Hong Kong-Shanghai Cable was interrupted at the begin- 
ning of the month, and not restored until the 22nd. 


With regard to the failure of Bowles Brothers and Co., 
advices from Boston state that, at the first meeting of creditors 
of Mr. Nathan Appleton, held there, Mr. Henry J. Stevens 
appeared on behalf of the creditors of Bowles Brothers and Co., 
and stated that he had obtained the adjudication of that firm as 
bankrupts ; that he had claimed that Nathan Appleton was a 
general partner of Bowles Brothers and Co, and that his estate 
ought to be appropriated to the benefit of the general creditors 
of the firm ; after which an adjournment was agreed to, in order 
that the requisite proofs might be prepared. 


Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
5th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted 
were :—To Calcutta, £522,700 ; Bombay, £140,000 ; and Madras, 
£,37,300. The minimum was fixed, as before, at ls. lUdd. Ten- 
ders on Calcutta and Madras at ls. 103d. will receive about 72 
per cent.; above in full ; and on Bombay at that price, in full. 
These results show a falling off in the demand for remittance to 
the Kast. 


The India Council have given notice that the holders of India 
Five per Cent. Debentures falling due on the 16th of Augu st, 
1873, will be allowed the option of renewing them for a further 
period of five years at 4 per cent. per annum, on signifying their 
intention on or before the 3lst inst. 


The return of the Bankers’ Clearing House for the week end- 
ing the Sth inst. exhibits a total of £161,770,000 as compared 
with £138,611,000 for the corresponding week of last year. This 
sum of £161,770,000 is the largest yet returned in any single 
weck, exceeding by upwards of £12,000,000 the amount returned 
for the week endiny the Sth of February last, viz.. £149,242,000, 
which is the largest weekly total previously recorded. 

We believe that the new trial allowed in the case of the 
Hibernia steamer and Messrs. J. and L. Fraser cannot be brought 
on this term, owing to the non-arrival of evidence taken on com- 
mission at Singapore. 

Mr. Louis Devéze has issued a circular anuouncing his establish- 
ment as a silk commission merchant. 


Fine bar silver has not varied in price, and the demand for the 
Continen’ has been sufficiently active to absorb all arrivals. 
Mexican dollars by the last West India, French, and New Orleans 
steamers, about £200,000 in value, have been sold, the old coinage 
at 624d, and the new at 594d. per oz., the demand being only for 
China and the Straits; these prices show an improvement of ld.

Askings 55c. to 65c.; medium 
grades of Moning and all Kaisows are without inquiry. Souchongs 
are unsaleable except for good common to auperiors, for which 12c. to 
17c. is offered, equal at 11s. Gd. exchange per Foochow dollar to a 
firat cost of Tls.5 9c. d.p. by sail. The choicest are offered at 30c. to 
35c., without meeting buyers. Assams: Some choice Teas have been 
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sold down as low as 33c. gold. All grades are unsaleable at the mo- 
ment, and importers are wisely refraining from pressing the market. 
Greens: There has been more freedom in the purchases of dealers 
who, generally speaking, are bare of stock. . The demand, however, 
runs almost exclusively on finest to choicest Moyunes and Teenkais. 
Medium to fine chops are neglected. Oolongs: A fairly large busi- 
ness has been done from firat hands, at constantly receding prices. 
Choicest Teas maintain previous valucs, but cargo to fine grades have 
declined, as per quotations above detailed. Japansare the only Teas 
for which the market may be said to have been really active. The 
dealers have needed and have taken them, and importers have been 
free sellers at our quotations. It is evident that Japan Teas have 
greatly increased in public favour—a fact, however, which should be 
considered in connection with this other equally important fact, that 
Japan Teas are dearer, at present prices, than any other description of 
the leaf on this market—to an extent that may possibly prove dan- 
gerous to expectations for a later period of the season. 

The general prospects of the Tea trade for the coming season can 
scarcely be regarded as encouraging to the importer, unleas the produc- 
tion and manufacture of the leaf be greatly diminished—a self-evident 
truth which cannot be too strongly impressed on the Chinese and 
Japanese mind, if, indeed, it has not yet been sufficiently enforced by 
the inexorable logic of the facts,as shown in reduced prices. The 
results of supplies so overwhelmingly in excess of the needs for con- 
sumption are simply these, viz.:—1. That teas are forced down tolow 
prices, which are constantly falling lower. 2. That in proportion as 
the prices of the finer qualities become very cheap. in an article like 
tea (of which a single pound supplies the consumption of several days 
to an average family) the consumer will purchase the finer qualities, 
and neglect the poorer grades. 3. And, therefore, that there will shortly 
be no place in these markets for common teas until the equilibrium 
between supply and demand shall again have been restored by a dimi- 
nution of production. The sooner, therefore, that the native mind 
can be brought to accept the evident fact that it would be far wiser to 
leave the common leaf to enrich the soil as manure than to manufacture 
it into merchandise to the depletion of the native pocket, the sooner 
will there be some health and soundness restored to the business of 
importing into the United States. The experience of past years un- 
fortunately forbids much hope that the recent very unprofitable seasons 
will prevent a fresh “crop” of rash and not over-wise persons from 
again bidding against each other for the next crop of Tea for the 
same market, and thus needlessly running up prices to extravagant 
points, for the exclusive benefit of the very willing and highly gratitied 
Chinese. But it would be indeed wonderful if, after the experience 
of the present year, some Jittle prudence were not displayed in the 
orders and limits of American importers, in view of the fact that we 
shall probably go into the New Season (lat of July prox.) with a stock 
of from 25,000,000 to 27,000,000 Ibs. of tea, without counting the very 
old stock still lying here covered with the dust of ages.

After carrying forward to next year’s accounts $20,350.30, the amount of premia on risks 
accepted before October 31st, but not yet terminated, and the sum of $36,193.32 to Suspense 
Account to meet estimated claims, and providing for the Directors’ and Auditors’ fees, there 
remains a balance of $159,000 to the credit of Profit and Loss Account, which the Committee 


recommend to be declared available for distribution as profits of the Company for thie year. 


The apportionment of this amount, under Clause 133 B of the Articles of Association, if so 
appropriated, will be as follows:—The sum of $50,060 or $250 per share, to be paid to Share- 
_ holders as a General Dividend ; and the sum of 100,090 to be divided pro rata among all contri- 


butors of business. 

The total amount of interest received, viz. :—— $31,488.55 has, as provided by Clause {33 C 
of the Constitution of the Company, been invested in augmentation of the Reserve Fund, which 
now represents $255,988.55. 

Tn accordance with the provisions of the Articles of Association, Mr. H.J. Sage and Mr. M. 
W. Boyd retire by rotation from the Board, and offer themselves for re-election. 

Mr. R. Deacon and Mr. C. S. Sherwood, who have audited the accounts, also offer themselves 


for re-election.

It is stated that, according to information furnished by the 
Finance Department, the total cost of the railway between this 
and Yedo is $1,443,000, and that the working expenses amount 
to thirty-five per cent. of its gross earnings. 

The Mikado visited the Kaigunshoyu for the purpose of wit- 
nessing the evolutions which were gone through by the boats of 
the Japanese squadron then lying off Shinagawa, near Yedo. 
Admiral Ito directed the manoeuvres by signal, and was in attend- 
auce upon his Majesty. 

The mysterious disappearance of Dr. Berlin, formerly of the 
Prussian Legation here, who was 4 passenger on board the Reef, 
from Kobe, has not been unravelled. He is supposed to have 
fallen overboard, or to have committed suicide on coming into 

ort. 

We hear of an extraordinary transaction in rabbits. Some 
twenty-two of these animals were the other day imported, and 
sold to Japanese for the modest sum of upwards of $1,100. There

this transaction; one is, astonishment at the outrageous price 
asked and obtainédd, and the extreme folly of those who gave it. 

Kawamura, of Kaigunshoyu, accompanied by Nakamuta, Rear 
Admiral, superintendent of the Naval College, will proceed to the 
Austrian Exhibition ; afterwards they will visit the priacipal ar- 
senalg of Europe, with the object of acquiring information oalou- 
lated to be of service to the Japanese Government. 

Mrs. de Long and Madame de Butzow had the honour of being 
presented to her Majesty the Empress. 

Silently and vigourously tho Japanese Government is effecting 
reforms that are based upon the principles of morality. As in 
most Asiatio nations, a residence among the Japanese people was 
formerly very trying ta a European, especially toalady. Offences 
against what seems to us inatinotive decency shocked propriety at 
all places, and on all occasions. Gradually the needed reforms 
have taken place; and now, nakedness is comparatively well 
_clothed, public bathing is regulated and screened, and former out- 
rages to our sensc of decency, in the shops, of huge toys, and vile 

ictures have disappcared. The latest improvement that has been 
dons without the flourish of trumpets, or of public announcement, 
is the erection in Yedo, atconvenient distances, of small urinals. 
Such improvements in public propriety are advances in true 
civilisation, and as such they merit the approbation of civilised 
* nations. 

It is not expected that Mr. Mori, Minister Resident in Wash- 
ington, will leave San Francisco before March. Mr Woyeno, who 
replaces him, will, together with Mr. Yano, leave for Washington 
during next month. Mr. Hyashi will also take his departure for 
Hong Kong about the same time. 


NAGASAKI. 

A native banking establishment has just commenced business 
at Nagasaki. The Company consists of thirteen well-known 
names of high standing at this port, five of whom act as directors 
‘or managers, each taking the department he is most qualified to 
act in. The capital at their command is stated to be Rios 
800,000, of which Rios 250,000 have been called up for immediate 
use. 

We learn that propositions have been sent to the Japanese 
Government at Yedo to establish a public school at this port, 
upon a principle that will bring it within the reach of all. A 
Banking Company, named Riseyshosha, in Hamanomachi, has 
contributed 200 rios towards the expenses. The same Company 
has also contributed 100 rios towards repairing the streets and 
removing the steps to enable Jinrikishas, &c., to travel through 
the native town. ‘This company has been rewarded by the 
Government with 7 rios and a half. It sounds strange to hear of 
a small sum like this being presented to a wealthy company, but 
we understand that it is looked upon in the same light, and con- 
veys @ similar meaning to a present given by Western govern- 
ments of a telescope for rescuing lives at sea. 

We hear that the steamer Union which has been in the hands 
of the Japanese since 1865, has been sold at Hiogo to a foreign 
firm for $16,000, and is now under the American flag. She called 
in here last week en route for Shanghai. 

The line of native mail steamers which has been running 
between Tokei, Yokohama, and Osaka for some time past is to 
be extended during the next two months, Nagasaki is to be 
included in the list of places at which the vessels will oall. 

-Kinokonhia of Hamanomachi is to be the Agent for the line at 
this port. 

During the week the Board of Works has erected several 
posts in this settlement, bearing the names in Japanese and 
English given to the streets by the Japanese authorities. They 
are about six inches square by two feet high, and are capable of 
being greatly improved upon. We should have thought that 
boards nailed up in conspicuous places would have answered 
much better. 


° CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 

As usual at this time of the year things are very quiet, and 
in reviewing the past year, as regards trade at Tientsin, it has 
been most unsatisfactory for all kinds of goods, more especially 
Manchester goods, which show a loss, The greatly depressed 
state of trade is principally to be accounted for by the digastrous 
inundations around Tientsin during the last eighteen months, 
and it is a sad reflection when it is known that these inundations 
could have been prevented but for the apathy of the Chinese 
Government, who, by looking to the state of the banks of the 
rivers, drainage of the country, &c., &c., could have rendered 
such a calamity impossible. No. The Chinese Government pre- 
fer spending vast sums of money in the purchase of Krupp’s 
guns, torpedoes, &c., which are, to the present hour, perfectly 
useless, as they lack the science and appliances to work these 
scientifically, and they are not prepared yet for such an advanced 
step in warfare. However, they are most energetically fortifying 
the forts at Taku and in various parts'’of the river Peiho. 

Leu-Hungchung, who is by no meansa friend to foreigners, has 


left Tientsin, and a new Governor has becn appointed in his stead. 
He will probably reside at the capital of this province and pull the 
wires. as Goneral Von Moltke did in the Prussian war. Doubtlessthe 
Ministers at the Capital are keeping their Governments fully 
posted up and urging the introduction of railways; inland steam 
communication being the only way this vast and rich country can 
be opened up, and Tientsin is the most important point to com- 
mence at, as in the event of the valuable coal mines within 180 
miles of Tientsin being worked by experienced miners from Europe 
who would of course bring the requisite machinery. Tientsin 
would be a valuable port for export, and steamers, &c., would be 
entirely independent of supplies of coal from either England or 
N.S.W. Coal would not be the only valuable export from Tien- 
tsin, but minerals of all kinds—coal could be supplied at acost of 
about £1 10s.perton, Takuinmy opinion would be the creat depot, 
asa railway could easily be made from Tientsin to Taku, and a 
great matter to steamers which expericuce difficulty in getting 
up at certain times of the year,f{and in boisterous weather it is 
an impossibility. 

To illustrate one little advantage of railway communicaticn, 
supposing, first, there was a railway from Taku to Tiontsin, thence 
to Peking, about 103 miles, and a steamer from Shanghai arriving 
at four o'clock in the afternoon and a train in readiness to start, 
the ar would be reached in four hours; at present it takes 
from Taku to Peking, a straight road all the way, three to four 
days by cart, or sixty days by boat, and to this hour our ministers 
are not allowed to have a steam barge to take them from Tientsin 
to Tungchow, which is distant from Peking fourteen miles ; they 
must travel by Chinese clumsy boats, taking on an average five 
days to reach Tungchow. Monsieur Geofroy, the French Minister, 
on his first visit to the capital, took exactly six days, with all the 
discomforts possible attending these boats, whereas @ good steam 
barge, drawing two feet, could have taken him up in thirty hours 
with ease. This in a small way shows the dogged stubbornness of 
the Chinese to facilitate travelling in the north of China. Unless 
all the Ministers are united in their strong protests against such 
obstructiveness, in the present day we can hoe for no improve- 
ment in China, and it is all the more provoking when we know that 
the Chinese themselves are most anxious for their country to be 
opened up, which would add millions to the revenue of England, 
and it is the Government officials only who are azainst it, as their 
power and squeezes would then be a thing of the past. Work 
done at present in most of their arsenals, which causes a heavy 
drain on the Exchequer, is of no earthly use, and to prove in one 
way it is so, at the present moment at the Tientsin Acsoual they 
are making caps for the old “ Brown Bess,” and insisted on get- 
ting the old machinery and men from home to enable them to 
make the caps, although advised not to do so. 

I think much good would be done if the Ministers at Peking 
were to visit the Treaty ports every year and confer with the mer- 
chants and Chambers of Commerce; such conferences would 
be pence of much good. This isolated residence at Peking 
is far from being advisable in the present day. The Ministers 
would then be able to lay matters before their respective Govern- 
ments in a clear and forcible light. Your readers may not know 
that the Russian merchants at Tientsin, in paying duties on their 
teas and goods, pay only a premium of 3 4-10ths per cent. on the 
Government Haikwan Tael, whereas other nationalties pay 5 per 
cent., 1 6-10ths in excess of the Russians. Why, this should call 
for an explanation from our Minister under the Favoured Nation 
Treaty clause ; all should be placed on the same footing. 





SHANGHAI. 
Our advices from this port extend to the 3lst Jan.; the 


P. and O. mail from London, Nov. 29, arrived out on the 20th, 
and the following French mail of Dec. 6 on the 21st Jan.; the 
P. and O. mail of Dec. 13, due on the 30th Jan., had not arrived 


when this mail left. The following summary of news is from 
the North China Herald :— 


The offices of the China Mercantile Steam Navigation Com. 
pany were inaugurated on the 17th Dec., at the premises recently 
occupied by Mr. Low, in the French Concession, and in accordance 
with Chinese custom on such occasions, the managing mandarin, 
Chu, gave a reception to foreign and native officials, as also to 
the foreign and native friends of the company. 

The gunboat Curlew has succeeded in resouing the shipwrecked 
crew of the Benares. The Curlew arrived off the Loochoo group 
on the 30th December, and anchored at Hancock Bay, afterwards 
proceeding to the northern part of the islands, where she learnt 
of the whereabouts of the shipwrecked sailors. When these were 
found they were taken on board, and as it was feared coal might 
run short, the gunboat left for Foochow, where a supply was ob- 
tained. On the 27th January the circumstances of the loss of the 
Benares were investigated by a Court of Inquiry, presided over by 
a Medhurst, which acquitted the captain and crew from all 

ame, 

The 29th of January was the Chinese New Year's Day, and the 
receding week was almost a complete holiday in consequence. 
o the Chinese themselves this is the great festival of the year. 

They buy not, neither will they sell, but give their minds to 
eating, drinking, dressing, paying visita, ting crackers, and 
general rejoicing. And foreigners take advantage of the genera 
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cessation of business to go up country shooting. Those remain- 
ing in the Settlement have also had their full share of pleasure. 
The German Amateurs gave a succéssful performance in the Club 
Concordia, and the Mih-ho-loongs gave the annual ball, to which 
they have accustomed their friends to look forward with so much 
pleasure, with a success fully equal to those which the corps has 
already blazoned on its annals. A paper hunt came off on the 
29th Jan., which was won, after a good run, by Mr. Gilman. 


Telegraphic communication is completely interrupted both with 
Hong Kong and Nagasaki. The steamer Great Northern is 
engaged in repairing the cables. There must be three defects, 
one between Shanghai and Gutzlaff, and the other two respectively 
on the Hong Kong and Nagasaki lines. Should either of the latter 
be repaired before communication with Shanghai is re-established, 
telegrams will, we understand, be sent down to Gutzlaff by 
steamer. 

Two lots of land situated at the western extremity of the Rue 
du Consulat and belonging to Mr. T. Allen, have been sold at 
auction by Messrs. Davis and Co. The first, No. 126, containing 
12m. 3f. 71., realised Tls. 3,092.50, or Tls 250 per mow. The 
second lot, No. 127, containing 6m. 4f. 61. 1h., brought Tls. 1,776, 
or Tls. 275 per mow. 

Rinderpest is still very prevalent, and is steadily increasing 
amongst the cattle in and around Shanghai, and several cases of 
offering the diseased meat for sale as food have been brought be- 
fore the Mixed Court by the Inspector of Markets. In two in- 
stances no conviction ensued, from the difficulty of ascertaining 
who was the true owner, but the meat was ordered to b2 de- 
stroyed; and in a third a fine of $20 was imposed. Between 
thirty and forty cattle have died or been slaughtered lately be- 
ote of the rinderpest, their carcases being rendered unmarket- 
able. 

The Customs statistics of trade at Shanghai for the fourth 
quarter of 1872 show that the total number of vessels entered dur- 
ing’ that period was 520, and cleared 527, against 453 and 468 re- 
spectively in 1871. Theimport of Grey Shirtings was 859,400, 
against 1,282,100 ; T-Cloths 1,127,300, against 1,028,200 ; English 
Drills 263,590, against 123,700, American 5,240, against 540, and 
Dutch 75,000 against a similar number last year. The import of 
Jeans, Chintzes, Turkey Reds, Velvets, and Lawns and Muslins, 
was considerably larger than in 1871. Camlets show an increase 
of 4,000 pieces, Lastings of 5,000, Long Ells 4,000, and 
Spanish Stripes of 2,500 pieces; Lustres, a falling off of 
7,000. Iron figures for 46.600 piculs, against 43,800; Lead 
13,500, against 10,200 ; Tin 10,300, against 6,600 piculs. 
Steel fell from 3,957 to 1,511 piculs. The import of foreign 
coal was 40,000, against 22,000 tons, of Brown Sugar 
37,000, against 15,000, and of White 8,700, against 3,000 piculs. 
Opium figures for 13,260 piculs, against 10,934’—the increase being 
in Patna and Benares, while Malwa shows a slight decrease. 
Only 6,170 pieces of Grey Shirtings were sent to the interior 
under transit pass, against 57,490 in 1871; 24,400 pieces of 
T-Cloths, against 29,600. In fact, a decrease.is observable in most 
articles, except Jeans, Long Ells, Nail-rod Ironand Tin. Notably, 
Lustres fell from 6,248 pieces in 1871 to 50 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1872, and Drills from 13,000 to 2,000. The Revenue 
collected during the quarter shows an excess over 1871 of Tls. 
483 ; there was a falling off in most branches, except Tonnage 
Dues and Opium, which, however, show a more than counter- 
balancing increase. 

A fire has occurred among a row of Chinese houses in the Rue 
Mission, a street in the heart of the French Concession, running 
at right angles to the west of the Rue Montauban. The fire was 
noticed early, but was in such a dense neighbourhood and so far 
from the Central] Station that it was some time before the alarm 
became general, The Mih-ho-loongs were soon on the scene, and 
set to work to cut off the fire in the direction in which it seemed 
most inclined to travel by pulling down one of the houses. Mean- 
while two of the French fire-engine companies—No. 5 and the 
Compagnie du Gaz—were getting hose laid to the City moat, and 
when they got into play the fire succumbed rapidly, leaving the 
ruins of five houses to mark the spot. A fire has also occurred in 
a house at the corner of the Rues Consulat and Petite. For- 
tunately the outbreak had been observed in good time, and its 
progress was arrested before much mischief was done. 

The French mail steamer Donnai was detained twenty-four 
hours at the Woosung bar, and succeeded in getting over only 
after discharging a great part of her cargo. mplaint on this 
subject has become almost as wearisome as it has proved futile. 
A rebellion against payment of tonnage dues until dredgers are 
set to work would seem to be the only practical remedy. These 
dues amounted, at Shanghai, during the quarter just ended, to 
Tis. 30,143—Tis. 8,000 more than in the corresponding quarter 
of 1871, and 6,000 more’than in 1870. 

The annual meeting of Hankow Land Renters was held on the 
10th and 22nd January. The municipal revenue during the past 

ear amounted to Tis. 4,545, and the expenditure to Tls. 3,/26. 

essrs. Ramsay, Anderson, Dawbarn, and Falconer were elected 
& municipal council for the ensuing year. Difficulties having 
arisen with regard to the interpretation of the land regulations, 
the new council were requested to revise them, and lay the result 
of their labours before a general meeting. 

From an edict lately published in the Peking Gazette, we learn 
that the Government still keep up the form of prohibiting the 
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cultivation of the poppy in the Empire. Crops are to be rooted 
up, and officials who connive at the practice are to be punished. 

A rumour ig current in Peking that Li Hung-chang is to be 
appointed Governor-General at Nanking, and to be succeeded in 
Chihli by Mao Chang. 





‘HONG KONG. 

Dates are to the 6th Feb. The P. and O. mail of 13th Dec. ar- 
rived 24th Jan., and the French mail of 20th on the 1st Feb. 

The China Mal has the following on the opening of Hainan, 
which has been lately noticed by Mr. Akroyd in the House of 
Commons :—A year since it was announced semi. officially through- 
out China that the port of Kiung Chow on Hainan was about 
to be opened to foreign trade. There was a flourish of trumpets 
and a loud fanfaronade; the Inspector-in-Chief of Customs 
went down in ceremony with two or three gunboats, declared the 
land to flowing with milk and honey, and everyone was inclined 
to think that a step was made in the right direction. But we 
are now informed on very good authority that the port is not to be 
opened, for the present at least, and matters are to remain in stutu 
quo. For the past year Mr. Allen has been waiting in Canton for 
the opening of the port, in order to proceed there and assume the 
functions of H. B. M.’s Vice-Consul. We now hear that Mr. Allen 
is to take up his post as Vice-Consul at the Pagoda Anchorage, 
Foochow. e do not suppose that we have much to regret in the 
non-opening of the port. It is not probable that an island which 
produces nothing and consumes little would prove any appreciable 
addition to our trade ; but we do greatly regret that we have lost 
another point on which the lever of civilisation and Western in- 
fluence might rest. How far the failure of the attempt to claim 
the opening of the island may rest on our own supineness and on 
the curious indifference of our Chamber of Commerce we do not 
venture to say ; but we have little doubt that an honest or earnest 
expression of opinion on the ita of our commercial represen- 
tatives would have prevented this melancholy fiasco. One thing 
at least seems certain, that the non-opening of the port is not 
due to any conservative action on the part of the Foreign 
Customs, for we understand that a Commissioner has been in wait- 
ing, and that even a Custom-house has been rented at Hainan, 
for more than a year past. 

A ship-broker, Mr. F. Koenig, attempted to abscond from 
Hong Kong, in the yacht the Anna, to Saigon, with liabilities 
of $40,000 to $50,000. Mr. F. Grobein, of Messrs. Sander and 
Co., to whom he owed $21,000 odd for someshare transactions, went 
in pursuit next day in the afternoon in the tug Fame, and came 
up with the yacht at anchor near an island not far off. The de- 
fanlter gave up some $6,400 worth of property, confessed his 
guilt, and was committed for trial. 

The yacht race for a sweepstakes and prize added by the Club 
was sailed on the 25th Jan., Wave, Naiad, and Naomi entering. 
The yachts got away at 9.35 aA.m., under lower canvas only, to 
which they were restricted for the first round by the conditions of 
the race. Naomi completed the first round at h.11.36, Varad at 
h.11.37.10, Wave at h.1l.4l. They then set working topsails 
and jib topsails and started on the second round, which Naomz 
completed by h.11.43.10, Wave finishing at h.1.45.30, and Naiad 
at h.1.59.40. For the last round all sail was set, and Maome 
came ina winner at h.3.51.10. 

The half-yearly meeting of the Shareholders of the Hong Kong 
Hotel Company, Limited, was held on the 23rd, the following gen- 
tlemen present :—Messrs. E. R. Belilios (in the chair), ©. P. 
Chater, O. H. Burrows (Directors), Ed. Baker (Secy.), H. Melchers, 
W. Wheeler, C. 8. Sherwood, Ed. Arthur, A. E. Vaucher, H. C. 
Erdmann, H. Foss, and H. Cohen, The Secretary read the notice 
convening the meeting, and the report also. The Chairman, in 
congratulating the shareholders on the improved state of the 
Company’s affairs, stated that the Directors hoped that during 
the present year the Company would be able to pay a dividend of 
at least 6 per cent. on the capital, while during the same period 
they expected to pay off a sum of $5,000 of their debt. 

Messrs. Douglas Lapraik & Co.’s steamer Namoa, the latest 
addition to our permanent steam fleet on this coast, is one of the 
largest placed on their list by the above-named enterprising firm. 
She has now been undocked for some days, and begins to assume 
that neat and trim appearante which characterises most of the 
passenger-carrying vessels trading betweon Hong Kong and the 
various Northern coast ports. The most striking features about 
the Namoa, however, do not comprise great speed or finished fit- 
tings: she has been constructed principally with an eye to the 
attainment of ample accommodation and large capacity, with a 
medium speed and a moderate consumption of coal. 

A decision of some importance has been given by the Chief 
Justice, sitting in Admiralty, with reference to the M.M. 
steamer Phase. An action was brought against her for collision 
in Canton waters, and counsel raised the point that, as French 
mail steamers were entitled by treaty to the privileges of men-of- 
war, she was not amenable to the jurisdiction of the Court. Tho 
Chief Justice, after carefully considering the question, adjudged 
that she was not amenable. 

H.M.S. Adventure was paid out of commission on January 
31st, and is now laid up. The Ling./ove was paid off the same 
day and recommissioned next morning ; the A/idye also was put 
in commission on the lst. H.M.S. Barrosa fleft for home on 
Tuesday, the 4th Feb.

BANGKOK. . 

We take the following items from the Siam Weekly Advertiser 
of 24th January :— | 

We learn that the Portuguese Consul and the Siamese Govern- 
ment are now at issue on the Spirit question. If we understand 
aright, he claims that Portuguese subjects are allowed to sell 
apirits by the Treaty that Siam has made with Portugal. The 
Siamese Government wish them to comply with the stipulations 
of the Convention with France. The Portuguese Consul contends 
that it is not binding upon Portuguese subjects, and demanded 
the release of a person who had been arrested for not having 
complied with the Franco-Siamese convention. The case, we hear, 
is to be referred to the Portuguese Government. 

‘The Siam rice mills are all idle. A few days since we learned 
from a number of rice tradera who had gone to an adjoining pro- 
vince to make their usual purchases of paddy that the price 
was so very high that they returned without cargoes. It remains 
- to be seen how long paddy holders will ask for their grain prices 
that forbid exporters to purchase for a foreign market. 

Multitudes of Chinamen who come to Siam go to the Northera 
cities to engage in cotton and rice raising. The rice season is 
the rainy season. When this is over and the rice is matured 
and gathered the people burn over the ground and throw the 
cotton seed upon its surface. The roots strike down, the plants 
spring up, and eventually blossom, and the cotton matures and 
is brought to the city for the market, and the ground is again 
left free for a new rice crop. 

This region of cotton raising is said to be excellent for vege- 
tables. The country is hilly, has sand as well as rich soil, and 
needs only to be cultivated to reward the labourer with rich pro- 
ductions. A fine region for cultivators to settle. 

The German corvette Vymphe arrived off the bar on the 18th 
inst. This vessel is the first German man-of-war tha. tk as visited 
our port. Heretofore we. have been favoured with visits from 
Prussian men-of-war. 

The Treaty with the Hanseatic Free ‘Town is now a dead letter, 
and the Prussian Treaty protects all Germans. 

The great political Powers of the European continent are Russia, 
Germany and Austria. The two latter nations have affinities that 
will draw them to each other, so that in one sense it may truly 
be said that Russia and Germany are the great, the leading 
Powers of Europe. 

A writer in a New York paper having stated that the prescnt 
King had abolished slavery, and that this was owing to the tuition 
of Mrs. Leonowens, the Stam Advertiser says :—'l'o disabuse the 
minds of those who have not the meangof knowing better, we 
have only to add that neither slavery nor the system of marking 
the people in Siam have ceased to exist. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—O— 
SINGAPORE. 
The dates by this mail extend to Feb. 13. Tneoutward French 


mail of Jan. 3 arrived on Feb. 4, and the P. and O. of 10th on 
Feb. 11. The following summary is from the Straits Times :— 


The Chinese New Year festivities, which have lasted during the 
whole fortnight, and only terminated last night, made things in 
general very dull, and the merchants have had little on their 
hands in the way of business. The Chinese population have 
been remarkably quiet, and there have been no faction fights to 
mention, the various societies having, as by common consent, 
buried their animosities in order that everyone might enjoy their 
New Year undisturbed. The only instance to the contrary was a 
slight disturbance in Tanjong Pagar Road between some Ghi Hin 
and Macao men, but it was not serious, and was of short duration. 
There have been the usual number of gambling cases, the police 
arresting no less than thirty nine men in one gaming-house. 

There have been two murder cases during the fortnight, one 
of them being the attempted slaughter of a@ whole family by the 
husband,—a Tamil school master named Gopallo Naiken, who 
after cutting the throats of his wife and two children, ended by 
drawing @ razor across his own throat. The two children are 
dead, the wife is likely to recover, and the murderer’s wound is, 
we understand, not likely to prove fatal. The other case was 
that of a jealous husband, a Malay living at Changhie, who killed 
his wife by thrusting a spear into her because she refused to go 
home with him from her parents’ house. The murderer has, it 
is believed, escaped to Johore. 

The 6th instant, the anniversary of the foundation of the 
Settlement, was observed as a holiday in all the Government 
offices, but, as frequently happens, the homeward French mail 
prevented tbe merchants from doing so, aud they observed Satur- 
day instead. On that day, also, Prince Philip and Prince Augustus 
of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha arrived in the colony on their return 
voyage from China en route to Batavia, and became guests at 
Government House. They were unavoidably detained here three 
days, owing to some defect in the machinery of the Messageries 
steamer to Batavia, and took advantage of this to pay a visit on 
the 7th to his Highness the Maharajah of Johore, accompanied 
by his Excellency the Governor and suite, the Colonial Secretary, 
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and Captain Denison, of H.M.8. Zebra. The party returned on the 
8th in the Colonial steamer P/uto, and at night the Princes em- 
barked on board the steamer Vewa for Batavia. 

Our sister Settlement, Penang, is greatly incensed, and not with- 
out reason, at the conduct of his Excellency the Governor with 
respect to the proposed wharf. Some time back the question was 
mooted'of building a wharf to accommodate the shipping of the port, 
and the Government promised to afford every facility for the pro- 
posed erection. The colonial engineer made surveys and prepared 
plans and estimates, which have formed the basis of the scheme, 
and, very naturally, the Penang folks supposed no obstacle would 
be raised by Government to carry it out initsintegrity. They were, 
however, we are told by the Gazette of that Settlement, surprised 
a few days ago to learn that the Governor has refused the conces- 
sion they expected, and will only grant a concession in a locality 
that will be practically useless to the promoters. Possibly the 
statement may be incorrect ; we sincerely trust it may be so, or 
that if his Excellency has really declined to give the concession, 
the move has been dictated by substantial reasons. Certainly a 
wharf is now an absolute necessity, to accommodate the greatly 
increased steam traffic of the port. 

The Commission appointed to inquire into the riots of the 29th 
October last has made its report to Government, and his Excel- 
lency the Governor has written a minute thereupon, which, we 
understand, goes home to the Secretary of State for the Colonies 
by the present mail, but has not yet been made public here ; 
both these papers will, however, appear in our next overland 

- No little interest has been excited here in th2 Russian Campaign 
against Khiva, through the meagre but sensational telegrams 
Baron Reuter has supplied us with on the subject. One morning 
it was rumoured that a telegram had been received by Government 
of war having been declared between England and Russia. The 
climax was capped on the Gth inst., when a report was circulated, 
which every one was assured waé authentic, that the Government 
had received a telegram late the previous night to hold all the 
troops in readiness for immediate embarkation, and to enlist all 
the able-bodied residents into a militia for local defence. Viewed 
in connection with H.E. the Governor's unpopular militia scheme, 
the report “ took” immensely. Ilong Kong appears to have been 
similarly hoaxed. 

The Java Bode stated that the visit of Rajah Brooke to Ba- 
tavia was undertaken with a view to sell the principality of Sara- 
wak to the Dutch Government, under condition that its present 
form of government should be retained, but that the Netherlands 
Indian Government declined to entertain the proposal, because 
the establishments were on ton costly a scale. This statement 
was copied in our columns, and has given rise to unfavourable 
comment from newspapers abroad. Rajah Brooke has written to 
this paper a letter, denying the truth of the statement, and de- 
claring that he has never for a moment entertained such an idea. 

The Spanish s,s. Panay, Captain Elizalde, left Manila on the 
25th ult., anchored in the roads at 7 Pp. M. last night, and pro- 
ceeded to Tanjong Pagar this morning. She bring a full cargo, 
and 34 saloon, 10 second class, 2 Malay, and 2 Chinese passengers. 
The English passengers are Messrs. Wenley, H. Palmer, and M. 
Curtis. The steamer is an old acquaintance under new colours, 
better known here asthe Janah Merah. Originally got out for 
a Chinese firm here, she was sold in November last to Messrs. 
Reyes and Co., of Manila—-the owners of the Mindoro, Mariveles, 
and J’asig—for $90,000. Ter last voyage was from Singapore to 
Hong Kong, thence to Manila, where she exchanged the British 
for the Spanish flag, and received her new name after Panay, one 
of the small islands of the Philippines. The Panay will now run 
regularly between Manila and Singapore. 

According to the Java Bode, the British ship Whulmina, 
Graham, bound from Hong Kong to Dunedin (New Zealand) with 
178 Chinese coolies on board, has grounded in Gaspar Straits. The 
Batavia Handelsblad says that her name is the Whirlwind, and 
that the reason of her voyage to Batavia is that the crew refused 
to continue the voyage further after the grounding. 

On the 19th January the steamer Earl Canning, one of four 
new steamships destined to increase the number of the N.LS.N. 
Company’s fleet, arrived at Batavia, and is said to be finest and 
largest of that Company's vessels. During the voyage out from 
Liverpool she had, owing to violent storms, to run into Gibraltar 
to repair, which delayed her arrival at her destination. Hername 
is to be changed to that of Liewtenant-General Kroesen. It is 
understood that she will be put on the Australian line. 

A Malacca letter says :—The clerk to the police magistrate 
who was sent to H.M.’s gaol for safe keeping, on a charge of 
embezzlement, was brought up before the police magistrate, and 
the case remanded, at his request, to allow him to procure legal 
advice. He applied to the magistrate to be bailed out, and the 
application was granted, provided he could obtain sureties to the 
extent of $2000. The defendant begged the magistrate to re- 
duce the amount of bail to $1,000, that sum having been guaran- 
teed by good sureties, but the application was refused. 

_The Rev. 8. R. Dingley, our new Acting Colonial Chaplain, ar- 
rived here, per steamer Japan, and preached his first sermon in 
Christ Church, before a congregation of sixty-seven persons. 

The small steamer Sea (Jul, for Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and 
Co., ee Kong, has arrived safely at Singapore. The British 
barque West Indian arrived on Saturday afternoon from the north- 
east Coast of Borneo ; she has been away from Singapore fo, about 
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five months, and those on board appear to have had rather a hard 
time of it, the captain, Mr. Bruce, the consignee, and nearly the 
whole of the native crew being down with fever and ague.

IMPORTS. 


YoxonaMa.—There had been a quict market, with only limited 
transactions in any description of go0d*. Grey Shirtings had been in 
rather better demand, and about 10,000 picces, mostly 84 Ibs. goods, 
had been sold at a slight improvement. Cotton Yarns were very 
dull, and a farther decline in prices had taken place. In Woollen 
Goods very little had been done. A few sales of Mousseline de Laines, 
plain and crepe, had been made, at 20 to 22 cents per yard for good 
quality. The stock of these goods was heavy. Metals were dull, 
with the exception of Nail Rod, and Bar Iron, in which there had 
been some business. Quotations: G. E. Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs. , $2.25 to 
2.27} per piece; do. 8} to 8} Ibs., $2.50 to 2.55; do. 9 Ibs., $2.924 to 
2.974. Cotton Yarn, No. 16 to 24, $35.00 to 37.50 per picul; do., 28 
to 82, $43.00 to 44.00; do., 38 to 42, $44.00 to 47.00. Metals: 
Iron—Nail Rod, $3.60 to 4.80 per picul ; Bars, $4.00 to 4.70. 

Hroco-Osaka.—Owing to the change which had taken place in the 
Japanese calendar, merchants had been endeavouring to make their 
settlements earlier than usual, and had therefore been unable to make 
clearances of goods already bought, or to enter into any new contracts. 
Deliveries had been on a very small scale, and prices were generally 
weak, with the exception of Cotton Yarn and Grey Shirtings, prices 
for which were well maintained. ’ 

Hankow.—Contrary to expectation a considerable business had 
been transacted during the fortnight, chiefly in Grey Shirtings, which 
had been taken freely by both dealers and speculators at an advance 
of four to five candarecns with delivery after the Chinese New Year, 
Grey Shirtings 7 lbs., few transactions, but former decline completely 
recovered. Quotetions :—Tls. 169 to 1.72; 8} Iba, nearly 45,000 
Pieces sold at Tls. 1.90 to 1.97, best held for Tle. 2.00 and upwards; 
92 lbs. also higher ratce, and worth Tle. 2.40 to 2.60. White Shirt- 
ings, emall sales at rather better rates. .T-Cloths, common still out 
of demand; better qualities of 7 Ib. and 8 Ib. dealt in to fair extent 
for delivery after the New Year, 7 Ibs. “Dollar” Chop realising Ts. 
1.56, best 8 lbs., Tle. 1.78. Long Ells: A small pale of Scarlet at Tis. 
6.05, and for this description the markct was decidedly firmer and the 
tendency upward. Metnls: Lead advanced to Ts. 5.10 but very 
little doing. Quicksilver sold at Tle. 85 per picul. 

SHANcHAI.—Cottons: Contrary to the anticipationa of inactivity 
until after the Native New- Year Holidays, a considerable business had 
been done during the fortnight at generally improved priccs. Grey 
Shirtings had been in good demand, which, however, had been met by 
the principal holders but sparingly ; higher rates being expected. 
White Shirtings continued firm, and as the stock was moderate were 
likely to be higher after the holidays Mexican T-Cloths were more 
sought after, and advanced rates were looked for; common 6 lba. were 
aleo wanted at the low current prices. Drillsand Jeans had been in 
steady reqnest, and the market closed firm. Sheetings were not gene- 
rally inquired for. Fancy Cottons: There had been a few sales of Dyed 
Damaske and Dyed Brocades at slightly better prices for good patterns 
and assortments. Low offers were made for Scarlet Chintzes, while 
for Dimities and Muslinas an advance could be obtained. Gentian 
Shirtings and Turkey Red Cambrica were quict. Woollens: Long 
Ells continued to be sought after, and were quoted higher. Camlets, 
Lastings and Figured Orleans of good quality were alsv in a favour- 
able position. The only noticeable feature in Metals was a speculative 
inquiry for Lead, chicfly foreign, which had raised the quotation for 
LB to Tle. 4.95, at which the market closed firm. 

Hone Konea.--In addition to the mail steamers, the Sarpedon and 
Deucalion steamers had arrived from Liverpool, and the Tyburnia sail- 
ing vessel from London, with general cargoes of merchandise. Busi- 
ness during the fortnight had been upon a very reduced scale, owing 
in a great meusure to the native holidays. These were nearly finished, 
and with a curtailment of shipments from home and the firmness of 
importers generally, prices were expected to show some improvement, 
No immediate advance was, however, looked for, as dealers had not 
yet quitted the supplies purchased about a month previous to date, 
and the advices from the outports still continued of a dull character. 

Canton.—Lead was without change, but was firmly held. The 
sales during the fortnight had amounted to about 500 piculs of com- 
mon quality, at $7.15 per picul. No business in ‘‘LB” brand re- 
ported ; no:rinal quotation, $7.25 per picul. 

Manita.—A fair amount of business had been transacted during 
the interval, and prices were firm. 

Saicon.—The demand had fallen off considerably, owing to slack- 
nees of export business, and some denominations were almost unsale- 
able, Quotations were nominal. 

SINGAPORE.—Meesrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—The 
arrivals with general cargoes are the Flintshire, Altona, and Glenlyon 
steamers from London, and the Priam steamer from Liverpool.

OPENING OF KIUNG-CHOW AND NANKING. 

-In the House of Commons on the 10th inst. Mr, Akroyd asked 
the Under-Secretary for Foreign Affairs whether he could explain 
why tke ports of Kiung-chow, on the west coast of China, and Nan- 
king, on the Yangtsze Kiang, have not been formally opened by a 
Consul to British trade, according to the Treaty of Tientsin; and when 
it is intended to go open them. 

Lord Enfield said: The British Treaty of Tientsin contained no 
provision \for epening Nauking to foreign trade. Under the 
French Treaty we obtained this right by the most-favoured-nation 
clause ; but Mr. Wade reported in 1868, when the revision of the 
Treaty was under discussion, that Nanking “ was hardly in a condition 
to aszert itself asa port of trade,” and I believe the question has not 
since been raised. With regard to Kiung-chow, on the island of 
YWainan, up to last year the prospec's of trade there were so uncertain 
that the expense of establishing a Consulate there was avoided, but an 
interpreter, with the rank of Vice-Conaul, has been sent from Canton 
during the last twelve months to look after British interesta, and in all 
probability further arrangements will be made when the require- 
ments of the port in question have been more definitely ascertained. 





The “ China Directory for 1873,” published at the China Jail 
Office, Hong Kong, has reached us through Mr. Street, of Corn- 
hill.

THE LATE Rev. Wittiam C. Burns.—The following extract from a 
recent letter of Rev, Hugh Cowie, Amoy, will be read with interest :— 
“One of our American brethren has been recently on a health trip to 
the North of China, calling at Nieu-chwang among other places. On 
his return I inquired of him whether he had visited Mr. Burns's grave, 
and in what condition he had found it. He had visited it, and you will 
be glad to hear that it had every appearance of being well cared for. 
When Mr. Burns died there was as yet no cemetery for foreigners, his 
being the first death of a foreigner at that place. Since then the spot 
around his grave has been purchased and enclosed as a burying-place 
for foreigners ; and thus his resting-place is secured from injury or 
neglect. Iam sure that you and the many who esteemed and loved 
him will be glad to hear of this.” In connection with this a proposal 
has been made that at home some memorial of Mr. Burns should be 
erected. Beside the tablets of James Hamilton and Edward Irving in 
Regent-square Church is considered the most suitable locality for such 
a memorial, and the office-bearers of that congregation have cordially 
consented to the placing of a mural tablet there. The movement is 
under the auspices of Mr. Hugh M. Matheson, chairman of the Foreign 
Mission Committee ; and the treasurer of the Burns’ Memorial Fund is 
Mr. Affleck Fraser, 6, Thornhill-square, London, N., to whom subscrip- 
tions not excecding one guinea may be sent. 

Tue following is anextract from a letter from the Rev. G. L. Mackay : 
—“T am here inthe northern part of Formosa, and, without attempting 
a description this time, I willsunply state that fam 190 miles away from 
the missionaries in the south, and through this whole region there is not 
as yet a baptized member, save one [ brought with me from the south, 
This is a dark, webroken field, where thousands and thousands are 
going down to everlasting woe without hearing of the blessed name of 
Jesus, who came to seek and save the lost.”

LIFE ASSURANCE IN CHINA. 

Ir all the more thoughtful part of the world could be 
polled on the question— What civil institution is it most 
‘important to encourage?” we believe the vast majority 
would answer, Life Assurance. But, in order to develop and 
extend it fairly, it is necessary that it should be made as 
nearly as possible universal ; because every individual who 
effects an insurance, not only secures a positive benefit for 
himself, but confers one on the community, while every one 
who does not insure, subtracts something from the value of 
the system to those who do. Therefore, to debar any person 
or class of persons from insuring by demanding prohibitive 
rates is a positive injustice as well as most short-sighted 
policy. Yet this is the course which the offices persist in 
pursuing with reference to policies for the Far East, and this, 
too, in the most obstinate defiance of facts. We have before 
us the prospectuses of two large offices, which profess to lay 
themselves out for this class of business, and we have been 
so-much struck with the inequality of the rates compared 
with those for Europe, that we inquired why they had not 
been reduced in proportion to the reduction in the risk. The 
only answer vouchsafed to us was, that “they were not pre- 
pared to make any reduction.” Now our readers will 
remember that in the reports of the health officers for the 
China ports for the last ten years, summarised in our columna 
not very long ago, the improvement in the sanitary condition 
of the residents was emphatically dwelt on by one and all. 
The death-rate had decreased, and epidemic and casual illness 
had been far less frequent. Shanghai was lately described 
by one who knows it well, as “one of the healthiest places 
in the world.” Yet all the sanitary improvements which 
have led to this beneficial result are put out of sight by the 
offices, and no corresponding reduction in the rate of pre- 
mium, as compared with the decrease of risk, is even 80 
much as promised. This is manifestly unfair, and that it is 
founded on an arbitrary exercise of power, rather than a 
sense of justice, is apparent from the astounding fact that the 
same rates are charged for China and India. Now everybody 
who knows anything about the subject knows that, in point 
of healthiness, the China ports are immeasurably superior to 
those of India—to say nothing of the up-country stations in 
the latter, where every road teems with jungle fever. How 
marked a contrast is presented by the aole stipulation of the 
offices with regard to China—that insurers shall not go be- 
yond a certain distance from the Treaty Ports—exposes itself. 
Yet, in the tables, China and India are Jumped together 
under the general head of the “ Kast ”—with about as much 
reason as if Denmark and Siberia were bracketed in similar 
fashion under the head of the “ North.” 

Two facts are, therefore, clear—and both prove the gross 
injustice of the present exorbitant rates for China. First ; 
if the old rate for China was equitable, the present, owing 
to the improved conditions of health there, ought to be con- 
siderably modified. Second ; if the rate for India is equit- 
abie, that for China must be extortionate, having regard to 
the relative death-rate in the two countries. There is no 
way for the offices to get off either of the horns of this 
dilemma. But there is one fact which, if they were not blind 
to their own interests, directors could not fail to perceive. 
All the men who travel Eastward are “ picked lives.” Those 
who enjoy civil appointments are subjected to a medical 
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examination before they can pass; all who go out in the 
service of mercantile firms are the very flower of our Eng- 
lish and Scottish youth. It is no exaggeration to say that 
they ride more and better, that they enjoy manly sports— 
—from cricket to boating, from the rifle match to the paper 
hunt—in greater proportion to their numbers than young 
men of their station in any part of the United Kingdom. 
And it must not be forgotten that they are all selected from 
a class the most certain to develop to the utmost the consti- 
tutions of their sons—the upper middle class, in which the 
first object put before their sous is the responsibility of 
making their own way in the world. From these and many 
other considerations it is the height of injustice to deprive 
such hardy spirits of the benefit of life assurance,as the 
offices are undoubtedly now doing, by insisting on prohibi- 
tive rates. Nothing more is asked than a fair rate for a fair 
risk ; but the demand is one which cannot fail to be pressed, 
and, if the existing offices do not revise their tariff on equit- 
able calculations, there is little doubt that they will meet 
with the new competition which they are virtually inviting. 


Since writing the above we have received some correspond- 
ence on the subject, to which we shall refer in our next 
issue. : 


SAIGON.—COCHIN CHINA. 

A PAMPHLET has been printed at Saigon, which is in 
fact an address to the King of CamBocia—whose name 
is Noropom THE First—by M. Freperic THomas- Ca- 
RAMAN, who points out to his Majesty his views as to 
the best means of developing the resources of his kingdom. 
As the work, though by no means unpractical, is very French 
in expression, and somewhat suggestive of the “ French 
Protectorate” of the whole of Cochin China, of which we 
have lately heard, it may be well to give a brief reswme of 
M. THomas-CaRaMAN’s argument. Commencing by remind- 
ing his Majesty that the gigantic ruins of the cities of his ~ 
country bear witness to the former greatness of the Empire 
of Khmer, and that its preseut decay is traceable only to 
its having been depopulated by war, he conjures him to 
restore it to its former greatness by raising a large loan, and 
applying it to the general purposes of agriculture and trade. 
He reminds him of the fertility of the soil, and dwells on 
the fact that not more than one-thirtieth part of it is 
at present uuder cultivation. The whole produce does 
not produce more than ten millions of piastres, of which 
one-tenth part constitutes the revenue. To turn this 
single million into thirty is M. THomas-CarRaman’s “idea.” 
In order to effect this desirable object, all that his Ma- 
jesty has to do is to borrow three millions of piastres from 
“ his mother—France.” The author thinks there would be 
no difficulty in obtaining this sum from some Parisian Bank 
or Finance Company, at ten per cent.; and the lender is to 
supply European superintendents to carry out an improved 
system of agriculture, and the construction of sailing ships 
and steamers. 

Your Majesty knows as well as J do”—says M. THOMAS- 
CaRAMAN, with characteristic modesty— “that we cannot 
“ cuunt on the co-operation of the Cambogians—at least for 
“some length of time. I have had the honour of telling 
“you that before. We may, however, succeed in finding 
“gome whom we can employ in spinning and other light 
“ work.” For hard labour, our author recommends the 
King to import a number of Chinese, who are to be made 
responsible for their work, and paid (as our new phrase runs) 
“ by results.’ These people are to be collected into villages, 
under the direction of a neadman, for whose office French 
exules from Alsace and Lorraine are to have the preference. 
This last proposition seems to be the gist and pith of M. 
Tuomas-CaRAMAN’S iden. From first to last he talks of no- 
thing but France—everything doit rester essentiellement 
Francais. How far this may be inspired from Versailles it 
is, of course, impossible to guess. The author writes some- 
times as if he were on terms of familiar intercourse with 
the King ; elsewhere he gives a list of finauciers likely to 
advance the loan, to one of whom—M. Deniers, Manager 
of the Bank of France—he says he has already broached 
the subject. Following this is another list of legal advisers 
—rather an odd kind of contingent for an Oriental monarch 
to employ in the agricultural development of his dominions, 
by the way—and, at the head of this legal phalanx stands 


' the name of “ Leon Gambetta, avocat.” 
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THE NEW PORTS IN CHINA. 

Lorp ENFIELD, in reply to Mr. Axkroyp, has stated, 
in the House of Commons, that an Interpreter, with the 
rank of Vice-Consul, had been sent from Canton to 
Kiungchow on Hainan, for the purpose of representing 
British interests. Mr. ALLEN has been at Canton for some 
time, and has been nominated for the post, but only pro- 
ceeded to instal himself at that port by the last mail’s advices. 
In regard to Nanking, Lord Enrrexp stated that we were only 
entitled to trade at that port through the French Treaty and 
. the favoured nation clause. The Treaty of Tientsin on the 
subject of ports on the Yangteze says:—“ British mer- 


“chant ships shall have authority to trade upon 
“the great river (Yangtsze), The upper and lower val- 
“Jey of the river being, however, disturbed by outlaws, 


“no port shali be, for the present, opened to trade with the 
“ exception of Chinkiang, which shall be opened in a year 
“from the date of the signing of this Treaty. So soon as 
“ peace shall have been restored British vessels shall also be 
“ admitted to trade at such ports as far as Hankow, not ox- 
“ceeding three in number, as the British Minister, after 
“ consultation with the Chinese Secretary of State, may de- 
* termine shall be ports of entry and discharge.” We have 
at this moment only two ports, viz., Kiukiang and Hankow, 
in addition to Chinkiang, which, having been opened at 
once, we d) not include in the “three” authorised on the 
completion of the peace (rebellion), and, moreover, if it is 
admitted that we have the right to Nanking, it is not of con- 
equence how we got it. But why we have not utilised it is of 
consequence. Lord ENFIELD says that Mr. WabE reported 
in 1868 that Nanking was hardly in a condition to assert 
itself as a port. We presume the despatch in question 
war from the then Minister, Sir RurHerFrorp ALCOCK, and 
not Mr. WabE. With this opinion, however, we entirely 
disagree, and abundance of evidence can be produced to 
prove that Nankiug was in 1868, and is now, in a condition 
to be opened to trade, and the absence of it is a great loss 
and inconvenience to our merchants. Even passengers going 
up and down in tho Yangtsze steamers have to be dropt out 
at great risk into small boats to and from Nanking. The rea- 
son that merchants have not stirred in the matter more ac- 
tively, is that ever since the repudiation of Sir R. ALcock’s 
convention, it has been expected that our Government would 
proceed to the revision of the Treaty and Tariff, and it was not 
expedient to deal with Nanking and other claims per se. The 
“ Audience Question” has stopped the way to all these matters. 


THE QUEEN has appointed Mr. Jonn Pore HENNEssy, 
C.M.G., the late Governor of Labuan and of the West 
African Colonies, to be Governor of the Bahama Islands. 
Mr. ArtHuR N. Bircu, of the Colonial-office, will succeed 
Mr. H. T. Irvine as Colonial Secretary of Ceylon. Mr. 
Brrow was formerly Colonial Secretary of British Columbia, 
and has recently been acting Lieutenant-Governor of 
Penang. 


Wegive in another column tie report of a paper on For- 
mosa, read at the Royal Geographical Society, by Mr. THom- 
sON. Strange to say, none of the speakers alluded to the 
great increase of the most valuable product, sugar. The ex- 
port last year was no less than 610,480 piculs, 


THE appeal case between the Messageries and the Suez 
Canal Company, has been decided in-favour of the latter.

THE P. AND O. STEAMER “ VENETIA.” 

The P. and O. new steamer Venetia, Captain Angove, left the 
Clyde at 4 a.m. on Sth, rounded the Lizard 6th at 6 P.M., passed 
Dungeness 7th at 6 P.M., arrived Gravesend 8th at 3a.mM. Ex- 
perienced strong winds and thick squalls, average speed 11.4. 
She loaded in the Victoria Docks about 2,000 tons general cargo, 
with £200,000 in gold, and left on Saturday, the 15th, at 2 
p.M. (the advertised time), drawing 20 feet. A good deal of cargo 
was shut out, as some shippers assumed that she could not get 
away on the day fixed. The present managing directors of the 
company, however, hold punctual departures as a cardinal point. 
Some of the passengers trusted to joining her at Gravesend, 
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and nearly paid the penalty, as the weather became very rough, 
and boarding was by no means easy, to say nothing of the ex- 
treme discoinfort of asmall boat. Whilst in the docks every one 
got on board in comfort. The Venetia was built by Messrs. 
Denny and Co., Dumbarton, is 2,725 tons, length 360 feet, beam 
38 feet, depth of hold 29 feet, with engines of 450-horse power, 
coal consumption about 30 tons per day. The finish of the 
vessel is superior to the Malwa, and among the new ideas intro- 
duced is a steam steering apparatus, by which the manual power 
necessary for so large a vessel is reduced to that of a boy, anda 
wheel about as large as a 50 ton yacht. As usual with the 
trial of such appliances it did not work very well at first, and 
got out of gear on the passage to Gravesend, the large wheel 
at the stern had to be manned with six hands. The J’e- 
netut has more cargo space and less passenger accommodation. 
The officers’ cabins, bath rooms, &c., &c., on the main deck, 
being cut off by a bulkhead, and the second-class cabins are 
more forward, with an entrance only from the upper or spar 
deck just abaft the forecastle. The appliances for taking in and 
discharging cargo are, we understand, in advance of any vessel 
yet. The Venet’s carried a number of passengers, a list of whom 
will be found in our passenger columns. On arrival at Shanghai 
we believe she will proceed to Hankow, to load new teas for Lon- 
don direct. We congratulate Captain Angove on his appoint- 
ment to such a magnificent vessel, and we take it that a large 
number of passengers in China will avail of so fine a ship and 
so popular a commander. 





THE FOREIGN LEGATIONS AT PEKING. 


(ILLUSTRATED LONDON NEWS CORRESPONDENT. ) 


Onc satisfactory thing is the pleasing relations which exist between all 
the European Legations in Peking ; so that games and amusements, din- 
ners, and other social entertainments, go on in the most happy and agree- 
able manner among them. Such intercourse is facilitated by their 
being all cluse to each other. Their position is inthe south part of the 
city, where the Embassies of the “Tribute-Bearing Nations’ were 
located ; and perhaps there was some idea in the Chinese mind of 
making the Western Powers appear in that capacity by this arrange- 
ment. On the one side of the British Legation are the quarters of the 
Mongols, who come with tributes and presents; cluse to them is the 
Curean Embassy. 

The British Legation was originally the palace of the Duke Liang, 
the representative descendant of ‘‘one of the thirty-three sons of the 
second Emperor of the dynasty ;” so that the proprietor is a member 
of the Imperial family—a sixth or seventh cousin of the reigning Em- 
peror. At the time the convention of 1860 was signed he was absent 
as commandant of one of the distant garrisons; and, as Lord Elgin 
was leaving Peking, with the assistance of some of the chief authoritics, 
a lease of his house was obtained. The sum agreed to as rent was 
1,000 taels, or something over £300, a-year. A Chinese Prince’s palace 
is more or less a miniature of the Imperial palace. The entrance faces 
the south, and you pass through a number of houses, none being above 
one story ; each has a high-sounding, celestial kind of title, and at the 
end is the principal building, “The Place of Serene Security,” or some 
such name—denoting the quarters occupied by the great man. All im- 
portant buildings of this kind have a couple of lions or griffins at the 
principal front ; the one on the east has a ball under his right paw, and 
the one on the west has a small animal under his left paw, the small 
animal looking not unlike a young grifhin. All these places have been 
fitted up to adapt them for English usages and tastes. The principal 
drawing-room of the Legation is a very handsome room, and containsa 
large oil portrait of Her Majesty. 


The original name of the palace was Liang-Kung-Foo, or the palace 
of the Duke Liang ; its name is now ‘Ta-Ying-Kwo-Foo”—Ta being 
equal to great, Ying is a contraction for Yinghili or England, Avo is 
country, and Foo a palace. The Russian Legation is called Ta-Go-Kwe- 
Foo ; the Prussian, Ta-Poo-Kwo-Foo ; and the American, Ta-Mei-Kwo- 
Foo. These names give a curious example of the way in which foreign 
words are muddled when reproduced by the Chinese. 

The British Legation occupies a piece of ground about three acres 
in extent, which is surrounded by a high wall, and, according to theory, 
is British soil. It contains the official residence of the Minister at 
Peking, with offices for his secretaries, interpreters, and others. There 
are also residences within the walls for all the staff connected with the 
Legation. There are, too, half-a-dozen men of a semi-military character 
known as the “ escort,’’ who have houses for themselves and families, 
Some buildings were put up about three years ago which are known as 
the “ students’ quarters.” Young gentlemen coming out for the Chinese 
service have to pass the first years of their time in acquiring a know- 
ledge of the language. This they do under native teachers; and these 
premises were erected to accommodate the students. Another quarter 
contains the stabling for horses belonging to all these people. There 
are also a “ fives court,” a bilhard-room, a bowling-alley, and a roofless 
house which was at one time uscd as a theatre. A skating-pond is 
being constructed, for the frost will soon enable the people to enjoy 
themselves on the ice. There are no amusements in Peking fit for 
Europeans, hence the necessity for all these arrangements. The British 
Legation has also a reading-room for newspapers and other journals, 
The students have a very good library of Chinese and Asiatic works, 
which forms a good reading-room for them. Add to all this the ladies, 
the children, and the numerous staffof Chinese servants, and it appears 
that there is a little natiun by itself in a small world of its own within 
these walls. 

Mr. T. F. Wade, C.B., our present Minister at Peking, is a well-known 
Chinese scholar, and one of the highest repute. His knowledge of the 
language and of the thousands of characters in which it is expressed is 
unequalled by any man living. This is admitted even by the Chinese 
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literati as being equally true in relation to themselves. Up to 1865 
some buildings on the southern side of the Legation were held by the 
hospital in connection with the London Missionary Society, at that time 
under the charge of Dr. Lockhart ; but it was found necessary to get 
more accommodation for the staff of the Legation, and in the year above 
mentioned Sir R. Aleock knocked down the wall and included the 
hospital buildings. The hospital was at that time removed to another 
part of the city, and is still doing active work, under the charge of Dr. 
Dudgeon, 


SEAMEN. DESERTERS. 
(To the Editor of Zhe London and China Telegraph.) 

Sir,—Two cases have occurred here latcly of interest to ship- 
owners, and I think of sufficient importance to attract your atten- 
tion. The first was Reg. v. Dowdy, when the former captain of 
the Titania, but now of the Cheops, was summoned before Sir E. 
Hornby for illegally leaving behind a seaman named Charles 
Dunn, from the Titania, in February, 1872. This man suddenly 
left the Titania the day before she left, and went to hospital, 
complaining of being ill, but was only under treatment on board 
for something not serious. The captain states that he reported 
the man's absence at the Consulate, but the shipping clerk denies 
that he did so. The man, after bandying about for two months 
between the hospital and the Sailors’ Home, and frequently drunk, 
was sent home as a destitute subject by one of Holt’s steamers. 
On reaching Hong Kong, the captain of the Titania had him 
arrested, and the magistrate sentenced him to twelve weeks’ im- 
prisonment. Ife was released on a telegram from Shanghai. On 
arrival here, in the Cheops, Captain Dowdy was brought up and 
sentenced to a fine of £5, and costs, although the case had already 
been decided by the Board of ‘rade at home against the man. 

The next case is the question of fees for medical certificates 
for sick scamen left behind. The Merchant Shipping Act lays 
down that a medical certificate is to be produced, which must 
allude to any legally-qualified medical practitioner ; but although 
certificates are granted and presented at the Consulate, the ship- 
ping clerk, Mr. Tapp, acting under instructions from the Consul, 
refuses to discharge any man until another certificate from the 
Consular doctor is had. for which the said clerk charges the ship 
five taels, or thirty shillings. This is clearly a fraud on owners of 
ships, who are only required by law to produce one certificate— 
not two. The Consul considers the medical man attending the 
ship to be biassed, but considers the doctor who is paid to attend 
the Consulate unbiassed, but makes the ship pay the second fee, 
or detains the ships’ papers until this illegal impost is paid. This 
case hag been referred to the President of the Board of Trade for 
decision, in the case of the steamer Scotland, just sailed for Japan, 
when the captain was compelled to pay for a second certificate by 
Mr. Tapp, shipping clerk, in defiance of an Act of Parliament to 
the contrary. I forward a paper containing some particulars of 
& remonstrance against some intemperate remarks of Sir Kkdmund 
Hornby on the Bench, in the case Rey. v. Dowdy, reflecting on 
professional men without any just cause. 

I enclose papers with the letters, in case of Reg. » Dowdy, 
which will explain more fully. The Board of Trade distinction 
cannot override an Act of Parliament, and the Consul is clearly 
in the wrong in levying the fee.—Your obedient servant,

An interesting case is reported fu the last Penang Guzette be- 
tween Messrs. Friedrichs and Messrs. Fraser and Qo. for breach 
of contract. It appears that Messrs. Fraser and Co. granted a 
shipping order for a quantity of tin and other merchandise by the 
steamer 7’hales, for London, and that vessel not calling there, 
the plaintiffs had to engage freight in another steamer at an ad- 
vanced rate, and very properly souzht to be indemnified for the 
Joss, the amount being $735. It is surprising that Messrs. 
Fraser and Co. should have resisted the claim. What would bo 
the utility of issuing a shipping order if it were not binding ? 

The sum of £200,000 in bar gold was taken from the Bink on 
the 12th inst. for Japan, on account of the last loan. 


The prospectus of the new Atlantic Cable Company, which has 
been talked of for some time, has been issued. The name of the 
company is the Direct United States Cable Company (Limited) ; 
the capital is to be £1,300,000, in 65,000 £20 shares, and the 
board is a very strong one. ‘The cable, 3,060 nautical miles in 
length, will be manufactured by Messrs. Siemens Brothers, and 
will be laid from the coast of Ireland to a point on the coast of 
New Iampshire, where it will join the wires of the American land 
telegraphs. It is stated that ‘the representatives of the Atlan- 
tic and Pacific Telegraph Company (land lines) of America, and 
the Franklin Telegraph Company of America have promised that 
those couipanies shall enter into working arrangements with this 
company on the basis of an interchange of business,’ and that the 
relations with these comp nies and their connection will immedia- 
tely secure complete and ready working communication with all 
the principal cities of the United States and Canada. The sum 
to be paid for the cable is £1,211,000, being largely in excess of 


the cost of any one of the existing cables. The tariff is fixed at 
3s. per word, but a reduction from this rate is promised. 


At a meeting of the Telezraph Construction and Maintenance 
Company (Limited), a dividend of 10 per cent. was declared, 
making, with the amount already paid, 15 per cent. for the year, 
free of income-tax. 

At amecting of the Board of the Anglo-Indian Tea Company 
it was resolved to declare an interim dividend for the half-year 
ending the 23rd February last, at the rate of 10 per cent. per 
annum. 

The first dividend on the estate of Messrs. Gledstanes will be 
I1s., which will probably be declared by the liquidators without a 
meeting of creditors on the estate. 


The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Compiny’s steamer 
Massilia, which left Southampton March 13, was, in gold—to 
Yokohama, £50,470; to Singapore, £5,000; to Galle, 5,000 ; in 
silver—to Yokohama, £150,238 ; to Shanghai, £29,930 ; to ae 
Kong, £2.000; to Singapore, £30.000; to Penang, £4,100 ; total, 
in gold, £60,470 ; in silver, £216,263. The P. and 0. Company's 
steamer Venetia, which left London on the 15th, via 8.C., took 
£200,000 in gold to Yokohama. 


Bar silver has slightly declined in value, the current quota- 
tion being 593d per oz. Mexicsn dollars are quiet. The old 
coinage renains at G2$d. per oz. but the new has decliued to 
594d. per oz.

THE CIVIL SERVICE ESTIMATES.—CHINA, JAPAN, 
AND THE FAR EAST. 

The Civil Service Estimates for the financial year commencing 
on the 31st inst., and ending with March, 1874, have been issued. 
The grand total of these Estimates, inclusive of the amount re. 

uired for the Post office Packet and Telegraph Services, is 

18,419,698, being an increase of £414,625 upon those for the 
year just closing, which amounted to £17,975,073. The increase 
occurs on the following votes :—Class IL, £107,281 ; class III., 
£131,831 ; class V., £5,399 ; class VI., £2,668. On the other 
hand there are three votes showing a decrease, viz. :—Class I., 
£34,305 ; class IV., £55,909 ; class VII., £30,919. The votes in 
the various classes are as follows :— 


Class I.— Public Works and Buildings, £1,331,762, against 
£1,366,067 the previous year. 
Class 1I.—Salaries and Expenses of Public Departments, £2,003,383, 
against £1,896, 102. 
Class I1J.—Law and Justice, £4,136,585, against £4,004,754. 
Class IV. — Education, Science, and Art, £2,440,442, against 
£2,496 ,851. 
Class V.—Colonial, Consular, aod other Foreign Services, £601,674, 
against £596, 275. 
Class VI.—Superannuation and Retired Allowances, &c., £527,674, 
against £525,006. 
Class VII.— Miscellaneous, Special, and Temporary Objects, 
£26,237, against £57,156. 
Revenue Departments, Packet and Telegraph Service, £7,351,941, 
against £7,033,362, 
Net increase :—

Turning from the general mating f of the figures presented to 
those which specially refer to the Far East, and commencing 
with the Diplomatic Service, we find votes of £6,000 for Her 
Majesty’s Minister Plenipotentiary in China, of £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, of £800 for the Chinese Secretary, of £420 
for the Assistant and Accountant, and of £600 for the Surgeon. 
These figures present no variation from the last estimates, with 
the exception of the salary of the official holding the office of 
Assistant and Accountant, which is £20 above that for last 
year—£400—in accordance with the regulation which prescribes 
that he shall receive an annual increase of £20 up to £500. We 
may here state that a sum of £2,800, being one-third of the net 
expenditure upon the Diplomatic Service in China, is contributed 
by the Indian Government and paid into the Exchequer. Another 
estimated source of revenue is comprised in the Fines, Fees, and 
other casual receipts connected with the Consular Service, which 
are calculated at £9,000 for China and Japan. As regards Japan, 
the figures present totals of £4,000 for the Minister, £800 for the 
Secretary of Legation, and £700 for the Japanese Secretary. 
These amounts differ in no respect from those for the past year. 
The salaries of the assistants, é&c., are included under one total 
for all Legations. 

We come next to the Consular Services, which, as regards 
China, figure for the following amounts :—

The total is £11,600, which is the same as last year. The total 
required for Vice-Consuls is likewise the same as in the last Esti- 
mates, viz., £4,050, the details being Shanghai, Kiukiang, and 
Whampoa, cach £750, Canton £700, Pagoda Island, Foochow, 
£600, and Taku £500. . 

The remaining charges for the China Consular Service may be 
thus summed up :—Assistants £6,900—namely, six first-class at 
£400, a like number of second-class at £350, and eight third-class 
at £300 each, there being no change under this head. The amount 
required for interpreters is also the same, £5,500. Writers and 
Linguists figure for £2,874, an increase of £352, created chiefly 
by the appointment of officials of this class at Tamsui (£178) 
and Kiungchow (£76) ; Student Interpreters for £3,150 ; teachers 
for Student Interpreters for £459, and Shipping Clerk at Shanghai 
for £400; the three last-named items standing precisely as in 
the previous estimates. Passing on we find an estimated amount 
required for “ Wages and allowances to Gaolers, Constables, 
Watchmen, Boatmen, Porters, Coolies, and others employed in 
public services” of £4,802, an increase of £162 on the last esti- 
mate, which was £4,640. 

_ This section of the Estimates concludes with a number of 
items which are termed “Incidental Expenses.” These are 
headed by the Consular-office expenses, viz., Canton and Shang- 
hai £275 each, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Ningpo, Hankow, and 
Tientein £100 each, Newchwang, Chefoo, Kiukiang, and Taiwan 
£75 each; Pagoda Island, Whampoa, Tamsui, and Taku £40 
each ; total £1,610, against £1,685, a decrease of £75. Then 
follow estimates for Legation Quards and Escort at Peking, £525 ; 
outfit and travelling expenses for Consular Officers and Student

Consular Prison expenses, £750 (decrease £250); Medical at- 
tendance, £1,200; and relief of distressed British subjects, 
£150. Except where otherwise stated these amounts are the 
same as appeared in the Estimates for 1872-73. 

The estimated cost of the Japan Consular Service presents a 
total of £13,254, an increase of £89, the total for the past year 
having been £13,165. The amount required for Consuls is £3,500, 
against £4,200, the Consulate at Ne-e-gata, which figured for £800, 
having been reduced to a Vice-Consulate, and £100 having been 
added to the salary of the Consul at Kanagawa. The amounts now 
appearing are, Hiogo £1,000, Nagasaki £900, Hakodadi and 
Kanagawa each £800. The Vice-Consulate at Yedo is set down 
at £600, an increase of £100; those at Yedo and Ne-e-gata for 
corresponding amounts, the total charge for Vice-Consulates being 
£1,800, against £1,100. The remaining charges on account of 
the Japan Service are as follows :—First-class Assistants, two at 
£500, two at £400, £1,800 (increase, £100); Second-class 
Assistants, four at £300, £1,200; Interpreter’s Allowances to 
Assistants, £500 ; Student Interpreter’s, £800 (decrease £100) ; 
Japanese Interpreter and Translator, £500 ; Medical Officer, £500; 
Writers and Linguists, £520 (increase £36) ; Gaolers, Constables, 
&c., £2,133 (increase £667). We then arrive at the “Incidental Ex- 

enses,” which include the following items :—Pay of Legation Es- 
cort, £958; Allowances to Consular Officials for outfit and travel- 
ling, £1,500 (increase £1,000); printing and stationery, £200 
(increase £20); postages, £150 (increase £50); contribution 
towards church establishments, £400; allowances for office 
expenses, £650 (decrease £20); allowances for coal, £2,475 
(decrease £525) ; prison expenses, £300 (decrease £100) ; medi- 
cal attendance, £200; relief of distressed British subjects, £100. 

The estimate for the Supreme Court of China and Japan 
presents a total of £8,101, against £8,076 an increase of £25, 
the Law Clerk receiviug £725 instead of £700. The remaining 
charges under this head present no variation, being as follows :— 
Judge, £3,500 ; Deputy Judge, £1,200; Law Secretary, £750; 
Chief Clerk, £350; Clerk for Civil Causes, £1400; Criminal 
Clerk and Assistant Clerk, each £306; Chief Usher, £200 ; 
Chief Constable, £164, and Messengers, &c., £200. 

The special oxpenditure set down for the Consular Establish- 
ment in Siam presents the following items :—Consul-general, 
£1,200 ; interpreter, £5u0 ; first assistant, £400 ; second assistant, 
£350; medical attendant, £300 ; one student interpreter, £200 ; 
writers, £58; and gaolers, constables, &c, £417. The total amounts 
to £3,425, which is £300 less than io the last estimates, the de- 
crease being occasioned by the reduction of the medical officer’s 
salary from £400 to £300, and the withdrawal of one student 
interpreter. 

The differences existing between the present and the last esti- 
mates in the expenditure upon the Consular Services in China, 
Japan, and Siam, may be readily appreciated from the following 
recapitulation of the figures of which we have given the details 
above :—Salaries, Allowances, and Wages, are charged £63,236, 
against £62,739, an increase of £447 ; Outfits and Travelling ex- 
penses £4,750, against £4,250, an increase of £500; Lucidental 
expenses £4,700, against £5,700, a decrease of £1,000 ; Postages 
£800, against £700, au increase of £100 ; Chapels and Chaplains 
£759, against £600, an increase of £159 ; Prison expenses £1,200 
against £1,500, a decrease of £300. The following items figure 
for the same amounts as ia the last estimates:—-Leyation Escort 
and Guards £2,883 ; Printing and Stationery £700 ; Medical at- 
tendance £1,400, and relief of distressed British subjects £250. 
Acharge of £63 for rent which appeared in the last is noc made in 
the present estimates. The grand total of the Estimates for the 
Consular Services in the Far Kast is £80,678, showing a reduction 
of £157, the total of the lasc Estimates having been £80,835. 

Other places in the Far East, the charges for which are not in- 
cluded in the total given above, figure for the following sums :-— 
Manila Consul, £1,100 ; Vice-Cousul, £300; Allowance for Rent, 
Office Expenses, &c.. £200; Vice-Consul, Sual, £400; Batavia 
Consul, £200 ; Borneo, Consul General, £300 ; Allowance, £200. 
There is no sum allowed for a paid Consul at Saigon, but an 
amount of £400 appears as an allowance for office expenses, &c., 
against £150 last year, this being the only alteration in this sec- 
tion of the Estimates. 

The sums required this year, on account of Consular buildings 
in China and Japan, amount to £33,094, being for building, re- 
pairs, contingencies, and office expenses, £25,000 ; rents of Lega- 
tion and Consular buildings, £6,233 (£2,232 China, £4,001 Japan) 
and allowances for house rent to olficers of the Supreme Court 
£1,861. Thisis £8,792 less than the estimate for 1871-72, which. 
was £41,886, 

Under the head of “Special Expenditure on Account of Out- 
fits, ending 3lst March, 1872,” are sums of £2,000 for Mr. Wade, 
H.B.M.’s Minister, £270 for Mr. E. B. Malet, Secretary of Lega- 
tion, and £180 for Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary at 
Peking. Under the head of “ Grants in aid of Expenditure in 
certain Colonies” appear amounts of £800 paid to Sir R. G. 
Macdonnell, and £800 paid to Sir A. E. Kennedy as allowance 


for passage money.

MAJOR CROSSMAN’S STATEMENTS. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 

S1r,—I have read with considerable surprise the remarks 
regarding Tientsin that Major Crossman has thought proper to 
make in his sy ah on the Consular Service, published in your 
impression of the 25th October. Major Crossman says :—‘ Here 
the Chinese have nearly driven the foreigners out of the field ; 
several houses have become bankrupts within the last two years ; 
only four British firms are now left.” I admit that foreigners 
are now exposed to a keen competition from the Chinese, but 
beyond this there is no truth in the above statement. Only two 
bankruptcies (one, that of a British firm) occurred in this 
port during the period referred to, and those happened, 
too, in a great°crisis, during which houses in Shanghai and 
Hong Kong were falling almost every day. It is true that 
some houses have closed their establishments here, but not 
through being “bankrupts,” but from the partners having 
realised an ample independence and preferring to return home ; 
one or two others, too, have transferred their business to other 
markets. Major Crossman states that there are only four British 
firms left. At the time he wrote there were seven. At the present 
moment the same number exists (not counting two storekeepers), 
most of whom have been established here since the opening of 
the ports to foreign residents. Major Crossman further adds 
that “the whole of the British mercantile community consists of 
ten people.” Does he wish the reader to infer from this that 
there are only ten persons entitled, in time of need, to the pro- 
tection of the English Consul? If that is the opinion of the 
committee by whose authority this report is published, the sta- 
tistics with reference to the number of British residents in this 
port that are annually forwarded by the Consulate here will 
certainly refute the statement. As regards Major Cross- 
man’s remark, “a railway from Chefoo to Tientsin, is, I think, 
one of the first most worthy of attention,’ I fear that 
the gallant Major’s knowledge of the geography of China 
is about equal to his information in other particulars, for 
& more unhappy suggestion could not possibly have been 
made. By sea Tientsin is about 200 to 220 miles distant from 
Chefoo, and steamers can travel from one port to the other in 
about 30 hours, including the six hours passage on the river to 
and fro the bar at Taku. By land the distance is fully 450 miles, 
round a circuitous sea-board, and through a country presenting, 
in various places, the most formidable difficulties to engineering 
operations. 

I am not much acquainted with one of the other ports included 
in Major Crossman’s observations, but I believe Iam expressing 
the opinion of most of the gentlemen here in stating that if his 
remarks thereon resemble his statements regarding this port, & 
greater amount of ignorance and impertinence has rarely been 
exhibited in any document countenanced by official authority.—

HE ROYAL GEOGRAPHICAL SOCIETY.—PAPER 
ON FORMOSA. 

At the meeting of the Royal Geographical Society on the 10th inst 
—the president, Sir H. Rawlinson, in the chair—a paper on “A 
Journey in Southern Formosa” was read by Mr. J. Thomson, who, 
about two years since, had visited that island. He had landed at the 
harbour of Takow, which is shallow and difficult of approach, but 
which, he thinks, might be umproved by dredging, so as to form one 
of the finest harbours in the Sea. Apes Hill, so called from 
troops of apes resembling the ourang-outang who inhabit its summit, 
towers over the north side of the harbour to the height of about 1,000 
feet. After visiting this pert he in embarked, and landed at 
Taiwan, the capital of Formosa, further te the north. The country 
close to the capital is colonised by emigrants from the north of China, 
and further inland, among the hills, live the aboriginal inhabitants of 
the country, known as Whangs, whom Mr. Thomson also visited. 

rom the hilis where these people live Mr. Thomson and his com- 
ion had a view of the central ridge of mountains, which are not 
visible from the sea, being hidden by clouds of dust from the plains, 
or in the wet season by vapour. The language of the aborigines re- 
sembles that of the Malays; their dress was much like that of the 
Chinese mountaineers. Religious reform seems to have penetrated 
into these distant regions, for the ancient religion of the tribesis dying 
eut, and the people seemed ashamed to let their old housebold gods be 


seen. 

Admiral Collinson said that though the island was in sight of the 
Chinese shore, yet the Chinese had no account of it before about 1480, 
when they mention the natives as they now exist, so that thisisland was 
peopled by tribes of the Malay race. After the Chinese had assumed 
thefrale of the island, the Japanese drove them out, and subsequently. 
the Dutch, in about 1620, settled at Takow, whence they were driven, 
in 1660, by a Chinese pirate. Admiral Collinson went on to describe 
what he had seen on the east side of the island, which is not occupied 
by the Chiuese. Atone point at the north end of the island he had 
seen a junk taking in coal, and there he had examined the coal mines 
which were near the sea and easily worked, labour being also readily 
obtained in the neighbourhood. He remarked that the value of Mr. 
Thomson’s paper was much enhanced by the numerous beautiful pho- 

phs which he had taken on the spot, which introduced us not 
only to the acenery but to the natives. : 

Mr. Winchester, late Consul in China, said he had taken great 
interest in Formoea, and considered its productions most valuable to 
our commerce, bat the great difficulty was that of good harbour accom- 

tion. 
mete Margary had resided two years in the northern end of Formosa, 
at the harbour of Tamsul, near to which the hills were fall of coal of 
excellent quality. Our vice-consul then lived in a house which had 
been in former daya a Datch fort. The s er himself had been in 
it when it had moved and rocked from the shock of an earthquake. 
An acquaintance of his, a merchant, Mr. Dodd, who had made a tea 
trade in Formosa, had been for some months among the savages, who 
were reported to be cannibals; they had shown, however, no desire 
to eat him, though they had wanted him to marry the daughter of 
chief. 
‘ The President said it was satisfactory to see that now there would 
be no chance of such an imposture succeeding as that of Psalmanagar, 
whose history and invented language of Formosa had been telieved in 
for some years about acentary aince. He stated that a most valuable 


wires, twisted in a spiral, and weighing 800lbs. per nautical mile, and 
these are covered with four coats of gutta-percha, with thin layers of 
Chatterton’s compound, this ameunting to 400lbs. per knot. The 
diameter of each wire is ‘0,048 inch ; of the strand, °0,146 inch, and 
of the wire and gutta-percha and compound ‘0,464 inch. This core is 
served with hemp, and the hemp is again protected by ten wires drawn 
from homogeneous iron, each wire being swathed in five yarns of 
Manila hemp laid on spirally, with a tarry compound to preserve it. 
So far the cable,is not dissimilar to those of 1865 and 1866, and is 
almost identical with that of the French cable of 1868; but it is 
sensibly larger, and the difference is owing to two servings of jute 
yarn wound on in contrary directions, and covered with two coata of 
Latimer Clark’s preservative compound. The cable weighs nearly two 
ewt. per knot more than the previous cables; but it is even stronger 
in proportion, and is calculated to last at least twice as long under 
the same conditions. The cable is coiled down under water in the 
same tanks which have thrice done duty across the Atlantic, and there 
is now a fourth tank constructed quite close to the stern, capable of 
taking another five hundred miles of cable. The Great Kastern, 
when she starts in May, will have 145 hands in the sailing depart- 
ment, and 500 hands all told, including electricians, engineers, cable 
hands, &c. Her old chief officer, Mr. Thompson, late in command of 
the National steam ship Zgypé, will return to her for this voyage. 
Mr. Welch, now acting chief, will continue second officer; Mr. J. C. 
Laws will be the electrician in charge on board; Mr. Oliver Smith 

being at present in charge of the cable; and Captain Halpia will not 

only command and navigate the big ship, but will act as engineer of 

the cable department, while he will further be virtually commodore of 
the squadron engaged in the task. 








BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for February have been issued. 
The exports of British and Irish produce and manufactures again 
show a considerable increase. The amount for the month is 
£20,333,806 as compared with £18,529,816 for the corresponding 
month of last year, an increase of £1,800,000, or about 10 
cent. on the total in the corresponding month of last year, and of 
nearly 33 per cent. on that of February, 1871. Of cotton yarns 
the shipments show an increase of 14 per cent. in value and 83 
per cent. in quantity, while in piece-goods there has been an in- 
crease of about 10 per cent. both in value and quantity. As re- 
gards other articles, the increase has been 24 per cent. in earthen- 
ware, 5 per cent. in haberdashery, 13 per cent. in hardware, 21 

er cent. in machinery, 6 per cent.in linen piece-goods, and 1$ 
in woollen cloths. As regards imports, the diminution apparent 
in January has been continued in February, the decrease now 
being from £28,711,979 in February, 1872, to £27,619,517 in 
February, 1873, or nearly 4 per cent. The principal diminution 
is in the imports of cotton, which show a decline from 
£7,216,475 to £5,43C,261, or about £1,786,000. The decline is 
chiefly in American cotton. The corn imports, however, ha ve iu- 
creased from £1,188,380 to £2,038,978.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


The present (French) mail brings advices to the 4th Feb. The 
P. and O. mail from London 13th Dec. arrived out on the 2nd 
Feb. The Japan Mail has the following :— 


A recent telegram announces the successful issue in London) 
under the auspices of the Oriental Bank, of a new Japanese 
Loan of £2,500,000. It is a 7 per cent. loan issued at 924, making 
the actual interest a little over 74 percent. Until more is known 
in regard to the objects for which it has been contracted, the 
nature of the securities offered to the public, and the time when 
it is to be redeemed, no discussion of the operation can be very 
profitable. But in view of the great expenditure which the pro- 
ceedings of the Government entail, the waste of public money 
arising from the want of harmonious and combined action be- 
tween the various departments of the Executive, the extrava- 
gance exhibited by some of these departments, the heavy sums 
still due to the creditors of the dispossessed Daimios, and the 
vast quantity of paper money of various issues afloat, Japan 
inight fairly exclaim with Falstaff—“ I can get no remedy against 
this consumption of the purse; borrowing only lingers and 
lingers it out, but the disease is incurable.” 

We learn by a notification that the Japanese Government has 
decided to hold another exhibition at Kioto, to be opened on the 
13th March. 

The Japanese authorities have recently adopted the system of 
convict labour on the roads. Every day gangs of men may be 
seen at work in Homura, and, though they are only restrained 
by cords fastened round their waists and guarded by a solitary 
policeman, there have, as yet, been no attempts at escape. 

In spite of the change of the Calendar, the holidays customary 
upon the Chinese New Year have absorbed three of the working 
days of this week, a fact which no one gravely deplores. 








NAGASAKI. ; 
The Nagasaki Express of the lst Feb. contains the following 
items of news :— 


A circular issued by H.B.M. Consul at Nagasaki reminds Bri- 
tish land renters that the ground rents for the ensuing year are 
now over due, and requests the same to be paid into the Foreign 
Office without delay. We hear that it is the intention of some of 
the renters to pay the money into the hands of H.B.M.’s Consul, 
further protesting against the removal of the jetties, and thus 
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confirm the protests already lodged in both the British and French 
Consulates. 

The trouble experienced in shipping cargo b 
steamers continues as vexatious as ever. We hear that the 
Relief had considerable difficulty in coaling, in consequence of her 
arriving a few hours late, and thus changing the particular hours 
stated on the special permit to work obtained from the Customs 
on the previous day. By the energetic and judicious treatment 
of the matter by Mr. Fisher, Vice-Consul at this port for the 
United States, the native authorities gave way. In the case of 
the New York further difficulties arose, but these too were 
overcome, but not without considerable trouble. Ultimately 
permits were obtained and cargo shipped by American citizens, 
and the same appears to have been procurable by the German 
and Dutch houses; but the British who were unable to obtain 
any permit to ship their cargo have had it left behind, we hear. 

e inquiries made by the native authorities into the circum- 
stances attending the Takasima riots have not yet terminated. 
The large number of persons implicated in the disturbances, to- 
gether with the great discrepancies in the statements made by 
them, we hear, make the investigation a difficult task to perform. 
It is expected that it will be another week before the inquiry is 
brought to a conclusion. 

The comparatively mild weather hitherto prevailing this season 
was mictesiled by winter in earnest on the Chinese New Year's 
Day, which was a particularly miserable one, and sleet fell at in- 
tervals. Snow fell on the following day, and each night since 
has been a frosty one. This morning and during last night a 
considerable quantity of snow fell, and to-day the hills and 
mountains are snow-clad, and ap likely to remain so, not- 
withstanding the disappearance and reappearance of the sun every 
few minutes. 

Partly owing to the low price ruling for rice this year in the 
neighbouring districts to this port, but chiefly in response to 
the recommendation of the authorities, the area of d, in 
Hiogo and other places in this island usually devoted to the cul- 
tivation of tobacco will be nearly doubled this year. We also 
learn that the tea plantations in the same districts have been 
considerably increased in extent. Even at this early date we 
hear that large sums of money have been sent into the interior 
by several native firms, preparatory to their entering into con- 
tracts to take the produce. 

A native journal, called the Nagasaki Shimbun, was started on 
the Ist of January, with permission of the Government. It will 
be published three times a month, at the Singicu printing-office 
in Shinmachi. 

Both the Japanese and Chinese have again commenced enterin 
into live stock transactions. The Pacific Mail steamer New York, 
which left for the North on the 29th January, had on board 
four hundred sheep shipped at Shanghai, which number was fur- 
ther augmented by about one hundred and fifty more from this 
place. Their destination, we hear, is Hiogo, where they are 
reported to be saleable at $15 each.

TIENTSIN, 
NATIVE GROWN OPIUM IN CHINA. 

The following edict has been published in Shansi :— 

Food for the people of Shansi and Kansuh being of great importance, 
Tso Tsung Tang prays that the cultivation of the poppy may be pro- 
hibited. For the peuple to grow the poppy is of itself a direct breach 
of the law, and now, when Shansi and Kansuh are just recovering (from 
the effects of rebellion, &c.), much land being yet untilled and reason- 
able fears entertained aa to the adequacy of the grain supply for the 
army, every nerve should be strained for the promotion of agriculture, 
80 as to secure an abundant harvest. Tso Tsung Tang has therefore 
been instructed to order the local officials to set forth the law (to the 
people), and generally to prohibit this practice. Should there be any 
among the people who, greedy after gain, secretly grow this plant, as 
svon as the shoots appear above ground orders are tw be issued for it to 
be pulled up to the last stalk. The petty officials are also to be warned 
not to make this prohibition a subject of extortion ; and should there 
be found any who dare again to disobey and receive hush money on 
land thus used, they will be punished severely, according to the statute 
against bribery and corruption. All opium coming from other pro- 
vinces is to be subjected to alike strict investigation, and not to be per- 
mitted to be brought over the frontier, in the hope that this practice 
may finally be put an end to. The same strict prohibition applies to 
_ all the provinces, and all offenders will be punished, that the food of 
the people may not be interfered with.—By order.

We learn that the Pacific Mail steamer Alaska, which should 
have left Hong Kong with the San Francisco mail on the 27th 
January, was detained at that port, by a telegram from the head 
office of the company, the nature of which was not transpired 
more particularly. In consequence, however, of this detention 
of the Aluska, the. American mail, which was despatched from 
Shanghai per Pacific Mail steamer Vew York, on the 27th Janu- 
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ary, has been necessarily stopped at Yokohama till the arrival of 
the Alaska, which is to leave Hong Kong on the 12th instant, and 


the P. M.! which will have to convey the double mail of January 27 and 


February 13. The Pacific Mail steamer China, which brings the 
incoming American mail of Jan. 5, will leave Hong Kong on the 
27th instant, taking a mail for America. On or about the 12th 
March the regular ontgoing monthly Mail will leave, and it is 
expected that, by the 27th March, the new chartered steamer for 
the Company expected by the Suez Canal will be ready to keep 
up the half-monthly series from that time onwards. It will thus 
be seen that, instead of having, as was previously advertised, 
two Mails in January, and only one per month in February, 
March, and April, the issue is likely to be that there will be no 
Mail in January, and two for each month thereafter. 

The report of the steamer Fire Queen, which arrived from 
Hankow on the Ist Feb., informs us that up the Yanctsze, in the 
neighbourhood of Kiukiang, the water has reached the low figure 
of 9 feet 6 inches.

Telegraphic communication with Nagasaki has been restored, 
and we have commercial, but no later political, advices from 
Europe by that route. The steamer Great Northern, having 
completed repairs to the Cable between Gutzlaff and Nagasaki, 
at once set to work to repair es between Gutzlaff and 
Shanghai, and has completed the task. She is now occupied in 
repairing the breaks in the Hong Kong Cable near Gutzlaff, and 
the company’s new steame?, the H. C. Orsted, is looking after the 
portion which is broken near Formosa. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Pootung Dock Company was 
held on the 28th January, and a dividend for the half-year, at 
the rate of ten per cent. per annum, agreed on. A meeting of 
shareholders in the French Gas Company was held on the 3rd 
February. The accounts showed a total profit on the year’s 
workings of Tls. 6,515 ; of this sum Tls. 1,900 had been already 
returned to the shareholders in the shape of five per cent. in- 
terim dividend, in July last. It was resolved to declare a fur- 
ther dividend at the rate of six per cent., for the second half- 
year, which would absorb Ts. 2,280. 

The new dioptric light at the North Tree was first lighted on 
the evening of the 24th January, having been erected during 
the recent trip of the A’ua-hsing to the Langshan. The light is 
suspended from a mast which is surmounted by a black cage ten 
feet in diameter. The new light is said to be a considerable im- 
provement on the old one, and can be seen in clear weather from 
the Light-vessel. 

A letter has been addressed by the Chamber of Commerce to 
H.B.M.’s Minister, regarding the conservation of the Hwan ; 
and we trust that it will have the effect of eliciting some definite 
information as to what may be hoped from the Chinese Govern- 
ment in the matter. The assurance that a dredger has been 
actually ordered for the purpose, has been so definitely given, 
that we can hardly doubt its eventual arrival ; but the delay is 
so wearisome, and the present inconvenience so great, that the 
community have a right to ask for more definite information. 
The last paragraph of the Chamber’s letter opens up the broader 
question of obtaining power for the Shanghai rate-payers to take 
charge of the river and levy special taxes for its conservation. 

The following items are from the Courter ;— 

The large new iron steamer now building for the Shanghai 
Steam Navigation Company, and which for some time past has 
formed so prominent an object in the neighbourhood of that 
company’s lower wharf, is now so near completion that prepara- 
tions are being made for launching. 

The French Bund was, a few-days since, the scene of considerable 
commotion. It appears that the Chinese owners of the steamer 
Ping On, having resolved to place that vessel as a regular trader on 
the Shanghai and Ningpo line, to compete with the Steam Ship 
Navigation Company for a share of the trade, and to encourage the 
development of business fhave fixed the tariff for Chinese passen- 
gers at $1 each. Some four hundred Chinese were thus induced 
to visit Ningpo, and as fully that number of friends assembled 
on the wharf to see them off, the neighbourhood had for a time a 
a lively appearance. 

he Viceroy at Nanking has, we hear (no doubt after permission 
obtained from the Throne), given some tokens of his approbation 
of the manner in which the liberation of the coolies from the 
Peruvian ship Maria Luz was carried out. To Captain Arthur, 
of H.M. Jron Duke, to whose ship the coolie swam for his life 
from his floating prison in Yokohama Bay, and who promptly 
took the requisite measures to make the case known to the proper 
authorities, has been sent a gold medal, and the decoration known 
as Aungpai of the first class. A similar souvenir and mark of 
distinction have been conferred on Dr. McCartee, who acted as 
interpreter and adviser to Chen during his mission to Yokohama 
to receive the liberated coolies ; and for bringing these latter 
successfully back to China, Chen has been promoted to the rank 
of Chehsien, and will, it is said, be removed from Shanghai in a 
few months, to take charge of some Hsien elsewhere.

A ae the Legislative Council was held on the 11th. 
Present : H.E. the Governor, Hon. Chief Justice Smale, Hon. 
J. Pauncefote (Attorney-General), Hon. C. May, Hon. H. J. 
Ball, Hon. P. Ryrie, Hon. J. Whittall. The minutes of the last 
meeting having been read, the Governor rose and said : Since 
the last meeting of the Council I have received a very important 
despatch from the Earl of Kimberley, in relation to the abuses 
which constantly arise out of the system of Chinese emigration, 
carried on in the neighbouring colony of Macao, and which have 
been so long the subject of complaint and remonstrance on the 
sank the British Government. The despatch is in these 
Downing-street, November 20, 1872. 

Srr,—It has at different times been represented to me that foreign 
vessels engaged in the shipment of coolies from Macao are equipped in 
the port of Hong Kong, or furnished with supplies or stores from that 
colony, and my attention has recently been directed to the following 
paragraph extracted from a Hong Kong newspaper: “The Spanish 
steamer Bueno Ventura, a sister to and belonging to the same owner as 
the steamship Yurrac Bat, which vessel fitted up here and left a few 
days back for Macao, for a cargo of coolies, has arrived here to fit up for 
the same purpose.” . 

2.—You are probably aware that during the late Session of the Parlia- 
ment an Act (three copies of which I enclose) was passed for the pur- 
pose of repressing the abuses connected with the movement of natives 
from their islands in the Pacific Ocean to labour on plantations. 
‘ 3.—Although great cruelties have been perpetrated in connection with 
this traffic in South Sea Islanders, they can hardly have been greater 
than those which have led to the disgraceful and horrible occurrences 
from time to time reported as having taken place on board ships convey- 
ing Chinese coolies from Macao. 

4.—Her Majesty’s Government, which has been under the necessity 
of making repeated remonstrances to the Portuguese Government onfthe 
subject of the Macao coolie trade, cannot permit that there shall be even 
the shadow of justification for any such imputation as that British sub- 
jects in Hong Kong partake in and profit by a traffic which the Queen’s 
Government deplores and protests against, and I see no reason why 
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British subjects resident in Hong Kong should not, as well as those in — 
Australasia, be subjected to the punishment prescribed in section 2 of 
the “ Kidnapping Act, 1872,” for the offences specified in that section, 
if committed within the territorial jurisdiction of the colony. 

6.—I request you to give your particular attention to the “ Kid- 
napping Act, 1872,” and to consider whether some of its provisions . 
might not, with the necessary alterations, be made applicable to Hong 
Kong. If you are of opinion that they might be, I request you to 
transmit to me, as scon as possible, the draft of an Ordinance for that 





‘ As Chief-Justice Smale has given much attention to this question, I 
request you to give him a copy of this despatch and of the Act enclosed 
in it, and to intimate to him that I shall be glad to receive from him, 
through you, any observations or suggestions which he may wish to offer, 
either in conjunction or after consultation with the Attorney-General 
and yourself, or separately. 

You will also lay this despatch before the Legislative Council. I 
have, &c., (Signed) KrsERLEY. 

Governor.—Sir A. E. Kennedy, K.C.M.G., C.B. : 

In compliance with the Earl of Kimberley’s instructions, I have 
conferred with the Chief Justice and with the Attorney-General, 
and have carefully considered, in conjunction with these officers, 
the kind of legislation which is best calculated to carry out effec- 
tively the wishes of Her Majesty's Government. I am also at 
the present time in communication with the Secretary of State 
on the subject, and I hope to be able very shortly to submit to 
the Council the draft of an Ordinance, intended to prohibit and 
prevent, to the fullest extent that the powers of this Legislature 
will aliow, all residents of this Colony, or whatever nationality 
they may be, from taking any part in what is commonly known 
as the “ Macao Coolie Trade,” and from participating, directly or 
indirectly, in ite profits, either by chartering or equipping and 

ishing vessels for the purpose of Macao emi on, or in any 
other manner. I have every reason to believe that, in introduc- 
ing such a measure, I shall have the hearty support and co-opera- 
tion of every member of the Council, as well as the approval of 
the community of the Colony. I do not now invite any ng ered 
sion of opinion on what is proposed, but when the draft i- 
nance is laid on the table, the subject can be fully discussed. 

Honourable J. Whittall: Your Excellency, will you allow me 
to make a few remarks? There is an insinuation in the despatch 
of the Earl of Kimberley that direct interest is taken in the 
traffic in this place. No one more than myself abhors the traffic, 
or more earnestly wishes to see it suppressed, and I think all will 
be willing to join with that object ; and so far back as 1867 I 
joined with the Chief Justice to pass the Emigration Act. 

His Excellency assured the honourable member that he had 
already taken care to disabuse him of any such impression, which, 
however, he thought was hardly conveyed by the despatch. 

The Governor then brought forward the Sheriff's ordinance 
for second reading. He observed that the Bill did not contain 
the amount of salary, but it would be put before the council for 
vote, and would then be open for discussion. The Bill was then 
read for the second time, and numbered No. 1 of 1873. 

The Governor then brought forward the Bill for abolition of 
minimum punishments in summary convictions before the magis- 
trates, which was read for the second time, and being passed 
without comment, was numbered No. 2 of 1873. 

Intelligence has been received by the mail to the effect that 
the Rev. J. A. Lobley, M.A., who was designated to the See of 
Victoria, Hong Kong, has declined the appointment.

SINGAPORE.

The 
Tanjong Pagar Road affords great facility for evil disposed China- 
men to waylay European seamen, especially after dark, and the 
police on duty there ought to be more numerous.

T- 
Cloths, English Sheetings, Jeans, Drills, Long Ells, and Camleta were 
in good request, and with the exception of Drills, the reported sales of 
which indicated weakness in their position, higher prices for all had 
been tendered without leading to much business, Best 8} lbs. Dew- 
hurst’s Eagle Grey Shirtings were worth Tls. 1.87, while their ordinary 
makes were fully saleable at Tls. 1.944 to 1.95 per piece, common chops 
being in very strong demand at Tis. 1.90 to 1.92. T-Cloths, Mexican 
7 Ibe., Collie’s Chop Dollar, had been sold at Tis. 1.57} per piece, and 
Dewhurst’s MT quality at Tls. 1.54 to 1.55. A sale of Mendel’s double 
crown were reported at Tls. 1.65 per piece. Jeans—Dutch: A small 
parcel had realised Tls. 2.30 per piece, and for a few very fine English 
Tis. 2.15 per piece had been declined. Drills have fallen in value to 
Tls. 2.75 to 2.85 per piece for Dutch, and Tis. 2.85 to 2.92 per piece 
for 15 lbs. English. Long Ells: CPH Scarlet could not be obtained 
at Tls. 6.50, but sales of inferior brands at Tls. 6.35 were recorded. 
For HBD Scarlet Tis. 6.45 had been refused. Camlets: An inquiry 
for HDB, fair assortment, at Tls.

Hankow.—Mesars. Evans and Co. report as follows :—There is no. 


stock on hand, and we do not expect more to arrive before the new sea- 
son commences. From the tigures given below it will be seen that the 
total arrivals of Oopack and Oonahm Teas have been 554,847 chests, 
against 597,279 chesta last season, and 497,964 in the previous year. 
Of Kewkiang Teas (chiefly Ningchows) 5,112,707 Ibe. have been shipped 
from this port during the past season, against 3,353,524 lbs. in 1871- 
1872, and 1,395,575 lbs. in 1870-1871. The purchases of Oopacks and 
Oonahms by foreign buyers at this port during the past season we esti- 
mate at 360,768 chests, against 310,918 chests in 1871-1872, and 223,478 
chests in 1870-1871; while shipments on native account for sale in 
Shanghai have been 183,803 chests, against 269,608 chests in 1871-1872, 
and 262,467 chests in 1870-1871. The above figures clearly show 
that the Tea trade of the port on foreign account is steadily 
increasing, while Chinese are sending less every year to Shanghai; 
in fact, they now ship little to that market beyond what is rejected by 
Hankow buyers. The export to Great Britain in direct steamers has 
been larger than in any previous season, and the shipments to Odessa 
have been more than double what they have ever been before. Prices 
paid for first crop teas were on the whole rather higher than during the 
previous season. Second and third crops have ranged from Tls. 2 to 4 
over last year, and Common Oonahms have been rather higher than 
they then were. First crop Teas we consider to have been of an average 
quality ; some of the Ningchows were exceptionally fine, and the Oanfas 
inferior. Second and third crops were decidedly worse than those of 
the two previous years, and have in most instances lost heavily. We 
estimate that one half of the total was of first crop Tea. We annex a list 
giving the quantities received from the various districts in the Hukwang

MISCELLANEOUS. 


THE DIPLOMATIC SERVICE : 
The new Regulations for lfer Majesty's Diplomatic Service, presented 
to Parliament, contains two items of special interest to gentlemen 
seeking appointments in the Far East. Clause 9 provides that any 
attaché who shall be reported by the head of the mission in which he 
is employed to possess a competent, knowledge, colloquial or otherwiss, 





for ordinary purposes, of the Japanese, Persian, or Chinese languagea, 


while serv ng in the country where such languaye is vernacular, shall 
receive a special allowance of £)00 a year over and above avy other 
salary or allowance he may be in receipt of. And clause 15 directs it 
to be ‘‘ distinctly understood that, in future, all the members of the 
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| Diplomatic Service will be expected to take their turn in whatever 
pert of the world their services may be required, and that, except as 
regards Peking and Teheran, where no accommodation can be pro- 
cured for married men, every secretary or attache, whether married or 
unmarried, must be pvepared to go to the post at which the require. 
mentsof the public service demand his presence, and to which he may be 
appointed.” 


This ia all very well from one poiat of view, butit seems 
rather arbitrary to reserve the right of transferring an attaché from one 


country to another just at the moment when he muy, by dint of closs 
application after office hours, have mastered the vernacular language 


of a nation to which he may never be reealled, and to knock off the 
extra £100 a year which he has thus a9 honourably and hardly earned. 
When we find it stated in clause 7 that, ‘‘ Asa general rule attachés 
will not be employed more than two years in the same embassy or 
mission,” the inconsistency becomes atill more apparent. What 
young man can be expected to avquire such languages as the Chinese 
or Japanese,” colloquially or ot ierwise, “in less than two years?” 
And what incentive haa he to atudy either, when he knows that he 
may be deprived of the fruit of his labour by being called away to a 
country where the accomplishment which he has acquired at so much 
pains will be nseless, and, from disuse, speedily be forgotten? If 
there be one thing which it is more to the interest of our Miniaters to 
encourage than any other, it is the acquisition of the vernacular 
languages. The regulations to which we have drawn attention may 
have been drawn up by some oversight, and would probably not be 
acted upon harshly, but unless they are rectified in plain terme, 
they are calculated to disc»urage our attachés from the pursuit of a 
study which, more than ang other, will give them an insight into the 
political and inners life of the people among who.n they are placed. 


Dra. Bexs. Honson, M.B., died from an attack of bronchitis on the 
16th alt., aged fifty-seven years. He was twice mirried, and leaves 
a widow (a daughter of the late Dr. Morrison of China), two sons, 
and one daughter. After acquiring the degree of M.B. of London, 
and the Membership of the Cullege of Surgeons, he accepted the very 
honourableand important office of medical missionary from the London 
Miesionary Society, entering on his duties at Macio in 1839. Shortly 
after this Hong Kong became a British colony, to which place he 
migrated, and subsequently proceeded te Canton oa the opening of that 
port to the British. Here he established a hospital for the Chinese, 
and for several years carried on his double work of healing the body 
and instrueting ‘‘ these enlightened heathen” in a better faith. 
Leaving Canton, he settled in Shanghai in 1857, having as hia 
colleazue bis friend Dr. Lockhart, who worked with him as a brother 
both in and out of hospital. Dr. Hobson had, however, suffered 
from repeated attacks of ague, with indications of fatty deyeneration 
of the heart, which so enfeebled his health that he waa obliged ia 
1859 to give up his work and seek its restoration in England. Dr. 
Hobson acquired during his long residence in China very considerable 
insight into the character and habits of the Chinese, their language 
and literature, and possessed a more than ordinary power of apeaking 
the language. His Chinese medical publications are very voluminous, 
consisting of five volumes: one on anatomy, surgery, medicioe, mid- 
wifery, and natural philosophy, largely illustrated. These have had, 
and still have, a very wide circulation, and no publications isaued by 
a Protestant Mission Society have been more gencrally accepted among 
all classes of Chinese, several epecial editions having been issued at 
the cost of wealthy Chinamen. In Japan and Korea these works of 
Dr. Hobson are equally well known. 

M. Pautuier, an accomplished Orientaliat, and author of several 
works upon the Chinese language and history, died at Passy on the 16th 
inst. 


LOSS OF THE “SERICA.” 
We have been favoured with the following particulars of the 
loss of the above vessel, which have been received from Captain 
Hageman, of the Johann Schmidt, which has arrived in Saigon 
from Touron :— : 

“Two days before my departure from Touron I was told by 
an Annamite that there was a European on shore in the house of 
the first Mandarin. I went there and found a man, who sa! 
he was a sailor, and gave bis name. He had been boatswain on 
board the British ship Serica. The Serica had left Hong Kong 
on a Saturday morning bound to Monte Video, and the 
following evening, between seven and eivht o'clock, struck on & 
reef, which, as the captain afterwards said, were the North Shoals 
of the Paracels. It being very stormy, masts, boats, and deck- 
houses were swept away. The crew made a raft, provided 
themselves with provisions, and left the ship. The crew con- 
sisted of 28 hands. The captain died after 4 days, and 8 men died 
afew days later. On the eighth day water and all provisions were 
finished. During thenight the raft was smashed on a rock, whereby 
the remaining crew, except one of them, were drowned. The sur- 
viving man found some rain water, and lived on shells found on 
this rock. On the sixth day he was saved by a fisherman, and 
brought on shore to a French missionary, who provided him with 
food, and with whom he stayed for six days. He then was 
handed over to a mandarin, and was sent to Touron in a palan- 
quin, where he arrived on the evening of the 20th January, after 
a journey of three weeks ; he speaks very favourably of the treat- 
ment he received on the journey and ip Touron. He lived there 
with a mandarin, received clothing, food, and was provided with 
everything. He told me that the (sovernment intended to send 
him to Hong Kong in a native craft or steamer which was t 
leave shortly. He, however, showed me a letter written by 4 
French missionary, and addressed toa brother in Saigon; the 
letter was dated Khanhoa, and stated the bearer was a wrecked 
sailor who had suffered a great deal.” 
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THE GRANTS AND EXPENDITURE FOR THE NAVY 
AND ARMY. 


Returns have just been published, showing the surpluses and 
deficits upon the grants for the Navy and Army, for the year 
ending the 31st of March, 1872. We subjoin the items which 
relate to China and the Far East :— 

THE NAVY. 

In the report of the Comptroller and Auditor-General, it is 
stated that a repayment was made to the War Office on account 
of expenses incurred in the conveyance of the 13th Madras 
Native Infantry from Bombay to Hong Kong, and the return of 
the 29th Regiment from Hong Kong to Bombay. The service 
was carried out by the Indian Government by means of trans- 
ports hired for the purpose, and provisions for the use of the 
troops were put on board by the Indian authorities, which are 
charged for and included in the War Office claim. On the com- 
pletion of the service, the surplus provisions were sold by the In- 
dian Government (in some cases by auction), and the proceeds have 
been credited in the Navy account to vote 17, viz., £1,076 19s. 1d- 
to “ provisions of troops” and £23 15s. ld. to “ forage for 
horses.” The report also states that an account, amounting to 
upwards of £10,000, containing cash transactions of H.MS. 
Barrosa (on the China station) from the lst of October, 1871, to 
the 3ist of October, 1872, was not received in time to be exa- 
mined before the Appropriation Account was closed. It appears 
from the return (to which the above-mentioned report is ap- 
pended) that the grant for salaries and allowances in Naval 
Yards abroad was £30,129, the expenditure £30,926 18s.

In your issue of the 28th ultimo I observe oon mention of the 
massacre of two thousand Japanese Christians at Yedo, and that Shionii 
Iwakura (the chief of the Embassy) is accused of issuing the direction 
to subject them to a furious persecution. It is a monstrous rumour, 
and absolutely contrary to fact ; I am a native of Japan, but have never 
heard of any such cruel treatment of the Christian portion of the com- 
munity for more than two hundred years. I feel a natural anxiety for 
the honour of my country, and am afraid the readers of your 
journal who may not understand the recent condition of our 
Empire, and may believe, possibly, the Japanese Government to be 
capable of such barbarous usuages. I beg you and your readers 
to be assured that there is not the least foundation for these 
offensive and damaging rumours. I see they are attributed to the 
Ultramontane press of Belgium, and I can only conclude that that 
extreme section of the Roman Catholic Church is jealous of the growing 
love of intellectual, moral and religious liberty among my countrymen, 
which is necessarily adverse to their cherished objects as the propagan- 
dista of their form of Christianity. Be assured, Nir, that if it be not due 
to jealousy, or some other unworthy feeling, either that the attack has 
been made on our distinguished chief man in Europe, it is purely 
imaginary, that Iwarkura either gave such a monstrous order, or that 


any prosecution has been suffered by the Christians in Japan.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE COLONIAL 
SYSTEM. 

Wuo is to be the new Governor of the Straits Settlements ? 
is the question which everybody connected with the Colony 
bas been asking for some weeks with some anxiety, and we 
regret that no answer has yet been given. The British 
_ public little dreams how important to the well-being of a 
Crown Colony is this personal question of the character of 
its Governor ; but when that good public does find time to 
turn its attention to the affairs of its possessions, it will find 
that there are a score or so of English communities governed 
on a system of petty despotism, and that their welfare and 
comfort depend very much on whether the person to whom 
the administration of its affairs is confided is an honest man, 
a man of sense,a gentleman, or—the reverse. Singapore 
has now ‘been for six years under the rule of Downing- 
street, and its experiences in that short time of the Colonial 
System have been rich, if not edifying. The present is no 
inopportune time for considering what that system is, and 
how it works. 

The Governor of a Crown Colony has the general manage- 
ment of its government and finances. He has, however, in 
theory, three checks on his conduct. He has an Executive 
Council to advise him in acts of administration ; a Legisla- 
tive Council to aid him in passing laws ; and the Secretary 
of State for the Colonies to sanction or annul his acts, and 
to approve or blame his conduct. Now what are these checks 
worth in practice? The Executive Council consists of half 
a dozen officials, whose prospects in life depend on the Go- 
vernor’s goodwill. They are appointed by the Secretary of 
State, but promotions are usually made by the Minister in 
accordance with his recommendation, so that the Minister is 
really but the indorsee of his subordinate. All temporary 
appointments, also, are filled at once by the Governor. Fur- 
ther, he reports periodically to the Secretary of State, in 
confidence, on the character, capacity, and conduct of all 
the public officers of the Colony. Is it possible to con- 
ceive a better contrivance for making officials desire the 
gocd graces and dread the ill-will of a Governor, or, 
in other words, to make them utterly subservient to 
his will? An honourable man will not abuse such powers ; 
but an unscrupulous one can use them with immense 
effect against any rare subordinate who has been too upright 
to lend himself to a job, and in favour of the pliant creatures 
who know no higher law than his wishes. It is obviously 
enough to corrupt almost every man iu the service, to know 
that compliance with the Governor’s wishes will be rewarded 
by acting appointments and laudatory recommendations for 
promotion, while resistance to them entails not only being 
passed over, but perhaps also being misrepresented at head- 
quarters. It is but too clear, at all events, that men in such 
@ position cannot be a check on the Governor.

Opposition, besides, is an arduous task ; it requires labour, 
sustained attention, and perseverance. It involves, often, 
the neglect of private business, and possibly the loss of mer- 
cantile constituents. Further, it is sure to fail against the 
superior numbers and superior manouvring of the official 
phalanx, and it requires some fortitude to fight a battle when 
defeat is beyond doubt. And then, it is an utterly thank- 
less task ; the public, whose interests are sought to be pro- 


tected, is generally ignorant of the well-meant efforts in its 


favour, while in the genteeler circles of Colonial society,

tect the Culonial treasury than a tardy reproof? The case 
singled out by Lord KimMBERLEY was, indeed, a peculiarly 
strong one, for not only had more than double the amount 
originally voted been lavished on the Governor's mansion, 
but that work had been entered upon without the previous 
sanction of the Cvlonial Minister, contrary to the Colonial 
regulations. Lord KimBrRLEyY's despatch shows more elo- 
quently than any words of ours could, how little the Colonial- 
office is a check on its agents ; for it proves that notwith- 
standing all the complaints and appeals made to it, notwith- 
standing even the patent disregard of its orders, a Governor 
may pursue year after year a course of administration which 
it condemns, at the risk of being simply told, towards the 
end of his course, that he has been injudicious at least, if not 
more careful of his own comfort than solicitous of the public 
good. Such are the three checks on Colonial Governors in 
theory and in practice, and, therefore, say we, that all con- 
cerned in the welfare of the Straits for the next six years 
may well feel anxious about the personal character of its 
new Governor.

THE new edict forbidding the cultivation of opium is an

Gentlemen,—The Directors have now to submit to you a General 
Statement of the affairs of the Corporation and Balance-sheet for the 
half-year ending 31st December last. 

The net profits for that period, including $122,826.21 brought for- 
ward from last account, after paying all charges and deducting interest 
paid and due, and making full provision for all bad and doubtful debts, 
amount to $342,342.61, of which, after taking out rebate on bills not 

et due, and remuneration to Directors, there remains for appropriation 
$319,227.76. ; 

From this sum the Directors recommend the distribution of a Divi- 
dend of $7.50 per Share, being equivalent to 6 per cent. for the 
half-year, which will absorb $300,000. The balance, $19,227.76, they 
propose to carry forward to the Credit of New Account. 

If this appropriation of Profits be confirmed by the Meeting, the 
Shareholders will have received as dividend for the year 1872 the sum 
of $570,000, or 12 per cent. on the paid-up Capital, leaving $19,227.76 
of undivided profits to be carried forward. 

The Directors regret to state that they have had to make exceptional 
provision for anticipated losses on doubtful old outatandings, and, in 
consequence, the results of the half-year show unfavourably when com- 
pared with those of previous ones. At the same time, they co ulate 
the Proprietors om the continued prosperity of the Corporation. Its 
Deposits have increased $2,600,000 during the year, and its general 
standing never was better.

Mr. S. D. Sassoon has been appointed Chairman of the Corporation 
for the year 1873, vice Mr. Thomas Pyke, whose term of office now ex- 
pires, and Mr. W. H. Forbes has been elected Deputy-Chairman.

The accounts have been audited by the Honourable Phineas Ryrie and 
Mr. F. W. Mitchell, and the Directors have pleasure in recommending 
the re-election of these gentlemen as auditors for the year 1873.

Summary of Helos from the Far Gast. 


CHINA. 
| SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
February ; the French mail from London Dec. 20 arrived out 
Feb. 7, and the following P. and O. mail of Dec. 27 on the day 
this mail left. The following items of news are from the North 
ATs sanuali f hai Tug and Ligh 

e annual general meeting of the Shanghai Tug and Lighter 
Company was held on Satieday last, at the office of Messrs. 
Russell and Co., Mr. F. B. Forbes in the chair. The meeting 
declared a dividend of 7 per cent. for the last half of 1872, 
making 12 per cent. for the year, and a bonus of 10 per cent. to 
contributing shareholders. essrs. F. D. Hitch, E. C. Smith, 
and F. H. Bell were elected directors for the current year. 

In anticipation of the silk season the Chamber of Commerce 
are taking steps to circulate widely the report of the committee 
of silk merchants at Lyons, which we published in May last 
year. The Taoutai has undertaken to have copies of the Chinese 
translation distributed in the silk districts, and copies have been 
placed at the disposal of foreign merchants, to hand to the native 
silkmen with whom they have business relations. 

We understand that the new Anglo-Chinese School, just erected 
in the Upper Yuen-ming-yuen Road, close to the Soochow Creek, 
will be open for the reception of scholars in about a fortnight. 
The school will enable Chinese youth to acquire the E ‘ish 
language and such other branches of useful knowledge as in 
many instances practically amount to a profession, besides form- 
ing a wider range of education and attainments. The charge to 
be made, some Tls. 50 or 60 per annum, is considerable for native 
day-scholars ; but the wealth of many of those families con- 
nected with foreign trade, and who will best appreciate the bene- 
fits to be derived from grafting foreign knowledge on the old 
stock, will no doubt ensure the desired quota of students. Pend- 
ing the completion of the new building, a few scholars have been 
receiving tuition in a room lent by the trustees of the Eurasian 
School in Hongkew. 

The Municipal Council have adopted the English idea of post 


Shanghai has lost its chance of being the first city in the East 
to lay down tramways. Late Indian papers say that the Cal- 
cutta Municipal Tramway was to be opened on the 10th 
January. 

The condition of our streets on Monday, after one slight rain- 
fall, reminded us almost of the early days of the Settlement. It 
looks to us very much as though the next Council would have to 
spend Tis. 40,000 on granite chips to make up for the false 
economy which this year only allotted Tis. 8,000. 

We are glad to learn from a narrative in the Shunpao that 
nearly all the Chinese passengers who were left on board the 
Sedan, and whose loss had been thought certain, are saved. 

Amongst the shipping arrivals are those of the Lady Louzsa 
from Cardiff, and the Surprise from New York. The former 
veasel has been one hun and eighty-eight days in accomplish- 
ing her voyage, while the old Surprise has sustained her well- 
earned character as a clipper, by ing the passage in one hun- 
dred and fourteen days, in face of an adverse monsoon. 
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(FRoM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
SHANGHAI, Fes. 13, 1873. 

The Woosung Bar has again forced itself upon public atten- 
tion. Ina large shipping port (in fact the largest in China) the 
spectacle of five or six large sailing vesscls and two French 
mail steamers being detained, the former for a week and the latter 
for twenty-four hours, and unable to enter the port for want of 
water on the bar, the said bar being composed of mud deposited 
from the river water, is not encouraging. The first question likely 
to be asked is, why the Chinese Government, who levy under the 
Treaty three shilling per ton tonnage dues on every foreign ship 
entering the port, are not compelled to carry out their part of 
the contract to conserve the port. Shanghai has been an open 

rt since the year 1842, or thirty-one years, yet not one farthing 
fae the Chinese Government laid out in deepening the river, 
which is rapidly filling up, or in rendering it more easy of ap- 
proach to the numerous shipping coming to the port. Two or 
three dredging machines would clear away the bar to the 
requisite depth in a few months, but after thirty-one years’ wait- 
ing the Chinese say they have magnanimously ordered one 
dredging machine, which, if it ever does arrive, will in all 
probability be suitable for dredging a creek instead of a large 
river. It is most extraordinary that the English Govern- 
ment will not move in the matter, when such large com- 
mercial interests are at stake. The Foreign Ministers at 
Peking, instead of using their influence (if they have any) 
with the Chinese Government to adopt the necessary measures, 
write silly despatches about the geological formation of the 
Woosung Bar, which is composed simply of mud, the whole 
country for hundred of miles being alluvial deposit. The Chair- 
man of the Chamber of Commerce has addressed the British 
Minister, in despair of anything being done, to allow the local 
authorities at Shanghai to levy a toll and do the work them- 
selves. This of itself shows the pass things have come to, the 
truth being that if dredging is not soon commenced there will be 
no river at all left, only a muddy creek such as the Chinese are 
accustomed to. The Yangtsze is rapidly filling up, banks and 
islands forming in every direction, and this poor Shanghai river 
has no chance of existence if the present state things is allowed 
to continue ; the deposit of mud is so rapid that a few months is 
sufficient to form a bank in a navigable part of the river. No 
improvements, no public works, and the few lighthouses they 
have been shamed into erecting are a mere drop in the 
ocean, When will our Government awake to the proper 
sense of its duties in dealing with a semi barbarous 
nation, like the Chinese, steeped in chicanery and lies ? Corrup- 
tion ee public spirit—no press—no means of arousing 
the people or their rulers. Their foreign advisers are mere time- 
servers, and look out for the loaves and fishes, like their native 
compeers. If any insuperable difficulties existed there might be 
some excuse for the inaction of the Chinese authorities. But 
when nothing more is wanted than a few steam-dredgers to clear 
away the mud there is really no excuse. Such dredgers as have 
been used to excavate the Suez Canal would answer admirably, 
and doubtless might be easily purchased and transported here, 
where they are as much inte as they are at the Suez Canal. 
The truth is that the Chinese Government will not expend a 
farthing in any useful work, except on compulsion, and the Eng- 
lish Government have a duty to perform in forcing the Chinese 
to carry out the necessary work of dredging the river. 

Much discontent has exhibited itself amongst the masters of 
British ships frequenting the port of Shanghai at the mode of 
conducting business at the shipping office at Her Majesty’s Con- 
sulate. The Shipping-office and Sailors’ Home seem to work to- 
gether, not for the good of others, but for themselves. The 
refusal to discharge men or oflicers from ships, unless 
others are taken from the Home, seems an arbitrary 
and unjust i proerne, particularly when, in many cases, 
those identical men were originally shipped here. It cannot 
surely be the law that if a man is shipped on articles for three 
or six months he cannot be discharged at the same port on 
their expiry. Yet such is the practice at Shanghai. The only 
way to bring about a change is to report every case to the Board 
of ‘Trade when the law is set at defiance by the Consul or ship- 
ping clerk. 

A late sentence passed by Judge Hornby on a captain of a 
ship, for an assault on a Chinese cook, seems unnecessarily severe. 
A sentence of one month’s imprisonment, and a fine of two 
hundred dollars, or fifty pounds, for an assault, is out of all rea- 
son. Even admitting the assault to have been severe, life or limb 
was not endanvered, and the damages appear vindictive. If a 
judge is sent out here he is not sent asa scourge, but to admi- 
nister the law impartially, not assuming that an Englishman 
must be in the wrong and a Chinese in the right. 


HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 2Uth Feb.; the outward French mail 
of Jan. 3 was received on the 13th Feb. The following items 
are from the China Mail :— 

The Japan Gazette announces that Mr. Watson, H.B.M.’s 
Chargé d’ Affaires, has communicated to the Minister of Foreicn 
Affairs a despatch which he has received from Lord Granville, 





stating that “Sir John Coleridge and the other law officers of 
the English Crown are entirely of opinion that all the proceed- 
ings of the Japanese Government in the case of the Maria Luz 
were justifiable and vight.”.. The Japan Mud. confirms tlus state- 
ment, which is substantially the same as that to which we gave 
publicity a week since. 

A correspondent writes from Canton under date of 17th Feb- 
ruary :—This morning witnessed the departure from Canton of 
two of our much esteemed fellow-residents, Mr. A. C. Levysohn 
and Mr. E. C. Bowra. The former has been here many years, 
and has often taken a part in public atfairs, which, together with 
his private worth, has won for him the esteem of this community. 


Mr. Bowra, our ex-cummissioner of Customs, goes to Europe in 
charge of the mission to Vienna ; as he embarked on board the 


river steamer the Chinese fleet manned yards and fired salutes in 
his honour. Nearly the whole of the Canton community were 
assembled on the wharf, and gave three hearty cheers expressive 
of good wishes to departing friends, whom, however, we hope to 
see amongst us once more when they return from Europe. 

A summary of the entire population gives the following :— 

Europeans and Americans :—3,264 men, 669 women, 475 boys, 
520 girls. Total, 4,931. 

Goa, Manilamen, Indians, and others of mixed blood :—1,294 
men, 92 women, 82 boys, 67 girls, Total, 1,490. 

Chinese :—73,971 men, 22,076 women, 10,314 boys, 9,203 
girls. Total, 115,564. 

Making a grand total of 121,985 souls. . 

The comparative table for ten years shows rather curious fluc- 
tuations. In 1862 the colony had 123,511 residents. In 1865 
they had risen to 125,504, falling in 1866 to 115,098. From this 
it rose in 1870 to 119,447, falling to the figures already given last 
year. With the causes of the fall in 1866 our readers are well 
acquainted, and a similar reduction in the current figures, if con- 
fined to the class who took flight on the passing of the Order and 
Cleanliness and Junk Ordinances, would be rather a benefit than 
otherwise. There is nothing to indicate any falling off in the 
prospects of the colony as yet. It is probable that both the 
native and foreign population will remain nearly stationary for 
many years to come, and that prosperity will rather be indicated 
by the absence of any marked fluctuations in the census than by 
an appreciable increase in the totals. 

One of those social gatherings for which Union Church has 
become celebrated, under the genial influence of its pastor (Rev. 
Dr. Legge) took place last evening (14th). It was largely at- 
tended, the soldiers, sailors, and Scotch police appearing in great 
strength. The Rev. Doctor presided, and was supported by Chief 
Justice Smale, Mr. D. W. Bailey, Mr. A. Falconer, Mr. J. J. 
Francis, and spokesmen from amongst the ee and the 80th 
Regiment. An additional interest, beyond that generally felt in 
such meetings, was given to the proceedings by mention of the 
fact that the worthy presiding pastor will shortly sever his con- 
nection with the congregation, and the expressions of regret at 
his departure, as also those of good wishes towards the reverend 
and scholarly gentleman, were both warm and sincere. 

The Peruvian ironclad frigate Jrdependencia is almost daily 
expected, and will, we understand, upon arrival proceed to Aber- 
deen Dock. A good deal of speculation is being indulged in as 
to the probable result of her visit to China and Japan. 

The Press regrets to announce the death this morning, at the 
Hotel d’Europe, of M. Eugene Machain, French Consul at Manila, 
who came some time back to this place in the hope of recruiting 
his health, which was much shattered. The funeral took place 
at 5 P.M. | 

The Peruvian ship Don Enrigue, which arrived on the 18th 
from Callao, has on board 200 cases of presents from the Chinese 
and Japanese Governments. 

The Peruvian ship Liaiyrante has returned to Hong Kong to ~ 
lay up, there being no coolies to be got in Macao. The Agustina 
sailed a few days since with 503 coolies on board. 

The first pile of the New Harbour Master's Offices was driven 
on the 6th. We may, by the way, compliment the authorities on 
the neat way in which the temporary office next the Sailors’ 
Home has been constructed. Somebody should purchase the 
little wooden erection when it has fulfilled its purpose, and set it 
up at Pokfoolum or Kowloong as a picnic house. | 

The report of the Hony Kong and Whampoa Dock Company 
shows a more favourable working ; a dividend of 3 per cent. for 
the half year was advised. The Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
Company declare a dividend of 50 per cent. to shareholders and . 
20 to contributors. 

The China Fire Insurance Company in their report says :— 
Of this balance 25 per cent. per annum for 1870 and 1871, equal 
to $16,961.11, is available for distribution to contributng share- 
holders, yielding a bonus of 7.61166 per cent., whilst the remain- 
ing sum of $16,961.11 goes to still further augment the Reserve 
Fund, which is thus increased to the sum of $116,961.11. 

Mr. Stewart's annual report on the Government Schools, 
issued in Saturday’s Gazette, shows that the total number of 
stholars at them during the past year was 1,480, of whom 112 
were girls. The total expenses of the schools were $15,879,67. 

The flower and vegetable show, which has been long announced, 
took place in the Public Garden on the 13th and 14th instant. 
It was a greater success than had been considered possible—the 
forte being in the vegetable line, gigantic cabbages, cauliflowers, 
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&c., being exhibited. A prominent object was a piece of the 
bark from the giant trees in the Yosemite Valley, exhibited by 
the Hon. Mr. Smale, and a splendid collection of ferns by Mr. 
Magniac. H.E. the Governor delivered a short opening address 
ee ne the oe on the success of the undertaking.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 


SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 27th February ; the P. 
and O. mail from London Jan. 24 arrived out Feb. 26. The fol- 
lowing summary of news is from the Straits Times—: 

The principal event of public interest during the past fortnight 
has been the return to the colony of their Royal Highnesses 
Prince Philip and Prince Augustus of Saxe Coburg and Gotha, 
who arrived here from Batavia in the steamer Baron Bentinck on 
Monday last. It is worthy of remark as an honour that may never 

gain fall to the lot of our Singapore amateurs, that their Royal 
Higlineaica attended, on Monday evening, in cofapany with H.E. 
the Governor, a performance given at the Theatre Royal by the 
corps dramatique. On Tuesday a public ball was given in their 
honour at Government House, to which all the leading residents 
were invited ; and yesterday their Royal Highnesses proceeded, 
accompanied by H.E. the Governor, to Penang, in the colonial 
steamer Pluto. From Penang they will go on to Bombay by the 
present mail steamer. 

The Chinese, ever ready for a fight, have been rioting again 
during the past few days. The first row was a squabble between 
the Ghi Hin and Hai San kongsees, which did not prove very 
serious, and the flogging of five of the rioters at the Police Court 
has inspired a wholesome dread that will doubtless prove benefi- 
cial to the public peace. Another riot occurred on Tuesday after- 
noon at Tanjong Pagar wharf, between the Hokien labouring 
coolies and the Macao carpenters employed in the Dock Com- 
pany’s works, in which. several were seriously wounded, and a 
number of the rioters were arrested. The Macao Chinese seem 
disposed to keep up the quarrel, and have refused to go to work 
before learning the result of the trial of the prisoners taken 
during the fight. The Hokiens resumed work as soon as the 
riot was over, and it is hoped that the Macaos, who are insti- 
ati by their headmen, will be induced or compelled to re- 

rain from renewing hostilities. In connection with this riot, 
we may mention that the riots which have disturbed the Malay 
state of Laroot, near Penang, for the past year or more, are 
between two tribes of Macao Chinese, and that apprehensions 
have been felt lest the ill-feeling between these tribes should 
spread to Singapore ; we believe, however, there is no ground 
for alarm on this score, at any rate for the present. The 
Government has at last opened its eyes to the fact that the 
Laroot riots are kept up by supplies of men, arms, and munitions of 
war from Penang, and a proclamation has been issued prohibiting 
their export. Further, H.M.S. Hornet was dispatched on Satur- 
day for Penang, to endeavour to put a stop to the systematic 
supply of arms, gunpowder, and even fighting junks, by interested 
Chinese living in Penang, to prolong the Laroot disturbances. 
This should have been done months ago. 

The Executive Council met on the 21st inst., to consider the 
5 ae of continuing the mail subsidy of $6,000 per annum to 
the British India Steam Navigation Company. The Indian 
Government proposed to fix the contract for ten years, but after 
due consideration the Executive Council determined to reduce 
the period to five years, 

e learn that the last French mail brought news from Amoy 
of the decision given by the British Consular Court there in a 


case brought by the trustee of Velge Brothers’ estate, through 
Messrs, Tait and Co., against the Mercantile Bank, represented 
by their agents, Messrs. Boyd and Co. The circumstances, we 


learn, are briefly as follows :—Messrs. Boyd and Co., to whom 
Velge Brothers were in the habit of making shipments, made a 


remittance for proceeds in their hands of the sum of $5,000 | 


through the Mercantile Bank here, to be paid over to Messrs, 
Velge Brothers. That firm, however, was bankrupt before the 
arrival of the remittance, and owing the Bank some money, the 
Bank appropriated the remittance in part satisfaction of their 
claim on the estate. The trustee of the estate claimed it for 
beboof of all the creditors, and the Consular Court in Amoy de- 
cided against the Bank. An appeal to the higher Court in Shan- 
ghai is said to have been made.

An account showing the receipt and expenditure of naval prize, 
bounty, salvage, and other moneys, between the lst of April, 1871, and 
the 3lst of March, 1872, has just been issued. It appears that the 
balance of portion of the booty captured at Canton by the naval and 
military forces in China, on the 28th and 29th of December, 1857, 
awarded to the naval squadron, and Daron fer the hands of the Pay- 
master-General at the Bank of England on the Ist of April, 1871, was 
£1,187 1s. 2d. ; the amount distributed and paid out of the balance 
during the following year was £6 68. 3d.; leaving a balance of 
£1,180 148. 1ld. The balance of amount voted by Parliament to the 
naval forces employed on the China station between the lst of October, 
1856, and the 26th of June, 1858 (thirty days’ additional pay), remain- 
ing in the hands of the Paymaster-General at the Bank of England on 
the lst of April, 1871, was £5,912 56. 5d. ; the amount distributed and 
paid during the following year was £8 7s. 6d.; leaving a balance of 
£5,903 17s. 1ld. The balance of the net proceeds of junks captured by 
Her Majesty’s ships between the 29th of August and the 19th of De- 
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cember, 1857, remaining in the hands of the Paymaster-General at the 


Bank of England on the Ist of April, 1871, was £1,286 16s..8d.; the- 


amount distributed and paid during the ensuing year was £27 16s. 2d. ; 
leaving a balance of £1,259 0s. 6d. 

The Scylla, 16, screw corvette, Capt. C. K. F. Boxer, arrived in Ply- 
mouth Sound on the 27th inst. from the Pacific Station. The Scylla 
was commissioned in April, 1869, and left England in the month of 
June of tho same year, with the Flying Squadron. She has been en- 
gaged in surveying service on the China and Pacific Stations. Another 
surveying vessel, the Sylvia, Commander H. €. St. John,‘arrived at Spit- 
] ~d on the 29th inst. from the China Seas and other places, where she 

aa been ermployed in surveying duties for upwards of three years, hav- 
ing left England in 1869, and having been re-commissioned in China in 
1870. She is now being paid-off at Sheerness. 


The fitting-up of the new turret-ships is being rapidly proceeded with. 
The Devastation has had her four 35-ton guns safely mounted, and the 
turrets in which they are lodged have been sighted. The Gorgon has 
four 10-inch guns of 18 tons weight cach, and the sighting of her tur- 
rets is also just completed. The Thunderer is to be supplied with four 
of the 35-ton guns, which are now in course of despatch from the Royal 
Arsenal-pier at Woolwich. None of the heavy guns for these turret-ships 
are sighted, and are furnished with no other fittings than such as are 
required for raising and lowering the breech, for the turrets, with the 
guns in them, turn er masse, and the turrets are therefore sighted in- 
stead of the guns. There is a hole in the roof of the turret, and an 
arrangement of’ sights parallel with the gun, so that a man putting his 
head outside can take aim by looking along the roof ; or by an arrange- 
mnent of mirrors, similar to that adopted for the Moncrieff carriage, 
fixed at angle with the line of the sights, the gun can be laid from the 
inside of the turret without exposing either of the gunners to the 
enemy's fire. 


The Hood, a large old wooden ship, now being altered by the Royal 
Engineers in the factory basin of Chatham Dockyard Extension for the use 
of the Torpedo Company of the Engineers, will not only be made a bar- 
rack-ship, but will be prepared for use as the Submarine Mining Depot. 


The barrack accommodation will be for 200 men and a large number of: 


officers. There will also be class-rooms, testing rooms, a lecture-room, 
&c., as every officer joining the Royal Engineers will have to go through 
a course of instruction in submarine mining. The Hood will take the 
place of the Volta, now in use as a depot for torpedo purposes in the 
Medway. The Volta is a small-vessel, and quite inadequate for the 
more extended operations and instruction to be carried out. The Hood 
is expected to be ready for use in five or six weeks. 

A Parliamentary return gives the following particulars in reference to 
the approximate increase and decrease of the Army for the year 1872. 
On the Ist of January the total nuinber of non-comimissivned officers 
and men in Her Majesty’s Army was 183,620; the total number of re- 
cruits enlisted during the year was 17,791, and 1,855 deserters rejoined 
their respective regiments. On the other hand, 5,841 men deserted 
during the year, 2,549 soldiers died, 2,823 were discharged by purchase, 
840 obtained their discharge free, 1,063 were discharged on completion 
of first period, 1,236 to pension, 3,894 as medically unfit for service, and 
1,746 as incorrigible bad characters, on conviction for felony and for 
other reasons. 


It appears from a Parliamentary return just issued that within three 
years after the withdrawal vf our regular forces from the upper provinces 
of the Dominion of Canada we made the Colonial Government a free 
gift of nearly £80,000 worth of arms, stores, &c. The Dominion pur- 
chased £92,000 worth more. The forts and public buildings, which 
were transferred without payment, were valued at £698,880. 


The Admiralty have published the details of a scheme under which 
it is intended to reward long service and good conduct of members of 
the coastguard service. A certain number of medals will be issued 
annually, which will carry with them gratuities varying from £15 
downwards, 

Her Majesty’s ship Seringapatam, late receiving ship at the Cape of 
Good Hope, having been replaced by the Flora, is ordered by the Ad- 
miralty to be broken up forthwith. Capt. F. 8. Thompson, late of this 
ship, 18 now in command of the Flora. 

t Her Majesty’s ship Swiftsure, Capt. the Hon. W. J. Ward, pro- 
ceeded to Sinyrna from Malta on the 13th inst., for the purpose of em- 


barking some very interesting antiquities excavated at Ephesus for the 
British Museum.

Under the title of British Benevolent Societies Abroad, a 
pamphlet of twelve folio pages has just been issued at Metz. It 
purports to be “an appe: he the Rt. Hon. W. E. Forster and 
the other subscribers to the British National Society for the aid of 
the sick and wounded in the war of 1870-71.” It is an incoherent 
attack on the conduct of several gentlemen whose names, though 
probably no better known to our readers than to ourselves, we 
decline to reproduce, on the strength of an cv parte statement, 
which is not fortified by the signature of any public body or 
private individual. These persons are charged with having 
wasted—or worse—no leas a sum than £300,000 of money en- 
trusted to them for the relief of those who were reduced to des- 
titution in the siege of Metz. ‘The pamphlet is such a farrago 
that it reads like a solemn hoax—only, if regarded in that light, 
we cannot see what object the author proposed to himself in the 
publication. It bears internal evidence that several hands were 
concerned in its composition. So far as it is intelligible at all it 
alleges that the persons charged with the distribution of the 


funds raised in England for the relief of the poor in Metz 
expended the money entrusted to them in ways for which 
neither excuse nor motive can be suggested. In the words of 
the author of this strange production, the agenta who were sent 
to Metz to distribute the largt fund subscribed by the British 
public “ finished off their mission by running away from the 
seat of their supposed exertions in the great and good cause of 
Benevolence, without paying for ther own Board, Lodging, 
Washing, Shoes, Carpets, A Champagne Dinner-parties, except 
by a valueless Promissory note feloniously made payable at a Paris 
Bank at which they had no account. . . . e deduction 
which foreigners make from such glaringly guilty acts as these, 
is that in England, in the present day, it is easier to collect the 
enormous sum of seven million five hundred thousand francs to 
give away to unfortunate French soldiers, than to find three 
serious, active, and intelligent young men to distribute the same !” 

Neither italics nor capitals in the above extract are ours—we 
have given them just as we find them in the pamphlet. We do 
not share the writer's expectation of the “deduction which 
foreigners will make” on this subject, for the simple reason that 
we think foreigners, like our countrymen, will “ deduct” nothing 
more than a considerable discount on the truth of the allegations 
of the anonymous writer who has enriched the office of the 
Lorraine Gazette with this publication.

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(March 31st.) Mr. Denison asked the Under-Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs whether any steps had been taken at Constantinople or 
elsewhere to arrest the introduction of increased and prohibitory ship- 
ping tolls on the Suez Canal. ~ 

Lord ENFIELD said Her Majesty’s Government have given their most 
careful attention to this matter, and have been in communication for 
some time past with the Governments of other maritime countries re- 
specting it. The whole question of the dues on the Canal is now under 
the consideration of the Porte, and Her Majesty’s Ambassador at Con- 
stantinuple has been instructed to urge that the interests of the ship- 
owners should be duly regarded. 

Mr. B. CocuraneE asked if the attention of the Government had 
been called to the fact that the Liberté of March 27 published a letter 
written by M. Barthélemy St. Hilaire to M. de Lesseps, warmly congra- 
tulating him in the name of M. Thiers on the verdict by the Suez Canal 
Company against the Messagerics Maritimes, and that M. Thiers warmly 
agreed with the views of the company on the tonnage question, and 
promised to speak to Lord Lyons in this sense, and would otherwise 
support the company as far as possible ; and what instructions had 
been sent to Lord Lyons on this important subject. 

Lord ENFIELD said the letter in question is dated the 14th inst. On 
the 17th Her Majesty’s Government learned from Her Majesty’s Minister 
at Constantinople that M. de Lesseps had received such a communica- 
tion. Instructions were sent the same evening to Lord Lyons, direct- 
ing him to ascertain whether M. de Lesseps was justified in assuming 
that the name of M. Thiers had been authoritatively used in connection 
with this matter. Lord Lyons had an interview with M. de Rémusat, 
who declared that M. de Lesseps had no official authority for making 
use of M. Thiers’s name. Lord Lyons added that no such communica- 
tion had been made to him by the President of the French Republic. 

Mr. Bailie CocHRraAne has given notice of his intention to move on the 
Ist April that the commerce of this country being so deeply interested in 
the uninterrupted navigation of the Suez Canal, it is desirable that Her 
Majesty’s Government should at once give its adherence to the judicial 
reforms in Egypt suggested and approved by the representatives of all 
the European Powers, by which tribunals will be created for the better 
administration of justice in Egypt and the adjudication of differences 
which may arise between British shipowners and the administrators of 
the Suez Canal Company. 


PENSIONS TO CONSULS. 

Mr. BAILLIE CocHRANE asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs whether it was the intention of the Foreign-office to carry out 
the recommendation of the Diplomatic and Consular Committee by 
allowing an increased rate of pension to those Consuls who have served 
in unhealthy climates. 

Lord ENFIELD said: Lord Granville is causing inquiries to be made 
into our Consular establishments in certain countries, and pending the 
result of such investigations, I apprehend that no decision will be taken 
upon those recommendations of the late Committee upon the Diplo- 
matic and Consular Service, which might possibly entail further public 
expenditure, and must require the assent of the Treasury before they 
could be carried out.

An Intra-MERCURIAL PLANET—OBSERVATION AT SHANGHAL—Mr. J 
R. Hind, the astronomer, writes to Zhe Times ag follows :—“ The fol- 
lowing telegram, dated Shanghai, March 25, 4h. 5m. a.M., has reached 
me. It has reference to the possible transit over the sun’s disc of a 
planet revolving within the orbit of Mercury, for which 1 had ventured 
to recommend observers to watch. ‘Cowie to Hind, Mr. Bishop’s Ob- 
servatory, Twickenham. Your predicted circular black spot on sun, 
seen here distinctly at 9 morning, 24th.’ On the 23rd and 24th ‘there 
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. . . = 4 
was no circular black spot’ of the ordinary kind upon the sun’s disc | unexpectedly large demand ; the Mint, which was erected 


while above the horizon in this country. The only isolated spot resem- 
bling such, remarked here, was a dusky elliptical spot in the north fol- 
lowing quadrant, but when viewed with proper magnifying power no 
one could doubt its solar origin. This elliptical spot was growing fainter 
towards sunset on the 24th, and next morning svon after sunrise was 
perceptible with ditticulty ; two hours later it had disappeared. 1 send 
the telegram to you as I have received it, for the information of your 
numerous astronomical readers. In the absence of any reference tothe 
motion of the circular black spot, it would obviously be unsafe to ex- 
press a positive opinion as to its nature, either one way or the other, and 
further particulars must be awaited. The Shanghai observation corres- 
ponds to about J a.m. London time.” . 

The steamship Teuton—late the Glenartney, and purchased by the 
Union Company from Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co.,—has just 
undergone a trial at the measured mile in Stokes Bay, near Portsmouth. 
The ship, which was built in 1869, has been employed in the China 
trade, but is to be placed by the present owners on the Cape of Good 
Hope mail line. On her return trom her first voyage she is to be sup- 
plied with new compound engines. With 630 tons of coal on board her 
mean speed was 11°783 knots an hour. The wind was blowing half a 
gale from the north during the trial. 

Wirth reference to the Chinese labourers in Cuba the Cuban corres- 
pondent of The Times writes that deeds of murder and arson, reports of 
which are frequently occurring, are ascribed to disaffected Chinese. A 
slaveowner has assured the writer that no less than fifty capital exe- 
cutions of Chinese for crimes of blood prompted by revenge occur in 
the plantations every year. 

Tux P. and O. steamer Pekin, which is expected at Southampton on 
the 8th April, has on board £920,000 in Australian gold. 

THe Rev. W. F. Stevenson, A.M., assistant convener of the Irish 
General Assembly’s Foreign Mission, has received an anonymous dona- 
tion of £1,000 for the China Mission. 


THE JAPANESE MINT AT OSAKA. 

Tne first annual report of the Imperial Mint shows that 
the amount of gold imported during the year was 858,226 
ounces. The gold bullion imported from the public was 
483,586 oz. The silver imported was 4,767,175 oz., and that 
from the public, 2,715,797 oz. The total number of pieces 
struck was 15,503,978, and their real or nominal value, 
$20,178,666. The gold coinage, though in excess of the an- 
ticipated demand, has been found insufficient, and the 
accommodation is to be increased. ‘The orizinal diameter of 
the coins was out of proportion to their thickuess, and is to 
be altered. The five-yen gold piece will be of the same 
diameter as the Huglish sovereign. The gold work has been 
perfect in standard, but some slight difference in weight re- 
quires to be rectified. The demaud was so great that the 
work had to be carried on from sunrise to sunset until 
January, when the regular hours were resumed. The stan- 
dard one-yen coius were struck until April, when instruc- 
tions were reccived to limit the coinage of silver eutirely to 
subsidiary coins until farther orders. The relative values of 
gold and silver being in a state of transition, in consequence 
of the recent adoption of gold as the sole standard, it may 
be necessary to adjust the weight of the subsidiary silver 
coinage in favour ot the public. The composition of the gold 
coins is—900 parts pure gold, 90 parts copper, and 10 parts 
silver. In point of accuracy they may compare favourably 
with the coinage of any country. Tho standard of the gold 
coinage and oue-yen silver -picces is 900-1,000ths, with a 
“remedy ” in either direction of two per 1,000. The fine- 
ness of the subsidiary silver coins, viz, 5, 10, 20, and 50 
sen, is 800-1,000ths, with a similar remedy, or permitted 
deviation. , 

The losses in melting have not yet been ascertained, 
but they are frequently heavy, in consequence of the 
impure state in which some of the bullion reaches 
the Mint. It is not, however, anticipated that the loss 
will exceed that in other Mints. Two Uhlorn presses have 
been erected, and eight more aro in course of construc. 
tion in Europe. The want of skilled workmen has been 
severely felt iu the irregular way in which the coins have 
been heated. The gold coins are weighed singly with great 
rapidity and on the most approved principle, but the silver 
coins are ™ pounded,” that is, weighed at a given number to 
the pound avoirdapois, a plan which produces considerable 
irregularity in single pieces. Orders have been given for a 
suitable Mint for the coinage of copper, and capable of turn- 
ing ont 140.000,000 pieces annually. This large quantity 
arises from the small value of the copper coins, viz., cents, 
half-cents, and mils. The foundations and part of the new 
buildings are already in a forward state. Large sulphuric 
acid works are also in course of crection for the production 
of about five tons of acid daily. On the whole the new 
coins may be considered satisfactory, having regard to the 
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only with a view to coin $25,000 per day, having under pres- 
sure turned out as much asa quarter of a million for several 
days in succession. Mr. T. W. Kinner, Director of the Im- - 
perial Mint, in the report says :— 

I am requested by my esteemed colleague, Mr. Masuda, the 
Commissioner of the Mint, to express on his behalf the satisfac- 
tion of his Majesty’s Government with the manner in which the 
relations of the Oriental Bank Corporation towards this establish- 
ment have been conducted. To this important Corporation, as 
agents of the Imperial Government, was entrusted the selection 
ef the foreign staff, and although the personal intercourse of the 
Commissioner has been comparatively short, it affords him great 
pleasure to state that, in their capacity of foreign bankers of the 
Government, the business has been carried on in a manner most 
creditable to all concerned. It may also be recorded that the 
same satisfaction had been verbally expressed in November last, 
by his Imperial Majesty, to Mr. Cargill, who then represented 
the Corporation in Japan. The following is the list of European

tsin proved in other respects fruitless, they at any rate made 
it clear to all who had leisure and opportunity to follow the 
argumicnts on both sides, that the “ right of inland residence ” 
and “ extra-territoriality ” cannot be simultaneously enjoyed 
by the subjects of a foreign nation within the dominions of 
any independent Kastern monarchy. If an Englishman fix 
lis abode in the iuteriur he goes beyond the jurisdiction of 
his Consul, But England, when, in concluding Treaties with 
China, Japan, and Siam, she insisted—and very properly— 
that all her own subjects in any of those three States should be 
uuder the Government of her own system of laws, at the 
same time undertook, ex necessitate rerum, to provide an 
official in each Treaty port thrown open, who should punish 
offenders among the British community, and prevent any 
damage being sustained by the State which made the conces- 
siou through foregoing its own right to preserve order and 
prevent crime, so far as British subjects were concerned. It 
is clear, therefore, if the free right of inland residence were 
to be conferred on British subjects, they could neither be 
protected by the far-off consular body, uor avail themselves 
uf the native law-courts to obtain redress—for they cannot 
sue in these except with tho co-operation of their Cunsal— 
aud if. they commit any outrage, or are accused of any 
wrong-duing, how could England carry out her ‘Treaty ob 
ligations to punish the offenders and repress crime, seoing 
that the complainants would neither journey 500 miles to 
bring their actiun, aud even if they were willing to en- 
counter the delays, uncertainty, and expense of a law-suit, 
they could not furce their witnesses to appear ? 

The only road out of the above dilemma lics ina sort of 
permissive-inland-residence right. Under this system foreign- 
ers might go and settle wheresoever they pleased, either tu 
preach or to trade, but on the clear understanding that though 
the officials would protect them aa far as possible from viv- 
lence and outrage, yet that, while they could not use the local 
Courts for any kind of litigation, they were themselves liable 
to be summarily sent back to the nearest of their resident 
Cousuls, if any claims or complaints were made against 
them, or if they did anything of a turbulent character. 
As far as thelocal authoriucs are concerned, they would have 
to be held irresponsible if they failed in their endeavours to 
protect such foreign residents trom attack, ursent them back 
to their Consul without sufficient ground. In any place 
where there is no Consul on the spot to settle complaints 
brought against the privileged British subject, it is hardly fair 
to allow the British subject to sue the natives in (ketr Court 
ut his own sweet will. : 

We have been led into the foregoing reflections by observ- 
ing @ parayraph in the ‘dim Weeily Advertiser, which an- 
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nounces that a number of cases of long standing brought by 
British Burmese agvinst the Chiengmai authorities, and 
others who inhabit Northern Laos, are now being tried be- 
fore our Consul-general at Bangkok. We have the best au- 
thority for stating that some of the lawsuits referred to have 
been dragging their slow length along for many years past ; 
and the question we would ask is, whether, when the Treaty 
was negotiated between the late Sir Jon Bowrtnea and the 
late King of Stam in 1856, it was ever intended that Asiatics 
residing in the far interior of the country should be freed by 
its operation from all liability to the local authorities, and 
placed under a system of western jurisprudence of which 
they know nothing, which they never asked for, and which 
is but ill adapted to their usages and requirements, and all 
because it so chanced that their birthplace was some spot of 
ground within the limits of our possessions in tha East? 
We venture to say that the framers of the Treaty had no 
such idea in their minds, Chiengmai, for example, is in the 
extreme north of Laos ; it is indeed tributary to Siam, send- 
ing yearly contributions to the King, and enjoying the ad- 
vantages—whatever they may be—of his protecturate ; but 
though when one Chief of the Province dies, it is the func- 
tion of the Court at Bangkok to decide which member of the 
late Chief's family is to succeed him in the administration, 
yet for all purposes of internal government Chiengmai is an 
independent State, and the Laos authorities there cau hardly 
be in fairness held amenable to the provisions of our Treaty, 
seeing that ,as they have themselves been careful to point 
out, they were never consulted about it, and are not among 
the co-signatories of the document. “Let Siam,” says the 
Chief, “carry her own Treaties out ; I never signed away any 
of my jurisdiction, and as far as I can I will resist being 
subjected to these newly-devised obligations.” 

The case may be compared to that of a Chinaman who, 
having been born in Hong Kong should go to reside in the 
interior of China. Is Great Britain prepared to insist that 
this man—whether he desires it or no—shall all the time 
be exempted from responsibility to the local authorities, and 
that if he be aggrieved he must first resort to the distant 
British authority? As to the particular matters in dispute 
between the British Burmans resident in Chiengmai and the 
local authorities or inhabitants there, it must be explained that 
there are two separate classes, in one or other of which each 
case may be ranged. The action is either to recover value for 
goods alleged to have been stolen or confiscated, or else it is 
a claim to an exclusive right to cut teak in some particular 
foreat, and to the poasession of certain logs which have been 
felled there. The plaintiffs commonly are either Tongsoos 
or Burmans, the most cunning and the most litigious among 
Orientals—and that is awarding them a very high meed of 
praise—and as they frequently are also refugees from British 
territory, escaped convicts, or men who have fled from their 
creditors, it may be imagined that they will not weigh the 
accuracy of their asseverations with too nicely-scrupulous 
a hand. All over Siam the law requires a man guilty of 
stealing or unlawfully seizing goods to pay their full value 
to the owner. Hence if a Tongsoo in some remote village 
can make out a case against an inhabitant there who, as he 
says, has robbed him of goods, in reality ten times greater 
in value than any he ever possessed, he runs a good chance 
by perseverance, and by dragging the accused, if necessary, 
down to Bangkok, of making a handsome thing out of the 
transaction. And how can the wisest of Consuls really feel 
certain that any such case has been fairly decided when no 
witnesses have been brought, and there is only the agsertion 
of the plaintiff and two or three of the plaintiff's friends on 
one side, and tbe bare denial of the defendant on the other ? 

Auother plan that has been found to answer admirably is to 
get a concession of a teak-forest. These forests, accordiug to 
the best information obtainable, are the hereditary private pro- 
perty of certain of the local ruling families in Chiengmai. Aud 
it isout of the dues collected on the timber felled there that 
the revenues are in part supplied. The notion of a Laos 
proprietor in granting a concession is to give a revocable 
permit to a forester, authorising him to ont what timber he 
pleases in a specified forest for a certain term of years. 
Exclusive possession, or rights in severalty, he never heard 
of, and does not understand. But the British Burmese, on 
the other hand, endeavours to construe the document given 
to him into a monopoly-grant of the forest for the term 
specified. Hence arises a frequent source of litigation, the 
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agreement commonly having been entered into without any 
consideratiun except n few trumpery presents to the chief 
who owns the forest, and who looks to the dues to be collected 
from the timber cut there as the source of his remuneration. 
When the Burmese foresters have raised capital to purchase 
elephants and work the forest it often comes to prss thrt 
their creditor is left for some yeara unpaid ; then he travels 
to the Chiengmai Court, brings his claim, gets a judgment, 


and, with tha chiof’s authority, proceeds to seize the elephants 
and the timber already ont to reimburse him for his loss. 
This effected he probably returns to British Burmah from 


whence he came, and the forester who39 gooda have bea 


seized immediately commences a suit in tho Court at Bangkok 
against the chief whogranted him the forest, and by whose order 
the property was seized, for having illegally revoked his grant 
and for having seizad goods and elephants—which the plaintiff 
assesses at some monstrous fizure—without the incervention 
of the British Consul for Siam, the only offisial, as he poiuts 
out, who has jurisdiction and power to interfers. 


These are 
the sort of cases which linger on from yevr to year unsattled, 


and which consume the tima of our consular officialaiu Bang- 
kok more than any other branch of their work. Tue real 
object of a treaty of amity and commerce, feom our print of 


view, is to develop the resyurces of a country and fucilitate 
trade. But the present plan prejudicas trada, so fic as 
Northern Los is concerned, because it makes all the inh»bi- 
tants, the governors as well as the governed, suspicious, un- 
willing, and obstructive whenever British subjects appear 
there ; men are shy of having dealings with them, credit is 


spuilt, commerce lauguishes, for no one can tell whether 


these B irmans will keep to their agreements, or what amsuut 


of vexatious litigation may eusue. 


Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRE3PONDENT.) 
Hamsurc, Marcu 18. 
Mirza Malcom Khan has arrived at Berlin on a special mission frum 
Persia, accompanied by his secretaries, Mirza Mikayb Khan and Mirza 
Mahomed Khan. The Ambassador, who has already visited the Courts 


of Vienna and St. Petersburg, has instructions to draw closer the bonds 
of friendship already existing between Germany and Persia, and at the 
same time tu announce the approaching visit of his monarch, the Schah 


Nassr-ed-Din, in peraon. This journey of the Schah is an event of great 


importance for Persia, and will form an era in the history of that 
country, as it is more than a thousand years since any of its monarchs 


travelled beyond their own frontier line. It is to be hoped and expected 
that this visit of Nassr-ed-Din to make himself personally acquainted 
with the progress and present state of civilisation in Europe will have 
important results and beneticial conseyuences, and be the means of in- 
troducing many of the inventioya quite common in Europe, but hitherto 
unknown in Persia. Mirza Malcom Khan has the reputation of being 
an accomplished diplomatist, and is a great favourite of the Schah, who 
places full confidence in his talents, and quite recently gave him a valu- 
able present as a token of his appreciation of Mirza’s services. It is 
understood that when the Ambassador has accomplished the object of - 
his mission, and spent some time at Berlin, he will proceed to Paris and 
London for a similar purpose. 

The Japanese Embassy arrived at Berlin just in time to witness the 
opening of the German Parliament by the Emperor. They were pre- 
sent at the ceremony, having had places assigned them in the Gallery 
of the White Saloon, appropriated to the diplomatic corps. On their 
journey from Holland they stopped for a time at Essen, in Westphalia, 
to inspect the ironworks of Herr Krupp, the manufacturer of those 
stuponduus pieces of ordnance that attracted such notice and created 
such a sensation at the Paris Exhibition in 1867. 

At the instance of Herr W. Pustau, a district branch of the German 
Association for Saving Life in Shipwrecks has been formed at Altona, 
the directors being the above-named gentleman as chairman, Captain 
Hinrichsen, well known in the China trade, and Messrs. Baur, Sieveking, 
and Schutt. The Commerz-Collegium at Altona has voted an annual 
subscription of 500 Reichs marks in aid of this valuable institution. _ 

The (ralatea, belonging to the German Steamship Company, in this 
city, is advertised to sail the end of this month fur Singapure and China, 
vid Suez Canal, as usual. At the last annual meeting of shareholders 
of that company Messrs. Paul Pickenpack, F. G. Schmidt, and J. F. T. 
Stahmer were re-elected members of the Council of Supervision. 

The St. Petersbury Gazette announces the recal of Major-General 
Viangali, the Russian Minister Plenipotentiary at the Court of Peking, 
and adds that he will be auccceded by M. Butzow, at present the repre- 
sentative of Russia in Japan. Who will replace the last-named diplo- 
matist appears to be not yet decided. 

An Imperial decree, dated Berlin, March 3, extends the control and 
supervision of the lighthouses, buoys, and beacons on the coast and in 
the navigable rivers, which are now placed under the responsibility of 
the Government authorities. ; 

The appointment of Dr. Richard Krauel, mentioned in my last, 15 
fully confirmed, he having now been gazetted as Consul for the German 
Empire at Foochow. 
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as before. Fine have sold rather in buyers’ favour. In finest there 
has been nothing done. Pak Lin kinds: The sales of fine quality show 
a slight improvement in price. Black-leaf kinds: The low qualities 
continue much depressed. Fair common at 8d. to 94d. per lb. show a 
further slight reduction ; good common has been dull of sale. Fair to 
good medium kinds have been fairly saleable at about last week’s prices.

MANCHESTER GOODS.

REPORT OF THE DIRECTORS. 


GENTLEMEN,—1. In laying before you the Balance Sheet of the half-year ending 3lst December, 1872, your directors would offer 
the following remarks. . 

2. the net profit for the above period, after making allowance for charges, including depreciation and payments under clauses 68 
and 72 of the Articles of Association, amounts to $39,886.23, against $24,904.51 of the preceding half-year. 

3. Your directors therefore feel themselves again in a position to recommend that a dividend at the rate of 12 per cent. per 
annum should be paid for the half-year, which will amount to $22,638, leaving $17,248.23, of which it is proposed to carry the sum 
of $10,676.51 to Reserve Fund, bringing that account up to $30,000, and leaving a balance of about $6,500 to be carried forward. 

4. The difficulty respecting the preference shares has been satisfactorily settled by the exchange of 773 of them for an equal 
number of ordinary shares of the new issue, the balance 574 having been replaced by the Company’s debenture bonds for six years, 
bearing interest at 9 per cent. per annum, as authorised at the Extraordinary General Meeting held on the 19th June, 1872.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RotrerDAM, Marcu 26. 
Measrs. A. Baron Sloet van Oldruitenborgh and W. Ruys Wz, from 
this town, have addressed a memorial to the King to obtain a concession 
for an important railway line in Java. Their plan is to bring the 
presidencies of Solo, Madisen, Kedirie, Sourabaya and Passaroean in 
-direct communication with the best harbour of Java, viz., Sourabaya. 


Two lines are to be constructed, to be named the Solo-Sourabaya and | 


Passaroean-Malang-Sourabaya respectively. The first-named will start 
from Solo, will croas the river Solo and run along the high road through 
the presidencies Madisen, Kedirie and Sourabaya, ria Sragen, Sepreh, 
Poerwodadie, Madioen, Tjaroeban, Bagor, Kertosono, Modjokerto, 
Tjanghir to Sourabaya, with a branch ria Papar to Kedirie. The length 
of this line will be 301 kilometres. The line is to be constructed with 
a single rail, with a gange of 1.10 metre, and thirty-eight stations will be 
established, of which the principal will be at Sourabaya. The carriages 
will be imported for the most part from Europe. The cost of the line is 
estimated at 27,725,000 guilders, being 92,115 guilders per kilometre. 
The costs of the survey are calculated at 60 per cent. upon the capital, 
and the net profit for the first year at 3} per cent. The second line will 
run from Sourabaya ria Sidho-Ardjo, Gempol, and Bangil to Passaroean, 
with a branch from Gempol to Malang, 115 kilometres in length. The 
building of this branch will be very costly, the country being very hilly. 


Fifteen stations will be established on this line, and its cost is estimated | 


at f.11,623,700, or £.107,075 per kilometre. The annual transport, it is 
calculated, will be 500,000 piculs sugar, 300,000 piculs coffee, 200,000 
piculs tobacco, and 1,000,000 piculs rice, and the annual receipts, inclu- 
sive of f.389,850 for the transport of passengers, are estimated at 
f.1,108,600 per annum, which would give a net profit of 3 1-10 per cent. 
upon the capital. The total amount required for this enterprise is 
forty-four millions of guilders, which will be forthcoming—rumours 
‘gay for the most part from English capatilists, if our Government will 
guarantee the payment of the interest. The promoters state that they 
are also prepared to construct railways in West and Middle Java of a 
length of 1,000 kilometres, on certain conditions, which they will publish 
-at a future time. 


It is positively asserted that the expedition to Atsjin (Sumatra) will , 


not have the dimensions as was supposed when the telegrams from the 
Governor-General were received. It appears that it was feared that a 
foreign Power (not England) had intermeddled with the affairs of the 
Principality, and that it was necessary, in order to avoid being involved 
in a war, to take prompt measures. Our Government intervened at 
once, and diplomacy was so far successful, that whatever may happen 
in Sumatra, it will be regarded by the foreign Powers simply as a ques- 
tion between Holland and a subordinate State. Private despatches 
state that no military corps will be sent to Atsjin, and that only the 
President, Nieuwenhurzen, will 
expedition. The committee of the Red Cross has put a large sum at 
the disposal of the expedition. 


Another new company has been established—with a capital of two | 


millions—to establish a line of steamers to work regularly between Hol- 
land and Java, ria the Suez Canal. The name of this compan 
the “Java,” and the first steamer, commanded by Mr. E. van Jugen, 
will leave Nieuwe Diep next month. The managers of the company 
are Measrs. T. C. Schol, at Amsterdam, and Ch. Bosch Reitz, at Nieuwe 
Diep. This line will, of course, compete with the Company Nederland, 
-about which moet contradictory reports have been published by the 
newspapers, respecting the treatment of passengers on board of the 
company’s steamers. Some say that it is enormously bad, others that 
it is so good as to leave nothing to desire. In the meantime, it is quite 
‘certain that the company will be obliged to lower their passage money 
and rates of freight. 

The annual report of the Rotterdam Bank has been published, and 
the following are its principal features :—The business of the Bank 
having largely increased, it has been found necessary to appoint a fourth 
manager, and Mr. D. Van Weel, a lawyer of this town, is nominated for 
the office. The year 1872 has been very favourable for the Bank. The 
capital has been increased to eight millions by the issue of 1,314 new 
shares, by which operation a profit was made of f.11,977.70. There are 
still seven million shares to be issued, of which two millions are to be 
sold in the open market, and five millions under certain conditions. The 
bank had at the end uf last year a capital of £.8,893,625, against 
£.3,839,500 in December, 1871. Amongst the important operations of 
last year were the establishing of the Rotterdam Trading Company, 
with a capital of 15 millions, and the Deutsche Seehandlung at Mann- 
heim, with a branch in this town. In both these undertakings, as well 
as in establishing and enlarging the American Steamship Company, the 
Bank took a prominent part. The net profit made by operations in bills 
and mercantile securities was f.295,301.454, against f.141,490.223 in 1871, 
whilst a sum of f.237,937.194 was realised from commissions. The 
total of the profits was f.785,538.19, from which sum is tu be deducted 
the costs of ement and bad debts, leaving a net profit of 
£.568,018.424, and a reserve fund of £.52,540.43. The agency at 
Batavia is still in liquidation, and the liabilities in Java are only 
f.429,669.53, which amount is fully covered by securities. During 
the year a sum of f.60,000 was realised by the sale of a storehouse 
at Batavia. Henceforth the Bank will seek ita principal business 
in Europe ; but nevertheless the managers do not wish wholly to neglect 
the commercial relations between the colonies and the mother country, 
and with this view an engagement has been made with the Chartered 
Bank of India, Australia, and China, by which the Rotterdam Bank 
will provide the same facilities for accommodation as if it had main- 
tained the agency at Batavia. The dividend for the year is fixed at 
‘ten per cent. The new shares to be issued will be introduced on the 
German markets by the Bank fiir Handel und Industrie at Darmstadt. 
The report shows that the business of the Bank has greatly increased, 
for which—the commissaries say—they are much indebted to Mr. F. A. 
Muller, the president-manager. The present quotation of the shares is 
122, with an active demand.

THE AUDIENCE QUESTION IN CHINA. 

WE look with impatience for confirmation of The Times 
telegram from Shanghai, that “the Emperor has consented 
“‘ to receive the Foreign Ministers, dispensing with the per- 
‘“‘ formance of kotow.” Granting this rumour to be correct, 
the importance of the concession made cannot be over- 
estimated. Upon this right of audience hinges the rela- 
tions of foreign countries with China. To concede the right 
is publicly to acknowledge that the lofty pretensions to 
universal sovereignty hitherto put forward by the Emperors 
of China are groundless and absurd, and to proclaim that her 
rulers, recognising this fact, are prepared to exchange 
their policy of isolation for one of friendly relationship with 
the rest of the world. The assumed supremacy of the “Son 
of Heaven” has been the real stumbling-block in the way of 
our intercourse with the nation at large. Consistently with it, 
foreigners have hitherto been looked upon and treated as sub- 
jects of vassal kingdoms. The idea of any earthly potentate 

resuming to consider him or herself as an equal of the 

A-HWANG-TE is secretly ridiculed, even by those few who, 
by force of circumstances, are compelled to act as though 
they acknowledged the fact, and is laughed to scorn by the 
people at large. The natural results follow—at Peking 
our demands for justice are as often as not evaded, the 
representations of the foreign Ministers are pooh-poohed, 
and no opportunity is lost, when occasion permits, of 
inflicting on these latter slights which sometimes border 
closely on insults) The cue thus set at the capital is 
taken up In every yamun throughout the Empire No 
pulse in the veins of a healthy subject reflects more accu- 
rately the action of the heart than does the conduct of the 
Provincial authorities, as a body, the attitude of the ruling 
powers at Peking. The ill-disguised contempt with which 
the Foreign Ministers are there treated, finds its counterpart 
in the supercilious behaviour of the local mandarins and 
officials towards the Consuls and merchants at the Ports. 
Such a state of things can have but one result. It cripples 
trade and prevents the possibility of that social intercourse 
which can alone foster a good understanding between the 
people of China and the subjects of those Powers with 
which they are brought into contact. 

The importance, then, which attaches to the reception by 
the Emperor of the Foreign Ministers at Peking in a be- 
coming manner Is very great. It is necessary, however, to 
remember that the Shanghai telegram merely states that 
the Emperor is willing to dispense with the “ kotow,” and 
that this by no means necessarily implies that he will be sa- 
tisfied with the form of presentation common at European 
Courts. On this point ihe records of the mission of Lords 
MACARTNEY and AMHERST to the Emperors KEEN-LUNG and 
KeEA-KING furnish instructive evidence, and from them may 
be gathered some idea of the weary diplomatic struggle 
which is probably now being waged between the TsuNG- 
LI-YAMEN and the foreign tions at Peking. Prince 
KuNG must for some time have felt that it would be im- 
possible for the Emperor much longer to refuse to receive 
the Ministers, and it is quite in keeping with the tradi- 
tional policy of the Chinese Government to suppose that, 
knowing this, he made a show of insisting on the perform- 
ance of the “‘ kotow ” in order that, when compelled to give 
way on that point, he may, by appearing to yield so much, 
be in a position to insist on some concession being made 
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by the foreign Ministers. The old plea that the people 
are not{yet prepared for any great change in diplomatic 
procedure will undoubtedly be employed to induce them to 
consent to some such modification of the European manner 
of presentation. All such pleading should be stopped at the 
outset. The ministers must remember that the decision at 
which they are now called to arrive will settle the form of 
audience to be observed for many years to come, unless in- 
deed our relations with China should again be disturbed by 
a war ; and it behoves them to secure for themselves and their 
successors the right of entering the Imperial presence un- 
fettered by any unworthy conditions, and as envoys of sove- 
reigns in no way inferior to the “Son of Heaven” himself. 


THE FRENCH PROTECTORATE IN ANNAM. 

THE French Government, as we are informed, have re- 
solved to extend the protectorate, which they have forsome — 
years past been exercising throughout the provinces of 
lower Cochin-China and Camboja, over the whole of the 
Annamese dominionss The programme of measures which 
accompanies this notification includes among its objects the 
establishment of a French Mission at Hue, the admission of 
French troops into that city and Taurane for the protection 
of Europeans, the ratification of a Treaty of Commerce and 
Navigation, the cession of a part of the province of Tonquin 
to France, and the payment of the expenses of the pro- 
tectorate. Theannexation of Alsace and LorrainetoGermany, 
against the wish of the inhabitants of those two provinces, 
has been loudly and justly complained of by the despoiled 
French Government, and is certainly quite at variance with 
the political liberty which a Republic professes especially to 
cherish. The French arecalled by historians and men of learn- 
ing the most logical of nations, yet it is hard to see how that 


‘can be true if we are to test the accuracy of the statement 


by the contrast which their protests in Europe present to 
their conduct in Asia. However, let us not imitate our 
Gallic neighbours and “ go to war for an idea.” The French 
have now established themselves firmly in Cochin-China, 
and have done much to foster order, civilisation, and com- 
merce there ; and we certainly may anticipate that their 
proceedings in Tonquin will not only improve the condition 
and increase the happiness of the people who dwell therein, 
but may ere long give a surprising stimulus to a trade that 
has hitherto been smitten with the leprosy of civil disorder 
and piracy, as well as to resources which only need 
energy and capital for their development. We sup- 
pose that troops on the spot are necessary for the pre- 
vention of immediate violence and opposition ; but 
we regret that this should be the case, for where a new 
Treaty is to be ratified by an Asiatic nation with a dreaded 
foreign Power, the presence of soldiers vicar Fa nego- 
tiations is a serious impediment to the easy working of the 
provisions when they come subsequently into operation. 
No man willingly and cordially will carry out a compact 
which he thinks has been, or which is considered by his 
friends to have been, forced upon him. ‘It is partly this 
feeling which has made China so obstructive in fulfilling 
the obligations undertaken at Tientsin; and the Emperor 
of ANNAM will be obstructive too if he is pricked to hard 
terms by the point of the sword. Perhaps the most 
curious part of the whole transaction is the appropriation 
of a piece of Tu-DUC'’s territory in Tonquin by the French, © 
and the cool announcement that they propose at the same 
time to make him pay the expenses of the protectorate ; 
the maintenance of a ch station. on the ceded strip of 
land will no doubt be a portion of these “expenses.” We 
shall recur to this subject more at length in a future issue. 





CAPTAIN DOWDY’'S CASE. 

We doubt if Caarztes Dunn, ex-seaman of the Zitania, 
ever did such good work iu his life as when, by his pro- 
ceedings, he brought to light the glaringly unsatisfactory 
way in which nautical law is administered in Shanghai, 
from the Bench downwards. Itis hard to conceive anything 
more unreasonable than the vexation to which Captain 
Dowpy was exposed throughout his connection with this 
man. Having shipped as an able seaman, Dony, on his 
own showing, proved to be an znable or perhaps we should 
rather say a disabled one. It is clear that he was treated 
throughout with the greatest consideration by both Captain 
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Dowpy and Dr. Barton. When be first drew attention to 
the swelling on his side, it seems clear that it had been 
going on for some years, and moreover that, of itself, it was 
not a very serious complaint. Captain Dowpy, however, 
placed him on light duty from the time he was informed of 
it, from motives of general humanity, and, of course, without 
any notion that the man was so shattered in constitution as 
it seems he made himself out to be afterwards. How could 
Captain Downy have any idea that Dunn was suffering from 
heart disease, when it is not shown that the man even sus- 
pected it himself, nor, in fact, that he is dangerously affected 
by it now? It is certain that no shipmaster would engage 
any man rating himself A.B., if he imagined for 2 moment 
that his health was so precarious that he would be unequal 
to the ordinary work of the ship. Yet Captain Dowpy has 
been subjected to considerable annoyance, aud some im- 
putations, which seem to us very unfair, simply because he 
could arrive at no definite information as to whether his 
“hard bargain” had committed an act of desertion or no, 
by going away to hospital, against the authority of the 
ship’s doctor. On this point we think that Mr. Tapp, the 
shipping clerk at the Consulate, has much to explain in jus- 
tice to himself. The hours of office work, as laid down by 
him, seem to be surprisingly short for such a place as 
Shanghai ; and the business done in those limited moments 
to be more distinguished for the rigour of the fees than 
for explicitness of information or amenity in communi- 
cating it We learn with satisfaction that the charge of 
five taels for a second medical certificate—now exacted by 
the Consul and his clerk—has been made matter of appeal 
to the Board of Trade in the case of the steamer Scotland. 
‘We have always been the first to advocate the liberal recog- 
nition of the services of our Consuls and their employés, 
but taxes on shipowners cannot be allowed to be in- 
creased with impunity. It is with regret that we confess 
we cannot arrive at the same conolusion as Sir Epmunp 
Horwnsy in the present case. On the one side was the evidence 
of two gentlemen of unqueStionable experience, authority, 
and honour—Captain Dowpy and Dr. Barton. There was 
also the fact that Dunn must either have misrepresented his 
health to be good when he shipped, or else that he left with- 
out reasonable excuse. The position of a shipmaster would 
be simply intolerable, if he were exposed to the vexations 
which Captain Dowpy has been subjected to, and the respon- 
sibility of a ship’s physician would be reduced to a mere 
mockery if no greater respect were paid to his opinion and 
orders than the Judge and Consul of Shanghai attached to 
those of Dr. Barton, who is not a simple practitioner, but a 
duly qualified M.D. 


THE STRAITS TIMES AND 
THE LONDON AND CHINA EXPRESS. 

THE Stravts Times reproves us for having drawn “ a gross 
caricature” of Straits affairs in our article of January 3 ; 
but we think that our respected contemporary has written 
in some momentary forgetfulness of the contents of bis own 
columns. The tale on which we animadverted, of embezzle- 
ments, neglect, and mismanagement in the public service, of 
turbulance in the streets, and of bankruptcies, forgeries, and 
swindlings in the mercantile world, was chronicled in his 
pages with the cry of woe that the period in question was 
- the “ blackest ever known in Singapore.” He does not now 
deny these facts, but mentions some little details on which be 
thinks we have been guilty of exaggeration, injustice, and 
bad taste. ae 

If, as he says, we really “attributed exaggerated import- 
ance to. the October riots,’ we might appeal to the high 
authority of the Governor, who raised them to the dignity 
of having a special Commission to investigate them, nay, 
more, to the still higher authority of our contemporary him- 
self, who treated them as far more serious than we did, and 
who even now persists in speaking of what we called “a 
row” as “the October riots.” We believe that it is not 
“people at a distance,” but those who claim the superior 
advantage of “local knowledge,’ who have been in the 
habit of giving “ exaggerated importance ” to the squabbles 
of Chinese rowdies ; and we rather threw cold water on the 
sag ara of others than fell into any ourselves. We 
are glad to learn from our contemporary that his Excellency 
has taken steps to “ nip in the bud” all fature riots ; and 


though he does not tell us what those steps are, we have no 
doubt he. has excellent information about them. We have 
heard of none except that “ Memorandum on the Suppression 
of Chinese Riots,” on which the E:itor himself was very un- 
merciful only the other day. 

The same writer thinks we did the local Government great 
injustice in respect of the Malacca defalcations, hinting that 
they were owing to the carelessness of the higher Malacca 
officials, while claiming credit for the Colonial Secretary 
for detecting the defaulter by “a surprise survey,” as though 
that geutleman was the ingenious inventor of that very 
familiar operation. The Malacca officers, for aught we 
know, may have to share the blame, but we do not see how 
it can be shifted altogether to their shoulders. The Governor 
and Colonial Secretary had evidently the power of resorting 
to a surprise survey ever since they were in office, and it re- 
flects little credit on them that it was not resorted to 
until September, 1872. The Straits Times stigmatises 
with strange sensitiveneas, as being “in the worst pvs- 
sible taste,” the account which we gave—gleaned from his 
own columns—of the Governor and Cuvlonial Secretary’s 
trip to Salangore in October. We should have been ready 
to submit to the superior sxsthetio tact of our contemporary, 
if, instead of styling it “an important mission,” he had de- 
nounced the waste of the public money and the injury done 
to the British name by a brace of high officials steaming off 
to a Malay principality with which they had no concer», to 
inquire into affairs with which they had been specially or- 
dered not to interfere. Our contemporary is surely not 
serious when he says that we attributed the commercial 
disasters to the local Government. Does he want an essay 
from us on the action of public on private morality ? 


WE are glad to see that Sir ARTHUR KENNEDY is about 
to introduce an Ordinance into the Legislative Council, 
Hong Kong, which will prohibit residents from taking any 
part in the Macao Coolie Trade, either in the charter or 
fitting of vessels intended for the traffic, or participating 
directly or indirectly in any profits derived therefrom. If 
Sir ARTHUR succeeds in so crippling this horrible trade as 
to ultimately lead to its abandonment by the Portuguese, 
he will raise a lasting monument to his memory. 


A PROTEST has been lodged at Constantinople by the 
British Government against the increase of the Suez Canal 
dues, and the Turkish Government has been given dis- 
tinctly to understand that it will be held responsible for 
the extra amounts levied on British shipowners, under the. 
new arrangement. The Governments of Russia and Ger- 
many, on the other hand, are said to have intimated un- 
officially to M. DE LEssEps that they consider the com- 
pany justified in making the increased charges. 


THE “ Messageries Maritimes” have added a very fine 
vessel to their fleet. The Irrawaddy, which is appointed 
to leave Marseilles with the present mails, is a steamer of 
3,500 tons gross measurement ; built at the yard at la Citat. 
She is 409 feet length, 39 beam, and 32 feet depth of hold, 
with compound engines of 600-horse power nominal. : 
her trial trip she attained a speed of 14 knots. Her pas- 
senger accommodation is 112 first-class and 82 second and 
third. ; 


ADVICES from St. Petersburg inform us that a Russian 
officer, Lieutenant-Colonel BARABASCH, who, it will be 
remembered, made a journey over the Ourga Mountains in 
Mongolia in 1871, has recently returned from an expedi- 
tion to Kanchow, in the Province of Kansuhb. A de- 
tailed account, with a map, is to be published. 


PREPARATORY to the opening of the new department for 
the study of Japanese in Paris, an international conference 
of Oriental scholars, with Professor LEON DE Rosny at 
their head, has been invited for the 22nd July. A sub- 
scription of £12 will entitle members to copies of all the 
publications of the society. 


A PaRIS newspaper, the Univers, publishes a despatch ° 
from Hong Kong, dated the 23rd inst., stating that although 
the principle of religious toleration has been officially an- 
nounced in Japan, the persecution edict remains placarded,

Bar Silver has been in demand for France, and also to some 
extent for India and China ; the orders for the East are, however, 
exceptional, and in view of the present rates of exchange are 
hardly likely to be repeated. The price had improved at the 
beginning of the week to 59fd. per oz., but at the close is some- 
what weaker. Mexican Dollars amounting to about £70,000 
have been sold, chiefly for China, at 504d. per oz. for the New 
Coinage, showing no alteration in price; the Old Coinage is in 
less demand, and although the quantity coming in is inconsider-

With the view of making suitable provision for the deficiency which 
must be anticipated on these transactions, the directors had set £48,000 
aside, from the profits now realised, for that purpose. He commented 
in strong terms upon the want of commercial morality shown by the 
members of the firm in continuing their business when it must be evi- 
dent to them that ruin must eventually follow the system of credit upon 
which they were conducting their operations. He said that other Indian 
banks had also suffered from the failure. It was a loss which, looking at 
the repute and credit which the firm enjoyed, it was impossible to foresee 
oravoid. At the same time the circumstances poumected with that failure 
were of such an exceptional character that no similar unfortunate loss 
need be dreaded in future. Referring to the account of the late Agra 
and Masterman’s Bank, he said that the additional assets realised had — 
enabled the directors to declare a further instalment at the rate of £1 
per share.

CHINA. 


: TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent writes as follows under date 30th January :— 

About ten o’clock last night the residents of the British 
Settlement observed the sky lighted up in the direction of the 
city, and we learnt this morning that it arose from the burni 
of some stacks of millet stalks—the fuel of this part of China— 
stored in a yard outside the angle of the city wall between the 
East and South gates ; the work is suspected to be incendiarism, 
It might, however, I imagine, have been caused by the letting off 
of fire-crackers on account of the New-Year. The wind 
very fortunately gone down at dusk ; and the fire did not spread 
to the adjoining yards of millet stalks. In winter at Tientsin, 
when the river and road waters are all frozen, it is extremely 
difficult to extinguish conflagrations in town. 

The thermometer stood this morning at daylight 13 deg. The 
ice both in the river and the lakes is fourteen inches in thickness, 
It was feared at one time that it would be difficult to gather a 
stock for next summer’s consumption here, and for exportation, 
owing to the very mild weather we had up to the last few days 
of the Chinese year. Now, however, there is no danger of our 
stock failing, ice is plentiful and thick. 

About two weeks back it was currently mentioned by the 
people in the city that the army for Kansuh, amounting to 
thirty thousand soldiers, exclusive of officers, and all belonging to 
Le-hung-chang’s Southern Legion, would start in two divisions 
for Kansuh on the 16th January. Some few days later the 
people of Tientgin learnt that, as the first division was on the 
point of starting, the order for marching had been counter- 
manded ; the ground for the change being that the roads through 
the province of Shanse had been ascertained to be covered with 
several feet of snow, rendering it quite impossible for the: men 
to march over it. The army had already been fully furnished 
with ammunition for the mfles (muzzle-loading Enfields), and 
with the different kinds of ammunition suitable for the guns of 
the different batteries of artillery attached to each division. 
Kanchow, the capital of the province of Kansuh, is 5,044 
le distant from Peking; Oroumtsi, where the Mahomme- 
dan rebels had, some three months ago, their head-quarters, 
must be at least 6,000 le, or 2,000 miles English, distant 
from Tientsin. If the men have to march on foot all that 
distance, and if we allow them to average thirty le or ten 
miles » day, which will be a good day’s march when we take 
into consideration that each man will have to carry a considerable 
weight, namely, his rifle, ammunition, say thirty rounds, his 
clothes, his be ding, and some provisions, the two divisions will 
take at least two hundred days, or, speaking roughly, seven 
months, to reach the present seat of war near Oroumtsi. As the 
mild summer weather in that region will be then nearly over, 
we can see that their campaign during the present year will only 
be a short one; and that the Manchu dynasty will not derive 
much benefit from this army during the year 1873. 
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A servant of a merchant was carrying, four days back, a sum 
of about two hundred taels from his ee hong to another 
hong, and while going through the public streets was stop 
by some people, beaten, and robbed. I hear that the Tientsin 
district magistrate has, in consequence of the robbery, been dis- 
missed from his post. I mention this circumstance to show that 
the higher authorities are alive to keeping strict order in the city, 
and that, should the subordinate officials fail to do so, they incur 
severe punishment. } 





...., SHANGHALT. 

The present mail ‘brings. advices from this port to the 21st 
February ; the French mail from London Jan. 3 arrived out 
on the 19th Feb. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald. :— - 

The Engineer-in-Chief to the Customs has prepared and placed 
at our disposal a tide table for the last six months of 1872, show- 
ing all the day and night tides—z.c., those from dawn to dusk, 


and those from dusk to dawn. We observe that while the night 


tides in July and in the three following months average con- 
siderably higher than the day ones, the reverse occurs in the 
months of November and December. 

News has been received of the wreck of the British barque 
Siam, late Maria Therese, on her way from Hakodadi to Shanghai 
with seaweed, &c. She went ashore on the Nippon side of the 
Tsugar Straits, at the entrance of Awamori Bay, and is believed 
to be a total loss. Assistance has been sent to her, but it is 
thought the case is a bad one ; she is, we believe, well insured. 

The Grand Duke Alexis is likely to visit Shanghai in the 
course of a few weeks—after the Hong Kong Races, probably. 

We have to notice the issue of the Desk Hong List for 1873, 
which appears in bulkier proportions, as it embraces a wider 
range Of information and aims at more extended usefulness. 
Among the additions are a list of roads in English and Chinese, 
and such colloquial — as may be of use in giving directions 
to coolies and chair-bearers, In the list of hongs we may notice 
that, after many endeavours to reduce the Chinese names to a 
uniform system of romanised rendering, and to the local pro- 
nunciation, thé compilers have been obliged to give the task up, 
and to leave each resident to treat the age as May seem 
best in his own eyes, A Peking Directory 1s introduced for the 
first time, and a legation page precedes that giving the members of 
Her Britannic Majesty’s Diplomatic and Consular Service. 
~: John Wilson, an able seaman of the s.s. Craigforth, is in cus- 
tody on a charge of manslaughter. He had been fined $3.50 for 
drunkenness, and ordered to return to his ship. When he got on 
board one of his messmates, named Alfred Kite, on seeing him, 
expressed regret that he should have been in the lock-up, and 
that he had not the means to secure his release. Wilson resented 
this ‘as an insult, and‘ both being in liquor at the time, from words 
they came to blows, and went on deck to fight. There they at- 
tracted the attention of the third mate, who directly attempted 
to separate them. A blow seems, however, to have passed before 
he could reach them ; at any rate, while he was restraining Wil- 
son, Kite fell back into the open gangway, near which he was 
standing at the time ; the mate again caught him, but could not 
prevent him from falling over the side. He kept him suspended 
as long as he could, but was eventually obliged to let go his hold, 
and Kite fell head foremost into the water between the steamer 
and the wharf, and was drowned. 

. About a week ago two sampans were seized, confiscated, and 
hauled up on the Customs’ jetty, and remained there until the 
19th February, with a placard on each explaining the cause of 
confiscation, which was smuggling salt. By order of the Taoutai 
they were sawn in twain from stem to stern, and the pieces 
placed in a boat and taken over to Pootung godown. A case of 
smuggling saltpetre on board the Chinese steamer Aden has also 
been detected, and that vessel has been detained in consequence 
by the Taoutai, until the offender, who has absconded, is caught. 

e amount of saltpetre did not exceed two piculs, and these 
extreme measures are no doubt taken with a vessel flyin 
native flag, to show that even they are not allowed tot 
that monopolised commodity. 

Two of the thieves concerned in an extensive robbery some 
months ago, from a house in Shanse-road, and the Cantonese who 
assaulted Mr. Lang, last September, in Hongkew, have all been 
banished to the Amoor. ey were sent into the city at the 
time of their arrest, and havesince been suffering imprisonment in 
the Che-hsien’s jail. | 

After some interruption to the regularity of its weekly meet- 
ings in the Shantung-road, the Shanghai Marine Temperance 
Society resumed the holding of these on the 15th Feb. The pro- 
gramme was made up of the usual components of addresses, 
readings, and songs.

chang-meaou buildings, and the death of Messrs. Christie, Main- 
land, and Stewart—three gentlemen employed at the Arsenal— 
who were sleeping in it when the fire occurred. The building 
in question is the one which stood between the dock and the 
shipbuilding yard. Two of the deceased, Messrs. Christie and 
Mainland, hved in a portion of the building fronting the river ; 
the third, Mr. Stewart, was in charge of the new buildings in 
course of erection near Loong-hwa, but was staying the night at 
the Arsenal with his friends. The statement of Mr. Reid who 
last saw the deceased alive, is that he left them in Mr. Main- 
land’s rooms at a quar before midnight ; and was awoke half 
an hour later, to find their house in flames, and the deceased 
gentlemen themselves missing. The whole building is com- 
pletely burned down ; and some charred remains, found among 
the twisted remnants of iron bedsteads, afford too sad an expla- 
nation of the fate which befel the mmates. It is believed that 
no Chinese are lost, only one coolie having been sleeping in the 
servants’ rooms at the time. The origin of the fire is not known, 
but it is supposed that the heat of the stove pipe ignited a 
wooden partition, and the upper portion of the puilding being 
constructed chiefly of wood was peculiarly inflammable. The 
fierceness of the fire rendered al efforts to check it utterly 
futile. The engines and various appliances that are kept at the 
Arsenal were got to work as quickly as possible, the Chinese 
officials energetically directing their men ; but nothing could save 
a building so constituted when once the flames had headway. 
All that could be done was to prevent them spreading—to a ship 
which is lying in dock on one side, and the framework of a new 
one which is on the stocks on the other. This was successfully 
done, and though the huge spars underneath the building are 
reduced to charcoal, a little launch lying alongside appears com- 


paratively little damaged.

The annual ‘meeting of the shareholders in the Hong Kong 
and bi a Dock Company was held on the 24th Feb., the 
Hon. J. ittall presiding e Chairman, in referring to the 
report, said it was very pleasing to the directors to be able to lay 
before them such a satisfactory one. The directors had only re- 
commended the usual dividend of 3 per cent. for the half-year, 
the balance being written off as heretofore. Of the $107,000.63 
available for distribution, the dividend of $30,000, $6,000 to 
contributing shareholders, the directors’ and auditors’ fees, would 
absorb $38,750, leaving $68,850.63, of which it was proposed to 
write off $65,500 for depreciation. The balance to be carried 
to new account would thus be $3,350.63. The directors in- 
tended to continue this policy as long as the mortgage to the 
Hong Kong Insurance Company remained unpaid ; the share- 
holders indirectly received the benefit in the increased value of 
the shares. The amount to be paid under this arrangement to 
the Hong ae Insurance Company was one quarter of the pre- 
sent debt, and before the next meeting he hoped they would be 
able to pay a like sum, thus reducing the debt to one-half. He 
would now propose that the report be accepted, and the accounts 
passed. The motion was carried unanimously. Messrs. Whittall 
and Deacon, the retiring directors, were then re-elected, as were 
also Messrs. Coxon and Mitchell, auditors. The Hon. Mr. 
Rowett then proposed a vote of thanks to the chairman, which 
was carried by acclamation. 

The annual meeting of the China Fire Insurance Compan 
was held the same day. The Chairman, Mr. Lowcock, said the 
directors congratulated the shareholders on the working of the 
company. e increase in their receipts com favourably 
with the other local offices, and their losses had been trifling, only 
amounting to $145, though others had been paid belonging to 
the previous year. Calculating upon the average of losses since 
the office was started, he hoped they would be able to return 
next year 20} per cent. to contributors. The reserve fund now 
amounted to more than was necessary under the articles of as- 
sociation. The motion that the report be adopted was seconded 
by Mr. Burrows, and carried unanimously. essrs. Joost and 
Huntington having been appointed to the Board in the room of 
two directors who had gone home, and Messrs. Arthur and For 
the retiring directors, having been re-elected, Messrs, McDou 
and Deacon were re-appointed auditors, and the meeting sepa- 
rated with the customary votes of thanks to the chairman and 
the directors, 

The interesting ceremony of launching a steamer built in the 
colony has again been performed, this time at the Kowloon 
Docks. The vessel launched wasa beautiful little steamer named 
the Canlaon, 118 feet in length, with a beam of 18} feet, and a 
depth of 74 feet, built at the docks by Mr. R. Duncan. Sheisa 
composite vessel, her iron framing being 3in. by 3in., and pre- 
sented a very attractive appearance as she stood ready for launch- 
ing, her model being extremely pretty. She has been constructed 
on the order of Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., for her owners 
at Manila, and is intended for the local carrying trade of the 
Philippines, A numerous party of ladies and gentlemen were 
invited to witness the launch, and the ceremony of naming the 
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vessel was performed by Miss Crawford. The Canlaon was sub- 
sequently hauled alongside the wharf, where her boiler, con- 
structed at Whampoa, was already waiting for her. She is to 
have a pair of engines, each of 15-horse power nominal, working 
up to 120-horse power. Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co. expect 
to coe her to sea before the end of March, as everything is ready 
for her. 

News has been received from Yokohama of the total loss of 
the French barque Ormoy, while on a passage from Yokohama 
to Kobe to load rice for Amoy. The Ormoy was wrecked on the 
30th January, on an island forty-five miles from Yokohama. 
The crew remained on the island fifteen days, when a junk 
arrived and conveyed then to Yokohama. The captain remains 
in Yokohama, but the chief officer and five of the Malay crew 
have arrived here. 

The usual salutes on Washington’s birthday were not fired, in 
consequence of there not being any United States man-of-war in 
harbour, the A/onacacy, daily expected, not having arrived. The 
American residents were, however, heartily congratulated on the 
return of the anniversary, and the day was by no means forgotten 
at the festivities usual during the races. 

Dr. Charles John Wharry has reported his arrival in the 
colony, and is appointed superintendent ‘of the Government Civil 
Hospital ; under instructions from the Secretary of State. 

. Adolph Eimbcke is officially recognised as Peruvian Con- 
sul, and Mr. Frensberg, Interpreter of the German Consulate, 
is recognised provisionally as German Consul, vice Eimbcke, re- 
tired.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
We have advices from this port to March 7th ; the French 


mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out March 4, The following 
summary of news is from the Singapore Daily Times :-— 


The Legislative Council will meet on the 10th March in the 
Council Chamber, unless telegraphic notice should be received 
from Penang that the next home mail will arrive here on that 
day, in which case the Council will not meet till the following 
day. The object of this early session is, as stated in the last 
paragraph but one of the Governor’s speech closing the Session 
of 1872, “ for the purpose of giving effect to certain legal measures 
to complete some reforms in the law and the mode of its admini- 
stration, the necessity for which has been for some time admitted.” 
At its meeting the Council will adjourn to afford a further op- 

rtunity of considering the proposed measures. The usual 

ormalities will be observed at the opening of the session. 

Judgment has been delivered by the Chief Justice, in a case 
which has excited considerable interest among mercantile men 
here, viz., that of Pitre Fruchard v. Adolph Emil Schmidt and 
others. This was an action by the owner of the ship, the French 
barque Tranquebar, against the defendants for $1,077.27 for in- 
wan freight as per charter party, and other incidental charges, 
the amount of which, and their liability to pay which, is not 
disputed by the defendants, who have ee the amount claimed 
into Court, less a sum of $423.25, which they claim to retain by 
way of set-off for commission due to them on outwaris esti- 
mated charter at be Judgment was given for the plaintiffs 
for the amount claimed. 

According to the latest accounts from Java, all the talk there 
is about the expedition to Acheen, and its effects pon the pepper 
and other articles of produce from that principality. The Dutch 
authorities, as usual, are very reticent in regard to this little 
affair. But people will talk, and we learn from private advices 
that a force, 5,000 strong, with cavalry and artillery, forms the 
strength of this expedition. We should have imagined that 
Great Britain would be represented there or thereabouts in the 
shape of a man-of-war in this little difficulty, but the wise eco- 
nomy of Government leaves a central station of vital importance 
like {Singapore and the Straits with only a worn out hulk like 
the Zbra for protection. . 

Our readers will remember that a match was played last 
month between the Singapore Cricket Club and eleven of the 
10th Regiment, in which the Club were beaten. A return match 
has been played at the Tanglin Barracks, which the Club won 
by only two runs. The finish was one of the most exciting ever 
witnessed in Singapore, and gave a zest to the match which will 
probably lead to more good sport. 

The colonial steamer Pluto returned on the 3rd March from 
Penang, bringing back’ the Governor and his suite, and has since 
left for Malacca, with the Chief Justice, who goes down to hold 
the sessions there. 
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Mr. Lewis Herbert Woods, of Singapore, has been admitted 
as an advocate and attorney of the Supreme Court of the Straits 
Settlements, and has taken the oath of allegiance. 

The United States steamer Hartford anchored in the harbour 
on the 6th March, and saluted the British flag. The Hartford 
is to be the flag-ship of the Asiatic Squadron, and will take on 
board Admiral Jenkins, whose flag was recently transferred to 
the Lackawanna.

SHANGHAL—Piece Goods: There had not been much excitement.

transacted in Grey Shirtings, Jeans, Dimities, Turkey Reds, Long Ella, 
and Camlets, and the prices of these articles generally had slightly im- 
proved. Grey Shirtings: Sales and re-sales of 8} lbs. had been over 
120,000 pieces—the bulk being good to best common chops at Tis. 1.94 
to 1.95. Tis. 1.97 refused for Collie’s “ Lion and Eagle’ chop ; 7-Ibs. 
likewise improved, but to a less extent. Dewhurst’s best saleable at 
Tls. 1.75; settlements 30,000 to 35,000 pieces at Tis. 1.70 to 1.75. 
Little done in 9 and 10-lbs. White Shirtings: Market better. 56 
reed—Dewhurst’s and Three Man chops had brought Tls.

ordinary Tls. 182 to 185; Dewhurst’s 60 reed Tls. 2.10; 64 reed 
Tls. 2.29. T-Cloths: Sales very trifling, but nearly all kinds slowly 
improving in value, Mexican 7-lbs. having realised Tls. 1.70. Drills: 
Scarcely any movement had taken place, quotations nominal, many 
sellers but few buyers. Jeans: A cunsiderable business reported, 
and prices slightly improved, the range being from Ts, 2.06 to 2.15. 
Shectings; English 14 to 15 Ibs., Tls. 2.65 to 3.15, and in some little 
demand. Fancy Cottons: The trade in Fancies continued desultory in 
character, restricted in range and insignificant in value. Woollens ;:

THE SUEZ CANAL. 

(April Ist.) Mr. BAILLIE CocHRANE wished to introduce a matter to 
the notice of the House in which the Government had been very much 
to blame. The Suez Canal, established by M. Lesseps, cost £16,000,000, 
halfof which was subscribed by a French company ; and, notwithstand- 
ing the canal was on the high road to India, the scheme had never been 


supported by the English Government ; Lord Palmerston, indeed, did 
everything to oppose it, and not a hundred pounds of English money 
was engaged in the speculation. The tonnage rate for goods was £.104 
per ton, and f.10 for each passenger, so that one of our troop ships on 
her way to India paid something like £1,400. Two years ago M. Lesseps 
made a change in the method of levying these dues ; he ‘Ka not alter 
the rate, but he resolved that in fiture the charge should be made upon 
the gross instead of upon the net tonnage, the result being that the 
ships paid on the engines and boilers and all spare space. That had 
been done in the beginning of 1872, and since then ships had been 
charged not on the net tonnage, but on the gross tonnage. The Messa- 
geries Maritimes appealed against that p ing, and in two or three 
months a decision was given in favour of the Suez Canal Company. The 
case was then carried to another Court in Paris, which reversed the deci- 
sion. But in point of fact the whole case between the Messageries and 
the Suez Canal Company was a private arrangement, the object being to 
put the authority over the Suez Canal Company into the hands of a 
French Court. That naturally excited great indignation. Now, he 
wanted to know whether, when the matter was laid before the Govern- 
ment, they resisted or accepted what had been doné Theré 
was another point which was deserving of attention. By the capitu: 
lations with Egypt anything brought before a Court must be tried ix 
the defendant's Court, and therefore, whenever our shipowners ap- 
pealed against these excessive tolls, the action was brought before the 
Court of the French Consul-General at Cairo. He need not say that 
the decisions were naturally given against us. And here he must say 
that in the matter of judicial reforms our Foreign Secretary had en- 
tirely failed in his duty of representing our interests in the East. In 
1870 Lord Granville saw the absolute necessity of those judicial re- 
forms. A Commission sat at Cairo, and the representatives of all the 
Powers agreed to the reform. He had the honour of bringing the ques- 
tion before the House last year, and subsequently in the autumn the 
Commissioners met at Constantinople and the judicial reforms were 
agreed to. But suddenly the French Government, seeing the import- 
ance of keeping the Suez Canal in the hands of France, and of thus 
having in its power to stop our communications with the East, said 
they would not consent to those judicial reforms. Every Government 
in Europe, with the exception of France, was in favour of them. But 
what did Lord Granville do? Did he show that courage which an 
English Foreign Minister ought to display, or that decision of character 
which we had a right to expect from him, when France, for her own 
selfish purpose, refused her consent to the judicial reforms ? Not at all. 
Lord Granville only said, ‘‘ We will never do anything without the con- 
sent of France.’’ Who was President of the Commission at Constan- 
tinople? Our most admirable Consul-General, Sir Philip Francis. 
But though all were agreed as to the absolute necessity of those 
judicial reforms, and there was not a dissentient voice except that of 
France, Lord Granville suddenly said that he would not act without 
France, and the whole thing fell to the ground. Lord Granville, in 
1870, held the opinion which Lord Clarendon and Lord Derby held 
before him. Her Majesty's Government could not doubt that the sys- 
tem which now prevailed in Egypt, with regard to suits in which foe 
reigners on the one hand, and the people of Egypt on the other were 
concerned, was injurious to all parties, as it was certainly the warrant 
of any Treaty engagements. Her Majesty's Government, therefore, 
were willing to lend their aid to establish a better system; but if the 
other Powers agreed in the same object why should we hold back be- 
cause France suddenly refused her consent? It was not right that we 
should be parties to a system which might have been very well of old, 
but was not suitable to the present time and was most injurious to 
British interests. What was the fact? Why, that out of a hundred 
ships passing through the Canal, seventy-nine carried the British flag. 
That Canal the French had got so much into their hands that there 
was not a single employé connected with it that was not a Frenchman. 
They could close the Canal whenever they liked, and need not let a 
vessel enter until it had paid any dues they wished to charge with 60 
per cent. extra tax; and then they said, “‘ You may bring your action 
against us; but when you do you must carry it into a French Con- 
sular Court.’’ He wanted to ask the noble lord what the Govern- 
ment had done, or what representations they had made after the 
decisions which had been given in the French Courts. Had they pro- 
tested against the authority of those Courts? The question of tonnage 
dues was comparatively unimportant. What was important was whether 
the Suez Canal being of such vital consequence to us, there wasa power 
of closing it against us, or of putting such tolls on our ships passing 
through as virtually to close it against us whenever the French chose. 
He had heard it said that if those tolls were collected for the future it 
would be impossible even fur the Peninsular and Oriental Company to 
send theirshipsthrough. Millions of money had been spent since theopen- 
ing of the Canal in building ships fitted for the navigation of the Canal. 
Was that a matter which was of no concern to us? The policy nuw 
adopted by the Foreign Office was weakening our prestige in the East, 
and endangering our relations with India. This was a question of so 
much importance, that late as the hour was he had ventured briefly to 
call attention to it, and unless he obtained a most satisfactory explana- 
tion from the noble lord he would certainly divide the House on the 
resolution he begged now to move—“ That the commerce of this country 
being 30 deeply interested in the uninterrupted navigation of the Suez 
Canal, it is desirable that Her Majesty's Government should at once 
give its adhesion to the judicial reforms in Egypt suggested and approved 
by the representatives of all the European Powers, by which tribunals 
will be created for the better administration of justice in Egypt, and the 
adjudication of differences which may arise between British shipowners 
and the administrators of the Suez Canal Company.” 

Mr. Ea8STWICK supported the motion.—Mr. E. SMITH maintained that 
the Foreign-office ought to take every step to protect the interest of the 
British shipowners.—Mr. A. GuEsT could not see how the Government 
could compel the company to lower their tolls. 

Lord ENFIELD said that the Foreign-office were not negligent of ita 
duties with regard to the tolls and to the question of judicial reform in 
Egypt. Up to last year the dues were levied, not on the gross 
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tonnage, but on the net or registered tonnage ; but since several of the 
principal maritime countries, including France and Austria, had agreed 
to adopt the English principle of gross tonnage, this change would 
doubtless be found to work advantageously. In the course of the pre- 
sent year the Porte had made a communication to Her Majesty’s Go- 
vernment proposing that a commission should sit in London or at Con- 
stantinople for the purpose of establighing a uniform standard of ton- 
nage, determining the course that should be pursued with regard to 
the excessive dues hitherto charged, and of fixing the amount of dues 
for the future. Her Majesty’s Government, in a representation to the 
Porte, expressed a hope that before any decision was come to the 
various maritime Powers should be consulted. Pending the decision of 
the other Powers it would hardly be fair to ask the Government to 
accept the motion requiring them to take immediate action in a matter 
involving so many difficulties. He hoped, however, that before any 
~ long time elapsed the complications about jurisdiction would be adjusted 
by the action of the several Powers acting in concert. 

Mr. CocHRANE expressed his thanks to the noble lord for his state- 
ment, and said it was not his intention to press his motion to a division 
and the motion was accordingly withdrawn.

MISSIONARY CONVENTION IN JAPAN. 

A convention has been held of the missionaries belonging to all the 
Protestant bodies in Japan. A committee was appointed for the trans- 
lation of the Scriptures, which recommended the Roman characters, as 
used by Dr. Hepburn in his dictionary, as likely to be adopted by the 
people, instead of the Chinese characters. The convention adopted this 
resolution :—‘‘ Whereas the Church of Christ is one in Him, and the 
diversities of denominations among Protestants are but accidents which, 
though not affecting the vital unity of believers, do obscure the oneness 
of the Church in Christendom, and much more in- Pagan lands, where 
the history of the divisions cannot be understood ; and whereas we, 
Protestant missionaries, desire to secure uniformity in our modes and 
methods of evangelisation, so as to avoid as far as possible the evil 
arising from marked differences, we therefore take this earliest oppor- 
tunity offered by this convention to agree that we will use our influence 
to secure as far as possible identity of name and organisation in the 
native churches in the formation of which we may be called to assist, 
that name being called as Catholic as the Church of Christ ; and the 
organisation being that wherein the governinent of each church shall be 
by the ministry and eldership of the same with the concurrence of the 
brethren.” : 

With reference to this Convention it may be stated that the only 
representative at present in Japan of the Church Missionary Society 
was not present at the meeting, which was composed exclusively of 
members of the American Missionary Societies. It is, perhaps, scarcely 
necessary to add that any resolutions passed by those bodies only 
amount to a desire that as far as possible uniformity in Church govern- 
ment in the newly-established churches is an object to be aimed at. Of 
course their sentiments are only binding upon themselves, and cannot 
affect the conduct of the other missionary bodies in Japan; such con- 
duct being entirely subject to the home committees of the societies. 
We must confess that however amiable may be the motive which in- 
duced the Convention to arrive at such conclusions, it appears to be a 
hopeless task to bring into harmony views on ecclesiastical matters 
which have been from the first so entirely opposed. We allude to such 
non-essentials as the various schemes of Church government and not to 
the fundamental principles of Protestant faith in which all reformed 
bodies unite. Moreover, we believe that these Missionary Conventions 
have no authority upon these questions, which are decided solely by 
the Churches at home.

AN elocutionary entertainment of a finished character has been given 
at the Langham Hotel by Mr. Benjamin Seare, late of Shanghai. The 
programme consisted entirely of selections from the works of Dickens, 
so chosen as to afford full scope for the display of the highly humorous 
and pathetic powers of the reader. The entertainment was in every 
respect successful. 

THE new P. and O. steamer Bokhara made a successful trial trip on 
Saturday. Several officials from the Admiralty and the Post-office were 
on board. The Bokhare will leave Southampton on the 10th inst. with 
the heavy portion of the India and China mail, and after transhipping 
the mails at Alexandria will proceed to Bombay via the Suez Canal. 

THE Messageries Maritimes steamer Donnai, which was delayed at 
Galle by an accident to her machinery, arrived at Marseilles on the 3rd 
inst. Her cargo, for London, 1,211 packages sugar, 1,030 chesta tea, and 
401 packages sundries, will be forwarded by the Copernic, the same 
steamer which will bring the cargo by the present mail. 

THE financial agency of the Pacific Mail Steamship Company has been 
removed to 150, Cheapside ; the passenger agency being conducted as 
heretofore by Messrs. H. Starr and Co., at 22, Mourgate-street. The 
statement in our last issue that the entire agency had been transferred 
to the first-named address was an error. 

On the Ist inst. the Queen held a Drawing-room at Bucking- 
ham Palace. Among the presentations recorded is that of Yoshida 
Kyonari, Vice-Minister of Finance to the Mikado of Japan, who was 
presented by the Japanese Envoy Terashima, 

We learn by telegram that the Quang-xe, one of the English steamers 
chartered by the Pacific Mail Company, to run on the San Francisco, 
Japan, and China line, arrived at Hong Kung on the 3rd inst. 
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THE extra P. and O. steamer Pesharcur, from Bombay March 17, via 
the Suez Canal, left Port Said on the 3rd inst., and may be expected at 
Southampton about the 16th. . 

Mr. ANNESLEY, H.B.M.’s vice-consul at Hiogo-Ogaka, will return to 
his post by the Southampton mail of the 27th inst.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBura, APRIL 1. 

As the period for the opening of the Exhibition at Vienna is rapidly 
approaching all eyes, metaphorically speaking, are turned in that direc- 
tion. Alarming rumours have been circulated in the press announcing 
that the main building is in so backward a state, that at the very best 
the Exhibition will be formally opened on the day appointed, and then 
immediately closed till all the arrangements are completed. But these 
reports have been officially contradicted, and there is no reason to doubt 
its being opened on the lst of May, and remaining open without any 
interruption for six months, as originally intended. Hamburg will make 
& conspicuous figure amongst the exhibitors, and will show the world 
that they are not behind the period in the arts, sciences, manufactures, 
and industry. The authorities here participate largely and compete with 
private exhibitiors. Before being sent off to Vienna several objects have 
been thrown open for public inspection; amongst these are carefully 
prepared models, on a large scale, of some of the new buildings and 
whole quarters of the city, among which may be mentioned the Basin 
of the Alster with the beautiful Lombard bridge and its surroundings 
as far as the new museum ; and then the new docks and quays with the 
accommodation for the largest class of shipping. Also models of the 
gas manufactory and the water-works for supplying filtered water to 
every house, and lastly a vivid representation of the underground system 
of sewers, designed and executed after the great fire of 1842 by Mr. 
Lindley—an English engineer—and of which the Hamburgers are justly 
proud, though they would have been more pleased had the plan emanated 
from the genius of a German. 

Whilst on this subject I may here state that the steamer Phase, char- 
tered by the Mikado to convey to Europe the Japanese contributions to 
the Vienna Exhibition, arrived at Trieste on the 21st ult. in thirty-nine 
days from Yokohama, vid the Suez Canal. The Japanese Prince Aresu- 
gawa and the Councillor of State Okuma, who are appointed official re- 
presentatives of Japan, are expected to arrive by the next overland 
mail, The Japanese Catalogue is now under the press, as is also an il- 
lustrated catalogue, which will contain many interesting, but in Europe 
hitherto unknown, particulars of the History of Japan, the Imperial 
Family, the chronological series of sovereigns from the most remote 
periods, with statistics of the population, the financial system in opera- 
tion, the organization of the army, and the administration of justice. 
All these are taken from the State Archives. 

The Mikado, who takes a great interest in the success of the Exhibi- 
tion, is said to have already spent $200,000 for the purpose, and has 
now granted $300,000 more to be represented in a manner worthy of 
his position and dignity. Amongst the objects he has sent over, and 
that will not fail to create a great sensation, is the model of a colossal 
figure of Buddha, 50 feet high, the original of which was cast in bronze 
six hundred years ago ; the hanging ears are six feet in length, the eyes 
4 feet wide, the circumference of the thumb is three feet, and the width 
of the face 18 feet. The model sent is made of paper materials 
Whilst this figure represents the present religion in Japan’ the former 
religion of the state is represented by the model of a Sinto Temple 
erected seven hundred years ago; it is not particularly grand, but 
interesting on account of historical events connected with the country. 
The Sinto creed did not recognise or admit idols and statues, and the 
only ornament permitted in their temples was a mirror. The Japanese 
collection also contains two colossal figures of fishes ; they are 9 feet 
high, and made of copper gilt. They formerly stood on the gables of a 
five storied castle, and are four hundred years old. There are also several 
models of Japanese buildings, ahd among them one twelve feet in 
height, representing the tower of a Buddhist Temple. The Chinese 
collection has also arrived, and the catalogue (in Chinese, English, and 
German) is being printed ; it comprises 529 numbers. 

The Japanese Embassy has given an interview at Berlin to a Deputa- 
tion of the German Branch of the Evangelical Alliance, consisting of 
Count Eggloffstein, the King’s chief chaplain, Dr. Hoffman, Privy 
Councillor Drogand, Pastor Erxleben, and Professor Dr. Messner, who 
presented the chief Ambassador with an address, which was most 
courteously and amicably received, and subsequently answered in 
writing. The German papers give the text of the answer, which was 
signed by all the members of the embassy as follows :—Sionii ‘Tomemi 
Iwakura, Jussammi Takayossi Kido, Jussami Tossimitsi Okubo, Jushie 
Hirobumi Ito, Jushie Maasouka Yamagutsi. The Embassy finally left 
Berlin on Saturday last, and proceeded by railway through EydtRuh- 
nen and Dirschau to St. Petersburg. Sameshima, the Japanese Minis- 
ter resident at the Court of Berlin, who had only arrived there a few 
days previously from Paris, is gone with the Embassy to the Russian

N Paris paper, le Temps, publishes a letter from Berlin, stating that 
Lieutenant Stumm, of the Hussars, and brother of the secretary to the 
German Exnbassy at Rome, is to accompany the Russian expedition to 
Khiva, adding that he is the only foreign officer so favoured, and that 
no other foreigner, either officer or special correspondent, will be allowed 
to accompany the Russian troops.

The German Steamship Company, which has inaugurated so success- 
fully the line between this port and Singapore and China, has made a 
call of 300 Reichs Marks per share, which instalment becomes payable 
on the 30th inst. The departure of their steamer (Galatea is unavoid- 
ably postponed till the 25th of this month. 


COMMERCIAL, 

Toa is quiet, prices remain without variation, and the sales have been 
comparatively small, those by importers being restricted to 199/8 chests 
Souchong, 582/16 do. Congou, and 750/16 do. Imperial. Rice is inactive 
at previous rates. Cassia Lignea rules firm, and has a large sale at 85 
to 86 pfen., Flores lower and out of favour ; it may be bought at 126 to 
128. Ginger has risen considerably, as the stocks are small. There is 
much difficulty in maintaining the last quotations of Pepper, Singapore 
70 to 71, Penang 66 to 67, and white 135 to 150; all these are nominal, 
as the transactions have been but few and insignificant. Of Starannis 
50 chests have changed hands, and the article is looking up. Spelter 
firm, and 3,000 centners of Silesian Union were taken for delivery on 
arrival at 27 marks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
; RoTTERDAM, APRIL 2. 

It is as though we were in the middle of the summer and the dog days 
near at hand. The last days of March were finer than ever, and the 
sunny days sccm to influence the seemingly inexhaustible eloquence of 
the members of Parliament, who are still involved in the wearisome and 
fatiguing debate about the Judicial Reorganisation Bill. And they will 
not have ended these discussions before the Easter recess ! It is indeed 
a waste of national time. Every member has his own ideas and princi- 
ples, and, as a matter of course, proposes amendments, which are as re- 
gularly out-voted. We had, however, a somewhat amusing intermezzo, 
amusing because our clerical inembers found opportunity to say all that 
rancoured in their hearts. The question was this, Some months ago a 
young Protestant soldier died at Breda. The Ultramontanes, whu are 
fond ‘of making proselytes, converted him, on his sick-bed, to the Roman 
Catholic Church. This fact was published; the papers made much 
noise about it ; and the Minister of the War Department issued a circu- 
lar in favour of the priests and clergymen visiting the military hospitals 
without a special permission. This measure caused a general indignation 
amongst our clergymen, correspondence followed in our papers, and the 
result was an interpellation in the Second Chamber. This took place yes- 
terday. It was a theolozical debate in aptims forma, The Minister of 
War, who certainly is a better soldier than a debater, said but a few 
words ; he tried to bring about a reconciliation, and partly succeeded ; 
the whole, however, proved to be a storm in a teacup. Too much honour 
was done to the memory vf a converted zzittehoon, a nickname for 
young soldiers, 

The question of emigration to our East Indian colonies remains stil 
@ matter of dispute, but if I am well informed—and I believe I am— 
an experiment wil] be made on a small scale, and these emigrants will 
be directed to the high and hilly lands of Sumatra and Java, which are 
more fit for Europeans than the other parts of the colonies. The 
opponents to the measure, however, furetel that such an undertaking 
will cost a good deal of money and a number of lives. 

Last Thursday a meeting was held in Amsterdam of shareholders in 
the Netherlands India Dry-dock Company. The committee communi- 
cated that they had taken an important step forward since the last 
meeting, when it was stated that the sum subscribed for was quite in- 
sufficient. Since then the manager had treated with an important 
English house, which will undertake to build both the docks, and con- 
sents to take such a number of shares in payment that only a sum of 
350,000 guilders remains to be vovered. There is now capital enough 
to build and to transfer the docks, but the sum just named is necessary 
for the working capital. The question now was, can the company be 
considered constituted in the hope that the 350 m. will be subscribed 
for by the time it is required for building purposea ; but this proposal 
was outvoted unanimously. Till the Ist of May the English house is 
bound to its engagements ; the managers will now endeavour again to 
find the necessary money, and if it cannot be found India must do with- 
out docks. The Amsterdam papers strongly recommend our capitalists 
to invest part of their money in this undertaking, but I fear that this 
will have but little success. So much is certain, Rotterdam will 
not do more than it has already done to favour this undertaking. 
The warm opposition which the plans met with in India has 
called forth sympathy here. On the other side one might say 
that so much money is thrown away in American railways, in 
Spanish and Turkish funds, that it would be all but nonsensical to run 
any risk by subscribing some thousands on behalf of these docks. Java 
has dune so much for us, has created here ~» many capitalists, that it 
would be anything but reasonable to +a rifice—for that may be the 
right word—a trifling sum to shuw our interest in Java matters. 

Much astonishment was created here by a Reuter's telegram dated 
from Penang lst April, stating that Holland had declared war against 
the Sultan of the Empire of Atchin. Nothing was said about it in the 
official paper, which was published yesterday evening. Perhaps some 
explanation will be asked fur In to-day’s sitting of the Second 
Chamber. 

It has given much satisfaction that the monetary difficulty in which 


one of our principal sugar brokers was involved has been arranged 
privately, so that there is no more question of a failure. This speaks 
well for our trade, which I am glad to state seems most healthy. The 
well-informed journal, the Amsterdamsch LEjfectenblad, says that the 
dividend of the Amsterdam Bank will be fixed at 44 per cent.; this is, I 
need not state somewhat unsatisfactory. At the Bourse the business 
remains dull, and in all the departments there are but few transac- 
tions. The rate of discount remained, notwithstanding that a lively 
demand for money prevailed, unaltered. The weekly return of the 
Dutch Bank was most satisfactory. 
(BY TELEGRAM.) 

THE Hague, April 4.—In to-day’s sitting of the Second Chamber the 
Minister of the Colonies, in reply tothe question of M. Niestrass, said 
that Holland had declared war against Atchin because that country 
continued its armaments and refused to give any explanation on the 
subject to the Commissioner of the Dutch Government. The Minister 
expressed his confidence in the sufficiency of the military and maritime 
forces, and added that foreign Powers were aware of all that had taken 
place, and had given satisfactory assurances. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

Business transactions have been upon the whole confined to pur- 
chases for consumptive wants, and but little alteration has taken place 
in the market value of our leading articles of produce, amongst which 
Coffee continues to be fully supported, and a further advance is now 
held for, whilst on the other hand most other articles have a downward 
tendency. 

CorFrEE continues to meet ready buyers at full market rates, and a 
fair amount of business has been doing. The large deliveries from the 
Trading Company's stores during the past month, the returns of which 
were published yesterday, have created increased confidence in the 
future course of the article, and holders have raised their demands for 
Trading Company’s Coffee 4c. to $c. Several shipments of private im- 
portation have changed hands, viz. :—2,733 bags Java and Bali, ex 
Hebe ; 2,079 bags Java, ex Emilia; 710 bags Java, ex Johanna Mania ;

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THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

THE remarks which we recently made under the above 
heading, went to show that the checks provided by the 
Colonial system on the conduct of Governors in Crown 
Colonies were, in theory, worthless, considering the patron- 
age and power left in the Governors hands over the 
officials, the incapacity and indisposition of the non-official 
element to run counter to his wishes, and the distance, 
consequent ignorance of details, and at best, tardy action 
of the Colonial Office. This general result would be 
abundantly proved by an appeal to the history of any 
Crown Colony, but the recent history of the Straits Settle- 
ments may well be taken in preference to any other, as 
the Colonial system is new there and has been watched 
with some care. For such a history, indeed, we should 
have neither time, room, nor sufficient materials ; but we 
shall take one or two leading topics of Colonial interest for 
our illustrations. With this object in view, we shall review 
to-day the history of “the only important work,” to borrow 
Lord KIMBERLEY’S words, which Sir HARRY ORD undertook 
—Government House. Though some of its history is still 
concealed from the public eye, the local press and Govern- 
ment Gazette, and the papers of the Straits Association, 
place at our disposal a good deal of accurate information, 
which, though scattered, admits of compression within 
reasonable limits. 

When Sir H. OrD arrived in the Straits in April, 1867, 
the Singapore Waterworks were unfinished, and urgently 
called for completion. But this was indefinitely postponed, 
and in May two unofficial members of the Legislative 
Council, “‘ with the Governor’s permission,” says the offi- 
cial record, proposed that $42,000 should be appropriated 
to the purchase of a site for a Government House. This 
resolution was increased in July, again on the proposition 
of unofficial members, to $100,000, to include the building 
and furnishing the house, and the laying out of the grounds. 
“© A Governor,” says Lord KIMBERLEY, “ does not escape 
‘from his responsibility, as regards the application of 
‘‘ public money, by getting a vote proposed by an unofiicial 
‘¢ member, instead of himself making the demand ;’ and 
these resolutions were carried, not only without the pre- 
vious sanction of the Minister, contrary to the Colonial 
regulations, but without any estimate being laid before the 
Council, or even prepared. - 

The work was at once proceeded with by the Colonial 
Engineer, Major- McNair, who acted also during part of 
the time in question as aide-de-camp of the Governor, and, 
later, as Colonial Secretary. To provide the necessary 
labour, the convict establishments of the three Settlements 
were required to furnish every available land. Penang 
and Malacca were deprived of a large number of convicts, 
and their roads and other works had to suffer in conse- 
quence. For.materials Sir H. OrD found stacked at the 
Government kilns of Singapore a large store of bricks, 
which the municipal commissioners had bought for the 
drainage of the town, and he took possession of them for 
the future house. The commissioners remonstrated, and 
claimed their property ; but they were informed, with the 
support of a legal opinion, that as their very existence de- 
pended on the Governor's pleasure—since he could pass an 








ordinance to abolish them—they could have no recognisable 
rights against him. He offered, however, to return the 
very low price which they had paid for their bricks, 
$4,500, and they acquiesced. | 

The land having been bought for $42,000, the estimates 
laid before the Legislative Council at the end of the year 
represented $58,000 as the amount remaining available for 
complete works, including stores and convict labour. In the 
following year the estimates represented this sum as having 
dwindled down to $6,500, and demanded £32,000 more, of 
which $23,000 were for cash payments and stores, and 
$9,000 were to be taken in convict labour. This demand 
was, in effect, for $26,200 beyond the $100,000 which the 
Legislative Council had undertaken to grant, but after some 
expressions of regret at the unfortunate excess, the vote 
was passed without demur. 

When the Legislative Council re-assembled three months 
later, in February, 1869, they were presented with two 
papers, one signed by the Colonial-Engineer and the other 
by the Governor. The former represented that only 
$100,000 had been granted, and that $40,000 more were 
required to complete the work. He offered various excuses 
for this new demand.. One was, that “no opportunity had 


“been afforded him for making detailed estimates before 


“the work was begun ;” another, that “the Duke of 
‘“‘ EDINBURGH'S expected visit at the end of the year had 
‘‘ made a coach-house, stables, kitchen, and servants’ room, 
“ besides much gas-fitting and bell-hanging, indispensable 
‘ additions to a Government house.” Sir H. ORD’s paper, 
deploring the ‘‘ mistake” as “ unfortunate,” explained it 
by stating that the work had been undertaken “ under cir- 
cumstances requiring great haste,” and without any esti- 
mate having ever been made beyond the general one, that 
inasmuch as the Town-hall and Court-house had cost about 
seven and a half pence per cubic-foot, it had been con- 
jectured that the Government-house might be completed at 
the same price—including, of course, decorations and fur- 
niture, and the price of fifty acres of land and the cost of 
converting them into ornamental grounds. The Colonial- 
Engmeer’s statements were referred to a committee, con- 
sisting of himself and two non-official members, but their 
report did not notice the recent grant of $26,000. They 
praised the architectural excellence of the work, and recom- 
mended the grant of the money demanded—a recommenda- 
tion which was at once complied with. 

Neither Sir H. ORD nor any other official was more 
critical on the Colonial-Engineers’ figures than the Com- 
mittee ; but the public, the unofficial members, and the 
Secretary of State—to judge from what subsequently 
passed between him and the Straits Association—were at 
this time, and for months later, under the impression that 
the whole amount granted did not exceed $140,000. Those ~ 
who had any recollection of the vote of $26,000 fancied 
that the later sum had been granted in lieu of it. But as 
time went on, doubts began to arise, and at last Mr. 
Ramsay Scott moved for a return to show what the Go- 
vernment House had really cost. This was furnished two 
months later, and it showed that the cost, down to the 
13th of October, 1869, “being the date on which the 
building was reported completed and handed over,” was 
$174,000, of which about $20,000 was the “approximate” 
value of the convict labour employed. 

The work, however, though handed over and reported 
complete, was, nevertheless, far from complete in fact ; and 
yet beyond the sum of $3,000, which was voted at the end 
of 1869 for a guard-house for the sentries, it was carried 
on without any further demand on its account. It was 
notorious that flocks of convicts were still at work on it, 
and it was obvious that any money needed for it must be 
charged to votes which had been granted for other pur- 
poses. It was noticed that the annual votes for the “repair 
of civil buildings” and for “roads and bridges” had been 
greatly increased in the estimates for 1870, while that for 
“unforeseen contingencies” had been doubled. The Straits 
Association called the Secretary of State’s attention to the 
matter, and by his order a Committee was appointed in 
July, 1870, consisting of Mr. J. W. Brrcn (the Colonial 
Secretary) and three unofficial members, to inquire into it. 
This body, we regret to say, suppressed the evidence which 
they took, and on which it must be presumed their report 
was founded, and their report is not the least remarkable 
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feature of this history. They professed inability to determine 
with precision the amount actually granted by the Legis- 
lative Council—though the supply ordinances and estimates 
were as much within their reach as ours—but they came to 
the conclusion that itwas$150,000. They examined the ques- 
tion—in reference to which we italicised some words above 
—whether the original resolution to devote $100,000 to the 
work had been understood as including convict labour, and 
this they decided in the negative. They found that the 
whole cost amounted to $185,000 (of which $23,000 was for 
convict labour) ; that money to the extent of $4,700, which 
had been spent on Government-houge, had been charged to 
the votes for the “repair of civil buildings,” and that $7,000 
had still to be provided for. In effect they determined that 
the Governor had a right to appropriate convict labour as 
he pleased. As to the irregularity of charging Government- 
house expenditure on a vote intended for a different pur- 
pose, they attributed the mistake of the Colonial Engineer 
to his overwork, his necessary absence at times, the great 
hurry of the work, and the deficiencies of his establishment ; 
and they gave him credit for the unconcealed manner in 
which the charges had been made. Certainly what little 
was brought to light was so far from being concealed that 
the headings of the charges invited attention to their irregu- 
larity ; but whether this extreme candour did not divert 
attention from less patent irregularities may be doubted by 
those fresh from a perusal of the various rumours and 
stories which appeared in the local press. That the Com- 
mittee put the cost of the work at a much too low figure 


will hardly be doubted ; and when it is borne in mind that. 


the price of bricks was taken at some 20 per cent. under 
the market value, that convict labour was estimated at less 
than half the current rates, and that there was every facility 
for making, and no means of checking, any charges on such 
votes as those for “materials for jail manufactures,” for 
“‘roads and bridges,” ‘“‘ unforeseen contingencies,” &c., it is 
impossible to estimate the actual cost at less than $230,000. 
Unfortunately it has not only been a most extravagant 


work, and out of all proportion to the wants of the Colony, | 


but it will be a permanent burden on its resources. 

What the Colonial Office thought of the action of the 
Governor and other officials, in reference to this object, re- 
mains unknown to the outer world. But whatis known is, 
that Sir H. Orb has continued in office down to the present 
time, and that the Colonial Engineer has not been among 
the least fortunate of officials, as regards the holding of 
acting appointments and exceptionably advantageous leaves 
of absence. The story needs no comment. It shows what is 
the worth in practice of the three checks which are sup- 
posed to control the conduct of a Colonial Gavernor. 


THE meeting of the shareholders in the China Submarine 
Telegraph and other Companies about to be amalgamated 
will be called for the 22nd inst., to approve of the scheme 
decided on by the directors.

THE CHINA CONSULS’ REPORTS. 

The Reports of Her Majesty's Consuls in China for the year 

1871 have been published. We give our usual résumé :— 
TIENTSIN. 

Mr. Consul Lay reports the total value of the foreign trade at 
this port in 1871 as about £8,300,741 sterling. This sum repre- 
sents the value of imports and exports of treasure as well as of 
goods in general, and includes both the sea traffic in forei 
vessels, and the overland trade with Russia wd Siberia. The 
net value of the whole trade inthe preceding year was £7,657,373. 
An improvement of £446,735 thus becomes apparent. There 
was a considerable increase in the import trade during 1871, 
whilst the export trade, with the exception of the Russian over- 
land transit trade, decreased to the extent of £131,654. This 
last-named branch underwent an increase of £51,260, but did 
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not nearly recover the ground lost in 1870, when it fell about 
£318,160. 

The value of the imports from foreign countries and British 
colonies amounted, during 1871, to £414,619 ; and the foreign 
goods imported from the various treaty-ports reached £3,387 ,550. 
Grey shirtings, English drills, and T-cloths show severally a 
considerable further increase, while in white shirtings there 
would appear to be aslight decline. English drills maintain 
their decided advantage over Dutch and American. In 1869, of 
Dutch alone there were sold more than thrice the amount of 
British make ; in 1871 the proportion was exactly reversed. 
But American jeans continue to increase steadily. All other 
cotton goods, with the exception of dyed and spotted shirtings 
and damasks, show a moderate, and in some cases a good 
advance. Woollens continued to decline. 

Turkey opium would seem to have deserted the market en- 
tirely ; not a pound of it has been imported since 1866. Indian 
opium maintained itself, but without increase. The local 
authorities, acting under instructions from the Central Govern- 
ment, have, it is alleged, been attempting to increase the tax on 
foreign imported opium. There is little fear of the importation 
of Indian opium undergoing a sudden decline as long as native 

consumers of the wealthier classes maintain their present 
| ee They, one and all, declare for the superiority of 
| foreign-grown over Chinese opium ; but assert that even the 
former is now nothing like so savoury as from 1860 to 1864. It 
falls short in aroma and body. The poorer smokers mix a small 
quantity of the Indian drug with the inferior native article. 

The sudden transfer of cotton from the export to the import 
side is noteworthy. In 1866 the export amounted to 136,177 

iculs, As American importation recovered itself this quantity 
ell year by year to 719 piculs in 1870. In 1871 no less than 
7,980 piculs of foreign cotton were imported—a fact which may 
be the precursor of a largely increased demand. 

The direct imports from England, or British colonies, was 
£263,784 ; the whole direct trade with foreign countries was 
£414,590. 

In exports, 1871 shows £630,441, against £518,528 in the pre- 
ceding year. Brick tea seemed to have almost driven black out 
of the market in the Russian transit.trade. The Russian trade 
all but regained the high position reached in 1869. Formerly 
the transport from Tungchow to Kiachta was exclusively by 
camels. baguivien have now been made for traction engines for 
the conveyance of trains of tea through the old North Pass, and 
thence along the plains throngh Mongolia to the Russian fron- 
tier. The Southern Pass, thirty miles from Peking, is impracti- 
cable for anything but camels, mules, and pedestrians. There 
was some talk of a Russian line between Odessa and China, but 
the scheme had not taken definite form. 

The tonnage of British vessels advanced from 43,391 in 1870 
to 52,586 in 1871. Of the 123 British ships engaged in the trade 
78 were steamers to Tientsin. 

Mr. Lay concludes his report by animadverting with just 
severity on the neglect of the Chinese Government to remedy the 
defects in the navigability of the Taku bar and Tientsin river, 
pointed out by Mr. Consul Mongan so long ayo as 1869. 

: CHE-FOO 

Mr. Acting-Consul Mayers reports over the previous year 
both in imports and exports. The total estimated value of 
: merchandise imports, native and foreign (including re-exports), 
was Tis. 6,515,586, and of exports Tls. 2,393,169. The re-exports 
amounted to Tls. 361,480, making a total movement of merchan- 
dise to the amount of Tls. 9,271,235, equal to about £2,781,370. 
.Treasure to the amount of Tls. 3,274,487 was likewise exported. 
The increase however seems to be entirely due to Chinese 
imports, which rose from Tls. 1,339,354 to Tls. 2,295,184, while 
the total of foreign imports fell from Ts. 4,825,763 to Tl]. 4,582,888, 

The total amount of tonnage inwards and outwards was 
486,663, an increase of about 14,000 tons over the previous 
year, which is chiefly due to the yearly augmenting traffic 
of the steam lines under the Bnitish and United States 
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flags between this gk Tientsin, and Shanghai. Four 
sailing vessels arrived from Australia during the year with 
cargoes of coal, and one from England with a partial cargo of 


eneral merchandise, but the bulk of the direct importations 

rom Great Britain were this year, for the first time, brought by 
steamer vid the Suez Canal. The general feature of the import 
trade was the increase of foreign merchandise, which, however, 
was accompanied by the downward tendency of prices. Of the 
Indian saya a larger proportion than usual d through 
foreign hands, owing to complications in the business of the 
principal native importer. Native opium is scarcely known here, 
and an importation of the Persian drug, introduced experi- 
mentally, was found unsaleable, and returned to Shanghai. 

In cotton goods peal tai were almost universal. A new fea- 
ture in the import trade, which has been slowly developed during 
the last few years, through the perseverance of foreign mer- 
chants, shows itself under the head of cotton yarn, imported to 
the amount of 454 piculs. The merchants of the interior, who 
were persuaded to make trial of this article, had begun to report 
that the native manufacturers had at length accustomed them- 


selves in some measure to its use, and a considerably augmented 
demand was expected, 
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The chief disadvantage of Chefoo is its distance from the actual 
distributing centres of the province. The majority of the Chinese 
traders, through whose agency foreign imports find their way 
into this and the adjacent provinces, reside from 60 to 180 miles 
from Chefoo, and comparatively few of them come even indirectly 
into communication with the foreign merchants established at 
this port, their connections in Shanghai being old-established, 
and they finding it to their interest to do business directly with 
their correspondents there. Another disadvantage to foreigners 
residing at Chefoo is the impossibility of obtaining information 
as to routes, demand, markets, &c. 

The export of silk increased ; especially in brown or wild raw 
silk, the product of the oak-leaf worm, which rose to three times 
the quantity of the previous year. 

The trade with Russian Manchuria employed a good deal of 
tonnage, though confined almost exclusively to the importation 
of sea-weed. Chefoo, however, from its situation may be consi- 
dered as the natural entre pét for the staple of exports from these 
Russian possessions, and in ee of time, alisald the coun- 
try be thrown open, some valuable staples might be introduced, 
especially timber, the scarcity of which for building purposes is 
severely felt in the north of China. 

Though the materials for the proposed lighthouse at the extre- 
mity of the Shantung promontory—a work urgently needed— 
arrived here early in the previous year, no steps had been taken 
towards its construction, notwithstanding that the Ist Jan., 
1872, was assigned two years before as the date for the exhibi- 
tion of the light. The entire absence of local control over the 
expenditure of the tonnage dues accounts for the postponement 
of this and other public works of the most pressing necessity. 
The Custom House accommodation is very limited, and harbour 
improvements urgently required. 

NEWCHWANG. 

Mr. Consul Adkins reports that the trade of 1871 contrasted 
unfavourably with previous years, The business capabilities of 
the port were crippled by a monetary panic arising from over- 
trading and the scarcity of bullion. A bad harvest diminished 

the supply of the staple articles of export, and so affected in- 
juriously the foreign shipping interest. The direct trade with 
Great Britain was, however, steadily developing itself ; and the 
trade of a port which, in a bad year, employed 69,933 tons of 
shipping at remunerative rates, must form an important element 
in the course of foreign trade in China; 33 per cent. of the coast- 
ing trade of Swatow is due to its connection with this port, and 
per than 50 per cent. of this trade is carried on by English 
ships. 

he Chinese Government during the year expended a large 
sum of money in lighting and buoying the port. The temporary 
light-vessel, stationed off the entrance of the Siam River, was 
replaced by the light-ship Niuchang, which was built in London 
at a cost of £10,000, and which will be on her station all the 
open season, and .will exhibit from sunset to sunrise a bright 
fixed catoptric light of the second order. The lantern is forty 
feet above the water level, and shows a light round the whole 
horizon, visible eleven miles from the deck of a vessel. During 
foggy weather a steam fog-horn is sounded. The pilots are ex- 
perienced and efficient, and the requirements of the port in the 
matters of lighting and pilotage hive been fully met by the 
Chinese Government. 

. Mr. A. 8. Harvey, Acting Interpreter, paid a visit to the coal 
districts of Hua-tzu-ling and Pén-hsi-hu. The former is a dis- 
trict some twenty li in length, running nearly north and south 
on a range of small hills to the north-east of Lido-yang, and con- 
taining numerous mines worked by firms employi feat 10 to 
300 hands each. The most important of these 1s known as 
Ma-chia-k’ou, eed miles from Ying-tze, and so marked on the 
‘map to accompany the Rev. A. Williamson’s Notes on Manchuria. 
The lowest price of the coal at the pit’s mouth was 103d. per 
1334 Ibs. At Pén-hsi-hu the price was a halfpenny lower, or 
about 14s. 3d. per ton. The most inferior qualities—simpl 
coal-dust—are sold at from 3d. to 53d. per 133 Ibs. at bot 
places. The mines at Pén-hsi-hu are larger and more numerous 
than those at Had-tzu-ling, and a large quantity of coal is con- 
sumed there in the iron factories and potteries. The nearest 
iron mines are twenty li from Pén-hsi-hu ; the best ore comes 
from Mido-kou-tzu, seventy li south of Pén-hsi-hu. The price 
was 114d. per tiao ; the ore of other mines could be bought as 
low as 8d. per tiato. Some of the coal from the mines here finds 
its way to Newchwang, where it sells at from 31s. 6d. to 49s. 6d. 
per ton. It is coming into use among the foreign residents, and 
1s stated on all hands to be superior to Japanese and equal to the 
best Cardiff coal. 

Mr. Consul Adkins made a journey to Niuguta, in North East- 
ern Manchuria, of which he gives an interesting account. The 
chief matter of commercial importance, however, seems to be 
that he found most of the farmers growing opium, in addition to 

cereals and potatoes. The price of Niugata opium was Tls. 23, 
or £6 18s. for 100 liang, or 133 0z.—about the yield of an acre 
of ground. 

he direct trade of Newchwang in 1871 amounted to £62,959 
general imports, British and foreign ; and £44,701 general exports. 

The indirect, or coast and river, trade showed imports £777,351 
and exports £423,747, ; 
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The number of British vessels entered and cleared was 73 ; of 
Foreign 146, of which 94-were North German. The British flag 
declined from 125 to 73 vessels, while the North German 
advanced from 71 to 94 in the course of the year. Every other 
nationality showed a falling off except France, which mustered 6 
against 3. . 

The total imports fell from Ts. 4,915,838 in 1868 to Tis. 
3,579,810 in 1869, Tls. 2,926,380 in 1870, and Ts. 2,691,847 in 
the year under notice. The total exports were, in 1868, Tls. 
1,591,619, in 1869, Ts. 2,240,239, in 1870, Tls. 2,250,998, and in 
1871 Tls. 1,452,309. 


HANKOW. 

Mr. Consul Caine reports a decided increase in the imports, 
while the exports reached a higher figure than was ever known 
since opening the port—TIs. 18,594,195, equalling £5,578,258. In 
foreign imports, notwithstanding a slight falling off in the total 
amount, a large increase is observable in almost every article of 
cotton piece goods. Grey shirtings alone showed 1,708,445 pieces, 
against 1,262,696 in the preceding year, and1,050,750 in 1869. 
Prices, however, fell for 83 lbs. grey shirtings from Tls. 2.22 in 
1869, to Tls. 2.19 in 1870, and Tls. 1.94 in the year under notice. 
Of the 1,708,000 pieces imported in 1871, 950,000 were imported 
by foreigners, against 500,000 pieces out of 1,262,000 in 1870. In 
T-cloths there was an increase of 50,486 pieces, nearly 100 per 
cent. on 1868. In drills an increase of 58,417 in English, and 
16,269 in Dutch, is noticeable. Fancy cottons fell off, ly 
from the flimsy texture, and partly from a change in the Chinese 
fashion. In handkerchiefs 22,189 dozens were imported in 
excess of the preceding year. Woollens continued to decline. 
Camilets fell off 20,712 pieces ; lastings, 2,103 ; long ells, 25,583 ; 
and Spanish stripes, 6,525. The cotton-padded garments every- 
where worn by the Chinese in winter are both cheaper and 
warmer than any woollens we can produce. Nor can any increase 
be expected in this branch. 

In cotton there was the enormous increase of 14,628,765 Ibs. 
or 75 per cent. over the preceding year. Owing to the destruc- 
tion of the crops in Hupei and Szechuen immense importations 
took place from Keang-soo, where the crop was unusually large. 
At first sight it would seem difficult to reconcile this large in- 
crease in native cotton with the equally large increase in foreign 
cotton goods ; but the cotton imported would probably more 
affect the trade of woollens (which has indeed dae) than 
that of cotton piece goods. In silk piece goods there was a 
decline of 22,648 lbs. The total value of the foreign import 
trade for 1870 was £3,647,291, and of native £2,291,023. 
or a total of £5,938,314. The foreign import trade for 1871 
amounted to £3,638,158, and the native to £3,118,473, or a total 
of £6,756,631, being an increase of £1,181,683. The foreign 
exports, however, decreased £9,331 ; but tea was shipped on a 
much larger scale than in any previous year. The tea planta- 
tions in the Huguany provinces were extended, yet prices had 
advanced nearly 50 per cent. on the rates of ten years ago. It 
is calculated that 600,000 chests (95 lbs. each) suited to the 
English market, were sent from here—an increase of 100,000 
chests over the preceding year. 

The Russian trade via Tientsin was less than in 1870, a con- 
siderable quantity having been diverted from that route by a 
direct shipment of 1,983,999 Ibs. to Odessa. Australia took 
650,000 lbs. 

Sixty millions of pounds of tea having been shipped from this 
port to Great Britain, the trade of Hankow in this article alone 
must have contributed £1,500,000 to the English exchequer. 
With an inexhaustible field of supply, an ever-increasing de- 
mand, and an annually more complete and direct means of com- 
munication, the Hankow tea trade would seem destined to 
assume enormous proportions. 

British tonnage had increased since 1869, but the American 
increase was steady and continuous, and completely over- 
shadowed the British flag. The American tonnage (of steamers) 
was 173,724, against 591,940 British. | 

The opening of the Upper Yang-tsze, impending for three 
years previous, and the establishment of a Consular establish- 
ment at I-chang, 363 miles above Hankow, were much discussed 
here. Some contend that such a step would reduce Hankow to a 
mere place of transhipment. It is expected that Szechuea men 
will buy oil their goods in Shanghai, but Mr. Caine thinks they 
will often find it to their advantave to purchase at a nearer 
market. I-chang would in one way undoubtedly benefit Han- 
kow, this port being at present destitute, with an overstocked 
market, of any outlet for its goods. This is the Chinese know, 
and prices are thereby kept down, to the detriment of foreigners. 
Still better than I-chang, however, would be Chun-Hing, both 

litically and commercially, as being situated in the heart of 

zechuen, and having now a large trade, it would be an admir- 
able place for the distribution of goods, 

Mr. Caine concludes his very interesting and exhaustive report 
with the following earnest appeal to our countrymen to take care 
that they do not allow their trade to be diverted from them by 
the competition of other European races :— 

“Tt is impossible to avoid remarking here how foreigners 
other than British, are acquiring an increasing share of the com- 
merce at the various ports, and at Hankow this is taking place, 
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but not on such an extensive scale as elsewhere. China and the 
China trade are no longer exclusively in the hands of British 
merchants as formerly, the Americans, Russians, and North 
Germans benefiting by the results obtained in this Empire by 
the energy, the power, the courage and the statesmanship of the 
Great Britain of former days. It behoves our countrymen to 
look to it. The haughty indifference which has tolerated this 
should be supplemented by more energetic measures. It is ab- 
surd to suppose we alone can retain the whole of the vast trade 
which will svon be carried on with this enormous Empire ; but 
we can, if we are prudent and enerzetic betimes, still hold in 
our hands a large proportion.” 
KIUKIANG. 


Mr. Acting Vice-Consul Baber reports a considerable falling - 


off in the import of woollen goods, in consequence of high prices. 
Cotton piece-goods exhibited a satisfactory improvement, in spite 
of the disadvantages which this port labours under from the 
rivalry of Chinkiang and Ningpo. Transit passes having at 
length been issued directly through the Customs here, instead of 
being obtained, as formerly, indirectly from Chinkiang and Ningpo, 
there is little room to doubt that the trade will now follow its 
natural channel, and will assume largely increased proportions, 

Sugar shows a considerable falling off, which is attributed 
again to the competition of Chinkiang. Opium was imported to 
the extent of 2,063 piculs, against 2,110 in the preceding year. 
It is indubitable, however, that the demand has increased, being 
probably supplied from other ports, The extension of poppy 
cultivation indicates an increase in the consumption of native 
opium, but it is improbable that the native growth will ever 
seriously affect the Indian import. Native opium is so inferior 
that it is used only by the poorest classes, and for the purpose of 
adulterating the foreign drug. 

The black tea exported was more in quantity in 1871 than in 
any previous year. Brick tea showed an improvement, but green 
tea fell off for the two preceding years. A few steamers took in 
cargo from this port direct for England in 1871, and it was ex- 
pected that direct shipments would increase. 

The advantages that would result from the opening of the 
Poyang Lake to steam navigation are earnestly dwelt upon. 
Steamers could reach Kiukiang from any of the Lake ports in 
seven hours, while native craft are often detained by contrary 
weather for as much as three weeks, besides arriving in a 
damaged condition. Mr. Baber also recommends that the vil- 
Jage of Ta-ku-tang, on the banks of the Poyang, and fourteen 
miles from Kiukiang, should be included in the latter port. 
Ta-ku-tang has an excellent anchorage, and when, as cannot fail 
sooner or later to be the case, the Poyang is opened to steam 
navigation, 1t must become the rendezvous of the Lake trade. 

NINGPO. 

Mr. Consul Swinhoe reports a slight increase in the tonnage 
under the British flag. The tonnage under the United States 
flag however still preponderates enormously, in consequence of 
the monopoly of the steam carrying trade between this port and 
Shanghai. The year 1868 saw the last of thé competition 
between two rival companies, one British, one United States, 
when the latter, having bought up the whole material of the 
former, rendered itself at once master of the position. It must not 
be forgotten however that this come though flying the United 
States flag, is essentially a cosmopolitan one, in which British and 
Chinese, with others, hold a very large proportion of the shares. 

The general import trade for 1871 was £2,165,517, against 
£2,237,812 in the preceding year—a decline attributable to the 
lower prices ruling than to a diminution in the quantity of the 
articles imported. Cotton piece - goods show an increase of 
84,737 pieces, but a decrease in value of £73,087. Importers 
must have suffered severely. A combination on the part of the 
natives to buy nothing except from their countrymen placed 
the foreign merchant at their mercy. In woollens a larger im- 
port and a lower total value are traced to the same causes. 

There is no sign of decline in the demand for foreign opium 
here. Year by year the supply is larger—this year to the ex- 
tent of £38,825. It would seem that the more the cultivation 
of the native drug increases, the greater becomes the apprecia- 
tion of our own. 

The export trade compared favourably with the previous year, 
. valuing, in 1870, £2,188,972, and, in 1871, £2,692,945. The prin- 
cipal article of export is green tea, which supplies about seven- 
ninths of the whole amount. Raw cotton shows an increase of some 
Tls. 20,000 ; very little of this article is retained for manufacture, 
owing to the growing partiality for foreign cotton piece-goods. 

The import trade, with the exception of opium and some sugar, 
is almost entirely in the hands of the Chinese ; and the same 
holds good in regard to the export trade without exception. 
Three-fourths of the staple, green tea, goes to the United States. 
Of the whole import trade, foreign goods engross five-sevenths. 
The total imports valued Tls. 7,218,323, while foreign goods pro- 
duced Tls, 5,228,166 ; and of these foreign goods it may be safely 
reckoned that the share of Great Britain and her colonies is at 
least Tls. 4,800,000. Three articles—opium, cotton piece-goods, 
and woollens—alone contribute Tls. 4,146,193. All these have 
shown a steady increase since 1867, though the total value of the 
imports has only risen in that time from Tls. 6,730,430 to Tls,

8d., 
from which have been deducted —expenses of management, the defi- 
clency on capital shown in the previous account, and provision for all 
bad and doubtful debts, including the loss through Messrs. Gledstanes 
and Co. already reported. The balance of profits remaining is 
£10,145 17s. 2d., and out of this sum the directors propose to declare 
a dividend for the half-year ended 31st December, at the rate of 24 per 
cent. per annum (free of Income-tax), which will absorb £10,000. 
They trust that their co-proprietors will accept this proposal as substan- 
tial evidence of the improved pusition of the bank. The election of 
Mr. Emile Levita, who for some months past has acted as a provisional 
member of the board, has now tw be confirmed. Mr. Frederick William 
Heilgers and Mr. Andrew Cassels are the two directors who retire by 
rotation, and both gentlemen present themselves for re-election. 


At a meeting of the North British and Mercantile Insurance 
Company a dividend was declared of 25s. per share, or at the 
rate of 20 per cent. on the capital.

The failure is announced of Messrs. Milson, Poy, and Co., of 
Lyons. The firm has long occupied a very prominent position 
as one of the largest shippers of silk, and the liabilities are un- 
derstood to be considerable ; but the amount falling upon London 
is not believed to be great. The total of the liabilities is said to 
be about £280,000, against assets estimated at £240,000. 


Mr. E. E. Vinay has retired from the firm of Thomson, Vinay, 
and Co., of Galle, the business of which will be carried on by 
Mr. A. G. Thomson, under the style of Thomson and Co. 


Since the 28th ult. a firmer feeling has prevailed in the Man- 
chester Market, and last mail’s prices have been well maintained, 
the stronger tone being favoured by the comparatively small 
receipts of Cotton at the American ports. The market closes, how- 
ever, without activity. 


The market for Bar Silver has been more quiet this week, and 
the price is now quoted 593d. per oz. standard. Mexican Dol- 
lars have realised 59d. per oz. for the new coinage, the old re- 
maining nominally 62d. to 624d. per oz.

change in prices, which now rule at a reasonable standard. For the 
Continent and other markcts there has been no business of importance.

04d. to 
1s, 5d. offer good value ; fine and finest at 1s. 6d. to 2s., moderate trans- 
actions. Pakling : Sales at the late reduced rates, Tayshan leaf: Con- 
siderable transactions in good common at 10d. to 11d. per lb., medium 
Is. to 1s, 1d., tine 1s. 2d. to 1s, 3d., the latter a decline of fully 2d. per 
lb. on previous nominal rates.

Souchong: No 
quotable change in prices, and transactions limited. Oolong: Medium 
quality Foh-kein growth is not worth over 1s. to 1s. 1d., fine 1s. 2d. to 
1s. 4d. ; Formosa ranges 2d. to 4d. per lb. more. Scented Tea: Canton 
Orange Pekoe medium quality has been sold at 1s. 1d. to 1s. 2d. per Ib. 
Caper at the low rates current has led to more business. Foochow 
Scented Orange Pekoe, moderate transactions at late rates. (Green: 
Sales have been less frequent, and there is nothing of interest to advise. 

Messrs. Percival and Co.’s Circular reports that the market has 
remained in a dull and depressed state during the whole of the past 
month, the present low scale of prices having failed to produce even an 
average amount of business, country buyers as a body being still under 
the impression that a hand to mouth system of buying is their safest 
policy. Deliveries have been somewhat interfered with by the near 
approach of the Budget, and the figures now closely approximate to 
those of last year at same date. 

Measrs. Capel and Co. state that the market has been very dull through- 
out the month, the demand both from the trade and exporters having 
been less than is usual at this period of the year. Importers generally, 
have been desirous of selling, and both privately and at public auction 
without reserve, prices have ruled in favour of buyers for nearly all 
kinds. The stock in the United Kingdom on the 31st ult. was esti- 
mated at 99,700,000 lbs., against 103,250,000 Ibs. last year, and the 
quantity afloat (advices by letter) at 9,692,000 lbs., against 9, 407,000 Ibs. 
of China Tea. 

SILK. 


Messrs. Kilburn, Kershaw, and Co. report as follows :— 

Prices of China are at the present time at a standard which should 
induce more general buying ; there appears a willingness on the part of 
the trade at large to step in, if only they felt sure of no further decline 
in prices ; with Red Peacocks at 21s. 6d., Blue Elephants at 22s. 6d., 
and best Chop 3rd. Tsatlee at 26s. 6d., China Silk must necessarily come 
more freely into consumption, and additionally so as the contrast be- 
tween the present rates of Asiatic and European Silks are so extreme, 
the latter being maintained at high rates. Canton Silk is equally dull, 
and it is difficult to make business at 15s. 6d. to 16s. for market Tsatlee, 
although these prices ought to be sufficiently low to stimulate consump- 
tion. Japan and Bengal Silks are less depressed, although business in 
both sorts is inactive ; fine and clean qualities sell fairly, but there is no 
movement in the lower qualities. Deliveries generally are rather better, 
especially as regards Chinas and Bengals, and the stocks of all show a 
slight decline as compared with the last returns ; still figures of Chinas 
and Cantons are very heavy. The deliveries since the Ist inst. have 
been 180 bales China, 91 bales Canton, and 19 bales Japan.

6d., for 
the Continent ; and the landed cargo of 17,000 bags Bassein, per John 
Bunyan, at 8s. 6d. An offer of 200 tons Japan has also been sold afloat 
at 13s. 6d., ex ship, for London.

1 box Ceylon sold at 1s. 10d., and 8 boxes limed Wild at 1s. 10d. Mace: 
Of 8 cases Penang offered 4 cases fair sold at 3s. 10d. to 3s. 11d., the 
remainder good pale being bought in at 4s. 2d., 1 case ordinary Java 
sold at 3a. 5d. 

Tosacco.—Mesers. Grant, Chambers and Co. report as follows upon 
the position of the market :—The transactions of the month have been 
upon a very limited scale, buyers having operated only for their imme- 
diate requirements. Afanila Cheroots and Cigars : The former when of 
good make and not too heavy in weight are in good demand, but for 
cigars there is but little inquiry, with a full supply in the market. Ma- 
nila Tobacco has attracted but little attention during the month ; it is 
expected that what little of the leafy classes, of good quality, there is 
here will soon be taken by the home trade. China has sold freely at 
very much reduced rates, the supplies having been much in excess of 
the demand ; the prices realised no doubt will stop shipments to a con- - 
siderable extent ; when of good bright colour and well packed this 
growth is in growing favour with our manufacturers. Java has been 
but little operated in ; the high prices demanded by holders have in- 
duced buyers to turn their attention to other growths. Sumatra of 
good to fine qualities continues to be taken by the trade. Japan: A 
large portion of the late arrivals, some of which were found at sampling 
to be soft in condition, has been placed at rather lower rates. At auc- 
tion yesterday 39 bales Japan sold at 8d. to 8}d., and 101 do. damaged 
64d. to 7d. ; inferior 33d. 28 bales Java for cigar purposes, 415 bales 
China, and 24 do. damaged were withdrawn. 

T1n.—The result of the Dutch Trading Company's sale of 75,168 
slabs Banca on the 2nd inst. became known Thursday. The whole quan- 
tity was sold at 84 fi. to 87 fl., the average being given as about 84? f1, 
equal to £145 per ton. This figure was not so high as many antici- 
pated, the general belief being that it would more nearly approximate 
to the rate current before the sale, 87 fl. to 874 fl. ; but the more mode- 
rate price has been favourably received here, as the index to a more 
wholesome trade than has been experienced after so many of the late 
Dutch sales. The quotation for Straits is lower, but there is no pressure 
to sell, the principal holders having retired, believing that, from small 
available stocks and active consumption, that prices cannot long remain 
where they are.

LauxcH oF A TELE@RAPH STEaMER.—At Newcastle-on-Tyne on the 
29th ult. there was a large gathering of prominent gentlemen connected 
with the trade of the district at the iron shipbuilding yard of Messrs. 
C. Mitchell and Co., Low Walker, to witneas the launch of the cable 
ship Hooper, of about 5,000 tons register. Hitherto no steamer has 
been specially constructed for laying transatlantic telegraph cables. 
The Great Eastern was only turned to account by being fitted up with 
tanks and other special appliances. Hooper's Telegraph Company hav- 
ing determined to build a steamer specially for their service, intrusted 


‘ Messrs. Mitchell and Co. with the order ; and they have built a steamer 


of this magnitude and specially fitted her up, and launched her within 
four months and a half, and that in the winter season. The Hooper is 
a steamer of great strength and power, built to meet these require- 
ments, viz., the greatest possible available space for stowing cable, and 
corresponding strength of hull to sustain the enormous load to be car- 
ried. She will have three cable tanks capable of holding 3,000 miles of 
cable. All the special machinery for handling the cable will be pro- 
vided by the Vulcan Foundry Company, Newton-le-Willows, Lanca- 
shire ; and her engines have been built by Messrs. J. Clark and Co., 
Newcastle. 

New Inman SteaMeR.—Measrs. Caird and Co., of Greenock, have 
launched ‘the City of Chester, the largest merchant steamer in the 
world, next to the Great Eastern. She is owned by the Inman Com- 
pany. Her dimensions are :—length over all, 458 feet, breadth, 44 feet ;

Summary of Hetws from the Far Gast. 


CHINA. 
SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
February ; the English mail from London Jan. 10 arrived out 
on the 27th Feb. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 

An unusual display of bunting from the foreign men-of-war 
in harbour, surmounted in each case, and for, we believe, the first 
time, by the Chinese Imperial flag, announced on the 23rd Feb. 
that the time had come for the commencement of the personal 
reign of the Emperor ; and that foreign nations were willing to 
add their congratulations on the auspicious event. The regency, 
which for well-nigh eleven years has guided the destinies of the 
Chinese empire, has come to an end ; and the lineal descendant 
of Shun-chi and Kanghe now occupies de facto as well as dz jure 
the throne of his ancestors. As yet, the display of bunting by 
the foreign men-of-war is the only “celebration” we have 
noticed in Shanghai. Perhaps something was done in the city, 
but the Chinese population of the settlement appear quite inno- 
cent of enthusiasm upon the subject. The principal talk about 
official matters at present is respecting the Viceroy Li Hung- 
chang accompanying his Majesty to the Imperial burial grounds. 
This step on the part of his Majesty is deemed apparently of high 
political and religious importance, and should be performed as 
early as possible after he has assumed power. It is in fact a 
religious ceremony, as religion is understood and carried out ‘by 


the Chinese, and is consequently considered by the people, also, 


of great importance. Her Majesty the Queen repaired to St. 
Paul’s Cathedral to give thanks for the recovery of the Prince of 
Wales. His Majesty Tung-chih goes to the Imperial tombs to 
offer up his prayers tor his ancestors. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company launched a new 
steamer on the 26th Feb., from their yard in Hongkew. The 
weather was fine, and there was a large concourse of spectators 
on board the Company’s steamer Chusan, which had been 
placed at the dis of the public for the occasion. The new 
steamer was christened the Vanking, by Miss Isabella Forbes, 
the daughter of the President of the Company. 

The inquest into the painful results of the fire at the Kiangnan 
Arsenal was concluded on the 2lst Feb., when the certificate 
was read of the medical officer who examined the remains, and 
the evidence was taken of several foreigners and Chinese who 
had been present at the fire. The medical evidence showed that 
the remains were actually of three persons. The jury returned 
a verdict of accidental death, expressing an opinion that the 
deceased had been asphyxiated before the flames reached them, 
and that when these were discovered it was too late to afford 
them help. 

Another alarm of fire was given early on the morning of the 
22nd Feb., but it was found to be on the Hongkew side, beyond the 
Settlement. The fire occurred at a pawn-shop in the Kung-wan 
village, between Shanghai and Woosung, and seems to have been 
caused by an unlucky bler setting fire to his mosquito cur- 
tains, while looking under his pillow for the wherewithal to pay 
his losses. It caused a considerable amount of excitement, in 
consequence of the proprietor resisting the claims made on him 


} for the property lodged there. The magistrate of Paoshan came 
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down to investigate the affair, and a report getting about that 
he had received Tls. 3,000 to shield the pawnbroker, a popular 
riot seems to have occurred, and he was persuaded then and 
there to issue a proclamation that the pawnbroker should pay to 
all holders of tickets a sum equal to that already advanced. 
After much discussion this was done, attd his worship, who had 
been detained in a more or less honourable captivity pending the 
sealing of the documents, escaped. The damage done is estimated 
at Tls. 50,000, no small amount to book up. The affair is in- 
teresting, as showing the manner in which the people make them- 
selves heard. 

A race betwéen the twelve-oared cutters of the U.8. ships 
Troquots and Saco came off on the 20th Feb., and resulted in a 
victory for the cutter of the Saco. The boats were towed to the 
starting place, five miles below the police hulk, and after the 
usual preliminaries a good start was effected, the Zroquovs’ cutter 
having inside place. The boats raced along the Hongkew shore 
at a speed which soon left the steam launch containing the um- 
pires and referee far astern—the Saco’s crew pulling 44 strokes 
to the minute, and the /roquois’ 53, which rate was averaged 
throughout the race. ‘The Saco’sslowly but surely drew away 
from their opponents, and in less than ten minutes from the start 
had taken their water. At Dow’s Godowns there were thirty 
seconds between them, and here the coxswain of the Saco’s barge 
displayed good judgment in steering across the river for the 
Pootung shore, where the tide was dead slack, and the water 
smooth. The /roguozs’ cutter, on the contrary, kept in mid-stream 
and for a few moments apparently had first place ; but as soon 
as the Saco’s barge reached the Pootung shore the race was vir- 
tually over, and she came in an easy winner in 44 min. 4 sec, 
her crew tossing their oars as the gun announced their victory, 
while the cheers of their shipmates on board the Saco evinced 
their satisfaction. Considering the tide, which was ebb, the time 
made was very good, averaging a mile in 8 min. 49 sec. 

A meeting of the Race Club has been held, and it was resolved 
to pay off Tls. 1,000 in reduction of the loan on the Club property. 
Sir E. Hornby and Messrs, Coutts, Hitch, Ringer, Grant, Gott- 
burg, and_ Dallas were elected stewards for the ensuing year, 
and Mr. Dallas as secretary. The improvement of the inner 
course was thought desirable, but the question was left in the 
hands of the stewards. It was agreed to raise the weights for 
the Derby and Leger from 10st. to 10st. 71bs. 

The fact is sufficiently remarkable to be worth recording, that 
a heavy thunderstorm passed over the settlement on the 24th 
Feb., between eight and nine p.m. ; loud thunderclaps and heavy 
rain, quite after the fashion of a summer storm. On the 16th 
Feb, a heavy gale from E.N.E., accompanied by snow, passed over 
Chefoo. That day and two following days there was no commu- 
nication with the shore. 

The body of the sailor Kite, who lost his life a few.days ago 
by drowning, from on board the s.s, Craiyforth, has been found, 
and an inquest has been held. The jury returned a verdict of 
manslanghter against Wilson, who has been committed for trial. 
The body was found,'by dragying, within 109 yards from where 
the ship was lying. , 

The men-of-war and other vessels in port were gorgeously 
decked out with bunting on the 22nd February, and a salute was 
fired at noon from the U.S.S. /roqgvo/s, in honour of Washing- 
ton’s birthday. The commanders of the U.S.S. Jroguois and 
Saco did additional honour to the occasion by inviting a large 
company to an afternoon f/te and dance on board the former 
vessel, to which the guests were conveyed from the Custom- 
house Wharf, in steam launches and gigs very courteously pro- 
vided for the purpose. 

Communication with Hankow has been interrupted for a week 
by the lowness of the river. After an interval of unprecedented 
duration since the Yangtsze has been traversed by regular lines, 
three steamers arrived on the 25th Feb.—the Glengyle, Hang- 
chow, and Plymouth Rock. The Iunychow was first due here, 
but the shallow state of the river having caused her to get 
aground, occasioned a detention, which was further aggravated 
by dense fos and variable weather. The river, instead of be- 
ee to rise about a week since, as was formerly expected, 

iad reached its lowest point, 7 ft. 6 in., off Olyphant Island, 
while these steamers were up. 

The plot of land known as Probst’s Garden, measuring 26m. 
9.7.9, has been offered at auction, but bought in at Tls. 190 per 
mow. 

Two C.C.S.N. and.two §.S.N. steamers are advertised to start 

on the 2nd March for Tientsin—-the first of the season. This 
looks like a good race, and active business. 
A meeting of land renters was held at Chinkeang on the 18th 
Feb, The municipal accounts showed a balance in hand of Ts. 
200, after an expenditure of Tls, 829. The principal subject 
brought up for discussion was an application by Messrs. Canny 
and Co., as agents for theChina Navivation Company, toleasea cer- 
tain portion of the foreshore of the settlement, and to connect a 
moored hulk with the Concession, permission for which was 
given, subject to terms to be tixed hereafter. H.B.M. Consul 
very properly ruled that Roman Catholic establishments should 
not be exempted from their fair share of taxation. 

Our Tientsin correspondent writes, on the 6th Feb., that the 
weather has again become mild, the thermometer having fallen 
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on that morning at sunrise to 24 deg. Fahrenheit. A few sleighs 
Were running short distances on the river, but it was in places 
not frozen over, even between the settlement and the city ; there 
would seem, therefore, every likelihood of the steamers an- 
nounced to leave getting in. 

A very successful regatta was held at Swatow on the 7th Feb. 
The Daily Advertiser says about 500 yards of telegraph cable 
have been found in a junk at that port. The authorities have 
taken the necessary steps in order to investigate thoroughly this 
ffaairfand the junk has been taken. The discovery happened 
through the cable being offered for sale at $4.50 per picul, and 
the party to whom it was offered not knowing this article, it 
came to the knowledge of somebody who knew what it was. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 6th March ; the outward French 
mail of Jan. 17 was received on the 2nd March. The following 
items are from the Overland China Mail :-— 


Some curious rumours are afloat relative to the loss, or alleged 
loss, of certain coolies recently carried from Amoy to the Straita, 
and the details of which those concerned appear by no means 
anxious to make public. We refrain from stating what has come 
to our ears until we are in possession of an authentic version, but 
trust that the story as now told is exaggerated. 

We are glad to learn that steps are Tete taken by the Health 
Department to do what is possible towards Sane the drains. 
One great defect of their construction—for which, of course, the 
present Surveyor-General is not responsible—is the absence of 
drain-taps, whereby the sewer gas is permitted to escape and 
poison the surrounding neighbourhood. We trust that any 
sanitary measures as to cleansing and disinfecting will be sup- 
plemented by a careful reform in the matter of stench-traps and 
gratings. 

We understand that the Seamen’s Hospital has been disposed 
of to the Naval authorities for $35,000. The money has not 
yet, we believe, been paid, but the matter is to all intents and 
p ses settled. Messrs. Jardine, Matheson and Co. will, it is 
said, retain possession for four months. 

On the 3rd March the Grand Duke Alexis of Russia left about 
noon in the steamer Awang Tung for the coast porta. Upon his 
Highness embarking, a salute was fired from the foreign and 
Chinese ships of war in the harbour and the shore battery, a 
guard of honour being drawn up at the wharf. Before his de- 
parture the Grand Duke gave a very handsome cup of Russian 
workmanship, worth $200, to be competed for at the athletic 
sports on the Ist March. 

Although H.M.S. Adventure was “ for sale,” the naval authori- 
ties have now decided not to sell her. A sum of $17,000, or 
thereabouts, was offered for her, but a suspicion being entertained 
that she was intended for the coolie trade, the offer was declined, 
and she has now been ordered home. 

Some Chinese in the colony have started a printing and pub- 
lishing company, and have bought the whole plant, stock, good- 
will, &c., of the printing-oftice and type-foundry of the London 
Mission in Aberdeen-street. Part of the contract of sale is that 
the new company shall print the Bible and Tract Society’s publi- 
cations at the same rates as those charged by the London Missien 
Printing-office. The capital is $50,000, of which $25,000 is paid 
up. The shares have been privately subscribed for, and are all 
taken. The company intends publishing a native daily news- 
paper. ‘This looks like enterprise. 

The new Opium Farmer has obtained the monopoly for three 
years, commencing on the Ist of March at the following rates :— 
for the first year $10,500 a month, $11,000 for the second, and 
$11,600 for the third. The old Monopolist paid $10,000 a month. 
We hear that there will be great competition between the old and 
new companies in the sale of their respective drug. The former 
will establish their head quarters at Macao, from whence they 
will ship their prepared opium to the various marts without 
coming into the jurisdiction of the Colony. The new company 
will be styled the Chap Sing Company, meaning “ Union,” and 
the well-known firm of Wohang will be at the head of the busi- 


ness. 
The giant ana! has left for Manila. He proposes, after a 
short stay in the Philippines, to visit Java and India, whence, 


“if no further inducement offers,” he will probably return to 
China. 

On the 26th Feb. Vice-Admiral Shadwell visited the Chinese 
corvette An Zan. She manned yards, and when the Admiral 
left fired the Chinese salute of three guns, 

The third ordinary yale meeting of the oe ong Dis- 
tillery Company was held on the 27th Feb., John Jack, Esq., in 
the chair. The General Manager’s report shows that the 

urchase of the premises had been effected, and additional 

uildings have been erected and were in use. Of the 500 
additional shares issued only 166 had been taken up, leaving 334 
still in the hands of the company. This had caused much incon- 
venience, and the interest paid for the use of money to 
carry on the business had increased the expenditure materially. 
This amount had exceeded the receipts by $707.36 and was 
to be attributed partly to the heavy interest paid, but 
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mainly to the suspension of the works, owing to the defective 
condition of the stills and machinery, and which had undergone 
repairs, The report goes on to state that the company’s ma- 
chinery is now in good working order, and the demand for the 
spirit had peadially increased. Steps had been taken for the 
introduction of the company’s manufacture into Japan and Rus- 
sian Asia. The distiller’s report was then read, after which the 
report and accounts were adopted. Messrs. Jack, W. H. Bell, 
J. B. Coughtrie, and J. Fairbairn were re-elected directors, and 
Messrs. Vaucher and Baker auditors. Mr. C. P. Chater was 
elected to fill the vacant seat at the board, but declined the office, 
owing to other business engagements. A vacancy, therefore, 
still remains in the board. 

The fourth ordinary meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance 
Company was held on the lst of March. The chair was occu- 

ied My the Hon. James Whittall, and there were present Messrs, 

. J. Gower, G. F. Weller, F. W. Mitchell, R. Rowett, Buxey, 
A. H. Chinoy, A. André, A. E. Vaucher, A. Coxon, C. P. Chater, 
Wohang, W. H. Bell, Dr. W. 8. Adams, A. Newton, J. Fair- 
bairn, and others. 

The Chairman observed that, according to the company's articles of 
association, there should not be less than ten shareholders present, and 
they should represent not less than 500 shares. Now the requisite 
number of shareholders were present, but they did not represent the 
necessary number of shares. He wished to know, therefore, whether they 
should proceed with the business. This question was then put to the 
meeting, and it was unanimously agreed to proceed, whereupon the 
minutes of last year’s meeting were read and confirmed. The Chairman 
then observed that as the report of the consulting committee and the 
statement of accounts had been so long in the hands of the shareholders, 
it was not necessary to read the report. He said there was a slight 
mistake in the report, inasmuch as it stated that “the losses have been 
small, and the only outstanding is a claim of about $2,200,” whereas it 
should be “at present outstanding,’ because some risks that were 
taken during 1872 had not yet expired. He mentioned this as it might 
give a wrong impression. 
of the company was very satisfactory, and, at this rate, the dividend to 
contributors in the coming year would be 56 or 6 per cent. more than 
last year, and to shareholders 8 or 9 per cent. ’ 

The meeting then proceeded to re-elect the present members of the 
consulting committee, the Hon. R. Rowett being appointed to the seat 
vacated by Mr. Hunter, who is leaving the colony. After the continua- 
tion of the remuneration to the consulting committee had been voted, 
Mr. Rowett asked whether it would not be advisable to make some 
alteration so ag to obviate the difficulty they had met with in regard to 
the number of shares required to be represented at meeting. He pro- 
posed that the number of shareholders should be the same, but the 
number of shares should be reduced to something like 250 or less. He 
also suggested that a circular should be sent to each shareholder on the 
subject. This having been agreed to, and a vote of thanks to the chair- 
man and consulting committee passed, the meeting broke up. 

At the third annual meeting of the shareholders of the Vic- 
toria Fire Insurance Company, Limited, Mr. H. Melchers—who 
was chairman in the absence of Mr. G. von Overbeck—stated 
that the gross earnings of the company for the year amounted to 
$155,990.11, and after all expenses were paid a balance of 
$54,105.85 was carried forward. He—the chairman—consi- 
dered this very satisfactory, as the past year’s losses had been 
heavy.

STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
omen) me 
SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 13th March ; the P. 
and O, mail from London Feb. 8 arrived out March 10. The 
following summary of news is from the Straits Times :-— 

The chief local event has been the opening of the session of 
the Legislative Council, on the 11th March. The session was 
opened at the Council Chamber, with the usual honours. 

e Governor, in his speech, enumerated several enactments 
—and some of them deserving mature deliberation — which 
he hopes to see passed into law before the conclusion of his 
labours. Among the Bills to be introduced is the Militia Bill, 
the outline of which he shadowed forth in a Minute laid before 
the Council at the latter part of the last session, and which he 
has lost no time in putting into re and will, doubtless, as he has 
done with unpopular enactments before, carry it through the Council 
by coercing the official majority to vote for it. Another measure of 
very great importance is one for re-constituting the Courts of the 
Colony, and establishing a Court of vel bee Though the mea- 
sure is for many reasons desirable, yet there are matters of detail 
requiring to be carefully weighed, and before this Bill is made 
law it ought in all fairness to be submitted by the Secretary of 
State, together with the suggestions of the judges and lawyers 
of the Colony, for the opinions of eminent legal authorities at 
home, so that the Council might have the benefit of their sugges- 
tions to aid in determining the points that will be brought before 
it. The reports of the commissions on the questions of the Muni- 
ey and the Chinese police have not yet been made, and that 
of the Committee on the Stamp Revenue has not yet been printed,

The following are the concluding observations of the Governor’s 
speech :— 

I stated to you in my speech at the close of the last Session that it 
was estimated that the balance of the revenue to the credit of the 
colony on Ist January, 1873, would amount to $620,000 ; it appears 
now that the actual balance at the commencement of this year was 
$652,453, and I am happy to say that this will be further augmented 
by a large increase in the Penang farms, which have recently been let 
at an advance of 30 per cent. above the late contracts. Although the 
time cannot be far distant when my administration of the Government 
of this colony will terminate, I venture to express a hope that with the 
continuance of that assistance which you have always so freely given 
to the public affairs of the settlements, I shall be enabled to see passed 
into law some of those important measures which I have submitted to 
you, and thus feel that I have been justified in the somewhat unusual 
demand which I have been obliged to make upon your time and atten- 
tion. 

The merchants and traders of the Straits, after a year of most 
unprecedented losses, have now another source of annoyance in 
the expedition being sent by the Netherlands Indian Government 
to Acheen to coerce the Sultan into submission. Little or nothing 
can be positively ascertained with respect to the nature or the 
magnitude of the expedition, but it is said that a part of the 
plan of operations is to establish a blockade of all the Achinese 
ports. The right of the Dutch Government to do this under the 
treaty recently made is unquestioned, but the peculiar nature of 
the trade between Penang and Acheen would make this blockade 
at the present time a serious hardship upon the Penang mer- 
chants, and entail upon them severe losses. The merchants 
have advanced goods to the traders, to be sold on credit 
to the Achinese, the payment for which is to be made in 
pepper and produce. The pepper season is now about to os 
and a sudden blockade will deprive the merchants of the produce 
to which they are entitled. The merchants here have addressed a 
letter on the subject to the Government, urging in behalf of them- 
selves and the Chinese British subjects mainly engaged in the 
trade that representations may be made to the proper authorities 
to endeavour to prevent a blockade of the ports before giving 
sufficient notice to enable those interested to withdraw their capi- 
tal, and also that a British man-of-war be directed to accompany 
the expedition to protect British interests. The request is reasun- 
able, but unless prompt action is taken it will be impossible to 
comply with it, the expedition being reported to have passed 
through the Straits on the 12th March. ; 

The Spanish Government of the Philippines, finding difficulty 
in subjugating the people of the Sooloo Archipelago, are insist- 
ing upon their right to the sole trade of those islands, and the 
Spanish Consul at this port has obtained the republication, in 
the Official G'uzette, of a notification published in 1860, forbidding 
foreign vessels from entering the ports. It is rumoured from 
Hong Kong that the Italian Government intends acting in con- 
cert with Spain in the subjugation of Sooloo, and intends estab- 
lishing a colony somewhere in the neighhourhood—Balambangan, 
which belongs to Great Britain, being, it is said, the locality fixed 
upon. Possibly the abdication of King Amadeus from the throne 
of Spain may deter the Italian Government, if it ever intended 
to do what it is credited with, from proceeding farther in the 
matter. The Italian frigate Governolo, now here, and the Vedetta, 
now at Penang, it was reported, were sent out for the purpose of 
carrying out this object, but nothing positive is known concern- 
a ead mission. 

he public will be glad to learn that another attempt is to be 
made to put up the lighthouse on the North Sands. We under- 
stand the cause of the delay has been that new foundation piles 
have had to be procured from England ; these are axpectad by 
the steamer /ussia, and as soon as they arrive, and a vessel is 
procured for the work, the iron will be loaded and taken down. 

Several prisoners taken during a riot at Tanjong Pagar have 
been tried before Captain Walshe, Magistrate of Police. The 
prisoners consisted of both Hokiens and Macaos. On the 11th 
March five Hokiens were tried, of whom three received thirty 
stripes each, and all were sentenced to six months’ hard labour. 
On the 13th five Macaos and two Hokiens received thirty stripes 
each, and were sentenced to six months’ hard labour, and one 
other was sent to six months’ hard labour without flogging. 

The Government Gazette announces that the leave of absence of 
Mr. W. E. Maxwell, Magistrate of Police at Province Wellesley, 
has been extended for six months on half salary. | 

The Russian frigate Svetlana, Captain Craemer, arrived on 
the 10th March from Hong Kong, which port she left on the 
2nd instant., bound to Aden. On the 12th March the U.S. 
steamer sites eae left this port for Manila. 

Professor Gors, a pyrotechnist, who arrived from Batavia in 
the Dutch mail steamer, is on his way to Bangkok to give a 
display of fireworks before the King of Siam.

IMPORTS. 
YoxouamMa.—The market had been without animation, and sales of 
Grey Shirtings and Cotton Yarn had been moderate in extent, and 
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without change in rates for the former. For Nos. 16/24 of the latter 
holders had been able to establish a rise of $1 per picul, owing to an 
improvement in the demand. Other counts were not wanted. Black 
Velvets had declined, and were difficult of sale. In Woollen Goods 
transactions had been unimportant. Moussellines de Laine had been 
inquired for to a small extent, but at rather lower rates. Metals with- 
out change. 

TIENTSIN.—Business was resumed on the 7th Feb. The report was 
favourable ; Common Chops of 8} Ibs. Grey Shirtings had been sold at 
Tls. 1.92 to 1.94, an improvement on the closing rates of last year. 
White Shirtings and English Jeans were also wanted at rather better 
prices, and altogether the aspect of the Tientsin market was brighter 
than for a length of time previously. 

CHEeF0o.—Messrs. Wilson, Cornabe and Co. report as follows :—We 
have to report an inactive market in Imports. Prior to the Chinese 
New-Year a few sales of 8} 1b. Grey Shirtings were effected at Tls. 1.90 
per piece, to satisfy immediate wants, but since then nothing further 
has been done, the dealers being still engaged with their New-Year fes- 
tivities ; we, however, look for the resumption of business in the course 
of another fortnight when we hope to see a better demand for all classes 
of goods at improved rates. In Woollens, Metals, and Sugar, we have 
no transactions whatever to record, so that rates must be regarded as 
purely nominal. 

Hankow.—The improved demand which had been anticipated had 
not set in, and a small business only had resulted at about former rates, 
though favourable news from Shanghai tended to strengthen the mar- 
ket. Grey Shirtings: Market firmer, though without any actual ad- 
vance. White Shirtings: No change to note. T-Cloths: 7 lbs. good 
medium to best quality sold at former rates; 6 Ibs. at Tls. 1.30 ; and 
a few 8 Iba. at a slight advance. Drills weaker; sales on a very limited 
scale. Jeans : Common qualities taken toa moderate extent ; no change 
in prices. Fancy Cottons: Business confined to Chintzes and Dyed 
Brocades. Woollens and Worsteds: Small inquiry for Camlets, Last- 
ings and Medium Cloths, Figured Orleans in moderate request, but 
weaker. Metals: Lead; no sales reported, but quotations advanced to 
Tls. 5.10 to 5.15 per picul. Quicksilver: 20 flasks sold at Tls. 85.00. 

SHANGHAL—Piece Gvuods : The business in Cotton goods had not been 
very large, owing partly to the disinclination of holders to sell, but 
principally to the non-arrival of steamers from Hankow, whence the 
dealera had been anxiously looking for letters. The chief portion of 
the settlements had been for the Northern markets, and the prices 
paid for Grey and White Shirtings were higher than when the last mail 
left. Neither had there been much done in Woollens, from the same 
causes, and although the news from Hankow was by no means what 
was expected, the market for most staple articles closed firmly, and with 
an upward tendency. Grey Shirtings, 84 Ibs.: Sales and _ resales, 
120,000 pieces, from Tls, 1.94 for commonest chops to Tla. 2.02 for 
Dewhurst’s ; 7 Ibs. : Business restricted from want of stocks, and rates 
advanced about 2c., Tls. 1.72 to 1.74 being the closing offers for com- 
.mon; Dewhurst’s, Tls. 1.75 to 1.76, showed a slight improvement ; 
Chop Dollar 9} Ibs. sold at Tls. 2.625. White Shirtings: Reported 
Settlements, 10,000 pieces, Tientsin men having been the prin- 
cipal buyers :—56 R., Tis. 1.87 to 1.90; 60 RK, Tls. 2 to 2.10; 
64 RK. Ts. 2.07 to 2.16; and 72 R., Tis. 2.50 per piece. T- 
Cloths : 60,000 pieces reported as settled; 8 and 74 lbs., 36 in., at 
Tls. 1.66 to 1.82; 6 lbs., 32 in.. Common and Mexican, at Tls. 1.13 to 
1.15 and Tls. 1.32 to 1.35 ; 7 lbs., 32 in., Common and Mexican, at Ts. 
1.32 to 1.35 and Tls. 1.25 to 1.65. Drills: Buyers offered much lower 
rates than holders would accept ; sales of 15 lbs. English, at Tls. 2.85 
to 2.93 ; Dutch and English, 14 to 144 lbs., at Tls. 2.77, 2.79, and 2.80. 
Jeans and Sheetings: Not much done, but Jeans firmly held. 
Fancy Cottons: Only asmall business done. Dyed Brocades, Tls. 2.92 ; 
White Brocades, Tls. 2.124 to 2.20; Chintzes, Tls. 1.47 to 1.534; Black 
Velvets, 20 to 24 cand. ; Lawns, Tls. 0.82 to 0.85 ; 3 lbs. Turkey Reds. 
Tls. 2.15; Dyed Damasks, Ts. 4.85. Woollens: The non-receipt of 
Hankow advices had interfered with business, but the market continued 
strong, in expectation of demand from that quarter. Metals: Neither 
Lead nor Iron dealt in to any extent since last mail, market for former 
very quiet, without indication of weakness, while holders of the latter 
refused to sell even at advance of 1 mace, which dealers were willing 
to pay. Steel: Sales at a slight advance, Bamboo quality, Ts. 3.50 to 
3.70. Tin Plates: No business, rates nominal. 

FoocHow.—No transactions reported. 

Honea Konoc.—In addition to the mail steamers, the Flintshire, Glen- 
lyon, Altona, Duna, Cyphrenes, steamers from London, and Priam, 
from Liverpuol, had arrived. Although business during the interval 
had not been upon a very large scale, a better feeling had prevailed, 
owing to the advices from England of moderate shipments coming 
forward, and better rates ruling in Manchester. Holders were evincing 
a considerable amount of firmness, but the advices from the consuming 
districts were not yet of such a character as to warrant any great im- 
provement. With the exception of Grey Shirtings of 8.4 lbs. weight, 
quotations showed no marked change. Grey Shirtings : 7 lbs. in very 
limited stock, and very small demand ; prices, in sympathy with an 
advance in the value of 8.4 lbs., nominally higher. Fair business 
doing in 8.4 lbs. at improving rates, owing to restricted shipments 
coming forward, and the better values in Manchester and Shanghai ; 
Inquiry mainly speculative. In the case of the lower chops an improve- 
ment of about 74c. per piece had occurred. 10 ]bs. nominally unchanged. 
White Shirtings : Business still small, only about 1,000 pieces having 
changed hands during the interval at former rates. Grey T-Cloths : 6 
and 7 lb. common without change as regards price; inquiry very res- 
tricted, dealers being fairly supplied, 6 Ib. Mexicans offered at lower 
prices ; 7 lb. Mexicans of inferior makes asked for at $1.90 to 1.95 per 
piece, but clearances difficult to effect ; 8 lb. Mexicans unsaleable. Grey 
Drills tended downwards, owing to absence of demand, and unfavour- 
able news from Tientsin and Chefoo. Jeans and Sheetings could not be 
moved. Woollensand Worsteds: Only a verysmall businessdone. Metals: 
A good deinand for Nail Rod Iron at an advance has to be noted. Sales 
at $3.75 to $4.00. Bar, Hoop, and Round in request. Iron Wire held 
fur $10. Steel advancing. Arrival of Tin Plates had weakened prices, 


about $1. Quicksilver is also weaker, importers being anxious to sell 
“to arrive.” Yellow Metal advanced to $25 for suitable sizes. Lead 
without change ; noimprovement likely to occur until a native demand 
should arise. Coals: Prices further advanced, and as the quantity afloat 
was not large, holders were very firm, and the majority were declining 
to sell at current quotations. Rice: Continued purchases by foreign 
speculators had strengthened the market, and new Japan and Saigon 
grain had advanced 10 cents per picul; at the close a moderate inquiry 
existed, but the wants of natives were still small. 

Canton.—Lead again rather higher; common, $7.55 to 7.50 per 
picul ; W.B. $7.55 to $7.60. Unsold stock of all kinds, 2,000 piculs. 

Bartavia.—-Market for Cotton manufactures in a most unsatisfactory 
position as last reported. The only article of import attracting any 
attention was Rice, and the resources of natives were wholly absorbed 
in supplying themselves with food. There was nearly a total absence 
of money and articles of value amongst the bulk of the population, and 
the existing poverty was daily increasing ; the sale of Piece Goods con- 
sequently was rendered almost impracticable. 

Srnaapore.—The annexed is from Messrs. Boustead and Co.’s report : 
—The arrivals with general cargoes are the Daybreak, Hong Hong, and 
Gordon Castle steamers, and the Havelock from London, the Antenor 
steamer from Liverpool, the Rance from Rotterdam, and the Madeleine 
from Bordeaux. The demand for Piece Goods has been quiet during 
the fortnight, but holders have been firm ; owing to the dulness of the 
market no advance in prices has been effected. 39-inch Grey Shirtings 
8} lbs. : At the close holders asking $2.52, but little business done at 
the advance ; supplies, small settlements on a fair scale; 7 lbs. asked for 
at $2.10 to 2.124, and 6 Ibs. at $1.90 to 1.924; 45-inch in very 
trifling request at $2.45 to 2.50 for 8 lbs., and $2.90 to 2.95 for 9 
Ibs. 32-inch T-Cloths in poor demand; 7 Ibs. $1.80, 6 lbs. $1.60. 
32-inch Grey Madapollams entirely neglected. 36-inch Grey Supers : 
Retail sales of No. 1 good qualities at $1.90 to 1.95. Grey 
Yarn: 40's in moderate supply and steady at $130 for fair quality ; 
30’s asked for at $108 to 110, and 18/24's good description is sought for 
at $107 to 108. Woollens: Camlets scarce and in some request at higher 
prices ; Scarlet worth $19 to 20, assorted $18 to 19. Black Lastings 
quieter and few inquiries made. Assorted dull at 40c. to 42c. Long 
Ells 12lbs. in trifling request at $8 to 84. Scarlet Bombazettes in small 
demand only. Iron: In the absence of business, no change to note, prices 
nominal. Yellow Metal in limited request at $254 to 26. Lead in less 
request, extreme rates demanded for L.B. but no business done. Swe- 
dish Steel : Sales at $4.10 to 4.15. 

Penana.—A moderate demand had existed during the fortnight for 
a few descriptions of Grey Staples, but transactions on the whale had 
been limited. Hardly any change had occurred in quotations, but there 
was a tendency towards lower rates.

Settle- 
ments for the fortnight, Chinas, 1,000 bales. Total settlements since 
1st June, 53,700 bales ; against 1872, 47,200 bales ; 1871, 31,000 bales. 
Comparative unsold stock on this market on the 26th February, 1873, 
700 bales ; 1872, 800 bales ; 1871, 1,000 bales. 

Cantox.—There had been but a very small demand, and settlements 
for the fortnight only amounted to 50 bales Tsatlee. Holders generally 
showed more disposition to realise, but were not willing to make any 
material concession in their demands.

The Japanese Embassy has drawn up for circulation among 
naval officers and men an invitation for a number of volunteers 
to go out and become instructors of the Imperial College of 
Japan. The classes required are commanders, gunnery lieu- 
tenants, chief engineers, assistant engineers, boatswains, gunners, 
carpenters, and able seamen. Outfit and travelling allowances 
are provided. The period of engagement is three years, and the 
Admiralty are so far cognisant of and consenting to the scheme 
as to consent that officers volunteering shall receive half pay of 
their rank in the English navy, the service time to count for 
pensions. Those who go out must not engage in other business 
or interfere in Japanese politics or religion. 





We understand that the Royal Engineers and civil officers of 
that department are to be withdrawn from the Straits’ Settle- 
ments, until such time as their services may be required at that 
station, in connection with the erection of future possible forti- 
fications and other military works.

THE officers and crew of the surveying ship Nassau have arrived from 
Malta in the troop-ship Jumna. The military invalids and time-expired 
men have been sent to their respective depots. A notice in the Gazette 
reports that Navigating Lieut. F. J. Gray has been transferred to the 
list of lieutenants, with seniority of March, 1866, in recognition of his 
distinguished conduct while serving in the Nassau, at the destruction of 
the piratical village of Carang-Carang-Sulu, in May, 1872, on which oc- 
casion he was badly wounded. 

News has been received at Woolwich of the terrible disaster which 
has befallen three English artisans who left England some time since 
to enter the service of the Chinese Government, Messrs; Maidling, 
Christy and Stuart, by the fire at Kiangnan Arsenal. Mr. Stuart left 
the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, only twelve months ago, and the other 
officers were formerly employed under the Admiralty. 

THE Rev. Dr. Carstairs Douglas, missionary at Amoy in connection 
with the English Presbyterian Church, who has been sojourning in 
Ayr, his native town, being about to return to the sphere of his mis- 
sionary labours, a meeting of his friends of all denominations in the 
town has been held to bid him farewell, and wish him God-speed in his 
work. Nearly all the ministers in the town were present. ° 

THE new Russian steamship Nicolai, A100, 1,000 tons burden, is 
intended to sail about the 16th inst., and will call at Singapore, Hong 
Kong, or Shanghai, if sufficient goods offer. 

THE Dutch corvette, Metalen Aruis, 16 guns, Captain Klip, called at 
Falmouth on Thursday morning from the Texel en route to Batavia 
(vid Suez Canal), for a supply of fuel. 

THE French steamer Alcrandre Lavalley, from Hong Kong to Havana, 
with Chinese coolies, has put into Batavia for repairs.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTrerDAM, APRIL 10, 

The day before yesterday a meeting of shareholders of the Rot- 
terdam Bank was held here. Mr. De Monchy, the President of Com- 
missaries, opened the proceedings with a short speech. He remarked 
that, a year ago, he had expressed the hope that large dividends might 
be paid to the shareholders, but he had not believed that they would 
be realised so soon as has been the case. For this result great credit 
was due to the directors, by whose management the business of the 
Bank, both at home and abroad, has been enormously increased. Mr. 
de Monchy, whose speech was warmly applauded, hoped that the posi- 
tion of the Bank would continue to improve. The report, of which I 
have already given you an extract, was approved of, and only a few 
observations were made, of no importance. Mr. D. Van Weel (formerly 
one of the Commissaries), was elected manager by 277 out of 293 votes. 
Messrs. J. H. C. Van der Kun and A. Ruel were re-elected Commis- 
saries, whilst the seat left vacant by the election of Mr. Van Weel was 
filled up by the election of Mr. J. W. Bunge. One of the shareholders 
proposed a vote of thanks to the Commissaries and directors, to which 
Mr. Muller, president manager, replicd, and the proceedings were 
closed. 

Some correspondents in the Hague make mention of on dits that our 
Government is in treaty with that of Great Britain about the settle- 
ments on the West Coast of Africa, because the native princes and 
population dislike the English protectorate. I do not think there is any 
truth in these rumours. : 

The supposition that the Liberal party would finally be defeated at 
the re-election of a member of Parliament for the district of Leyden 
has proved to be correct. Mr. Vandenbergh van Heemstede was 
victorious over Mr. Neel, the Liberal candidate. This result will give 
niuch satisfaction to the editor of the Bataviasch Jandelsblad, but he 
will probably be the only person in Java who is of opinion that this is 
a fact worth rejoicing about. 


EDUCATION IN JAPAN. 


(MORNING POST.) 

The thorough transformation which all things are undergoing in Japan 

is certainly the most remarkable, as it may possibly turn out to be also 

the most important in its influence upon the world at large, of the many 

revolutions in which this age of social and political change is so prolitic. 
Twenty years ago Japan was rigorously closed against the dreaded and 
hated fureigner ; even shipwreck itself was not a sutiicient title to its hos- 

pitality. Now Europe and America are ransacked for foreign teachers and 
foreign models. ‘The old policy of isolation was adopted a couple of cen- 
turiea ago, and was maintained with indomitable perseverance. But even 
while maintained, it must have become almoat intolerable to the Japanese ; 
for when, nineteen years since, an American squadron appeared off 
the coast no real difficulty was encountered in the negotiations which 
first opened the country to the world ; and the maritime Powers of Europe 
were immediately afterwards able to secure right of ingress for their own 

subjects, likewise with even greater facility. But it isthe events which 
followed that must clearly prove how little the old isolation was at bot- 
tom to the liking of the people. The barrier having been broken down, 
they passed at once from non-intercourse to imitation the most thorough- 
going, and, it must be added, the moat discriminating. Their first step 
was to get rid of every vestige of double government, and to make the 

Mikado the veritable Sovereign of the Empire, to form a Cabinet with 

departments each in the charge of a Minister after the European 

fashion, and even to call together a kind of Parliament. All this, it 

will be admitted, was no slight achievement. But it is dwarfed into 

insignificance by what follows, Throughout the Empire there ruled a 

multitude of vassal princes, and all with righta of peace and war, and 

some of them possessed of really formidable naval and military re- 

sources, All these princes were assembled at the capital, and were in- 

duced to surrender to the Emperor, not merely their sovereign 

-righta, but actually their land also. When we bear in mind the 
difficulty experienced in Europe in disendowing a church, or 

depriving monasteries of their possessions, we can form to our- 

selves some conception of the magnitude of this momentous trans- 

action. But even this revolution is not more wonderful than that which 
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affects the sword-bearing class. The sword-bearing class were the mili- | 


tary retainers of the Princes, maintained without the necessity of 
labour, and exempted from taxation ; and they have consented to lay 
down their privileges, and to sink undistinguished into the mass of the 
population. Thus in a few short years, and almost without bloodshed, 
a kingdom, constituted somewhat after the manner of the France of 
the Crusades, has been transformed, as it were, by magic, into a State 
organised according to the most advanced modern principles. It is as if 
Japan had cleared by a single bound five centuries of Huropean pro- 
gress, Side by side with this political revolution other changes, not 
less far-reaching, have also taken place. Railways have been built, 
telegraphs laid down, shipbuilding introduced, and mining set on foot. 
An army has been formed, organised after the German pattern, and a 
fleet is being created, modelled upon our own. And last, not least, every- 
thing is being done to encourage the arts and sciences and to attract to 
the country persons capable of giving instruction in the most improved 
methods of carrying on any kind of business. 

It will at once be understood that those who planned and carried 
through this marvellous revolution were alive to the necessity of intro- 
ducing a reformed system of education that would fit the people to 
uphold and work the liberalised institutions that had been granted to 
them. Asa matter of fact, they spared no pains to encourage and pro- 
mote instruction. But before they could give full effect to their views 
it was necessary to train competent teachers. They felt rightly that a 
national system of education can be carried into effect only by native 
teachers. At first, therefore, their principal care was to afford to select 
students opportunity to acquire the highest education, in order that 
they might impart it to their fellow-countrymen in turn, rather than to 
establish at once a complete system. Now, however, they are of opinion 
that the period of preparation ought to be brought to a close, and that 
it is time to found the educational system, which they hope will enable 
Japan to enter into perfectly equal competition with the nations of the 
West. One of the objects which the Japanese Embassy, now on the 
Continent, has in view is to study the various systems of education in 
force in Europe and America, and to draught a scheme adapted to the 
circumstances of Japan. It is understood that the Embassy has com- 
pleted this part of its labours, and is ready to recommend a plan of the 
most comprehensive character. This plan, if adopted—and after 
what has been dune there can hardly be a doubt on the point— 
will give to this semi-burbarous Asiatic State a system of education 
decidedly superior to that of the most advanced nation of Europe. The 
whole Empire, it is proposed, is to be divided into eight districts, in 
each of which a college is to be established, The eight collegiate dis- 
tricts are respectively to be subdivided into thirty-two divisions, each of 
which is to be provided with a high school for feeding the colleges. 
And each of the 256 high school divisions thus formed are again to be 
parcelled out into 210 elementary schvol subdivisions. Attendance at 
the elementary schools is to be compulsory on all children, female as 
well as male, over six years of age, how high soever may be their rank, 
or narrow their circumstances. Scholarships, exhibitions, and the like 
are to be founded for enabling clever students to pass from the ele- 
mentary to the intermediate schools, and thence to the colleges ; and 
provision is also to be made for sending 180 students every year to 
Europe or America. In addition to these institutions intended for the 
general public, training schools for teachers are to be established, also 
technical schools for giving instruction in the application of science to 
the arts ; and, lastly, it is recommended that charity schools should be 
set up for the destitute, as well as evening schools to meet the conve- 
nience of those who cannot attend in the day tine. And an Education 
Department is to superintend the working of the system, and to publish 
& report every year. 

Those who are acquainted with the educational institutions of dif- 
ferent countries will see that these proposals are not mere slavish copies 
of what are found existing among any particular people, but are free, 
and upon the whole judicious, selections of the good points of various 
systems. Indeed, the plan for enabling students to visit the West for 
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purposes of observation and study is not borrowed at all. It is but th® 
continuation of a Japanese practice already of some years’ standing. 
The scheme affords evidence, therefore, of independence as well as of 
imitativeness and desire of improvements. What will be the practical 
result of its establishment? It is impossible to say. But this much is 
evident, that it cannot fail to be both great and lasting. Had we todo 
indeed with a people who had given less convincing proof of the 
earnestness with which they carry through their reforms, we might be 
inclined to suspect that the greatness of the conception would be marred 
by the inefficiency of the instruction afforded. But the Japanese have 
given us no ground for such a suspicion. They are now passing through 
a phase rare in the history of nations, and important as it is rare on 
account of the impress it leaves upon succeeding times. They seem to 
have been seized universally with a passion for change, and at the same 
time to be filled with a public spirit which accounts every sacrifice as 
nought when it is made for country. Painful experience has convinced 
them of the inferiority of their civilisation to that of Europe, but they 
cannot bear that their country should continue inferior, As Daimios 
did not hesitate to surrender their power and possessions, as Samurai 
did not shrink from laying down their privileges, we may be sure that 
the people generally will do what they think necessary to raise Japan 
to the level.of foreign countries. In a generation or two, then, we may 
expect to see the Japanese educated, in the sense in which we use the 
word in Europe. What will be the effect upon our position in the 
Erst? It ought not to be disadvantageous to us, for there is no cause 
of quarrel between us and Japan. If we are wise, Japanese progress 
ig much more likely to affect Russia and China injudiously. Russia has 
seized one of the Japanese islands, and is said tu be encroaching further. 
But Japan will submit to such encroachment, it may be presumed, only 
so long as she feels it unsafe to resent them. As for China, the 
Mikado’s Government is credited, whether rightly or wrongly, with an 
aggressive spirit in that direction. If it yields prematurely to that 
spirit, of course Japan’s fair prospects would svon become overclouded, 
but if it bides its time, a Japanese conquest of China may be one of the 
surprises in store for the twentieth century. 


A ROYAL RECEPTION IN JAPAN. 


A private letter from Yokohama gives an account of a recent recep- 
tion of Mr. De Long and Mr. Butzow, the United States and the Rus- 
sian Ministers, by the Mikado, cach Minister being accompanied by his 
wife. The lady who writes the letter says :— 

‘We were received by high Japanese officials, after which we were 
conducted through corridors innumerable, heavily carpeted so as to ex- 
clude sound, by a body guard, to a room at the extremity of the palace, 
where we were weleomed by Soyeshima, Minister of Foreign Attaira, 
the Minister of the Household, and the Grand Chamberlain. Shortly, 
two ladies of honour, dressed beautifully, cutered, and, after being pre- 
sented, informed us that the Mikado and Empress were in readiness to 
receive us. ‘The ladies of honour preceded us to the throne-room, we 
being escorted by the Court Interpreter, followed by the officers of the 
Royal household. We found the Emperor and Empress standing to 
receive us, Which honour we were hardly prepared for, and which might 
have overwhelmed us if we had not remembered that we were Ameri- 
cans, representatives of a nation second to none. After being, through 
the Interpreter, presented, the Royal couple shook hands with us most 
graciously, when they seated themselves, and signified to us that we 
should follow suit, side screens having been pushed lightly on one side, 
and armchairs of crimson and blue brocatelle wheeled into the apart- 
ment and placed at our disposal. The inperor was attired in a rich 
purple silk, with overdress of white, and large flowing sleeves. His 
‘consort’ was attired in a dress of heavy brown silk, with overdress of 
crimson wrought with gold. On a line with our party were seven maids 
of honour, all attired in criinson silk, though not as elezant or elaborate 
as that of the Empress. The latter had her hair dressed very tastily, 
puffed at the side, drawn back from the forehead, and low, while 
stiff at the ends and fastened with mbands. The sleeves of the 


overdress were wide and full, and reached nearly to the floor. Her 
face was white with powder, her lips vermillion with paint, 


eyebrows not to be seen, having been pulled out, while the 
teeth were blackened to the utmost. The room was handsomely 
covered with rich carpet of foreign manufacture, but had little 
in the way of furniture. The Emperor thanked Mr. De Long for his 
kindness to the Japanese Embassy while with them abroad, and further- 
more expressed himself as greatly indebted to the American people gene- 
rally for their uniform kindness and courtesy to the Embassy while in 
America, The Empress kindly inquired after the welfare of iy family, 
and hoped upon a future occasion I would bring my little daughter with 
me. I made some remarks concerning the nuportance of the event, 
making it a day and occasion long to be remembered, and which, in 
America, our lilies would hail with jey, and hoped they would never 
have cause to regret the kindly feeling which prompted them toward 
a social interchange of interest between this and foreign nations. The 
ceremony was remarkable for its extreme informality, and lasted about 
thirty minutes, when Soyeshima gave the signal fur departure, which 
we were not loth to act upon. . As we rose, the Eimperor and Empress 
again cordially shook us by the band, and we retreated in Court style, 
two pretty little Japanese girls carrying our train after the most ap- 
proved manner, though this was their first experience in such matters. 
Our own servants not being aduutted, the Fcreign Minister was noti- 
fied when we arrived that we should need such assistance, and he 
attended to the matter admirably, apologising in advance if everything 
should not be what we desired, as the children needed experience in 
that réle; but, as intimated, nothing could have been improved upon.”

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THE SUEZ CANAL QUESTION. 

Mr. BAILLIE COCHRANE has entitled himself to the ac- 
knowledgments of the mercantile world for the lucid and 
exhaustive speech in which he brought the rights of English 
steam shipowners before the House of Commons. We wish 
we could add that Lord ENFIELD had exhibited, on the 
part of the Foreign-office, a desire to carry out the views 
which the member for the Isle of Wight supported with so 
formidable an array of facts and figures with the energy 
and promptitude that the occasion demands. On the side 
of M. DE LESSEPS it must be admitted that, broadly as we 
differ from him in principle, he is outspoken—overbearingly 
so—in his published statements of his views. He would 
carry his designs with a high hand indeed. He affects to 
consider the right to the canal as a matter in which Great 
Britain is to have no voice as to terms, notwithstanding 
that those terms were of his own making, and that seventy- 
nine per cent. of the vessels which have passed through 
under his invitation have borne the British flag. To what 
insignificant proportions does the remaining balance of 
shipping dwindle when we learn that the Italian and the 
Austrian Governments are as much opposed to the augmen- 
tation of the tolls as ourselves. Nothing is left but the 
comparatively petty traffic of France, which assuredly the 
suicidal policy of M. DE LESSEPs is not calculated to in- 
crease. Such shallow expedients as the friendly suit be- 
tween the Canal Company and the Messageries only serve 
as a means of taking money out of pie reich pocket to 
put it into another, at the expense of the rest of Europe. 
It is to be lamented that the great engineer has no more 
respect for his own promises than to propose to tear up the 
contract of rates which he promulgated of his own free 
will, and on our acceptance of which, and confidence in him, 
so many millions have been invested. It is nothing to say 
that our capitalists did not construct the canal—it is un- 
deniable that our shipowners have been the first to support 
it, and that it is to their continued support alone that the 
shareholders can look for the dividends which M. DE LEs- 
SEPS so unreasonably professes to consider that we grudge 
them. So far from grudging them, it has been almost en- 
tirely through British enterprise and confidence in his good 
faith that the canal has been saved from being choked with 
its own sand, and dying a natural death—as a speculation— 
from sheer inanition. The idea of creating a feeling of 
hostility between France and England in this matter is 
frivolous and unworthy. The plain fact of the case is that 
M. DE LESSEPS made certain promises, and that the ne- 
cessity to observe them must be demonstrated to him now 
that he is attempting to evade them under some vague im- 
een that he has our shipowners “under his thumb.” 

e believe that, if the opinion of France were taken to- 
morrow, it would be in favour of carrying out the original 
terms in their integrity ; and that France herself, in the 
interest of French shareholders, would scout the idea of 
shifting law-suits from one quarter of the world to the other, 
as M. DE LEssEPs has done—with the complaisant consent 
of his ostensible opponents. Nothing is required but the 
prompt action of our Government, backed as it is by those 
of Italy and Austria, and, as we cannot doubt it will be, by 
those of Germany and the United States, to keep M. DE 
LESSEPS and the Ottoman Government—ego et rex meus— 
to the terms of their contract, and, by assuring the ex- 





pansion of the traffic which the short-sighted policy of the 
directors would check, to secure to the shareholders a speedy 
dividend, in spite of their chairman. 


THE defalcations committed by Mr. CAINE when lately 
in charge of the Consulate at Hankow have not escaped the 
attention of the Committee of the House of Commons ap- 
pointed annually to report upon the public accounts. Ac- 
cording to the information supplied to the Committee by 
the Foreign-office, Mr. CAINE had last been heard of as on 
his way to Ceylon, and it did not seem worth while to go 
to the expense of sending out a constable to that island to 
secure him, as he would probably have disappeared before 
the officer could arrive. All that Lord GRANVILLE has 
done—he might perhaps as well have done nothing—is to 
write to Mr. WADE “to know what course he desires should 
be pursued ;” and no further step is to be taken in this 
country till the reply from Peking shall have reached 
England. The loss will fall ultimately upon our Treasury 
chest, as the debt is due to the Crown; but the Treasury 
announce that in consequence of the occurrence they are 
taking into consideration the regulations under which money 
is advanced to Consuls, and they are about to communicate 
with the Foreign-office on that subject, “to see if some 
“ better check upon the power entrusted to the Consuls in 
“ China of drawing money can be devised.” The Accounts 
Committee wind up their reference to this subject with 
the mournful reflection that “there seems but little hope 
“ that the loss will be recovered, or the offender brought to 
“¢ justice.” 


. THE steamers belonging to the ‘‘ Nederland ” Steam Na- 
vigation Company, of Amsterdam, plying between Niewdiep 
and Java, via the Suez Canal, are in future to call at 
Southampton regularly each month, to take up freight and 

assengers from this country, and from France via Havre. 
The first steamer under the new arrangement will be the 
Prins Hendrik, which will leave Southampton about the 12th 
proximo. 


THE Directors of the Messageries Maritimes have arranged 
that their steamers, both outward and homeward, should 
call at Naples to land mails and passengers. The arrange- 
ment will commence with the next outward steamer. 


Mr. W. F. Mayers, Chinese Secretary to H.B.M.’s Le- 
gation at Peking, will return to his post by the French mail 
steamer leaving Marseilles on the 11th proximo. 


THE CHINA CONSULS’ REPORTS. 
(Continued. ) 

We append the completion of our résumé of the China Con- 
sular Reports for 1871 :— 

FOOCHOW. 

Mr. Consul Sinclair reports no new feature on the character 
of the trade of this port, excepting the influence exercised by the 
opening of the Suez Canal on the export of tea. The 
remained precisely the same in denomination, both as to fore 
and native goods. A slight increase appeared in some of the 
manufactured goods imported, but opium continued its annual 
decline. Excepting opium and lead—used for the lining of tea 
cheste—the import trade in foreign hands continued to be insig- 
nificant. British merchants had lost heart in the attempt to 
establish an import trade at Foochow, through want of encou- 
ragement on the part of native dealers. It 1s discouraging to 
find that, after pouring into the surrounding country so much 
wealth in the shape of hard cash for the purchase of tea, there 
is no return made on the of the tr population to take 
off more of the goods which our merchants here would be able 
to provide as cheaply as the Chinese can buy them in Hong 
Kong or Shanghai. 

The total export of opium was 3,188 chests, against 3,637 in 
the previous year. The native grown drug interferes mostly 
with demand for Persian, and consequently the sales of the 
latter were small. The yield of native opium in Foo-ning-foo 
and Foo-gan-heen increased from 890 to 1,400 piculs, although 
not equal in quality to that grown in the Lze-choen province. 
At Wen-chow, in the adjoining province, the cultivation was 
also extending. 

Foochow may be called the great tea port of China for that 
kind of Congou which is most consumed in Great Britain. In 
1871 637,542 piculs were exported, against 487,875 in the pre- 
ceding year. On the whole the teas showed a marked improve- 
ment, especially in the finer kinds, the tea-men having profited 
by the remonstrances of foreign purchases. The manufacture of 
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the leaf was more careful, there was less dust and old and in- 
ferior qualities, and a better style of fining was adopted. The 
export of tea to Australia and Russia greatly increased, and this, 
combined with the speculation of the brokers, who can afford to 
Ee long credits, raised prices to the disadvantage of cash 
uyers. 

ere was a scarcity of tonnage during the year, but a large 
increase in steamers trading through the Suez Canal. The total 
duties collected at the Foreign Custom-house on all foreign trade 
at the port of Foo-chow-foo in 1871 was Tls. 1,835,360, the 
largest amount collected at any port except Shanghai. 


TAMSUY AND KELUNG (FORMOSA). : 

W. Frater, Acting Interpreter, reports the total value of the 
trade in 1868 as £122,221. In 1869 it rose to £223,545 ; and in 
1870 it reached £314,508. This steady increase was kept up in 
1871, when the exports and imports were reckoned at £391,329. 
In the above figures treasure is not included. 

Three-fourths of the imports were foreign, the principal ar- 
ticles being cotton piece-goods and opium, the latter of which 
had previously been imported to be bartered for tea and cam- 
phor. The total value of the import trade was £225,512, against 
£163,581 in the preceding year. 

The total value of exports was £165,817, pet £150,927 in 
1870. The difference in value was really much greater than ap- 

rs from these figures, owing to the tea having been returned 
in the former year at a much higher rate per picul than in the 
year under notice. Since 1866 the increase in the tea trade has 
continued without check, and the increase is likely to be pro- 
gressive. Many indigo fields have now been transferred to tea 
cultivation. 

The working of some of the coal mines in Japan having been 
interrupted the export of coal from Kelung was exceptionally 
large in 1871, having been 18,671 tons, or more than double the 
preceding year’s export. The demand was not decreasing ; vessel 
after vessel continuing to arrive with orders to load with coal for 
Shanghai. 

Tidigo had been so unremunerative an article that merchants 
had given up trading in it. Formosan indigo is inferior from its 
wretched manufacture, but the better kind might, under improved 
and energetic foreign management, be madea paying speculation. 

The customs dues and duties amounted to £29,018. There were 
five British houses of business at Tamsung. 


/ TAIKOW AND TAIWAN (FORMOSA). 

Mr. Gregory, Acting Consul, reports an increase of British 
shipping, with a diminution of non-British shipping, increased 
import of cotton manufactures, maintenance of a greatly increased 
export of sugar, and a general increase in trade. The British 
vessels entered and cleared were 71 in 1869, 98 in 1870, and 138 
in the year under notice. On the other hand, the non-British 
shipping did not maintain the increase it made in 1870. Hence 
the total number of vessels was slightly less in 1871 than in the 
preceding year, but the value of the cargoes was greater. The 
import of cotton goods of all kinds rose steadily from 21,595 
pieces in 1868 to 22,110 in 1869, 36,453 in 1870, and 61,197 in 
1871. In sugar the great advance that was made in 1870, more 
than doubling the export, was nearly, though not quite, main- 
tained. The export in 1870 was 711,245 cwt. ; in 1871 695,063. 
In the import of opium, both Indian and Persian, there was a 
steady increase. Woollens fell off from 1870—6,143 pieces, 
against 9,506—but showed a large increase on 1868 and 1869. 

A few figures on the trade of all the Formosan ports—north 
and south—will appropriately close this summary. The returns 
show the following as the total values of imports and exports in 
British and other foreign vessels for 1871 (not including treasure 
or re-exports) :— 


Southern (Takow and Taiwanfoo) £761,309 
Northern (Tamsay and Kelung) 380,429 
Total for the Formosan Ports £1,141,738 


Thus the trade of the northern ports was only about one-half 
in amount of value ; but Mr. Gregory considers that these figures 
by no means show the real comparative interest or importance to 
a foreign merchant of the northern ports. The northern trade 
was much more decidedly foreign in its character than the south- 
ern. Moreover, a trade in tea, in which special skill is exercised, 
and particularly such a tea trade as that of Tamsay, in which the 
tea is not merely bought and shipped, but in a great measure 

repared, by the British merchant, derives special importance 
tron these characteristics. 
SWATOW. 

Mr. Stronach, Acting Consul, reports some remarkable vicissi- 
tudes in the trade of 1871—partly due to speculation, and partly 
to the floods, which last are computed to have done damage to 
the amount of a million sterling. 

Foreign imports, however, increased from £1,364,270 in 1870 
to £1,852,408 ; and exports, from £909,258 to £1,296,486. The 
immense increase in the year’s supply of sugar (over 50 per cent.) 
probably saved the district from a civil commotion, by alle- 
viating the effects of the floods. 

The number of vessels entered and cleared was respectively 
342 and 349 British, and 140 foreign. 


CANTON. 

Mr. Consul Robertson reports a considerable increase both in 
the quantity and value of the foreign trade. In 1870 it was 
valued at £6,781,074 ; in 1871, at £8,545,798, being an increase 
of £1,564,719. Both imports and exports exhibited a propor- 
tionate increase. In imports raw cotton shows an excess of 
68,905 piculs over the preceding year; grey shirtings, 4,701 
pieces ; and white, 9,534 pieces. e principal part of the mer- 
chandise imported is brought from Hong Kong. The high rate 
of interest, never less than 12 per cent., has hitherto prevented 
native merchants from importing goods direct from Europe, or 
having agents in the principal seats of manufacture, though the 
subject is continually discussed among them. 

The export of tea showed an improvement over the precedin 
year of 3,018,482 lbs. Prices averaged high, and the teamen did 
well. Silk also showed an increase of 202,465 Ibs. Refuse, wild 
raw, and cocoons, also advanced—refuse to the extent of 312,025 
Ibs. This increase may be attributed to the Canton silk getting 
more into favour in the home market, being soft and fine in 
quality, and suitable for mixing with the coarser and harsher 
staple from the northern ports of China, and it promises to take 
a very important position in the trade of the port, as the natives 
are increasing the cultivation of the mulberry tree in the neigh- 
bouring districts. The increase in the export of sugar was large 
—182,994 piculs of all sorts over 1870. This was probably due 
to Hong Kong, where an European refinery draws its supplies 
from the mainland of Chinese made sugar for Sera and 
there is every prospect of the export improving as the demand 
for the refined article increases. If nothing occurs to disturb 
the tranquillity of the country, no doubt can exist that Canton 
wil recover much of its former position as a port of foreign 
trade, and become a valuable source of supply to foreign markets.

Charles the First: An Historical Tragedy, by W. G. Wills. 
Blackwood and Sons: London and Edinburgh.—The publica- 
tion of a play which has excited so much controversy as the 
present will ensure it many readers, besides those who would 
necessarily be attracted by the announcement of any new work 
by its accomplished author. If it has been Mr. Wills’s design 
to produce a dramatic poem, filled with characters of a diversi- 
fied nature—fierce and relentless, gentle and affectionate, hesi- 
tating, plotting and temporising—and changing from joy to 
grief, from love to death as may suit the exigencies of the plot— 
there is no question but that he has accomplished all, and 
even more than he undertook. Still we cannot congratulate 
him on a legitimate success. After making every allowance 
for the license which is generally conceded to the writers 
of historical fiction, we think few persons of ordinary edu- 
cation will be converted by the present production into 
the belief that Oliver Cromwell was a villain of the mean- 
est and blackest kind—in Mr. Wills’s own words, that the 

eat Protector was “ unblushingly rapacious,” and of a character 

isfigured by “hideous levity, ue icity, greed, cruelty, and 
tyranny.” The play contains some fine passages, but the charac- 
ter of the “ Martyr King” is drawn with no closer compliance 
with received opinions than that of the Huntingdon brewer ; and 
historical probability being thus sacrificed at the outset, the play 
soon ceases to exercise the interest it has awakened. The author 
has printed an energetic defence of his estimate of Cromwell at 
the end of the play. It would have served better for a preface, 
and in that situation might have spared the reader the introduc- 
tory advertisement by an anonymous “ Editor,” which is couched 
in terms of such overwrought praise as we are surprised Mr. 
Wills should have been content to accept—and Messrs. Black- 
wood to publish—without requiring its encomium to be fortified 
by some accredited name in the world of letters.

The number closes with an interesting résumé of 
a lecture recently delivered in Hong Kong, by Dr. E. J. Eitel, on 
the question, “ What is Fung-shuey ?” which is defined as the 
blind groping of the Chinese mind after a system of natural 
science. 

Ocean Highways, Mr.C. Markham’s Geographical Review for the 
ees month, contains a number of articles of uncommon value. 

r. PorterSmith contributesa paper on the “Great Rivers of China,” 
and Mr. T. F. Hughes gives an account of Formosa and its South- 
ern aborigines. “ Railways in Asia Minor,” by Mr. C, E. Austin, 
Mr. Hanbury’s paper on “ Myrrh,” Professor H. Mohn’s sketch of 
the “ Meteorological Institute of Christiana,” and Mr. Ravenstein’s 
article on “Cartography” complete thelist of original contributions. 
There are, however, full abstracts of the proceedings of British 
and Foreign Geographical Societies, and the number is illustrated 
with several well executed maps drawn by Mr. Keith Johnstone 
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and Mr. Ravenstein. The present being the first number of a 
new series, offers a good opportunity to subscribe to a work which, 
if it only maintains the standard of excellence at which it has 
started must be the means of bringing a great deal of valuable 
information into a focus, and making it extensively popular. 

The proprietors of the North China Herald have published 
their Desk Hong List and Directory for Shanghar and Japan with 
commendable punctuality, aud an improved and enlarged lst of 
contents.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of March have 
been issued. The imports for the month show an increase of 
£2,030,230 over the corresponding month of 1872, the fi 
being £29,850,113, against £27,819,883 in 1872, and £27,526,513 
in 1871. The imports of wheat reached £1,831,527, against 
£1,617,951 in 1872, and £1,529,798 in 1871, and the imports of 
cotton £6,236,216, against £5,265,648 in 1872, and £5,351,186 in 
1871. The declared value of exports for the month is £21,744,213, 
against £20,165,568 in March, 1872. The amount for the quarter 
is £62,376,366, against £57,575,364 in the corresponding period 
of last year, and £47,719,605 in the first quarter of 1871. The 
increase for the month is chiefly made up by the enhanced value 
of coal and metals, but there is also a fair improvement under 
many other heads. In the case of coal, while an increase is 
shown of nearly 64 per cent. in the value of our shipments, there 
has been a falling off of more than 11 per cent. in their quantity. 
In the exportation of iron also there has been a fractional de- 
crease in quantity, concurrently with an increase of 35 per cent. 
in the declared value. In the other branches of trade there have 
been no special features, with the exception that the disorgani- 
sation of industry is causing on the Continent as elsewhere an ex- 
traordinary demand for machinery of all kinds, so that an augmen- 
tation of about 43 per cent. is shown in the present return. The 
woollen business has been slack, and figures for a falling off of 
about 15 per cent., but in nearly all other classes of manufacture 
an increase is exhibited. In cotton piece goods it has been 8 per 
cent. in quantity and 6 per cent. in value, in earthenware 28 per 
cent. in value, in haberdashery 3 per cent., in hardware 14 per 
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cent., and in linen piece goods 3 per cent. Silk manufactures 
show a falling off of 14 per cent. 

The Board of Trade Returns show that the month of March, as 
with its predecessor, was remarkable for imports of tea of compara- 
tively light amount, the exact figures being 7,210,6441bs., against 
20,365,020 Ibs, in 1872, and 14,227,635 lbs, in 1871; and the de- 
crease in the total from the beginning of the year is thereby 
further enlarged to over twenty-one million lbs. The home con- 
sumption does not sustain the superiority with which the year 
commenced, that in the month being about 600,000 Ibs. less than in 
1872, and the total is now but just above that of last year. In 
the exports also the increase is not important, and the stock 
shows a deficiency of four-and-a-half-million lbs,

The Budget of the Chancellor of the Exchequer laid before Parliament 
on the 7th inst. proposes to further reduce the duties by one-half; the 
new duties to come into operation on the 8th prox., as follows :—

Messrs. Beebe’s Circular says :—The market during the past month 
has shown less activity and a more limited business, at a general decline 
in all descriptions of Tea. Greens: Good to fine grades are in moderate 
demand at a decline of fully five cents per pound on last month’s 
quotations. Finest are in rather better supply, and less sought for at 
extreme rates. Common kinds are neglected, and quotations for these 
are mainly nominal. Japans, with an increased supply, have been 
taken with less freedom at a decline of three to five cents per pound for 
common to good medium, and five to six cents for fine to choice. 
Ovlongs have been less inquired for, stocks in the hands of jobbers 
generally proving sufficient to meet their current wants. A limited 
business has therefore been done in them, at prices showing a decline of 
one to two cents per pound. Formosas; Choicest kinds are still scarce, 
and are wanted at prices fully equal to opening rates, while common to 
fine grades are slow of sale at a decline of two to three cents per lb. . 
Congou and Souchong have been in rather better request, but without 
change in prices. The market closes weak and unsettled generally, 
with a tendency to lower quotations than have yet been accepted. The 
advanced rates for Gold and continued stringency in the Money Market 
have contributed not a little to the demoralisation of prices now pre- 
vailing to a greater or less extent in most descriptions of merchandise. 
A general want of confidence in the future induces much caution on the 
part of buyers, and disinclines them to carry stock beyond the limit 
necessary to meet the demand for immediate distribution. This is 
especially true in reference to Tea, and with the excess in supplies for 
the year ending June 30, likely to equal at least a half year’s con- 
sumption, furnish sufficient reasons for the present condition of our 
market. 





SILK. 

Mr. O’Donoghue’s market report says :—Since the issue of our last 
Circular the market for raw Silk has undergone but little change. The 
better grades of Canton re-reeled continue to be in active demand. Re- 
reeled Haineens and Tsatlees show a slightly improved demand, but 
prices have weakened considerably, and a few large transactions have 
been made in this class of Silk; prices and terms, however, are not 
made public. The market is still without stock of usual reel Tsatlee, 
which is in demand. Usual reel Taysaams are in moderate stock, and 
meet with slow sale. Japans: No stock ; no demand. 





CoFFEE.—There has been a stronger market for Brazil, and an ad- 
vance in values has taken place. India descriptions remain quiet. The 
following are the latest quotations :—Java (Government bags) 20 to 21, 
Java (mata) 20} to 22, Singapore 16} to 174, Ceylon Native 174 to 184, 
Manila 174 to 18.

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THE COMING SILK SEASON. 
(COMMUNICATED.) 
F In afew weeks we shall be discussing the opening prices of 
the new silk season in China,and it seems to us an opportune 
moment to take a glance at the present position of the trade, and 


to point out some of the causes which have tended to bring about | P 


the present, to say the least, unsatisfactory state of affairs. We 
have often heard it said in connection with the China trade—and 
it is none the less true for its frequent repetition and triteness— 
that the t disadvantage under which the foreigner labours is 
the fact that he is continually “competing ” with others, while 
John Chinaman is as continually “ combining” against the whole 
body of foreign devils. Now, although any thinking man must 
admit at once that this competition long ago exceeded the limit 
of a businesslike and watchful activity, such is the un- 
healthy feverish anxiety always “to be doing gpm 
we dare not for a moment expect to see this unwhole- 
some disease competition abate until one of two things hap- 
pens, either a series of ve disasters, or a marked cur- 
tailment of the facilities for financing at present so tempt- 
ingly offered and so lavishly granted by the numerous 
Banking Companies now associated with the Far East. A 
uestion which we heard put the other day illustrates in the 
clearest possible way the tendency of the Edel mode of 
transacting business. The question was this. e freight on silk 
used to be forty Taels per bale by steamers and overland, now 
it is reduced to five and even three ; what becomes of the differ- 
ence? Here, indeed, is the pith of the whole matter. What becomes 
of the difference? Does it go to swell the profit or diminish the 
' loss of the importer ? Unhesitatingly, 20. Does it tend to lower 
the price at which the importer sells to the manufacturers or 
dealers in this country? Again no, for prices are now shillings 
higher in London than they used to be when the cost of freight 
was two shillings per gages greater than it now is. It is clear, 
therefore, that as neither European merchant, dealer nor manu- 
facturer receives the benefit of the reduction, it simply goes into 
the pockets of the natives. Let us look at what this means. 
Taking an export of bales 50,000 we are paying to the Chinese 
annually about Taels 1,750,000 equivalent to £525,000 sterling (a 
sum which would make the fingers of the Chancellor of the Ex. 
chequer to tinge), absolutely for no consideration whatever ; for 
we receive nothing in return for this payment now made to the 
Chinese, which originally used to be paid to carrying companies 
and ships, whose shareholders and owners for the most part were 
our own countrymen. Upon any reduction such as freight being 
established, let us mark the course of action adopted. Imme- 
diately it is announced, surely the calculation which every silk 
inspector should pro to himself is this : “The price paid to 
the producer being the same, at how much less will this reduc- 
tion enable us to sell our ventures at home ?” 
the demon of competition is at his elbow, and instead he writes 
in his Table of Cost, “ The price at which we sell at home bein 
the same, how much more can we afford to pay the producer ? 
As it is with freight, s0 has it been with every reduction of 
charges that has been made, insurance, commission and the like, 
every such reduction being made at the cost of the foreigner and 
to the benefit of the native. It is easy to see that this is an ex- 
haustive process, which, sooner or later, must yse the ener- 
gies of foreigners engaged in the trade, and the past season or 
two has shown in a very marked manner the baneful effects of 
unthinking blind competition. The action of tel hic com- 
munication is to intensify these effects, and truly, without some 
radical change in. the conduct of business, we must confess we 
eae but a gloomy prospect in the future for all concerned in the 
trade. . 
We have seen how, immediately any reduction is made in ex- 
penses, instead of its being applied to diminish the laid down 
cost, our merchants hasten to give the whole of it to the natives ; 
therefore, as no such reduction affects the price at which im- 
porters can sell with profit, prices which were raised to an ex- 
treme point during the years of the failure of the European crop 
have been maintained at about that figure, mainly through the 
merchants’ unwillingness to be current sellers at rates which 
showed a loss. These extreme figures left no room for specula- 
tion, and hence we find that now the middlemen and specu- 
lators Ne class of dealers on whom,.in fact, depends a current 
market) are all gone, and our market is dependent entirely 
and solely upon the demand of manufacturers. ca See 
competition, displayed but too openly to the natives, 
had precisely the effect which might be expected, viz, deteriora- 
tion of quality in the raw; owing to hasty and careless pre 
tion. Let us now take aglance at the present position of affairs, 
and see how entirely all we have said is borne out. We find our 
warehouses filled with large stocks, aay eatly deteriorated, 
demand fitful and uncertain. On ies d farther we find our 
wholesale dealers complaining that they have little or no sale 
for silk goods, save the very best, and, on reflecting, we at once 
see that the cause of this lies in the fact that the much-enduring 
public has ceased to find pleasure or economy in buying “ cheap 
silks, which are really about one half cotton, one sixth dye, and 
the remaining third silk ; and the only demand which remains 
is that of the wealthy few, who can and will afford to buy good 


But unhappily | guards. 


silks without regard to price, a demand large, it is true, but by 
no means sufficient to employ all the industry devoted to the 
manufacture of silk goods, or to consume a tithe of the raw silk 
produced. The continuance of a high range of price, to 
which we have adverted above, induced manufacturers to 
roduce mixed and adulterated goods, and for a long time 
the “ pollot” have been content, in blissful ignorance, to 
urchase the composition of cotton, dye, and silk, as “real 
yons Silk” (so saith the advertisements), at 3s. and 4s. per yard ; 
but whereas in olden times a silk dress was almost an heirloom, 
handed down from mother to daughter, in our days prudent 
materfamilias finds to her discomfiture that her best dress has 
cut into strips in all the folds after about three months’ careful 
wear ; scars age she has given up laying out her money in this 
class of ; silks at 10s, or 158. per yard she cannot afford to 
buy, so she leaves them alone altogether, and for the moment we 
appear to have come to a dead lock. It seems to us that the only 
remedy is for a serious decline to be established in the cost of 
the raw material, enabling manufacturers to make a genuine 
article at a fair and reasonable price, which will once again attract 
consumers. Our idea is that unless something amiss happens to 
the European crop this season, we shall see this serious decline in 
rice on this market at all events, and if our importers will not 
warned of the folly of senseleasly competing against each 
other in order to send home one-third of the crop in the first two 
months of the season, at prices which leave no sae then will 
at and the Banks who assist their operations suffer seriously, 
and deservedly so, Should the European crop be a moderate one, 
even if China sends us 60,000 to 70,000 bales, prices will have to 
rule on a dasa Gi ipheae scale to what we have seen for many 
years, and we shall then see, by the willingness of the natives to 
accept those vastly reduced prices, by how many millions we have 
impoverished our own traders and enriched them by our foolish 
competition. , 





THE MACAO COOLIE TRADE—VOYAGE OF THE 
“ FATCHOY.” 
The following account of this vessel is taken from the New 
Republican. The Fatchoy was originally the British 
steamer Vexen, and was bought by a German firm in Hong Kong 
and chartered to one of the coolie agents for Havannah with the 
usual inhuman results. It will be seen that the vessel was put 
under the Spanish flag, in order to evade the law, which prohibits 
this vile traffic under the German flag. We trust the German 
Minister at Peking will see into this matter. 


The Fatchoy left Macao August 25 with 1,005 coolies on board. All 
went well until the fourth day out. On this day, at about 3 P.M, a 
cry of mutiny forward was raised. The coolies had attacked the 

One of the guards went overboard, probably thrown over by 
the coolies ; the other took to the rigging. The coolies made a rush to 
the Chinese galley, probably to get knives or other weapons. The mate 
and second mate, from the bridge, shot into the crowd, and wounded 
three of the coolies. This checked the mutiny. The officers rallied, 
and succeeded in catching a number of the coolies and tying them by 
their long queues to the iron barricades, or to the gratings, and driving 
the reat below. About 130 or more were put in irons. The next 
morning the Spanish captain had them brought up ; some bags of rice 
were placed on deck, and the prisoners were laid across the bags, faces 
down, stripped to the skin, and unmercifully flogged by two men, 
keeping time with their whips, the blood flowing at every blow, when 
in a short time the deck was covered with blood. As each Chinaman 
was flogged he was washed with salt and water and sent below. We 
arrived at Anjer September 9th, remained there two days, proceeding 
thence to Maurititd; where we took in water and coal, the ship remaining 
in quarantine. ‘Frofa Mauritius we went to the Cape of Good Hope. In all 


these porta the coolies were kept below, and, while coaling was going on, 
the hatches were put on, and the hospitals forthe sick keptclosed. The heat 
was intolerable, even-ia the open air. The voyage for the poor coolies was 


one of unimaginable suffering. They were flogged, kicked, cuffed, and 
throughout treated with the greatest cruelty. The filth and stench 
were something horrible. The hospitals were not cleansed during the 
whole voyage. I venture to say that, in the annals of the African 
slave-trade, all the horrors of ‘the “inside passage” never surpassed 
those of this Chinese slave ship. The deaths on this murderous voyage 
reached eighty, or eight per cent. of the number taken on board at 

. The deaths doubtless were caused by the floggings and the 
horribly filthy condition of the ship. We reached Havannah Dec. 1. 
We were not put-into-quarantine, but proceeded at once to discharge 
our cargo of live freight. «'- 

The vessel is, to all intents and purposes, German property. She has 
been chartered to the Havannah Chinese Importing Company for two 
trips, one of which is now fulfilled. There was on board an individual 
styled, in sailor parlance, ‘a paper captain.” He appeared to be the 
agent of the owners of the coolies, or something like a supercargo. He 
had full control of the coolies—superintended the flogging, and other 
punishment inflicted on the coolies throughout the voyage. A more 
merciless scoundrel never raised a lash. 

The other captain is a German. In the ship's papers he is styled 
sailing master. The first, second, and third mates are Germans, the 
carpenter is a German, the chief engineer is American, and the others 
are English and Scotch. The crew was composed of several nations, 
but all of them understanding English. There were but two or three 
on board besides the “paper captain” who spoke Spanish. The 
languages used on board among the officers and crew were English and 
German, and for commanding the ship English was used exclusively,

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THE NEW BISHOPRIC FOR CHINA. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph,) 

Sir,—Allow me to offer a few remarks in reply to a letter on 
the above subject signed “ Old China,” which appeared in your 
paper of Dec. 13, 1872. Though, from distance, necessarily 
somewhat out of date, the importance of the subject will, I trust, 
make my remarks not out of place. 

“Old China’s” plans and theories appear to me to resemble 
that article de luxe from which he takes his sobriquet, in that, 
though pleasant to read, and comely, no doubt, in appearance to 
the eyes of many, they are on no account to be used. Or, to 
speak more correctly perhaps, “Old China” well reflects in his 
letter the characteristics of the inhabitants of this “‘ Old ” land of 
“ China,” namely, a mixture of sound and practical common sense 
with much bigotry and much misconception. 


The warning as to complications which will probably arise from 
the title proposed for the new Bishop is, I think, most timely. The 
Roman Catholic Bishops avoid all difficulty from the assumption of 
territorial titles in partébus infidelium and in extra colonial 
districts, by drawing their episcopal designation from some 
European city or district. European Missionaries and bishops 
are of course only a temporary agency ; their grand object 
being to organise native self-supporting churches and then in 
time to advance to the unevangelised’ regions beyond. “ Old 
China’s” suggestion as to dividing this vast land between 
different sister societies is also wise because it is scriptural, 


But when “Old China” comes to discuss actual Mission 
work, his remarks are indeed “ Sinical” to the last degree. 
It is no doubt reassuring to hear that in the opinion of 
“Old China” there is much hope of success if his plans be 
adopted. But happily we have a more sure word of pro- 
phesy, which tells us that “ Every knee shall bow to Chmist.” 
Why, I would ask, does “Old China” limit his programme 
for the work of the press to “ well-written prayers, collects, and 

?” Not to insist on the fact that “ our own Collects” (by 
which “Old China” refers, I suppose, to those in the Episcopal 
Prayer Book) are perhaps the hardest possible task you could set 
before a translator, why not give the Chinese our whole sacred 
books, the complete Bible? I hope “Old China” will not be 
disturbed by the fact that the whole Bible is in the hands of the 
Chinese, and has been sold through all the provinces. What 
does “ Old China” mean by this sentence, “ these native teachers ” 
(:.e. Chinese scholars hired to teach missionaries Chinese, which 
no missionary, of course, thinks of dispensing with) “ should be 
made, and would become Christians!” Totally failing to compre- 
hend “Old China’s” meaning in this part of his missionary 
programme, I pass on to one more point. “ Public preach- 
ing to the mob,” he says, “is not the way to win China- 
men until they learn to behave a little, and really wish 
to learn more.” Now my experience of Chinese mobs (ex- 
tending over several years), leads me to pronounce them, 
without hesitation, far better behaved than English mobs ; and 
infinitely more civil and orderly than Mahomedan audiences. 
And yet Whitefield and Wesley worked a great work amongst 
wild English mobs. And in North India missionaries of high 
mental culture, after spending the day in educational and ln- 
guistic labour, delight to spend the evenings in prea“hin.; to the 
unruly mobs at city gates, and not in vain. In fact, Chinese 
mobs are willing to learn ; it is exactly the educated classes who 
do not care to enlightened, content with the mist and dim 
twilight of their classics. But really in such a question it is of 
supreme importance to ask, not so much what “Old China” 
thinks, as what the Great Founder and Leader of Missions 
ordered. And with this light, and the lessons taught by Church 
history, it amazes me to see a Christian sneering at “poor con- 
verts.” Our Lord tells us to “ preach the Gospel to every crea- 
ture.” It was in His view the great wonder of His Gospel 
“that to the poor it was preached.” In the early days and centuries 
of the Christian Church the poor and slaves formed the vast ma- 
jority ; but that leaven was of divineenergy, and heaving upwards it 
Christianised all classes till the Emperor himself laid down his 
crown before the cross of Christ.* In China will it not be the 
same? We may not neglect any class—we would labour eagerly 
and earnestly to influence the literati ; but if we are loyal to our 
Lord, and if we observe apostolic example, still less can we ne- 
glect Chinese poor and Chinese mobs. 


Apologising for the length of my letter, and begging “ Old 
China's’ fale for the endeavour I have made to expose the 
cracks and flaws in his structure,—I remain, &c., &c.,

THE NEW P. anpD O. SteamER BokHara.—On the 5th inst. the P. 
and O. Company’s new steamship Bokhara, built and engined by Messrs. 
Caird and Co., of Greenock, was taken to Stokes Bay for a trial at the 
measured mile, in charge of her commander, Captain T. 8. Tomlin. 
There was a party of about 100 ladies and gentlemen on board, among 
whom were Mr. P. Hadow (chairman), Sir W. Hall, Mr. Thornton, Mr. 
Melville, Captain Engledue, Mr. L’Estrange, and Mr. James Allan, di- 
rectors of the Company, also several Admiralty and Poast-office officials. 
The following are the dimensions of the Bokhara :—Length on load- 
water line, 361ft. ; breadth of beam, 39ft. ; depth from top of floor to 
spar deck, 29ft.; builder's measurement, 2,721 tons ; she is fitted with 
inverted compound direct acting engines of 450-horse power nominal, 
indicating 2,037 during the trial ; diameter of cylinders, 50in. and 86in., 
and 4ft. 6in. length of stroke ; heating surface of boilers, 7,661 square 
feet ; firegrate surface, 240 do. ; condensing surface, 4,635 do. ; solid 
screw propeller of 16ft. 6in. diameter, with a pitch of 21ft. to 22ft. 
The Bokhara ran the mile twice, with the subjoined results :—First 
run, steam 52lb., vacuum 26 in., and 62 revolutions per minute, 4 min. 
15 sec., or 14°118 knots. Second run, steam 52lb., vacuum 26in., and 
60 revolutions, 5 min. 44 sec., or 10°465 knots. The mean speed was 
thus 12°291 knots per hour, and but for a mistake on deck by which 
the engines were eased while the vessel was making the second run, the 
average would have been nearly 13 knots. The vessel had 976 tons of 
coals, stores, &¢., on board, and her draft of water was 15ft. 8in. for- 
ward, and 16ft. llin. aft. A stiff breeze from N.N.W. to N.W. was 
blowing, force 5 to 6, with a disturbed sea, and the barometer at 29°97. 
The Bokhara left Southampton yesterday with the heavy portion of the 
next outward mail, and after transhipping the mails at Alexandria will 
proceed to Bombay via the Suez Canal. | 

THe Messageries Maritimes steamer Donnai, which was delayed at 
Galle by an accident to her machinery, arrived at Marseilles on the 3rd 
inst. Her cargo, for London, 1,211 packages sugar, 1,030 chests tea, and 
401 packages sundries, will be forwarded by the Copernic, the same 
steamer which will bring the cargo by the Jast inward mail.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

By the Pacific mail we have advices from this port to the 24th 
February—which‘had been anticipated by the last P. and O. mail 
—and the present French mail brings dates to the 4th March. 
The P. and O. mail from London Jan. 10 arrived out on the 3rd 
March. The following items of news are from the Japan Mad :— 


The Peruvian Mission, headed by Senor Don Aurelio Garcia- 
-Garcia, captain of the iron-clad /; cia, has arrived. 
e have good reason to think the actual object of the Mission 
is the conclusion of a treaty of peace and commerce with this 
country. Peru has been wise enough to see the disadvantage at 
which she would stand in the eyes of the world were she to as- 
sume any hostile attitude towards Japan on a fe Vga in which 
the latter would have, at the least, the moral support of the 
civilised nations. With entire sincerity, too, and without arriére 
ée of any kind, we think she has done well in abandoning 
er first intention of sending her iron-clads over here. Such a 
course would rather have detracted from than added to the true 
moral weight of any arguments she had to urge or proposals she 
had to e, and we trust that the negotiations between herself 
and Japan will issue creditably and honourably to both sides. | 
A notable step has been taken by the Government in the re- 
moval from the edict-boards throughout the empire of a number 
of time-honoured edicts which the progress of events has tended 
to supersede. Among these is the edict interdicting the adoption 
and profession of ‘Christianity by the natives. No ac an- 
nouncement has been made in regard to our religion, but the re- 
moval of the edict in question can only be regarded as a step 
towards a ee measure of toleration and liberty of conscience. 
This news will be received throughout Christendom with pro- 
found satisfaction. It implies an important step towards the 
granting of a measure of entire toleration to the Christian reli- 
gion throughout Japan, and an immunity from persecution, or 
any danger of it, to the converts to our faith. 

e understand, though the whole question is at present in 
embryo, that it is the intention of the Japanese Government to 
make postal treaties with the various powers with whom she is 
now in treaty. An American gentleman, Mr. O’Brien, has for 
some time past been in Japan making the necessary preliminary 
arrangements, A Japanese poe with a state of foreign 
officials, is an institution which may, therefore, not be so far in 
the future as ap ces might warrant us in supposing. 

Notwithstanding the unreserved withdrawal of the Saibansho 
Notifications with reference to the Compradore squeezes the end 
which it was sought to attain by them has been brought about, 
in some measure, by the action of the native merchants them- 
meee pip tas instance, aa silk Staaer have combined 
together to re payment of the ing charges hitherto cus- 
tomary, and, on a merchant desiri ce pareliios, it is expressly 
stated that no such squeezes will be paid. Indeed, an - 
ment has been arrived at between the native merchants to the 
effect that anyone who shall allow the squeeze shall forthwith be 
mulcted in a heavy fine. 

On the 15th Feb. a meeting of the Japan branch of the Asiatic 
Society was held, Mr. Watson, H.B.M.’s Chargé d’Affaires in the 
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ir. ive ers on the Loochoo Islands, written by as many 
saa ne Lae at the Nanko (Government College in Yedo), 
were read by Mr. E. House, their instructor. The papers were 
full of interest, but especially so for the evidence they afforded of 
successful study of the English language. Another paper, by 
one of the officers of H.M.S. Barossa, on the Gilbert and Mar- 
shall Islands, was also read, | ee Metis contin thes atest 
_ It ja. offical Yor Usaka, overland, on two months’ leave of ab- 
sence. A report circulated that he is about to be superseded on 
account of the late notifications is untrue. Ill-health, certified to 
by a foreign medical many.is the cause of his departure. 

From Hakodadi we have news of a most serious catastrophe ; 
there seems to be little certainty as to the actual facts, but two 
reports are curretit. The one says that a British subject, having 
suspected a boy of stealing, beat him, and then tied him up in 
his godown for the night. Ii the morning, however, the boy 
was found to be dead. The other, and the more probable version, 
is, that the boy was locked up in the godown at 8 a.m., and at 
10 a.M. was found to have hanged himself. But the only well- 
ascertained fact seems to be that the boy is dead. 

The following paragraphs are from the Japan Herald :— 

Some excitement in the mercantile world has been cansed here 
of late, by the illegal action of the Governor of Yokohama, A 
notification was issued by him, peremptorily forbidding Japanese 
and Chinese in foreign employ from accepting packing and other 
fees from Japanese merchants, and threatening with punishment 
all parties who failed to comply with the order. Furthermore, 
native merchants were warned to do no further business with 
foreign merchants who had signified their intention of continuing 
to permit the fees to be received. This edict was a direct breach 
of the article of the treaties, which provides that trade between 
natives and foreigners shall be perfectly unrestricted by official 
interference. Upon this a letter, signed by nearly all the mer- 
cantile firms of Yokohama, was addressed to the Consular body, 
protesting against the illegal proclamations, and requiring their 
withdrawal. The Consuls energetically supported the demands 
of the merchants, and the matter was referred to the Foreign- 
office, and to the Council of State. After some delay aiothel 
proclamation of a more moderate character was issued, but ulti- 
mately the obnoxious edict was unconditionally withdrawn. 

The Chamber of Commerce held its annual general meeting 
on the 6th Feb. During the past year the Chamber has 
strenuously endeavoured to get the rice trade thrown open, but 
without success. It has advised in the “ Report” that on the 
revision of the Treaty the article prohibiting the export of cereals 
should be expunged, and the trade thrown open to all, instead of 
being, as now, a monopoly of the Government. The Chamber 
has also tried to obtain from the Japanese Government a 
landing pier, carried sufticiently far out into the bay to allow 
sea-going ships and steamers to come alongside, and thus facili- 
tate discharge and loading. Although the pier has not yet been 
constructed, it is supposed that eventually the Government will 
recognise the want, and supply it. The Chairman called the 
attention of the members of the Chamber to the errors which 
had occurred in its statistics, owing to the defective returns sent 
in by the members. 

Count Fé d’Ostiani, the Italian Minister, left by the English 
mail steamer, on leave of absence, Count de Litta, who has been 
appointed First Secretary of Legation, taking his place. Until 
the arrival of Count de Litta, Count de Barrilis, Italian Consul 
at Yokohama, will fulfil the duties of Chargé d’Affaires at Yedo. 

Latterly, we have had no lack of amusement. On the 9th Feb. 
an amateur dramatic performance was given by some gentlemen, 
residents of Yokohama. The pieces performed were the operetta 
of “ Box and Cox,” and an original extravaganza, arranged by a 
Yokohama gentleman, and entitled, “ Braganzio the Brigand.” 
The performance, which was the best ever given in Yokohama, 
met with a most enthnsiastic reception, and, in obedience to nu- 
merous requests, a repetition was given on the 20th. This latter 
was no less a success than the former. On the 22nd Mr. Marsh 
gave a concert, which was well attended. On the 13th another 
concert was given, and remarkably well carried out, by the ama- 
teur artistes. We have also had an American circus here for some 
time; Mr. Abell, the proprietor, gave a performance for the 
benefit of the sufferers by the fire at the Yokohama Hotel. 

The Lycemoon, formerly a side-wheel steamer, bought lately 
from Japanese owners for the Trans-Pacific Steamship Company, 
is now being fitted out here as a sailing ship. She will go to 
England under canvas, and there undergo the alterations required 
for her conversion into a screw steamer, and otherwise be reno- 
vated and equipped as one of the above company’s line. She has 
been rigged with four masts—somewhat of a novelty in shipping, 
but found necessary in this case on account of the great length of 
the vessel. The Lycemoon was one of the famous opium vessels 
running some years ago on the China coast, and is said to have 
steamed nineteen and twenty knots an hour, and which, leaving 
Iiong Kong after the mail steamer, could still arrive at Shang- 
hai a day or two earlier. She is modelled with very fine lines, 
and may be expected to prove as fast a sailing ship as she was a 
steamer. 

On the 12th February a cargo-boat, containing about fifty 
covlies and a Norwegian named Jacobson, upset ; how, is not

rightly known; the European and twenty-three coolies were 
drowned. This sad accident elicited an act, or rather acts, of 
great courage and self-devotion ; a gentleman named Dowson, 
witnessing the event, dived after the drowning men many times, 
at the imminent risk of his own life, for the weather was stormy 
and the sea icy cold. He succeeded in bringing up many of the 
coolies. Mr. Dowson would be a most worthy recipient for the 
—adal af tha Rayal Humane Society ; this is not the first time 
that he has saved human life by his intrepidity. 

Sana, Vice-President of the Japanese Commission to the 
Vienna Exhibition, has been appointed Minister Resident to the 
Court of Vienna, and Nabouyosi Sama has been accredited to 
Russia as Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary. 

On the 13th Feb. his Imperial Majesty the Tenno rode out on 
horseback to the residence of the Dowager Empress at Akasaka, 
accompanied by the Imperial body-guard. His Majesty was 
attired in a foreign uniform, finely faced with gold. The caval- 
cade of horsemen, in their green dresses, with the Tenno in the 
centre, made quite a way spectacle. 

It has been decided by the railway authorities to lay down 
another line of rails between Tokei (Yedo). This will greatly 
facilitate communication between the two cities. 

It is not generally kuown that the name of the metropolis has 
been chanved from Yedo to Tokei. 

The committee of the Yokohama General Hospital, through 
the liberality of the public, has, within a short space of time, re- 
duced the debt of the institution from $4,800 to about $700. 

LATER INTELLIGENCE— BY PACIFIC MAIL. 

The Pacific Mail Company’s steamer China arrived at San 
Francisco on the 3rd inst. with advices from Yokohama to the 
10th March. The following is the summary of news tele- 
graphed to the New York press. 

The Peruvian envoy, Senor Garcia, has been received by the 
Mikado. The Japanese Ministers are willing to enter into a treaty 
of amity and commerce with Peru, but refuse to concede terri- 
torial rights to that people. 

The question of opening the Japanese ports to all foreigners 
hinges on the conditions that they will submit to the native laws. 
One system, based upon the Code Napoleon, has been rejected by 
the Mikado. 

Despite the edict of religious toleration, six hundred Christians 
in Tosa are still treated as criminals. The great Temple of Mon- 
zeki, in Yedo, is to rebuilt under the superintendence of a foreign 
architect, and according to European ideas. 

The Japanese Minister to Italy would leave for that country 
on the 25th of March. He is also accredited to the Vatican. 

A general system of conscription has been adopted, and all 
Japanese subjects of the age of twenty years are required to 
serve in the army or navy. 


HIOGO—OSAKA. 

Our advices extend to the 18th February ; the Pacific mail, 
with dates from New York to Dec. 21, arrived out on the 12th, 
and the French mail, with London dates Dec. 20, on the 16th 
Feb. ; London telegrams to the 3rd Feb. had been received. We 
take the following items of intelligence from the Hiogo News :— 


The first ordinary general meeting of the Hiogo Gas Company 
was held at the Chamber of Commerce Rooms on the 28th Sat. 
The Chairman, Mr. Byrne, read the following report :— 

This meeting has been called in compliance with the Articles of As- 
sociation, and is necessarily a formal one, as the directors have not yet 
much matter of interest to submit to the shareholders. The ac- 
counts have been audited by Messrs. D. A. J. Crombie and L. Polano, 
and are now laid before the meeting. It will be necessary to ballot for 
two auditors to serve during the ensuing twelve months, and the above- 
named gentlemen offer themselves for re-election. A vacancy in the 
Board of Directors has been occasioned by the departure of Mr. 
Militzer, which has been filled by the appointment of Mr. H. Lucas, 
whose temporary term of office expired on the 3lst ultimo. The share- 
holders will now be called upon to vote for a director to serve until 31st 
December, 1873, and Mr. Lucas offers himself for re-election. The 
first call of fifty dollars per share has been satisfactorily paid up, and 
the directors have decided to make a second call of the same amount, 
due notice of which will be given in terms of the Articles of Associa- 
tion. The directors have much pleasure in informing the shareholders 
that the plant is now in course of manufacture in Europe, and, so far 
a3 it has been at present ascertained, will come within the amount ap- 
propriated for that purpose. 

The accounts were laid before the meeting, and were passed as 
read. Messrs. Crombie and Polano were elected auditors during 
the ensuing year. Mr. H. Lucas was elected to serve as a di- 
rector in place of Mr. Militzer, and the meeting then adjourned. 

The statistics of trade at the ports of Hiogo and Osaka for 
1872, compiled by the Hiogo and Osaka (yeneral Chamber of Com- 
merce, have been published, and we have to congratulate the mer- 
chants of Kobe and Osika on the increased business that has 
been done during 1872, both in imports and exports, Leaving out 
altogether the item treasure, we find that the imports show an 
increase in total value over those of 1871 of $1,394,124, or at the 
rate of nearly twenty-five and one-third per cent., while the ex- 
ports have likewise increased by the amount of $1,987,237, orat 
phe rate of fifty-eight and two-thirds per cent.—the trade of the 
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port having altogether increased in the twelve months to the ex- 
tent of $3,381,361, or a trifling fraction under thirty-eight per 
cent. No account is taken, in the above figures, of 827,824 Ibs. 
of tea shipped coastwise by native merchants in foreign bottoms 
in 1871, or of 1,073,891 piculs of rice shipped last year on account 
of the Japanese Government. 

The Kioto Exhibition is to open on the 13th of March, and is 
expected to be a greater success than the last. The com- 
mittee have been very assiduous in getting together a greater 
collection of articles for exhibition, and the arrangements in 

eneral are altogether an improvement upon those of last year. 

e may therefore look forward to a pleasant treat on this occa- 
sion, and hope that the losses sustained by those interested in 
the last Exhibition scheme will be made up at the coming one. 

An edict has been published by the Governor of Hiogo or- 
dering the imposition of a tax for the support of a lock hospital. 
This is a much needed establishment, and the institution of it 
will be a source of much gratification to all masters of vessels 
arriving at this port, the evil pre-eminence of Kobe in the matter 
of diseases of a certain class having been very strongly animad- 
verted upon in the last medical report on the health of the navy 
on the China and Japan stations, issued under authority of the 
British Government. 

The question of a recreation ground has been finally set at 
rest, the Government having given over to the foreign com- 
munity the right of using the same, but with a proviso that the 
privilege shall be extended to the Japanese also. 

The matter of breakwaters to be built in the Kobe Harbour 
is still in contemplation ; in the meantime jetties for the Osaka 
steamers are being built out into the new Camber. 


NAGASAKI. | 

We have advices to the 27th February. The P. and O. mail 
of Dec. 27 was received Feb. 20. We extract the following from 
the Nagasaki Express :— 

The weather here has been extremely changeable, varying in 
temperature almost from mid-winter to mid-summer. On the 
15th Feb. there was a very considerable fall of snow, and 
the next day the wind blew furiously, and continued to 
do so almost through the ehtire night. The shipping in 
the vicinity to this port appears to have felt the effects of the 

ale severely, for the British brig Britain’s Pride, which had left 

or Shanghai, put back with loss of sails, and was detained two 
or three days in consequence. The German barque Adelheid 
Captain Viige, bound from Takao for Chefoo, with a general 
cargo, put into this port in a similar condition, and the American 
steamer Yokohama Maru, while on her voyage over from Shang- 
hai, arrived with the loss of her fore and aft sails. During the 
gale several coal lighters were either broken or capsised their 
contents into’ the harbour, and the framework of a building in 
the course of erection in the settlement was blown down. 


An incident has occurred here which illustrates the insecurity 
of the jail at this port when the inmates are determined charac- 
ters. The men forming part of the crew of the British schooner 
Annie Muriel were sentenced by H.B.M.’s Consul to one month’s 
imprisonment for disorderly conduct on board. It appears that 
every afternoon it is customary to allow cee prisoners to ex- 
ercise in the jail yard, and this was taken advantage of by the 
prisoners as a fitting opportunity to run away. They managed 
to get clear of the premises after cutting the Jailor about the 
face, and as each one took adifferent direction it was temporaril 
a successful stratagem, as it prevented their custodian from fol- 
lowing more than one. They were, however, all arrested again 
the ‘same evening, and conveyed back to the same place, but two 
escaped again, and one, up to the present, 1s undiscovered. 

A new line of Japanese steamers will be started in the course 
of the next two months. They are to be of simall size, to run 
between Tokits, Omura, and Hiradv. This company is composed 
of Japanese mer chants residing at Omura, who intend this line 
for the purpose of superseding the junks now performing the 
service of conveying country passengers. 

A number of police officers are expected from Yedo shortly. 
They will take charge of the police duties immediately after 
their arrival, when the department will be separated from the 
Foreign Office. All complaints from both foreigners and natives 
will have to be made at this department, which we understand 
will have the name of Saibansho. 

The British brig Britain’s Pride has been sold to Messrs. M. 
C. Adams and Co. of tbis port. The American steamer Yoko- 
hama Maru has been sold to a company of Satsuma merchants, 
who intend employing her for the purpose of conveying sugar 
from the Loochoos to Osaka. She has been out on a trial trip, 
and will, we understand, be re-transferred to the Japanese fi 
very shortly. The price reported is $40,000. This is the secon 
steamer purchased by the same firm, who, we hear, intend adding 
another one to their line. 

The French ironclad Belliqgueuse and the gunboat Bourayne 
have left for Hong Kong direct. We understand that the 
Bourayne carried despatches for the Admiral, and that when she 
has joined. him some action will be taken against the piratical 
vessels which attacked her on the China coast a short time back. 
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CHINA. 
PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent of the North China Herald writes as follows : 


The people of Tientsin have been surprised to hear that the 
Governor-General had determined to return to Tientsin by the 
20th day of the Chinese moon (17th Feb.), when the seals of the 
yamuns will be opened for the transaction of public business for 
the current year. The reasons ostensibly assigned for this unex- 
pected and early return of his Excellency are, that the Ministers 
of J ae and Peru and the Chatgé d’Affaires of Holland are ex- 
pected to reach Tientsin immediately after the opening of the 
sea communication with this place, which is looked for before 
the end of February ; and that Li considers it necessary he should 
be on the spot to meet them. 

In the Peking Gazette we read that his Majesty has been 
pleased to appoint Le-tsung-he Governor-General of the pro- 
vinces of Keangsoo, Keangse, and Ganhway, his official residence 
or Yamen being at Nanking. Le-tsung-he is a native of the 
province of Szechuen ; a short time back he was Governor 
(seunfoo) of the province of Shanse, but he was then obliged 
to cease holding office, on account of the death of one of his 

yarents, as he had to go into mourning ; and he is at present at 
ome in Szechuen. ite was formerly a protégé of the great 
statesman, Tseng-kwo-fan, under whom, I understand, he served 
at one time as a subordinate official ; and he is not classed, I 
further understand, as belonging to the political party of Li 
Hung-chang. 

After his Majesty’s accession to the Throne we shall learn of 
numbers of officials being promoted. Even already we hear 
rumows of promotions at Tientsin—the territorial Taoutai, 
Ting, to be Salt Commissioner ; the Prefect, Ma, to be Taoutai. 
The Gazette of 2nd February states that the Emperor will start 
from Peking on the Ist April for the Imperial tombs in Mon- 
golia, to offer up prayers there. 

The Gazette reports a serious affray with salt smugglers on the 
Tahu. The smuggling seems to have become an organised affair, 
and needed considerable force to put it down ; thirty-eight boats, 
3,800 packages of salt, and nineteen smugglers were captured. 
In course of time, probably, the Chinese will learn that moderate 
imposts will at once stop smuggling, whereas force never can or 
will do this effectually, so long as imposts are excessive ; those on 
salt are crushing, and the smuggling from the Hanchow Bay is 


very great. 


SHANGHAI. | | 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 6th 

March ; there had been no mail arrival from London since that 

of Jan. 10, on the 27th Feb. The following items of tews are 
from the North China Herald :— 


The Chinese seem to be in rather a bad way about the convey- 
ance of rice to Tientsin. A memorial in the Peking Gazette vir- 
tually acknowledges that the inland route is closed ; and the fact 
has been practically acknowledged by the formation of a Chinese 
Steamer Company, whose foremost employment will be to convey 
this rice by sea. But this company’s steamers have not yet ar- 
rived, and Shanghai godowns are running over with the accumu- 
lated “ tribute.” When will the Chinese learn that to collect 
taxes in money, and pay wages in money, leaving the Imperial 
soldiers and dependents to buy their own rice, is the right princi- 
ple to go on? 

It is noteworthy that no less than eight steamers have already 
left for the northern ports, all deeply laden—the Aden, Appin, 
Chihli, Shanse, Szechuen, Taku, Sin Nanzing, and Shantung. 
The Appin and Shanse proceed direct to the Peiho, while the 
remainder call at Chefoo. 

In consequence of the outside steamer Ping On being put on 
the Ningpo line, the S.S.N. Company lowered the rates for 
native passengers from $2 to $1, and even 50c., at which they 
now stand. The effect has been to increase the number of pas- 
sengers carried aa ek One day the Avunyse brought up 
974, and the typical idea of packing like herrings in a barrel was 
almost literally fulfilled. ey had not room to move. 

Considering the amount of statistical work which the Customs 
Returns Department has to get through at the end of the year, 
we may congratulate it on having brought out the Gazette for 
the fourth quarter of 1872 in good time, and fifteen days earlier 
than last year. The Shanghai return were published separately, 
and reviewed by us some weeks ago. The import of Shirtings 
into Chinkeang during the fourth quarter of 1872 was 187,833, 
against 164,831, but only 64,395 pict: of T-Cloths, against 92,798. 
A falling off of 2,500 pieces of Lustres is the only notable fea- 
ture in Woollens. A steady increase in thé use of transit passes 
is still to be observed. 

A meeting of shareholders in the Hongkew Wharf Company 
has been held. The accounts show a profit on the year’s work- 
ing of Tls. 44,386. It was agreed to pay a further 6 per cent., 
making a total dividend of 12 per cent. for the year on the paid- 
up capital, to divide Tls. 6,150 among contributing shareholders, 
and to reserve Tls. 13,264 for repairs and depreciation account. 
Messrs. Lavers, Wood, Batnes, Behn, and Mitchie were elected 
directors for the ensuing year. 
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A meeting of members of the Shanghai Club has been held. 
The accounts show a profit on the year’s working of $12,326 ; 
the balance due on the club furniture has been paid off, and addi- 
tional stock has been purchased ; many new fittings, however, 
are still required, and it is proposed to obtain them during the 
current year. The formation of a free library for the use of 
members, and certain alterations in the rules were agreed on. It 
was also decided to raise the entrance fee from $10 to $30. The 
following gentlemen were elected a committee for the ensuing

A serious carriage accident, attended with fatal consequences, 
has occurred on the Soochow Creek Bund, opposite the end of the 
Szechuen-road. Mr. Ingle, a pilot, engaged a trap from the 
stand adjoining the Little Astor House, Hongkew, to proceed to 
various place on business a eta to going on a cruise, and 
was driving along the Creek Bund, in company with a fellow- 
pilot named Hume. As the pony had slackened the brisk pace 
at which it set out, he touched it lightly with the whip, when it 
kicked, and, he pulling the wrong rein, went over the edge of the 
Bunk. The spot was the most dangerous to be encountered in 
the whole length of the foreshore, for a large drain here reaches 
the creek and causes a deep and awkward cutting, with a drop 
from the Bund of some eight or ten feet. The trap was over- 
turned in the fall, and Mr. Ingle was unfortunately buried be- 
neath it, in the mud and water. Mr. Hume was thrown clear, 
receiving some slight injuries. When taken out, Mr. Ingle ap- 

ed to be still alive, but he was completely unconscious, and in 
fewomninntes all signs of life disappeared. 


Undeterred by the ill success of the Registration-office tried 
by the Municipal Council, Mr. Bramsen has opened in Foochow- 
road an office for the supply of servants of all kinds. Every 
applicant for a situation will be registered and photographed ; 
and a book containing a photograph will be set apart for each 
individual, in which masters will be invited to record causes of 
dismissal or change of service. It is hoped, by means of this 
likeness, of which a duplicate will be kept at the office, to trace 
out and effect the punishment of any delinquent. 

A Hankow correspondent writes as follow :—Everything very 
dull. The business of the past fortnight in Cotton Goods has 
not been so good as was anticipated after the New Year. A 
grand ball has been given by the bachelors of Hankow, which, 
considering the few ladies available for dancing, passed 'off well. 
About a fortnight ago a circular went round the community in- 
forming the residents that H.B.M.’s Government was prepared 
to give over the English Church to the entire charge of the com- 
munity, provided the latter would take the responsibility of all 
the Church expenses in future. This is a step in the right direc- 
tion, undoubtedly, for it is full time for the Home Government 
to leave all Englishmen alike to see after their own religious 
wants and supplies. Nevertheless, the matter does not seem to 
awaken a ready response in the place. 

The Courver contains the following additional news :— 

The well-known steamer Tung-ting, which did such good ser- 
vice in the Yangtse trade last year, made a trial trip on the 
3rd March. She has been extensively altered and enlarged by 
the Pootung Foundry Company, having been lengthened about 
fifty feet, thereby rather more than doubling her carrying capa- 
city. Her engine power is also increased by the addition of a 
high-pressure cylinder, making the engine acompound one. The 
trial trip was in every respect a success. She attained the satis- 
factory speed of nine knots and a-half, and the whole working 
of her new arrangements was perfect. 

A careful survey of the scene of the wreck of the Sedan, 
made by Captain Hemmings, of the steamer China, establishes 
the fact that she was not, r all, lost on the Comet Rock, as 
was reported. This statement will give great satisfaction to the 
friends of Captain Winter, of the Sedan, as it relieves that gen- 
tleman of the heavy responsibility that rested on him in con- 
nection with the wreck. 

The following is the report of the Shanghai Steam Navigation 
Company :— 

The directors have now to submit to the shareholders the accounts 
of the Company for the year 1872. The amount at credit of profit and 
loas account as net gain, after writing off for insurance and depreciation, 
paying two semi-annual dividends of 6 per cent. each, and providing 
for the usual returns to contributing shareholders, is Tls. 172,665.27. 
This has been carried to insurance and depreciation account, the ba- 
lance of which now stands at Tis. 1,073,901.23. Of this fund, an 
amount of Tis. 800,000 is charged for investment in United States 
Government Bonds, and the rest is approximately represented by the 
cost of coals and supplies in current use, and the cash balance in the 
agents’ hands. The whole of the Company’s accumulated resources are 
therefore readily available for any contingencies that may arise. 

The Company's fleet is now in a satisfactory condition. Extensive 
repairs have been effected on the Kiangloong, Plymouth Rock and Shanse, 
including new boilers for the two last named, the whole cost being 
defrayed from the year's earnings. There seems no reason to anticipate 
any further outlay of importance for repairs in the near future. The 
new steamer Chihli arrived here on the 22nd of May, and has been 
running regularly on the Gulf Line. The building of the Shingking, 
the other steamer ordered for the same route, has been delayed by 
strikes of workmen in Glasgow, and she is not likely to reach here 


before the middle of June. The Honan began work in April, and has 
proved most useful, especially during the period of low water on the 
Yangtaze. ; 

The composite river steamer Nanking, referred to in previous reports, 
was launched on the 26th ult., and should be ready for service by the 
middle of May. The directors have to advise that in April last they 
bought from the Japanese the river steamer Nautilus (now the Fychow) 
for the sum of $85,000. Apart from other considerations, the purchase 
has been fully justified by her cheapness and efficiency. Alterations 
are now being made in her deck arrangements to fit her for either the 
river or the Ningpo route. The directors have also to announce that 
they have purchased the plot of land between the Old Dock and the 
Taiping-road for a sum of Tls. 28,000, and they ask the confirmation of 
the shareholders. This acquisition gives the company an uninterrupted 
frontage of about five hundred feet at a point where wharfage facilities 
must always be valuable. 

It is with deep regret that the directors have to announce the death 
during the year of Mr. Francis Porter, so longa member of their Board. 
His place was filled by the election of Mr. F. H. Bell. On the resigna- 
tion of Mr. H. H. Warden, Mr F. B. Forbes was duly elected president 
of the company at a special meeting of shareholders held on December 
9th. This appointment, and the retirement of Mr. W. H. Condit 
shortly afterwards, created two vacancies at the Board, which have 
been filled for the unexpired term by the election of Messrs, F. D. 
Hitch and W. J. Bludenburgh. 

We regret to learn of the death of Dr. B. Hobson, in London. 
His name is familiar to many in China, as a devoted medical mis- 
sionary for upwards of twenty years. He published a series of vo- 
lumes in Chinese, on medicine, surgery and natural history, which 
have passed through numerous editions, and are still eagerly 
sought after by native scholars. Though he was long laid aside 
from active labour, he continued to take deep interest in the work 
of his life. His personal character was of the highest type, and 
will be lovingly remembered by those who were immediately ac- 
quainted with him. 

It is said that steps are being taken to start a temperance 
hotel in some central eal of the foreign settlement of Shanghai. 
There is no doubt that such an establishment would meet a 
growing want in this community, and would receive the suppor 
of a large number of people who are not members of the Tem- 
perance Society. 

The Paper Hunt Handicap—the concluding hunt of the season 
—came off on the lst March, the start being at the first bridge 
beyond the Bubbling Well on the Sicawei-road, and the finish at 
the “ Lawn”—the contest lasting only twenty-three minutes. 
The winner of the ladies’ purse was Mr. Morris, riding States- 
craft. The second prize was won by Mr. Head, riding the skew- 
bald Snort. The distance between them was not more than a 
neck. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 13th March ; the outward P. and 
O. mail of Jan. 24 was received on the 7th March. The follow- 
ing items are from the Hong Kong Daily Press :— 


On the 11th March the Rev. Dr. Legge gave his farewell lec- 
ture at the City Hall, as the last of the present series of winter 
lectures. He chose for his subject the two heroes Kwan and 
Chin, who lived in the feudal times of China, and were distin- 
guished by many acts which had caused 'them to afford pabulum 

or the imagination of every Chinese youth who studied the his- 
tory of his country. The lecturer gave a description of the 
geography of China during the feudal times, in which his heroes 
became famous, and of the various historical events of those 
unquiet days, and detailed many curious historical facts and 
illustrations of the peculiar state of China in those days, and 
the ideas current among the Chinese concerning them. In con- 
clusion he stated that, though changed in form politically, China 
was to the present day much what she was in the days of his 
heroes ; adding that the destiny of the nation was in the 
hands of Him who alone could change the hearts of men, 
but that all who were resident in the country could do something 
towards its reform and regeneration, by showing an example of 
how Christian men could live. At the conclusion of the lecture 
Mr. N. B. Dennys proposed a vote of thanks for this interesti 
contribution to our knowledge of Chinese history, and remind 
the audience that this vote was proposed under peculiar circum- 
stances. They were saying ood bye to Dr. Legge, who was one 
ot the oldest residents in the colony, and who ae in a great 
measure identified himself with its history. It was almost im- 
possible to place a just value on the labours which Dr. Legge had 
given to the world during the last few years.. He was sure they 
would all join him in wishing Dr. Legge a happy passage home 
and a happy meeting with his family. Mr. Denny’s remarks 
were received with great applause, and a most enthusiastic ova- 
tion was accorded to Dr. leans at the conclusion of the pro- 
ceedings. 

An alarming accident took place on the 7th March. Two 
houses in Wilmer-street suddenly came down with a tremendous 
crash, bringing with them the sides and back of two others in 
the same street. The news soon spread over the town, and as 
usual was at first greatly exaggerated, it being asserted that a 
whole row of houses had fallen, and that several people had been 
killed. Fortunately the houses were only used for storage, and 
the only injury was a slight wound inflicted on a passer-by by_& 
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falling brick, but it was not sufficiently severe to make it neces-| can be taken 


sary for him to be sent to the hospital. The immediate cause of 
the accident is not quite clear, but there is sufficient in the nature 


of the houses to account for a very ay he cause bringi g them 
down. They are stuck together with mortar which Chinese 
building contractors will always use when not closely looked 


after, which consists chiefly of mud, with little or no lime, and 
in dry weather becomes little more than dust between the bricks. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company's steamer Azan 
Loong has been lost between Shanghai and Hankow. The fol- 
lowing telegram, dated Shanghai 12th March, is at present the 
only record of the event :—“ The Kiang Loong struck on the 
rocks off Hen Point. Slight hopes of the recovery of the vessel. 
Part of the cargo has been saved. The machinery is also expected 
to be recovered. No lives have been lost.” 

We hear that an arrangement has been concluded between the 
local insurance offices and the Great Northern Telegraph steamer 
H. C. Orsted for endeavouring to recover the cargo of the Sedan, 
the insurance offices to receive a proportion of the value of the 
property recovered, and the steamer taking the expense of the 
adventure. 

Small-pox appears to have broken out in several places this 
year amongst the European community. One of the worst cases 
yet known appears to be in a house in Staunton-street, where 
three families reside and a school for Euro children is held 
throughthe day. The residents in the neighbourhood are getting 
alarmed at the fact of this case being in their midst. 

The European Police Force has been reinforced by twenty new 
men, picked from the London, constabulary. They arrived 

r steamer Ajar, and are a fine body of men, tall and well 

uilt, like their Scotch companions. It is to hoped they will 
prove as steady and studious as the latter. 

A meeting of the Hong Kong Fire Insurance Company’s 
Volunteer Brigade has been held, for the purpose of passing 
bye-laws and electing officers. A set of rules, which had been 
drawn up previously, was passed with a few amendments. 
Messrs. Arthur, C. C. Cohen and Scott were elected first, second, 
and third foremen respectively, and Mr. Irving was elected 
Honorary Secretary. : 

A cricket match, “ Married Men v. Bachelors,” has been played, 
and produced a very close contest, the Married Men winning by 
three runs only, their score being 132 to their opponents’ 129. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
—o— 
SINGAPORE. 

We have advices from this port to the 21st March ; the French 
mail from London Feb. 14 arrived out March 18. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Singapore Daily Times :-— 

The last Government Gazette contains several new notifications. 
The Governor has provisionally recognised the appoihtment of 
Mr. C. Detmar Stahlknecht as Gorman Consul at Singapore dur- 
ing the absence of Mr. C. G. Stahlknecht. Another notification 
announces that the Queen’s Exequatur, empowering Mr. O. Von 
Mohl to act in the same capacity, was signed on the 30th Jan., 
and has been gazetted. The Secretary of State for the Colonies 
has confirmed the. six months’ leave of absence granted on the 
17th Dec. last to the Rev. J. A. Beckles, Captain Hatchell re- 
turned to his duties as Police Magistrate and Commissioner of 
the Court of Requests on the 2lst ult. The average note circu- 
lation of the Penang branch of the Chartered Mercantile Bank 
during Feb. was $234,306. 

The draft of the Militia Bill—the most interesting to the public 
of all the measures laid before the Council on its opening day— 
has been published. Without entering into any lengthened 
criticism of the various clauses of the Bill, we may be allowed 
to say that, after attentive perusal, the impression left upon our 
mind is, that the general effects of the Bill becoming law will be 
a further increase of our establishments and of the patronage of 
the Governor ; an increase in taxation, or rather the imposition 
of an income-tax ; the virtual establishment of a conscription in 
these hitherto free British Settlements, applying, however, not 
only to British subjects, but also to other nationalities whose sub- 
Jects may find themselves sojourners here for a time. Now does 
it not savour somewhat of despotism and tyranny for the 
Governor of a Crown Colony, with the aid of a packed Council 
of Officials, to endeavour to force upon a recalcitrant community 
a law striking directly at the great boast of the British constitu- 
tion, the sacred liberty of the subject, a law which exists nowhere 
else in the British Empire, and which even the Imperial Parlia- 
ment would think over three times before passing ? 

Another of the Bills laid before the Council is that to em- 
power the magistrates, with the consent of foreign powers, or 
their Consuls, to punish offences committed on foreign 
ships in the ports of the colony. Should a foreign Government, 
through its proper officer, signify its desire that the whole or 
any of the provisions of this ne should be enforced to- 
wards its seamen, the Governor will authorise a notification to 
that effect in the Gazette, and the order will take effect accord- 
ingly ; without such authority, in each case the written assent 
of the Consul of the nation must be given before proceedings 


ainst seamen of a foreign ship. The powers 
granted in the Bill are very stringent, and were it not that the 
consent of the Consuls or of their Governments must be first 
obtained, might be oppressive. 

An enero case has been tried before Captain Walshe, 
police magistrate. The facts were that Mr. Wheatley, apothecary 
at the General Hospital, in Serer his younger brother for 
repeated thefts of money, had, after flogging him, branded him 
on the forehead by means of lunar caustic, with the word 
“Theft ” in letters an inch long, and in that condition sent him 
to school. The ea oe of the Institution School, on seeing the 
black letters on the boy’s forehead, took him to the Colonial 
Secretary, and the result was that the boy was sent to the 
magistrate with a note, and a warrant was issued for Mr. 
Wheatley’s arrest. The accused urged in defence of his 
conduct that it grieved and pained him to have to punish the 
lad in this way, but that he had done so with a view to 
his moral good, and to endeavour to make a permanent 
impression upon him by showing his companions what his charac- 
ter was ; and that all good effect would be nullified by the pri- 
soner’s punishment for marking him, as the eae would be under 
the impression that thieving was no offence, and that the prisoner 
had no authority to punish him. The Colonial Surgeon stated 
that the mark would, if left alone, disappear in a few days; if 
it had been intended to make a permanent mark, another caustic 
would have been used. Captain Walshe held that the prisoner 
had no right under any circumstances to disfigure the boy’s 
countenance, even temporarily, and was inclined at first to impose 
$25 fine, arfti one week’s imprisonment, but on further considera- 
tion determined to limit the punishment to a fine only, which 
was fixed at $50. ; 

The British schooner Hector has been chartered for the work 
of the North Sands Lighthouse, at $900 per month for the first 
three months, and after that $800 per month. She has taken 
the iron on board at the naval coal depot, Pulo Brani, and will, 
we learn, be towed down to the North sands by the colonial 
steamer Pluto. 

A match at bowls between the members of the Penang and 
Tanglin Clubs has been played, and the result has been, contrary 
to general expectation, again an easy victory to the Singaporeans 
by a majority of 312.

IMPORTS. 

YokouaMa.—The only feature of interest to note in Cotton Goods 
was a further advance in Cotton Yarn. There was a little more inquiry 
for 8} lbs. Shirtings, but other weights were quiet. Velvets were again 
weaker, and Turkey Reds were not so easily saleable. Nothing doing 
in Woollens, prices of which showed a downward tendency, only Presi- 
dents, Union, and Pilots maintaining former rates, although the demand 
had slackened. No change in Iron ; 100 tons Nail-rods quitted at $4.85. 

H10G0-OsaKa.—Transactions had not assumed any dimensions of mo- 
ment ; the merchants of the interior had kept the settling day at Japan- 
ese New-Year as of old, and were but slowly returning to business ; 
deliveries were unsatisfactory. Cotton Yarn a drooping tendency. 
Grey Shirtings had been higher during the interval, but as stocks in- 
creased, prices receded, and the market at the close was flat. 

Hankow.—<Advices dated Feb. 27 reported a very fair demand for 
Grey Shirtings. Holders were demanding still higher prices than 
those current, which gave a range of from Tls. 1.90 to 2.00 per piece 
for 8} Ibs. Common makes of 7 Ibs. T-Cloths were also in improved 
request at Tls. 1.32 to 1.36, and a few Mexicans had changed hands 
at from Tis. 1.45 up to Tis. 1.58 per piece. Some ordinary 8 lbs. 
had been placed at Tls. 1.72 to 1.73 per piece. Sales of blue Hand- 
kerchiefs at Tls. 0.54 to 0.74 per dozen, and of 22 in. Black Velvets 
at Tle. 0.224 to 0.23 per yard were noted, and a small lot of Foong 
Hing ,Tin had been disposed of at Tls. 86 per picul—a very satis- 
factory rate as compared with the quotations ruling lately in Shanghai. 
Later advices dated March 1 reyorted more favourably of Cotton 
Goods generally. Large sales of Grey Shirtings had taken place, and 
rates had advanced to the equivalent of those ruling at Shanghai. 

SHancHal.—tThe first steamers of the season had left for the North, 
and they, together with those on the berth, had taken and were load- 
ing large quantities of foreign manufactures. The following is an ap- 
proximate of what hati so far been sent off:—Grey Shirtings, 90,000 
to 100,000; White Shirtings, 50,000; T-Cloths, between 60,000 and 
70,000 ; Jeans, about 60,000; Drills, fully 70,000 pieces. A very fair 
business in most kinds of Piece Goods had been done ; prices had been 
well maintained, and in several instances an advance on last quota- 
tions had been established. The market had been fairly active and 
very steady throughout, but excepting for Chintzes, Camleta, and as- 
sorted Long Ells, it closed quietly, though with little evidence of any 
weakness in the value of those articles to which dealers had devoted 
most attention. Grey Shirtings, §}]bs.: Quotations had not improved, 
although a heavy business was recorded; total sales 110,000 pieces. 
7 lbs. stocks being light and difficult to be met with, dealers had 
turned their attention to floating supplies, and secured a considerable 
portion of those in the ss. Glenlyon, Flintshire, and Priam, since 
arrived. Sales 38,000 pieces, at Tls. 1.73 to 1.76 per piece. A few 
6 Ibs. and 64 lbs. have been taken at Ts. 1.63 to 1.65, and Tis. 1.66 
to 1.69 respectively. Heavy goods sparingly dealt in, but holders 
are firm for an advance. White Shirtings: In 56 R. up to 66 R. 
transactions fully 20,000 pieces, at Tls. 1.74 to 1.874 for low to good 
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common chops of 56 R., Tis 1.90 for best; Tls. 1.98 to 2.10 for 
ordinary to best 60; Tle. 2.05 to 2.15 for ordinary to best 64 Rs. ; 
and Tls. 2.27 to 2.30 for Dewhurat’s 64. T-Cloths: More inquiry 
for common 7 lbs. had prevailed. Chop Dollars 7 Ibs. Tls. 1.62 ; 
ordinary 8 lbs. Tis. 1.70 to 1.75; Dewhurst’s, Tls. 1.80 to 1.82. 
Drills : Transactions on a large scale ; settlements estimated at 40,000 
to 50,000 pieces. Dutch and English, 14 to 15 lb. cloth, at Tls. 2.75 
to 2.90. Jeans and Sheetings : Inquiry languid, and very few sold. 
Woollens: An inquiry for Woollens generally had prevailed, but there 
was not much of a quotable improvement noticeable in any article ex- 
cepting Dark-blue Camlets, which had been much wanted, and closing 
rates for fair to good assorted parcels of English S. S. favourite chops 
were Tls. 16.00 to 16.50 ; sales upwards of 3,000 pieces at Tls. 16.00 to 
16.35. Metals.—Nailrod Iron settled at an advance of a mace on last 
quotations ; Dawes’ best at Tls. 3.50; Belgium and M.M. Crown, lat 
and 2nd quality, at Tls. 3.05 to 3.50 ; recent importations held for higher 
rates. Lead: Sales of German brand at Tls. 5.25; buyers of L.B. at 
Tis. 5.15 to 5.20, but no sellers. Coals.—Business quiet ; prices firm ; 
Cardiff, Tls. 11.50; English, Tls. 10.75 ; American, Tls. 10.00. 

Foocuow.—Sales had been 500 pieces 6 lbs. T-Cloths at $1.80 per 
piece ; 1,000 pieces 7 lbs. at $2.25 per piece; and 850 pieces 8} lb. 
Grey Shirtings at $2.724 per piece. 

ManiLta.—During the fortnight a good amount of business had 
been done in Plain Staples, and rates for most descriptions were firm, 
with an upward tendency.

THE WAR IN SUMATRA—REPULSE OF THE DUTCH. 
(SPECIAL TELEGRAM TO THE “ DaILy TELEGRAPH.”’) 


SINGAPORE, APRIL 17.—In their attack upon the Achinese the Dutch 
have succeeded by a second assault in taking two forts, but they suffered 
a repulse in attempting to gain possession of the principal fort. The 
fighting was of a very desperate character, and, unfortunately for the 
Dutch, their commander, General Kohler, was killed. At present the 
invading force is engaged in besiegng the Sultan's Palace. In the storm- 
ing of the forts the loss of the Dutch amounted to two hundred killed. 
The Atchinese, who were poorly armed, suffered heavily. I understand 
there is considerable sickness amongst the Dutch troops, and that rein- 
forcementsa have been ordered. ‘The hospital ships, being filled, have 
been ordered to Padang. <A blockade of the Pepper Ports has been 
effected, and trade is checked. 

(REUTER’s TELEGRAMS’. 

Prevanc, Aprin 17.—Advices from the scat of war in Atchin state 
that General Kohler, the commander of the Dutch forces, has been 
killed... The Dutch troops captured some small earthworks, but were 
unsuccessful in their attempts to storm the chief citadel of the Atchi- 
nese. The losses were excessive, and the fighting was most desperate. 

THE Hacur, Avrin 18.---The Dutch Government has received official 
advices from Atchin dated the 14th inst. They contirm the intelli- 
gence that General Kohler has been killed, and that affairs have taken 
an unfavourable turn. Craton is provided with artillery of large calibre, 
hag a numerous garrison, and is making a desperate defence. Outside

Craton the Dutch troops are assailed on all sides by numerous bands. 
The Government commissary deems military and naval reinforcements 
necessary, and they have been sent. A second despatch from the 
Governor-General of Java announces that General Nerspyck has been 
appointed ¢commander-in-chief of the expeditionary troops. The 
steamer Jimor, with two battalions and artillery, will leave shortly for 


Atchin. Measures are being taken by the Dutch Government for the 
immediate reinforcement of the troops, and the frigate Leeland left 
Texel yesterday.

THE return of the Suez Canal traffic for the year 1872 has been pub- 
lished. It appears from this that the number of ships which passed 
through the canal was 1,081, against 761 in 1871, the mercantile ton- 
nage being 1,082,091, against 698,802. Of this tonnage the proportion 
under the British flag was 812,809, against 506,397. Among the other 
nationalities the French took the lead with a tonnage of 102,207, and 
the next was Austrian with 46,898 tons. The Turkish flag covered a 
total of 23,778 tonsa. 

THE St. Petersburg Golos expresses a hope that the Japanese Am- 
bassadors are authorised to cede the Island of Sanghalien, which has 
been so long in the joint possession of both Powers. Russia, in accord- 
ance with the promise contained in the Treaty of 1867, would be pre- 
pared to give up a portion of the Kurile Islands in return. 

YASUKAWA SIGENARI, a Japanese Government official, visited the new 
Library at Guildhall, last week, and held a long conference with Mr. 
Overall, the Librarian, upon the history of London, its laws and cus- 
toms, and the forms of municipal or local self-government. 

Rumours were current last week of an earthquake having occurred 
at Manila, but we learn by telegram from Madnd that no official news 
has been received there relative to the report, which is believed to be 
unfounded. 

ACHAMATS, the Director-General of the Ministry of Marine in Japan, 
has left Venice for Berlin.

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THE OPENING OF THE SINGAPORE LEGISLATIVE 
COUNCIL. 

THE address which Sir Harry Orp delivered at the 
Singapore Legislative Council recommends three very im- 
portant measures to the deliberations of that body. A 
sweeping reform of the Courts of Civil and Criminal Pro- 
cedure is the first of these ; but, as the Bills for carrying the 
contemplated changes out are not yet before us, we can do 
no more at present than express a hope that in the altera- 
tions to be made every care will be taken to avoid the 
slow delays and costly charges which have always been 
blots upon the British legislative system, and also to 
disencumber the principles adopted, as far as possible, 
from those formalities, technicalities, and interpretations 
which, born in England when feudalism was predominant, 
are hard be to got rid of even in these modern days of pro- 
gress and enlightenment, and whichare pre-eminently burden- 
some, grievous, and unintelligible to a mixed Eastern com- 
munity, whose wants and tone of thought run in an 
altogether divergent channel. The importance of perfecting 
the laws which control steamers, steam navigation, and 
foreign merchant seamen is peculiarly great to a entrepdt 
such as Singapore, and we therefore hail with unmixed 
satisfaction the announcement that these questions are to 
receive renewed consideration. 

It is more difficult to speak with absolute approval of 
the promised “ Bill for Establishing a Militia Force in the 
Settlements.” The resolution in favour of the introduction 
of this measure was passed by the Council unanimously on 
the lst of October last ; but even undivided concurrence in 
the Legislature has not always proved to be founded on a 
true appreciation of the wants and wishes of a community. 
The inhabitants,of Singapore number, as is well known, four 
leading constituents. There are, firstly, the Chinese ; next in 
numbers to them are the immigrants from Madras ; then we 
have the mig ae Malay tribes ; and, lastly, the small but 
predominant European merchant race. A local militia force 
may, ae te some day be required to protect the colony 
from foreign attack ; but, if so, it must be numerically strong 
as well as effectively equipped in order to be of use. The 
native races would need therefore to be incorporated in the 
regiments. But surely such a scheme is impracticable, for 
it would be unwise and unsafe to entrust weapons of 
deadly precision to hostile clans of Chinamen, or wild 
Malays, instructing them at the same time how such in- 
struments are to be handled, and, moreover, the mixed 
native races could never be relied on in times of real danger 
to make cause with us in a quarrel which is no real concern 
of theirs against another European Power perhaps by 
no means unfriendly to them. If, on the other hand, 
the object of the Bill is to establish a compulsory 
system of military training and instruction in arms 
among the European residents, so as to be better able 
to keep in check the disorderly and riotous Chinese, and 
to put down insurrection among the native tribes, we 
think that the end in view is indeed a good one, but 
that it may turn out to be a better plan to raise and main- 
tain a regiment of regular troops for use when occasion may 
require. Apart from the political mistrust, and hostility 
of race, which will be stimulated among important sections 








constantly forsaking their desks en masse and drilling on the 
green, it is to be recollected that to merchants time is every- 
thing. Will they, we ask, submit to military compulsion ? 
Will not many of them think it more advantageous to emi- 
grate to other Eastern ports where no such inconveniencies 
exist ? Many people find it a strenuous effort to successfully 
resist climatic influences and preserve their health, and cases 
consequently must occur where the strain of enforced drill 
will really injure already delicateconstitutions. It is different 
with a regiment of: volunteers. They can attend or not, as 
they please, and resign when the duties become too onerous. 
But Europeans commonly look only to a short, term of resi- 
dence in the East, and we doubt whether, on trial, they 
will be willing to incur loss of time, money, and possibly 
health, to avert contingencies which they may regard 
as entirely remote, or at all events as not likely to 
happen in their time. How, again, we should like to ask, 
are the expenses of this body to be defrayed ? The natives 
will certainly not relish having to contribute to a force 
which they cannot see any need for, and which they will 
regard as maintained only to repress their own community. 
And yet, as the prevention of riot, bloodshed, and disturbance 
is for the benefit of all, all should be taxed for that pur- 
pose. If the native element is nof to be included in this 
militia, how can you reduce to a pecuniary equivalent, and 
extract from the non-combatants, the value represented by 
the time which busy European traders must give up to 
martial exercises? We are forced, therefore, to recur to 
our original suggestion that a regular force, sufficient for the 
purposes required, should be maintained at the general public 
cost. Sir HARRY ORD concludes his remarks by an allu- 
sion to the approaching end of his period of office, and 
hopes before this happens that some of these reforms may 
be passed into law. We venture to predict that the Militia 
question will be still far from settlement when the close of 
his Governorship arrives. 


THE JAPANESE EDUCATION ACT. 

THE new decree of the Japanese Government, establish- 
ing a system of compulsory education in that Empire, which 
has started into such preternatural activity in the course 
of a few years, has been translated into English, through 
the enterprise of Mr. Mort, the American Minister at Yedo. 
It is a very suggestive document, containing very much to 
admire, not a little to envy, and, so far as we can perceive 
from a careful perusal, nothing to condemn. It is mani- 
festly founded on our own Education Bill, and the preamble 
is drawn up with a prolixity which might almost win the 
approbation of Sir JOHN COLERIDGE himself, though it is 
much more clear and truthful in expression than some of 
the legal monuments which our Attorney-General will leave 
behind him. It sets out with the incontrovertible decla- 
ration that “the way by which everybody can establish 
‘‘ himself, and find means for support, and prosper in his 
“ occupation, and live this life, requires no other than to 
“ better his being, to widen his knowledge, and increase 
‘his powers of work.” To attain these desirable results, 
however, it is admitted that learning should be encouraged 
for its own sake—a truth which we wish were more gene- 
rally recognised in this country. ‘‘ Itis required that there 
should be none in ignorance,” proceeds the decree, ‘(in 
‘‘ any class of our people, male or female.” To this end 
the country is mapped out into eight great districts of 
learning. Each of these is to contain a college, and to 
comprise thirty-two divisions, all possessing Shiteclass 
schools. These minor districts are again subdivided into 
210 “small learning districts,” each containing one place of 
primary education. The effect of this arrangement will be 
the establishment of no less than 6,720 schools under one 
‘“‘Great” learning district, or 53,720 in the Empire. The 
Japanese are so far happy that it does not seem that they 
are hampered with any “ religious difficulty.” Every child, 
whether of rich or poor parentage, is to be registered at the 
age of six years, irrespective of caste, and their teachers are 
to be selected from ‘‘those who are most popular among 
the people.” Teachers, whether in public or private schools, 
who exhibit superior merit, are ordered to be rewarded ac- 
cording to their deserts—a regulation which may be com- 
mended to the reflection of Mr. ForsTER. Poor scholars 
who exhibit satisfactory application and talent are to be 


of the native community, when they see the Europeans ! enabled to pursue their studies in more advanced schools at 
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the cost of the State, which will advance them funds for 
that purpose on the understanding that they will repay the 
debt in after life either in money or service to the Govern- 
ment. This is indeed a noble law, though we fear it is one 
that could only be carried out under a despotic Govern- 
ment. If the principle could be applied in England, there 
would no longer be any necessity for the interest that is 
now required to get youths into such institutions as Christ's 
Hospital, Winchester, or even the Universities ; they would 
receive the privilege as a matter of right after exhibiting 
sufficient progress to justity the promise of a distinguished 
career. Two classes of the most successful of such students 
are to be sent abroad, and provided with funds for their 
subsistence and education, always conditionally on their 
od social conduct and intellectual progress. Thirty gra- 
uates of the colleges, and 150 uates of seminaries—or 
“high schools "—are to be maintained abroad for periods 
varying from three to five years, with allowances of 
from $900 to $1,800 per annum. These appointments, 
or scholarships, are distinctly ordered to be bestowed on 
the most deserving, and ‘“ with perfect impartiality between 
“ rich and poor.” 

Our space will not allow us to speculate at any length on 
the effect of the competition which the new law is likely to 
introduce into the cloisters of Alma Mater. It is not of a 
kind that will do any harm to our own youth, even if, a 
few years hence, we should see a Japanese alumnus taking 
a ‘double first” at Trinity, or rowing as one of the riva 
eights in the ’Varsity boat-race. We have said enough to 
show the spirit of candour and progress in which the new 
decree has been conceived. The Japanese of the rising 
enn may rest assured of as sincere a welcome in 

reat Britain as in the United States. They have fairly 
entered themselves in the race for the common benefit of 
mankind ; and even the most cautious of observers can have 
no other apprehension than that so sudden a conversion to 
our ideas may lead to as unexpected a revulsion. But this 
we must prevent by proving our ideas to be the right ones. 


WE understand that leave of absence has been granted 
to Baron REHFUES, the German Minister at Peking, and 
that until he returns, or a successor is appointed, the Eng- 
lish Minister, Mr. WADE, has taken charge of German in- 
terests. It is unfortunate that at this critical period of 
foreign affairs in China, Germany is not specially repre- 
sented, and we trust that Prince BISMARK will see the 
importance of at once despatching a Minister to Peking. 
The appointments of Consul at Canton and Hong Kon 
are also vacant, as Mr. LUEDER has gone to Shanghai, an 
Mr. EIMBCKE has resigned. Mr, ANNEKE, the late Consul 
at Shanghai, is now in Berlin. 


THE Council of the International Conference of Oriental 
scholars, to be opened in Paris in July under the presidency 
of Professor DE Rosny, has issued a circular list of some 
of the principal questions proposed for discussion, of which 
the selection of the Japanese classics to be translated, and 
the terms on which their publication should be undertaken, 
with the method of uniformly spelling Japanese names by 
European characters, are the most interesting. 


THE Turkish Government has declared its inability to 
sanction the English proposal of a Suez Canal Conference 
without further preliminary investigations and negotiations. 


THE Rev. J. S. Burpon, of the Church Missionary 
Establishment at Peking, has been appointed Bishop of 
Victoria, Hong Kong. 


SAMESHIMA, the Japanese Minister, and his secretary, 
AOKE, have arrived at Berlin, from St. Petersburg, en route 
to Paris. 


THE PORT OF KIUNGCHOW. 
A volume has been issued by the American Government 
containing the Correspondence which has passed between 


the United States and other Governments during last, 


year. Under the head of “China” we find the following 
communication addressed by Mr. Low, the American 
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Minister at Peking to Mr. FisH, the Secretary of State, 
relative to the opening of the port of Kiungchow :— 


Str,—Several weeks since Mr. C. D. Williams, an American mer- 
chant, visited Peking for the purpose of ascertaining if the port of 
Kiungchow, on the island of Hainan, could be availed of as a place for 
permanent residence and trade ; if so, he proposed to establish a busi- 
ness there without delay. He further informed me that arrangements 
were about completed for placing a line of American steamers on the 
route between Canton, Hong Kong, and Kiungchow, in case the latter 
port be opened. Mr. Williams brought with him letters from some of 
the largest American houses in Shanghai and Hong Kong, expressing a 
strong desire that steps be taken immediately for the opening of that 
port officially, also a despatch from the Consul-General, warmly en- 
dorsing the movement. In the British and French Treaties of 1858, 
and also that of Germany, Kfungchow is among the porta named for 
foreign residence and trade. Neither in the American or Ruasian 
Treaties is that port mentioned, although legally the right inures to us 
as fully through the “‘ favoured nation” clause as if the place were spe- 
cially mentioned. I may add that neither Power had availed itself of 
the Treaty right referred to up to 1869, when the British Minister 
agreed in the Convention concluded between himself and Prince Kung, 
to exchange Kiungchow for Wenchow, a port on the coast between 
Ningpo and Foochow. That Convention, as you are aware, failed to 
receive the sanction of Her Majesty’s Government. In view of the 
circumstances above mentioned, and the possible misconception of the 
Chinese Government of the real status as it now is, it seemed the 
better policy to enlist the other Treaty Powers in the movement. It 
seemed to me desirable that a declaration of all the Governments re- 
presented here, of their intention to avail themselves of this Treaty 
right, be made simultaneously if possible. Such a combined movement 
would be likely to prevent further correspondence or discussion, and 
lead the Government to make provision for the accommodation of 
trade and the safety of those who go there to reside more speedily and 
effectively than if the demand were made by me alone. Upon consult- 
ing my colleagues I found them all willing to join in making the de- 
claration I desired. On the 29th ult. I sent an unofficial note to the 
Foreign-office, informing the Ministers that American merchants were 
desirous of opening trade at Kiungchow, and saying that I should 
address myself to Prince Kung officially upon the same subject soon. 
On the 23rd inst. I sent a note to the Prince, a copy of which I have 
the honour to enclose. On the same day the representatives of Eng- 
land, France, Germany, and Ruasia, sent notes of the same purport as 
mine. 

No objection can be legally or properly made to our demand, and I 
apprehend there will be no delay in the formal opening of the port. It 
is of course impossible to say now how important the trade may be- 
come, but until its value is demonstrated by experience, it would not, 
in my opinion, be advisable to incur much expense in the way of a Con- 
sular establishment. 

I have, therefore, to recommend that Kiungchow be attached to the 
Consular district of Canton. I have already instructed Mr. Jewell to 
assume Consular jurisdiction over Kiungchow until the pleasure of the 
Department is made known. Trusting that my action as herein de- 
tailed may meet your sanction, I have, &c.,

In the above letter was enclosed a copy of the following 
communication made by Mr. Low to Prmce Kune, dated 
23rd December :— 


In pursuance of the intimation contained in my unofficial note of the 
29th ultimo, I have now the honour to inform your Imperial Highness 
that the Government of the United States proposes to avail itself of the 
provision contained in the aeveral treaties, by which the port of Kiung- 
chow, on the Island of Hainan, is declared open to foreign residence and 
trade ; and I have most respectfully to, request that you will, without 
delay, issue the necessary orders to the provincial officers within whose 
jurisdiction the before-mentioned port is, and also instruct the In- 
spector-General of Customs to make the necessary arrangements to meet 
the requirements of trade. With assurance of my high consideration,— 
I have the honour to be, &c., 


(Signed.) FREDERICK F. Low. 


A subsequent note from Mr. Low to Mr. FIsH encloses 
the following reply, which had been received from Prince 
Kune, dated 6th January, 1872. 


On the 25th of December, 1871, I received your Excellency's de- 
spatch, saying, “‘ My country is desirous that, in accordance with the 
provision of the treaties, the port of Kiungchow, on the island of 
Hainan, shall be opened to foreign trade, and I have to request that the 
local authorities of that province may be informed about it without de- 
lay, and also that instructions may be given to the Inspector-General of 
Customs ordering him to collect the revenue from the foreign trade,"’ 
&c., &c. 

In the fourteenth article of the Treaty with the United States Kiung- 
chow is not mentioned as one of the commercial ports, but the thirtieth 
article provides that whatever concessions are made to other countries 
for the advantage of trade and commerce such righta and privileges 
shall equally accrue to your country. Now having received your 
Excellency’s despatch stating that it is your desire that, in accordance 
with the Treaties of other countries, the port of Kiungchow shall be 
considered a port open to foreign trade, and requesting this Yamen to 
notify the provincial authorities that they may adopt such measures as 
may be necessary ; and having received despatches from other Foreign 
Ministers making a similar request, I have to inform you in reply that 
it will be n to wait until orders can be sent to the high autho- 
rities at Canton, who will instruct the local officers to make the needful 
arrangements for the purpose. As soon as a reply is returned I will 
again communicate with your Excellency and the other Foreign Minis- 
ters ; meanwhile this reply is sent, 
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Foreign Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hambure, APRIL 15. 

In my letter of the 4th ultimo I mentioned casually that the 
Eastern Siberian Trading Company of this city had every reasun to be 
contented with the result of their first year of operation, and the re- 
port of the directors, which has now been printed for distribution 
among the shareholders, justifies the statement. It will be remembered 
—for I sent you some account of it at the time—that the company 
was formed in the beginning of last year and took over the business 
hitherto conducted by Herr Fr. Aug. Luhdorf here and at Nicolayefsk, 
the maximum amount of capital being fixed at a million German 
thalers, in 10,000 shares of 100 thalers each, but as that sum was not 
required at first, only half the number of shares were issucd, which 
was considered sufficient to commence business with. The fourteen 
promoters who originated the concern are men of wealth and standing, 
comprising Senator Gustav Godetfray, Lutteroth and Co, Consul C, 
Goedelt, Schellhass Bade and Co., Joh. Heyn and Co., Aug. Bolten, and 
J.F. Nagel, allat Hamburg ; Consul-General H.J. Pallisen, Wynecken and 
Co., and Ik. M. Meyer and Co., of St. Petersburg ; Herr C. F. Tietgen, 
Director of the Bank at Copenhagen, and Herr Adolph E. Meyer at 
Hong Kong. For the transfer of the business to {the company Herr 
Luddorf received the sum of 350,000 thalers in paid-up shares, and cuon- 
sented to act for the first tive years as Managing Director. In the spring 
of last year the Company sent vut to the Aimoor, from this port, three 
cargoes of assorted goods, and a fourth from Hong Kong loaded with 
China produce, and followed shortly after by a fifth cargo, consisting of 
sugar and spirituous liquors, which are expected to give a good return, 
as a new rate of umport duty came into operation in Russia on the 1st 
of January this year, whilst the above cargoes will be only liable for 
the payment at the old rates. This augmentation of the duty is very 
heavy, being no less than fifty per cent. on spirits, whilst that on raw 
sugar 1s 24 roubles, and on refined 34 roubles per pood. As this in- 
tended increase of the import duty came to the knowledge of Herr 
Liihdorf when at St. Petersburg last year, he was enabled to operate on 
the strength of it for the company. The directors lay great stress on 
amplyfying and improving their means of transport on the Amoor, for 
which purpose they have had a river steamer of one hundred and seventy 
feet in length constructed at the Reiherstieg Works in this city, as well 
as an iron barge of considerable carrying capacity, at the same establish- 
ment, the euyines for the steamer being made by Messrs. J. and A. 
Blyth in Londen. A small steam tug has also been bought in Lendon, 
and the two steamers and the barge were sent out from this port by a 
sailing vessel which left here at the end of December last for Niculayefsk 
direct. They are alsoin possession of a strong iron steam-tug and a 
wooden barge which ply on the Amoor. The report goes un to state that 
on the Zlst of March, last year, the Council of Administration passed a 
resolution to establish a branch or agency at the new naval port of Vla- 
divostock on the east coast of Siberia, in the province ceded by China to 
Russia by the last treaty, and the business has already commenced there. 
The Artudne, a Gerinan vessel of 700 tons capacity, was despatched 
from Hamburg on 2nd April with a general cargo, and in the course of 
May a sixth cargo will be sent off from Hong Kong to the Amoor, 
touching at Vladivostock. The report concludes by the announcement 
that they have engaged the services of Herr J. Kuster, the former 
partner of Herr Liihdorf at Nicolayefsk, as director of the branch 
establishment there, and with power to sign in the name of the 
Company ; and that gentleman went out by the last French mail 
steamer to China, en route to the Amoor. The council of adiministra- 
‘tion as at present constituted consists of Messrs. C. Goedelt, chairman, 
J. Ferd. Nagel, vice-chairman, Joh. Heyn, and Joh. Bottiger, with Herr 
Liihdorf as managing director. Besides the branches at Vladivestock 
and Nicolayefsk the company have establishinents at Blagovessensk and 
Stretensk on the Ainoor, The dividend on the operations for 1872 
will shortly be declared. 

At the annual general meeting of the Norddeutsche Bank of Ham- 
burg, held on the 9th inst., Mr. Edgar D. Ross, of the firm of Ross, 
Vidal and Co., was elected as a member of the Council of Adiministra- 
tion, vice Herr C. H. Burmester, deceased. 





HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERDAM, APRIL 16. 

Politics have come to a standstill, this being Easter week. The mem- 
‘bers of the Second Chamber will not meet ayain until the 22nd of this 
month, when they will resume the debate upon the Judicial Reorganisa- 
tion Bill. They, as well as the public generally, have been somewhat 
astonished at the draft of a new contract, which the Minister of the 
Colonial Department intends to conclude with the Trading Company, 
and which was published during the Parliamentary vacation. The 
principal Opposition paper publishes the following remarks upon this 
contract :—"‘ It is with much satisfaction we peruse the Bill to prolong 
the contract with the Dutch Trading Company. It may be regarded 
as an unvoluntary act of homage displayed by the Radical Minister of 
the Colonial Department to the supporters of a Conservative colonial 
policy. The principal tendency of the Bill is to maintain the system 
of consignments till the year 1879 and possibly for a still longer term 
so far as regards Coffee and Tin.” This statement is quite correct as 
regards the general principle of the Bill, some alterations which are 
made in the tariff of commissions, and which will slightly reduce the 
Company's profits, are merely supplementary. The main point is the 
prolongation of the existing system, and this, I am quite convinced, 
will be greatly disapproved of. 

I need not say that the public shows the greatest eagerness for news 
about the Atchin war, and an “extra” of the ottcial paper, the Staats 
Courant, has been read with avidity. The first news of the success 


achieved by our army was brought here by a Reuter's telegram, which 
was received with sume doubt, because the despatch closed with the state- 
ment that after the victory assistance had been wired for. The Govern- 
ment telegrams, which arrived here somewhat later, confirmed our 
success, but said nothing about the asked-for assistance, and, in fact, 
the Staats Courant of to-day affirms that the concluding words of the 
Reuter's telegram were incorrect, as the only things wired for had been 
ammunition for the naval detachment and some horses for the artillery. 
Of course we hope for good results from this war, which is regarded by 
a great many as a leap in the dark, because we are not quite informed 
as to the real occasion of hostilities. Rumours are circulating that the 
“ Red Croas’’ intends to send an expedition to Atchin to succour the 
wounded soldiers, and that a credit of f.10,000 has been granted for 
this purpose. The rumour may be true, in which case probably a cipher 
is omitted. The four small vessels of war which are building for the 
Java service will be iminediately despatched to reinforce the navy. 
Several officers of our army at home have asked permission to join the 
expedition, and it is probable that a man-of-war will shortly start with 
volunteers. 
™ The entire capital of the Java Dock Company has heen subscribed, 
so that the contracts made in England for the construction of the docks 
can now be definitely concluded. 

The Bourse remains dull, with but little business doing. Money is 
abundant. 


Ronetary and Commerrial. 





_ Messrs. Browne and Co., the landing agents of the Japanese 
Government, have published a circular, recommending that all 
bills of lading for cargo destined for Hiogo should be made out 
in future for Kobé—the nearest port open to foreign trade. 
Although, in official language, the port is styled Hiogo, the 
native port of that name actually remains closed to foreign 
trade. In the same way Yokohama, though supposed to he 
an open port, is described in all official documents as Kanagawa 
—a native town two miles distant, where foreigners are not per- 
mitted to reside, but which is the treaty port, according to the 
Convention. Messrs. Browne’s warning 1s said to have been 
called forth by the ill-advised action of the commander of the 
steamer Galley of Lorne, which he insisted on partially ufiload- 
ing at Hiogo, a proceeding that caused much incunvenience and 
delay, and resulted in an action which cost the owners some $5(0, 

The following is the report of the Singapore Gas Company, to be 
presented to the sharcholers at the meeting on the 22nd inst. :— 

The directors have to report that the working at Singapore has not 
been sv satisfactory as on previous occasions, owing to exceptional cir- 
cumstanecs, the cost of coal has increased, and the products have 
diminished. The directors going out of office by rotation are Messrs. 
Frederick William Collard, William Le Feuvre, Frederick Alexander 
Malcolin Nicol, and these gentlemen, being eligible for re-election, offer 
themselves for the support of the shareholders, The present auditors, 
Measrs. William Thomas Morrison and Alfred Williams, retire from 
office according to the articles, and being eligible for re-election, offer 
themselves to the shareholders for that purpose. The profit for the 
half-year amounts to £1,754 9s. id., which, together with £14 168. 4d., 
the unappropriated profit of the preceding halt-year, makes the avail- 
able balance £1,769 5s. 11d. ; out of this sum the directors recommend 
the declaration of a dividend at the rate of 74 per cent. per annum, on 
the preference capital, and 7 per cent. on the amounts paid up on the 
original capital, less income-tax, the balance of £33 88. 11d. to be car- 
ried forward to the profit of the succeeding half-year. The dividend to 
be payable on May 7 next. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
London, and China, the report and accounts—which we published 
in our last issue—were adopted, and a dividend of 4 per cent. 
for the half-year, making 6 per cent. for the year, was declared. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Bank of India, Australia, and 
China, held on the 16th inst., a dividend was declared for the 
half-year at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum, free of income- 
tax, and the directors’ report was adouted: | 

The meeting of shareholders of the Deutsche Bank will be 
held in Berlin on the 2nd May, and we believe that the profits 
for the year 1572 on the paid-up capital of 10,000,000 thalers are 
equal to nearly ten per cent., of which eight per cent. will go to 
shareholders, leaving 179,000 thalers for reserve fund. 

A meeting was held on the 16th inst. of the proprietors of the 
International Bank of Hamburg and London (Limited), when 
the directors’ report, announcing a proposed distribution at the 
rate of 8 per cent. per annum, was agreed to. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
16th inst. at the Bank of England. The amounts allotted were : 
--To Calcutta, £508,600; Bombay, £165,000 ; and Madras, 
£26,400. The minimum was fixed, as before, at Is. 10}d. 
Tenders on Calcutta and Madras at ls. 10d. will receive about 
52 per cent., and above in full ; and on Bombay at that price in 
full. A diminution in the demand for the means of remittance 
to the East is apparent. 

The liquidators of Overend, Gurney, and Co. (Limited) propose 
to make a fourth return to the shareholders of 10s. per share, 
which will be payable on the 21st inst., and two following days. 

Bar silver is without alteration in price. Mexican dollars 
have come forward to some amount, chiefly from New York, 
and the total now here, £88,000, has not yet been placed ; the 
last price for the new coinage was 59d. per oz., and the market 
may be considered firm.

THE CHARTERED BANK OF INDIA, AUSTRALIA, 
AND CHINA. 

The nineteenth ordinary general meeting of this Bank was held on 
the 16th inst., at the London Tavern ; Mr. Andrew Cassels in the chair. 
The report stated that the accounts exhibited the gross earnings, 
amounting to £134,923 6s. 8d., from which had been deducted—Ex- 
penses of management, the deficiency on capital shown in the previous 
account, and provision for all bad and doubtful debts, including the 
loss through Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., already reported. The balance 
_ of profits remaining was £10,145 17s. 2d., and out of this sum the 

directors proposed to declare a dividend for the half-year ended 31st 
December, at the rate of 24 per cent. per annum (free of income-tax), 
which would absorb £10,000. They trusted that their co-proprietors 
would accept this proposal as substantial evidence of the improved posi- 
tion of the bank. 


The CHAIRMAN said he had to move that the report and accounts 
submitted be confirmed, and hoped that the shareholders on the whole 
would consider them satisfactory. The state of trade between this 
country and the East during the last six months of the past year was 
not such as to enable banks connected with India and China to make 
large profits. It was unsatisfactory to the mercantile firms engaged 
in it, for shipments of jute and cotton, tea and silk, all came to bad 
markets, and he need scarcely say that bankers could not expect to en- 
joy much prosperity when the merchants they were dealing with fared 
badly. The money market had been disturbed during the last three 
months of the year, the Bank of England rate rising tu above 5 per cent., 
and having stood for three weeks at 7 per cent. To banks which held a 
large amount of bills against shipping documents, which were liable to 
be at any time retired by the acceptors, under discount at the Bank of 
England rate of the day, high rates of discount were of course un- 
favourable. Again, one of their branches—that at Singapore—had had 
to pass through a crisis of almost unexampled severity ; failure after 
failure took place in the native community, until great numbers of 
firms were swept away. He was sorry to say that many of these failures 
were of a most discreditable and disgraceful character, 80 much so that 
at last their local manager wrote to say that the very atmosphere 
seemed tainted with fraud. Thanks, however, to the foresight of 
the head office and the admirable firmness and judgment of 
their local manager, the bank emerged from the storm with so little 
injury that the business of the branch left a fair profit after pro- 
viding for all the losses arising out of the failures he had alluded to. 
(Cheers.) As the result of the year’s work, they were left with a 
balanée of £10,145, after restoring the capital of the bank to its full 
amount, and, after providing for all bad and doubtful debts, including 
that incurred through the failure of Messrs. Gledstanes and Company. 
The question with the directors then became what should they do with 
the profits? Should they pay a small dividend to their shareholders, 
or carry the amount forward to profit and loss account ? After some con- 
sideration they thought they should be justified in proposing the pay- 
ment of a small dividend, seeing that the shareholders had been so long 
without one. For the satisfaction of those who might have been of 
opinion that the directors would have acted more prudently if they had 
carried forward the amount, he begged to say that they were in receipt 
of returns from all their agencies in the East by wire up to the 15th of 
March, and those returns showed that the business of the bank for the first 
two months and a half of the current year was progressing satisfactorily 
and favourably. He therefore hoped the sinall dividend it was proposed 
to declare would be looked upon as a substantial proof of the soundness of 
the bank’s position, and as a promise of better things to come. When it 
was last his duty to address the shareholders he alluded to the work of 
reorganisation the board was then carrying on. That work might 
be said now to be accomplished. The directors had carefully considered 
the requirements, and to the best of their power had strengthened the 
position, of each of their Eastern agencics, After some consideration 
they had resolved to open an agency at Manila, where they had long 
had mercantile agents, and an experienced officer had been sent to 
take charge of it. They knew by wire that it was opened on the 3rd 
of this month, and for the present it would be under the direction of 
their HongjKong Branch, the directors being anxious to feel their way 
steadily and surely, but they have very guod reason to hope that the 
step they have taken would in the course of time bring in good re- 
sults. The bank, he thought, was fortunate in possessing able and 
zealous officers. Their managers in the East were all working very 
harmoniously together, and he had particular pleasure in bearing testi- 
mony publicly to the ability and vigilance of their head manager, Mr. 
Gwyther. He was sure he expressed the opinion of every member of 
the board when he said that gentleman deserved their warmest thanks. 
The same might be said of all the officers working under him, each and 
all of whom were most exemplary in their attention to their duties, 
and most zealous in their endeavours to promote the interests of the 
company ; in short he felt much had been done and was being done 
to increase the earning power and restore the prestige of the 
bank, and he for one would be much disappointed if it did 
not rise steadily in public estimation. With their capital free, and 
their credit improving everywhere, he thought they might fairly hope 
to see their profits increase. (Cheers.) At the last meeting he stated 
that, in the opinion of the directors, the alteration in the course of 
trade between this country and the East, in consequence of the opening 
of the Suez Canal, rendered six months’ bills no longer necessary. It 
was satisfactory to be able to state that in India three months’ sight 
bills against Canal shipments were the rule, and six months’ sight bills 
the exception. He was sorry to add, however, that in China the prac- 
tice of drawing against shipments to this country, rid Suez, at six 
months’ sight—many of those shipments coming to hand in little more 
than six weeks—astill prevailed, He would only hope some of the influ- 
ential houses there would ere long, in their own interest, adopt the 
shorter usance, because he thought it would have the effect of placing 
our trade with the East on a sounder and safer basis than it stood on at 
present. He moved that the report now presented, together with the 
balance-sheet and profit and loss account, be approved and adopted. 
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—Mr. Joun JONES seconded the motion, which was put, and carried 
unanimously, and the dividend for the half-year was then declared. 

The election of Mr. Emile Levita to a seat at the board was con- 
firmed. The retiring directors—Mr. Frederick William Heilgers and 
Mr. Andrew Cassels, and the retiring auditors, Mr. Jonathan Thorp and 
Mr. Owen Lewis, were re-elected, and a vote of thanks to the chairman 
and directors terminated the proceedings. 


THE CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The fifteenth annual general meeting of this Bank was held on the 
15th inst., at the banking-house, Old Brvad-street ; Mr. George G. 
Nicol in the chair. The notice calling the meeting was read by Mr. D. 
T. Robertson, the chief manager. The Chairman, in moving the adop- 
tion of the report and accounts, said that the liabilities and assets were 
very much the same as last year, with the exception of the bills payable 
and the bills receivable, which were considerably less, which arose, to 
some extent, from the usance to India being reduced, owing to the 
Suez Canal being now more used. There had been an increase in 
the amount of the charges, but that arose principally from the law 
expenses and telegrams in connection with the fraud at Singapore. 
The establishment of a branch at Batavia had also added some- 
what to the expenses. Referring to the loss by fraud at the Sin- 
gapore branch, he said it arose in connection with the account of 
Joshua Brothers, a Jewish firm, who had long been customers of 
the Bank, and whose account had been a valuable and_ beneficial 
one hitherto. Some time since, Mr. Joshua retired from the firm, 
and has since resided at Damascus, but is believed to still re- 
tain an interest in the business, which, since his retirement, had been — 
conducted by his nephew, and conducted apparently in a wild 
and reckless fashion. The directors had actually, on several occasions 
since January, 1872, specially warned the manager about the amount 
of overdrafts by the firm against opium, and when the catastrophe 
occurred it was discovered that 650 chests of opium, for which this 
Bank held receipts, were abstracted by Joshua, so that really the manager 
had not taken proper precautions, to see that the opium upon which 
the advances were made really existed. The directors were taking 
steps against Joshua at Damascus, believing that he still had an interest 
in the business, and the directors hoped that some recovery would be 
made. This was one of those losses which came upon banks occasion- 
ally, in spite of all the prudence and caution of the managers. With 
this exception, the business of the Bank had been aatisfactory. The 
resolution was seconded by Mr. Richardson. 

A Shareholder thought the report and accounts most unsatisfactory, 
especially as so large an amount was written off for bad debt, and 
thought it would be as well to appoint a committee of investigation to 
inquire into the management. Mr. Richardson considered that the 
working of the Bank, irrespective of the frauds, had been most satis- 
factory, and reflected great credit upon the management, and he sug- 
gested that the inspector be relieved from the management of the im- 
portant branch at Singapore. Mr. Tendron was of opinion that the 
suggestion to allow the inspector, even at a cost of a few extra thou- 
sands per annum, to discharge his duties without having the manage- 
ment of a branch as well, was the most practical one. He objected to 
a committee, which he thought always did more harm than good. Dr. 
Thom urged the importance of appointing local committees of boards 
of control in the chief centres of business, who would act as break- 
waters between the local managers and the board in London. He re- 
gretted the losses, but believed the directors were free from all blame. 
Some further discussion ensued, in the course of which several gentle- 
men expressed their regret that the unfortunate losa had taken place, 
but could not see that any blame was attachable to the directors, who 
seemed to have taken every precaution to avoid such an occurrence. 

The Chairman said that this Bank, like others doing business in the 
East, had local boards at one time, but they were found to be produc- 
tive of so much jealousy in small communities that they actually re- 
tarded the business of the Bank, and, in common with other banks, the 
practice was abandoned. The board had determined to have two in- 
spectors, having full powers, constantly travelling from branch to 
branch, one exclusively confined to the Indian branches, and the other 
to the branches in China and the Straits. 

The report was then adopted, and the dividend declared. The re- 
tiring directors were re-elected, and some formal business having been 
transacted, the proceedings closed in the usual manner.

TEA. 

There has been scarcely anything doing during the weck ; prices are 
without alteration. For the Continent and other markets there has 
been no demand. 

SILK. 

There is no improvement in the market, the tone of which is, if any- 
thing, more depressed than ever, the tendency of prices being still down- 
wards, In China Silk business is on the most insignificant scale, and 
the few transactions which daily take place are generally at low rates. 
In Canton Silk there is next to no business doing. Japan Silk also 
participates in the general depression. Deliveries 1st to 16th inst. in- 
at :—China, 1,059 bales; Canton, 434; Japan, 209; total, 1,702 

ales. 

Messrs. Arles Dufour and Co.'s Circular, dated Lyons, April 10, is as 
follows :—The present season, which is drawing to a close, has been a 
period of uninterrupted dulness in transactions, and constant fall in 


prices, reaching now about 10 per cent. on European silk and at least 
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15 per cent. on Asiatic sorts. This course of events, deceiving all 
expectations, is to be ascribed to the over production of silk pie¢egoods 
after the war, just at the time when the bad wear of heavily dyed stuffs 
had rebuked fashion from silks, and driven it to woollen goods. The 
much larger production in all silk growing countries also greatly con- 
tributed to this year’s deceptions. On the Continent stocks of throwns 
are much larger than usual, and chiefly in common descriptions show 
also to what extent production exceeded the wants of consumption. 
Moreover, prospects of the next European crop are much more favour- 
able than anticipated ; seeds are reputed of sound quality ; rearing 
trials proved satisfactory, and fine weather is preparing an early result. 
It is to be hoped that these various considerations may lead this season 
to rates in China better regulated upon home advices and the state 
of consumption. More prudence still must guide importers, if the 
quality of the new silk shows the same degeneracy as we have witnessed 
for the last two years. 





COFFEE. 

The Dutch sale held on the 16th inst. went off briskly at an ad- 
vance for all ordinary kinds ; but this market exhibits no alteration, 
the tone being still very firm, and pale kinds in demand at 6d. 
above the prices of last week. No public sales have been held until 
Thursday, but privately there has again been a good demand for Native 
Ceylon, and about 4,000 bags have been sold on the spot, good ordinary 
at 85s. 6d. to 86s., bold 87s. ; 200 casks Plantation Ceylon have been 
sold at 96s. to 99s. 6d. for small to middling, and 104s. for bold. 
Thursday in public sale 94 casks 17 tierces 16 barrels 21 bags Planta- 
tion Ceylon sold, triage at 89s. to 948. 6d., small 95s. to 96s., fine fine 
ordinary 96s. 6d., low middling pale greenish 97s. 3d. to 988., middling 
98s. 6d. to 99s., pea-berry 105s. to 108s. 6d. ; 591 bags Singapore sold, 
ordinary mixed and broken 82s., good ordinary bally kind 85s. to 85s. 6d. 
pale Bonthyne 88s. 6d. to 89s. 6d. Of 715 bags Manila 460 bags sold, 
mixed pale Zamboanza at 85s., small pale greenish Indian sort at 86s. 
For arrival about 250 caska Plantation Ceylon, now shipped, have been 
sold at 97s. to 97s. 6d. Also 100 tons Native Ceylon at 868. per cwt. 

Compared to the large landings in the corresponding week of 1872 
those last weck were 1,000 tons less ; and as the deliveries, although 
moderate, were 220 tons larger, the deficiency in the stock now 
reaches a larger amount than for many recent years, viz., nearly 
14,000 tons. The quantity of Ceylon Coffee afloat for Great Britain is 
estimated as follows :—Plantation, 229,512 cwt., against 207,136 cwt. 
at the corresponding date of 1872; Native, 48,720 cwt., against 52,817 
cwt. The quantity of Coffee landed in the fifteen weeks ended April 
12, 1873, was, of Ceylon, 9,921 tons, against 8,948 tons during the 
corresponding period of 1872; of all descriptions, 14,120 tons, against 
15,327 tons. The. quantity entered for home consumption was, of 
Ceylon, 3,024 tons, against 2,062 tons ; of all descriptions, 4,894 tons, 
against 3,987 tons. The quantity exported was, of Ceylon, 7,570 tons, 
against 3,963 tons; of all descriptions, 11,559 tons, against 9,962 tons. 
The stock on April 12, was, of Ceylon, 3,578 tons, against 12,054 tons ; 
of all descriptions, 7,458 tons, against 21,302 tons. 

At the Dutch Trading Company’s public sale, comprising 87,600 bags 
Java, &c., held on the 16th inst., there was active competition through- 
out for all ordinary and pale greenish kinds, commencing at #c. to lc. 
above valuations, and rising to Ic. to 1}c. dearer. The better sorta, 
however, went off at valuations. Good ordinary sold at 533c. to 54c., 
against 524c. to 52%c. at the March sales. The following is the result

The market reopened on the 16th inst., after the recess, so far as 
regards public sales, at which only a small quantity of crystallised De- 
merara was offered and sold at firmer prices. Business in other deacrip- 
tions has been entirely suspended. 

Owing to the reduction in the duties the deliveries last week fell off 
considerably, being 2,250 tons less than in the previous week and 1,440 
tons less than last year. The landings, which included 1,500 tons West 
India and 1,050 tons Java, were 2,100 tons larger that in 1872; and 
the surplus in the stock is much larger, viz., 26,000 tons. The quan- 
tity of Sugar landed in the fifteen weeks ended April 12, 1873, was, of 
Penang, 1,418 tons, against 1,153 tons in the corresponding period of 
1872; of Manila, Java, and China, 6,665 tons, against 9,683 tons; the 
quantity entered for home consumption was, of Penang, 1,298 tons, 
against 594 tons; of Manila, Java, and China, 7,599 tons, against 8,166 
tons. The quantity exported was, of Penang, 20 tons, against 8 tons ; 
of Manila, Java, and China, 246 tons, against 834 tons. The stock on 
April 12, was, of Penang, 2,433 tons, against 1,008 tons; of Manila, 
Java, and China, 21,681 tons, against 12,751 tons. Total stock April 
5, 56,387 tons, against 34,210 tons; April 12, 58,406 tons, against 
32,716 tons. 


Cocoa-Nut O1t.—Small sales bave been made in Ceylon at £35, and 
in Cochin at £40 per ton. 

CutcH.—A limited business has been done in fine Pegu at 23s. per 
cwt.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 


By the Pacific mail we have advices from this port to the 10th 
March, and the present P. and O. mail brings dates one day later, 
viz., to the llth March. No later mail from London had arrived 
out. The following items of news are from the Japan Mail :— 


On the 24th February a notice was published ordering all the 
old public notice boards to be taken down, and as this involved 
the removal of the edict against Christianity, we took occasion 
to draw special attention to the fact, and made some compliment- 
ary remarks upon the action of the Government, and the altered 
condition of its sentiments towards foreigners which this action 
seemed to indicate. It is also certain that intimation was given 
to various foroign officials that the removal of the old offensive 
edict was lally contemplated by the Government, which 
perhaps could not remove one only, but could, by removing all, 
rid itself of the offensive one. It now appears, however, from a 

ublic notice that the boards are said to have been removed 
‘because the people are fully acquainted with and know by 
heart the edicts they bore,” and that the old anti-christian edict 
still stands on the Nihom-bashi, one of the most crowded spots 
of the capital. But this no more removes the edict against 
Christianity than those st murder, arson, robbery, &c., 
which are interdicted on board No. 1, and thus all our rejoicings 
are premature. 

. De Long, the United States Minister to the Japanese 
Government, has been recalled, his term of office having expired. 
The customary form in which the notice of this fact was con- 
veyed to him by the State Department of Washington acknow- 
ledged with warmth the efficiency with which he had discharged 
the duties of his mission. 

During the past few days a case of assault by the Japanese 
police upon a foreigner has been made public. It seems that a 
- elrpaaages owning two ponies met them while walking near 

nten, each pony being in charge of a betto. Seeing something 
that called for his attention, he was examining one of the ponies, 
the animal being held by himself and the betto, when it suddenly 
ah from their hold, and finally ran into the yard belongin 
to the Lighthouse establishment, where it was caught and | 
back to the stable by the gentleman in question. During his 
absence a native policeman arrested the betto, and when the 

entleman returned, and inquired the reason for this course 

ing taken, the policeman released the betto and assaulted the 

gentleman violently. The man’s name and number were sub- 
uently taken, with a view to redress being obtained. 

e following information has been received by the Okurasho, 
relative to an eruption of the volcano called Asoyama, in the 
province of Higo :— 

On the 2nd December last a severe and prolonged shock of earth- 
quake was experienced in the vicinity of the mountain. At the same 
time quantities of sand and stone and volumes of smoke were ejected 
from the crater with loud reports resembling the discharges of artillery. 
Subsequently a large niimber of craters—the number is estimated at 
twenty—opened near the summit of the mountain, and ponderous 
stones were ejected from them in all directions. There are sulphur 
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mines situated on the mountain, and, unfortunately when the eruption 
occurred, many workmen were engaged in them. Four of them were 
killed, and a large number were wounded by falling stones, &c. The 
eruption and the earthquake gradually subsided. 

On the 16th of December another eruption took place, accompanied 
by an earthquake, and on this occasion boiling springs were opened in 
the mountain, volumes of water from which, highly charged with sul- 
phur, rushed over the town of Kumamoto, into the Shirakawa river; 
which falls into the sea at a distance of thirty miles, and killed large 
quantities of fish. Like the former eruption, this outbreak gradually 
died away, and the mountain became quiescent ; but on the 8th of 
January loud reports were heard proceeding from the mountain, like 
the rolling of thunder, and on the evening of that day volumes of smoke 
and flame issued from the craters, and since that period the eruption 
has continued. The atmosphere is frequently obscured by the smoke 
and ashes, and a coating of ashes covers the country for seven or eight 
miles around. The growing crops of wheat and barley are destroyed. 

A society has been formed by the townsmen of Yedo for the 
relief of the indigent among their fellow citizens. A large build- 
ing has been set apart in the ground of Uyeno, in which more 
than three thousand beggars of all ages and both sexes are col- 
lected. Assoon as their more pressing necessities have been 
relieved, they are decently clothed and rooms allotted to them. 
An examination takes place at frequent intervals for the purpose 
of ascertaining the working capabilities of the inmates of the 
asylum, and each is set to do the work for which he appears most 
fitted. Thus the women are obliged to sew, the children are 
taught some useful trade, and the men are sips eth in various 
ways of gaining a livelihood. Their labour is disposed of at one 
half of the ruling rates ; one-fifth of the product goes to defra 
working expenses, and the remaining four-fifths form a fund, 
their share of which the owners may claim upon leaving the 
establishment and setting up in business for themselves. In this 
way a great deal of good already been done ; so much so, 
that we learn that few beggars are now to be met with in the 
streets of Yedo. 

The vague and contradictory reports relative to the death of a 
J araneas Woy at Hakodadi have been cleared up by the holding 
of an inquest. The following was the verdict returned :—“ That 
the deceased committed suicide by strangulation while in a state 
of frenzy caused by severities inflicted on him by Thomas 
Wright Blakiston, and the fear of future (further 7) punishment, 
combined ‘with the circumstance of his oe in @ position sug- 

estive of committing such an act.” The Japanese authorities 
five entered an action for murder against Mr. Blakiston. 

Captain Garcia, the Peruvian Envoy, has had an audience of 
the Mikado. The Japanese Government has expressed its wil- 
lingness to make a treaty with Peru, but refuses to concede the 
point of extra-territorial jurisdiction. 

The Educational movement is making rapid strides in the 
north, a school having been opened in the Nee-e-gata ken, which 
is attended by no less than fifteen hundred pupils. 

The followin airs ole are from the Japan Gazette :-— 

It is destened y the Government to hold a Universal Exhi- 
bition in Japan in four years from this time. As yet we are not 
clear whether it is to be in Kioto or Yedo, but we believe the 
latter. Commissioners have been appointed in connection with 
the Vienna Exhibition, whose special duty it is to study the 
exact way of carrying out such a scheme in the best manner pos- 
sible ; and the Government is quite prepared to make it a credit- 
able and thoroughly national and international affair. 

Among the Governmental changes—for such continue to be the 
order of the day—which are now in contemplation, is one of a 
very wholesale character, but which we may well suppose must 
be adopted for good reasons, arising from the working of the 
present system. It is the addition of Kens as now established, 
and the division of the country into twelve provinces. 

It is rumoured that another libel suit is likely to be instituted 
against the editor of the Japan Mau. The ground of action will 
be certain remarks contained in an article on a missionary meet- 
ing, at which Mr. Goble was reported to have said he had con- 
verted the Mikado. 

The restrictions hitherto placed upon the export of saltpetre 
are withdrawn. 


NAGASAKI. 
We have advices to the 7th March; the P. and O. mail 


of Jan. 10 was received on the 2nd March. We extract the 


following from the Nagasaki Express :— 
_ Miyagawa Fusayuki, the Governor of N i, will leave for 
Yedo by the Pacitic mail steamer Oregonzan on the 14th March ; 
Yokoyama will be acting Governor pro tem, during his absence, 
which will be about two months. The Governors of Hiogo, Saga, 
Satsuma, Chikuzen, Bungo, and Kokura are also called to the 
capital, and will leave some time during thismonth. By all these 
aul being summoned so hurriedly, it would lead us to suppose 
that matters of considerable importance are under discussion. 
The municipal authorities have commenced planting a line of 
fir trees along the Oura bund. These have been kindly presented 
by one of the residents, and they will, besides improving its ap- 
pearance, also atford some shelter to the police during the summer 
time. A similar experiment was tried some years ago, but nearly 
the whole of the trees died owing to the untavourable nature of 
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the soil, it being nearly all sandstone or sand. The present inno- 
vation perhaps might be attended with success if better earth 
were introduced. 

About four hundred licensed Jinrickishas, besides a number 
of private ones, now perambulate the native town and settle- 
ments. It is estimated that additions to the number of these 
carriages are made at the rate of about seventy-five per week. 
Notwithstanding the police have orders to prevent them using 
the pavement, they have already become very troublesome to 
pedestrians, owing to many of the streets in Nagasaki being mere 
courts or alleys. 

Fhe Russian steamer Courier, which has been lying up here 

since her arrival, has been placed upon the Patent Slip, to ascer- 
tain what damage she sustained by running on the rock at Ayan 
(Russian Manchuria), in October last. She will undergo repairs, 
and also have her machinery put in good order. 
_ A large Dambi of about seven tons capacity, which was lying 
in Messrs. J. F. Mitchell and Co.’s yard, at Namenohira, has 
been launched into the harbour and stolen by some Japanese 
thieves, it is supposed for the sake of the metal with which the 
bottom was sheathed. 

We hear that schools are in course of establishment in 
Nagasaki in view of compulsory education being introduced. 
One es two have already been formed, and others will be shortly 
opened. 

The amount of treasure imported into Nagasaki by the Pacific 
mail steamers between the Ist January and the 3lst December, 
1872, was over one million dollars. 

The American steamer Yokohama Maru has changed her flag 
to the Japanese, and has left for the Loochoos. 





CHINA.

HANKOW. 

For the last five years Hankow has been subjected to severe 
inundations, and the Han river has done much damage to the 
houses built on piles which line its north bank. In one place, 
last summer, several houses were swept away. Formerly the 
course of the Han was more direct than at present, but at one 
place a sand island has gradually risen up, and has given a curve 
to the course of the river which directs the whole force of the 
very swift summer current against the north bank. This island 
or sandbank is now being cut through, so as to make the river 
channel nearly straight, and save the north bank and the very 
valuable property there from being destroyed. The idea 
originated with the Chinese merchants of Hankow, who 
petitioned the Viceroy of Hukuang to allow some such works 
to be commenced. H.E. assented, and allowed his soldiers to 
perform the task. There are at present between 4,000 and 5,000 
men at work, and the channel, about half a mile in length, is 
nearly completed, one end alone being yet unexcavated. It is 
estimated the work will cost over Tls. 200,000, and the money is 
provided by a tax on house rent. 


SHANGHAL 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 14th 
March ; the French mail from London Jan, 17 arrived out on 
the 8th, and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 24 on the 13th 
March. The following items of news are from the North China 
Herald :— 


The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Shanghai Steam 
Navigation Company was held on the 7th March. The accounts 
appence to the report AN, hich was ee in our last issue) 
showed a net profit of Tls. 172,665, ying Tis. 270,000 as 
dividend as the rate of 12 per cent. on the capital, and making 
considerable repairs to the working steamers. is balance was 
transferred to insurance and depreciation fund, which now 
stands at Tls. 1,073,901. The purchase of some property adjoin- 
ing the company’s premises In Hongkew and in Namtao was 
approved. Mesars. F. B. Forbes (President), John Dent, F. H. 
Bell, F. D. Hitch, and W. J. Blydenburgh, were elected directors 
for the current year ; and certain alterations in the deed of set- 
tlement were agreed to. 

We regret to learn that this Company's steamer Kiangloong 
is wrecked, on a sunken rock in the Vangtss about a mile below 
Hen Point, and is likely to be a total losa) The Kiangloong left 
Shanghai for Hankow on the 7th March, and at 7.30 a.m. on the 
9th struck on a ledge of rocks running north and south, about 
50 feet wide by 100 feet long, and some 350 to 400 yards from 
the shore. She commenced almost at once to fill with water, and 
settle down. The engineer, had time to blow off steam and 
empty the boilers and shut the valves, so that the chances of 
recovery of the machinery are favourable. No lives were lost, 
the upper deck indeed being still out of water; and the ngers 
were transhipped as soon as practicable into junks, to be landed at 
Nganking and there await the next upward boat. The steamer 
Tungting, which passed about five hours after the accident, took 
on foart 300 bales of cotton, and 25 packages of opium and silk ; 
and efforts are being made to tranship the remainder of the 
cargo into junks, assistance for this purpose having been obtained 
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from Nganking. The cargo consists, we believe, chiefly of cotton, 
which will probably be saved, and of sugar, which stands rather 
a r ce. 1e vessel seems to have struck on a pinnacle 
rock, about three-quarters of a mile from a ledge of rocks off Hen 
Point—190 miles above Chinki We hear it reported that 
the Glengyle touched the same rock about three years ago, and 
the Fire Queen some five or six years ago, but since then nothing 
has been heard of them. The fact no doubt is that, in ordinary 
times, steamers have frequently passed over the spot safely ; but 
the river is now two feet lower than it has ever before been 
known by foreigners. 

The Grand Duke Alexis, together with Admiral Passeit and 
some members of his staff, arnved in S hai on the 13th of 
March. We understand that the Grand Duke, after a short stay 
here, intends visiting the River ports, and on his return from 
Hankow will proceed to Nagasaki, en route for the Amoor and 
St. Petersburg, va Siberia.

A deputa- 
tion of gentlemen representing the most influential houses in 
Shanghai waited on Mr. Maclean before his departure, to pre- 
sent him with an address, testifying to his care for commercial 
int erests, and expressing their personal regard for him and good 
wishes for his future happiness. 

We understand that several of the crew of the ship Kirkland, 
which arrived on the 11th March, after a passage of 196 da 
from Sunderland, are badly down with scurvy. The crew only 
numbers thirteen hands, and six of these are confined to their 
beds; they have, of course, not been able to get proper 
attention at sea, and can hardly do so now they are in port. The 
case has, we hear, attracted the notice of the Consular authorities, 
and an inquiry is likely to be held. 

A parade was held.on the 8th March of all branches of the 
volunteers. About 100 men turned out, and went through some 
skirmishing drill on the race course, and in the country at the 
back of the grand stand. We hear that the Artillery intend to 
make another trip to Woosung for shell abe The success of 
their excursion last year will ensure a full attendance of members.

HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 20th March ; the outward French 
mail of Jan. 31 was received on the 13th, and the following P. 
and O. mail of Feb. 7 on the 17th March. The following items 
are from the Overland China Mad :— 

Japan seems as eager in the way of treaty-making as in most 
other ways indicative of movement or Lae i Her negotiations 
with China have been somewhat curious. Nosooner had the first 
treaty been concluded by Li Hung Chang with the Japanese 
Envoy, than, as we stated at the time, the protest of the foreign 
Ministers in Japan on the offensive and defensive alliance article 
led to the despatch of a second embassy under Yanagiwara for 
the purpose a amending the objectionable clause. This envo 
remained for some time at Tientsin, and, as everyone belisved, 
succeeded in satisfactorily adjusting all the matters under discus- 
sion. We now, however, learn by private, but reliable, informa- 
tion, that a third embassy is shortly to visit China for the pur- 
pose of effecting further modifications in the text of the treaty, 
and, eventually, ratifying the twice-amended text. Considerable 
importance is evidently attached to this final mission by the Ja- 
panese Government, inasmuch as the present Minister of Foreign 
Affairs has been designated as Envoy, while General Le Gendre, 
late U. S. Consul at ‘Amoy, will, we understand, act as Secretary. 
The date fixed for the arrival of the embassy at Shanghai is about 
the middle.of this month. 


H.E. Sir Arthur Kennedy, with Vice-Admiral Shadwell and 
Commodore Shortt, has visited Canton in the Suamis. The Jron 
Duke and Opossum proceeded to Whampoa, the former to lie up 
in fresh water and the latter to act as tender.

Dependent as we are here upon the outside world for news, 
the scarcity of that commodity in the North makes us dull here. 
Private letters from Peking tell me that the Audience question is 
still in statu quo. i He of this, the China Mail thus explains 
‘the telegram, which, founded upon a leading article in its 
columns, appears to have conveyed: a good deal more than was 
really meant to people at home :— 


A correspondent of the Shanghai Courier writes to say that “ the 
anxiety of the foreign representatives as to the future presents an 
almost ludicrous contrast to the recent article of the London Daily 
News, based on the information of its special correspondent in China 
(whoever he may be), that the Audience question had been already for- 
mally conceded.” We do not know who the correspondent of the 
Daily News may be, nor have we much confidence in any statement 
about the question having been “formally” conceded. But as that 
word was omitted in Reuter’s telegram from Hong Kong, and the tele- 
gram was apparently based upon a paragraph which appeared in this 
journal, we may be permitted, perhaps, to point out to would-be critics 
the difference between what we really did say and what we are supposed 
to have said. Our statement was to the effect that it was generally re- 
ported in official circles that the Audience Question “was reported” as 
settled. In other words, that the foreign officials at Peking had been 
led to believe that the Chinese had come to a favourable decision as to 
their future action, though no official intimation of that fact had been 
made. This is very different from the “formally conceded" of the 
Davly News, or the “formally settled” of other home journals. We 


are, probably, in possession of the latest private news from Peking, 
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which states that an audience had been applied for by the foreign Minis- 
ters (not on the 24th, as the Courier’s correspondent put it), but that 
nothing had been settled ; and that the general feeling amongst foreigners 
was one of uncertainty, inclining to a belief that the Chinese would give 
way. There is nothing in this to contradict the news we formerly pub- 
lished. On the contrary, we now have additional reason to believe that 
the Chinese have determined upon a course of action of which conces- 
sion will be the ultimate feature, if need be, though some attempt will 
probably be made to postpone or evade it. 


The foregoing satisfactorily explains the mistake, and I ma 
now add that my own information confirms the fact published, 
of the Ministers having applied for an audience. I further learn 
that the Chinese have admitted to at least one foreign official their 
willingness to give in if they can only keep up appearances with 
the mob of the capital. 

A story reaches me from the same quarter which has not yet 
found its way into print. It appears that Mr. Man, Private Secre- 
tary of the Inspector-General of Customs, was riding out witha 
servant at the close of the New-year’s festivities, when he fell 
in with one of those numerous cavalcades which herald the ap- 
proach of a Chinese great man. The official whom they escorted 
was no less a personage than the Prince of Tun’s eldest son, who 
is looked upon as heir presumptive to the throne, under the pecu- 
liar system which lets the brother or cousin succeed in place of 
the son. He drew back to avoid them, but to his ie surprise 
the Prince separated from the escort, and putting his own pony 
alongside of Mr. Man’s, entered into conversation with him, 
which lasted for some twenty minutes, when very politely bow- 
ing and wishing him adieu, the young prince (who is about 
eighteen years of age), turned up another street. The circum- 
stance, trifling as it is, is looked upon as very important by the 
officials at the capital, and is held to augur a wi ess on the 
part of the Imperial family to solve the Audience question in a 
summary and satisfactory manner. 

We have little going on in Hong Kong beyond the items you will 
find in the papers.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 27th 


March ; the P. and O. mail, from London February 21, arrived 
out on the 26th March. The following summary of news is 
from the Straits Times :— 


The Legislative Council has met only once during the fort- 
night, on the 25th inst., when the Courts Bill, the Appeals Bill, 
and the Bill to repeal certain ordinances and portions of ordi- 
nances, passed their second reading, and a new Bill was intro- 
duced which we have not yet seen, but which, in the official 
minutes published elsewhere, is entitled a “ Bill to Regulate the 
Salary of Officers Administering the Government of the Colony and 
the Furnishing of the Government House.” The title is certainly 
ominous, and the public will be somewhat curious to learn its pur- 

rt. Nothing has yet been donetowards the Militia Bill in council 
Eevond its first reading, and, should it be persisted in, it will 
meet with a strong opposition from the community. The report 
of the committee appointed by the governor to inquire into the 
question of the Stamp Revenue has reached us too late for publi- 
cation. It is an important document, and recommends the sub- 
stitution of adhesive instead of impressed stamps for most com- 
mercial documents, with the exception of promissory notes. If 
not trammelled too strictly by prescribed forms as to the manner 
of cancelling the ee the change recommended would be a 
great convenience to the merchants, as well as a saving to the 
Government in the labour and expense of the Stamp Depart- 
ment. 

A correspondence regarding the Penang Wharf, which has been 
laid before the Council, does not speak much for the liberality of 
the Government towards the undeitaking. From a common 
sense point of view, the promoters appear to have had rather the 
best of the controversy, and have met the objections raised by the 
Government with forcible arguments. The avowed object in 
placing this correspondence before the Council is to allow the 
promoters, if so dis , to come and to ask that body for the 
concession. If the rebuff they have met when they thought 
everything already settled has not discouraged the Penang people 
from investing in the undertaking, we see no reason to doubt 
that the application will be met in a liberal spirit, at least by the 
unofficial members. 

In connection with Penang matters, the Dutch expedition to 
Atchin is just now exciting considerable interest. The Dutch 
Commissioner to the Sultan of Atchin has assured the Governor, 
in reply to the letter of the Singapore merchants published in our

THE WAR IN SUMATRA.—RETIREMENT OF THE DUTCH 
FORCES. . 
(REUTER’8 TELEGRAMS. ) 

Tue Haave, APRIL 20.—The Minister of the Colonies has received 
a telegram from the Governor-General of Java which states that, ac- 
cording to advices from the Government commissary, dated the 17th 
inst., the troops met with a decided repulse on the previous day near 
Craton, and fell back to their bivouacs on the sea shore. The situation 
was such that, in view of the monsoon, the idea was entertained of 
suspending the expedition. 

Penanc, Apri. 20.—All the Dutch troops have retreated to the sea 
beach behind stockades. Their position there is probably untenable. 
The Atchinese forces are large, and the rainy season has commenced. 
The Dutch losses in killed and wounded are estimated at 500 men; 
those of the Atchinese are unknown, but are immense. 

THe Hacue, APRIL 21.—The Minister for the Colonies has received a 
telegram from the Governor-General of the Dutch East Indies, an- 
nouncing that a Council of War has been held in front of Atchin, under 
the presidency of the Government Commissary, at which the opinion 
was unanimously expressed that the position was untenable after the 
losses that had been sustained, and especially on account of the violence 
of the monsoon. Consequently, the Governor-General and the Presi- 
dent of the Assembly of the Council, in presence of the military and 
naval commanders, and General Verspyk, resolved to suspend the expe- 
dition until the autumn. This resolution was especially adopted on ac- 
count of the monsoon, which might interrupt for whole weeks all com- 
munication between the shore and the ships, and thus stop every means 
of conveying provisions and fresh water to the troops. e blockade of 
the coast will be maintained. 

Penanc, Aprit 22.—The Dutch Expedition has been recalled to 
Padang. Apprehensions are entertained of an outbreak at other ports 
in Sumatra. 

Tue Hacve, APRIL 22.—In to-day’s sitting of the Second Chamber 
the Minister for the Colonies announced the reception of a telegram 
stating that the losses of the army before Atchin amounted to seven 
officers and 38 men killed, and 25 officers and 383 men wounded. 

THE Hacue, ApriL 23.—The Dutch Government has received no 
intelligence confirming the despatch from Penang that the expedition 
has been recalled to Padang, and that outbreaks were feared in other 
parts of Sumatra. It consequently contradicts the news, and advises 
the country not to permit itself to be disquieted without cause by in- 
telligence the gist of which is not properly understood. Padang being 
a military station of the expedition, it is only natural that the troops 
should be sent thither. Moreover, this movement may be due to the 
desire of the authorities to watch over the possessions of Holland in the 
vicinity of Acheen. This official statement, in conclusion, reassures 
the public, by suggesting that it is probable that ill-founded conjectures 
are made at Penang respecting the retrograde movement of the Dutch 
troopa. 

Tit Hacur, Apri 24.—The statement of the Minister of the Colo- 
nies, laid before the Second Chamber, concerning the causes and motive 
cf the Atchin war has been published. The document is very volumi- 
nous, ai1-1 gives historical details of the Dutch relations with Atchin since 
1824 until the latest events. The Dutch Colonial Government saw 
clearly that the Sultan and his officers were deceiving and acting 
traitorously towards the Dutch, and had demanded aid against them 
from foreign Powers, notably from France and Italy, the while they 
were negotiating with the Dutch forthe settlement of their differences. 
They hai asked the Dutch to assist them in arranging their internal 
schisms, and had given assurances of friendship. This treacherous 
conduct determined the Government to demand explanations from 

hem, and to prevent any foreign intervention, The Government Com- 


missioner was directed only to declare war against them should the At- 
chinese refuse to give complete explanations of their past attitude, and 
guarantee for the future. According to his instructions, war was only 
to be declared by the Dutch Commissioner in the last extremity. The 
absolute refusal of the Atchinese Government to comply with his de- 
mands determined the Commissioner to declare war, which was accord- 
ingly done on the 30th of March. The report says that the Dutch 
Government has exchanged notes on the subject with the various 
Powers who were mixed up in the affair, and has received most friendly 
assurances of approval and support from all of them. 

PENANG, APRIL 26.—No effective blockade has as yet been established 
around the Atchin ports. 

THE Haave, Aprit 26.—The Dutch Government is taking energetic 
steps to strengthen the military and naval forces, and to complete the 
war materiel in the East Indies. Among other ateps fourteen steamers 
of different tonnage will be sent out, and great quantities of ammuni- 
tion, arms, and artillery will be forwarded to the seat of war.

PRESENTATION TO AN OLD CHINA FREEMASON. 

On Tuesday last there was an interesting private Masonic ceremony 
at the Moira ge, No. 92, held at the London Tavern, consisting of 
the presentation of a testimonal in the form of a Masonic jewel to Mr. 
A. R. Tilby, who has recently arrived from Shanghai, after a term of 
residence extending over twenty-two years, The presentation was made 
by Bro. Cornelius Thorne, and Bros. Rawson, P.P.G.M., and Murray, 
D.G.M., of China, were invited for the occasion, but the lattcr was un- 
able to attend, owing to illness. In presenting the jewel, Mr. Thorne 
addressed a few remarks to the brethren assembled on the satisfactory 
progress of Freemasony in China, and after alluding to the valuable ser- 
vices which had been rendered by Mr. Tilby, formally made the presen- 
tation in the name of the Tuscan Lodge of China. Mr. Tilby responded 
in a few words, expressive of the gratification he felt at a compliment 
which had been entirely unexpected. Mr. Rawson in returning thanks 
for the grand officers took the opportunity of testifying to the 
great zeal which had at all times been manifested by Mr. Tilby in pro- 
mulgating the benefits of Freemasonry in China. 

The following is a description of the jewel, which was procured by 
Mr. Thorne, at the request of the Tuscan Lodge :—A gold plate of shield 
shape mounted with silver angels surmounted with the Tuscan column 
and backed by the square and compasses, the whole crowned by the 
five-pointed star, set with a lustrous diamond. It is suspended 
by a ribbon clasped with hangers of gold representing bamboos. 
In the centre of the shield is a garter bearing an inscription denoting 
the name of the lodge, within which, on light blue enamel, is delineated 
the Past Master’s emblem, underneath which is the Chinese Dragon. Be- 
neath is entwined a spray of acacia and an ear of corn. This is the first 
Masonic jewel of this particular description ever made, it having been 
specially designed by Bro. Walter Spencer, of Great Queen-street, whom 
our Shanghai readers will remember as an old resident. On the reverse 
it bears the following inscription :—“ Presented to Bro. A. R. Tilby, 
P.M. ; P.D.G.M. China, by the brethren of the Tuscan Lodge, No. 1,027, 
of which he was the first Worshipful Master, on his departure from 
Shanghai, January 1873, as a token of their great esteem, and to mark 
their appreciation of his untiring effurts to promote the interests of the 
Lodge, andfto disseminate the principles of Freemasonry in China.” 
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THE Japanese Embassy arrived at Copenhagen on the 18th inst., and 
was Officially received at the railway station by the civil and military 
functionaries of the capital. The ambassadors soun afterwards pro- 
ceeded to the hotel of the Minister of Foreign Affairs, Barun Rvuse- 
norn-Lehn, and thence went on a tour of inspection round the city, 
paying especial attention to the Palace of Rosenberg, the museum of 
the Danish kings. On the ensuing day the ambassadors had an au- 
dience of his Majesty ; subsequently paid visits to all the members of 
the Royal Family, and were entertained by the King at a State dinner 
given in their honour. On the 20th the merchants of Copenhagen gave 
a banquet to the Embassy in the great hall of the Exchange, and the 
ambassadors were entertained by the Foreign Minister to a dinner on 
the 21st. 

It will be remembered that two suits were tried in the Court of 
Chancery in February last, in which Mr. Thomas Fairbairn and Capt. 
Sherard Osborne were the plaintiffs in one, and Mr. W. Smith and 
Mr. A. H. Novelli in the other. The defendant was Mr. Lay, C.B., and 
the action was brought for the purpose of clearing up some dealings 
which had taken place in connection with the Japanese and Chinese 
Governments. The judgment was against Mr. Lay, who has now given 
notice of appeal against the decision. 

THE Prince of Wales held a lerée Thursday at St. James’s Palace on 
behalf of Her Majesty, at which numerous presentations were made, 
including the Rev. Canon Beckles, Colonial Chaplain of Singapore, Mr. 
Arthur N. Birch, on appointment to Ceylon, as Secretary, Mr. William E. 
F, Sharpe, Ceylon Civil Service, and Mr. Walter J. Sendall (Director of 
Public Instruction, Ceylon), by the Secretary of State for the Colonies, 
and Surrawongse, a nobleman of Siam, by Karl Granville. 

THE Junior Vice Minister of the Naval Department of the Japanese 
Government, attended by several other officers uf the same nationality, 
visited the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich, on the 22nd _ inst., with an order 
from the Secretary of State for War, and spent the greater part of the 
time in the Royal gun factories. 

In a leading article on the new scheme of education promulgated by 
the Japanese Government, published in vur last issue, we inadvertently 
referred to Mr. Mori as “ American Minister at Yedo,” instead of 
Japanese Minister at Washington.” 

THE Paris papers mention the approaching marriage of a member of 
the Japanese Embassy to a French lady, who has insisted on his pre- 
viously embracing the Catholic religion.

ATCHIN. 

THE attack made by the Dutch Government upon the 
dominions of the Sultan of Atchin and its ultimate results 
—which will scarcely add to the military prestige of Hol- 
land—have drawn attention to a country of which but 
little is known. Atchin or Acheen—the correct ortho- 
graphy seems to be doubtful—is situated on the north-west 
of the island of Sumatra, and was formerly one of the most 
important among the independent States of the East Indian 
Archipelago, but both its power and its extent appear to have 
been considerably diminished of late years. It is said to be 
6,260 square miles in extent, but so little is known of the 
interior that the number of its inhabitants is variously 
estimated by different authorities at 2,000,000 down to 
450,000. The country is very mountainous and is believed 
to be rich in metals. The climate is healthy, any excess 
of warmth being mitigated by sea breezes. Trade and 
shipping flourish, especially along the coast between the 
capital Atchin to Singkel, where the so-called pepper-har- 
bours are situated. On the other side of the Empire the 
coast is nearly unapproachable, owing to enormous breakers. 
The chief occupation of the inhabitants is the cultivation 
of pepper and rice, the annual production of the first- 
named article being from 150,000 to 200,000 piculs. The 
Atchinese are very industrious, and their only vice appears 
to be an immoderate indulgence in the use of opium, which 
is imported chiefly in English vessels, which maintain a 
revular trade between Penang, Singapore, and Atchin. 

It appears that the Empire was first visited by the Portu- 
guese as early as the year 1506. About acentury later—in 
1595—the Dutch made their appearance, followed, in 1612, 
by an English expedition of four merchant vessels, com- 
manded by Captain JAMES LANCASTER, who was the bearer 
of a letter from Queen ELIZABETH to the then reigning 
Sultan. This was the commencement of a series of petty in- 
trigues between the English and the Dutch to secure a mono- 
poly of the trade which even thus early was beginning to be 
valuable. In 1795, however, England secured possession 
of several places in Sumatra, put an end to the power of 
the Dutch East India Company, and at the same time ob- 
tained great influence in Atchin. Some few years later, in 
1818, a civil war which had prevailed for a long time was 
ended, by Sir STAMFORD RAFFLES interfering in favour of 
Sultan DJANHAR, who was established in the Government 
by the power of the British, and in return concluded a 
treaty giving the English certain rights of trade to the 
exclusion of other European nations. In 1824 there was 
another alteration in the state of affairs, the British 
possessions in Sumatra being ceded to Holland in ex- 
change for Malacca, and a treaty being concluded _be- 
tween Great Britain and Holland, by which the Pro- 
tectorate of Atchin was transferred to the Dutch, but 
with the stipulation that the independence of the At- 
chinese should be maintained. This change did not please 
the Penang and Singapore traders, and they strongly pro- 
tested when the Dutch took possession of Singkel, a small 
tributary State of Atchin. Last year another treaty was 
concluded between England and Holland, by which the 
authority of the Dutch is recognised throughout Sumatra, 
with the exception of Atchin and some inland States. 

The primary cause of the last dispute between the 
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Government of Java and the Sultan of Atchin is involve® 
in obscurity, but it is sufficiently clear that the destruction o 

the independence of the country and its annexation to the 
Dutch East Indian Colonies in effect if not in form were 
contemplated. The campaign has been but a brief one 
In their first attack upon the Atchinese fortresses the Dutch 
forces were repulsed with heavy loss and their commander 
was killed. In fact the expedition has been wholly un- 
successful, and in the announcement that further operations 
have been postponed until the autumn it is easy to read a 
confession of failure. It is impossible to regret the disaster 
which has befallen the expedition. The Dutch have gone 
to war with an unoffending nation without pretext and 
simply in pursuance of a policy of annexation, and the 
question remains whether their conduct does not constitute 
an infringement of the treaty with the British Government 
which specially stipulates for the preservation of the inde- 
pendance of Atchin. 


THE forty-fifth anniversary of the Geographical Society 
of Berlin was held at ARNIM's Hotel, Berlin, on Sunday, the 
20th inst. The President, Dr. BASTIAN, having read a 
sketch of the work of the Society in various parts of the 
world, the company, which comprised about two hundred 
ladies and gentlemen, adjourned to dinner. The first 
toast, the EMPEROR and EMPRESS, was proposed by Dr. 
BASTIAN, and was followed by the National Anthem (set to 
the same musicas our own). At this momenta telegram of 
congratulations arrived from the Society at Vienna. The 
other toasts, each accompanied by suitable music, in- 
cluded the Founders and old Presidents, by General von 
TROSCHKE ; the Ladies, by Dr. SIEMENS, who made a very 
humorous speech ; the Scientific Travellers, by Herr RATH 
MEITZEN ; the Visitors, by Professor HARTMANN, and the 
Health of the President. Baron von RICHTOFEN, Baron 
von RADOWITZ and Herr GAETMER, late German Consul 
in Japan, were present. 


THE Japanese Embassy have arrived at Copenhagen from 
St. Petersburg, va Stettin and Kiel. It was the intention 
of the Ambassador to proceed first to Stockholm, but navi- 
gation was impeded by ice. From Copenhagen it is ex- 
pected that the Embassy will proceed to Vienna. The at- 
taches, GAH and IKEDA, are leaving by the French mail 
from Marseilles, for Japan. The subject of the cession of 
the island of Sanghalien to Russia, was discussed at St. 
Petersburg, but no definite result was arrived at. The 
German books despatched to Japan are described as by: 
shiploads. 


WE observe that Mr. H. F. Hout, the newly appointed 
Professor of Chinese at the London University, has com- 
menced his class for the study of that language. To*young 
men who may be going out to China an opportunity is now 

resented of acquiring some preliminary and essential 
inewledae of the language, which, in view of the constantly 
increasing intercourse between natives and foreigners, is 
daily becoming more necessary. 


IN connection with the withdrawal of General VLANGALI, 
Russian Minister at Peking, it is rumoured that M. STRUVE, 
at present Councillor to the Governor-General of Siberia, 
at Irkutsk, will proceed to occupy the post. 


THE appointment of Mr. RUDOLPH JENSEN as Danish 
Consul at Hong Kong has been gazetted. 





CHINA CUSTOMS GAZETTE. 

The Reports of Trade for the quarter ending Dec. 31, 1872, 

have just appeared. We give our usual résumé :— 
NEWCHWANG. : 

Mr. Taintor, Acting Commissioner, reports the only noticeable 
item as the excessively large importation of T-cloths. The re- 
ports from the interior regarding the harvest were more favour- 
able than had been anticipated. It was estimated that from six 
to seven-tenths of a “full” crop had been gathered, both of 
millet, the staple of food, and beans, the principal export. The 

rospects of trade for the coming season were regarded as good. 
The revenue had advanced from Tls, 56,231 in the corresponding 
quarter of last year to Tls._76,347. 
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TIENTSIN, 

Mr. Commissioner Hart reports a quarter which compares 
favourably with last year. The demand for piece goods was 
steady, but the prices unremunerative. The import of cotton 
goods increased 57,216 pieces in grey shirtings, 28,659 in white ; 
10,820 in Dutch drills ; 10,099 in sheetings ; 10,407 in chintzes ; 
and 7,870 in Turkey reds and cambrics. In T-cloths only was 
there a dragging market, the commoner kind of shirtings having 
taken their place. American drills seem to have gone entirely 
out of use, only one piece having been imported during the 
quarter, against 24,792 pieces in the corresponding period of 
last year. Woollens show an increase in every article. The 
import of Lustres and Orleans notably increased from 7,300 to 
13,868 pieces. There was an increase in the import of opium, 
owing to a falling off in the supply of the native drug, and the 
publication of the edict prohibiting the cultivation of the poppy. 

The mildness of the weather was unprecedented. The Peiho 
continued navigable up to the end of the year, and there seemed 
every i Se of its remaining open during the rest of the 
winter. he revenue for the quarter showed Tls. 109,237, 
against Tls. 130,592 for the corresponding period of the previous 
year, and Tis. 126,600 in 1870. 

A Chinese company was formed for the transport of grain 
tribute by steamer. A wharf was being constructed, and ground 
had been bought for a warehouse.

Mr. Lloyd E. Palm, assistant in charge, reports the quarter's 
revenue as Tis, 104,274, against Tls. 76,563 in the corresponding 
period of the previous year, and Tls.

THE CHINA FLEET. 


Although a number of changes have taken place in the China fleet 
since the List last appeared in our columns, the strength of the squad- 
ron has not been materially atfected. Four vessels have been ordered 
home—the Adventure, 2 guns, 400-horse power, iron screw-troopship, 
Commander the Hon. Albert D. S. Denison (ordered to be recom- 
missioned, and brought home by the crew of the Zebra) ; Barrosa, 17, 
400, screw-corvette, Captain Lewis J. Moore ; Juno, 6, 400, screw-corvette, 
Captain John H. E. Baird; and the Sylvia, 5, 150, screw surveying 
vessel, Commander Henry C. St. John. These four vessels, as will be 
seen, carry 40 guns, and their engines are of 1,350-horse power. But 
to replace these, three vessels—the Thalia, the Thetis, and the Frolic, 
carrying 23 guns, with engines of 850-hurse power—have been sent out. 
The following isa list of the ships, vessels, and gunboats on the station, 
and of the officers in charge of the various establishments ashore, show-

If the contents of a varied and interesting number can excuse 
a few days’ unavoidable delay in publication—as we cannot doubt 
will be the case in this instance—the editor of the China Review ; 
or, Notes and Queries on the Fur Kast, may be fairly congratulated 
on a pronounced success in the third part of his promising maga- 
zine. ‘“ The Adventures of a Chinese Giant ” lose none of their 


attractiveness as they progress. ‘“ The Symbols of the Yih-king” 
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is an erudite and exhaustive paper by the Rev. Canon McClatchie. 
“The Colony of Hong Kong” is an agreeable memorial of a long 
residence there by the Rev. James Legge. Dr. Kerr con- 
tributes an interesting paper on “Chinese Medicine,” and 
the Rev. Mr. Edkins one on “Chinese Philology.” Be- 
sides these_articles there is a spirited rendering of a Chinese 
poem by the Rev. John Chalmers, and the part is com- 
poe by a number of amusing “ Notes and Queries on 

astern Matters,” among which a Chinese comic song, translated 
by Mr. Gardner, deserves notice, if only as tending to prove that 
the dulness of our own music-halls is becoming cosmopolitan. 
We can seldom find room for extracts, but the following escrip- 
tion of a Mongolian praying-machine is too good to part with, 
It is “a red copper cylinder about five inches long, and three 
inches in diameter. The bottom and top are both removable. 
In the centre of the bottom is a hole through which a copper 
in es and fits into a socket in the centre of the inner sur- 
ace of the lid. Holding this pin in the left hand, and giving 
the machine a revolving motion with the right, it can be kept 
spinning rapidly round, as an acrobat uses in supporting bowie 
saucers, &c., on the top of a wand. The outer surface of the 
cylinder is divided by chased scroll-work into five panels, on 
each of which is a Sanscrit character standing out in iyaseteliel 
the whole forming the Buddhist ejaculatory prayer, Omi pat mi 
hom! Of course the idea is that the more frequent the revolu- 
tions of the machine, the greater the merit of the revolutionist.” 


The Journal of the Royal Asiatic Society opens with an in- 
teresting Essay on the narrative of the journey of an old Chinese 
traveller from Patna to Ballabhi, by Dr. Ferguson. Colonel H. 
Yule contributes a couple of short but interesting papers. Dr. 
H. Keen gives a tramalation of a system of astrology from the 
Sanskrit, and Mr. Edward Thomas has a paper on ‘ie “ Tnitial 
Coinage of Bengal.” The “Legend of Dipankara Buddha,” a 
translation, which will be probably more generally attractive 
than any other of the contents of the number, very appropriately 
closes it. The new series of this excellent Review is got up with 
the care which Messrs, Trubner and Co. bestow on all their 


publications. 
Twelve True Tales of the Law. By Copid Fandi, S. C. L. Bar- 
rister-at-Law. London: Effingham Wilson, Royal Exchange. 


—This is a very small book, but it is so entertaining that we wish 
it had been expanded into a Decameron, for which, if the rumour 
which assigns its authorship to one of the most eminent of the 
“‘ gentlemen of the long faba ” be true, we have no doubt that 
ample and varied materials might have been supplied from his 
professional experience. As it is, Mr. “Copid Fandi” — who 
might be termed “ Plus Reticens ”—has written a dozen divert- 
ing, and even exciting anecdotes, which bear the stamp of actual 
occurrence, apparently rather for his own amusement than to 
court the popular applause. Through the midst of these twelve 
tales runs a vein of sly humour, which irresistibly suggests the 
shrewd perception which all ent ha have of the time-honoured 
character of Serjeant Eitherside — but some important legal 

ints, disposed of in the course of the narratives, convey 
information which may be useful. A very brief notice 
of the titles of the most entertaining tales in this little 
volume—which is so small that it would be unfair to make 
extracts from it—will show our readers the kind of reading they 
have to expect when they add it to the list of their circulating 
library. Among these is a strange story of Baron Alderson’s 
concerning a case of mistaken identity. There is a singular account 
of the way in which poetical—as well as legal—justice was 
dealt out to a certain Widow Sheepshanks’s second husband. 
There is a strange account of the dilemma in which the governor 
of a settlement on the coast of Africa was placed in consequence 
of the refusal of all the inhabitants, native and foreign, to become 
the executioner of a convict. There is a comical tale of a Cornish 
captain, who insisted on employing three solicitors at once with- 
out informing them of their unconscious coadjutorship, and came 
to grief in consequence. And there is a humorous description of 
the way in which the late Mr. Serjeant “Chalks” worked his 
“thick subterranean stratum of humour ” in an elaborate County 
Court judgment. These are the stories which have left the most 
vivid impression on our memory; but none of the others are 
dull ; and the perusal of Mr. Copid Fandi’s little volume will be 
certain to while away ina very agreeable manner the hour or two 
that it occupies. 


THE ORIENTAL BANK CORPORATION. 

The annual general meeting of the shareholders of this bank was 
held on the 24th inst. ,at the office of the corporation, Threadncedle-street ; 
Mr. James Blyth in the chair. The notice calling the meeting was read 
by Mr. C.J. F. Stuart, the chief manager. The report, which was taken 
as read, stated that in the gencral statement of affiirs and balance- 
sheet for the year 1872, submitted to the proprietors, it was shown that 
the net profit of the corporation for that period (including €5,428 8s, 10d. 
brought forward) amounted to £187,590 15s, 2d. after deducting current 
expenses, providing for all bad and doubtful debts, and appropriating 
£6,000 to the reserve fund, which would then, with the insurance fund, 
stand at an aggregate sum of half a million sterling. The dividend of 
6 per cent. paid in November last, for the half-yearended June 30, had 
absorbed £90,000 of the profits, leaving £97,590 15s. 2d. now to be dealt 
with, out of which it was propused to pay a like dividend of £90,000 


for the subsequent half-year, making a distribution of 12 per cent. for 
the year. The dividend would be paid, as usual, free of income-tax on 
May 1, and when this had been provided for there would remain 
£7,590 15s, 2d. to be carried to the credit of next year’s account. 

The Chairman said he had the pleasure to declare a dividend of £1 10s. 
per share, in addition to £1 108. per share already paid, to be paid on 
the lst May, clear of income-tax. In moving the adoption of the 
report, he said the directors had very great satisfaction in coming 
before the proprietors, and, for the fourteenth time, recommending a 
dividend of 6 per cent. fur the half-year, making a dividend of 12 per 
cent. per annum. That dividend had now been continued for the 
long period of seven years without interruption. No doubt many of 
the gentlemen in the room were aware that the business with India 
and China had not been of a very satisfactory character for some time 
past. It would be remembered that they had a special meeting of 
the shareholders on the 3lst of January, when the proprietors 
authorised the directors to apply to Parliament for an Act to 
extend the powers of the corporation ; a Bill was now before Parliament, 
and had been read a second time in the House of Lords, and the 
board had every reason to believe that it would pass both Houses very 
shortly. At the last general meeting he stated that they had made a 
serious loss by the failure of Gledstanes and Co. ; that had all been pro- 
vided for, as well as every bad and doubtful debt which the bank had 
been exposed to. The directors, having looked into the affairs of the 
corporation with great care, considered that the state of the corporation 
Was never more satisfactory than at present. (Cheers.) The accounts 
were made up to the 31st of December last ; but, thanks to telegraphic 
communication, the directors had received about three months’ later 
news from all the branches, and they were all going on in the most 
satisfactory manner. ‘The corporation still enjoyed the high position 
which it had so long maintained. With these observations he moved the 
accounts be received and adopted. 

Dr. Thom said the chairman had alluded in very gentle terms to the 
case of Gledstanes and Co., and, perhaps, after such a long lapse of 
time, it was not wonderful that such should be the case, although the 
thing was very differently alluded to at the meetings of the bank shortly 
after the collapse. He believed the liquidation of Gledstanes’ estate 
was voluntary, and not under the supervision of the Court of Chancery ; 
and therefore, perhaps, it was not so satisfactory in the absence of spe- 
cific inforination as if it was under the control of the Court, and he 
would, therefore, like to ask whether the directors were perfectly satis- 
fied that the liquidation was being conducted in a satisfactory manner. 
He would also like to ask another question, which might be more serious. 
He did not know whether there were any gentlemen in the room 
who were shareholders in the Chartered Mercantile Bank, but if there 
were they must be quite aware of the fact that in that bank they had 
lost £90,000, subject, perhaps, to some little deduction from recoveries. 
It was creditable to that bank that in the general business all that had 
been met, as well as the loss from Gledstanes’, besides paying a divi- 
dend of 6 per cent. That loss arose from a criminal swindler at Singa- 
pore, who removed opium upon which advances had been made. He 
would therefore like to ask whether the directors of this bank had given 
any consideration to this subject, and whether they had given special 
orders to the agents abroad to beware of this class of business. 

The Chairman replied with respect to the first question—namely, 
that of the liquidation of Gledstanes and Company—the bank was 
only interested as partly representing the creditors, but as far as the 
directors could see, no improper action had been taken by the liquidator. 
He believed that no other course would produce a larger amount from 
the estate. Mr. Stuart (the chief manager) said, with respect to the 
poasession of opium at Singapore, it was difficult to say whether a 
manager might or might not put himself out of possession of property 
which he had. In the case referred to the directors were advised by 
counsel that the manager had not doneso. Inno case did the bank run 
any risk of losing its property. The Chairman said a circular had been 
sent to the agents calling their attention to what had occurred in con- 
nection with the Chartered Mercantile Bank, and requesting them to 
be on their guard. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then put, and carried 
nem.con. A vote of thanks was then passed to Mr. Mackean, the audi- 
tor, and also to Mr. Hughes, who has been obliged to resign his office 
of auditor in consequence of ill-health. The retiring directors—Mesers. 
Mackenzie, Kay, and Walkinshaw—were then re-elected ; the auditor, 
Mr. Mackean, was reappointed, and Mr. Robert Strong was appointed 
an auditor in the place of Mr. Hughes, retired ; and a vote of thanks 
to the chairman and directors terminated the proceedings. 


Monetary and Commercial. 


At a meeting of the British-Indian Extension Telegraph Com- 
pany on the 22nd inst., a dividend of 4 and a bonus of 1 per 
cent., making 11 per cent. for the year, were declared, leaving 
£106 to be carried forward. Ata meeting of the China Sub- 
marine Telegraph Company (Limited), on the same day, a divi- 
dend of } and a bonus of 1 per cent. were announced, making 44 
per cent. for the six months. Special meetings of the share- 
holders of these companies, and of the British-Australian Tele- 
graph Company will be held on the 5th proximo, to obtain the 
formal consent of the shareholders to the scheme of amalgama- 
tion which has already been referred to in our columns. The 
terms of amaleamation are :—To issue to the shareholders of each 
company, in exchange for their shares, fully paid-up shares of 
£10 each in the new company, in the following proportions—for 
each share in the British-Australian Telegraph Company £11 in 
the new company ; for each share in the British-Indian Extension 
Telegraph Company, £15 in the new company; and for each 
share in the China Submarine Telegraph Company, £11 in the 
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new company. These relative proportions are based upon a com- 
putation of the present relative value, and an estimate of the 
prospects of the several companies. It having been discovered 
that the title of the new company is almost identical with that 
of a company registered some years ago, the directors have it in 
contemplation to call it the Eastern Extension, Australia, and 
China Telegraph Company. 

The ordinary general meeting of the proprietors of the Na- 
tional Bank of India (Limited) was held on the 22nd inst. The 
report, which was adopted, showed that the half-year’s earnings, 
including £1,635 brought from last account, amounted to

OUR TRADE WITH WESTERN CHINA. 

On the 25th inst., at a special meeting of the Liverpool Chamber of 
Commerce, Mr. T. T. Cooper, the well-known traveller, read a paper on 
the subject of “The Trade and Population of Western China, and the 
extension of that trade by means at present available.” He said that 
many routes had been advocated for tapping the trade of Western 
China and taking it westwards; but, while the subject had at- 
tracted considerable attention, the want of reliable information 
as to the actual state of the trade and population of the 
country had, so far, proved a serious drawback in the way 
of any practicable effort to open up commercial intercourse 
with that part of China. It was not his intention to advocate any line 
of route, nor any scheme for the extension of trade with Western 
China ; but as an explorer who had visited that country, and made its 
trade and population the subject of careful observation, he felt bound 
to say that the extension of British commerce was the surest means for 
the propagation of civilisation. After describing the magnificent natural 
water way of the river Yang-tse, he gave a brief description of the 
trade and population of Szchuen and Yunnan, and a picture of 
the country, comprising nearly half the area of the province Szchuen. 
He said the people inhabiting its valleys were few, and formed into 
tribes, and were more or less dependent on their predatory habits for 
a scanty subsistence. He believed that within fifty years the foreign 
merchants at Rangoon would carry on a lucrative trade with Yunnan, 
whose industrious population would learn to appreciate the skill and 
manufactures of England. He thought that the whole anti-foreign 
party of the Chinese empire would oppose itself to the country being 
opened to foreigners on that side, but he did not think that this would 
prevent trade increasing in vitality through the medium of native mer- 
chants who travel to and fro between Yunnanand Bhamo, in Burmah. The 
only part of Western China at present worth trading with was the division 
of Szchuen, to the east of the river Min ; and so far from our not having 


tapped the trade of that country, the trade at present existing between 
Hankow and Chung-Ching was proof to the contrary. The principal 
products consisted of white wax, tobacco, raw silk, and medicines. The 
whole of this produce was shipped from Chung-Ching by merchants, who 
held the trade as a monopoly, and the payments were principally made 
in foreign manufactures purchased in Hankow, where Szchuen produce 
found a native market, returning specie, which enables the Chung-Ching 
merchants to purchase English goods for the Szchuen market. As illus- 
trating the distinctive influence of the local taxation of China on our com- 
mercial intercourse with the central and western parts of the country, 
Mr. Cooper said that the legal and illegal taxes on exports and imports 
between Hankow and Chung-Ching amounted to something like 30 per 
cent., and that, with the enormous profits exacted by the monopolising 
merchants, rendered the sale of English goods nearly impossible at a 
distance of one hundred miles from Chung-Ching. With the excep- 
tion of the import duty levied on English manufactures at 
Shanghai, he looked upon all other duties as against the spirit of our 
treaty with China, and sadly prohibitive of an extension of our trade, 
while their removal would allow a large margin for an increase of con- 
sumption. As to the means at present available for remoying the great 


obstacle to an immediate expansion of the trade of that country he sug- 
gested that the ports on the Upper Yang-tse, as far as Chung-Ching 
should be opened, and consuls placed there to protect the trade from 
illegal taxation. <A resolution favouring the views of Mr. Cuoper was 
carried unanimously by the meeting. 


On the motion of Mr. Baines, one of the members for Leeds, a copy 
has been directed by the House of Commons to be produced of the 
memorial of the Association of the Chambers of Commerce of the 
United Kingdom to Mr. Gladstone, dated the 17th of February, 1873 ; 
and also of the Appendix and Maps attached to the same. This docu- 
ment will be in continuation of the Parliamentary Papers headed 
“Rangoon and Western China,’ which were published in 1867 and 
1868, and will throw considerable light on the views, policy, and action 
of the British Government in reference to the proposed trade route be- 
tween Burmah and the Chinese frontier, so far as can be shown by 
their correspondence up to the present time. 


THE ADULTERATION OF CHINA SILK. 
The following is a copy of a memorial which has been for- 
warded to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce by the Silk As- 
sociation of America. The memorial was drawn up by a specia} 


committee of the Association, alae Si of the following gentle- 
men :—Mr. B. Richardson, Mr. F. W. Cheneye, for Messrs 


Cheneye Brothers, Hartford ; Mr. John A. Stearns; Mr. Seth 
Low, for Messrs, A. A. Low and Brothers; and Mr. Francis 
Dimoch, for the Nonotuck Silk Company of Florence :— 


The Silk Association of America has before it a copy of a report, 
dated Feb. 6, 1872, and addressed to your Chamber by the Lyons Asso- 
ciation of silk merchants. The report complains of the carelessness of 
Chinese merchants in sorting and packing silk, of bad reeling, of neg- 
lect of the filature, of alteration of classification by inspecters, and of 
other irregularities. The Silk Association of America endorses the 
complaints made in the Lyons report, and takes this opportunity to 
make further complaint of the way in which re-reeled silks are prepared 
and sent to the American market. 


1st.—These re-reeled silks are grossly adulterated in the process of 
re-reeling, some to the extent of fifteen per cent. ; the adulteration is 
not only a fraud to the extent to which it is practised, but the matter 
used in the adulteration is often injurious to the silk, impairing its 
strength, and rendering it less fit for certain purposes when dyed. 


2nd.—These re-recled silks are mixed in re-recling and in packing— 
the same books, and even the same hanks containing silk widely differ- 
ing in size and quality. 


The evils complained of are very detrimental to the trade here, and 
the assistance of your body is entreated in providing remedies there- 
fore. We beg to suggest that all re-reeled silk should bear the names of 
the reeler and merchant, and that when frand is perpetrated there 
should be a remedy provided in the shape of a reclamation on the 
wrong doer for the wrong done. We beg further to suggest that a 
standard of purity should be adopted for re-reeled silk equal to that 
for usual reeled silk. Usual reeled Shanghai silks when boiled off dis- 
charge 224 to 25 percent. of gum—suppose that 25 per cent. be adopted 
as the standard for re-reeled silk, with a rule that purchasers shall be en- 
titled to claim the equivalent of any excess over 25 per cont., which 
re-reeled silk may discharge in being “boiled off’”—and with the fur- 
ther understanding that claims on this basis shall be deemed binding 
on the seller when attested by dyers and silk dealers of acknowledged 
reputation for integrity. Considering the advantages of a “boiling off” 
test, would it now be feasible to establish such a process under the offi- 
cial sanction of Shanghai silk dealers, thus locating a remedy nearest 
the evil ? 


The Silk Association of America most earnestly asks the favour of your 
careful consideration of the matters herein set forth, for we feel that 
we cannot too strongly urge the necessity of immediate action towards 
radical reform, as the evils of which we complain have assumed such 
proportions that it has become a question of serious consideration with 
American manufacturers whether they shall not discontinue the use 
of [Shanghai re-reeled silks, more particularly the Tsatlee and 
Taysaams.

By the present (French) mail we have advices from this port 
to the 18th March, and the Pacific mail brings dates to the 24th 
March. The French mail from London Jan. 17 arrived out on 
the 11th, and the following P. and O. mail of Jan. 24 on the 
15th March. 

A somewhat important diplomatic question has arisen between 
Japan and China, concerning which Soyejima, the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, left Yokohama on the 13th March in the 
Riiu-Kan, accompanied by the Malacca, two vessels of the Im- 
perial Navy, for China. The object of his visit is stated by the 
Jupan Mail to be to demand from the Chinese Government the 
punishment of the inhabitants of Formosa for their lawless and 
savage treatment of several Loochooans who either landed or 
were thrown by misfortune on that island, and who met—it is 
said—the horrible fate of being eaten by the natives. The 
Loochoo Islands formerly owed fealty to the clan Satsuma, the 
members of which are highly incensed against the Formosans on 
account of the treatment by these of their clansmen. Great ex- 
citement prevails throughout the clan, and it is also observable 
that a movement of troops is being made towards the terri- 
tory formerly known as Satsuma’s, The ardent desire, and, 
indeed, demand of the clan is that the Formosans shall 
be punished either directly by the Chinese Government 
or by itself, and although the Court at Yedo is very reluct- 
ant to take steps involving unpleasant negotiations with 
China, the eae brought to bear on it by the clan has been 
so great, and the desire for revenge—a sacred duty in Japanese 
eyes—is so strong, that nothing less than the measures now 
adopted would ap or allay it even temporarily. The Mail 
expresses a hope that the Government at Peking will meet the 
Japanese Commissioner in a just and amicable spirit, and take 
such steps in regard to the Formosans as will satisfy his legiti- 
mate demands. China, it considers, will certainly not permit the 
pane of her subjects to be administered by Japanese 

ands, and trouble of a serious nature may easily arise between 
the two Governments unless she consents to do justice to the 
demands of Japan for reparation for outrages which have in- 
flamed an important and warlike section of her people. 


_ We are glad to hear that the edicts prohibiting Christianity 
have at last been removed from the notice boards. There is, how- 


ever, no news up to the present of the captive Christians having 
been set at liberty. 

A rather ridiculous disturbance has taken place in the Yoko- 
hama Race Club, in consequence of the “ Momban ”—whatever 
that may be—having a stop-watch. The “ Momban” appears 
to be the native employed to look after the course, but through- 
out the whole report of the affair no explanation is given of this 
term. 


CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 

A correspondent sends the following items of intelligence :— 
The Foreign Ministers have frequent meetings — the outside 
world supposes with reference to the Audience question. We 
are on the gui vive for news, but can learn nothing authentice. 
The Viceroy is to start on the 14th March for the Imperial burial 
grounds, to prepare them for the intended visit of the Emperor 
at the end of the month. It was understood Li had come on 
here early, to be at Tientsin on the Japanese and Peruvian Mi- 
nisters appearing ; but he has an able man as his lieutenant for 
civil matters in Pwantingsen ; so, should these Ministers arrive 
during his absence, their business can be commenced and carried 
on to a point till Li himself returns. 

No news has yet reached us of favours bestowed by the Em- 
aes on his accession to the throne. The accession day was not 

ept as a holiday by the Chinese. At the arsenal the usual work 
was being carried on all day, as on ordinary days, as we could 
hear by the whistles calling the people to work and to cease. 
When we bring to our remembrance the feeling of respect and 
reverence which the population of China express in general for 
their Emperors, it struck the foreigners, who pay attention to 
Chinese matters, as something extraordinary that the day of the 
accession of the present Emperor to the throne was not kept as 
a holiday and fete day, at least by the officials, As his Majesty 
is only seventeen years of age, China may not again see an acces- 
sion to the throne for the next’ seventy years ; the Government 
people might, therefore, and without much loss, have proclaimed 
th? day a holiday, testifying in this manner to the outer world 
their respect for the chief magistrate of their Government. 

We have had warm weather, the thermometer only falling at 
nights to about 29 deg. Fabrenheit, and during the day to 48 
deg. In the afternoon of the 22nd Feb. the ice in the reach of 
the river opposite the British settlement broke up, and by even- 
ing had completely disappeared, and fishing boats were to be 
seen in their occupation—catching fish. A wonderful change, 
and all within two hours time! 

On the anniversary of the birthday of Washington, the United 
States steamer A shuelot, Captain Wallace, fired a national salute 
of twenty-one guns, and was dressed with all her flags ; the 
various Consulates also hoisted their gala flags for the occasion. 

We have four 8S. S. N. steamers alongside the Bund ; and on 
the opposite side of the river, off the China Steamer Company’s 
Bund, a Chinese gunboat is discharging rice. The harbour is 
consequently quite lively. The S. S. N. Company’s steamer 
Shanse was the first up. 


SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 21st 
March; the French mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out on 
the 20th March. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


We hear that the Audience question is settled in so far that 
the Emperor has agreed to dispense with the kotow. Details 
of the ceremonial to be observed are still under discussion. : 

A meeting of Treaty Consuls was held on the 14th March. 
The Chinese authorities wish to have skilled opinion as to the 
probable effect of the Bunding scheme on the water-courses ; 
and it was decided at the meeting to advise the Viceroy to asso- 
ciate a competent foreign engineer with his own delegate. 

The steamer Kwangtung, with the Grand Duke Alexis, Ad- 
miral Possiet and suite, and Mr. Albert Heard, the Russian 
Consul, arrived on the 13th March. The Ducal party were re- 
ceived by Mr. J. E. Reding, the Aeting Consul, Captain Whyte, 
H.M:S. Cadmus, and Captain Digby, H. M.S. Curlew. No salutes 
were fired, nor was any preparation made for a public reception 
of H.I.H., in accordance with his wish that his visit should he 
‘regarded as of a non-public character. About an hour after the 
arrival of the steamer, the Grand Duke landed quietly in the 
Customs’ launch and proceeded to the Russian Consulate at 
Messrs. Augustine Heard and Co.’s, where, in the afternoon, the 
magistrate of the Mixed Court paid an official visit, bearing a 
courteous communication from the Taoutai. On the 14th H.I.H. 
received the visits of the Foreiyn Consuls and the Municipal 
Council, and visited various parts of the settlement and the Kaou 
Chang-miaon arsenal. On the 15th he visited the Roman Catho- 
lic establishment at Sikawei. He left for Hankow on the 17th. 
The Russian corvette Itiaz, Captain Nazimoff, arrived here on 
the 15th March with Admiral Feodorowski on board ; and while 
she passed H.M.S.’s Cadmus the band of the latter courteously 
plaved the Russian national anthem. 

For the first time in history, the 17th March has been cele- 
brated in Shanghai by the sons of St. Patrick at a formal dinner. 
Tt is neetless to say that the dav has never passed unrecognised ; 
at private dinner parties due honour has, again and again, been 
done tothe memory of the Saint and to the glories of Erin ; but 
this is the first occasion on which Irishmen have emulated their 
Scottish lrethren, in holding a general gathering ; and when we 
siy that twenty-seven Irishmen were assembled, under the pre- 
sidency of Mr. Kingsmul, with Dr. Barton in the vice-chair, we 
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need no further assurance that a most pleasant and social evening 
was spent. The usual loyal, patriotic, and social toasts were 
drunk with growing enthusiasm ; and it was not till nearly two 
AM. that the last bowl of punch was emptied. 

A lecture has been delivered in the Masonic Hall by Dr. S. 
Wells Williams. The subject was “ Reminiscences of Travel in 
Syria and Egypt,” with comparisons between those countries 
and China, which the lecturer treated politically, socially, and 
religiously, in a clear and comprehensive manner ; occasionally 
throwing in remarks on his personal observations during a tour. 
The chair was occupied by Ma. Medhurst. 

A meeting of subscribers to the Shanghai Library was held on 
the 14th March. The accounts showed a balance of Tis. 196 
due to the treasurer. Messrs. Medhurst, Payn, FitzGerald, Mac- 
lellan, Cordier, and Rev. C. H. Butcher were appointed a com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. 

The Volunteer Artillery have held their second annual prac- 
tice at Woosung. <A fog and high adverse wind and tide pre- 
vented some of the boats getting down ; so that the attendance 
of members and the state of the Commissariat were not quite 
what had been expected. There were over a dozen artillerymen 
to man the guns, however, besides a number of visitors, and 
sufficient supplies had come forward to keep things going. The 
wind was strong, and to some extent across the range, and the 
firing was therefore not quite up to that of last year, but it still 
left its effects on the targets. A Visitors’ Prize was got up on 
the ground, and falls to gunner St. Croix. 

The Chamber of Commerce had addressed a letter to the Muni- 
cipal Council, protesting against the charge of Wharfage Dues on 
merchandise transhipped at Shanghai, in transit to other ports. 
It will be remembered that the subject was discussed at the last 
meeting of the Chamber of Commerce, when the resolution em- 
bodied in the present letter was carried by one vote. Opinions 
were almost as nearly divided when the subject was mooted at 
the annual meeting of ratepayers in May ’72. A resolution of 
similar purport was then negatived by 96 votes against 87. 

We referred last week to the existence of scurvy among the 
crew of the barque A7rkland, and to the probability that the 
case would attract inquiry. We now learn that the ship was 
inspected by Mr. Tapp on the 12th March, when it was ascer- 
tained that scurvy had broken out two months before her arrival ; 
and that for the last three weeks no sugar had been served out, 
so that the men were unable to drink their lime juice. Seven 
men of the crew were found to be affected, six of them very 
badly, and their cabin to be in a foul condition. They com- 
plained much of being kept on board the ship, where they could 
not possibly have the attention their case demanded, and Her 
Britannic Majesty’s Consul has directed the master to send them 
at once to the hospital, and to have the cabin thoroughly cleansed, 
disinfected, and painted. 

The prospects of sport at the approaching race-meeting are ex- 
cellent, and the demand for griftins insatiable. Ata sale at the 
Horse Bazaar last week the highest prices on record for a large 
mob were realised. Thirty-five griflins were sold at prices 
ranging from Tls. 260 downwards ; half-a-dozen being Ts. 200 
and over; a dozen Tls, 100 and over, and the lowest Tls. 45, 
Some 32 out of 35 were disposed of. Out of a lot sold last week, 
a pair which had been neglected by the bidders, and did not bring 
the limit of Tls. 50, were, in consequence of their “ likely” pro- 
mise on a subsequent trial, sold privately the other day for 
Tls. 450, 

We mentioned last week that the C. C. 8S. N. Co.’s steamer 
Taku arrived on the 13th March—the first vessel of the season 
from Tientsin. The C. C. S. N. Co.’s steamer Appin was the 
second. By her we learn that there is very fittle water 
in the Peiho, so little that she grounded in the middle of the 
river, a short distance below the double bend. The river was 
entirely clear of juuks. The Taku bar is much improved ; the 
shallowest place is now inside the black buoy, whereas last year 
it was outside the red buoy. The .fppin brought down a full 
cargo, including Tls. 130,000 of sycee from Tientsin and Tls 
98,000 from Chefoo, The first vessel to cross Taku bar this year 
was the three-masted schooner Welly ; and a remarkable fact is, 
that she only left Chefoo the day previous to the Shanse, crossed 
the bar next day, and got within 10 miles of Tientsin before she 
was passed by the steamers, Had the river been clear of ice, 
she would no doubt have been the tirst vessel up this year. 

The following is from the Shanghai Courver :—Colonel Flint, 
United States Consul at Chinkiang, has pajd a visit to the Vice- 
roy at Nanking. The United States steamer /’alos conveyed 
Colonel Flint to the landing place abreast of the capital of the 
viceroyalty. His primary business was to come to some definite 
settlement regarding an attack made by a band of robbers on the 
waiting station of 8.5.N, Company at Nanking landing place on 
the river, where they plundered the passengers awaiting one of 
that company’s steamers of property to a considerable aggregate 
amount. On the facts Demy represented by the Consul to the 
native authorities, a number of robbers had been arrested, and 
these the Viceroy now promi-ed to visit with summary and 
severe punishment. ‘The Consul then passed to the consideration 
of sume questions connected with the status of Nanking as a port 
for trade, the exact nature of which we failed to learn, but which 
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Mr. Coryell, marine superintendent of the S. S. N. Company, 
has returned from the wreck of the Avangloong. The Moyune 
has brought back the steam chest and parts of the engine of the 
lost steamer, with a portion of her cabin furniture. There have 
been also salved from her some 1,800 packages of bale goods more 
or less damaged, as well as about 600 bags of sugar and several 
hundred bales of cotton. The cargo of the lower hold, which 
consisted chiefly of sugar, is inaccessible and unsalvable. The 
steamer’s back is bent from midships aft to fully half a right 
angle. We believe there is little probability of much more being 
saved. Nearly abreast of the wreck is a native village, the in- 
habitants of which have become suddenly transformed into a 
swarm of daring and skilful wreckers, who hover round the 
stranded steamer night and day, each eager to make the most of 
such an unusual piece of good fortune. 





HONG KONG. 

Our advices extend to the 27th March; no later mail had 
been received than the P. and O. mail of Feb. 7 on the 17th 
March, but the French mail from London, Feb. 14, was over due. 
The following items are from the Hong Aong Daily Press :— 


The Governor has received an official despatch from H.M. 
Minister at Peking, stating that the assumption of the Govern- 
ment of the Emperor of China was notified on the same day on 
which it secured (5rd Feb.) to the foreign representatives of the 
Prince of Kung and the Yamen of Foreign Affairs, and that on 
the 24th February the Ministers of England, Russia, Germany, 
United States, and France addressed a collective note to the 
Prince requesting him to move his Imperial Majesty to receive 
their congratulations in person. No reply to this had as yet been 
received, nor was any expected for some days. The Emperor's 
accession was unmarked by any popular or public official demon- 
stration. 


The Gazette contains 2 comparative statement of the revenue 
and expenditure of the colony during 1871 and 1872, showing a 
net increase of revenue in the latter year of $80,389.41, and a 
net decrease in expenditure of $58,511.25. The principal in- 
crease in the revenue is in stamps and postages, which aggregate 
about $24,000 over 1871. Fines show an increase of over 
$8,000, and a sum of $14,000 from the Mint, and $11,000 “ In- 
terest,” are also included in the increase. The former seems 
hardly an item of revenue strictly speaking, and it does not 
appear whence the “ Interest” is derived. ‘The chief decrease 
in expenditure in 1872 is $61,000 on works and buildings, and 
$8,000 in the medical department. There is an increase of 
nearly $16,000 in the police, and of $2,325.50 under the head of 
Auditor-General. The last item seems a little startling, con- 
sidering that the colony has not had an Auditor-General since 
Mr. Rennie left, and that the duties of auditing have been per- 
formed by the Colonial Secretary. 


We regret to have to announce the very sudden death of Dr. 
McCoy, the Colonial surgeon. He was in fair health and spirits 
on the 23rd March, and retired to rest that night as usual, but 
was found dead at 6 a.M. next morning. The cause of death is 
said to be disease of the heart, and it appears he had for some 
days been complaining of pain in that region. 

Returns have been issued by Mr. F. Douglas, superintendent 
of Victoria gaol, of the number of prisoners during the past vear. 
The average was about 450, the proportion of males to females 
being about 435 to 15. Of the average number of 450, about 
360 have been coloured, and 90 Europeans, 


There has been a threat of a disturbance at Amoy. It appears 
that the Chinese objected to the telegraphic station, and ex- 
pressed an intention of pulling it down. The telecraph officials 
made all preparations for resistance, but nothing seems to have 
actually transpired, as the cable is still in working order. 

We regret to hear that Mr. Fittock, who very recently re- 
sumed charge of Her Britannic Majesty’s Consulate at Ningpo, 
after a furlough to England, is again obliged to return thither 
on sick leave. We believe that Mr. Alabaster is likely to suc- 
ceed him as Acting Consul. 

There has been a collision at Canton between the passage 
boatmen that ply to Shek Moon and the underlings of the Lekin 
station there, resulting in the death and wounding of men on 
both sides. 


The little 34 ton steamer Sea GuJI has just arrived to the con- 
signment of Messrs, Lane, Crawford and Co., having had some 
rough weather to contend against. This journey from Liverpool 
to Hong Kong by so tiny a vessel forms a noticeable item among 
the curious in nautical history. 

A private of H.M. 80th Regiment has been drowned at Kow- 
loon, and his body has not yet been found. 


A cricket match between the Victoria Cricket Club and an 
eleven of the Royal Artillery has been played, the latter winning 
by about 30 runs. A match between Royalist and Blarney, half 
a mile, for $50, has been run off at the Race Course. ‘There 
was a large number of people present, but the race was of little 
a” being an easy affair for Royalist, who won much as he 
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A meeting has been held of all the Canton merchants who 
make “Raw Silk” their special trade, when the following reso- 
lutions were passed :— 

All foreign merchants are respectfully solicited to thoroughly examine 
the “muster” of any silk offered—its fineness, dryness, &c.—before 
they finally make their purchase. After closing the trade or bargain, 
there shall not be permitted any withdrawal, on the part of the pur- 
chaser, no claims for short weight, dampness, or missing packages, after 
leaving this port. 

Silk when once having been sold, or bargained for, is sent to the pur- 
chaser’s risk, and the seller will not be held responsible for losa in 
weight, occasioned either by fire or theft. Silk, when bargained for, is 
to be sold in the state in which it might be at the time of sale ; and 
will not be dried either by artificial heat or by the heat of the sun. 

The purchaser must assume all risks, after the merchandise has gone 
into his possession. We cannot bind ourselves to deliver it in the same 
condition in which we sell it at the place of its final destination. We 
are not insurers, and will assume no responsibility after accepted de- 
livery. 

In order to preserve justice, that we must deliver the goods accord- 
ing to the “ muster”’ offered, but if the foreign merchants think that they 
are not the same as the “muster” at the time of delivery, in this case 
they may return the goods back to the Chinese merchant. No claims 
of indemnity shall be made on either side. 


The following report of the directors of the Chinese Insurance 
Company (Limited) has been issued :— 


The accounts show that an amount of $346,270.20 has been received 
in premia, which is a satisfactory increase over the earnings of the pre- 
vious term. The total receipts from all sources amount to $370,751.22, 
including a surplus from the previous year of $5,491.98, this being a 
portion of the sum then carried forward to meet outstanding claims 
which have since been liquidated. The losses during the year have been 
exceptionally severe, and have rendered the result of the term less 
favourable than might have been expected. The sum of $187,639.24 
has already been paid upon adjusted claims, and adequate provision has 
been made for all claims pending upon known casualties, in the further 
sum of $57,105.05, which includes the premia upon unexpired risks. 
The losses have been upon first-class risks, and it is reasonable to hope 
that a similar concurrence of disasters will not soon again transpire. 
The usual interest upon the capital, amounting to $36,000, has been 
punctually paid, and after provision for losses, as stated, and pay- 
ment of the working expenses of the office, agents’ commissions, rein- 
surances, return premia, and writing off one-third of the amount at 
debit of preliminary expenses, there remains a net profit of $18,000, 
available for appropriation. Under the new clauses of the Articles of 
Asazociation, one-third of this must be placed at credit of the reserve 
fund, increasing it to $21,000. The remainder will be distributed as a 
bonus to contributors, The directors have been enabled to make more 
favourable disposition than heretofore of the company's capital and sur- 
plus funds, which are deposited in banks at satisfactory rates of interest. 
The special funds remitted to London have been invested in Govern- 
ment securities. The following chanzes have been made in the direc- 
tion: Mr. H. Melchers, Mr. D. L. Hunter, and Mr. E. A. Hitchcock 
have retired in view of their departure from the cdlony, and Mr. J. 
McDouall, Mr. A. André, Mr. H. 8. Geary, and Mr. J. F. Seaman (the 
latter ad interim) were duly elected in their stead, and these changes 
require confirmation, 


The directors of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company (Limited) 
have issued the following report for the year ending 28th Feb- 
ruary, 1873 :— 

The accounts show that the value of the factory, estate, buildings, and 
rolling stock stated in the present balance-sheet shows an increase over 
that in last report of $50,814.05, which sum represents the amount 
spent since the Ist of April last,in the erection of the machinery, the build- 
ings, construction of roads, and upon all other permanent works. The 
sum of 823,429.75 represents the amvunt expended up to Dec. 31, upon 
the working of the crop nuw in course of conversion, the total amount 
required to complete this season's operations being estimated at $120,000. 
In profit and loss account, the balance from last year, which mainly 
represents the losses on the sale of the Bienhoa Estates, is brought for- 
ward, and to it are added charges, interest, and exchange, together with 
@ proportionate amount written off preliminary expenses. The balance 
at debit of working account, which in the statement now submitted 
stands at $116.143.41, includes the value of all sugar shipped to Lon- 
don and not drawn against, the sale of which, it is estimated, will re- 
duce the final balance at debit of this account to about $92,000. This 
unfortunate result of last season’s operations was already foreshadowed 
in the report presented to the last ordinary meeting, and is mainly at- 
tributable to the destruction of nearly one half of the cane crop owned 
by the company by disastrous floods of an altogether exceptional na- 
ture. Against General Loan Account must be placed the balance of 
shareholders’ account, a5 well aa the two calls to be made in June and 
December of the present year, amounting to $200,000, of which, how- 
ever, the sum of $17,700 has been paid up by anticipation. 

Several important changes have been made in the cumposition of the 
staff at the company’s factory at Siam. 

The former general manager of the company, Mr. John Coasteker, 
having tendered his resignation, which was accepted by the directors, 
the superintendence of the company’s affairs in Siam has been placed 
in the hands of Mr. Wellesley Sinclair, a gentleman of considerable 
local experience in that country, and in whom the directors have every 
confidence. The prospects of the present season seem sufficiently fa- 
vourable, and the factory buildings, as well as the machinery, are re- 
ported in excellent order. According to the Articles of Asscciation, 
two of the directors retire at this meeting, Messrs. E. A. Hitcheock, 
who has left the Colony, and F. Chomley ; the latter of whom offers 
himself for re-election. Mr. Richard Deacon was invited by the Di- 
rectors,to join the Board to complete their number, and this election 
will have to be confirmed by the meeting.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 4th 
April ; the French mail, from London February 28, arrived out 
on the Ist April. The following summary of news is from the 
Singapore Daily Times :-— 

There is a rumour, which we believe to be well grounded, that 
H.E. the Governor has received orders from the Secretary of 
State for the Colonies to go over to Labuan. Perhaps this visit 
may have something to do with Earl Kimberley’s request for Sir 
Harry Ord’s continuance in office, so that he may effect the long 
talked of amalgamation of Labuan and the Straits Settlements 
into one colony. It is said that his Excellency is only waiting a 
fitting vessel to take him over, being unwilling to risk the voyage 
in the Pluto. 

‘We learn that Mr. C. B. Waller, mazistrate of police at Pro- 
vince Wellesley, is appointed superintendent of prisons, and that 
Mr. Gottlieb, junior police magistrate, goes to the Province to 
take Mr. Waller’s place. 

On the 29th of March the corner-stone of the new Clyde-ter- 
race Market was laid. The ceremony was celebrated with 
Masonic honours, and the Governor and Lady Ord were present. 
The District Grand Senior Warden, having delivered a Masonic 
oration of some length, a number of ladies and gentlemen re- 
paired to the lodge, where they were hospitably entertained by 
the brethren. The ceremony was witnessed by a large concourse 
of people. 

vices from Manila, under date 17th March, report that there 
has been an eruption of a large volcano in the Barera mountains. 
in the island of Mindanao, by which several villages on the side 
of the mountain and in its neighbourhood had been destroyed, 
and not less than 400 persons had perished, only a few havin 
escaped by flight on hearing the subterranean noises that precede 
the eruption. Several shocks of earthquake were also felt in 
many districts of the island.

Hioco-Osaka.—The utmost dulness had prevailed, and excepting for 
Yarns and Shirtings prices had declined. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24 
slightly advanced ; Nos. 28-32, firm; Nos. 38-42, no demand. Shirt- 
ings improved in value to a small extent, owing to scarcity of stock ; 
deliveries inconsiderable, and the feeling not strong. Black Velvets 
showed a further decline, and were difficult of sale at the reduced rates. 
Mousselines de Laine, Plain and Printed, had been dealt in to a fair 
extent, but at ruinous prices ; the purchases, however, which were for 
immediate wants, showed that the consumption of this article was still 
large. Cloth had been in less demand, on account of the lateness of the 
season, and prices were declining. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, Nos. 16 
to 24, $120 to 121 per bale; Nos. 28 to 32, $132 to 133. GE Grey 
Shirtings, 7 lbs., 38 yds. 39 in., $2.30 to 2.32 per piece; 8} to 84 lbs., 
do., $2.57 to 2.66; 9 Ibs., 44 in., $2.95. 

TIENTSIN.—The market was in a depressed condition, caused by heavy 
arrivals. 

Hankow.—There was a quiet feeling in the market, on account of 
dealers awaiting further advices from Shanghai. Sales of Grey Shirt- 
ings confined to a few hundred pieces of 9.10/12 to 10 Ibs. at Tls. 2.40 
to 2.60 for common to best, showing a decline of 1 to 2 per piece. Best 
7 lb. T-Cloths in request, but few had changed hands, as holders asked 
more than the dealers were inclined to pay. Spanish Stripes in good 
demand at advancing prices. An assortinent of H. H., consisting of 12 
pieces Dark Blue, 96 pieces Scarlet, 54 Gentian, 12 Purple, and 6 Black, 
Bold at 66c. per yard. 

SHANGHAI.—There had been little demand, and the market closed 
without much promise of an early return to business. Grey Shirtings : 
8} lbs., sales very insignificant, nor had speculators been able to do 
much, although they had lowered the prices in cash transactions ; 7lbs. 
again lower, and heavy kinds a shade easier, but sales barely sufficient 
to establish quotations ; with regard to other Piece Goods and Wool- 
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lens inactivity had been the prevailing characteristic of the market. 
Metals.— Quicksilver had been in some request, and had advanced to 
Tls. 90. Irun: Sundry parcels of Nail Rod sold to Natives at gra- 
dually strengthening rates for all kinds. Staffordshire Nail Rod, Tls. 
3.70, wsorted bars of Belgian manufacture, Tls. 3.60; holders very 
firm, and the market had a strong upward tendency. Lead: Market 
stronger, more enquiry, but very little had changed hands ; about 200 
tons of L. B. taken at Tis. 5.25. Coals: Market firm but quiet. 

Maniia.—The demand for Plain Staples increased after the depar- 
ture of last mail, and dealers were obliged to supply their wants at a 
considerable advance on former rates. The business being done at the 
close was, however, entirely for the supply of immediate wants, and 
dealers showed Hittle confidence in the stability of the higher range of 
values, sales for arrival, even with steamer named, not being practicable 
except at a marked reduction on current rates. New and suitable 
Fancy Goods were scarce, and found a ready sale, but little progress 
appeared to have been made with old stocks, which were still pressed on 
the market at low prices. 

Saicon.—A fair amount of business had been transacted at slightly 
better prices ; 8} lbs. Grey Shirtings and 5 lbs. T-Cloth continued in 
demand at quotations, but White Irishes were neglected. Quotations :

CHRISTIANITY IN JAPAN AND CHINA. 

The Rev. J. P. Hewlett, Metropolitan Secretary of the British and 
Foreign Bible ‘Society, gave, at a meeting at Portsmouth on the even- 
ing of the 29th of April, an account of the society's work and pros- 
pects in Japan and China. Describing Japan, he said it was something 
like the British Isles in point of extent, with a population nearly equa’. 
The people, too, were remarkably like the English in some of their best 
characteristics. He might, in fact, call them the Anglo-Saxons of the 
East—a patient, plodding, painstaking people, who could soon see 
through a thing, and adapt it to practical purposes. They had for a 
long time had an intense hostility to anything like foreign influence ; 
but this hostility was rapidly passing away, if it had not done so already. 
It might not be generally known that this feeling had, in part, arisen 
from the introduction to Japan, some three hundred years ago, of the 
Roman Catholic Church. Now, without endorsing their views, he admit- 
ted that there had been devoted missionaries belonging to that Church— 
men who had gone abroad with their lives in their hands, and sacrificed 
themselves to the work to which they believed they were called. On 
going to Japan they received permission from the Government of the 
day to build churehes, carry on processions, make converts, &c. ; and 
for a long time they proapered greatly. But then came a sudden change. 
They were found to be dabbling in politics—an unhappy peculiarity of 
the Jesuits—(laughter)—which had been noticed also in England. 
Laughter and hear, hear.) Well, they tried to effect a change in the 
government of Japan. They were discovered. Some were put to death 
and others banished. Twenty years ago not a vestige remained of that 
work of the Roman Catholic missionaries ; and so great was the hatred 
of the Japanese to Christianity that every child was taught to spit at 
the name of Jesus. But how came that result about? He would call 
their attention to the island of Madagascar. There the missionaries 
were driven away, not through any political intrigue, but through the 
malice of a heathen queen. They were at length re-admitted, and for 
every disciple they had left they found, on their return, ten, although 
persecution had meanwhile raged. Now, what was the cause of the 
difference in the two cases ? In Madagascar Protestant missionaries had, 
before they left, translated the Bible into the language of the island, 
and had taken care that the people could read. Butin Japan the Roman 
Catholic missionaries did nothing of the kind. They had done every- 
thing but that. Roman Catholics never began translating the Bible, 
and reading it to the people. So that when the missionaries were driven 
away, the Japanese were left without the Scriptures. Centuries had 
since passed. And there was one advantage connected even with the 
missionary failure to which he had referred, for there was something 
good about everything. The Japanese were now desiring light from 
all quarters ; but if Christianity should be welcomed and recognised 
again in Japan, as they had reason to believe it would, ita form was not 
likely to be that of Roman Catholicism. (Hear, hear.) The Japanese 
had had enough of that, for they had it in their records and their 
history. Japan was a wonderful country. Its resources were very 
great. In minerals it was as rich as Cornwall : in coals, as Newcastle, 
though he hoped they were much cheaper. (Laughter.) The people 
were energetic and businesslike, determined to get on. Their Ambas- 
sadors during their visit to Europe had inspected almost everything, and 
had done it in the most business-like manner. They were carrying back 
to their own land the result of their own observations, and they would 
usathem. They had visited the Bible Society's depot, and had received 
a present of a Chinese Bible. The meeting might ask what was the use of 
giving a Chinese Bible to Japanese? For two reasons—first, because 
they had no Chinese Bible; and secondly, because an educated Japanese 
could read a Chinese Bible. In passing through, the Ambassadors 
stated that in all probability, at no distant time, some form of 
Christianity would be nationally recognised in Japan. God grant it 
might be sv! If the Japanese should become a thoroughly enlightened 
and spiritual nation, they were the people to work on the Chinese, and 
the society might hope to accomplish what it was now attempting. But 
what little impression they had made on the Chinese! Their distance, 
or their ignorance of the feelings of the Chinese, might account for 
this. Mr. Hewlett exhibited to the meeting the first instalment of the 
Scriptures in the Japanese language—the Gospel by St. John. A com- 
mittee had been formed for printing the whole Bible; and in three 
years it was hoped the whole of that work would be accomplished. 
There would then not be a single spot in the whole world in which 
some portion of God’s Holy Word could not be found. 








THE matter of the Suez Canal dues is still the cause of much ex- 
citement in Constantinople. It is stated that the proposal made by M. 
de Lessepa, to submit to the State Council the question whether the 
Suez Canal Company have a right, in virtue of the deed of concession, 
to calculate the dues for the passage of the Canal in the manner that 
has been in force since July Ist, having met with some opposition from 
the British Ambassador, M. de Lesseps is about to offer, in a letter to 
the Grand Vizier, to lay the question before a council of former Turk- 
ish ministers, who would add to their number certain expert and emi- 
nent men of various nationalities now residing in Constantinople ; for 
instance, Hobart Pacha, Herr Pressel, a German engineer, &c. The 
decision of this council would have to be submitted to the Sultan, who 
alone would have the power of definitely settling the question.

GERMANY. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HambBerc, Aprin 28. 

The whole of the past week has been devoted to the second reading of 
the New Currency Law, and several important alterations and mudifi- 
cations of the original Bill have been agreed to. In such a mixed 
Assembly as the German Parliament, composed as it is of landed pro- 
prietors, officers of the army and navy, azriculturists, foresters, manu- 
facturers, professors of mathematics and astronomy, lawyers, and 
Government ofticials of almost every department, with but a sprinkling 
of bankers, shipowners, and merchants connected with foreign trade, 
it ia easy to conceive that there are but few members able to form an 
opinion of their own, or to grapple with the difficulties connected with 
a work of such gigantic importance as a thorough alteration and radical 
reform of the currency of a country containing mure than forty mu- 
lions of inhabitants. The House is composed of several political tac- 
tions, but in such a case as thisthey were impotent to do any good, and, 
therefore, very wisely determined to delegate for a time their power to 
a Mixed Committee elected by the ditferent political parties. This 
“Free Commission,” as it is called, consisted mostly of the abuve men- 
tionec “sprinkling” of men of business, connected with commercial 
pursuits, and numbered about thirty members, who, setting aside for a 
moment their ditferences of opinion and political bias, met on the neu- 
tral ground of the Committee-room to discuss the merits of the Govern- 
ment Bill for the alteration of the currency, and see if they could not 
improve it in the interests of the German nation at large. As the com- 
mittee was appointed just before the adjournment of the Parliament 
for the Easter vacation, it is pleasant to be able to record that the 
members evinced such public spirit, and were so thoroughly imbued 
with the importance of the subject contided to their care, that they 
one and all agreed to sacrifice their private convenience and = family ar- 
rangements, and remain at Berlin during the holidays, so as to be ready 
with their work when the House should resume its sittings, which was 
last Munday, when the debate on the second reading of the Bill was 
placed on the order of the day. 

In the absence of any political agitation in Denmark, the visit of the 
Japanese Embassy to Copenhagen has made a great sensation, and was 
quite a godsend for the newspapers, who filled their coluinns to reple- 
tion with details of the sayings and doings of these Orientals. After 
paying us here a short visit on their return from Russia, the Embassy 
proceeded by railway to Liibeck, and thence by steamer to the Danish 
capital, where it appcars their reception was of the most enthusiastic 
description. On the 20th they were invited to a grand banquet given 
in their honour at the exchange by the merchants, which was very 
numerously attended, and where many coraplimentary speeches were 
made on both sides. The Danish Consul-General at St. Petersburg, 
Herr Pallisen, had come over and took part in the proceedings. On the 
toast of the evening being proposed, the chief of the Embassy, Sionti 
T. Iwakura, thanked the gentlemen present for the expression of their 
kind wishes to promote the trade and increase the friendly itercourse 
between the two nations, which he assured them was fully reciprocated 
by the Government and people of Japan. On the following day, after 
their presentation at Court, they were the guests of the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs at the Palace of Amalienborg, who was also honoured 
by the presence of the Crown Prince. On the 22nd they attended the 
sitting of the Folksthing, and inspected several of the public buildinzs 
and inuseums of the capital, What appeared to interest them most was 
the splendid collection of models of ships in the naval museum, = They 
are arranged in chronological order, and contain a complete and unbroken 
series of ships of war, showing their construction, mode of rigging, and 
armament ; perhaps the must culmplete collection of. the surt in exist- 
ence, and of great historical Interest, as the Danes have always been a 
seafaring nation from the earliest time of their sea-kings and vikings, 
who ruled the ocean, and were the terror of all their maritime neigh- 
bours. On the 23rd inst. the Embassy left Copenhagen for Sweden ; 
the King of Denmark had placed a ship of war at their disposal to aury 
them to Stockholm, but they preferred to cross by the passenger 
steamer, the Z’hunhirg, to Malmoe, and then proceeded to Stockholm 
by a special train, where by the last accounts they are being similarly 
fited. According to the Berlin Borsen Zeitung, Kido, meinber of the 
Japanese Council of State, and Okabo, Minister of Finance, two of 
the special ambassadors to Lurope and America, are ordered to return 
to Japan.

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, APRIL 29. 


Atchin is the topic of the day, and as a matter of course the Second 
Chamber was densely filled when this question was brought forward at 
the sitting of Monday last. Mr. Van Lynden opened the attack on the 
Government, According to his opinion, the statement which was pub- 
lished by the Minister, and of which you hve already given the substance, 
is both important and interesting, because it gives a clear view of what 
our relations with Atchin have been since 1824. But he is convinced 
that many of his co-patriots would support him in his opinion that the 
Minister's declaration would make a painful impression, because it was 
clearly shown that this war is simply one of policy. The statement 
cuntains much which would be amusins if the athiir was not so serious, 
tur it secins that Atchinese uinbasaadors were conveyed by a Dutch 
lnan-of-war to Singapore, in order that they might conspire there against 
us! The memorandum is interesting, but it docs nut throw enouzh 
light on the question, The nation has aright to ask what has happened 
that the Government should have surprised the country with a sudden 
declaration of war, and he hopes that the Ministry will not shrink 
from giving an ample reply to justify, if possible, what has been 
done by the Government in this deplorable athiir, Who is— 
Mr. van Lynden asked—responsible for the declaration of war, 
which has proved to be so rash an act? ‘The leader of the Opposition, 
Mr. Heemskerk, quite agreed with the last speaker. Everything had 
been done ina hurry, and wholly without preparation ; and he called 
upon the Ministry to resign unless they were able to send ten thousand 
koldiers immediately to Atchin. Mr. de Roo also blamed the Govern- 
ment for having despatched the expedition in a hurry, and he feared 
that this war would cause a stagnation in the development of Java. 
He declined to prupuse a vote of want of contidence, but in the face of 
events he invited some of the friends of the Minister to propose a vote 
of confidence. At this point the debate was adjourned tu the next 
sitting, When the Minister of the Colonial Department, in reply, took 
the entire responsibility for the declaration of war upon himself. He 
urged the necessity of the measures, Which have been, though ineffec- 
tually, taken to punish the Sultan of Atchin for the injuries he has 
inflicted upon us. The Government had wished for a friendly solution 
of the ditticulty, but the Sultan had acted so treacherously that it was 
impossible to obtain satisfaction in any other way than by a war. The 
Minister, of course, much regrets the defeat which we have undergone, 
but this, he maintains, must not be periitted to discouraye us. He 
recalled what happened to the expeditions to Palembang, Bah, Bont, 
&c., in all of which we were first defeated, but were ultimately victo- 
rious. He quite agreed with the opinion which had been expressed by 
Mr. de Roo that the fate of the Ministry is but of secondary importance 
to the result of this athur, and he invited that gentleman to propose a 
vote of want of contidence if he thinks that the Cabinet has failed in 
doing its duty to the country. The debate was finished in the sitting of 
April 30. No yote of want of confidence was proposed, but the Minis- 
ters will invite such a vote by laying before the Members a Bill asking 
the necessary money for continuing this war. The troups are provided 
with amuy nition for three months. Reinforcements will be sent to 
Java without delay, and all that is possible will be done to retrieve the 
disaster wh‘ch lras occurred to our arms. : 


In the meanwhile the Government is taking energetic steps to 
strengthen our unlitary and naval forces, and to complete our war 
establishments in Java. Several steamers of ditferent tonnaye are to 
be sent out, and great quantitics of ammunition, aris, and artillery to 
the seat of war. A large number of volunteers have offered themselves 
for enrulment in the East India army, which is to be atrongly rein- 
forced to continue the war next autumn. It is said that the Zeculand, 
man-of-war, will be recalled froin the Mediterranean and sent to Java, 
and that the troops will be forwarded to Sumatra by small steamers, 
which are now being sent out for this purpose. “ Other treopa will be 
despatched by the Steamer of the Java Company, to which the Mi- 
nister has granted the same rights and privileges Which the “ NeJler- 
land” Company possess.

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RUSSIA AND CHINA. 
RECENT telegrams from St. Petersburg point plainly to 
the fact that by no one is it better understood than by the 
Russians that in undertaking the expedition against Khiva 
they are engaging in a warfare which ‘may possibly rouse 
against them the opposition of all the Tartar races of Cen- 
tral and Eastern Asia. With wise caution they have been 
for some time keeping themselves well informed of the dis- 
position of the several Asiatic States towards themselves, 
and more directly with that of China and the Mahom- 
medan Dependencies on her western frontier. Only the 
other day the return was notified of Colonel BARABASCH 
from an expedition to Kanchow, in the Province of Kansuh, 
and the other North-Western Provinces of China, and an- 
other party who have been engaged in exploring the neigh- 
bouring districts are now on their way back to Russia. This 
anxiety as to the probable attitude which China may take 
in the Central Asian question is but the natural outgrowth 
of the policy which has been so persistently pursued by 
Russia towards that country. From the moment when, in 
1651, the Chinese first came into collision with the Musco- 
vites on the Amoor, down to the present day, the history of 
Russia in Eastern Asia has been one of unswerving ag- 
gression. Little by little she has encroached, now on this 
point now on that, on her weaker neighbour’s territory. 
Year after year the Russian settlements advanced further 
down the Amoor, until in 1860, by a grand diplomatic 
coup, the Chinese Government, under pressure of defeat 
by the Allies, was persuaded to cede to them the whole sea- 
board of Manchuria between the river Usuri and the sea, 
from the mouth of the Amoor to the Korean frontier. 
These national humiliations are deeply felt and resented 
by the Chinese at the present day, and there can be but 
little doubt that if ever the time should come, as foretold 
by TsENG Kwo-FAn, when China will be strong and the 
European nations weak, the Chinese will seize on Russia's 
difficulty as their opportunity. Nor is such a contingency 
as improbable as at first sight it may appear to be. It must 
be remembered that the present rulers of China are mem- 
bers of the same Tartar race which, in comparatively 
modern times, overran the whole breadth of the Eastern 
world from Constantinople to Peking. Unfortunately for 
themselves, the last two centuries, which have enriched _us 
with so many scientific improvements and civilising in- 
fluences, have conferred no such advantages upon them. 
While Europe has advanced they have stood still, until it 
has even come to be computed that at the present time the 
descendants of the very men whose names were once a 
terror to the world, are, in the day of battle, valuable only 
in the proportion of fifty to one European soldier. But 
this, as far as their own Tartar troops are concerned, the 
Chinese have determined shall no longer be the case. For 
some time they have, as has been frequently noticed in 
these .columns, been sedulously supplying them with 
European arms of the most approved description. Their 
native military exercises and manceuvres have been dis- 
carded, and their battalions move only now to the words 
of command as laid down in foreign drill hooks. Time thus 
employed will work wonders, and it is possible that before 
very long China may again be in a position to make her 
yoice heard from Peking to the Caspian Sea. = 





THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

In looking back to the history of the Straits Settlements 
for the past six years, nothing is found more striking than 
the blind confidence shown by the non-official members of 
the Council in the new Governor, unless it be the general 
consent manifested on all sides—officials, unofficials, and 
Ministers alike—that his personal comfort and tastes ought 
to havea prior claim on the public purse to any founded on 
“the greatest happiness of the greatest number” principle. 
Thus was it that not only was Government-house under- 
taken without the pretence of an estimate, but large sums 
were lavished on it, time after time, to the indefinite post- 
ponement of the water supply of Singapore, to which the 
Government had long stood pledged. We have not far to 
look for another instance of equally blind confidence and 
unreasonable devotion of the public money for a purpose 
more concerning the accommodation of the Governor than 
the service of the public—we find it in the famous his- 
tory of the Straits steamers, which also give an insight into 
some of the practices by which public money is got rid of 
in Crown Colonies. 

The Indian Government had been in the habit of 
maintaining one small steamer in the Straits for 
carrying the Recorder 6n circuit, and the Governor 
and two or three other officials on their periodical 
visits from one Settlement to another, and also for 
carrying reliefs and provisions to the lighthouses. This 
was at a time when there was little steam traffic in Eastern 
waters, and the vessel repaid part of her cust by earning 
freight. Shortly before the colony passed to the Colonial- 
office, a second steamer, the Rainbow, had been bought to 
replace, when refitted, the old Pluto, which had become 
hardly seaworthy. On the lst of July, 1867, or just three 
months after the installation of the new Government, we 
find Sir H. Orp “suggesting” to the Legislative Council 
that the Plutv should be replaced by a new steamer, with 
a steam launch and steam cutter as auxiliaries, and that 
the Government should also be empowered to make 
temporary arrangements in the meantime ;—so that, with 
the Rainbow, the Colony would have four vessels propelled 
by steam. The non-official members at once acquiesced ; 
and two of them proposed a resolution, which was carried 
unanimously, authorising his Excellency “to procure the 
‘‘ above-mentioned vessels forthwith, the plans and estimates 
“to be laid before the Council as soonas they can be prepared, 
‘and until the arrival of the new steamers, to incur such 
‘“‘ expenditure as might benecessary for carrying on the public 
“service.” Under the last branch of the resolution, the 
Governor at once bought a new vessel called the Pezho, just 
arrived from England. She had cost £7,000 there ; the 
Colonial Treasury paid £13,500 for her. She was far 
superior to any former Straits vessel, but she was not good 
enough, in Sir H. Orp’s opinion, for the services now 
required, and another was ordered in England. 

Here we come upon a very curious part of the story. 
It will be observed that the Legislative Council had placed 
in the Governor's hands something like a blank draft ; 
for the resolution fixed no limit to the price to be given ~ 
for the new steamers. But it had nevertheless been passed, 
on the explicit understanding, as the Governor himself sub- 
sequently admitted, that the whole sum was not to exceed 
$75,000, or between £16,000 and £17,000. Now, the 
Governor, without laying any plans or estimates before the 
Council, sent home, he tells us, “ copies of the resolution,” 
and “statements of the description of steamer that was re- 
quired,” and requested the Secretary of State to order her. 
But did he also inform the Colonial-office of the limit put 
on the price? On this point he has remained silent. 
He did not lay his communication before the Council; and 
though, in subsequently explaining his conduct, he said 
he had never “expected” that the limit would be ex- 
ceeded, and even referred mysteriously to that power 
of disregarding the wishes of both Governor and Council 
which a Minister sometimes exercised, he did not state, 
nor does it anywhere appear that he ever informed the 
Colonial-office of that limit, which, though not embodied 
in terms in the resolution, undoubtedly formed part of it by 
virtue of an honourable understanding. 

In the course of time it began to be whispered that the 
new Straits steamer was to be a vessel of some 450 tons ; 
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that Mr. REED, the celebrated naval architect, was to have 
a fee of £500 for designing her after the model of the 
QUEEN’s yacht ; and that Messrs. WHITE, the equally cele- 
brated ship-builders, of Cowes, were to have £23,000 more 
for building her, or between £7,000 and £8,000 more than 
the Legislative Council had ever agreed to pay, to say no- 
thing of the cost of getting the vessel out to Singapore. The 
designs subsequently exhibited showed that the vessel was 
to be fitted up with about a dozen berths; some of the 
cabins and a bath-room were to be twelve feet square ; 
in the stern was to be a boudoir; and S800 more were 
to be spent on her when she arrived in Singapore, in build- 
ing a house on the deck for the exclusive accommodation 
of his Excellency. 

The Straits Association now again interfered in the 
affairs of the colony. They remonstrated with Lord GRAN- 
VILLE on the extraordinary outlay on steamers, as they 
had respecting that on Government-house ; and the M1- 
nister, 1n answer to their appeal, at once stopped the order 
for the steamer, calling at the same time on Sir H. ORD

This report, like the earlier communication, has not seen ' 
the light, but there is little reason to think that it contained 
any allusion to the limit of price; for in November, 1869, | 
the Council was asked to grant $117,000, or between | 
£25,000 and £26,000 for the price of the new vessel, in- 
cluding £2,000 for the expense of sending her to the colony. | 
This was too much for the non-official members, backed, or | 
rather urged as they were by the strong feeling of the whole | 
colonial public. The mover of the original resolution, ap- 
pealing to the understanding, which he seemed surprised 
not to find officially recorded, that not more than £16,000 
were to be spent on steamers, moved the rejection of the 
vote ; and he was supported by all the independeht mem- 
bers, who concurred in thinking that the Peiho was quite as 
good a vessel as was needed for the colony, if, indeed, any 
were needed at all. Sir H. ORD, “not with any motive,” as 
he said, “ but as a matter of convenience,” begged that they 
would not press the motion to a division, assuring them 
that everything they had said should be sent to the Secre- 
tary of State, who would attach the greatest weight to 
their opinions ; but they appear, on this occasion at least, 
to have thought it better to record their intentions unmis- 
takably on the face of their proceedings ; so they insisted 
on dividing. Of course, however, they were in a minority. 
The official phalanx prevailed, and the money was voted. 
‘Tf this vote be carried,’ said one of the unofficial 


members, ‘“ you will have spent $320,000 in the first three | 


years of this Colony’s existence on steamers alone ;” and 
the assertion was not controverted. And what was all this 
extravagance for? When Sir H. ORD made his first “sug- 
Siler ” for.a new steamer with “auxiliaries,” he laid be- 
ore the Council a paper which represented that the vessels 
were needed, not only for ing officials and visiting the 
lighthouses, but also for police duties, for fighting pirates, for 
maintaining communications with native Rajahs who were 
continually at war with each other and jeopardised British 
trade, and for keeping up British prestige. The insincerity 
of the whole document was transparent. There were no 
police duties to be performed, as Sir H. Orp plainly ad- 
mitted when he refused all information on the subject, on 
being challenged to do so. He knew also that the Home 
Government objected to all interference with the neighbour- 
ing Rajahs ; and as to putting down piracy, he could not be 
ignorant that pirates are about as common in the Straits of 
Malacca as they are in the Straits of Dover, and, at all 
events, that it was the business of Her Majesty's Navy, not 
of a colonial steamer, to make war on them. But Sir H. 
OrD showed his own opinion of his paper, when, instead of 
signing it himself, he made the Master-Attendant sign it ; 
and we have not been left in doubt as to what the steamer 
was really wanted for, when we consider its description— 
with its roomy cabins, bath-rooms, boudoir, and deck- 
house, or call to mind the use actually made of the steam- 
ers which Sir H. Orp had at his disposal. On this last 
point the colonial press has repeatedly spoken out in terms 
of strong indignation. The Peiho was used as a private 
yacht. She was even employed, whenever the Governor 
was at Penang, in plying between that place and Singapore 
at a cost of probably £100 a trip, ingcarrying his letters. 
On one occasion he sent his carriage and horses to Penang 
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by the Rainbow, while he followed himself in the Petho. 
We could fill columns with the complaints which we find 
in the local newspapers on this subject, all showing that 
the vessel was used for Sir H. ORD’s personal gratification 
and without any regard to expense. 

The Colonial-office settled the controversy by giving the 
victory to neither side. The crack vessel designed by Mr. 
REED was not ordered, but another and inferior vessel was 
sent out, and the Peiho and the Ruinlow were sold. Man 
saw in this decision mere tenderness for the Governor's 
feelings, and considered that it would have been wiser to 
keep no colonial steamer whatever, as, since the great de- 
velopment of steam navigation in the Straits, the only ser- 
vices for which any vessel had ever been required—that is, 
carrying officials and- rélieving lighthouses—could now be 
more economically done by contract, and the temptation 
to misuse public vessels for private amusement would be 
removed. Bat into this question we shall not enter. It 
isenough for our purpose to have pointed out how, not- 
withstanding the various checks supposed to control his 
conduct, a Colonial Governor could get $320,000 voted 
for steamers, and $220,000 more spent on a residence for 
himself in three years, in a colony whose annual revenue 
is only $1,300,000. The means by which this was accom- 
plished—the resolution drawn up in blank and sent to the 
Colonial Minister, while the limit was unrecorded—we 
leave to the appreciation of the reader. 


THE memorial which the Silk Association of America 
has addressed to the Shanghai Chamber of Commerce on 
the subject of adulteration will be read with .interest, be- 
cause it exactly confirms the views expressed by the Man- 
chester Chamber on a recent occasion. It will thus 
strengthen the hands of the Shanghai Chamber, which has 
always been most anxious to put down the evil. Perhaps, 
now that the Chinamen find that the merchants of Man- 
chester, Shanghai, and the United States are unanimous in 
the resolution to discontinue the purchase of Shanghai 
re-reeled silks—in consequence of their being unprofitable, 
and almost unmarketable at any price, by reason of the 
extent to which adulteration is carried in spite of repeated 
warnings—they may begin to see the policy of not driving 
their customers away altogether, before it is too late. It is 
evident, that either the system of adulteration must be re- 
formed, or the trade is doomed. It is an excellent sugges- 
tion that a standard of purity should be adopted, and all 
re-reeled silk should bear the names of the reeler and the 
merchant, so that, when fraud is perpetrated, there should 
| be a remedy provided in the shape of a reclamation on the 
' wrong-doer for the wrong done. If these regulations do 

not produce the desired effect, the case is hopeless 








His Excellency SANO, who lately arrived from Japan, ac- 
credited as Minister to the Courts of Austria and Italy, 
was presented to the Emperor at Vienna on the 28th ult., 
accompanied by Baron von SIEBOLD.

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THE HEALTH OF THE CHINA FLEET. 

A Statistical Abstract of the Health of the Navy from the Ist of 
July, 1871, to the 30th of June, 1872, has just been published by 
order of the House of Commons. We give the portion which relates 
to the China squadron :— 

Sick-RaTE.—Average Ratio of Cases placed on the Sick List for 16 years, 
2024°2 per 1,000.—The squadron on the China Station during the period 
embraced in this abstract comprised twenty-nine vessels, viz., two iron- 
clads, two of the sixth-rate, two sloopa, fourteen gun-vessels, one steam- 
vessel, four gun-boats, two surveying vessels, one troop ship, and one 
receiving ship, permanently stationed at Hong Kong. There was also 
a detachment of marines in Japan. The mean force, corrected for time, 
was 2,980, and the total number of cases of disease and injury entered 
on the sick-list 4,476, which is in the ratio of 1502° per 1,000 of force, 
being a reduction compared with the preceding twelve months equal to 
149°5 per 1,000, and compared with the average of the station, taken for 
a period of sixteen years, the decrease is to the extent of 504°2 per 1,000. 
Details are given of the various ships. While the Iron Duke was in 
the East Indian Archipelago, the most prominent affections on her 
sick list were venereal diseases contracted at Penang and Singapore, 
diarrhoea, and boils and abscesses. When in China and Japan febrile 
diseases began to show themselves, the result, in the majority of in- 
stances, of exposure to malarious influences while the ship was in the 
Aberdeen dry dock at Hong Kong. Diarrhoea was also very prevalent 
at this time. The crew of the Ocean were remarkably healthy, the 
sick rate of the ship being by much the lowest on the station. The 
crew of the Barrosa, stationed for nine months at Yokvhama, also 
appear to have enjoyed a remarkable immunity from disease, and the 
sick rate was very low. A very favourable report on the working of 
the Contagious Diseases Act is made by the surgeon of the ship, and 
practically illustrated by the comparative absence of venereal diseases 
among the crew, although so long at anchor in a harbour formerly no- 
torious for these atfections. A very different condition of matters, 
however, obtained in the Juno, which shows a very high sick rate. 
She was mostly stationed at Hakodadi and Nagasaki, in Japan, and 
Shanghai, in China—places unprotected by any Contagious Diseases 
Act—and the result was that her crew suffered severely from the dis- 
eases against which the Act is directed. From the constitutional form 
of these diseases there was a loss of service during the twelve months 
equal to 1,611 days, and from the local furm the loss of service 
was equal to 1,390 days, making a total loss of service of 3,001 
days. The Rinaldo’s crew appear to have been very healthy. 
Among the more numerous affections were syphilis, contracted at Sin- 
gapore, where no Contagious Diseases Act was in force. The most for- 
midable diseases with which the crew of the Zebra were affected were 
dysentery, contracted at Hankow and Shanghai, and remittent fever, 
the result of exposure to malarious influences while in dry dock at 
Aberdeen, Hong Kong. Besides these diseases, diarrhcea was rather 
frequent, and a good many cases of ague occurred, consequent on boat 
service at Labuan, and on the coast of Borneo. The returns from the 
Avon (which, however, are defective) show that during nine months of 
the year the health of both officers and men was particularly good. 
On board the Midge, there were some cases of simple continued fever 
and ague, catarrh and diarrhcea, at Shanghai, and rheumatism was rather 
prevalent during the Christmas quarter. The most formidable disease 
which appeared on board the Teazer was dysentery, of which there 
were a few cases. The sick-rate of the Thistle was high, but the most 
prevalent diseases were of a trivial character. The returna from the 
other vessels on this station do not present any points calling for parti- 
cular notice. Asa rule, the sick-rate was low in them all, as well as in 
the marine detachment serving in Japan. 

INVaLIDING.—Average ratio of invaliding for sixteen years, 63°5 per 
1,000. 146 persons were invalided from the squadron during the period 
embraced in this abstract, which is in the ratio of 48°9 per 1,000 of 
force, being a decrease compared with the preceding year, equal to 34° 
per 1,000. 

Deatus.—Average ratio of mortality for sixteen years, 35°5 per 1,000. 
36 deaths occurred in the squadron during the twelve months, 26 being 
from various forms of disease, and 10 from wounds and injuries and 
drowning. The total death-rate was 12° per 1,000 of force, being a re- 
Se compared with the preceding twelve months equal to 4°4 per 

000. 

A mass of tables are embodied in the Report. It appears that the 
number of cases of discase and injury was as followg—(the figures be- 
tween parenthesis represent the complements of the respective ships) :— 
Iron Duke (240), 405 cases, 5 invalided ; Ocean (315), 177 cases, 10 in- 
valided, 3 died ; Barrosa (265), 272 cases, 9 invalided, 4 died; Juno 
(230), 841 cases, 9 invalided, 4 died ; Rinaldo (170), 249 cases, 22 in- 
valided, 1 died ; Zebra (165), 252 cases, 13 invalided, 2 died ; the gun- 
vessels Avon, Curlew, Dwarf, Elk, Hornet, Leven, Midge, Ringdove, 
Teazer, and Thistle (695), 1,266 cases, 41 invalided, 11 died ; Salamis 
(70), 74 cases, 1 invalided ; Nassau (100), 120 casea, 3 invalided, 2 died ; 
Sylvia (100), 98 cases, 5 invalided ; Adventure (100), 181 cases, 5 in- 
valided, 1 died ; Princess Charlotte (100), 101 cases, 14 invalided, 6 died ; 
Marine Detachment, Japan (305), 315 cases, 3 invalided, 1 died. For 
several of the gunboats the returns were deficient. One of the tables 
shows the number of cases of disease and injury, &c., on the China Sta- 
tion during the sixteen years from 1856 to 1872. The total comple- 
ments for that period amounted to $1,770. The total number of cases 
of disease and injury has been 165,522; the total number invalided 
5,202 ; the number dead 2,910 (2,243 from disease, and 667 from injury).

injury on the station—2 on board the Barrosa (1 man drowned by fall- 
ing overboard, and 1 from fracture of forearm, jaw, and other injuries) ; 
1 on board the Juno, from drowning, while the man was walking over 
a jetty; 1 on board the Rinaldo, from a gunshot wound in action ; 2 
on beard the Curlew (1 man drowned by falling from a shore beat at 
Shanghai, and 1 killed bya fall from aloft); 1 from on board the Dwarf, 
drowned ; 2 from the Midge (1 man drowned by falling overboard from

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““CLEAN’ BILLS OF LADING.” 

The report of a case, “‘ Ramsden v. The Great Eastern Railway 
Company,” which was tried last week, may prove of more than 
passing Interest to some of our readers, and a brief résumé of it, 
with following comments, may not be out of place in our 
columns. The plaintiff had sent fifty-five bales of wool to be 
carried by the defendants from Antwerp to Yorkshire, via Har- 
wich. The wool was deposited on the quay at Antwerp, ship 
the next day by one of the defendants’ steamers, and landed at 
Harwich on the day next following. The wool arrived in avery 
damp state at its destination, and it was admitted that this had 
arisen from rain on the quay at Antwerp before shipment, the 
wool having been previously accepted by the defendant in their 
capacity as carriers, and a Bill of Lading afterwards signed for 
it “in good order and condition.” It was proved in evidence that 
one of the defendants’ employés had assigned a fitting place on 
the quay for the wool, and that “ tarpaulins, the property of the 
company (defendants) were used, with their consent, to cover the 
goods, The defendants, on the other hand (we quote The Times’ 
report), “ gave evidence that they never took any responsibility 
for goods till they were on board ship.” 

The case, as thus reported, seems to us not only very vague and 
disappointing, but also, by its issue, calculated to upset all former 
ideas as to the rights and duties of shipper and carrier. The 
hybrid maxim of “caveat shipowner” is just as applicable in 
the present case as “caveat emptor” in others, and if the ship- 
master or his agent chooses to sign what is technically called a 
clean Bill of Lading, clean cargo must be produced as its equiva- 
lent, or an action must he against him for non-fulfilment of con- 
tract. At the trial under notice Lord Chief Justice Bovill is 
reported to have said—“ As to the Bill of Lading, stating that 
the goods were shipped in good order and condition, it had been 
clearly decided that that was mere primd facie evidence of the 
state of goods, as a he was of the payment of money.” 
This seems to us not only a very untrue, but a very dan- 
gerous principle to assert. In the first place, and as a 
rule, no shipmaster is doing his duty when he receives 
water or oil-damaged goods on board his ship. He may, for the 
sake of despatch, do so under alee rotest taking the 
form of a protective clause in the Bill of Lading. But even in 
doing this he- runs a certain risk, and one which many owners 
will not permit their captains to incur. But if, as in the present 
case, a carrier wilfully receives on board his ship wool which he 
or his accredited agent knows or ought to see to be in a damp 
state, and yet signs, or causes to be signed, a “clean” Bill of 
Lading, there can be no doubt as to the responsibility. A 
“clean” Bill of Lading should be just as much above suspicion, 
and be of just as much legal force, as an accepted bill of exchange, 
and nothing but fraud can or should exempt the issuer of the 
former from accepting all results consequent on its signature. 
Our Eastern readers will at once see that we draw attention to 
this case not so much for its local importance as for its general 
bearing on the China trade. Now that wharves, in connection 
with steamer companies, have become common in the north and 
South of China, it is most desirable that the legal rights and 
duties of a wharf company, or perhaps specially those of a vessel 
discharging at a wharf, should be legally established and generally 
understood. There is still sume doubt, for instance, as tothe nght 
of a ship in the Wangpoo stream, at Shanghai, to discharge her 
whole cargo at a wharf without distinct authority from those con- 
signees who, as a rule, and go far as they are personally concerned, 
prefer landing their goods at their nearest jetty ; and it is not im- 
probable that on some future day avery nice and vexed question 
of wharf fire-insurance may lead to litigation. Be this as it 
may, we have thought the case named at the head of this article | 
worthy of a few comments, and we shall be glad if our words 
provoke honest criticism at the hands of those in the East whose 
interests are perhaps mainly at stake in the matter.

The failure is also announced of Messrs. Neumann, Gingold, 
and Co., merchants, of St. Mary-axe, a firm established in 1869 
in the China and Russian trade. Their transactions were chiefly 
in tea and tobacco, but it is understood that losses have been 
made of late in speculative operations on the Stock Exchange. 
The liabilities are about £300,000, covered principally by goods. 
It is expected that about £50,000 will rani against the estate 
and the assets are estimated to produce about £15,000.

Summary of Hetos from the Far Gast. 


JAPAN. 


YOKOHAMA. 

By the present mail we have advices from this port to the 
25th March ; the French mail from London Jan. 31 arrived out 
on the 23rd March. The following items of news are from the 
Japan Mad :— 

Reports of a rising in Satsuma have given rise to much talk 
and surmise. We have excellent authority, however, for sa ng 
that they are absolutely a foundation. They seem to 

originated in the return by the Costa Rica of the Go an ir? or 
Imperial Guard, lately disbanded in consequence of the adoption 
of the new army regulations which we recently published. The 
Imperial Guasd was com of Satsuma and Chésiu men 
brought here in the summer of 1871. It has also been said that 
Saigo Kichinosuki has gone, or is to go, down to Satsuma to re- 
o left 
Yedo some two months back, and has been quietly rusticating 
since that time. Private letters from well-informed persons 
living in the Satsuma province report that everything is quiet 
there. A story of Shimadzu Saburo having left Yedo with a 
large part of the J o-i (anti-foreign) faction is also equally without 
foundation. 

In addition to the special mission with regard to the Loochoo 
Islands with which Soyejima, the special envoy to Peking, is 

ed, we hear that he will endeavour to effect an alteration in 
the atiy with China so as to secure Chinese neutrality in view 
of possible complications with Korea. General Le Gendre goes as 
secretary of the Embassy, and will, it is rumoured, remain at 
Peking as resident Minister. A Ja apanese Consul-General has 
been appointed to reside at Foochow. 

HM. Chargé d’A bi has issued a notification ee the 
slatus and schedule of penalties issued by the J. a 
Government as binding upon ita subjects, binding aise 
British subjects, and we presume that the same course 
adopted by the other foreign ph sdeelas ge In the belt 
appended to the notibeation t words occur :—‘ upon con- 
viction thereof before any British Consular or other court,” &. 
The wo is doubtless intended to cover any question which 
might arise in regard to the courts respectively presided over by 
Mr. Hannen and Mr. Robertson. 

A somewhat singular case of robbery of the sum of $150 is re- 
ported. It appears that an engineer in Japanese employ engaged 
a jin to convey him from the foreign settlement to the 
native town. On arriving at the iron Ely jinrikisha was 
discharged, and the engineer then missed his money. Circum- 








stances would seem to show that the money was stolen, but as 
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the affair will doutless be investigated, it is, perhaps, too early to 
make a direct charge. 

An attempt at burglary has been made on the P.MS§.S. Co.’s 
compound ; while Capt. Lane and the assistants in the office were 
at dinner, a thief entered the hall of the @welling-house and stole 
a lap robe, afurcap and coat, making off without detection. On 
the following night a most daring burglary was attempted, and 
the circumstances under which it was made would show that the 
burglar was well acquainted with the habits of those in the office, 
and the various entrances, while it would also seem that the 
business carried on by the company was well known, since it was 
only in the morning that a sum of nearly 810,000 was received 
from Yedo. As the momban was passing through the office he 
saw under a desk near the treasury something like a man. 
piepping nearer he found that a man was hidden, and was about 
to seize him when he jumped ap, and rushing through the door in 
the counter, opened the front door and made his escape. Upon in- 
vestigation it was discovered that the burglar y suc- 
ceeded in breaking the lock of the first door of the treasury, 
pte it is certain he could not have progressed further even 
had he been possessed of a suit of the most approved burglar’s 
tools. The cet is entered by a thin iron door, only intended 
as an additional against fire ; and inside this again is 
a Herring’s safe, i impervious to both fire and thieves, and in 
this the money, amounting pele to $12,000, was placed. The

No damage of any 
great importance was done, but in many palings and trees 
were blown down. Afloat we have heard of only one accident, 
in which a boat containing an Euro and four Japanese was 
caught in a squall and capsized. e accident was, fortunately, 
at once perceived, and the men, who would have soon found it 
impossible to battle against the sea and wind, were immediately 
rescued from their dangerous position. 

Judgment has been delivered by the Shihésh6 or Judicial 
De nt in matter of a plaint on the of Messrs. Swaby 
and Cousens inst certain Japanese policemen. According to 
the judgment th ing of Cousens by the police in a burst of 
ill-temper, and the violation of the Treaty by the Chiji in re- 
leasing the offender is unjustifiable, and will be dealt with ac- 
cording to the Japanese penal laws in a suitable manner. Mr. 
Cousens is blamed for having discharged a fire-arm in the vicinity 
of inhabited houses, and both gentlemen, for pointing their guns 
to frighten the police who were calling them to order. We are 
in a position to state foe that no gun was ever pointed by 
either Mr. Swaby or Mr. Cousens at any of the policemen. 

A friendly match at bowls has been played between the mem- 
bers of the German and Y. U. Club, two double games at each 
club. The Germans were victorious both on their own and the 
ir U. Club alleys, and defeated their opponents by a great number 

of ‘points.

I think it very 
unjust to have to pay $5 every year. I maintain it would 
serve the a to have the residents bring their registration 
sa to .M. Consulate with the words written across it by 

.B.M. Consul, “ Renewed for 1873,” without any fee; but at 
present every resident is obliged to take out a new certificate, 
and pay $5 forsame. Take the average number of residents at 
all the Treaty ports at thirty, and ten ports 300, at $5, Mexican, 
$1,500 ; Shanghai, say 1,500 residents, at $5, Mexican, $7,500 ; 
making a total of Mexican $9,000. Now, where does this amount 
goto? I think it is wrong to raise such a sum in this way, fora 
passport in England with a good deal of matter printed and 
written on it is only charged 5s., or $1, which would be ample 
to charge us here.

Co., eight instead of four. Then he says the first line of rail 
must be between Tientsin and Chefoo, a farfetched idea ; he surely 
meant Taku and Tientein. Why should he exclude our good 
missionaries from the English residents? are the ministers ex- 
cluded at home from the communities they live amongst, cer- 
tainly not. His remarks about Hong Kong are impracticable 
and foolish ; with a little care his evidence can be picked to pieces 
very well and be of little value. Why single out men like him 
to give an opinion about Consulate matters—a man of little or 
no experience about China matters at all? Mr. Mongan, our 
Consul here, is anything but pleased with Crossmann’s evidence. 
I lived at Ningpo in 1864, and there were ie te or nine men of 
high principle—good men of business—who did not Hive by get

ting transit for Chinese, as he asserts.

SHANGHAI. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 28th 
March ; the P. and O. mail from London Feb. 7 arrived out on 
the 23rd March. The following items of news are from the 
North China Herald :— 


A Court of oe iry into the loss of the 8S. 8. N. Co.’s steamer 
Kiangloong was held on the 18th March, before the president 
and directors of the company, Captain Andrews, of the P. and O. 
Company’s steamer Avoca, and Captain Newell, of the P. M. 
Company’s steamer Ariel, sitting as assessors, The Court finds 
that the Kiangloong was lost on an unknown rock in the mid- 
channel ; that the accident was due to an unprecedentedly. low 
state of the water ; that no blame attaches to the officers of the 
steamer ; but that great praise is due to them for the promptitude 
and zeal shown after the accident. The Court also recommends 
that the Chinese official of the district be thanked for the assist- 
ance he gave. 

We are glad to publish a letter from the Chamber of Commerce 
to the Foreign-office, asking that Shanghai may be made a port 
of registry for British ships. The necessity for this step, in view 
of the increasing number of British-owned ships plying on the 
China coast, was urged in the Herald in June last ; and we have 
reason to believe that the Board of Trade only await a request 
by the Chamber of Commerce to sanction the scheme. From a 
that twenty 
steamers, eighteen sailing ships, and thirty lorchas, sailing from 
Shanghai under the British flag, are owned by individuals or 
companies connected with Shanghai. 

A Peking correspondent writes that the following changes are 
likely sho ‘4 to occur in the British consular services :—Messrs, 
ETS eking), Oxenham (Hankow), Harvey (Newchwang), 
and Scott (Swatow) will go home on furlongh. Mr. M‘Clatchie 
is likely to go from Shanghai to Hankow. Mr. Watters (Foo- 
chow) to Tientsin, and Mr. Giles from Tientsin to Foochow, 
Mr. Parkes from Hankow to Kiukiang, and new men from 
Peking will go down to Hankow and Shanghai. Several hun- 
dred labourers are putting the stone road between Peking and 
Tung-chow in repair, widening and levelling and smoothing it, 
to be in readiness for the Emperor's visit to the Tung-ling, 240 
li east of the city, on the 5th of the 3rd month (Ist April). The 
Peking Gazettes contain several interesting memorials relating to 
the Emperor’s accession. 

We hear that the steamer Daybreak has been transferred by 
Messrs. George Barnett and Co. to the C. M.S. N.Co. Sheis 
this morning advertised for despatch to Tientain. The pur- 
chase-money is said to be Tls. 100,000. We are informed that 
she will carry 18,000 piculs on fourteen feet draught, and attain - 
a@ moderate speed. She is commanded by Captain R. Gibbon, 
late of the F'uhle. 

The Land List which is annually published by Her Britannie 
Majesty’s Consulate has been issued. The total area of land 
registered is 8,192 mow; of which 1,641 mow are covered by 
European houses, 1,058 mow by Chinese ho 3,697 mow are 
returned as vacant, while 1,619 mow registered at the British 
Consulate, but situated in the American settlement, are not 
classified. 

Among the arrivals by French mail we notice that of Mr. E. 
McKean, late of H.B.M.’s Consular Service. He has accepted, 
we understand, an appointment in the Peking College, as 
teacher of English, and will proceed to Peking at once, to take 
it up. The present incumbent, Mr. O’Brien, formerly of H.M.’s 
Consular Service, joins the Customs staff. 

Mr. Davenport, who has been lately acting as Chinese Secre- 
tary of tion at Peking, is named as a probable successor to 
Mr. Alabaster in the Pais re Vice-Consulate. 

The Asiatic Society have held a meeting at their rooms, Papers 
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wereread on “The Early History of Shanghai,” by Mr. Schmidt, 
and on the “ Legend of Wen-Wang, the Founder of the Dynasty 
of Chows in China,” by Mr. Kingsmill. 

Wilson, the seaman of the s.s. Craigforth, who was charged 
with causing the death of one of his comrades, has been tried for 
the offence and acquitted. 

Much anxiety is felt regarding the captain of the lorcha Man- 
darin, which has been missing for some time. She was last seen 
about ten days ago, near Wooeung, assumedly on her return 
voyage from Chinkeang to Shanghai ; but she has not come into 

rt, and it is feared that the crew, who were Fohkien men, may 
have murdered the master in order to carry off the vessel and 
some $500 or $600 he had on board. It has since been reported 
that a vessel answering her description has been seen ara 
Chinhai southward. A Chinese gunboat has gone out to loo 
after her. | 

The annual meeting of members of the Gymnasium has 
been held. The accounts show a balance in hand of $1,003.43. 
Messrs. Stephenson, Mackenzie, Provand, Grose, and Schultz 
(Secretary), were elected a committee for the eres year. It 
was resolved to hold an Athletic Sports meeting in May. 

The annual meeting of members of the Rowing Club has been 
held. The accounts show a balance in hand of Tls. 595.07, be- 
aides 291.06 standing to the credit of the removal fund. It was 
mentioned that the owner of the land on which the lower boat- 
house is built has given notice that it must be removed at the 
end of 1874, and that a new site must therefore be found. It 
was decided that no useful action could be taken until the result 
of the Bunding scheme was finally known, and the matter was 
therefore left to the new committee. Messrs. R. W. Little (cap- 
tain), Caldbeck, Glass, Stephenson, and Schuffenhauer were 
elected a committee for the ensuing year. A scratch regatta will 
be held in the spring as usual. 

The annual meeting of the Cricket Club has also been held. 
The accounts show a balance in hand of Tls. 1.26, with 
. Gutatandings of Tls. 320. This, however, as the expenses of 
the club during the past year were unusually heavy, and it had 
lately to pay up large arrears of rent, is Bocas as satisfactory. 
It was resolved to obtain estimates and collect subscriptions for 
building a larger dressing room to the pavilion; and to collect 
one tael from each playing member to meet current petty expenses. 
Messrs. Groom (President), Case, Duval, Fitzgerald, Hearn, My- 
burgh, and Souper were elected a committee for the ensuing 








ear. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Courier :-— 

- A few nights since, while the tugboat F'uhle was at anchor, 
with lights up, between the beacon and the lightship, she was 
run into by a large outward-bound junk, sailing at about seven 
knots, and had her stem partly carried away, and her port bow 
very badly ed. The junk was also injured, and anchored 
two miles from the FvAle. As soon as the latter got steam up 
she went alongside the junk, and this morning towed her into 
harbour, where she will remain pending a settlement of claims. 
Captain Tucker, accompanied by Mr. , chief carpenter of 
Her Majesty’s ship Cadmus, at the instance of Her Majesty's 
Consul, held a survey, and the damages to the Fwhle are esti- 
mated to cost some Tls. 700 or Tls. 800. 

From Soochow we learn that the native magistrates are be- 
coming more obstructive towards foreigners than ever, and that, 
as a natural consequence, the people show an unwonted degree of 
bitterness and insolence towards dotei ers. 

It is announced that the offices of H.M. consulate will, on the 
3lst March, be removed from the temporary buildings erected 
for them after the destruction of the consulate by fire at Christ- 
mas, 1870, to the new consular buildings which have just been 
completed. __ 

r. Morel has resigned his position as chairman of the French 
Municipal Council. Perhaps we may get some explanation of 
the reasons for this step when the epitome of the minutes of 
the Council’s meetings are published six months hence. 

The steamer Tungting, which arrived from Hankow on the 
2lat March, reports the wreck of the Kiangloong still visible 
above water, but the water rising so rapidly ‘iat she must soon 
be swept from her resting place into deep water. 


| HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 3rd April; the French mail from 
London, Feb. 14, was received on the 27th March. The follow 
ing items are from the Overland China Mail :— 


The ordinary half-yearly meeting of the Union Insuranc 
Company has been held—Mr. Pyke in the chair. The following 
report was presented and taken as read :— 


The directors have the pleasure to present to the shareholders the 
fourth half-yearly report on the business of the society to the 31st 
December, 1872, showing at that date a balance at credit of $202,652.34, 
in addition to the sums of $250,000 representing the paid-up capital of 
the society, and $250,000 the amount of its reserve fund. From the 
annexed balance sheet it will be seen that the net premium col- 
lected from the Ist July to the 31st December amounts to 

255,652.88. ‘The claims for the six months amount to $21,565.18 
pe 9 of risks taken during the year 1871, and 
$182,451.65 for account of the year 1872, making a total of 
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$204,016.73. The net premium earned since, viz., from lst January to 
15th inst., may be fairly estimated at $60,000. The directors regret to 
say that the claims paid since the 31st December last, and the further 
loases to date, as far as can be ascertained, are estimated at the unusually 
large sum of $154,071.70, which includes total losses per Serica, Lalla 
Rookh, and E. A. Oliver. Under these circumstances the directors think 
it advisable to declare an interim dividend of not more that $200 per 
share, which will absorb a sum of $50,000, a further amount of 325,000 
being set apart for apportionment hereafter amongst contributing share- 
holders, in comformity with the provisions of the Articles of Associa- 
tion. 

At the meeting the report and accounts were passed, and the 
interim dividend of $200 per share, proposed by the directors, 
was sanctioned. 

A meeting of the shareholders of the Chinese insurance Com- 
pany (Limited) was held on the 28th March, Mr. R. Belilios in 
the chair. The motion for the adoption of the report (which we 
Perey in our last issue) was carried unanimously. Messrs. 

cDouall, André, Geary, and Seaman were elected as directors, 
and Messrs. Hughes and Nicase as auditors. The meeting has 
also been held of the Indo-Chinese Sugar Company, of which the 
report was likewise published in our last issue. The report and 
accounts were adopted after some discussion, and the directors 
and auditors were elected in accordance with the report. 

One or two cases of interest have been heard in the Summary 
Jurisdiction Court. One of them was a suit by Sew Yuen, a 
ship’s compradore, against Se t George Pickford, who had 
charge of the Police Meas, for B95 The Mess owed the plain- . 
tiff 350 and some cents, and when he presented his bill he was 
paid in two $25 notes ; one of these notes, the plaintiff alleged, 
was a forgery, and the question was who shoald suffer for the 
loss. The plaintiff swore that the note in question was given 
him by the defendant. The defendant, on the other hand, could 
not be certain whether he gave it or not ; but he contended that 
the plaintiff ought to have returned it sooner, if one of the 
notes he gave him really wasa forgery. He paid hint on the 6th 
inst., and nothing was said of it until the 8th. his Honour gave 
judgment for the plaintiff. The forged note, which is on the 
Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, is remarkably well executed ; 
the signatures of Messrs. V. Kresser and E. R. Smith are imitated 
with great exactness. The only defects are the thinness of the 
paper, and a mistake in the date, which is given as 26th Dec., 
1891. 

The other case of interest was an action brought by Ip-choo- 
sow against Captain Rayner, of the steamer Coguct, for loss of 
luggage and return of passage-money. The plaintiff stated that 
he and seven or eight others took passage in the defendant's 
steamer at Saigon for Hong Kong, but shortly after he had em- 
barked the captain tied him and his comrades up, and they were 
afterwards taken into custody by the French police. In the 
meantime the steamer left, he therefore lost both passage and 
luggage. It appeared, however, that when the plaintiff and his 
comrades were taken by the police their luggage was sent ashore, 
and the plaintiff eventually admitted, under cross-examination, 
that he was given his boxes and things at the police station when 
they were released, but that, as he ought to have had more, he re- 
fused to take them. His Honour gave judgment for the defendant. 
The plaintiff and his comrades were, we believe, taken into cus- 
tody because he tried to go on board when the steamer was over- 
crowded. 

Judgment has been given in the libel case “ Overbury v. Bell.” 
Stated in brief the case amounted to this :—Certain comments 
were made by the Daily Press upon the system under which 
Captain Overbury conducted the Sailors’ Home. These com- 
ments were assumed by the plaintiff to be or embody libellous 
charges against him personally. The jury returned a verdict for 
the plaintiff for one dollar damages and one dollar costs. * One 
result of the letters and articles, and the trial, has been that the 
post of Superintendent of the Sailors’ Home has been abolished 
altogether, and Captain Overbury has gone home. 

A robbery, which has excited some attention, has been com- 
mitted on board H.M.S. Thalia. The person, named Sanders, 
from whom the ey was taken—some £94—holds the 
position of messman on board the ship; the prisoner holds the 
position of naval schoolmaster, and for some days past has been 
assisting the messman to make up his books, so that he had 

a knowledge of where Sanders generally kept his cash- 
box. On the evening of the robbery, Barber (the prisoner), 
having ascertained that the messman was not going on shore, 
desired him to retain a sampan alongside the ship, while he ran 
below on some excuse. Thus having fixed Sanders, as he 
thought, for a few minutes, he took a casual survey of the 
saloon, in which the messman has a cabin, and then 
entered it, carefully shutting the door. This was observed 
by Sub-Lieut. Cresswell, who had escaped observation from 
the fact of his having laid down in his bunk. Thinking the 
man’s actions curious, he lay still, and presently saw him come 
out in a suspicious manner, but, of course, had no idea of what 
he had been doing. Before leaving the ship he (Barber) concealed 
£74 in gold behind the seamen’s library, where it was afterwards 
found, the remainder of the money, nearly all English silver, he 
took on shore with him, but with respect to this he seems to have 
become fearful, for it has been found out that he dropped it over- 


' board just before landing. A part of it has been recovered, some 
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£5, and the rest,is being sought by the police. Barber was 
arrested on shore and has been sentenced by Court Martial to 
two years’ imprisonment and to dismissal from the service. 

A daring robbery took place a few nights ago, just after dark, 
in the harbour, not a great distance from shore. It appears 
that a cargo boat was taking some opium (the value of £1,000) 
to a vessel in harbour, when a boat, containing some ten or 
twelve men, went on board the cargo boat and stole it away, in 
doing which one man was severely hurt. It is supposed they 
were pirates, as they had a very fast boat. Police boats chased 
her, but she could not be overtaken. H.M.S. Ringdove has gone 
out to look after the culprits. 

It is satisfactory to note that the Harbour-master’s report for 
1872 shows a very large increase in the shipping returns of the 
colony as compared with preceding years. The intercostal trade 
would appear to have furnished the bulk of the figures which 
make up the increase, and this points to the advancing import- 
ance of the colony in its true status of a depot for the home and 
Chinese trades. It would, however, be erroneous to assume that 
this points exclusively to a development of what is termed the 
foreign-going trade of the asin Much of. the cargo brought 
by the steamers and sailing vessels which run between the treaty 

rts and Hong Kong is destined for Canton. But we are quite 
justified in assuming that a large proportion comes fairly under 
the head of sical ocean freight, and that the increase of ship- 
ping does really represent an increase of business favourable not 
_ only to the native merchants but to foreigners also. | 

We regret to learn that the dismissal of both an European and 
Chinese employé in a Government department has been rendered 
necessary by the discovery of certain irregularities. We refrain, 
however, from mentioning names until they are duly published 
in a Government notification. 

The Rev. Dr. Legge has preached his farewell sermon to the 
congregation seaombled in Union Church, when he handed over 
the pastoral charge to the Rev. J. Lamont. Dr. Legge has since 
taken his i grok from the colony. 

The fine of $500 imposed on the captain of the Charles Albert, 
eae up coolie gratings on board his ship, has been amended 
to $200. 

The sixth number of the China Punch has made its appear- 
ance, and is, in quantity at all events, an improvement on its 
predecessors.

SINGAPORE. | 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 10th 
April ; the P. and O. mail, from London March 7, arrived out 
on the 7th April. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :— 

There have been several meetings of the Legislative Council, 
but nothing of importance has been achieved. The Council has 
been busy considering the Bill to reconstitute the Courts of the 
Colony, which is still in committee. One thing the Council has 
done, and that is to overrule the opinion of the Secretary of State 
for the Colonies on the question of appointing a superin- 
tendent of prisons, who will also have charge of Singapore 
jail, a matter in which it would naturally be supposed 

arl Kimberley had better facilities for forming an opinion 
than our residents, with merely their local knowledge to judge 
from. However, one unofficial member of Council proposed and 
another seconded a resolution, that the Council believed such an 
officer absolutely necessary under the new prison discipline, and 
the motion was carried unanimously. It is reported, however, that 
Earl Kimberley will adhere firmly to the position he has taken, 
and will refuse to sanction the appointment made by the 
Governor in accordance with this resolution. Sir William 
Hackett, the Judge of Penang, and the Honourable F. S. 
Brown, came up in the Agamemnon to take part in the discussion 
of the Courts Bill, and the criminal sessions here, fixed for the 
7th, have been postponed to the 16th, to enable the Chief Justice 
to take part in the Gouncil proceedings upon this most important 
measure, 

The Netherlands Indian Government have very precipitately 
declared war against the Sultan of Atchin, almost immediately 
after the arrival of the Dutch Commissioner, who presented an 
ultimatum, the terms of which have not been made public. The 
main portion of the expedition followed shortly after war had 
been declared, but we have heard no more of it than that the 
town of Atchin was bombarded at the outset by the Dutch war 
steamers then present. H.M.S. Hornet has been sent over from 
Penang to the scene of hostilities to look after British interests. 
A Government Gazette Extraordinary was issued here, immedi- 
ately after the information was received, containing a proclama- 
tion prohibiting the export of arms and munitions of war from 
ay pa of the Settlements to Atchin. 

.M.S. Zebra, the Hon. Captain Dennison, after a lengthened 
stay on this station, has at last left us for Hong Kong, where we 
learn Captain Dennison will take command of H.M.S. Adventure, 
the Zebra’s crew being transferred to that vessel. The Zebra 
herself will be sold, and as she is a good roomy vessel, she ought 


to fetch a good price. Captain Dennison made himself very 
popular here, officially and socially, proving himself a good officer 
and an urbane, genial gentleman, and his doparture is a sensible 
loss to the society of the place. 

There has been quite a number of official changes lately. Mr. 
H. F. Plow, having enough to do as registrar-general, has re- 
signed the post of private secretary to his Excellency the Go- 
vernor, and clerk of councils, Lieutenant Ord is now private secre- 
tary, and Mr. E. A. Irving clerk of councils. There is a report 
that Mr. C. E. Velge, late acting chief clerk to the Supreme 
Court, will succeed ee in hes istracy here. Mr. 
D. F. A. Hervey, recently acti ice magistrate at Malacca, 
has returned Se ‘his duties as chial clerk. 

A gang robbery, attended with murder, committed during the 
fortnight in High-street, has occasioned no little excitement, the 
victims being the owner and inmates of a money-changer’s shop, 
two of whom died next day in the hospital, and two more were 
more or less injured. The perpetrators were a body of armed 
Chinese, who, after knocking down and brutally beating the 
Klings with bludgeons, robbed the shop-of about $700, and then 
endeavoured to set fire to the place by means of burning paper 
and Chinese crackers. Eight men have been committed for trial 
at the Criminal Sessions, charged with being members of the 

ang. In addition to this, there have been a great number of 
F laries and larcenies of late ; a European ship chandler’s store 
faa been broken into by excavating a large hole through a brick 
wall eighteen inches or two feet thick, but the thieves must have 
been disturbed, as but a small quantity of property was missing. 

From Penang we learn that the disturbances at Laroot be- 
tween the two factions of Chinese still continue, and the Gazette 
says they have now begun a war of extermination against the 
natives, either killing or making prisoners of all they can catch, 
whether Kings or Malays. The same paper also understands 
that there are several armed junks waiting at Penang to go to 
Perak, and will go whenever they escape the vigilance of the police. 
A meeting of the residents was held on the 3rd inst., at which a: 
resolution was d, confirming a resolution at a previous meet- 
ing, that $20,000 of the Beach-street Fund be devoted to build- 
ing a Town-hall, and the other $10,000 be given to the Chinese 
to build a hall for themselves. An amendment was proposed, 
that the whole $30,000 be applied to a Town-hall, for the use of 
all the residents, of whatever nation, race, or creed, but such a 
cosmopolitan idea did not meet with the approval of the meet- 
ing, and the amendment went to the wall.

IMPORTS. 

Hanxow.—The fortnight had been a very quiet one, and sales of all 
descriptions were considerably below the average usual at the time of 
year. Advices from the country continued unsatisfactory, and in con- 
sequence dealers showed little disposition to add to their stocks. 

SHANGHAI.—The advices from every quarter during the week had 
been most unsatisfactory. There had been no trade going on at any of 
the outports, nor much inquiry, and, as a consequence, the transactions 
on this market had been few and unimportant. The natives stated as 
the reason that the rapid advance in the prices of Shirtings and one or 
two other staple articles which took place here about Chinese New- Year 
time, had frightened the consumers, but if there be any truth in this, it 
is only reasonable to infer now that rates had again become lower, that 
confidence will soon be restored, and business resumed. White Shirt- 
ings, fine 7 to 8 lbs. T-Cloths, and H.H. Scarlet Long Ells, were the 
only articles for which anything like a healthy demand had existed, and 
these alone had commanded previous rates. Nearly every other textile 
showed a decline in value. Metals: Quiet and business small. Coals: 
Sales to considerable extent at an advance on previous rates. Quota- 
tions from ship :—Cardiff, Tls. 12.50; English, Tls. 11.50 ; American, 
Tls. 10.50 per ton nominal. 

FoocHow—Sales had been: T-Cloths, 7 lbs., 3,700 pieces, at $2.02 to 
2.60 per piece, according to quality. 

‘ Honea Kona.—The only arrival with manufactured goods, besides the 
mail steamer, had been the Patroclus from Liverpool. The market had 
not been so active during the fortnight and prices in the early part of 
the period remained steady, holders being firm for higher rates, but 
towards the close there had been more disposition shown to meet the 
market with some classes of goods, and in these instances prices were 
weaker. The general tone of the market however was steady. Cotton 
Yarns had received comparatively little attention ; Nos. 16 to 24 were 
pretty firmly held, but buyers would not pay former prices. Sales of 
Nos. 28 to 82 and 38 to 42 difficult to effect. Piece Goods: Moderate 
transactions, but no material changes in prices. 71b. Grey Shirtings in 
steady demand, and wanted “to arrive ;” 8.4 lb. fairly bought, but at 
the close dealers holding off. White Shirtings : Common counts only 
saleable, and these at lower rates. T-Cloths : 7 lb. Mexicans in demand, 
but other weights receiving but little attention. Drills of all makes 
hard to place. Woollens: Less demand for Long Ells, and neither 
Scarlet or Assorted kinds could be placed at former figures. Camleta 
not much wanted, and Lastings neglected. English Spanish Stripes and 
Blankets quoted at a decline. Metals: All articles under this head 
moderately dealt in, and prices generally well maintained. Coals 
quieter, notwithstanding that importers were declining to sell in hopes 
of maintaining prices, Rice: Importations of foreign grain having 
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been smaller of late, and the reports concerning the weather in the 
interior being unfavourable, native dealers had shown more anxiety to 
buy, and prices were 10 to 15 cents dearer. 

Batavia.—There had been but little alteration in the position of the 
market for Cotton Goods. The indications of improvement in demand 
had disappeared, the impoverished state of the natives restricting their 
purchasos to very trifling quantities. Until the Rice crop is gathered 
and realised no improvement was looked for. In quotations there had 
been no change... 

SrncaPporE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows :—The ar- 
rivals with general cargoes are the Russia, Drummond Castle, and 
Canton, steamers, from London, and the Agamemnon, steamer, from 
Liverpool. The demand for Piece Goods has been very limited during 
the fortnight, and the market closes quiet, with a tendency to lower 
prices, holders being anxious to make sales. 89-inch Grey Shirtings ; 
8} lb. in fair request at $2.50, holders being still willing to accept that 
price ; stock small; 7 Ib. taken at $2.10 to $2.124, sales chiefly at the 
higher quotation ; 6 lb. quiet, at $1.90 to $1.924 ; stock very low. 
45-inch not in any request. 32-inch T-Cloths: A fair amount of busi- 
negs, chiefly in 6 lbs., transacted, but holders showing a disposition to 
press sales, prices had declined to a small extent, and at the close the 
demand had become very quiet ; 5 Ibs. taken at $1.30, 6 lbs. at $1.574 
to $1.60, and 7 Ibs. at $1.774 to $1.80; no inquiry for light weights. 
Grey Yarn: 40's scarce, and sales effected at $130 ; considerable arrivals 
expected ; 30’s dull at $1074 to $110; little doing in 18 to 24's, the 
demand having fallen off. T.R. Yarn: Full weight met with good in- 
quiry, and sales of favourite chops readily effected ; hardly anything was 
done in 10 lbs. and other descriptions. Dark Green Yarn in fair request 
at $90. Woollens: Camlets saleable at $18 to $19 for Assorted, and 
$19 to $20 for Scarlet ; Long Ellsin limited demand at $8.50 for 12 Ib. 
Scarlet ; small sales of Bombazettes; Lastings quieter, but without 
change in prices. Iron: Very little business done, and prices unchanged. 
Lead: Dull and in no inquiry, last sale of L.B. $63, of common at $64. 

PENANG.—The fortnight had been ‘a very dull one in this market, 
and business had been limited at last quotations. The Dutch Govern- 
ment having declared war against Acheen, the native traders to that 
country were out of the market ; consequently, business was very much 
restricted.

but towards the close there had been less enquiry, and nearly the whole 
of the business done had been in Re-reels, the common and medium 
descriptions of which were from Tls. 20 to 30 lower, while the best were 
held for former rates. Blue Elephants were reported to have been dealt 
in at Tls. 460. Settlements and Re-exports for the fortnight, Chinas, 
850 bales. Total settlements since Ist June, 55,100 bales ; against 
1872, 48,700 bales ; 1871, 32,200 bales. Comparative unsold stock on 
this market, 26th March, 1873, 600 bales ; 1872, 300 bales; 1871, 
700 bales. 

CaNTON.—Small settlements had been made from time to time, the 
business of the fortnight comprising 125 bales Tsatlee and 10 bales 
Loongkong. Prices were weak, and stocks were—500 bales Tsatlee, 20

SINGAPORE.—Tin, during the early part of the fortnight, was in fair 
, demand, and about 1,700 piculs were taken, principally for England, at 
$36.80 to $37. Latterly there had been no inclination to buy, and for 
stock 1,250 piculs, no offers were being made ; dealers asked $36.874 to 
374. Gambier had been in active demand, and during the fortnight 
about 1,900 tons had been contracted for at $4.60 to 4.724, prices closing 
very firm at the higher quotation. Black Pepper very quiet, and the 
only transaction reported was 2,000 piculs for the Continent at $13.55, 
which may be considered the nominal value. White Pepper had been 
coming freely to market, and sales of about 2,000 piculs reported, clos- 
ing rates being $204 for Rhio, and $214 for Singapore. , 

PENANG.—The market for produce had remained very quiet, and 
transactions had been limited. Prices generally were unaltered ; the 
only article in which any quotable change was noticeable being Tin, 
for which after departure of last mail the market opened firm at 
$36.30 and advanced to $36.50. Upon receipt of less favourable ad- 
vices from Europe rates declined to $354, but shortly afterwards reco- 
vered to $35.60 to 35.65, at which the market closed quiet.

PRESBYTERIAN MISSIONS IN CHINA AND 
JAPAN. 

The first annual missionary meeting in connection with the London 
Presbytery of the United Presbyterian Church was held last week in 
Albion Church, London-wall, Mr. Samuel Stitt in the chair. 

After the opening remarks of the chairman, and the reading of 
the report, the Rev. Dr. Morrison addressed the meeting on the 
proposed mission to Japan. He said he did not expect that the 

roposal would at once be received by all without difficulty, but he 
believed that, on fuller knowledge and reflection, it would be generally 
and cordially entered into. Progress is the law of life. When a plant 
has ceased to grow it has begun todecay. We ought indeed to see that 
our existing missions, such as those to India and China, be strengthened 
and consolidated ; but that is not inconsistent with the extending of 
our efforts with increasing resources to other places, If any new 
mission can be at present undertaken by us, none is more 
worthy than a mission to Japan. The country is in a hopeful 
and critical condition of change. The door long shut has been 
opened. And is every new thing to be introduced but the Gospel ? 
Is everybody to press in except the missionary? There are, in- 
deed, great difficulties in the way. Christianity has been an object 
of bitter dislike, on account mainly of the political intrigues of the 
Jesuits, with whose system it has been identified ; but the people, being 
open-minded and impressible, will not refuse to recognise a better form - 
of Christianity when it shows itself, and we ought, even for the honour 
of our outraged religion and of a misrepresented Christ, to send the 
Gospel in ita purity to them without delay. Even if toleration did not 
yet exist it would be our duty to sow the good seed, as the enemy in 
the parable sowed the tares, stealthily by night ; but it would appear 
that religious liberty has at last been granted, a telegram from Hong 
Kong of the 14th March, being in these terms :— The withdrawal of 
the edicts against Christianity in Japan is confirmed.” The door, then, 
seems wide open, and shall we not enter in by it, hearing in all the 
circumstances the cry, “Come over and help us”? Approved of by 
the Mission Board, and fortified by a list of preliminary subscriptions 
amounting to the splendid sum of upwards of £9,000, the scheme will 
no doubt be formally accepted by the Synod at ita meeting in Edin- 
burgh in a few days. Other Churches are preparing to enter upon the 
work, and there is reason to hope that Japan may ere long answer in its 
spiritual condition to the deepest meaning of its poetical name, “Sun- 
born,” being born of the “Sun of Righteousness" arising upon it with 
healing under ita wings. 

The Rev. Dr. Fraser then gave a detailed account of the China Mis- 
sion of the English Presbyterian Church. An idea, he said, of the v 
large extent of that mission in proportion to the size of the Churc 
could be pace from the fact that £9,000 was expended last year, only 
£2,000 of which was received from Scotland. There were thirteen 
missionaries in the field sent from this country, three of their number 
being doctors of medicine. To these were associated some forty or fifty 
native labourers. The churches on the mainland were confined to two 
districts—Amoy and Swatow. Several congregations were organised 
with elders and deacons, and some had been, attempting a little self 
support. The island of Formosa had been the scene of a wonderful 
work of God’s grace within the last two or three years. The whole 
island had been taken possession of, and the stations could be multiplied 
sevenfold if missionaries could be found to take possession of them. 
The adult communicants in Amoy, Swatow, and formosa, num- 
bered in all between 1,600 and 1,700, and the attendance at 
pure worship was about 38,500. The only drawback was the 

ack of labourers. At the last meeting of Synod scarcely anything 
was said about money, but the difficulty in getting men for this 
great work. Why, Dr. Fraser asked, was the spirit of aggression in the 
Church, with all its advantages, so languid and low? When the Pres- 
byterian Churches in nabeus were “rolled into one,” and became one 
Presbyterian Church, which would be very soon—(cheers)—then it 
would be very pleasant for the missionaries of the United and English 
Presbyterian Churches to meet with one another and feel they were 
serving the same Church. They had a regular Presbytery in China, and 
the Chinese knew what worked well. Speaking of the approaching 
union, Dr. Fraser said what he meant by union was a union— 
thorough, fraternal, loyal, or not at all. What would interest one 
would interest the other, and if there was any rivalry it would be to 
see who could do most for the Master. He did not know where a 
Christian enterprise of modern times could be found in the form of 
foreign missions which had been better conducted and better manned 
for its size and the time it had been in operation, and which had brought 
forth greater fruit to the glory of God, than the China Mission of the 
English Presbyterian Church. When the union took place he thought 
they would do well to cast the interest of their united work into the 
mission-fields of India and China, for Japan was a kind of appendage. 
It would be a blessed thing if the missionary spirit kindled within the 


ta stirred them up to do more than in the past for the heathens at 
ome,

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
GLEDSTANES AND CO, 

On the 2nd inst. an adjourned motion was made on behalf of Messrs, 
Dewhurst and Co., commission agents of Manchester and London, for 
leave to prove against the estates of Messrs. Gledstanes and Co., and 
Messrs. Leggatt and Co., for a sum of £2,600, representing a balance 
claimed to be due from both firms in respect of goods purchased on 
their joint account from or through Messrs. Dewhurst and Co. 

After hearing the arguments of counsel, Mr. Registrar Brougham said 
it appeared that Mr. Clement Leggatt had ordered goods from Dew- 
hurst and Co. for shipment to Leggatt and Co., of Bombay, Dewhurst 
and Co. drawing upon Gledstanes and Co. for the invoiced price of the 
goods, the proceeds of which were remitted from Bombay specifically to 
cover the acceptances given in payment by Messrs. Gledstanes and Co. 
The transaction was a joint adventure between Clement Leggatt and 
Gledstanes and Co. ; but as it afterwards appeared that the goods were 
Sear on behalf of Leggatt and Co., and were shipped to them at 

ombay, the Court was of opinion that Messrs. Dewhurst and Co. had 
established their right to prove against both the joint estates, They 
must, however, elect out of which estate they would take their dividend, 


TEA ADULTERATION. 

On the 6th instant, at a meeting of the City Commission of Sewers 
at Guildhall, Dr. Letheby, the Medical Officer of Health for the City, 
reported that his attention had been recently directed to the public 
sale in the City of London of 1,000 boxes of adulterated green tea. He 
at once proceeded to the sale rooms in Mincing-lane, where the tea was 
being sold by auction, but failing to get authentic samples, he went to 
the bonded warehouses in Upper Thames-street, and obtained them 
there. On returning to the rooms he found that the whole of the tea 
had been sold, but one of the inspectors had fortunately obtained the 
names of most of the purchasers. The tea was sold in lots of 250 
boxes each, and was described as “ Extra Fine New Season's Moyune 
Gunpowder Green Tea, ex Surpedon, steamship, from Canton.” He 
had carefully examined the samples, and found that they contained 
from 40 to 43 per cent. of iron-filings and 19 per cent. of silica in the 
form of fine sand, which had been cleverly mixed with and added to the 
leaves before curling, with a view to increase their weight and bulk. After 
tie leaves were curled eae had been thickly covered with green pigment, 
and when infused in boiling water they produced a very turbid solu- 
tion, offensive to the smell and nauseous to the taste. He recom- 
mended the Sanitary Committee to take further proceedings in the 
matter. He also stated that on the 25th ult. he was privately informed 
that a large quantity of unsound tea was being offered for sale in the 
city by a firm of brokers, and on inquiry he found that it was the sal- 
vage of about 1,150,000 lbs. of tea which formed part of the cargo of 
the Lalla Rookh, the vessel which was wrecked on the 2nd of March. 
The wet tea was brought to London a short time ago, and, having been 
redried and otherwise manipulated to give it a decent appearance, had 
been repacked in old tea chests bought for the purpose, and then stored 
in a bonded warehouse. It consisted of 934 half-chests and 86 chests 
of congou, 24 half-chests of green tea, and 28 bags of tea dust. All the 
samples were composed of exhausted and putrid leaves, and were 
utterly unfit for human consumption. The solicitor (Mr. Baylis) had 
warned both the sampling brokers and the owners of their liabilities 
under the Adulteration Act in case they disposed of the tea. 

A joint report was also read from the Medical Officer and Solicitor 
with reference to the question of how to deal with articles unfit for 
food, such as unsound tea and rotten fruit supposed to be stored in 
bonded warehouses. They pointed out the difficulties in the matter, 
owing to the want of definite, speedy, and certain information of the 
existence of such articles and of the power of entering the warehouses 
for the purpose of examination and analysis, and they referred to the 
serious delay which arose in obtaining the condemnation of the goods. 
They suggested that power should be given to the medical officer of 
health or nuisance inspector of a district to enter bonded warehouses to 
inspect articles of food and drink stored there, and if necessary to take 
samples, and in the event of their being found to be unsound and 
adulterated, to obtain from the Justices an order either for the immediate 
seizing and condemnation of the goods, or their stoppage for a sufficient 
time to enable an examination to be made. With a view to such powers 
being granted, they recommended that their report should be sent to 
Her Majesty's Government and to the Board of Customs. The recom- 


mendation was agreed to. ; 





Aw extraordinary action has been tried in the Portsmouth County 
Court. Mr. Francis Brockton, an engineer in the Royal Navy, was 
sued by Thomas Roston, a stoker, for £13 3s. 8d. The parties had 
served together on board the gunboat Firm, on the China station ; 
and when at Shanghai, in May last, it was alleged that the plaintiff, 
who was the defendant's servant, lent him £15. At Aden, on the return 
home, the defendant, it was said, repaid the plaintiff £1, and this was 
all the latter had then received. On the other hand, the defendant 
swore most positively that he paid the plaintiff £12 at Aden, and that 
he had subsequently repaid the whole amount received. The judge 
said if the defendant's account were true the plaintiff had been guilty 
of a gross fraud. Ultimately the judge thought the balance of tes- 
timony in favour of the defendant, for whom he gave judgment, but 
without costa. 

On the 2nd inst. Messrs. W. M. Denny and Brothers launched, 
from their shipbuilding yard at Dumbarton, an iron screw steamship of 
2,700 tons gross measurement, for the P. and O. Company, being the 
third steamer of similar dimensions that firm have launched for the 
game company within the past five months. Her dimensions are 
350 fect by 38 feet by 29 feet 9 inches, and she will be fitted witha 
pair of surface condensation compound engines of 450-horse power 
nominal, by Messrs. Denny and Co. The vessel is named the Gwalior, 
At the same time the screw-steamer Lombardy, built for the same com- 


pany, and launched about two months ago, left Messrs. Denny's works 
for the Gareloch, to adjust compasses prior to proceeding to South- 
ampton. 

ADMIRAL RIGAULT DE GENOUILLY died on the 4th inst. The deceased 
admiral was born at Rochefort, in the department of the Charente- 
Inferieure, in 1807, and was therefore in his 67th year. He entered the 
navy in 1827; was promoted to bea lieutenant in 1834; captain in 
1841 ; and rear-admiral in 1854. He was sent to the Crimea during 
the siege of Sebastopol, and there commanded a detachment of marines. 
In 1856 he was appointed to the command of the Indo-Chinese naval 
division, and co-operated with the Engliah in the taking and occupation 
of Canton in the following year. 

THE corvette Juno, 6, Capt. J. Baird, arrived at Malta from China, ria 
the Suez Canal, on the 26th ult, She has on board the crews of Her 
Majesty's ships Ringdove, Adventure, Dove, and Princess Charlotte, 
which have been paid off on the China station, and was to resume her 
voyage for England, calling at Gibraltar, about the lst inst. The cor- 
vette Thetis arrived at Malta on the 29th ult, en route to the China 
Station, via the Suez Canal. 

AT the last meeting of the Geographical Society, the President an- 
nounced that the Council of the Society had decreed the Founders’ Gold 
Medal to Mr. Ney Elias, for the survey of the new course of the Yellow 
River of China, and for his recent journey from China through Mon- 
golia, ria Uliassutai and Kovdo, At the next meeting of the society a 
paper will be read entitled “ A Journey through Western Mongolia,”’ 
by Mr. N. Elias. 

SMALL-POX IN LaBUAN.—The Board of Trade have received through 
the Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs adespatch from Her Majesty's 
Consul-General at Labuan, reporting that the town of Brunei and the 
surrounding districts have been visited by an epidemic of small-pox, 
which with great violence during the month of December last, 
but bad almost ceased to exist in February. 


HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RoTTERDaM, May 7. 

The intelligence brought by the Java papers, which were received by 
last mail, have made a painful impression here. The information 
which was telegraphed by the Governor-General as to the real causes 
of the expedition to Atchin turns out to be anything but and 
the Conservatives are loud in their condemnation of the policy which 
Jed to the declaration of war. There are, however, many who have de- 
cided to wait for further explanations before criticising the Government. 
And, of course, as we think it wrong to judge in a hurry, we are much 
astonished to find that both de /ndi¢r and de Jara Bode condemn in the 
strongest terms this expedition, which, according to their opinion, was 
not justifiable, because the Sultan of Atchin is an independent sove- 
reign, and because it has not been proved that he acted treacherously 
aguinst us. I think a little more reservation on the part of the Batavia 
papers would have been preferable. As I told youin my last letter, 
the Government is taking every measure to reinforce the army, and for 
continuing the war next autumn. The steamers of the companies 
Nederland and Jara will convey the soldiers, who voluntecr in 
large numbers. Even the invalids of Bronbeek have asked that 
they might be again examined, and indeed some of them have 
been found fit to enter service again. The number of officers who 
offer themselves is considerably in excess of requirements. The pre- 
vailing opinion is that the attack wlll be renewed with an overwhelming 
force, so that victory will be ensured. That we have not already been 
successful is partly ascribed here to a desire on the part of the Governor- 
General to act with promptitude. If we may believe the Levant le- 
rald the Sultan of Atchin is secking for allies, a special ambassador 
having been sent by him to the Sultan of Turkey to ask for his aasiat- 
ance in the war. I think this is utterly incredible. In a former letter 
I told you that the Red Cross had at its disposal a considerable sum of 
money for this expedition, and by the first steamer starting for Batavia 
a large quantity of lint and provisions will be forwarded. H.M. war 
steamer Schoniren hag started for Java, and she will very soon be fol- 
lowed by the Riouw, a new vessel which is now being equipped at Hel- 
levoet. The artillery officer, Baron Sirtema van Grovestins will join 
the expedition as the representative of the King. 

The debates in the Second Chamber since the Atchin discussion have 
been very calm and business-like. The treaty with Belgium about the 
Railway Antwerp-Gladbach has been approved of, but the proposal to 
buy two small railway lines of the Grand Central for a sum of seven 
millions was outvoted, so that an amount of eight millions should be 
added to the redemption fund. The members further agreed to spend 
some millions for the construction of the railway Arnhem-Nymegen, 
and on this occasion the Minister promised to construct some more new 
lines on account of the State. The Chamber is now involved again in 
the debate about the Judicial Reorganisation Bill, which perhaps will 
last till Whitsuntide. . 

M. Thiers has sent a despatch to the French Envoy, the Marquis de 
Gabriac, in which the latter is authorised to assure the Dutch Govern- 
ment that, whether an Atchinese envoy comes to Francs or not, tle 
French Government would always show itaelf as a friend of Holland. 
M. Thiers personally expresses his good wishes for the success of the 
second Dutch expedition against Atchin. 

Notwithstanding that the weather remains as boisterous and cold, much 
as if we were in Siberia, yet the month of June is at hand, in which the 
election of members of the Second Chamber will take place. Up to 
this moment, however, the political atinesphere is cinaually calm. The 
First Chamber will meet on the 13th next for the despatch of busine:s. 

The King has commenced his tour through the northern provinces 
amongst an enthusiastic population. On the 2nd of September H.M. 
will attend the inauguration of the Memorial at Brielle. 

The two Japan engineers, Kawage and Laguama, who have been for 
a long time in Holland, have left for Germany. Before their departure 
they gave a banquet, which went off with the greatest enthusiasm.

GERMANY AND CHINA. 

It is unfortunate that just at this time, when the Foreign 
Ministers at Peking are pressing the question of Audience 
on the Chinese Government, they should be deprived of the 
advice and support of the German Envoy. The absence 
from his post of this official is the more to be regretted 
- since the course of recent events in Europe has so laresly 
increased the influence of the representative of Germany in 
China. Chinese statesmen recognise in foreign nations 
only one claim to consideration and respect, and that is 
power. Through the medium of European newspapers, 
which are regularly translated for their benefit, they cau- 
tiously watch every move on the political board of Europe, 
and carefully regulate the extent and nature of their cour- 
tesies with aa Government by the position it holds 
among its Western neighbours) Until the year 1860 
the mandarins scarce knew of any “outer” kingdoms 
except England, France, and America, and as our troops and 
our ships had dealt them harder blows than had those of 
the other two Powers they held us in highest esteem. We 
were feared most, and therefore we were treated best. The 
conclusion of the Treaties in that year was the signal for a 
rush of Envoys from every State of Europe to Peking, and 
among the foremost was Count EULENBERG, the representa- 
tive of Prussia. But at that time the Government of King 
WILLIAM exercised by no means the same influence in the 
Councils of Europe as does that of the Emperor of GER- 
MANY now. It was known to have but a small navy at its 
command, and it was believed to be more intent on internal 
reforms than on foreign conquests. | The Chinese were re- 
lieved, therefore, from all anxiety in dealing with it, and 
they yielded only such points as by the terms of the other 
Treaties they were obliged to concede. 

But the campaigns of 1866 and 1870-71, and also the 
marked alteration which has of late come over the spirit of 
our own foreign policy, have changed all this. The Power 
which was once inconsiderable now holds a foremost place 
among the first nations of the world, and the prestige 
which we had gained in China, by means of a firm and de- 
cided line of conduct, has been in a great measure frittered 
away to please a class of politicians who are willing, uncon- 
sciously, to sacrifice the true interests of their countrymen 
in the East for the sake of cutting down the public ex- 
penditure. It would be fortunate if as it appears to have 
been decided that we are to retire from the leadership of 
the Foreign Powers in China, our place should be taken by 
the ambitious and unflinching countrymen of Prince Bis- 
MARK. At the present moment the German trade 
with China is very large, and there are, besides, other 
inducements which might make the Germans anxious to 
gain a firm footing in the East ; Russia is every day becom- 
ing more powerful in the China sea, France is actively 
engaged in tightening her of Cochin China, the 
Americans are pushing their way in Japan, we are in pos- 
session of the island of Hong Kong ; Germany alone, of all 
the great Western Powers, has as yet gained no distinct 
vantage ground in the Far East. It is possible that she 
may not desire to acquire territory, but the vacillating 
policy which is at present in favour among the foreign Minis- 
ters at Peking affords an opportunity to any nation possessing 
the will and power to slip out from the ranks and to strike 





out for herself an independent line of policy. No people 
are better able to take such a step than the Germans, and 
on no question could there be a more fitting opportunity 
for inaugurating such a policy than that of Audience. On 
this account we look on the absence from Peking of Baron 
REHFUES as most unfortunate, and we trust that the 
EMPEROR'S Government will be induced to appoint a Minis- 
ter at once, that he may yet be in time to take part in the 
discussions now agitating the diplomatic world at Peking, 
as to the ceremonies to be performed on entering the pre+ 
sence of the Son of Heaven. 





In noticing the return home of Herr von CALIcE, the 
Austrian Minister to China, Japan, and Siam, we should 
have stated that Herr RUDOLPH SCHLECK remains at 
Shanghai as Austrian Consul General, to report to his 
Government at Vienna all events of interest.

RUSSIA IN THE EAST. 


(THE TIMES.) 

“T say, in a word, were not the distance of this countryfinconceivably 
great from Muscovy, and were not the Muscovite Empire almost as 
rude, impotent, and ill-governed a crowd of slaves as they, the Czar of 
Muscovy might with much ease drive them all out and conquer them 
in one campaign ; and had the Czar, who, I since hear, is a growing 
Prince, and begins to appear formidable in the world, fallen this way, 
instead of attacking the warlike Swedes, he might by this time have 
been Emperor of China.”’ These reflections on the mission or oppor- 
tunities of Russia in the East are, as will be seen from the illusion they 
contain, of a somewhat ancient date. They are, in fact, put by Defoe 
into the mouth of our old friend Robinson Crusoe on the eve of his ad- 
venturous journey across the deserts of Great Tartary, but they coincide 
in a remarkable degree with the views of certain modern statesmen, 
and they are singularly illustrated by events occurring at this present 
moment. The Russians are no longer rude, impotent, or ill-governed, 
but, instead of attacking their warlike neighbours on the West, they 
have “ fallen that way’ after Defoe’s suggestion, and if by the time 
they have conquered Tartary they should have a mind to be lords of 
China, they would certainly find no more formidable enemies in that 
country than would have been encountered a century and a half ago. 

If the reader has followed the successive reports of the expedition te 
Khiva as given in our columns, he may have been struck with one 
notable feature of the campaign. The chief attack upon Khiva, that 
remote and hardly accessible Tartar Khanate, is made, not from the 
West, but from the East—not from Russia, but from Turkestan. In 
other words, the power of Ruasia is already established in a region more 
remote from its own frontiers than even the country to be attacked. 
In Eastern Tartary, on the very borders of that ancient empire thus 
freely made over to Peter the Great by Defoe, the Russians have 
already a Government with its civil and military administration, its 
commander-in-chief, and its own proper army—an army so regularly 
organised, according to their own accounts, that columns and detach- 
ments of all arms are detailed for service with the utmost ease and ex- 
actness. The Turkestan Division actually mustered for the march in 
the market-place of Tashkend, a town from which it would be easier, 
perhaps, to reach China than Khiva. . Yarkand, indeed, with the ruler 
of which city the Russians have already had some ambiguous dealings, 
is within the old Chinese border, and is still so far a Chinese town as to 
possess a Chinese name. As we had some work in China ourselves, we 
may smile at the notion of its rulers being driven out in one campaign, 
but the idea formed by Defoe of the falseness and hollowness of ita 
renown was substantially confirmed by all our own experience. 

It was Lamartine who said that the “ slope” of Russia was naturally 
towards the East, and that the gravitation of its power, if not inter- 
rupted, would infallibly be in the direction of Asia rather than Europe. 
The remark appears to be true, but Central Asia must be one of the 
most difficult of conquests from the very barbarism of the country and 
its population. It is hard to occupy an uncivilised region. The worst 
of campaigns are those which depend more upon marches than battles. 
Though the troops now moving on Khiva from three points at once are 
said to be under 20,000, all told, such an army would be sufficient to 
defeat any native force that could oppose it in the open field, or even 
behind walls. The artillery, which figures rather prominently in the 
reports, would easily, we may be very sure, destroy the fortifications of 
a Tartar city ; and the distances to be traversed, though considerable, 
are not so great to prevent provision being made for the sustenance of 
the troops. Except, therefore, for the chance, not very probable, of 
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unforeseen disaster, we may expect soon to hear of the arrival of one or 
more of the detachments before the gates of Khiva. It is sometimes 
more difficult to get out of a country than into it, but we should not 
think the Russians would find much to bara retreat if they chose to 
erder it. The question is what to do with a country which is neither 
settled nor cultivated, which is occupied mainly by freebooters and 
kidnappers, and which is so vast that a large population might be lost 
in it. 

It will occur to those acquainted with British Indian history that the 
Russians have already contrived to establish themselves securely in places 
which we were long content to regard as inaccessible, and that, no doubt, 
is the fact. It should be remembered, however, that our position in the 
East five-and-thirty years ago was very different from what it is now. 
When we undertook our expedition to Afghanistan Cabul was practically 
almost as far off as Khiva. The whole Punjab lay between our domin- 
ions and those of Dost Mahomed, while Scinde, now a quiet British 
province, was in the hands of independent and unruly chieftains. It 
would cost us now comparatively little to march into Afghanistan or 
beyond, and the old terrors of the adventure no longer survive. If it 
were worth our while to repeat such an enterprise, we mjght engage in 
it without misgiving, but the lesson we learnt is that our purpose was 
mistaken from beginning to end. It has been asked of late whether we 
have not rendered ourselves practically responsible for the good be- 
haviour of a wild and turbulent nation, and we do not deny that the 
guarantee may possibly prove something more serious than Mr. 
Gladstone imagined. Such as it is, however, it was given 
for a good consideration. Without inquiring too closely into 
the character or value of a “neutral zone,” we may hold it 
certainly for our interests that Afghanistan should be independent, and 
this independence the Russians have undertaken to recognise, asking 
only in return that our “ influence’’ may be exerted to keep the 
Afghans from aggressjon. No doubt they spoke of this influence in 
terms which showed the estimate they had formed of it, and they pro- 
bably assume that we can keep the Ameer quiet if we choose. In fact, 
that power is really to a great extent in our own hands. Not to men- 
tion what we have before explained, that Afghanistan now lies at our 
very feet instead of being separated from us by savage or hostile coun- 
tries, we have another resource always at our command. We can with- 
hold subsidies and supplies on which the Ameer depends, and the 
“influence” to be thus exerted, whether “ moral” or “ material,”’ 
would be very powerful indeed. Moreover, apart from the engagement, 
however it may be construed, to which we have now assented, it is 
doubtful whether the Indian Government might not think it proper as 
a matter of general policy to exercise all its authority on behalf of peace 
on its North-Western borders. As we have in any case certain rela- 
tions with Cabul, we should wish the Ameer to be at peace with his 
neighbours, and that is alP we are now asked to insure. 

A study of the map, especially if combined with a little knowledge 
of Asiatic history, would lead most persons to the conclusion that if 
Ruasia can introduce anything like civilisation into Khiva it would be 
for the infinite advantage of the countries around. Persia, especially, 
has for ages suffered from the scourge of these Tartar man-stealers. 
Her North-Eastern provinces have been incessantly open to their 
ravages, and, in fact, the territory towards the frontier is the Shah's 
only in name. The Turcoman tribes live by theft, and the property of 
the Khivans themselves consists mainly in slaves. It would ill become 
us, who have charged ourselves with the extirpation of the slave trade 
all over the world, to complain of its suppression in one of its oldest 
haunts. We have, no doubt, interests of our own to protect in the 
East, and we shall, it may be hoped, know how and when to intervene 
in their favour, but the cause of the Russians in the present expedition 
is, on the face of it, 80 good, and its immediate results must be so ad- 
vantageous to humanity, that it would be no easy matter to decry or 
denounce it. 


A PERSONAL COMPLAINT. 
(To the Editor of the London and China Telegraph.) 


Si1r,—I should be much obliged if you would find space in your co- 
lumns for the following statement of the treatment I received from 
Capt. Wilding, of the steamer Glaucus, while on my passage to England. 
I left Foochow on the 21st Jan., and on or about the 13th Feb. I asked 
the doctor whether the fact of having on board the dead body of M. 
Thoulouse, who had died at Foochow of malignant fever, would make 
any difference with the quarantine authorities. The doctor replied that 
he did not know that there was a dead body on board. I told him 
that the body was exhumed the night before we left Foochow, and was 
taken on board in the night. About half-an-hour afterwards I was sit- 
ting on deck by my wife when Capt. Wilding approached, and, stopping 
abruptly before us, roared at the top of his voice, so that every one on the 
steamer might have heard him, ‘ Do you wish for any information 
about a body on board ? because if you do I'll trouble you to come to 
me. You forget yourself very strangely in going to my officers with 
questions about the cargo, and if it were not for the lady at your side 
I should deal very severely with you,” and more to the same effect. I 
replied that he forgot himself in speaking to me in that manner, when 
he made some answer, and stalked off. His tone was so fierce and 
threatening that my wife, who was not well, was perfectly terrified, and 
was eventually so unwell as to be unable to leave her cabin for three 
or four days. Next morning at breakfast I asked Capt. Wilding either 
to apologise to me for the way he had spoken, or to explain to the 
other passengers the reason of his having done so. He refused both, 
and added, “ It’s more than apologise you'll have to do, I can tell you. 
If you don’t mind what you're about I'll confine you to your cabin.” 
On reaching Port Said I complained both to the Vice-Consul and the 
agent there, but could get no redress. The second morning from Port 
Said Capt. Wilding commenced playing quoita on the quarter-deck, 

utting the ring directly over my cabin, where my wife was still lying 
ill. I remonstrated with him, and he answered, “ I don’t know where 
your wife is ; I havn't seen her these three or four days.”” I asked him 
if. he called that a gentlemanly way of speaking, when he said, “‘ When 


you behave like a gentleman you shall be treated as one, but not till 
then ; you have not done so since you came on board.” He was greatly 
excited, and I begged him to speak reasonably, and to tell me what he 
complained of. After some further vituperation he made the following 
charges :—1, That I had spoken to the doctor about quarantine. 2. 
That I had spoken to the chief officer about borrowing his chair at meals. 
3. That I had spoken to the chief steward about using an empty berth. 
4. That I had asked permission of one of the passengers to wash in his 
berth. He declared that I should have gone direct to him in each in- 
stance, and that by not doing so I snubbed him. But he added, “the 
fact is I made up my mind that both you and Mrs. Carroll were going to 
give trouble when you came on board, and I determined not to stand it, 
and my opinion is quite justified.” In answer to my question as to 
how my wife had offended, he declared that she had not said “good 
morning " one day in reply to the doctor's salutation. [This serves to 
show how we were watched, that offence might be taken at our words or 
actions.] I told him that I had complained to Mr. Holt, and he replied 
that he did not care, for that Mr. “Olt” never took any notice. The 
passengers often complained but they never got anything by it. I re- 
gret to say that here he was right, for in reply to my complaints I have 
received two letters from Mr. Holt, the first written prior to the arrival 
of the Glaucus in Liverpool, stating his regret at what had occurred, 
but suspending his judgment till the arrival of the ship in Liverpool. 
I answered this with thanks for his expression of regret, and stating that 
I thought that Captain Wilding owed me an apology for his language. 
Mr. Holt’s reply was that he had already expressed his regret, and he was 
unable to see what further I would have him doin the matter. “Under 
these circumstances it appears to me” (says Mr. Holt) “idle to carry the 
correspondence any further.” 

In conclusion, I will only say that I am to this moment quite unaware 
of Capt. Wilding’s real reason for his behaviour. I never saw him be- 
fore 1 went on board, and gave him no just cause of complaint after- 
wards. The charges he made are absurd, as no person who has travelled 
on any respectable line of steamers would think of going to the captain 
about such trifles. He had evidently pre-determined to annoy me, and 
took advantage of any pretcxt.—I am, yours, &c.,

The quantity 
afloat is now very small, and as the stocks will gradually decrease, we 
may look for a steady market for some time to come. The stock in the

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against 100,408,000 lbs., the quantity afloat 1,548,000 lbs, against 
8,828,000 lbs., of China Tea, and 611,000 Ibs.. against 754,003 lbs. of 
India Tea.

This event in ordinary times 
would have changed the face of our market, but many buyers, pleadin 
the bad state of consumption, received the news with great distrust, an 
simultaneously all the excitement among the more sanguine was checked 
by the unfavourable election in Paris creating further political anxieties, 
and by the news of another failure in the London Silk trade.

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THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
—o— 
THE CHINA AND JAPAN GALLERIES.—FIRST NOTICE. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The China and Japan collections are by far the most interesting 
ever introduced to the notice of the people of the West. For the 
most part visitors will not be able to estimate the great labour 
and difficulty which it devolved on afew to accomplish. As 
the Exhibition was an Austrian one, it naturally fell to the lot 
of Austrians in the Far East to see that it was successful, and 
notably the Austrian Minister at Peking and Yedo, the Baron 
von Calice, was first and foremost in this undertaking. To his 
ability and energy what is now to be seen in Vienna, or rather 
what will be on view about the end of May, is mainly at- 
tributable. At Peking he found a willing ally in Mr. 
Hart, the Inspector-General of Customs, who, after some 
difficulty, induced the Chinese Government to permit the 
necessary outlay for making up the collections at the various 
Treaty ports. Having accomplished that point, Mr. Hart 
addressed a circular to the Commissioners at the fourteen ports 
of China, instructing them to prepare a collection of specimens 
of the imports and exports, accompanied by statistical accounts 
of the trade in each commodity. Mr. Bowra, the Acting Com- 
missioner at Canton, took such a zealous interest in this work 
that Mr. Hart, in a subsequent circular, notified his appointment 
to take general charge of the collections. To form the Commis- 
sion to Vienna, Mc. Hart added the names of Mr. Dean, Mr. 
Detring, Mr. Cartwright, and Mr. Hannen. These gentlemen, 
except Mr. Hannen, who has been prevented by illness, are now 
hard at work in arranging the collection in the China Gallery, 
and, as already stated, they expect to complete their labours 
by the end of May. These gentlemen were present at the 
opening ceremony on the lst, and were presented to the Emperor. 
Having thus far given an outline of the contributions of the 
Customs I will now refer to another section. Baron von Calice 
caused circulars to be addressed to the Roman Catholic ministers 
in the interior, requesting their aid in forwarding specimens and 
particulars of products in use far inland, which are never seen at 
the Treaty ports. He also promised the aid of the Austrian 
Consul at Hong Kong, Baron von Overbeck, who has made up a 
separate collection from Chinese merchants and others, which is 
consigned to his care for disposal at Vienna, and his agent in this 
matter is Mr. Schonberger, a merchant of Vienna. Another 
interesting collection well known to all visitors to Canton is 
that of Archdeacon Gray, who has entrusted it to Mr. Bowra for 
exhibition. There is also a splendid collection from Mr. Boyce, 
of Shanghai, and one from the Chinese banker Hu. _ 

The contribution of China, made through the Customs, consists 
mainly of specimens of the various articles of commerce produced 
in and exported from the Empire. The staples of foreign trade— 
tea, silk, drugs, &.—are fully and fairly represented by samples 
_ from the different producing districts, and among the medicines 
and articles of interprovincial trade are many hitherto unknown 
in Europe and of much interest and value to the scientific world. 
The object of the collection being to represent the exchange of 
products rather than the finished results of industry or art, but 
in point of actual interest and importance we doubt if much can 
exceed the contribution of the vast Empire opening its portals 
so slowly and reluctantly to European enterprise and trade. For 
good or evil the Chinese Empire, with its three hundred millions 
of people, and its one and a quarter millions of square miles 
of territory, cannot but affect most seriously the fortunes and 
conditions of coming generations, and it is therefore with eager 
interest and keen curiosity that we look to see what products 
China can contribute to the general welfare of the world and 
what of our wealth she is likely to require in exchange. And in 
this matter the collection of imports will much assist us. We 
believe emphatically that we are now only in the very dawn and 
infancy of our trade, that we have scarcely crossed the thresh- 
old of the country, and that illimitable expansion of our com- 
merce awaita us. The needs of the Chinese are barely indicated 
and hinted at by the imports at present sent from Europe and 
America, but nevertheless they serve to point the route that 
trade may take and the articles which are in immediate demand. 
Among arts and industries we understand that a large collec- 
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tion of modern cloisonné and enamels, porcelain, bronzes, and 
lacquer, as well as silk piece goods, satins, crapes and gauzes will 
illustrate Chinese proficiency and the present condition of the 
several manufactures. Nor are articles of vertu entirely omitted, 
though scarcely falling within the scope of what is professedly a 
commercial and industrial collection. 

The Chinese Government did wisely in assisting at this great 
Exhibition, and their action in this matter, taken in connection 
with the reported cession of the Audience question, is, we think, 
fair evidence that foreign influence is beginning to tell, and that 
wiser counsels than those that prompted exclusiveness and iso- 
lation are beginning to prevail, And we think further that, in 
entrusting the task of illustrating China to the Inspector-General 
of Customs the Chinese Government have also shown much 
wisdom. The experience of Mr. Hart with that of his hig¢hly- 
trained subordinates must surely succeed in producing a more 
successful Exhibition than any unaided efforts of Chinese officials 
could do, and we congratulate the Customs’ service on the task 
entrusted to them, and on the opportunities for usefulness pre- 
sented to their hand. 

The Baron von Calice, Austrian Minister at Peking and Yedo, 
Herr Schwegel, Chancellor in the Foreign-office, Vienna, and 
Arthur Scala, on the Commission of the Oriental Department, 
have organised an Oriental reading room and rendezvous for 
visitors from the East. This will be found in the grounds, a 
sort of kiosk, and our friends from the Far East are much in- 
debted to these gentlemen for this accommodation. The build- 
ing, which is partly Chinese and Turkish architecture, has been 
nobly presented at the cost of Dr. Hardt, who takes a great in- 
terest in all oriental affairs. 

As in China, so in Japan, the Baron von Calice had to take 
the lead in initiating the necessary steps for procuring for Japan 
a creditable display at the Vienna Exhibition. It took some 
time to induce the Government to take up the idea, but, as usual, 
the energy and persistence of the West overcame all these diffi- 
culties. Foremost amongst the Japanese officials was the Prime 
Minister, Sanjo, and Okuma, a member of the council. The first 
thing, as in other enterprises, was the cost ; $250,000 were first 
voted, and soon another $250,000. A commission was appointed 
at Yedo, with branches in the interior, and circulars issued to all 
departments to prepare contributions ; and we have now the re- 
sult in some 1,200 tons of sundries, divided intotwenty-one groups, 
comprising the various products, &c., of the country. These are 
only partly unpacked, but in about three weeks will make a very 
handsome and interesting show. On its completion I shall 
again report in a more exhaustive manner ; but in the mean time 
I intend to report progress made and other items in connection. 

On the departure of the Baron von Calice from Yedo a foreign 
Commission was appointed, at the head of which was the Count 
Fé d’Ostiani, Italian Minister in Yedo, who worked hard, in 
co-operation with the Japanese, and overcame many difficulties, 
The Baron von Siebold also gave most valuable aid in carrying 
out the enterprise. The head of the Commission to Vienna is 
Sano, the accredited Minister, who, both at Yedo and here, has 
been the leading spirit. We may mention that the Count 
has received from the Emperor of Austria the decoration of the 
Grand Cross of the Order of Franz Joseph, for his services con- 
nected with the Exhibition. The Emperor has expressed him- 
self gratified at the display made by Japan, and in a visit to 
the garden and villas in the grounds, which he made on the 
5th inst. with the Empress, he expressed great admiration for the 
workmanship, some of which was executed by the Japanese ar- 
tisans in his presence. His Majesty said the West had some- 
thing to learn from Japan. The Japanese Minister, Sano, ac- 
companied by Baron von Siebold, accompanied the Emperor and 
Empress, and explained the various buildings, as also a celebrated 
feast held in Japan, which is thus described :— 

It is customary to celebrate the third day of the third month, 
if daughters are in the house, by exhibiting in one of the rooms 
on a table the models of high personages with their consorts. 
This is intended as well to amuse the girls as to show them an 
example of connubial politeness. Before these figures cups are 
placed, containing red rice, sweetmeats, and white rice liquor. 
When a girl is born in the house the first advent of this feast is 
celebrated with particular brilliancy. After the girls are ten 
years old this feast is no longer observed. It is not known when 
this custom was first introduced, but it must be very old, for it 
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is mentioned in the legend of “Genji mono gatari,” a book | 
: therefore, direct the examiner to collect in triplicate, so that, in addi- 


written nine hundred years ago, so that it seems to have origi- 
nated about that time. 

On the fifth day of the fifth month it is usual to celebrate in 
the military classes the presence of a male child in the family, 
by exhibiting a show of figures of renowned warriors and models 
of arms. This is done with a view to arouse in the minds of the 
boys feelings of bravery by holding out these heroes as exam- 
_ples. Outside the house flags and great paper fish are twisted. 
Lhe first advent of tlris feast in a boy’s life is celebrated with 
particular brilliancy, but as the boys grow older the practice is 
discontinued. It is a parallel feast to that of the girls on the 
third day of the third month. The origin of this feast is not 
known, but seems of the same antiquity as that of the girls’ 
feast. 

A collection of Silk cocoons, run and manufactured Silks, with 
the various industries connected therewith, has been contributed 
by Mr. Bavier, of Yokohama, and is now being prepared for 
exhibition. 

SIAM AND THE SANDWICH ISLANDS. 

A collection from Siam and Sandwich Islands has also arrived, 
and is in charge of Mr. Schonberger, of Vienna. These goods, 
like so many others, are still in limbo in their boxes, but if 
energy and hard work will do anything I can testify to the la- 
-bours of Mr. Schonberger, as also of the members of the China 
Commission, who are daily working like coolies at their collections. 





The following extract from the circular issued by Mr. Hart 
will indicate the extent and order of the collection :— 


I have to request your co-operation in this matter, and I trust that 
you will use every effort to form a complete representation of the com- 
merce of your port, as carried on in foreign bottoms, and arrange the 
specimens in an interesting and intelligible manner. You will observe 
the following order in your arrangement :—A.—Specimens of Imports 
from other than Chinese ports. B.—Specimens of Exports to other 
than Chinese ports. C.—Specimens of Native Produce shipped for 
Chinese ports. 

In arranging these specimens you will follow the order of the Chinese 
version of the tariff, in which commodities are grouped in classes. In 
addition to marking on each specimen its number, origin, destination, 
value, quantity of import and export, &c., you will prepare a list for 
printing, showing :—1. The number of.the specimen ; 2. The Chinese 
characters by which it is known; 38. The local pronunciation of those 
characters—using Morrison’s system of spelling; 4. The place of pro- 
duction ; 5. The place of consumption ; 6. The use to which the article 
is put ; 7. The price per ; 8. The duty per ; 9. The 
quantity imported or exported in 1871. The specimens from any one 
port are to be numbered in unbroken series from first to last ; but 
befure numbers referring to samples of the first division, you will place 
the letter A ; before those referring to the second, the letter B; and 
before those referring to the third, the letter C. 

While the success of the efforts will depend, for your port, mainly 
on yourself, the collection and arrangement of samples and specimens 
will have to be confided chiefly to the senior Examiner ; you may state 
to him that, in addition to whatever mark of recognition the Commis- 
sion may confer (§ XIV.), a reward, varying in proportion to the excel- 
lence of the collection, of from one to three months’ pay, will be issued 
to him from this office. The plan to be adopted for the exhibition of 
specimens is a point on which it is difficult to give instructions: whe- 
ther it would be best to use glass bottles—or large cases with glass 
tops— or standing frames, pigeon-holed, with glass fronts, — must 
' be determined by circumstances and the nature of the objects 
to be exhibited; further, whether such objects are at once to be 
put in such bottles or cases here, or are only to be arranged in 
sume recognisable order here, and put in cases, &c., on arrival 
in Vienna, must also be determined hereafter. Moreover, the ques- 
tion of the expense of making such collections is one on which 
little or nothing can be said beforehand ; it is, however, supposed that 
sufficient quantities of the various articles to serve as samples and speci- 
mens can be obtained locally for nothing from the respectable mer- 
chants who trade in them. Of each article sold by weight—such as 
sugar—from a quarter of a catty to a catty will suftice ; of each article 
sold by measurement, a yard of the whole width will suffice; and of 
liquids, from a pint to a quart will, in each case, be enough. It will 
alao be necessary to estimate and state what superficies the collection 
would probably cover if in cases fixed against the wall, and what, if laid 
out on tables. 

The Exhibition is to open on the first of May, 1873, so that the time 


available for preparing this collection is but little over four months ; the. 


contributions of the northern porta ought to be at Shanghai, and those 
of the southern at Hong Kong, on the lst February. 

What precedes will suffice to explain in a general way what is desired 
to be done ; probably, during the next few months, other circulars may 
be written on the same subject. In the meantime, I wish you to take 
the matter in hand without delay, and, after talking the project over 
carefully with the chief examiner, set him to work at once to make the 
required collections ; you will, at the same time, report to me that you 
have received this circular, and that, at the outset, you have such 
and such views to express, or such and such suggestions to make, in 
order to the better carrying out of the scheme. 

In this connection I think it right to point out that this will be a 
geod opportunity for each office to collect, for other purposes, complete 
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sets of samples of its in-coming and out-going commodities. You will, 


tion to the set of specimens to be sent to Vienna, we may have one set 
for your own office, and a third set for a museum to be formed in con- 
nection with the Inspectorate-General at Peking. 

Attention is to be called to the fact that each office is to be regarded as 
independent, and that the object of this circular will be gained by inde- 
pendent and complete collections, showing the commerce of rt 
separately. It is‘not what China takes or produces as a whole, with all 
duplicates shut out, that is wanted, but a complete set of specimens of 
the complete trade of each individual port. In the matter of Chinese 
produce, brought into port, however, it is not necessary to make any 
collection, for specimens of Chinese produce shipped (C.] will adequately 
represent the kind of commodities that go from port to port in foreign 
bottoms, seeing that a perfect representation of quantity is impossible, 
80 little can we know or find out about the junk trade. The foreign 
goods brought in, and the Chinese produce sent to foreign countries, in 
foreign bottoms, form sufficiently complete wholes, and fairly complete 
representations can thus be produced of the branch of trade most in- 
teresting to foreigners, and indeed of the trade in China actually coming 
under the description of “ international exchange of products.” 

In addition to specimens of the commerce of the port, I think it may 
be possible to send for exhibition various articles peculiar to the lo- 
cality : e.y. agricultural implements, tools, models of junks, &c., &c. ; 
but as regards such things, Commissioners will do well to communicate 
with each other, to avoid sending duplicates. It also occurs to me 
that, in the mercantile community, foreign and Chinese, you may find 
some persons who, on learning that there is on foot an organised scheme 
of the kind I have been indicating, may be willing and able to assist, 
more especially by exhibiting articles of the kind this ph refers 
to; I therefore encluse a few copies of this circular for distribution at 


| your port. - 


GENERAL ARRANGEMENT OF THE EXHIBITION. 
The following brief details will convey some idea of the arrangement 
of the Exhibition at Vienna, which was opened on the 1st inst. :— 


The line of the main building runs from east to west. Entering by 
the western portal, the side gallery on the right belongs to the United 
States, in addition to an open court abutting upon it, which was ori- 
ginally apportioned to England, but was given up to the American ex- 
hibitors. A quarter of the first side gallery to the left also belongs to 
England, the rest to South America. The main gallery or nave, with 
the second and third transverse galleries and the open courts lying be- 
tween, is also given to England. Next comes France, which extends 
in the nave from the third transverse gallery to well-nigh the sixth. 
She has the whole of the fourth transverse gallery and the left portion 
of the fifth ; besides this, she has the three covered courts between the 
third and sixth transverse galleries on the north and the open court be- 
tween the third and fourth transverse galleries on the south side. The 
fifth transverse gallery, south, belongs to Switzerland, as well as the 
covered court touching upon it. The fifth transverse gallery, together 
with the part of the nave from which it opens out, is allotted to Italy, 
as well as the next open court on the south side. Belgium comes next, 
occupying the portion of the nave between the sixth and seventh trans- 
verse galleries, with the two courts corresponding to this part of the 
nave, and the south portion of the seventh transverse gallery. The 
space in the nave up to the next transverse gallery is shared be- 
tween Belgium and Holland, the latter of which has, besides, 
half of the northern portion of the seventh transverse gallery, 
the other half being occupied by Sweden. The building in of 
the court lying between the two transverse galleries allotted 
to England in the  north-westerly pavilion, which ends the 
building on that side, nearly gave rise to another Alabama question. 
The British exhibitors not wanting the space, it was allotted to the 
United States, the Commissioners of which wanted to build a detrched 
pavilion on it. There remained the question of the entrance to this 
pavilion. The Americans were anxious to have an entrance to it from 
the main gallery, which there forms part of the space allotted to Eng- 
land, and just where the entrance door was wanted the space had 
already been allotted to Mr. Atkinson, the perfumer, of Bond-street. 
Baron Schwartz, anxious to accommodate every one, declared his rea- 
diness to give to Mr. Atkinson an equally good place, which he had at 
his disposal, provided the American Commissioners could come to an 
understanding with the British Commissioners and Mr. Atkinson. 
Strong in this assurance the Americans seem to have considered the 
thing settled, and next morning there appeared on the place allotted to 
Mr. Atkinson, where the door was to be, the inscription in large letters, 
‘“ Entrance to the Pavilion of the United States.” The English Com- 
missioners remonstrated, and both sides applied to the Minister for 
Foreign Affairs, the Americans going so far as to threaten to counter- 
mand altogether the sending up of the goods which had just arrived at 
Trieste. Of course it was impossible for Count Andrassy to do any- 
thing in his official capacity, and all he could do was to try to mediate. 
After many pourparlers the difference has been happily settled by a 
compromise. The Americans have access to their pavilion from that 
side, but not from the main gallery, where an entrance would have 
altogether spoilt the general'effect of the British Exhibition, but from 
the transverse gallery. 

Next comes the central part of the building surrounding the Rotunda. 
It forms a square, through which the nave is carried to the Rotunda in 
the centre and four galleries all round. That fronting south forms the 
main entrance to the building. The western and northern galleries, 
the part of the nave intersecting the former, as well as the two cours 
to the north which separate the two galleries from the Rotunda iteelf, 
are allotted to Germany, which thus has, if not in quantity, at least 
in quality, the best place in the Exhibition. As Germany occupies the 
centre of Europe, so it is placed in the centre of the Exhibition. Next 
to it is Austria, which has the eastern gallery of the central square and 
the next three transepta, with the eight courts lying between them, 
and of which seven are covered in. It has 39,767 square metres, of 


which 19,767, or more than twice as many as any other country pos- 
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seases, are in the building, the remaining 20,000 being in the courts. 
Hungary has the next transverse gallery, the eleventh, with the space in 
the nave intersecting it, besides the open court to the south between the 
eleventh und twelfth galleries, which belong, together with the next 
court, to Russia. Greece has the portion of the nave between the twelfth 
and thirteenth gallery. Of this last, the southern portion is divided 
between Tunis, Morocco, and Egypt, while the nave and half of the 
northern portion belong to Turkey, Persia, Central Asia, and Rou- 
mania, sharing among them the remaining half of the northern part 
of this gallery. The last gallery, forming the eastern facade and 
entrance, is shared between Turkey, which has the south, and 
China, Japan, and Siam, which have the northern portion of it. 
To the north of the Exhibition building, between it and the machinery 
hall, lie the mass of special and collective exhibitions, planted at each 
end by the Agricultural Exhibitions, of which there are two, one for 
the Eastern European countries, Germany, Austria, Hungary, &c., on 
the east side, and that for the Western European countries on the west 
side. As regards these special and collective exhibitions, Germany has 
the lion’s share, having not less than eight separate buildings, a pavilion 
for the German school system, a hall for German industry—a large ex- 
hibition building in itself—two pavilions showing German mining in- 
dustry, and Krupp has a pavilion of his own. Then there are in the 
court round the Rotunda the house of the German Princes, the German 
assembly rooms, and a pavilion for the clock industry of the Germans. 
They are all light, lofty, wooden structures, almost transparent, neatly 

inted in yellow and red, and, while altogether practical, rather pleas- 
ing. To the east of the German block of buildings is a succession of 
private exhibitions belonging mostly to mining and iron industries. 
There is Prince Schwarzenberg, the largest proprietor of Bohemia, who 
pays one million of florins, or £100,000 of taxes annually ; then there 
is the Prince of Coburg, one of the largest proprietors of Hungary, by 
right of his mother, the heiress of the Princes Kohary ; then, the Stock- 
holm Railway, which has mines and iron foundries in the south of 
Hungary, is there, as well as the Danubian Navigation Company, the 
mining proprietors of Carinthia, the Company of Innerberg, the Mining 
Association of Vordernberg, Wragner, one of the great ironmasters of 
Austria ; and among these the brewery of Silbenberg, and the model of 
a farm in Alsace-Lorraine. 


In the portion of the Exhibition which is devoted exclusively to Art 
Germany and France have the most space. Of the remaining space, 
Belgium has one large room and two smaller rooms, Holland one larger 
room, England one large and one small room, and the pavilion touching 
upon it. Of the pavilions in the front of the building, that contiguous 
to Germany is shared between America and Greece, and that on the 
left, or French side, by Spain and Portugal. In the entrance halls the 
sculpture is to be placed belonging to the respective countries to the 
- territory of which they lead. The other countries could not be accom- 
modated in the Art Hall itself, s0 they have rooms allotted to them in 
the two buildings right and left of the Art Hall, the so-called Pavilions 
des Amateurs, which are destined for loan collections, and form one 
group with the Art Hall. Italy has in the northern pavilion four of the 
nine halls which the building contains. In the southern pavilion, Den- 
mark, Sweden, Norway, and Ruasia, have each one hall. The remaining 
rooms in the two pavilions are reserved for the Exhibition of Ancient 
Art. Of these, Germany, Austria, and France are each to have two, 
Hungary is to have one, and the remaining three are to be distributed 
among the other countries. The central hall in the Art Exhibition 
building proper is common property, each country having a proportion- 

ate share in it. 

FESTIVITIES AT VIENNA. 

The 5th inst. being the Japanese spring festival, the Emperor and 
Empress of Austria visited the Japanese department, which represents 
a temple with its surroundings, as in Japan. The Japanese work-people 
in gala attire, and the Minister Sano, received the Emperor, who ad- 
dressed the commissioners in English. On the same day the Prince of 
Wales, as the head of the British Commission, escorted the Crown 
Prince and Princess of Germany over the British department of the 
Exhibition. The inspection commenced with a visit to the Pavilion, 
and then to the workmen's cottages, in which the Princess displayed 
great interest. After examining the Agricultural Department, the party 
lunched in the Pavilion. They next proceeded to the British Depart- 
ment in the main building, and bestowed much attention upon the 
jewellery, the pottery, the furniture, and the Indian Collection. The 
British Fine Arts Court was then visited, after which the Crown Prince 
and Princess left the building. In the evening a banquet wa given by 
the Minister of Commerce in honour of the officials of the Exhibition, 
at which 400 persons were present, among whom were the Ministers, 
the Presidents, and members of the foreign Exhibition Commissions. 
The President of the Central Commission of the German Empire pro- 
posed the health of the Emperor of Austria; and the Minister of 
Commerce, Herr von Banhaus, the health of foreign Sovereigns and 
the Governments of all States participating in the Exhibition, and 
their representatives. Earl Cowper, the General Commissioner of the 
British Exhibition, in a speech alluded to the Austrian Archdukes, who, 
he said, had so zealously furthered the success of the undertaking. 
The President of the French Commission, M. du Sommerard, proposed 
the health of the General Director of the Exhibition. The American 
author, Bayard Taylor, gave a toast to the industry of Austria. 

On the 7th inst. another banquet was given in the Blumensaal, or 
Horticultural Hall, of the Palace of Industry by Dr. von Banhaus, the 
Minister of Commerce, to the Commissioners of the various countries, 
the leading citizens of Vienna who have shown an interest in the 
Exhibition, and a few of the exhibitors. Five hundred persons were 
present ; and among those at the cross table were Lord Cowper, Sir 
Anthony Rothschild, the Hungarian, Swiss, Turkish, Portuguese, and 
Swedish Commissioners, and also the Commissioners from China and 
Japan in the costumes of their country. The hall was remarkably 
beautiful, being adorned with a marvellous wealth of flowers, most taste- 
fully displayed. The toast of the Emperor's health was proposed by 


Hert Mozer, the Chief German Commissioner, while that of the Foreign | 








Commissioners was given by Dr. Banhaus and responded to in English 
by Lord Cowper.

THE GREAT NORTHERN TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of this company was held at Copen- 
hagen on the 25th ult., Count Sponneck presiding. Mr. C. F. Tietgen, 


the chairman of the company, addressed the shareholders and gave a 
detailed account of the company’s position. He was glad to say that, 
considering the great difficulties with which the directors had had te 


contend, the result of last year's working must be looked upon as very 
satisfactory. With regard to the eastern lines, he said that the com- 
pany’s Chinese system had now been completed by means of the cable 
carried into Amoy onthe 22nd February, connecting that place with 
Hong Kong to the south, and Shanghaito the north. The original idea 
of also connecting Foochow the directors had been obliged to abandon 


for the present, as the difficulties of landing a cable at that place ap- 


peared almost insurmountable. Hopes were, however, entertained that 
at a date not far distant the connection might be made by: means of a 
land-line from Amoy, and that altogether the time for establishing a 
regular system of land-lines throughout China was fast approaching. 
The traffic on the eastern lines had been greater than the previous year, 
and would have been considerably better but for the difficulties which had 
arisen. These difficulties were partly caused by the interruption of the 
Siberian land-lines, partly by the interruptions of the company’s cables. 
In Siberia there had been inundations in the Amoor Valley, through 
which the land-lines pass, such as had not been known in this century, 
and in consequence of which the correspondence was interrupted for 
months. Although ‘the line since its repair had worked well, the com- 
pany had, nevertheless, with the sanction of the Russian Government, 
entered into negotiations with the Amoor Navigation Company. That 
company has about three hundred posts along the Amoor, and eighteen 
steamers navigating the river, and is, therefore, in a position to carry 
out the arrangement now contemplated for the maintenance and work- 
ing of the line in a much more efficient manner than this has hitherto 
been done. The interruptions of the company’s cables have in no in- 
stance been caused by any electrical default, but have been attributable 
to violence. Not only have breakages been caused by anchorage, and 
damage been done by large fish-hooks, of which hundreds have been 
found in the cables when picked up, but absolute robberies of miles of 
cable have in more than one case occurred. The danger of anchors will 
in future not be so great, because, although the cables have necessarily 
been laid in comparatively shallow water, they have been removed from 
such places where most exposed to that danger, and are on the whole 
gradually settling down in the mud and sand, and are thus now less 
exposed, The robberies will, it is hoped, also be prevented in future. 
The company had much difficulty in tracing the guilty parties, as in 
some cases the authorities themselves were implicated in the robberies ; 
but finally a number of the thieves have been caught, their junks 
have been confiscated, and their punishment has been so severe that 
it is hoped that others will be deterred from interfering with the com- 
pany’s property for the future. The company’s repairing steamer, the 
H. C. Orsted, is now on the station, and will always be able quickly to 
repair any future breakages. With reference to these breakages, it 
should be borne in mind, that if comparatively frequent, they are, 
owing to the shallow water in which the cables are laid, always very 
quickly repaired as compared with breakages of cables in deep sea, such 
as have latterly occurred between Europe and America. A joint purse 
agreement has been entered into with the China Submarine Telegraph 
Company, Limited. The effect of this agreement will be, that after the 
1st July, when it comes into operation, the gross receipts for the 
European and American traffic to and from China of the two com- 
panies will be equally divided between them. The advantages of the 
agreement to this company is, that the tariff will be raised to £6 per 
message, and that the company is insured against loss of traffic when 
interruptions on its lines occur. The Japan traffic has been kept out of 
the joint purse agreement, and may fairly be expected to revert in its 
entirety to this company. 

The chairman further remarked that the “Globe” future appeared 
latterly to have occupied the minds of some of the shareholders. There 
was no doubt that the principle which formed the basis of that great 
prot was sound and correct ; in fact it was the same principle which 

ad guided this company, viz., that of consolidation and self-insurance, 
and which formed the strength of the company ;" but while he thus 
fully approved of the idea conceived by Mr. Cyrus W. Field, and 
which he hoped to see fully realised, he would remind the shareholders 
that, considering that they had been able to divide five per cent. for the 
past year under extraordinarily unfavourable circumstances, and upon 
a capital which had been increased on the occasion of ita recent amalga- 
mation, and considering that the company had not only now an abso- 
lute monopoly of its European traffic, but had a good position in China, 
and particularly in Japan, where the Government did not appear inclined 
to grant other concessions than those granted to the company, he did 
not think that there was any occasion for unduly pressing the question 
of being merged into the “ Globe.” The matter required patient and 
careful consideration, and when the proper time came, and the direc- 
tors had in the meantime had an opportunity of directly ascertaining 
what the relations of other companies were in the “Globe” scheme, 
what its organisation really was, and what terms might be fairly ex- 
pected from it, he hoped (if the latter were acceptable) to come before 
them with pro in the desired direction. Finally, the chairman 
informed the shareholders that in order to complete the extensions

already referred to, the directors intended to dispose of the 25,000 | 


shares, the issue of which had already been authorised at a previous 
meeting, and that they intended to offer these shares to the present 
shareholders in proportion to their respective holdings. | The directors 
had taken no fees for the past year. 

The balance-sheet was unanimously adopted. Admiral Bille and Mr. 
Berner were re-elected auditors of the company. The chairman re- 
gretted that Count Sponneck and Mr. Levy had resigned their posts as 
directors of the company ; he thanked them warmly for the interest 
they had invariably taken in the affuirs of the company, and at his 
suggestion it was resolved that the two vacancies should not be filled up 
at present. 





BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 


The Board of Trade Returns for April have been issued. The 
volume of our trade with foreign countries shows no falling off ; 
on the contrary, as will be seen below, it has continued to expand 
in fair proportions. The vaule of the Exports of British and 
Irish Produce Manufactures is thus returned :—

Thus, dealing with values only, the exports in April exceeded 

those of April, 1872, by 14 per cent., and. those of April, 1871, 
by 263 per cent. The ratio of increase, however, is lessening. 
-Turning to the quantities, however, there is a falling off of be- 
tween 36,000 and 40,000 tons in the iron and steel exports, and 
of 56,000 tons in coals and other fuel. Comparing these reduc- 
tions with the advance in values, very striking results are ob- 
tainable. It is also apparent that other industries are suffering 
from the advance in the first cost of these necessaries. 


As regards imports, the aggregate figures are as under :—

This shows an increase in the value of the imports over those 
of April, 1872, of 10 per cent., and over those of 1871 of 5 per 
cent. The increase, as compared with 1872, has been due— 
£200,000 to cotton, £200,000 to flour, £200,000 to coffee, 
£300,000 to bacon, £100,000 to tobacco, £200,000 to timber, and 
£200,000 to .unenumerated articles, less £100,000 the falling off 
in tea.

We have republished this statement because it seems to bear 
some analogy to, while it also widely differs from, the estimate 
of the revenue and expenditure of Japan published in an article 
in the September number of Blackwood.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gasette of the 2nd March contains a memorial 
from the Governor of Shantung, reporting the arrest of the 
murderer of Seng-ko-lin-sin, whose name is familiar to foreigners 
as commander of the Imperial Army during the campaign of 
1860, and as having taken prisoners Sir Harry-Parkes and his 
companions in September of that year. The Prince fell while 


on & cam ainst the Nienfei in Shantung, in the spring of 
1865, and body was taken to Peking with great goup dan 
that year. Various rumours were current as to the manner 
his death ; the first report (in the WV. C. Herald of June 3rd, 
1865) was that he had been killed in ane ment; but it was 
subsequently ascertained beyond doubt that he was assassinated 
—though why, or by whom, has never been clearly shown. It 
was believed, however, that some of his own soldiers were the 
culprits ; and the statement in the Gazette therefore about this 
y capture of his murderer in the person of a rebel named 
Chang Ling-yun is questionable. However, the captor is to be 
 pheougas and Chang Ling-yun is to be cut to pieces and his 
eart offered at Seng-ko-lin-sin’s ancestral hall, in order to 
“display the justice of the laws of the Empire, and rejoice the 
hearts of the people.” 

The Viceroy left Tientsin for Peking on the 18th March, to 
have audiences of the Emperor, and to see Prince Kung and the 
other Ministers of State ; and the Peking Gazette states that he 
has had an audience of the Emperor. Beyond stating this fact 
nothing more is mentioned. The Emperor will leave Peking for 
the Eastern Imperial Tombs on the Ist April, and as Li Hung- 

is the chief territorial authority of the rovince of 

he will start some few days previously, to see that everything is in 
order for the reception of his Majesty, en rouce and at the Tombe, 
The Foreign Ministers still remain in the dark as to the result 
of their request to have audiences of the Emperor, and it is pro- 
bable that the question will only be answered after he has 
esha at the tombs of his ancestors, It would appear that the 

inisters do not expect any aid from Li Hung-c in solving 
the question. But we trust Prince Kung will view their request 
favourably. The Manchu officials cannot but see that friendly 
relations with ge Governments must tend to strengthen 
their dynasty, and the reverse must tend to weaken ita power in 
China. During the Taeping rebellion, the foreign Governments 
were the real power which suppressed the rebels ; had they acted 
neutrally there would have been a Taeping Power at this moment 


in the South of China. The Manchu officials will be enemies to 
their dynasty, if they oppose the grant of audiences by- their 


ror.

A few lanterns of a similar character 
was also observed on the Bund of Teh-Hsing Hong. The Grand 
Duke dined that night at the Russian Consulate, and was enter- 
tained by his countrymen on the following day, at tiffin,

y. His Imperial ce left on the 25th of March on 
Board the Kwantung, which was expected here on the 29th, 
but unfortunately got ashore some thirty miles above Chinkeang. 
In consequence of her non-arrival a torchlight procession of the 
fire brigade, which was arranged to take place, was postponed by 
the chief engineer. The Mih-ho-loongs, however, having mus- 
tered in strong force, were determined not to break up for nothing, 
and accordingly led the van in a march along the bund, followed 
by the Victoria and Deluge steam fire-engines. The steamer ar- 
rived on the 30th, and the adjourned parade comes off to-night

their distinguished guest. The Grand Duke -will proceed to 
Nagasaki on the 7th April, in the Russian man-of-war Bogatyr. 
e.mentioned last week the purchase by the Canton and 
Macao Steam Navigation Company of the new steamer Daybreak. 
The steamer’s name was subsequently changed to Yung-Ching, 
and she started for Tientsin, with a full cargo of rice. On ap- 
proaching the sharp bend at Pootung Point, orders were given 
to put the helm hard-a-port, but while the helmsman was in the 
act of doing so, the wheel-chains got jammed in the wheel-house, 
and the ship was at the mercy of the wind and tide, both of 
which pressed strongly on her starboard beam. The police hulk 
was in imminent danger of being run down, but Captain Gibbon, 
seeing that the vessel must inevitably run ashore, managed, by 
means of working the sven ahead and astern as required, to 
bring her safely past the hulk, when he let go the anchor, and 
she drove in towards Howard’s wharf, where she took the ground. 
Orders were immediately given to lighten the ship by discharging 
as much cargo as possible, and a tug-boat was engaged to run out 
the necessary anchors and chains. She was floated off about two 
o'clock next morning, after discharging about 150 tons of rice, 
which she re-embarked, and proceeded on her voyage. 

The Fetyuen, a small screw-steamer which has been built on 
the Hongkew side of the Soochow Creek, and is intended for 
the passenger trade on the Peiho river between Taku and 
Tientsin, calling at the various stations between those two places, 
has been: launched. She was designed py Mr. J. P. Croal, and 
built under the superintendence of Mr. Carnie, late engineer 
in the employ of the S.S.N. Co. The launch was successfully 
effected—the ceremony of christening being performed by Miss 
Ellen Dow. The dimensions of the Feiyuwen are 75 feet length 
over all, 15 feet beam and 7 feet depth of hold. Her draft, 
when completed and a full complement of passengers on board, 
will be about 4 feet 6 inches. When launched she drew 3 feet 
4 inches aft and 18 inches forward. She is to be fitted with 
compound engines of about 15-horse power, and is estimated to 
attain a 9-knot speed. She will have accommodation for about 
100 Chinese passengers, and a saloon to accommodate a few 
foreigners. It is proposed to tow her-to Tientsin before placing 
the house on deck. : 

The large earnings of the Shanghai Steam Navigation Com- 

y have attracted the attention of the managers of the Ocean 
Steaniship Company, and Mr. Holt has got up a new compe) 
called the “Chinese Navigation Company,” to contest with the 
S.S.N. the monopoly of the Yangtsze trade. The new company 
has begun by buying the steamers and interest of the Union Steam 
Navigation Company, which ceases from the Ist of April to run 
on the Yangtsze ; and it is understood that two other steamers, 
built ially for the trade, are on their bid out from England. 
It had bean originally intended to wind up the U.S.N. Company

Whether this will affect 
the intentions of Mr. Holt’s new Company remains to be seen ; 
but we should hardly imagine it is likely to do so, as so very pro- 
bable a contingency must have been taken into consideration 
when the project of forming the new line was entertained. We 
cannot but hope, however, that some understanding will be come 
to, which will prevent a competition 4 owrance between the two 
companies, that could only result in heavy loss to both. 

e Asiatic Society held a meeting on the 26th of March, at 
which papers were read, by Mr. Schmidt on “ The Early History 
of Shanghai,” and by Mr. Kingsmill on “The Legend of Wen 
Wang the Founder of the Chow Dynasty.” The first paper 
evoked many interesting reminiscences from some of our older 
residents. | 

A meeting of the committee of the Sailors’ Home has been 
held. The accounts show a profit on the half-year of $834. 
The committee, on meeting, inspected the Home and expressed 
themselves well satisfied with the alterations and repairs that 
had been made. Bunks which formerly crowded the rooms in 
tiers, in unnecessary numbers, have been taken down and con- 
verted into bedsteads. The question of providing a bowling 
alley for the men was again raised, and favourably entertained ; 
the tue was the large outlay mvolved. 

A general meeting of the Shanghai Yacht Club has been held. 
The accounts for the season 1872-73 showed a balance in the 
treasurer's hands of $112.64, besides Tls. 1,578 to the credit of 
reserve. Messrs. A. J. Little, commodore, J. P. Roberts, vice- 
commodore, J. Wilson, treasurer, W. H. Hewitt, secretary, Ble- 
then, Coryell, Croad, Tucker, and Viguier were elected a com- 
mittee for the ensuing year. The first regatta will be held on 
the 11th April. . 

At an extraordinary meeting of the Union Steam Navigation 
Company, the resolution to wind up the company passed at the 
general meeting of the 23rd December last was (as stated above) 
rescinded. The sale of the Glengyle and Tunsin to the new 
Chinese Navigation Company holds good ; but the Union Steam 
Navigation Company purpose buying three new steamers to run 
on the coast. They will run in conjunction with the Chinese 
Navigation lar teas coming to the same wharf, and bringing 
river cargo for the latter from the South, thus constituting a 
through line from Canton to Hankow. 

Judgment has been delivered in the Police-court in the case 
of the barque Kirkland. The magistrate decided that the master 
had culpably neglected the provisions of the Act, in regard to 
giving out medical stores to his crew, and fined him $100 and 
costs. The ship's log was also impounded, to be sent to the 
Board of Trade, as it appeared that entries of the illness of the 
men had not been made as required by the Act. 

The new British Consular Buildings were formally opened on 
the 31st March, at noon. The flagstaff was gaily decorated with 
flags, in honour of the occasion. Libations of champagne were 
poured on the old and new foundation stones, and a toast of 
success to the new offices was proposed by H.B.M. Consul, and 
heartily drunk by all present. 

A notification has been issued, signed by the several Treat: 
Consuls, fixing Tuesday and Wednesday, the 15th and 16t 
April, for the election of Councillors for the ensuing year.

At the French Consulate-General, M. Ch. Ducos de la Haille, 
late engineer for the French Municipality, has brought an action 
ugainst the Municipal Council, claiming Tls. 4,000 in name of 
damages, for alleged wrong done him by the Council having pub- 
lished the discontinuance of his services to the Council as a “ dis- 
missal ” sf renvo.), and for his detention in Shanghai, in conse- 
quence of the Council declining to rectify the error when pointed 
out to them, to M. de la Haille’s satisfaction. Plaintitt prose- 
cuted in person. The Council was defended by Mr. Robinson. 
After hearing the case, the court postponed their judgment. 

His Imperial Japanese Majesty's iron-clad Rio-jho-kan, bear- 
ing the flag of the Japanese admiral, and corvette 7'skabah-kan, 
arrived in harbour on the 3lst March, having on board the 
Ambassador Extraordinary from Japan to Peking, Soyesima, 
with General Legendre, late U.S. Consul Amoy, and now Diplo- 
matic Adviser to his Excellency. There is also a staff of nine 
Japanese officers. All these have taken up their residence at 
the Astor House, where there was already awaiting them, 
Yanagawara, the framer of the Chi-no-Japanese treaty, which 
Soyesima is to have modified and ratified at Peking. His Excel- 
lency the Taoutai has paid a visit of ceremony to the Ambassador. 
The embassy will, we believe, proceed northward in a few days. 
The Settlement now swarms with Japanese, who are almost all 
dressed in the European style. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 10th April; the P. and O. mai 


from London, Feb. 21, was received on the 4th, and the follow- 
ing French mail of Feb. 28th on the 9th April. The following 
items are from the Daily Press :— 


A case has been tried in the Magistrate’s Court before the 
Hon. C. May, in which Kwok-pak-sing, master of the Sing- 
leeship compradore’s shop, was charged by Mr. J. S. Cox, of 
Messrs. Lane, Crawford, and Co., with unlawfully selling two 
tins of oil bearing the shipping marks and the general appear- 
ance of Hubbuck’s pale boiled oil, knowing the same to be spu- 
rious, but done up with intent to defraud.. Mr. Kingsmill, 
instructed by Messrs. Caldwell and Brereton, appeared for the 
prosecution ; and Mr. Hayllar, instructed by Messrs. Francis 
and Stephens, appeared for the defence. A large amount of evi- 
dence was taken, at the conclusion of which the magistrate said 
that honesty in trade was of so much importance that, although 
as was pointed out by the counsel, he could not go further with 
the case unless the exclusive right in the trade mark were shown, 
he would call upon the defendant to give security for $500, to 
answer any charge within the next six months, This case calls 
attention to the difficulty of preventing frauds in the sale of 
Imitation goods, and the consequent necessity for caution on the 
part of ed ont ae 

Another curious oan case has been brought before Mr. 
Mitchell, and remanded. The men ‘charged were hailed by a 
police-boat, and instead of stopping pointed a pistol, which, how- 
ever, was knocked away before it could be fired, and the boat 
was then boarded. It was found to contain opium to the value 
of $2,500. Three men out of four on board made good their es- 
cape to the shore, but are now being looked for. e man on 
board was taken into custody. It appears that the opium was 
bought at the same place as that which recently attracted atten- 
tion in a similar case. : 

Some excitement has been created among the Sikh policemen 
at Kowloong, by having their cooking utensils robbed by some 
of the rowdies from Kowloong City, during the night while the 
off duty men were slumbering, and the duty men on their beats, 


safe retreat to Chinese territory. 

A Chinaman, who was found concealed in the pantry of Go- 
vernment House under suspicious circumstances, has been 
brought up before the magistrate, and sent to one month’s hard 
labour, and at the expiration of the term to find security for 
three months more.

SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 18th 
April ; the French mail, from London March 14, arrived out 
on the 16th April. The following summary of news is from the 
Singapore Daily Times :— 

The Second Criminal Session of the Supreme Court was opened 
on the 16th April. The Chief Justice in addressing the Grand 
Jury said he could not congratulate them on this occasion that 
their labours would be very light, for oe the calendar was 
not numerically so great as many which had been presented 
before them, yet, takin g into consideration the nature of the 
crimes, it was one of the heaviest ever known, he believed, in 
the annals of this colony. It would seem as though the 
criminal classes here had, during the last three months, had 
things pretty much their own way, and he regretted to say that 
too many of them had escaped being eae are to justice. 

Mr. C. E. Velge has entered upon his duties as acting junior 

istrate. We understand the appointment is only temporary, 
andl that in all probability Mr. Gottlieb will come back to Sin- 
Eps after the return from Europe of Mr. W. E. Maxwell, the 
police magistrate of Province Wellesley, now in Europe on leave 
of absence. Mr. A. M. Skinner is at present acting as sheriff, 
Mr. Maxwell having been out of that office since Mr. Hervey’s 
return to the chief clerkship, when Mr. Velge became acting 
sheriff. 

The colonial steamer Pluto has left for Malacca and .Penang, 
taking down the Honourable Mr. Birch, colonial secretary, Cap- 
tain Dunlop, inspector-general of police, and Captain Satter- 
thwaite. Captain Satterthwaite, we understand, goes to Ma- 
lacca for the public works department ; and Mr. Birch and Cap- 
tain Dunlop go to Province Wellesley, to inquire into the murder 
of a native non-commissioned police officer by a Punghulu, who, 
we are informed, committed suicide afterwards. 

We understand the Governor intends leaving for Labuan on 
or about the 23rd April, in one of her Majesty’s ships. It is also 
reported that this colony is to pay for the coals to be used on the 
voyage. If this be so, it may not be out of place to inquire, who 
is to repay this outlay by the colony for a trip ordered by the 
Imperial Government ? 

There is to be another alteration after the end of this month in 
the working of the Master Attendant’s Office. Captain Fox, the 
deputy harbour-master, will be relieved of office duties and take 
charge of the out-door work connected with the departmen 
such as looking after the beaches, fishing stakes, registration an 
surveying of boats and ships, berthing of vessels, &c. 

We are glad to learn of the safe arrival yesterday aya ete 
a fourteen days’ passage in a native boat from Patani, of Mr. J. 
J. Skinner, the secretary of the Galena Mining Company, about 
whose safety and that of Mr. Graham Kerr, are at the 
mines, fears have been entertained for some time back, nothing 
having been heard of or from them for over six months. Their 
long silence has been owing partly to the N.E. monsoon closing 
the East coast, and partly to their ae been laid up with fever 
and dysentery for two months, and partly to the natives ene 
or failing to forward their letters, which they wrote over an 
over again, and tried to send, via Quedah, to Penang, as well as 
by Patani. 

From private advices from Batavia we extract the following 
with regard to the Dutch expedition to Atchin :— 

“The Dutch troops landed on 8th, attempted to storm the town, but 
were repulsed with 100 killed and wounded ; the loss of the Atchinese 
is estimated at 500. There is much sickness amongst the Dutch troops, 
the hospital ship is full and has been ordered to Padang, where tem- 
porary hospitals have been erected. It is reported from Singkel that 
the Atchinese and Battas have almost ceased coming there from the 
interior, 80 that no camphor is procurable. The explanation of their 
absence is, that they are too busy with their warlike preparations. 
The old dealers with Atchin are of opinion that from Tumpat Tuan on 
the North west to Baloe Tjinia on the south east, ali the population 
will side with the Sultan of Atchin.” 


THE death of Captain J. W. Vaughan, C.B., is announced. The 
deceased was senior lieutenant to Captain W. Peel, C.B., V.C., in the 
Shannon, 51, on the East India and China station, from the close of 
1856 till the paying off of the ship in February, 1859, when he was pro- 
moted to flag-rank.

IMPORTS. 

YoxouaMa.—In the Woolen market there had been more inquiry for 
Mousselines de laine (plain) at better rates; Lustres (plain) were 
saleable. Cloth and Blankets were quite out of demand, and prices 
were nominal. There had been little alteration in Cotton goods. The 
active demand for Cotton Yarn had somewhat subsided. A fair busai- 
ness had been done in Shirtings at former rates. In the Metal market 
there was nothing doing, and Iron continued dull. The sale of the 
common Chops of English Lead had during the fortnight been 
slackened, in consequence of several lots of Japanese Lead being 
offered on the Market at prices which undercut the Home Brands, and 
the production of this description of the Metal must have been stimu- 
lated by our rise, and will probably prove sufficient to supply local 
consumption for the future. This is a new feature in the Lead 
market. 

SHaNncHAaL—Piece Goods: The news from the outports was still un- 
satisfactory. The Hankow market had not shown any improvement, 
and prices were again lower ; and at Tientsin, although no actual de- 
cline in the value of any one article, excepting Drills and Jeans, could 
be quoted, there was very little doing, and an early drop in prices was 
anticipated, Under these circumstances no improvement had occurred 
on this market, which remained much in the same condition as reported 
leat mail. 

Sarcon.—The market was extremely dull, there being absolutely no- 
thing doing. 

Manita.—During the fortnight a fair business in Plain Staples had 
been done, and more confidence in the continuance of present values 
was manifested by dealers. Coloured Goods had also been disposed of 
to a considerable extent, but the market continued unsteady, and rates 

very irregular. Statistically, the market was improving.

COMMERCIAL POSTSCRIPT.

It is time that the City Commission of Sewers, if they be 
really in earnest in the desire to put down the traffic in adul- 
terated tea, rotten fruit, and other such abominations, should arm 
themselves with power to enter the warehouses where such 
articles are suspected of being stored, for the purpose of making 
an immediate analysis, and condemning the pernicious mixtures 
to destruction. A short Act of Parliament might be passed before 
the expiration ‘of the present session, and the offence of offering 
such articles for sale must be made to entail penalties greater 
than the mere seizure of the noisome re eens if the pro- 
tection of the public health is to be anything more than a 
mockery. The profits on a single sale, such as that reported last 
week by Dr. Letheby, of 1,000 boxes of “ tea”—of which more 
than 60 per cent. was composed of iron filings, silica, and painted 
leaves—must be sufficiently t to compensate the fraudulent 
warehouseman for the loss of half a dozen similar parcels, It is idle 
to expect to reach such persons through asense of shame ; indeed 
we hear of transactions of this kind being blazoned about as 
matter of boasting among a certain class who trade, on their 

rfect readiness to lend their names to the sale of anything, let 
its description be ever so untrue, to =y nothing of their special 
talent for inventing showy titles for the poisons they dispense. 
Until] the act of selling such horrible compounds as those seized 
by Dr. Letheby be mand to involve suspension of license, to say 
nothing of graver consequences, there will always be found brokers 
to hug themselves on such “ transactions,” and make the high 
prices they realise for their mixtures a prion for getting more 
and more consignments of the same kind.

NAVAL DISASTERS ON THE CHINA STATION. 


On the motion of Mr. Seely, M.P., a very interesting return has just 
been presented to Parliament, showing the losses of Her Majesty's ships 
from the lst of January, 1860, to the 30th of April, 1872, the casualties 
from stranding during the same period, and various details in connection 
therewith. During the period stated, it appears that the casualties 
from foundering, stranding, or burning, have numbered 112, eight of 
which were attended with the loss of 1,028 lives, and vessels worth 
£639,554. The following details are given with reference to casualties 
which have occurred on the China station :-— 

Camilla, 549 tons, sloop, Commander G. T. Colville, foundered at sea 
with all hands in 1860. The number of lives lost was 121, and the 
value of the ship was £8,254. The date and the circumstances attend- 
ing the disaster are, of course, unknown. 

‘Snake, 480 tons, 160-horse power, stranded on the Encounter 
Rock, on the 4th of February, 1862. No lives were lost. The cost of 
repairs to the vessel was £561. The ship had overrun her distance 
about seven miles during the night. 

Centaur, 1,270 tons, 540-horse power, stranded between the Island of 
Osimia and the mainland, on the 24th of June, 1863. No lives were 
lost. The cost of repairs was £240. The captain of the Pearl reported 
that in his opinion an officer did not exercise good judgment in steering 
@ course so near to the island on a dark night, and that he also ought to 
have had his lead going. 

Flamer, 236 tons, 60-horse power, stranded on the 19th of April, 
1864. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs to the ship was £794. 
The gunboat was in pursuit of pirates, and she grounded between Ting- 
sew and Chin-sin. 

Ringdove, 674 tons, 200-horse power, stranded on the 9th of 
May, 1864. No lives were lost. The cost of the repairs to the vessel 
was £1,039. The court-martial found that the grounding was through 
an error in longitude, caused by neglect in not having the chronometer 
properly tested at Hong Kong, and from neglect and want of due pre- 
caution in not verifying the position of the sloop by striking soundings 
on the Palawan Bank when there was an opportunity of doing so. 

Racehorse, 695 tons, 200-horse power, stranded and lost off the 
White Rock, to the eastward of Chefoo, in the Gulf of Pechili, on the 
4th of November, 1864. The number of lives lost was 100, and the 
value of the ship was £26,000. The court-martial found that the ship 
had been lost in consequence of a course having been shaped without 
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any allowance having been made for the current. An officer was ad- 
monished to be more careful for the future. 

Leopard, 1,406 tons, 500-horse power, stranded on the 16th of April 
1865. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £3,351. The 
court-martial was of opinion that the accident arose from an error in 
judgment on the part of two officers in not making sufiicient allowance 
for current, and in shaping a course too near the land. 

Firm, 238 tons, 60-horse power, stranded on the 29th of May, 1866. 
No lives were lost. The total coat of repairs for the year was £1,600. 
The captain of the Princess Royal thought, on inquiry, no blame could 
be attached to anyone for the accident, except that there might have 
been an érror in judgment in attempting an intricate passage with a 
falling tide. : 

. Perseus, 955 tons, 200-horse power, stranded on the 21st of April, 

1867. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £440. The Court 
of Inquiry was of opinion that there were coral reefs extending from 
the eastward to the Island of Sebuyan, which were not marked on the 
chart, and that this was the cause of the accident. 

Osprey, 682 tons, 200-horse power, stranded and was lost on the 
80th of May, 1867. No lives were lost. The value of the vessel was 
£19,000. The court-martial found that two officers had been guilty of 
negligence, in not making any attempt to get soundings on approaching 
the land, and in not wearing the ship off the land during the night. 

Leven, 800 tons, 80-horse power, stranded off the Islet of Ennoe on 
the 2lst of February, 1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs 
was £58. The court of inquiry found that the accident was caused by 
steering too near the islet, and not taking sufficient care in bringing 
the beacons on their proper bearings. 

Basilisk, 1,031 tons, 400-horse power, stranded on the 27th of April, 
1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was £1,777. The cap- 
tain of the Ocean was satisfied every precaution was taken by Captain 
Hewett to prevent accident. — 

, 981 tons, 200-horse power, stranded near Howtha Island on 
the 2nd of Aug., 1868. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs was 
£708. The court of inquiry could only account for the ship touching 
by the strong inset of the current. 

Rattler, 952, 200-horse power, stranded and lost on the 24th of 
September, 1868. No lives were lost. The value of the vessel was 
£34,400. The court-martial was of opinion that the ship was lost 
from a want of due caution on the part of two officers in not approach- 
ing the shore at a more moderate speed after having obtained sound- 
ings, and that they committed an error in judgment in the manner of 
reading the directions laid down in the “ China Pilot.” But taking 
into consideration the great and successful efforts to save the crew 
and stores under considerable difficulties, the court only admonished 
and cautioned the two officers. 

Gnat, 464 tons, 120-horse power, stranded and lost on the 11th Nor., 
1868. No lives were lost. The value of the ship was £20,000. The 
court-martial thought the logs was due to a current, and to one island 
being mistaken for another. They admonished an officer for steering 
too close to the land, and for not keeping the lead constantly going. 

Slaney, 3801 tons, 80-horse power, stranded and lost on the 10th 
of May, 1870. The number of lives lost was 41; and the value of 
the vessel was £9,000. The court-martial found that all proper care 
was taken in the navigation of the gunboat, and that her logs was to be 
attributed to a heavy gale of wind, with strong currents, and no oppor- 
tunity of taking sights for three days, and that no blame, therefore, 
attached to Mr. Charles Milton, gunner, and the other survivors, 

Midge, 464 tons, 120-horse power, stranded on the 11th of 
August, 1870. No lives were lost. The cost of repairs to the ship was 
£100. The report of the Commander-in-Chief of the China station 
was :—“‘I atttribute no blame to Commander Rising or the navigating 
lieutenant.” 

During the early part of the period over which the return extends 
the China and East India stations formed but one.

THE “KWOK-A-SING CASE.”"—JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF 
THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 


(Sir J. CoLvize, Sir R. PaHitumo0re, Lord Justice MELLIsH, Sir B. 
Peacock, and Sir M. SmiTH). 
THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF HONG KONG t. KWOK-A-SING. 

This was an appeal, the hearing of which commenced on the 14th 
inst., from a judgment of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, dated the 
29th of March, 1871, and an order made thereon, and also from a 
judgment and order of the same Court, dated May 22,1871. The ap- 
pellant, the Hon. Julian Pauncefote, is the Attorney-General for the 
Colony, and the respondent, Kwok-a-Sing, is a coolie of China. The 
Attorney-General, the Solicitor-General, and Mr. C. Bowen appeared 
for the Crown ; Mr. Fitzjames Stephen, Q.C., and Mr. Arthur Stone 
for the respondent. 

The facta of the case are well known to our readers. On the 80th of 
September, 1870, a French vessel, La Nouvelle Penelope, sailed from 
Macao, with 300 coolie emigrants, bound for Peru, in South America, 
such emigrants kaving been shipped in conformity with certain regula- 
tions in force in relation to Chinese emigration. The respundent, a 
subject of China, was one of the emigrants, and one of the headmen 
or corporals to keep order among the other coolies. On the 4th of 
October, while the vessel was at sea, Kwok-a-Sing, with others of the 
emigrants, made a sudden attack on the captain and sume of the offi- 
cers and crew, murdered them, and, having thrown their bodies over- 
board, took possession of the vessel, and compelled the seamen, whose 
lives they had spared, to conduct the vessel back to the coast of China, 
where they landed and abandoned the ship, Kwok-a-Sing stealing and 
taking money and effects, it was alleged, the property of the captain. 
Some of the participators were arrested and beheaded by the Chinese 
authorities, and a reward was offered for the apprehension of the 


respondent. He removed out of the jurisdiction of China, and 
was afterwards found at Hong Kong, where he was arrested, 
and charged before a police magistrate as a suspicious character 
and remanded. While under remand an application was made 
stating that an application had been received from Canton, claim- 
ing on behalf of the Chinese authorities the rendition of the 
prisoner, and that he was charged with participating in the murder of a 
portion of the crew of the Nouvelle Penelope. The prisoner was com- 
mitted until further order of the Governor, and the charge was prusecu- 
ted before the magistrate and he was committed. An application was 
then made on his behalf to Chief Justice Smale, of the Supreme Court 
at Hong Kong, and on the return he was set at liberty, and one of the 
grounds was that the ordinance in question did not apply to the Treaty 
of Tientsin, and that under the circumstances described in the deposi- 
tion, in support of the rendition of Kwok-a-Sing, the Nouvelle Penclo pe 
was at the time of the alleged crimes engaged in effect as a slave ship, 
and that he was confined as a slave, and justified in killing the captain in 
order to regain his liberty, and that the depositions disclosed no otfence 
on the part of the prisoner. Since the judgment a declaratory ordinance 
of the Legislature of Hong Kong had been passed to remove doubts as 
to the ordinance mentioned. The rendition was also claimed on behalf of 
the French Government by the French Consul, but it was abandoned 
when the judgment was pronounced, Her Majeaty’s Attorney-General 
at Hong Kong, on the 26th of April, 187], ca Kwok-a-Sing to be 
arrested on the charge of piracy, jure gentium, with the view to his 
trial on that charge before the Supreme Court at Hong Kong. Evi- 
dence was then given before the police magistrate, and the prisoner 
was committed for trial. A second writ of hubeas corpus to discharge 
the prisoner was granted by Chief Justice Smale, and on the 22nd of 
May, 1871, he was set at liberty on the grounds, among others, that the 
offence charged was the same, and that the istrate had no authority 
to commit the prisoner for the same offence. ve was obtained from 
Her Majesty in Council by the Attorney-Genera] of Hong Kong to 
appeal. Several reasons were set forth in support of the appeal as to 
the ordinances and the extradition treaties ; and, further, hat the pri- 
Boner ought either to be tried in the Supreme Court for the offences 
alleged against him, or given up to the Chinese Government in pur- 
Buance of the treaty. The reasons set forth on the part of the respon- 
dent were eight in number, and among them was that no right of 
appeal exists in a case where the Supreme Court, sitting as a criminal 
court, had exercised the summary jurisdiction of the Court of Queen's 
Bench at Westminster, and that the recommitment by the Attorney- 
General was illegal. 

The Attorney-General and the Solicitor-Genera] addreased their Lord - 
ships in support of the appeal, and oommented on the judgment of 
Chief Justice Smale, who had expressed a strong opinion when he dis- 

the prisoner on the two applications. The Chief Justice should 
have allowed the trial fur piracy, jure gentium, to proceed before the 
Supreme Court, and not have considered whether the prisoner was justi- 
fied for the acts he had committed on the applications for writs of habcas 
corpus, The respondent had been concerned in the murder of the cap- 
tain and others, and it was strange conduct on the part of the Chief 
Justice to hold that he had committed no crime for which he ought to 
be tried. The man was a refugee from China, was found at Hong Kong, 
claimed by the Chinese authorities to be given up on serious charges, 
and yet the Chief Justice, without a trial, on applications on writs of 
habeas corpus, had ordered him to be set at liberty. In conclusion, they 
prayed their Lordships to allow the appeal and reverse the judgments 
of the Chief Justice. 

Mr, Fitzjames Stephen addressed the Court on cal oa of the re- 
spondent. He was not aware that the respondent d not be tried, 
although he had been set free on two write of habeas corpus. He had 
not been tried, and probably could now be tried. The learned Attor- 
ney-General and Solicitor-General had indulged in remarks on the 
judgments delivered by the Chief Justice Smale, which he considered 
those judgments did not deserve. He would ap ly himself to the other 
branch of the case, the extradition of the respondent from Hong Kong to 
the China authorities, which had been claimed, and submitted that their 
Lordships would be slow to reverse a judgment of Chief Justice Smale, 
which he had formed on a reasonable discretion, holding as he did that 
the evidence before the police-magistrate, on which Kwok-a-Sing was 
committed for trial, was not sufficient, and the prisoner being released 
on the return of the writ of hubeas corpus. He proceeded to consider the 
effect of the Extradition Treaty, begged their Lordships’ attention to the 
facts as disclosed, and said the Chief Justice had felt there was no 
evidence of a crime on which the prisoner should be given up to the 
Chinese authorities. The judgment of the Chief Justice had been 
criticised by his learned friends. ‘here was one portion, as to the execu- 
tion of sixteen Chinamen who’had been given up, which was, perhaps, 
given with more warmth than was commendable; but he was not une 
who would throw stones at a Judge who had thus indignantly expressed 
himself. It was clear that the authorities of China tortured men 
delivered up, and assembled a crowd to witness their execution, and it 
behoved the English Government to require proof before they gave up 
persons to the Chinese Government. He contended that on the Ordi- 
nance and Treaty there was no evidence of guilt, and the Chief Justice 
had entertained that opinion and discharged the prisoner, when he was 
committed for trial, on a return to a writ uf habeus corpus. 

A discussion arose as to whether there was evidence that the re- 
spondent was kidnapped, and whether what he had done to regain his 
liberty was to be considered as justifiable homicide. A question was 
also raised whether the respondent went voluntarily on board the ship, 
and whether he had been kidnapped. Lord Justice Mellish remarked 
that Kwok-a-Sing had not been kidnapped. Mr. Stephen admittcd 
that he had not been ; some 100 of the coolies had been kidnapped, 
the condition on board the vessel was coercion, and the result had 
happened as it was believed it was a slave vessel. Sir Barnes Peacock 
thought there was no evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had been forced on 
board against his will, and therefore justified in regaining his liberty in 
the manner he had done. Mr. Stephen begged their Lordships to besr 
in mind that the men were in a very low state of civilisation—Chinamer

who found themselves surrounded by soldiers on board a French vesse), 
and who believed they had been deceived, and more than 100 of whom 
had been kidnapped. The learned counsel submitted that on the law 
and the facts the judgments of the Chief Justice ought to be affirmed, 
after discussing the ordinances and treaties. 

The Solicitor-General said that all their Lordships had to say was that 
the Habeas Corpus Act did not apply to the case. He submitted that 
the moment the vessel was seized it ceased to be a French vessel; the 
prisoner had by the act destroyed the French territorial possession, and 
by compelling the men to steer the vessel had committed an offence. 
There was no authority for saying that the nationality of the parties 
made any difference. The istrate, when the prisoner was arrested, 
was not to decide whether the man was to be given up ; the Governor- 
General was to decide that question on the construction of the Ordi- 
nance, and the Chief Justice had no power to consider it on a question 
of habeas corpus. Lord Justice Mellish thought a Supreme Court had 
power to consider whether a magistrate had exceeded his authority. The 
. Solicitor-General undertook from the words of the Ordinance to show that 
the Supreme Court had nosuch power. His contention was that their Lord- 
ships had only to look at the last Ordinance to gather the intention of the 
law. It was a declaratory and not an enacting statute ; it simply ex- 
plained what the meaning was. ‘The question whether the last Or- 
dinance passed since the Chief Justice had given his Judgment was to 
be considered by their Lordships on the appeal was discussed at some 
length. Lord Justice Mellish said it was an ex post fucto law, and ina 
criminal case ought not, in his opinion, to prevail. In civil matters, 
on questions of indemnity, it was different. The Solicitor-General 
merely wished their Lordships to read the declaratory Act, which ex- 
plained what the former Ordinance was meant to be. He supposed no 
one liked ex post facto laws; but in some instances they were properly 
made. Lord Justice Mellish undertook to say that no case could be 
found where Parliament made a law to declare an existing decision 
wrong. 

The Solicitor-General, after further discussing the matter with their 
Lordships, left it with them to say whether the declaratory Act, as he 
called it, was to be considered by them. In conclusion, he asked the 
Committee to consider that the seizure of the ship, the compulsion to 
bring it to land, the landing in China, and escaping to Hong Kong from 
Chinese jurisdiction, was not an offence, which was to be tried, and in 
which the Chief Justice had no right to interfere by discharging the 
man. That was an offence cognisable under the Extradition Treaty. 
Numbers of desperate characters escaped from China to the English 
colony Hong Kong, and were they not to be dealt with when sufficient 
was shown to deliver them up? He further asked their Lordships to 
reverse the judgments of the Chief Justice; but, whatever might be 
their decision, he could state that the map would be taken again and 
put on his trial. 

Sir James Colvile announced that their Lordships would take time 
to consider their judgment. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hamsourec, May 12. 

For some time past the Paris semi-official journals have been preach- 
ing the necessity of annexing the Empire of Anam, or at least, to taking 
it under the protection of France, for the ostensible and alleged purpose 
of promoting French éommercial interests in the East. It now appears 
that the gunboat Le Linois, that left Saigon on the 26th of January 
last for Hue, was the bearer of an ultimatum to the Sovereign of Anam, 
with the conditions to which Tuduc “ must unconditionally submit with 
or without using force, as the unruly character of the native govern- 
ments would, unless brought to subjection, affurd no guarantee of 
security for the future.” That this was only put forward as a plausible 
excuse for encroachment and aggrandisement in the Far East was 
generally believed in France ; but unfortunatcly for French diplomacy 
the Paris paper Ze Soir,a few days ago let the cat out of the bag by 
revealing the real object, which is nothing more or less than a futile 
attempt to ruin the German trade in the East. After insisting on the 
necessity of consolidating the position of France and promoting her 
commercial and political influence, the article concludes thus: ‘‘ Ever 
gince the restoration of peace we have observed with deep pain the 
great exertions of the Germans to extend their foreign trade, 
especially in the Far East. As the soil of Germany is not par- 
ticularly conspicuous for its fertility, and German industry is often 
obliged to have recourse to other countries for the sale of its goods and 
manufactures, the daily-increasing importance of this branch of their 
trade is easily explained and must be kept within moderate buunds. It 
is continually taking deeper rovt in China, Japan, Cambogia, and Siam 
—everywhere where the French flag is: but too seldom seen, and where 
they only meet with one dangerous rival, England. Cochin China, 
with the advantages it possesses in its inexhaustible resources and ad- 
mirable geographical situation, must become the centre of the great 
commercial action that is now developing itself in the East. It is there- 
fore natural that we should take immediate and energetic measures to 
establish there a rich and flourishing colony, where France would find 
a ready market for her inexhaustible produce and manufactures in 
every branch of industry to exchange for valuable native raw produc- 
tions that in their turn would become new elements of wealth and 
prosperity in France.” I happened to read this in our Exchange 
Subscription Rooms, and was not a little amused to see written in 
pencil on the margin opposite the grandiloquent article, the words : 
“‘ Bragging again, M. Crapaud? Don’t you wish you may get it ?.” 

A semi-official organ at Berlin announces that in the course of the 
present session a Bill will be presented to the German Parliament, 
asking for a grant of 10,000 thalera to defray the hotel expenses of the 
Japanese Embassy during their last visit to the German capital, where 
they occupied a suite of apartments in the Hotel de Rome, which 
were taken for them, for three weeks, at the rate of 500 thalers per day. 
The cost of living and food supplied to the Embassy is not included in 


the above sum, it having been paid by the Emperor Wilhelm out of his

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In the annual report for 1872 of the Deutsche National Bank at 


Bremen, the directors announce the establishment of several new 
agencies in different foreign countries and places of businets, and 
among them I notice the following appointments : Messrs. Siemssen 
and Co., at Shanghai ; Melchers and Co., at Hong Kong ; Rautenberg, 
Schmidt and Co.; at Singapore; Schmidt, Kiistermann and Co., at 
Penang ; Ernsthausen and Osterley, at Calcutta ; Volkart Brothers, at 
Kurrachee and Bombay ; and R. Fenerstein and Co., at San Francizco. 


Professor Donitz, of the University at Berlin, has accepted the ap- 


pointment offered to him by the Japanese Government as Professor of 
Anatomy, at their new University, and has already left Berlin, accom- 
panied by a native medical assistant, who has been studying there, and 
recently passed hia examination with great credit, and took his degree 
as Doctor of Medicine. 


The Japanese Embassy have again honoured this city with a second 


visit on their return from Denmark and Sweden, and have now pro- 
ceeded to Switzerland. When at Stockholm they received a deputation 
of the Swedish branch of the Evangelical Alliance, who presented an 
address written in the English language, expressive of their best wishes 
for the prosperity of Japan, and their appreciation of the liberal spirit 
manifested towards Christians in repealing the prohibitions against 
Christianity. The significant reply of the Chief Ambassador contained 
among other things these words :—“ The object that our Government 
has in view is to conduce to the welfare and happiness of the people by 
giving them a greater degree of civil and religious liberty.”

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 


RotrerDaM, May 15. 
A meeting of the shareholders ‘of the Netherlands India i 


Bank was held at Amsterdam on the 13th inst., when 16,058 shares were 
represented, giving 592 votes. The meeting was convened for altering 
the statutes, and the alterations proposed by the managers were ap- 
proved of. Article 3 now fixes that instead of one principal agent at 
Batavia the managers may appoint as many agents as they may deem 
necessary. The fourth paragraph of Article 4 is abolished, so that the 
Bank will not in future put in circulation warrants on real estates in 
Java, while on the other side the restrictive stipulations against dealing 
in produce are abolished. The remaining shares, to raise the capital to 
twelve millions, are to be subscribed within ten years at par. In my 
next letter I will send more ample particulars. 


The Bourse is somewhat agitated. The news of the panic in Vienna, 


together with the general pressure for money, has compelled the 
Netherlands Bank to raise the rate of discount. 
prevails in American railway shares, which are regarded by the pub- 
lic—who have been so often made dupes—with general distrust. It 
is strange, but nevertheless it is a fact, that our capitalists, especially 
the smaller ones, invest their money most thoughtleasly in stocks about 
which they know nothing. The only question for them is, how much 
interest is promised. National undertakings of the greatest solidity 
generally lack the necessary support. For instance, the American Steam 
Navigation Company wished to raise f.2,000,000 in order to build some 
new steamers, and only f.1,300,000 was subscribed. It is true the

public are somewhat shy of steam lines, because the expectations about 


the Company Nederland, which were so promising, have never been 
realised 


. The result of last year is more satisfactory than that of former 


years, but there is again no dividend, which is annoying.

Reisen in den Philippinen. Von F. Jagor. Berlin: Weid- 
mann, 1873.—Under this modest title the author, who is favour- 
ably known to the German public by his former work on Java 
a | the other Dutch settlements, which gained for him great 
credit for his vivid description of those distant countries, has 
given us a most interesting account of the still more distant 

up of the Philippines, of which we know comparatively so 
ittle in Europe. e work before us is not merely a book of 
travels—as the simple title would seem to indicate—but a ge- 
neral and comprehensive view of the past and present state of 
the islands under the Spanish rule, or, rather, misrule. Having 
spent two years in travelling about the different islands com- 

sing the group, and being a gentleman of deep research, re- 
ed taste, and scientific attainments, the author 1s well able to 
communicate to his readers the impressions made on his mind 
by what he saw on his travels, and has delineated them with 
sdiirable clearness and perspicuity. He has, moreover, had 
access to many documents in the Spanish archives, and is thus 
enabled to publish and record much information that has 
hitherto never seen the light of day; and being well fur- 
nished with letters of introduction to the local authorities 
in the different islands and provinces, has embodied in his 
work many facts of importance and interest concerning the 
Philippines hitherto quite unknown. We refer particularly 
to his chapters on the history of the islands from their first 
discovery in 1521 by the great circumnavigator Magellan, who 
was killed in the island of Cebu in an attack from the hostile 
natives scarcely a month after his landing ; also his descriptions 
of the natural history of the group, its flora and fauna, the won- 
derful fertility of the soil, and how it might be made to produce 
everything that the heart of man could desire, under any other 
government than the Spanish. Of especial interest for mercan- 
tile readers are the chapters on the cultivation of sugar, tobacco, 
and the Government monopoly of that article, the abaca, or 
Manila hemp ; Ilo Lo and the other commercial ports ; the ex- 
istence of coal fields, which are, however, not worked, and there- 
fore of no value, from the total absence of carriageable roads. 
The scientific chapters on the geology, the active and extinct 
volcanoes, the meteorology, finances, and civil government are 
also of great value. The work forms a handsome volume of 
nearly 400 pages of large 8vo size, and is copiously interspersed 
with spirited illustrations, chiefly most admirably executed 
woodcuts, partly from sketches taken by the author on the spot, 
and aie from photographs and drawings made by native 
artists. e may conscientiously add that the work is got up by 
the publisher— Herr J. Reimers, of the firm of the Weidmannsche 
Buchhandlung in & manner every way worthy of the present 
advanced state of the typographical art in its native country— 
Germany. The book is accompanied by a map of the Philip- 
ines in chromo-lithography, executed by Professor Kiepert, of 

rlin, and giving a sketch route of the author’s travels, 

The current number of The People’s Magazine is, as usual, very 
entertaining. In addition to other interesting reading there is 
a paper from the journal of an officer entitled “ A Summer’s 
Jaunt in Japan,” which will be read with pleasure by all in- 
terested in Japanese manners and customs. Mr. Mossman has 
contributed an article on the “ Attempts at Foreign Intercourse 
with Korea,” in which he gives an account of the unsuccessful 
endeavours made by our own and other Governments to open up 
communication with the inhospitable Koreans. 

Ilustrations of China and its People; a Series of Two Hundred 
Photographs, wah Descriptive Letter-press, etc. By J. Thomson, 
F.R.G.S. London: Sampson Low, 1873. The first of the four 
volumes, which will make up the above work, has just been pub- 
lished, and though the price is considerable, yet the style of the 
binding, printing, autotyping, and general execution is sumptuous 
in proportion to the cost of the book. Mr. Thomson, as not a 
{ew of our readers are aware, devoted nearly four years to a photo- 

phic tour in China ; and, as we gather from his own account, 

is travels “ involved both difficulty and danger ;” in many places 
he was looked upon as a wizard, and his camera held to bea 
dark mysterious instrument of death ; indeed, he made a special 
poumney to the silk districts of Kwantung, intending to secure a 
ull series of illustrations, but the superstitious dread with which 
the people regarded his photographic apparatus rendered it im- 
possible for him to obtain more than a single picture, that, 
namely, which represents the operation of reeling silk. In 
other spots, however, he met with much greater success ; 
out of the eleven provinces (including the gorges of the 
Upper Yangtsze and Formosa) which he visited he has 
brought home a magnificent collection of negatives, and of these 
the volume before us furnishes the first instalment. The 
photographs have been executed in printing ink by the patent 
ease of the Autotype Fine Art Gomnany: and are said to 
absolutely safe from the fading and obliteration which occur 

to common photographs from the action of time. This 
““ Autotype” process is a recent and very ingenious invention, 
and is based upon the circumstance that gelatine, when com- 
bined with an alkaline bichromate, is rendered insoluble in water 
by the action of light. A film of gelatine after it has been printed 


upon by the negative, and subjected to the chemical processes 
indicated above, may be hardened into acomplete picture of the 
subject represented, and from it any number of copies may sub- 
sequently struck. Such in brief is the “ Autotype printing 

rocess ” of which Mr. Thomson has availed himself in his work. 

ast and present residents in China will no doubt find the series 
of illustrations a great source of entertainment, for it serves to 
bring back in complete exactitude the scenes, places, and inhabi- 
tants which have been familar so long, whilst to those who have 
never visited “The Flowery Land,” the book will probably sup- 
ply a superficial acquaintance with the general characteristics of 
the country, which reading alone, however extensive, could never 
give. As to the letter-press which accompanies each engraving, 
it is in many places amusing ; it ap also to be written with 
correctness and ease, and to be suitable and sufficient for the pur- 
poses required. The volume kes, necessarily, of the cha- 
racter of a drawing-room publication, and no doubt the explana- 
tory details which the author has supplied are necessary for the 
information of those who may be unfamiliar with the East ; 
nevertheless there is a good deal of descriptive writing which will 
have little interest for the European public in Shanghai or Hon 
Kong. Thus many people into whose hands this work will fal 
may deem it superfluous to be told that ‘“‘Hong Kong is one of 
a group of islands situated a little north of the mouth of the 
Canton or Pearl river . . . from east to west there runs 
a central rocky ridge - . . . . and so forth, neither do 
we care to be informed, as is the case in another passage, that 
“by the system of periodical literary examinations established in 
the chief cities of the empire even the poorest student may win 
his way to a proud position in the Government of his country.” 
As we have remarked, commonplace details like these will pro- 
bably be found useful by purchasers in England, and the author, 
therefore, will perhaps even be grateful to us for thus putting 
the true construction on seemingly irrelevant passages such as 
those which we have referred to eee Several Chinese girls 
have been depicted, but alas! we look in vain for a pretty face 
in the lot, and we fear that English ladies will form no high es- 
timate of female beauty in China, at least if they judge by the 
selection which Mr. Thomson has introduced to their acquaint- 
ance. We are glad to be able tos thus favourably of a work 
which has doubtless cost its author a vast amount of labour, 
money, and time. We hope that the volumes still to be published 
may be as good as we must pronounce the first. 

The fourth number of the China Review opens with a pecu- 
liarly interesting description of “ Tauism,” by the Rev. J. Chal- 
mers, who thus sums up three creeds :—“ Confucianism, Bud- 
dhism, and Tauism are to be found blended together in different 
degrees throughout the entire Chinese nation. ‘They run into each 
other so that it is extremely difficult to get a sight of any one of 
them pure and simple. Every Chinaman hasa lurking suspicion 
that if he does not behave as he should he may some day be 
ordered by Yama to become a dog or a pig. That is pure 
Buddhism. At the same time he meets inevitable calamities in 
a philosophical spirit, and where we should say, ‘It will be all 
the same one hundred years hence,’ he seems to say, ‘It is all the 
same now.’ That again is Tauism. But still he has an eye to 
the main chance, and is strictly attentive to outward pop ; 
is shrewd, plausible, and bland ; having a profound regard for 
the honour and glory of Confucius. He is a Confucianist.” The 
other contents of the number are varied and interesting. ‘The 
Adventures of a Chinese Giant ” are amusingly concluded. Mr. 
Bowra also brings his history of the Manchu Conquest of Canton 
toaclose. Mr. Lister contributes an illustrated paper on Chi- 
nese Almanacks. Mr. George Hughes gives an account of the 
“Small Knife Rebels” who disturbed Amoy in 1853. Mr. 
C. T. Gardner translates some specimens of popular Chinese 
poetry. Dr. Hirth explains the manufacture of Chinese mat- 
tings, and describes the topography of Hainan. Dr. Eitel has 
an article on Confucianism, and the number is wound up by the 
usual “ Notes and Queries.” 

Dr. Markham’s Ocean Highways contains a map of Mexico 
and of a proposed railway line from England to Calcutta (via 
Calais, Vienna, Constantinople, Teheran, and Cabul), by Mr. 
Ravenstein, with eaplanatory letter-press by Mr. Maurice Kings- 
ley and Mr. E. Austin. There are also maps of Assam and the 
Naga Hills, showing the distribution of the Caoutchouc tree, by 
Mr. Gustave Mann and Mr. James Collins. Dr. R. Brown 
contributes an article on the Whale Fishery in Baffin’s Bay, and 
Professor Vambery one on the Steppes to the North of Bokhara. 
The proceedings of the various Geographical Societies for the 
menth are reported with the care always bestowed on this im- 
portant department of the Magazine. 

It is gratifying to note the vitality and freshness of Puck, the 
Shanghai Punch, which this mouth enters on its second volume. 
It brims. over with genuine fun, both in letter-press and illus- 
trations, and is exceedingly well got up eypoeraphically. 


ADVICES have been received in Paris from Japan to the 
effect that the native Christians who some three years since 
were removed from their villages in the vicinity of Naga- 
saki to the extreme points of the Empire have been uncon- 
ditionally authorised to return to their homes. 
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SIR HARRY ORD’'S MILITIA. 

THE last Singapore papers inform us that Sir H. Orp is 
about to raise an army “ to protect the colony,” so says the 
Bill which he has introduced into the Council, ‘“ against 
“ external aggression and internal disorder, and to preserve 
“ order and protect life in case of fire, flood, or other 
“danger.” It is to consist, like all other great armies, of 
infantry, cavalry, and artillery, and to be composed of all 
residents, no matter of what race or nation, who are sound 
in mind, body—and purse, for Sm Harry’s soldiers must 
have a property qualification. When we come to the 
official “‘ objects and reasons ” for this extraordinary scheme, 
poor Mr. BRADDELL, whose legal duty it appears to be to 
figure as the father of his chief's progeny, is apparently 
unable to find any, for the only “objects and reasons” 
which he gives, consist simply of an abbreviated recapitu- 
lation of the contents of the Bill. And yet it would not 
be difficult to supply the Colonial Attorney-General with 
several ‘objects and reasons” for this measure. In the 
first place, would it not gratify Sir H. Orp’s childish vanity 
enormously to “command in chief”—as the Bill provides 
that he shall—the new force, just as he used to gratify 
the same little passion by flying the Royal Jack at 
the mast head of the Colonial steamer until an indignant 
captain of the navy threatened to pull it down? Next, the 
measure would gratify Sir H. Orp’s love of patronage, for 
the force is to be commanded, under its commander-in-chief, 
by a lieutenant-colonel, and there are to be captains, liew 
tenants, andsoon. A third source of gratification would be 
found in the amount of annoyance inflicted on all the most 
influential inhabitants of the colony. Only fancy the enjoy- 
ment to be derived from putting into red coats, and loading 
with muskets and knapsacks, and drilling and marching, 
and countermarching—especially on mail days—a number 
of gentlemen who had refused one admission to their clubs, 
had held publig meetings to denounce one’s maladminis- 
tration, and were habitually free in their comments on 
how the public money went in the Colony ! 

The idea of raising a militia to protect the Colony against 
external aggression is so absurd that even the author of 
the scheme can hardly be suspected of seriously entertain- 
ing it. None of the Settlements possess any natural ad- 
vantages for defence. If they are to be protected against 
any foreign Power, it must be by sea, and not on land ; or 
if on land, at least by troops capable of coping with the 
disciplined forces of European armies in the open field, 
for such is the only enemy that would have to be encoun- 
tered. As to an internal enemy, none exists even in the 
most vivid imagination. Chinese, Malays, and Klings 
evince nothing but attachment and respect for our rule. 
The Government has neither Kaffirs nor Maoris, neither 
Fenianism nor Red Republicanism to contend against. It 
has not even the memory of a Sepoy mutiny to frighten it ; 
and if it had, Singapore might well wait until India had 
set the example of forcing every European to turn sol- 
dier. What Sir Harry Orp really wants a militia for is 
not hard to find. It is well known that the Chinese areas 
clannish as the Scotch, and as fond of a faction fight as the 
Irish, and consequently, that when a quarrel arises between 
two men of different tribes, a scolding or a boxing match 
is apt to swell to the dimensions of a general riot, if not 
stopped in time. An occurrence of this kind took place in 


Penang, very soon after Sir H. ORpD’s arrival in the Straits. 
Through his own and. Colonel ANSON’S neglect, notwith- 
standing the repeated warnings of the chief inhabitants of 
the place, to "take the commonest precautions against an 
impending riot, two Chinese factions made the town @ 
battle field for three or four days, murdering each other, 
and burning each other’s houses; and Sir H. OrpD then 
told the Penang people that it was no part of the duty of 
the military to put down internal disorder, but only to 
defend the Colony against foreign eriemies. From this 
preposterous position he found it afterwards necessary to 
withdraw ; but his recent ‘‘ Memorandum for the suppression 
of Chinese riots” shows that his mind is still in a ludicrous 
state of ignorance on the subject. In that paper, it will 
be remembered, he laid it down that when riots broke out, 

the rioters were to be attacked in the first instance by the 
police ; that when that very contemptible force was routed, 
special constables and volunteers were to be brought into 
the field ; and that it was only when they were in turn 

defeated that the military were to be called into play. It 
is plain that the object of raising a militia is to compel 

the whole civil population, and not special constables and 

volunteers only, to fight rioters before the military in- 

terpose ; and thus Sir H. ORD would ensure the great- 

est amount of fighting, the maximum of annoyance, 

suffering, exasperation, and finally bloodshed before a riot 

was put down. As we showed in the London and China Tele- 

graph of the 3rd February in commenting on his ‘“‘ memoran- 

dum,” he and his advisers, Messrs). BRADDELL and BIRCH, 

have got the singular crotchet into their heads that soldiers 

cannot be employed to put down a riot without suspending 

the ordinary law and substituting what one of them calls 

‘‘ martial law” in its stead. Mr. BiRcH, indeed, has not 

shrunk from the incredibly extravagant assertion that sol- 

diers could not be called out without firing, and that they 

must not fire over the heads, but must take good aim 

at the law-breakers! It is to be hoped that the Colo- 

nial Office has by this time taught these gentlemen how 

to restore peace without firing a shot. They cannot 

too soon be taught that in all that regards the pre- 

servation of the peace, soldiers are neither more nor less 

than ordinary subjects of the QUEEN, bound to prevent 

a breach of the peace as much and as soon as other subjects, 

and that they neither suspend the ordinary law by their in- 

terference nor introduce any other law. The military force 

in the Straits is amply sufficient to put down any riot or 

disturbance ; and there is no reason why it should not be 

called upon to perform that task whenever it exceeds the 

power of the police, and they will in general find that their 

appearance in the streets is sufficient. 

It has been said that the authorities are averse to employ- 
ing English soldiers in such a service, because it exposes 
them to the sun, and thus endangers their health! It is 
impossible to believe that such an idea should ever have 
entered into any soldier's head. Certainly since the Straits 
have got an English regiment in the place of Madras troops 
sentries have been withdrawn from most places; but the 
Government house is daily furnished with a guard, and when 
the Governor lands, or opens or closes the Legislative Coun- 
cil, the power of a vertical sun has never excused the at- 
tendance of guards of honour on his Excellency ; and it is 
not much to say that it is more reasonable that soldiers 
should run the risk of a sun-stroke in the preservation of 
law and order than in supplying pomp and eircumstance to 
a Colonial Governor. But belies making such a pretext 
for raising a militia, it is natural to ask, is the sun less 
likely to be prejudicial to European merchants and clerks 
than to European soldiers? Are they better fitted by race, 
early training, or daily habits of life for such a task ? 
If the men of an English regiment are too delicate to un- 
dertake it, the proper measure to adopt, one would think, 
would be to recall the Madras sepoys who used to garrison 
the colony, and not to place it in the hands of other 
Europeans. The preservation of the peace is really the only 
service which the colony can ever require of the troops. 
For the military and police service we believe we are not 
far from the mark in asserting that the Straits Settle 
ments pay £100,000 a-year ; and to tell the inhabitants that 
they must, notwithstanding this payment, be enrolled and 
drilled, and do all the fighting themselves, because such work 
is likely to disagree with the military—to tell the European 
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community that they must expose themselves to sun-stroke 
because the officers and privates of Her Majesty’s 10th 
cannot be expected to face such a risk, is simply absurd. 
The measure is on a par with the threat to impose a custom- 
house on the Colony, with which Sir HARRY ORD wound up 
the first year of his rampant career in the Straits ; and, 
indeed, seems to betray something of that spirit towards 
the mercantile community of Singapore which he so 
conspicuously displayed on the occasion of the Duke of 
EDINBURGH’S visit to the Colony. We trust that if the 
Bill should survive local opposition, the Colonial-office will 
duly appreciate its objects and reasons, and will relieve 
the Colony from such an infliction.

RECENT LEGISLATION IN JAPAN. 

THE best friends of Japan must regret the course that 
recent legislation has taken in that country. Not content 
with enacting laws in consonance with the new political 
order of things, the Mrkapo’s Ministers have set them- 
selves to devise a number of the most vexatious regula- 
tions, affecting the social customs and native habits of the 
people, that it is possible to imagine. To enumerate them 
all would occupy more space than we can afford, but the 
mention of some few will be enough to show to what 
length the Japanese Government, in its desire to step at 
once from the semi-darkness which has hitherto overspread 
the land into the broad daylight of civilisation, has been 
foolishly induced to go. For instance, everyone who has 
visited the “ Land of the Rising Sun” must remember 
the soft, clean looking mats which cover the floors of every 
Japanese home. These mats are an essential part of 
Japanese life. They serve the purposes of beds, tables and 
chairs, and they form the standard of measurement by 
which the size of every room throughout the country is 
estimated. Knowing this, some idea may be formed of 
- the dismay which spread abroad when one morning an 
edict appeared abolishing the use of these important articles 
of domestic comfort. Then followed in rapid succession 
enactments by which men were ordered to cut off the tuft 
of hair which is universally worn on the crown of the head ; 
women were forbidden to employ professional hairdressers ; 
boys were prohibited from flying kites ; smoking in the 
streets of towns was made a punishable offence ; and now 
we hear that a proclamation has been issued at Kobé, com- 
manding the Japanese in the neighbourhood to eat bread 
in future, instead of their staple diet—rice. 


Two things must strike every observer of these strange 
legislative vagaries, the folly of the Government, and the 
tame submissiveness of the people. So much that is extra- 
ordinary has of late come to pass in Japan, that one is na- 
turally inclined to consider the Japanese as a people beyond 
the reach of ordinary calculations. But it is impossible to 
separate a feeling of anxiety from the wonder with which 
one must regard the complete transformations which, within 
the last ten years, have come over the institutions and con- 
‘dition of the people. That such a state of things can have 
been arrived at peaceably, in so short a time, is contrary to 
all precedent furnished in history ; but that further changes 
in the direction we have indicated can be safely effected is 
more than can, even after what has already been accom- 
plished in Japan, be confidently predicted. “As has been 
said, society is a growth, not a manufacture, and the MI- 
KADO’S advisers can no more change the natural instincts 
and feelings of the people by Acts of Parliament than they 
can make them add one cubit to their stature by the same 
powers. If the natives are lazy and fond of lounging habits 
they will not become active and sprightly by having 
their house mats taken from them; if they are by nature 
diminutive in size, their physique will not be Mae! im- 
proved by the change in diet from rice to bread. If the 
Government desires to retain the respect of the European 
Powers it must forego the pleasure it seems to take in in- 
terfering with the daily life and habits of the people. There 
are many essential improvements necessary which may well 
claim its attention, but when we look, in the interests of 
peace and civilisation, at the vexatious alterations which have 
lately been effected in the domestic habits and customs of 
the natives we feel inclined to say, ‘‘some enemy has done 
this.” 
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IT appears from the Straits papers that Lord KIMBERLEY 
has refused to sanction an Inspectorship of Prisons, one of 
the recent products of that “happy land” of officialism ; 
and we can only express our surprise and regret that two 
non-official members of the Council have thought proper to 
support the Governor against the Secretary of State in such 
a transaction. Another recently created office is that of 
Registrar of Births and Deaths, with a salary of £1,000 
a-year! Is it possible that such a job as this will be tole- 
rated by Lord KIMBERLEY? To judge of the amount of 
“ registering ” which calls for such a salary, it may suffice 
to mention that the whole population of Singapore is 97,000, 
of whieh number 900 are Europeans, including 200 adult 
women. The native women are under 12,000. But the 
amount of the salary is explained by the fact that the new 
office has been given to Mr. PLow, the Governor's private 
secretary. To create a sinecure office as a reward for an 
old and distinguished public servant might perhaps be ex- 
cusable ; but to establish one for a gentleman who does not 
belong to the service, or, indeed, to put such a person into 
a high office over the heads of those who do belong to the 
service, and for nothing higher than devotion to the patron 
in whose hands the gift of the appointment lies, is to throw 
a burden on the public purse and to abuse patronage in a 
way altogether indefensible. 








WE alluded in a recent issue to the contradictory reports 
which had been spread relative to the recall of Mr. DE 
Lona, the American Minister to Japan. The following 
paragraph on the subject is from the New York Times :— 

It is ascertained that the recall of Minister De Long from Japan was 
owing to his having repeatedly made presents to the Mikado. On first 
doing so, the fact coming to the knowledge of this Government, he was 
reminded that, under the general instructions to our Ministers, such 
proceedings were forbidden, as all presents to a Sovereign must be made 
through his own diplomatic representative ; but Minister De Long, in- 
stead of desisting, repeated the act, and was again reminded of his in- 
structions. Besides these objections to Mr. De Long, it was thought 
that some other person should be appuinted who would more faithfully 
represent the United States in Japan. The President will shortly 
appoint a successor. 


We leave our readers to decide upon the reliability of 
this extraordinary statement, but for our own part we 
shall refuse it credence without some better authority for 
its correctness than that upon which it is now given. 


THE Japanese Ambassadors have arrived at Rome, and 
have been received by the King of ITALY with a State 
ceremonial. They intend making a stay of some days’ du- 
ration. It is reported that negotiations are proceeding be- 
tween the Italian and Japanese Governments for modify- 
ing the existing Treaty of Commerce, Japan agreeing to 
allow Italian subjects free intercourse with the interior 
when provided with Japanese passports and submitting to 
the jurisdiction of the Civil Courts of Japan.

OUR COLONIES AT THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 

The British Colonial department of the Exhibition is now 
making some visible progress, but many of the cases from Aus- 
tralia and New Zealand have not yet arrived, while many others 
from Jamaica, &c., are still unopened. I observed some cases 
from Volkart Bros., Colombo, waiting for the chisel and hammer. 
The samples of coffee from Messrs. Geo. Wall and Co. are on the 
shelves, and have been much admired, as also the sugar samples 
from Mauritius ; such sugar is not often to be met with. ‘The 
assortment from the West Coast of Africa is interesting, but the 
collection from the Cape and Natal is complete, and one of the 
most unique in the Exhibition. The dis ay here, I believe, is 
due to the personal efforts of Mr. Julius Mosenthal, the Com- 
missioner from these Colonies, and certainly does him much 
credit. He has been complimented by the Prince of Wales 
and all visitors, Round the walls are the maps and drawings 
of the gold fields, the breakwater at the Cape and other similar 
works, models of the steamers of the Union er ae A and 
a sketch of the first goat imported by Mr. Mosenthal. Of the 
products there are 20 samples of Natal cotton and 18 Cape 
wools, 200 ostrich feathers, 20 Cape wines and 20 woods; fruita 
and cognac, sugar, wheat and other cereals, 
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The fruits, flowers, and wheat have been copied, and are 
shown grouped into ornamental bouquets. Samples of tobacco, 
argal, corals, Lge ivory, horns, wax, arrowroot, silk, coffee, 
gums, ores, and last, but not least, the celebrated diamonds are 
shown. The collection of the latter is sent by Ochs Bros., and is 
valued at £4,000. A large diamond weighing 288 carats Is ex- 
pected. A nugget of gold is sent by Sir John Swinburne. 

Mr. Wm. Robinson, the Special Commissioner from the Colo- 
nial-office, London, is here working hard to have the gallery in 
shape, and in a fortnight will no doubt accomplish it. 


JAPAN AT THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 


(TRANSLATED FROM THE AUSSTELLUNGS ZEITUNG.) 

For the second time we find Japan, the most progressive nation 
of the East, taking part in the peaceful strife of the civilised 
nations of the world ; and the way in which she is represented 
in this year’s Exhibition is entirely different to that at Paris. 
On the eve of the most gigantic convulsions which the country 
had ever experienced, and under the last acts of the tyrannical 
Shiogunate’s oppression, who were soon after swept away by the 
the then impending catastrophe, Japan sent to the Paris Exhi- 
bition of 1867 a collection of curiosities, which was enlarged by 
a number of objects, either purchased or borrowed for the time 
the Exhibition lasted, and in spite of the undeniably clever 
Napoleonic “get up,” the visitor was involuntarily reminded of 
the resemblance to a stage scene, from which, on closer inspec- 
tion, the truth and reality entirely vanishes. To-day we tind 
Japan, the land of progress in Eastern Asia, regenerated and 
strengthened by the civil war, worthily ranking itself by the 
side of European States. In the present Exhibition the Govern- 
ment of the Mikado has perceived the favourable opportunity 
in which to place before the eyes of civilised mankind a picture 
of Japanese culture and Japanese industry, and thus strengthen 
the national position of the kingdom. We believe we are not 
far wrong in stating that this, together with the desire to ani- 
mate ane further the commercial relations of the kingdom with 
European countries were the chief ideas the Japanese statesmen 
had in view when they resolved on sending a Commission of 
nearly fifty members to Europe, as well as representing their 
country by large contributions to the Exhibition at Vienna. 
The credit of having brought the Japanese Government to these 
views, however, belongs entirely to our former representative at 
the Eastern ports, Minister Residentiary Herr v. Calice. To 
speak candidly, the first invitation for the Mikado’s Govern- 
ment to take part in the Exhibition was received in anything 
but a warm manner ; the unpleasant reminiscences of the Paris 
Exhibition, which only caused Iss of money without anything 
to compensate for the same, to Japan, were fresh in the memo- 
ries of some of the Ministers, and fer a time the success of our 
representative's efforts seemed very questionable. It was not 
until the restless energy and diplomatic skill of the Austro- 
Hungarian Minister Residentiary had succeeded in interesting 
the Court and immediate surrounders of the Mikado in 
the Great Exhibition that the result was secured. The 
formation of a Japanese Commission was soon afterwards under- 
taken, and the Minister Okama, one of the most intelligent and 
influential statesmen of Japan, was elected to the post of Presi- 
dent. This Commission was entrusted with the collection, choice, 
arrangement and transport of the objects intended for the Exhi- 
bition. In order to increase the activity of the Japanese Go- 
vernment in this direction, an Austrian Committee, with the 
Italian Ambassador to the Japanese Court, Count Fe d’Ostiani, 
at its head, was formed, at the instance of our representative, the 
object of which was to assist the native Committee in every pos- 
sible way on all questions, &c., relating to the Exhibition. Thanks 
to the untiring activity and knowledge of some members of this 
Austrian Committee, among whom Professor Wagner and Messrs. 
E. v. Bavier, and Kempermann deserve especial mention, it was 
made a powerful means of advancing the part played by Japan 
in the Exhibition. The very practical proposal of Professor 
Wagner that the objects shown by Japan should be exchanged 
for others of European industry and industrial art, and that in 
this way, at comparatively atl expense, an assorted collection 
of objects could be obtained for the projected Commercial and 
Industrial Museums at Yedo, met with as ready acceptance as 
that of a member of the Japanese Commission, viz., that a num- 
ber of intelligent Japanese belonging to the class of officials and 
artisans who were chosen by the Commission, and are now here 
engaged in the installation of the Japanese department of the 
Exhibition and the Park, should, at the close of the Exhibition, 
enter into Euro establishments for some years. It must be 
considered as a happy chance that the Japanese Government in 
electing a Commissary General for the Exhibition chose a gentle- 
man who commands the highest respect of the foreign settlers in 
Japan, With the greatest gratification we call attention to the 
fact that Sano, the former Minister of Public Works, now Com- 
missary General and duly accredited Plenipotentiary to Austria 
and Italy, belongs to the moderate party of progress in Japan, as 
we perceive in the sending of officials of these ideas to the Euro- 
pean Courts and in the strengthening of this fraction of the 
party of progress in Japan, the guarantee for a salutary and en- 


durable advancement in the path of civilisation, for it can scarcely 
have passed the observation of those who have only superficially 
observed the latest period of transformation in Japan, the danger 
which the furious advocates of progress bring on the country and 
the good cause, we mean the kind of Japanese who—to designate 
them briefly—wish to draw civilisation towards them by the 


hair of the head, and in pursuance of this aim consider that above 


everything the abolition of the Tonsur (national mode of hair- 
dressing) should be commanded by the State. A. von ScaLa. 


THE VIENNA EXHIBITION.—RECEPTION OF 
VISITORS FROM THE FAR EAST. 
The following communication has been addressed to the Japanese 
Minister in Vienna on the subject of the Oriental Reading-room and 
rendezvous for visitors from the Far East, to which reference was made 


in our last issue :— 
To his Excellency Sano, Minister Resident for the Japanese Empire, 
for Austria, Hungary, and Italy, President of the Japanese Commission 
for the Exhibition. Under the august patronage of his Imperial Royal 
Highness the Archduke Rainee of Austria, a Committee for the Orient 
and Eastern Asia has been constituted to secure a suitable reception to 
the natives of those countries who visit the Vienna Exhibition. This 
committee has established its bureaux in the “‘ Circle Oriental,” a building 
erected on the Exhibition grounds by Dr. Emil Hardt. The “ Circle 
Orient” will be provided with offices for interpreters and trans- 
lators, for changing mouey and for providing convenient lodgings, with 
special reading-rooms, &c. The building will also form a meeting- 
place for the visitors from Eastern Asia, and our own commercial 
men. Appreciating your Excellency’s most elevated qualities and your 
profound knowledge of the country which you are to represent at this 
Exhibition, the Committee flatter themselves that your Excellency will 
kindly contribute to their proposed aim. The Committee would con- 
sider their task greatly facilitated if your Excellency would kindly 
make arrangements for the natives of Japan who intend to visit the 
Exhibition to be informed of the existence of this Committee, and the 
object of their designs. The visitors from Japan may forthwith address 
all their applications to the bureaux of the Committee, which will try 
by all means to realise their wishes. The Committee trust that your 
Excellency will also kindly and directly protect their efforts by your 
valuable counsels. We hardly need say that it is the fervent wish of 
Austrian commercial men to enter into relations with Japan, which 
in our country is so well-known on account of its gigantic efforts to 
forward, in every sense, the progress of civilisation, and the enormous 
success she has met with during the present Government.

Several influential members of scientific and other societies are mem- 
bers of the Committee, by whom the following notification has been 
issued :— 

The Oriental and Eastern Asiatic Committee has for its object the 
thorough examination and study of the Oriental Department of the 
Exhibition, regarded from their industrial and commercial points of 
view ; to further the spreading of knowledge and experience in the 
best possible manner, to induce visiting the Exhibition for this purpose, 
and, above all, to design and carry out such measures as shall utilise in 
the best possible way the results yielded by this Exhibition for the 
good of the people of the kingdom. The Committee has accepted Dr. 
Hardt’s offer for them to make use of the available room in the “Circle 
Oriental,” built by him in the Exhibition grounds, as far as may be for 
their objects, to arrange the requisite offices, &c., and generally to carry 
out the ideas which led Dr. Hardt to erect this building. The Com- 
mittee has adopted the resolution that experts will be sought after and 
engaged, who will receive instructions to thoroughly study and care- 
fully examine certain portions of the Exhibition, such as, for example, 
especially interesting branches of fabrication and the trade in the same, 
new articles of commerce, important products of the soil, producta of 
industrial art, &c., and to furnish the Committee with reports thereon. 
These studies will be carried on at the expense of the Committee, who 
will publish the reports in newspapers and generally diffuse the in- 
formation obtained. The Committee will pay especial attention to the 
group of international commerce in the Oriental Department, in order 
to avail of the contents thereof, and use the same as means of further 
development of trade and triffic with the East and Eastern Asia. Inas- 
much as some countries of the East are either not represented, or 
very insufficiently, the Committee are prepared to assist contributors 
financially, to the best of their power, to secure adequate representa- 
tion. The Committee will exert its influence to induce visiting the 
Exhibition for its better understanding, and to facilitate intercourse 
with the East. In pursuance of its design to increase the trade of 
Austria with the Far East, the Committee will, to the best of their 
ability, endeavour to overcome the difficulties which stand in the way 
of the development of intercourse and trade. For the carrying out of 
these objects a fund will be raised by the subscriptions of individual 
members of the Committee, which will be applied to the liquidation of 
all expenses incurred in furthering the objects of the Committee.

Looking at the re- 
port, it appeared that there were in Amoy twenty native evangelists, in 
Swatow fourteen, and in Formosa seven native evangelists. The native 
students in Amoy were six, and in Swatow six. This introduced a new 
feature of the work. They desired that the Chinese themselves should 
be their own missionaries, and that the seed once sown should take 
root in their hearts. 

Dr. James L. Maxwell, of Formosa, next addressed the meeting. 
The mission of the Church at Formosa, he said, had in view the evan- 
gelisation of two distinct peoples—those who inhabited the western 
portion of the island, and what be might call the native population, 
and those who inhabited the central or eastern portion. Their mission 
to the Chinese had enjoyed a full share of the blessing which had 
rested on similar labours in Amoy and Swatow. He would confine 
himself to calling attention to these two peoples. Glancing at the re- 
lationship which the native race of Formosa bore to other peoples, he 
. said the result of their labours showed that they were working amongst 
a branch of the saine people as are found in New Zealand, the Islands 
of Polynesia, and Madagascar. This being the case, the revivals which 
had taken place in these islands were felt as a constant encouragement. 
They all belonged to the same category, for they were pure and simple 
idolators, and had no system, either philosophical or religious. The 
missionaries on first going to these islands found nothing in the shape 
of education. It was the same in Formosa, where there was neither 
education nor written language. The Formosians were a comparatively 
independent people, and their great distance from the authorities 
rendered them the more accessible. The history of modern 
times showed that some people were more easy to approach 
than others. They had obtained such knowledge of the people 
in Formosa during the last eight years as to lead them to be- 
lieve that the Gospel would spread amongst them, till all the 
people were brought under the influence of the truth. With 
regard to the position to which the Church had attained in Formosa, 
Dr. Maxwell said they had now thirteen stations, some in the south, 
central, and northern portions of the islands. In connection with these 
stations 450 souls had been received into Church-fellowship, and be- 
tween 1,300 and 1,400 heard the Gospel regularly. They had, there- 
fore, in Formosa 2, 000 who were open to the teaching of the Gospel. 
They had commenced an educational work, and during the past three 
aed no less than 300 men, women, and young people, who had been 

rought from a state of perfect i ignorance, have been taught to read por- 
tions of the Word of God, and many to write. They had been able, to 
a certain extent, to alter the marriage and funeral customs of the people. 
They had good reasons for believing that the work was an honest and 
sincere work. In Formosa in these days they were repeating what 
took place no less than 250 years ago. Between 1625 and 1660 the 
southern portion of the island was occupied by the Dutch. During 
that time there was a good deal of missionary work carnied on. 
He held in his hand a book published 170 years ago, which contained 
a statement of one of those pastors who had one hundred and twenty 
persons under Christian instruction. The question, Dr. Maxwell said, 
aruse, what had become of this Christian element which existed in 
the island at that time, fur they have not even a tradition of such Chris- 
tian teaching amongst them? And leaving out of the question that 
many believers might have perished with their teachers, and leaving 
out of the question what the conquerors might have done to exclude 
every trace of Christianity at that time, the answer was that they 
had no Bible. (Hear, hear.) The English Presbyterian Church had 
now done their utmost to put the Bible into their hands—(cheers)— 
and he was happy to say there was every prospect of their receiving 
the New Testament this year, so that if the missionaries were driven 
away the Gospel would still remain. (Cheers.) The large attendance 
at that meeting showed the interest in China; but the missionaries 
needed more than their interest-—they needed their prayers. The great 
want in Formosa, Swatow, and Amvy was men, and he had to ask them 
to pray fur men. For the past twelve months they had been seeking 
for three men, and had not found one. 

The Rev. Dr. Dykes then moved the following resolution :—“ That 
this meeting, recognising with devout gratitude to God the succcess 
which has attended the mission work of the English Presbyterian Church 
in China during the last year, regards such success asa call upon the 
Church to prosecute her operations with increased energy and hopeful- 
ness ; and especially invites all members of the Church to earnest prayer 
for a large number of suitable missionaries.” Glancing at the results of 
the missionary labours, he said they had altogether between fifty and 


China and evangelise it must be native 
hands. 

The Rev. William MacGregor, of Amoy, gave a graphic description 
of the manners and customs of the Chinese, and their need of the Gos- 
pel. He said that he found the Chinese ‘industrious, and possessing 
many of the qualities to make a noble people, but they were sunk in 
immorality by heathenism. The great discoveries and inventions of 
China had left the country none the better for them. Self, he said, 
had become the great god that is worshipped in China. Their motto 
was, “Do not unto others as ye would they should do unto you, be- 
cause they will return you evil.” It was not civilisation that China 
needed, for China was civilised when Britain was inhabited by a band 
of savages. Some said trade and the Suez Canal were the best mis- 
sionanies for China, but, said the speaker, “If these be thy gods, China, 
the day of thy redemption i is distant indeed.” The Christian Protestant 
missions in China were now just thirty years old, and at the present 
day there are at least four hundred Christian congregations. This result 
had been obtained in the face of great difficulties. The missionaries had 
to contend with a language the most unmanageable of all the languages 
on the earth. The mission at Amoy was planted twenty years ago. 
When he went to China the mission had been in existence eleven years. 
At Amoy and Swatow the number of congregations was twelve, and 
the number of communicants was 200. Between eight and nine years 
had now elapsed, and the congregations were upwards of fifty, and the 
communicants upwards of 1,500. This was due to the fact that there 
were few silent members among the converts—men who followed their 
occupatgon as well as never losing an opportunity to speak a word for 
Jesus. Ten years ago one congregation had a membership of one ; but 
it had now grown to four congregations and: 100 members. Mr. Mac- 
Gregor detailed the characteristics of the people generally, and spoke at 
length on the native agency. 

The resolution having been put by the Chairman, and unanimously 
carried, the Rev. Dr. Fraser moved the second resolution : — “ That 
this meeting regards the missionary spirit as of the essence of true 
Church life, and while not forgetting the just claims to respect and sup- 
port which ‘the Presbyterian Church may advance on account of her his- 
tory and polity, desires above all that, under the Divine guidance, she 
may be distinguished by her wise conduct and zealous liberal promotion 
of Home and Foreign Missions.” This resolution having been put and 
carried unanimously, Mr. Hugh M. Matheson moved a vote of thanks to 
the sorpe an. Earl Kintore briefly replied, and the meeting was brought 
to a close 





EDUCATIONAL PRoGREss IN CHINA. — General Eaton, United States 
commissioner of education, is in receipt of a letter from Dr. M. A. 
Martin, President of the University of Peking, in which the writer says 
that two departments have been organised, viz, one of languages and 
one of science. The first includes in its course of instruction English, 
French, German, Russian and Chinese, and the latter mathematics, phy- 
sics, chemistry and medical science. Dr. Martin says of the medical 
science division : “This last chair is nearly established, and involves a 
daring innovation on the prejudices of the people. We regard it as but 
one step towards the formation of a medical department, which shall 
send forth a body of well-trained physicians to supersede the empirics 
who now impose on the credulity of the people.” He saysinstructions 
will be given next year on international law and political economy. In 
conclusion, he says the university seems to be established on a perma- 
nent basis, and that its prospects for the future are better than at any 
previous time in its brief history. The university was established after 
the model of western institutions of learning, and has met with much 
opposition, especially from the Conservatives, who attribute pestilences, 
earthquakes and other calamities to the fact of its existence. 

A PakLIAMENTARY return has resently been published, showing the 
number of Her Majesty’s ships and vessels in commission and in reserve 
on the different stations on the Ist of April and the Ist of October, 
1871 and 1872 respectively, and their total complements of seamen, 
boys, and marines.

It is possible a satisfactory expla- 
nation may be at hand, but in the absence of particulars the affair 
seems extraordinary. If the sum in question was represented by bills, 
who were the parties that were found willing to discount such paper ? 
Is it held chiefly by a single establishment or by a number, and ia the 
kind of trading upon which this paper may be supposed to have been 
based receiving support in London to any general extent? The fact 
that for many months past the shipments of goods to distant markets 
have in a majority of cases been reported to have left a loss, and that 
there have meanwhile been no symptoms of the diminution of mercan- 
tile activity that should have been concurrent with this state of affrs, 
renders it critically necessary to ascertain if banks and discount estab- 
lishmenta aro exercising sufficient vigilance. 

From a circular issued by Messrs. Page and Gwyther, we find 
that the amount of bar silver shipped to Singapore, China, and 
Japan during the year 1872 amounted to £106,464, which, to- 
gether with Mexican dollars and gold, represents a total for the 
year of £3,337,685. 

Bar Silver has gradually been weakening in price, owing to 
the rise in the value of mouey here, and transactions have been 
etfected at 4s. 113d. per oz. standard for fine, and 5s. per oz.

The results of the third year’s operations of the Bank may be described as in every respect satisfactory. 


The organisation necessarily required in order that the programme of facilitating commercial intercourse between Germany and 
foreign countries, and more especially the Transmarine markets, might be carried out, has progressed in efficiency. 

The resources of an enterprise of this nature can only be developed gradually, and as a result of much time and labour. 
Although the Capital of the Bank was in January, 1872 (for reasons stated in the last Report of the Directors), raised to treble its 
original amount —viz., to Th. 10,000,000 for 1872, as against Th. 3,416,667 (the average for 1871)—the proportion of Profits to 


Capital has remained the same. 
TRANSMARINE BUSINESS. 

The formation of Agencies and Branches in Hamburg and Eastern Asia, decided upon in December, 1871, has been effected 
during the past year, the increase of Capital having afforded the Directors the nee basis for this extension of the Bank's 
operations. 

The Directors are glad to be able to announce that the Branches are all in full actiyity, although the time occupied in travelling 

and other necessary preparations unavoidably delayed the opening of the Asiatic Branches until the month of May, 1872. 
| Believing that they ought not to remain satisfied with the results so far obtained, but that they should follow German commerce 
still further ; in consideration, moreover, of the numerous commercial relations existing between America, Germany, and Asia, the 
Directors thought it to be most desirable that the Deutsche Bank should be represented at New York. 

With this object in view, and with due regard to American legislation and previously existing relations with influential houses 
in New York, the Directors have decided to adopt the form of a “ Société en Commandite,” and to interest the Bank with a 
capital of $500,000 currency in the firm of Messrs. Knoblauch and Lichtenstein, established in New York on the 15th October last. 

While other enterprises (not enjoying equal cool atan hee with the Deutsche Bank in the establishment of its numerous branches 
in producing countries) are able by such Agencies to obtam most advantageous results, the Directors consider themselves fully 
justified in anticipating a like success from this experiment. 

The Directors have not lost sight of one great aim of the Company, which has been the firm establishment of a representation 
of the Bank in London. After numerous difficulties had been surmounted, it was resolved on 25th November, 1872, to establish an 
Agency in London, and to further increase the Capital to Th. 15,000,000. 


This Agency has been at work since 8th March, 1873, under the name of Deutsche Bank (Berlin), London Agency.

JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA, 
By the present mail we have advices from this port to the 
8th April ; no later mail from London had arrived out. 


The Japan Gazetie gives the subjoined translation of the com- 
munication with reference to the toleration of Christianity re- 
ceived by the senior of the Treaty Ministers from H. E. Soyed- 
jima Tana-Tomi, the Minjster of Foreign Affairs in Japan at 
present Ambassador to China :— 

Your Excellency,—With regard to the individuals who embraced the 
Christian religion, our Government, desirous of doing away with cus- 
toms which might offend the feelings of the Foreign Powers, had 
already, since last summer, secretly ordered the Chiefs of Fu and Ken 
to cease arrest. From this moment the placards which have till now 
been affixed (to the notice-boards) are withdrawn. On these placards 
was written the law which prohibited Christianity. You can commu- 
nicate this to your colleagues, and the Ministers of the other Powers.— 
Tana-ToMI.

a) which remained about six hours. 

ja aes to hear of a practice of underbidding the usual 
pilotage ving been commenced at Yokohama. This, it 
considers, should Ibe strongly discountenanced ey the agents of 
shipping, since its ee will inevitably lead to the assump- 
tion of the business of ilotage by men wholly incompetent to its 
duties, and consequently seriously increase risks. 

A serious assault was committed at Hiogo on Lieutenant 
Scott, of Her Britannic Majesty's vessel Z'eazer, on the night of 
the 26th March. Several men unknown rushed upon him and 
beat him so severely that he had difficulty in reaching the nearest 
house. He is now recovering.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
A correspo 


ndent sends the following items of news :— 

While the Audience Question continues to remain, so far as the 
public are aware, an Gi and a debatable question between the 
ambassadors and the Chinese ministers of State, foreigners here, 
who take an interest in international affairs, have their eyes con- 
stantly directed towards Peking ; and from their desire to learn 
the smallest progress which the ambassadors may have made to- 
wards a settlement, their ears are continually open for every scrap 
of diplomatic news coming from the or aa Li Hung-chan se 
Tientsin on the morning of the 18th March for carey whic 
nea see a on the cite a took cgerpagel ra 
the ing Temple, near the south gate. His y guard 
(originally numbering five-hundred, and all southern men) 
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before entering Peking took off their black cloth turbans, 
which hid their queues or tails, and let their tails hang 
down their backs—the tail being, as we all have heard, a 
distinctive mark of the Chinese people having submitted to the 
Manchu dynasty—took off their military jackets, &c., and made 
themselves in ap ce, in short, like ordinary Chinese sub- 
jects. Li Hung-c is said (I, however, do not know this to 
be the case) to be opposed to the Ambassadors obtaining audi- 
ences of the Emperor ; and, as he has lately gone to the capital 
for the express purpose of seeing the Emperor, the diplomatic 
corps and, I may add safely, the Aah ia public generally, are 
naturally much interested in his Excellency’s Aa Soe 
language, and in the events which are at present taking place at 
the Court. ; 

In the Peking Gazette of the 22nd March we read that on 
that day Li Hung-chang had his first audience ; and I have 
since heard from private sources that he has had two more audi- 
ences. The outer world do not know what were the subjects of 
conversation on these three occasions, nor will they ever know 
them authentically. We can only say that, if the Manchu high 
officials are persuaded out of their original intention of granti 
audiences to the Ambassadors in accordance with internatio 
western customs, by any adverse observations and opinions 
which Li may have possibly brought forward, they will, in the 
opinion of every thinking foreigner who wishes well to them 
and their country, commit an enormons blunder} for by refusal 
of audiences, they make all civilised nations their foes. They 
ought to know, if they are capable of comprehending the true 
state of their country’s interest, that the Manchu Dynasty re- 
quires for its future security and stability sincerely friendly re- 
lations with the great Foreign Powers; and that, in order to 

such, the Manchu high officials must establish a sincerely 
friendly diplomatic intercourse with the Ambassadors of these 
‘Powers now residing at Peking, such as would be carried on by 
a Western Court if they were accredited to it. 
- Jadging from everything the public can ascertain, Westerners 
must sly cniety on the energy and ability of the French Minis- 
ter, M. Geofroy, for bringing the Audience Question to a settle- 
ment. There is a rumour current here at present, but I trust it 
fs not based on truth, that a disposition has been lately evinoed 
on the part of some of the diplomatic corps to discontinue urging 
the point upon the Chinese Foreign-office, and to recede from 
the plan originally decided upon for continued till the 
result was gained. We understand that, owing to one of the 
leading minds of the diplomatic corps having received commands 
from his Sovereign to repair to another post, the action of the 
corps has been somewhat weakened. Hence people begin to talk 
as if it may be put off toa future day. We , for the honour 
of Englishmen, that Her Majesty’s Minister has shown no dis- 
position, in his language to the Chinese Cabinet, to yield up his 
ambassadorial rights ; for the Audience Question does not depend 
upon whether the Gladstone or the waged Ministry is in power, 
but upon the well-known, and amongst civilised nations well re- 
cognised, right, that ambassadors must have audiences with the 
heads of the Governments they are accredited to. 
. On the 25th of March a body of armed men, said to be over 
* three hundred in number, who had tHeir faces blackened and 
were otherwise disguised, and spoke Southern Chinese dial 
broke into the family residence of General Tsaou-kosang, situate 
in & Vi called Lew-yuen, lying six English miles north-west 
from Tientsin, and pillaged it, after having first barbarously 
tortured the women of the house to force them to say where the 
money and valuables of the family were hidden. 


In the Peking Gazette of 26th March current we read that the 
Le (Board of Magistracy) had reported to the Throne that 
Li Hung had shown opposition to Imperial commands 


(Wei Ling). His Majesty thereupon commanded that Li Hung- 
chang should be fined nine montha! pay of his We have 
no means of ascertaining from the Gazette what the commands 
were which Li Hung-chang refused to obey ; but in any case 
they had been only communicated to him verbally, and not with 
the vermilion pencil attached.

—more counterbalance this sum. The recovery, however 
is anticipated of some Tls, 30,000 of treasure from the wreck of 
the Sedan, which would leave a amall balance of profit. Messrs. 
Bade and Ringer were re-elected directors, and Messrs. Corner 
and W. B. Jamieson auditors for the ensuing year. 

Various entertainments have been given during the week, with 
the design of sowing what honour we might to the Grand Duke 
Alexis, Captain Whyte and the officers of H.M.S, Cadmus gave 


a ball on board that vessel on the 2nd April ; and the § hai 
Fire Brigade held a brilliant torchlight parade on the 3rd. e 
Société Théatrale gave a very succe entertainment on the 
4th, in the French Municipal Hall. A ape number of guesta, 
including the Grand Duke Alexis, H. E. M. Vla y, and Ad- 
mirals Possiet and Feodorowski, were present. e long front 
of the Municipal Compound was brilliantly illuminated with 
jets, and a blazing star lighted the entrance to the hall The 
ieces selected were MM. Mélesville and Dumanoir’s comedy, 
es Vieux Péchés, and the burlesque Les Rendezvous Bourgeors. 
Both were well played, the acting in the first especially calling 
forth ail seh applause. The orchestra played some irable 
ieces, which were much appreciated. The Grand Duke left for 
agasaki on the 9th, the gunboat Sobol conveying him to Woo- 
sung, where he went on board the frigate Bogatyr. Royal 
salutes were fired from H.M.S. Cadmus, and from the Japanese 
ae Riojokan, as H.LH. started. 

e following gentlemen have been nominated as Municipal 
Councillors for the ensuing year :—Messrs. R. I. Fearon, F. D. 
Barnes, W. 8. Wetmore, J. G. Purdon, E. Seligman, M. Kalb, 
S. M. Moses, R. W. Little, and J. Wilson. The election takes 
place on the 15th April. 

We mentioned last week that an Embassy from Japan to China 
had arrived in the Japanese men-of-war Riojokan and Tsubakan. 
Three members of the Embassy left for Tientsin on-the 5th April 
by the Shanse. The Chief Ambassador, H.E. Soyesima, started 
on the 9th in the Japanese corvette Tsubakan. General Legendre, 
late U. S. Consul at Amoy, who is also attached to the mission, 
will probably leave on the 12th. 

On the 6th April a Russian sailor belonging to the Sobol, 
having a difference with a Chinese shopkeeper in Hongkew, drew 
his knife and wounded him on the bak of the neck. A constable 
in plain clothes who pappenee to be near the spot attempted to 
suppress the quarrel, and whilst so doing he was cut across the 
knuckles, The offender was eventually secured and conveyed 
to the Hongkew police-station, and from thence on board of his 
ship, where, we hear, an enquiry will be held into the affair. He 
was under the influence of liquor at the time. _ 

We have received the eighth annual report of the Hankow 
Medical Mission Hospital (for 1872), by Dr. E. P. Hardey. This 
Institution has two establishments—one in Hankow, another in 
Wuc The number of cases treated shows an increase of 
2,267 out-patients and twenty-five in-patients over the previous 

ear. But it is curious that only sixty-two of these refer.to the 
uc branch ; all the remaining increase happened in Han- 
kow. e income during the year was Tls. 684.97, and the out- 
lay Tis, 450.10, leaving a balance of Tis, 234.87. The balance 
tres be abies ea purchase - ap npeapata of br the hos- 
pital is in need, and a larger supply of drugs to meet the in i 
number of patients. Dr Hardey gives a record of medical and 
surgical cases, that have interest chiefly for medical men. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 17th April; the P. and O, mai 
from London, March 7, was received on the 14th April. The 
following items are from the China Maid :— 


The draft of a new ordinance on the Coolie question, to be laid 
before the ae aa Council at its next meeting, is published in 
the Gazette. is ordinance is intended to supplement the law 
in reference to the inspection and regulation of the fittings of 
ships which leave this colony in ballast, to take ee emi-~ 
grants at other places out of British jurisdiction. The i tion 
and regulation of the fittings of ships intended for the convey- 
ance of Chinese rap, Barry to be embarked in this colony is 
ane dealt with by the “ Chinese Passenger Act, 1855,” as well 
as by local ordinance ; but not as regards the class of ships above 
referred to. Section 3 of ordinance 9 of 1856 provides that any 
“Chinese passenger ship” (that is, ship “ ing more than 
twenty ngers being natives of Asia,”) clearing for any port 
out of the colony for the purpose of commencing at such port a 
voyage of more than seven days’ duration shall be within the 
“Chinese Passengers Act, 1855 ;” but the vessels to which the 
present ordinance is intended to apply are those which leave this 
colony without any Chinese passengers on board, but with the 
view to the embarkation of Chinese passengers elsewhere. Such 
vessels are not ‘“‘ Chinese nger ships,” within the meaning of 
the “Chinese Passengers Act, 1855,” and therefore are not sub- 
ject to its provisions, | 

Captain Frahm, of the British steamer Ocean Queen, has been | 
summoned by Captain Thomsett, the Harbour Master, for “a 
breach of the Chinese Passengers Act, 1855, in having left the 
port of Amoy with a greater number of passengers than the ship 
was cleared with by the Emigration Officers’ certificate at Amoy ” 
(having carried one hundred and forty-eight passengers instead of 
one hundred). The accused was fined $100. The appeal of the 
captain of the French ship Charles Albert against a fine of $200 
inflicted by the Harbour Master, for fitting coolie barricades, has 
been dismissed with costs. Chief Justice Smale’s judgment lays 
down that the Macao coolie trade is a very aggravated form of 
the slave trade. 


News has been received from Macao that a kidnapping expe- 
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dition along the West Coast has met with some disaster. Three 
of the crimps have, it ap , been co sae by the excited 
natives, and short shrift fas i in all pro ony een accorded 
them. The Principe Don Carlos has been, we believe, despatched 
to their assistance, but with doubtful ar ee of success, as in 
all probability they will have been shortened by a head | 
before succour arrives. The steamer Coguet has been place 
under arrest on account of suspected connection with the coolie 
trade. Some excitement has been caused b 
cerning the late voyage of the coolie steamer Fatchoy. 

_ Hayashi, Vice-Consul for Japan to Hong Kong, whose ap- 
pointment we notified some six months ago, has arrived. An 
event of such political importance should not, it seems to us, be 
altogether passed over in silence. Japanese trade with this 
colony does not indeed exist to any extent, but natives of that 
country arrive at and de from Hong Kong nearly every 
week. Nor, after noting the wonderful strides made by the now 
emancipated empire towards a higher civilisation than it has 
hitherto known, is it safe to predict that any very long time will 
elapse before Japan sends forth emissaries of trade to the prin- 
cipal ports of Eastern Asia, and, in such a case, her local repre- 
sentative will soon find ample employment. Hayashi appears to 
be fully imbued with that spirit of progress, so st aly and in 
most cases satisfactorily, cnanifested by the more liberal of his 
fellow-countrymen. e has not, we believe, as yet formally 
presented his credentials, but intends to make his official calls 
within a few days. 

We are glad to learn that Lieutenant M‘Hardy, R.E., the pre- 
sent Acting Surveyor-General, will not leave the colony so soon 
as was anticipated, but will probably remain in office for at least 
six months longer. 

Dr. Dods has been provisionally appointed Acting Colonial 
Surgeon. We are glad to find that Dr. Dods’ undoubted claims 
to at least the acting appointment have been thus recognised. 

The Gazette contains a notification of the suspension of Mr. J. 
QO. Prior, second clerk of the magistracy, pending reference to the 
Secre of State, and of the dismissal of Ng-a-shing, Chinese 
clerk in the same department. 

Two Marwaree individuals, who were lately trading here in 
copartnership, have departed this life—one having died two 
weeks and the other a couple of days ago. As they professed 
the Hindoo religion, their Fodien we indewtand: were burned 
near the Race Course, a proceeding which must have horrified 
the Chinese. Their rigid abstinence from animal food and alco- 
holic beverages, &c., which their religion enjoined, seems to have 
subjected them, in a climate like this, to a sort of debility, under 
which they gradually sank. 

A public petition is being drawn up respecting the case of a 

lice constable named Briarly, who has been dismissed the police 

orce for refusing to submit to a medical examination, conducted, 
as is alleged, in an irregular manner. 

The Pier and Godown Company are erecting two rows of iron 
columns, each 250 feet long, on and near the outer end of the 
pier, for the purpose of erecting a shed where the French mail 
steamers will discharge. 

A rifle match has come off at Kowloon between eight officers 
of H.M. 80th Regiment and eight civilian residents, which re- 
sulted in favour of the former By 54 points. Lieut. Prior made 
the ears score of 45, Mr. Legge being best of the civilians 
with 43. 

A tele has been received announcing the total loss, with 
nearly al bande of the British steamer Benmore, between Singa- 
pore and Batavia. 

Mr. F. W. Mitchell, the Postmaster General, has been thrown 
from his carriage, but has happily escaped without serious injury. 


STRAITS SETTLEMENTS. 
> 
SINGAPORE. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 24th 
April ; the P. and O. mail, from London March 21, arrived out 
on the 21st April. The following summary of news is from the 
Straits Times :-— 

The principal event of the fortnight has been the failure of the 
Dutch expedition against Atchin. Accustomed to conquests 
over the native rulers, the Netherlands Indian Government have 
in the present instance tly under-estimated the valour and 
the strength of the Atchinese ; and though they despatched an 
imposing force, consisting of some half-a-dozen men-of-war, six 
merchant steamers, and five sailing ships as transports for troops 
and provisions, conveying a force some 5,000 strong, they have 
suffered a most disastrous defeat, and have been obliged to beat 
a retreat, leaving the Atchinese masters of the situation. 

All the circumstances connected with this expedition, from its 
cer et to its close, lead to the suspicion that the policy of the 
Netherlands Indian Government was premeditatedly aggressive. 
The greatest possible secrecy was observed with regard to the 
preparations, the strength of the expedition, and the policy to be 
pursued. Mr. Niewenhuyzen, Vice-President of the Java Coun- 
cil, was sent in advance to present an ultimatum to the Sultan of 
Atchin, the terms of which are not even yet made public, but 


revelations con- | 


which, if we may judge from the manifesto by which the Com- 
missioner declared war against that kingdom, imperatively de- 
manded that the Sultan should maintain peace and order among 
the rulers of his dependencies. The Commission made their first 
demand on the 22nd March, and a second one on the 24th ; the 
Sultan made no answer, but, the manifesto says, prepared for 
war. Possibly the terms of the demand, or news of the coming 
expedition, which was then well on its way, influenced him to 
this course. On the 26th March the Commissioner declared war 
against Atchin, and the men-of-war threw shells into the fortifi- 
cations on shore. 

On the 5th April the troops reached Atchin, and on the 6th 
four hundred men landed to reconnoitre re-embarking the same 
day. On the 8th all the troops landed, and the Atchinese 
gave them battle, but after severe fighting retired within their 
stockades, The Dutch fought hard to drive them out of these 
stockades, and the ships bombarded them furiously, but they 
still held out. On the 9th a breach was made in one of the forts, 
by the shells from the ships, and the Dutch troops made a rush 
to storm, only to find it deserted. The fort had an armament of 
twelve heavy The Atchinese fought with great bravery, 
being, it is said, all dressed in white, which means prepara- 
tion for death. The Dutch troops then commenced their march 
towards the Sultan’s Kraton as it is called by the natives 
—and on the 14th they attacked this place, which is strongly forti- 
fied. The Atchinese fought with desperation, and though the Dutch 
succeeded in gaining standing ground in one part of the fortifica- 
tion, they lost their commander, Major-General Kohler, who 
was shot through the breast. This was a serious blow to them, 
and his loss so dispirited the troops that the Atchinese succeeded 
in driving them back to the beach, and, if we may credit the 
latest telegrams, ultimately into their ships and away from the 
place altogether. It is stated that during the attack five white 
men were seen inside the fort. The Sultan had left for the hills 
with his wives, leaving orders to fight to the last. The whole 
force of the Dutch engaged was put at 3,000 soldiers and 400 
blue jackets. 

The latest telegram says the expedition is abandoned until 
autumn, the troops being sent to Deli and Padang to prevent 
any risings in these places, but that the blockade is to be con- 
tinued by the men-of-war. It will, however, probably be only 
a nominal one, and if not effective, it will most likely have to be 
raised altogether. The Atchinese under arms numbered, it is 
said, about 10,000 in the Sultan’s palace alone, while it was 
believed there were at least 20,000 more in the jungle ; it is 
asserted that all the rulers in Northern Sumatra will side with 
the Sultan and aid in his defence. The Netherlands Indian 
Government, coe the failure of this expedition, is just now 
in a most unenviable position, and unless it perseveres in its 
determination to overcome the Atchinese, will be likely to ex- 
perience difficulty in the management of its possessions in Su- 
matra, if not in Java as well. Meanwhile, the rainy season has 
set in at Atchin, and further operations are said to be impossible 
at present. The Atchinese will probably avail of the respite to 
render their position stronger, and, being a warlike race, their 
subjugation will be a difficult and wearisome task, which will 
cost much blood and treasure. 

The time of the Legislative Council during the fortnight has 
been mainly occupied in Committee on the Courts Bill, advantage 
being taken of the presence of the two judges to get over this 
work, and the Bill is now ready for ita third reading, which will 
not be till after his Excellency the Governor’s return from 
Labuan. The discussions have not been very interesting. At 
the meeting on the 14th April, an extract, from a despatch of 
Earl Kimberley, was laid before the Council, insisting on the 
colony nindertakt the defences his Lordship had determined 
upon, notwithstanding the resolution of that body to the con- 

. This despatch is to be taken into consideration when the 
sittings are resumed, and if the Secretary of State for the colonies 
insists upon carrying his apa of compelling the colony to un- 
dertake and maintain useless defences, he will meet with a very 
determined opposition. The duty of defending the Straits is an 
Imperial one ; it is the commerce of Great Britain, and not of 
this colony, that requires to be protected ; and further, in the 
event of a war with a European Power the proposed fortifications 
would be of no use whatever. If the Imperial Government 
requires such works, let it construct and maintain them at its own 
cost. 

In obedience to instructions from the Colonial-office his Excel- 
lency the Governor has left for Labuan in H.M.S. Thalia. It is 
supposed the object of this visit is, to ascertain the financial 
prospects of Labuan, in connection with its proposed union with 
this colony. The public here do not a ped to trouble themselves 
much with the question at present, and should there be no pros- 
pect of Labuan ming a burden upon the Straits, we do not 
imagine there will be much opposition to the scheme. But as 
Singapore is just now very heavily burdened for the support of 
this Government, being obliged to make up for the shortcomings 
of both Penang and Malacca, it behoves the people here to be 
very careful to ascertain that Labuan will be able to bear all its 
own expenses before the amalgamation is determined upon. 

From Penang we hear that the serious disturbances between 
the rival Chinese factions of tin miners at Laroot, which have 
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kept that territory in a state of anarchy for so many months, 
have again broken out, and that they have recommenced their 
work of plunder, robbery, and murder, without resistance from 
the Sultan or his officers, who are powerless to restore order. 
The promoters of the Penang Wharf scheme have petitioned the 
Legislative Council for a special Ordinance granting them the 
concessions they require, which was recently refused by the Go- 
vernor, and the residents of that settlement have prepared a me- 
morial to the Secretary of State for the Colonies, praying that 
the office of Lieutenant-Governor may not be abolished, and 
urging that, on the contrary, greater powers be given him than 
he now possesses. 

On the 22nd April, Mr. W. R. George, the oldest European 
resident in Singapore, died at the ripe old age of seventy-six 

ears. Mr, George was not only the oldest, but one of the most 
highly respected, members of the European community of Singa- 
pore, and during a residence here extending over more than forty 
years, had never left the place but once, and then only on a short 
visit to China. He hada large circle of friends, and his death 
will be heard of with regret by many Straits people at home. 

Singapore is just now honoured with the presence of Chang, 
the Chinese giant, who created quite a sensation in London 
some time ago. He is now making a tour of the East, and will 
next visit Java. 

The criminal session of the Supreme Court opened on the 16th 
April, and is still sitting. There have not been many cases dis- 
posed of yet, and the proceedings so far have not much public 
interest.

It isa matter not devoid of interest to us denizens of this 
“ utmost Indian Isle” to find a paper of the circulation and im- 
portance of the London 7imes devoting two whole columns to 
the letter of a correspondeut from Colombo. It shows that, in 
spite of the perverse determination of the Western world to 
ignore our very existence, Ceylon, small though she be, has begun 
to assert herself. She may do this in a variety of ways—by ee 
commerce, now amounting, in exports and imports, to ten millions 
annually ; by her Coffee, now taking a foremost rank in the 
markets of the world, amounting to 1,000,000 cwts. per annum, 
value on the spot about £4,500,000 ; by her Cinnamon, so finely 
flavoured that it has given her the name of the “Cinnamon 
Isle,” and which article has of late been a very profitable branch 
of her commerce; by her Cocoanuts, with the hundred uses of 
their mother Palm ; by her plumbago, now in such great demand 
in Europe and America that the exports of this product of the 
earth have increased eight hundredfold within fifteen years; by her 
Tea, which is likely soon to add another to her staple exports ; by 
her Chinchona, which, although but in its infancy as a staple indus- 
try, has been so favourably reported and so highly valued in Eng- 
land that it must soon be extensively cultivated ; by her Pearls, 
which, though appearing among us at distant and uncertain in- 
tervals, “like angels’ visits, few and far between,” are yet of so 
high a value as to give the island celebrity on their account, or 
by the weight of her military taxation, against which the inhabit- 
ants have so justly to complain. Remarking on this last first, it 
seems curious that The Times, while devoting so large a space to 
an article from and about Ceylon, could have but a few days be- 
fore published (without a word of comment or remark on the 
inconsistency, the gross injustice of the ay proportion borne 
by Ceylon) the following statement, extracted from a Parliament- 


ary paper :— 

“Out of a million and three-quarters expended by the Impe- 
rial Government for the defence of her colonies, only £233,300 
are recovered. It comes back in the following proportions :—

So that, according to this showing, Ceylon pays back more than 
half the sum Great Britain expends on the defence of her colo- 
nies, But this is sees sed correct. It refers to what Ceylon in 
the future is expected to pay back. It has been decided to 
reduce our military forces by the disbandment of the Ceylon 
Rifle Regiment, which will make a saving to the colony of some 
£40,000. For the last seven years we have been paying for our 
military expenditure £160,000 per aunum. Let no one run 
away. with the impression, however, that the Imperial Govern- 
ment, in a fit of generosity, has rebated to us £40,000 of the 
very heavy mulct of £160,000 we have hitherto borne. She 
gets her guid pro quo in the disbandment of the Rifles. And 
we still pay, and are the only British colony that does pay, the 
whole of our military expenditure. If we consider what we 
have been paying (£160,000) in comparison with the above Par- 
liamentary extract, it will be seen that Ceylon has refunded to 
the mother country two-thirds of the whole sum expended by 
the Imperial Government in the defence of all the colonies of 


Great Britain—a state of things most unjust to us, and which 
ought to call loudly for a med y 3 

oing back upon our position we come upon Pearls—a subject 
at present attracting considerable attention, as from a recent in- 
2 agus of the banks a considerable fishery is expected to take 
place next year. But from past experience it would not do to 
reckon on this before it becomes an established fact. The banks 
have on former occasions presented as likely an appearance as 
now, and within a year they have been found quite clean—no 
trace of the bivalve remaining, nor any mode of accounting for 
its sudden disappearance. Since the British occupation of the 
island in 1796 there have been several courses of fisheries, some- 
times following each other in regular succession for several years 
again disappearing during longer or shorter periods, an 
reappearing for one or more years at considerable in- 
tervals, For instance, from 1796 to 1809 there were an- 
nual fisheries, aggregating to Government (for the fishery is a 
Government monopoly) during the fourteen years £517,000, or 
an average of about £36,000 per annum—a nice little addition to 
an ordinary revenue. Then there was a lapse of five years ; but 
in 1814 and 1815 there were two fisheries, followed by a hiatus 
till 1820, when there was another successful fishery—the result 
of this group of three fisheries being £90,000. The next series 
began in 1828, from which year till 1837 £227,000 worth of these 
treasures were drawn from the deep to fill the Government 
coffers. Thence, however, was the longest hiatus in our time. 
The next was in 1856, and from that year to 1860 there were 
three fisheries, netting £117,000. But perhaps the most success- 
ful fishery of the whole that occurred in one season since the 
island’s occupation by the British was the next and last, when, in 
1863, the Government realised by that season’s fishery no less a 
sum than £51,000. Altogether a etal of amillion of money 
have been derived from our Ceylon pearl! fisheries during the 
British occupation of this island—a source of revenue of no mean 
order—and were it not so fickle it might be periodically reckoned 
on as a considerable aid to the island’s prosperity. As it is, we 
must be satisfied, in the absence of more certain scientific know- 
ledge of the life and habits of this eccentric bivalve, to seize the 
opportunity as it passes and make our best of it. 

Tt has often been asserted that the indigenous popu aon of 
this island is decreasing, like that of most half civili coun- 
tries. But this does not seem warranted by the late census, 
which is perhaps the only one taken in our time bearing any ap- 
proach to accuracy. By it (taken in March 1871) the population 
was stated at 2,406,262, of which were males 1,286,000, females 
1,120,262, and they were classed as follows :—

YoxouaMa.—Busineas, with the exception of a fair demand for Gre 
Shirtings, had been almost at a standstill, and quotations were nominal. 
Grey Shirtings were quoted :—7 lbs., 384 yards 39 in., $2.25 to 2.27% ; 
8 lba., 44-45 in., $2.524 to $2.55; 8 lbs. 4 to 8 lbs, 6 ditto 39 in., 
$2.524 to 2.624 ; 9 lbs, ditto 44 in., $2.95 to $3.00 per piece. 

Cxrcroo.— Messrs. Wilson, Cornalie, and Co.’s circular says :—Since 
date of our last circular communication between Shanghai, this, and 
Tientsin has been resumed by the regular steamers running on the line, 
and a large quantity of Piece Goods has been received by them, a fair 
amount of which has changed hands, though rates obtained do not as 
yet show any rise on our previous quotations, and we fear now, from 
the amount of stock in the place and the supplies that are due, that 
there is little chance of an immediate improvement. In Woollens 
there is not much doing ; Camlets are reduced in stock, and Scarlet 8.8. 
are wanted ; Long Ells and Lastings are neglected. Metals: A few 
trifling sales continue to be made, but notwithstanding the advance 
that has been established at Shanghai and elsewhere, we are as yet 
unable to report any change in quotations. 

Hankow.—Business had again been disappointing, as not only had 
the demand been small, but prices for most descriptions of Plain Cotton 
showed a considerable reduction. This had arisen from less encourag- 
ing advices from Shanghai, together with the absence of any real demand 
beyond local requirements. 

SHanGcHalI.—There had been a very quiet interval, transactions having 
been on a most limited scale, and the trade evidently satisfying its im- 
mediate wants from second hands. The advices from the river ports 
were not encouraging, and the market at Tientsin was in an unfavour- 
able position. Shirtings had attracted most attention, and had at one 
time advanced slightly in price, but the improvement had been lost and 
the market closed quiet. T-Cloths: Best makes had been asked for, 
but the offers made had resulted in little business, Common, 6 and 7 
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Ib. goods were rather weaker, and quotations more or lees nominal. 
Drills: Increasing supplies had caused a decline in this fabric, and the 
value of the best quality was not more than Tis. 2.8.0. Fancy Goods: 
Dyed Brocades, Damasks and Chintzes, were firm, and 26-in. Velveteen 
being in small stock showed some improvement. Velvets, on the other 
hand, were again weaker, a small business had been done on a parity of 
Ts. 0.2.0 for beet. Woollens had been almost entirely neglected, and 
a gereral decline had taken place. In Metals and Coals ‘scarcely any- 
thing had been done. 

Canton.—Lead was not in any demand, and was quoted $7.40 to 
$7.45 for W. B. and $7.20 to $7.35 per picul for inferior brands. Quick- 
silver had been in request, and salea could be made at $114 to $115 
per picul, Hong Kong terms. 

Batavia.—Business in cotton manufactures continu ed exceedingly 
quiet. Now and again there had been indications of a better demand 
for a few leading articles, but as already advised no real improvement 
could be established till after the Rice harvest with which a large pro- 
portion of the natives in this neighbourhood were occupied. 

Hoya Kone.—Besides the mail steamers, the arrivals of cargoes had 
been rather heavy, comprising those of the S.S. Quang Se, Hankin, 
Hector, Agamemnon, Drummond Castle, and ship Undine. There had 
been a very quiet market during the fortnight, and while holders in 
most cases were firm, dealers confined their purchases to their mast 
pressing requirements. Advices from the north reported dulness and 
stagnation in all classes of goods. Cotton Yarn, 16/248, in small stock 
and fair inquiry ; good chops readily saleable, but common are not 
asked for; quotations 50c. to $1 per bale higher; 28/32s, common 
chops, in good supply, and prices given way $1 per bale ; 38/248 were 
in no demand, and although stocks were small, prices had not been 
maintained. Grey Shirtings. 7 lbs., in small stock, and there were 
several shipments “to arrive” on the market with no buyers; 8.4 lbs. 
a very limited business done in this weight, and price again turned in 
favour of buyers; 9 to 10 lbs. declined 5c. per piece, small inquiry but 
few sellers. White Shirtings quite neglected, quotations 5c. lower all 
round. White Irishes did not attract attention. T-Cloths unchanged 
in value ; 6 lbs. common in small supply, but there was little inquiry 
for them ; 7 lbs. had met with more attention, but the demand ap- 
peared to be satisfied for the present, and at the close they were diffi- 
cult to move ; 6 lbs. Mexican not asked for ; 7 lbs., lower qualities sale- 
able at $1.90 to 2, but better makes very difficult to move, and $2.074 
to $2.124 were almost nominal quotations for very finest goods ; 8 lbs. 
very quiet. Grey drills are somewhat firmer, Jeans lower, and Sheet- 
ings nominally the same. Fancy Goods: White Spots and Brocades in 
small stock, and quite out of demand. Dyed Spots and Brocades nomi- 
nally unchanged. Dyed Damask not asked for. Turkey Red Cambrics, 
24 to 3 lbs. neglected, 3 to 34 lbs. improved 5c. per piece, and in small 
stock. Chintzes, assorted, a little dearer. Handkerchiefs had given 
way lc. per doz. Velvet and Velveteens out of season. Woollens very 

uiet, 

SINGAPORE.— Messrs. Boustead's Circular reports that a rather latger 
business had been done in piece-goods during the fortnight, without 
any change of importance in prices. Grey Shirtings, 8} Ibs., had been 
in fair inquiry, and stocks being low holders were firmer ; 6 lbs. scarce, 
and full prices demanded. T-Cloths, 6 lbs., had met with some request 
and considerable clearances were reported ; 5 lbs. had been taken toa 
small extent, but all other weights had been dull. 40's Grey Yarn of 
new arrival had been taken principally at $129 to 130, but holders were 
offering to sell at $128 at the close ; other numbers very unsaleable. 
White Shirtings, a small business done in medium counts, and fine 
qualities in moderate supply and in good request. Little inquiry for 
Fancy Cottuns. Woollens in limited stock, and only small sales 
effected. Beyond one sale of Nail Rods nothing had been done in iron ; 
supplies in second hands were light, and holders continued firm. Yel- 
low Metal, sales trifling, but showed no decline in price. Copper Sheath- 
ing, stocks light, transactions very small. Lead without improvement, 
stocks of L.B. brand in few hands, and extreme prices asked, which 
dealers would not pay, demand being very limited. Coals: Consumers 
at the moment not in want of supplies, and no transactions effected ; 
prices of both West Hartley and Cardiff are somewhat weaker. 

Penang.—There had been a very dull market ; business had been 

confined simply to purchases for local requirements, which were small. 
Quotations remained unchanged. Supplies of Piece Goods had been 
moderate. Grey Shirtings: 6lbs. in good demand at $39, no stock ; 
7 Ibs. in very fair inquiry ; sales of ordinary at $44, and of better 
olasses at $44.50 to 45; usual quality 8} 1bs. at $514, better goods $52 
to 524; 9 lbs. in rather less demand at a slight decline, small trans- 
actions at $594. Grey T-Cloths: Not much inquired for, 5 lbs. almost 
out of stock, and saleable at $26 to 26}; 6 lbs. sold to a moderate ex- 
tent at $324, and 7 lbs. at $364; no sales of Mexicans reported. Grey 
Twist: Demand very quiet, but holders firm; small sales of 20s at 
$100, 308 at $110, and 40s at $127.

YokouamMa.—As usual at thistime of the year very little business 
had been doing in this market ; about 400 piculs had been settled for 
California at rather easier rates. The export had been as follows :— 
Per Colorado for San Francisco, 92,576 Ibs., for New York 82,825 Ibe., 
fur Boston 2,728 lbs., for Portland 6,282 lbs. ; per New York, via Shang- 
hai, for New York 12,858 lbs. 

SHaNGHaI.— Business had been confined to settlements of a few small 
parcels of common Green Tea. Regarding preparations for the coming 
season, information was as yet very meagre and unreliable, but there 
seemed every prospect of diminished competition in the country, as 
the number of Hungs to be opened was said to be considerably less 
than lust year. 

Cantox.—Nothing had been dene in old season’s Tea, and stocks re- 
mained at 2,000 packages (‘anton District Congou, 4,000 boxes Scented 
Orange Pekoe, 20,000 boxes Scented Caper, 7,000 boxes Gunpowder, 


1,000 boxes Young Hyson, and 1,000 boxes Imperial. A number of 
shipments of new season's new make Congous (chiefly contract Teas) 
had been made, but with the exception of about 500 Bice, the terms 
had not transpired. A few musters had been shown with the view to 
ascertaining the ideas of buyers, but the prices offered had not been 
such as to induce the teamen to make purchases. Chinese reported 
rather unfavourably of the appearance of recent arrivals, but the wea- 
ther having become more seasonable subsequent receipts will doubtless 
be better.

YOKOHAMA.—The market had been very quiet, and only a limited 
business had been done ; dealers had in some instances accepted a slight 
concession for Taysaam sorts, but for Hanks prices remained as last 
quoted. Settlements amounted to 450 bales, some portion on native 
account ; arrivals -had fallen off, and the unsold stock was reduced to 
1,800 bales. Total of settlements to date 12,100 bales. 

SHANGHAI.—Supplies having almost ceased, the season may be said 
to be nearly finished. The few transactions which had taken place had 
been confined mainly to Re-reels and Yellow Silks, with small settle- 
ments on native account. Prices generally had ruled lower, but in the 
existing irregular state of the market no relmble quotations could be 
given. A parcel of ‘“ Blue Elephants” had been sold at Tis. 445. Set- 
tlements for the fortnight, Chinas 400 bales. Total settlements since 
Ist June, 55,500 bales, against 1872, 49, 400 bales ; 1871, 33,000 bales. 
Comparative unsold stock on this market 9th April, 1873, 400 bales ; 
1872, 200 bales ; 1871, 400 bales. 

Canton.—There had been little alteration in the position of the 
market. Prices had somewhat declined, transactions however had been 
of a trifling nature. No. 4 Tsatlee was nominally worth $440 per picul, 
or 17s. 2d. per Ib., while last London telegram quoted that quality 15s. 
6d. per lb. Settlements for the outgoing mail nil. Holders evinced 
more desire than formerly to get rid of stock, but foreigners were shy 
of dealing in the face of continued unsatisfactory accounts of the home 
market. Nothing could yet be predicted regarding the coming crop, 
the weather had been favourable for the growth of the mulbery leaves, 
which were said to be plentiful.

The Russian Government, having signified its approval of the 
working agreement between the Great Northern and the Eastern 
Extension Australasia and China Telegraph Companies, the 
agreement will come into operation on the lst July. 


A number of naval gun-carriages, which have been manufactured at 
Sir William Armstrong’s factory, Elswick, by contract, for the 12-inch 
35-ton guns, have just been delivered at the Royal Arsenal, Woolwich ; 
and several carriages of the same description have also been manufac- 
tured at the Royal Carriage Department, Royal Arsenal, where the 
demand for iron gun-carriages of all kinds has of late created a great 
pressure. A large number of old iron guns, which have been sold by 
private tender at the Royal Arsenal, are now being shipped off. In 
order to disable them for further service, each gun has one of its trun- 
nions broken off before leaving the Arsenal, rendering it worthless 
except as old metal. 

THE Athenwum reports that Mr. W. F. Mayers has finished, in manu- 
script, a Dictionary of Bivgrapical, Historical, and Mythological Re- 
ferences, embracing the whole of Chinese literature, from the earliest 
period to the present century, together with appendices, containing 
chronological tables and other matter. The work is intended to facili- 
tate the study of Chinese works in a manner somewhat similar to that 
adopted in Dr. Smith’s Classical Dictiunary for the Roman and Greek 
writers. It was Mr. Mayer's intention to publish this work during his 
late stay in England, but difficulties have interposed in the way of 
printing, &c., owing to the large amount of Chinese typography in- 
volyed, and it will now probably be carried through the press in China.

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HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, May 21. 

It was decidedly Black Tuesday yesterday ; the First Chamber out- 
voted the request for a credit to provide Flushing with a dry-dock ; 
secondly, the Second Chamber rejected the Judicial Reorganisation 
Bill, by 39 to 37 votes, after having spent several weeks in a most tire- 
some debate on the measure ; and last, but not least, we were surprised 
by a Singapore telegram from Reuter’s Office containing a rumour that 
10,000 Bataks and Chinese were advancing upon Deli. If this rumour 
proves to be true, for nothing is officially known there about here, then 
we must prepare ourselves for a long war, and heavy reinforcements 
must be despatched to Java. I need not say that this telegram has 
made a very painful impression, and I shall be much astonished if this 
turn of affairs does not have an unfavourable influence on the position 
of the Ministry. Within a few days the debate will be opened in the 
Second Chamber on the Bill, asking a credit of no less a sum than five 
and a half millions, to carry on the war with Atchin, and, notwith- 
standing that the majority in the Sections were of opinion that no 
question of want of confidence ought to be brought forward at the 
present time, and that they are not in possession of sufficient informa- 
tion to judge of the course pursued by the Ministers in this matter, I 
shall be surprised if the Opposition does not make some political capital 
out of this state of things. It is, indeed, too good a chance for our Con- 
servatives to let slip now that the elections are at hand, and it is tolerably 
certain that they will be assisted by some malcontent Liberals, in the 
firat place by Mr. de Roo, who has joined the front rank of the Opposi- 
tion, because, it is said, the Minister of the War Department declined 
to appoint him chief of the Topographical-office, a post for which he had 
asked. It is to be hoped, for the honour of Mr. de Roo, that this rumour 
will prove unfounded, but his very hostile behaviour has created much 
astonishment, and leads to the supposition that he is prompted by some 
arriére pensée. That the échec which we have undergone in Atchin will 
be made political capital of in the forthcoming election, when half the 
Chamber must be renewed or re-elected, is stated by a well-informed 
correspondent of ‘the clerical paper [ Univers. There are, moreover, 
other signs that the election struggle will be very sharp, and the ques- 
tion is whether we shall be able to maintain a Liberal majority. 

_Qur money market is in a somewhat critical position. The minimum 
rate of discount of the Netherlands Bank has again been raised one-half 

r cent., the last weekly account being anything but satisfactory. 

e Bourse is, of course, under the influence of the panic at Vienna. 
Transactions have been of very little importance, there being an entire 
absence of speculative demand. The Netherlands Bank announces a 
dividend for the year 1872 of 20 per cent. The shareholders ought to 
be content, even those who bought their shares at the enormous pre- 
mium of about 300 per cent. The Amsterdam Steamship Company 
has brought forward a loan of five millions in order to build steamers 
to run between Holland and America. That this loan will be subscribed 
is doubtful. It is a characteristic of the Dutchman that he gives his 
money most willingly to any risky scheme, if a high interest is pro- 
mised, but he will frequently decline a secure investment with a cer- 
tainty of five per cent. American railway speculators are well aware of 
la corde sensible of our capitalists, and have frequently profited thereby. 

The King has nearly finished his tour through the northern provinces. 
His whole voyage has been a series of dinners, festivals, concerts, &c., 
and the greatest enthusiasm has prevailed amongst the population. 
His Majesty will attend the inauguration of the memorial of the battle 
of Heiligerlee this week, and will then return to the Hague. Bad 
weather has accompanied him during the whole trip. 

The Minister of the Colonial Department has replied to the section 
report about the new treaty with the Dutch Trading Company, which 
is disapproved of by the Liberal press. The main point of the Minister's 
objection is that this treaty will not maintain the system of consign- 
ment of Java produce to Holland for sale there. There is little doubt 
but that this Bill will be approved of. The cigar makers are still on 
strike throughout the whole country, and there are but very few who 
are at work. Those on strike receive assistance from abroad, especially 
from England, and from the other workmen's societies at home. They 
also manufacture for the Cigar-makers’ League cigars, which are offered 
for sale in the streets. To day an endeavour is being made by the 
workmen to come to an agreement with the masters, but without much 
chance of success. The masters want to introduce the livrette, and do 
away with the League, but the workmen disincline ; they consider it an 
attack upon their personal freedom. The fundamental law grants them 
the right of coalition, and this right they have never abused. Many of 
the Liberal papers have espoused the cause of the workmen. 

I regret to hear that the fine East Indiaman IJnsulinde has been 
totally lost, on her voyage from England to Java. The vessel was fully 


insured here. 
RorrerDaM, May 22. 

We are on the eve of a Ministerial crisis. The rejection of the 
Judicial Reorganisation Bill compels the Premier, Mr. de Vries, to re- 
sign, and rumours say that when the King returns from Groningen on 
the 24th inst. the Minister will present the resignation of the whole 
Cabinet. The position of the Colonial Minister is certainly most critical. 

At the meeting of shareholders of the Company Nederland Mr.

PORTUGAL. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Lisson, May 10. 

The Government intends to raise another loan. In June last year 
they contracted a loan with Erlanger and Co. for the sum of £5,000,000, 
but the revenue is not sufficient to pay expenses until the end of the 
civil year—what with the floating debt, which increases, the expense of 
the army, the expedition to Angola, and other measures taken by the 
Government—so that another loan is necessary. The Opposition party, 
through the press, has, however, denounced this p ing of the Mi- 
nistry, and urge that the Government is not even authorised to contract 
for another loan. They say that it is necessary to wait for the opening 
of the Cortes to discuss the proposed loan ; but as the Cortes will not 
be opened until January next, the Government decjine to wait, saying 
that a law passed in 1856 gives them all the authority required. A 
warm discussion has taken place in the Cabinet with reference to this 
matter, which resulted in a victory for the Government. 

The day before yesterday some Spanish emigrants who had arrived 
on board the corvette Estephanta, which is now anchored in our 
were transferred to the steamer Sorata, lately arrived from Montevideo, 
and sailed for Bordeaux. According to telegrams from Spain the Car- 
list insurrection is nearly at an end. However, the Government has 
continued to send forces to the frontier lines, in case our territory 
should be disturbed by Carlist incursions. Senor Gandara, Marquis of 
Sardoal and Figuerola, and Admiral Beranger, who was Minister of 
Marine in the last Cabinet of King Amadeus of Spain, are staying at 
the Hotel Central. The first number of a Republican geet ay ae 
published in Coimbra appeared yesterday in Lisbon. It is said that 
its writers are students of the University in the first-named city. An- 
other journal is announced to appear in Lisbon. It will be conducted 
by some men of high rank, and is to be published at the expense of the 
Republican society. A journal of to-day says that a new Republican 
party has just been organised here, but that the friends of the Monarchy 
are averse to such a bold proceeding. On Tuesday next judgment will 
be delivered in the case of the military men accused of taking part in 
the revolts organised by the Marquis of Angeja and the Count of Maga- 
thaes. These two noblemen are still out of the country. 

I mentioned some weeks ago that the trial of the Larmanjat engine 
had taken place on the tramway from Lisbon, halfway to Torres Vedras. 
Now I have to tell you that another engine, belonging to the same 
company, has made a trip from Lisbon to Cintra with favourable 
resulta. The English engineer, Mr. Anderson, is very well satisfied 
with the construction of the line, and reports that in a few days the 
entire length to Cintra will be opened to the public. As the line runs 
upon the public road it is feared that numerous accidents will occur. 

The English Government has asked for the arrest in Lisbon of a 
jeweller named Montague Goldsmith, who is accused of forgery and 
theft. While here Goldsmith changed his hotel almost every day, and 
he intended to start for America in a few days. 
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THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 


(THE TIMES.) 

A discussion was brought on in the House of Commons on Friday 
‘night by Sir Charles Wingfield which merits more attention than it 
seems to have received at Westminster. Sir Charles had a strong case, 
and Lord Entield’s apology for the imperfections of the Ministerial 
policy was by no means as satisfactory as we could desire. The matter 
in debate is one in which it is too late for us to disclaim responsibility, 
even if the country wishes, as it certainly does not, todo so. England 
has renewed quite lately, and with something of her ancient ardour, 
her championship against slavery. The mission of Sir Bartle Frere to 
Zanzibar was appealed to by Lord Enfield as a proof that the Foreign- 
office is not inditterent to the new and subtler forms in which the Slave 
Trade, long since supposed to be crushed out, is re-appearing. We are 
quite sure that Lord Granville is not indifferent to any injustice which 
prudent and dignified interference might remedy, and we do not 
believe that the Government would decline to take any reason- 
able steps for supporting such a protest. But we do not for- 
get that pressure from the outside is very often required to set 
our Ministerial machinery at work, and even the Zanzibar mission owes 
its origin to the movement of public opinion, excited by the painful 
revelations of Dr. Livingstone’s letters and Mr. Stanley’s personal story. 
We believe, therefore, that Sir Charles Wingfield was doing good service 
in directing general attention tothe disguised Slave Trade between 
China and South America, which is euphemistically termed the Coolie 
Trattic; and we regret that the House of Commons did not show a 
keener interest in a question which concerns the national honour. If 
we are to go through with our self-imposed duty of suppressing the 
trade in human chattels we must act without respect of persons, and 
show no greater tolerance of the iniquity when it is practised or con- 
nived at by a European Power than when it is perpetrated by the petty 
aovercign of a small and semi-barbarous African State. 

The teeming population of China has in all ages sent out a stream of 
emigration to the neighbouring countries. The development of inter- 
national communication in recent years has diverted some part of this 
redundancy to regions where, two generations ago, a Chinaman was as 
rare a curiosity as he would be even now in an English village. The 
United States, the West Indies,-the Republics of Spanish America have 
all been glad to get their share of this supply of labour ; for, in spite 
of some moral drawbacky, the industry, the aptitude, and the moderate 
demands of the Chinese Coolie are important considerations in new 
countries where European workmen are few, unfit to cope with a tropical 
climate, and contented with nothing short of exorbitant wages. But the 
treatment which the immigrant Chinamen meet with in the different 
countries which compete for their labour varies from a very 
high standard of humanity and equity to a depth of treacherous 
cruelty as black as anything recorded of African slavery at its worst. In 
Australia and the United States the Chinese come asx free immigrants, 
long labour-contracts are forbidden, and the mutual advantage of the 
relations beyond employers and employed is shown by the fact that nei- 

ther in the United States norin Australia have there been any of those 
gavage risings in which the ferocity of despairing serfs avenges itself on 
the oppression that generated it. But another sort of labour traffic 
flows from China to Peru and to Cuba—a trade disgraced by horrors 
which will match with any of those which banded men so unhke in 
character as Sharp, Clarkson, and Wilberforce, in a resolute reliance 
against ‘the accursed thing.” The port of Macao is the great mart of 
this trade ; and we fear the Portuguese Government cannot be acquitted 
of gross negligence, at least, in dealing with a trattic which is notorious 
for its inhumanity. In Macao, we are told, kidnapping and crimping 
are recognised occupations ; it is the business, and a lucrative one, of a 
large number of persons to entrap the unfortunate Coolie into a long 
labour-contract with some Peruvian proprictor or Cuban planter ; there 
is an organised system of barracoons for lodging, or rather for packing, 
the victims, and of patrols for guarding them until an emigrant ship 
of the character employed in this trade is ready to receive them. The 
Coolie knows nothing of the countries for which he is to he shipped or 
the life to which he isdoomed. What sort of life awaits him in Cuba 
our Special Correspondent lately gave us the means of judging, and 
from the same source we have learnt something of the chicanery by 
which, if he survives his seven or ten years’ of bondage, he is entrapped 
into another and a compulsory contract of servitude. The law of Cuba 
provides that every Chinaman must leave the island within forty days 
from the expiration of his contracted term, or must enter into a fresh 
contract ; and Sir Charles Wingfield mentioned that out of 600 Coolies 
who, having served their time, were waiting at a Cuban port for a ship 
to convey them home, two-thirds were seized under this law and sold 
to planters by the Spanish Government for a long term of compulsory 
service. In Peru the fate of the imported Coolies is even more xbomi- 
nable. They are sent to work in the guano pits on the islands which 
produce that unsavoury wealth ; they ure beaten and chained, and passed 
by bargain and sale from master to master, just as the negro slaves in the 
wugar plantations of the Southern States used tu be. There isa military 
force to guard them and to crush any vivlence to which despair may drive 
even the most patient and timid of men. Hope of escape, save by death, 
there is none ; and hence suicide is a common practice regularly estimated 
in the probable cost of the labour supply. This ghastly picture is con- 
firmed in its bold outlines and its broad colours by the sober testimony 
of the official correspondence which has been laid before Parliament. 
Few people, however, who have not a special object in view, read Blue- 
books, and it is as well that the country should be reminded what this 
Coolie trade really means. It means brutality allied with chicanery, 
trading in human lives at Macao under the flag of a civilised nation, 
with all the infamous apparatus of barracoons and guards, which was 
stamped out on the west coast of Africa years ago. It means wretched 
Chinamen dying of starvation and disease in the streets of this Portu- 
guese town, huddled in hundreds into slave ships, stifling between 
decks in the tropics, faimished for food or water, perishing of raging 
epidemics, taking refuge —if so fortunate a chance should present itself 
*-~in an easy death by drowning, or, finally, in despair setting fire to the 
ship which is their tomb, and, battened down under hatches, meeting 
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at last a terrible deliverance from their sufferings. Every one of these 
-horrors has been repeated many times over in the history of the Coolie 
trafic between China and Peru and Cuba; and all were united in the 
awful story of the two voyages of the Dolores Ugarte. 

But it may be said—indeed, this was what Lord Enfield said on Fri- 
day night—‘* What can wedo? How can we interfere with the acts or 
How can we threaten an old 
ally like Portugal with war unless she mends her ways!’’ No doubt 
there is a difficulty in preserving a proper mean between dictatorial 
interference and a too modest tone of remonstrance, but surely it ia the 
business of diplomatists to hit upon this happy medium? We had 
precisely the same difficulty in our campaign against the Slave Trade 
on the West Coast of Africa, where at first all the European Powers 
having interests in that Continent, and Portugal among them, where 
hostile to our efforts. We had to show that we were in earnest 
and were firm, and though we desired to spare the susceptibilities 
of our allies, we could not afford to sacrifice to them the objects 
of our onerous mission. The same line can be adopted again, and 
there is quite aa strong areason for adopting it in the case of the 
Coolie trade from Macao as in the case of the traffic in Negroes from the 
Coast of Guinea. Lord Granville has already reminded the Portuguese 
Government of its duty in a despatch remarkably strong, firm, 


and trenchant in tone. The lesson, however, will bear repeating. As 
fur Sir Charles Wingfield’s suggestion, that we should give a “ moral 


support’ to the Chinese Government in its endeavour to protect its 
emigrant subjects against the traffickers of Macao, it seems to us an 
amiable but slightly unmeaning commonplace. We expect nothing 
from co-operation with the feeble, vacillating, and petulant Government 
at Peking, and we doubt the sincerity of its desire to improve the condi- 
tion of the Coolies. We are glad that Sir Rutherford Alcock practi- 
cally surrendered the traffe in Coolies which had grown up at Hong 
Kong between 1859 and 1366, for it enables us to bring pressure to 
bear on the Portuguese without the suspicion of an interested motive. 
The centre of the traffic is at Macao, and it is by crushing it there that 
it can alone be destroyed. If we can induce the Portuguese Govern - 
ment to subject it to such stringent conditions as those which govern 
the emigration of labourers from British India to our own Colonies, we 
shall accomplish a task not less important for the interest of humanity 
and for the honour of England than that on which we sent out Nir 
Bartle Frere to the East Coast of Africa. 





THE COMING TEA SEASON. 
The Produce Markets Revirw offers the following remarks upon the 
approaching Tea Season :-- 


Very few importers, we fear, can be congratulated on the results of 
this year’s trading, for even those who have done comparatively well are 
said to have made no profit, and to have considered themselves fortunate 
in being able to close their accounts without actual loss. Those who 
have had the good fortune to escape without loss are, however, few in 
number, and are for the most part importers whose transactions have 
been on a very limited scale. To the majority of merchants we fear 
that the season has been one of the most disastrous that has been known 
for years, as losses of from 10 to 30 per cent. on large parcels are said 
to have been common, and we have lately heard, on very good autho- 
rity, of one considerable consignment which was recently sold at a clear 
loss of 40 per cent. Some of the oldest and best known importing 
houses, who formerly were noted for the magnitude of their transactions, 
appear to have recognised the fact that prices were too high in China 
to make Tea prove a remunerative investment, and they accordingly 
reduced their dealings to the smallest possible mits, and doubtless 
have in consequence avoided heavy losses. There will certainly be 
plenty of warnings sent out to China during the next few weeks for 
the guidance of those who buy for this market, and for a time it is pro- 
bable that a good deal of caution will be used, and that, as has been wit- 
nessed in some former years, there will be a vigorous struggle between the 
Chinese and English dealers regarding prices, before a large trade can be 
transacted. The quality of the Tea offered for sale is of the first im- 
portance, yet we have frequently seen the early arrivals of a bad crop 
bought at even higher prices than were paid in seasons when the Teas 
were really fine. Last yeur’s growth, on the whole, was indifferent, but 
this fact appears not to have been recognised soon enough ; in China 
the prices paid were far above the intrinsic value of the Teas It will 
be a step in the right-direction if buyers will condescend to pay more 
attention to quality, make, and strength, instead of haggling for the 
possession of fancy chops at exorbitant prices, the names of which not 
one grocer in fifty understands or cares for in the slightest degree. 
With the constant increase in the quantity of Indian Tea used, the de- 
mand for high priced China Congous will probably continue to decrease, 
as is always the case in all articles of produce—an increasing consump- 
tion caused by the wants of the many inducing a greater inquiry tor 
good average kinds at reasonable prices. The consumption of fine goods 
does not, perhaps, fall off, but as they are used by the richer classes, 
whose number is limited, it does not increase, so that it becomes rela- 
tively smaller. In the Tea trade Congous of fair ordinary quality are 
of course what are chiefly wanted, and this is more the case every year. 
On the other hand, while the demand for fine Congous does not increase, 
the supply of the very common kinds has been overdone. It is evident, 
therefore, that if the Tea trade is to be remunerative to the importers 
the largest proportion of their purchases must be of Congous, to cost 
between 1s. 1d. and 1s. 6d. in bond in London, and the next class to cost. 
between Is. 7d. to 1s. 10d.

THE OVERLAND ROUTE FROM RANGOON TO 
CHINA. 


WE have received an early copy of the Memorial which 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of the United King- 
dom have addressed to the Prime Minister in favour of 
Captain Spryr’s plan for the development of direct trade 
with the Shan States and the West of China, overland from 
Rangoon. The document is rather voluminous, containing 
more than eighty clauses, including appendix and maps. 
The following is a general 7+ésumé of the argument, which 
we hope is at length, after twenty years’ delay, likely to 
receive the attention it deserves from Her MAJESTY’s Go- 
vernment. It is a reproach to us that, although Great 
Britain has had commercial intercourse with China for a 
very long period, yet British goods have hitherto only been 
exported to that Empire in quantities quite disproportioned 
to its wants, because the trade has been confined to the ports 
of a distant sea-board. Shanghai, the most central and 
important of those ports, is distant by river or road 2,400 
miles from the Western frontier of China, and has no trade 
with the south-western provinces. Since 1852, however, 
that Chinese frontier has heen distant less than 300 miles 
by land from the British Barman north-east frontier. 
These are facts which have been established beyond doubt 
by M. Lovis pe CARNE, the eminent French explorer. 

With a view of developing this short land line between 
Rangoon and Kiang-Hung on the Meikong—popularly 
known as Captain SPRYE's route—a survey was ordered by 
Her MAJeEsty’s Government when the Earl of SALISBURY, 
then Lord CRANBOURN, was Secretary of State for India. 
This survey was actually completed to the length of 249 
miles, proceeding from Rangoon, and it disclosed no obstacle 
of engineering moment. The report laid before Parliament 
shows that only one tunnel of one mile in length would be re- 
quired through that portion of the line. Notwithstanding 
this favourable report, and the warm recommendation of Mr. 
Commissioner FYTCHE, after the last change of Her MAJEs- 
Ty's Ministers the survey was discontinued. and the whole 
project allowed to drop. This inconsistency was pointed 
out by several Chambers of Commerce and commercial men 
interested in seeing the survey completed. The Associa- 
tion, being convinced of the importance of the work, 
now, therefore, urge upon the Government the necessity 
of completing the task on which already so much time and 
money has been expended, and doing justice to a dis- 
coverer who seems beyond doubt to be able to add many 
millions yearly to British commerce, by the simplest and 
surest means. The action of the Associated Chambers has 
at length taken such definite form, and is recommended by 
a combined force, such as we should think no Government 
of a country essentially commercial can feel warranted in 
longer resisting or neglecting. Ministers must know that 
private enterprise would be altogether inadequate fur such 
an undertaking ; and a brief sketch of the facts by which 
Captain SPRYE demonstrates his arguments ought to suffice 
to put the further procrastination of a great, an obvious, 
and an inevitable work, out of the question. 

Forty years ago, before the Burman provinces of Pegu 
and Martaban were annexed—when our possessions on the 
south-east side of the Bay were limited to Tennasserim— 
China was much more difficult of access. Yet even at that 
time Lord WILLIAM BENTINCK, the Governor-General of 
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India, perceived the benctit that must follow the establish- 
ment of a route like that now proposed, and he caused a 
friendly mission to he despatched with that view under Dr. 
RICHARDSON, Assistant Commissioner. Under the govern- 
ment of Lord AUCKLAND, the same idea was pursued 
through the instrumentality of Captain, afterwards General, 
M’LeEvp. These explorers were satisfied that no difficulties 
would be placed in the way of the undertaking by the 
Chinese, the Siamese authorities being the only ones opposed 
to the opening up of British trade across their territory. 
At Kiang-Hung Captain M’LrEob was received in an espe- 
cially friendly manner by the Royal widow and Regent for 
her son, the young heir to the Throne, and the ministers 
and chiefs of the State, who expressed warm interest in the 
success of the mission. Captain M'LEop found the distance 
from Kiang-Tung to Kiang-Hung from 120 to 130 miles, 
which he traversed in six days, though the road lay, according 
to Shan custom, straight over intervening hills, instead of 
around and beside them. From Kiang-Tung to the Salween 
also proved about six days’ journey. The opposition of the 
Siamese authorities, however, continued ; but sixteen years 
later, in 1852, Governor-General Lord DALHOUSIE annexed 
the Burman seaboard provinces of Pegu and Martaban, 
thereby acquiring the superior port of Rangoon, and extend- 
ing British territory 230 miles nearer to Takaw, Kiang- 
Tung, Kiang-Hung, China, and the caravan road uniting 
them, which still continues to be used. This rendered it 
unnecessary to cross the Tanen-Tong-Ghee ranges, or traverse 
any part of the 435 miles of Siames-Shan territory, in order 
to reach the more friendly Burmese Shan States, and 
the West of China. The Manchester Chamber of Com- 
merce perceived the advantage of the new route so long 
back as 1862, and since that date not less than sixty memo- 
rials in favour of its establishment were addressed to 
different Ministers by various commercial bodies, but re- 
ceived little attention, though warmly recommended by so 
Important an authority as Colonel—now Sir ARTHUR— 
PHAYRE, Chief Commissioner of British Burmah. The 
Government of India seems to have been chiefly responsible 
for this strange neglect, though even that Government was 
so sensible of the importance of opening up some such 
route that it despatched no less than four “little expedi- 
tions "—which were unattended with successful results. 
Now that India is under more liberal and enlightened rule 
we trust that Captain SrRYE’s route and Colonel PHAYRE’S 
recommendation will be rescued from the oblivion to which 
Lord CANNING’s Government temporarily consigned them. 

At the time of Captain McLEop’s expedition, railways 
were not in vogue, but in 1865 Captain JACKson Mus- 
PRATT WILLIAMS, of the Indian Staff Corps, and executive 
engineer of Rangoon, addressed an official memorandum to 
Sir CHARLES Woop, then Indian Secretary, on “ Railway 
Communication with Western China, and the intermediate 
Shan States, from the port of Rangoon,” in which Captain 
SPRYE'S general views were warmly advocated, and it was 
pointed out that the precise route to be adopted between the 
Sittang and Salween rivers must depend on the result of a 
thorough survey by professional engineers. This is exactly 
what Lord DERBy’s Government took up, and what, for 
some inexplicable reason, succeeding ministries have neglec- 
ted. Unfortunately Colonel PHAYRE, whose word was law 
in Burmah, at the time withdrew his support from Captain 
SPRYE’S route, though he recommended the completion 
of the survey which had been so satisfactorily commenced. 
The completion of the survey found no advocate, for some 
reason unexplained, in Sir JOHN—now Lord LAWRENCE, 
the Governor-General of India, whose “‘ masterly inactivity” 
has passe | into a proverb. 

Captain SPRYE' project had other opponents, active and 
passive. Col. FyTcHE, on being advanced to the Chief 
Commissionership at Rangoon, to the surprise of all who 
had madea study of the subject, was found urging the re- 
opening of the long, circuitous, and disused dry-season cara- 
van route from Bhamo—930 miles from Rangoon, and 515 
from the British frontier.

THE DOWAGER EMPRESSES IN CHINA. 

By the last mail from China we received a translation of 
the full text of the Imperial Decree issued by their Imperial 
_ Majesties the Dowager Empresses, announcing the accession 
to the throne of the young Emperor, and reviewing the 
veneral condition of the Empire. It is a curious docu- 
ment, and in one respect a most unsatisfactory one. In 
it prominent mention is made of the unsettled state of the 
southern and eastern provinces, and of the still more 
disturbed condition of the border regions of Yunnan, 
Shense, Kansuh, and Chinese Tartary ; of the insuff- 
ciency of the revenue; and of the adverse “ sequences 

of nature.” But not a reference is made to the all-im- 
portant question of the relations of China with foreign 
.Powers, nor is even the existence of any country beyond 
the limits of the middle kingdom hinted at. This 
assumed indifference to unpleasant subjects is not an un- 
common characteristic of Chinese mandarins, and it by no 
means indicates that such matters do not occupy their atten- 
tion. When YEH first arrived in the Hong Kong harbour 
_. he positively refused the invitation of the Interpreter to 
view the town from the deck, but was subsequently caught 
on his hands and knees taking a stealthy glance at the first 
English city he had ever seen, through his cabin window, 
and numberless other instances of the same kind of folly 
might be related. But while it is thus not uncommon, it 
is still an unhealthy sign. It shows a disinclination to 
meet the foreign question in a frank and friendly spirit. 

Fifteen years ago such a decree would have heen such 
only as might have been expected from the intense national 
conceit of the Chinese. The “ Foreign Devils” had then 
barely touched the hem of the Empire, and had in no wise 
modified the existing condition of the national life. It was 
easy, therefore, to ignore their presence. But how is it 
possible to do so now, when the ruins of Yuen-ning-yuen 
are plainly visible from the walls of Peking, when some 
eight or ten foreign flags proclaim the presence of as many 
Legations within the preciucts of the city, when the collec- 
tion of the foreign customs revenue is in the hands of Euro- 
peans, and when foreign steamers ply for hundreds of miles 
upon the inland waters of the Empire ? Under these altered 
circumstances the marked avoidance of everything relating 
to foreigners in this Speech from the Throne, as we may al- 
most call it, cannot be only attributable to national conceit. 


In February last Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD gave notice 
of a motion in the House of Commons on the subject of 
the Chinese Coolie Traffic, but owing to a technical form 
of the House the subject could not be brought forward. 
The motion was, however, revived on Friday evening, and 
the discussion which ensued is reported in another column. 


THE Standard has received a telegram from a correspon- 
dent, stating that the Imperial Palace at Yedo has heen 
totally destroyed by fire.

THE HONG KONG POST-OFFICE. 

The annual report of the Hong Kong General Post-oftice, for 
1872, reminds us that, in that year, a reduction of one penny 
per half ounce was made in the postage on letters sent between 
the United Kingdom and Hong Kong by French packet—equal- 
ising ae rate see ete sanip half oe letter, whether con- 
veyed by British or French packets. e postage on news rs 
a also reduced by one penny, Under eae geraipencut 
the mails from the Australian colonies and New Zealand for 
China now reach Point de Galle, after the departure of the British 
packets for Hong Kong, and therefore these mails are generally 
conveyed from Point de Galle to Hong Kong by French packet ; 
and permission has been given for the transmission of the mails 
from China, for Australia, to Point de Galle by French packet, 
on occasions when it arte be desirable to do so, in order to over- 
take the Australian mail packet before her departure from Puint 
de Galle for Sydney. The postage collected in Australia on letters 
for Hong Kong, or in Hong Kong on letters for Australia—viz., 
one shilling per half-ounce letter—now covers the whole charge, 
whether the letters are conveyed by British or French packet. 
Arrangements have been nearly completed, by which corres- 
pare addressed to Austria and the several States of the 

ontinent may be transmitted by the British mail packets be- 
tween Hong Kong, Trieste, and Alexandria, paid or unpaid. 
Hitherto prepayment to Alexandria has been compulsory. 

The loss of mails is fortunately of rare occurrence ; but, during 
the year under notice, the mails from America, for Hong Kong, 
Macao, Canton, Swatow, Amoy, Foochow, Manila, the Straits 
and India were tutally lost by the burning of the United States 
mail steamer America in the bay of Yokohama. 

The Money-order Office between Hong Kong and the mother 
country did not realise sufficient commission to cover expenses. 
The gross revenue of 1872 shows an apparent increase over 1571 
of $9,105.87, but, as the amount nimcollacted at the end of 1872 
was $731.82 less than that which was outstanding at the end of 
1871, the actual increase in 1472 was $8,374.05. Tl.e revenue of 
the colony increased $10,191,59, whilst the revenue of the Im- 
perial Post-oftice decreased £226 3s. 10d. 

The average time occupied in conveying the mails was less in 
1872 than in 1871—the shortest enol in 1872 by which a mail 
was conveyed from London to Hong Kong by Bnitish vessel was 
thirty-six days, and by French packet thirty-eight days. The 
shortest time of the return mail from Hong Kong to London 
was thirty-eight days by British, and thirty-six by French 
steamer. 


THE VIENNA EXHIBITION. 
——-)—— 
CHINA AND JAPAN GALLERIES. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.—SECOND NOTICE). 
In common with most galleries in the Exhibition considerable 
rogress is now observable in the departments of China and 
5 apan, and the collection becomes daily more interesting --as a 
roof of which I may mention that the Crown Prince and 
Bones of Prussia have greatly admired Archdeacon Gray’s 
collection—that of Japan being by far the most elegant, for 
reasons I have already given. This is no disparagement to 
China, as from the different modes of procedure in making the 
display the distinction was inevitable, while beyond this the 
Jacquer ware and china of Japan are at the present day the most 
interesting and beautiful. It can be seen at a glance that the 
Japanese have entered into the matter with considerable enthu- 
siasm, and at great expense. The thousand and one curious and 
indescribable knick-knacks show that great care and thought 
have been bestowed by many heads and hands— the whole 
thing being crowned by the despatch of nearly one hundred 
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men to unpack and arrange under their proper classifi- 
cation all the goods contributed, as well as the garden 


and tea houses, which I noticed in my last as having been 
formally opened by the Emperor and Empress of Austria. 
The complete seclusion in which, until very recently, Japan has 
remained, has debarred its people from taking advantage of the 
progress in mechanics and industry which has been so rapidly 
developed in other countries. Notwithstanding this disadvan- 
tave, however, considerable progress has been made, which will be 
appreciated both at home and abroad. In the list of specimens 
of industry and art sent by Japan, I might mention here silk of va- 
rious texture, tea, lacquer, porcelain, bronze, enamel, basket work 
in bamboo, paper, vevetable wax, skins, and leather, earrings m 
wood or ivory, swords, &c. The best Japanese silk is produced by 
the provinces of Iwashiro, Shinano, Kotsuke, and Tango, while the 
best manufactures and textures are produced in the towns of 
Kioto, Sendai, Gunnai, and in the provinces of Kotsuke and 
Tango. The best tea comes from Uji and Touchiyama, and from 
the provinces Saruga and Tizen. The manufacture of laequer 
ware is carried on in Kioto, Yedo (Tokei), Aizu, Tsugaru, Noshiro, 
and in the province of Suruga. ‘The best quality of porcelain is 
produced in Kioto, Imari, and Kutani, oe in the provinces of 
Owart and Awadgf. Bronzes are produced in Yedo (Toket), 
Kioto, and in the provinces of Etchin and Kanga. The 
production of works of art in enamel, although a compara- 
tively recent introduction, is carried on largely at Yedo 
(Tokei), and in the province of Owari. The province of 
Suruga and the town of Arima are noted for their manufacture 
of bamboo basket-work. The head-quarters of the paper-making 
trade is in the provinces of Mino, Echizen, Tosa, and Satsuma, 
while in nearly all the provinces of Kinshin, as well as in the 

rovince of Aizu, the manufacture of vegetable wax is carried on. 
Tn Yedo (Tokei) and at Himegi leather manufactories flourish, 
and the production of carvings, which used to be carried on in 
nearly all the provinces of Japan, is now almost exclusively con- 
fined to Yedo (Tokei). 

As regards painting, the Japanese cannot claim any particular 
credit, as their art is remarkable, not as an imitation of nature, 
but more particularly as a distinctive and an unique conception 
of art strictly carried out according to rule established by their 
old masters. It is, however, very satisfactory to tind that some 
beginning has been made in oil painting, and the few specimens 
furnished are not without ment. The specimens of raw pro- 
duce, such as metal, precious stones, and the productions of the 
animal and vegetable kingdom, are numerous. 

The Japanese Government being desirous to promote as much 
as possible a sound knowledge of the resources of their country, 
have eagerly seized upon this opportunity of contributing their 
art, industry, and productions of the soil to the International 
Exhibition ; and to facilitate a knowledge of the principal arti- 
cles of interest they have caused a number of printed explana- 
tions to be attached to the articles in question, thus hoping that 
the productions of Japan may become more generally known, 
and lead to extensive exchanges of commodities. hey also 
submit the articles of industry and art to the judgment of the 
world, hoping to gain thereby such information as will lead to 
the improvement of their industry and progress, and the material 
welfare and happiness of their people. 

The Commissioners are preparing an elaborate pamphlet, de- 
scribing the geography and general condition of Japan, illus- 
trated with photographs. This is an excellent idea, as the 
general public in Europe require to be instructed in this respect. 
It will be on sale at the Exhibition, with a special catalogue, 
which is also under preparation. 


COCHIN CHINA. 

The galleries of France are now beginning to show something, 
but the greater portion still consists of unopened cases. Many 
cases have not arrived, and the French exhibitors are loud in 
their complaints to the administration for the delay of their 
goods on the railway, some being six weeks en route. The Colo- 
nial gallery is the most forward, and the collection from Saigon 
ig remarkably neat and interesting, being well arranged in cases. 
The specimens include cotton fabrics, silk in hanks and cocoons, 
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a variety of woods, hats, shoes, pipes, musical instruments, mats, 
wax, a large assortment of drugs in bottles, rice, paddy, sugar, 
cigars, tohacco, carved wood boxes, &c. Residents of Saigon 
may well be proud of their curious collection. 


BRITISH INDIA. 

The display in this department remains much the same as on 
the opening day, but behind the scenes the Secretary to the 
Commission, Lieutenant Royk, may be seen with his workmen 
hard at it. Colonel Michaels, Captain Walker, Dr. Oldham, 
and the other Commissioners are also here giving aid. Colonel 
Michaels shows a private collection of hunting trophies, which 
is the most unique thing I ever saw.

THE CHINESE CUOLIE TRAFFIC. 

(May 23rd.) Sir C. WinGrIeELp called the attention of the House to 
the Chinese Coolie traffic, and described the means which were used to 
inveigle the Coolies on board vessels, and the cruelty of the treatment 
to which they were subjected on the voyage to Macao, where they were 
compelled to enter into contracts which they did not understand, and 
where they were constantly conveyed on board slave ships and put 
between decks, being allowed only tu come up in squads of 30 a day 
for the purposes of exercixe. He mentioned the case of a veasel on 
board which there were 600 Coolies, who could only procure water by 
buying it at the rate of a dollar a cup from the sailors, adding that out 
of the 600, 207 died, 18 jumped overboard, while 50 were landed at 
Honolulu in almost a dying state. The same vessel, having changed 
her name to the St. Juan, again set out for Macao, under the Peruvian 
tlag, and took tire; but the Coolies were left battened down below the 
hatches, and out of 600 all but 50 were burnt. Having referred to the 
correspondence in the Library, he found no less than four cases in which 
Coolies had risen and murdered the crews of the vessels, and those were 
all British ships. Of the cases which occurred on board Peruvian and 
vther ships he had no statistics. Last year a Peruvian vessel had been 
forced by stress of weather into Yekuvhama, and a Coolie jumped 
ashore and claimed the protection of the Japanese authorities ; but 
he was sent back. The matter had, however, been taken up by our 
Minister, Mr. Watson, and the result was that the Japanese Court 
of Inquiry had sentenced the captain to receive a certain number 
of lashes, and to be imprisoned, while the Coolies were liberated. 
Many of the slavers touched at the Cape of Good Hope on their way 
to Peru, and there was no reason why they should not be overhauled 
while there, and the condition of the Coolies on buard inquired into. 
Instances had occurred of 1,000 Coolies being kept under hatches while 
the steamer which was conveying them was coalinz off Table Bay, 
during which time they endured the most ternble sufferings. It had 
been stated on official authority that the Coolics were subjected to great 
cruelties on their passage, and that their death during the passage wag 
frightfully high. He traced the source of the evil to the establishment 
of agencies for procuring Covlics in Macao for export to Peru and Cuba. 
The state of the Coolies in Macao was a disgrace to civilisation, and it 
had been stated that the number of their dead bodies annually found 
in the streets of that town was 3880, if it was not considerably larger. 
All the authorities in China had agreed in denouncing this traftic. The 
condition of the Coolies when they reached Cuba was that of slaves ; 
they were bought and sold publicly, they underwent corporal punish- 
ment, they were employed in the guano pits—a most disgusting and 
unhealthy labour—and in the plantations they were made to work un- 
duly ; they were ill-fed, were made to sleep at night in large barracks, 
which were guarded by soldiers, and were completely at the mercy 
of masters who were beyond the reach of the law, while all hope of 
their ever returning to their own country was cut off. In Cuba the 
condition of the Coolies was much the same, and the special corre- 
spondent of The Times, in a series of letters from Cuba, had stated 
that the unfortunate Chinese in that island were not in any way to be 
distinguished from slaves. By the law of that island every Chinaman 
was bound to leave it within forty days after the expiration of his term 
of contract, or else to enter into a fresh contract. The correspondent 
of a New York paper had shown how that law worked, for out of 60¢ 
Coolies waiting at a port for ships to convey them home, 400 were 
seized by the Spanish Government and sold to planters for a long term 
of years. Her Majesty’s Government had endeavoured to persuade the 
Chinese Government that they ought to sanction an emigration of 


‘Coolies from China on terms resembling those on which Her Majesty's 


Government sanctioned an emigration of Coolies from India ; but there 
was no analogy between an emigration of Coolies from China and 
an emigration of Coolies from India. In the foriner case the Coolies 
emigrated from their own land to w foreign country, whereas in the 
latter the Coolies emigrated from a British possession to one of the 
British colonies. Last year the nuble lord the Under-Secretary for 
Foreign Affairs said, in reply to a motion that was made on this subject, 
that Her Majesty’s Government had made friendly representations to 
the Government of Portugal, and he asked what other course Her Ma- 
jesty's Government could take. After what had taken place it was 
mockery on the part of Lord Granville to continue to entertain confi- 
dence in the sentiments of humanity entertained by the Portuguese 
Government, and in their expressions of horror at anything like oppres- 
sion. The only way that the Portuguese Government could put an end 
to this traffic was by putting down altogether the crimps, recruiters, and 
barracoons employed and maintained in connection with it. It had been 
said that they ought to direct their efforts to the place of demand rather 
than the place of supply, but they could pretend no right to interference 
at Cuba, where, moreover, it would be useless if it were possible. What 
he asked the Government to do in the matter was to give the 
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Chinese Government such moral support as would embolden them to 
demand the suppression of the traffic. He feared it was not true that 
the evil was diminishing, for in the course of two years no less than 
25,000 Chinese had been sold to slavery, and a large proportion of those 
to death. Cuba, moreover, in anticipation of the abolition of slavery, 
had imported largely, and a proposal had just been submitted to the 
Peruvian Parliament that a grant of public money should be made for 
the importation of Coolie labour. His hostility to the emigration of 
Chinese was confined to this particular form of emigration, for expe- 
rience showed that when the Chinaman possessed his liberty and could 
work for himself his labour was valuable. There was a large and con- 
stant flow of emigration from China to the United States, but the dif- 
ference between the nature of this emigration and that of which he 
complained was shown by the fact that in the vessels employed for this 
service there had never been a single rising of Chinese, and the mor- 
tality was no greater than it was on land. It was said that in our 
Colonies Chinese frequently bound themselves to serve for a year in 
consideration of advances made to them, but that was a totally 
different thing from their remaining slaves for their lives, which 
they could not do in any of our Colonies. It sometimes happened 
that a few Chinese returned to their own country, and the ac- 
counts they gave of the horrors of slavery were a great cause 
of the hostility which existed to strangers settling in any of the 
cities of China for the purposes of trade. He, however, urged the 
adoption of his proposal on higher grounds than those of self-interest — 
namely, in the interests of humanity. He asserted that the traffic in 
question was slavery in every stage of its progress—in the kidnapping 
—in the voyage—in the life of slavery to which they were doomed. 
It was simply a traffic in human flesh. He trusted the Government 
would not look with indifference upon the fact that over 25,000 indivi- 
duals—a number which would soon reach 50,000—were being annually 
sold into slavery in defiance of their protest and in the face of the clear 
provisions of treaties. Slavery once stirred the heart of the people of 
this country, and if they seemed indifferent to it now it was only be- 
cause they were under the impression that, owing to the exertions of 
their ancestors, slavery had been extinguished. When they realised the 
fact that slavery existed in all its most hideous features, he had nu 
doubt the ole would be moved by the same generous impulses as 








their ancestors had been, and would appear in their old characters as 
the most uncompromising ’foes of slavery. 

Mr. S. Cave said he was glad the hon. member had not fallen into the 
common error of confounding the slave trade from Macao with emigra- 
tion from Hong Kong. It had often been erroneously assumed that 
Chinese emigration to the British West Indies had been attended by 
the same abuses as those by which the emigration from the Portuguese 
port of Macao to Cuba and Peru had been disgraced. An assumption 
more unjust to the Colonies was never made. What were the facts! 
In 1859 the Allied Commissioners arranged with the Chinese Govern- 
ment the terms under which Coolies might be engaged for the British 
Colonies, and a Government agent was sent to China to commence 
operations. At that time a strong feeling existed in China against the 
Macao emigration, and it was thought probable that a properly con- 
ducted British agency would be the means of stopping, at least to some 
extent, the unlawful practices at Macao. The British agent opened a 
depét at Hong Kong, under such regulations as to place the character 
of his transactions beyond dispute. The success of his measures was 
complete. While the authorities were proceeding with the utmost 
severity against kidnappers, the English depot was crowded with volun- 

applications for emigration. The contract entered into by the 
Chinese provided for a free passage to the West Indies, a service of five 
ears’ agricultural labour, payment of money wages at ‘the rate prevail- 
ing in the colony, and in addition, house, garden ground and medical 
attendance during the term of service. In order that the emigrant 
might be induced to take his family with him, the females entered into 
no obligation except to reside on the estate, and they were to 
be supplied, free of cost, with suitable lodging, medicine, and 
hospital accommodation when necessary. At the close of their five 
years’ service the emigrants were free to choose their mode of life. 
Some entered into new indentures, receiving a large bounty, others 
preferred to make their own terms ‘with employers for service on the 
estates, others engaged in retail trade or cultivated provision grounds, 
or pursued any handicraft they might have been accustomed to in 
China, all enjoying as much real freedom and protection as they could 
have in England. Under this system emigration was carried on up to 
1866 with the concurrence of all classes, and notably of a German mis- 
sionary, who, after a voyage to Demerara and Trinidad, returned to 
China fully convinced of the advantage the Chinese would. by emi- 
grating to those Colonies. About this time, however, Sir R. Alcock 
entered into a Cenvention with China, containing new and onerous con- 
ditions, the practical effect of which was to put a stop to the emigration 
to British Colonies. And it must be remembered with regard to back 
passages that the Chinese comes as a colonist, whereas the Indian Codlie, 
as arule, returned home. On the other hand, it had thrown no obstacle 
in the way of emigration from Macao. Since the closing of the British 
agency there had been increased activity at that port, and emigrants were 
atill engaged in different parts of China, carried to Macao, and practically 
sold into slavery. The British West India Colonies urgently needed 
labour, and offered advantages to the Chinese at least equal to any 
other countries—advantages secured to the emigrant on the good faith 
of the British Government. He trusted there was a prospect of the 
Convention being modified so as to allow this emigration to be resumed. 
The British colonists had long felt it a great hardship and injustice 
that, while disposed to enter into and fulfil proper engagements, they 
had been debarred from obtaining labourers from this source, at the 
same time that other countries were procuring thousands every year, 
either by evading the terms of the Convention, or entering into engage- 
ments which they did not intend to carry out. The Slave Trade Blue- 
books recently issued contained a despatch from Lord Granville to 
Mr. Layard, the British Ambassador at Madrid, referring to suggestions 
for the introduction of Coolies into Cuba from British India. It stated 
that the Government “ could only consider a scheme for the introduc- 
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tion of British immigrants when slavery is absolutely abolished 
in that island, and then only under the protection of a treat 
This pointed to the possibility of a Convention with Spain et He 
to those made, unfortunately, as he thought, with the French and 
Dutch. He should like ‘to know whether any negotiations to this 
end had been commenced, or whether the question had advanced at 
all since Lord Granville’s ’ despatch written two years ago. Now, in 
our West India Colonies the Government had thought the most strin- 
gent regulations necessary for the protection of the people, and a direct 
supervision over every detail of the system. The Immigration Agent- 
General acted in every way for the protection of the peuple ; houses of 
a specified kind must be built for them, and sufficient hospital accom: 
modation provided. Such regulations would be still more nec in 
Cuba, where the planters had been accustomed to deal with slaves ; but, 
evidently, the British Government could not enforce such a system 
there. The case of Réunion showed that the British Consul would be 
unable to act as an efficient check, and no security would exist fur the 
proper treatment of the immigranta or for the fulfilment of the con- 
tracts. The sufferings of the Chinese in Cuba, nominally free immi- 
grants, but practically slaves, afforded a strong argument against placing 
British subjects in a similar position. He did not wish to say anything 
harsh of Spain, especially in her present difficulties ; but her extreme 
negligence, to say the least, in carrying out her various Treaty engage- 
ments respecting the slave trade, showed that she was not yet to be 
trusted in these matters, and he should be glad to hear that the idea of 
sanctioning emigration from British India to the Spanish Colonies, if 
ever seriously entertained, had been finally abandoned. 

Mr. Maonrac had scarcely commenced speaking when attention was 
called to the fact that forty members were not present ; but, a quorum 
being made, he proceeded with his remarks. He thought the circum- 
stances of the Coolie trade were such that any one who had any know- 
ledge on the subject ought to addreas the House. He concurred in the 
inutility of a Convention with the Spanish Government, and he trusted 
a strong opinion would be expressed by the House against the emigra- 
tion from British India of any of our fellow subjects there, as there were 
in India thousands of square miles of territory which required labour. 
He entirely endorsed all that the right hon. member for Shorekam had 
said on this subject. The Chinese had been carefully provided for under 
a system of rules and regulations which had been strictly and uniformly 
adhered to, and from information he had received, he could say that no 
complaint had ever been made with regard to any of the vessels on 
which they had been carried. The Coolies had returned with consider- 
able sums of money, having received ample wages for their labour. The 
hon. member for Gravesend had referred to the Convention with China, 
but it was obviously never intended by China to be carried out. The 
edict was in force only on paper, and hence the state of things in Macao 
which he had so graphically Aescribed: The hon. member had said that 
our conduct in the past with regard to China was not calculated to in- 
spire confidence on the general subject of the prohibition of slavery. 

Sir C. WINGFIELD protested against the hon. member putting words 
in his mouth which he had never uttered. 

Mr. MaGniac was prepared to maintain that our conduct in re to 
China had been particularly forbearing and worthy of being followed by 
other nations. The position of Hong Kong itself was a proof of this. 
At the present moment no charge in regard to the improper shipment 
or emigration of Coolies could be brought against any one connected 
with Hong Kong. On the other hand, he was happy to say that a 
strong community of feeling was growing up between those who resided 
at Hong Kong and the natives of China. The hon. member very much 
overrated the good will of the Chinese Government in this matter. 
That Government was content to sit by and see what occurred under 

their noses without any interference. The Government at Peking looked 
to the Governors of the various Provinces only for a certain amount of 
tribute, and if that was forthcoming, the Provincial Governors were 
allowed to govern as they pleased. Asa rule, the Chinese officials were 
the worst paid in the world, and they made their gains as they could. 
That was the simple explanation of what occurred at Macao. The Chie 
nese Government might put a stop to these proceedings to-morrow if 
they chose to carry out their own law. Nothing was more beautiful 
than the Chinese laws on paper, but in practice nothing could be less 
effective. They were not carried out. The hon. member recommended 
that we should pursue a vigorous course ; but a vigorous course was 
often a dangerous course. The only way, to deal properly with this 
horrible trade was to treat China as an independent nation, to give her 
@ good example, to support her where we could do so justly, and to 
remonstrate with her when her conduct might call for remonstrance. 

Mr. R. N. Fow er said that the hon. gentleman who had just sat 
down seemed to intimate that though these proceedings were very hor- 
rible there was nobody to blame for them. His hon. friend was, no 
doubt, a great authority ; but an authority second to none in this — 
country had shown in a letter to The Times that he was of a very dif- 
ferent opinion, when he asked, “‘ Why had all these horrors of kidnap- 
ping and slavery been allowed to continue year after year without any 
effort being made by civilised States to put an end tothem!” Last 
year he himself called attention to this subject, and one of the state- 
ments which he then made was that gambling-houses were permitted 
to exist in the British colony of Hong Kong, that the Chinese, having 
lost in those houses everything that belonged to them, finally staked 
their persons, and that was one of the ways by which this horrible 
traffic was prolonged. He was sorry the right hon. gentleman the 
Under-Secretary for the Colonies (Mr. Knatchbull-Hugessen) was not 
now in his place, as he was happy to acknowledge that within the last 
twelve months Lord Kimberley had taken steps to put down that evil, 
and his principal object in rising was to thank the noble lord and his 
right hon. friend for what had been done. 

Viscount ENFIELD said he had listened to the hon. member for 
Gravesend with some surprise and perplexity, because throughout the 
whole of his speech there ran a vein of accusation, rot only against the 
present Government, but against all Govern. ents, for having been 
careless and indifferent as to the horrors of slavery. The hon. baronet 
drew a distinction between this country and the United States very 
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much to our disadvantage ; but he must have ee that this very 
year we were incurring great pecuniary and possibly moral sacrifices in 
carrying out the mission to Zanzibar, which had for its object the sup- 
pression of the slave trade on the East Coast of Africa. If he inter- 
reted the hon. member’s speech aright, the conclusion which he would 
ie Parliament and the country come tv was nothing less than a de- 
claration of war against Portugal. Thehon. gentleman had brought various 
accusation against former Governments in respect of the Chinese Coolie 
traffic. But what were the facts? The question of the Coolie traffic 
had attracted the attention of British Governments since 1853, and 
ever since they had endeavoured with various success to mitigate ita 
horrors. But before going into the point he would join issue with the 
hon. gentleman and say that emigration and immigration of Coolies 
properly conducted was not slave trade. (Hear, hear.) He would re- 
call to the House what had been done since 1853. The British Govern- 
ment had acted consistently both alone and in concert with other 
Powers for the defence of humanity in this particular question. Briefly 
mentioned, the results of its labours were as follows :—Firat, the Chi- 
nese Passenger Act of 1855; then the Emigration system established 
in 1860; thirdly, the obtaining the assent of the Chinese Government 
to proper regulations in the Treaty of Tientsin ; and fourthly, prohibiting 
Hong Kong from being a depot for emigration to any but British Colonies 
and in any but British ships. (Hear, hear.) The statements made with 
regard to the horrors perpetrated on board the two ships men- 
tioned by the hon. gentleman were quite correct. But when the 
case of one of these ships, the Don Juan, formerly called Dolores Ugarte, 
was brought tothe notice of Her Majesty’s Government, Lord Granville 
wrote a despatch which conclusively proved that there was no indif- 
ference on his part to the horrors perpetrated on board that ship. 
He regretted to say that the Portuguese Government thought it their 
duty not only to defend themselves, but inferentially to attack the 
Hong Kong Government and our emigration regulations. But we had 
a complete refutation of these accusations in a despatch of Sir Richard 
MacDonnell dated January 8, 1872. The only drawback to the system 
was that the immigrants suffered from violence on the part of loafers, 
who regarded the importation of such industrious competitors with 
jealousy. Sir Charles Murdoch also confirmed the report that the 
system had much improved under the Governor of Macao, Admiral 
de Souza. Changes had been made between 1859 and 1866 with 
regard to the regulations affecting Hong Kong. The remarks of the 
bon. member for St. Ives, speaking as he did from personal acquaint- 
ance, must have been listened to with satisfaction, Great care was 
now taken to prevent abuses, no native recruiting was allowed, the 
depéts were under strict surveillance, the emigrant ships were examined 
as regards seaworthiness, the emigrants were questioned as to their 
destination and conditions of service, and many of them returned 
home, having saved money. The House should know the character af 
these men. The writer of a private letter trom Hong Kong said :— 
“The greater part of the men obtained are either men of indifferent 

character, more or less at variance with the local authorities, who have 
been in prison or quarrelled with their parents, or are given to drink, 
and of extreme stupidity. The majority are boatmen, about a third 
being agriculturists, or men employed on shore. These men are either 
deceived by delusive promises, by threats of being split on for some 
real or fancied offence against the authorities, or are induced by a con- 
tinued round of dissipation and drink to promise anything. Many sell 
themselves to pay their gambling debts. The agents (who are natives) 
run great risks, for if found out by the authorities they get but a short 
shrift and a long rope.” 

The hon. meraber for Gravesend semed to think we had refused to assist 
the Chinese Government. On the contrary, Sir Brooke Robertson, our 
Consul-General at Canton, had acted with energy. He had observed 
large bodies of Coolies leaving Canton every morning by steamers under 
British flag for Macao. He arranged with the Viceroy to appoint officers 
to examine all Coolie passengers, and invited all who did not wish to go 
to Macao to step out and say so. On the first morning thirty availed 
themselves of this, next day nine, and others landed on subsequent 
occasions. This happened last year. Sir Brooke Roberteon had again 
acted vigorously this year. About the beginning of March several junks 
with Europeans on board were reported on the coast opposite the island 
of Hainan, and the Viceroy of Canton, at the recommendation of Her 
Majesty's Consul, sent a gunboat with orders to bring them to Canton. 
Three were captured ; the Chinese crews were delivered up to the local 
authorities, but the European captured claimed to be a Portuguese, and a 
resident proprietor at Macao. The Viceroy accordingly proposed commu- 
nicating with the Portuguese Government respecting him. In the end of 
March the Viceroy was going to despatch two more gunboats to sweep the 
coast for Macao kidnappers, of whom it was stated there were above 
twenty vessels fitted out for that purpose. The hon. member for 
Gravesend had also referred to the case of the Maria Luz. This was a 
Peruvian ship, with two hundred Coolies, and it was driven by stress 
of weather into Yokohama in July last. One Coolie, who jumped over- 
board, was taken on board Her Majesty's ship Jron Duke and handed 
over to the Japanese authorities, but he was sent back to the Maria 
Luz, beaten, and had his pigtail cut off— Mr. Watson, the British 
Secretary of Legation, on hearing of this, paid a visit to the vessel, and, 
ascertaining that he and other Cvolies were detained against their will, 
brought the matter under the notice of the Japanese authorities. After 
inquiry, the Coolies were liberated and sent back to China, and the 
Chinese Government had thanked Mr. Wade for the friendly inter- 
ventiun of the British authorities on behalf of the Coolies. The ques- 
tions arising between the Portuguese and Chinese had created sume 
ditiiculty, but the good offices of Sir Brooke Robertson had prevented 
any serious collision between the two countries. The Portuguese 
claimed jurisdiction over Macao by right of conquest ; but the Chinese 
denied this. Some Portuguese adventurers obtained a footing there in 
1516, and in 1657 permission was granted to the Portuguese to erect 
storehouses. In 1682 a ground rent was stipulated for of about £166, 
#0 it seemed clear that Micao was not ceded to the Portuguese. A 
private letter received from Canton stated that— 

“Mutual concessions might lead to Portugal being admitted as a 
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Treaty Power, and with a Minister of that nation at Peking much 
might be done to ameliorate the condition of the Coolies and rectify 
abuses.” 

The United States had lately suggested united action on the part of 
America and Great Britain, and a reply had been made in the sense that 
we advocated Coolie emigration when properly conducted as beneficial 
to the Coolies themselves and to the countries in which they were em- 
ployed ; that all emigration under contract to places not within Her 
Majesty's dominions was strictly forbidden from Hong Kong; that we 
were fully alive to the evils of emigration as practised at Macao, and 
were willing to co-operate with the Governments of other countries with 
a view to put a atop to these abuses, The House would probably wish 
to know what assurance he could give as to the future action of Her 
Majesty's Government in that matter. It would be improper for him 
to indulge in any language savouring of menace towards Po 

but any one who carefully and dispassionately considered all that dif- 
ferent Governments of this country had done in reference to that sub- 
ject, and how they had urged it upon the attention of the Chinese, the 
Portuguese, and other Governments, would recognise the anxiety they 
had shown for the suppression of that Coolie emigration, conducted in 
so lamentable a manner as it was from Macao to Cuba. They would 
continue to urge their representations upon foreign Powers. 

could not be insensible to the horrors of that traffic which had been 
brought under their notice. He hoped the House would believe that 
Lord Granville, faithful to the traditions he had inherited from Lord 
Clarendon, was as keenly alive as the hon. member for Gravesend to 
those evils, and would do all in his power by friendly communication 
with other Governments which had a voice in the matter, to put a th 3 
to them. In conclusion, he referred to the successful exertions whi 
the present and past Administrations had made in the interests of 
humanity and justice. (Hear, hear.) 

After another unsuccessful attempt to count out the House, the dis- 
cussion was continued by Sir H. VERNEY, who expressed his belief that 
the statements of the hon. member for Gravesend in respect to the 
Chinese Coolie traffic were not at all exaggerated—a traffic more cruel 
than any carried on in slaves from the coast of Africa. These Chinese 
Coolies were a civilised and intelligent race. They were much more 
sensitive than the poor negroes deported from Africa, and there was no 
doubt they were deceived and entrapped into those contracta. He hoped 
that much more stringent representations than had yet been made to 
the Portuguese Government would be addressed to them by Lord Gran- 
ville on that subject. 


Mr. Eastwick thought the Chinese Government had shown that 
they were not indifferent in regard to that matter by having expressed 
to Mr. Wade their thanks for the course taken by Mr. Watson in Japan 
with reference to the Coolie traffic. The report of the Commissioners 
sent to British Guiana, stating that the planters having made a dear 
bargain with regard to Chinese immigrants, had tried to extricate them- 
selves in not the most creditable manner, showed that even in our own 
colonies, with all the care displayed by the Government, questionable 
proceedings occurred, and that unremitting vigilance was necessary. 
As to Spain and Portugal, the latter an old ally, and with whom any 
hostile feeling was undesirable, their conduct was reprehensible in the 
highest degree. The noble lord very properly used the diplomatic 
expressions of courtesy which must be used by those employed in a re- 
sponsible position towards foreign Powers, but he, as anindependent mem- 
ber, could imagine nothing worse than their conduct. Porto Rico, indeed, 
was a remarkable exception to the other Spanish colonies, for there 
slavery had been abolished, an unanimous feeling prevailed against immi- 
gration, the existing population was quite equal to the demands of 
labour, large quantities of sugar and tobacco were produced, and there was 
a surplus revenue, which, he was sorry to say, was taken by Spain to carry 
on the war in Cuba. In the latter island the Governor and planters, 
according to the report of a conference reprinted in an official Sodmant 
of the United States, regarded the Chinese Coolie traffic as absolutel 
necessary and requiring to be continued and increased. He agreed wi 
the right hon. member for Shoreham that Lord Granville’s despatch 
to Mr. Layard appeared to encourage the idea of importing Coolies 
from British India, but in another despatch Lord Granville re- 
ferred to the scheme as impracticable. Possibly one despatch was 
meant to be shown to the Spanish Government, and the other 


not. It was difficult to know what to do with Governments with 
which we wished to remain on good terms, and which yet were 
determined to carry on this traffic. We might, as indicated by the 


noble lord, act in concert with the United States, which had shown a 
willingness to do anything they could to put down these nefarious 
practices, Influence might also be brought to bear on the Chinese Go- 
vernment at Peking. ‘The warnith shown by the honourable baronet 
(Sir C. Wingfield) in such a matter was only natural, and he hoped the 
Government would continue their efforts. 

Sir G. BaLrour was satisfied with the reply given by the noble lord, 
and begged the Government not to slacken their efforts in this matter. 
Having considerable acyuaintance with Macao, he was afraid he could 
not hold out any hopes that the Government would be able, with entire 
success, to put an end to the kidnapping ; but he suggested that the 
most effectual mode of putting a stop to it would be to encourage the 
free emigration of Coolies to our culunies, whereby both parties would 
be benefited by cheapening, as far as possible, the cost of their convey- 
ance. When once the Covlies were landed in large numbers in the colo- 
nies, they were quite able to take care of, and provide for, themselves. 

The subject then dropped.

stormy weather, near Galita Island. On the way to this port the two 
vessels were twice in collision, the former having her iron bowsprit 
broken, and the letter having ten frames on her starboard bow stove in 
from the main deck upwards, and a hole cut in her stern amidships, 
about four feet downwards, penetrating the deck about three feet. 

Advices from Nieuwe Diep, May 15, state that the stern frame of 
the Insuldine, Duinker, had been found floating off Terschelling ; the 
above vessel sailed from Sunderland April 26, for Macassar. 

Advices from Aden, May 5, state that the Pow-an, Ferries, from 
the Clyde, to Hong Kong, which was towed in there, 4, was to be 
beached, to fit a new propeller, there being a spare one on board. 

CaRpiFF, May 19, 4.50 p.m.—The Whampoa, hence to Yokohama, 
which stranded near Nash Point, 11, was sold, 19, by auction ; the hull 
realised £505, and the coal £525. 

Hampura, May 17.—A letter from Cape Town, April 15, addressed 
to the owners, states that the Anita, Bruhn, from Batavia to Amsterdam, 
had put into Cape Town for repairs, having encountered a hurricane 
from 10 to 12 March, when off Mauritius.

He will only 
remain for a few days, after which the whole of the Embassy 
will start for Peking. His Excellency does not expect to be long 
ne with business with the Viceroy hig oh treaty matters. 
Li Hung-chang returned to Tientsin from Peking on the 10th of 


April. 

The Emperor returned from his visit to the Imperial Tombs 
on the 9th April, and by his express orders the 1 esate were 
allowed to remain in the streets when he ugh the 
city in the middle of the day.

SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 19th

e following report was presented :— 

The Directors have now to report to the shareholders upon the Com- 
pany’s business during the half-year ending 31st December, 1872. After 
carrying forward from the working account Tis. 236,282.87, a balance 
accrued to the credit of the Company of Ts. 594,755.32 on the above 

irrespective of the capital paid up, Tls. 300,000. The net premia 
ober er with bryce &c., amounts ae 496,778.72, which, 
to receipts © preceding six mon ives i ry 
total for the year of Tis. 991,829.69. The fan of Tis, 218,531.89 
has been paid in adjustment of losses and average claims, including total 
losses per steamers Parnassus and Lahloo. Since the 8lst December, 
further payments in respect of the underwriting account for 1872 
amount to Tis. 83,170.18. 

Looking to the financial position of the company, the directors are 
enabled to recommend a distribution of a portion of the profits in ac- 
cordance with clause 91 in the deed of settlement. After paying losses 
to date as above, there remains the sum of Tis. 511,685.19, of which it 
is considered that Tis. 271,585.19 will be amply sufficient to meet fur- 
ther known or ible claims, and there thus remains for appropriation 
a balance of . 240,000.00; it is therefore proposed to declare an 
interim dividend, thus: Tls. 80,000.00 to shareholders generally (equal 
to Tls. 80 per share), Tls. 48,000.00 to. shareholders proportionately on 
the net premia contributed, Tls. 112,000.00 being placed to a reserve 
fund for future division.

Hopes were excited when 
‘they heard that two foreigners were on board, but ¢loser inquiry 
led to the belief that they were two: Chinese dreased up in the

jorcha was the Mun-ta-lin-a, evidently the Chinese equivalent of 
Mandarin. She had left, southward bound six days in advance 
of the gunboat. No trace could be obtained of the lorcha or her 
crew from this point onwards, as far as. Nam-quan in Fo 


hkien, 


where the captain of the gunboat refused to go further, on the 
ground that he was getting short of coals. The Consular officers.

On the 30th April, when Messrs. Apcar and Co.’s steamer China 
was off Pulo Pisang, fire was discovered in the between dec 
about midships, among some bales of compressed cotton stow 
there. The frre spread with great i area iting the wood- 
work of the deck and the wooden lining of the ship’s sides 
and of the bulk-head of the engine-rooms. The ship’s 
steam fire-pumps were got to work as speedily as pos- 
sible, hose stretched along the deck, holes cut in the decks and 
water poured down upon the fire. There being no cargo abaft 
the cotton between decks, Captain Gardner directed his efforts 
to prevent the fire working forward among the cargo. The offi- 
cers, crew, and the cabin and deck engers, among whom were 
some 125 Chinese from Penang, all volunteered, and worked so 
admirably that by their assistance the fire was confined to the 
locality where it was first discovered, and about one o’clock in 
the afternoon it was entirely extinguished. During the progress 
of the fire some seventy or eighty bales of cotton were thrown 
overboard. The damage to the decks and woodwork will detain 
the steamer some eight days here to repair. 

The shareholders of the Tanjong Pagar Dock Company have 
presented the Honourable Thomas Scott with a service of plate, 
as a token of their recognition of his valuable services to the 
company as chairman of the Board of Directors. The place 
selected for the presentation was the spacious upper room of the 
Company’s new store over the entrance to the dockyard. The

ENGLISH NAVAL OFFICERS FOR JAPAN. 

A few weeks ago it was announced that the Japanese Government, 
with the sanction of the Lords of the Admiralty, had offered a certain 
number of English naval officers and seamen lucrative positions in their 
marine. The offer was readily accepted, and a large number came for- 
ward as volunteers for Japan. 

The claims and qualifications of the applicants having been fully con- 
sidered, a complete selection has been made. The officer selected for 
the command of the party is Commander Archibald L. Douglas, and 
the gunnery lieutenant is Lieutenant Jones, at present serving on board 
H.M.S. Royal Adelaule at Devonport. In addition to those officers the 
party consists of one chief engineer, one assistant engineer, two boat- 
swains, two gunners, one carpenter, two chief petty officers, six first- 
class petty officers, ten leading seamen and seamen gunners. There 
were no less than 125 volunteers on board the £zcellent, gunnery ship 
at Portamouth, of whom one chief petty officer, two first-class petty 
officers, five leading seamen, and three seamen gunners were selected. 
Those who have been selected from on board the Cambridge, gunnery 
ship at Devonport, are nearly all petty officers, and include some who 
are now engaged as instructors in that vessel. The Japanese Govern- 
ment have acted with great liberality in this matter, and only a few 
days since relieved our Government by adding to the pay of the off- 
cers and men who are about to enter their service the sum they would 
receive in the English Navy. The of the loweat class in the 
party, that of seamen gunners, will be about £180 a year. On their 
arrival in Japan, the officers and men will proceed to the Naval College 
at Tokei, near Yedo, where they will be engaged in instructing the 
Japanese. The period of service is three years, The party will leave 
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Southampton on Thursday, by the P. and O. mail steamer, their pas- 
sage being paid by the Japanese Government, as well as a liberal sum 
being allowed for their outfit. 


CHURCH MISSIONS IN CHINA AND JAPAN. 
Meetings are being held in Hampshire in aid of the Church Missionary 
Society. The report, having announced the consecration of Bishop 
Russell to the diocese of North China, says :—“ China unfolds at last 
her doors to earnest but prudent Christian effort. Already the society 
numbers there 10,000 converts, many with faith tested by the spoiling 
of goods and hazard of life—men of singular love, earnestness, and 
rayer. Japan is undergoing a marvellous change. Her ambassadors 
pave been amongst us. The electric telegraph, railways, lighthouses, 
printing presses, newspapers, are waking up the dormant energies of 
that remarkable people. 50,000 schools are soon to cover the land. 
In these English is to be extensively taught, so that it is a common 
saying in Japan that ‘ in the next generation any Japanese will be able 
to read and write not only his own, but the English language.’ Better 
than all, they are profoundly dissatisfied with heathenism. Their su- 
perstitions have failed them. They seek something better. They are 
at last tolerant. This very week the telegraph flashes to us the news 
that 1,938 native Christians who, some three years ago, were removed 
from their villages in the vicinity of Nagasaki to the extreme points of 
the Empire, have been unconditionally authorised to return to their 
homes. What Christian witnesses these men may be! What a privi- 
lege to us to be allowed to direct this remarkable people, at the great 
national crisis, to those waters of life of which they who drink shall 
never thirst.” 

The Rev. J. Pickford, late missionary in Ceylon, gives a history of the 
rogress of missionary work in the island, more especially among the 
lies who go to work there from India, afterwards returning to India, 
and disseminating the word of God among their fellow-countrymen in 

various parts. 7 . 


A MOVEMENT has been inaugurated on board the Iron Duke, flagship 
of Vice-Admiral C. F. A. Shadwell, C.B., on the China station, which 
might be followed with advantage on board every British man-of-war. 
What is called » Compassionate Fund has been established, its object 
being the relief of the widows, orphans, and friends of deceased ship- 
mates, and of shipmates themselves invalided from the service or off the 
station. The entrance fee and subscriptions are comparatively trifling, 
and the prospects of the club are said to be very cheering. The com- 
mittee, to save trouble and expense, decided to place a sum of money in 
the National Provincial Bank (of England) to meet all claims. Mr. J. 
L. Thorne, superintendent of the Royal Sailors’ Home at Portamouth, 
has kindly undertaken the duty of settling all claims at home ; anda 
cheque has been forwarded to him to meet present wants. 


VISIT OF A JAPANESE OFFICIAL TO LIVERPOOL.— Yasukawa Sigemari, 
a member of the Imperial Council of Japan, visited Liverpool on the 
26th ult., in the course of a special tour of inquiry into English muni- 
cipal institutions and the method of conducting them. The Mayor of 
Liverpool conducted his Excellency to the Police-courta, Free Library 
and Museum, and the St. George’s Hall. The Town-clerk and Mr. P. 
H. Rathbone, brother of the member for Liverpool, afterwards went 
with the Imperial Commissioner to inspect the Sailors’ Home, Custom 
House, Dock Offices, and the great grain warehouses and docks. The 
distinguished visitor afterwards lunched at the Town-hall. 


Ir was announced at a recent meeting of the American Bible Society 
held in New York, that there are new translations and revisions in pro- 
gress of the Arabo-Turkish, Armeno Turkish, Hebrew-Spanish, Azerbi- 
gan-Turkish, Chinese Mandarin, Chinese Colloquial and Japanese ver- 
sions of the Bible. There have been manufactured at the Bible House 
780,850 volumes; printed and purchased abroad, 273,366; total, 
1,054,216. Entire number of volumes issued during fifty-seven years, 
29,782,214. 

THe Juno, screw-corvette, 6 guns, Captain Baird, arrived in Ply- 
mouth Sound on the 26th ult. from the China station, via the Suez 
Canal, with the crews of Ringdove, Adventure, and Dove, paid off, 
and men of Princess Charlotte who have completed three years’ 
service on the station. The Juno was commissioned on May 6, 1868, 
at Woolwich, left England for China on June 29, 1870, and left the 
station on her return voyage on the 15th February last. 


A MEMORIAL window to the late Sir James Brooke, Rajah of Sara- 
wak, was opened on the 29th ult. in Sheepstor Church, Dartmoor. 
There was a large congregation, and the Venerable Archdeacon Earle 
preached. The Rajah’s last residence—Burrator—was in the parish of 
Sheepsetor, and in the churchyard of that secluded moorland village his 
body lies. 

THE Dutch steamers Bommelerwaard, Capt. Haakman, and Riorm, 
Capt. Steffens, have put into Falmouth for coals on their voyage from 
Helvoetsluys for Java, vid Suez Canal, and will sail again on the 5th 
inst. They are to be followed by other vessels of the same class in- 
tended to act against Atchin. 


THE death is reported of Capt. S. Meredith, R.N., for thirty years 
chief constable of Wiltshire. He formerly served in the Volage, and 
witnessed the attack made on June 28th, 1813, on the defences of 
Sambas, a piratical State on the western coast of Borneo. 

Capt. C. C: Forsyru, C.B., who has just died at the age of sixty-one, 
commanded the Hornet, 17, on the China station, from September, 
1854, until April, 1857, when he was posted.

THE PAUMBEN CHANNEL. 

A further report respecting the proposed ship canal in Ceylon 
has just been presented to Parliament. The following is a 
résumé of the contents :— 

Sir James Dalrymple Elphinstone, M.P., writing undér date 
March 6th, 1872, describes the programme of inspection, a 
proved by the late Governor, Sir Hercules Robinson, x 
aol rae the expedition in the steamship Serendzb, as fol- 

ows :— 

1. Indian ship canal across Tonitory Point, with a harbour of 
sixteen square miles. 

2. The present Paumben Channel. 

3. Line through the Island of Ramisseram, suggested by Sir 
William Denison in 1862. 

There were three other points where it was supposed that 
practicable passages could found, but these were rejected ; 
we will, therefore, confine our notice to the above-named plans. 

1. The Tonitory scheme was introduced by Mr. Donnan, 
master-attendant of Colombo, who estimated the cost of the 
earthworks in cutting through the Peninsula at £90,000. The 
estimate may not be relied upon exactly, but the plan has been 
supported by such high authorities—among them Sir James 
Hope—that it deserves exhaustive examination. If this site 
were selected, a branch railway from the line now being con- 
structed from Madura to Tuticorin would bring the whole of the 
cotton trade of Tinnevelly to that point, and it would also attract 
the great passenger traffic to Ceylon, which amounted in 1869 to 
86,000 persons, and is annually increasing. The roadstead of 
Tuticorin is a costly, inconvenient, and unsafe place of shipment; 
but there is no doubt that the expense of the works would be 
heavy. 

9. Mr. Townshend pro to improve the present channel at 
a cost of £1,386,000. e chief objection to this plan is that 
the channel must always be curved. The current will run 
obliquely across the southern part of it, escaping to the westward 
of Pullee Island, and consequently the difficulty and risk to 
large ships would be considerable. The Strait is a mile and a 

uarter wide, and, as the channel would necessarily be at some 
distance from the shore, there would be difficulty in obtaining 
the requisite wharves for ships to coal. 

3. Sir William Denison’s plan possesses advantages beyond 
either of the other proposals. But when Sir William selected 
the site the north-east monsoon was on, and his southern entrance 
would be exposed to the surf of Adam’s Bridge during the south- 
west monsoon, and would therefore be dangerous, if not imprac- 
ticable, unless covered by an extensive and costly breakwater. 
An equally favourable opening might, however, be made through 
the island further to the westward, where the southern entrance 
would be sheltered by the Cooresuddy and Shingle Islands. This 
would bring the southern entrance to the point contemplated by 
the committee of 1862. The expense of Tighthouses would not 
be formidable. The cost of cutting and furnishing the canal 
is estimated at £300,000. The revenue from tolls would, no 
doubt, be considerable, as a ship would save four days in time 
and 720 miles of distance. 

Mr. George Robertson, Harbour Engineer, considers the ex- 

sed position of the southern entrance selected by Sir William 

enison a fatal objection. The line he fixed upon is further to 
the westward than either of the others. The survey was conducted 
by Messrs. Stoddart and Robertson, and the section and borings 

roved most favourable. The distance acroas from water- 
ine to water-line is 3,897 yards—a little over two miles and a 
furlong. Mr. Townshend’s estimate of the expense of Sir Wil- 
liam Denison’s line was £1,372,810, exclusive of the breakwater, 
which was estimated at another million. The estimate given to 
Mr. Robertson by Mr. Reidy was £660,000—or less than half 
Mr. Townshend’s amount. explanation was requested from 
the latter gentleman, but he excused himself on the ground that 
he had retired. The question of his estimate is therefore not 


likely to be reopened. 


Mr. Robertson took the north entrance to the canal as 100 
yards wide at the beach, opening out to 500 yards, with a depth 
prec, Increasing from 26 to 30 feet. As the quantity to be 

ed is 2,000,000 cubic yards, and it must be done in a given 
and limited time—say four years at most—the plant will require 
to be first-class. Mr. Robertson has estimated for two dredyers 
from Messrs. Simons and Co., of Renfrew, fitted with twin- 
screw propellers, and able to make the voyage out to Paumben 
under canvas and steam—each dredger to be capable of ex- 
cavating 600 tons of free sand per hour, and iu 30 feet of water. 
A small amount of dredging may be required for the main- 
tenance of the canal, but the larger dredgers might both be sold, 
and a smaller one bought for this work. Mr. Robertson’s final 
estimate of the cost amounts to £440,000 ; and this will be re- 
duced by the sum the eee lant may produce after the 
completion of the canal. The alanis to overseers, engineers, 
clerks, &c., are taken for four years; and the estimate includes 
bungalows, sheds, hospital stores, &c., for at least, 6,000 coolies, 
These will be useful after the completion of the work. The 
estimate also includes a lighthouse and a small landing-pier at 
each end of the canal. Taking the total quantity to be excavated 
and dredged, Mr. Robertson’s estimate is 1s. 11d. per cubic yard, 
against 5s, in Mr. Townshend’s,

The Phenix, always a welcome visitor, presents us this month 
with a number of so much interest as to out-do the average of 
its predecessors. ‘The Monkey and the Crab,” a fable, and 
“ Urashima no Ko,” a Japanese boy who is supposed to be car- 
ried to fairy land, of all creatures in the world, by a tortoise, are 
amusing studies, The “Life of Ogotai Khakan” is spiritedly 
continued by Mr. H. H. Howarth. Dr. Campbell contributes 
a paper full of new information concerning the winds and storms 
in Tibet. Mr. J. O'Neill gives some amusing specimens of 
Japanese sonnets, with translations and notes, for which the 
writer deserves great praise, though we cannot say much for the 
poetical merit of the verses he has unearthed on this occasion— 
a circumstance not difficult of recognition when we are reminded 
that the Japanese, believing the seat of intelligence to be in 
the abdomen, employ such words as “heart,” “belly,” &c., 
where we should rather say “mind” and “head.” Mr. B. H. 
Hodgson commences the republication of a series of papers, 
of special interest just now, on the “ Commerce of Nepaul,” 
enriched with a comparative vocabulary of the languages of Hor 
Sékyeul and Sif4u. Dr. Martin, president of the Peking Uni- 
versity, contributes a translation of some pretty verses on a fan, 
which have at least the merit of an idea, though a slight one. 
Under the title of “Christianity in Japan” we have an account 
of a little pamphlet, attributed to Dr. Hepburn, and containin 
translations of the Ten Commandments, the Apostles’ Creed, an 
the Lord’s Prayer into the vernacular. Among the reviews the 
new “Japan Primer,” by Mr. W. E. Griftis, of San Francisco, is 
well spoken of. ‘“ Education in Japan” is an interesting collec- 
tion of letters addressed by prominent American public men to 
Mr. Arinori Mori, Ex-minister for Japan at Washington. The 
letters, or essays, on education are headed by an introduction by 
Mr. Mori himself. Some striking remarks on Confucianism, 

Buddhism, and Sintoism we subjoin :-— 

The different central dogmas of the three creeds are as follows :—-The 
Buddhist believes in a future life dependent upon the principle of cause 
and effect. The Confucian, in a present life, guided by the reason of 
humanity. The Sintoos, in a past life, and they live in fear or reverence 
of the memories of the dead. All of these doctrines are now suffering 
a decline, and are ebbing away before the new lights of science and art, 
which are being introduced from Europe and America, 


Art presents its readers with three capital illustrations, a 
“ Young Italian Girl,” from J. T. Schaggeny, a “ Religious Pro- 
cession at Seville,” from Bossuet, and “The Fairies’ Frolic,” by 
Mr. Lawlor. All these subjects are well contrasted, and will 
find separate sets of admirers, but all are alike well executed. The 
pictorial attractions of Ar¢ remain unabated, but the letter-press 
seems somewhat enervated or curtailed. We would recommend 
the editor'to remember that in a work of this kind a good cniti- 
cal article is the necessary complement of a fine ulustration. 
As Sheridan says, “The number of persons who take the trouble 
to judge for themselves in this world is small indeed.” 


THE P. AND QO. COMPANY.—THE DIRECTORS’ 
REPORT. 
The report of the directors of the P. and O. Company, to be 
presen at the meeting on Thursday, has been issued. We 
make the following extracts :— 

The directors are happy to state that, notwithstanding the competi- 

-tion in the Suez Canal trade, which has even increased since the date of 
the last report, the company’s revenue has improved in comparison 
with the corresponding period of last year. The proprictors, at the 
game time, must of course be aware that the very high price of fuel, 
labour, and other necessaries for steam navigation, forms a serious draw- 
back to the profits of the company. The financial results, however, of 
the company’s business for the six months ending 31st March last, 
enable the directors, after making the customary provisions for depre- 
ciation and insurance, to recommend the declaration of an interim divi- 
dend for the half-year at the rate of 6 per cent. per annum, free of in- 
come-tax. The warrants for this dividend will be payable on and after 
the 24th inst. 

Under the provisions of the deed of settlement, the half-yearly meet- 
ings of the company are held for the sole purpose of receiving a report 
from the directors relative to the operations of the first half of the 
financial year, and of declaring an interim dividend when those ope- 
rations permit ; the accounts are submitted at the annual meetings in 
December. 

Prefixed to the report is a tabular statement of the tonnage, 
horse power, and present stations of the company’s fleet. The 
changes in the list since the last annual report are as follows :— 

The sale of the paddle steamer Nyunza, which was built ex- 
pressly for the Marseilles and Alexandria line, but was not adapted 
for the altered requirements of the service ; and the addition of two 
vessels of 2,500 tons and 400-horse power, which are to be ready in the 
early part of next year. For these ships the tender of Messrs. Gourlay, 
of Dundee, was accepted. Of the vessels referred to as building in the 
last report, the following are now on the active list, viz. :—The Venetia, 
Lombardy and Zumbest.” The Guatior was safely launched on the 9th 
of the present month, and will be ready for sea in the beginning of 
July, to be followed two months afterwards by the Nizam. 

The Venetia was despatched from London to China direct on the 
15th of March, and made a rapid passuge out. She loaded a cargo of 


the new Season’s Teas at Hankow for London, and passed Woosung on 
the 27th ult., being the first of the steamers to get out of the Yang- 
tse. The Lombardy has been placed in the regular Mail Service, taking 
her turn from Southampton on the 22nd of last month. The Zam- 
besi, after a very satisfactory trial on the Clyde, was despatched on 
her first voyage with the mails and passengers on the 29th ult, 
from Southampton. The Malwa and Bokhara have each made 
their first voyage ; the one sailing in February, and the other in 
April, both vessels fully realising the expectations entertained of them. 
The refit of the Ceylon has been completed, and the vessel, ina thoroughly 
efficient condition, is again on the sea-going list. The directors are 
happy to report that no casualty has attended the navigation of the 
Company’s fleet. 

Under the heading of Extraordinary Repairs and Alterations it was 
stated in the last report, that during the current year considerable work 
had to be provided for in the way of new machinery and boilers to several 
vessels specified ; of these, the Mongolia is now laid up to receive 
compound engines and new boilers. 

The Surat is expected to bring a cargo of tea from China, and will 
be immediately put in hand to receive new engines and to be lengthened. 
The Sumatra, Sunda and Malacca are also ordered to England for new 
machinery and extensive alterations for the purpose of increasing their 
capacity. These operations will be followed by similar improvements 
in the case of the Bangalore, Geelong, and Avoca. As stated in the 
last report, the contracts for the foregoing work were made some con- 
siderable time ago, and by the time these steamers can be placed in the 
hands of the contractors, the engines, boilers, &c., will be in readinesa 
to be put on board. 

The directors are happy to state that the Company's extensive mail 
services, including the new Italian line, continue to be worked satisfac- 
torily ; at the same time the policy of running iudependent steamers, 
more particularly for cargo purposes, is being steadily pursued. 

The contract for the conveyance of mails between Ceylon and Aus- 
tralia will expire on the 3lst December in consequence of different 
postal arrangements being entered into between Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment and the colonies. The manner in which this important and diffi- 
cult service has been conducted during fourteen years has received the 
highest encomiums from every one of the colonies. Negotiations ypon 
the subject of a new contract are now pending. 





GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
HamBurG, May 26. 

The Moscow Gazette publishes a letter—professedly from a corre- 
spondent on the Amoor, but which wears a certain semi-official ap- 
pearance —in which the writer, with reference to the now actively 
progressing regeneration of the Chinese Empire, points out the danger 
to which the Amoor territory would be exposed were China to think 
of re-conquering that province. In such a case Russia would not be 
able to do more than offer a very feeble resistance, as ita extended 
frontier and absence of fortresses renders it peculiarly liable to a success- 
ful hostile incursion. We dught not to overlook the progress that the 
Chinese have made within the last few years in shipbuilding, nor can ~- 
it create astonishment when one conswlers what excellent workmen they 
have at their command, and the extraordinary aptitude their artificers 
enjoy for reproducing almoat a fac-simile of anything they are required 
to copy; even the Americans, who employ numbers of Chinese in 
assisting to build their steamers at San Francisco, cannot refrain from 
giving them their unqualified meed of praise. Chinese gunboats 
already ply regularly and continuously on the waters of the Yangtaze, 
and if they were to construct ships of war in the upper districts of the 
Sungari, they might in case of hostilities easily descend that river, 
divide the population of the Amoor line into two parts, and entirely cut 
off Russia’s communication with her ports and naval arsenals on the 
Pacific. ‘‘ What can Russia,” asks the writer pertinently, ‘do to op- 
pose such an incursion with her hand‘ul of Cossacks distributed over 
an immense extent of territory, in little military stations at such a long 
distance apart, that in case of need it would be impossible, even with 
the powerful assistance of the telegraph, to concentrate them on any 
given point till much too late? It would be foolish to flatter ourselves 
that we have nothing to fear on that score from the Chinese, or that 
they have long since forgotton their feelings of regret at the loss of the 
Amoor territory ; on the contrary, the perseverance and constancy they © 
now display in endeavouring to re-conquer those provinces that for- 
merly belonged to the Empire, but have since fallen off, is a visible 
proof that they consider every such loss as only a temporary one, and 
their whole national history tends to confirm this idea in their minds 
with still greater force.” 

The three Scandinavian kingdoms of Denmark, Sweden, and Norway, 
have for some time past entertained the very natural and laudable wish 
for a reform of their currency, the introduction of gold, and on the basis 
of a joint system which would allow the coins of the one kingdom to 
circulate freely in the others, withont loss in the exchange. Commis- 
sioners of the three States were appointed last year to investigate the 
subject, and as the result of their proposals a Bill was introduced into 
each of the three Parliaments to carry them into effect. Sweden and 
Denmark made no difficulty about passing the Bill, but at the last 
moment the Norwegian Storthing refused its consent. The latest in- 
telligence on this subject is that Sweden and Denmark, with the con- 
sent of their respective Parliaments, have signed a convention by which 
they bind themselves to the reform of the currency on the basis already 
agreed to, with permission to Norway to join at a later period, when 
convinced of the bencfit of having the same coinage. The unit of 
value is the guld krona, divided into 100 oeres. The gold coins are to 
consist of pieces of 20 and of 10 kronas, and the silver currency is 
composed uf pieces of 2, 1, 3, 4, and1-10krona. It isa great pity that, 
as Germany is also reforming her currency, the two systems cannot be 
perfectly assimilated and made identical, which would greatly promote 
the intercourse and facilitate the trade between the Scandinavians and 
their powerful southern neighbours, to effect which is the object of 
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Norway ; whilst the other two, who are by no means on a friendly foot- 
ing with Germany—especially Denmark, who has not yet got over the 
loss of Schleswig-Holstein and Lauenburg, as well as also the payment 
of the heavy war expensesand indemnity—are for that reason disinclined 
to amalgamate the two systems, which are so closely assimilated that 
they might easily have been made identical. Thus eight Scandinavian 
kronas are equal to nine of the new German Reichs-marks, and eighteen 
kronas will be worth a pound sterling, or f.25, which is the value of 
twenty Reichsmarks. ‘There is, however, still time for our northern 
friends to alter their decision, for the law is not to come into operation 
till the coins are all minted and ready for distribution in change for the 
present coins ; and this will create aconsiderable loss of time, even if 
they had the needful supply of gold in their mints, which they have 
not, but must first purchase it in England, or some other gold market. 

The German Parliament have not done much business during the 
past week, their sittings having been interrupted by an excursion they 
made on the invitation of the Bundesrath, who accompanied them, to 
imspect the new naval harbour and arsenal of Wilhelmshaven on the 
north sea coast and see fur themselves what ships of war and ironclads 
are in reality. As they must necessarily pass through Bremen, the 
Senate of that city invited them to a banquet in the Exchange, which 
was thankfully accepted, and a number of patriotic and other toasts 
-were drunk with great enthusiasm and complimentary speeches made. 
Prince Bismark was not able to be of the party, as he was again suffer- 
ing from a sharp attack of his old enemy—rheumatiam in the hip. Dr. 
Simson, the President of the German Parliament, was also prevented by 
indisposition from joining in the excursion, but otherwise both the 
Bundesrath and the Reichstag were numerously represented — that is 
to say, to about 330 together, and some dozen or twenty special reporters 
of the leading orgims of the press. The three railways over which they 
travelled from Berlin to Bremen had placed a special train at their dis- 
posal, and the Great Steamship Company of the North-German Lloyd 
had acted in a similar liberal spirit, and offered the use of one of their 
transatlantic mail steamers to convey the guests from Bremerhaven 
round to Wilhelmshaven by sea, The vessel selected for this service was 
their newest, finest, and largest steamship, the Mosel, and as it was ex- 
clusively reserved for the guests, whilst many others from Bremen and 
other parts were anxious to accompany the Parliamentary visitors, the 
company received so many applications for tickets that they put on two 
more of their largest ocean steamships—the Hansa and the Baltimore— 
besides which a dozen or so of smaller steamers had been engaged by 
private parties, among whom were a good many ladies; so that the 
flotilla, all covered with flags and overflowing with bands of music, 
made a, very pretty and imposing appearance. Fortunatcly the wea- 
ther was fine, the sun shone brightly, and the sea was calm. On enter- 


‘ing the Jahdebusen they were grected by a discharge of three torpedoes, 


which, being each loaded with ten cwt. of dynamite, sent up three 
beautiful columns of water to a great height. After inspecting the 
arsenal, dockyards, and other works, the ships ‘of war stationed there 
manceuvred in the bay, to the great edification of the guests— 
most of whom—especially those from the south of Germany— 
had never seen a ship or the sea before. The proceedings 
of the day terminated by a banquet on board the ironclad 
frigate the Kanig Wilhelm, the largest vessel of the German navy, 
and on the following day the party returned the same way to Berlin. 
I may here add that among the guests specially invited for the trip 
was Kamavura, the Vice-Naval Minister of Japan, accompanied by his 
aide-de-camp and an interpreter, who had arrived at Bremen only a 
day or two previously, and had accepted the hospitality of Herr H. H. 
Meier, the President of the North German Lloyd Steam Company. 
It was observed that the Minister examined every part of the ships 
with the most minute attention and the deepest interest. 

The relations between Japan and Italy appear to be on a very close 
and amicable footing. I hear from good authority that the Japanese 
. Government are about to establish a Consulate in Rome, and that 
its management is to be confided to the learned Professor Cristoforo 
Negri, who has been appointed by the Italian Government, and already 
received his exeguatur as Consul-General to the North of Germany, with 
his residence at Hamburg.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, May 28. 
The apprehension that we should be involved in a Ministerial crisis 
has only been partially realised. It is only Mr. de Vries, the Minister 
of the Department of Justice, who has fallen in the defeat of the 
Judicial Reorganisation Bill. Last Saturday—only a few hours after 
the King had returned from his trip through the Northern provinces 
(where, it is said, the people are much disappointed by his hurried de- 
parture)—Mr. de Vries tendered his resignation. The Cabinet has thus 
lost a most able member, to whom it will be difficult to find a competent 





successor. Whoever this successor may be, he will not be inclined to 
bring forward another Reorganisation Bill. The question remains— 
Will the other Ministers remuin in office? It is true that Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte has come sain e¢ sauf out of the fourth Atchin de- 
bate, although the struggle was very hot. You know already that 
the Minister asked a credit of £.5,607,000 in consequence of the occur: 
rences in Atchin. Of the sixty-nine members present only one with- 
held his vote, Mr. Storm van s’Gravesande. He voted “No,” not be- 
cause he distrusted the Cabinet, but because he could not agree to the 
proposal of the Government to create an “ Indian Military Brigade” in 
Holland, ready always to be forwarded to Java. The majority of the 
Chamber approved of this project, and thus Mr. Fransen van de Putte 
won the battle, and for the moment there is no likelihood of a vote of 
want of confidence. A good many members grumbled, but they dared 
not refuse the necessary money to continue the war. But still the 
Cabinet is now much as a vessel which has lost her rudder ; it is without 
a leader. Perhaps Myr. van de Putte will assume that post, but many 
think his position too critical. Much depends on the turn which affairs 
may take in Atchin. The Government are doing all they can to bring 
the war toa satisfactory conclusion. By every steamer bound for the 
East truops are being despatched ; great quantities of artillery, rifles, 
and ammunition are being shipped, and small gunboats are being 
built. The Reuter’s telegram, statigg that 10,000 Bataks and Atchinese 
were marching on Deli to attack our possessions there, made a painful 
impression. Some doubt of its correctness prevailed, but we. have had 
experience that Mr. Reuter's agent in Singapore is well informed, and is 
generally in advance of the Government's despatches. In yesterday's 
sitting of the Second Chamber the Minister confirmed the report, and 
stated that the Governor-General was sending troops to Deli, and 
likewise to Tapanoli, on the west coast of Sumatra. He stated further 
that our troops had planted the Dutch colours at Edi, which is situated 
on Atchinese territory. The Amsterdam section of the International 
Suciety forwarded an address to the Government protesting against the 
war, as being contrary to the laws of morality and humanity, and urging 
the Government to settle the disputes with the Sultan by arbitration. 

In yesterday’s sitting of the-Chamber the new treaty with the 
Trading Company was brought forward. I have already told you that 
this treaty has met with much opposition both in and out of the 
Chamber, because its stipulations were considered to bear a too Con- 
servative character, and further because the system of consignment of 
Government produce 1s maintained for five years longer. After two 
days’ debate, during which all the arguments pro and con were brought 
forward, the treaty was approved of by 59 against 10 votes. . 

_ Some revival of confidence on the Bourse has imparted a stimulus to 
the rally in market values. Not only have foreign stocks recovered. 
but home funds have improved, in spite of the unsatisfactory news 
from Sumatra, Business has been moderately active, capitalists being 
tempted by the low prices now prevailing. The money market is some- 
what easier, but the rate of discount at the Bank has not been altered. 
The Netherland India Trading Bank notify that Mr. J. J. van Santen, 
hitherto agent of the Bank in Batavia, is appointed head agent, vice Mr. 
N. P. van den Berg, now President of the Java Bank. The manage- 
ment of the Sourabaya Agency will continue in the hands of Mr. A. E. 
Palairet Hooglandt. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. - 

Business transactions have been on a very limited scale, and a dull 
feeling prevails for most articles of produce, which may be partly 
ascribed to the tightness of the Money Market. 

CorrEr.—The market has relapsed intoa very quiet state, but holders 
are firm, and there are no sellers at reduced rates. A small lot of 82 
bags Macassar, ex G. H. Betz, changed hands at secret prices. 

TEa.—The public sale of China held here last week went off, upon 
the whole, at fair prices, and the portion bought in has subsequently 
been sold by private contract.

THE STRAITS SETTLEMENTS AND THE 
COLONIAL SYSTEM. 

THE history which we gave in former articles of how 
money votes were obtained, or money, without being voted 
for the purpose, was spent on a Government-house and 
Government steamers at Singapore, shows how little a Go- 
vernor has tofear fromthe vigilance, and how much less from 
the hostility, of thenon-official members of Council. It shows 
more, for it proves how easy it is to make these gen- 
tlemen figure as the promoters of any extravagance which 
a Governor desires to perpetrate. On almost every occa- 
sion the resolutions or votes for spending the public money 
on those personal hobbies were put into their hands 
to propose and second; and they were thus made to 
appear as if actually offering the money. More cau- 
tion and independence of judgment might, perhaps, have 
been expected from shrewd merchants and men of busi- 
ness ; but would it not have been ungracious on their part 
to show that an official statement was inconsistent with 
truth ; would it not have savoured of unworthy suspicion 
to criticise the terms of a resolution which gave unlimited 
credit, when they had the Governor's verbal assurance that 
he would deal with it as limited to a certain amount ? 

Some other details in the management of Colonial 
finance demand notice. In the official instructions to 
Governors, issued on the recommendation of a Committee 
of the House of Commons, it is expressly forbidden to ask 
for a vote under any such head as ‘“ Unforeseen Charges.” 
A vote so obscure, it is obvious, is easily charged with 
expenditure which a Governor might not like to avow. 
Notwithstanding these instructions, however, the estimates 
for the first three years of Sir H. Orp’s government 
contained a vote for unforeseen charges which was always 
passed without note or comment. It was remarked only 
that the amount was doubled when the Governor took pos- 
session of the new house. How the money was all spent 
there is no official information to show ; but it is generally 
supposed that the illumination of Government-house 
could account for some of it. In 1870 this vote dis- 
appeared from the estimates, but two others made their 
appearance. One was for $1,680 for lighting Government- 
house, which, though passed by the Council, was struck out 
by Lord Krwperuey. The other was for “minor works,” 
and amounted to $5,500. What expenditure might or 
might not be brought under such a head it would be diffi- 
cult to guess ; but if it be true, as has been stated, that the 
keep of an elephant belonging to the Governor was found 
by the Government-house Committee to be charged to some 
such vote as that for “the repair of civil buildings,” or for 
‘the manufacture of bricks,” minor works may comprise 
many things undreamt of in the philosophy of the outer 
world. This leads us to other facilities for dealing with Colo- 
nial money. To understand them it is necessary only to 
remember that the treasurer has to honour all demands 
which are sanctioned by the Governor, charging the pay- 
ment to the vote which is indicated to him by the same 
authority. The claim, indeed, ought before payment to be 
submitted to the auditor, whose duty it is to object to any 
improper charge on any vote; but the auditor at Singa- 
pore appears to have renounced all control over the large 
votes for public works, leaving it to the Colonial Engineer 
to charge them at his own discretion. Thus, a Governor's 








drafts on the Treasury are left to be checked by subordi- 
nates whose prospects in the service depend on the good- 
will of the superior whose acts it is their duty to control. 
How is this machinery likely to work ? 

Some money votes from their very nature leave a wide 
scope to a Governor's discretion, which no subordinate 
would venture to limit. For instance, when the Duke of 
EDINBURGH visited the Straits in 1869, a considerable 
sum was voted for his entertainment. What might or 
might not be justly chargeable to such a vote must ob- 
viously depend on a Governor’s sense of what is honest and 
right. One Governor might think it confined to the ex- 
penses incurred in public preparations and entertainments ; 
another might consider himself justified in throwing on it 
all his own household expenditure while the Royal guest 
was under the roof of Government-house. Quantities of far- 
niture might properly be brought under it for the Prince’s 
comfort ; and if such articles ought to be resold when they 
had served their purpose, what officer, desirous of concili- 
ating the Governor, would venture to examine whether the 
things sent to the auction were precisely those which had 
been lately bought ? How the money voted for the Prince’s 
entertainment was spent is not known; for Sir H. Orp’s 
account of it was limited to three lines, showing simply the 
totals spent in each of the three Settlements. All that is 
known is that the Duke of EDINBURGH was only four days 
at Singapore, that the death of a Government officer pre- 
vented a public entertainment, and that the amount ex- 
pended was about $8,000. 

Some range for a discretionary expenditure would seem 
to have been secured by what, from want of an English 
word, it is necessary to call by a foreign term. The reader 
may perhaps remember the trial, about a year ago, of a 
French prefect, M. JANVIER DE LA MOTTE, who, among 
the various financial eccentricities which brought him to 
grief, had appropriated to the decoration of his nuptial 
chamber a large sum which he set down among the ex- 
penses of furnishing a lunatic asylum. This had been done 
by means of what was called by its Imperial inventor, 
a virement—a piece of financial devilry, as an indignant 
French critic called it—which sanctioned the transfer to 
one object of sums destined to some other object. This 
expedient appears to have been not unknown in Singapore. 
More than once, in the debates of the Council, it is asserted 
that if a sum were granted, say, to ‘‘ public works” gene- 
rally, although the Council specifically directed that half 
of it should go to one particular work, and half to another, 
the Governor had a right afterwards to redistribute the 
ageregate amount between the two works in whatever pro- 
portion he pleased. It is true Sir H. OrpD explained that 
in practice he would do this only on a small scale; but 
who is to judge of the scale, and what is to be said in de- 
fence of a principle even so tempered? In 1869 upwards 
of $40,000, we believe, were redistributed in this manner 
without consulting the Council or obtaining its ratification ; 
and it is clear that the Governor could always encroach on 
some works for aid in favour of others in which he felt a 
more active interest. In practice, no doubt, it may be 
hoped that the bedrooms of a Government-house would not 
be furnished at the expense of the lunatic asylum ; but the 
principle is undistinguishable from the Imperial one which 
the French prefect found so convenient. 

But, without resorting to any such devices as these, it can 
never be difficult for a Colonial Governor, who has no inde- 
pendent local audit to oppose him, to gratify personal wants 
and whims at the public cost, even where the terms of the 
vote are apparently precise and specific. Two or three years 
ago a new and active non-official member, in exclaiming 
against the heavy demand made in the estimates for the re- 
pair of civil buildings, and for roads and bridges, observed 
that those votes must rest on grounds with which he was 
not acquainted, and be intended for requirements respecting 
which there was no evidence. It is to be regretted that 
little has been done to dispel the ignorance which he then 
lamented ; but if the keep of the Governor's elephant may 
be charged to the public treasury as a repair of civil build- 
ings, what disbursement can be considered as foreign to 
that vote? Not only alterations and additions in the 
structure of Government-house or other Government pro- 
perty, which the Governor deemed conducive to his own 
or to his friends’ comfort, might be charged to it, without 
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troubling the Legislative Council with any discussion as to | and Co., Booksellers, near the Exchange; and in Venice 


the propriety of the outlay. Furniture might be set down 
to the same vote ; even the fuel supplied to the Governor’s 
kitchens might take rank as a repair of a building. 

The labour ef the convicts sent to the Straits from India, 
though the property, and valuable property, too, of the 
Colony, is substantially left at the Governor's disposal, 
and the public has little but surmise to guide it as respects 
the manner in which this property has been dealt with. 
A non-official member once moved for a return on the 
subject, but the information supplied was not more instruc- 
tive than that relating to the expenditure of the money 
voted for the Duke of EDINBURGH. ‘There is nothing to 
prevent a Governor from filling his house and stables with 
servants and attendants of every kind without the cost of 
a penny to himself; and he might considerably nurse his 
official salary by this free resort to convict labour. The 
- only check to such a course would be in the shape of a 
remonstrance from the Superintendent of Convicts ; but 
where is the superintendent to be found who would har- 
bour such a thought for an instant ? 

The reader may now form some general idea of the ex- 
tent to which a Governor's command over the Treasury of 
his colony goes. There are, no doubt, limits to it, and they. 
are to be found in what scrutiny may be given to the ac- 
counts in the Colonial-office, or the Audit-office at home, 
and in the local officials concerned in the financial depart- 
ments, when they happen to be more animated by a sense 
of duty or hatred of wrong, than by the commoner in- 
stincts of self-interest. But can the Home Audit be 
thorough and efficient? Is it possible for the small staff 
of Downing-street to examine minutely everything? Can 
they have the necessary information for the task? And 
how is a school of high-minded officials to be formed under 
a system which places their advancement in life in the 
hands of the man whose acts it is their duty to control } 
Practically the only check on a Governor's power over 
the Colonial purse is to be found in his personal character 
—in his sense of honour. The fear of detection, at all 
events, is not likely to deter him from abusing the ample 
powers in his hands, for detection is very uncertain. Be- 
sides, a man who is not scrupulous is rarely sensitive, and 
official censure can have but few terrors for such a nature.

THE OVERLAND ROUTE FROM RANGOON TO 
CHINA. 
(SECOND ARTICLE.) 

IT is unnecessary to dwell upon the continued slights and 
delays which Captain SPRYE experienced from the Commis- 
sioners of British Burma, the Government of India, and the 
India-office at home, during the next few years. Abundant 
proofs of the advantage—or rather, the necessity—of com- 
pleting the survey were continually adduced without con- 
tradiction, but nothing was done. In the meantime the 
French Government were not so neglectful. In August, 
1867, Chief Commissioner FYTCHE informed the Govern- 
ment of India officially that the French were endeavouring 
to ascend the Kamboja river from Saigon to Kiang-Hung, 
a place which he described in these terms :—‘ Kiang-Hung 
“ reaches eastward to China Proper; and through it runs 
‘the main road for Chinese trade westward through Kiang- 
“‘ Tung to the Takaw ferry across the Salween, and to the 
‘“‘ Burman Shan States west of that river. In fact, the posi- 
“tion of the town of Kiang-Hung itself is such that it 
“commands the line of trade from the westward to the 
“ southern portion of Yunan, and to China Proper. If the 
“ French have succeeded, or should hereafter succeed, in 
“ forestalling us there, they will indeed have reason for con- 
“ gratulation.” Yet six years have been allowed to pass 
since these words were written, and nothing further has been 
accomplished in the enterprise. The memorial states that 
it was “suddenly and secretly” stopped by the India-office. 
Deputations from the Manchester and Liverpool Chambers 
of Commerce, then sent up in consequence of the interest 
taken by those bodies in the compilation of the survey, 
elicited an encouraging reply from Lord STANLEY (now 
Earl of DERBY), but an unsatisfactory one from Sir STAF- 
FORD NORTHCOTE, who, as Secretary for India, was mainly 
responsible for authorising the enterprise to he stopped, as 
the memorial represents, in consequence of manifest misre- 
presentations of the Government of India. 

At the same time the exploration of the Bhamo and 
Talifoo routes—miscalled “ direct,” inasmuch as it is longer, 
more difficult, and unsafe—was ordered to be proceeded 
with at an expense of Rs. 23,500. In giving this order the 
Secretary for India overlooked the fact that the nearer cara- 
van route from Esmok in China, through Kiang-Hung, 
Kiung-Tung, and across the Salween, is quite as ancient as 
the route vid Bhamo, and is still in active and peaceful use. 

The Bhamo line was accordingly surveyed by a party, 
including Captain J. M. WILLIAMS, Captain SLADEN (agent 
of the Chief Commissioner at the Burman capital, as head 
of the undertaking), Mr. THEODORE STEWwaRrt, of Calcutta, 
Mr. ALEXANDER BowErs, of Rangoon, and Dr. ANDERSON. 
Each of these five gentlemen afterwards published a separate 
report of the expedition, either as Parliamentary Papers or 
otherwise, from which the unsatisfactory result of the at- 
tempt may be summarised in the fact (before alluded to) 
that the party were compelled to return to Bhamo after an 
absence of seven and a-half months, in which period they 
had traversed no more than 130 miles of the mountain route. 

The French Expedition from Saigon in 1866 ascended the 
Kamboja river in a gunboat to the north-east frontier of the 
Kingdom of Kamboja—restored, under French protection, 
in 1863. On arriving at Muong Lem, or Line, on the 
south-eastern frontier of Burman Shan territory, they 
found the ascent of the river no longer practicable, owing 
to rocks and rapids. They, therefore, proceeded on foot, 
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via Sop-Tong, to Kiang-Tung, Muoung-you, Muoung-Long, 
and Kiang-Hung, reaching Esmok (in China Proper, 2,400 
miles from Shanghai) sixteen months after leaving Saigon. 

The French Government immediately turned their atten- 
tion to amore favourable route—that by the river described in 
French maps as the Souki, but in Chinese maps it is called 
Tachu, above the city of Yuei-Kiang-foo, and Koti-Kiang 
below it, to the Chinese frontier in about 22:20 N.L., from 
which point it flows south-easterly through Tonkin, under 
the name of Souli, or Tonkin river, to the Tonkin Gulf, 
north of the Rok-bok river, near which the English 
anciently had a settlement. The result of this explo- 
ration has been made known in these columns through 
the account of M. L. DE CARNE, who describes the un- 
navigability of the Kamboja as “ fortunate for France, 
“as, though it obliged us to abandon the Meikong 
“ Valley, it threw open a larger field for French com- 
“ mercial energies.” Thus the Government of India, by 
stopping Captain SprRYE's line of survey in 1868, risked 
the loss of the West of China trade by allowing French 
enterprise to draw it to Saigon by the Kamboja river, if it 
had been found navigable ; and by neglecting to complete 
that survey ever since, they are holding out a premium to 
France to take that promising trade from England by 
another stream that is navigable for laden boats from the 
south centre of the province of Yunan, through Tonkin, to 
the sea, where the ports will assuredly be, if they are not 
already, under French exclusivecontrol. The many memorials 
of the various Chambers of Commerce—initiated by those 
of Manchester and Liverpool in 1862—show the strong in- 
terest taken in the Rangoon direct route, and the impa- 
tience with which the stoppage of its survey is regarded. 

The recent Embassy from the King of BURMA is suffi- 
cient to pee that no apprehension of political compli- 
cations checking the development of commerce in his 
dominions need be entertained. His Majesty is not op- 
posed to surveys being made through his territory ; and his 
desire to promote the commerce of the country is shown 
by his proposal to impose only a transit duty of one per 
cent. on imports. The only article he desired, but was 
not permitted by the Indian Government, to exclude was 
opium ; to even the transit of which across his country he 
strongly objected upon religious and moral grounds. 

It is relevant to the present question that the finances 
of British Burma, so far from being in an unsatisfactory 
condition, have for years past yielded a surplus of from 
£300,000 to £570,000, which is annually transmitted to 
the Indian Imperial Exchequer. In the latest published 
return — that for 1870-71 —the total revenue of British 
Burma appears as £1,210,648 ; and of this the surplus 
thus remitted was £571,159. India is slow to show her 
sense of the value of the trade of Burma, and her duty 
to that great dependency. Other European races are rapidly 
outstripping us in perception. Years ago, the Governor of 
the State of Missouri, when urging the extension of rail- 
ways westward, made use of the remarkable words, Our 
rails to the Pacific will be rails to China, Japan, and India ; 
and the truth of the sentiment is recognised throughout all 
the world except Great Britain—whose Ministers seem in- 
different to the disadvantages to which their countrymen 
are exposed by the growing competition to which they are 
subjected. America and California are ever watchful to 
improve their connections in the Far East. Russia is sys- 
tematically bearing down from the Black Sea across all Asia 
to the sea of Japan, increasing her trade at every step. And 
France is now bent on taking the trade of Western China 
from British Burma and the United Kingdom by the 
Tonkin route, north of her present. possessions in Cochin 
China, designated as the French East Indies,” and recently 
auymented by the annexation of more northern territory. 

In their Appendix the Chambers undeniably make out 
a strong case to prove that they advocate the nearest and 
best road between two points of commerce which it is most 
desirable to connect,—that no ditticulties, geographical, 
political, or social, have been shown to obstruct the proposed 
line,—that, on the contrary, the survey of the first half of 
the distance was eminently satisfactory and promising,— 
that no valid reason, or indeed avy reason worthy of the 
name, has ever been assigned for the discontinuance of 
the survey of the route the Chambers adopt,—and that the 
persistent hostility of the Government of India and the 


neglect of Her MaJesty’s Government to overrule it on 
behalf of a project fraught with such great commercial im- 
portance, has excited a strong feeling of dissatisfaction in 
Manchester, Liverpool, and many other of the chief seats 
of our manufactures and in our commercial ports.

/ CONSULAR REPORT ON BORNEO. 
A Blue-book has been issued from the Foreign-office, contain- 
taining the subjoined report by Consul-General Bulwer on the 
Trade and Commerce of Brunei for the year 1871 :— 


The export trade of Brunei, as, indeed, of the whole coast of Borneo, 
appears to consist almost entirely of the raw produce of the country. 
The produce which is brought to Brunei from the coast or from the in- 
terior includes sago, gutta-percha, edible bird’s-nesta, bezoar stonea, 
beeswax, camphor, tortoiseshell, trepang, and hides. This trade is 
mostly in the ‘hands of Chinese, who, few in number as they are, form 
the centre of what commercial enterprise exists. Some of the native 
chiefs engage also in trade, and the Sultan derives a part of his small 
revenue from profits obtained by purchasing in a cheap and selling in a 
dear market. 

The importe into the country are, in most part, either British, Ger- 
man, or Chinese manufactures and commodities, which include cottons, 
calico, chintz, grey and white shirtings, flannel, handkerchiefs, silks, 
shawls, scarves, Turkey red rugs, beads, gold and silk thread, umbrellas, 
brass wire, gongs, iron bars and pans, lead, steel, muskets, gunpowder, 


crockery and glass ware, jars, opium, salt, tobacco, tea, sugar, &. 


Among importations from other countries are mats from Java, sarongs 
from Sumatra and the Malay Peninsula, Siamese gold leaf, Arab capa 
and jackets, copies of the Alcoran, &c. The trade is conducted with 
Labuan, Singapore, and places on the coast of Borneo. The value of 
exports from Brunei during the year is roughly put at between £40,000 
and £50,000 ; that of imports into Brunei at £46,000 or £47,000. 


SHIPPING. 

A British barque trades regularly between Singapore and Brunei, by 
way of Labuan. The return of British shipping at the port of Brunei 
during 1871 shows seven vessels entered during the year, with 2,870 
total cargo tonnage, and six vessels cleared, with 2,460 total cargo ton- 
nage. A schooner belonging to the Sultan trades occasionally between 
Brunei and Singapore ; and a number of trading prahus are in constant 
communication with Labuan and the coast. 

AGRICULTURE. 

Of agriculture there is little except the cultivation of pads, or rice, 
which is the staple food of the people. Even the annual yield of this 
is seldom more than sufficient for the wants of the population, though 
formerly a considerable quantity was brought into Labuan from the 
north coast. During the last two or three years the crops in many 
parta have failed, in consequence, it is supposed, of unusual dryness in 
the seasons. : 

Tobacco is cultivated, and with success, in certain districts. It is of 
good quality and preferred by the natives to Javanese or any other 
description of tobacco ; but it is not grown in sufficient abundance to 
form an article of export; though a certain quantity finds its was to 
the Labuan market. Pepper was formerly cultivated extensively, and 
the nature of the soil in parts is admirably suited to its culture; but 
fur many years this has either ceased or been continued on so small a 
scale as to be undeserving of notice. 

Cinnamon also was formerly an article of export ; but it was rather 
the produce of the wild than of the cultivated plant. Cotton is grown 
in the interior, but in no greater quantity than is sufficient to supply 
the families which cultivate it. It has been pronounced to be of excel- 
lent quality. The cocoa-nut tree, the beetel palm, and fruit trees of 
various kinds are also cultivated. 


POPULATION AND INDUSTRIES. 

The population of the town of Brunei is a branch of the Malay race, 
and is estimated to number between 30,000 and 40,000 people. The 
population of the interior and of the coast is an aboriginal, as distin- 
guished from what is commonly called the Malay race. There are va- 
rious tribes, the must prominent being, on the coast, the Badjow and 
the Illanun ; in the interior, the Kayan, the Bisayan, the Murut, the 
Idaan, and the Kadyan. All these tribes speak different dialects of an 
aboriginal language. It is impossible to give any estimate of their num- 
bers, but the country is very sparsely inhabited, the prevailing feature 
of the districts which are accessible being primitive jungle, with here 
and there a clearing and asettlement. In the interior the population is 
generally employed in those descriptions of agricultural cultivation 
above-mentioned, and in the collection of jungle produce. The people 
on the coast occupy themselves in fishing and in the collection of sea 
produce ; and they also carry the trade of the coast and that brought 
down from the neighbounng districts to the ports of Brunei and 
Labuan. 

The occupations of the people of Brunei, though they cannot claim 
any superiority In point of industrial exertion over the people of the 
coast or the interior, are more varied. A chief article of consumption 
is fish, and a large number of professional fishermen thus secure em- 
ployment and a livehhood. These fishermen constitute a distinct class, 
and inhabit a separate quarter of the town. Ditferent classes also, 
though none so large as that of the fishermen, are created by other in- 
dustrial pursuits. The manufacturers and traders in oil, for instance, 
form a distinct class, and occupy a separate “ kampong,” or quarter. 
So also the mat makers, the blacksimiths, the workers in brass, the 
workers in gold and silver. Besides these there are manufacturers of 
gold lace, embroiderers of gold and silk brocade, weavers of cloth, 
boat-builders, and manufacturers of native arms and implements. 
There is, moreover, 4 gun-feundry where, rude as is the process adopted, 
bronze guns, sometimes most tastefully ornamented, are cast with re- 
markable skill and succcss. 


The Chinese merchants possess three sago manufactories, which afford 
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constant employment for Chinese coolie labour. Such are the chief 
industries of Brunei. Nevertheless, the industrial classes form by no 
means the majority of the population, a large proportion of which is 
composed of families living in dependence on those pangerans (or nobles) 
who are the proprietors and chiefs of districts, but who reside for the 
most part in Brunei, deriving an annual income from contributions 
levied on the people of their districts. An absence of all official statis- 


‘tics, and a necessarily most imperfect acquaintance, hitherto, with the’ 


gountry, compel me to limit my first annual report to this slight sketch.

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 


(MORNING POST.) 


The question of Chinese emigration and immigration is one likely to 


assume more and more importance as colonies are developed, new coun- 
- tries opened up, and old countries convulsed by labour agitations and 
combinations. 
not to be overlooked in Parliament. The discussion upon it on Friday 
touched a most important part of the matter. 
Coolie traffic is beset with many difficulties and tainted by many atro- 
cities. When the men are too poor to emigrate on their own account, 
it is clear that they can only be engaged under contract to serve for 
certain periods ; but it is equally clear that such a system may readily 
degenerate into a veritable species of slave trade. That is what has 
happened as regards the Coolie traffic from the Portuguese settlement 
of Macao. The Coolies are virtually kidnapped ; and there is no reason 
to believe that the picture drawn by Sir Charles Wingfield of their ill- 
treatment on passage and their condition under servitude in Cuba and 
Peru is overdrawn. On the contrary, it is but too well known 
that the traffic has been a disgrace to our age. No efforts 
ought, therefore, to be spared to bring the pressure of the 
public opinion of the civilised world to bear upon the Governments 


that allow of such nefarious proceedings under their auspices and flags. 


For it is to be remarked that such proceedings are by no means essen- 
tial concomitants of Chinese emigration. Coolies from China are taken 
in considerable numbers to several of our own colonies ; and on the 
west coast of the United States the Chinaman is to be found free, 
flourishing, and contented. In Australia and British Columbia we have 
an abundance of Chinese labour. In California and the Pacific States 
of America the Chinaman has occupied so prominent a position as to 
excite the anger and apprehensions of those Americans with whose 
labour and profits they interfere. Now, all this immigration has been 
conducted without any resort to violent, illegal, or revolting means ; 
and where immigration cannot be thus conducted it ought to be aup- 
pressed entirely. But there appears to be no reason why, by fair, open, 
and considerate treatment of the coolies, the required labour might not 
be obtained. Naturally, where the opposite course has been followed, it 
will be a long time ere the confidence upon which the movement can 
alone be properly and firmly based can beestablished. The misdeeds of 
the past will prove a serious hindrance to the establishment of a sound 
system of Coolie emigration in the case of the countries in question. 
Nevertheless, a beginning must be made, and the svoner it is made 
the better. To this end it is desirable that the truth be fully made 
known on the subject. Is it, for instance, true that the Portuguese and 
Chinese authorities at Macao are in collusion upon this matter? Sir 
George Balfour alluded to the “ corrupt understanding ” between them, 
and stated that while this existed it was vain to look for any success in 
preventing the terrible kidnapping at Macao. Here is a distinct accu- 
sation ; no doubt it is capable of either proof or refutation. If it be 
admitted or proved, surely it is not too much to expect, as suggested by 
Sir H. Verney, that our Government should make fitting representa- 
tions on the subject to the Portuguese Government. Primd facie, the 
allegation seems to be correct. Chinese officials are notoriously heart- 
less and corrupt. The traffic as described unquestionably exists. No 
efforts to suppress it or to mitigate its horrors have become apparent on 
the part of either the Chinese or Portuguese authorities. We are 
forced to the conclusion that Sir George Balfour’s accusation is not even 
highly coloured, and if so the circumstances of the case ought td induce 
the Governments of England and America to use their influence as 
strongly as possible to induce the countries implicated to put an end to 
the abuses of the Coolie traffic. i 


It is far from impossible that the question of Chinese labour may 
have for us in England an interest and importance quite apart from 
any consideration of the development of our colonies by imported labour. 
We are but too clearly working towards some pronounced crisis in our 
home laboar market. Things cannot go on indefinitely as at present. 
Constant demands for increase of wages, dictation to employers, inter- 
ferences with the working of industries, the growing assumption of 
trades’ unionism—these and similar causes must inevitably result in 
some dead-lock, not to be overcome, perhaps, by ordinary means. Why, 
it may well be asked, should not Chinese labour be imported into Eng- 
land itself to remedy the growing evil? The Chinese are a peaceable, 
well-conducted, highly industrious, thrifty people, and excellent artisans 
and workmen. The employers of labour would find a few hundred 
thousand of these hardworking men exceedingly useful at the present 
time. It may be objected that their presence in England would lead to 
disturbances and possibly bloodshed ; for it is to be expected that the 
English workman would be the reverse of agreeable to men who inter- 
fered with the playing of the game that they have so systematically 
entered on. The way in which the non-union men and other black sheep, 
in unionist eyes, are often treated and intimidated is shameful enough ; 
but would not that be mild compared to what they would try to do to 
the despised and hated foreigner? But the Chinaman has made his 
way in countries where the law is not so well enforced as in England ; 
and there is no reason to doubt that English law and institutions would 
be equal to the task of protecting even imported labour. Nor is it to 
be doubted that plenty of Chinese would be found to leave their native 
land if well assured, as they might be, of good treatment, of a return 
eventually to their homes, and of liberal pay. In fact, it would seem

as if the teeming population of China was destined to supply the labour 
markete of the world with just the force required to preserve the equili- 
brium that is being destroyed. Be that, however, as it may, it is une 
deniable that competition in labour would be highly desirable in Eng- 
land, and that the Chinese are well qualified for it. The idea may ap- 
pear wild to some, but it has been several times broached, and as yet 
no sufficient reason against its feasibility has been stated. Anyhow, 
there can be no more legitimate and desirable end than to aim at tbe 
suppression of the Coolie trattic as carried on from Macao,

A discussion of the questions connected with the Coolie trade from 
Macao to Peru, Chili, and Cuba, with all the horrors to which it gives 
rise, again occupied the House of Commons on Friday evening. As 
no division could be taken, according to the forms of the House, on a 
supply night, it may be a matter of doubt whether anything was 
gained by the clear and vigorous statement with which Sir Charles 
Wingfield opened the debate. Neither would it be safe to conclude 
that his efforts to arouse public attention to a great wrong were abor- 
tive, from the fact that all the speakers had to address themselves to 
empty benches between the‘hours of 7 and 9 P.M., two attempts being 
The Under-Secretary of 
State for India is often no better off when he presents the Indian 
Budget ; yet no one can question the grave interests involved in every 
financial statement of that portion of the Empire. Nothing but a 
party question, or a domestic issue, seems able to keep together a 
large attendance of members during the dinner hours, or to excite a 
very active interest in Parliament at any other time. But those who 
are interested in the matter may console themselves with the know- 
ledge that many-seemingly sterile discussions leading to nothing, 
many abortive eftorts to obtain a patient hearing, or secure even for a 
brief period the ear of the House and public attention outside—have 
marked the progress of a great majority of the causes advocated with — 
full success in the end. | : 

As to the Coolie traffic, and all that was said for and against it in the 
recent debate, there was the usual prevalence of errors both of fact and 
statement. Old fallacies often exposed were reproduced with scarcely 
an attempt at novelty, Sir C. Wingfield established his case by re- 
ference to documentary evidence beyond question ; namely, that a 
Coolie traffic still continues, of which the sole depot now in the China 
seas is Macao, to the extent of from 15,000 to 20,000 annually exported 
to Chili, Peru, and Cuba, and that this trade is carried on under con- 
ditions of wrong and violence which render its continuance a standing 
reproach to humanity. It begins by kidnapping and every species of 
fraud in Macao—an insignificant little colony held by Portugal. These 
20,000 Chinese subjects are carried off, against the protest of their own 
Government, under foreign flags, to be disposed of in Spanish and 
South American colonies, where they cnd a miserable existence 
without hope of justice or release. And such are the conditions 
of their embarkation and transport that the most fnghtful tra- 
gedies are of common occurrence in the transit; while even the 
ordinary mortality of the Coolie ships is so great as to bring back 
to memory all the horrors of the middle passage. These, as Sir 
C. Wingfield showed, were facts beyond dispute; and the ques- 
tion may well be asked, what the Governments of Europe are duing 
to put an end to such iniquities, reduced to a system and persevered 
in year after year. The British Government, it is true, writes despatches 
to the Portuguese remonstrating and condemning, as is our fashion, 
The Portuguese reply in a tone of virtuous indignation, declaring their 
Coolie regulations at Macao to be above reproach, and there the matter 
ends for the time, to begin again to the same air. In the meanwhile 
some 20,000 wretched men are taken from their homes in ships sailing 
under European flags, to be battened down under hatches on the 
passage to Peru or Cuba, and there put up to the highest bidder. China, 
we are cynically told by one of the speakers, does not very much 
miss her subjects, and her Government does not care about them. 
But if this were as frue as it is clearly contrary to evidence, would 
it justify the abuse of foreign flags to inflict slavery upon thousands 
of Chinese men every year? The Chinese Government is not, how- 
ever, a consenting party, as it suits planters and others, who aid and 
abet this trafic for the purpose of supplying slave labour, to assume. 
And if they are powerless to assert their mght, as an independent 
nation, to stamp out the haunt of these slave dealers at Macao, it 
is because they believe the Western Powers would espouse the cause 
of the Portuguese, and either prevent or avenge the adoption of 
preventive measures. As they believe we ourselves made war to force 
an opium trade upon them, so are they convinced that common . 
cause would be made against them if they ventured to assert their 
national rights against the most nefarious interests of any one of 
the comity of Western nations. So long as neither Great Britain, the 
United States, nor any other European Power will stand forward, and 
tell the Chinese Government they are at liberty to put an end to this 
violation of all principles of international law and justice, we and all 
other nations must accept the reproach of being parties to the slave 
traffic of those who harbour under the Portuguese flag at Macao. So 
long also it is vain to indite moral condemnations of the trade while we 
refuse to take the one simple and effective step required to ensure its 
termination. We should, indeed, better consult our own character for 
consistency and justice—what may he left of cither in the Chinese na- 
tional mind—by silence than by empty protests which mean nothing. 
But of one fact not only the British but every other European nation 
may be perfectly assured. This traffic in human flesh—as the member 
for Gravesend rightly teemed it—is slavery in every stage of its pro- 
gress, from its inception at Macao and along all the river courses and 
southern coast of China, throughout the passage in tropic seas, and at 
the ports of delivery on the Pacitic coast where it meets its fatal 
term. .And another fact remains to be considered which some may 
think yct more important. This kidnapping of Chinese by or on account 
of foreigners every year in thousands is laying decp in the hearts of 
the whole Chinese nation—counting its millions by hundreds—a hatred 
go intense that sooner or later it will sweep out of the country both 
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foreigners and their trade, if nothing be done while it is yet time 
to redress the wrong. Sir Harry Parkes emphatically warned his own 
Government of this danger more than fifteen years ago; and what has 
been done to meet it? Can it for a moment be supposed that if there 
were the will, or any adequate feeling either of the wrong done or the 
danger preparing for foreign life and commerce throughout the Chinese 
coasts, one of the Governments of Europe could not find a way to pre- 
‘ vent the most insignificant of European States, and a still more con- 
temptible colony occupying an islet not three miles in extent, from 
perpetuating a traffic which is at once a menace and a reproach to the 
whole Western world? Suppose it were to take another form, and be 
piracy, not directed against the unfortunate Chinese race but Euro- 
peans ; how many months or weeks would pass before its utter exter- 
mination ? Would not six months be a long term for Great Britain 
single-handed to effect the end # Chinese pirates are a bold and reck- 
less race, swarming in the China seas to such a degree that even amall 
vessels under European flags have been attacked in two or three in- 
stances. It did not take so long, however, to carry an unfaltering con- 
viction to the minds of the whole predatory population from Korea to 
Hainan, that whatever else they might attempt or do in their calling, 
no vessel under a foreign flag must ever be molested. But piracy 
touches merchants’ pockets and is unfriendly to honest trade, while 
slavery fills some purses, and when the Chinese supply the victims, 
does not sensibly interfere with European interests, unless it breeds 
riot or provokes a massacre,

Summary of Helos from the Far Cust. 


JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. pe 

By the present P. & O. mail we have advices from, this port 
to the 16th April, and by the Pacific mail we have a week’s 
later dates, viz., to the 23rd April; the French mail from London 
Feb. 14 arrived out on the 5th, the P. and O. mail of Feb. 21 on 
the 12th, and the French mail of Feb. 28 on the 17th April. The 
following items of news are from the Japan Mau :— 

On the 15th April the Mikado reviewed a portion of his 
troops at Kamakura. His Majesty, who was attended by a 
small staff and accompanied by an escort of Lancers, arrived on 
the ground at half-past nine o’clock, and was received by a small 
brigade, consisting of two battalions of infantry, probably 800 
men, who were drawn up in the cross avenue of the Temple of 
Hachiman. His Majesty was mounted on a horse led by two 
retainers, and wore bilekin in over-clothing. After having been 
duly received by the troops in line, the Mikado placed himself 
at the entrance to the temple, the brigade marching past 
in columns of half companies, Closing to the front, one 
portion was then detached in order to take up a position for 
the defence of the temple and its grounds; while the other 
occupied the rear of the village of Homura, under cover of 
which they proceeded to make their dispositions for the at- 
tack. Skirmishers were speedily thrown out on both sides. The 
defending party were at first driven back, but, occupying a 
smnall wood immediately in front of their position, succeeded in 
forcing in the skirmishers of the attacking party upon their sup- 
ports. Reinforced by these they again advanced, a feint being 
simultaneously made by the attacking force in the form of a 
flank movement to the right with the apparent object of turning 
the position. Owing to the vigour of the front attack, and to 
the attention of the defenders being occupied with the threatened 
flank movement, the wood: was, on this occasion, carried, and 
the column of assault advanced—a cloud of skirmishers on the 
left wheeled at the same moment to the right, and the entire 
position was enveloped. A heavy and, taking ito consideration 
the extent of the force, a well-sustained fire ensued, and the 
position was carried ; the defenders retreated by the Totska- 
road, and the day’s proceedings came to a close. 

The skirmishing was throughout performed in a highly cre- 
ditable and satisfactory manner, the und selected being ad- 
mirably adapted for a display of this important branch of mili- 
tary tactics ; and the steady and apparently objective firing of 
the troops, united to the skill they showed in taking advantage 
of cover, evinced the excellent training they had received and 
the care bestowed upon them by their instructors. The appear- 
ance of the men, or rather boys, is youthful ; they show a lack 
of physi ue, and are badly dremad They marched past well 
an steadil , but the long Chassepot rifle, and its disproportion- 
ately long bayonet with which they were armed, was out of all 
harmony with their diminutive persons. If, however, the opera- 
tions may be accepted as a fair specimen of the general efficiency 
of the Imperial troops, the Government has every reagon to be 
satisfied with their pro in the art of war under the direction 
of the French Military Mission. The manceuvres were conducted 
in a steady down-pour of rain, the attendance of Japanese visitors 
being limited to a few apathetic on-lookers ; nor did the presence 
of the Sovereign seem to evoke in them any manifestations of 
loyalty or interest.

The following is the decision of the Naval Court held to in- 
quire into the loss of the brig Weunjaon the Japan coast :—“ The 
Court is of opinion that G. 8. Kennett, master of the late brig 
Wanjua (wrecked at Yanagi-gawa, Sendai, east coast of Japa), 
acted according to the best of his judgment in keeping his vessel 
as close to the land as possible, considering the state of his ship, 
she having been unseaworthy when commencing her voyage.” 



























NAGASAKI, : 

We have advices to the 13th April; the French mail of 
Feb. 14 was received on the 5th April. We extract the fol- 
lowing from the Wegasaki Lrpress -— 

Shibata, formerly employed as an interpreter here, has been 
engaced for several years past, in conjunction with some other 
interpreters, in compiling an English and Japanese Dictionary, 
and they have at length completed their work, which has re- 
ently been printed and published at Yedo. The Dictionary con- 
tains some 55,000 words, and is said to be a work reflecting great 
credit upon its authors, who, we understand, have been unaided 
by any foreign linguist. The utility of the work is greatly en- 
hanced by its being illustrated with numerous engravings. 

A Samurai of the former Kumamoto Ken, Toyama Ichiya by

KIUKIANG. 

A correspondent forwards the following items of intellizence :— 

The recent issue of the Customs Guzette for the last quarter of 
1872 shows us that the past year’s revenue of this port has m- 
creased considerably over the preceding year, despite the reports 
about the downward tendency of trade here. Adding the four 
quarters of the past year together, we find the Customs revenue 
to have increased some Tls, 48,000 over 1571, when it amvunted 
to Ts. 537,072. 

The Grand Duke Alexis paid us but a very brief visit on his 
way down the Yangtze. We understand that the local officials 
Were anxious to salute him on his landing, and to entertain him 
on shore, had he been willing to accept their hospitality. As it 
was, he landed without any demonstration or saluting whatever. 
It is doubtless very agreeable for a Prince to travel about quite 
privately, but in this country such a practice is not calculated to 
inspire the people and officials with any respect for Western 
princes. The day following the Grand Duke’s visit, it was re- 
eae that the newly appointed Viceroy of Nanking would pass 
»y on his way to the old capital; now here is a mere high 
official passing the port, but mark the difference im the manner 
of receiving him. For three days prior to his arrival, all the troops 
and every official in the place turned out by sunrise, to be in 
readiness to receive the new Governor-General. The first day he 

ray expected he did not come, and all were kept waiting for two 
days more, along the river bank, until the “great man” did make 
his appearance.- The Taoutal even went some miles up the river 
to meet his Excellency, who, it may be added, is a native of 
Szechuen, and just out of mourning. On his bare (which was | 
towed by a steamer) stopping here, the ennboats and troops fired 
salvo after salvo ; and, on landing, to make an unofficial visit to 
the city, he was escorted by the entire civil aud auilitary autho- 
rities of the town, besides all the troops. Now when the people 
and literati see such honour paid to an official, and none whatever 
to the son of oneof the great monarchs of Europe, itis not hkely 
that they will be much impressed with the greatness of our 
princes. But what the natives say or think, goes for little. 

The new Taoutai, Shen Pao-tsing, late of the powder-works at 
Tientsin, assumed charge last month. His predecessor, the acting 
Taoutai, has returned to Nanchang, of which seat of anti-foreign 
ideas he is prefect. The acting Taoutai was, however, very favour- 
ably disposed towards foreigners, and enjoyed their company. 
On dit he has now got into diserace with the Futai; aud it is 
stated that that hich official is annoyed at his conduct in becom- 
ing intimate and friendly with Europeans, instead of subjugating 
the objects of the Futai's aversion, the Consuls, French mission- 
aries, and foreigners in general. 





SHANGHAT. 

The present mail brings advices from this port to the 20th 
April ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The fol- : 
lowing items of news are from the North Chinw Herald :-— 

River freights have been greatly depressed, the two companies 
having fairly started on a competition @ outrance. The “ mos- 
quitoes,” as the smaller steamers have been christened, intend, 
we believe, to lie off and watch the contest. The competition 
on the river is being emulated on the coast, where the C.MLSIN. | 
Company is fighting against the S.S.N. and the C.C.8.N. Com- 
panies. Thus far, only Chefoo freights have been attected, the 
C.M.S. agents at that port having lowered freights from 7 mace 
to 3 mace, and now to one mace, and having of course been 
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Tieutsin freights are as yet 
unatlected, because the Chinese do not seem to patronise their 
national ling on the Peiho. 

A few days since the master of the American lorcha Rover dis- 
covered that his vessel was leaking badly, and on sounding the 
pumps found that there were four feet of water in the hold, 
There being only two men besides himself on board he sought 
assistance from Captain Roberts, of the British lorcha Wing and 
Winy, and anchored close by him. Captain Roberts went on 
board with his crew, and weighed the anchor and beached the 
Lover on the Pootung shore, abreast the Seamen’s Church. Boats 
and coolies were procured, and the cargo discharged. On Cap- 
tain Roberts applying to the owners of the /tover for remunera- 
tion, we hear that he was tendered the modest sum of $15 for his 
own services, and S1 for each of his crew. The sum was de- 
chned, as it was thoucht to be a case for salvage, but about this 
there is a difference of opinion, and the question may have to be 
decided elsewhere. The over had a full cargo of general mer- 
chandise on board at the time, and was bound up the Yangtsze. 

We understand that the old gunboat Dove, which was adver- 
tised for sale, has been disposed of by private contract. She has 
been placed opposite to the P. and O. Co.’s godowns on the 
Pootung side, with the object, we are informed, of being turned 
into a pontoon, ‘The American barque Forest Belle is bemg fitted 
for a similar purpose, for some station on the Yangtsze. 

The election of Municipal Councillors has been unprecedentedly 
quict this year. Only the requisite nine were put In nomination, 
so there was no contest and no poll. The following gentlemen 
were simply advertised as elected :—R. I. Fearon, J. G. Purdon, 
W.S. Wetmore, 8. M. Moses, R. W. Little, J. Wilson, M. Kalb, 
E. Seligman, and F. D. Barnes. 

The yachting season has been opened with a race for the 
challense cup. The start was from moorings off the recreation 
ground ; the course up the river, round a stake-boat at the top 
of the seven-mile reach, and back to the police hulk. The weather 
was wet and cold, and very unfavourable therefore for spectators ; 
but there was plenty of wind for the yachts, and a quick race 
resulted in favour of the Madeup, An athletic sports meeting 
is to be held on the 19th May ; twenty events are announced, 
against fourteen last year, so we presume the programme will 
cover two days. We hear that the usual Spring ritle meeting is 
to be held on the 5th and 6th May. There are four cups—ein- 
bracing the usual ranges. We presume that Sniders will still 
have to be used, owing to the unfortunate delay in the arrival of 
the Martini-Henrvs and their ammunition. 

The Shanghai Steam Navigation Company's steamer L’ychow 1s 
ashore on the Langshan crossing. The Woyune has left, towing 
two carvo-boats, to lighten her. 

At the Mixed Court, four of the Chinese crew of the American 
lorcha wlaowgad have been charged by Mr. Jones, the master, 
with insubordination and mutinous conduct during the last pas- 
save from Chinkiang to Shanghai. It appears that the ship's 
cook, an old man, not giving satisfaction to sume of the crew, 
they set upon him and beat him unmercifully, when Jones iter- 
fered ; upon which they assailed him, one man, since deeamped, 
striking hima heavy blow with a handspike. ‘The crew then 
refused to obey orders, and Mr. Jones finding himself powerless, 
hoisted the ensign, reversed, thinking he might get assistance. 
One man hauled it down and jumped onit. His punishment for 
this was 100 blows and one month’s cangue ; Ist lowdah, one 
month’s caneue ; 2nd lowdah, half a month's cangue; and the other 
man, eivhty blows. 

We have no further news from Peking regarding the Audience 
question. | 

Our Foochow correspondent writes :— Messrs. John Foster 
and Co. have commenced to lengthen their dock at Pagoda An- 
chorage 75 feet, with the object of being able to take in the long 
Suez Canal steamers that occasionally call at this port. Rain 
has commenced to fall at last, and it is the first time for eight 
months that it has penetrated the ground more than two 
inches. The oldest Chinese inhabitant cannot remember such a 
long drought. .

SHANGHAI, APRIL 19. 

You will have received, doubtless, full particulars of the visit 
of the Grand Duke to Shanghai, which caused a round of gaieties 
tu be inaugurated in his honour. He won golden opinions, and 
is every inch a prince. He has now left for the Amoor ed 
Nagasaki, and purposes travelling home through Siberia and 
Tartary. 

St. Patrick’s dinner, on the 17th March, was an event of some 
interest, as being the first time the sons of Erin met together at 
a public dinner in China to celebrate the natal day of St. Patrick. 
The athiir went off with much écluat. 

The latest matter of interest here is a large defaleation dis- 
covered on the part of an employé in the Chinese Customs, who 
appropriated some £7,000 to his own use, for the purpese of 
share speculations. Le has becn brought up at the pelice-court, 
and remanded pending reference to Mr. Hart, at Peking. This 
robbery, or embezzlement, has been etiected in the same way as 
similar ones has been, viz., by keeping back balances supposed to 
be lodved in the bank. 

This atiair throws a slur on the whole Foreign Customs Ser- 
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vice, as it was specially established to put a stop to fraud and 
embezzlement. It is not yet known what course Mr. Hart will 
take, whether to prosecute or not. Mercantile affairs are in a 
very unsettled state here at present ; merchants, sharebrokers, 
&c., collapsing, and ruinous competition between rival steam 
companies. 


HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 26th April; the French mail from 


London, March 14, was received on the 24th April. The follow- 
ing items are from the China Mail :— 


We hear from Peking that there has been a change in the con- 
stitution of the Chinese Mission to Vienna. Mr. C. Hannen, the 
able and most popular Commissioner at Tientsin, has departed to 
assume charge of it as chief. The other foreign members are 
Commissioners Detring, Drew, Bowra, and Cartwright. The 
Chinese members are not appointed as yet. 

Mr. A. N. Blakeman has consented to act as general treasurer 
of the Briarly Fund. The subscription list closes on the 27th 
April. It is only intended to raise a sum sufficient to pay the 
man’s passage home, and give him asmall amount of ready money 
on landing. 

The Pier and Godown Company have commenced roofing the 
shed on the pier with galvanised corrugated iron, and are driving 

iles alongside of about every third pile on each side of the pier 
(the tops ae about six feet below the level of the other piles), 
for the purpose of laying balks of timber fore and aft, for fenders 
to protect the pier from being chafed. 

The funds of the Morrison Education Society have been finally 
disposed of, and the society may be regarded as defunct. A sum 
of $3,000 has been funded for the purpose of endowing a scho- 
larship, to be called the Morrison Scholarship, at the Central 
School, under conditions to be drawn up by the head master of 
the Central School, the minister for the time being of the Union 
Church, and the senior resident member of the London Missionary 
Society, with the addition that, in the event of the discontinuance 
of the Central School, or other circumstances making it advisable, 
the disposition of the principal should be with the three gentle- 
men above named. The balance of the society's funds has been 
handed over to the Morrison Library. 

The Fray Bentos, Peruvian ship, has been officially inspected 
at Macao and declared capable of taking 379 coolies, The bar- 
racoons are almost empty, and arrivals have been very scanty, 
seventy per cent. of those examined refusing to emigrate. ‘Trade, 
therefore, is very discouraging, and will be more so if the rice 
harvest turns out a good one. The Sun Juan, Luiza Cunevaro, 
Emigrante, Manco-Capac, Rozalia, Procwlencia, and Fra Bentos, 
all Peruvian ships, aggregating a total of 6,676 tons, are on the 
berth waiting. 

A boat, loaded with coolies, has been captured by a customs 
cruiser at a distance of a mile from the Barra Fort. The boat, with 
coolies, crew and all, was taken in tow by the cruiser, passing 
under the guns of the Portuguese forts en route to Canton. 

We have received the first number of a new Portuguese paper, 
entitled the Jmparcial, to be published at Macao. The /mparcial 
is well printed, and appears to be of a higher tone than the other 
Macao journal. It is undoubtedly on the right track when it 
asserts that the only remedy for the existiny state of affairs is to 
interest the Chinese Government in the Coolie traftic. 

We are glad to note that all newly-arrived steamers and sail- 
ing vessels are now boarded by the police on entering the har- 
bour. This arrangement is a sensible one, as it often happens 
that robberies occur amongst the Chinese passengers on the 
voyage, and the suspected thief has a good chance of escaping if 
the means of capturing him are not at hand. 

One of the oldest and most respected Parsee residents of Hong 
Kong, Mr. J. F. Buxey, leaves by this mail, owing to his having 
some three or four weeks since been seized with a paralytic 
stroke. Mr. Buxey has been for some years a prominent pro- 
mnoter of local enterprise, and is very highly esteemed by all who 
have come in contact with him. 

A return rifle match, Officers of H.M. 80th Rect. v. Civilians, 
has been shot off at Kowloong, when the civilians had their re- 
venge, beating the officers by twenty-seven points. 

Tenders are invited for the erection ofa police station at Yau- 
Ma-Ti, British Kowloong. . 

Baron von Rehfues, German Minister at Peking, has passed 
through the Colony on his way home by this mail. 

It is notified that unofficial Members of Council are not entitled 
to wear uniform. 

An amateur dramatic performance by the local club went off 
very successfully on the 21st April. 

Mr. A. Lister has been re-appointed Sheriff of Hong Kong. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port tothe 4th 


May ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Strats Times :— 
The interval since the departure of last mail has been a short 


one, and there is consequently less to summarise than usual. 
The Governor left for Labuan, as we notified in our last sum- 
mary, on the 23rd April, and has not yet returned, and the busi- 
ness of the Legislative Council is, therefore, at a standstill. 
The Criminal Session is still pending, though many of the cases 
have been disposed of. No less than eleven prisoners have been 
sentenced to death at this session, one being the Kling school- 
master who tried to murder his wife, killed his two children, and 
then cut his own throat; two Chinese were sentenced for a 
murder committed in astreet riot; and the remaining eight were 
found guilty of gang robbery, attended with the murder of two 
Klings, in a money-changer’s shop in High-street. Not- 
withstanding the speedy detection and arrest of many of the 
gang, their incarceration did not prevent another gang, or pro- 
bably part of the same band, from carrying out a similar robbery 
at Teluk Blangah last Sunday night. The police were on their 
track within an hour or so after the crime was committed, and a 
number of Chinese were arrested before they reached their | 
houses, with some of the property in their possession. Later 
some of the property was found in the possession of Chinese 
grooms in the Governor’s employ, concealed in their boxes on the 
premises at Government House. While holding the police ac- 
countable for the peace of the town and the protection of pro- 
perty, it would, perhaps, be as well if strict surveillance were 
kept over the servants at Government House. 

We learn that, in pursuance of his policy of centralisation, the 
Governor hasappointed Mr. Burn, Master Attendant, to be Master 
Attendant of the Straits Settlements, and Harbour Master at Sin- 
gapore. Mr. Burn will have charge of the Marine Department, 
and all the shores, harbours, lights, and beacons of the colony. 
We have not heard that his salary is to be increased with the in- 
crease of work. 

The mail services of both the P. and O. and the Messageries 
Maritimes Companies have been augmented by new and elegant 
steamers, but it would appear that all the increased tonnage and 
greatly extended passenger accommodation of these companies 
is still insufficient to meet the Eastern passenger traffic, if we 
may judge from the difticnlty experienced of late in securing 
cabins or berths in the steamer from Galle to Suez. One large 
steamer recently had to take all her passengers vid Bombay, that 
they might go on home by the Bombay steamer. 

This colony is at last to be denuded of its transmarine convicts 
—at least those who have not been released on ticket-of-leave. 
As the time has approached for their withdrawal, we understand 
thenumberof ticket-of-leave men has been greatly augmented, and 
we hear there are many more, whose term of sentence are nearly 
expired, who will enjoy a like favour. This is, we believe, strictly 
in accordance with the arrangement made respecting the transfer 
of the convicts. 

H.M.S. //ornet has returned from Penang, she having been to 
Atehin with the Dutch expedition. 

The latest news of the Dutch expedition to Atchin is con- 
tained in a telegram from Penang dated 2nd May, which stated 
that the troops left Atchin for Singapore on the 29th April, but 
that the Blackde would be maintained by three ships of war. 
So far as can be gathered from our latest Java papers, the Nether- 
lands Indian Government is fully alive to the necessity of prose- 
cuting the war, now that it has been entered upon, in order to 
maintain its prestige amongst the natives now under its rule, 
and intends to resume hostilities with a large force as soon as 
the season will permit. The unmistakable repulse the Dutch 
have experienced in this expedition is a matter of very sérious 
concern to their prestige, and may lead to consequences which can 
yet be hardly realised from its effects upon the native mind. We 
gravely doubt the wisdom or policy of the expedition leaving 
Atchin at all, and we would warn the Dutch authorities that 
they have undertaken, wantonly, so far as we can see, a’task, the. 
magnitude and dithcultics of which they seem yet to have hardly 
realised, but of which they have had a slight foretaste in the utter 
defeat they have just sustained. They cannot afford a second 
one. No official statement of the total loss suffered by the Dutch 
has been published. The /ndver says that up to the 18th April 
the loss of the land forces amounted to 6 officers and 45 men 
killed, and 25 officers and 363 men wounded. The naval force 
had 2 ofthcers killed, and 20 men wounded ; 160 sick and wounded 
had arrived at Padang, and 15 wounded had been conveyed to 
Batavia. The Government, on first receiving the news of the 
failure at the Kraton, determined to despatch reinforcements, 
but decided on the 20th April upon withdrawing the troops, on 
intelligence being received that a council of war held at Atchin 
had come to the conclusion that the situation there was an un- 
tenable one. 

The Jndier of the 26th April thus comments upon the state of 
affairs :—Great is the impression made by these events through- 
out the Archipelago. The tears of many whose dearest relations 
have fallen, the three millions that have been spent, the complete 
interruption of steam communication throughout the Archipelago 
—all these sacrifices would be considered as trifles, were it not 
for the heavy blow inflicted on our prestige. Our navy will con- 
tinue to blockade the ports of Atchin, but the ships, two ex- 
cepted, sail wretchedly, and are, properly speaking, rotten wooden 
vessels, Without a strong artillery park, Atchin is strong to us, 
The bitter fruits of gross neglect in this respect are now being

Knowledge of the enemy’s resources, their strength, and the state 
of the country, was wanting.

CEYLON. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Kawnpy, May 5, 1873. 

This ancient capital, the quondam residence of a long line of 
Kandyan Kings, was on the 27th ult. startled by three sudden 
explosions. On turning in the direction of the reports were to be 
seen volumes of fire and smoke, with bricks, tiles, rafters, and 
other fragments of buildings flying high in air. Arrived at the 
spot a crumbled mass of ruins met the eye. The explosion bad 
arisen from gunpowder, which had been carelessly kept for sale 
in native bazaars. At the point of junction of Colombo with 
Trincomahe-street, on both sides of Colom)bo-street several houses 
were down—one on fire, and fears were entertained that if a 
breeze sprang up the conflagration would extend down Trinco- 
malic-street and carry away the best part of the town. All the 
exploded and fallen houses were native shops, almost all of them 
containing gunpowder in Jarge quantity. Men were busy there 
carrying away the ade from the fallen houses which were 
not on fire, as well as from those which were, and from 
the neighbouring boutiques—for they are all boutiques in 
that street —as well as removing the debris from above 
such of the imates as were hoped to be got out alive. Ten 
houses had fallen, burying in their ruins about forty people ; 
fifteen of them were got out alive, of whom two afterwards died. 
Crowds} of natives had assembled, but, with the usual native 
apathy, were doing nothing ; a few Europeans only were exerting 
themselves to save life. Presently the military appeared on the 
scene, also the police, both with their fire engines ; but neither 
seemed in working order, for they could not be got into play for 
about an hour. They did work at last, however, and by two 
o'clock in the morning got the fire subdued. The military ren- 
dered very efticient service, and it has been justly commented on 
by a writer to the local press, that if they had been of no other use 
to the colony their value on this occasion would have warranted 
a depot of them being kept at this station. Yet at this very mo- 
ment the military authorities have given out that they are to be 
withdrawn from outstations and concentrated at Colombo, which 
intimation has met most unqualified reprobation in the central 
metropolis ; the inhabitants whereof pay their share of the taxes 
whereby the military are supported—and they are all supportea 
by local taxation—yet we have not a word to say in the matter 
of their stationing. All may be sent to the top of Adam’s Peak 
for all we can do to prevent it, or they may be taken to defend 
the key of India, Trincomalie, for all the taxpayers can do to pre- 
vent it. Verily, this seems to prove that might is right. But 
there are so many ways besides a fire in which they could be of use 
at Colombo, too far away from Kandy to prevent mischief. Yet 
Kandy is the centre of the great producing interest in the coun- 
try—the coffee plantations, It is hoped the local Government will 
rotest against a step so inconsiderate, unwise, and expensive. 
Eyccunice. because they have good barracks here, whereas in 
Colombo new ones would have to be built, while the island has 
lately been bled to the tune of probably £50,000 for extra barrack 
accommodation, at a time, too, that one regiment—the Ritles—is 
being disbanded. When we had four regiments our barrack 
accommodation was sufficient ; now that we are reduced to one, 
all this extra is required. The military dictum evidently is, 

“The island is rich, let her bleed.” 
— The cause of the accident could not be discovered—whether a 
lighted match carelessly thrown down, an end of a cigar, a spark 
from a fire stick, or any other cause—did not come out ; and 
most likely those who could have told were tongue-tied for ever. 
The whole five persons who were in one of the boutiques where 
the first explosion is supposed to have taken place, were buried 
under the ruins, It appears there was an ordinance regarding 
the storing of gunpowder passed in 1862, whereby 100. Ib. 
was the limit allowed to be kept in any one shop; but it 
was never proclaimed in Kandy, therefore not in force there. 
And there was a magazine erected some two years ago—there 
having been one before which was taken down—but it had never 
been given over to the municipalities nor used by the Govern- 
ment, these powers having been corresponding about the terms 
for some time ; meanwhile this explosion—a sad commentary on 
ollicial procrastination ! Even had the proclamation been in 


shops, and adjoining each other, was far too much to be safe, for 
there might thus be concentrated in a very small space enough 
to have blown up the town. As it was, almost each shopkeeper 
admitted having had about 300 lbs., and they must have had 
considerably more, as when the powder was removed to the 
magazine, which it was immediately after the catastrophe, 22,000 
lbs. were removed from a few shops almost all contiguous, The 
authorities will no doubt be on their mettle now, but they ought 
to have been so before. The coroner's jury who next day viewed 
the bodies of the dead—a ghastly sight, some charred to a cinder, 
others with broken bones, broken heads and no heads at all— 
and inquired into the cause of the disaster, passed a severe cen- 
sure on the Government, the municipality, and the police.

IMPORTS. 

YokOHAMA.~—The market during the fortnight had been extremely 
dull and neglected, the demand for Shirting noticed in our last report 
having subsided to a considerable extent, while for Yarn lower offers 
were made by dealers, and in some cases accepted. Rates for all classes 
of goods were weaker, with very little animation apparent. In Metals 
there had been a demand for Nail Rod Iron only. 

H10co-Osaka.—Though deliveries had been en the increase, the ten- 
dency of the market was weak. Cotton Yarn: Nos. 16-24 and 28-32 
showed an advance in price during the early part of the month, and at 
the close, while the advance had been taken off again for Nos, 28-32, it 
partially remained for the former count, which was all but nominal, 
however. Grey Shirtings had receded in value, the demand slackening, 
but stocks had not increased. Black Velvets had assumed a healthier 
tone, and as much as $10 to $10.50 per piece had been obtainable, but 
the advance was afterwards partially lost, and quotations at the close 
were nominal, with heavy stocks, Victoria Lawns had met with a fair 
inquiry, and holders but reluctantly submitted to offers, Transactions 
in Mousselines de Laine, plain and printed, had been made on specula- 
tion; this fecling had been freely met by importers, and while 
deliveries were considerable, prices were drooping. Nail Rod Iron: 
Fine sizes saleable. Quotations :—Cotton Yarn, Nos, 16 to 24, $120.00 
to 123.00; 28 to 32, $132.00 to 134.00. Cotton Piece Goods: GE 
Grey Shirtings, 7 Ibs., 38 yards 39 in., $2.25 to 2.30; 84 to S$ lbs., 
38 yards, 39 in., $2.55 to 2.62 ; 9 Ibs. ditto 44 in., $2.85 to 2.90 ; White 
Shirtings, nominal ; T-Cloths, 6 to 7 lb., $1.55 to 1.85 ; Drills, Dutch, 
40 yards, $3.70 ; ditto, English, 40 yards, 15 Ibs., $3.85 ; Velvets, black, 
$9.00 to 9.50 per piece ; Black Sateens, 32 in., $0.18 to 0.20 per yard ;

Hankow.—The market had shown little or no sign of reaction from 
the dull tone recently prevailing, while sales of imports generally had 
been very limited; prices, where any change had taken place, ruled in 
favour of buyers. Grey Shirtings, 8}]bs., had maintained their down- 
ward tendency ; quotation, Tls. 1.88 to 1.96; 7 lbs., unchanged at 
Tls. 1.68 to 1.72; Y}lbs., Ts. 2.38 to 2.57 per piece. T-Cloths slightly 
lower ; 8 lbs., Tls. 1.72 to 1.78 ; 6]bs., Ts. 1.30. ; 

SHANGHAI—Cottons : The business done had been almost nil, no 
enquiry whatever having existed for any description of Piece Goods, 
Drills were further depressed and lower in value, other goods remaining 
without change, but in the absence of business, quotations were more_ 
or less nominal. Woollens.—Tranaactions most limited, the few sales 
reported showed a decline on previous rates. Metals and Coals had 
been quiet at previous quotations, 

Hon Konxe.—The only arrivals had been the steamers Canton, Dio- 
med, Glendarrock, and the mail str. with manufactures for this mar- 
ket. Advices of increasing shipments from home, continued dullness 
in the Northern Markets, and a general want of activity in the local 
trade, had prevented any improvement in the market. Yarn was 
almost the only article showing any life or activity. A moderate 
amount of business was being transacted in each of the different 
counts at about the same quotations as last given—16/24s. $1.10 to 
1.20, 28/328 $126 to 129, and 38/42s. $1324 to 137 per bale. Stocks 
of all counts within very reasonable compass, and prices not likely to 
decline. Grey Shirtings weak and unsatisfactory ; 7 Ibs. offered at 
$2.15 to 2.16, but not taken readily ; 8} Ibs. dull at $2.45 to 2.524, the 
higher quotations being quite nominal ; a few 10 Ibs. placed at $3.48 
per piece. White Shirtings and White Irishes nothing doing. T-Cloths, 
6 Ibs. in small supply, but there is very little inquiry ; 7 Ibs. not asked 
for ; Mexican, 6 and 7 Ibs. very quiet and weaker ; 8 Ibs. out of de- 
mand. Grey Drills, quotations nominal ; sales impracticable, owing to 
heavy stocks at all ports, Woollens generally showed a downward 
tendency. Metals: Nail Rod Iron steady at former prices ; Bar firmer ; 
Hoop weaker ; Round had given way a little; Wire neglected ; Steel 
in better inquiry, prices firm ; Tin Plates quiet ; Quicksilver neglected ; 
Yellow Metal declined about 59 cents per picul ; Lead attracting some 
attention from speculators, and prices supported. 

Cantox.—The interval had been characterised by no other feature 
than that of general quietness, greater even than usual at this period of 
the year. Business with the native merchants was in a rather unsatis- 
factory condition, resulting in a disinclination to make purchases. Lead 
was quoted $7.20 to 7.25 for common, and $7.30 to 7.35 per picul for 
W.B. ; sales 500 piculs, stock 1,800 piculs, No transactions reported in 
Quicksilver, Which was worth $115 to 116 per picul. Rice had de- 
clined about 5 cents per picul, and was slow of sale. 

SINGAPORE.— Messrs. Boustead and Co, report as follows :— The ar- 
rivals with general cargoes had been the Auriga and steamers Tchihat- 
choff and Macgregor from London, and the steamer Ulysses from Liver- 
pool. The demand for Piece Goods has been more active, and clearances 
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are on a larger scale. 
have been rather firmer, and the naarket closes steady at quotations, 39 
inch Grey Shirtings $4 Ibs, continued in good inquiry, and stocks being 
reduced, holders found no ditliculty in making sales at 82.5245 to 2.55, 
7 lbs. in sorne demand at 82.125, 6 Ibs. quiet at $1.90 to 1.05, 45 inch 
8 Ibs. dull at $2.45 to 2.50, 9 Ibs, searce, and worth $2.90, 32 inch 
T-Cloths 7 Ibs. slow sale at 81.75 to 1.80, 6 Ths. in good request, and 
considerable clearances at S1.574 to 1.605; lighter weights neglected, 
only a few trifling sales of 4 Ibs. reported.

YoKonHAMA.—The settlement of about 600 piculs for San Francisco 
had been the only business of the fortnight, and may be said to con- 
clude the season. Small garden musters of the new crop were expected 
to be shown shortly, and the first arrivals of small quantities in about 
ten days from date. 

Hiogo-Osaka.—The market remained in much the same atate as last 
reported, and no settlements had transpired. Garden musters were 
expected to be shown in a few days, but no quantity of new leaf was 
expected before the early part of May. The weather continned favour- 
able to the new crop. Quotations were quite nominal. 

Hankow.—Measrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co. repurt : Arrangements 
for the purchase of the New Season’s Teas by natives being now almost 
completed, we have the pleasure to furnish such information respecting 
the number of hongs opened in the various districts as we have been 
able to gather from reliable sources. The above figures show a con- 
siderable falling off in the number of hongs opened in the Hupch or 
Oopack districts, 21 namely, while in the Oonain districts, on the other 
hand, there is an increase of 10 hongs. In the Kiukiang districts the 
number of hongs opened also shows a large decrease, in the case of 
Ningchow there being as many as 25 less than last year, and in that of 
Hohow 12 less, Last year the estimated average of Sycee sent into the 
country for each hong was Tls. 15,000, while this year the saine is only 
estimated at Tls. 13,000. Altogether, therefore, the operations of Tea 
dealers for the coming season would seem to be considerably influenced 
by the unfavourable state of the London market during the one just 
finished, and we can only hope they will exercise as much caution in 
making their purchases in the country districts. 

SHANGHAIL—No business had taken place in Congous, the market 
continuing bare of stock. Teamen appeared to be acting cautiously in 
arranging for their operations in the new season’s Teas. The Hongs 
established in the Black Tea districts for purchases of the new leaf were 
reported to be less numerous, and the total amonnt of funds sent up 
was said to be about twenty-five per cent. amaller than last season. The 
weather had been favourable. Green Teas : The business of the fort- 
night had been comprised in the settlement of a small parcel Pingsuey, 
equivalent to 146 half-chesta, at Tls. 314 per picul A chop of local 
packed Tea had been added to stock, which consisted of SSY¥ half-chests 
of this description and 300 half-chests Pingsuey. 

Canton.—The only settlement had been 600 boxes new crop District 
Congou, but the price had not transpired, and there had heen a few 
further shipments under contract. The new leaf had commenced to 
arrive In small quantities, but no musters of Scented kinds had vet been 
shown. Owing to the unfavourable weather at the opening of the year, 
the first crop was represented by the Teamen to be of somewhat. inferior 
quality, and rather below the average quality, which would probably 
account for the desire manifested by one or two buyers to hurry for- 
ward small shipments of contract Tea by mail steamer at a reported 
advance of one to threé taels per picul on last year's prices. The Tea- 
men were not apparently desirous of purchasing leaf at current rates, 
so that transactions were left to more sanguine operators atimulated by 
contracts with foreign buyers, The prospects for the second picking 
were very good, and a large crop was looked for. 


SILK. 

YOKOHAMA.—Settlements since the 5th April had amounted to about 
600 bales, of which fully two-thirds had gone forward on native account. 
Dealers were averse to accept the low offers made by buyers, and pre- 
ferred to take the risk of the home market ; Oshus and Taysaam sorts 
were again lower.

THE Hacr sf, Junet 4.—A telegram from the Governor-General of Java, 
dated the 3lat of May, has been received here announcing thet the 
Rajah of Trocmon, a State bordering on Dutch territory upon the 
Western Coast of Sumatra, displays very favourable sentinents towards 
Holland. The Rajah of the Atchinese country of Tampahouan has 
written to the President at Tampanoli that he will not help the Atchin- 
ese. According to another telegram some disturbances have occurred 
at Banjoewangie. Troops were sent thither, but order was restored 
without their interference, and they have since returned. 

Penang, JUNE 4.—Three vessels flving the Enylish flag, laden with 
merchandise, and bound from Atchin to Penang, have been tired into 
by a Dutch man-of-war, The agent of the Sultan has petitioned the 
Governor of Penang for assistance. The nature ot the Governor's reply 
has not yet transpired. It is stated that should the Dutch attempt to 
resume the offensive against Atchin they will mect with a stronger re- 
sistance than ever. The Atchinese are ‘prepared to defend the country 
for two or three years, during which the Sumatra pepper plantations 
would be ruined. Chinese coolies are enlisting as soldiers. The 
Atchinese deny the charge of treachery brought against thein in the 
memorandum of the Dutch Government read to the Dutch Chambers 
alleging that Pangleematebang, who signed the Khiv Treaty, was not 
the Sultan’s accredited agent.

THE PAUMBEN CHANNEL. 
WE think there is every reason to congratulate our 
friends in Ceylon on the final report of Mr. ROBERTSON 
concerning the long-demanded Paumben Channel. Not 
only on the deservedly high reputation of the Government 
Harbour Inspector rests the merit of the line on which he 
has decided. The simplicity and clearness of the reasons 
given for adopting the present route—its directness, its 
advantages at each terminus, and, above all, the wonderful 
economy of the work—must strike every impartial reader 
of the résumé of the Blue-book, which we gave in our last 
issue. Not less satisfactory are the reasons for dismissing 
the numerous rival plans, which have been so long debated, 
for none of them appear, on examination, to possess the 
qualities of Mr. RoBERTSON’s line. To save 700 miles of 
distance by the cutting of two—four days in time—to bring 
into development a part of the country hitherto neglected 
—and to effect all this at a cost of less than _half- 
a-million—all these are recommendations which will make 
every one interested in trade in the Far East unite in an 
unanimous demand that the work shall be commenced 
without delay. No doubt Mr. GREGORY, with his accus- 
tomed promptitude, has already acquainted himself with 
the exact line struck out by Mr. ROBERTSON, and expressed 
his opinion of it to the Home Government, as well as his 
own Council. We hope both may be equally prompt. 
Taking Mr. RoBERTSON’S observations as conclusive, there 
can be no doubt that the new canal will begin to pay hand- 
somely from the first month that it is opened. Whether 
it be undertaken by the Government of Ceylon, the Muni- 
cipality of Colombo, or a joint-stock company, is of little 
moment—the one thing pressing is that it should be set 
about at once; that Messrs. Simons should receive their 
commission for the two dredgers, and that the necessary 
bungalows and huts be erected along the proposed line, for 
the accommodation of the officers, coolies, &c., on the 
arrival of the dredgers. 








THE JAPANESE EMBASSY. 

THE Japanese Ambassadors reached Vienna on the 4th 
inst. Count ANDRASSY, in receiving the members of the 
Embassy, stated that the experience obtained by the Am- 
bassadors during their visit to the Western Powers, and the 
reforms already set on foot in Japan, facilitated the estab- 
lishment of friendly relations, which, indeed, are every day 
becoming more intimate. Count ANDRASSY thanked the 
Embassy for the extensive participation of Japan in the 
Vienna Exhibition. IWAKURA, in reply, expressed his ac- 
knowledgments for the friendly courtesy which the represen- 
tatives of Japan had met with in Viennese circles, and for 
the steps taken by Count ANDRASSY to obtain an audience 
of the EMPEROR for the Ambassadors to present their cre- 
dentials. With reference to the Embassy sent from Japan to 
Pope Gregory XIII., which reached Rome in 1585, visited 
Venice in July of that year, and reached Japan upon their 
return in 1587, to which we alluded in our last issue, the 
following is a translation of the Latin inscription on the 
tablet in the cloisters adjoining the Church of Santa Maria 
Saluté, Venice :—

ONCE more we hear of the cruel frauds practised on silk 


producers in Italy, leading not unfrequently to the en- 
tire failure of their crops, owing to the bad quality of the 
cards and the consequent non-hatching of the eggs. 
profits so easily gained by the exportation of silkworms’ 
eggs from Japan have induced certain adventurers, having 
no position in the trade, and no knowledge of the country, 
to advertise themselves as “Exporters direct from Japan,” 
&c., &c., and these, too, often find in Japan a similar 
unscrupulous class of persons seeking the easiest means 
of gain. 
or, as they say in Italy, with the education of the 
silkworm, know that the best cocoons produce the 
finest and heaviest moths, whose progeny is naturally of 
a superior quality, but the threads of the cocoon being 
broken by the insect in its exit, the silk is rendered com- 
paratively worthless.

insects, to save the silk, and to reserve for reproduction 


only the lightest and most inferior cocoons, which of course 
contain weak, and often unhealthy insects, The enormous 
demand for Japanese eggs which has lately sprung up in Eu- 
rope has encouraged this practice, and Japanese silk-growers 
and agents receive every inducement to prepare cards in 
vast numbers, of the worst quality and by the cheapest 
methods, to meet the wishes of the unprincipled traders. 


Silk-growers must refuse the tempting offers of such agents, 


and deal only with houses of standing and responsibility in 
Europe and Japan. 
ascertain the character of the parties offering cards for ex- 
portation, the districts from which they obtain them, and 


The only check against fraud is to 


the state of the silkworm in those districts. This will be 
no easy task, but it is the only practicable course, and we 
hope to furnish our readers from time to time with such in- 
formation as may be useful in securing the results desired. 


- NEW GOVERNOR FOR THE STRAITS. 

COLONEL Str ANDREW CLARKE, R.E., K:C.M.G., has 
been appointed to the Governorship of the Straits. Settle- 
ments, in succession to Sir HARRY ORD. Colonel CLARKE 
was in 1846 Aide-de-Camp to Sir W. DENISON when Go- 
vernor of Van Diemen’s Land, served in New Zealand dur- 
ing 1848-9, and was, at the close of the war, sent on a mission 
to Hiki; subsequently, in the same year, he rejoined Sir WIL- 
LIAM DENISON as private secretary, and was appointed by him 
a member of the Legislative Council in 1851 ; in 1853 he was 
appointed Surveyor-General of Victoria, and on the proclama- 
tion of the new constitution he was returned to the assem- 
bly for the City of Melbourne, and joined Mr. Haines’s 
Cabinet as Minister for Public Lands, resigning with it 
in 1857, but not rejoining it again on its return to office. 
On its second resignation, in 1858, he declined the request 
of Sir H. BARKLY to form a new Administration, and re- 
turned to England the same year. He was then appointed 
commander of the Royal Envineers in the Eastern and Mid- 
land districts, and retained the post till 1863, when he pro- 
ceeded on special service to the West Coast of Africa. Here 
he remained until August, 1864, when he was appointed 
Director of Works to the Admiralty, which post he has con- 
tinued to hold up to the present time. We understand that 
Sir ANDREW will leave for Singapore in September next. 


TELEGRAMS state that strenuous preparations are being 
made by the Atchinese for an effective resistance to the 
Dutch, in the event of their renewing the war, that the 
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Sultan of ATCHIN believes himself able to hold out for two 
or three years, and that three vessels carrying the English 
flag have been fired into by a Dutch man-of-war. 


It is officially announced that M. VLANGALI, the Russian 
Minister at Peking, who was recently compelled to resign 
his post in consequence of ill-health, has been succeeded by 
M. Burzorr, the Russian Charge d’Affaires in Japan ; also 
that M. SrruveE has been appointed in the room of the 
latter at Yedo. | 

His Excellency K1bo, one of the Mikado’s Privy Coun- 
cillors, with GAH, his Secretary, and JuGot ARINoRI Mon, 
late Japanese Minister at Washington, returned to Japan 
by last mail. 


WE understand that the Prince CAMPOREALE, now in 
Vienna, has been appointed Attaché to the Italian Legation 
at Yedo and Peking, and will probably leave by an early 
mail in July. 


Mr. BINGHAM has been appointed to succeed Mr. DE 
LonG as Minister of the United States at Yedo. 


THE TRADE AND PROSPECTS OF VENICE. 

The Report of the Committee of the Venice Chamber of Com- 
merce for the year 1872 has just been issued. It contains detailed 
returns of trade and navivation during the past year, compiled 
with diligence and accuracy. It may be consulted as a most useful 
and exhaustive, not to say elaborate, statement, by all who regard 
with interest the return of trade and prosperity to the Queen of 
the Adriatic. We have so long been accustomed to see that once 
important and beautiful city placed in a false and humiliating posi- 
tion, shorn of her commerce and deprived of her manufactures, 
isolated in the midst of the stranger family to which she was for- 
cibly bound, her port empty, her marine gone, the winds them- 
selves could not say where, her artisans reduced to idleness 
and misery, her population idle, apathetic, and degenerating, 
dependent for existence on the precarious influx of visitors, 
that we now, with a feeling of relief, and a sentiment of some- 
thing more than satisfaction, see Venice once more rising to 
new life, regaining her ancient character, and profiting by those 
advantages which a wiser legislation, public instruction, and free- 
dom of action at length bestow on her. Nothing could more 
forcibly illustrate this than the presence, in the anchorage, of the 
mail steamers of our P. and O. Company, which now regularly 
call at Venice on their India and China service. 

When we recollect that in the last year of Austrian rule, such 
was the prostration of Venice at the extremity to which her com- 
merce was reduced that her imports amounted only tothe value 
of £.98,739,457, and her exports to but f.63,321,674, it is satisfac- 
tory to find from the tables of the report that the value of im- 
ports for the past year has risen to f.199,961,183, being an excess 
of £.25,708,248 over the year 1871, and of f.101,221,726 over the 
year 1866. The exports for 1872 amounted to f.150,268,206, or 
f.5,958,805 in excess of the year preceding, and of f.86,946,532 
over the year 1866. Taking the quinquennial 1868-72 we extract

The curious inversion of the progressive annual imports and 
exports with Great Britain, as also the increase of trade with 
Russia, and the decrease of her imports from, and increase of 
exports to, the Austro-Hungarian Empire, are all manifest signs 
of her successful rivalry with the port of Trieste. The enor- 
mous and sudden development of her direct commerce with the 


East is chiefly due to the contract with the P. and O. Com- 
pany, whose magnificent vessels maintain her weekly communi- 
cation with India, China, Japan, Australia, &. The company 
has more than once during the present year found it necessary 
to despatch extra vessels, with full cargoes, from India and from 
Egypt. Her trade with the East is not, however, confined to 
the P. and O. vessels. A short time since a large steamer arrived 
with a cargo of coffee from Batavia. Another steamer is also 
expected direct from Ceylon, and one has just arrived from 
Rangoon with rice. We find the chief increase in imports to 
have taken place in the foliowing articles :—

The total imports from Foreign States for the year 1872 
amounted to f.116,513,370, being £.23,101,995 more than in the 
preceding year, and when the railway now in course of con- 
struction along the valley of the Trent is completed, and me 
is brought by that means in more direct communication wit 
South Germany, much of the trade now done at Marseilles will 
be directed to Venice. It is evident, from even a superficial 
study of these tables, that the local trade of Venice must be 
represented by very small figures. Her manufactures have, 
with the lapse of time and in the struggle against cruel restric- 
tions, nearly all become extinct ; consequently, her consumption 
of raw material is very limited. She still, however, maintains 
her old renown in glass and mosaics, the, export of which to 
India is considerable. The local commerce in hides is respect- 
able, and means are being actively taken to promote various 
minor industries, the exercise of which will notably ameliorate 
the condition of the inhabitants. 


But the consideration of the fact that the commerce of the free 
port of Venice is chiefly one of transit is by no means damaging 
to her. She still occupies the most favoured site on the most 
direct natural line of communication that exista between Western 
Europe and the Far East. We have said enough to show what 
Venice is actually yet and what her prospects are. But we 
must impress on the inhabitants the necessity of being alive to 
the new order of things, and by energy and liberality secure the 
prosperity which évery day now opens up. 


AFRICA FOR THE CHINESE. 
The following letter from Mr. Francis Galton, of the Geogra- 
phical Society, has appeared in The Times :— 


In a few days Sir Bartle Frere will return to England, and public 
atteution will be directed to the East Coast of Africa. I am desirous 
of availing myself of the opportunity to ventilate some speculations of 
my own, which you may, perhaps, consider of sufficient interest to de- 
serve publication in Zhe Times. My proposal is to make the encourage- 
ment of Chinese settlements at one or more suitable places on the 
East Coast of Africa a part of our national policy, in the belief that the 
Chinese emigrants would not only maintain their position, but that 
they would multiply and their descendants supplant the inferior Negro 
race. I should expect that a large part of the African seaboard, now 
sparsely occupied by lazy, palavering savages living under the nominal 
sovereignty of Zanzibar, or Portugal, might in a few years be tenanted 
by industrious, order-loving, Chinese, living either as a semi-detached 
dependency of China, or else in perfect freedom under their own laws. 
In the latter case their position would be similar to that of the inhabi- 
tants of Liberia, in West Africa, the territory of which was purchased 
fifty years ago and set apart as an independent State for the reception 
of freed negroes from America. 

The opinion of the public upon the real worth of the Negro race 
has halted between the extreme views which have been long and 
loudly proclaimed. It refuses to follow those of the early abolitionists, 
that all the barbarities in Africa are to be traced to the effects of a fo- 
reign slave trade, because travellers continually speak of similar bar- 
barities existing in regions to which the trade has not penetrated. Cap- 
tain Columb has written a well-argued chapter on this matter in his re- 
cent volume. On the other hand, the opinion of the present day repudi- 
ates the belief that the negro is an extremely inferior being, because there 
are notorious instances of negroes possessing high intelligence and cul- 
ture, some of whem acquire large fortunes in commerce, and others 
become considerable men in other.walks of life. The truth appears to 
be that jndividuals of the mental calibre I have just described are 
much more exceptional in the negro than in the Anglo-Saxon race, and 
that average negroes possess too little intellect, self-reliance, and self- 
control to make it possible for them to sustain the burden of any re- 
spectable form of civilisation without a large measure of external guid- 
ance and support. The Chinaman is a being of another kind, who is 
endowed with a remarkable aptitude for a high material civilisation. 
He is seen to the least advantage in his own country, where a tempo- 
rary dark age still prevails, which has not sapped the genius of the 
race, though it has stunted the development of each member of it, 
by the rigid enforcement of an effete system of classical education, 
which treats originality as a social crime. All the bad parte of his

character, as his lying and servility, spring from timidity due to an 
education that has cowed him, and no treatinent is better caleu- 
lated to remedy that evil than [Location in a free settlement. The na- 
tural capacity of the Chinaman shows itself by the success with which, 
notwithstanding his timidity, he competes with strangers, wherever he 
may reside. ‘The Chinese emigrants possess an extraordinary instinct 
for political and social organisation ; they contrive to establish for them- 
Belves a police and internal government, and they give no trouble to 
their rulers so Jong as they are left to manage those matters by them- 
selves. They are good-tempered, frugal, industrious, saving, commer- 
clailly inelined, and extraordinarily prolitic. They thrive in all countries, 
the natives of the Southern provinces being perfectly able to labour and 
multiply in the hottest climates. Of all known varieties of mankind 
there is none 80 appropriate as the Chinaman to become the future 
occupant of the enormous regions which lie between the tropics, whose 
extent is far more vast than it appears, from the cramped manner in 
which those latitudes are pictured in the ordinary maps of the world. 
But take a globe and examine it, and consider the huge but poorly- 
peopled bulk of Africa, by whose side the areas of India and of China 
look insignificant, and think what a field lies there for the development 
of asuitable race. The Hindoo cannot fulfil the required conditions 
nearly so well as the Chinaman, for he is inferior to him in strength, 
industry, aptitude for saving, business habits, and prolific power. The 
Arab is httle more than an cater-up of other men's produce ; he is a 
destroyer rather than a creator, and he is unprolific. 

The history of the world tells a tale of the continual displacement 
of populations, each by a worthier successor, and humanity gains 
thereby. We ourselves are no descendants of the aborigines of Britain, 
and our colonists were Invaders of the regions they now occupy as their 
lawful home. But the countries into which the Anglo-Saxon race can 
be transfused are restricted to those where the climate is temperate. 
The tropics are not for us, to inhabit permanently ; the greater part of 
Africa is the heritage of people ditferently constituted to ourselves. On 
that Continent, as elsewhere, one population continually drives out an- 
other, Consider its history as it extends over successive centuries. We 
note how Arab, Tuarick, Fellatah, Negroes of uncounted varieties, 
Cattre, and Hottentot surge and reel to and fro in the strugele for 
existence. It is into this free fight among all present that | wish to see 
a new competitor mtrodjiced—namely, the Chinaman, The gain would 
be immense to the whole civilised world if he were to outbreed and 
finally displace the negro, as completely as the latter has displaced the 
aborigines of the West Indies. The magnitude of the gain may be 
partly estimated by making the converse supposition—nawmely, the loss 
that would ensue if China were somehow to be depopulated and. re- 
stocked by negroes. 

The pressure of population in China is enormous, and its outflow is 
great and increasing, There is no lack of material for a suitable im- 
migration into Africa, [do not say that it would be possible at any 
moment to persuade communities of men and women from Sonthern 
China to establish themselves in Africa + but Lam assured, by excellent 
authoritics, that oceasious of political disturbance frequently arise when 
it would be practicable to do so by the promise of a free, or nearly free, 
grant of land. The Chinese have a land hunger, as well as a love for 
petty traffic, and they would find a field in which to gratify both of 
these tastes on the East African Coast. There are many Chinese 
capitalists resident in foreign parts who might speculate in sucha system 
and warmly encourage it. Lf once successfully started, it ought to 
maintain itself. The colonists could not starve : and when they began 
to succeed they would send money home to their relatives to enable 
them to follow, just as they now do from the many other parts of the 
world where they are located. For these reasons it is probable that the 
streams of emigration from China have suftcient ‘ head” to enable 
them to reach and overflow the coasts of astern Africa if they were 
watched aud judiciously diverted in that direction. 

Thave finally to speak of the political etfurt necessary to secure a 
free right of occupancy and of settlement at suitable points on the 
coast, No very serivus obstacle seems to stand in the way ; certainly 
none was met with when Liberia was founded. It is probable that as 
the success of such an enterprise would be of equally great value to all 
nations commercially interested in those parts, no national jealousy 
would be exeited by its promotion, and the necessary territory could 
be obtained with little difficulty and at a small cost, to be advanced in 
the first inatanee as a charge on the land, and hereatter to be redeemed,

MEETING OF THE P. AND O. COMPANY, 


The half-yearly meeting of the shareholdera in the P. and 0. Com- 
pany was held at the offices, Leadenhall-street, on the Sth inst., under the 
presidency of Mr. P. D. Hapow, chairman of the company. The notice 
calling the necting having been taken as read, the report—which waa 
published in our last issue—was presented, 

The CHAIRMAN said his observations would be very brief, insomuch 
as the accounts were rescrved for presentation at the annual meeting, 
and the report was consequently shorter in its details, and did not neces: 

avily contain such iapertant sietements as that given to the share- 
holders at the December mecting. Phere were only two or three points to 
which he need allude. Since the last meeting the board had contracted for 
the construction of two new ships of 2.400 tons each, which they hoped 
would be atloat on the ocean in the course of the next year. Considering 
the great advance in the price of material and Lebour, he donbted not that 
the proprietors wonld unanimously be of opinion that the price pruntd 
for them was not only reasonable, but extremely moderate. The retit- 
ting of the ships was proceeding, and the alterations weuld not only 
give the vessels a greater carrying power, but reduce the constuption of 
coul by nearly one-half, as well as obtaining a creater speed, The fleet 
was idl fully eonploved. and the board had been infermed that the Venetia, 
having well performed her outward work, was on her way home with 8,000 
tons of tea, so that it was reasonable to suppose that she would realise a 
Jarge proat for the company, He was happy to say that no ensnalty had 
attended the navigation uf the company's vessels since the last imcet- 
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ing. Thiswas the more remarkable, and a cause for deep thankfulnesa 
beeanse the ships had been subject to the most fearful storins which they 
had ever been called upon to encounter. The directors were pursuing 
the policy they had adopted for sume years past, and with the approbation 
of the proprietors that policy would be continued. (Hear, hear.) As to 
the Suez Canal, the question seemed tobe misunderstood. The company 
could not use it without the permission of the Government. The 
mails could not be sent throngh the canal without consent, as the con- 
tract stipulated for their being sent overland. The vessels of this com- 
pany Which had passed through the canal were not the mail ships, but 
extra ones, Which had been found profitable and advantageous to the 
company, The new Italian line was in full working order, and both in 
the amount of goods carried and the profit realised therefrom had fully 
realised all the expectations of the board. (Cheers.) The mail and 
general services were alluded to in the report, and, as many share- 

holders would be aware, the Australian contract terminated in Decem- 

ber next, and negotiations had been carried on for some months with a 
view of getting the whole of the colonies to join in a subsidy for 
a general and comprehensive service. But the colonies were so 
jealous of each other, or were so impressed with their individual 

Importance, that Sydney would not enter into a contract in 

which Melbourne was ineluded, and Melbourne would not enter 
into @ contract in which Sydney was included, and so the matter 

went on, and the company was compelled to negotiate with the 

Government of each colony, The result was that on Wednesday the 

board received a tdlegram from the coimpany’s agent at Melbourne 
stating that a contract had been entered into with the Melbourne Go- 

vernment for a direct service for the next seven years for a subsidy of 

£90,000, the vessels having to call at a minor port if required. That 

was so far satisfactory, as it gave the company the exclusive carriage of 
the mails to Melbourne for seven years, and if any of the other colonies 

attempted to found another service they would soon find that the ex- 

penses were xo enormous that they could not continue it for any length 

of time. There was one other matter for congratulation, which was 

that the company had recently established—under strong pressure—a 

system of Indian parcels post. This did not greatly add to the receipts 

of the company at present, but as it paid expenses, and gave great ad- 

ditional facilities, especially to the Indian subjects of the Queen, the 

directors were satistied to perform the service and await ita future 

development. The only other feature worthy of remark was the fact 

that the charges fur material, stores, labour, &e., had greatly increased, 

but, on the other hand, the receipts had so augmented that the beard 

felt justified in recommending a dividend at the rate of six per cent., 

Which had been earned in and could be paid out of the profits of the 

half year. Many of the shareholders had had a letter and statement 

sent to them by a person who signed himself lately the manager of the 

company, and who had thought fit tu write a very lengthy pamphlet, 

and somewhat dithenlt altovether to understand. and he would not have 

taken the trouble to notice it if it had not been that the board thonyht 

it proper to lay before the proprietors a short statement describing the 

cireumstances under which this gentleman had written the letter in 

question, LHeshould have been wanting in respect to the proprietors if 

he had not mentioned the fact, and having done so he passed it by. He 

concluded by moving the adoption of the report.—Mr. Bramwe tt briefly 

seconded the motion. 

The CHAIRMAN, in reply to questions, said there was a saving of 40 
per cent. In the consumption of coal in the vessels which had been re- 
fitted with compound engines, He had nothing new to report as to the 
dues charged by the Suez Canal; the matter was still under considera- 
tion of the Council at Constantinople, to whom the matter had been re- 
ferred. and to which the various Governments interested were making 
representations ; and the Sultan, as the supreme governor of Exypt, 
would decide the question as to the dues which the Canal Company 
were to charge.—In answer to Mr. Mackenzie, the CHAIRMAN agaid that 
the pre-ent dividend was paid entirely out of net profita. 

The motion for the adoption of the report was then put, and carried. 
A dividend for the half-year ending the 81st of March, at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum, was declared, payment of the same to be made 
free of income-tax on and after the 22nd inst. 

A conversational discussion ensued, in which some shareholders urged 
that all contracts for coal, stores, building, and repairing ships, &c., 
should be put up to public tender and advertised, others urging oppo- 
site views. The general opinion, however, was that the plan the board 
at present pursue of inviting a limited competition and buying in the 
epen market was the best; and the proceedings closed with a vote of 
thanks to, and continued confidence in, the directors.

It is announced that an arrangement has been made by the 
Government of Victoria with the P. and O, Company for the 
conveyance of the mails from Galle to Australia for an annual 
subsidy of £90,000, The other colonies will bear proportionate 
shares of the cost. 

The directors of the London and Provincial Marine Insurance 
Company have decided on the payment to the shareholders of the 
usual interest at the rate of 10 per cent. per annum, free of in- 
come-tax, for the half-year ending June 30. 

We understand that the first steamer of the New York, London 
and China Company will be despatched from London in ‘about a 
month, and that after that date the line will be a recular one. 
The first vessel has been named the Turts7, and is of about 3,000 
tons burden. The advantaves of the new line will be perh: ips 
even more appreciated in the East than in this countr y. Between 
London and the Far East steam communication is now constant 
and regular, but to accommodate the ima ortant trade carried on 
with America by the Straits, Java, and China, there is at present 
no regular steam line. Every thing bids fair for the success of 
such aservice as the New York, London and China Company 
have undertaken, if carried out with regularity and ethetency.

Messrs. Guthrie and Co., Singapore ; Messrs. Tidman, 13: four, 
and Co., Java ; Messrs. Augustin Heard and Co., Hong Kong. 

With regard to the loss of the steamer Drviimoad Castle, on 
her passage from Hankow, with 3,000 tons of Tea for London, 
we are glad to find that the report of the captain and part of the 
crew being missing was incorrect, all on beard having been 
saved. ‘The steamer was built in 17 1, at Glasgow, and revis- 
tered 1,75( tons (gross). The total value of ship and car Oo Was 
about £2 250,000, and the loss will fall upon oftices here and in 
China. 

The Reuter’s tglegram from Shanghai, to the effect that the 
submarine cable between that port and ‘Hong Kong had been 
broken is contradicted by the Great Northern Telewraph Com- 
pany, who state that the cable is in working order. 

Tenders for £700,000 in bills on India were received on the 
4th inst. at the Bank of England.

COURT OF ADMIRALTY, 
SALVAGE CASE.—THE “ COPERNIC.” 
This case was tried on the 30th ult. The Copernic, a steamship of 
1,217 tons registered tonnage, belonging to the Messageries Maritimes, 
and of the value, with her cargo and freight, of £86,000, got on to the 
western end of the Roar Sand, on the morning of the 25th of January 
last. The ship was proceeding up Channel on a voyage from Marseilles 
to London ; the weather was foggy, and, as the water was shoaling, the 
engines were stopped and an anchor let go, with about twenty-eight 
fathoms of chair, and the ship was brought up. When the tide fell, 
the ship touched the ground about a quarter of a mile from the shore. 
The ship was towed off the sand by the steam-tug City of London the 
next flood tide. The defendants had tendered the sum of £100 to the 
plaintiffs, and paid it into Court, and contended that it was sufficient 
payment for the services, as the steam-tug Palmerston had been engaged 
for the sum of £100 to tow the Copernic off the sand. 

The Court held that the ship was in a position of very considerable 
danger, and could not have been extricated without the aid of steam 
power. The service was short and attended with no danger to the 
City of London, but it was of immense value to the ship, and it was 
doubtful whether the Palmerston would have had sufficient steam 
power to get the ship off. The Court overruled the tender, and awarded 
the sum of £400, with costs, 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS. 
RODOCANACHI AND OTHERS V. ELLIOTT. 

This was an action tried on the 2nd inst. upon two policies of insur- 
ance effected in March and April, 1870, upon sixty-five bales of silk, 
valued at £11,220. The insurance was from Shanghai to London, rid 
Marseilles. At Shanghai the silk was shipped on board the Messageries 
Imperiales steamer Phase, and carried to Hong Kong, where it was 
placed on board the Peiho, which conveyed it to Marseilles. It arrived 
at this last-named place on the 27th August, 1870, and it was intended 
to send it from thence through Paris to Boulogne on the way to London. 
The silk got as far as Paris, but in consequence of the German war 
there was no means of sending it on ; and it remained there until the 
city was completely invested on the 19th September, 1870. On the 
7th October the plaintiffs gave the underwriters notice of abandonment, 
and claimed upon the policies a3 for a total lose of the silk. On the 20th 
March, 1871, which was after the commencement of the present action, 
the silk arrived in London in an undamaged state. It had been con- 
tracted to be sold for £9,362 12s. 6d., and the purchaser took it at that 
price. The questions raised for the Court were whether the plaintiffs 
were entitled to recover as for a total loss, or for a partial logs, in conse- 
quence of the silk having, by the natural process of drying, become 
lessened in weight. 

The Court was of opinion that the intention was to cover these goods 
from their shipment at Shanghai until their arrival in London, whether 
they were upon land or water ; and that consequently the risks of the 
transit through France were covered by the policies. Under the cir- 
cumstances the plaintiffs were right in giving notice of abandonment 
and treating the cage as one of total loss. Judgment was entered for 
the plaintiffs.

the past year. 

Tue P. and O, steamer Ahédive, which sailed from Southampton 
Thursday, took out Commander Douglas, Lieuts, Jones and Bailey, 
and the party of petty officers and seamen who proceed to Yokohama 
for service at the Japanese Naval College. While the Ahédive was leav- 
ing the harbour at two o'clock, she ran aground, and could not be moved 
until the evening, when she was floated off and proceeded.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent of the Shanghai Courier gives the following 
account of the return of the Emperor to Peking :— 


A few days ago it was generally reported that, when the Emperor 
was leaving the capital to visit the Imperial Tombe, he had asked, as 
he traversed the deserted streets in which every door and window was 
closed, where all the people were. He was told by his attendant Mi- 
nisters that the eyes of the-vulear had never been honoured to gaze 
on the face of his now beatified Imperial ancestors, to which the “So- 
litary Man" replied somewhat irreverently that he did not see why 
the people should not see him. The hint was considered sufficient to 
warrant the issuing of orders against his return that the streets were 
not to be cleared of people when the Imperial cortége passed along 
them ; and the fact that these orders were carried out gives confir- 
mation to the original rumours. Accordingly, on the day officially 
announced for the Emperor's re-entry into Peking (the 8th April), in 
company with some other foreigners, I sought a likely place of observa- 
tion. Proceeding along the expected line of procession, we found the 
streets crowded with an unusual concourse of mandarins and soldiers, and 
at length the head of the Imperial procession appeared : a company 
of soldiers, each with what seemed to be a matchlock slung across his 
back, covered with yellow cloth. Behind came an umbrella of yellow 
silk fringed with gold, carried between two men on horseback. Ata 
short interval came a cavalcade of a dozen or 80, carrying spears tinted 
into the all pervading Imperial yellow, and having near the top a tuft of 
crimson-dyed hair, fastened to which a tiger’s tail hung down,—the in- 
tention being, no doubt to suggest their courage, though the result was 
somewhat different to a foreign observer. Then came Mandarins to the 
number of about fifty, nearly all of the crystal or blue button grade of 
rank. These were armed with bows and arrows, and rode in a moat 
promiscuous style; and with the preceding tigers’ tails, transformed the 
whole array into a burlesque. Immediately behind this mob of offi- 
cials, so sadly representative of the state of things over which he has 
begun to preside, came the Emperor, in a chair covered with 
yellow satin and carried by eight bearers, wearing the usual crim- 
son uniform dotted over with yellow patches ; their turbans fastened 
with yellow tassels. Immediately opposite where our party stood, a 
halt was called to enable the chair coolies to be relieved by others who 
had come along on horseback. This gave us the opportunity of having 
a deliberate look at the Emperor. His Majesty was asleep. He looked 
much older than he really is, some going the length of saying he looked 
like a man of 40. His face is long and pointed, and has a worn ex- 
pression ; in fact, one of our party said he has a dissipated look. But, 
of course, a man does not look his best when he is asleep, and just re- 
turning from a journey. But if his Majesty really wished to see and 
be seen by his people, his slumbers were unseasonable. During the 
pause occasioned by the change of chair-coolies, a man who had some 
grievance made a rush to get near the Emperor’s chair to present a 
petition. He was, however, caught, chained, beaten, and then carried 
off to prison. After the Imperial Chair a body of cavalry closed this 
section of the procession.

some people said the carts were empty, and that the concubines had 
been out round to a different entrance of the palace, But what a tale 
of maladministration and misery had those eighteen yellow carts to 
tell! Eight days before these waggons had left the city bright and 
new, and well-appointed ; now they passed along broken and battered, 
bespattered over with mud, and tugged slowly along by an inadequate 
number of wretched, starved ponies, The explanation given was that 
large numbers of the ponies had starved on the way, and villagers and 
suldiers had to be employed to assist those that remained to drag the 
waggons back into the city. We saw some of the carts with only one 
wretched mule attached to it, its lack of traction power being made up 
by coolies, whose dirty clothes, and trousers rolled up over their 
thighs, and legs plentifully daubed with dried patches of mud, looked 
anything but Imperial. The Chinese say that 10,000 horses were col- 
lected by the authorities, and left Peking for the: Tombs; but com- 


missariat arrangements were so defective that this immense cavalcade 
speedily exhausted all supphes on the route, and then large numbers 
died of starvation. To add to the wretchedness, the frost broke up, and 
the rain came down a day or two after they started, and the road be- 
came one continuous quagmire. Perhaps it is just as well that the 
youthful monarch should have, perforce, learned a little of things as 
they are. 

Li, the Governor-General of Chihli, has arrived at Tientsin 
from his visit with the Emperor to the Imperial Tombs. No- 
thing further has been heard, since his return, of the rumour 
current recently that he would immediately assume the position 
of one of the Ministers of State at the capital. The rumour 
may yet turn out to be based on facts, and he may have merely 
returned to Tientsin for a short period to settle up his official 
atiairs as Governor-General, At present he is engaged in making 
a broad cart-road from Tientsin towards Peking.

: SHANGHAT, 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 
April ; the P. and O. mail from London March 7 arrived out on 
the 20th April. The following items of news are from the Worth 


China Herald :— 


That a Chinaman should hire a number of rowdy foreigners in 
Shanchai, with a serious design of starting a rebellion in Kiangsu, 
seenis almost too ridiculous. Yet something of the kind seems 
to underlie a case which has been tried at the police-court. The 
three prisoners, Carr, Thomas, and Evans, were members of a 

arty of nine foreigners who left Shunghai about a fortnight ago 
be Chinkiang. They took with them sundry swords and rifles, 
and scem to have anticipated having to us2 them in some rather 
undetined manner, in which drilling Chinese, capturing cities, 
and plentiful loot formed prominent features. The boat 
was engaved for them in Shanghai by a man named Yang, 
and they started, wid the Grand Canal, on the 6th April 
After sundry minor difficulties, in the way of shallow water 
and deficient provisions, they eventually reached Chinkiang 
about the 12th, crossed over to the north bank, and went 
ashore. On the 13th a Chinaman called at the house of a 
Customs employé named Wang Kumping, with an envelo 
addressed to “ Mr. Wang, C. H. Linguist,” and bearing inside 
the words, “ Pay boat-hire from Shanghai ; all well ; t on 
shore on north bank.” Fortunately for the destinies of China and 
the throne of the Emperor, the Wang in question happened to be 
the wrong man; and he, thinking the note queer, kept it, and 
told the man to call next day at the Custom-house. He did so, 
and frankly told the circumstances ; he had been engaged in 
Shanghai by an English-speaking Chinaman named Yang to take 
nine toreigners to Chinkiang, and had started accordingly. The 
men frequently quarrelled on the journey, and let out that they 
had been engaged by a man named Aaa: to drill Chinese and 
fight the Imperialists ; they seemed to look to Carr as their 
leader ; 827 were owing to him out of $30, which were to be 
paid him for his boat ; and he knew no more.

‘The project seems so incredibly foolish, 
that we can hardly comprehend such a design being, not only 
dreamed of, but practically attempted with so small means. The 
case at the police-court, however, seems to afford some proof of 
reality ; for here are three men, who were deluded into the mad 
excursion, very sharplyand properly punished for their escapade ;

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FOOCHOW. 
(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Foocnow, APRIL 25. 
The foreign employés at the Foochow Arsenal are very actively 
engaged in completing the programme which served as a basis 
for its establishment, their contract ending in February, 1874. 
Between the month of October, 1867, and that date sixteen 
steamers were to be built ; of these eleven are already afloat, and 
one, a corvette of 250-horse power, counts as two, so that only 
four more have to be completed ; out of these two are already far 
advanced, and the others will be commenced without delay. The 
ships constracted at the arsenal are, with the exception of the 
corvette, either transports or Segeepitan Those which have al- 
ready been launched are distributed among the differents ports 
of China, in consequence of an Imperial edict ordering the 
Viceroys and Governors of the Maritime Provinces to provide 
themselves with steamers (necessary for the protection of their 
rts) from the Foochow Arsenal. Steamers accordingly have 
bee sent to Newchwang, Tientsin, Chefoo, Ningpo, Amoy, and 
Canton. The transports are provided with engines of 150-horse 
power, constructed at the Arsenal. The gunboats are of 80-horse 
pore and the engines were bought in Europe. The engine be- 
onging to the corvette was purchased from Messrs. Inglis and Co., 
Glasgow. Very satisfactory results were obtained at the trial 
trip of the last named vessel, viz. :—

This vessel is of the following dimensions :—Length between 
perpendiculars, 58.00 m.=190 ft.; length over all, 61.00 m. 
22200 ft. ; beam, 11.20 m.=236.6 ft. She draws 4m.30=14 ft., 1” 
dec., 2 forward, and 4 mct.90=10 ft. 6 aft, and of 1,393 tons 
displacement. Her armament was supple’ by Sir T. Whit- 
worth and Co., and comprises one 150-lb. pivot gun, two 70-ib. 
pivot and eight 70-lb. broadside guns, all of these manufactured 
with the greatest care, the carriages, &c., of the pivot guns 
being of iron, and designed by Captain Scott, of the English 
Navy. This ship, the first real man-of-war ever possessed 
by the Chinese, is, like all the other ships from the Arsenal, 
commanded by a Chinese captain, and has a crew composed en- 
tirely of Chinese. These captains were formerly pilots, who 
know the Chinese coasts thoroughly. The engineers are either 
pupils from one of the schools of the Arsenal, or stokers who 
after several years’ experience are able to take charge of an engine. 
So far these ships have only been required for coast navigation, 
and consequently these men are found sufficient for the work 
required, But in two months from now the training ship attached 
to the Arsenal will furnish officers capable of navigating ships at 
86a. 

The contract made with the Chinese Government provided 
that at the end of the term before spoken of the Chinese should 
be able to construct engines and to build unarmoured ships of 
any ordinary size from a given drawing, and to navigate their 
ships in sight of land, and this has made it necessary to educate 
foremen for the works and masters for the navigation. Schools were 
therefore attached to the Arsenal, and at the present time there 
are three schools of construction, the pupils in which will soon 
be capable of drawing the different parts of a ship, and an engine 
to wale : anda naval school which is divided into two divisions :— 
the school of Theoretical and the school of Practical Naviga- 
tion. The latter is held on board a training ship attached to 
the Arsenal, commanded by an officer of the English navy. 
About the month of May or June officers will leave this 
ship, able to navigate the ships already constructed at the 
Arsenal. The captain of the training ship speaks highly of the 
intelligence, docility and willingness of those under his charge. 
There is also an engineering school, which has already sent 
twelve pupils as engineers, and twelve others are ready to leave 
at any moment. e number of Chinese “ employés” remains 
always the same, about 2,000 men, or, including the troops 
guarding the Arsenal, about 2,600 men. The present European 
staff consists of about sixty persons, but vacancies, as they occur, 
are not filled up, as the Chinese can now work with much less 
supervision. eady the carpenters are building a ship from 
plans, without Euro surveillance, and in the iron shops, 
also, the presence of Europeans is becoming less nece . In 
concluding this réswmé I may add that the factory attached to 
the Arsenal is sufficient to manufacture all the iron it requires, 
both bar and sheet. ° 

The relations existing between the Europeans and the Chinese 
have always been excellent, and the Government at Peking have 
declared themselves perfectly satisfied with the manner in which 
the Arsenal was managed. An error was made by the author of 
an article on “ Arsenals in China,” which appeared in the 
Cornhill Magazine of December, 1872. It is there stated that 
Monsieur d’Aiguebelle, having arranged everything necessary for 
the foundation of an arsenal, called to his aid Monsieur Giquel, 
who, knowing 
and Monsieur d’Aiguibelle second. The facts 
sire aha failed in his negotiations with the Viceroy Tso, and 
left China for France in 1864. These negotiations were resumed 
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by Monsieur Giquel, who secured the assistance of his ex-col- 
league. The negotiations were continued by Monsieur Giquel 
for two years, and were terminated by a contract signed in 1866 
by the Viceroy. During the whole of this time Monsieur 
d’Aiguebelle was absent from China, and it was in consequence 
of his desire to have the rank of the officials regularly defined 
that M. Giquel was named first and himself second director. 
M. d’Aiguebelle is now, however, no longer on the direction of 
the Arsenal, as in 1869 he was detached for a special service, in 
which he is still engaged.

Competition, which has affected almost every branch of commerce in 


these parts, is at last asserting itself with regard to the trade on the 
River Yangtsze. Mr. Holt, of Liverpool, who was successful in es- 
tablishing a line of steamers to compete with the old monopoly of the 
P. and O. Company, has extended his enterprise, and has entered the 
lists with the S.S.N. Company, which was even more than the P. and 


Q. looked upon as enjoying a species of prescriptive right to monopoly. 
Mr. Holt has two powerful weapons in his hand for the commercial 
conflict—large capital, and what is of scarcely less importance, detailed 
practical acquaintance with every point connected with steamship tratlic. 
The S.S.N. Company no doubt have a large fund in reserve for such 
contingencies —the fighting fund as it has been called—but they 
will in this instance have a serious battle to carry through, and it 
would certainly seem a matter of regret that they have not been 
able to come to terms with the new competitor, as was at first 
imagined would be the case, as a sharp competition can only lead tu a 
large and unnecessary loss of capital. There can be no reason why 
there should be an absolute monopoly on the River Yangtsze more than 
on any other steamship route, and to endeavour to keep up so excep- 
tional a state of things appears to be simply running counter to the 
natural working of trade in a manner which, if it succeeded tem- 
porarily, is almost certain to fail ultimately. It is quite possible 
that the S.S.N. Company rely to no small extent upon their reputation 
with the Chinese shippers, and the large number of natives who are 
interested in the company; but, if such is the case, it must not be 
overlooked that the Chinese are quite alive to the advantage of cheap 
rates, and will soon be found giving their support to those who can 
work the business at the smallest cost. For a time, no doubt, the con- 
nection of the company with the natives will have.its effect, but it can- 
not be supposed that this will prevail against the force which the oppo- 
sition have, not only in capital and steamship traffic, but in the fact 
that they have arrangementa for taking in cargo direct to and from 
Hankow, the Yangtsze porta, and home. This must of necessity give 
them a great advantage, and will aid them considerably in the com- 
petition. 
The following items of news are from the Daily Press :— 


The departure of the ex-constable Briarly by the steamer 
Hector, affords a suitable opportunity to review the main points 
connected with the police affair which has attracted so much at- 
tention. It is necessary only very briefly to recapitulate the 
circumstances which led to the difficulty. Briarly refused to 
submit to a medical examination of an objectionable character, 
to which it is not denied the attention of the men at home was 
not called, and which was not in accordance with the Metropoli- 
tan Police Bye-laws. with which the Hong Kong Bye-laws were 
said to be identical. On its being pointed out to him, however, 
at the police-court, by his counsel, that this would amount to 
something very like a breach of discipline, he waived any further 
defence in the police-court, submitted to the examination, but 
was nevertheless fined $5. This it would surely be thought 
was quite enough, but he was in addition dismissed from the police 
service. The point at which public feeling was most te was 
Briarly’s being treated with harshness after he had given in to all 
that was reasonable. Had he persisted in his oppo-ition there 
would certainly have been no sympathy with him on the part of 
the public ; but he acted like a sensible and, so to say, loyal 
man, although there could be very little question that he and his 
fellow constables had been very harshly dealt with. A memorial 
was accordingly set on foot, and a subscription opened ; and 
there is very good reason to believe that pretty strong efforts were 
made seta connected with the Government to render both 
steps abortive. However, people fortunately saw that a mere 
policeman had a right to justice, and both memorial and sub- 
scription were carried to a successful issue. Sufficient money 
was obtained to procure Briarly his passage home, and permit of 
his ‘landing with a sum such as would enable him to obtain fresh 
employment. The memorial was simply a temperate statement 
of the facts ; and we can scarcely believe that so well-advised a 
representation will not receive attention at the Colonial-office. 

The new P. and O. steamer Venetia arrived at seven A.M. on 
the 25th April. The Venetia left London on 16th March, so she

THE EXPEDITION TO ATCHIN. 
The latest Java newspapers contain the following particulars 


of the first engagements between the troops composing the 
Dutch expedition against Atchin, and the forces opposed to 
them :— 


On the 6th April the first encounter with the enemy took place, 
when two companies landed to reconnoitre after the navy and armed 
boats had bombarded the numerous bentings (or fortifications) of the 
Atchinese and had cleared the beach with cartouch shot. The com- 
panies waded through the water after leaving the boata and climbed 
over an embankment ; they saw then the enemy approaching, who 
were dispersed by some well-directed shots, leaving their dead behind, 
but carrying away their wounded. Other bands of Atchinese showed 
greater contempt of death; they rushed upon the bayonets and struck 
away at the soldiers with swords, but were beaten off. A captain killed 
five of them with sword and revolver; a lieutenant three. The two 
companies being found insufficient, were reinforced by two more. 
During the reconnaissance several bentings were found abandoned ; 
quantities of weapons, clothing, and utensils were left behind in them 
by the Atchinese. Shortly after noon the troops retired on ship-board. 
The troops lost on this day, one killed and three or four wounded ; of 
the enemy about fifty were left dead on the field. The Atchinese forts 
fired continuously at the men-of-war, in spite of the bombardment 
from the latter, which was kept up even during the night. The 7th 
was spent in preparations for the landing of the troops on the following 
day. The Atchinese constructed fresh fortifications and fired upon the 
Marnix, which returned the fire. 

Early on the morning of the 8th the men of war took position opposite 
the landing place, and begun to clear the beach of the enemy. The 12th 
battalion embarked in twenty-one boats, which were towed towards the 
shore by a steam-launch. The forts now opened a heavy artillery and 
musketry fire to prevent the landing, and were vigorously bombarded 
in return by the fleet ; cartouch shot from the armed boats drove away 
a crowd of Atchinese shouting and dancing in bravado on the sea shore. 
Two companies were firat landed, and immediately spread out in askir- 
mishing order to cover the remaining troops. Scarcely had they done 
so, when a large party of the enemy issued from the bush on their left 
wing. They despised the rupid fire from the troops. The more rapidly 
numbera of them fell, the louder their shouts became and the more 
furious their rush. They threw away their muskets and fell upon the 
soldiers with drawn swords and spears. Lieutenant Wilken, with a 
party of men, was ordered to assist the left wing, which was falling back, 
firing partially. Owing to an officer being in danger, the troops engaged 
could not fire all together ; they had to rush upon the enemy with 
level’ei muskets and a hand to hand contest followed. The Atchin- 
ese were eventually repulsed by a volley from the remainder of 
the troops ongaged. The enemy left a large number of dead on the 
field. The troops had from fifteen to twenty killed and wounded. Two 
holes were afterwards dug by the sappers, and the enemy's dead, eighty- 
five in number, were collected and put into them by the convict coolies, 
After more troops had been landed, a battalion was ordered to capture 


two forts on the beach, from one of which firing upon the ships had 
been kept up in spite of the bombardment from the latter. One of 
these forts was found abandoned by the enemy ; the troops during their 
march upon the other (the troublesome one) had to advance along the 
sea-shore without cover of any kind, not even from the ground. When 
they came close to the fort they were greeted with a heavy fire from 
muskets and artillery. A large number of the enemy, headed by priesta, 
who shouted and danced in front, made a sortie. The troops quietly 
let them come on until they were close enough, upon which they were 
disposed of by a couple of volleys. The fire fromthe fort was duly re- 
turned, but it appeared impossible to capture it without making a breach 
first. The battalion retired slowly, and then made a second assault, but in 
vain, whereupon it fell back upon theabandoned fort; moretroops and artil- 
lery having been despatched to its assistance, a third assault was essayed 
after their arrival, but inspite of the combined fire of the infantry and artil- 
ery, the enemy maintained their position. The attempt to stormthis fort 
failed because its stone wall could neither be climbed over nor marched 
round, owing to the marshy nature of the ground, and because there 
were neither scaling ladders nor appliances to make them. During 
these assaults, in which the first named battalion alone lost six killed 
and thirty-three wounded, the enemy made furious rushes upon the 
troops in spite of volleys from the latter’s breechloaders. At nightfall, 
retreat was sounded, and the troops bivouacked on the beach. i 
the night alarms were frequent, but the Atchinese made no regular 
attack. The forts attacked on this day are described as being sur- 
rounded on the side next the sea by thick and very high stone walls, 
behind which were earthen walls having passages supported by beams, 
the entrances to these passages were closed by a kind of door. Land- 
wards, they are wholly open, but have stone walls on both sides, be- 
tween which a path serves for outlet. In the abandoned fort some 
Snider cartridges were found, which gave rise to the inference that the 
Atchinese had breech-loaders. 

On the following morning (the 9th) a battalion made a reconnaissance 
towards the Kraton whilst the sappers were constructing a bridge on 
the road thither. In the meantime, the men-of-war had made‘a breach 
in the fort which had been fruitlessly attacked the day before. A bat- 
talion of Madurese auxiliaries, who formed part of the expeditionary 
force, were despatched to capture this fort, but found it deserted ; 
the Dutch flag was thereupon hoisted upon it. Seventy-eight corpses 
were found on the walls, and some twenty pieces of cannon besides ; an 
Atchinese flag, a telescope, and some powder and balls were alao made 
prizes of. Half the Madurese battalion remained behind to garrison 
this fort ; the other half formed a column, with two battalions of in- 
fantry and the naval brigade, which, with four howitzer and four mor- 
tars, marched on the following day (the 10th) towards the Kraton. The 
remaining battalion, one 4-pounder, and the cavalry guarded the bivouac. 
A battalion, which formed the advance guard, approached to within 
300 paces of the fort, which appeared to be surrounded by a high stone 
wall. A company tried to march round on the left side of this wall, 
whereupon the enemy opened a heavy fire from their fortifications with 
lillas and muskets, and at the same time made a sortie, during which 
they had a hand-to-hand fight with the troops. The enemy were 
beaten back, but their fire from the mosque became heavier and heavier. 
In the meantime the naval brigade had marched up, and an attempt 
was made to pass round the right side of the wall, which proved fruit- 
less. The other battalion and the four mortars were successively brought 
into action. All efforts to storm the fortification failed, owing to the 
strong perpendicular wall, from behind which the enemy, wholly under 
cover, kept up a heavy fire on the advancing troops. The artillery 
endeavoured to fire the mosque by means of fire balls. The first ball 
took effect, but the fire was extinguished by the enemy ; the second 
one set the roof on fire, and, owing to the extreme heat of the day, 
from which the troops suffered much, the whole mosque was in flames 
in a few minutes. The enemy was compelled by the heat to abandon 
the walls ; and assault was forthwith made, and this portion of the 
fortification was carried by storm in a few moments. But the fight 
went on amongst and through the bu...ng buildings; a second wall 
was reached, behind which the enemy had again taken position. The 
troops had been fighting six hours in the burning heat, and were com- 
pletely tired ; the conquered position was not tenable in the night 
time, owing to its being wholly under the fire from the second circular 
wall. The result was that the troops bivouacked on a sawah flat, with 
the ambulance in their midst. The whole night passed without dis- 
turbance from the enemy, and to-day, April 11, all are resting. We 
have solemnly buried our dead (two officers and eight privates), and 
ee sent the wounded, thirty-five in number, to the bivouac on the 

bh. 

At the time the mail closed, correspondent’s letters, describing 
the events which took place after the 11th aie: had not been 
received, ‘The Atchinese are described as of darker colour, and 
as stouter and heavier than Malays. They are armed with bad 
flint muskets and blunderbusses, and, it is said, shoot badly with 
them. Their spears, krisses, and above all their sears are 
excellent. They generally carry a sword in each hand, and wield 
them dexterously. They have much artillery, and know how to 
handle them.

SINGAPORE.

Governor Ord arrived at Labuan on the 27th April in H.MS. 
Thalia, landed the next morning, and was received at the jett 
by Governor Bulwer and the principal officials of the colony. 
guard of honour of the Labuan Armed Police Force was drawn 
up at the end of the jetty, and the usual salute of seventeen guns 
was fired. - A large number of natives were present. Next day 
both Governors ins the barracks, the civil hospital, and 
the gaol, and on the 1st inst. they went to Coal Point, where they 
were they received by Mr. Gray, the manager of the mines, who 
accompanied their Excellencies over the works. Governor Ord 
was accompanied to Labuan by Mr. Knight, of the Singapore 
Audit Office, who went specially to examine the Labuan accounts, 
go as to ascertain fully the Gaancial position of the colony—with 
what result will doubtless be made known in due course. The 
visit lasted seven days. The Governor and his suite left Labuan 
on the 3rd May with the usual honours, and reached Singapore 
on the 7th. 

The Supreme Court has been occupied for three days in try- 
ing the case of two soldiers charged with the murder of a po- 
liceman, who was endeavouring to arrest them, by striking him 
over the head with a soldier's belt, whereby his skull was frac- 
tured. The circumstances attending this case were somewhat 
peculiar. Mr. Snowden, the Senior Magistrate, while riding 
along the road, saw a Chinaman with blood on his face, and not 
far off were four soldiers. Suspecting that the Chinaman had 
been assaulted by the soldiers—a suspicion which ey 
proved to be correct—Mr. Snowden went to the Tanglin Police- 
station, and asked the native officer in charge to take steps b 
which he would be able to identify these four men when sequined. 
A police guard was sent out who attempted to arrest them, where- 
upon they ran into a swamp and endeavoured to escape. Two of 
them were followed bythe policeman who was killed, accompanied 
by asyce. The syce received a blow, and fell back, while the 
policeman ran on and seized one of the men, with whom he had 
a struggle, and during the struggle was assailed by the other of 
the two soldiers in the manner described. The jury returned a 
verdict against this man only, of “ culpable homicide not amount- 
ing to murder.” The Chief Justice said the crime of which he 
had been guilty was but a hair’s breadth removed from murder, 
and he must im the heaviest sentence the law allowed, which 
was that he should undergo penal servitude for the term of his 
natural life. 

A petition has been presented to the Hon. Captain E. W. 
Shaw, R.N., Lieut.-Governor of Malacca, by the European, 
Chinese, and other merchants residents there. It appears that 
for years past the petitioners have been ing on an extensive 
batle with the y territories of Linghy and Sunghie Ujong, 
from whence they have imported ee quantities of tin, and ex- 

rted in return rice, opium, salt fish, and sugar, paying the 

uties on such articles at Linghy. But the petitioners now com- 
lain that within the last few months, since the inhabitants of 
mbow have taken possession of a place called Bukit Tiga, 
which lies midway between Malacca and Linghy, they have 
most unwarrantably been exacting the sum of one dollar from 
every person going or returning from Linghy or Sunghie Ujong, 
besides levying duties on exports-and exacting the sum of two 
dollars before allowing boats to the stockades erected on the 
banks of the Linghy and Sunghie Ujong rivers, The petitioners 
strongly object to this double taxation, and they appeal to the 
British Government, through ite representative, in order that 
the existing state of things may be rectified. We understand 
that the Governor intends going down to Linghy in the Pluto, 
accompanied by H.M.S. 7halia, to endeavour to put a stop to 
the grievances complained of. 

No more striking instance could be afforded of the advantages 
of the new harbour wharves than the accommodation and des- 
patch of the whole fleet of the Dutch steamers returning from 

tchin, six in number, at Tanjong Pagar on the 4th May, al- 
though there were five other vessels at the wharf. These six 
steamers were all taken alongside the wharf at seven o’clock in 
the morning, and were all given wharf berths, and were coaled 
before one o’clock in the afternoon. The steamers had in tow, 
from Atchin, five sailing vessels, the fleet having on board the 
remnant of the forces composing the Dutch expedition to Atchin. 
All the ships left for Batavia on the evening of the 5th. 

On the 8th May there anchored in the roads the Chinese naval 
training ship Kien Wei, a vessel built at the Chinese Government 
arsenal shipyard at Foochow, armed with guns cast at the arsenal, 
and manned and officered by Chinese, under the command of 
Captain R. E. Tracey, R.N. This is the first vessel from the Foo- 
chow arsenal that has ever visited these waters. 

It is reported that a wealthy Chinese contemplates establishing 
sath en ing-house or hotel at Malacca. This will be a 
great boon to passengers arriving here from the other settlements, 
who are entire strangers in the place, and scarcely know where 
to seek accommodation for a few days. It is to be hoped that 
the undertaking may prove successful. / 
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A detachment or company of H.M.’s 10th regiment have been 
held in readiness for some jays to proceed to one of the Malay 
terpitories to put a stop to disturbances there, but A to the pre- 
sent moment the troops have not been despatched. Probably 
the order has been countermanded. 

An all-comers’ rifle match has been held at the butts, on the 
race-course, at 200 and 400 yards distance. The first set of $9 
was won by Sub-Lieut. R. Dunman, of the Volunteer Corps, who 
gave half of it as a prize to the second best shot, and the other 

to the benefit of the firing range.

Colonel Sir Andrew Clarke, who has just been appointed to the 
Governorship of the Straits Settlements, entered the Corps of Royal 
Engineers June 19, 1844; was promoted First-Lieutenant, April 1, 
1846; Captain, February 17, 1854; Brevet-Major, February 2, 1867 ; 
Lieutenant-Colonel, July 6, 1867 ; and Colonel, July 6, 1872. He was 
only recently created a Knight Commander of St. Michael and St. 
George for distinguished services in connection with the Colonies, he 
having been Acting-Secretary of Government in Van Diemen’s Land in 
1851-52, and subsequently Surveyor: General and Chief Comntnissioner 
of Crown Lands in Victoria from 1853 to 1858. In 1856 he became 
an Executive Councillor and member of the first Cabinet in the latter 
colony, and in 1858 he declined the Premiership, although very strongly 
urged on him, In 1863 he undertook a confidential inspection of the 
establishments in the West Coast Colonies, and since 1864 he has been 
Director of Works at the Admiralty, where he designed and executed 
the Colonial docks at Malta and Bermuda, the “ voyage" of the 
latter from England having been one of the greatest naval feats of this 
country. Sir A. Clarke is also the designer of the extensive new works 
at Portsmouth (costing two millions and a half), the fo part of 
which will be completed next year. For this and other Admiralty 
works in this country he was made a C.B. in 1862.

COURT OF DIVORCE. 
BUTOHER V. BUTCHER AND CHORLRY. 


The Rev. C. H. Butcher, the petitioner, is the British Consular 
Chaplain at Shanghai and a canon of St. John’s Cathedral, Hong Kong. 
He married the respondent in July, 1864, and they afterwards lived 
together at Shanghai on very affectionate terms. In February, 1870, 
Mrs. Butcher was obliged to come to England on account of her health, 
and she resided with her brother, a clergyman in Yorkshire. She there 
made the acquaintance of the Rev. F. Wecks Chorley, who was her 
brother’s curate. In March, 1872, she wrote to her husband confessing

COURT OF BANKRUPTCY. 
IN Be BOWLES BROTHERS. 


The bankrupts, Messrs. Charles Stetsen Peabedy Bowles, Robart 
Qaldwell Mackay Bowles, William Burrows Bowles, Henry Cushing 
Steteon, and Nathaniel Appleton, were bankers, formerly carrying on 
business in the Strand, also at Paris, New York, and Boston. This was 
a sitting for examination in the matter of R. C. M. Bowles only, the 
other bankrupts not having surrendered. An approximate statement 
of affairs disclosed liabilities amounting to £131,381, of which £83,210 
are in respect of the London house; £25,432 Paris; £21,639 New 
York ; and £1,000 Boston. The asseta are stated at £37,501, of which 
£3,555 are in London, £26,438 at Paris, £3,608 New York, and £3,900 
Boston. From the statements made tv the Court it appeared that since 
the last meeting the trustee had forwarded to the representatives of 
the estates abroad a copy of the statement of the affairs of the London 
house, but the desired information as to the exact position of the 
French and American firms had not yet been obtained. There was, how- 
ever, some prospect of 4 settlement being arrived at, Mr. Stevens, the 
trustee of the estate at New York, having been empowered by the 
Local Court to proceed to this country, and ip was hoped that there 
would be negotiations with a view toa settlement. Mr. Appleton, one of 
the partners, had, without admitting his liability, made an offer of com: 
promise; and the trustee, under these circumstances, desired an 
adjournment sufficiently long to admit of the completion of any arranger 
ment that might be provosed. 


The Registrar intimated that when the proper time arrived the 
trustee might call a meeting of creditors. Obviously, it would be 9 
somewhat difficult task to adjust the rights of all the creditors under 
the different benkruptcies. The case would be adjuurncd for three 
months, with liberty to apply in the meantime, if necessary.

THe repairs on board the Dutch screw steamer Java, bound from 
Amsterdam to Batavia, with troops and passengers, and a million of 
money on board, rendered necessary in consequence of the fire in the 
engine-room, have been effected at Portamouth, and the ship has left 
for her destination. An inquiry and survey showed that the fire was 
not caused by any fault in the construction either of the engines or of 
the vessel, but was owing to some carelessness or neglect in the enyine- 
room, which led to the dismissal uf the secund engineer, 


AN inquiry has been held at the Greenwich Police-court, before Mr. 
Patteson, magistrate, and Captains Harris and Hight, nautical assessors, 
into the circumstances attending the stranding of the Whampoa, about 
three miles west of Nash Point, whilst proceeding on a voyage from 
Cardiff to Yokohama. The result was the acquittal of the captain of 
the Whampoa of any blame for the loss of the vessel. 


' A JAPANESE Consulate has been opened in New York at No.'45, Ex- 
change-place, by Tetsnoske Tomita, the vice-consul. The only other 
consular representative of the Japanese Empire in the United States is 
Mr. Horace Dunne, acting consul at San Francisco. Several represer- 
tatives of foreign consulates in New York have called to welcome Tomita.

THE CHINESE COOLIE TRAFFIC. 

THE recent debate in the House of Commons elicited by 
the vigorous and exhaustive speech of Sir CHARLES WING- 
FIELD was chiefly remarkable for its inconclusiveness. It 
required no common courage on the part of the hon. mem- 
ber for Gravesend to bring forward such a question in a 
House which was twice attempted to be counted out, and 
by his perseverance he entitled himself to the gratitude of 
every friend of humanity—every enemy of what CHARLES 
DICKENS described as the “sum of all sins.” We regret 
that he was not better supported. We regret that some 
speakers, from whom more advanced opinions might 
reasonably have been expected, hung back; and some 
asta with the subject as though it were a mere myth. 

othing more evasive, more shuffling, more equivocating, 
more self-condemnatory than Lord ENFIELD’s apology for 
a reply can be conceived. He turned and twisted in every 
direction to avoid the monster, whose existence he 
was only too well assured of; and, when at last dis- 
appointed in his endeavour to count out the House, 
he floundered in the most helpless and supplicatory 
way. Such a string of non sequiturs as our junior 
Foreign Secretary gave utterance to on this occasion 
could only be accounted for by his having undergone 
a long course of Mr. ARTHUR SKETCHLEY’S «Mire 
Brown’ on this, that, and the other, which has been re- 
peated usque ad nauseam. His speech was altogether un- 
worthy of the benches of an English Ministry. First he 
confessed the “‘ perplexity” with which he had listened to 
Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD—a fatal admission, but worse re- 
mained behind, for he tried to show that what the Govern- 
ment had done in Africa was a valid reason for ignoring 
any similar abuses in Europe. This reminds us of the 
worthy lady in Bleak House, who was so perpetually engaged 
with the savages of Borrio-Goola-Ga that she could not 
perceive any disorder nearer home, and consequently utterly 
put out of sight her is mae family, whom she is described 
as ‘regarding like steeples in the distance.” Now with alldue 
deference to Lord ENFIELD, this sort of special pleading will 
not do any more. It is as well known as that the sun rises, 
that an infamous traffic in human flesh and bones is carried 
on in Macao, with the direct connivance of the Portuguese 
Government. The fact is that the word of a Portuguese is 
‘as good as his bond "—and neither the one nor the other 
are worthy of the breath spent in the utterance or the paper 
wasted on their official correspondence. ‘Oh! but,” says 
Lord ENFIELD, “we cannot admit that these things are so 
without declaring war against an old and valued ally.” Of 
what value, we ask, has the alliance of Portugal ever been 
to this country ? Is it not to the bad faith of Portugal that 
we owe the greatest increase in our national debt? Is 
it not Portugal which was directly chargéable with such 
intrigues and fasehoods as it needed all the genius of WEL- 
LINGTON to surmount? And is this State—the pettiest 
in Europe—to beard us in our honest endeavour to 
the abolition of the slave trade to the ends of the earth, 
because Her MAJEsTy’s Government is a “ peace-at-any 
price” Ministry? The truth of the matter seems to 
us that the Government are exhausted with office. 
They are worked out, and played out, and must 
soon give place to new men. Of what party the 

joming Government is to be composed must be matter of 
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ARTLE F'RERE—the ex-Lieutenant-Governor of Bombay, 
and the statesman who, at great personal sacrifice, under- 
took the mission to Zanzibar—may not improbably be the 
new member for Bath. If Sir BARTLE enters Parliament 
—and it is idle to think that such a city should reject such 
a candidate—we may be sure that his voice will be raised 
in support of Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD on the next occa- 
sion of his bringing forward his motion. We may men- 
tion, par paraniiee that it is whispered that, under a 
DERBY-DISRAELI administration, Sir BARTLE may 
be appointed to the India Office. The benefit of such a 
man in such a place would soon be apparent. We should 
no longer have any hesitation about the cutting of the 
Paumben Channel, for instance, because Sir BARTLE FRERE 
is a man who never hesitates. He reflects, and decides, 
but he does not hesitate. At present Mr. RoBERTSON’S 
Paumben Report seems to have been relegated to limbo, in 
common with six-and-thirty others. If Sir BARTLE FRERE 
gets to the India Office he will very quickly untie some of 
the knots of the red-tape of the ungeographical Mr. GRANT 
Durr—whose astounding statement that the best places for 
harbours in India were not on British territory will not 
soon be forgotten. But this by the way. 

We will not weary our readers with a recapitulation of 
the horrors of the coolie traffic at Macao—which The Times 
truly described as “the slave trade in disguise "—and with 
which they must be only too familiar from the recurrence 
of such tragedies as that on board the Dolores Ugarte, or 
such horrors as those attending the more recent voyage of 
the Fatchoy. Suffice it to say, in brief, that the system of 
kidnapping is undisguisedly carried on, and that the hot- 
bed of this sin is the Portuguese settlement of Macao. 
It is a crying evil, which can no longer be shuffled 
off by the Minister of Lisbon, or dealt with in the 
gingerly style of Lord ENFIELD. It is time that we 
as Englishmen were practical, unless we would ignore 
abhorrence of slavery, which was bequeathed to us by 
CLARKSON and WILBERFORCE, and purchased, with the 
hearty good will of the country, at a cost of twenty mil- 
lions, when the late Lord DERBY was Colonial-Secretary, 
forty years ago. We then determined to stamp out the 
accursed “ thing”—come in what disguise it might—and t 
must be stamped out. The Portuguese Minister at Macao 
must be told D ar blank that there is a great and increas- 
ing party in England, which will no longer endure the equi- 
vocation of his Government. In the meantime let procla- 
mations be posted throughout Macao, warning the Chinese 
against engaging with any Peruvian, or other, slavedriver. 
Surely the Chinese authorities cannot object to this, which 
is for the protection of their own people, and can 
but divert the tide of Chinese emigration to places where 
the coolies will be well used — as the United States, 
Australia, and British India. Another matter which 
we would urge in connection with this matter — 
partly by way of test—is the settlement of the case of our 
old acquaintance Kwok-a-SINa, which is now dragging its 
slow length along in the Privy Council. The judgment of 
their Lordships will very soon show the obvious truth— 
which, in our opinion, Mr. Justice SMALE had no excuse 
for retreating from, when he had once recognised it—that 
a man who has been kidnapped into slavery is incre in 
employing any means in his power to regain his liberty. 
If such a righteous decision as this—which unhappily Mr. 
Justice SMALE swerved from in a moment of weakness— 
be confirmed, and an attitude worthy of the British Go- 
vernment be taken up in Macao—/iat libertas, ruat colum— 
we may be quite sure that the Portuguese gentry will draw 
in their diplomatic horns, and a sudden end be put to an 
incalculable evil. But such an end is not to be brought 
about by such an equivocal answer as that which Lord 
ENFIELD gave to Sir CHARLES WINGFIELD.

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NEW OFFICES IN THE STRAITS GOVERNMENT. 

Under the above head we proposed offering some general 
remarks on the subject of the rapid increase of establish- 
ments in the Straits—an evil to which Lord KIMBERLEY 
adverted in his-despatch of August, 1871. But the follow- 
ing article, which we find in the Straits Times of the 19th 
April, deals with the matter better than we could at this 
distance, and we recommend it to the attention of our 
readers :— 


The creation of new offices by the Government is a matter which 
cannot be too jealously watched by the public, the more especially 
when the appointments do not seem to be absolutely necessary, or that 
the salaries attached to them are large in proportion to the duties to be 
performed. There can be no greater or juster cause of dissatisfaction 
among the Government servants, who have a right to expect that long 
service and merit should be rewarded, and not that favourites or out- 
siders should be unexpectedly pluced over them. The two new offices 
recently created certainly come under the description above given, 
that is to say, they are in a great measure unnecessary, whilst 
the allowances, which report attributes to them, are certainly exces- 
sive compared with the pay doled out for the performance of more 
important duties. The labours of the Registrar-General, comprising, 
as they do, births, deaths, brothels, grog, and pawnbrokers’ shops, and 
gunpowder licenses, are so onerous that the lucky holder of that well 
paid appointment has still leisure to carry on the work of Private Se- 
cretary to the Governor, and is, so we are informed, to accompany his 
Excellency to Labuan, leaving his newly-created office to take care of 
itself. Most of the work, now so highly rewarded, was formerly per- 
formed at little or no cost to the public, and besides, there are many 
old and meritorious Government servants who deserve the promotion 
another has obtained in spite of the Colonial rules and regula- 
tions. Of these, No, 71 is as follows :—‘ Appointments of gentle- 
men‘connected with the Governor, or who have accompanied 
him to the Colony as Private Secretaries or otherwise, are open 
to much objection, and will rarely be confirmed. Provisional ap- 
pointments of this kind should be reported to the Secretary of State 
without any recommendation as to the mode in which the office should 
be permanently filled. Should such an appointment be made at a time 
when a Governor is about to leave the Colony, his successor will be ex- 
sake to report on the mode in which the office should be permanently 

ed.” We do not question the abilities of the Private Secretary, or 
doubt the satisfaction he has given to his Excellency, but the com- 
munity in general is lamentably ignorant as to the valuable services he 
has rendered to the Colony, and therefore cannot understand why one 
of the easiest and best paid berths in the Colony should be given to 
him, to the exclusion of others who have prior and more legitimate 
claims. 

The Superintendence of Prisons, with £600 a-year, or $235 a month, 
may be advantageous when the prisons are rebuilt and the new system 
thoroughly in play, but at present it is unnecessary, and Mr. Boyd 
could have carried on the work, as heretofore, on a handsome salary of 
some $60 a month, thereby effecting a saving of $2,100 a-year, instead 
of bringing Mr. Waller from Province Wellesley, where he has been 
gaining golden opinions, to perform duties with which he cannot be so 
well acquainted as the warders who have hitherto had the supervision 
of prisoners. Mr. Waller has undoubtedly a claim, because of his long 
and service in the police, and we hope he may get the permanent 
appointment, and not prove a warming-pan for some gentleman from 
home ; but, for all that, it is rather early in the day to create this new 
office, and, as we observed some time ago, we regret that two unofficial 
members of Council should have proposed the vote so hastily. What 
with over legislating, increasing the civil establishments year by year, 
and creating new berths without strict necessity, the causes of discon- 
tent are many, and the general grumbling is becoming proportionately 
great. 


THE AUSTRIAN LLOYD'S. 

On the 28th ult. the annual meeting of shareholders of the 
Austrian Lloyd’s Steam Navigation Company was held at Trieste, 
ander the presidency of Baron Morpurgo, when the report for 
1872 was presented. The revenue of the society was shown to 
be in a most flourishing state, and the handsome dividend of 
ten per cent. was confirmed. The Austrian Lloyd’s Company 
now seventy-five steamers, aggregating 83,905 tons 
burden, and 17,941-horse power, maintai constant communi- 
cation between the ports on the Adriatic and in the Lavant, and 
via Suez Canal, with Bombay. The society possesses an ex- 
tensive arsenal at its base of operations, Trieste, with ships, dry 
docks, careening-basin, foundries, forges, and every appliance for 
naval architecture and ships’ repairs, giving daily employment 
to 1,300 men, among whom are many English foremen and 
machinists, 

This arsenal recently furnished two new vessels, each of 250- 
horse power, and of 2,700 tons burden, and two more are being 
constructed on the Clyde by Messrs. Denny and Co., for the com- 
pany, each of 400-horse power, and 2,800 tons burden. In addition 
tothisoutlay for new material the society has suffered serious draw- 
backs ; the Government subsidy, which has been £200,000 per 
annum, has been diminished by £11,000; altered rates of ex- 


change have caused the loss of £46,000 ; while the increased ex- 
penditure caused by our colliery strikes, and the consequent high 
prices of coal, amounted to £20,000. The increase in the admi- 
nistrative expenses, ashore and afloat, has amounted to £28,000 ; 
loans were repaid to the amount of £98,885; but, the balance 
showing a net surplus of £252,891 over the year’s expenditure, 
the directors were able to carry £153,088 to the insurance, 
guarantee, and reserve funds. e congratulate the directors 
and managers on this result, attained in the face of the great 
competition of the present day. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDEST.) 
HaMBURG, JUNE 10. 

Although the German Parliament have not had a formal adjourn- 
ment for the Whitsuntide holidays, so many members have taken arun 
home for a few days that it has at times been difficult, and at others 
impossible, to form a quorum, and thus but little business has been 
done by the House. <A very useful little Bill to amend the regulations 
about shipping has been brought in by the Prince-Chancellor, and will 
no doubt be passed without opposition. It repeals Article 17 of the 
Law of the 25th October, 1867, concerning the nationality of merchant 
veasels and their right to sail under the German flag, and replaces it by 
the following provisions :—Vessels of not greater capacity than 50 cubic 
metres gross are permitted to hoist the Federal flag without the 
necessity of being entered in the register of ships and obtaining a 
certificate. The alteration of the name of a vessel once entered in the 
register can only be permitted under certain special circumstances, and 
then only with the consent and approval of the Central Government, 
Every vessel entered in the general register is bound to have its name 
painted on the bows, the name of the vessel and the port to which it 
belongs on the stern, and the letters of its distinguishing flag on either 
side—all of a good legible size, so as to be easily recogni Con- 
traventions are punishable by the infliction of a fine of 150 Reichs 
Marks, or corresponding imprisonment,—these alterations to come into 
operation on January 1, 1874. ' 

Dr. Schleiden, the member for Altona, has brought in a Bill to alter 
the Law of lst July, 1872, regulating the scale of charges and fees 
levied by the German Consuls abroad, and runs as follows :—“ Article 
1. Vessels belonging to a regular and periodical line are subject to the 
same charges and fees as other vessels arriving at the port a second 
time in the same solar year. Article 2. This law to come into operation 
on lst January, 1874.” Appended to the Bill are the explanatory 
*“‘ motives,” which are as follows :—In fixing the scale of Consular fees 
in the Law of July last year, the House was guided by the principle 
that small vessels should be exempted as much as possible from the 
payment of such fees, and that the larger class of vessels—especially 
those crossing the Atlantic or making otherwise distant voyages—should 
pay proportionably a higher rate. At the same time, it was specially 
stated to be the intention of the Government to treat all vessels visiting 
the same port more than once in the same calendar year on the same 
footing as others, and in this respect to make no difference between 
vessels belonging to a periodical line and those that arrived only once on 
a special voyage. But whilst the decision of Parliament has on the 
whole been found to work well and give general satisfaction, it is now 
ascertained by practical experience that vessels arriving periodically at 
the same port cannot be forced to pay the fees according to the in- 
tentions of Parliament, because in execution of Clause 31 of the in- 
structions issued for the guidance of the Consular Service, under date 
of June 6, 1871, the captains are bound only to report themselves to 
the Consul on their first arrival and departure in each year, and in such 
cases are exempt from the further payment of the fees specified in the 
tariff of charges, except when they require any extra services from the 
Consul in his official capacity. It is, therefore, desirable to repeal this 
favouring of vessels engaged in a periodical line, as being opposed to 
the intentions of Parliament and the spirit of the law ; and to affirm 
the principle that such vessels are equally liable to the payment of 
Consular fees every time they arrive at the port, even though they 
make use of the right of reporting themselves only once in the year. 

Herr A. Grove has made a motion in the Burgerschaft of this city 
to request the Senate to take immediate steps for the establishment 
and adequate fitting up of a mint for the coinage of Imperial currency 
with the distinguishing mark of Hamburg territorial sovereignty. The 
subject was referred to a committee of five members to report on. At 
that time it was impossible to draw up a report, as the question of 
granting to private persons the right of taking gold to any of the 
Government mints to be coined was being discussed by the German 
Parliament, and resolutions passed by any one State would have been 
premature, prejudicial, and indecorous. But now that the question 
has been finally set at rest and favourably settled by the decision of 
Parliament, and confirmed by the Bundesrath, the committee have 
drawn up their report and presented it to the Burgerschaft, through 
their chairman, Herr Koyeman, the President of the Hamburg Chamber 
of Commerce, a gentleman of great experience, energy, patriotic feel- 
ing, and local influence. The report strongly recommends the Bur- 
gerschaft to take the motion into its immediate consideration for various 
important and pressing reasons which are explained in the report. 
Among other things, it lays stress on having a mint of its own under 
the present circumstances, as a means of emancipating itself from inde- 
pendence of foreign markets for its supply of gold, and thus being en- 
abled to control and regulate the Exchanges, and prevent intime any 
financial crisis that may be looming in the distance. It further points 
out that the compensation granted by the State to the several mints for 
coining the gold currency amounts to four Reichs Marks per Ib. of pure 
gold, or 1,395 marks, a sum sufficient to cover the expenses of the very 
smallest mint. The Scandinavian States have fixed their mintage fee at 
} per cent., whilst France, Belgium, and Holland only charge 2 1-10 per 
mille, In England, where, it is true, the State does not undertake to 
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the mint price of gold. 


number of cvins they are able to strike off monthly. They are as 
follows :—Berlin, 1,000,000 ; Frankfort, 350,000 ; Hanover, 300,000 ;

The German papers are full of the visit of the Shah of Persia to 
Berlin, and all his sayings and doings ; but they are not all to be relied 
on as authentic, and the air is so full of eanards flying about in all 
directions, that it is difficult to distinguish between inventions and 
facts. 

The Wieser Zeitung states that the Government of Japan are about to 
accredit new diplomatic representatives at the different European 
Courts, and that the new Ambassador at Berlin will be Saigo, the Vice- 
Minister for War, whose eldest brother is a member of the Japanese 
Council of State. 

The King of Birma has sent a valuable gold cup to the Commendator 
Negri, the newly appointed Italian Consul-General here, as a proof of 
his friendly sentiments.

The Minerva, from Foochow direct, has 
brought 717 chests, and 4,183 half-chests of Tea. There is no altera- 
tion in the quotations of Rice, Pepper, or Cassia Lignea, and but little 
has been done in any of them; 31 chests of Cassia Flores were sold 
by public auction, and realised from 97 to 117 marks. Spelter calm, 
and only a few small lots changed hands at 273 marks.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROTTERDAM, JUNE 11. 

At the annual meeting of the International Credit and Trading Cum- 
pany, Rotterdam, held on the 4th inet., the balance-shect and report, 
which were adopted, showed a steady increase of business, and very 
satisfactory results. With reference to the business of the head office 
at Rotterdam, the export of cotton goods, after making the necessary 
deductions for unsold stocks, had left a profit of f.4,837.16, exclusive of 
interest and commission ; while on the other hand the produce account 
showed a loss of £.13,914.79, after deducting f.20,356.10 for unsold 
sugars, valued at f.3 below November auction prices. For account of 
third parties large quantities of cotton goods had been exported to 
Java, besides the amount of f.432,534, shipped direct by the company, 
to whom also sundry produce had been consigned from Java, to the 
amount of f.1,627,945. The Java branches had made a very profitable 
business, leaving a profit of f.140,472.72, of which, however, f.62,580.65 
had been written off on account of unsold sugars. By this deduction 
all eventual losses on current operations have been covered without any 
anticipation of profits realised since January last. The shipments of 
Java produce were considerable, amounting to f.5,786,000, of which 
£.2,802,000 was shipped on order and for account of third parties. Of 
the goods consigned to the branches an amount of f.3,798,000 was sold, 
whereas the credits that were to be ted to the buyers caused a loss 
of only £.18,128.36. The reports from Java with reference to the 
tobacco and coffee estates are very satisfactory ; but those regarding the 
sugar and indigo plantations connected with the company led to some 
discussion, in the course of which the chairman and directors gave 
ample and sufficient information. According to the profit and loss 
account, £.323,336.11 had been realised by commission, showing a large 
increase upon the previous year. The net profits had amounted to 
f.246,665.88, out of which a dividend was declared of 133 per cent., or 
f.8.60 per share; the reserve account being credited with f.36,500, 
thereby increasing it to f.112,528.35. The chairman observed that the 
board of control was unanimously of opinion that the vacancy still 
existing in the board of directors need not for the present be filled, as 
the present directors had proved to be in every respect fully competent 
for a proper management of the interests of the company. After some 
discussion upon this subject, the resolution was carried to reconstruct 
the statutes in compliance with the actual situation, which will be 
proposed at a future meeting. 
Our Consul at Yokohama, Mr. W. van der Tak, has been removed 
from office at his own request, and no successor is yet appointed. Itis 
desirable that some independent lawyer of standing should have the 
post. Traders who have experience in Japan say that it is highly ne- 
cessary that our Consuls there should not be chosen from among com- 
mercial men, as it is necessury that they should know and be able to 
apply the Dutch laws. Mr. C. T. van Assendelft de Coningh writes 
as follows to the Amsterdam Humdelsblad with reference to this 
matter :—The first Japanese Ambassador who visited us ten years ago 
was well received, Not only the authorities, but commercial men and 
the general public all strived to give a cordial welcome to the Embassy 
from a country with which more liberal commercial relations had then 
just been established. Some months ago another Japanese Embassy 
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iginal weight, no charge is | visited our country. We hear something about an official audience of 
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no longer. For years not one merchantman has left our harboyts for 
Japan. What is the cause of this change? Has the trade in 
Japan been annihilated, or are our relations with the inhabitants 
less friendly? The answer to both questions is no. What we 
want in Japan is the assurance of the safety of what we for- 
ward to Japan, and what we possess there; and security for per- 
sonal estates and goods. This, Mr. de Coningh says, renders % neces- 
sary that the Consuls, who are judicial functionaries, public notaries, 
&c., for the Dutchmen who have settled in Japan, or who have posses- 
siuns there, should have studied our law. Japan is now a civilised 
country, where strangers may become owners of estates, and where they 
are as safe as anywhere in the world. They have nothing to do with 
the Japanese laws ; every one lives under protection of the rights and 
the laws of his native country, so to speak, under the regency of the 
Consul of his nation—and for this reason the writer urges that our 
Consuls in Japan should be lawyers. I thought it mght to give you 
this summary of Mr. de Coningh’s letter because it refers to a matter 
of much importance, which has been frequently agitated. I, however, 
believe that the writer exaggerates when he states that our trade and 
shipping with Japan has been totally annihilated—“ totally” must 
mean “ nearly.” 

At the annual meeting of the representatives of all the Dutch Ma- 
sonic lodges Prince Frederick stated that he was willing to continue 
the functions of Grand Master National, notwithstanding that it had 
been his earnest wish to resign, on account of his advanced age. One 
of the reasons which had caused him to change his decision was, that 
as the Clericals had spread a report that henceforth he would not have 
anything to do with the Order, he wished to give a decided contradic- 
tion to the statement. In a short time the representatives of the local 
committees appointed to obtain contributions for the Thorbecke memo- 
rial will meet at Utrecht. An amount of about 50,000 guilders has 
been collected. 

The result of the elections has not been so favourable to the Liberals 
as was expected. In Maastricht Mr. van der Maesen, Liberal, was re- 
placed by an Ultramontane. In Amsterdam and Ahnelo another elec- 
tion must take place, Mr. J. A. Jolles and van der Linden not having 
obtained an absolute majority. The Ultramontane party developed a 
considerable force in the Southern provinces—and the Liberal member 
was defeated. The Conservatives only won the battle in the Hague, 
where the Earl Schimmelpenninck was elected. 

Lieutenant-General Vanswieten, formerly commander of the East 
Indian army, who was recently placed on the retired list, has been re- 
appointed to his former post. He will act under the Governor-General, 
and conduct the new operations against Atchin, with the titles of Civil 
and Governmental Commissioner and Commander-in-Chief of the Forcea. 

At the annual meeting of the Netherlands India Trading Bank it 
was resolved to pay a dividend of 84 per cent. In place of Mr. Fransen 
van de Putte (Minister of the Colonies), Mr. F. A. Vriese was elected 
Commissary. Mr. J. Martens was re-elected. 

His Majesty has conferred the Commandership of the Order of the 
Crown of Oaks upon Mr. C. A. van Sypestein, the’ newly-appointed 
Governor of Surinam. 

I hear from a very good source that Prince Henry has obtained a site 
near Port Said whereon to build an establishment in behalf of Dutch 
trade. 

The Money Market is very tight, and scarcely any transactions have 
taken place on the Bourse. The rate of discount remains unaltered. 

I regret to record the death of Mgr. Loos, Archbishop of the Old 
Catholic Congregation.

BOARD OF TRADE RETURNS. 

The Board of Trade Returns for the month of May have been 
issued. The total value of the imports of foreign and colonial 
merchandise during the month was £34,399,206, as against 
£28,297,453 in the corresponding month of last year, and 
$24,219,209 in 1871. In the five months the figures stand—1871, 
£130,406,624 ; 1872, £145,814,203 ; and 1873, £151,712,830. 
The total value of the exports of British and Irish produce for 
May was £22,607,082, against £20,771,303 in the corresponding 
month of 1872, and £19,359,880 in 1870. In the five months 
the totals stand—1871, £84,187,927 ; 1872, £99,380,183; and 
1873, £106,326,474. 

The declared value of our exports for the month shows an in- 
crease on the corresponding month of last year of £1,835,779, or 
nearly 9 per cent. The total of the five months shows an increase 
of 7 per cent. over last year, and 26 per cent. over 1871. In coal 
during the month there has been a decline of 24 per cent. in the 
quantity exported, while the value has irereaned|'| 60 per cent. ; 
and other articles which are materially affected by the enhanced 
vaiue of coal, such as alkali, earthenware, giass, tron, and 
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machinery, show from 15 to 30 per cent.-rise in the value ex- 
ported. An important increase is observable in the value of the 
arms and ammunition exported—78 per cent.—doubtless due to 
the troubles on the Western Coast of Africa. The other chief 
articles in which there lias been a decided improvement are :— 
Apparel 17 per cent. ; bags, empty, 36 per cent.; beer, 23 per 
cent. ; paper, 31 per cent. ; wool, 34 per cent. In textile fabrics 
cotton piece goods have increased 8 per cent. in quantity, and 1. 
per cent. in value ; woollen cloths 174 per cent. in quantity, and 
8 per cent. in value ; while linens figure for a decline of 8 per 
cent. in quantity and 17 per cent in value ; and worsted stuffs 
have fallen 15 per cent. m quantity, and nearly 38 per cent. in 
value. The importations of the month show an increase of 214 

r cent over last year, and of 42 per cent. over 1871. This 
increase is chiefly due to the large imports of articles of con- 
sumption—bacon, cheese, coffee, wheat, flour, eggs, hams, meat, 
potatoes, and rice.

According to the Board of Trade Returns the consumption of this 
article appears to maintain an increasing rate, the duty payments in 
May being one million lb. in excess of the same period last year, and 
sa a total increase of about two-and-a-half million lb. The ex- 
ports, however, fell off to a more considerable extent than for some time 
past, and the total for the first five months shows a deficiency of two 
millions and a quarter. A further decrease took place in the imports, 
raising the total decrease to 25 millions, and the stock was 8 million |b.

Our advices by the present mail extend to the 30th April ; the

We hear that Mr. R. G. Watson, Secretary of Legation, is 
about to be transferred to Peking. This is strictly in accordance 
with the Foreign Office idea, that as soon as a man gets useful 
in one country,—and especially if he be a master of its language

as in Levantine cities the amount of offal continually thrown in 
the streets by the natives renders a body of scavengers 
necessary, and these the dogs are. ermore, they work 
without salary, and when vot eating children or worrying cata, 
are as harmless and amiable as most Japanese quadru 
Strong suspicions may have arisen as to the motives of the Go- 
vernment in decreeing the death of the dogg, since it is known 
that several tanneries have lately been established in Oji and 
other places. The dogs, however, need feel no anxiety upon this 
point, as their hides will not be tanned s0 long as they are labelled 
and do not crave too varied a diet. 

A rabbit mania is raging in Japan. Certain breeds fetch 
enormous prices, and the interest taken in the little animals has 
provoked the high-handed interference of the authorities, and 
some Japanese speculators have been arrested and imprisoned for 
having purchased some rabbits at an auction, it being considered 
that this was a species of gambling. A journal whose columns

We are informed that in one of the institutions of learning at

young men to go abroad and finish their studies, or learn pro- 
‘fessions—in this place where the future mental power of Japan 
is grounding, the students are allowed to undertake from ten to 
twenty studves at once ; and this, not in their native tongue, but 
in a language which is itself a study to them. We also notice in 
a recent American paper the death of a Japanese student at the 
Philadelphia Insane Davia. Can there possibly be any connec- 
tion between these two events, or can we look upon the first as 
cause and the last as effect? Surely Japanese brain must be 
made of different material from foreign if it can stand for a 
great while such a fearful strain as is undertaken by these 
young men who are now atudying at this school in Yedo. The 
directors and teachers who allow such a state of things to continue 
will have much to answer for in the future. 





ar NAGASAKI. 
We have advices to the 4th May; the P. and O. mail of 


March 7 was received on the 28th April. We extract the fol- 
lowing from the Nagasaki Express :— 


On the 29th April the Russian men-of-war Bogatyr and Vitvar, 
with the Grand Duke Alexis, Vice-Admiral Possiet and Rear- 
Admiral Federcvsli on board, left this port for Vladiwostok, 
when galutes were exchanged between H.B.M.’s Corvette 
Cadmus and the two former vessels. Previous to the departure 
of the Grand Duke he gave a donation of $400 to be devoted 
to charitable purposes in Nagasaki. This amount was forwarded 
to the government office by H.I.R.M.’s Acting Consul at this 
port, and its receipt has n acknowledged by the Acting 
Governor of Nagasaki Yokohama, who awaits instructions from 
Yedo regarding ita distribution. The day of the Grand Duke's 
. departure being the anniversary of the birth of the Empress of 
Russia, the Corvette Cadmus, and the Gun-boat Teazer, together 
with H.I.R.M.’s men-of-war Mandshur and Sobol, were dressed 
out with flags. At noon the customary salute was fired from 
i ges, and the Japanese government battery at the head 
of the bay. 

The commercial portion of this community will view with ex- 
treme satisfaction the commencement of the long and much 
needed work of extending the jetties, which event has been fixed 
for the 30th April. This work, when completed, will at least 
reduce the annoyance which shippers of cargo have had so fre- 

quently to contend against recently in getting their cargo into 
boats, owing to the time a steamer remains in port being ex- 
tremely limited ; and still more limited are the hours during 
which official business can be transacted. 

The repairs to the Japanese steamer Auaijun-maru ar 
Orissa), which has been in the hands of the engineers and shi 
wrights for the past two months, have been completed, and ah 
leaves for Osaka early next week. 

A shocking tragedy occurred at Shinoste, a town in the 
provinces of Chikuzen, about ten days ago. During the orm- 
ance of some theatricals, in the course of which a combat with 
swords is represented, a yaconin stepped from amongst the 
audience upon the stage, and asked one of the performers what 
he meant by such proceedings. The actor, in trepidation, answered 
“nothing.” This answer the yaconin neahnoohed: saying he did 
not believe it, suddenly drew his sword, and at one blow took 
off the head of the actor. This naturally created great con- 
sternation amongst those present, who all left the place precipi- 
tately. e murderer was secured in a short time by other 

aconins, and turns out to be insane. Different members of his 
amily, for three generations back, have gone insane, it is said, 
in consequence of one of their ancestors having injured a fox ! 

The flagship of the China squadron, the Jron Duke, arrived in 
this harbour a few days since, and exchanged salutes with the 
Japanese government battery. She will go into dock at Yokoska. 
The Cadmus returns to Shanghai next week.

The letter referred to shows that short- 
hand notes are far preferable to condensed evidence, and it is 
somewhat remarkable that amongst the qualifications required 
to enable candidates for Consular appointments to pass an ex- 
amination, shorthand writing is not in the category. Some of 
the British residents here think that when fines over $10 are 
inflicted two associates or jurymen should be called in to 
assist, and that when quarrelsome or foolish people commit them- 
selves that the delinquent in the wrong should be made to pay 
for the loss of time caused to the jurymen who have been called 
upon to serve. What with one case and another British courts

On the 24th the Am- 
bassador, accompanied by his suite, called on Li-Hung-Chang 
the Viceroy ; and on the following day the Viceroy, accompanied 
by the Commissioner of Finances, Pwan-ting-sin, the territorial 
Taoutai Ting, the Customs Taoutai Chin, and two mandarins of 
less rank, called on the Ambassador. It is supposed the ratified 
treaty will now be at once exc by the deputies of the 
Ambassador and the Viceroy, namely, by the Secretary of the 
Embassy, Yanagiwara Guaimu Daigo, and the Commissioner of 
Finances, Pwan-ting-sin, and any matters of detail likewise con- 
cluded. It is being said at present that the ae) will proceed 
to make a personal inspection of the forts sifuated on the Peiho 
and at Taku and Peetang, and it is imagined that he will like- 
wise avail himself of the opportunity, when outside Taku, to 
make an i ion of the Japanese ironclad man-of-war—if she 
is still lying at the epee there. For some days a t 
number of troops—men and officers of the southern legion—have 
been observed passing from the interior to be stationed in the 
new fort on the river, situated some miles above Taku, and pro- 
bably also in the other forts at Taku, Pee and Mapingkow. 
A Russian gunboat arrived at Tientain an the 22nd April and 
took up a berth amongst the other vessels of war in the port. 
There was a very violent gale on the day of her arrival, the wind 
from the east blowing with such violence that the S.S. N. Co.’s 
steamer Shantung was detained twenty-four hours in port, as it 
was impossible to navigate her down the river in the face of the 
ge e coal-shed of the 8.8.N. Co., in the settlement, was 
lown down. 
The Peking Gazette of 6th April contains an Imperial edict 
which is i see interesting, taken in connection with incidents 
of the late Imperial Progreas which have already been noticed, 
from the mild rebuke it administers to a country gentleman who 
had the temerity to gaze at the Emperor and to present his card. 
The Emperor a to be rather gratified with his loyal sub- 
ject’s curiosity, but as regards the presenting of the card, while

CHINKIANG. 

A correspondent of the North China Herald sends us thie fol- 
lowing account of the “rebellion ” referred to in our last issue :— 

Our ae port was thrown into a little excitement last week 
by the discovery of asmall rebellion, having its headquarters in 
the Custom-House here, so far as Chinkiang is concerned. It 
seems that some foreigners were reported as being at Tautu, a 
few miles below here, with arms, and that some nine men, under 
the lead of a man named Carr, came to Chinkiang in a Chinese 
boat, and the boatman was given a chit for his pay, to be collected 
by a linguist named Wang, in the Customs. It happened that 
there are two Wangs in the Customs, and this bill for boat hire 
went to the wrong Wang, who declined to honour the foreigner’s 
order. By some accident it leaked out that the other Wang was 
pee to know about the filibusters, whereupon Wang grace- 

y walked out of the building, and upto thistime his countenance 
has not illumined the linguistic office of the Customs, although 
some timeafter he had beenallowed to escape, the enormous reward 
of fifty dollars was set apart from some “ special fund for annihi- 
lating rebellions,” for the arrest of the offender. The arrival of 
the foreigners was kept secret by those who knew it until they 
had escaped, but the man Carr was found in a Chinese house, 
barefoot, and easily taken by the constable. He is said to be 
half-crazy. The report is that the men who came with Carr 
were to have $100 per month, but when they found nothing to 
do they became clamorous, gave Carr a beating, and left for 
Shanghai. The Chinese officials have taken no action except to 
arrest a few Shantung men, of which province Wang is a native. 
The Taoutai has taken little notice of the affair as yet. No doubt 
the suppressing this relellion will he duly reported in the Peking 
Gazette, and an attempt made to fill the purses of officials by 
liberal squeezes. 

Seriously, there may be some scheme on foot among the 
Chinese for causing trouble, and the matter here is charged to 
the Society called An-ching Tao-yu. The brotherhood is said to 
be quite numerous and largely composed of bad characters. The 
Chinese report that the late Hsien here was amember. This

Consul refused to recognise him in any way, on account of his 
failure to punish a robber, whom the Consul arrested and sent 
tohim. It is well known that the neighbourhood of Chinkiang, 
especially on the north bank of the river, is the rendezvous of 
disbanded braves and thieves, who are held in check by the 
Vigilance of the Consular authorities. The fires in the native 
otc of the town lately have been caused by this class of 
people.

The interest of politicians at present is concentrated on the 
Audience Question. There is really nothing else to agitate about. 
One of the usual periodical lulls is taking place, and as far as we 
can judge there is no reason to see why it should not continue for 
a considerable time. Diplomatists are of little use unless they 
are endeavouring to obtain something which they do not possess, 
and a conservative y is nothing unless resisting. Therefore 
the Audience Question may very possibly still remain unsolved 
for some time. It is just one of those points which admits of 
almost endless political movements and counter movements. 

Local interest has, during the greater portion of the week, 
centred on the Spring Race Meeting, which occupied four days. 
The races were well attended, and went off very succesefully. In 
addition to the racegoers who made {holiday, a large number of 
residents engaged in up-country trips. The weather during the 
week has been remarkably hot, but there are symptoms of an 
early change and a return to a lower temperature. 

In the action which was brought by Messrs. Milsom and Tod

Accord- 
ing to her report the actual steaming time was only thirty-nine 
days and twenty-two hours. This is undoubtedly the fastest pas- 

e on record. — 

A few days a respectable Chinese merchant, who carries on 
business in ihe Peking youd: applied to the foreign police to assist 
him in discovering the author of two attempts to burn down his 
house. An examination of the premises showed that at one point 
a hole had been made in the wall, but although the bricks had 
been removed, the aperture was insuflicient for the passage of a 
man’s body, and the undisturbed state of the loose mortar and 
projecting bricks proved that no one could have entered by this 
channel. Judging correctly that the housebreaker was some one 
on the premises who had taken this course to divert suspicion, 
the police made inquiries among the domestics, and suspicion was 
centred on a coolie. It was found that he had been in the habit 
of {appropriating furs and other expensive materials from his 
master’s Tc dpoke, which he had pawned to a value of $400 to 
$500, and that fear of discovery had impelled him to conceal the 
thefts by setting fire to the house. Pawn-tickets for some of the 
articles were found in his possession, and a portion of the loss 
was made good. On being taken to the Mixed Court, he was 
sentenced to two hundred blows and two months’ cangue for the 
lesser crime of making away with his master’s a ia ; the 
more serious one of arson has yet to be disposed of by the city 
magistrate. 

A Chinkiang correspondent sends us particulars of the recent 
attempt at a msing at that port, which confirm and extend those 
we have already given from other sources. We learn that Yang, 
one of the Chinese offenders, was arrested by the foreign police 
here on Tuesday, and handed over to the custody of the Mixed 
Court authorities. 

A Landrenters’ meeting was held at the British Consulate, 
Hankow, on the 28th April, to elect a Council of five members 
for 1873. The voting ran thus: Mr. M. G. Moore 21, Mr.

HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 10th May; the French mail from 
London, March 28, was received on the 7th May. The following 
items are from the China Mai :-— 


The offices of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, and Co., we under- 
stand, are to be removed from East Point to the premises in 
Queen’s-road Central, once occupied by the judicial staff durin 
the repairs to the Court-House. This cing alee the locality o: 
business quarters of our leading mercantile , after its occupa- 
tion at East Point, ever since the cession of the island to Her 
Majesty, undoubtedly points to the great change time has wrought, 
and, more particularly, to the importance to which this colony is 
fast rising, despite the jealousy with which the Chinese authori- 
ties view its prosperity, and their attempts to cripple its trade by 
vexatious ad unjustifiable measures. 

The following gentlemen have been nominated by the Governor 
cathedral trusteeson behalf of the Governmentfor the 1873-74, 
under the provisions of Ordinance No. 2 of 1847, and No.3 of 1850 : 
—The Hon. Cecil C. Smith, the Hon. W. HH, Alexander, F e Ww 
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Mitchell, Esq., and Lieutenant McHardy, R.E. The Hon. 
Charles May 1s also appointed, on the same behalf, to be auditor 
of cathedral accounts for the same year. It has also been noti- 
fied that Thomas Pyke, ae and Henry B. Lemann, Esq., have 
been elected trustees, and Henry Smith, Esq., auditor on behalf 
of the seat-holders. The Gazette publishes the account current 
for 1872-73 of the trustees of the cathedral, whence it appears 
that the cash income has amounted to $2,391, and the expenses 
to $2,508.76, leaving a balance due to the treasurer of $117.76. 

The P. and O. Company’s little steamer Dragon is undergoing 
alterations in the way of fitting bulwarks, as it is intended to 
send her to Shanghai. The tug-boat formerly at Aden, and 
which is somewhat larger than the Dragon, will take her place 
here, while a new boat will be sent out from home to Aden. 
The company intend to construct a coal wharf opposite their coal 
stores, having bought a quantity of surplus piles from the Pier 
Company for that purpose. A very fine lighter is buil for 
the company. Her dimensions are : 88 feet, mean beam 
18 feet 9 inches, depth from deck beams to ceiling 7 feet 3 inches ; 
her keel and kelson are molava, her timber half molava and half 
Singapore hardwood. She will be planked with teak and her 
carrying capacity will be 140 tons. 

In the Legislative Council important measures have been put 
through relating to the Coolie Trade. On the 28th, 29th, and 
30th April, and on the 5th, 6th, and 8th May, discussion took 
place on the Ordinance for the Repression of Abuses in relation 
to Chinese Emigration, which was eventually passed after nume- 
rous amendments. The general feeling of the colony seems 
hostile to the legislation in question. 

We regret to note the death of Mr. H. C. Gamble, sub-editor 
of the Daily Press, who died on the 27th April, of pre eer 
Mr. Gamble most efficiently filled a post the duties of which 
were frequently of much public importance. In private life he 
was greatly esteemed. At the funeral on the 28th April the 
whole of the staff of the Daily Press attended. 

The death is reported from Canton of Mr. A. M. Correa, an 
American citizen, aged forty-seven years, who was accidentally 
drowned whilst on his way home, by stepping from the Shameen 
Bund into the river. 

We have also to record the sudden death of the Compradore of 
Messrs. Douglas Lapraik, and Co. The deceased was taken ill 
shortly after landing at Macao, and died a few hours afterwards,

$21,000 from Mr. Koenig, a broker, who, some time ago, was 
committed to gaol for forgery. This cheque had been handed to 
Mr. Grobien at Messrs. Melchers and Co.’s office by Mr. Reimann 
the broker in the transaction, and Mr. Grobien left Messrs. 
Melchers to proceed to his office, noticing by the clock-tower 
that the time was about a quarter ‘after two. On reaching his 
office he handed the cheque to his compradore, who about - 
past two sent the shroff to the bank with the cheque, who re- 

turned to the office at a little after three with the counter- 
foil, of the paying-in hook signed with the usual initials, 
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Mr. Grobien was out during the remainder of the after- 
noon till a quarter to five o’clock, when he returned and 
found on his desk the cheque with aslip, “ Refer to drawer.” 
This slip had been peceived iy Mr. Grobien’s clerk at a quarter 
to half-past four o’clock. Shortly after this, Mr. Grobieh being 
still in his office, Kcenig returned and in consequence of a con- 
versation, Mr. Grobien returned the cheque to the Bank, by 
whom it was kept all night, and on the following morning it was 
sent back from the Bank with a note from the cashier, saying he 
was sorry to return the cheque, and that Mr. Koenig had not 
come that morning. Mr. Kenig disappeared from the colony, 
and of course from that moment all money was lost, and the 
claim instituted to recover the $21,000 above mentioned. The 
defendants allege that the times of the transaction were different 
to those stated by the plaintiff, and that the Bank having re- 
turned the cheque, stating that there were not sufficient funds, 
are not liable. The matter has been investigated at great length, 
and the issue is looked for with interest.

SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 18th 
May ; no later mail from London had arrived out. The follow- 
ing summary of news is from the Straits Times :— 


Since the Governor's return from Labuan there has been but 
one meeting of the Legislative Council, held on the 13th May, at 
which two papers of more than usual interest to the public were 
laid before that body. The first was the correspondence between 
the Colonial-office, the Crown Agents for the Colonies, and Mr. 
Rawlinson, the eminent civil engineer, respecting the Singapore 
Water Works. The other paper is the long-looked-for report of 
the Commission on the Municipalities, which, after all the hearty 
belabouring the Municipal Commissioners received from themem- 
bers of the select committee in Council before the inquiry was in- 
stituted, is certainly a very mild document. Its principal recom- 
mendation is that a paid commissionershould be appointed at $5,000 
to $6,000 a year, to superintend the work, but such a diversity of 
opinion was displayed as to how this officer should be appointed, 
and as to the powers he should , that the labours of the 
Committee may be said to have come to nought. In accordance 
with notice given at a previous meeting, the Honourable Dr. 
Little moved a resolution that the appointment by Earl Kim- 
berley of Mr. A. M. Skinner as inspector of Hospitals and 
Asylums in the Colony merits reconsideration. This resolution 
was owing to the fact that when Dr. Little previously asked 
concerning Mr. Skinner’s qualifications, his Excellency the Go- 
vernor replied that he knew nothing about it, as the Secretary of 
State had made the appointment himself, There does not appear 
from the official minutes to have been anything else worthy of 
note at the meeting. 

The Governor in Council has been deliberating over the ques- 
tion as to whether the sentences of death on eleven pri- 
soners during the last criminal sessions should be carried into 
effect or not ; and the result has been that the sentences of six 
of them have been commuted to imprisonment for life, and four 
of the High-strect robbers aud murderers will be hanged. The 
consideration of the case of the Tamil schoolmaster Gopallo, who 
cut his wife’s throat, murdered his two children, and then at- 
tempted to commit suicide, has been postponed pending further 
inquiry as to his saneness, 

The latest news from Sumatra is not reassuring for the Dutch. 
The Deli steamer, which arrived at Penang on the 16th May, 
reported that 10,000 Battaks and Atchinese were marching on 
the Dutch settlement at Deli, and that the authorities had tele- 
graphed to Batavia for reinforcementg. Pending further infor- 
mation, of course it is impossible to say whether the report was 
a false alarm, or much exaggerated. It is, however, extremely 
probable, and the Dutch having declared war, and having, after 
withdrawing their troops, still kept the coast under blockade, it 
would not be surprising were the Atchinese in turn to adopt an 
aggressive policy. The hs oar of most Europeans and of all 
the natives in these parts is with the Atchinese; the war was 
wholly unprovoked, and the efforts of the Dutch authorities to 
justify it are certainly very sorry ones. The arguments urged in 
support of the Dutch policy require much bolstering up before 
they could be construed by disinterested nations to afford a pre- 
text for war. The Dutch evidently sought an excuse for an ex- 
pedition to Atchin, and for want of a sound one invented a bad 
oe That they have burned their fingers is no more than they 

eserve, 

We learn that the Chinese traders of the colony have now in 
circulation a very long and numerously signed petition to the 
Secretary of State for the Colonies, praying for a more liberal 
policy on the part of the local Government in the protection of 
the trade of British subjects with the Native States. We think 
the petition should not have been exclusively Chinese, but should 
have been concocted and circulated with a view to obtaining the 
signature of every person interested in the trade of the colony. 

The schooner Mooner, formerly the Shanghat, put into Sarawak 
some weeks ago leaky, and has, we hear, been detained there 
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under power of attorney from the owners. The master, Captain 
Somerville, was taken out of the vessel by the Rajah and sent 
over to Singapore, and the ship’s papers and documents have 
also been forwarded to the master attendant here. Meantime 
the ship lies at Sarawak, and no one has come forward on behalf 
of the owners to prosecute the captain, who, it is said, has a 
claim against the ship for wages and disbursements. The ship 
is very old, and has, we believe, during the last ten months or so 
made two or three vain endeavours to reach Bangkok, and she is 
said by competent surveyors to have been unseaworthy nine or 
ten years ago. She hasa a So vie register, but is, we under- 
stand, owned in Bangkok. What will be the result of the pre- 
sent complication is difficult to tell. 

In the absence of any co-operation on the part of the Chinese 
authorities and the representatives of Foreign Powers at the 
Chinese porta, it is impossible to prevent the overcrowding of 
foreign vessels with Chinese passengers for this colony, notwith- 
standing the stringency of our own laws. Some time ago the Ame- 
rican steamer Kiushu came into Singaporeshamefully overcrowded, 
and the United States Consul here made such representations in 
the proper quarter as will, it is believed, prevent similar over- 
crowding of vessels under that flag. But while we are glad 
to see the co-operation thus shown on the part of the 
United States, the result so far is only to throw heavy 

ins into the hands of owners of ships under other flags. 
The Swedish steamer August Leffies came in a few days 
since from Amoy, with a very large number of coolies on 
coeds part of whom were to be discharged here, and the re- 
mainder at Penang. The number was so that after having 
discharged those for Singapore, she had still on board more ee 
sengers than her tonnage allowed to take on to Penang. But 
here the local law applies, and the vessel was refused a clearance 
before disc ing 300 of her passengers, who have been, we 
understand, transferred to the steamer Hector to be taken on to 
Penang. The August Lefles, we are informed, experienced no 
difficulty whatever in obtaining her clearance from Amoy with 
her enormous freight of human beings.

IMPORTS. 


CHEFOO.—Mesars. Cornabe and Co. report as follows :—Our Piece 
Goods market has shown great inactivity, and prices for all descriptions 
have declined, the market closing weak, with willing sellers. Woollens 
have met with no inquiry, and quotations are quite nominal. Metals 
remain in the same unsatisfactory state. Stocks of Iron have some- 
what increased, but the demand is languid, and rates unaltered. 

Hanxow.—Goods had moved rather more freely, but in the absence 
of any active demand, at generally lower rates. As usual at this time 
of year sellers were allowing more extended credit to the dealers, and 
sales had been made for Bank Orders due in six weeks. Money was 
very tight among the natives, and this doubtless tenda to curtail busi- 
ness. Grey Shirtings : 7 lbs. had given way 2 to 3 candareens per piece, 
viz., to Tls. 1.66 to 1.69 with but little inquiry ; 8} lb. about a canda- 
reen lower ; and 9? lbs. common makes 3 to 5 candareens lower, White 
Shirtings : The only sale had been 400 pieces ; 60 reed at Tis. 1.90. 
T-Cloths: 6 Ibe. common qualities declined 1 to 2 candareens ; Mexicans 
unchanged ; common to fair Mexican 7 Ibe. had changed hands at a 
reduction of 2 to 3 candareens ; best comparatively unaltered; 8 Ibe. 
also lower. Drills showed a further fall of a mace ard a half per piece, 
and many holders had withdrawn their goods from the market, in the 
hope that later on prices may improve. Fancy Cottons: Quite neg- 
lected. Woollens and Worsteds called for no special comment, the 
wants of the dealers being very limited in extent. 

SHancHal.—Piece Goods : The week had produced no change in th 
market ; the dullness prevailing had been relieved only by a continuance 
of the demand for Drills, and under its influence prices were quoted a 
couple of candareens or so higher. Large sales—estimated at a total of 
about 35,000 pieces, exclusive of 100 balea, 3,000 pieces good 15 lbe. 
quality “ to arrive”—had been effected, but at the close holders were 
not offering their goods quite so freely, whilst private telegrams limit- 
ing the lower qualities of Dutch goods to Tis. 2.70 per piece, had been 
received, and had tended further to reduce the supplies. For Dutch 
Tis.

Mexicans : 6 lbs. not asked for ; 7 lbs. of lower grades neglected, but 
small inquiry for the better makes. 8 lbs. 36 in. out of demand. Grey 
Drills: Without inquiry, and declined 15c. to 20c. per piece. Jeans not 
asked for, and 10c. lower. Fancy Goods: Market very dull, and very 
little business done. Woollens without improvement, and in some in- 
stances a further decline had taken place. Scarlet Long Ells sold at 
$8.124 to 8.20. Small sales of Spanish Stripes German Assorted at 
$1.00. Camleta : Scarlet moved at $20.00. Lastings not asked for. 
Crape Lastings out of demand. Le ie Lustres taken to a small ex- 
tent at $5.50 to 6.00. Metals: Nail Rod Iron 5c. lower, and difficult 
to sell. Bar saleable to a small extent at a decline of 5c. Hoop de- 
clined 10c. to 20c., and no inquiry. Round unchanged. Wire quiet, 
without change in price. Steel lower. Tin Plates in better supply, and 
25c. to 30c. lower. Quicksilver advanced $34, with few sellers. Yellow 
Metal in better inquiry, stocks moderate, and prices advanced 50c. 
Lead in better demand, and advanced 15c. to 20c. 

CaNTON.—Lead was in some demand, and sales had been made at 
$7.50 to 7.75. Quicksilver stock small, and the high value curtailed 
consumption. 

BaTaVia.—There had been no material change to report in the mar- 
ket for Cotton manufactures. The tendency towards improvement in 
demand was developing extremely slowly, the natives being still busy 
in the paddy fields, and steam communication with the coast not having 
as yet been fully restored. 

SINGAPORE.—Messrs. Boustead and Co. report as follows:—A fair 
amount of business in Piece-gooda has been done, with little change in 
prices. Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., have been in excellent demand at rather 
better prices. T-Cloths are unchanged and beyond a moderate demand 
for 6 lbs. there has been very little business done. White Shirtings: 
Fine makes are in request; little inquiry for medium and low makes. 
40’s Grey Yarn has been taken to a fair extent, but closes quieter and 
prices weaker. Little doing in other numbers. Fancy Cottons meet 
little inquiry. In Woollens a small business has been done at quota- 
tions. Iron is firmer and holders are demanding higher rates ; only one 
sale is reported during the fortnight, the terms of which are kept 
secret, but the price is sup to be considerably over what was last 
paid. Copper Sheathing little doing. Yellow Metal, 200z. to 26 oz. 
are in good request, and prices are higher at the close. Zinc Sheathing 
is dull. Pig Lead continues quiet, a small quantity of L.B. brand was 
sold lately, but to effect heavy clearances a great reduction would have 
to be accepted. Steel is in good demand and prices have advanced. 
Coals, no sales since last mail left ; West Hartley are rather firmer, but 
for Cardiff there are no offers. 

Prenanac.—The market had continued very quiet, business had been 
small at about late rates, and confined chiefly to local requirements. 
All demand for the Sumatra coast appeared to have ceased. Ordinary 
goods of all kinds had been hard to move, and the principal sales had 
consisted mostly of goods of superior qualities. The arrivals from 
Europe had been the steamers Nelusko and Singapore from London, and 
the Achilles from Liverpool. The quantity of Manchester goods landed 
by these vessels had been small. Grey Shirtings : 6 lbs. in fair inquiry, 
and held firmly for $40. 7 lbs. quiet, small sales of ordinary at $44, 
superior at $444 to 45. Demand for 8} lbs. poor, at $514 for ordinary, 
and $52 to 524 for superior. No sales of 45 inch. Grey T-Cloths:

The weather is said to have continued very favourable for the picking 
and drying of the new leaf; but we are yet without advice of the 
opening of the country markets, except a report of early purchases of 
finest Ningchow leaf at a cost somewhat below that of last year. Green 
Teas : A chop of local packed and one of Ping Suey, together equiva- 
lent to 991 half-chests, had been settled at Tis. 24 and Tis. 42, respec- 
tively, and comprised the entire transactions of the fortnight. The 
stock on offer was 258 half-chests country Tea, 584 half.chests Ping 
Suey, and 243 half-chests local packed. It was too early to give any 
reliable information as to the new crop of this description. 

FoocHow.—No advices of interest had been received. 

Amoy.—Nothing of moment has transpired. 

CantTon.—Musters of the new Scented Teas had been shown, and had 
been found disappointing, as nearly all of them contained an admixture 
of old leaf. Buyers had refrained from making offers, and a consider- 
able reduction in prices would doubtless have to be made by Teamen 
before general rata could begin. Of Congous 2,200 boxes were re- 
ported settled, but of this quantity 1,000 boxes had gone forward on 
native account, and the remainder mostly consisted of thin flavoury 
Seichow bought at Tls. 24 to 27. Canton Greens: 500 boxes Young 
Hyeon reported settled at Tis. 32 per picul. Total quantity of new 
season’s Teas shipped hence and from Macao to date, 578,373 Ibe. 


SILK. 

SHancHal.—No business of importance had been done within the 
fortnight, and the season may be considered closed. The settluments 
had included many small lots of various sorta on Chinese account, and 
nearly 100 bales of Yellow Silk transhipped from Hankow. It was too 
oon to form an opinion regarding the forthcoming crop, but so far the 
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tae were favourable. Settlements for the fortnight, Chinas 250 
es. Total settlements since Ist June 56,150 bales; against 1872, 
49,800 ; 1871, 33,550. Comparative unsold stock on this market on the 
8rd May, 1873, 200 bales ; 1872, 100 bales ; 1871, 100 bales. 

CaNTON.—No setttlementa had been effected, and the season 1872-73 
had virtually terminated. The unsold stock was about 200 bales. 
Musters of new silk had not come to hand, but were daily looked for, 
and about ten days must yet elapse before staple, in bulk, could arrive 
on the market. A large first crop was confidently expected, and this, 
coupled with continued bad accounts regarding the London market, 
should point to reasonable opening rates. 


STRAITS PRODUCE. 

SmcaPoRE.—Tin was very quiet but price had not declined much, 
stocks being strongly held. Gambier firm and price likely to be main- 
tained. Black Pepper dealers refused to sell being heavily under con- 
tract. White Pepper easier to buy and rates lower. Coffee much 
wanted but market bare. Sago Flour in fair demand at last quotations 
but in Pearl Sago little done. Tapioca in fair enquiry. Buffalo Hides 
rather lower but in good demand. Cow Hides much wanted. 

Penana.—The market had been remarkably quiet and comparatively 
very little business had been done. Tin suffered a slight decline 
and Black Pepper was weaker. Prices of most other staple articles 
were well maintained and supplies generally had been small.

A SILK CONFERENCE. 

The first of aseries of discussions upon objects exhibited at the Lon- 

on International Exhibition of 1873 took place at the Royal Albert 
on the 17th inst., and those who responded to the invitation of Her 
Majesty’s Commissioners proved to be so numerous that the room origi- 
nall set apart for the meeting had to be abandoned for the Great Hall 
itaelf. Lord Carnarvon was in the chair, and amongst those present 
were—Lady Dorothy Neville, Lord A. 8. Churchill, Sir Daniel Cooper, 
Sir T. Bazley, M.P., Messrs. Bass, M.P., H. Durlacher Cole, C.B., F. 
Bovet, Shanghai; J. Chadwick, Manchester; G. Unsworth, Derby ; 
Peters, Derby ; H. C. M’Donald, and many other gentlemen well known 
in commercial circles. Lord Carnarvon, in opening the proceedings, 
congratulated those present on the representative character of the meet- 
ing. The prospects of the trade in England were, on the whole, satis- 
factory, but the great opponents they had to struggle against were fash- 
ions which had taken a wrong course. He briefly reviewed the various 
stages in the development of silk, adding that there was no reason why 
this business should not be introduced into this country as a class of 
work well suited for women, and suggesting that the experiment might 
be tried in one of our great railway depots, such as Crewe, where em- 
ployment of this nature would be of the highest possible value. Ma- 
chinery might be more extended with regard to silk manufacture, much 
being yet done, he understood, by hand labour. | 

In the course of the discussion which followed Mr. Bennock thought 
it doubtful whether silkworms could be reared at a profit, but we could 
reel silk in England with as much advantage as in the country produc- 
ing the cocoons. Much beautiful material was now spoiled by bad reel- 
ing, and he would urge upon all persons dealing in silk to impress upon 
their agents in the various parts of the world the necessity of greater 
care in preparation. A great quantity of silk was also destroyed in the 
process of dyeing, and that ought to be remedied. In weaving we had 
nothing to fear. Mr. Pollock, of Glasgow, had no hopes of growing 
silk in this country. He had tried reeling from cocoons imported from 
Virginia, and, although silk equal to the best Italian could be produced, 
it was not a paying speculation. Climate and wages were alike adverse. 
Mr. Cope, of London, said large tracts had been planted in America for 
the cultivation of silk, but labour was found to be too expensive. Our 
proper course was to do all we could to encourage foreign countries to 
send us well-reeled silk. Mr. Brocklehurst, M.P. for Macclesfield, re- 
marked that the trade had suffered much, but we had to con- 
tinue it by sheer industry, and to put it upon a healthy footing. He 
did not think silk-worms could be reared here. 

The Chairman said, so far as they had gone, the sense of the meeting 
was against rearing the worms in this country. Still he would ask 
Lady Dorothy Neville to say a few words concerning a species of silk- 
worm which she had introduced and bred with much success. Lady 
Neville then read a short description of the ailanthus worm, which she 
said, if treated with care, might become a source of profit as well as 
amusement to many. It was perfectly hardy ; feared no rain, wind, or 
even a slight frost. The silk was coarser and stronger than that of 
the mulberry worm, and would of course require different treatment. 
She strongly advised those whom she had the honour and pleasure of 
addressing to turn their attention to the subject. The following reso- 
lution was then adopted :—“ That this meeting is of opinion thas dis- 
cussions like the present, in connection with annual international 
exhibitions, will be useful to the arts, manufactures, and commerce of 
the empire.” 

Rates OF PosTaGE BETWEEN SINGAPORE AND PENanc.—The Gazette 
contains a Treasury Warrant, to come into operation on the Ist of 
August, directing that every letter transmitted by British Packet-boat 
between Singapore and Penang shall be charged with the following 
rates of British packet postage :—If not exceeding one-half of an ounce 
in weight, 2d. ; if exceeding one-half of an ounce in weight, for the first 
half of an ounce, and for evéry additional half of an ounce or fractional 
part of half of an ounce, 2d. 

Con. A. T. CapDELL, Royal (late Madras) Artillery, has been awarded a 
good service pension by the Indian Government. He served throughout 
the China expedition of 1840-42, including the capture of Chusan, 
attack on Chumpee, capture of the Bogue Forts, attack on the heights 
of Canton, and capture of Shanghai and Chin-Kiang. 

Tue Russian corvette Boyarin, Captain Sitkof, from China, vid the 
Suez Canal, for Cronstadt, arrived at Spithead on Monday last, and 
saluted the flag of the Commander-in-Chief at Portsmouth (Sir Rodney 
Mundy) and the ison. The Boyarin was still at Spithead last 
evening, and was likely to remain a few days longer. 

In the Spanish Cortes the Minister of Finance has presented a Bill 
demanding authority for the Government to farm out the tobacco plan- 
tations in the Philippine Islands for a term of years, basing the rent 
upon the average of five years’ production. 

THE corvette Juno, 6, recently from China, was paid out of commis- 
sion on the 14th inst. at Sheerness, and the crew granted the usual 
holiday. The marines who have been serving on board returned to 
head-quarters at Chatham. 

It is stated that Abdal Rachman, the envoy of the Sultan of Atchin 
to the Sublime Porte, has been suddenly ordered to hasten his return to 
Sumatra ia consequence of a renewal of hostilities by the Ducth being 
imminent. 

Tus Dutch screw-steamer Amboina, Lieutenant Meyer commander, 
put into Falmouth on the 17th inst. from Nieuwe Diep, and, having 
received a supply of coal, sailed for Java, via the Suez Canal.

HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ROrrerDaM, JUNE 18. 

The elections have not wrought much change in the position of 
parties in Parliament. Notwithstanding that a general discontentment 

revails amongst the public because no measures of importance are intro- 
fisced“all the'mamibara. exes pt two, have been re-elected, or will be re- 
elected at the second election, which will take place on Tuesday next. 
Three members, Messrs. Van Beyma, Dumber, and Pyls, had declined 
the honour of being re-elected, and another, Mr. Van Sypesteyn, could 
not continue a member, he having been appoi 
Colony of Surinam; his seat is now occupied by Earl Schimmelpenninck; 
while Mr. Pyls is replaced by Mr. Lambrechts, Mr. Dumbar by Mr. 
Dullert (who was also elected in his own district), and Mr. Van Beyma 
by Mr. Van Harinxma, the anti-revolutionists not being in sufficient 
force to beat him by electing Mr. Keuchenins. Messrs. Van der Macsen 
and Bots are the only members not re-elected, and they are oy nasig tt 
Messrs. Kerens de Wybre and Van Baar. The Liberal party have lost 
one member, and will perhaps lose another, as it is probable that Mr. 
Van der Linden may be beaten by his Conservative opponent. The 
general result, however, is that we shall have to loiter on for another 
two years with the present Chamber, which is convoked to meet on the 
24th. The Lords have been busy for some days past, and they vote, as 
usual, in a few hours measures which the Second requires to con- 
sider. In the yesterday’s sitting Bills to establish a new University 
building in Leiden, to extend the so-called Trippenhuis at Amsterdam, 
in order to exhibit the beautiful pictures w are now stored away, 
and last, but not least, the Bill granting the credit asked for by the 
Minister of the Colonial Department to continue the war with 
Atchin have been approved of. Several Members and three 
Ministers took in the debate upon the Atchin Question. 
The tone of the discussion was calm, and the most important s 
was the declaration of the Minister of Foreign Affairs that he did 
not know anything officially with reference to the report that the 
Sultan of Turkey intended to interfere with the affairs of Atchin, our 
Government not having received any communication thereabout. From 
Constantinople the correspondent of the Neue Freie Presse writes :— 
“The Ambassador of Atchin and of the Emir of Kaschgar are over- 
loaded with courtesy, but none of them have succeeded in engaging the 
Sultan to interfere. The Sultan, in his quality of Caliph, extends reli- 
gious protection to these States, but he cannot go further. bib sae, 
however, the moral band which binds together Turkey and all ome- 
dan States, in which are included both Atchin and Kaschgar, Abdul 
Azis has resolved to send to both these countries an extraordinary Am- 
bassador, but orily as an act of courtesy.” Great complaints are made 
of the very bad condition of our naval force in Java, and although the 
Minister refuted as well as he could these complaints, it appears that 
they are very well founded. Considerable naval reinforcements are 
being sent to Atchin. Lieutenant-General Van Swieten, who, as I have 
already stated, has resumed the command of the East India army, after 
having been placed on the retired list, will shortly proceed. He will act 
under the Governor-General, and conduct the renewed operations 
against Atchin, with the titles of Civil and Governmental Commis- 
sioner and Commander-in-Chief of the Forces. The mili 
say that he is the only man able to conduct this military ition. 

The annual meeting of the shareholders of the Nether India 
Trading Bank was held on the 10th inst. at Amsterdam. From the re- 
port I gather that the profits from the interest, commission and bills 
accounts, amounted to f.276,960.844, against f.207,609.59 in 1871, whilet 
the balance of the East India profit and loss account was f.250,000 
higher than in the former year. The trade in merchandise and money 
had not been so profitable. The stock of merchandises is considerably 

than in December 1871, and the prices are 80 calculated as to pro- 
vide for miscalculations. A good deal of the stock in Java consists of 
spices. In the autumn of 1872 the head agency sent an agent to Banda 
to buy a certain quantity of produce, and to determine whether the 
Bank could operate there with a chance of success by establishing an 
agency, or by entering into relations with an established house. There- 
sult of this mission was that a certain quantity of spices was bought, 
and that the Bank entered into relations with Mi. A. J.de Bordes. The 
prospects ot this undertaking are very promising. The trade in bills 
very profitable, the net balance being 50 mille higher than 
in the previous year. In the course of the year the sugar manufactory 
at Moojo Pangong was sold for f.700,000, leaving a profit of £.120,000. 
On the other side in the accounts of Repaking and Kalangso the sum of 
£.208,500 has been written off, so that there are now no more estates 
which threaten losses. The advances on estates and agricultural under- 
takings give promise of satisfactory resulta. The tea plantations are 
well and promise a Deer spew The high prices current 
have had a good influence on the coffee estates ; the coming crop is not 
very promising, but the high quotations will supply an equivalent. The 
net profit has amounted to £.582,471.34, viz., in Holland, £201,043.20, 
in Java, f.881,428.14, leaving a dividend for the shareholders of £.21.25 
per share, equal to 84 per cent. The shareholders have received since 
the first year of the establishment of this Bank, being nine years ago, 
a return upon their capital averaging over five percent. Ite arama 
elected in the place of Mr. J. D. Faanren Van de Puttes, was Mr. F. 
Vriese, whilst Mr. J. Martens was re-elected. Mr. I. J. Van Santen 
was a, Apa from the Ist of April head agent of the Bank ut Bata- 
via. e conclusion of the report is that the state of this financial 
undertaking is highly satisfactory, the future being still more promising. 
The shares are quoted on the Bourse at 95 per cent. 

On the 14th July next a general meeting will be held of the mem- 
bers of the Association for Promoting the Welfare of the Japanese ; Mr. 
Bosch has retired from the Presidency. This association has always 
been in a somewhat languishing state, and it is hoped that new officers 
will bring a change which is much desired.

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PROGRESS IN THE FAR EAST. 
(PALL MALL GAZETTE.) 

The relative rate of progress in China and Japan, and the direction 
-which it is taking in each, are both subjects of interest to the Western 
world, though little likely to receive the attention they deserve. As 
rezards educational progress, the Chinese have felt their way much 


more cautiously than their neighbours, but their first steps were not ; 


very judicious, and the results have been far from encouraging. The 
-attempt to found a university at Peking to teach European science and 
languages was for many years a failure. The first selection of professors 
was most unfortunate, and the hostility experienced by its promoters 
-on the part of high officers about the palace was most active. Notwith- 
standing all these serious drawbacks, however, it appears that the 
enterprise has not been abandoned. Under an American missionary, 
Dr. Martin, it is showing signs of vitality. In a letter to Dr. Eaton, 
the United States Commissioner of Education, he reports that two depart- 
ments, one of languages and the other of sciences, have been organised. 
We learn from the London and China Telegraph, which gives a quotation 
from this letter, that—“ The first includes in ita course of instruction 
English, French, German, Russian, and Chinese, and the latter mathe- 
matics, physics, chemistry, and medical science. Dr. Martin says of the 
medical science division : ‘ This last chair is nearly eatablished, and in- 
volves a daring innovation on the prejudices of the people. We regard 
it as but one step towards the formation of a medical department, 
which shall send forth a body of well-trained physicians to supersede 
the empirics who now impose on the credulity of the people.’ He says 
instructions will be given next year on international law and political 
economy. In conclusion he says the university seems to be established 
-on a permanent basis, and that its prospects for the future are better 
than at any previous time in its brief history. The university was 
-established after the model of Western institutions of learning, and has 
met with much opposition, especially from the Conservatives, who 
attribute pestilences, earthquakes, and other calamities to the fact of 
ita existence.” 

If we turn to Japan, a very different picture presents itself. Here 
the complaint is not of reluctance or slowness of movement, but of 
too great speed and rashness in the innovations adopted. Revolutions 
where forms of government are cuncerne1 are usually sudden in their 
-outbreak and rapid in their develupment. But it is never so with 
changes of national customs, habits, language, or religion. The excep- 
tions only tend to prove the danger and the instability of all sudden or 
violent changes in these departments. A people cannot be denation- 
alised in a day or a month. A conquering Power may, by a de- 
ree, sever a province from a kingdom, or by a stroke of the 
declare an Alsace or Lorraine to .be German instead of French, 

ut the people remain what they were befure in all but name. 
It is true we have never tried the power of a god, king, priest, 
‘and sovereign by Divine descent, and the Tenno of Japan has this 
hitherto untried advantage. We cannot help thinking, however, that 
he is putting a dangerous strain even on such unlimited power as this, 
when he enacts that mats shall no longer be used for the flooring of 
Japanese rooms (important articles of domestic comfort and universal 
use as these have been from time immemorial). Such trivial interfe- 
rence with the home life of a people is often more dangerous than 
important measures of reform. Other edicts, to cut off the tuft of 
hair universally worn on the crown of the head, to prohibit boys from 
flying kites, to make all sinvking in the streets an offence, and abo- 
lishing rice as the daily food of the million, substituting bread 
for the staple diet of all Eastern races south of the great wall 
-of China, are as perilous as they are puerile and unwise. What- 
ever show of reason there may be for any of these changes, 
they form cullectively a series so subversive of national customs 
and habits that they seem capable of driving the most submis- 
sive or priest-ridden of Eastern nations intv rebellion. Whether 
considered as a matter of philosophic speculation or of practical ex- 
perience, we cannot conceive any new form of national life being thus 
developed. There are certain changes which must be more or less 
gradual and progressive to be either salutary or permanent. Institu- 
tions must spring from the thoughts and wante of a peuple, and be in 
-8ome sense indigenous to the soil, even though the germ or seed from 
whence they come may have been originally imported, if they are to 
strike root and flourish. All ready-made or transplanted consti‘u- 
tions have been short-lived. There is no instance on record of such 
‘manufactured products, however galvanised into a semblance of 
vitality, developing an enduring or self-sustaining life. Hence we 
cannot but augur ill for the permanence of these rapid and manifold 
changes—a fresh series of which are announced by every mail, and 
reminding the reader of the transformation scenes of a pantomime, 
‘rather than the sober work of legislators and statesmen. On this sub- 
ject we may quote the following extract from a recent number of the 
London and China Telegraph :—‘ The Mikado’s advisers can no more 
change the natural instincts and feelings of the people by Acta of Par- 
liament than they can make them add one cubic to their stature by the 
same powers. If the natives are lazy and fond of lounging habits, they 
will not become active and sprightly by having their house-mats taken 
from them; if they are by nature diminutive in size, their physique 
will not be greatly improved by the change in daet from rice to bread. 
If the Government desires to retain the respect of the European Powers, 
it must forego the pleasure it seems to take in interfering with the daily 
life and habits of the people. There are many essential improvements 
necessary which may well claim its attention ; but when we look, in the 
interesta of peace and civilisation, at the vexatious alterations which have 
lately been effected in the domestic habits and customs of the natives, 
we feel inclined to say ‘some enemy has done this.’”’ 

Upon the whole, though the Chinese move more slowly than we could 
- desire, as is the wont of great organic bodies, we believe their course 
is more sure and fraught with infinitely less danger to themselves 

-and their friends. The Japanese have no doubt gone far in advance of 
their giant neighbours in the adoption of- railroads, telegraphs, and 
other appliances of Western civilisation. But they remind us pain- 
fully of an express train or a Mississippi steamer with a Yankee sitting 

-on the safety-valve to increase the speed. Chinese and Japanese are 


alike eager to possess themselves of the secret of the power they see 
exercised by Western States, They desire this as the one thing they 
envy us—that they may be relieved from the constant fear of being 
i entice and the ever present humiliation of being domineered over 
and coerced. 


THE DUTCH ATTACK UPON ATCHIN. 

The following account of the origin of the declaration of war 
by the Dutch against Atchin and of the subsequent hostilities is 
drawn from an entirely original source. All the accounts hitherto 
received of the affair have been either from the official despatches 
issued by the Java Government, or from the correspondents’ 
letters published in the Java and Dutch newspapers. The sub- 
joined details were communicated by the Atchinese Envoy, who 
was recently sent on a special mission to the Sultan of Turkey, 
to a Constantinople newspaper, the Bdsirat, and they may there- 
fore be taken to supply the Atchinese account of the dispute :— 

The Dutch, who have looked with covetous eyes on our country for 
a long time, decided at length to carry out their uniform policy towards 
neighbouring States by depriving us of our liberty and independence. 
Two years ago a Dutch man-of-war anchored before Atchin, and sum- 
moned the inhabitants to submission. 'Abdu-’r-Rahmén, the governor 
of the town, went on board, and told the Dutch that the Atchinese 
were, and had been from a remote period, vassals of the Sublime Porte ; 
that the Ottoman flag, as they could see, floated over our forts and 
ships ; that our Amir wore the decoration of the Majidiyyah ; and that 
we would never recognise any authority unless it emanated from the 
Khalifah of the Prophet. 'Abdu-'r-Rahmin added that if the Dutch 
had any demands to make which did not affect the suzerainty of 
the Mussulman Metropolitan they might possibly be agreed to. The 
Dutch admiral, being at a loas what to say in reply, asked to see our 
Prince, and landed in company with the Atchinese governor. A’ala- 
ud-Din Mahmiad Shah, our Sovereign, wearing his Ottoman decoration, 
accordingly received the admiral, and during the audience repeated 
what his governor had said on board the Dutch veasel. Thereupon the 
admiral quitted our coast, and ’Abdu-’r-Rahmén was despatched to 
Constantinople in order to renew our relations with the Porte and 
to solicit the protection of the Khaltfate. Still bent on covetous- 
ness, and taking advantage of ’Abdu-’r-Rahman's absence, the Dutch 
returned on the 22nd of Sdfar last with a fleet of twenty ships, and 
submitted the following five points for our acceptance :—l. To 
surrender the country without opposition, and to become Dutch sub- 
jects. 2. To discontinue all relations with European Governments and 
with the Porte. 3. To prohibit slavery in the island and piracy on our 
coasts. 4. To give up the island with ita dependencies. 5. To sub- 
stitute the Dutch for the Ottoman flag. The Atchinese requested a 
delay of three months to answer this extraordinary ultimatum, but 
only one hour was allowed them. Whereupon they sent in a formal 
refusal, declaring that they could not give up their cherished island so 
lightly, or sacrifice their liberty to satisfy the lust of strangers; that 
they had never fostered the slave trade, that piracy was rigorously pro- 
hibited, and recognised pirates severely punished. As to changing their 
flag and renouncing in future the sovereignty of the Porte, both de- 
mands were out of the question ; the Atchinese had adopted the Otto- 
man flag from time immemorial, and would shed the last drop of their 
blood to retain it ; and to renounce the suzerainty of the Porte would 
be to renounce their religion, the Sultan of Constantinople being the 
head of the Moslim faith, and consequently was by right the suzerain 
of the Atchinese. 

On the receipt of this refusal the Dutch fleet moved off, and after. 
making a signal by hoisting the Dutch flag three times, to which the 
Atchinese replied in a similar way with the Ottoman flag, they com- 
menced bombarding the town. The two forts which command the en- 
trance to the harbour did not return the fire at first, whereupon 200 
of the assailants were landed. This party, meeting with no resistance, 
penetrated into the town. A similar party was then landed to reinforce 
the first, but at that moment the forts opened fire, and the Atchinese, 
armed with muskets, made a sortie, and cut off all communication be- 
tween the two detachments. The second party, which had just dis- 
embarked, retreated to the ships, and the first, in an attempt to follow 
them, were attacked and destroyed by the Atchinese. The Dutch left 
fifty slain and one hundred wounded on the field. The loss of the 
Atchinese was about the same. The day following the Dutch did not 
attempt to land, but they continued to bombard the town and forte. Next 
day, however, they landed 2,000 men; these were followed by 5,000 
and a troop of cavalry. They effected a landing at the point of the 
bayonet, covered by boats carrying cannon. The Atchinese received 
them with volleys of musketry, and succeeded in placing them betwixt 
two fires. The battle was fought with great bravery on both sides till 
three o’clock in the afternoon. Finally, the Dutch gave way, and re- 
treated to their boats in great disorder, leaving a great number of dead 
and wounded, and a considerable quantity of arms behind them. The 
Atchinese lost a thousand men slain, and as many were wounded. An 
hour after the battle some Dutch officers landed to claim their dead and 
wounded. At first the Atchinese replied that they would bury the 
dead and take care of the wounded, but eventually they agreed to give 
them up on condition that such of the wounded as recovered should not 
take up arms again against Atchin. The enemy accepted these terms 
gladly and gratefully. Subsequently the Dutch demanded the arms 
which had been left on the field of battle. This the Atchinese refused, 
unless the Dutch engaged, in writing, not to attack their country aguin. 
The Dutch delegates declared that the admiral and the other superior 
officers were unable, owing to their wounds, to draw up and sign the 
required document, but they gave their word of honour, on behalf of 
their Government, that no new attack should be made on Atchin ; 
whereupon the Atchinese gave up the arms. But when this was granted 
how did the Dutch behave? They recognised the generosity of the 
Atchinese by # second bombardment, which they kept up for several 
hours, and then retired, leaving two vessels in the roadstead, which did 
not leave till next day. An English vessel which was at anchor there 
during the whole proceedings witnessed this act of treachery.

THE TRADE OF CHINA. 

A Report by Mr. MALET, Her MAJeEsty’s Secretary of 
Legation at Peking, upon the fluctuations of foreign trade 
between 1864 and 1871, has been published in the form of 
a Blue-book, of which the present article is an abstract. The 
Report itself is but auxiliary to a more detailed account 
of the trade of 1872, which Mr. MALET has now in course 
of preparation. The trade in specie or bullion is not be- 
lieved to be fairly represented in this Report, but the state- 
ment of this—though the trade is in itself an important 
item—would not do more than confirm the conclusion that 
foreign trade with China is steadily moving forward. In 
1868 a Report, prepared avowedly to establish, amongst 
other conclusions, this—that the total of British trade was 
immensely exaggerated, still admitted that it was worth some 
£40,000,000 sterling, ‘“ with a tendency to increase.” The 
Customs collection in 1868 was £3,149,491, a sum total of 
which the British trader paid three-fourths. When we re- 
member that the tariff assumes to impose duties at 5 per cent. 
ad valorem, we see that the estimate of the authors of the Re- 
ports above referred to was but little, if anything, below the 
mark. But in 1872 the Customs collection amounted to 
£3,830,000, and, therefore, unless the justice of the calcu- 
lations given can be impugned—which is not reasonable— 
British trade with China must be stated for the year 1872 
to have been worth at least £60,000,000. In 1871 the 
trade maintained the increase which has been uninterrupted 
—except in 1870—since 1864. During those eight years 
the value rose from £31,590,000 to £41,915,192, and the 
Customs revenue from £2,624,752 to £3,738,715. The 
causes of the decrease in 1870 are the Tientsin massacre 
and the Franco-German war. The annual value of foreign 
trade fell off in 1870 £2,783,000. The principal diminu- 
tion was in the exports from China, which fell from 
£20,143,196 to £18,597,070, while imports fell from 

22,476,960 to £21,300,083. The year 1871 showed a rapid 
recovery. The total foreign trade rose from £39,897,153 
to £45,915,102—an increase of upwards of £6,000,000, 
whereas the increase from one year to another had pre- 
viously only once exceeded £5,000,000. The Customs 
revenue fell in 1870 by £111,624, in 1871 it rose from 
£3,181,325 to £3,738,715. 

The table in the Returns of Trade issued by order of Mr. 
HarT unites the Continent of Europe under one head, so 
that the relative effect of the war upon the China trade of 
each nation cannot be estimated. The total value of ex- 
ports and imports from Great Britain fell from £18,867 ,888 
in 1869 to £17,705,874 in 1870, and rose to £20,688,286 
in 1871. The exports and imports from the Continent of 
Europe fell from £1,229,576 in 1869 to £1,059,738 in 1870 
—a far greater proportionate decrease than the decrease 
inv our trade—but rose in 1871 to £1,302,992. The trade in 
opium, which would naturally not be affected by European 
events, rose from 7,103,929 lbs. in 1869 to 7,822,661 lbs. 
in 1870, and 7,927,731 Ibs. in 1871—and these figures 
support the theory that a great part of the damage to China 
trade in 1870 was caused by the war. The Customs 
Trade Returns contain one more table which bears upon 
the subject by giving the number and nationality of 
ships cleared in the years under consideration :—Great 
Britain fellffrom 6,727 in 1869 to 6,577 in 1870, and rose 
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The United States, next in importance, 
rose from 4,165 in 1869 to 4,547 in 1870, and 4,600 in 
1871. Germany shows a reduction from 2,387 in 1869 to 
1,304 in 1870, and 1,480 in 1871. France fell from 218 in 
1869 to 194 in 1870, and rose to 277 in 1871. Germany 
suffered to the extent of nearly half her shipping and ton-. 
nage, and, in the following year, showed none of the recover- 
ing power which is remarkable on a small scale in France. 
The unchecked advance in American shipping may be due 
to the immunity she enjoys from the effects of pean 
war. 
Great Britain maintains easily the lion’s share of the 
trade, followed at a long interval by Hong Kong, which, 
being merely a port of passage, need not be counted in con- 
sidering the relative producing and manufacturing interests 
of foreign countries in their trade with China. India takes. 
the next place. Her exports consist of little else than opium, 
and her imports are only £70,233. The United States doa 
trade with China amounting to £3,629,655, against our 
trade of £20,688,286, but their progress since 1864 has 
been relatively greater than Great Britain’s, and, though 
many years must elapse before they overtake us, even if 
they continue their present scale of advance, they are likely 
to prove our most formidable competitors. The trade 
between China and British America has decreased by two- 
thirds from what it was in 1864. Among the other coun- 
tries included under the head of “British Possessions,” 
Australia has improved her trade slightly. New Zealand 
made a sudden advance of £28,000 in three years, in 1871 
her whole trade was valued at £32,000. The trade with 
Singapore and the Straits has decreased by one half since 
1864. 

assing to countries not already mentioned, the returns 
show a decrease during the eight years from 1864 in trade 
between China and the following places—South Africa, 
British Channel, Philippine Islands, Siam, and Java. Trade 
has increased with the Continent of Europe, Siberia and 
Russia, vid Kiachta, the Amoor Provinces, Japan, Cochin 
China, and finally Suez, which has recently sprung into. 
existence as a port of entry for goods from China. 

The order in which countries and districts trading with 
China rank according to the value of their trade is—Great 
Britain, £20,688,286 ; Hong Kong, £11,364,637 ; India, 
£6,347,139; United States, £3,629,655 ; Continent of 
Europe, £1,303,992 ; Japan, £1,027,635 ; Australia, 
£688,197 ; Siberia and Russia, via Kiachta, £326,300 ;. 
Singapore and Straits, £325,622 ; Russia (Odessa ), 
£133,542 ; Philippines, £125,331 ; Java, £118,356 ; Siam, 
£109,276 ; Cochin China, £107,670; British Channel, 
£99,646 ; British America, £64,887 ; Amoor Provinces, 
£46,753 ; New Zealand, £32,050; South America,. 
£28,117 ; South Africa, £8,112 ; Suez, £7,726. 

The cotton goods market appears to be steadily widen- 
ing. In 1867 the value of the imports in this article was. 
£4,385,180 ; in 1871, £6,692,382. The imports of woollens 
have, on the other hand, declined from £2,217,367 in 1867 
to £1,429,762 in 1871. The value of imported metal fell 
from £1,213;380 in 1870 to £731,564 in 1871. The change 
is not to be ascribed to any advance in the development of 
the vast mineral resources of China. Opium may be said 
to have remained pretty steady. A smaller quantity was 
imported in 1871 than in 1867, but the intervening years 
had been improved upon. 

Tea and silk are the principal exports from China. In 
1871 the total value was £22,458,165, of which £7,552,289 
was in silk, amd £11,870,009 in tea—leaving only £3,035,866 
for the value of all the rest of the exports, of which sugar 
has the largest share, £336,585. In 1867 the value of ex- 
ported silk was £4,758,169. Black tea fell in 1870 from 
£8,392,202 to £6,663,957 ; whereas the exports of green 
tea, which has its chief market in America, was only less by 
£25,956 than :+ was in 1869, when its value was £2,432,116. 

The next point for consideration is the comparative pros- 
perity of the Treaty Ports. The Customs Returns give the 
annual value of the whole trade of each port from 1868 to 
1871 inclusive. Foochow fell from £6,701,699 to £5,202,986 ; 
Newchwang, from $1,952,237 to £1,243,246 ; Kiu-kiang, 
from £3,344,355 to £2,940,210—a total decrease of 
£2,611,849. Onthe other hand, the following eleven ports 
show an increase: — Shanghai, from £14,046,981 to 
£14,433,926 ; Hankow, from £9,141,054 to £11,857,261 ; 
Canton, from £7,038,199 to £8,716,585 ; Tientsin, from 
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£5,216,066 to £5,567,304; Ningpo, from £3,779,833 to 
£4,804,528 ; Swatow, from £2,558,253 to £3,930,752 ; 


Chinkiang, from £1,840,769 to £3,212,459 ; Chefoo, from | Chinese incendiaries. 


£2,561,611 to £2,648,177; Amoy, from £2,382,039 to 
£2,560,672 ; Takow (Taiwan), from £432,870 to £783,060 ; 
and Tamsuy, from £269,192 to £402,806. These returns 
show a total increase of £11,060,663 in three years ; and— 
after deducting the loss on Foochow, Newchwang, and Kiu- 
kiang—a nett increase of £8,448,814. 

Mr. Hart has made arrangements for the more efficient 
representation of China at the Vienna than at any previous 
Exhibition. He has ordered all the Customs Inspectors to 
supply samples and specimens of articles of trade and 
commerce, with statistical tables, exhibiting the movement 
of commerce and navigation at each port during the last 
ten years ; and, with a view to promoting the chance of the 
collection at each place being complete, prizes of from one 
to three months’ pay are to be awarded to the official in 
charge. . 

The trade of China with Russia, vid Kiachta, is interest- 
ing, as showing the value of the commerce of the only outlet 
in which we have no commercial interest. This trade may 
be said to date from 1861. The hopes which were at first 
entertained of its rapid progress have not been realised, 
though at first it maintained a steady advance. In 1869 
it was valued at £602,417 ; since then it has declined to 
£326,300. This diminution is ascribed to cattle disease, 
which has ravaged Mongolia at frequent intervals, and the 
incursions of revolutionary hordes, and to the heavy taxes 
imposed on the Mongolians to maintain the Chinese troops 
sent out to quell insurrection. With a view to avoid these 
drawbacks, there is a scheme on foot for sending tea to 
Russia via the Amoor, which, if carried out, will seriously 
affect the Kalean-Kiachta carrying trade during the summer. 
It is proposed to ship tea at Tientsin and elsewhere to the 
mouth of the Amoor, to ascend the river as far as Verkh- 
neondinsk, and to send it thence by land to Irkoutsk. It 
- is difficult to foresee if the scheme will be successful, be- 
cause the route will only be open for six months in the 
year. The trade between China and Russia, via Odessa, 
amounted in 1871 to £133,542, which, added to £326,300, 
via Kiachta, and £46,000 to the Amoor Provinces, gives a 
total of £506,595. It will be seen from these figures that 
the trade between the two countries is too insignificant to 
affect their political relations, whereas the political re- 
lations of Great Britain with China have commerce as their 
beginning and their end. 


CLAIMS UPON THE CHINESE INDEMNITY FUND. 

WE have received a copy of the Memorial of Mr. GEORGE 
DUDDELL, late of Hong Kong, to the Lords Commissioners 
of Her Majesty's Treasury, relative to his claim for com- 
pensation out of the unapplied balance of the Chinese In- 
demnity Fund. The contents may be thus summarised :— 

Mr. DUDPELL is a British subject, and was resident in 
Hong Kong from 1845 to 1859, trading as a merchant and 
contractor to furnish supplies to the army and navy ; and 
in 1857 he had signed a contract to furnish bread and 
biscuit to the combined forces, for the year commencing 
April 1. At this period CHEUNG ALUM, the Chinese 
baker who was then under a contract to supply bread to 
the Government of Hong Kong, was committed to prison 
for attempting to murder all the European forces and 
foreign residents by means of poisoned bread. This attempt 
(justly described by Admiral Sir MICHAEL SEYMOUR, in his 
report, as “diabolical ”) failed, by reason of the quantity of 
arsenic mixed with the bread being so great as to cause 
immediate vomiting. In the emergency thus created Mr. 
DUDDELL was solicited to enter on charge of the bakery at 
once—although his contract was not to commence until 
Aprii—and, rather than disappoint the Government and 
the community, he consented to enter on the concern two 
months earlier than required by contract. Mr. DUDDELL’S 
first step—and a most provident one, as it appears to us— 
was to destroy all the flour and other provisions found in 
the bakery. He then laid in a fresh stock, valuing $50,000, 
and, in consequence of the energy he displayed, he became 
at once a marked man. Rewards were publicly offered to 
murder him. In a month or six weeks his storehouse was 


actually set on fire and destroyed—loss $17,000. Lord _ 


CLARENDON, then Foreign Minister, declined to recognise 


the loss as a legitimate claim on the Government, although 
it was abundantly evident that the deed was the work of 
And from that day to this he has 
been constantly but fruitlessly urging his claim—although 
a considerable surplus out of the Chinese Indemnity Fund 
of Ts. 2,000,000 has been lying and accumulating ever 
since. It is not pretended by Mr. DUDDELL that he is in 
strict law entitled to the compensation that he seeks, but 
the circumstances under which his loss and danger were 
incurred were so exceptional that all the leading mer- 
chants and residents in Hong Kong united to petition the 
Governor in his favour, and He members of these firms are 
prepared now to come forward and give evidence of the 
moral justice of his claim. 


THE SUEZ CANAL AND THE MESSAGERIES 
MARITIMES, 

IN another column we publish an analysis of the report 
of the directors of the Messageries Maritimes, which will 
be read with interest. The original report contains an 
exhaustive review of all the arguments against the extraor- 
dinary advance demanded by M. DE LESSEps, and is so far 
satisfactory that it proves the determination of the directors 
of the Messageries to persevere in their action to bring the 
Canal Company to reason. There were not wanting persons 


who declared that the litigation between the two companies 


was a solemn farce—a pre-arranged proceeding. The report 
under notice, however, must remove all suspicion of such an 
understanding which might still remain. While speaking 
of M. DE LESSEPs with the consideration to which his 
eminent services to science entitle him, the directors of the 
Messageries prove by the clearest facts, documents, and 
reasonings that the Canal Company is clearly bound by 
the original Firman to calculate the tolls on the net, or 
French, and not on the gross, or English, tonnage. 
Having shown this beyond dispute they cap the whole of 
their argument by pointing out that, under the “gross” 
system of calculating tonnage, which it is now attempted to 
introduce, it would be impossible for steamers to pay their 
expenses without a very great increase in freight. We can 
aa no line of policy more suicidal than that which M. 
DE LESSEPS and his colleagues seem bent, at all hazards, 
on pursuing. When we learn that the substitution of the 
“gross” rate for the “nett” calculation would raise the 
payments of the Messageries to the Canal from fr.1,100,000 
to fr.1,700,000 per annum, we begin to perceive the extent 
of the imposition. How can M. DE LESSEPS expect to 
secure the traffic of the P. and O. and other English com- 
panies if he succeeds in establishing so exorbitant a rate as 
this? And while he shuts out the P. and O. from his - 
Canal his shareholders are not likely to forget that he is 
shutting out £1,000 a-week from their receipts. 


THE appointment of Mr. ARTHUR N. BirRcH as Colonial 
Secretary of Ceylon is officially announced. Mr. BiRcH 
entered the Colonial-office in 1855, and occupied various 
subordinate posts until 1864, when he was appointed Colo- 
nial Secretary of British Columbia. While occupying this 
post he acted as administrator to the Government of the 
Colony for a year during the absence of the Governor. In 
1867 he returned to England, having been promoted to be As- 
sistant Senior Clerk at the Colonial-office, where he remained 
until 1871, when he received the appointment of Acting 
Lieutenant-Governor of Penang. In July last he again 
returned to England, and resumed his former position at 
the Colonial-office. 


REPORT OF THE MESSAGERIES MARITIMES 
COMPANY. 

We have received the annual report of the directors of the Mes- 
sageries Maritimes Company, presented at the general meeting of 
the proprietors, held on the 29th ult. The balancs sheet shows 
an increase in the stock of fr.3,689,491, and a reduction in liabi- 
lities of fr.4,972,324. . The ce carried to reserve fund, &c. 
is fr.2,296,538. The reserve on assurance account increased 
fr.1,085,805. By way of making a commencement of providing 
for the greatly increased cost of coal, the directors have set aside 
asum of fr.400,000 on reserve coal account. The profit and 
loss shows an increase of fr.367,144 in 1872 over the previous 


ear. . | 
The total value of the company’s vessels was estimated at 
fr.108,086,386 against fr.107,030,107 at the end of the previous 
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year. Two new steamers, the Senegal and the Niger—600-horse 
power and 120 metres in length—were added to the company’s 
fleet; and three others, the Gambia, the Rio Grande, and the Men- 
doza, were fitted with new engines of 400-horse power nominal. 
These five steamers, with the Gironde, have been placed on the 
Brazil and River Plate line, starting from Bordeaux. It is not very 
long ago that the Gambia, on her way back from Buenos Ayres, 
was wrecked off Bahia, while the yellow fever raged among the 
crew, and incapacitated the captain. Happily this calamity 
passed off without loss of life, and, in the course of the current 
year, it is expected that the loss will be paid off from the reserve 
assurance offices. Several other steamers have undergone altera- 
tions—some being lengthened, some fitted with improved ma- 
chinery calculated to economise fuel. Thirty-six vessels of the 
company are now fitted with surface-condensers. Of the three 
steamers, Irrawaddy, Anadyr, and Djemnah—all 600-horse 

wer, and 5,400 tons—which were in preparation at the end of 
ast year, and destined for the Indo-China trade, the Irrawaddy 
is already on service—the Anadyr is expected to be completed 
this, and the Djemnah next, year. The whole fleet of the com- 
pany comprises sixty-seven vessels, aggregating 23,330-horse 
power, and 170,000 tons, and travelling 600,000 leagues. 

For the first half of 1871 the mail service was carried on with 
little interruption, but the war at length checked operations. 
This will account for the increase of 19 per cent. in 1872 over 
1871 in some degree. But much of the surplus is due to the im- 
provements in the construction of the vessels, which were thus 
enabled to make no less than 11 knots on the Atlantic and 
China lines, and 10} in the Mediterranean, without any increase 
of pressure or consumption of fuel. This speed—about 2 knots 
higher than the first estimate—has been turned to account since 
the Post-office gave the mail service to the English company on 
the substitution of Brindisi for Marseilles. Brindisi is a port 
exceedingly favourably placed for vessels starting from Mar- 
seilles. ‘The French Government have consequently authorised 
the Company to add to its postal lines those to Constantinople, 
Egypt, Syria, and China. These have already been got in work- 
ing order, and with profitable effect. Another experiment is 
being made, to run direct from Marseilles to Salonica, by a line 
continued on to Constantinonle. 

The gross number of passengers on all the company’s lines in 
1872 was 110,866; the value of the merchandise carried, 
fr.173,903,970. In 1871 there were 163,936 passengers, and one 
hundred and fifty-five millions of francs value. The falling off 
in the number of engers is accounted for by the discon- 
tinuance of the line to Algiers, and the reduction of¢30 per cent. 
allowed to all military oficers—a great many of whom travel 
gratuitiously—and the diminution of Government stores car- 
ried. So far as civilian passengers and ordinary merchandise 
are concerned 1872 shows an increase over the previous year of 
25 per cent. of passengers, 124 per cent. of tonnage, and 20 per 
cent. of value. 

The gross receipts of the traffic in 1872 wére 25 per cent. more 
than 1871—and the distance run 19 per cent. longer. Reducing 
the trade to the common denomination of leagues travelled— 
which is the most convenient method—the increase for 1872 
shows 8} per cent. This increase is contributed to by almost all 
the lines alike, and both passengers and merchandise make up 
the improvement. In 1872, as in 1871, the passage money 
averaged about 34 per cent. of the total receipts—the increasing 
number of passengers on the Indo-Chinese lines being very 
marked. 

The results of 1872 may be summed up thus—Distance run 
increased 19 per cent. ; expense of travelling reduced 3 per 
cent. ; and a total increase in the receipts of 83 cent. 

With reference to the litigation with the Suez Canal Company, 
the report proceeds to explain that, although feeling the greatest 
respect for the genius of M. de Lesseps, the directors felt that 
their first duty was to the shareholders. It was one of the Mes- 
sageries steamers which followed the French frigate in the pro- 
cession through when the Canal was opened. The directors 
remind us that the English nation—although the one most 
interested in shortening the voyage to the Far East—had held 
back from trusting its mails to the Canal. The Messageries was 
the first company to initiate steam and mail navigation of the 
Canal—it was they who first introduced the really profitable 
part of the traffic of the Canal. For, although it was expected 
that the principal revenues would be derived from sailing rel. 
sich has not proved to be the case. It is the steamers of the 
M eries and other companies that, the directors reason, not 
only buoyed the Canal—without which it would not have 
been navigable—but furnished it with traffic to an amount 
exceeding a million of francs. Under these circumstances 
what equivalent have the shareholders of the Messageries 
received for the share they have contributed to the vitality 
of the Canal? The Messageries steamers are to this day 
detained for the mails at Suez, as if there were no other means 
of conveyance open than the railway, and this, too, after opening 
up new lines intothe Far East (with the view of reducing the 
subvention necessary to be demanded). Is this fair? The di- 
rectors of the Messageries have never asked any special favour 
for their vessels over those of any other company ; they have 
simply insisted on the necessity of holding the Suez Canal Com- 
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y to the terms of. the concession demanded by themselves. 

e French steamers, making the voyage six times a year, and at 
recular intervals, are now compelled to pay six tolls where other 
vessels pay one, The first to initiate the lowering of steam 
freight through the Canal, the directors claim the right of keep- 
ing the Canal Company to their bargain ; this course they have 
adopted as the only one fairly open to them as honourable men, 
and they have accordingly shut out of view the impracticable 
size of some of their steamers, the limited quantity of freight to 
be expected, and all other considerations of merely selfish in- 
terest. They took their stand upon the Firman (or original 
bag eee granted by the iced of Eeypt, together to M. 

e Lessepe, and afterwards ratified by the Sultan. Article 17 
of that Act expreasly fixes the maximum rate at ten francs per 
“net” ton (la tonne de capacité des navires }—never to be siceadad. 
On this rate the directors based their calculations, that one of their 
steamers, the Merkong (1,900 tons register), would have to pay 
fr.19,000 every time she passed through the Canal, or fr.114,000 
per annum for six voyages. 

The directors remind us that M. de Lesseps pl himself 
to his own rate at the meetings convened by himself in England. 
On this statement the directors formed their estimate of the 
bable expenditure of the Messageries Company in tolls, and they 
reckoned them at fr.1,100,000—no inconsiderable annual contri- 
bution to the maintenance of the Canal. In fact, it amounted 
to almost £800 a week—and another guarantee was (the directors 
considered) supplied in the fact that M. Dupuy de Léme, a dis- 
tinguished engineer, who was invited by M. de Lesseps to a con- 
ference of scientific men in 1868 (and who has since become a 
member of their body), presided at the meeting and signed the 
contract as ee the company. The text of the original 
document—which has recently been recovered—proves beyond 
doubt that it is the registered ton that is meant as the basis. M. 
de Lesseps himself fixed it as the tonnage officiel Frangatse. 

The result of the Commission was not less distinct. While 
recognising the merits of the English system of tonnage, it re- 
commended the Canal Company to look plainly and straight- 
forwardly to the tolls to be derived from ships of all nations, 
without regard to their flag. This is exactly what the company 
did until lst March, 1872. It recognised the tonnage accordmg 
to the French system laid down in the Firman—and, even since 
then, it has merely used ambiguous phrases for the purpose of 
evading the original contract. It insisted on the “gross” ton- 
nage (English) being inscribed on the ship’s papers as well as the 
“ nett” tonnage (French), thus attempting to get over a difficulty 
by a very equivocal act of extortion. No sooner had this “new 
light ” burst in upon the company than they began to raise the 
tolls on French steamers 40 and 45 per cent. Taking the 
steamers of the Messageries, one with another, the new rate 
would be an advance of not less than 60 per cent. The Measa- 
geries steamer Me:‘ong is now mulcted in the sum of fr.32,500, 
instead of fr.19,000 (under the fair charge), every voyage. The 
gross result of the increased toll, if it were to become 
would be to raise the payments of the Messageries to the Suez 
Canal from fr.1,100,000 to fr.1,700,000 per annum—an intoler- 
able burden. 

It seems clear that M. de Lesseps and his colleagues did not 
foresee the revolution in navigation which the opening of the 
Canal would brivg about—the almost, total supersession of sailing- 
ships by steamers— and, when they discovered it, they hastened 
to turn it to their own advantage by an arbitrary act. The Mes- 
sageries, having had the resolution to dispute their right to do 
this, the “ glorious uncertainty of the law ”—in France as well 
as England—was illustrated by the fact that the first hearing 
before the Chamber (Tribunal) of Commerce of the Seine termin- 
ated in a judgment for the Messageries. This judgment was, 
however, reversed on appeal—on grounds quite foreign from the 
merits of the case. Thus pressed, the Messageries, in their turn, 
appealed again to the Supreme Court (Cour de Cassation), and 
they are not without hope that, convinced of the justice of their 
cause, they may, in their turn, obtain a final judgment in their 
favour. | 

The matter in dispute is really very simple. The Canal Com- 
pany has an unquestionable right to measure the utidisable s 
on board all ships, on two conditions—that the toll shall be 
levied on the nett tonnage, and not on the gross—which would 
simply be a prohibitory rate in the case of a steamer like the 
Heikong, which ey would charge at 3,250 tons—though all the 
cargo really disposable in her is 1,350 tons. The proper toll for 
a steamer like the Jfeckong could, the directors contend, be no 
more than fr.13,500, according to the letter and spirit of the 
Firman. 

But it is argued that by a special clause the Court of the De- 
partment of the Seine had exclusive and final jurisdiction in 
all actions brought against the Canal Company. Such a principle 
is unknowr—the directors say—in Great Britain, Italy, Austria, 
and in all teed lines. It is the business of the dclomatist 
to obtain a settlement of vexed questions like the one before us, 
and it devolves on the Ottoman Government to place by a final 
decision this dispute beyond the reach of further htigation. With 
the view of effecting this, the directors despatched one of their 
body to Constantinople to conduct negotiations, which, it is 
hoped, may be brought to a successful close.

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THE “KWOK-A-SING CASE.”—JUDICIAL COMMITTEE OF 
THE PRIVY COUNCIL. 


(Sir J. Cotvire, Sir R. PHItimore, Lord Justice MELL&sH, Sir B. 
Peacock, and Sir M. Smitn). 


THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL OF HONG KONG v. KWOK-A-SING. 

This was an appeal which was heard on the 14th ult., froma judg- 
ment of the Supreme Court at Hong Kong, dated the 29th of March, 
1871, and an order made thereon, and also from a judgment and order 
of the same Court, dated May 22, 1871. The facts of the case are well 
known to our readers. On the 30th of September, 1870, a French 
veasel, La Nouvelle Penelope, sailed from Macao, with 300 coolie emi- 
grants, bound for Peru, in South America, such emigrants having been 
shipped in conformity with certain regulations in force in relation to 
Chinese emigration. The respondent, a subject of China, was one of 
the emigrants, and one of the headmen or corporals to keep order among 
the other ooolies. On the 4th of October, while the vessel was at sea, 
Kwok-a-Sing, with others of the emigrants, made a sudden attack on 
the captain and some of the officers and crew, murdered them, and, 
having thrown their bodies overboard, took possession of the vessel, and 
compelled the seamen, whose lives they had spared, to conduct the 
vessel back to the coast of China, where they landed and abandoned 
the ship, Kwok-a-Sing stealing and taking money and effects, it was 
alleged, the S erekes of the captain. Some of the participators were 
arrested and beheaded by the Chinese authorities, and a reward was 
offered for the apprehension of the respondent. He removed out of the 
jurisdiction of China, and was afterwards found at Hong Kong, where 
he was arrested, and charged before a police magistrate as a suspicious 
character and remanded. While under remand an application was 
made stating that an application had been received from Canton, claim- 
ing on behalf of the Chinese authorities the rendition of the prisoner, 
and that he was charged with participating in the murder of a portion 
of the crew of the Nouvelle Penclope. The prisoner was committed 
until further order of the Governor, and the charge was prosecuted 
before the magistrate, and he was committed. An application was 
then made on his behalf to Chief Justice Smale, of the Supreme Court 
at Hong Kong, and on the return he was set at liberty, and one of the 
grounds was that the ordinance in question did not apply to the Treaty 
of Tientsin, and that under the circumstances described in the deposi- 
tion, in support of the rendition of Kwok-a-Sing, the Nouvelle Penelope 
was at the time of the alleged crimes engaged in effect as a slave ship, 
and that he was confined as a slave, and justified in killing the captain 
in order to regain his liberty, and that the depositiona disclosed no 
offence on the part of the prisoner. Since the judgment a declaratory 
ordinance of the Legislature of Hong Kong had been passed to remove 
doubts as to the ordinance mentioned. The rendition was also claimed 
on behalf of the French Government by the French Consul, but it was 
abandoned when the judgment was pronounced. Her Majesty’s Attorney- 
General at Hong Kong, on the 26th of April, 1871, caused Kwok-a-Sing 
to be arrested on the charge of piracy, jure gentium, with the view to 
his trial on that charge before the Supreme Court at Hong Kong. Evi- 
dence was then given before the police magistrate, and the prisoner was 
committed for trial. A second writ of habeas corpus to discharge the 
prisoner was granted by Chief Justice Smale, and on the 22nd of May, 
1871, he was set at liberty on the grounds, among others, that the 
offence c was the same, and that the magistrate had no authority 
to commit the prisoner for the same offence. Leave was obtained from 
Her Majesty in Council by the Attorney-General of Hong Kong to 


appeal. 

J ay was delivered on the 19th inst. by Lord Chief Justice Mel- 
lish. His Lordship said, this is an appeal by the Attorney-General of 
the colony of Hong Kong, from a judgment of the Supreme Court of 
that colony whereby the respondent, Kwok-a-Sing, a Chinese coolie, 
who had been brought before the Court by writ of habeas corpus, was 
ordered to be released from custody, and an order made thereon dated 
the 18th of April, 1871, and also from a judgment and order of the 
same Court, dated the 22nd May, 1871, whereby he was again ordered 
to be released from custody. The first writ of habeas corpus was issued 
on the 7th of February, 1871, and was directed to the keeper of the 
gaol at Victoria, Hong Kong. This warrant was issued under an Ordi- 
nance of the colony, No. 2, of 1850. By the 9th Article of the Supple- 
mentary Treaty of Nanking, dated the 8th of October, 1843, called the 
Treaty of the Bogue, it was agreed that, if lawless natives of China 
having committed crimes or offences against their own Government 
shall flee to Hong Kong, a communication shall be made to the proper 
English officer that the said criminals and offenders may be seized, and 
in proof or admission of their guilt be delivered up. Ordinance No. 2, 
of 1850, was passed by the Legislative Council of the colony, and 
the material parts of it were as follows :—‘ Whereas, by the treaties 
between Great Britain and China, provision is made for the rendition 
for trial to officers of their own country of such subjects of China as 
have committed crimes or offences against their own Government, and 
afterwards taken refuge in Hong Kong. 1. Be it, therefore, enacted 
and ordained by his Excellency the Governor of Hong Kong, with the 
advice of the Legislative Council thereof, that if any complaint or in- 
formation, or any communication by any officer of the Chinese Govern- 
ment be made or forwarded to ary magistrate or court (other than the 
Supreme Court) desiring the arrest of any person being a Chinese sub- 
ject, and then within the said colony of Hong Kong, and alleging that 
such person has committed, or is charged with having committed, any 


course of any investigation before such magistrate’ or court that 
any person, being a subject of China, has committed any such crime 
or offence, it shall and miy be lawful for such magistrate or court 
to issue a summons or warrant for the appearance or apprehension 
of such person; or, if such person be already in custody, it shall 
be lawful to detain such person, and to investigate the alleged 
crime or offence in the same manner as if such person were charged 
with a crime or indictable offence committed within the said colony. “ 3. 
And be it further enacted and ordained, that if, at the close of the said 
investigation, it shall appear to the said magistrate or court that such 
person as aforesaid is a subject of China, and that there is probable 
cause for believing that the said person has committed such crime or 
offence, it shall and may be lawful for such magistrate or court to com- 
mit such person for safe custody to prison, and to direct the gaoler to 
detain such person in prison until the said gaoler shall receive some 
order or orders from the Governor of Hong Kong relative to the further 
detention, discharge, or transmission of such person to the nearest 
Chinese authorities, or to such other Chinese authorities as to the said 
Governor shall seem fit ; and the said magistrate or court shall, upon 
making such committal as aforesaid, transmit to the said Governor of 
Hong Kong the minutes of such investigation, and all documents in his 
or its possession connected with the charge against such person, in 
order that such person may be dealt with according to the Treaties 
aforesaid.”’ : 

By the Treaty of Tientsin, made on the 29th of June, 1858, new 
provisions were made wit regard to the extradition of criminals from 
the colony of Hong Kong to the Chinese Government in substitution 
of those of the Treaty of the Bogue, which was abrogated. The depo- 
sitions taken before the magistrates and the documents before him 
having reference to the committal of Kwok-a-Sing, were afterwards 
brought before the Supreme Court in obedience to a writ of certiorari, 
The depositions contained the evidence of Wong Akee and Chun Assun, 
two Chinese who had been passengers, and of Paul Verret and Joseph 
Simon, two Frenchmen, who had been seamen on board the French ship 
Nouvelle Pénélope, which left Macao on the Ist of October, 1870, 
with 310 Chinese coolies on board, on a voyage to Peru. All the 
coolies were examined by the Portuguese authorities at Macao be- 
fore they embarked, to ascertain that they went voluntarily; but 
nevertheless Wong Akee said that he was kidnapped, which he ex- 
plained to mean that he had been persuaded by a fraud to go to the 
barracoon, and that he told the authorities he was willing to go to 
Peru, contrary to the truth, because from the threats of the Chinese 
who brought him there he was afraid that his head would be cut off if 
he did not. It was also proved that about 100 of the other coolies said 
that they were kidnapped. There was no proof that Kwok-a-Sing had 
been kidnapped, or that he was among those who said they had been 
kidnapped. The master of the ship and the charterer selected eight of 
the coolies to be headmen over the others, and paid them three dollars 
a piece a month for acting as headmen. Kwok-a-Sing was one of those 
selected. At half-past four on the afternoon of the 4th of October, when 
the ship was prosecuting her voyage on the high seas, about twenty of 
the coolies collected near a seaman who was keeping guard at a barrier 
that was placed across the deck, attacked him, and threw him overboard. 
They afterwards attacked the captain, who was walking unarmed on the 
deck, killed him, and threwhim overboard. Theyalso killed several others 
of the crewand obtained complete command of the vessel, and changed her 
course to the coast of China. It was positively sworn by Chun Assun 
that Kwok-a-Sing was one of those who attacked the captain, and the 
other witnesses proved that he was one of the coolies who kept the 
command of the vessel until the vessel arrived back on the coast of 
China. There was also some evidence that Kwok-a-Sing and other 
coolies took possession of the captain's watch and a quantity of dollars 
on board. When the ship arrived on the coast of China, Kwok-a-Sing and 
other coolies left the vessel in a boat. The ship itself was run aground, and 
was left to be plundered by the natives. Among the documents re- 
turned by the magistrate to the Supreme Court was the following letter 
from the Colonial Secretary t> the magistrate :—‘ Colonial Secretary's 
Office, 3rd February, 1871. Sir,—I have the honour to acquaint you, 
by desire of his Excellency the Lieutenant-Governor, that an applica- 
tion has been received from Her Majesty's Consul at Canton, claiming 
on behalf of the Chinese authoritiesthe rendition of the man Aping, 
who is charged with participating in the murder of a portion of the 
crew of the French ship Nouvelle Pénélope. I have, &c., J. GARDINER 
Austin, Colonial Secretary.” 

Several objections were made to the validity of the return, and were 
argued before the Chief Justice. He delivered judgment on the 29th 
March, 1871, and held several of the objections to be valid, and after- 
wards, on the 17th of April, ordered Kwok-a-Sing to be discharged. On 
the 26th of April, 1871, the Attorney-General caused Kwok-a-Sing to 
be again arrested on a charge of piracy jure gentium, with a view to his 
trial on that charge before the Supreme Court of Hong Kong. The 
evidence of witnesses was again taken, and Kwok-a-Sing was committed 
for trial, Another writ of habeas corpus was issued, and return made 
setting out the magistrate’s warrant by which he was committed to 
take his trial. On the 22nd of May, 1871, he was again ordered to be 
discharged, on the ground that his arrest was a violation of the 6th 
section of the Habeas Corpus Act. : , 

The first question which their Lordships will consider is whether, 
assuming that there was sufficient primd facie evidence against Kwok-a- 
Sing to prove that he was guilty of the murder of the French captain, 
and that he was guilty of piracy jure gentium in running away with the 
French vessel, these acts constitute crimes and offences against the law 
of China within the meaning of the lst section of Ordinance No. 2 of 
1850, or crimes and offences against the Government of China within 
the preamble of the same Ordinance. There is, no doubt, that the 
extreme generality of the words “crimes and offences against the law 
of China” makes their construction very difficult. They cannot be in- 
tended to mean that every Chinese subject who is proved to have done 
something which the law of China makes a crime or offence is to be 
given up to the Chinese Government. If this were the meaning of 
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China treats as a political offence, or who had done anything that the 
law of China treats as criminal, though the law of all European coun- 
tries treats it as innocent, might be given up. Some limitation, therefore, 
must be put upon the meaning of the words, and their Lordships think 
that, in determining what this limitation is to be they ought to bear in 
mind the position of the colony of Hong Kong with reference to China. 
There was, when the Treaty was made, a manifest risk that the colony of 
Hong Kong might become the refuge of the criminal classes of the city 
of Canton and other Chinese towns, and it was impossible that the Co- 
lonial Government could punish Chinese subjects for acts committed 
within the territory of China. Having regard to this object, their 
Lordships think that the words “crimes and offences” ought to 
be confined to those ordinary crimes and offences which are punish- 
able by the laws of all nations, and which are not peculiar to the laws 
of China. In the Treaty of Tientsin the persons to be delivered up are 
described generally as criminals. All] ordinary crimes—such as murder, 
robbery, theft, arson—committed by a Chinese within Chinese terri- 
tory or in Chinese ships on the high seas would be within the meaning 
of the ordinance. Their Lordships are also of opinion that piracy, at 
least in circumstances, would be within the ordinance. They think it 
may be properly assumed, without proof, that China has laws to punish 
piracy on her own coast, and if it was proved that a subject of China 
who had taken refuge in Hong Kong was a pirate in this sense—that he 
was a person who went from the Chinese coast to plunder ships at sea, 
returning with his plunder again to China—they are of opinion that 
such a person might be given up under the ordinance. On a claim for 
the rendition of such criminals as these, it would not, in their 
Lordships’ opinion, be necessary to produce the evidence of experts 
to prove what is the law of China. Their Lordships have now to 
consider whether there was evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had been 
guilty of crimes against the laws of China. He is accused of two 
crimes, murder and piracy. The alleged murder was the murder of a 
Frenchman on board a French ship in which Kwok-a-Sing was a pas- 
senger on the high seas. They have, therefore, to consider whether 
murder by a subject of China of a person who is not a subject of 
China, committed outside the Chinese territory, is a crime against the 
laws of China within the meaning of the ordinance ; and they are of 
opinion that it is not. Their Lordships cannot assume, without evi- 
dence, that China has laws by which a Chinese subject can be punished 
for murdering beyond the boundary of the territory a person nota 
subject of China. Up to a comparatively late period England had no 
such laws. Moreover, although any nation may make laws to punish 
its own subjects for offences committed outside its own territory, still, 
in their Lordships’ opinion, the general principle of criminal jurispru- 
dence is that the quality of the act done depends on the law of the 
place where it is done. Now, the law as to what constitutes murder 
differs in different places. Suppose that a subject of China kills an 
Englishman within English territory, or on board an English ship, 
‘under circumstances which, according to English law, might 
amount to manslaughter only, could it possibly be right for 
the English Government to surrender such a person to the 
Chinese. Government to be tried according to Chinese law, to 
which the distinctions between murder and manslaughter may be 
wholly unknown? On the whole, therefore, on these two grounds— 
first, that it cannot be assumed without evidence that there is any law 
in China to punish a Chinese subject for a murder committed upon a 
foreigner within foreign territory ; and secondly, because even if it 
could be assumed there was such a law, still, this offence having been 
committed within French territory ought to be treated as an offence 
against French law, and not as an offence against Chinese law. Their 
Lordships were of opinion that there was no evidence before the ma- 
gistrate that Kwok-a-Sing, in murdering the French captain, committed 
an offence against the laws of China according to the true construction 
of the ordinance. Their Lordships have next to consider whether 
there was sufficient evidence before the magistrate that Kwok-a-Sing 
had committed an act of piracy jure gentium, and if there was 
such evidence, whether that would make his imprisonment, for 
the purpose of being delivered to the Chinese authorities, lawful. 
Now, their Lordships are of opinion that there was before the 
magistrate sufficient primd facie evidence that Kwok-a-Sing had 
committed an act of piracy jure gentium to justify his committal 
for trial for that offence at Hong Kong. They see no reason to doubt 
that the charge of Sir Charles Hedges, Judge of the Admiralty, to the 
Grand Jury, as reported in the case of ‘‘ Nix v. Dawson,” thirteen 
State Trials, 654, and which was made in the presence and with the 
approval of Chief Justice Holt and several other Common Law Judges, 
contains a correct exposition of the law as to what constitutes piracy 
jure gentium, He there says, “ Piracy is only a sea term for robbery, 
piracy being a robbery within the jurisdiction of the Admiralty. If 
the mariners of any ship shall violently dispossess the master, and 
afterwards carry away the ship itself or any of the goods with a felon- 
ious intention in any place where the Lord Admiral hath jurisdiction, 
this is robbery and piracy.’’ Of course there can be no difference be- 
tween mariners and passengers, and there was unquestionably evidence 
that Kwok-a-Sing was a party to violently dispossessing the master and 
carrying away the ship itself and the goods therein ; and the only ques- 
tion can be whether there was sufficient evidence that the act was done 
with a felonious—that is, a piratical intention. In their Lord- 
ships’ opinion, there was evidence of such an intention on the 
art of Kwok-a-Sing fit to be left to a jury, though we wish to 
understood as giving no opinion which way a jury ought to 
find on this question. Next we must consider what was the legal duty 
of the magistrate when he had received the evidence ; ought he to 
have signed a warrant enabling the Governor to deliver Kwok-a-Sing 
to the Chinese authorities to be tried for both murder and piracy, or 
ought he to have committed him to be tried for the piracy at Hong 
Kong? In their opinion, he ought to have committed him to be tried 
for the piracy at Hong Kong. They think that the acts of piracy jure 
gentium with which Kwok-a-Sing was charged may be plainly dis- 
tinguished from those acts of piracy which they have befyre stated to 
be, in their opinion, within the ordinance and the treaties.. If Chinese 


subjects starting from and returning to Chinese territory attack a ship 
of some other nation, whether in harbour or at sea, they, making that 
territory as it were the base of their operations, must be held to com- 
mit an offence against the municipal law of China and against the 
Chinese Government, whether they commit an act of piracy jure gen- 
tium or not; but if Kwok-a-Sing committed an offence against the 
municipal law of any nation he committed an offence against the mu- 
nicipal law of France, to which he wag subject at the time, and not 
against the municipal law of China; and if he is punishable by 
the law of China, he is only so punishable because he has com- 
mitted an act of piracy which, jure gentiwm, is justiciable every- 
where. They are of opinion that such an offence is not an 
offence against the law of China within the meaning of the 
Ordinance. On the whole, therefore, they are of opinion that, the war- 
rant by which the magistrate authorised the Governor, if he thought 
fit, to deliver Kwok-a-Sing to the Chinese authorities to be tried by 
them for murder and piracy was an illegal warrant, and one beyond his 
jurisdiction, and that, therefore, the first order of the Chief Justice for 
the release of Kwok-a-Sing was right, and ought to be affirmed. 
Having come to this conclusion, their Lordships need not give any 
opinion upon the validity of the other grounds on which the Chief 
Justice thought that Kwok-a-Sing ought, on the first occasion, to be 
discharged. They think, however, it is right to state that they do not 
agree with the Chief Justice that the evidence before him proved that 
La Nouvelle Pénédlope was a slave ship, and that Kwok-a-Sing and the 
other coolies who acted with him were justified in killing the captain 
and the French sailors for the purpose of obtaining their liberty. There 
was evidence from which it might be inferred that some of the coolies 
had, by fraud or by threat on the part of the other Chineee, been in- 
duced to go to the barracoon, and embark on board the ship against 
their will. They appear, however, all to have professed to the Portuguese 
authorities at Macao that they were willing emigrants; and that there 
was, in their Lordships’ opinion, no sufficient evidence upon the depo- 
sitions that either the Portuguese authorities at Macao, or the French 
captain and crew, were any parties to compelling any of the coolies to 
leave China against their will. 

Their Lordships have next to consider whether the judgment and 
order of the 22nd of May, 1871, whereby Kwok-a-Sing was, for the 
second time, discharged from custody, was valid. He was discharged 
solely on the ground that he had been committed a second time for the 
same offence, contrary to the 10th section of the 8lst Charles IL, 
cap. 2. They cannot agree with the construction which the Chief Justice 
has put upon this section of the statute. The principal object of the section 
seems to have been to prevent persons who bad been brought up on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and discharged on giving bail and entering into 
their own recognisance, from being again arrested for the same offence, 
and obliged to sue out a second writ of habeas corpus. This appears 
from the provision by which the person discharged can be again arrested 
by the order of the Court wherein he shall be bound by recognisance 
to appear, or other Court having jurisdiction of the cause. The words, 
“other Court having jurisdiction of the cause,”’ were probably added to 
meet the case of an indictment having been moved by certiorari from 
one Court to another. They do not say, however, that the section may 
not also apply to cases where a prisoner is discharged unconditionally 
upon the ground that the warrant on which he is detained shows no 
valid cause for his detention. They think, however, it can only apply 
when the second arrest is substantially for the eame as the first, so that 
the return to the second writ of habeas corpus raises for the opinion of 
the Court the same ground of detention as the first. In the present 
case the second warrant is a warrant by which Kwok-a-Sing was com- 
mitted to take his trial at Hong Kong for piracy jure genttum and was, 
in their opinion, a valid warrant. They think he ought not to have 
been discharged from his custody under that valid warrant, because he 
had been previously discharged from an unlawful imprisonment. 


Their Lordships will accordingly humbly recommend to Her Majesty. 


that the judgment and order of the 24th of March, 1871, and the 11t: 
of April, 1871, should be affirmed, and that the judgment and order of 
the 22nd of May, 1871, should be reversed, and that there should be 
no costs of the appeal. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
IN RE GLEDSTANES AND CO. AND LEGGATT AND CO. 


On the 22nd ult. a motion was made before Mr. Registrar Brougham 
by the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and China, on 
behalf of themselves and all the other holders of certain bills of ex- 
change to the amount of £104,395, drawn by Leggatt and Co. upon, 
and accepted by, Gledstanes and Co., upon or for the purposes of an 
account designated “ Joint Cotton Account,” between Leggatt and Co. 
and Gledstanes and Co., and the Court was asked to make a declaration 
that 200 bales of cotton per the ship Flying Venus, and 700 bales per 


the ship Zuzine, shipped by Leggatt and Co., of Bombay, to Gledstanes- 


and Co. upon the joint cotton account, or the proceeds arising from the 


sale thereof, were pnmarily applicable to the payment of the claims of. 


the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, London, and Chins, and the 
other billholders, by virtue of a letter of assignment in favour of such 
billholders, dated 31st August, 1872, and signed by Leggatt and Co., or 
by virtue of the course of dealing. pursued between the firms of Gled- 
stanes and Co. and Leggatt and Co. The hearing has occupied a con- 
siderable time. It was shown in evidence that the debtors had operated 
largely in cotton, and shipments were made, and Messrs. Dewhurst, 
through whom the purchases were completed, had established a right 
of proof against the two joint estates ; but the Chartered Mercantile 
Bank claimed to be entitled to specific appropriation of certain remit- 
tances in payment so far as they would extend of acceptances given by 
Mesars. Gledstanes and Co. in respect of the cotton. 

Judgment was given on the 2lst inst. The Registrar held that, 
having regard to the general course of dealing between the parties, and 
upon a consideration of all the facta of the case, held that the bill- 
holders were entitled to have the proceeds of the cotton applied specifi- 
cally, so far as they would extend, in reduction of the bills held by them

A marked improvement has also been made in the 
manufacture of the coin, which appears to us equal to op tee 
turned out by the European or American Mints, making due Ria 
lowance for the ole of ee Japanese device, which departs too 
far from the Euro of taste to satisfy those who 
have been educa apod “a The hardness of rim of the older 
issue has been removed, and the milling of the edge is now sharp 
and as near perfection as possible. There is no change in the 
coin which is not an mprovement to it. 

Got6 Sh6jir6, hitherto chief of the Left College (Sa-in), Eté 
Shimpei, hitherto Minister of Justice (Shihé hi6), and Ogi 
Mimpei, hitherto Mombu kid, or Minister of Education, have 
been added to the ranks of the Sangi, or Counsellors of State. Of 
these there are now seven, the other four being Saig6 Kichinoské 
of Satsuma, Kido Junichiré of Chéshiu, Okuma Hachitar6 of 
Hizen, and Itagaki Taiské of Tosa. Goto is a Tosa man, Eté and 

both Hizen men. 

e are pleased to be able to announce that large numbers of 
the liberated Christians have already reached their homes, or are 
on their way thither. Fifty-two from Kishiu arrived at Naga- 
saki on the 7th April, eighty-seven from Bingho and Fukuyama 
arrived on the 18th, and four hundred from Kaga are now on 
their road home, divided into ee ups of forty or fifty. The first 
parties of the latter reached Ozaka on the 23rd inst., and the 
others are expected from day to day. From Shikoka, Tosa, 
Awa, Satsuma, Choshiu, and Shekishu no news has come to 
hand as regards either the liberation or probable return of the 
converts imprisoned in those districts, A report has been cur- 
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rent to the effect that the Government had shown a marked in- 
humanity towards the released converts while on their road from 
Kanga to Nagasaki, and that the Governor of Kobe had refused 
to the weary and dying that assistance which it was his duty to 
afford. Much injustice has been done to the Government and 
to the Governor of Kobe by such reports. The released converts 
were i charge of a Kanga officer, and the Governor of Kobe 
had neither the authority nor the power to take action on their 
behalf at the time referred to. But news of their distress was 
communicated to the Government, and orders were at once trans- 
mitted from Yedo to provide them with relief and transport be- 
fore even the remonstrances made by the Foreign Legations had 
time to take their legitimate effect. 

The Japan Gazette gives the translation of a letter addressed 
by Kusunagu Nawomitszu, an official of the Fu at Ozaka to the 
Central Government, pointing out the advantages of opening the 
interior of Japan to the foreigner, and the easy means by which 
this can be effected in the employment of Government passes. The 
subject is, however, quietly shelved by the Gaimusho, which says 
it has “its own opinions ” on the matter, and defers its considera- 
tion until the treaties are revised. In the meantime, Mr. Nawo- 
mitszu takes nothing by his sensible motion, which, we hope, is 
thoroughly representative of the national feeling. 

Tourists in the interior state that the practice of carrying the 
two swords has been greatly revived of late. Last year it was 
rare to see a man thus equipped on the Tokaido, or between this 
and the various resorts of foreigners in the country ; now, every 
man entitled to wear swords seems to carry them. At the same 
time the demeanour of the inhabitants is unaltered, and no 
occurrences of incivility or evidences of ill-feeling towards foreign- 
ers have been reported to us. 

It is said that the Japanese Military Authorities are so well 
satisfied with the performances of the new “ Martini-Henry” 
rifle that they talk of setting aside the French “Chassepot,” 
with which their army is at present supplied, and of adopting in 
its place the newer and doubtless superior weapon. 

At a meeting of the Committee of the Bluff Gardens it was 
resolved to invite the subscriptions of the residents in order to 
pay off a debt of $1,200 due to the Japanese Government for 

ound-rent, this amount, however, including the annual charge 

or this year, payable in advance. It would appear that the 
era of taking payment at the gates has not worked well, and 
that more support is likely to be given to the gardens if they are 
thrown open free of charge and their support is entrusted to 
public subscription. 

A meeting of German gentlemen has been held in Yedo to 
promote the formation of a scientific society, at which rules were 
adopted and the following officers elected. Her von Brandt was 
elected president, and Dr. Maller, chief of the medical school at 
Yedo, vice-president. 

The moats round the castle walls at Yedo are being drained 
of their water. It is said that the right to dig out the lotus- 
roots which rest in the residuum of mud there has been farmed 
by a Japanese, who is gaining no inconsiderable sum by his 
venture. 

A cricket match, the Services against the Civilians, has been 
played. The result was very largely in favour of the latter, who 
won easily, with eight wickets to spare. 

The entries for the forthcoming races amount to $1,315, and 
there is every reason to infer that the events will be well con- 
tested, there being, in some races, as many as eighteen entries. 





CHINA. 
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PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 

The Peking Gazette of the 16th April contains the first definite 
mention we oe seen of the capture of Talifoo, the capital of 
Yunnan. Indirect references have been made to the event, but 
now it is specifically mentioned, and the rebuilding of official 
residences is recorded. 

Edicts continue to appear in the Peking Gazette regarding the 
pilgrimage to the Imperial Tombs. The Gazette of the 9th April 
contains two edicts severely blaming the officials who had charge 
of the transport services during his Majesty’s late visit to the 
Imperial Tombs. The camels were not ready in time, and the 
mules were half starved, and could not go. The superintendent 
of the Imperial stables and the officers in charge of the luggage 
are both sent up for punishment. On the 11th is a solemn edict 
banishing the chief of the eunuchs and discharging other officials, 
because they were hasty in handling the dishes at one or two 
stages! The Gazette of the 14th mentions that the members of 
the Imperial Council had congratulated his Majesty on his birth- 
day, wishing him 10,000 years of happiness. And the Gazette of 
the 16th, in strange contrast, contains an edict appointing certain 
officials to superintend the preparation of a mausoleum for him- 
self and his consort. It is Chinese custom to provide a coffin 
beforehand, and the Emperor seems to do so at once on his ae- 
ceasion. 

The Gazette of the 6th April contains a memorial by Li Hung- 
chang which does him little credit. Li begs that certain gentry 
who are anxious to do honour to Woo Heu, who was Taoutai of 
Shanghai during the height of the Taeping rebellion, may be 


allowed to erect a temple to him in the city. Woo had to deal 
with troublons times; and the honour is deserved in his 
case far better than im most. But Li’s record of his services is 
feeble in the extreme, and unfair, not only in its omission to 
name the ever victorious army, but in its studious attempt to 
depreciate the service foreigners rendered in protecting Shanghai 
on the occasion of the rebel attack. No one knows better than 
Li that if it had not been for foreignera Shanghai would have 
been taken. 

The Japanese-Chinese ratified see's was exchanged at the 
Shanse Guildhall, Tientsin—a large, fine building, situated in 
the northern suburb of this city—on the 30th April; Tanesmi 
Soyeshima, the Ambaasador, and all his suite, together with 
several naval officers belonging to the Japanese ironclad Rio- 
jokan on the part of the Japanese Government, and Li Hung- 
chang, the eek of Chibli and Superintendent for Foreign 
Affairs at the northern ports, and all the local territorial authori- 
ties and other Chinese high local officials on the part of the Chi- 
nese Government, being present. After the treaty was ex- 
changed a breakfast was given in the same building to the Am- 
bassador and all the Japanese officials by the Viceroy, an enter- 
tainment which, the Chinese people affirm, surpassed in magni- 
ficence all other entertainments of a similar kind that had ever 
been previously given in Tientsin. It issaid that Li Hung-chang 
was considerably astonished at his first interview with the Envoy 
to tind a gentleman dressed in foreign clothing. In deference, 
we presume, to this indication, the dejeuner was served in foreign 
fashion—knives, forks, foreign plates and dishes being used, 
and foreign wines drunk. 

On the 29th April the S. S. N. Company’s steamer Szechuen 
arrived at Tientsin with the Netherlands Minister, the Hon. 
J. H. Fergusson. On the afternoon of the Ist May Mr. Fer- 
ee called on the Viceroy, and he has since departed by river

SHANGHAT. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 11th 


May ; no later mail from London had arrived out, but the 
French mail of March 28 was due on the day this mail left. 
The following items of news are from the North China Herald :— 


The Municipal Report for 1872-3 has been issued. The net 
result is a deficit on the year of Tls. 6,899—the expendi- 
ture having exceeded the estimates by Tls. 79,305, of which 
Tls. 49,000 is provided by loans, and the remainder from in- 
creased revenue and various sources. The Budget shows an 
actual expenditure for 1872-3 of Tls. 316,921, including the 
Tls. 40,000 raised by loan to buy the Soochow Creek bridges, 
and still involving a deficit of Tls. 6,899. The outlay for 1873-4 
is estimated at Tls. 222,879, exclusive of this deficit, which 
raises the sum required to Tls. 229,779. The probable income is 
estimated at Tls. 230,202, and it is further proposed to raise loans 
for municipal buildings, for Soochow Creek bridges, for a 
slaughter-house, and to pay for the new arms ordered for the 
volunteer corps. It is proposed to raise the land-tax from } to 
7-20ths of 1 per cent. ; the general municipal rates (foreign) 
from 6 to 7, and (native) from 8 to 9 percent. It is also pro- 
posed to levy a tax on native boats trading to and from jetties 
within the foreign settlements. A re-assessment of foreign 
houses and land 1s recommended. An expenditure is pro 
of Tls. 26,000 on new municipal buildings, to be met out of the 
proposed loan. An appropriation of Tls. 2,000 is asked to open 


and work the Lock Hospital. Tls. 31,000 are set down for roads, 


out of which Tls. 15,000 is for material. 

A proclamation has been issued by the Kiukiang Taoutai re- 
garding tea musters. Its object is to enforce certain rules which 
the Hankow tea dealers had drawn up, and which are too long 
to append in extenso. The first, however, is interesting. It states 
that, for the future, musters are not to be put on the market 
unless the bulk has arrived ; such a practice having become 
necessary, a8 foreign merchants repeatedly take advantage to 
reject the tea or make a cut, when the market has fallen, on the 
ground that the muster differs with the bulk. This is rather 
retorting what foreigners say about Chinamen in the matter of 
shirtings. The chance that the muster does sometimes differ 
from the bulk seems to be ignored by the compiler. As the 
Kiukiang Taoutai issued his proclamation without consulting the 
resident Consuls, it will probably not come into operation at this 
port. Anyhow, it is rather difficult to see what advantage it 
will be to Hankow buyers of Kiangse teas to know that the 
bulk of the tea of which they have musters has arrived at Ta- 
ku-tang (in the lake) ; for it does not at all follow that the teas 
will go forward by next steamer, as if a wind spring up there 
is no telling how long boats may be detained. 

The two celebrated tea clippers Thermopyle and Titanta have 
arrived at Woosung, from Newcastle, N.S.W., having made the 
passage in forty-four and forty-five days respectively. The 
Titania managed to cross the bar that day, but her rival unfor- 
tunately got aground in trying the dangerous experiment, and 
cargo-boatsa had to be sent down to lighten her. 

ie brochure containing an “Abstract of Trade and Customs 
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Revenue Statistics from 1864 to 1872” has been published 
at the Customs Press. The value of the foreign trade with China 
last year was Tls. 158,546,017—five millions and a half greater 
than in any previous year. And the Customs Revenue was Ts. 
11,678,636—nearly half a million greater than in any previous 
year. 
_ We have received the first number of “The China and Japan 
Sporting Magazine,” a brochure which is to be published monthly 
henceforward. The present number contains, of course, an ac- 
count of the race meeting just ended, and a reprint of various 
other sporting records, including a synopsis of the Shanghai 
nee of 1871 and 1872, taken from the newspapers of the 
riod. 
at action for damages brought by Messrs. Milsom and Tod 
against the Hong Kong and Shanghai Bank, for refusing to 
honour the plaintiffs’ cheques in consequence of the failure of 
their correspondents at Lyons, has been tried before the Supreme 
Court. The jury gave the damages claimed, Tls. 3,000. ~ 

At the Mixed Court several Chinese concerned in a robbery 
of iron, the property of a foreigner, have been convicted and 
sentenced to various degrees of punishment. The iron had been 
stored in an enclosed piece of ground abutting on the Creek, near 
the Nanzing Road, Hongkew, the fence of which was scaled by 
the thieves from a boat. Some tifty bundles were stolen, but 
their value was ordered to be repaid by the receiver of the goods, 
while two of the thieves were sentenced respectively to 200 blows 
aud two months’ cangue, and 200 blows and one month’s cangue. 
Several others implicated have yet to be arrested. 

A correspondent gives a glowing account of the opening of a 
Roman Catholic Church on the well-known Feng-wan-shan, near 
Shanghai. With the peculiar propensity for elevation that dis- 
tinguishes Catholic missionaries in China—and that has caused 
so much irritation in the case of the Cathedral at Peking, built 
close to the Emperor's palace—the top of the highest of these 
hills has been selected as a fitting site for a pretty church, 
which was opened with all due ceremony on the Ist May, by the 
Bishop of Rinngnan, in the presence of a large number of 
Chinese—Christians and lookers on. ; 

The Spring Rifle Meeting of the Volunteer corps was held on 
the 5th and 6th May. On the first day the Importers’ Cup was 
won by private Glass, with a score of thirty-six, and the Officers’ 
Cup by gunner F. M. Smith, with a score of forty-two. On the 
second, private Hall won the German Challenge Cup, with the 
excellent score of thirty-one (at two ranges) ; and private Milsom 
the Consolation, with twenty-eight. 

The Dramatic Club have given their fourth performance at 
the Club Concordia. The pieces selected were the comedietta 
“Orange Blossoms,” and the comic drama of “ First Night.” 
Both went off well. The occurrence of a fire outside, and a few 
early departures from the theatre, led, we suppose, to a rumour 
that it was actually in the building ; and some one injudiciously 
adding fuel to the fire, by giving an entirely groundless alarm; 
a@ momentary excitement arose, but was speedily allayed. The 
fire actually occurred near the East Gate of the City, by which 
some fifty Chinese houses were burned. The firemen of the 
Chinese guilds were quickly on the spot, and worked well 

The pontoon bridge over the Soochow Creek, which is now 
universally used for carriage traftic, has been well lit up with 
gas, there being two lamps on the bridge itself, three on the 
abutment on the Shanghai side, and one on the Hongkew side. 

H.M. ships Cadmus, Teazer and Salumis arrived in harbour 
on the 9th May. 

The following items are from the Shunghai Courier :— 

At the Supreme Court on the 6th May a case came up for 
hearing which for the past four weeks has excited deep interest 
in Shanghai, and wherever else the news has reached. Mr. R. 
W. Halket, for eleven years an employe in the Customs service, 
who has held for some years the important and responsible po- 
sition of sccountant in the Imperial Maritime Customs, Shanghai, 
and who had been about to proceed to Foochow to enter on the 
duties of Assistant Commisstoner of Customs, to which he had 
been recently promoted, was, on the 10th April, arrested on a 
recit of malversation to a very large amount. On the 15th 
April he was brought before the Supreme Court, charged with 
larceny of his employers’ money to the extent of Tls. 5,277. The 
case was remanded till the 28th, at the request of his counsel, 
and again remanded till the 6th May, when the evidence being 
completed he was committed for trial. Immediately thereafter 
Mr. Wainewright, counsel for the prosecution, brought against 
the prisoner a second charge of embezzling his employers’ funds 
to the extent of Tls, 243.69. This was followed by a charge of 
larceny of moneys belonging to his employers, amounting to Tls. 
12,150.14 ; and a final charge accused him of embezzling other 
sums, aggregating the amount of about Tls. 2,330. The absence 
of an important witness prevented the three latter charges from 
being com pleted, and they have been adjourned. 

There has been for some time in course of preparation a block 
of dark veined marble intended to indicate authoritatively the 
exact latitude and longtitude of the British Consulate. The in- 
scription is already completed, and runs as follows :—This site is 
in latitude 31 deg.

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HONG KONG. 7 
Our advices extend to the 17th May ; the P. and O. mail from: 


London, April 24, was received on the 12th May. The following’ 
items of news are from the Daily Press :— - 


A deputation of Chinese have waited upon Sir Arthur Ken. 
nedy and have introduced a variety of mattera having reference 
to the Chinese community of Hong Kong to his notice. In the 
first place, they stated through their interpreter that, in the 
event of a hospital at Wanchi being built, there were not suffi- 
cient funds to carry it on, and, if it were not built, it would not 
be very inconvenient for poor people to have to travel all the 
way to the large hospital for medicine. The cost of the new 
building at Wanchi would be $4,000, and the maintenance $2,000, 
and they ask the Government to pay half the expenses for build- 
ing and maintenance, and the Chinese community will pay the 
other half. His Excellency told the deputation their request 
would have to be put to the Council for consideration, and an 
answer would be duly given. It was the wish of himself and the 
Government to assist hope as much as possible. The deputa- 
tion then brought up the subject of detectives employed by 
them to look after kidnappers. Their request, was that the Go- 
vernment would grant them salaries, whilst they (the depu- 
tation) would see that proper and trustworthy men were em; 
ployed for the purpose of doing the work. His Excellency saig 
that when the proper men were found they would be pad by the 
Government. The deputation said a great many Chinese were 
kidnapped in small boats from West Point to the Island af 
Chung-chow, and from thence to Macao. His Excellency said it 
would require all their exertions to put this crime down, and this 
was urged on them by an illustration made to the effect that $35 
bought a Chinaman in Macao, and they were sold in Havana for 
$1,500. Other subjects atfecting the welfare of the Chinese 
community were afterwards spoken of, and the Governor pro-~ 
mised that they should be considered. The Governor havin 
expressed his pleasure at being waited upon by the Chinese com- 
munity, the deputation withdrew, thanking his Excellency in 
return for receiving them. ; 

With reference to some remarks which we recently made as to 
the necessity of establishing a refuge for destitute men in this 
colony, we are glad to hear that at one of the meetings of the 
members of the Union Church it was suggested that a committee 
should be formed to aid destitute men from prison, hospital and 
elsewhere, in obtaining employment or shipment from the colony, 
and also to aid them temporarily in the way of food, old renee 
lodging, &c. If such a committee were formed, it would be o 
infinite use in the colony, and we trust sincerely that it would 
receive the support of the Government, as the matter is un- 
doubtedly one in which all should co-operate. 

A very serious accident, which, however, we are glad to gay, 
did not result fatally, has occurred during a thunderstorm. A 
flash of lightning struck Messrs. A.G. Hogg and Co.’s house, 
entering the office in which Mr. Linstead was seated near the 
window sill, shattering the frame and the wall,and passing with- 
in a few feet of Mr. Linstead, who had a narrow escape. He 
was struck to some extent, experiencing a violent shock, which 
for a moment stunned him, but no more serious consequences 
ensued, 

A few mornings since a large quantity of straw was observed 
floating in the harbour, and with the action of the wind and a 
cross-set tide it drifted from the Hong Kong side of the harbour 
to the vicinity where the powder hulk lay before she was 
moved over to the back of Stonecutter’s Island. Suddenly it 
became ignited, and was all in a blaze, Fortunately the  aedon 
hulk was away, or doubtless the disastrous repetition of seven 
years ago would have happened. The heap drifted towards 
Stonecutter’s Island, but before reaching it it had burned itaelf 
out. |

BATAVIA. 
THE EXPEDITION TO ATCHIN. 
The following is a continuation of the narrative of mili 
operations at Atchin published jn our issue of the 16th ingt, : 
It will be remembered that after the capture of the mosque on 


t 
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the 10th April, the position of the troops being deemed un- 
tenable, the latter evacuated the temple and bivouacked on a 
erg From the campongs surrounding the bivouac they were 

upon by the Atchinese day and night, in consequence of 
which many of them became wounded. The conveyance of stores 
also proved very troublesome, although no convoy was attacked. 
A correspondent of the Java Bode thus describes subsequent 
events :— 


On the 12th April’ an armed reconnaissance was ordered to be made 
in the direction of the Kraton, in order, if possible, to find on its south- 
ern side a road or ground more suitable for an attack than the front, 
before which we were. The chief of the surveyin” brigade was entrusted 
with this reconnaissance ; he was accompanied by three companies of 
the 9th battalion. The reconnoitring party, advancing slowly, reached 
a small sawah flat, and there came in sight of the Kraton, the lofty gate 
of which, with stone walls from twenty to twenty-five feet high and 
strongly garrisoned by the enemy, could be seen, surrounded by an 
earthen wall and by thorny bamboos. The ground before it consisted 
of a chain of fences and obstructions which made it difficult, if not 
impossible, for a few soldiers to force their way through. The enemy, 
having observed the reconnoitring detachment, made a grand sortie, but 
were beaten back ; after the reconnaissance had been continued in a S. E. 
direction, the detachment making it returned to the bivouac. When 
again entering into the sawah flat, it was attacked by the enemy on the 
left flank, within sight of the bivouac; in a few minutes the three 
companies were, with the exception of a small reserve, involved ina 
severe fight. The enemy endeavoured to fire upon our left flank in the 
bivouac ; but after several combats, in which the enemy were defeated, 
a few moments of quietness ensued. Subsequently three companies of 
Madurese auxiliaries, who formed the rear of the troops in front, were 
attacked by the enemy, the latter having assumed the offensive. The 
troops attacked repulsed the enemy without any loss on their own side. 
With this the hot day ended. The enemy were everywhere beaten 
back and suffered heavy loss, but we hed five killed and fifty-five 
wounded. 

After our stocks of provisions and ammunition had been replenished, 
and the naval brigade replaced by two companies of the 12th battalion, 
the assault was fixed for the 14th. On the morning of that day the 


Srd battalion marched forward with the whole of the artillery, followed . 


by the 9th battalion ; the flank of the whole was covered by two com- 
ies of the 12th battalion. At 6 a.m. the attack on the mosque 
. After a severe fight, lasting one hour, the troops approached 
the three yards’ high wall, the scaling ladders were put in position, and 
the mosque was taken, in which the enemy left sixty dead. The ground 
behind the mosque remained, however, in the hands of the enemy ; 
from the fortifications situated there the whole inside space of the 
mosque, which was open behind, was swept with musketry and 
artillery fire. But our troops succeeded in finding shelter; beams 
and stones were heaped upon each other in order to close the open 
portion of the building; our riflemen posted behind them paid the 
enemy back in their own coin. The commanding officer marched with 
the reserve into the mosque, in which the whole expeditionary force 
‘was now assembled. He repaired to the back of the mosque, where the 
firing was still going on, in order to ascertain the state of the fighting 
and how matters stood. But scarcely had our brave General stayed 
there a few minutes when a fatal shot, passing through the upper por- 
tion of the left arm, penetrated into his heart, and he died a hero's 
death in the fortification just carried. The body of the General was 
despatched to the beach under the escort of a company. Colonel Van 
Daalen then assumed the command. The enemy now unceasingly fired 
from the fortifications behind the mosque, and from the fortifications 
on the opposite side of the river. Ceaselessly did the bullets whistle 
amongst the troops. Our loss on this day was ten killed and thirty- 
two wounded. On the 15th three companies of the 12th battalion en- 
deavoured to march round one side of the Kraton in order to approach 
the latter, but at afew hundred yards from the mosque, in covered ground, 
which hid the column from our eyes, the troops came upon a hostile 
fortification, and were exposed to a croas fire fen the enemy, and to 
te further -became impossible, so that the column returned. Thus 
had again become apparent that the road in our front was the only 
one we could follow. bn t the morning of the 16th we proceeded to an 
attack on the fortifications which appeared to bar the road to the 
Kraton. The 8rd battalion marched in front, and was followed by the 
9th battalion and the artillery. The battalion tumultuously forced its 
way forwards in the morning twilight; the 2nd company came 
ore-a fort. Hand grenades were thrown into it, the door 
was forced open, and two pieces of cannon were silenced; the 
fortification was ours. But the hostile musketry and cannonade 
were too heavy, all the reinforcements that could be possibly spared 
without wholly exposing our rear to the foe were despatched, but it 
proved fruitless ; the enemy’s bullets unceasingly penetrated into the 
ranks of the column, which, wholly exposed and without cover, was 
surrounded by fortifications and obstructions constructed zigzag-wise. 
We had to back, It is very hard for soldiers who had done their 
duty, and more than their duty, who had done what was almost impos- 
sible, to proceed to such a measure ; but here it had become a necessity 
to do so, or the whole battalion would have been lost. The storming 
column had lost ten killed and ninety wounded, and in view of the im- 
possibility of bringing away more troopa from the beach without losing 
our base of operations, and the presence of a daring enemy who had as 
many thousands as we had hundreds, the commanding officer, after 
holding a council of war, decided upon a retreat, which was effected on 
17th April. Thus we are again at the sea-shore, after eight days of 
hting. Too little was known of the country to enable the strength 
of the force required to attain the object in view to be properly fixed. 
We are not strong enough, have too little artillery (what we have is of 
too small calibre), and we have against us a population numbering se- 
veral hundred thousands of people, who are accustomed to war, and 
have abundance of ammunition and firearms. Since our return to the 
beach we have seen nothing more of the enemy. 


The troops, after their return to the beach, were not molested, 
and on the 28th April they embarked, after the forts on the sea- 
shore had been blown up. On the lst May the ships conveying 
them began the return voyage to Batavia. General Kohler was 
buried at Batavia on the 27th April, with the customary 
honours. 

The Handelsblad has been informed that there are several 
European officers commanding the Atchinese, one of whom is a 
Netherlander, a native of Leyden, and for some time sailmaker 
on board a merchantmen, until he was accidentally left behind at 
Penang. In no single respect, however, could he be recognised 
as a Hollander; by nature somewhat dark-coloured, he is dressed 
like a native, and has, it is said, even undergone the ceremony 
entitling him to be looked upon as a Mohamedan. 

The number of wounded among the land forces engaged in 
the Atchinese expedition is officially estimated at twenty-five 
officers and 417 privates ; the number killed is not given. An 
unofficial estimate sets the total number of casualties amongst the 
expeditionary force at 532. 

e fleet conveying back to Java the expeditionary force ar- 
rived in Batavia on the evening of the 9th May.

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SINGAPORE. 
The present mail brings advices from this port to the 26th 


May ; the P. and O. mail from London, April 18, arrived out on 
the 19th May, and the following French mail of April 25 was 
due the day this mail left. The following summary of news is 
from the Strarts Times :—- 


The meeting of the Legislative Council on the 20th May was 
a somewhat interesting one. The first question discussed was 
Dr. Little’s Resolutions regarding the Secretary of State’s recent 
appointment to the Inspectorship of Hospitals and Asylums, and 
upon its being put to a division there was once more, and we be- 
lieve for the first time this session, the pleasing and edifying 
spectacle of officials banded together and voting against not only 
unofiicials, but against their own convictions and common sense. 
Two unofficial members were absent, but even had their presence 
equalised the votes his Excellency’s casting vote would have been 

iven in support of the Secretary of State’s ridiculous and inde- 
ensible exercise of power and patronage in this matter. We have 
nothing to say against the gentleman appointed inspector, nor 
has any one, as regards high character and abilities, but consider- 
ing the nature of the duties of the post, he might, with equal, if 
not more, propriety, have been appointed officiating chaplain or 
commander of the Pluto. 

Some little excitement appears to have been caused in Penang 
a few days ago by a Dutch steamer appearing in harbour havi 
in tow a schooner flying the British dag apparently a cap 
prize. The schooner turned out to be the Conqueror, belonging 
to Khoo Heng Thein of Penang, and a regular pepper trader to 
Atchin and the West Coast of Sumatra. She had two guns on 
board, as every vessel in the same trade has, and the Dutch ap- 
pear to have considered she was engaged in supplying the Atchin- 
nese with arms and ammunition, or doing something else hostile 
to Dutch interests, the 2,500 piculs pepper, which was found on 
board, being a mere blind. e do not suppose the owner has 
sustained any t loss by this untoward action on the part of 
the Dutch, as his pepper reached a market sooner than it 
otherwise would have done, but it seems to us needless, if not 
unwarrantable, interference with legitimate trade, and, to say 
nothing about the insult to the British flag, is an act con 
to the express declarations of the Dutch authorities before an 
after the declaration of war against Atchin, viz. that the trade 
would in no way or manner be interfered with. 

The latest advices from Penang report all well at Deli, but 
apprehensions were entertained in Penang that the handful of 
troops there would not be able to hold their own against the 
overwhelming numbers said to be marching to attack them. 
Within the last day or two, however, three steamers have passed 
through here on their way from Java with reinforcements 1,000 
to 1,200 strong, and this force, with the 800 men already in Deli, 
should make things safe. 

Thursday, the 22nd May, was observed as a general holiday in 
honour of Her Majesty’s birthday, but, owing to its being Ascen 
sion-day, no special ceremony marked the day as being different 
from an ordinary holiday. The flagstaffs at Fort Canning and 
on New Harbour-hill were decorated with flags and pendants, 
and a Royal salute of twenty-one guns was fired at noon from 
Fort Canning. The usual birthday ball and supper was given 
at the Government House on the previous evening, when H.E. 
the Governor and Lady Ord received and entertained perhaps a 
larger number of residents than on any previous occasion. The 
ball went off very pleasantly, and after supper his Excellenc 
proposed Her Majesty’s health, which was received with mu 
enthusiasm. : 

On the 21st May a number of persons assembled at the jail to 
witness the execution of the four Chinese whose death had been 
determined upon by the Governor in Council for the High-street 
robbery and murder. The execution, however, did not take 
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place, two of the condemned prisoners having been reprieved for 
one week, and two more having had their sentences commuted. 
The action of the Executive with regard to these Chinamen 
appears to call for some comment. After a fair trial they were 
found guilty unanimously by twelve jurymen, and the Chief 
Justice concurred in the verdict. The Governor ‘in Council, in 
the exercise of his undoubted prerogative, commuted the sen- 
tence in the case of four of the convicts to penal servitude for 
life, leaving the other four to pay the extreme penalty of the 
law, and when the prisoners were in the act of being pinioned, 
an order arrives commuting the sentence of two and reprieving 
the other two for a week. We submit that the Executive in this 
matter have shown a vacillation and want of firmness which 
is calculated to bring all law and authority into contempt, and to 
lower the administration of justice in the eyes of natives. If 
there ever was a case in which retribution should be both swift 
and stern, it is this High-street case, for a more brutal and cold- 
blooded murder, or one planned and carried out with such skill 
and audacity, was never committed in the place. The criminal 
classes can only come to the conclusion that the Government is 
either afraid or unwilling to carry out the law, and that they may 
carry on their evil practices with impunity, for if caught they 
have every chance of escape. 

The 2, an extra steamer of the Messageries Maritimes Com- 
pany, arrived on the 21st May, having left Marseilles on the 17th 
April. She brought news of the loss of the steamer Levth, which 
went ashore near Trincomalee, on the voyage from the Rangoon 
rice ports to Colombo.

IMPORTS. 

YokoHaMa.—There had been no improvement in the market. Grey 
Shirtings had been neglected, and settlements had been small ; in Yarn 
scarcely anything was done until about four days before this mail left, 
when a fair demand for Nos. 16 to 24 sprung up, and some 700 bales 
changed hands at $39 to 40.50. For general imports the market showed 
a slightly improved inquiry, but at, very low rates. Metals were un- 
changed. 

TIENTSIN.—There had been very little improvement in the market 
and the prospect of an early amelioration was dim, if native statements 
are to be believed, and they are to a certain extent supported by the 
small business done of late. 

Hanxkow.—Advices reported Grey Shirtings in moderate demand ; 
best 7-lbs. Mexican T-Cloths readily saleable ; common counts in less 
favour ; and a fall of 5 cands. per piece in the value of Drills. To make 
trade, sales had been made on the credit system. Goods had been sold 
and delivered on the promise of buyers to pay at a remote date—so the 
natives stated. 

SHANGHAI.—Piece Goods : Rather more activity had prevailed in the 
Cotton Goods market since last mail, but Woollens for the most part 
had continued unsaleable, excepting where low rates tempted buyers. 
Grey Shirtings : 8} lbs., small lots sold at Tls. 1.87 to 1.94 for the com- 
monest to the best ordinary chops ; Dewhurst’s 3rd quality Eagles at 
Tls. 1.94 to 1.95 ; Favourite Dewhurst’s firmly held for Tls. 1.97 to 1.99 
per piece—which dealers refused to give; 6 lbs. 7 lba., 9 lbs., and 10 
lbs. all lower in value. White Shirtings: A shade easier again; 64 
reeds disposed of at Tls. 1.97; market very quiet. A fair business in 
T-Cloths transacted, but at irregular quotations. Drills: Still in 
good inquiry, and prices improved to Tls. 2.60 for Dutch 14 Iba, 
Tls. 2.70 being asked for English 15 lbs. Double Dragon: Tis. 2.85 or 
2.86 had been refused. Fancy Cottons and Woollens exceedingly quiet. 
Dyed Damasks, Tls. 4.90 ; Dyed Brocades, Tls, 2.90. Black Velveta, 
Tls. 0.164 ; Mahomedan Cloths, Tls. 0.16 ; Scarlet Long Ells, inferior, 
Tls. 6 ; C.P.H. assorted Spanish Stripes, Tls. 0.6.0. ; Assorted Lastings, 
Tis. 10.80 to 11.25; Figured Orleans, Tls. 3.33 to 3.80. Metals.—Lead : 
The advance at home had given fresh impetus to the market, and large 
quantities had changed hands, the opening rate for L.B. being run up 
to Tis. 5.25, and for delivery a month or six weeks hence, Tls. 5.35. 
The market for Iron was remarkably quiet ; importers found it very 
difficult to obtain offers, but were unwilling to submit to any conces- 
Bion. 

Foocnow.—There has been rather more activity in the market. Sales 
had been :—T-Cloths, 6 lbs., 500 pieces at $1.77 per piece ; do. 7 Ibs. 
2,900 do. at $2.00 to 2.35 do. ; do. 8 lbs. 1,350 do. at $2.55 to 2.57 do. ; 
Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 3,600 do. at $2.72 to 2.77 do. ; Lead, 1,700 pigs 
at $7.25 to 7.50 do. 

Hone Kona anp Sincapore.—No alteration of any importance had 
occurred in these markets since last mail. 

Manita.—The market for Piece Goods had been very quiet during 
the fortnight, but values of Plain staples had been firmly maintained, 
although less business had been done. Some importers had shown 
anxiety to keep their stocks of coloured goods moving, and rates for 
them were in consequence rather weaker. 

Saicon.—Grey Shirtings were in better demand, but other descrip- 
tions of Piece Goods were dull, and lower prices were current. Quota- 
tions were :—Grey Shirtings, 8} lbs., 42.65 per piece ; do. 7 lbs., $2.25 
do. ; T-Cloth, 6 lbs., $1.65 do. ; do., 5 lba., $1.40 do. ; do., 4 lbs., $1.20 
do. ; White Irishes $1.60 do.

TEA. 
YoxkoHaMa.—The first arrivals of the new crop came to hand on the 
5th May, and a keen competition for them at once set in, 80 much s0 


that natives had succeeded in obtaining whatever they liked to ask, and 
about 100 piculs had been settled at prices ranging from $60 to 70 per 
picul ; but after the departure of the Quang-Se a very considerable drop 
from these excessive rates was looked for. The quality so far was very 
good and promised well for the season. In old leaf about 1,000 piculs 
had been settled at rather easier prices. The last P.M.S.S. Company's 
steamer took 138,143 lbs. for San Francisco ; 43,362 lbs. for New York ; 
and 64,922 lbs. for Boston. 

SHanGcHal.—There had been no business during the week, and all 
interest was fixed upon the opening of the new season at Hankow, to 
which port many of the buyers had already gone. We learn that the 
weather had continued fine during the picking of the first crop, and 
that arrivals in bulk were expected about the 20th May. 

FoocHow.—The markets for new crop leaf had been opened in most 
districts supplying this port at prices averaging, it is said, from 1 to 2 
Tls. reduction from those of last year, though in a few districta the 
prices paid showed ro alteration from last season's. Oolong leaf was 
being bought at Tls. 21 to 23, against Tls. 27 to 30 last year; and 
Flowery Pekoes, being reported as an inferior crop, were realising 
Tls.40 to 50, against T1s.50 to 60. Scented and Green Tea leaf commanded 
an advance, the prices reported being from Tis. 28 to 30, against last 
year Tls. 26 to 28. No musters had yet been shown of the new Teas, 
and nothing could be said of their quality, except that the Chinese con- 
sidered them about equal—but not superior—to last season’s crop. The 
first contract chops of Packling would probably be completed within a 
week or so from date, but there were not likely to be arrivals in quan- 
tity of any kind for a fortnight or more, as the crop was generally con- 
sidered to be about ten days later than usual. It was said that the 
Teamen were duing their best to force an amendment in the matter of 
dust on the growers, by purchasing Teas on the understanding that all 
excessive dust is to be sifted out before packing, and this gives some 
reason to hope for improvement in this respect, at least in the first crop 
Teas, The steamer Hong Kong was in dock preparing for a cargo of 
new Tea for London, and the P. and O. steamer Cathay would load after 
her return from Shanghai. 

Canton. — Further samples of Scented Teas had been shown, 
and though there was still a great deficiency in the matter of scent, 
some parcels exhibited an improvement in quality. The Teas were 
cleaner than last year, and if buyers firmly refused to look at parcels 
mixed with old leaf, it was hoped as the scenting flower became cheaper 
and more abundant that a general superiority in important qualities of 
scent and purity in the first crop of this season as compared with that 
of last year would be observed. 

SILK. - 

YoxoHamMa—The market had been quieter, and the generat tendency 
of prices downwards; but considering the inferiority of the Silk on 
offer the actual decline was only small. Settlements amounted to about 
800 bales. Arrivals had fallen off, and the unsold stock was much 
reduced. 

SHaNGHaI.—Nothing doing. News of the coming crop continued 
favourable, and the first Silks were expected to arrive on the market in 
about three weeks from date.

Captain J. E. M. Wilson, who has been appointed to the Repulse, 
flagship, in the Pacific, commanded the Adventure, troopship, on the 
China station, from December, 1871, to September, 1872, when he was 
posted. Commander C. R. Buckle, who has been appointed to the 
command of the Cracker, gun-vessel, Just commissioned at Portsmouth, 
served as mate in the Assurance, on the East India and China station, 
from August, 1857, till May, 1859. Lieutenant C. R. C. Hamilton, who 
has been appointed to the command of the Zephyr, gunboat, served 
in the Basilisk, paddle-sloop, on the China station, from September, 
1865, to April, 1869. Mr. F. A. Carter, late secretary to Commodore 
O. J. Jones, at Hong Kong, qualified for call to the Bar at the recent 
Middle Temple examination. 

Colonel Robert Lockhart Ross, C.B., commanding the 62nd Brigade 
Depot at Greenlaw, died at his residence, near Lasswade, on the 21st 
inst. During the Crimean campaign he served with the 93rd High- 
landers at the battles of the Alma and Balaclava, and was favourably 
mentioned in despatches. In the Indian campaign, 1858, he commanded 
the 93rd at the battle of Bareilly, and received the Indian medal. He 
was next actively engaged in the north of China, in the campaign of 
1860, ag Assistant Quartermaster-General at head-quarters, and was 
present at the capture of the Taku Forts and the surrender of Peking. 

The day before the Juno, just returned from the China station, was 
paid off, Captain J. K. E. Baird, in the name of the ship’s company, 
presented the chaplain, the Rev. R. H. Donovan, B.A., with a very 
handsome illustrated Bible, as a token of their respect and esteem. In 
making the presentation, Captain Baird said he had much pleasure in 
being the mouthpiece of the men, because he esteemed Mr. Donovan as 
much as they did. 

A return has just been issued showing the allowances in lieu of 
servants, fuel and light, travelling, &c., and on account of extra cost of 
provisions in the army, for the two yeara 1872 and 1873. The estimate 
for China for 1872-73 was £15,700, for 1873-74 £13,512. The estimate 
for 1872-73 for Ceylon was £21,355, for 1873-74 £19,645. The estimate 
for the Straits Settlements for 1872-73 was £8,000, for 1873-74 £8,907. 

Lieutenant-General W.-G. Brown, who has been gazetted to the 
colonelcy of the 83rd Foot, was formerly Major-General on the staff in 
China and Hong Kong.

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GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
AampBerc, June 24. 

The German Parliament, having disposed of the Budget and got 
through the other mure important parts of the public business, is look- 
ing forward to the speedy close of the session. A good many mem- 
bers have obtained leave of absence, others have asked and been refused, 
but have gone home nevertheless ; so that the business is done in very 
thin Houses, and sometimes has been altogether adjourned from the 
impossibility of drumming together a number sufficient to make a 
quorum, which by the rules of the House must be an absolute majority 
of the whole of the members. It is, therefore, proposed to reduce the 
required number, and the Prince-Chancellor unhesitatingly gave his 
consent, pointing out that the British Parliament, though in its totality 
much more numerous, was satisfied if only forty members were pre- 
sent. It was also agreed to commence the seasion in future at the end 
of October or beginning of Nuvembey, so that the Budget might be 
passed and other business got through before the Christmas holidays, 
and then a very short session in January would, under normal circum- 
stances, suffice for the rest. Prince Birmark made no objection to this 
arrangement, and promised, on the part of the Allied Governments, 
that the Bills should be prepared in time and be ready to lay before 
them when they met. He fully admitted the great inconvenience of 
permitting the Legislative Chambers of the separate States to sit 
simultaneously with the Imperial Parliament, and said he should en- 
deavour to induce the Governments to give way and postpone the meet- 
ing of their Chambers. 











HOLLAND. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerDAM, JUNE 25. 

The tenth annual report of the managers of the Netherlands India 
Railway Company was published some days ago. It states that both 
the lines fur which the concessions were granted were finished at a very 
small cost. The public living in the vicinity of these lines now pay 
40 per cent. less for the transport of merchandise than formerly, so that 
the value of land in the Principalities has augmented very considerably. 
Communication between the several localities has become easier, and 
the general welfare has been improved. The holders of obligations 
(preference shares) have received their interest regularly ; a redemption 
fund has been established, and the value of the shares has augmented. 
But the shareholders who subscribed the original capital do not enjey 
these advantages ; on the contrary, the value of their shares has 
diminished 50 per cent., because they do not receive interest. This is 
certainly an injustice. The managers, therefore, will ask the Govern- 
ment to alter the concession for the benefit of the shareholders. The 
workmen employed to construct the railway were nearly all natives. 
Chinese were also employed, but without success, though at a very great 
expense. All the labourers were free men. The outlay had reached an 
amount on the Ist January, 1873, of 19 millions of guilders ; 14 mil- 
lions for the Samarang Principalities line, and for the branch 4 millions. 
The cost per kilometer was for the whole line f.96,100, including f.8,000 
for carriages. 453,959 passengers were carried, giving a revenue of 
f.332,840.81. The transport of merchandise increased enormously, and 
reached an amount of £.788,579.31. The cost for exploitation was 
{.689, 482.84, leaving—the receipts being f.1,225,083.37—a profit on this 
account of £.535,600.53. This amount, which is much higher than thet 
of the former year, is principally due to more economical management. 
On the 16th of June the section Koningsplein-Meester Cornelis was 
opened for traffic, and the receipts have amounted to £.68,106.46, and 
the expenditure to f.72,384.304. The traffic has not been satisfactory, 
only 249,060 persons being carried, that is an average of 680 a day. The 
report concludes with an interesting history of the finances of the 
ere especially regarding the manner in which the capital was 
raised. 

The news received by the last mail regarding the Atchinese expedi- 
tion has, of course, made a painful impression, and it is feared that 
unless a very considerable military and naval force is sent thither there 
is much chance of our being again beaten. The number of volunteers 
for the East India army decreases every day, and notwithstanding that 
the bounty is very high, there are but few soldiers who care for the 
service. On the other hand, there are plenty of officers who offer them- 
selves. Captain Vervloet is appointed aide-de-camp to the new com- 
mander, Lieutenant-General van Swieten. 

I regret to record the sudden death of the ex-commander of the 
East India Army, Mr. H. E. Kroesen. Yesterday he took a bath at 
Scheveningen, and while he was in the sea he was attacked by apoplexy, 
and died in the evening. He was born in 1817, and appointed second- 
lieutenant when he had reached the age of nineteen years. In 1865 he 
" Was promoted to be major-general, and in 1869 to lieutenant-general 
and commander of the East India Army.  LEarly this year he was 
placed on the retired list. . 

The King has left the Hague to stay some months at Vevey (Swit- 
zerland) ; the Queen remains here, and will not go abroad before the 
autumn, when she will again visit Torquay. Prince Alexander has left 
for Vienna, and will be absent about two months. Rumours are again 
current of the marriage of “the Prince of Orange, but I think them as 
little founded as they formerly proved to be. 

The First Chamber has approved of the agreement between the Go- 
vernment and the Amsterdam Canal Company, and is now in recess. 
To-morrow the Second Chamber will meet to discuss the military re- 
organisation Bills. I need not say that there is but little desire for a 
summer session just as the elections have taken place. 

The King has appointed as Consuls at Canton, Swatow, Foochow, 
Ningpo, Chefoo, Tientsin, and Newchwang :—Mesers. W. Hulse, F. W. 
Richardson, T. Pim, P. Gabain, W. A. Cornabe, I. A. T. Meadows, F. 
P. Knight, hitherto Vice-Consuls. 

One of our ablest hydraulic engineers has been engaged by the 
Japanese Government, and in January next he will start for Japan to 
superintend the construction of some important waterworks in that 
country. His salary is fixed at fr.10,000 a year. |

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The Stock Markets are very quiet, but prices are nevertheless firm.

I hear with much satisfaction that at last a concession has been granted 
for the exploration of the Ombilién coal-fields in Sumatra, which are 
said to be of extraordinary richness. 


PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The chief occurrence in our Produce Market since my last is the 
Coffee sale of the Netherlands Trading Company, held last Wednesday, 
which went off at a reduction of about 14c. on the brokers’ valuations, 
being 34c. below the currency of the May sale. At this decline the 
biddings were pretty animated, and the result is looked upon as being 
upon the whole better than had been generally anticipated, thus making 
a favourable impression, and opening again more cheerful prospects for 
the future course of the article. A dull feeling has continued to pre- 
vail for most other leading articles of produce, and but little business 
has been doing. Tin, however, has been in fair request at steady prices. 

CoFFEE.—The June sale of the Dutch Trading Company has gone off 
on an average at a reduction of l$ec. on the brokers’ valuations, good 
ordinary realising 534e. to 53$c., in which proportions several numbers 
continue to be inquired after, and the market is firm. 

Tra.—Without change. Sales have been closed of some small parcels 
China, 

Sucar.—There is no alteration to report in the market. Holders of 
parcels on the spot refrain from pressing sales, and floating shipments 
are not offered at all at the present current rates, 

Spicrs.—The demand has been inactive, and but little business has 
been doing. 

Java Tosacco.—Important parcels, amounting together to about 
10,009 bales, have been sold by secret tender. 

Rick.—Dull, and prices but nominally supported. About 10,000 mats 
Japan, ex Dovenhey, were put up for sale by secret tender, but they 
remain still unsold. 

Tix.—Increased firmness has prevailed for this article, but the re- 
servedness of holders does not permit of much business being done, 
Banca has sold at f.81 to £83, and for delivery ex the next autumn sale 
at f.814 to f.83. Billiton, ex the June sale at Batavia, has changed 
hands at f.804 to f.81, and on the spot at £.804 to f£.824. 

Bronzk.—A parcel imported from Japan, per White Adder, has been 
sold at £.84 to £.100. 











Cooure Emtcration To Peru.—The Brazil and River Plate Mail 
makes the following remarks with reference to the coolie emigration to | 
Peru :—“ It would be useless to enter into the history of the emigra- 
tion of Chinese, which, having arisen in private enterprise, may pos- 
sibly have given room for abuses that all must deplore. But since the 
Governments of Portugal and Peru have become aware of the evil 
results that traffic might produce, its aspect has completely changed 
and those Governments have now as lively an interest in the welfare of 
the Chinese emigrants, and are as careful that their rights shall be re- 
spected as the English Government itself could be with regard to the 
emigrants going into its colonial territories. Besides this, public opinion 
in Peru, as well as in Portugal, is actively vigilant in favour of the 
Chinese emigrants, and in the event of their ill-treament, or of injustice 
on the part of the employer, the press and the authorities are always 
ready to support the right of the Chinese labourer, and perhaps even 
more favour is shown towards the Chinese who have received injuries 
from their employers than towards the employer who is injured by his 
labourer. The assertion that the Chinese in Peru are compelled to 
work under guard of soldiers is altogether false, fur there the Chinese 
labour just as any other workmen. It is equally untrue that the 
Chinese are compelled to work at the guano, and that the labour is 
unhealthy. The Chinese work at the guano just as the free labourers 
do ; and residence in these islands, far from being unhealthy, is exceed- 
ingly salubrious, and recommended to invalids. Neither are the Chincse 
obliged to work in Peru after the termination of their contracts, and it 
is untrue to assert that the Chinese do not return to their country. 
The fact is that numbers of them have their return passage given to 
them gratis, while many of them again leave China a second time for 
Peru, which proves how well off they are in the latter country. The 
treaties between the Governments of Peru and Portugal secure to the 
Chinese the most absolute respect for their persons and property, their 
liberty, and even their comfort.” 


New DoiiaR FoR CHINA AND THE East.—The American Mint 
having prepared seven different designs for the new silver 
trade dollars for use in China and the East, the Director of the 
Mint has selected the design from which the coinage is to be made. 
It has on the obverse a female figure seated on a bale of cotton, 
and extending the right hand, which grasps an olive branch, towards 
the open sea. In her left hand is a scroll bearing the word “ Liberty,” 
and at the base of the device is the motto “In God we trust.” — There 
is also on the obverse the date of the coinage and a halo of thirteen 
stars. On the reverse is the figure of an eagle, with the inscription 
“ United States of America,” and the motto “ # Pluribus Cnum.” The 
weight and fineness, and the words “Trade Dollar” are also inscribed 
on this side. The coins will be ready for circulation by the middle of 
July, and already there is a requisition for over a million of them for 
shipment to China and Japan, the money to pay for them having been 
deposited. The Mint expects to coin about five millions of the new coin 
every year. .

AFRICA FOR THE CHINESE. 

THERE is much in the condition of China to attract the 
attention of dreamers and to excite the imagination of 
theorists. The vastness of its territory, the superabundance 
of its population, the high state of civilisation which has 
flourished within its borders for so many centuries, the well 
known skill of its artisans, and the docility and industry of 
the people at large, are all and each sufficient to stimulate 
the growth of schemes for the development of the resources 
of the Empire, and the regeneration of the 400,000,000 who 
own allegiance to the Son of Heaven. 

The latest plan for the accomplishment of these most de- 
sirable objects has been advanced by Mr. FRANCIS GALTON. 
In a letter addressed to The Times, and which was repro- 
duced in our issue of the 6th inst., Mr. GALTON advocates 
the wholesale deportation of a Chinese population to the 
east coast of Africa, in the belief that the Chinese emigrants 
would not only maintain their position, but that they would 
multiply, and their descendants supplant the inferior negro 
race. ‘I should expect,” adds Mr. GALTON, “ that a large 
“part of the African sea-board, now sparsely occupied by 
“lazy, palavering savages, living under the nominal sove- 
“‘reignty of Zanzibar or Portugal, might in a few years be 
“‘tenanted by industrious, order-loving Chinese, living either 
‘as a semi-detached dependency of China, or else in perfect 
‘freedom under their own laws.” Mr. GALTON goes on 
to remark, in support of his scheme, that whereas the 
naa possess too little intellect, self-reliance, and self-con- 
trol to make it possible for them to sustain the burden of 
any respectable form of civilisation, Chinamen are endowed 
with a remarkable aptitude for a high material civilisation. 
This is perfectly true, and the statements that Chinese 
emigrants are good tempered, ie Se industrious, and 
possessed of an extraordinary extinct for political and social 
organisation, are fully justified by our experience of the 
sterling qualities displayed by Chinese labourers in America 
and in the Straits. But granting all this, it is difficult to 
see why either Chinese communities should voluntarily 
emigrate to Africa, or the Chinese Government should wish 
to send them thither. Mr. GALTON says that he has been 
assured by excellent authorities that occasions of political 
disturbance frequently arise when it would be practicable 
for the Government to do so by the promise of a free, or 
nearly free, grant of land, and another correspondent sug- 
gests that Mr. GALTon’s plan might at once be realised if 
the Government could be induced to transport the con- 
quered Panthays to Eastern Africa. There is a certain 
apparent fitness in this latter suggestion since it is believed 
that the Panthays are themselves enforced emigrants from 
the north-western provinces of the Empire. But it never 
seems to have occurred to either writer that the Chinese 
Government would be anxious rather to transport super- 
fluous communities to the waste places in China and her 
dependencies than to a region beyond her reach and know- 
ledge. The depopulation of the central and richest dis- 
tricts of the Empire, caused by the Taeping rebellion, has 
scarcely yet been made good, and recent travellers in Man- 
churia and Mongolia tell us of immense tracts of fertile 
plain, and luxuriant forest which are but very sparsely 
i tag by Chinese settlers. 

. GALTON says that the Chinese have a land hunger, 
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and so they have ; but the land they long for is the soil of 
their native provinces. No people in the world have such 
a deep-rooted love of their country as the Chinese, and 
none are so unwilling to leave it. At the present moment 
so impossible have the managers of the English Emigration 
House at Canton found it to get Chinese families to emi- 
grate to the West Indies, where every inducement is held 
out to them to seek comfort and independence, that they 
have been obliged to close their doors. Mr. GALTON him- 
self acknowledges the impracticability of any voluntary 
movement towards the fulfilment of his scheme, and it is to 
credit the Chinese Government with a strange blindness to 
their own interest to suppose that they would be willing 
to transport a commodity of which they stand in consider- 
able need to a foreign and distant land.

THE MESSAGERIES DOCKYARD AT LA CIOTAT. 

The building-yard of the “ Messageries Maritimes” at La 
Ciotat, about twenty miles from Marseilles, is one of the finest _ 
establishments in the Mediterranean.. With few exceptions, the 
whole of the fleet of the company, amounting to sixty-three, have 
been built and launched from this yard. At the present time 
two screw steamers of 3,450 tons register, 376 feet keel, 38 beam, 
and 31 depth, are building, to be named the Anadyr and Jumna, 
These vessels are to be fitted with compound engines of 600- 
horse power, similar to the /rrawaddy. They will carry 3,000 
tons cargo, and 194 ee in all, and will take their place on 
the through China line, as vessels even of the Hoogly class are 
found to be too small for the service. Our readers will remember 
what a monster the Hoogly was considered to be on her arrival 
in Singapore and Hong Kong, and we are sure there will be 
many regrets by our travelling friends when she is withdrawn. 
It is expected that one of the new ships will be ready at the end 
of this year, and one about the middle of next year. The com- 
pany’s vessels now under repair and alteration are the Ama- 
zone, Erymanthe, Donnai, Gange, Eridan, Mozambique, Meande, 
and Giodavery. Many of these are engaged in the Alexandria and 
Constantinople line, but some will be recognised as forming part 
of the link of the company’s service before the opening of the 
Suez Canal, and for comfort we doubt if any new vessel will 
8 the old Donna. 

The various departments of the yard are all in full working 
order, a8 operations were suspended during the war. The pre- 
mises include about thirty workshops, comprising all the require- 
ments for fitting a vessel from keel to truck, and in every respect 
the dockyard resembles a complete naval yard ; only that it is not 
a Government establishment, but entirely owned and worked by 
the Messageries Maritimes. These workshops, floating and dry 
docks (the latter about 420 feet length), cover a very large area. 
The total number of men and women now employed is 2,200, and 
in many departments night work is carried on. The ordinary 
working hours are from 6 to 11.30 a.m., and 1to6 p.m. All the 
timber necessary is imported from Maulmain, Canada, Sweden, 
&c. Iron and other materials come from England, canvas and 
rope from Brest, &c., &c. One portion of the yard is devoted 
specially to the landing and storing of timber, and a shed with 

owerful steam sawing mills adjoins. The construction of boats 
orms a distinct department, as does also the making of sails. A 
large number of women are employed in this latter department, 
and powerful sewing ines, capable of running a double stitch 
on double canvas, are in use. The making of mattresses, pillows, 
cushions, and tapestry for saloon and cabins likewise forms an 
important branch of industry, and four large stores are devoted 


to this pa ave: in which women are chiefly ed. In addi- 
tion to the heavier workshops for plates and machinery, there are 
three devoted to the lighter departments of fittings in iron, brass, 


and wood. There are also three fine buildings, which are used as 
stores for articles completed and ready for use ; the superintendent 
of these stores has to tender receipts to the owners yearly, and issue 
them on the requisition of the chief directors of the yard. This de- 
partment contains many articles not manufactured at La Ciotat, 
such as crockery, floor-cloth, lamps, baths, &.,&c. By the way 
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the sar ied will do well to ae their baths ; they are the most 
unsightly and uncomfortable things in the whole array of furnish- 
ing, and make a sorry figure compared with the magnificent 
marble baths to be found in the steamers of the P. and O. Com- 
pany. As the directors of the Messageries have always shown 
great wisdom in learning from their neighbour, they will do well 
to do so in this, so important to the comfort of their passengers. 
The entire establishment is in excellent order, and reflects 
great credit on the company’s director, Mons. Vesigmi, and the 
superintendent, Mons. Vence. The town of La Ciotat has little 
else in it than these works, and the men and women engaged in 
them. During the suspension of the company’s operations in 
the late war the inhabitants suffered much. The manufacture of 
cannon for the Government was carried out to some extent. 


PERSECUTION OF CHRISTIANS IN JAPAN. 
We have received a pamphlet entitled The Persecution of the 
Christians in Japan and the Jupanese Embassy in Europe, written 
by M. Léon Pagés, and published in Paris. It is an interesting 
and well-written little book. The author strikes the key-note of 
his argument in the very first sentence :— 


For more than forty years—that is to say, during the reigns of Louis 
Philippe and Napoleon the Second, and under the Presidency of M. 
Thiers—the several French Governments have misunderstood the mis- 
sion of our country, and resigned that protection and extension of the 
Christian Church which we formerly exercised, during long ages, at 
Rome, at Jerusalem, and in the Far East. The last attempts upon the 
Holy See, advised by Napoleon and put in practice by Victor Emmanuel, 
have drawn down upon our country the most terrible afflictions. The 
National Assembly—as now reformed and rendered wiser by our suffer- 
ings—ought to know how to repair, in due time, the error that has been 
committed, and, holding the prosperity of France in ita hand, re-estab- 
lish her as the Guardian Power of the Church. But there are some 
crimes which can already be atoned for and repaired ; and among the 
most detestable of them all was the abandonment—committed in the 
name of Napoleon by the Marquis de la Valette—of the French Pro- 
tectorate of the Moly City—a Protectorate which had existed through 
the Committee of Public Safety, through the Directory, and through 
the first Empire—and also the abandonment of the Roman Catholic 
Protectorate of the Far East. 


Arguing on this last idea, M. Pag¢s proceeds to examine the 
Roman Catholic Missions in Japan, promising another work of 
the same kind on China. Both pamphlets have special reference 
to the revision of the Treaties now impending. The author re- 
gards commerce as altogether of secondary importance to France 
—that is to say, to the religion of France in the Far East—and 
even says that it ought not to increase, except as auxiliary to that 
religion. The first duty of French diplomatists is the protection 
of their missionaries ; for this reason, they should be selected 
rather from their religious character than their political attain- 
ments. Hitherto the appointments in the Legation, and Con- 
sular Service, have been conferred upon men either wholly in- 
different to religion, or openly hostile to it, and sometimes of 
such scandalous moral character as to bring disgrace on the 
Church to which they are supposed to be attached. And very 
often in the Far East these appointments have been merely re- 
garded as a stepping-stone to higher employment ; no sooner has 
the young cadet arrived out than he sets his whole mind on his 
return home, and continues to prepare for it. But, leaving the 
consideration of an evil which applies equally to China and 
Japan, let us follow the author to questions purely affecting the 
latter country—namely the re-establishment of religious liberty 
not only for the Roman Catholic missionaries but their native 
converts. He says :— 


The Treaty between Japan and the Netherlands, ratified at Naga- 
saki, Oct. 16, 1857, contained the following stipulations :— 

“The right to exercise the services of their religion, in the interior, 
in all their own churches and their cemeteries alike. 

“ The practice of trampling on the image of Christ was abolished ; 
but the introduction of the Christian religion, and of any of the books 
treating of that religion, or any other, and of all crosses and images be- 
longing to them, was prohibited in Japan.” 

These clauses—says M. Pagés—crown the disgrace with which 
the Netherlanders covered themselves 200 years ago, when they 
\eademthea the image of our Lord to be profaned at Desima 

eanwhile another humiliation was in store for the Dutch 
diplomatists. 

In the Treaty of 1858 between France and Japan, it was provided 
that French subjects should have the right to exercise their religion 
freely, and for this purpose they were empowered to erect on land be- 
longing to them convenient places of worship, and cemeteries. The 
Japanese Government had already prohibited all practices hostile to 
Christianity. Each of the Treaty Powers could, after one year’s 


notice, from August 15, 1872, demand the revision of the Treaty, for 


the purpose of inserting such new clauses as experience proved neces- 

sary. This Treaty, prepared by a Minister, Baron Gros, notoriously 

indifferent in religious matters, nevertheless guaranteed the French the 

freedom of worship, the recognition of Roman Catholic missionaries in 

ie an and an extension of the liberty of worship claimed by the 
u 


This is the Treaty which now demands revision, and the 


Japanese Minister in Paris is the person principally entrusted

with that duty. Acting on this 
missionaries have since erected very many chapels in Nagasaki 


and other places. The following is remarkable for more reasons 
than one :— 


In 1865—or seven years after the signature of this Treaty—a mar- 
vellous fact, and one of those which bear the strongest testimony to 
the truth of our holy religion, disclosed itself. There existed in Japan 
great numbers of converts scattered through the length and breadth 
of the land, who, after the lapse of two centuries and a half, nearly iso- 
lated from European intercourse, and deprived of priests, had yet pre- 
served the religion of Jesus Christ, and the sacrament of baptism. 
Certain of these Christiana, as soon as they perceived the cross per- 
mitted to tower above the chapel of Nagasaki, came in search of the 
missionaries and disclosed themselves to them. Every day they were 
joined by new brethren, as the good news flew from neighbourhood to 
neighbourhood, and at length the missionaries state that the number of 
the disciples of their Church exceeded 200,000 souls. 

M. Pagés was grieved to discover at such a juncture that the 
diplomatic representatives of his country were infidels (svc. ). 
Some few even embraced the Mussulman creed ; all ap ared 
agreed to sacrifice their religious duties to their wor diy in- 
terests. 

It was shortly after this time that certain princes in the South, 
jealous of the authority of the Chégoun, and irritated at his determina- 
tion to open his ports to European commerce, accused the sovereign of 
betraying his country to the barbarians. The Chégoun was prevailed 
upon to issue a proclamation, commanding such of his subjects as had 
become Christians to recant. So far from doing this, these men pre- 
pared themselves by religious exercises and the sacrament for the per- 
secution which they knew they had to expect. 

It began in Ouracami, a valley adjoining Nagasaki, where the 
population were partly converts. In April, 1867, the magistrate 
summoned all these before him, and threw them into prison to 
the number of sixty or seventy—(see London and China Tele- 


graph, Oct. 9, 1867). The local (Protestant) journal took u 


their cause, “since it is essential that the principle of relli- 
gious toleration should be clearly established.” Meanwhile the 


consuls residing in Nagasaki united in a memorial against this 
breach of the Treaty. General Van ewean te inister of 
the United States, took a very active part in this proceeding. 


The French Minister, M. Leon Roches, on the contrary, did 
nothing to assist it—which was no more than might be ex- 
pected ; seeing that, though born a Roman Catholic, he had 
abjured his religion and turned Mussulman in Algiers. He 
professed Catholicism afterwards, but he lent it no sincere assist- 
ance. When M. Pagés consulted him on the choice of some books 
to import into Japan, M. Roches said—“ Above all, do not men- 
tion the title of any book bearing upon religion ia my hearing.” 
This same M. Roches attempted to induce the Vicar Apostolic, 
Monseignor Petitjean, to advise the captives to become apostates 
—of course without success. Failing this step M. Roches ad- 
dressed an official despatch of a menacing character, and then 
imposed on the missionaries, in his capacity as minister, restric- 
tions altogether at variance with the A reaty. “IT do not know,” 
wrote an American journalist, “ what powers France confers on 
her representatives, but I am convinced that she never intended 
to invest them with authority to embarrass the missionaries, or to 
tamper with treaties.” Nevertheless, the conduct of M. Roches 
met with the approbation of Lord Clarendon—a fact which M. 
Pagés considers indicative of the new school of English politicians 
in the Far East. 


Nothing could show the worthlessness of the promises of Japanese 
Government than the events which now followed one another. The 
officer sent to Nagasaki was charged before everything to put the un- 
happy captives to the torture, and he declared that he would nut relax 
his exertions till he had compelled them to commit acts of apostasy. 
This, in M. Roches’s opinion, only showed the power of the Chégoun ; but— 
notwithstanding the apostasy of some, and the sacrifice of many martyrs, 
who were firm in their faith—it proved to be impossible to save the dy- 
nasty of the Chégoun. At the beginning of 1868, a revolution fomented 
by the Princes of Satsouma, Nangato, and Tosa, overthrew the Chogoun, 
and placed the Mikado in supreme authority. 


The new Government did not dare to disavow the existing 
treaties, and it guaranteed to maintain them—nevertheless it used 
every exertion to foment the hatred against foreigners. The as- 
sassination of an officer and eighteen sailors of the Daphne was 
the result of this double-faced policy. The body of the officer 
was literally cut to pieces ; his tongue, ears, fingers, &., were cut 
off and mangled. 

In the early part of 1868 two new edicta appeared, proscribing the 
“ abominable religion” of Jesus Christ ; ordering the rigorous punish- 
ment of native Christians, and offering rewards to all who would in- 
form against them. The latter of these was followed in a few days by 
the arrest of 3,000 native Christians. The text in the Zaisaicouan 
nichi, and Hibi Chimboun (we presume, the Government Gazettes) seta 
out, “ Although the sect of Christians have for many hundred years 
been rigorously persecuted by the Government of Bankfou, it has not 
been wholly exterminated. On the contrary, this mischievous crotchet 
adopted, without due reflection by a few fanatics, has recently increased 
greatly in Ouracami.” The Proclamation goes on to order that those 
who are appointed to look after the Christians will at first treat them 
with reason and humanity, and endeavour, by fair means, to bring 
them back to a right way of thinking. But, if they refuse to acknow- 
ledge and recant their errors, they were to be treated without mercy. 
They were interdicted from associating with their neighbours—they were 
to be employed in the Travanx Forces (gold and coal mines)—in fact 
anything that the magistrates thought fit to inflict on them. They 
were exiled into the mountains and the forests for dwellings; a ration 
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of rice per head was to be allowed to the Daimios for three years ; and 
they were to be conducted to their place of exile in small detachments. 

This was ominous, and the consequence was that thirty-four 
Daimios carried away 4,100 of these unfortunate beings to various 

laces, 

At Hakodati it was ruled that all Christians who should refuse to be- 
come renegades after three years should be put to death; 300 were 
transported from Ouracaini to some unknown region. In August the 
Governor of Nagasaki determined to insist on a general and universal 
apostasy, and a commission was opened. Many poor wretches forsook 
their faith ; those who remained firm were put totorture. The European 
Ministers ventured some weak remonstrances, which were bafiled by 
Japanese duplicity. The persecution spread over the district of Omoura, 
the province of Figen, and the islands of Goto. There were from 400 
to 500 prisoners. Those who survived the torture were reduced to 
death by slow starvation in eighteen months. 

When M. Roches returned to France, his successor, M. Outrey, 
“in obedience to the anti-Christian spirit of parties,” left the 
captives without relief. Indeed, he wrote to his Government 
that a new centre of Christians had been discovered, and that 
he had resolved, in common with his colleagues, to avoid inquiry 
into the manner in which they had been treated. When Prince 
Owasima, Foreign Minister, informed him that political con- 
siderations might cause the supersession of some of the Ministers, 
M. Outrey, after a feeble remonstrance suffered himself to be 
put off with frivolous replies. MM. Pagés suspects that his real 
object was rather to acquire territory than to support his oftice 
in maintaining the Treaty rights, and gives extracts from some 
of his despatches which seem to give colour to this idea, 

But we must quit this painful subject for a while to consider a 
financial question of great importance. In May, 1869, M. Outrey re- 
ceived the third payment of the indemnity stipulated for after the 
expedition of Chimoneseki in 1864—50,000 piastres. In his despatch 
of the 10th May, he stated that the Government of the Tycoon had paid 
no more than 1,500,000 piastres out of 3,000,000—and, in default of 
being able to procure the remainder, he recommended his Government 
to allowa further delay of three years for the payments which had 
already become due, and those which would become due in 1872. 

M. Outrey concluded his despatch with a paragraph highly 
eulogistic of the Japanese Government, putting out of sight 
their unblushing breaches of the Treaty ; his Government ac- 
quiesced in his views. The persecution continued ;—the follow- 
ing account is very horrible :— 

From October 1869 to January 1870 nearly 4,500 Christians were 
transported from Ouracami, and the islands of Goto. The men were 
separated from the women, women from the children; the women 
were compelled to travel naked, the children were trampled to death. 
When the European Ministers at Yedo remonstrated, they were met 
with the sneering answer that “the Government of Nagasaki had 
acted without orders.” 

On the 1st January, 1870, the Foreign Ministers returned an 
answer to a despatch addressed to them six months before by 
Mr. De Long, containing the transparent falsehood that they 
had caused an investization to be made into the treatment of the 
captives, and could find no ill-usage proved. The same day, Sir 
Harry Parkes wrote from Hiogo, but, receiving no redress or 
even any satisfactory reply, the Foreign Ministers called a Con- 
ference, which was held on the 10th January, 1870—present, Sir 
Harry Parkes, M. Outrey, Mr. De Long, M. von Brandt, Messrs, 
Siebold, Diéborgues, and Kempermann (interpreters), and Sanjo, 
Iwacura, Sawa, and Terrachima (Japanese Ministers). The 
meeting was a lengthened one, buf it was altogether unsatis- 
factory, owing to the misrepresentations, equivocations, and con- 
tradictions of the Japanese. - 

About this time the Mikado effected ‘the last revolution in 
Japan, by circumscribing (or rather abolishing) the powers of the 
Daimios. The Mikado having seen his “right divine” re-es- 
tablished, these great men were expected to reside at Court, 
according to precedent. They complied only in appearance, and 
ceased, in fact, to reside at Court. The Mikado, discovering this, 
issued a decree suppressing their titles, and reduced them to the 
rank of simple nobles, appointing them to the government of the 
several provinces to which they had retired—reserving the power 
to recall them at any time. This decree being disregarded, it was 
followed by another more firm, which provoked signs of a revolt, 
in which the Daimios were secretly encouraged by the native 
priests, who fancied that if the movement were successful their 
form of worship would be exclusive throughout the Empire. All 
the persecution of the Christians can be traced to political mo- 
tives from first to last. The part taken by Mr. De Long, in per- 
ceiving and exposing these enormities, was distinguished by 
uncommon enercy and discretion. To this gentleman's representa- 
tions, and invitation to the Japanese Government to a conference 
with the representatives of the European Powers, a written reply 
only was vouchsafed, and that of a very unsatisfactory character. 
It was, however, accepted by Sir Harry Parkes, M. Outrey, Mr. 
De Long, and Mr. Von Brandt. 

Three of these signatures (savs M. Pagés) were those of Pro- 
testants—only the ‘French Minister was Roman Catholic. M. 
Pagés severely censures him for appending his signature toa 
document in which vague accusations of having been the cause 
of serious troubles were brought against the Catholic mission- 
aries, and made a pretext for the wholesale deportation of their 
converts. 


- Making the allowance which is to be expected for the author 
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in the double character of a Roman Catholic and a Frenchman— 
he labours to prove that the Franco-German war was pro- 
voked by Germany for the purpose of putting down Catholicism ! 
—M. Pagés’s pamphlet is one which will repay perusal. We do 
not mean that it will produce the slightest effect,—and we make 
the admission with the more regret because the author a 

to be a constant reader of ours. He is very severe on Sir 
Parkes for some remarks of our Minister’s, which we published in 
our issue of Feb. 19 last year. M. Pagés waxes irritable as he 
writes of Sir Harry, whom he accuses of equivocation, and of 
giving sions of “that kind of policy, without dignity and without 
principles, which has often distinguished England in the Far 
East.” Which hot assertion, suffered to cool, simply means, we 
opine, that Sir Harry Parkes is not a Jesuit. 

Iwakura and M. Thiers come in for a share of the same kind 
of censure. Nobody can refuse to accept the sincerity of M. 
Pagés’s convictions, but few, we imagine, will be inclined to follow 
the train of his reasoning. We thank him for his ‘eg though 
we cannot always congratulate him on the use to which he turns 
them. We will conclude our notice of his book with the remark 
that, in our opinion, a treaty such as he suggests for France— 
founded absolutely on the establishment of Roman Catholic 
worship, throuch the length and breadth of the land, to the ex- 
clusion of all other considerations—would speedily set Japan in 
a blaze if it were possible to conceive it put in practice. But 
it is zmpossible, and, so long as three Protestants represent Great 
Britain, Germany, and the. United States, to the one Catholic 
Minister of France, it must remain a chimera. 


THE KWOK-A-SING CASE. 


(THE TIMES.) 


Hardly anything can be more astonishing to the Chinese mind than 
a motion in an English court of law for the extradition of a Chinese 
criminal. The Judicial Committee of the Privy Council was called 
upon to determine last week a question of this kind, and, however its 
decision may surprise those whose views of English law it is intended 
to settle, there can be little doubt of the soundness of the legal principles 
affirmed by the Committee. In China, we doubt not, the decision will 
be received with sufficient°equanimity, although the arguments which 
have swayed the eminent Judges who sit upon the Judicial Committee 
of the Privy Council proceed upon principles which the Oriental intel- 
ligence cannot comprehend. The most interesting point, however, in 
the Appeal is the bearing the case has on that dubious traffic under 
cover of which the worst evils of the Slave Trade have been reproduced 
in the Asiatic seas. The Coolie Trade between China and the American 
Continent has long been a fertile source of heartburning and injustice. 
In pretended revenge for the wrongs notoriously endured by the Coolies 
crimes have been no doubt committed, and it is very possible that in 
the case lately brought before the Privy Council the accused must be 
counted among the wrongdoers ; but the voice of the civilised world, 
while not presuming to exculpate unlawful acta, will note in this deci- 
sion another practical testimony to the mischiefs of a system still unac- 
countably tolerated by the Powers that represent European civilisation 
in the Bast. < 

We must be careful to distinguish between the merits of Kwok-a- 
Sing’s case, or that of any other wretched Coolie driven desperate by the 
Villanies of which he may be the victim, and the legal principles which 
the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council has finally established by 
this decision. It is undoubtedly by no means easy for an English Court 
to decide whether an emigrant ship on a voyage from Macao had been 
doing a bit of disguised slave-trading, or had been engaged in legitimate 
traffic. The Committee of the Privy Council barely glanced at this 
question, although evidently favouring the latter view of the case. But 
the point on which the case really turned was one which may touch the 
liberties of Englishmen quite as much as those of Chinamen. Kwok-a- 
Sing was discharged after his second arrest by the Supreme Court of 
Hong Kong on the ground that he had been committed a second time 
for the same offence, in contravention of the clause of the Habeas Cor- 
pus Act, which prohibits a second committal of a prisoner after liberation 
on the same charge. The Judicial Committee have determined that the 
statute of Charles II. applies only to the case of an accused person 
who has been discharged on recognisances and who has been afterwards 
arrested for the same offence and obliged to sue out a second writ of 
Habeas Corpus. In the case of Kwok-a-Sing it is clear that the 
game question of law was not raised upon the second indictment as on the 
first, though the facts in issue were unaltered. The charge of murder 
fell through, but the charge of piracy succeeded it, and we must conclude 
that the Privy Council have laid down the law rightly in deciding 
that Kwok-a-Sing should not have been discharged from custody under 
the valid warrant issued against him on the piracy charge because he 
had been previously discharged from imprisonment on a charge of 
murder. The judgment in favour of the liberty of the subject deli- 
vered by the Courts of Hong Kong is thus reversed. Kwok-a-Sing 
will, nevertheless, not be delivered up to the justice of his countrymen, 
stimulated by the intelligent kindness of the Portuguese of Macao, but 
it is by a sort of accident that he escapes. It was not shown that the 
murder of a foreigner on foreign territory by a Chinese is an offence 
against the laws of China. Kwok-a-Sing waa accused of having murdered 
the French captain on board the French ship. But he might have been 
as easily accused of some offence clearly contravening the laws of China. 
We have no fault to find with the legal accuracy of these conclusions ; 
but, unless we are far more fully satisfied than at present we can be 
with the character of Chinese criminal jurisprudence, we should lose no 
time in modifying the terms of a treaty which binds us, as it appears, 
to deliver up to the mercies of Chinese justice any unfortunate wretches 
discovered within our dominions who have committed, or are accused 
of having committed, “crimes and offences against the law of China.” 
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—— Wonetary and Commercial. 


The following is a translation of a circular which has been 
sent into the silk-producing districts around Shanghai by the 
Native Silk Guild of Shanghai and by Messrs. C, J. Skeggs and 
Co. :— 

Chekiang is the largest country of silk production in the world. The 
result of the silk crop as regards quantity rests with the will of 
Heaven, but the fineness or inferiority of the silk rests with the work 
of men. The production of silk is increasing every year, and the ex- 
portation to foreign countries is the largest channel for its consumption. 
The crop was a very fair one last year, but the reeling was finished with 
carelessness. The silk was coarse and inferior, and foreigners have lost 
heavily on their shipments. The stock in Europe remaining unsold is 
20,000 to 30,000 bales; and the consequence is that Shanghai prices 
have declined considerably—present quotations being 80 per cent. 
lower than what they were last year—and still foreign purchasers do 
not feel inclined to buy China silk. For many years we have been 
buying your production, and the interests of both of us are 
alike ; we cannot therefore keep you in ignorance of what we 
see and hear ourselves. You are fully aware that your support 
for the whole year is derived from the feeding of the silkworms ; 
you pick your leaves before the day is dawned, and you feed 
your worms till midnight: what do you expect to get in return for the 
hard work? Let us advise you that in reeling your silks for the coming 
season you use the best workmanship and exercise your best endea- 
vours to make them fine, even, bright, clean, and suitable for use by 
the manufacturers, and you will find a good market for your produce. 
We may mention here that the reason why the short reeled silk (such 
as best Haineen) has not declined so much in price this season, is owing 
to its brightness and fineness, and the manufacturers being able to rely 
on it. If, therefore, you can produce silk suitable to the manufacturers, 
you will not only get a better price for it, but you will always be able 
O dispose of it easily. The difference in prices between the suitable 
and unsuitable silk will be very great in the coming season, and it will 
be very important to have the question of workmanship looked into, 
for should the silks be just as coarse, inferior, and mixed as they were 
last season, you will not only get lower prices, but find a difficulty in 
selling. We of the Silk Guild are your own countrymen, and, as rela- 
tions, are induced to give you this advice, which we hope you will re- 
ceive and act upon with good faith, and that you will find both of us 
benefited by it. Pray make no error, for every word we have uttered 
is true and sincere, and we expect you will give it its full weight. 

At the meeting of the Ceylon Company on the 24th inst., a 
dividend of 4 per cent. was declared for the past half-year. It 
was originally intended to divide 44 per cent., but as the half 
per cent. was intended toe be paid out of profits made since the 
accounts were closed, and as there is some doubt whether this 
can be legally done, it was decided to strike off the half per 
cent.

At the meeting of the Imperial Ottoman Bank, the report of 
the directors was adopted, and a dividend of 18s. per share de- 
clared, making, with the interim dividend of 10s. y paid, a 
total distribution of 14 per cent. for the year. 

The Home and Colonial Marine Insurance Company announce 
a payment of interest for the half-year ending the 30th June at 
the rate of 6 per cent. per annum. 

With reference to the Suez Canal, a telegram from Constanti- 
nople states that it may almost be regarded as certain that Turkey 
and Austria will agree to the tonnage measurement. As re 
the dues to be levied ie the Spe: & disposition exists to 
adopt as much as possible such as may be in accordance with the 
interests of the Suez Canal Company. The Porte would after- 
wards have to obtain the assent of the Khedive. 

The attention of the Liverpool Chamber of Commerce havin 
frequently been directed to tha onportunitivs for fraud, as we 
as to the frauds themselves, arising out of the existing system of 
having several bills of lading, all of the same tenour and date, 
and representing the same property, the Chamber have resolved 
to recommend the plan of numbering such bills in sets, “ first,” 
“second,” “third,” and so on, as in the case of bills of exchange. 

The Manchester Market has continued in an inanimate state, 
and producers have experienced some difficulty in obtaining 
orders, but there has been no general giving away in values or 





pressure to sell, so that prices are steady, notwithstanding the 
small business in progress. 
The Market for Bar Silver has been without animation, and 
oe remain as last quoted, viz. :—59 5-16d. per oz. standard 
or Fine Bars, and 59 11-16d. per oz for Doré. Mexican 
Dollars of the new coinage have been sold at 59d. per oz, 
shone ; reduction of }d. per oz.

ARTICLES OF IMPORT. 


TEA. 

There has been only a moderate amount of business done in the 
market during the week, but prices have been generally rather firmer, 
especially for good common to fair black-leaf kinds of Congou, which 
had been greatly depressed, and now show an improvement of 4d. to 
ld. per lb. from the lowest point. The public sales have comprised 
only 5,685 packages, of which 5,557 packages were sold without reserve. 
The deliveries for the week amount to 2,955,098 Ibs., against 2,930,872 
Ibs. last year. 
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Congous : Red-leaf kinds: Siftings remain saleable at former prices. 
Broken-leaf kinds have been rather more in request. Fair to good 
common show no alteration ; the demand, bowever, has been limited.
